Fellow  citizens  of  the  Senate  and  JEouse  of  Representatives : 

Tbe  adjonrmnent  of  the  last  CoDgress  without  making  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  present  fiscal  year  has  rendered  nec- 
ets^arv  a  suspension  of  payments  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  sums  due 
them  for  services  rendered  after  the  30th  day  of  June  last.  The  Army 
exists  by  virtue  of  statutes*  which  prescribe  its  numbers,  regulate  its 
or<;aiiization  and  employment,  and  which  fix  the  pay  of  its  officers  and 
men,  and  declare  their  right  to  receive  the  same  at  stated  periods. 
These  statutes,  however,  do  not  authorize  the  payment  of  the  troops  in 
the  absence  of  specific  appropriations  therefor.  The  Constitution  ha^s 
wisely  provided  that  "  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  but 
in  cousequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law;"  and  it  has  also  been 
dnlared  by  statute  that  "  no  Department  of  the  Government  shall 
ex|»eiid  in  any  one  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  appropriations  made 
hy  Congress  for  that  fiscal  year."  We  have,  therefore,  an  Army  in  serv- 
ice, aothorized  by  law  and  entitled  to  be  paid,  but  no  funds  available 
for  that  purpose. 

It  may  also  be  said,  as  an  additional  incentive  to  prompt  action  by 
Conjrress,  that,  since  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  Army, 
ihuufih  without  pay,  has  been  constantly  and  actively  employed  in 
arduoQs  and  dangerous  service,  in  the  performance  of  which  both  offi- 
cers and  men  have  discharged  their  duty  with  fidelity  and  courage,  and 
without  complaint.  These  circumstances,  in  my  judgment,  constitute 
an  extraordinary  occasion,  requiring  that  Congress  be  convened  in 
a«lvance  of  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for  your  meeting  in  regular  ses- 
sion. The  importance  of  speedy  action  upon  this  subject  on  the  part  of 
Coni^^ress  is  so  manifest  that  I  venture  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  mak- 
'Dg  the  necessary  appropriations  tor  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the 
cnrrent  year,  at  its  present  maximum  numerical  strength  of  twenty-five 
thousand  men ;  leaving  for  future  consideration  all  questions  relating 
^0  an  increase  or  decrease  of  the  number  of  enlisted  men.  In  the  event 
')t  the  redaction  of  the  Army  by  subsequent  legislation  during  the  fiscal 
y^sr,  the  excess  of  the  appropriation  could  not  be  expended ;  and  in  the

During  the  year  ending  June  30, 1877,  the  company  expended  for  the 
renewal  of  rails  $504,827.13 ;  and  in  the  month  of  July  of  present  year, 
$147,244.73 ;  total,  $652,071.86.  Since  July  1, 1876,  there  have  been  re- 
newed 5,154  tons  of  steel  rails  to  August  1, 1877,  and  during  the  month 
of  August  985  tons;  or,  in  all,  6,139  tons;  and  it  is  expected  that  an 
aggregate  of  140  miles  will  be  reached  for  the  year  1877  before  its  close. 
Steel  rails  are  being  placed  on  the  heavy  grades  and  mountain  divisions. 
From  1st  of  March  last  to  August  1,  there  have  been  rerolled  at 
Laramie  mill  4,942  tons  of  iron  rails,  at  a  cost  of  about  $15  per  ton.  On 
the  lighter  grades,  bad  iron  is  being  replaced  with  the  rerolled  rails. 
For  the  year  ending  June  30, 1»77,  ties  have  been  renewed  as  follows, 
viz:  Pine, 410,721 ;  hard  wood,  89,424;  total,  500,145;  and  the  renewal 
is  constantly  going  on. 

In  the  same  period  of  time  the  company  has  constructed  at  its  shops : 
Outfit  and  boarding  cars,  4 ;  small  baggage-cars,  2 ;  box  freight-cars, 
42 ;  total,  48.  The  company  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  of  its 
own  to  meet  the  demand  for  shipment  of  cattle,  but  the  deficiency  is 
met  by  the  roads  leading  from  Council  Bluffs  to  Chicago  sending  large 
numbers  of  their  cars  out  to  points  of  loading  on  the  Union  Pacific 
Road. 

The  company  has  long  needed  commodious  and  safe  general  offices  at 
Omaha.  This  want  is  now  being  met,  and  when  the  work  on  the  build- 
ing shall  have  been  completed  the  general  offices  of  the  company  will 
be  exceedingly  well  and  safely  provided  for. 

There  had  been  expended  on  the  generjil  office  building  at  Omaha  to 
August  1,  1877,  $13,468.38;  amount  additional  necessary  to  complete 
it,  $27,000;  total,  $40,468.38.  The  building  will  be  amply  provided 
with  fire-proof  vaults  for  the  safekeeping  and  preservation  of  the  com- 
pan^'s  records,  books,  papers,  &c.,  and  will  be  very  complete  in  all  of 
its  appointments. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  hereinafter 
mentioned,  having  determined  that  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  road  is 
on  the  Iowa  shore  of  the  Missouri  River,  and  requiring  the  company  to 
operate  its  road  to  said  terminus  as  a  continuous  line,  rendered  it  neces- 
sary for  the  company  to  provide  a  building  thereat  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  its  large  and  growing  business,  and  for  the  comfort  and  conven- 
ience of  the  public.  The  work  is  under  way  and  rapidly  progressing 
toward  completion,  and  the  company  has  expended  on  the  same  to  Au- 
gust 31,  1877,  $13,208.68;  amount  required  to  complete  it,  $70,000; 
total,  $83,208.68.  This  work  is  necessary,  and  the  outlay  judicious,  as 
the  want  of  proper  accommodations  at  the  terminus  of  the  road  has 
been  a  constant  source  of  complaint. 

During  the  month  of  August  the  Missouri  Biver  bridge  sustained 
serious  damage.  A  wind-storm  of  almost  unparalleled  force  carried 
away  b<Mli)y,  and  cast  into  the  river,  the  two  eastern  spans  of  the  bridge. 
Fortunately,  neither  the  abutment  nor  piers  were  injured;  and  the  com- 
pany at  once  put  in  a  temporary  structure  for  use  until  a  permanent  one 
can  be  put  in  place,  which  will  be  done  without  delay.  The  accident 
interrupted  business  for  a  time,  and  occasioned  considerable  cost  to  the 
company.  On  the  18th  of  September  trains  commenced  crossing  on 
the  temporary  structure,  and  there  has  been  no  delay  since  that  time. 
The  temporary  structure  will  cost  $31,216.78;  amount  necessary  to 
replace  permanent  structure,  $50,000 ;  total,  $81,216.78. 

A  large  expenditure  has  been  made  for  the  protection  of  the  Missouri 
Biver  bank  on  the  east  side.  This  was  required  for  the  preservation  of 
the  eastern  approach  to  the  bridge.    The  total  am)unt  expended  for 
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this  purpose  to  Aagast  31, 1877,  is  $190,992.14,  and  the  tendency  of  the 
rirer  to  encroach  upon  its  banks  will  reqaire  constant  watchfulness  and 
s  eoDtinaoas  expenditare  in  greater  or  less  amount. 

During  the  present  year  the  Missouri  Biver  made  a  ^<  cut  off"  just 
north  of  the  cities  of  Council  Bluffs  and  Omaha,  through  which  an  ex- 
ceedingly rapid  and  forceful  current  was  set  directly  against  the  west 
bank  of  the  river,  threatening  the  large  general  shops  of  the  com- 
pany. The  company  has  expended  $30,000  to  avert  the  present  danger, 
and  a  subsidence  of  the  water  has,  for  the  present,  afforded  relief;  but 
a  large  expenditure  will  be  required  to  protect  and  preserve  the  shops 
in  their  present  location.  The  work  will  need  to  be  substantial  and 
thorough,  and  will  probably  cost  about  $250,000.  The  city  of  Omaha 
and  the  Omaha  Smelting  and  Refining  Gompany  are  both  directly  inter- 
ested in  averting  this  danger,  and  will  doubtless  provide  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  necessary  outlay.  K  this  should  not  be  done,  then  the  rail- 
road company  mnst  elect  between  paying  the  entire  expense,  with  the 
risk  of  ultimate. failure,  and  a  removal  of  its  extensive  shops  to  a  more 
secure  locality.  In  either  event  the  cost  to  the  company  must  be  con- 
siderable. 

It  ifi  the  purpose  of  the  company  to  replace  the  present  wooden  bridge 
over  the  Loupe  Fork  of  the  Platte  River  with  an  iron  structure;  but  the 
estimate  of  cost  is  not  vet  received. 

In  1869  the  then  management  of  the  company  contemplated  farming 
out  the  express  business  over  the  road  to  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  This  was 
objected  to  by  the  Government  directors,  and  finally,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Wilson,  (then  and  now  a  Government  director,)  the  company  resolved 
to  do  its  own  express  business.  The  result  of  this  action  has  proved 
most  satisfactory.  The  earnings  from  that  source  have  been  as  follows, 
viz:

The  expense,  loss,  and  damage  account  has  been  exceedingly  light — 
probably  in  all,  to  date  given,  not  exceeding  $250,000.  In  the  month  of 
September  of  the  present  year  a  loss  fell  upon  this  department  of  the 
company's  service  of  some  $60,000.  A  band  of  train-robbers  stopped 
the  express* train,  robbed  the  express-car,  and  carried  off  about  the 
amount  stated  of  money  being  forwarded  east.  About  $20,000  of  the 
money  has  been  recovered  to  present  date,  and  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  recover  the  remainder.  In  making  the  recovery  mentioned,  two  of 
the  robbers  were  killed. 

It  would  have  been  well  for  the  company  had  it  pursued  the  same 
coarse  with  the  sleeping-cars  on  the  road  that  it  did  with  the  express 
department.  But,  instead  of  doing  so,  it  contracted  this  interest  away 
at  a  very  early  day  in  its  history.  The  Pullman  sleepers  were  put  apou 
the  rcMMi  under  said  contract.  The  terms  of  the  contract  were  most 
lavorable  to  Mr.  Pullman.  He  furnishes  the  cars,  conductors,  and 
porters.  The  railroad  company  keeps  the  cars  in  repair.  The  total 
amoant  expended  by  the  company  for  repairs  under  the  contract  from 
time  the  cars  were  placed  on  the  road  to  the  present  time  is  $444,595,21. 
Daring  the  last  year,  the  amount  expended  on  reconstruction  and  re- 
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pairs  was  $14,764.32.  It  would  have  been  far  better  for  the  company 
had  it  placed  its  own  sleepers  on  the  road,  and  ran  the  same  to  its  own 
profit.  The  present  management  is  anxious  to  be  rid  of  said  contract^ 
and  certainly  will  not  renew  it,  as  it  is  now  plain  to  be  seen  what  a 
grave  mistake  was  made  by  entering  into  it  at  all.  The  contract  will 
expire  October  1, 1882. 

As  stated  in  former  reports  of  the  Government  directors,  the  com- 
pany is  operating  its  own  coal-mines.  The  coal  produced  during  the 
year  was  264,779  tons,  at  a  cost  of  $1.29 J  per  ton  on  cars.  Of  the 
amount  produced  the  company  used  183,337  tons,  and. sold  for  general 
use  81,442  tons. 

The  laud  granted  to  the  company  is  mortgaged  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  land-grant  bonds.  Number  of  acres  sold,  1,341,779.30; 
amount  due  company  on  contracts,  $3,049,134.53.  Principal  received, 
$2,618,293.71;  interest,  $442,681.79;  total,  $3,060,775.50.  Acres  sold 
during  last  year,  67,971.53;  average  price  per  acre,  $2.92, 

In  view  of  the  grasshopper-scourge  which  has  afflicted  Nebraska  for 
several  years  past,  the  number  of  acres  of  land  sold  by  the  company 
during  the  last  year  is  a  gratifying  surprise,  and  now  that  the  scourge 
seems  to  have  passed  away,  and  immigration  is  again  pouring  into  the 
State,  the  sales  in  the  future  must  increase  rapidly.

This  Statement  does  not  include  coal-miners  nor  men  connected  with 
the  Laramie  Kolling-Mill,  but  only  railroad  employes  proper. 

In  their  report  of  last  year,  the  Government  directors  criticised  the 
action  of  the  company  in  reducing  the  track-force,  and  said:  ^^ There 
has  been  too  great  reduction  of  the  section-gangs,  which  should  be  in- 
creased by  from  one  to  three  men  to  the  gang  on  the  greater  part  of  the 
line.  In  reducing  the  track-force,  the  company  has  but  followed  the 
policy  adopted  by  most  railroad  companies  since  the  panic  of  1873  and 
the  unfriendly  legislation  of  several  of  the  States.  There  has  been  a 
general  effort  to  economize  all  round,  which  is  well  enough  in  most  re- 
spects, but  in  the  one  indicated  is  a  mistake." 

The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  the  company  haB  heeded  this 
criticism,  and  placed  1,250  section  and  track  men  on  its  line  of  1,038 
miles,  or  more  than  a  man  to  the  mile.

Ami  taking  the  company's  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  remaining  assets 
eiuitraied  in  the  statement,  amount  to  $3,911,443.85. 

These  assets  consist  of  stocks  and  bonds  in  other  railroad  companies, 
ulHi^raph  and  steamship  shares,  county  bonds  issued  by  counties  in 
NVbra^ka  and  Colorado,  &c.  The  railroad  stocks  and  bonds  are  of  com- 
jnnies  which  the  Union  Pacific  Company  have  aided  in  constructing 
tlieir  roads,  in  order  to  bring  business  to  its  line  mainly,  though  in  some 
ciisos,  but  in  no  great  amount,  of  companies  with  which  it  has  no  con- 
iH  ctiou.  It  is  deemed  proper  to  eliminate  from  said  statement  of  assets 
tlie  itt'ins  specified  above,  because  the  amount  from  operating  depart- 
nieiit  would  be  required  to  meet  payments  of  dividends  and  interest 
tiilaiig  due  in  July,  the  amount  due  from  CTnited  States  for  half  trans- 
portation, because  it  is  held  to  await  the  determination  of  the  suit  now 
{•ro^ecuting  by  the  Government  for  the  recovery  of  five  per  cent,  of  net 
•  ariiings,  and  to  discharge  such  judgment  as  may  be  obtained  ;  the  flrst- 
Rj''rtj,'age  bonds,  bridge-bonds,  &(i.,  because,  if  issued,  they  would  be 
''ut  Mi  addition  to  the  debt  of  the  company  ;  the  shares  of  the  company's 
f  vn  stock  not  isvsued,  as  the  same  may  fiill  under  the  inhibition  of  the 
•;5ct  of  March  3,  1873,  and  the  interest  in  the  Wyoming  Coal  and  Min- 
I'U'Coiupany,  because  it  never  should  be  accounted  a  distinct  asset  to 
^>''  used  for  the  discharge  of  any  indebtedness  of  the  company,  and  may 
V' iMitirely  destroyed  as  a  distinct  property  by  the  result  of  litigation 
T'^w  pt'uding.  But  in  any  event,  there  is  an  abundance  in  the  asset- 
^<  <;»'iiit  to  extinguish  the  floating  debt,  with  a  remainder  over. 

h>)n  the  subject  of  the  aid  extended  by  the  Union  Pacific  Company 
^'^orher  companies,  the  Government  directors,  in  their  report  for  1873, 

^^:iiarked : 
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'^  With  regard  to  the  advances  which  the  Union  Pacific  Company  has 
made  in  aid  of  the  roads  mentioned,  we  can  but  repeat  what  we  said  la 
our  report  of  1872:  'We  do  not  question  the  wisdom  of  a  policy  which 
tends  to  secure  to  the  trunk-line  the  business  which  the  said  several 
roads  may  command.  It  could  not  well  afford  to  have  said  business 
diverted  from  it.  The  policy,  however,  should  be  so  ordered  as  not  to 
interfere  with  whatever  present  or  future  claim  the  Government  may 
have  for  re*imbursement.'  The  ability  of  the  company  to  make  the  ad- 
vances referred  to  show  that  it  could  have  returned  more  to  the  Gov^- 
ernment  than  it  has,  and  raises  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  company 
to  divert  its  means  into  channels  not  authorized  by  the  law." 

The  total  advances  made,  and  the  companies  aided,  appear  in  the  fol- 
lowing table  and  those  in  last  year's  report:

The  investments  in  the  Utah  Central,  Utah  Southern,  and  Utah 
Northern  Companies  have  not  been  increased  during  the  past  year,  and 
remain  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Government  directors  for  the  year 
ending  June  30, 1876. 

The  statement  of  investments  in  the  Bepublican  Valley  Bailroad  has 
not  yet  been  received,  and  will  not  be  in  time  to  be  embraced  in  this 
report.  The  CJnion  Pacific  Company's  investment  in  t&is  road  is  regarded 
as  a  safe  and  remunerative  one,  as  very  considerable  aid  has  been  se- 
cured from  the  counties  into  which  it  has  been  constructed,  and  the 
country  will  supply  it  with  a  large  local  business. 

The  Utah  Centra),  Utah  {Southern,  and  the  Colorado  Central  are  the 
most  important  of  the  roads  aided.  These,  and  the  Utah  Northern,  are 
reported  quite  fully  in  the  reports  of  the  Government  directors  for  the 
years  1872,  1873,  and  1876.  The  Republican  Valley  road  in  Nebraska,, 
and  the  Summit  County  road  in  Utah,  involve  investments  of  more 
recent  date. 

Aid  to  other  roads  is  in  contemplation  by  the  company;  one  to  the 
Black-Hills  region,  and  one  to  secure  the  business  of  Montana.  The 
Government  directors  believe  that  this  policy  of  the  company  should 
at  all  times  be  held  subordinate  to  its  obligations  to  the  United  States. 
When  this  is  assured,  the  policy  may  result  in  public  as  well  as  corpo- 
rate good.  It  would  seem  to  be  definitely  settled  that  national  aid  in 
the  construction  of  railroads,  by  grants  of  public  lands  or  otherwise,  is 
at  an  end.  Still,  there  are  important  regions  of  our  country  to  be  de- 
veloped by  the  construction  of  railroads.  If  this  can  be  done  by  cor- 
porations whose  interest  it  is  to  secure  the  business  of  those  regions, 
without  endangering  repayment  to  the  Government  in  such  cases  as 
that  of  the  Union  Pacific  Company,  an  important  public  interest  would 
be  subserved.  Wherever  railroads  go,  the  Indian  question  is  practi- 
cally settled.  From  the  vast  domain  covered  by  the  Union  Pacific  Road, 
its  connecting  lines,  and  the  settlements  included  by  them,  Indian 
troubles  have  disappeared,  and  the  cost  of  the  Indian  service,  generally, 
has  been  greatly  reduced.  The  roads  above  mentioned  as  held  in  con- 
templation by  the  Union  Pacific  Company  would,  if  constructed,  tend 
strongly  to  further  simplify  said  service  and  reduce  its  cost.  If  the 
policy  can  be  carried  out  without  hazard  to  the  claim  of  the  Government, 
it  involves  possibilities  of  great  moment  to  the  country  at  large^  and  of 
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almost  iocalcnlable  advantage  to  the  sections  of  oar  Western  Territo- 
ries most  directly  interested.  (See  letter  of  General  Crook,  at  conclusion 
of  this  report.) 

The  extension  of  the  Colorado  Central  Railroad  to  a  junction  with  the 
Union  Pacific  at  Hazzard  Station,  and  with  trains  running  directly  to 
and  from  Cheyenne,  is  an  enterprise  of  great  importance  to  the  latter, 
and  to  the  people  of  Colorado.  It  will  place  the  business  of  that  State 
in  mnch  better  position  than  it  has  ever  been ;  for  an  active  competition 
most  result  between  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  Union  Pacific  Compa- 
nies for  the  business  of  that  State,  especially  the  northern  portion  of  it; 
and  harmonious  connections  between  the  Union  Pacific,  the  Colorado 
Central,  and  the  Denver  and  Eio  Grande  Companies  will  secure  like  ad- 
vantages  to  the  southern  part  of  the  State  through  the  competition 
which  mast  arise  between  the  roads  named  and  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  ¥6  Railroad.  The  Union  Pacific  Company  has  no  special  running 
arrangements  with  the  several  roads  hereinbefore  named  under  which 
earnings  are  apportioned.  Each  company  makes  its  own  rates,  but  the 
relations  existing  between  them  are  such  as  to  maintain  harmony  in 
their  business  connections,  and  to  enforce  a  healthy  competition  with 
other  lines.  This  must  result  in  great  advantage  to  the  people  depend- 
ing on  the  several  lines  for  transi)ortation  to  and  from  points  affected 
hy  the  competition,  and  tend  to  develop  the  resources  of  the  country 
tributary  to  the  roads. 

It  is  now  expected  that  the  Colorado  Central  will  be  completed  to  its 
connection  with  the  Union  Pacific,  and  trains  placed  upon  the  entire 
line,  by  the  20th  of  October,  1877. 

The  earnings  of  the  road  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1877,  show  a 
considerable  increase  over  the  precediug  year,  and  largely  more  than 
any  other  year  in^ts  history.

This  is  a  surprising  resnlt,  considering  the  general  depression  which 
has  rested  upon  the  business  of  the  country,  and  fully  justifies  the 
opinion  expressed  in  former  reports  by  the  Government  directors  rela- 
tive to  the  immense  possibilities  of  this  road. 

The  net  earnings  of  the  year  ending  June  30, 1877,  being  88,317,001.58, 
it  is  readily  ascertained  what  amount  is  due  the  Government  for  the 
year  under  the  5-per-centum  reservation,  as  heretofore  estimated  by  the 
Government  directors.

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We  nnderfitand,  however,  tliat  the  counsel  representing  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  suit  now  in  progress  for  the  acljnstment  of  the  5  per  cent, 
controversy  and  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  due  the  United  States 
thereon  claim  that  no  redaction  should  he  allowed  for  interest  on 
first-mortgage  honds.

Upon  this  subject  tbere  is  a  wide  difiference  between  the  Government 
and  the  company,  the  latter  claiming  (as  the  Government  directors  have 
stated  in  two  former  reports)  that,  inj determining  what  its  net  earnings 
are,  it  is  entitled  to  deduct  from  its  gross  earnings  all  payments  of  in- 
terest, and  all  other  payments  and  liabilities  coming  within  the  rule  laid 
down  in  Saint  John  vs.  Urw  Raihcay  Company^  22  Wallace,  136.  This 
controversy  has  been  one  of  great  annoyance  and  vexation,  and  it  is  a 
cause  of  great  congratulation  that  it  is  so  near  an  end  by  judicial  de- 
termination. 

Should  the  Government  maintain  its  claim  by  a  judicial  construction 
of  the  law  concerning  the  live-per-centum  clause  of  the  act  of  July  1, 
1862,  in  harmony  with  that  upon  which  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
and  the  counsel  conducting  the  case  are  insisting,  the  payment  of  the 
resulting  judgment  is  provided  for  by  the  terms  of  the  following  stipu- 
lation entered  into  between  the  counsel  of  the  respective  parties  in  the 
cause,  commonly  known  as  the  ''Transportation  case.^'  The  stipulation 
is  as  follows,  viz: 

"It  is  hereby  stipulated  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  that  no  judgment 
against  the  United  States  which  may  be  rendered  in  this  cause  shall  be 
collected  until  after  final  judgment  in  the  suit  brought  in  the  circuit 
court  for  the  district  of  Massachusetts  by  the  CJnited  States  against  the 
plaintiflFs,  under  direction  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  22,  1874,  to 
recover  sums  claimed  to  be  due  as  the  5  per  cent,  of  the  net  earnings 
of  the  railroad  of  the  phiintiffs,  and  in  case  of  a  recovery  by  the  United 
States  in  this  latter  suit,  the  judgment  may  be  offset  against  any  judg- 
ment for  the  plaintiffs  in  this  cause;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued to  affect  the  right  of  recovery  by  either  party  in  either  of  said 
suits.

The  amount  covered  by  this  stipulation,  added  to  the  amounts  which 
have  become  due  to  the  company  from  the  United  States  on  account 
of  transportation  since  the  date  of  the  judgment  in  said  suit  down  to 
June  30,  1877,  is  stated  to  be  $1,901,677.07,  a  sum  large  enough,  it  is 
supposed,  to  pay  a  judgment  to  be  rendered  on  the  basis  of  the  claim 
made  by  the  Government,  and  largely  in  excess  of  one  sustaining  the 
company's  position.  So  that,  in  any  event,  the  judgment  will  at  once 
be  paid. 

Section  6  of  the  act  of  July  1,  1862,  provides  that  "  after  the  road  is 
completed,  until  said  bonds  and  interest  are  paid,  at  least  five  per 
centum  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  road  shall  also  be  annually  applied 
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to  the  payment  thereof."  The  date  of  the  completion  of  the  road  has 
Wd,  and  still  is,  a  controverted  qaestion  between  the  Government  and 
the  company.  Upon  this  question  the  Government  directors  expressed 
their  opinion  in  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1872.  Prom  that  report 
the  following  paragraph  is  qnoted,  viz : 

*'  Uere  arises  an  important  question :  Is  the  road  completed !  We 
think  it  is,  within  a  fair  and  reasonable  signification  of  the  term.  In 
our  judgment,  it  has  been  completed  for  a  period  long  enough  to  em- 
hTAce  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1872." 

The  Government  directors  have  never  changed  from  this  position. 
This  opinion  covers  the  entire  period  from  the  connection  of  the  tracks 
of  the  Union  Pacific  Kailroad  and  the  Central  Pacific  Eailroad  of  Cali- 
fornia in  1869,  and  is  followed  by  the  Government  in  the  preparation  of 
its  claim  in  the  suit  above  referred  to.    The  company  has  always  con- 
tested this  position  of  the  Government  directors;  and  now  that  it  is 
maintained  by  the  United  States  in  said  snit,  the  same  contest  is  making 
therein.    The  company  claims  that,  because  of  certain  action  by  Con- 
in*ess  in  1SG9,  and  subseqnent  executive  action,  the  date  of  completion 
of  the  road  and  from  which  the  5  per  cent,  of  net  earnings  was  to 
commence  running,  did  not  occur  until  the  1st  October,  1874,  as  deter- 
mioed  by  a  special  commission  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  (referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Government  directors  for  the 
Tear  1874,)  if  not  entirely  repealed  by  implication  by  the  act  of  July  2, 
1SC4.    Happily  this  and  all  other  questions  relative  to  the  5-per-cent. 
clause  of  the  act  of  July  1,18G2,  are  in  process  of  judicial  determination 
in  the  snit  mentioned,  and  need  not  be  treated  further  here. 

In  their  reports  for  the  years  1874, 1875,  and  1870,  the  Government 
directors  treated  at  some  length  the  relations  of  the  United  States  and 
the  company  growing  out  of  the  advance  by  the  former  to  the  latter  of 
honds  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  its  road.    The  total  amount  of  bonds 
so  advanced  is  $27,230,512..    The  duty  of  the  company  to  re-imburse 
this  amount,  with  all  interest  paid  and  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States, 
is  clear  and  nndispnted.    In  the  reports  named  the  Government  directors 
endeavored  to  present  fully  every  feature  of  law  and  fact  springing 
from  the  nndispnted  duty  of  re-imbnrsement  by  the  company.   It  is  nu- 
necessary  here  to  retraverse  the  grounds  gone  over  in  those  reports. 
Aside  frona  the  consideration  of  the  clear  legal  duty  involved,  there  are 
?reat  equities  on  both  sides;  but  the3^  no  more  than  counterbalance 
^ach  other,  leaving  the  case  still  resting  on  the  original  legal  obligation. 
As  shown  in  those  reports,  the  Government  has  received  vast  remune- 
rative advantages  already  from  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  will, 
tbrongh  all  the  future  of  the  great  work,  feel  in  increasing  ratio  the 
t^neficial  results  flowing  therefrom.    On  the  other  hand,  the  road  has, 
to  the  sarprise  of  almost  every  one,  proved  itself  to  be  a  strong,  growing, 
femnnerative  property,  capable  of  carrying  all  its  burdens  and  dis- 
<'harging  all  its  obligations.    There  onght  to  be  no  conflict  between  the 
United  States  and  the  owners  of  the  road.    There  is  no  just  reason  why 
there  should  be.    The  United  States  advanced  the  bonds  in  the  sum 
^^med,  and  has  paid  and  is  still  paying  the  interest  thereon.    This  is  a 
^^ebt  which  ought  to  be  paid  ;  but  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  it  will  not  become  due  until  the  maturity  of 
tbe  bonds,  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue.    To  let  it  run  on, 
sccnmulating  to  the  end  of  this  time,  will  be  the  worst  possible  policy 
^^draiDons  at  last.    If  a  just  accommodation  can  be  arrived  at,  for  the 
^^oidance  of  this  result,  it  would  be  wise  for  all  the  parties  concerned 
to  avail  themselves  of  it. 
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The  plan  suggested  by  the  Government  directors  in  their  report  for 
the  year  1876  is  believed  to  be  a  practicable  one,  which,  if  adopted, 
insures  absolutely  a  full  return  to  the  Government  of  every  dollar  of  its 
investment  in  the  road.  That  plan  differs  from  all  others  that  have 
been  proposed  by  the  company  in  two  important  respects :  It  proposes  to 
retain  the  one-half  transportation  and  5  per  centum  modes  of  payment 
now  provided  for,  and  a  termination  of  the  sinking  fund  at  the  maturity 
of  the  bonds,  and  security  for  the  remainder  due  and  unpaid  at  that 
time,  the  same  to  be  discharged  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  one-tenth 
per  annum.  A  further  consideration  of  the  subject  has  led  the  Gov- 
ernment directors  to  the  conclusion  that  the  said  plan  can  be  modified 
to  some  extent  without  being  unduly  burdensome  to  the  company  in  the 
conduct  of  its  affairs,  and  shorten  the  time  for  the  full  re-imbursemeut 
.  of  the  Government.

How  can  the  payment  of  this  large  amount  be  provided  for  f  It  will 
not  be  due,  under  the  law  as  construed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  until  the 
maturity  of  the  bonds,  when  there  will  also  be  due  the  first-mOrtgage 
bonds,  amounting  to  $27,232,000,  or  a  total  of  $77,070,806.70. 

This  is  a  sum  beyond  possibility  of  payment  in  money  without  refund- 
ing at  date  of  maturity.  And  the  additional  practical  fact  exists  that 
the  first-mortgage  bonds  have  precedence  of  the  Government  lien.  The 
holders  of  the  first-mortgage  bonds  are  amply  secured.  The  Govern- 
ment alone  is  in  danger  of  loss.  Can  this  danger  be  avoided  f  The 
Government  directors  think  it  can  be.  The  establishment  of  a  sinking 
fund  is  a  practicable  scheme,  and  opens  a  way  out  of  this  difiicnlty. 

A  sinking  fund,  established  on  the  basis  of  semiannual  payments  of 
$500,000  each,  commencing  on  the  1st  of  January,  1878,  compounded  at 
the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  or  until 
the  maturity  of  the  bonds,  would  give  a  total  result,  to  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  Government  claim,  of  $40,418,256.86,  and  leave  still 
due  the  Government  $9,320,549.84.  This  balance  could  be  discharged 
either  by  the  plan  suggested  in  the  report  of  last  year,  or  by  the  simple 
operation  of  the  half  transportation  and  5  per  cent,  of  net  earnings,  as 
now  provided  by  law.  The  adoption  of  such  apian  of  adjustment  as  is 
here  outlined,  by  the  Government  and  the  company,  with  the  approval 
of  Congress,  would  render  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of 
the  bonds  advanced  by  the  Government  absolutely  certain.  It  would  be 
useless  to  exact  more  than  the  company  can  perform ;  and  it  is  not  uu- 
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jn^t  to  require  so  mach  as  it  can  comply  with  without  embarrassing  its 
a:i:iirs  and  depriviog  the  owners  of  the  property  of  a  fair  return  in  form 
of  dividends  on  the  capital  invested.  It  is  believed  that  the  company 
can  accept  and  perform  the  plan  here  presented.

Tills  is  within  a  fraction  of  the  foregoing  estimate  of  the  yearly  aver- 
a2:e  tor  the  next  twenty  years.  But  the  account,  as  charged  up  for 
transportation  of  the  mail,  rests  upon  a  basis  not  agreed  to  by  the  Gov- 
erument,  and  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  will  doubtless  re- 
ilnce  the  amonnt  charged  to  an  allowance  considerably  below  the  claim 
of  the  company.  A  full  statement  of  the  controversy  between  the 
Government  and  the  company  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Govern- 
uient  directors  for  the  year  1876.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  estimated  aver- 
aire  aforesaid  should  be  exceeded,  the  result  will  be  advantageous  to  the 
Governuient,  as  it  will  more  speedily  receive  its  reimbursement.  The 
increase  in  the  business,  both  for  the  Government  and  the  general  pub- 
-iC,  which  will  as  certainly  come  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past,  will 
^-rely  maintain  the  average  stated. 

It  uo  definite  plan  for  a  permanent  and  final  adjustment  of  the  rela- 
^^ijs  existing  between  the  Government  and  company,  relative  to  the 
I'lil  re  imburseraentof  the  former  on  account  of  the  subsidy  bonds  issued 
tothelatterbe  adopted,  then  the  Government  directors  would  respectfully 
'^^irTijest  that  Congress  be  recommended  to  pass  an  act  authorizing  the  Sec- 
leiary  of  the  Treasury  to  receive  from  the  company,  from  time  to  time, 
^'ifb  sums  as  it  may  elect  to  pay  into  his  hands,  for  the  establishment  of  a 
HMkiiiorfund  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  liability  of  the  company  to 
'lie  Government  on  account  of  said  bonds.  It  is  believed  that  the  com- 
P'UU'  would  at  once,  upon  the  determination  of  the  5  per  cent,  suit,  avail 
i'^t'lf  of  such  a  provision  of  law  and  commence  payments  under  it  for 
'lie  purpose  named.  Such  a  plan  would  be  a  great  improvement  on  the 
pitNHut  want  of  one,  and  would  be  preferable  to  the  establishment  of  a 
^  ''lutary  sinking  fund,  with  its  funds  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
^>^p^]iany  and  suhject  to  its  control. 

Tlie  company  is  still  beset  with  litigation  growing  out  of  some  of  the 
'J'i'isactious  of  its  earlier  history.    One  of  the  most  important  suits 
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now  pendiDg  is  that  of  Thomas  Wardell  vs.  The  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  and  others,  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
district  of  Nebraska.  This  case  is  based  npon  a  contract  made  between 
the  Union  Pacific  Company  and  Cyrus  O.  Godfrey  and  Thomas  War- 
dell, July  16,  l»68,  relative  to  the  coal  lands  of  the  company,  the  sup- 
plying of  the  company  with  fuel,  the  transportation  of  coal,  &c.,  and 
became  the  basis  of  the  organization  of  the  Wyoming  Coal  and  Min- 
ing Company.  This  subject  was  fully  reported  on  in  the  reports  of  the 
Government  directors  for  the  years  1872,  1873,  1874,  and  1875.  The 
Government  directors  have  resisted  this  contract  from  the  time  it  first 
came  to  their  knowledge  in  18G9.  Their  reasons  therefor  are  stated  at 
length  and  in  detail  in  their  report  for  1872.  Nothing  etfective  came  of 
this  resistance  until  1874,  when  the  present  management  entered  upon 
the  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  company.  The  action  then  taken  is 
thus  given  in  the  report  of  the  Government  directors  for  that  year,  viz: 

**  The  Union  Pac  fie  Itailroad  Company  has  taken  possession  of  all 
the  coal-mines  heretofore  in  the  possession  of  the  Wyoming  Coal  and 
Mining  Company,  and  is  now  working  them  as  its  own  property.  This 
has  caused  a  resort  to  legal  proceedings  against  the  company  by  Thomas 
Wardell,  which,  if  properly  and  earnestly  resisted  by  the  railroad  com- 
I)any,  will,  in  our  judgment,  result  in  the  defeat  of  Wardell's  preten- 
sions, and  in  the  anulment  of  the  so-called  contract  under  which  the 
Wyoming  Coal  and  Mining  Company  long  held  possession  of  the  vastly- 
valuable  coal-lands  of  the  Union  Pacific  corporation.  The  contract  is 
copied  at  length  in  the  report  of  the  Government  directors  for  1872, 
and  the  legal  proceedings  above  referred  to  were  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  special  communication  in  Sep- 
tember last,  in  which  was  inclosed  a  copy  of  Mr.  Wardell's  bill  of  com- 
plaint, with  the  suggestion  that  the  subject  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Attorney-General,  with  a  view  to  having  instructions  given  to 
the  United  States  attorney  for  the  district  of  Nebraska  to  give  his 
attention  to  the  case." 

As  hereinbefore  shown,  the  company  produced  for  its  own  consomp- 
tion,  for  the  jear  ending  June  30,  1877,  183,337  tons  of  coal,  at  a  cost  of 
§1.29^  per  ton,  or  an  aggregate  cost  of  $227,473.41.    The  price  which  the 
company  would  pay  under  the  contract  for  coal  for  that'year  would  be  84 
per  ton,  or  an  aggregate  for  the  year  of  8733,348,  making  a  difference 
in  the  fuel-account  (which  of  course  would  be  charged  to  operating- 
expenses)  of  $505,875  for  a  single  year.    This,  if  enforced  by  a  decree  of 
the  United  States  courts,  would  make  a  difference  in  the  S-per-cent. 
account  of  the  Government  on  net  earnings  of  $25,203.75.    The  contract 
extends  over  a  term  of  fifteen  years,  and  the  price  per  ton  is  scaled  from 
86  to  $3 ;  and  although  the  consumption  of  coal  by  the  company  iu 
former  years  was  not  as  great  as  in  the  last  year,  it  will  be  greater  in 
the  future.    Taking  this  fact  and  the  average  price  per  ton  ander  the 
contract,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  difference  per  year  for  the  full  term 
would  be  as  great  as  that  of  last  year.    This  would  give  for  the  full  term 
a  difference  of  $7,588,125,  and,  if  this  be  allowed  as  a  deduction  in  deter- 
mining the  5-percent,  return  to  the  Government,  it  would  make  a  differ- 
ence in  that  account  of  $370,406.25.      The  contract  was  an  inexcusable 
iniquity  from  the  beginning,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  the  pend- 
ing case  may  rid  the  company  of  it  forever.    The  company  is  making  a 
determined  resistance  to  the  affirmance  of  the  contract.    The  case  was 
argued  and  submitted  at  a  special  term  of  the  circuit  court  in  June  last, 
and  a  decision  is  expected  in  November ;  but  whatever  it  may  then  be, 
it  is  not  probable  that  the  case  will  be  finally  determined  short  of  a  re- 
view on  appeal  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
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Tvro  other  cases,  growing  oat  of  old  construction-contracts,  are  pend- 
::\S  in  the  supreme  court  of  Illinois  on  appeal.  These  are  the  cases  ot 
Miller  et  aL  vs.  The  Union  Pacific  Kailroad  Company,  in  each  of  whicli 
the  amount  claimed  is  8100,000.  These  cases  were  instituted  in  the 
circuit  court  of  Winnebago  County,  Illinois.  In  one  of  these  cases  a 
iadgmeat  was  recovered  for  $100,000,  and  in  the  other  for  $64,000. 
rhe.se  cases  have  some  very  peculiar  features,  which,  as  they  are  still 
{^ending  in  the  appellate  court,  it  is  better  not  to  discuss  in  this  report. 
A  reversal  of  these  cases  is  confidently  expected,  and  if  this  expecta- 
tion is  realized,  it  mast  result  in  the  absolute  defeat  of  the  claims. 
These  cases,  growing  out  of  construction,  involve  the  o-per-cent.  account 
to  the  extent  of  $7,200,  but  it  is  confidently  expected  that  they  will  be 
defeated.  In  the  three  foregoing  cases,  one  of  the  undersigned  (Mr» 
Wilson)  is  retained  by  the  company  as  special  counsel. 

Other  litigation  is  pending  in  Massachusetts,  in  which  it  is  expected 
that  aboat  all  of  the  controversies  remaining  over  from  the  complica- 
tions growing  out  of  coiistructiou  will  be  finally  determined  and  put  at 
rest. 

Daring  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  the  company  continned  its 
policy  of  paying  quarterly  dividends  of  2  per  cent.,  making  8  per  cent, 
per  annum.  In  the  report  for  1876,  this  subject  was  referred  to  in  the 
following  language,  viz :  ^^  The  Government  directors  have  not  approved 
the  dividend  policy  of  the  company.  They  have  held  that  the  amounts 
heretofore  claimed  as  due  to  the  Government  on  reimbursement  account, 
ander  the  several  provisions  of  law  establishing  and  regulating  the 
same,  shoald  be  regularly  paid  before  tlie  declaration  of  dividends.'' 
Ibis  position  is  here  reaffirmed. 

Id  the  reports  of  1872,  1873,  1874,  1875,  and  1876  the  Government 
directors  called  attention  to  the  importance  of  a  more  thorough  localiza- 
tioa  of  the  general  business  management  of  the  road.  Without  repeat* 
iDg  what  was  said  on  this  subject  in  said  several  reports,  a  full  re-affirm* 
ance  of  the  same  is  here  made.  The  improvements  which  have,  in  this 
regard,  followed  the  several  visits  of  the  president  and  other  members 
of  the  board  of  directors  to  the  line  of  tlie  road  under  the  present  man- 
agement, have  confirmed  the  undersigned  in  their  position.  The  con* 
stant  presence  of  complete  power  on  the  line  of  the  road  would  greatly 
promote  the  interests  of  all  concerned. 

In  their  report  for  1875,  the  Government  directors  called  the  attention 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  the  great  and  growing  importance  of 
the  grazing  interests  of  the  plains;  they  said :  ^*  The  herds  on  the  plains 
of  the  Platte  are  constantly  increasing,  while  the  aggregate  number  of 
cattle  is  becoming  fabulous.  The  plains  wc.t  of  Kearney  Junction  will 
soon  become  one  of  the  chief  sources  from  which  the  eastern  markets 
will  be  supplied  with  beef-cattle.  These  plains  furnish  unsurpassed 
grazing-range,  and.  the  lands  belonging  to  the  Government  and  to  the 
company  ought  to  be  placed  under  some  well  devised  system  of  pastur- 
age, from  which  profit  could  be  secured  to  both.  We  would  respectfully 
call  the  attention  of  the  Government  and  the  company  to  this  exceed- 
ingly important  subject,  hoping  that  some  system  may  be  devised 
whereby  the  growth  of  cattle  may  be  fostered  and  the  lands  made  im- 
mediately remunerative." 

Persons  engaged  in  raising  cattle  a|)on  the  plains  feel  the  great  im- 
portance of  this  subject,  and  the  expivssiou  from  them  is  very  strongly 
in  favor  of  some  oi^anized  system  which  hhall  give  greater  security  and 
permanency  to  the  business.  A  very  intelligent  gentleman,  engaged  in 
raising  cattle,  in  a  letter  upon  this  subject,  says:  '^I  wish  to  call  your 
Mteotion  to  a  matter  of  growing  importance  to  the  stock-interests  of 
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this  section.  Under  existing  laws,  one  man  can  only  a.t^tain  title  to  one 
section  of  laud  in  a  body  within  the  Pacific  Eailroad.  limits,  L  e.j  a  man 
can  purchase  a  full  section  from  the  railroad  compstny,  bat  it  is  snr- 
ronnded  on  all  sides  by  Government  land,  which  is  only  open  to  home- 
steads and  pre-emptions.  It  has  been  fully  demonstrated  that  lands 
west  of  the  one  hundredth  meridian  are  only  fit  for  grazing  purposes, 
and  can  only  be  utilized  as  grazing-lands  when  helcL  in  large  tracts  or 
ranges.  The  quantity  of  land  required  to  support  a*n  animal  by  grazing 
alone  is  so  great,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  purclia.6e  the  lands  at  the 
Government  price,  or  at  any  price  that  would  lools.  reasonable.  The 
result  is,  that  no  lands  are  sold,  and  the  stock-raisers  occupy  the  lands 
without  any  legal  rights,  while  the  Government  and  the  railroad  com- 
pany get  no  compensation.  One  evil  that  grows  oot  of  this  s^'^stem  is, 
that  the  stock-grower,  having  no  defensible  rigrlit;  to  bis  rang^e,  does 
nothing  toward  improving  or  fencing  it.  Ilis  buildings  and  corrals  are 
of  the  most  temporary  nature,  and  he  is  prepared.  a.t  any  time  to  move 
his  herds  wherever  better  ranges  or  less  crowded  pastures  offer. 

"  Another  evil  arising  from  this  system  is,  that  dluring  the  winter  cat- 
tle drift  before  the  storms,  and  herds,  getting  togetlier  in  larg^e  numbers, 
suffer  for  want  of  gi*ass ;  and  in  providing  for  this  contingency  it  is  nec- 
essary to  keep  a  much  more  limited  number  of  cattle  on  the  ran^e  than 
could  be  supported  if  the  cattle  could  be  kept  separated  by  fences. 

"  I  think  the  following  plan  would  entirely  connteract  all   the   evils 
mentioned,  and  would  make  a  return  to  Government  and  railroad  com- 
pany froto  lands  that  otherwise  will  always  remain  unsold  and  value- 
less.   The  Government  and  railroad  company  jointly  ^^^^  ^  responsi- 
ble stock-growers  all  lands  lying  west  of  the  oue  liundredth  meridian  of 
longitude  in  blocks  of,  say,  from  50  to  600  square  miles,  at  snch  au  an- 
nual rental,  and  for  such  term  of  years,  and  witli  such  other  restrictions 
as  will  best  protect  the  interest  of  the  Government  and  railroad  com- 
pany, and  will  give  the  stock-raiser  such  a  rigUti  to  his  range  as  w^iW  pro- 
tect him  from  encroachment,  and  warrant   liim   in  fencing  his  rao^ 
besides  making  permanent  investments  in  corrfitls  and  ranche  buildings. 
The  arguments  in  favor  of  some  such  plan  as  t-lxis  are  so  many,  and  the 
objections  so  few,  that  it  seems  to  me  only  necessary  to  have  it  preseuteil 
to  Congress  in  proper  form  to  insure  its  adoption,     i he  enormous  in- 
crease of  the  cattle-interest  on  the  western     i>lain8^  and   the  present 
chaotic  state  of  the  grazing  system  demand  tUat  some  intelligent  action 
should  be  taken  at  ouce."  ,         k-      4. 

The  suggestions  here  made  are  important,  and  tne  suoject  to  which 
they  relate  should  receive  attention,  and  tUe  ^^7/^-!!!^^"^^  directors 
would  advise  that  it  be  brought  to  the  att^otion  01  oon^reas,  witli  a 
view  to  the  adoption  of  some  plan  wherel>y  ^f  ^  „^J« wn  **^^  ^'^terests

From  ID  formation  gathered  dnriog  their  late  progress  over  the  line, 
tht'  umlersigned  are  of  opinion  that  75,000  head  of  beef-cattle  will  be 
^!i;p[H»<l  from  the  line  of  the  road  this  year.  The  interruption  to  ship- 
ment by  the  accident  to  the  Missouri  Kiver  bridge  may  reduce  this 
Miinher,  but  certainly  not  materially. 

An  important  market  for  the  beef  of  the  plains  is  developing  in  Eng- 
h\]{\  and  Scotland,  and  will  doubtless  soon  appear  on  the  continent  of 
Kiiro[>e.  The  shipment  of  slaughtered  animals  and  live  stock  to  those 
ooTjimies  is  a  new  enterprise,  but  its  growth  is  rapid.  In  1876  the  ex- 
jMntsof  slaughtered  animals  were  $1,855,191.  In  1877,  to  July,  the  fig- 
ur»-i swelled  to  $1,902,850  for  slaughtered  animals,  and  over  $522,000  for 
live  stook,  or  a  total  for  the  period  named  of  $5,584,850,  being  an  increase 
t.)r  one-half  of  1877  over  1876  of  $3,629,659.  It  requires  no  argument 
toinove  that  this  class  of  exports  is  destined  soon  to  become  an  impor- 
t.iut  factor  in  our  foreign  trade;  Europe  will  throw  open  its  doors  to  our 
( ht^aj)  meats  when  they  can  now  be  placed  in  her  markets  as  fresh  as 
Horn  her  own  stalls  and  fields.  The  source  of  supply  for  this  cheap 
n.rat  will  be  largely  and  mainly  the  region  traversed  by  or  tributary  to 
'.lie  I'liion  Pacific  Eailroad.  Much  of  the  great  sections  of  Texas  and 
VA*'  Indian  Territory,  from  whence  now  come  vast  supplies  of  live  stock, 
^Mil  in  time  be  devoted  to  agriculture.  This  cannot  be  the  case  on  the 
;Ta7.iu;:j-]ilaiu8  of  the  West.  Hence  the  greater  importance  of  the  sug- 
^''•>ti()n  made  relative  to  the  adoption  of  some  system  for  the  better  or- 
uaiji/.ation  of  the  grazing-regions  of  the  west.  This  consideration,  added 
!<'  the  fact  that  in  effecting  the  former  result  a  new  source  of  public  lev- 
<  !i:ie  may  be  established,  gives  the  subject  double  interest,  and  would 
s^Mu  to  ainply  justify  the  suggestion  already  made,  that  the  matter  be 
I'lnuirht  to  the  attention  of  Congress.  Doubtless  the  company  would 
nidily  co-operate  in  any  well-considered  scheme  for  effecting  this  result. 

It  is  provided  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1864,  that 
"tiio  (iovernment  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  report  to  the  Sec- 
HMry  ot  the  Interior,  in  answer  to  any  inquiries  he  may  make  of  them 
t'lichiuc^  the  condition,  management,  and  progress  of  the  work,  and 
"^hill  communicate  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  at  any  time  such  iu- 
t"i illation  as  should  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Department.  They 
>\iin\,  jks  oftea  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  knowledge  of  the  condition 
ot  the  line,  visit  all  portions  of  the  road,  whether  built  or  surveyed.'' 

A>iar  as  the  present  Government  directors  are  advised,  (and  one  of  them 
liasl)een  in  continuous  service  since  1809,)  there  has  never  been  but  one 
i::«iuiry  made  under  this  provision  of  law,  nor  in  pursuance  of  any  other, 
L'-ron  any  account  whatever.  In  1871,  an  active  controversy  arose  con- 
'>  rniiitr  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  road.  The  then  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Government  directors,  re- 
•i^^^j^ting  them  to  examine  the  question  involved  in  said  controversy, 
•inil  to  report  to  him  their  opinion  as  to  w^here  the  law  fixed  the  eastern 
t«'iinimi8  of  the  road.  The  Government  directors,  after  considering  the 
':iie>tion,  rei)orted  that  the  terminus  was  on  the  Iowa  shore  of  the  Mis- 
^'uri  Kiver.  This,  of  course,  included  the  bridge  across  said  river,  and 
'■>  ai»i>roache8,  and  made  them  a  part  of  the  main  line  to  be  operated 
^^  a  continuous  part  thereof.  This  opinion  was  followed  by  the  account- 
•  lir  utficers  of  the  Government,  so  far  as  United  States  transportation 
^^  t^  concerned ;  but  no  action  was  taken  to  enforce  it  as  to  the  rights 
<»t  ti.e  gjeneral  public.  Private  parties  instituted  Union  Pacific  Rail- 
'•"/  Company  v.  Hall  et  aZ.,  (1  Otto,  343,)  in  which  case,  after  persistent 
r*  VLstance  by  the  company,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  took 
t'it^  same  view  that  had  been  reported  by  the  Government  directors, 
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and  held  '^  that  the  legal  terminus  of  the  railroacl  is  €l  xe^  by  i*^^  ^q  ^^^ 
Iowa  shore  of  the  river,  and  that  the  bridge  is  a.  x>art  of  the  railroad  • 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  company  is  under  oYylig^tion  to  operate 
and  run  the  whole  road,  including  the  bridge,  as  one  coDfiected  and  con- 
tinuous line.''  The  road  is  now  so  operated,  an<l  ooro modfons  buildings 
are  in  course  of  erection  on  the  east  side  of  tho  river  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  business,  as  hereinbefore  stated. 

All  or  part  of  the  Government  directors  have  made  at  least  annnal 
visitations  of  the  entire  line  of  the  road.  Tliey  liave  made  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  whicln.  tliey  have  endeavored 
to  give  full  expositions  of  the  road,  its  condition,  of  improvements  needed 
and  of  improvements  made,  of  the  things  pos8il3le  to  be  realized  from  it, 
of  the  policies  of  the  company,  of  controverted  questions  both  as  to  ac- 
counts and  management  of  the  property  of  tlie  company,  of  disagree- 
ments  as  to  the  construction  of 'the  laws  governing  the  relations  and 
determining  the  rights  of  the  Government  and  tlie  company. 

Indeed,  it  may  safely  be  stated  that  not  a  cinestion  of  controversy  be- 
tween the  Government  and  company  has  escaped  mention  in  one  or  more 
of  the  reports.  The  reports  from  1871  down  tro  and  including  the  one  for 
187C,  and  excluding  the  present  one,  reducecl  to  print  m  tlie  ordinary 
executive-document  form,  would  cover  nearly  or  quite  one  bundred  and 
fifty  pages.  They  are  filled  with  information  ia  general  and  m  detail, 
derived,  in  great  part,  from  personal  contaot;  with  the  subjects  treated 
of,  and  made  with  a  purpose  to  have  them  as  exact  as  such  docn ments 
can  be  made.  The  filing  of  these  reports  has  l>een,  P^^J^^^^f  "f '^^^^^

The  Secretary  of  State,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate  of  the  8th  instant,  requesting  the  President  to  communicate  to 
that  body  any  facts  in  his  possession  '^  touching  an  alleged  unlawful 
and  forcible  rescue,  by  an  armed  band  organized  in  the  republic  of 
Mexico,  of  two  prisoners  lawfully  confined  in  the  jail  of  Starr  County, 
Texas,  in  Bio  Grande  Gity,  and  which  prisoners  are  alleged  to  have 
been  unlawfully  and  forcibly  released  from  said  jail  by  said  armed  band 
on  the  night  of  the  11th  of  August,  1877,  and  carried  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  State  of  Texas  and  of  the  United  States,  and  into  the  republic 
of  Mexico,  and  which  armed  band  is  charged  with  wounding  certain

1  concur  entirely  with  the  view  of  JVIajor-Geueral  Hancock,  that  the 
104th  Article  of  War  calls  for  amendment  by  Congress.  The  change  from 
the  old  65th  article  was  unfortunate  and  probably  inadvertent.  It  has 
altered  the  language  of  the  statute  without  modifying  the  practice  under 
it,  a  practice  which  indeed  could  not  be  modified  without  great  embar- 
rassment to  the  administration  of  military  justice.  The  simplest  and 
best  amendment  which  I  could  suggest  would  be  to  strike  from  the  arti- 
cle the  words  ^^tchole  proceedings^'^  and  substitute  the  word  ^'same.'' 
Tbe  proper  object  of  the  enactment,  as  I  understand  it,  is  to  require  that 
the  sentence  should  in  all  cases  receive  the  personal  formal  api)roval  of 
the  officer  who  convened  the  court,  or  the  officer  who  may  meanwhile 
have  succeeded  to  the  command.  It  is  not  necessary  specifically  to  re- 
quire, (as  in  the  old  article,)  that  the  proceedings  should  be  "  laid  be/ore-' 
the  reviewing  officer,  since  this  must  be  done  in  any  event  and  of  course. 

Tbe  amendment  suggested,  therefore,  will,  it  is  believed,  most  simply 
meet  the  legal  requirement;  and  the  adoption  of  some  such  amendment 
is  accordingly  urged.

Iht  amendment  of  section  3736  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  as  to  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  accept  an  absolute  gift  or  grant  of  land^  when 
the  same  is  necessary  for  military  purposes^  and  tlie  gift  unencumbered 
icith  provisions.

War  Department, 

December  6, 1877. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  report  to  the  United  States 
Senate  that  the  San  Felipe  AgricQltQral,Manufactaring,  and  Irrigation 
Company,  of  the  county  of  Kinney,  State  of  Texas,  has  execnted  a  deed 
ilonating  to  the  United  States  Government  two  hundred  acres  of  land 
in  Kinney  County,  as  a  site  for  a  military  post. 

The  military  authorities  recommend  the  site  as  suitable  and  neces- 
sary for  military  purposes ;  but,  inasmuch  as  section  3736  of  the  Bevised 
Statutes  provides  that  '^no  land  shall  be  purchased  on  account  of  the 
United  States,  except  under  a  law  authorizing  such  purchase,"  a  special 
act  of  Congress  is  necessary  to  authorize  the  acceptance  of  the  deed  in 
question ;  the  enactment  of  lEcch  a  law  is,  therefore,  respectfully  rccom 
mended. 

Within  the  last  few  years  there  have  been  several  cases  where  the 
establisbment  of  a  military  post  became  necessary,  and  a  donation  of 
the  necessary  land  was  offered  to  the  government,  but,  by  reason  of  the 
statute  quoted  above,  the  department  could  take  no  action  until  the 
matter  was  reported  to  Congress  and  a  special  act  passed.  In  such 
cases  the  restriction  imposed  by  the  statute  appears  to  be  unnecessary, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  expense  is  incurred  by  the  government,  and 
only  a  title  reported  perfect  by  the  Attorney-General  is  accepted.  It  is, 
therefore,  respectfully  recommended  that  section  3736  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  be  amended  so  as  to  authorize  the  acceptance  by  the  Secretary 
of  War  of  an  absolute  gift  or  grant  of  land,  provided  the  same  is  neces- 
sary for  military  purposes  and  the  gift  is  unencumbered  with  provisions.

March  19, 1867,  the  transfer  of  the  records  to  Washington  and  the  discontinnance  of 
the  State  offices  was  commenced.  In  1868  the  offices  wei-e  reduced  to  ten,  and  in  1869 
to  two — one  in  Washington,  the  other  at  San  Francisco,  CaJ.  The  present  date  finds 
all  the  valuable  papers  and  records  transferred  to  the  seat  of  government,  and  properly 
arranged  for  future  reference. 

From  time  to  time  there  was  a  reduction  of  the  force  of  employ^,  and  only  eight 
clerks  ftf  the  general  office  force  are  now  necessary  to  meet  calls  for  information  from 
the  accounting-officers,  and  from  State  officers  and  others,  relative  to  qaotas,  credits, 
drafted  men  and  substitutes,  deserters,  '*  free  or  slave  status  **  of  colored  soldiers,  ad- 
vanced bounty,  collecting,  drilling,  and  organizing  volnnt'Cers,  the  enrollment  and  draft, 
and  other  subjects  kindred  to  the  foregoing.  The  examination  of  claims — rejected  and 
suspended  for  informality,  or  under  ^ministrative  action — is  constantly  pressing,  on 
appeal  and  application,  from  claimants  who  file  additional  evidence  and  urge  action, 
thus  rendering  reference  to  the  records  and  other  labor  necessary  in  order  to  a  proper 
nnderstanding  of  the  cases. 

The  excellent  system  established  by  the  late  Provost-Marshal-General  of  the  United 
States  was  adhered  to  closely  in  closing  the  financial  work.  The  miscellaueons  work 
was  conducted  under  the  general  system  of  the  late  bnrean,  in  so  far  as  it  was  appli- 
cable. Thereunder,  it  may  be  said  that  an  extensive  and  most  important  bareaa  has 
closed  itself. 

For  information  relative  to  the  financial  portion  of  the  business  I  invite  attention 
to  the  statements  herewith,  marked  A,  B.  C,  B,  and  E.

ScR  :  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  by  your  reference, 
of  the  following  resolution  of  the  Senate,  dated  11th  instant: 

That  the    Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  report  to  the 

v^!.aie  bv  'wvbat  authority  the  baads  of  Ute  and  Apache  Indians  are  located,  and  an 

*'encv  e&tJibliahed,  at  Cimarron,  N.  Hex.;  and  also  to  transmit  copies  of  all  letters, 

C  r  'rauis,  or  other  documents  on  file  in  his  department,  calling  attention  to  the  depre- 

(iiiioDS  of  these  Indians,  and  asking  for  their  removal  to  their  respective  reservations. 

l\\  obedience  to  your  direction  for  a  report  upon  the  resolution,  I  have 
ro  state  that  prior  to  1861  the  Muache  Utes,  who  numbered  about 
W,  and  the  Jicarilla  Apaches,  estimated  at  960,  were  located  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Taos  Mountain,  at  Taos,  N.  Mex.  The  valley  of 
Jp  Taos  at  that  time  was  more  densely  populated  with  Americans,

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Mexicans,  and  Paeblo  Indians  than  probably  any  other  portion  of  New 
Mexico,  and  there  was  an  extensive  whisky  traffic  carried  on  with  the 
Indians,  particularly  when  they  made  their  periodical  visits  to  the 
agency  to  receive  their  presents,  which  they  generally  exchanged  for 
liqaor.  The  results  were  disastrous,  as  there  was  no  law  to  reach  those 
who  were  engaged  in  the  traffic.  In  order  to  remove  these  two  bands 
of  Indians  from  the  deleterious  influences  surrounding  them  at  Taos, 
and  to  save  them  from  utter  extinction,  it  was  deemed  best  to  secure  a 
location  for  them  on  the  east  side  of  the  mountains,  on  a  stream  called 
Ponial,  which  empties  into  the  Otmarron ;  the  Gimarron  Valley  at  that 
time  being  but  sparsely  settled  with  a  few  American  and  Mexican  fam- 
ilies engaged  in  agricultural  and  pastoral  pursuits,  who  were  disposed 
to  be  on  good  terms  with  the  Indians.  Accordingly,  in  1862,  their  agent 
was  authorized  to  lease,  of  a  landholder  by  the  name  of  Lncien  B. 
Maxwell,  a  tract  of  land  containing  twelve  hundred  and  eighty  acres  id 
said  valley,  in  the  county  of  Morai,  New  Mexico,  at  the  nominal  price  of 
$20  per  annum,  for  the  term  of  twenty- Ave  years,  the  government  re- 
serving the  right  to  relinquish  the  lands  at  the  expiration  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  the  lease  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  the  said  Max- 
well to  take  the  buildings  erected  for  agency  uses  at  their  appraised 
value.    Copies  of  the  lease  and  accompanying  papers  are  herewith. 

This  location  was  regardSd  as  temporary  in  its  chc[racter,  it  being 
the  policy  and  determination  of  the  government  to  place  these  bands  of 
Indians  upon  reservations. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  1876,  it  was  deemed  best  to  discontinue 
the  Cimarron  agency,  and  its  afifairs  were  temporarily  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  United  States  Agent  Benjamin  M.  Thomas,  of  the  Pueblo 
agency,  with  merely  afarmer  in  charge  atCimarron,  until  thelndiaus  could 
be  removed.  It  was  the  design  of  the  department  to  place  the  Utes  at 
Cimarron  npoii  the  northern  |K>rtion  of  the  Ute  reservation,  io  Colorado, 
under  Charge  of  the  agent  of  the  White  River  agency,  bat  they  were 
extremely  averse  to  going  to  either  of  the  agencies  in  Colorado. 

By  the  treaty  of  1868,  article  4,  page  983,  '<  Bevision  of  Indian  Trea- 
ties," the  government  agreed  to  establish  an  agency  for  the  Maaehe  and 
other  bands  of  Utes  on  the  Bio  de  los  Finos,  iq  the  southern  portion  of 
the  said  Ute  reservation,  and  in  compliance  with  said  article,  Congress 
made  provision  at  the  last  regular  session  to  establish  that  agency,  des- 
ignated as  the  Southern  Ute  agency,  and  $10,000  was  appropriated  for 
buildings  at  the  agency,  and  other  provisions  made  for  salaries  of 
agents  and  employes,  for  subsistence  of  Indians,  &c.    In  April  last,  F. 

A.  Weaver  was  appointed  agent  at  this  agency,  and  in  connection  with 

B.  M.  Thomas,  under  proper  instx'uctions  from  this  office,  selected  a  lo- 
.cation  for  the  agency  on  the  Bio  de  los  Pinos,  as  provided  in  the  treaty* 
As  the  necessary  preparations  have  been  consummated  by  the  agent  ' 
to  take  charge  of  the  Ute  Indians  belonging  to  his  agency,  it  is  proper 
to  state  that  the  officer  will,  at  an  early  day,  make  tiie  necessary  rec- 
ommendations for  their  removal,  and  also  that  the  Apaches  who  re- 
ceive their  supplies  at  Cimarron,  be  removed  to  the  Mescalero  agency 
in  the  southern  part  of  New  Mexico. 

By  the  last  census  taken  of  the  Indians  at  the  Cimarron  ageney,  a( 
the  commencement  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  the  number  of  Utes  en- 
rolled' was  307,  and  of  Jicarilla  Apaches  442,  making  a  total  of  749, 
and  it  is  believed  that  with  the  aid  of  the  military  the  removal  can  be 
effected  without  difficulty. 

Herewith  are  respectfully  submitted  copies  of  all  letters,  reports,  tel- 
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egrams,  and  other  docameDtB  on  file  in  this  ofiBcc,  as  reqaired  by  th 
resolution  of  the  Senate,  and  tbe  resolntion  is  herewith  returned.

Tbe  band  o 
I'lahe  and  Apaches  of  Kew  Mexico,  wbiob  are  under  tbe  charge  of  this  aKenc;,  are  aap 
^iiccd  lo  aomber  abont  etfchteen  hundred  peiBons.  Several  of  the  old  nomen  and  chi! 
lino  ire  almoat  constantly  at  tbe  Bftency,  and  there  ia  no  place  for  them.  Tbe  compel 
'illon  of  the  agent  ia  not  aofficient  to  enable  him  to  erect  baildiaga  and  convenienct 
loi  tbe  safe  atoring  of  the  artiolea  neoeaaary  to  be  issued  by  him. 

A»  I  desire  to  remove  my  family  to  the  agency  as  early  as  possible  next  spring,  an 
iWcle  myaelf  lo  the  mental,  moral,  and  phfalcal  improvement  of  the  Indians  under  m 
[barge,  by  tbe  education  of  the  children,  in  which  I  will  be  aasiated  by  my  family, 
will  be  oeceasary  to  have  a  room  erected  anited  for  a  council-cbamber  and  aohoo 
room.  Uy  experience  with  the  Indiana  haa  taught  me  that  the  only  hope  for  the  in 
pmrtaient  and  elevation  of  the  red  man  is  to  educate  tbe  children,  and  form  in  Ihem  tfa 
li>t«  fnr  civllizerl  life  when  yonug,  and  thna  chance  tbe  habits  of  tbe  tribe. 

The  Indiana  nnder  my  charge  have  been  accnatohied  to  roam  where  they  please,  an 
eOEige  in  predatory  warfare.  It  ia  therefore  very  difficult  to  control  them,  and  mol 
•lifficalt  t«  change  tbetr  habita.  Several  of  them,  however,  have  expreawd  a  willini 
IH1W  (u  leave  their  children  with  me  ao  thai  I  conld  take  care  of  them.  I  deaire  to  d 
IkiB,  bnt  have  not  the  meana  or  facilities.  I  therefore  beg  leave  to  aak  ynnr  depari 
iTi'Di  to  aDtborize  the  erection  of  bnildinga  at  Cimarron,  tbe  present  location  of  tb 
ignicy.    For  tbia  pnrpoee  1  take  the  liberty  to  present  tbe  following  plan  :

It  bein^  the  policy  of  the  department  to  gather  the  Indian  tribes  of  New  Mexico 
within  suitable  reservations  at  an  early  day,  Congress  has  been  applied  to  by  this  office 
for  the  appropriations  requisite  to  the  measure. 

As  it  is  not  doubted  that  Congress  will  favorably  respond,  yon  will  be  notified  in  dne 
time  to  suspend  operations  on  the  buildings  contemplated  if  it  should  be  determined 
to  abandon  the  location  at  the  present  site  of  your  a>:ency  on  the  Cimarron.

This  indenture,  made  the  tenth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  tbou^ud 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  between  Lucien  B.  Maxwell,  of  the  county  of  Mora  aod 
Territory  of  New  Mexico,  of  the  one  part,  and  W.  F.  M.  Arny,  United  States  Indian  agent, 
for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  of  the  other  part,  witness- 
eth  :  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  rents,  covenants,  and  agreements  hereinafter 
reserved  and  contained,  and  which  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
are  to  be  paid,  done  and  performed,  the  said  Lucien  B.  Maxwell  hath  demised,  panted, 
and  to  farm  let  unto  the  said  Government  of  the  United  States  all^that  certain  tract 
or  parcel  of  land,  containing  twelve  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  situated,  lying,  and  being 
a  portion  of  ^'  the  Ryado  grant,"  in  the  county  of  Mora  and  Territory  of  New  Mexico, 
an^  described  as  follows,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  a  pinon  tree  on  the  east  end  of  the 
Ponias  Mountain  and  west  of  the  mail-road  from  the  Raton  Mountain  to  Fort  I'nion, 
and  running  thence  one  mile  south  across  the  Touias  Creek,  thence  west  two  miles  up 
said  creek,  thence  north  one  mile  across  said  creek  to  the  base  of  said  Ponias  Mountain, 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  two  miles  along  the  base  of  said  mountain  to  the  place 
of  beginning.    To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  tract  aud  parcel  of  land,  with  the  appurte- 
nances thereto  belonging,  unto  the  said  Government  of  the  United  States,  from  the  first 
day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  for  and  dar- 
ing the  term  of  twenty-five  years  next  ensuing  and  fully  to  be  completed  and  ended ; 
yielding  and  paying  therefor  twenty  dollars  yearly,  the  first  payment  of  which  will 
be  due  and  payable  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
and  payment  thereafter  on  each  31st  day  of  March,  during  said  term  of  twenty-five 
years,  unto  the  said  Luden  B.  Maxwell,  his  neirs  or  assigns.    And  the  said  W.  F.  M. 
Amy,  United  States  Indian  agent,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  doth  hereby  covenant,  promise,  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Lucien  B.  Max- 
well, his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  that  the  said  IJuited 
States  Government  shall  and  will  well  and  truly  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  auto  tlie 
said  Lucien  B.  Maxwell,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  yearly  rent  of  twenty  dollars,  in  the 
manner  heretofore  limited  aud  appointed  according  to  the  reservation  thereof  and  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents.    And  the  said  Lucien  B.  Maxwell,  for  him- 
self, his  heirs,  assigns,  executors,  and  administrators,  doth  covenant,  promise,  and  agree 
to  and  with  the  said  United  States  Government,  that  the  said  United  States  Govern- 
ment paying  the  said  yearly  rent  hereinbefore  aud  hereby  reserved,  and  obserringt 
performing,  and  keeping  all  aud  singular  the  covenants  and  agreement  herein  con- 
tained, on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  be  observed,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  these  presents,  shall,  and   may  lawfoUy,  peaceably,  and  quietly  have, 
hold,  use,  occupy,  possess,  and   enjoy  the  said   described  piece,  parcel,  or  tract  of 
land,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  for  the  term  of  twenty -five  years,  hereby  granted, 
without  any  let,  suit,  hinderance,  eviction,  ejection,  molestation,  or  interrnptiou  what- 
soever of  or  by  the  said  Lucien  B.  Maxwell,  bis  heirs  or  assigns,  or  of  or  by  any  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  lawfully  claiming  from  or  under  him,  them  or  any  of  them.    And 
it  is  also  agreed  by  and  between  the  aforesaid  coutracting  parties,  that  iHit  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  date  hereof,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  the 
United  States  Government,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Atfairs,  shall  determine 
to  relinquish  possession  of  the  within  described  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  it  may  be 
done,  and  the  yearly  rent  shall  from  the  date  of  said  relinquishment  cease,  and  the  said 
Lucien  B.  Maxwell  hereby  agrees  for  himself,  his  heirs  aod  assigns,  to  pay  to  the  United 
States  Government  a  fair  coubideration  for   the  buildings  and  other  improvemeots 
placed  on  said  land  and  thereon  at  the  time  of  the  notice  of  the  aforesaid  relinquish- 
ment, provided  the  said  buildings  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars:

Sir  :  I  bave  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  tio  the  bands  of  Indians  who  assume  to 
be  permanently  located  at  and  near  Cimarron,  N.  Mex. 

There  is  a  band  of  the  tribe  of  Apaches,  whose  reservation  lies  around  Fort  Stanton, 
nearly  three  hundred  miles  distant.  This  band  is  said  to  number  about  three  hundred 
and  fifty. 

There  is  another  band  of  Utes  which^  I  believe,  number  about  four  hundred,  who 
belong  properly  on  the  larger  reservation  of  that  tribe  in  Western  Colorado/qaite 
four  hundred  miles  from  Cimarron.  There  is  no  reservation  whatever  in  the  Ticioity 
of  Cimarron,  where  these  Indians  live,  and  believe  it  is  the  only  instance  where  In- 
dians who  have  reservations  are  permitted  to  roam  at  will  over  a  vast  area  of  occupied 
country  and  spend  their  whole  time  among  the  settlers. 

I  believe  these  two  bands  of  Indians,  numbering  altogether  about  seven  hundred, 
are  unlawfully  permitted  to  remain  in  a  country  owned  and  occupied  by  white  people, 
commit  more  depredations  in  the  way  of  horse-stealing,  killing  cattle  and  sheep,  than 
any  similar  number  of  Indians  in  the  country. 

They  are  most  insolent  in  their  demeanor  and  demands.  They  will  ride  np  to  s 
settler's  house  in  lots  of  ten  or  twenty  and  order  food  to  be  prepared  for  them  ;  if  the 
settler  has  not  got  it,  he  has  to  get  it. 

They  go  into  a  heid  of  cattle  or  sheep  in  the  presence  of  the  owner  and  kill  as  maoj 
as  they  want  with  impunity.  I  speak  of  this  matter  because  I  have  had  some  personal 
experience  with  them  this  summer,  and  I  think  it  is  due  the  citizens  of  that  country, 
as  well  as  the  government,  that  these  Indians  be  removed  to  their  respective  reserva- 
tions, and  trust  you  will  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  necessity  of  doing  so.

Office  of  Pueblo  Indian  Agency, 

Santa  F6,  N,  Mex,,  August  30,  1877. 

*  *  **  By  direction  of  the  Hon.  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affaire,  I  took  charge  of 
the  Cimarron  agency.  New  Mexico,  on  the  Ist  of  October,  1876.  The  Indians  of  that 
agency  number  749 ;  of  this  number,  307  are  Muacbe  Utes,  and  442  are  JicarilU 
Apaches.  They  are  all  vagabonds,  and  there  is  no  hope  of  improving  their  conditioa 
as  long  as  they  remain  at  their  present  location,  and  they  will  not  go  elsewhere  uDtil 
they  are  compelled  to  by  a  large  military  force.  They  do  nothing  for  their  own  snp- 
port  except  a  little  hunting.  The  government  gives  them  a  little  clothing  and  other 
presents,  and  issues  them  weekly  rations  of  beef  and  flour.  They  have  no  reservation 
where  they  are,  and  the  agency  is  located  in  a  small  county  town,  where  the  Indians 
can  usually  procure  all  the  whisky  they  can  pay  for.  The  agency  has  been  a  succeas 
during  the  year,  in  that  it  has  kept  the  Indians  quiet,  and  so  protected  the  settlers  in 
person  and  property  at  the  least  possible  cost. 

In  May  last,  by  direction  of  the  honorable  Commissioner,  I  assisted  Agent  F.  H. 
Weaver  in  selecting  a  location  for  the  Southern  Ute  agency,  Colorado,  about  to  be  es- 
tablished. If  that  agency  proves  to  be  a  success  it  will  be  the  proper  place  for  the  Tte^ 
of  Cimarron,  as  the  Mescalero  Apache  agency,  New  Mexico,  is  the  proper  place  for  tb« 
Cimarron  Apaches. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  time  there  may  arise  a  favorable  opportunity  for  so  disposing  of 
the  Cimarron  agency.

Snt:  In  reply  to  your  commnnicatton  *'  C/'  September  12, 1  would  respectfully  state 
that  I  consider  it  impossible  for  any  Indiana  of  this  reservation  to  have  committed 
depredations  in  the  vicinity  of  Cimarron,  for  the  ibllowing  reasons: 

Ist  Cimarron  is  distant  ftom  this  agency  at  least  450  miles  by  the  nearest  road ;  the 
eooBtry  through  which  they  would  have  to  pass  is  thickly  settled,  and  there  are  sev- 
eral Uexican  towna  on  the  road.  If  aoy  IndisAs  had  passed  through  any  of  these 
towns  I  would  have  been  notified  ot  the  fact,  but  up  to  this  date  no  notice  has  reached 
this  office. 

9d.  Fort  Union  lies  between  here  and  Cimarroil,  at  a  distance  of  only  fifty  miles  fhnn 
the  latter  place ;  if,  therefore,  any  depredations  had  been  committed  at  Cimarron  they 
m  io  telegraphic  eommunication  with  the  post,  and  could  have  called  on  the  military 
to  fellow  the  trail  and  capture  the  offenders.  Being  fifty  miles  nearer  to  this  reserva- 
tion than  the  scene  of  the  alleged  depredations  they  oould  certainly  have  cut  the  Indi- 
ans off  and  kept  them  from  returning  to  this  agency. 

3d.  There  have  at  no  time  during  the  last  three  months  been  mwe  than  twenty-one 
iNwki  absent  from  their  weekly  issaes,  and  saeh  a  smaU  band  would  not  dare  to  start 
oat  on  a  raid  and  place  two  large  military  jMMits  (Fort  Stanton  and  Fort  Union)  between 
tlMnaod  their  agency.  It  would  be  impossible  for  any  other  Indians  to  have  1^  the 
niervation,  go  to  Cimarron,  and  return  so  as  not  to  miss  their  issae.  I  wonid  here> 
nnark  that  Sad  any  depredations  been  committed  by  the  Indians  nnder  my  charge  it 
veald  have  been  the  first  duty  of  the  snffiuera  to  have  notified  me,  so  that  I  oould  have 
taken  immediate  steps  to  discover  and  punish  the  perpetrators.  As  the  matter  now 
itnds,  your  letter  of  September  12  is  the  first  notice  I  have  received. 

I  voisld,  however,  Ibr  my  own  satisfaction  rsspectfblly  request  to  be  fhmished  with 
the  dates  and  pariicnlars  of  the  alleged  depredations  as  reported  to  your  office,  so  that 
1  may  give  this  matter  a  tiwrongh  investigation.  It  has  not  been  the  habit  of  these 
hwDs  to  ro4ffl  In  that  direction,  on  account  of  the  many  settlements  and  the  proximity 
oCFSrts  Stanton  and  Union.  I  am  positive  that  there  is  some  mistake  as  regards  the 
identity  of  the  offenders.  If  furnished  with  dates  and  other  particulars  I  may  be  ahla 
to  report  more  fully.  General  Vandever  being  still  in  the  Territory  I  would  respect- 
^7  mggest  tiiat  the  matter  be  referred  to  him  for  investigation.

8a :  I  am  in  reoelpt  of  yonr  letter  of  September  12, 1877,  ''  C,"  stating  *<  that  reliable 
Imports  have  been  received  at  this  office  to  the  effect  that  a  large  number  of  Utes  from 
^  Los  Pines  and  White  River  agencies  have  left  their  reservations,  and  have  been 
committing  depredations  in  the  oonntiy  about  Cimarron,  N.  Mex.,  and  directinff  me  to 
tike  hamediate  steps  to  ascertain  the  foots  in  regud  to  these  reports,  dt,c.,  ana  to  re- 
port to  the  Indian  Office  at  an  early  day. 

.  la  reply  I  have  to  say  that  I  know  of  no  Indians  belonging  to  this  agency  as  being 
10  tbat  section  of  the  conntry.    About  six  weeks  ago,  one  Indian,  Tosakestz  by  name. 
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a  half-witted  fellow,  went  to  what  the  Indians  here  call  the  Cimarron  country,  to  see  a 
brother;  he  has  returned  here.    He  is  not  a  person  to  be  engaf^ed  in  any  depiedatioD. 

About  seven  weeks  af(o  eight  lodges  of  Indians  went  from  this  agency  to  the  U&- 
sapahgu  agency,  and  thence  to  the  Navigo  country  to  trade  far  blankets  for  themselves 
and  for  others.  They  were  absent  only  about  Jioe  weeks,  and  brought  back  a  l&x|^e  Dum- 
ber of  these  blankets.  This  trip,  for  this  special  purpose,  is  a  regular  yearly  affair  with 
these  Indians,  different  Indians  going  different  years,  and  aboat  the  same  number.  I 
know  of  no  other  Indians  from  here  having  been  in  the  direction  referred  to.  You  ask 
"Why  are  these  Indians  allowed  to  roam  through  the  country  outside  of  the  reser- 
vation f"  I  reply  that  I  do  not  allow  them  to  thus  roam ;  on  the  contrary  I  do  all  I  can, 
constantly,  to  keep  them  upon  their  reserve.  This  I  have  told  the  department  repeat- 
edly and  repeatedly  within  the  last  year.  When  the  Indians  go  off  it  is  in  the  face  and 
in  opposition  of  all  that  I  can  do  to  keep  them  at  home.  If  the  department  wishes  me 
to  state  what  I  think  is  the  reason  or  cause  why  so  many  of  *  the  White  River  Indians 
have  been  off  their  reserve  the  past  year  (north  and  east,  not  south,  however),  I  can  state 
again,  what  I  have  repeatedly  said  to  the  department,  that  I  think  it  is  mainly  because— 

1st.  They  have  no  annuity  goods  for  two  years  past. 

2d.  They  have  had  not  sufficient  supplies,  and  lately  none  except  beef. 

3d.  They  have  not  been  allowed  to  trade  for  guns  and  ammunition  upon  the  reserve, 
except  for  special  and  undesirable  kind,  while  at  the  same  time  they  could  get  anytkiuff 
they  wanted,  in  any  quantity,  off  their  reserve. 

4th.  Their  trading-post  upon  the  reserve  has  not  been  supplied  the  past  year  in  arti- 
cles desired,  while  at  the  same  time  numerous  trading-posts  have  been  established 
near  the  reserve  at  which  they  could  procure  what  they  wished,  and  every  induce- 
ment has  been  extended  to  them  to  visit  them. 

Their  own  poet  upon  their  reserve  has  now  been  entirely  abandoned  by  the  trader 
as  unprofitable. 

They  have  been  obliged  to  go  somewhere  t<o  g^t  the  necessaries  of  life. 

In  regard  to  the  complaints  so  frequently  made  the  past  summer,  of  which  you  have 
written,  of  a  general  firing  the  country  for  malicious  purpose,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  re- 
peat that  I  think  they  are  very  unjust  and  unwarranted  as  regards  the  Ute  Indians  of 
this  agency. 

Complaints  of  such  fires  come  to  me  through  the  papers  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
where  no  Indians  could  have  been.  I  inclose  to  you  three  separate  paragraphs  which 
I  cut  from  different  parts  of  a  single  Cheyeqile  paper  of  September  20.  I  could  send 
you  no  end  of  such  paragraphs. 

It  has  been  a  very  and  unusually  dry  summer.  Everything  in  this  valley  has  been 
literally  burned  np  by  the  sun.  Cracks  in  the  earth  from  two  to  five  inches  wide  and 
several  feet  deep  in  many  places,  caused  by  the  drought ;  the  season  has  been  especially 
favorable  to  the  spread  of  fires.  Upon  receiving  one  of  your  letters  I  stood  at  the  agency 
gate  and  counted  six  different  fires  in  different  directions,  on  a  single  evening — one  very 
extensive — all  upon  the  reserve.  And  it  should  be  known  and  considered  that  this  coun- 
try has  been  considered  of  little  value  by  those  who  have  lived  in  it,  except  for  stock; 
that  the  almost^nuiversal  sage-brush  is  the  great  evil ;  that  when  it  is  once  burned  off 
it  does  not  come  up  again,  but  good  grass  does,  and  that  stock-men  are  themselves  re- 
peatedly setting  fires  for  the  purpose  of  exterminating  the  sage-brush  (the  Indians 
have  done  it  for  a  hundred  years,  perhaps).  Had  I  not  had  my  hands  full  of  other 
work  I  would  have  taken  advantage  of  this  peculiarly  dry  season,  and  set  all  my 
hands  to  work  burning  sage-brush  in  this  valley.  I  think  in  mauy  cases  fires  that 
white  men  have  been  secretly  glad  of  have  been  laid  to  Indians  and  complained  of  as 
a  great  depredation. 

Again  there  are  hnndreds  of  parties  of  white  men  traveliifg  through  the  country  who 
regularly  build  their  camp-fires,  and  many  of  them  are  not  extinguished  up<tn  leaving 
camp,  and  spread  into  large  fires. 

One  of  the  best  Indians  of  this  ageucy,  whose  word  I  consider  as  reliable  as  that  of 
a  minority  of  the  white  men  of  this  country,  who  went  from  this  ageucy  to  the  Bear 
River  Valley  to  inquire  into  the  origin  of  the  fires  complained  of,  returned  and  stated 
that  he  himself  saw  white  men  start  two  such  fires  in  one  day  while  he  was  absent  from 
the  agency  only  two  nights. 

The  mail-carrier  to  this  agency,  who  is  a  resident  in  the  Snake  River  Valley  (next 
north  of  Bear),  has  stated  here  that  the  stock -men  of  the  Snake  Valley  have  been  en- 
gaged throughout  the  summer  in  this  work  of  burning  off  the  sage-brush  throughout 
that  country.  One  stock-man  with  his  hands  ( who  had  cattle  on  both  Snake  and  Bear), 
has  been  at  this  work. 

I  trust  that  this  matter  will  be  fully  considered  before  condemning  those  Indians 
without  reservation,

Sir  :  Oa  the  27th  of  April  last  the  necemary  instraotioDs  were  tranBmitted  to  yoa 
in  regard  to  the  loeatioD  of  the  SoaUiein  Ute  agency,  and  yoa  were  directed  to  make 
r^xirt  of  TOOT  progress  in  the  work,  with  soch  eogijeetioDB  and  recommendations  as 
■li^t  he  deemed  proper  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  this  office.  The  following 
IB  also  embraced  in  yonr  instmctions : 

**  When  the  agency  shall  have  been  established  your  next  daty  will  be  the  gathering 
of  theae  Indians,  who  properly  are  to  be  embraced  in  it,''  &c. 

On  Jane  26  following,  yon  were  advised  of  the  receipt  of  the  report  of  yoarself  and 
A|^nt  Thomas  respecting  the  location  of  the  agency ;  and  also  the  approval  of  the 
recommendations  tnerein  made  in  regard  to  said  location.  Since  the  date  of  said  report 
DO  commnnications  have  been  received  from  yon  in  regard  to  the  progress  made  under 
office  instmctions  referred  to,  nor  have  any  monthly  reports  been  made  by  yon,  as  rs- 
qoired  in  pamphlet  copy  of  printed  instructions  accompanying  the  other  instructions 
raferred  to. 

Great  complaint  is  made  in  regard  to  many  of  the  Indians  belonging  td  your  agency, 
of  their  roaming  habits,  depredations  committed  by  them,  Ac,  especially  against  those 
abont  Cimarron  and  Ablqnin,  and  it  is  important  that  measures  be  taken  to  collect  the 
Indians  belonging  to  your  agency  upon  the  reservation,  and  that  the  office  be  informed 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible  of  the  progress  made  in  the  work,  the  number  of  In- 
dians now  upon  the  reservation,  and  such  other  matters  as  are  important  to  a  correct 
knowledge  of  affairs  at  your  agency.

Sir:  Having  just  returned  from  an  inspection  of  the  Cimarron  agency,  New  Mexico, 
I  respectfully  submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  supervision  of  this  agency  has  been  assigned  to  Benjamin  M.  Thomas,  agent  of 
tlie  Pueblos.  His  headquarters  are  at  Santa  F^.  I  found  John  £.  Pyle,  an  employ^, 
in  charge  of  the  agency  at  Cimarron.  Agent  Thomas  accompanied  me  on  my  visit  to 
Cimarron. 

The  latest  enrollment  of  the  Indians  of  the  Cimarron  agency  was  made  during  the 
iret  quarter  of  the  current  year.    The  number  reported  is  as  follows : 

VoacfaeUtes 307 

Jicarilla  Apaches 442 

Total 749 

These  are  non-treaty  Indians.  No  land  has  been  set  apart  by  the  |;overnment  for 
their  use.  In  their  present  location,  they  are  simply  vagrants,  trespassing  upon  lands, 
^  title  to  which  has  passed  from  the  government.  They  roam  at  will,  subject  to 
^ery  possible  demoralizing  influence,  and  engage  in  no  industry  whatever.  There  is 
■0  school  maintoined  among  them.  A  regular  weekly  ration  of  seven  pounds  of  flour 
SDd  three  and  a  half  pounds  of  beef,  per  Indian,  is  issued  at  Cimarron,  to  such  as  claim 
it.  Since  the  first  day  of  January  last  the  average  number  of  Indians  who  have  pre- 
•eoted  themselves  weekly  for  rations  at  Cimarron  is  three  hundred  and  sixty-one.  It 
spears  from  these  fignree  that  only  abont  half  of  the  Indians  avail  themselves  of  the 
Wnoty  of  tibe  government  at  Cimarron.  The  other  half,  consisting  of  the  able-bodied 
^oes,  spend  much  of  their  time  in  roaming  and  hunting  in  the  country  bordering  on 
Teias  and  the  Indian  Territory,  where  buffalo  and  other  game  abound. 

I'tually  there  is  a  fall  issue  of  blankets,  muslin,  calico,  &ying-pans,  and  other  useful 
^ticleB,  at  Cimarron.  My  recent  visit  to  the  agency  was  at  the  time  appointed  by 
Agent  Thomas  for  this  annual  distribution,  of  which  notice  had  been  given  to  the 
Indians,  but  not  one  Indian  came  to  receive  his  share,  and  the  goods  consequently  ro- 
aain  on  hand.  It  is  proper,  howeTer,  to  state  that  several  cases  of  small-pox  occurring 
thoQt  that  Ume,  among  the  few  Indians  living  near  the  agency,  the  whole  body  <n 
them  stampeded  to  escape  the  dreaded  disease.         ^ 

The  Utes  of  Cimarron  agency  properly  belong  with  the  Indians  of  that  name  at  the 
^tbem  Ute  agency  in  Colorado,  and  the  Jicanlla  Apaches  belong  with  the  Mescalero 
-^psehes  of  the  Fort  Stanton  reservation  in  New  Mexico.    I  can  see  no  good  reason  for 
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eoutinaiDg  to  ftimish  rations  at  CimarroD  to  IndiaoB  who  have  no  lands  in  that  yicin- 
ity,  and  who  fail  to  claim  the  sapplies  that  the  government  provides  for  them  at  thst 
point. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Indians  at  the  Abiqntn  agency ,  where  there  are  reported 
to  be  nine  hundred  of  the  Capote  and  Weeminnohe  bands  of  Utes,  and  three  hundred 
and  twenty-six  Jicarilla  Apaches.  There  is  not  a  foot  of  land  in  that  vicinity  to 
whieh  they  have  a  shadow  of  right.  They  are  trespassers  on  private  property  and  ex- 
posed to  every  possible  demoralizing  inflaence. 

The  removal  of  these  Indians  seems  to  me  to  be  an  imperative  necessity.  It  can  b« 
effected  by  simply  giving  notice  that  after  a  certain  date  no  more  rations  will  be  issued 
or  supplies  furnished  either  at  Cimarron  or  Abiquin  agencies,  and  that  from  and  after 
that  oate  the  Jicarillas  will  be  required  to  repair  to  the  Mescalero  Apache  agency,  and 
the  Capote  and  Weeminuche  baads  of  Utes  to  the  Southern  Ute  agency  for  their  sup- 
plies. The  presence  of  a  small  military  force  may  be  required  to  insure  prompt  obedi- 
ence to  such  an  order  and  to  guard  against  possible  depredations  on  the  settlers.  Gen- 
eral £.  Hatch,  the  military  comman&r  of  the  district,  is  of  the  opinion  that  whenever 
authorized,  he  can  effect  the  removal  as  above  suggested  without  difficulty  and  at  lit- 
tle or  no  cost  to  the  government.

2d.  Attomef -General  Taney,  now  Chief  Jostce  of  the  United  States,  in  au  opinion 
odHA  of  Angiisi»  1833,  cites  this  opinion  of  Mr.  Wirt  and  concurs  in  it. 

."Id.  Atu^mey-Geiieral  Mason,  in  a  communication  of  16th  July,  ISiS,  refers  to  the 
opinioD  of  Attorney-General  Nelson  of  the  11th  August,  1643,  and,  in  concurring  in  it, 
states  that  ^  when  the  right  of  pre-emption  exists,  the  settler  who  has  complied  with 
I  be  provisions  of  the  act  of  4  th  September,  1841,  has  a  right  of  occupancy  for  twelve 
months  within  which  he  m^  perfect  his  title  by  paying  the  minimum  price  of  the 
laad.  Like  the  settlers  under  the  armed  occupation  act,  his  right  is  inchoate  only, 
and  be  has  only  tboee  rights  of  property  which  are  necessary  to  the  perfecting  of  his 
r.tle.  He  may  olear  the  land,  build  on  it.  and  inclose  it  with  a  view  to  cultivation. 
Fur  these  purposes  he  may  use  or  destroy  any  trees  which  may  be  necessary,  but  within 
tbeae  restrictions,  and  necessary  fire-wood,  he  is  confined." 

The  penal  act  of  2d  March,  1831,  provides  **  for  the  punishment  of  offenses  committed 
in  catting,  destroying,  or  removing  live-oaks  and  other  timber  or  trees  preserved  for 
oaral  pnrposen." 

This  act  of  2d  of  March,  1831.  you  will  find  fully  considered  in  the  case  of  the  United 
"^tatcs  r$.  Epbraim  Briggs  (9  Howard,  p.  351),  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  decided 
That  the  said  act  authorized  the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  all  trespassers  on 
pahlie  lands  by  catting  timber,  whether  such  timber  was  fit  for  naval  purposes  or

4th.  Under  no  circumstances  will  you  compound  or  compromise  with  any  such  tree- 
paagers  or  receive  any  pay  or  compensation  from  them  as  acquittal  or  discharge  there- 
from; or  in  any  other  manner ;  neither  will  yon  give  any  permission  to  out  timber  or 
otherwise  trespaee  on  the  public  lands,  as  there  is  no  authority  for  any  such  proceed- 
lag,  but  all  such  offenses  against  the  law  mnst  be  prosecuted  and  tried  by  the  authori- 
ties doly  constituted  for  that  purpose. 

oth.  Should  yoa  find  such  trespass  committed  on  9wamp  lands  or  those  which  are 
r^odered  onfit  for  caltivation  by  overflow,  you  will  take  no  further  action  than  to  no- 
nfy  the  governor  of  the  State,  as  all  such  lands  inure  to  the  State  under  the  act  of 
*^tb  of  September,  1850. 

6tb.  In  the  enforcement  of  the  said  act  of  1831  yon  should  be  careful  not  to  inter- 
fere with  pre-emption  rights  under  the  act  of  4th  September,  1841,  the  settler,  with  a 
mv-  to  cultivation,  having  the  right  as  hereinbefore  indicated,  to  use  or  destroy  trees 
Q  clearing  roads  and  constructing  bridges,  or  for  any  other  purpose  connected  with  the 
ufiprovement  of  his  homestead. 

'tl;.  While  thus  lilieral  to  the  honest  settler,  you  should  be  vigilant  to  detect  and 
*n€st  the  speculator,  who,  in  the  gnise  of  a  settler,  and  under  the  sanction  of  a  dedar- 
Ufvj  statement,  may  contemplate  the  spoliation  of  timber,  and  unless  arrested  might 
^noQsly  injure  the  public  Interest. 

'^th.  Where  the  trespassers  are  unknown  or  known,  and  timber  has  been  out  or  re- 
°M>ved  off  the  public  lands,  yon  will  cause  it  to  be  seized  and  sold  at  auction  to  the 
hii^est  bidder,  under  such  regulations  as  sound  discretion  may  suggest. 

^b.  All  moneys,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  timber,  received  by  you  must  be  depos- 
ited in  some  one  of  the  United  States  depositories  to  the  credit  of  the  jndioiarv  fund. 
vitboQt  abatement,  and  an  immediate  report  made  of  the  same  to  this  office  witn  a  full 
statement  of  all  particulars  duly  Yerified. 

10th.  In  the  prosecution  of  your  duties  yon  may,  upon  any  pressing  emergency, 
dqmiize  a  reliable  person  to  investigate  and  report  the  fact  involved  in  any  supposed

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tions,  and  showing  the  operation  of  this  system  as  preventive  means;  also  the  number 
of  acres  entered  by  trespassers  through  its  constraining  influence. 

Yon  are  requested  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  this,  and  advise  roe  of  such  prelim- 
inary steps  as  yon  may  take  with  a  view  to  a  compliance  with  the  foregoing  instroc- 
tions.

From  the  date  of  this  circular,  December  24, 1855,  to  May  2, 1877,  it 
has  been  sent  to  registers  and  receivers  to  govern  their  action,  and  has 
purported  to  be  the  governing  rule,  with  exceptions  as  follows,  viz : 

1.  In  Minnesota  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  circular  were  transferred 
from  the  register  and  receiver  for  one  land  district,  February  6, 1862, 
and  afterward  for  all  the  State  to  the  surveyor-general,  and  so  contin- 
ued until  July  21, 1876,  when  they  were  again  imposed  upon  the  regis- 
ters and  receivers. 

2.  The  fourth  section  of  this  circular  is  as  follows : 

Under  no  circamstances  will  you  compoand  or  compromise  with  any  aaoh  trespass- 
ers, or  receive  any  pay  or  compensation  from  them  as  aoqnital  or  discharge  therefrom, 
or  in  any  other  manner;  neither  will  yon  fi^ive  any  permission  to  cnt  tiniber,  or  other- 
wise trespass  on  the  pnblio  lands,  as  there  is  no  authority  for  any  snch  proceediD^ : 
but  all  snoh  offenses  against  the  law  must  be  prosecuted  and  tried  by  the  authorities 
duly  constituted  for  that  purpose. 

Notwithstanding  this  direction  in  the  circular,  it  appears  that  from 
time  to  time,  commencing  in  18G0,  compromises,  with  the  aasent  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  were  made  with  parties  who  had  cut  timber 
upon  the  public  lands.  In  letter  to  this  office,  dated  March  7, 1860,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  authorized  compromise  on  the  following  terms, 
viz:  Entry  of  the  land  upon  which  the  timber  was  cut;  payment  of  50 
cents  i>er  thousand  feet,  together  with  all  the  expenses  incurred  in 
making  the  seizure.  And  in  letter  of  16th  of  January,  1862,  to  this 
office,  the  Secretary  remarks  in  regard  to  the  opinion  of  the  United 
States  district  attorney  for  Minnesota,  which  was  to  the  effect  that  all 
settlements  by  way  of  compromise  should  be  rejected,  and  offenders 
should  be  prosecuted  and  full  penalty  exacted,  that 

The  subject  is  one  of  interest  and  not  free  from  embarrassment.  I  do  not  ooocur 
with  the  district  attorney  in  the  opinion  that  no  settlement  is  to  be  made  with  tres- 
passers. It  appears  to  me  that  the  main  object  proper  to  be  kept  in  view  shoald  be 
to  make  the  timber  produce  to  the  government  the  price  of  the  land. 

Subsequently  the  Secretary  concluded  that  settlement  with  tres 
passers  on  the  basis  of  entry  of  the  land,  payment  of  50  cents  per  tboa- 
sand  feet,  and  costs  attending  the  seizure,  would  be  satisfactory.  lu 
course  of  time,. owing  to  the  fact  that  the  lauds  from  which  the  timber 
was  taken  were  not  subject  to  cash  entry,  or  suitable  for  cultivation, 
and  from  other  causes,  the  instructions  for  compromise  came  to  be** a 
reasonable  stumpage  according  to  the  market  value  of  the  timber  cot, 
at  a  minimum,  in  no  case,  of  less  than  $2.50  per  thousand  feet  and  cost^/ 

As  showing  the  position  which  had  been  assumed  by  this  bureau  ou 
the  subject  of  timber  on  the  public  lands,  I  quote  the  following  from 
the  annual  report  of  Commissioner  Edmunds  for  1864: 

Under  authority  of  law  and  judicial  decisions,  this  office  has  put  in  operation  repres- 
sive measures  against  the  spoliation  of  the  timber  ou  the  public  lands.  These  meiu- 
ures  have  extended  to  Michigan,  Wisoonsia,  Minnesota,  Dakota,  Kansas,  Californift, 
Oregon,  Washington,  and  Nevada.  Wherever  the  trespass  has  aotaally  taken  place. 
but  found  not  to  be  willful,  but  through  ignorance,  it  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the 
department  to  pursue  the  oifenders  in  a  vindictive  spirit ;  but  when  the  lumber  has 
been  taken  from  offered  land,  simply  to  require  the  actual  entry  of  the  promises  and 
payment  of  costs.  In  the  case  of  unoffered  or  nnsurveyed  land,  we  have  enforced  tfae 
payment  of  a  liberal  stump jge.    Where  timber  is  scarce,  as  in  the  case  of  Nevada 
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Ttfntoiy,  we  h«ve  issned  stringent  orders  to  the  diatrict  land-offioers,  and  to  the  fol- 
ioving  effect  The  importance  of  a  supply  of  timber,  when  timber  is  so  scarce,  would 
MB  to  ioFoke  protection  in  order  to  preserre  it  and  present  waste ;  but  as  the  tim- 
ber is  ehieflj  to  he  found  in  the  mountain  slopjeSf  on  land  not  adapted  to  agriculture, 
it  beeomes  aqaestiou  as  to  what  extent  restriction  upon  its  enjoyment  shall  be  im- 
poied  on  settlers  in  the  Territory.  In  the  case  of  pre-emptors  and  homestead  settlers 
oslAoda  fit  for  tillaise,  they  are  restricted  to  timber  growing  on  the  land  for  purposes 
<if  baildiag,  feneing,  repairs,  and  fire-wood.  Neither  pre-emptor  nor  homestead 
letUer  csd  ent  timlMr  for  sale  until  the  former  has  made  entry  and  the  latter  resided 
fire  ooDsecotife  years  on  the  land.  Where  land  settled  and  pre-empted  is  destitute  of 
timber,  in  that  case  the  party  most,  ex  neoesHiaUf  be  permitted  to  take  timber  from  the 
moQDtain-alopeSy  bnt  solely  for  domestic  use,  otherwise  Nevada  plains  wonld  be 
QDiettied. 

Should  pirties  file  for  mountainous  lands  not  fit  for  cultivation  in  order  to  cut  and 
•rll  tbe  timber,  the  register  and  receiver  are  directed  to  cause  it  to  be  seized  and  sold, 
foe  bjn  doing  they  would  to  some  extent  protect  mill-owners  from  the  exactions  of 
•pMolttork 

Penoos  who  have  invested  in  saw-mills  and  are  reaping  large  profits  from  the  necessi- 
ti«  of  the  settlers  roust  pay  a  reasonable  tariff  per  1,000  feet  of  timber  sawed  as  stump- 
ig»,My  Dot  lees  than  one-sixth  the  value  jter  1,000  feet  of  the  manufactured  lumber 
It  the  mill.  This  would  be  moderate  in  view  of  the  great  demand  for  timber  in  the 
Trrhtocy,  sod  hot  consistent  with  honest  principles  that  a  compensatory  return  should 
be  made  for  the  timber. 

Id  Older  to  effect  such  an  arrangement,  the  land-officers  are  authorized  to  consult 
the  United  States  district  attorneys  as  to  the  best  mode  of  securing  a  revenue  from  the 
timber  psyahle  qoarterly,  on  each  and  every  thousand  of  feet  sawed  at  the  respective 
milk  or  oaed  as  cord-wood,  hewn  timber,  or  other  description  of  timber,  on  a  sworn 
ttitemeDt  of  the  nomfier  of  feet  taken.  Should  the  "  mill "  owners,  '^  cord-wood  ** 
"b«vntimher^  or ''other  timber''  holders  refuse  to  enter  into  such  stipulations,  the 
KfiAter  sod  receiver  are  directed  to  advise  them  that  the  timber  is  public  property  and 
luole  to  seizare,  and  where  the  negotiation  with  them  is  not  satisfactory,  the  register 
iod  receiTer  mast  promptly  seize  any  timber  cut  upon  the  public  lands. 

The  policy  pursued  has  been  quite  efficient  in  mitigating  the  evil,  and  that,  too,  not 
tmly  without  any  cost  to  the  government,  but  leaving  the  avails  of  seizure  in  the 
Treisttry  of  over  ten  thousand  dollars.. 

Similar  practice  was  afterward  aathorized  in  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

This  practice  of  collectiDg  stampage  became  uDiversal,  and  on  my 
comiog  jQto  office,  Jane  26,  1876, 1  found  that  it  was  uniformly  the 
eostom  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Territories  where  there 
^as  timber  growing  npon  the  pnblic  lauds,  and  it  so  continaed  an  til  the 
itteutioo  of  the  department  was  called  to  it,  and  the  acting  Secretary  of 
we  Interior,  under  date  of  July  17, 1876,  directed  that  the  local  officers 
bereqoired  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  department  before  com  pro- 
Busing  any  case.  As  indicated  in  the  quotation  made  from  the  report 
onS64,  and  from  other  information  in  possession  of  this  office,  the  cut- 
ting and  removal  of  timber  appears  to  have  been,  in  many  cases,  by 
prenooa  agreement  with  the  officials. 

la  letter  of  August  22, 1876,  J.  H.  Baker,  esq.,  surveyor-general  for 
Jiumesota,  remariis  as  follows  in  regard  to  settling  timber  cases  in  that 

^^^°^ni;  the  term  ''settlements''  it  is  not  understood  hy  this  office  that  the  parties 
^r?^  vith  knepaas  are  in  any  way  acquitted  or  discharged  from  any  ofiense  against 
^J^t  "^  iit  therefore,  in  no*  sense  a  compromise  of  any  criminal  act.  As  a  rule  the 
^^^'^^'OBmitting  the  trespass  are  irresponsihle,  and  it  proves  to  he  quite  difficult  to 
"SZJoi  ^  ^.  ^^  pvtios  purchasing.  When  so  traced  they  are  generally  in  the 
^g^oiigipoasible  parties  helieved  to  be  innocent  purchasers,  and  settlements,  with

wmL  mSJ?  ^^  ^^  collections  made  for  stumpage  or  sale  of  timber 
tS??^  to  tbe  credit  of  the  judiciary  fund,  and  the  agents  depu- 
ll?  v^iegteters  and  receivers  were  paid  from  this  fund;  but  it 
*Mmi J*^  d^ded  that  this^ could  no  longer  properly  be  done,  the 
^WVriatioD  for  paying  expenses  of  suppressing  depredations  on 
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the  public  timber  was  the  appropriation  of  $10,000,  Jaue  10, 1372  (Stats., 
vol.  17,  p.  659).  Since  that  there  have  been  annual  appropriations  for 
the  purpose  as  follows:  March  3, 1873,  $8,000  (vol.  17,  p.  517);  Jane 
23, 1874,  $6,000  (vol.  18,  p.  213) ;  March  3, 1875,  $5,000  (vol.  18,  p.  384); 
July  31,  1876,  $5,000  (vol.  19,  p.  122)  ;  March  3,  1877,  $5,000  (vol.  19, 
p.  349) ;  and  the  ag^ents  deputized  by  the  registers  and  receivers  have 
been  paid  from  these  appropriations  for  their  services  and  expenses  an- 
til  January  9,  1877,  when  the  following  circular-letter  was  issued  to 
registers  and  receivers :

4.  Written  statements  having  been  tiled  in  this  office  alleging  exten- 
sive depredations,  with  complicity  of  officials  in  Minnesota,  after  consal* 
tation  with  the  department,  I  appointed  John  W.  Jones  special  agent, 
to  proceed  there  and  make  a  through  investigation.  Copies  of  the  in- 
structions which  have  been  given  Mr.  Jones  from  time  to  time  are 
hereto  appended,  numbered  1  A  to  24  A. 

There  being  no  practical  results  from  the  registers  and  receivers  in 
Wyoming,  Utah,  and  Idaho,  under  date  of  the  6th  January,  1877,  1 
appointed  E.  F.  Hooker  esq.,  a  special  agent  of  the  office,  to  prevent 
the  destruction  and  waste  of  public  timber  in  these  Territories,  and 
instructed  the  several  registers  and  receivers  to  co-operate  with  him. 
Copies  of  instructions  to  Mr.  Hooker  and  to  registers  and  receivers  to 
co-operate  with  him  are  hereto  appended,  numbered  1  B  to  9  B. 

Under  date  of  the  5th  April,  1877,  B.  A.  Protois,  esq.,  a  clerk  of  this 
office,  who  was  at  that  time  engaged  in  the  State  of  Iowa  in  taking 
testimony  in  regard  to  the  swamp  lands,  was  ordered  to  proceed  to 
Saint  Paul,  Minn.,  to  detect  timber  trespass.  Copies  of  the  instrac- 
tions  given  Mr.  Protois  are  hereto  appended,  numbered  from  1 C  to33C. 

A  statement  of  these  facts  was  made  to  the  department  January  24, 
1877,  with  the  conclusion,  after  a  review  of  the  whole  subject,  that  there 
were  no  practical  results  in  the  way  of  suppression  of  depredations  or 
collection  of  values  through  the  registers  and  receivers;  the  total 
amount  of  money  deposited  in  the  Treasury  on  account  of  timber  tres- 
pass from  the  1st  of  January,  1856  (being  the  beginning  of  our  records 
upon  the  subject),  to  that  date  being  $199,998.50,  and  the  total  amoant 
paid  out  for  service  rendered  and  expense  during  the  same  period 
$45,624.76,  leaving  a  balance  net  to  the  United  States,  if  no  appropria- 
tion had  been  made,  of  only  $154,373.74;  being  a  little  more,  if  any,  than 
the  value  of  timber  on  5,000  acres  of  good  pine-land.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  made  that  thereafter  the  registers  and  receivers  shoald  no 
longer  take  charge  of  the  timber  business,  but,  so  far  ^as  the  limited 
appropriation  would  defray  the  expense,  special  agents  shoald  be  ap- 
pointed by  this  office  to  act  in  the  premises. 
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Sectioa  453,  Bevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  provides  tbat — 

TbeComroiflrioner  of  the  General  Land  dffloe  shall  perform,  nnder  the  direction  of  the 
*«CRtayry  of  the  Interior,  kl\  ezecntive  dntiea  appertaininj^  to  the  surveying  and  the 
^«  of  the  pahlio  lands  of  the  United  States  and  in  any  wise  respecting  each  public 
Linds.    •    •    • 

It  is  held  hj  the  Supreme  Coart,  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  vs. 
Cook  (19  Wallace,  591),  that  ^'  the  timber  while  standing  is  a  part  of 
the  realty,  and  it  can  only  be  sold  as  the  land  conUI  be,  and,  unless  law- 
fully cat,  will  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States.'' 

The  appropriation  available  at  that  time,  that  of  Jaly  31, 187(>,  which 
is  alonfl:  with  other  appropriations,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  was  made  in  the  fol- 
lowing laiignaj^e :  **  To  meet  expenses  of  suppressing  depredations  upon 
the  pablic  lands,  $5,000."  It  was  thought  that  in  view  of  these  provis- 
ions of  law,  authority  existed  for  the  appointment  of  special  agents  by 
this  office. 

The  department,  under  date  of  the  5th  of  April  last,  concurred  with 
this  office  that  the  system  heretofore  adopted  had  failed  to  accomplish 
the  desired  purpose,  and  approved  the  action  in  discontinuing  it  and  in 
emplojiog  special  agents,  and  directed  as  follows : 

First.  That  hereafter  all  agents  employed  for  this  pnrpose  be  employed  by  you,  and 
bone  on  yoor  rolls  as  clerks  or  employ^ ;  that  thev  be  detailed  for  special  duty  to  act 
aDder  yoar  iastroctions  in  ascertaining  when,  where,  and  by  whom  deprecations 
'iftTe  been  committed  upon  the  public  lauds,  and  to  report  to  yon  the  facts  in  each 
caae. 

Second.  If,  upon  an  examination  of  the  reports  so  obtained,  you  find  that  the  facte 
^icited  in  auy  case  warrant  the  commencement  of  legal  proceedings  to  punish  the 
trcApaawrs  or  to  collect  damages  for  the  waste  already  committed,  or  both,  you  will 
report  the  same  to  this  department,  with  your  opinion  thereon,  in  order  that  such  fnr- 
tbtrproeeediogs  may  be  had  in  the  premises  as  the  case  may  require. 

Third.  No  agents  employed  by  yon  will  be  permitted  to  make  any  compromise  for 
depredstioDs  on  the  public  lands,  but  if  any  propositions  for  settlement  are  submitted 
to  them,  TOQ  will  instruct  them  to  report  the  same  to  yon,  with  a  full  statement  of  the 
acta  in  the  case,  showing  the  nature  and  extent  of  said  depredations,  when  and  by 
vboo  committed,  the  amount  and  value  of  the  timber  when  out,  and  the  value  of  the 
Iiod  in  its  present  and  former  condition  ;  all  of  which,  tof^ether  with  your  opinion 
uMTooD,  yoQ  will  transmit  to  this  department  for  further  consideration. 

Foartb.  If  ia  any  case  the  emergencies  should  seem  to  require  more  prompt  action 
thin  is  contemplated  in  the  above  directions  in  order  to  arrest  the  offeuaer  or  to  secure 
the  government  for  the  damages  snffered,  you  will  instruct  your  agent  to  apply  to  the 
Luted  States  district  attorney  for  the  district  in  which  the  waste  was  committed,  to 
i&^itnte  the  proper  legal  proceedings  for  that  purpose.  This  course,  however,  must  be 
Uken  only  in  cases  where  the  evidence  is  clear  and  indisputable.

If  any  propositions  ar-^^  sub- 
mitted to  them  with  that  object,  they  will  be  required  to  report  the  same  to  this  ^cr>ffice« 
with  a  full  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  showing  the  nature  and  extent  ci^-f  natd 
depredations,  when  and  by  whom  committed,  the  amount  and  value  of  the  U.  ^mber 
when  cut,  and  the  yalne  of  the  land  in  its  present  and  former  condition :  all  of  ^^i^iijcb, 
together  with  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner,  will  be  submitted  to  tne  head  ^f  ^|, J 
department  for  further  consideration. 

If  in  any  case  the  emergencies  should  seem  to  require  more  prompt  action  t  jma  Im 
contemplated  in  the  rules  above  indicated,  in  order  to  arrest  the  offender  or  to  ^^^ctMiv 
the  government  for  the  damages  suffered,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk- or  eirmafpMojr^ 
detailed  to  act  in  the  matter  to  make  direct  application  to  the  United  States  dia^rict 
attorney  for  the  district  in  which  the  waste  was  committed  to  institute  the  proper 
legal  proceeding  for  that  purpose.  This  course,  however,  must  be  taken  only  to  caooo 
where  the  evidence  is  clear  and  indisputable.

Ascertain,  if  possible,  if  sach  a  combination  as  that 
referred  to  in  the  letter,  known  as  the ^^ Pine-Land  Btng,"  exists;  the 
names  of  persons  connected  or  snpposed  to  be  connected  therewith ;  the 
extent  of  their  operations,  and  the  territory  covered  thereby;  whether 
any  person  or  persons  suspected  of  being  or  known  to  be  a  member  or 
members  of  such  a  ring  have  been  enabled  to  defraud  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  by  criminal  collusion  with  the  local  officers  at  any  of 

*  the  United  States  land-offices  in  Minnesota,  or  elsewhere,  and  whether 

such  officers,  including  the  surveyor-general  of  Minnesota,  have  aided  or 
knowingly  countenanced  such  fraudulent  practices,  and  if  the  same  have 
been  confined  to  any  particular  lan(\  district.  Yon  will  also  take  care- 
ful notes  of  any  actual  cases  of  the  kind  that  may  come  under  your 
special  notice. 

The  objects  of  the  investigation  are,  first,  to  protect  the  government  in 
its  right  to  the  timber  growing  upon  unappropriated  public  lands ;  second, 
to  prevent,  if  possible,  any  further  waste  or  destruction  of  Che  public 

^  timber  on  said  lands;  and,  third,  to  obtain  such  proofs  of  facts  as  will 

enable  the  proper  United  Statesdistrict  attorney  to  prosecute  the  guilty 
parties. 

In  order  that  you  may  thoroughly  understand  the  duties  impose<l 
upon  you  and  to  enable  you  to  pursue  your  examination  intelligently,  I 
enclose  herewith  a  memorandum  with  references  to  all  the  laws  bear- 
ing upon  the  subject,  together  with  copies  of  instructions  issued  by 
this  office  to  the  registers  and  receivers  of  the  several  United  States 
land-offices.  Should  other  points  bearing  upon  the  subject  be  pre- 
sented to  you,  you  will  communicate  the  same  to  this  office,  and  such 

"  other  instructions  will  be  given  as  the  matter  may  appear  to  warrant. 

You  will  prosecute  your  inquiries  with  caution  and  discretion,  as  ex- 
peditiously as  possible,  and  embody  in  a  report  to  this  office  the  facts 
elicited  and  your  conclusions  thereon. 

^i  For  this  service  you  will  be  allowed  as  compensation  the  sum  of  $0 

per  day  for  each  and  every  day  in  which  you  may  be  employed,  together 
with  your  actual  and  necessary  expenses  as  incurred,  in  accordance  with 
circular  of  instructions  herewith.

Mt  Dear  Sib:  It  has  been  an  object  of  solicitude  to  protect  from 
depredations  the  timber  growing  on  the  unappropriated  public  lands  of 
^  the  United  States.    The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1831,  now 

incorporated  in  section  2461  of  the  Bevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
made  it  an  oftense  punishable  with  fine  and  imprisonment  to  cut  or  re- 
move the  timber  from  the  public  lands  without  authority. 
'  Several  years  ago  a  system  of  timber  agencies  was  established  under 
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the  saperrision  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasary.  This  system,  however, 
▼as  alwlished  in  18^,  and  the  daties  of  the  timber  agents  were  devolved 
00  the  registers  aod  receivers  of  the  several  United  States  land-offices. 
They  were  instracted  to  seize  and  sell  all  timber  found  to  have  been 
cat  in  the  public  lands  contrary  to  law,  and  deposit  the  proceeds  in  the 
Treasary  of  the  United  States,  and  to  report  the  cases  to  the  proper 
United  States  district  attorney  for  the  prosecution  of  the  oflfenders 
ander  said  law  above  quoted,  except  where,  with  the  previously  obtained 
approvfd  of  this  office,  a  compromise  was  effected  in  view  of  mitigating 
circamstances. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  law  and  instructions  as  also  of  the  several 
ralJDgs  by  the  Attorneys-General  Qf  the  United  States  and  the  courts 
will  enable  yon  at  once  to  see  the  importance  the  government  attaches 
to  its  timber,  a  wanton  waste  of  which  is  yearly  increasing. 

To  guide  you  in  your  investigations  I  will  say  that  we  have  little  or 
DO  information  as  to  the  true  state  of  affairs,  how  far  the  depredations 
have  extended,  or  the  amount  of  money  the  Treasury  has  been  deprived  of  j 
beyond  the  facts  set  forth  in  Mr.  Nash's  letter  we  know  little  or  nothing 
except  that  such  depredations  are  being  committed.  Of  Mr.  Nash  we 
have  no  official  information  as  to  his  integrity  or  honesty  of  purpose  in 
bringing  such  charges.  Personally  I  know  nothing  of  him,  so  that  you 
will  have  to  be  very  guarded  and  cautious ;  listen  attentively  to  what 
be  has  to  say ;  make  careful  notes  of  the  names  of  persons,  whether 
[frivate  citizens  or  officers  of  the  United  States  Government,  whom  he 
charges  as  being  implicated,  allowing  him  to  know  no  more  of  the 
manner  in  wliich  you  intend  to  prosecute  your  examinations  than  is 
absolately  necessary  to  obtain  the  information  he  professes  to  have,  and 
retain  bis  confidence,  from  which  you  will  draw  your  own  conclusions 
and  be  guided  and  prompted  in  your  investigation  of  any  actual  case 
bj  a  sense  of  justice  and  fairness  toward  all  parties  involved,  j^ro  and  con. 

Under  no  consideration  should  the  United  States  snrveyor-general 
of  Minnesota  or  any  of  the  local  officers  (registers  and  receivers)  of 
United  States  land-offices  be  apprised  of  your  doings  or  that  you  are 
there  in  any  official  capacity  in  behalf  of  this  department. 

In  a  business  of  this  kind  yon  cannot  be  too  cautious  or  too  discreet ; 
Mr.  Nash  may  be  all  that  he  is  represented  to  be,  and  his  statements 
niaj  be  worthy  of  credence,  made  in  good  faith  for  the  interest  of  the 
state;  on  the  other  hand  the  offenses  may  be  magnified,  and  the  alle- 
gations and  charges  made  from  some  personal  motive  tending  to  sub- 
serve some  purpose  of  which  we  are  entirely  ignorant.  At  any  rate 
when  yon  have  seen  and  conversed  with  him  you  will  be  better  able 
to  jadge  for  yourself  of  his  motives,  &c. ;  yet  we  must  be  prepared  for 
all  contingencies. 

Yon  will  observe  that  Mr.  Nash  in  his  letter  (copy  of  which  is  sent 
yon)  is  very  guarded  throughout  all  his  statements.  He  makes  strong 
skssertions  against  somel)ody,  but  that  somebody  is  not  named ;  no  names 
are  given  at  alh  This  might  be  considered  somewhat  suspicious;  yet 
be  says  that  all  the  charges  made  can  be  sustained  by  undoubted  proof, 
a  great  deal  of  which  is  in  his  possession,  in  the  shape  of  affidavits,  &Cm 
aad  refers  to  some  actual  cases  of  his  own  knowledge.

^tements  unless  true  in  some  if  not  all  respects ;  but  of  the  motives 
^bich  prompt  him  to  bring  this  matter  before  us,  in  the  form  he  has,  we 
^w  nothing.  Nevertheless,  whether  his  statements  be  true  or  not,  the 
^^partment  has  determined  upon  an  investigation,  and  left  it  with  mo 
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to  name  some  one  who  could  be  implicitly  relied  apoa  to  coaduct  sach 
investigation.  I  thought  of  yon,  my  friend,  and  mentioned  you  for  the 
duty.  I  know  you,  and  I  need  not  reiterate  my  advice  to  be  discreet 
and  observant. 

As  special  agent  of  this  department,  yon  are  authorized  by  law  (sec. 
183,  Revised  Statutes)  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  or  persons  attend- 
ing to  testify  or  depose  in  the  course  of  such  investigationa. 

This  is  very  desirable  and  obviates  the  necessity  of  taking  joar  wit- 
nesses before  a  county  clerk  or  notary  public,  and  enables  you  to  con- 
duct your  investigations  secretly.  When  you  have  a  case  fnlly  worked 
up  and  the  testimony  (which  of  course  will  be  at  present  all  ex  parte) 
ready,  yon  will  transmit  the  same  to  me,  marking  your  envelopes  *'Oon* 
fidential,"  as  all  other  communications  to  me  on  this  subjeot  should  be 
marked,  and  if  the  case  involves  one  or  many  of  our  officers  to  whom  it 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  give  an  opportunity  for  explanation  (with- 
out placing  the  matter  at  once  into  court),  you  will  be  acl  vised  accord- 
ingly. 

*  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  for  you  in  this  primary  investigation 
to  interview,  consnlt,  or  confer  with  any  of  our  officers,  as  by  so  doing, 
if  they  are  implicated  as  charged,  you  would  expose  the  object  of  the 
investigation  and  be  baffled  at  every  step  of  inquiry.    You  have  my 
fullest  confidence  to  pursue  your  inquiries,  after  you  have  mastered  the 
situation,  in  your  own  way  and  as  your  experience  and  intelligence 
prompt  you.

Sir:  On  the  7th  altimo  I  wrote  you  as  follows,  viz:  ^^I  am  iDformed- 
tfaat  Mr.  C.  W.  Nash  is  acting  very  imprudently  and  unless  he  has  some 
thing  more  than  vague  hints  at  frauds,  and  furnishes  evidence  which 
will  enable  yon  to  recover  moneys  fraudulently  withheld,  his  connec- 
tion with  this  bureau  will  cease  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  receipt 
of  this  letter."  This  letter  probably  reached  Minnesota  after  you  had 
left  there.  Since  that  time  several  communications  have  been  received 
from  Mr.  Nash,  and  his  account  for  services  for  the  month  of  February, 
1877;  but  no  action  has  been  taken  thereon. 

The  payment  of  his  account,  and  his  further  retention  in  service,  will 
depend  upon  your  report.    What  he  has  furnished  does  not,  upon  cur- 
sory examination,  appear  to  be  of  any  practicable  use.    You  must  deter- 
mine whether  his  services  have  been  of  value  that  entitles  him  to  pay- 
ment of  his  account,  whether  yon  regard  his  services  of  value  to  you  in 
future,  and  in  that  connection  whether  he  possesses  proper  discretion 
and  can  be  relied  npon.    You  will  please  report  in  regard  to  Mr.  2^ash 
at  your  earliest  convenience.    From  and  after  the  1st  of  April,  3'our 
name  will  be  borne  npon  the  rolls  of  this  office  as  a  clerk,  in  order  to  enable 
the  payment  of  your  expenses  from  the  appropriation  made  for  paying 
the  actual  expenses  of  clerks  detailed  to  investigate  trespasses  upon  the 
pablic  lands.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  ia  which  joa 
state  that  M.  H.  McGord,  of  Jenny,  Wis.,  has  written  yon,  saying  that 
he  has  been  requested  by  District  Attorney  O.  M.  Webb,  of  Grand 
Eapids,  Wis.,  to  furnish  witnesses  in  the  case  against  Oharles  L.  Wyatt, 
and  that  he  replied  that  he  had  no  witnesses,  bnt  that  witnesses  could 
be  found,  and  that  a  survey  of  the  land,  with  a  scaling  of  the  timber  cut, 
must  be  made.    You  refer  to  your  letter  of  the  17th  September  [October] 
from  Jenny,  Wis.,  reporting  the  cases  of  Woodlock  and  Wyatt,  from 
which,  yon  say,  it  will  bQ  seen  that  you  stated  that  no  witnesses  were 
known  in  the  Wyatt  case,  and  that  the  testimony  would  have  to  be 
looked  up,  and  that  a  survey  and  scaling  was  necessary ;  that  you  also 
asked  for  further  instructions  in  regard  to  these  cases,  ^^  bat  ap  to  this 
time  have  received  none,  and  am  therefore  in  the  dark,  as  to  what  jou 
wish  me  to  do  in  the  matter.    If  these  cases  are  successfully  prosecuted 
it  will  be  necessary  to  employ  a  surveyor  and  scaler  to  go  on  to  the 
ground  and  carefully  survey  the  land,  and  scale  the  timber  cut,  and 
hunt  up  the  men  who  worked  for  Wyatt." 

I  find  by  reference  to  your  report  of  the  17th  of  October  last,  to  which 
you  have  called  attention,  that  you  say  in  regard  to  the  trespass  of  Mr. 
Wyatt,  of  this  last  case  Mr.  McOord  has  no  personal  knowledge  of  the 
cutting,  but  is  acquainted  with  the  crew  who  worked  for  Hyatt  [Wyatt] 
and  assures  me  that  the  testimony  can  easily  be  found  to  establish  the 
trespass.  The  logs  in  both  cases  are  scattered  along  the  Wisconsin 
within  twenty  to  twenty-five  miles  of  Jenny ;  as  loggers  term  it,  are 
hupg  up,  or,  in  other  words,  are  aground,  the  parties  having  tried  to 
^'  drive  them  last  spring,  but  failed  for  want  of  water."  Yon  state  further 
that  '^  the  river  is  now  rising  from  t^e  recent  rains,  and  it  is  believed 
that  there  will  be  sufficient  water  to  float  the  logs,  and  that  they  may 
be  expected  in  the  booms  within  the  next  thirty  days." 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  transmitted  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  on  the  23d  ultimo,  and  a  request  was  made  by  the  depart- 
ment of  the  honorable  Attorney -General  to  have  the  United  States  dis- 
trict attorney  for  the  western  district  of  Wisconsin  instructed  to  have 
proceedings  instituted  in  these  cases,  and  this  office  has  been  advised 
that  such  instructions  were  given. 

In  your  report  of  the  28th  October  you  make  a  statement  in  regard 
to  these  logs,  and  say  as  follows :  '*  You  will  see  from  the  foregoing  that 
the  logs  on  tlie  Wisconsin  Eiver  are  not  likely  to  reach  the  booms  this 
fall|  and  nothing  can  be  done  until  they  do  reach  the  booms."

For  yoar  full  information  in'  regard  to  the  action  heretofore  taken  to 
suppress  depredations  upon  public  timber,  for  reterenoe  to  existing  laws, 
and  for  the  government  of  yonr  action,  I  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a 
report  from  this  office  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated 
Jannary  24,  1877,  and  of  the  Secretary's  reply  thereto,  dat^d  April  5, 
1877. 

The  Secretary's  letter  is  so  full  and  explicit  in  relation  to  your  daties 
that  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  add.  thereto,  ercept  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  section  1044  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which 
is  as  follows,  viz:  ^^No  person  shall  be  prosecuted,  tried,  or  panished 
for  any  offense  not  capital  except  as  provided  in  section  one  thon«aa<f 
and  forty-six,  unless  the  indictment  is  found  or  the  information  is  insti- 
tuted within  two  years  next  after  such  offense  is  committed;^  therefore; 
in  any  case  where  criminal  prosecution  is  contemplated,  the  liiaitation 
must  be  kept  in  mind. 

There  ia  no  limitation  against  the  United  States  in  civil  actions  to  re- 
cover timber  or  the  value  of  timber  or  mdney  collected  belonging  to  and 
withheld  from  the  United  States,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  as 
a  rule  recent  acts  are  more  easily  proven  than  those  which  are  remote. 

The  work  yon  have  before  you  is  regarded  of  the  highest  importance, 
and  you  are  expected  to  prosecute  the  same  with  your  utmost  vigor. 
Consult  with  Mr.  Jones  and  co-operate  with  him.    Eeport  frequently.

Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  27th  ultimo,  inclosing  a  mem* 
oraocIniD  of  four  cases  of  trespass  upon  the  public  lands  committed 
daring  the  winter  of  1875  and  1876;  also  one  case  of  recent  date  in 
3Iiaiiesota,  the  others  being  in  Wisconsin.  You  advise  that  thes6  cases 
be  compromised,  in  view  of  considerations  to  which  you  refer.  They 
mil  be  sabmitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  head  of  the  department, 
according  to^  the  Secretary's  directions  of  the  5th  ultimo  tou(;hing  cases 
of  compromises  proposed.    You  will  be  advised  of  the  result. 

You  are  authorized  under  yopr  instructions  to  embrace  in  your  inves- 
tigatiooa  Wisconsin  as  well  as  Minnesota,  and  when  advisable  you  may 
employ  ft  competent  surveyor  to  examine  the  lands  and  scale  the  timber 
cut,  whose  espeuses  and  pay  shall  be  returned  as  part  of  the  actual 
and  necessary^  expenses  Incurred  iii  the  investigation.  In  so  doing  you 
vWlVecpitt  view  the  necessity  of  economy  in  using  the  limited  appro- 
priatioQ  applicable  thereto. 

In  conclusion  I  suggest  that,  in  reporting  timber-cutting,  you  particu- 
larize as  far  as  possible  the  legal  subdivisions  of  land  ou  which  done, 
la  all  cases  desirable^  this  may  be  necessary  if  legal  proceedings,  espe- 
cially criminal  prosecution,  against  parties  should  be  determined  upon. 
For  example,  in  one  of  the  cases  embraced  in  the  memorandum  above 
referred  to,  the  land  is  described  as  **  Sec.  31  and  32,  tp.  38,  R.  17." 
On  examination  of  our  records  it  appears  that  only  a  small  portion  of 
said  sections  is  public  land,  the  remainder  having  been  disposed  of 
prior  to  the  cutting.    It  is  thus  left  a  matter  of  question,  so  far  as  your 
memorandnm  shows,  whether  the  timber  was  cut  on  that  portion  of 
said  sections  which  was  public  land,  or  that  portion  which  ^as  private 
property-^  point  material  to  the  ca«e.

SrB :  I  have  had  under  consideration  certain  bills  forwarded  with 
yoar  letter  of  the  Ist  of  July  last,  of  parties  claiming  compensation  for 
serYioes  rendered  and  expenses  incurred  by  them  as  deputy  timber 
ageots  daring  the  year  ending  with  the  30th  June  last,  viz,  James  H. 
Spencer,  claiming  $550.20;  Charles  E.  Thurston,  claiming  9311 ;  Charles 
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A.  Buffee,  claiming  $222.95,  andF.  E.  Snow,  claiming  $59.85,  making  a 
total  of  $1,644. 

These  claims  are  on  account  of  services  rendered  and^xpenses  incurred 
for  a  period  going  back  as  far  as  Angust,  1875. 

The  only  authority  which  you  had  as  timber  agent  to  employ  deputies 
or  incur  expenses  is  that  given  in  the  tenth  section  of  the  circular  of 
December  24,  1855,  and  is  subject  to  restrictions  and  limitations  as 
therein  expressed,  one  object  of  which  is  that  the  subject  may  be  kept 
under  the  control  of  the  department,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  keep  expendi- 
tures within  the  limits  of  the  small  appropriation  available  for  their  pay- 
ment, which  for  the  last  fiscal  year  is  but  $5,000  for  the  whole  county. 
This  circular,  with  its  restrictions,  was  constantly  before  you,  and  at- 
tention was  specially  called  thereto  in  a  letter  to  your  predecessor  of 
January  21, 1875,  as  well  as  in  other  correspondence,  which  should  be 
on  your  files.  Yet,  1  find  that  none  of  the  deputies  now  claiming  com- 
pensation, as  above,  were  appointed  according  to  the  requirements  of 
that  circular ;  that  none  of  the  expenses  for  which  reimbursement  is 
sought  were  incurred  under  authority,  of  this  office,  which,  in  fact,  was 
not  informed  of  the  eraploj;ment  of  these  deputies,  or  of  their  operations 
as  such,  until  the  bills  were  sent  up.  Moreover,  the  claims  presented 
are  not  accompanied  by  any  vouchers  for  the  expenditures  alleged  to 
have  been  made,  nor  with  any  evidence  to  show  that  the  outlay  was 
necessary. 

The  proceedings  upon  which  these  claims  are  founded  were  altogether 
irregular,  and  without  any  binding  force  upon  the  United  States.  Yet 
I  am  willing,  on  a  satisfactory  showing  being  made,  to  allow  compensa- 
tion for  services  actually  rendered  and  for  necessary  expenses  actually 
incurred  in  good  faith  in  protecting  the  public  timber,  to  the  extent  to 
which  the  existing  appropriation  may  be  found  adequate,  the  more  es- 
pecially as  it  appears  that  the  money  realized  to  the  Treasury  thereby 
considerably  exceeds  the  amount  claimed. 

I  return  herewith  the  statements  forwarded  by  you  of  the  claims  re- 
ferred to.  You  will  require  the  claimants  to  submit  each  a  statement 
under  oath  to  set  forth  the  time  during  which  he  was  actually  employed, 
the  circumstances  under  which  the  alleged  expenses  were  incurred  and 
which  rendered  the  outlay  necessary,  and  that  he  has  never  received 
any  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  expenses  incurred,  the  same 
to  be  accompanied  by  the  sworn  acknowledgments  of  the  parties  to 
whom  the  money  was  paid  of  the  receipt  thereof  as  the  vouchers  there- 
for, or,  where  these  cannot  be  produced,  a  satisfactory  reason  therefor 
to  be  given  in  the  statement  under  oath.  On  their  doing  so  you  will 
forward  the  papers  to  this  office,  with  your  opinion  thereou,  when  the 
matter  will  be  further  considered.

^rfi  the  accompanying  report  of  Ira  W.  La  Munyon,  your  deputy  timber 
!^(,  dieted  the  3l8t  August  previous. 
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You  state  the  case  of  a  << bridge,  shanty,  and  stable  "  alleged  to  have 
been  bailt  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  certain  parties  while  com- 
mitting timber  depredations  on  the  public  lands,  and  inquire  whether  or 
not  .you  would  be  justified  in  the  seizure  and  sale  thereof.  I  answer 
that  you  would  not.  Such  property  does  not  come  under  the  descrip- 
tion of  <Himber"  directed  to  be  seized  and  sold  in  the  StU  section  of  the 
circular  of  December  24, 1855,  but  the  suspected  parties  should  be  re- 
ported by  you  to  the  proper  authorities  for  prosecution  a<3cording  to  law, 
as  indicated  in  the  4th  section  thereof. 

In  regard  to  certain  ties  and  poles  which  it  is  alleged  were  cat  on  the 
east  half  of  northeast  quarter,  section  27,  township  IS,  of  range  23 
west,  a  tract  covered  by  a  soldier's  homestead  entry,  to  which  no  legal 
objection  appears,  but  the  greater  portion  of  which  you  are  of  opinion 
was  cut  on  other  public  land  yet  vacant,  I  have  to  state  that  if  you 
have  satisfactory  proof  that  a  portion  of  the  timber  was  taken  from 
vacant  public  land,  and  the  trespassers  have  so  mingled  that  portion 
with  timber  of  their  own  that  you  cannot  distingnish  the  one  from  the 
other,  you  would  be  justified  in  treating  the  whole  as  public  property 
and  disposing  of  it  accordingly,  yet  it  would  be  well  to  act  with  cautiou 
in  any  such  case,  and  only  on  proof  quite  satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  Thomas  Stephenson,  regarding  certain  poles  cut  from 
the  public  lands,  which  he  claims  to  have  innocently  purchased  from 
the  parties  who  did  the  cutting,  you  will  exercise  your  best  judgment, 
and  if  satisfied  that  Stephenson  acted  in  good  faith  in  making  the  pur- 
chase, you  will  release  the  poles,  on  his  paying  a  reasonable  stompage, 
not  less  than  the  established  minimum  for  the  timber,  and  all  expenses 
incurred,  the  guilty  parties  to  be  reported  for  prosecution  as  already 
indicated.

Sir  :  You  are  hereby  detailed  to  investigate  trespasses  upon  the  pub- 
lic lands  of  the  United  States,  by  cutting  and  removing  timber  there- 
from, in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  and  Florida. 
Reports  have  been  received  of  extensive  depredations  upon  the  timber 
upon  the  public  lands  in  these  States,  and  the  object  of  your  detail  is 
to  have  such  steps  taken  as  will  secure  payment  for  timber  already  cat, 
punish  the  ofienders,  and  prevent  as  far  as  practicable  further  waste. 

Your  effort  should  be  to  ascertain  the  facts  iu  each  particular  case, 
and  obtain  all  data  necessary  to  enable  the  United  States  distric^atto^ 
ney  to  itstitute  proper  proceedings  to  seize  timber  or  lumber,  to  recover 
value  of  same,  and  to  prosecute  tor  fine  and  imprisonment. 

It  is  impracticable  to  give  instructions  that  will  minutely  govern 
your  action,  and  you  will  be  expected  to  exercise  your  discretion  in  each 
case  in  obtaining  the  data  referred  to,  which  will  involve  location  of 
timber  and  lumber  unlawfully  cut,  names  and  residence  of  trespassers, 
and  witnesses,  &c.  You  will  consult  fully  and  freely  with  the  (Jnited 
States  district  attorneys  in  regard  to  all  your  action. 

For  your  full  information  in  regard  to  the  action  heretofore  taken  to 
sappress  depredations  upon  public  timber  and  for  reference  to  existing 
laws  upon  the  subject,  I  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  report  from  tbis 
office  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated  January  24,  l^STT*

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I  will  remark  that  in  the  discharge  of  yoar  duties  you  should  be  care- 
fal  not  to  interfere  with  rights  under  the  pre-emption  and  homestead 
lavs,  the  settler  nnder  these  laws,  with  a  view  to  cultivation,  having 
the  right  to  use  or  destroy  trees  in  clearing  roads  and  constructing 
bridges,  or  for  any  other  purpose  connected  with  the  improvement  of 
his  homestead ;  bat,  while  thus  liberal  to  the  honest  settler,  you  should 
be  vigilant  to  detect  and  cause  the  arrest  of  the  speculator,  who,  in  the 
guise  of  a  settlor  and  under  the  sanction  of  a  declaratory  statement  or 
application,  may  engage  in  the  spoliation  of  timber. 

If  seizures  are  miule  by  the  United  States  marshal,  sales  should  bo 
made  where  there  is  a  certainty  that  the  timber  or  lumber  has  been  un- 
lavfoily  cut  from  the  public  lands,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  should  be 
deposited  in  some  one  of  the  United  States  depositories  to  the  credit  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  and  the  original  certificate  of  de- 
posit, specifying  on  what  account  collected,  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasary. 

You  are  authorized  to  call  upon  any  of  the  registers  or  receivers  in 
any  of  the  States  named  to  co-operate  with  you,  and  you  can  exhibit 
this  letter  as  authority  for  such  action. 

I  inclose  herewith  for  your  information  a  copy  of  a  letter,  dated  Jau- 
aary  1,1877,  from  J.  L.  Bradford  and  John  Eap,  in  relation  to  the  dep- 
redations committed  and  still  going  on  upou  the  public  timber  in  the 
soutbwestern  district  of  Louisiana.  You  will  first  proceed  to  that  loca- 
tion and  avail  j'oorself  of  the  presence  of  the  surveying  party  men- 
tioned in  the  execution  of  your  duties  there  under  this  detail.

proper  authorities.  If  yon  know  of  this  offense  having  been  committed, 
JOQ  may  go  before  a  United  States  commissioner  or  a  justice  of  the 
P^ce  and  make  oath  to  the  facts,  when  it  would  become  his  duty  to 
^ke  the  proper  steps  to  have  the  offender  arrested,  and.  if  the  evidence 
^bould  be  sufficient,  held  to  answer  as  usual  in  criminal  cases.

instructions  for  the  future  guidance  of  this  office  in  the  prevention  of 
depredatio;is  upon  the  public  timber.  These  instructions  modify  in  some 
particulars  the  directions  in  the  letters  of  detail  referred  to,  and  yon  will 
act  in  strict  conformity  therewith. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  section  1044  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which 
is  as  follows,  viz :  <^  No  person  shall  be  prosecuted,  tried,  or  punished 
for  any  offense  not  capital,  except  as  provided  in  section  1046  (sectioD 
1046  provides  for  limitation  in  case  of  crime  arising  under  the  revenue 
laws  or  slave-trade  laws),  unless  the  indictment  is  found  or  the  informa^ 
tion  is  instituted  within  two  years  next  after  such  offense  is  committed.*' 
Therefore,  in  any  case  where  criminal  prosecution  is  contemplated,  this 
limitation  must  be  kept  in  mind.  There  is  no  limitation  against  the 
United  States  in  civil  actions  to  recover  timber  or  the  value  of  timber  or 
money  collected  belonging  to  and  withheld  from  the  United  States,  bat 
with  a  view  to  such  action  cases  of  recent  occurrence  should  receive  at- 
tention in  preference  to  those  where  a  great  length  of  time  has  elapsed, 
as  recent  cases,  as  a  rule,  are  much  more  easily  sustained  by  evidence 
than  those  which  are  remote ;  but  it  is  desired  that  your  investigation 
should  be  thorough  and  embrace  all  in  which  there  is  any  probability  of 
sustaining  a  civil  or  criminal  action.

Gentlemen  :  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  concluded  to  change 
the  method  formerly  adopted  for  protecting  the  timber  on  the  public 
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taods,  by  which  yoa  were  made  agents  for  thatparpose  within  the  iimits 
of  voor  respective  land-districts,  as  per  circnlar  of  December  24,  1865. 

Pnrsnant  to  directions  from  him  of  the  5th  ultimo,  the  instmotions  of 
that  cirenlar  are  hereby  revoffed. 

Hereafter  as  it  may  be  fonnd  advisable,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  end 
in  view,  clerks  or  employes  will  be  detailed  from  this  ofhce  to  act  under 
instractions  of  the  Commissioner  in  Ascertaining  when,  where,  and  by 
whom  depredations  have  been  committed  upon  the  public  lands,  and  to 
report  to  him  the  facts  in  each  case. 

If,  upon  an  examination  of  the  reports  so  obtained,  the  Commissioner 
finds  that  the  facts  elicited  in  any  case  warrant  the  commencement  of 
legal  proceedings  to  punish  the  trespassers,  or  to  collect  damages  for  the 
vaste  already  committed,  or  t)oth,  he  will  report  the  same  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior,  with  his  opinion  thereon,  in  order  that  such  further 
proceedings  may  be  had  in  the  premises  as  the  case  may  require. 

The  clerks  or  employes  detailed  as  aforesaid  will  not  be  permitted  to 
make  any  compromise  for  depredations  committed  on  the  public  lands. 
If  any  propositions  %re  submitted  to  them  with  that  object,  they  will  be 
reqoired  to  report  the  same  to  this  office,  with  a  foil  statement  of  the 
facts  in  the  case,  showing  the  nature  and  extent  of  said  depredations, 
when  and  by  whom  committed,  the  amount  and  value  of  the  timber 
vhen  cut,  and  the  value  of  the  land  in  its  present  and  former  condition, 
all  of  which,  together  with  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner,  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  head  of  the  department  for  further  consideration. 

If  in  any  case  the  em^geucies  should  seem  to  require  more  prompt 
action  than  is  contemplated  in  the  rules  above  indicated,  in  order  to 
arrest  the  offender,  or  to  secure  the  government  for  the  damages  suf- 
fered, it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  or  employe  so  detailed  to  act  in  the 
mailer,  to  make  direct  application  to  the  United  States  district  attorney 
for  the  district  in  which  the  waste  was  committed  to  institute  the  proper 
legal  proceedings  for  that  pur{)ose ;  this  course,  however,  must  be  taken 
only  in  cases  where  the  evidence  is  cleai:  aud  indisputable. 

The  foregoing  is  communicated  for  your  information.  You  willobserve 
therefrom  that  you  are  not  hereafter  to  act  as  agents  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  timber,  although  j  our  co-operation  is  expected  whenever 
you  may  be  called  on  to  render  assistance  to  officials  charged  with  the 
<inty.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant,  I  have  to  state  that 
the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  183  L,  now  embodied  in  sections  2461, 
2462,  and  4751  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  makes  it  a 
penal  offense  to  cut  or  remove  timber  from  the  public  lauds  without 
authority. 

The  party  who  enters  a  tract  of  public  land  under  the  homestead 
laws  is  thereby  entitled  to  occupy  the  land,  to  clear  it,  build  on  it,  and 
inclose  it  with  a  view  to  cultivation.  For  these  purposes  he  may  use 
or  destroy  any  trees  which  may  be  necessary,  but  within  these  restric- 
tions and  necessary  fire- wood  he  is  confined.  He  is  not  entitled  to  cat 
the  timber  for  sale  or  speculation  until  after  the  period  legally  pre- 
scribed for  settlement  and  cultivation  has  elapsed  and  he  makes  the 
required  proof  of  settlement  and  cultivation  for  such  period  and  obtains 
his  final  certificate  according  to  law. 

If  before  this  he  cuts  or  removes  the  timber  for  sale  or  speculation  be 
renders  himself  liable  as  a  trespasser,  and  the  timber  so  cut  is  liable  to 
seizure  and  sale  as  public  property. 

Any  vacant  and  unappropriated  public  lands  of  the  United  States  in 
Louisiana  may  now  be  purchased  in  limited  quantities  by  actual  set- 
tlers under  the  provisions  of  the  preemption  laws,  but  they  will  not  he 
liable  to  purchase  by  parties  not  settlers,  as  by.  ordinary  private  entry, 
until  after  they  shall  have  been  offered  at  public  sale  under  the  act  ot 
Congress  of  June  22,  1876.  When  this  is  done,  which  will  be  as  soon 
as  practicable,  notice  thereof  will  be  given  by  public  proclamation.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  26th  ultimo  inquiring  whether 
miners  have  the  right  to  cut  timber  from  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States,  to  be  used  in  working  mines.  In  reply  you  are  advised  that  it 
has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  the  tim- 
ber, while  standing,  is  a  part  of  the  realty,  and  it  can  only  be  sold  as 
the  land  could  be.    (United  States  vs.  Cook,  19  Wallace,  591.) 

By  provision  of  the  Constitution,  the  power  is  vested  in  Congress  to 
dispose  of  the  territory  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  United 
States. 

There  has  been  no  legislation  by  Congress  providing  for  the  sale  of 
timber,  consequently  there  is  no  authority  of  law  for  cutting  and  remov- 
ing the  same  from  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  whether  sur- 
veyed or  unsurveyed,  and  any  one  who  does  so  renders  himself  liable  to 
le^l  proceeding,  both  civil  and  criminal,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States.

That,  in  most  cases, 
1  presume,  was  a  certain  amount  per  thousand  as  ^^  stumpage,''  and  if 
the  full  value  was  not  paid  suit  might  properly  be  brought  for  the  resi- 
due. 

In  cases  where  payments  have  been  made  to  officials  who  were  duly 
authorized  to  represent  this  office,  and  the  money  has  not  been  deposited 
in  the  Treasury,  but  has  been  retained  by  such  officials,  I  presume  that 
legal  proceedings  could  not  be  successfully  maintained  against  the 
parties  who  paid  the  money  ;  but  if  such  instances  are  developed  suits

Sib  :  Eeferring  to  ray  letter  of  September  8, 1877.  transmitting  a  re- 
port of  Special  Agent  Sessions,  in  relation  to  depredatioDB  committed 
upon  the  public  lands  by  Samuel  Wooldridge  in  the  State  of  MichigaOi 
and  requesting  that  the  same  might  be  transmitted  to  the  United  States 
district-attorney  for  the  western  district  of  Michigan  for  investigatioOf 
and  the  commencement  of  such  legal  proceedings  as  the  facts  in  the 
ease  might  warrant,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  sapplemenfal 
report  made  by  the  special  agent  in  relation  to  the  trespass  of  Mr. 
Wooldridge,  in  which  he  says: 

I  do  not  think  that  Mr.  Wooldridge  intended  t^  violate  the  law,  or  tbonght  Ibat 
what  he  did  was  anything  more  than  he  bad  a  r.ght  to  do. 
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He  farther  says : 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that,  had  he  known  his  acts  were  a  trespass,  that  he 
would  not  have  done  so ;  and  that  if  he  is  made  to  suffer  for  the  value  of  the  timber 
already  taken,  that  would  be  severe  enough  to  restrain  others  from  making  the  same 
error. 

The  tract  upon  which  Mr.  Wooldridge  is  alleged  to  have  made  the 
trespass  was  entered  by  him  as  a  homestead,  and  from  the  special 
ageiit*s  first  report,  it  appeared  that  this  entry  was  made,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  caltivating  and  improving  the  tract,  but  rather  to  out  and 
remove  the  timber  therefrom  for  specalative  purposes,  and  hence  ho 
was  liable  to  prosecution  the  same  as  other  trespassers.  If  it  be  true, 
however,  that  in  cutting  the  timber  he  was  doing  it  simply  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  improvements  n|>on  the  tract  entered  in  good  faith,  the 
selling  of  the  timber  so  cut  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  warrant  a  prose* 
cQtioQ  for  trespass. 

1  have,  therefore,  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  transmit  thia 
report  to  the  United  States  district-attorney  for  his  information,  with 
in.straction  that  if,  upon  a  full  investigation  of  the  case,  he  is  satisfied 
that  there  was  no  intention  to  violate  the  law  by  Mr.  Wooldridge,  to 
discontinue  the  criminal  proceedings.

^supplemental  report  to  report  No.  2,  as  ealled/or  in  letter  dated  November 
8, 1877,  in  relation  to  the  ** statements^  contained  in  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  honorable  Seeretarp  of  the  Interior  from  Saimiel  Wooldridge^  dated 
Ionia,  Mich.j  October  11, 1877. 

Lttdington,  November  21, 1877. 

SiB:  In  relation  to  the  above,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report : 

What  clearing  there  was  at  the  time  of  transmitting  my  first  report 
was  on  pine  plains  where  there  was  but  little  timber  and  but  little  work 
to  clear ;  there  might  have  been  in  the  open  space  around  the  house 
more  than  an  acre  that  was  clear  from  trees,  brush,  and  logs,  but  not 
more  than  a  quarter  of  an  acre  that  had  been  planted,  a  part  to  white 
heans  and  a  part  to  potatoes,  both  of  which  were  dead,  and  none  of  it 
fenced. 

The  boose  is  16  by  24,  built  of  rough  boards,  without  lath  or  plaster, 
or  boards  on  the  inside  of  the  studding^  no  partitions,  and  at  the  time 
1  made  my  first  report  there  was  no  chamber-floor  laid,  and  the  windows 
^ere  all  boarded  up.  There  was  a  hole  dug  in  the  ground  about  six 
or  seven  feet  deep  and  curbed  up,  but  no  water  in  the  hole  or  well,  at 
the  time  of  my  examination  in  August  last.  I  should  not  change  my 
estimate  of  the  value  of  the  house,  and  ten  to  fifteen  dollars  the  well. 

I  was  mistaken  in  regard  to  the  quantity  of  land  Mr.  Wooldridge 
owns  in  Ionia  County.  Instead  of  120  acres,  he  says  he  only  owns  118^ 
^cres.  I  reported  by  legal  subdivisions;  finding  three  forties  of  record, 
1  called  it  120  acres,  and  it  seems  one  of  the  forties  is  fractional  and 

contains  38J  acres  of  land. 
Since  my  first  visit  to  Mr.  Wooldridge's  homestead  he  has  logged 
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aboat  2J  acres  more  land,  and  has  sank  the  well  2  or  3  feet  deeper,  so 
that  there  is  water  in  it ;  he  has  pat  in  a  chamber-door ,  and  is  at  pres- 
«nt  living  with  his  wife  on  the  homestead. 

His  son,  George  W.  Wooldridge,  worked  on  the  land  all  last  winter 
getting  oat  ties,  in  all  aboat  600.  Mr.  Wooldridge  went  there  the  8th 
day  of  May,  1877,  and  lived  there  with  his  wife  nntil  the  11th  day  of 
Aug:ast,  1877,  and  had  returned  again  since  his  arrest  October  11, 1877. 

The  pine  and  bark  mentioned  in  report  No.  2  was  all  taken  off  of 
about  eighty  acres  on  the  west  half  of  the  one  handred  and  sixty  acres 
mentioned  in  said  report.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  in  August  last  all 
the  indications  of  improvements,  save  those  above  mentioned,  were 
the  fallen  hemlock-trees  with  the  bark  peeled  as  they  had  fallen,  none 
of  them  cut  up  into  logging  lengths,  not  a  limb  eat  on  any  of  the  fallen 
trees,  none  of  the  undergrowth  cut  and  piled,  and  in  fact  nothing  done, 
«ave  the  building  the  house  and  improvements  about  the  house,  to  indi- 
cate that  there  was  any  intention  of  clearing  the  land. 

Yesterday  1  asked  Mr.  Wooldridge  the  following  questions  (I  also 
give  his  answers) : 

Question.  Mr.  Wooldridgre,  why  didn't  you  clear  off  a  few  acres  at  a 
time  and  take  everything  clear,  and  cut  and  pile  the  brush  as  yoa  went 
along  f 

Answer.  I  would  clear  off  this  whole  eighty  acres  at  one  time,  and  I 
dare  not  put  a  fire  into  it  until  all  the  valuable  timber  is  taken  off;  if  1 
did,  the  fire  would  be  likely  to  destroy  it.  When  I  get  the  timber  ont 
of  the  way,  then  I  will  cut  down  the  small  stuff  and  burn  it  at  one 
time. 

Question.  Do  you  understand  that  you  have  a  right  to  go  on  and  cat 
down  all  the  valuable  timber  and  dispose  of  it  before  making  any  im- 
provements ? 

Answer.  He  supposed  he  could  cut  as  much  or  little  as  he  pleased 
and  when  he  pleased,  if  he  intended  it  for  a  homestead. 

I  think  the  above  covers  all  of  Mr.  Wooldridge's  statements,  except 
as  to  his  intentions.  Mr.  Wooldridge  is  an  intelligent,  and  has  always 
been  considered  an  honest,  law-abiding,  and  apright  citizen.  He  has 
had  a  copy  of  the  latest  instructions  of  the  honorable  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  and  understands  the  letter  of  those  instruc- 
tions (if  not  the  spirit)  perfectly*.  And  while  I  deem  the  land  more  valu- 
able for  the  timber,  Ihave  no  reason  to  doubt  but  that  he  thinks  it  more 
valuable  for  farming  purposes,  and  intends  in  good  faith  to  make  a  home 
of  it ;  that  he  Intends  to  clear  off  the  eighty  acres  and  cultivate  it,  and  he 
may  be  able  to  raise  crops  on  the  south  half,  which  is  bounded  by  a  stream 
on  the  east  and  south.  He  says  he  is  going  to  put  in  ten  acres  of  peaches 
on  the  lightest,  which  is  sandy  plain. 

I  do  not  think  that  Mr.  Wooldridge  intended  to  violate  law  or  thought 
that  what  he  did  was  anything  more  than  he  had  a  right  to  do.  He  says 
he  paid  the  party  who  relinquished  his  claim  $300,  and  that  it  was  rep- 
resented to  him  as  mostly  hard  wood  land. 

Mr.  Wooldridge  stands  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  as  a  willfal  tres- 
passer. I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  had  he  known  his  acts  were  a 
trespass  he  would  not  have  done  so,  and  that  if  he  is  made  to  suffer  for 
the  value  of  the  timber  already  taken,  that  would  be  severe  enough  to 
restrain  others  from  making  the  same  error.

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is  a  bar  to  any  civil  action  the  govern  men  t  may  seek  to  main  tain.  I  observe  that  the 
honorable  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  one  of  his  letters  tranitinitted 
to  me  from  yoar  office,  suggests  the  institution  of  suits  in  all  cases  where  ike  moutuhtu 
not  been  paid  into  the  Treasury,  but  unless  collusion  can  be  proven,  I  think  clearly  socb 
suits  must  fail  where  it  appears  that  the  surveyor-general  or  other  authorized  official 
seoeived  the  stnmpage  money  from  the  trespasser  and  afterward  embezzled  it.  If  1 
am  correct  in  this  view,  it  would  seem  to  be  conducive,  both  to  justice  and  ecooooiy. 
that  the  parties  charged  should  be,  prior  to  the  institution^  of  suit,  notified  of  the 
claims  against  them,  and  given  an  opportunity  to  present  any  written  evidences  tbrjr 
may  have  of  payments  miKle  by  them  in  settlement. 

Again,  it  is  not  improbable  that  some  of  them  would  pay  the  governments  demas^l 
rather  tnau  contest  it. 

Now,  while  I  stand  ready  to  perform  with  reference  t-o  these  cases  all  the  duties  that 
may  be  imposed  upon  me,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  preliminary  investigations  of  thh 
character  can  be  more  efficiently,  and  would  be  more  properly,  made  by  officers  of  the 
Interior  Department.  The  impression  is  quite  general  that  such  inquiries  would,  in 
many  oases,  obviate  litigation  which  would  result  in  failure,  and  in  others  wo  old  se- 
cure the  government  its  dues  without  suit.  In  case  it  is  desired  that  these  facts  sbonid 
be  investigated  by  myself,  I  wish  to  be  advised  what  course  to  pursue  where  tht 
parties  charged  produce  the  receipts  of  authorized  officials  for  moneys  paid  iu  settle- 
ment of  the  trespass. 

Please  advise  me  also  whether  I  shall  sue  in  all  cases  for  the  full  value  of  the  tim- 
ber in  the  hoomy  or  only  for  its  stnmpage  value,  which  latter  I  believe  was  the  ba^is 
upon  which  settlements  were  made  in  years  gone  by. 

I  woald  respectfully  submit,  in  regard  to  the  foregoing,  that  in  each 
case  of  trespass  mentioned  examination  be  made  into  the  facts  by  cod- 
ference  between  the  United  States  district-attorney  and  the  agent  of 
this  office,  and  if  it  is  ascertained  that  payment  has  been  made,  by  tbe 
party  charged  with  trespass,  of  stnmpage.  or  otherwise,  for  timber  cat 
upon  the  public  lauds,  that  a  calculation  be  made,  and  if  it  be  deter- 
mined whether  the  amount  so  paid  was  the  full  valuation  in  accoFdaace 
with  the  requirements  at  that  time  in  force  under  the  instructions  of 
this  office.  If  so,  in  such  a  case  I  would  regard  it  as  unwise  to  hare 
legal  proceedings  instituted,  but  if  it  be  ascertained  that  no  payment 
has  been  made  to  an  official  representing  this  department  for  the  timber 
cut,  or  that  an  insufficient  payment  has  been  made,  I  suggest  that  in 
such  cases  the  marshal,  under  the  direction  of  the  united  States  attor- 
ney, make  a  demand  for  the  value  of  the  timber,  or  the  difFerence  be- 
tween the  amount  previously  paid,  and  the  value  of  the  timber,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

The  marshal  is  a  bonded  officer,  and  would  be  a  proper  person  to 
receive  and  deposit  such  money  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States. 

In  cases  where  payments  have  been  made  to  officials  who  were  duly 
authorized  to  represent  this  office,  and  the  money  has  not  been  deposited 
in  the  Treasury,  but  has  been  retained  by  such  officials,  I  agree  with  the 
United  States  attorney  that  legal  proceedings  could  not  be  snccessfally 
maintained  ;  but,  if  such  instances  are  developed,  suits  should  be  insti- 
tuted against  the  defaulting  official,  or  his  bondsmen,  if  he  was  a  bonded 
officer,  if  upon  inquiry  it  is  thought  probable  that  a  judgment  coald  be 
collected ;  and  such  parties  should  also  be  proceeded  against  cfminallyj 
under  section  5492  of  the  Bevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

Where  parties  paid  for  the  timber  cut  under  the  authority  of  this 
office  the  point  to  be  ascertained  is,  whether  they  paid  the  full  value  in 
accordance  with  existing  regulations.  That,  in  most  cases,  I  presume, 
was  a  certain  amount  per  thousand  as  '^  stnmpage,'^  and  if  the  fuli 
value  was  not  paid,  I  think  suit  might  properly  be  brought  for  the  resi- 
due to  be  paid,  computing  the  value  of  the  timber  in  the  ^'boorn  r 
as  the  party  in  this  instance  would  have  had  made  a  fraudulent  settle- 
ment, and  is  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  regulation  then  in  forcC' 

So,  also,  I  think,  where  parties  have  made  no  payment,  suits  should 
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be  broaght  for  the  fall  valae  of  the  timber  in  the  boom,  as  I  presame  it 
eao  be  shown  that  the  timber  passed  iuto  the  boom  and  was  taken  from 
there  for  maoafactare.

Dear  Judge:  On  reading  this  morning  your  order  in  the  Griffin 
(logs  and  timber)  case,  it  occurred  to  me  that  it  is  obnoxious  to  the  ob- 
jection of*  being  in  conflict  with  the  recent  joint  order  made  by  yon  and 
Judge  Woods.  That  order  directs  that  the  practice,  &c.,  in  actions  of 
replevin,  shall  be  conformed,  in  the  United  States  circuit  court,  to  the 
practice,  &c.,  in  the  State  courts.  Yon  will  recollect  that  by  the  act  of 
the  legislature,  in  relation  to  the  act  of  replevin,  the  officer  executing  the 
writ  is  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  property,  and  the  replevy-boud  is  to 
be  in  double  the  value  so  estimated.  But  your  order  directs  a  valuation 
to  be  made  in  a  manner,  and  a  bond  to  be  taken  in  a  penalty,  unknown 
to  the  statute.  1  am  at  a  loss  to  see  how  it  can  be  sustained,  for,  if  you 
can  change  the  statutory  rule  as  to  the  valuation  and  bond,  may  yon 
not  change  it  in  every  other  particular,  and  so  dispense  with  the  law 
entirely  1  Knowing  that  you  are  apt  to  be  right,  the  probability  is  that 
there  is  some  view  of  your  order  which  my  mind  has  failed  to  take,  and 
from  which  its  validity  is  apparent.  But  it  is  possible  that,  from  the 
pressure  of  business,  fatigue,  and  weariness  in  the  last  hours  of  the 
court,  you  may  have  unwarily  fallen  into  an  error,  and  I  have  therefore 
thought  it  best  to  call  your  attention  to  the  matter.

SiB:  I  have  had  seized  several  thousand  cords  of  wood,  and  will  take 
general  action  throughout  the  Territory,  where  lumber  or  wood  is  fouod 
lor  sale  cat  on  the  public  domain.  Wood  cut  in  the  forest  sells  at  aa 
average  price  of  about  one  dollar  and  twenty -five  cents  per  cord;  here 
in  Helena  about  six  dollars  per  cord.  Should  you  see  fit  to  compromise, 
say  at  one  dollar  per  cord,  yon  will  be  able  to  receive  a  very  handsome 
sum  from  the  trespassers. 

The  depredations  in  this  part  of  the  Territory  have  ceased.  I  have 
not  as  yet  instituted  criminal  proceedings  against  parties,  for  the  reason 
that  the  people  everywhere  throughout  the  Territory  are,  and  have 
been,  using  wood  taken  from  public  lands.  I  do  not  think  I  could  secure 
a  conviction.  In  this  opinion  Governor  Potts  and  Judge  Wade  ooncar, 
yet  should  you  think  proper  I  will  proceed  against  them. 

I  have  learned  that  some  parties  here  are  attempting  to  get  np  some 
kind  of  a  petition  against  the  reappointment  of  Marshal  Wheeler.  I 
desire  to  say  in  his  behalf  that  he  is  well  liked  by  the  people  and  offi- 
cials, as  far  as  I  know.  I  regard  him  as  a  faithful  officer ;  his  thorough 
acquaintance  throughout  the  Territory,  and  knowledge  of  his  duties  as 
an  officer,  render  him  a  valuable  officer  for  the  government  at  this  time. 
I  hope  he  may  ba  reappointed:  his  time,  I  learn,  expires  in  December. 

His  action  in  being  willing  to  perform  his  duty  in  the  wood  seizures 
may  have  rendered  him  obnoxious  to  some,  and  has,  I  presume.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  conformity  with  the  inclosed 
telegram,  Mr«  W.  H.  Slane,  keeper  of  timber,  called  upon  the  district 
attorney  for  the  parpose  indicated  in  the  telegram,  and  was  referred  to 
me.  I  discovered  that  there  might  be  additional  testimony  important 
to  the  case,  and  sent  Mr.  Slane  back  to  haut  it  np.  He  retained  on  die 
8th  instant,  and  I  immediately  prepared  a  complaint  against  one  Henry 
J.  Lutcher  for  theft  of  certain  logs  in  Orange  County,  Texas,  the  prop- 
erty of  the  United  States,  which  was  sworn  to  by  Mr.  Slane  before  a 
commissioner,  and  the  warrant  of  arrest,  with  snbpsana  for  witnesses, 
at  once  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal,  on  evening  of  the  8th. 
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There  is  no  commissiouer  at  Orange  nor  in  that  section  of  the  State ; 
and  it  was  this  morning  considered  impolitic  to  go  to  the  ex|)ense  of 
probably  ^200  in  order  to  have  an  examination  of  the  case  here  before 
the  commissioner,  there  being  eight  or  ten  witnesses,  and  the  distance 
abont  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  when  the  same  expense  will  have 
have  to  be  again  incurred  when  the  grand  jury  meets  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  an  indictment  against  the  accused. 

The  grand  jury  will  meet  here  on  the  first  Monday  in  next  month. 
There  is  no  danger  of  Lutcher's  running  off,  as  he  is  located  in  Orange, 
owns  a  large  lumber-mill  there,  and  a  man  of  means.  He  is  said  to  be  a 
pretty  stiff  sort  of  fellow  to  handle,  and  is  very  defiant,  holding  very 
offensive  language  againt  the  government,  and  threatening  the  timber- 
keepers  with  sheriff,  shot-guns,  &c.  I  think  he  ought  to  be  bery  vigor- 
oQsly  prosecuted. 

I  sought  to  have  a  commissioner  appointed  at  Orange  or  near  the 
scene  of  the  difficulty,  bat  learned  that  there  were  but  two  or  three 
persons  suitable  to  act  as  commissioner,  and  even  they  might  in  some 
way  be  connected  with  or  mixed  up  in  *^  the  business.''  I  can  have  a 
suitable  person  of  this  city  appointed  a  commissioner,  who  would  go 
over  and  try  the  case,  and  so  save  to  the  government  about  $200  mile- 
age of  witnesses,  &c.,  but  the  difficulty  is,  and  there  being  no  provision 
of  law  for  defraying  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  commissioner,  mile- 
age, and  per  diem  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  the  trial  or 
examination,  unless,  indeed,  the  same  could  be  allowed  as  necessary 
expenses,  to  be  approved  by  the  district  judge,  the  <^ account"  of  the 
commissioner  being  always  subject  to  such  approval.  A  commissioner 
coold  not  be  had  to  pay  his  expenses  out  of  the  small  fees  he  would 
earn.  It  would  evidently  be  cheaper  to  the  government  to  pay.  the  rea- 
reasonable  expenses  of  a  commissioner  than  to  pay  the  mileage,  &c.,  of 
so  many  witnesses. 

Be  pleased  to  at  once  instruct  me,  1st,  whether  to  go  ahead  with  the 
prosecution  before  a  commissioner  or  await  the  assembling  of  the  grand 
jory  'y  2d,  if  to  proceed  at  once  before  a  commissioner,  I  shall  do  so  be- 
fore the  commissioner  herej  at  the  probable  cost  suggested,  or  procure  a 
commissioner  to  go  over  to  the  place  of  the  offense,  and  there  hear  and 
dispose  of  it  in  conformity  with  law.

.2  No  power  to  release,  except  upon  future  order  of  the  court,  can  be 
pretended,  and  I  am  doing  what  I  can  to  prevent  such  order  from  being 
granted  ex  parte, 

4.  So  far,  nothing  appears  to  me  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  gov- 
ernment. 

Before  concluding,  permit  me  to  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  of  re- 
questing the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  OfiBce  to  instruct  Special  Agent 
Garter  to  collect  the  evidence  of  government's  title  to  the  logs  in  con- 
troversy, and  to  report  the  same  to  me  at  as  early  a  moment  as  may  be 
practicable.

Sir  :  Replying  to  yonr  letter  of  the  15th  instant,  in  which  yon  make 
suggestions  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  logs  seized  and  now  held  by  the 
United  States,  I  have  to  call  yonr  attention  to  the  following  plan  for 
their  disposal,  which  is  substantially  the  same  as  proposed  by  yourself, 
viz: 

I.  ''A  careful  appraisement  of  all  the  logs,  or  a  revision  by  Mr.  Davis 
of  his  appraisement,  as  suggested  by  the  United  States  attorney,  if  this 
will  produce  the  same  result." 

II.  <<  Notice  by  publication  that,  for  thirty  days,  offers  will  be  received 
by  the  marshal  for  the  private  sale  of  the  logs,  at  not  less  than  their 
appraised  value.  Sales  to  be  made  during  that  period  if  advantageons 
offers  are  received  ;  and  if  any  logs  remain  unsold  at  the  end  of  thirty 
days,  the  same  to  be  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction,  on  a  day  which 
has  been  specified,  at  not  less  than  their  appraised  value ;  and  if  any 
remain  unsold,  to  be  held  by  the  marshal  for  further  direction." 

This  is  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  and  approved  of  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Assuming 
that  you  now  have  the  right  to  sell  the  logs  under  the  legal  process  in- 
stituted by  you  either  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the  defendants  to  re- 
bond  the  same,  or  by  virtue  of  some  order  of  the  court,  I  know  of  no 
reason  why  this  is  not  a  satisfactory  plan.

SiB:  I  have  the  houor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
2Gth  ultimo,  relating  to  the  sale  of  logs  seized  as  belonging  to  the  United 
States.    In  reply,  I  have  to  report,  we  have  taken  immediate  measures 
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to  carry  the  plan  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  Oom- 
missioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  into  execution. 

Under  onr  replevin  law,  unless  the  defendant  re-bonds  the  property 
seized  within  three  days  after  seizure,  the  law  officer  turns  it  over  to  the 
piaintiiF,  who  then  takes  possession  of  it  with  unlimited  control  over  it. 
lo  ease  of  a  verdict  in  defendant's  fttvor,  he  is  entitled  to  a  judgment 
for  the  return  of  the  property  if  it  can  be  found  in  pLiintifiTs  possession, 
and  for  its  value  in  case  it  cannot  be  found.  Of  course,  in  these  cases 
DO  judgment  coold  be  rendered  against  the  government  in  any  event ; 
but  in  case  of  an  adverse  verdict  rendered  on  the  merits,  I  presume  the 
parries  could  justly  demand  restitution  of  the  property  if  still  held  by 
the  government,  or.  if  sold,  then  its  value. 

In  cases  where  tnere  seems  to  be  any  doubt  whatever  of  the  govern- 
ment's ability  to  substantiate  its  claim,  I  presume  it  will  be  prudent  to 
bold  the  logs  until  the  litigation  is  concluded,  unless  they  can  be  sold  at 
figures  which  wonld  unquestionably  cover  any  claim  defendants  might 
make  for  their  seizure.  I  shall  endeavor  to  see  that  no  logs  are  sold 
Quder  circomstances  which  will  admit  of  any  prejudice  to  the  goveru- 
inent.  The  cases  are  all  in  good  condition  as  regards  evidence,  and  I 
see  no  probability  oi  failure  in  any  of  our  civil  suits.

Sir  :  Yon  will  be  famished  with  the  necessary  ma]>8  defining  the  re- 
served lands  for  naval  purposes  lying  in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Missis-

There  ia  a  atatnte  wbicb  guards  tbe  iaauing  of  cuanterfeiU  of  paper  money  by  pao- 
isbing  aeveTely  any  person  having  in  posarvsinn  a  plate  engraved  in  connterieil  or 
similitude  of  any  note  issufd  by  the  United  States,  and  there  aeema  to  be  Juat  aa  mmi 
reason  that  the  penaJtiea  of  ibe  law  ahould  operate  in  the  same  effectual  way  to  pre- 
yeot  tbe  maniifactnru  and  issuing  uf  apurioua  coinage. 

Proper  attention,  it  aecma  to  me,  abould  begiven  at  onoe  to  thiaanbject,  that  the  dt- 
Blred  legialatioD  may  be  bid  during  the  preaent  seaaion  of  Congreas.  Accordingly  1 
have  caused  a  dranght  of  a  bill  to  be  prepared  iu  tb]a  office,  whicb  I  believe  will  cover 
an;  offense  in  the  direction  mentioued.

The  discussion  of  tbese  gentleman  covered  a  wide  range,  embracing 
ousideratiou  of  questions  as  to  tlie  reqaireinents  of  the  acts  of  God- 
ss  in  relation  to  the  operation  and  use  of  tbe  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
I  its  branches  for  all  purposes  of  communication,  travel,  and  trans- 
tation,  and  of  tbe  rights  of  the  pnblic  and  of  other  railroads  therein ; 
to  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  Union  Pacific  and  branches,  as  between 
mselves,  in  relation  to  the  operation  and  use  of  tbeir  respective  roads; 
1  as  to  nhi'ther.tbe  said  several  companies  bad  complied  and  were 
V  complying  with  the  requiremenfs  of  said  acts  of  Gougress  in  regard 
tbe  operation  and  use  of  said  roads. 

Jpon  the  one  hand,  it  was  asserted  by  the  Onion  Pacific  Boad  that  it 
1  complied  and  iuteoded  to  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  law 
I  elation  to  the  operation  and  use  of  its  road,  whether  it  concerned  the 
iilic  or  the  other  railroads  connected  with  it.  Upon  the  other  hand, 
vas  maintained  that  tbe  Union  Pacific  Bailroad  had  persistently  and 
itinnally  ignored  the  important  requisitions  of  law  in  regard  to  the 
?ration  and  use  of  its  road,  both  as  it  concerned  the  Kansas  Pacific 
rnpany  and  other  companies  connected  with  it  and  tbe  pnblic. 
i.  full  investigation  of  all  tbese  inquiries,  and  an  expression  of  opin- 

tbereon,  would  necessarily  involve  an  examination  judicial  in  its  ds- 
e,  in  which  evidence  should  be  carefully  and  elaborately  taken,  and 
estiODS  of  law  as  to  the  true  construction  of  the  acts  of  Congress  dis- 
;sed  in  their  proper  relation  to  such  evidence. 
Dbe  subject  substantially  of  all  these  inquiries  has  been  presented  iu 

amicable  suit  brought  by  the  Kausas  Pacific  Bailroad  Oompany 
linst  the  Union  Pacific  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for 
I  district  of  Nebraska,  »nd  has  there  been  fnlly  examined  and  dis- 
ised  before  the  judges  of  that  circuit,  aud  now  awaits  a  decision 
m  tbem. 

5n  the  2Dtb  of  September,  1874,  these  two  companies  entered  intoa  wril- 
I  agreement  fixing  a  division  of  ratesoo  certain  business,  aiid  providiog, 
oDg  other  things,  that  said  agreement  should  not  be  iu  prejudice  of 
!  legal  rights  of  either  party,  and  that  "  the  legal  rights  and  sMUis 
the  respective  compauies  should  be  tbe  subject  of  an  amicable  legal 
indication." 

In  pursuance  of  and  subsequent  to  this  agreement,  on  the  Slat  of  Janu- 
r,  lH75,a  bill  iu  equity  was  filed  by  tbe  Kausas  PacifioUompaiiy  and  tbe 
nver  Pacific  Railway  and  Telegraph  Company  in  the  United  Stutescir- 
t  court  for  thedistrict  of  Nebraska,  praying  an  injuDction  against  the 
lioQ  Pacific  Company,  restraiuing  it  from  continuing  its  alleged  dis- 
minations.    Tbissuitwasiutended  to  present  the  substunceof  the  irbole 
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eoDtrorereyy  which  is  foand  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  act  of  July  2, 
1S74,  amendatory  of  the  act  of  July  1, 1863,  which  is  as  follows: 

ThAt  the  aeyenl  oompanies  aathorized  to  conatmot  the  aforesaid  roade  are  Kereby 
reqoired  to  operate  and  use  said  roads  and  telezrapbi  for  all  purposes  of  c  tiumanica- 
tioo.trayel,  and  transportatioD,  so  far  as  the  pabltc  and  the  governmeat  areconoeraed, 
as  one  oontioaoas  line,  and  in  such  operation  and  use  to  atfurd  and  secure  to  each 
«qtial  sdvantages  and  facilities,  as  to  rates,  time,  an  d  transportation,  without  any  dis- 
crimination of  any  kind  in  favor  of  the  road  or  business  of  either  of  said  oompanies,  or 
adveisB  to  the  road  or  the  business  of  any  or  either  of  the  others. 

It  does  not  seem  that  it  was  intended  by  the  resolution  that  so  wide 
a  field  of  examination  should  be  traverseil  as  would  necessarily  be  re- 
quired in  order  properly  to  discuss  the  whole  controversy,  or  tliat  it  was 
wished  that  any  expression  of  opiuiou  should  be  {(iven  by  the  Exeoutive 
Qpoo  ooDtrovwted  questions  of  law  and  fact.  The  resolution  asks  only 
that  the  President  inform  the  Senate  ^^  what  legal  impediments,  if  any« 
exist  which  preveut  him  from  executing  said  laws"  [referred  to  in  the 
preamble  of  the  resolntion]  'Mn  accordance  with  the  obligations  accepted 
and  agreements  made  by  said  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and 
branches  with  the  United  States,  as  stipulated  and  agreed  upon  in  the 
several  acts  aforesaid."  It  thus  assumes  that  the  allegations  of  the  pre- 
amble are  veil  sustained,  aud  requests  this  information  upon  that 
as«inuiptiun. 

Upou  an  examination  of  the  various  acts  regarding  this  subject,  I  do 
not  find  any  specific  authority  vested  in  the  President  which  enables 
bimja  his  executive  capacity,  to  enforce  such  acts,  or  to  oblige  the  Union 
Pacific  Company  to  desist  from  an  unlawfnl  operation  or  use  of  its  road, 
if  it  is  engaged  in  such  unlawful  operation  or  use,  or  to  compel  an 
appropriate  operation  and  use  of  such  road.  There  is  nothing  that  he 
b)  to  do  of  an  administrative  character,  nor  is  he  empowered  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  law  has  been  violated  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad, 
and  to  take  executive  action  thereon.  It  is  contemplated  by  the  acts 
that  the  question  whether  the  Union  Pacific  Company  violates  the  obli- 
gations and  duties  which  are  imposed  upon  it,  and  the  agreements  it 
has  made,  is  one  for  judicial  determination,  and  that  the  law  in  relation 
thereto  will  be  executed  through  the  courts  upon  proper  proceedings 
had  therein.  The  President  is  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws 
in  reference  to  the  Union  Pacific  Company  only  in  the  same  sense  that 
be  is  chargeil  with  that  duty  as  to  all  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
^Vhetber  duties  of  a  different  character  can  or  should  properly  be  im- 
poi$ed  a|)on  him  in  regard  to  these  railroads,  whether  additional  legisla- 
tion should  be  had  so  that  by  means  of  proceedings  other  than  judicial 
'different  remedies  may  be  provided  to  restrain  any  violation,  or  to 
enforce  any  obligations  of  law,  are  questions  for  the  consideration  of 
^-'ongress. 

The  judicial  remedies  in  terms  provided  by  these  acts  are  to  be  found 
m  the  act  of  April  10, 1869,  section  4,  by  which  it  is  enacted  "  that  the 
Attorney-General  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  inves- 
ti;'ate  whether  or  not  the  charter  and  all  the  franchises  of  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
^a^e  not  been  forfeited,  and  to  institute  all  necessary  and  proper  legal 
proceedings,"  &c.  In  reference  to  this  statute,  it  may  be  observed  that 
•*'  i^  contended  that  it  is  not  prospective  in  its  character  and  has  rela- 
tiou  only  to  proceedings  which  refer  to  matters  occurring  before  the 

We  of  the  act.  The  act  of  March  3, 1873,  also  provides  in  the  last  clause 
^»Ube  fourth  section  that  "  the  proper  circuit  court  of  the  United  States 
^wll  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  to  compel  said 

'  QioD  Pacific  liailroad  Company  to  operate  its  road  as  required  by  law." 
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No  explicit  aathority  is  given  to  the  Attorney-G-eiieral  under  this  act  to 
file  sach  a  petition  on  behalf  of  the  public,  and  it  is  co  itended  that  with- 
out such  authority  he  is  not  entitled  to  file  tanh  a  pt3tition  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  public  interest. 

Without  considering   the  weight  of  such  objections,  it  may  be  said 
that,  should  it  be  deemed  proper  that  legal  proceedings  should  now  be 
instituted  on  behalf  of  the  public  in  the  name  of  the  Attorney-GeDeraK 
in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  either  of  the  companies  connected  with  it,  is  operating  its  road 
in  violation  of  law,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  some  legislation  sboald 
be  had  by  which  provision  so  explicit  should  be  made  that  the  discus 
sion  of  such  questions  as  those  referred  to  would  be  unnecessary.   In 
this  connection,  it  is,  perhaps,  proper  to  say  that  before  any  such  suit 
could  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  investigation, 
it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  the  questions  in  controversy  iu  ref- 
erence to  connections  and  discriminating  rates  between  the  Uuiou  Pa- 
cific and  the  companies  connected  with  it  and  its  branches  will  l)e  de 
cided  in  the  case  referred  to  between  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  the  Union 
•Pacific  Companies.    It  is  to  be  anticipated,  however,  that  one  party  or 
the  other  will  be  dissatisfied  with  the  judgment  of  the  United  States 
circuit  court,  notwithstanding  the  admitted  ability  of  the  judges  who 
preside  in  it,  and  that  it  will   be  necessary  to  a  final  settlement  of  the 
disputed  points  that  they  shall  be  discussed  in  the  Supreme  Court  ot 
the  United  States. 

Besides  the  legislation  referred  to,  the  act  of-  June  20, 1874,  provides 
for  criminal  proceedings  upon  a  refusal  by  any  officer  or  agent  of  the 
companies  authorized  to  construct  the  Union  Pacific,  or  its  branches,  to 
operate  or  use  the  road  under  his  control,  "so  far  as  the  pnblicaDd 
the  government  are  concerned,  as  one  continuous  line,  or  shall  refuse  in 
such  operation  and  use  to  afford  and  secure  to  each  of  said  roads  equal 
advantages  and  facilities  as  to  rates,  time,  or  transportation,  without 
any  discrimination  of  any  kind  in  favor  of  or  adverse  to  the  road  or 
business  of  any  or  either  of  said  companies." 

Until  the  rights  of  the  respective  railroad  companies  are  legally  ascer- 
tained and  determined  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  attempt  to  have  them 
defined  through  the  medium  of  criminal  proceedings,  such  as  are  contem- 
plated by  this  statute,  and  it  is  not  understood  to  be  the  wish  of  either 
company  that  such  attempt  should  be  made.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  Senate  resoln- 
tion  of  NoTember  13,  calling  for  information  concerning  the  cause, 
nambers  engaged,  namber  of  lives  lost,  and  probable  cost  of  the  late 
80-called  'Sez  Peic^  war,  and  in  answer  to  state  that  my  annnal  re- 
port covers  so  mach  of  this  inqairy  that  I  venture  to  send  it  yoa  for 
this  special  use. 

The  final  reports  of  Grenerals  Howard  and  Terry  are  not  yet  received, 
bat  are  hourly  expected,  and  will,  I  believe,  completely  answer  this  reso- 
Intioa  of  inqairy,  excepting  in  the  matter  of  cost. 

In  order  to  ascertain  what  special  expenditures  are  chargeable  to  the 
Xez  Perc^  war,  and  what  belong  to  the  usual  annnal  disbursements, 
yon  will  have  to  inquire  of  the  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  Gen- 
erals.

Extnfctfram  the  annual  report  of  the  General  of  the  Army  for  1877. 

The  recent  war  with  the  Nez  Pero^  was  so  nnexpectedi  and  has  been  attended  with 
9nch  raried  and  interesting  incidents,  covering  a  vast  surface  of  country  utterly  re- 
^rdlesB  of  boundary-lines,  that  I  find  it  necessary  to  embrace  it  more  at  length  and 
in  detail  than  is  ordinarily  called  for  where  an  Indian  war  is  usually  confined  to  a 
smaller  area,  generally  to  a  single  department.  The  best  connected  account  of  the 
Xez  Pero^  Indians  which  I  have  been  able  to  find  is  in  the  report  of  Col.  H.  Clay 


Wood,  assistant  adjutant-general,  dated  Portland,  Ore^.,  January  8,  1876,  with  a 
supplementary  report  of  August  1, 1876,  describing  two  interviews  with  Joseph  and 
others  of  the  tribes  at  the  agency  and  at  Fort  Lapwai.  "  The  census  of  the  tribe  in 
l^I  was  officiaUy  reported  as  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty."  "  In  Novem- 
ber, 1875,  the  population  is  stated  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
AHatrs  at  two  thousand  eight  hundred,  of  whom  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty  are  nudes."  The  reservation  at  Lapwai  is  seven  hundred  and  forty-six  thou- 
«and  six  hundred  and  fifty-one  acres,  and  on  this  are  located  the  principal  part  of  the 
5ez  Pierofis  Indians;  but  ever  since  the  treaty  of  1863,  Joseph  and  his  party  have 
claimed  the  boundaries  of  the  reservation  as  established  hy  the  Stevens  treaty  of  1855, 
more  e^iecially  that  part  of  it  west  of  the  Snake  River,  known  as  the  Wallowa  Valley. 
Tbougih  tills  valley  never  was  the  home  of  Joseph  and  his  confederates,  who  usually 
lived  oo  Salmon  and  Snake  Rivers,  still  for  some  reason  they  cling  to  this  particular 
tract,  **  Wallowa,"  and  it  was  conceded  to  them  by  the  President  (Grant)  in  his  Exeo- 
Qtive  order  of  June  16, 1873;  but  on  the  10th  of  June,  1875,  this  order  was  revoked, 
aod  all  Uiat  part  of  Oregon  west  of  Snake  River,  embracing  tne  Wallowa,  was  restored 
to  the  public  domain,  has  been  partially  surveyed,  forms  a  part  of  Union  County,  Or- 
^KOfQ,  and  settlers  have  acquired  legal  titles  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  (See 
map  of  Oregon  accompanying  the  report  of  Commissioner  (general  Land  Office  for 
1?76.) 

On  the  23d  of  June,  1876,  one  of  Joseph's  band  was  killed  by  two  white  men  (Finley 
and  another),  which  produced  commotion,  and  was  one  of  the  reasons  for  Colonel 
Wood  to  seek  an  interview  witb  Joseph,  chief  of  the  non-treaty  Nez  Perc^.  At  this 
interview  Joseph  stated  his  own  case  in  these  words: 

That  it  was  true  one  of  his  brothers  had  been  killed  by  whites  in  Wallowa  Valley ; 
that  the  Indian  who  was  killed  was  much  respected  by  the  tribe,  and  was  always  con- 
ndered  a  quiet,  peaceable,  well-disposed  man ;  that  the  whites  who  killed  him  were 
badf  quarrelsome  men,  and  the  aggressive  party ;  that  the  whites  in  the  valley  were 
in^igated  by  those  in  authority,  and  others  in  Grand  Bonde  Valley,  to  assault  and 
hijore  the  Indians  while  fishing  and  hunting  in  that  section  of  country ;  that  he 
wtibed  the  white  man  who  killed  the  Indian  brought  to  the  agency  to  be  there  con- 
fronted with  his  accusers. 

Joseph  said  that  among  the  Indians  tbe  chiefs  controlled  the  members  of  their  band, 
and  bad  power  to  prevent  bad  Indians  doing  wicked  things ;  and  he  reasoned  that

He  then  reorganised  bis  command,  sending  one  foroe  up  north 
7;  another  was  held  in  reeerve  near  tbe  Indian  reservation, 
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and  h6  himielf,  with  a  select  foioe  (deecribed  in  his  report),  started  in  pnrsoik  on  the 
Lolo  trail.  This  is  nniversally  admitted  by  all  who  have  traveled  it,  mm  Lewis  and 
Clarke  to  Captain  Winters,  as  one  of  the  worst  trails  for  man  and  beast  on  this  oonti- 
nent.  « 

These  very  Nes  Perc^  had  for  years  been  in  the  habit  of  going  from  Oregon  to  the 
Yellowstone  and  Mnscleshell  conntry  to  hunt  baffalo  and  to  onre  meat.  Therefore,  m 
soon  as  the  telesraph  carried  news  that  Joseph  had  started  on  the  Lolo  trail,  the  peo- 
ple of  Montana  Mi^me  alarmed.  •* 

There  was  bnt  a  single  regiment  of  infantry  (Seventh)  in  all  Montana,  CoL  John 
Gibbon,  commanding,  distributed  to  five  posts,  four  on  the  eastern  border  and  one  oo 
the  western,  with  two  small  companies,  A  and  Q,  commanded  by  Captain  Bawn,  who 
were  employed  in  bnilding  the  new  post  at  Missonla.  It  is  near  this  place  that  the 
Lolo  trail  debouches  into  the  Bitter  Root  Valley,  the  western  settlement  of  Moataos. 
Joseph  had  many  personal  acquaintances  among  the  settlers,  some  of  whom  are  oivil- 
ized  Flatheads,  and  he  managed,  with  Indian  cunning,  to  cause  information  to  go  aheed 
that  he  was  bound  for  the  buffalo  country ;  that  if  permitted  to  go  on  nnraoleeted  he 
would  do  no  damage ;  that  he  had  no  quarrel  with  the  people  or  Montana,  only  with 
General  Howard.  £c.  Bnt  hearing  of  the  approach  of  these  Indians,  CaptiUn  Rswn 
left  his  post  in  the  valley,  and  with  his  small  command  intrenched  himself  in  the  Lolo 
trail,  in  order  to  h<rfd  the  Nez  Percys  in  check  till  General  Howard  could  come  up  from 
the  west,  or  Colonel  Gibbon  could  reach  him  from  the  east.  Captain  Bawn  hsd  with 
him  only  forty  men,  but  quite  a  force  of  citizen  volunteers  assembled  at  his  redoabt  to 
assist  him.  The  Indians  reached  Bawn's  fort  July  'liH,  paused  around  it  into  Bitter 
Boot  Valley  in  such  numbers  that  he  was  not  justified  in  attacking  them  outside  his 
intrenchments,  and  with  a  large  herd  of  horses  passed  deliberately  up  the  Bitter  Root 
Valley  (which  is  well  settled),  doing  little  comparative  damage  to  the  inhabitants. 
Colonel  Gibbon  was  then  at  Fort  Shaw,  but  by  the  27th  of  July  he  had  drawn  to  him 
what  few  men  could  be  spared  from  Benton  and  Baker,  marched  rapidly  one  hundred 
and  fifty  miles  to  Missoula,  then  taking  every  man  that  could  be  spared  from  there,  he 
started  in  pursuit  with  fifteen  officers  and  one  hundred  and  forty-six  men  (afterwarde 
increased  by  thirty-four  citizens). 

Colonel  Gibbon's  report  herewith,  marked  3  A,  is  so  spirited  that  I  prefer  to  let  hin 
tell  his  own  story ;  suffice  it  for  me  to  say  that  he  overtook  the  enemy  on  a  branch  of 
Big  Hole,  or  Wisdom  Biver,  surprised  them  at  daybreak  of  August  9tfi,  and  for  a  time 
had  the  Indians  at  his  mercy;  but  their  numbers  so  far  exceeded  his  own,  that  he  in 
turn  was  compelled  to  seek  cover  in  a  point  of  timber,  where  he  fought  on  the  defen- 
sive till  the  Indians  withdrew  at  11  p.  m.  on  the  10th. 

Colonel  Gibbon  reports  his  loss  at  two  officers,  six  citizens,  and  twenty-one  enlisted 
men  killed ;  five  officers,  four  citizens,  and  thirty-one  men  wounded ;  and  on  the  part  of 
the  enemy,  eighty-three  were  buried  on  the  field,  **  and  six  dead  were  afterwardi 
found  in  a  ravine  at  some  distauce  away."  It  is  otherwise  known  that  the  Indians 
sustained  a  very  heavy  and  nearly  fatal  loss  in  wounded  in  this  fight,  and  could  Colonel 
Gibbon  have  had  another  hundred  men,  the  Nez  Percte  war  would  have  ended  right 
there.  ▼ 

At  10  a.  m.  of  the  11th,  General  Howard  arrived  with  a  small  escort,  well  in  advance 
of  his  main  command,  and  his  approach  may  have  hastened  the  departure  of  the  enemy, 
which  had  occurred,  as  before  stated,  at  11  p.  m.  the  night  before ;  and  on  the  next 
morning  his  medioiU  officers,  Surgeon  C.  T.  Alexander  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Fitzgerald, 
also  reached  Colonel  Gibbon's  command,  and  ''gave  the  wounded  the  much-needed 
attendance ''  absolutely  required,  because  Colonel  Gibbon  had  no  medical  officer  alonji;. 

On  the  13th  Colonel  Gibbon  ordered  to  duty  with  General  Howard  three  of  his  offieen 
and  fifty  men,  and  with  the  remainder,  being  himself  wounded,  he  b^^  his  return 
via  Deer  Lodge,  leaving  General  Howard  to  resume  his  long  pursuit.  Happening  my- 
self to  be  in  Montana  at  the  time,  I  saw  in  what  estimation  Colonel  Gibbon  and  his 
handful  of  troops  were  held,  and  I  heartily  Joined  in  the  general  sentiment  Also  hav- 
ing at  a  later  period  visited  his  wounded  at  Deer  Lodge,  among  them  several  citizens, 
I  now  recommend  that  the  families  of  the  killed  and  o?  the  wonnded  citizens,  who  vol- 
unteered, under  such  circumstances,  be  placed  on  the  footing  of  "sold ten"  as  to  pen- 
sions.   The  wounded  of  all  classes  had  received  every  possible  care  at  Deer  Lodge. 

From  Gibbon's  battle-field  on  Big  Hole,  General  Howard  resumed  the  pnnnit.    His 
men  had  had  a  very  hard  march  across  the  mountains  and  up  the  Bitter  Boot  Valley. 
He  followed  to  Horse  Prairie  and  Junction  Station,  then  threw  a  force  of  forty  cavalry 
and  some  scoots  towards  Henry's  Lake,  designing  to  "  intercept  and  hinder  the  enemy'' 
so  as  to  overtake  them  with  his  main  command ;  but  this  party,  after  waiting  some 
davB,  returned,  leaving  the  route  open  to  the  Indians.    The  Indians  seem  to  h$ve 
delayed  some  days  on  and  near  the  stage-road  leading  fW>m  the  Pacific  Bailrood  to 
Helena,  interrupting  travel,  cutting  off  telegraphic  communica1»on,  and  causing  mneh 
alarm  to  the  people  generally.    General  Howard  was  at  Pleasant  Vidley,  on  the  etage^ 
road,  August  18 ;  the  Indians  at  Dry  Creek  Station.    On  the  19th  General  Howard  left 
the  stage  road  toward  the  east,  struck  the  trail,  and  made  camp  eighteen  miles  distant 
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it  Cabmb  Prmirie.  Here  the  lodiuis  tamed  on  him,  stampeded  and  mn  tdi  at  day- 
iiglht  of  the  90th  hie  pack-tiaui,  which  was  partially  reoovered  hy  his  eaviJry.  In  this 
fi|^b&  Captain  Norwood's  oompany  (L,  8aeond  Caralry )  made  a  handsome  fight.  Qen- 
erml  Howard  was  soon  after  eompelled  to  gire  his  men  and  animals  some  rest,  and  takA 
time  to  eoDeet  food  and  elothing.  It  was  dariog  this  rest,  at  Henry's  Lake,  that  he 
made  hia  report  of  Angost  27,  hereinbefore  referrd  to.  I  recognize  the  fall  measure  of 
the  labors,  ezposare,  fiktigne,  aad  fighting  of  General  Howard  and  his  comoiand,  having 
p«rBooally  seen  wanoh  of  the  ronto  over  which  he  passed,  and  knowing  the  great  diffl- 
ealty  of  proooring  food  for  men  and  horses  in  that  mountain  region.  It  is  simply  im- 
possible fi>r  infimtry,  or  even  cavalry  with  their  single  horses,  to  overtake  Indians, 
who  drive  along  a  herd,  changing  from  a  tired  horse  to  one  comparatively  fresh  at 
pleaaore ;  knowing  the  country  as  these  Indians  do,  ready  to  hide  in  the  many  rockv 
»fions,  ravines,  and  dense  woods  in  which  that  country  abounds,  and  able  with  a  small 
rear  guard  to  hold  at  bay  any  number  in  pursuit,  who  often  for  miles  muat  fi>llow  trails 
in  single  file.  Happening  to  be  in  Montana  at  the  time,  and  not  wishing  to  complicate 
matters  by  exercising  any  command  except  to  assist  where  possible,  I  gave  up  my 
cavmlry  escort  which  i  had  brought  up  from  Tongue  River,  and  was  plcMcd  to  learn 
that  it  was  of  material  assistance  to  Qeneral  Howard  at  Camas  on  the  20th  of  Au- 
gust. Several  dispatches  passed  between  General  Howard  and  mydclf,  which  I  insert 
here  entire,  because  they  explain  themselves.  They  have  never  heretofore  been  pub- 
lished in  full*  while  garbled  parts  of  them  have  somehow,  without  authority,  reached 
the  press  and  were  misconstrued.

"  Jost  arrived  at  Helena.  Will  remain  till  I  know  you  are  all  right  and  have  every- 
thing. Telegraph  me  some  account  of  affairs  that  I  can  understand.  What  is  your 
force  f    What  your  plans  T    Spare  nothing  to  insure  success.

Just  arrived  here  to  communicate  with  General  McDowell.  After  extraordiuary 
«fibrt  to  overtake  Gibbon,  with  horses  much  jaded,  I  moved  rapidly  to  head  off  Indians 
U  or  near  Pleasant  Valley.  They  delayed  me  a  little  by  their  apparent  move  west- 
vard  by  bead  of  Horse  Prairie  and  Lemhi,  but  I  did  not  lose  a  march.  Sent  a  small 
fiwce  to  Henry's  Lake  .to  skirmish  with  and  delay  them ;  officer  staid  four  days,  and 
conelnded  that  tiiey  had  broken  for  the  Wind  River  country.  The  next  day,  however, 
(the  23d),  the  Indians  passed  Henry's  Lake,  through  Locoes  Pass,  with  my  Ibrce  in 
close  pursuit.  At  Camas  Meadows  they  stampeded  a  part  of  m^  mules,  just  before 
^wn,  and  in  the  effort  to  recover  them,  Drought  on  a  sharp  skirmish,  after  which  they 
fled  as  usual. 

"  My  eomoiand  stays  at  Henry's  Lake  for  supplies,  while  my  Indian  scouts  watch  and 
bother  tho  hostiles.  What  I  wish  is  from  some  eastern  force,  the  hostiles  be  headed 
off  before  they  disaffect  the  Crows  or  unite  with  Sioux. 

^'They  have  had  some  re-enforcements  in  Montana,  picked  up  plenty  of  excellent  stock, 
and  though  worried  and  depleted  in  numbers,  are  still  able  to  give  battle  and  do  much 
damage.    They  have  the  best  arms  and  plenty  of  ammunition. 

"  I  hear  that  Miles,  probably  Sturgis,  is  on  the  Tf  Uowstone,  not  far  from  my  fh>nt.  Is 
that  true?  My  force,  all  told,  is  about  200  cavalry,  300  infantry,  50  scouts,  and  50 
anned  pioneers. 

"  My  command  is  so  mnch  worn  by  over-fatigue  and  jaded  animals  that  I  cannot  push 
it  moch  ftirther.  If  Miles  or  Sturgis  is  near  bv,  with  x^orwood's  companv  Just  sent  to 
£1]is,  and  the  50  Indian  scouts  that  I  will  send  thither,  or  on  the  heeb  of  the  hostiles, 
I  think  I  may  stop  near  where  I  am,  and  in  a  few  days  work  my  wa^  back  to  Fort 
Boi^  slowly,  and  distribute  my  troops  before  snow  falls  in  the  mountains.  Wheaton 
Ufl  returned  to  Lewiston,  Idaho,  from  his  successful  march  northward,  and  will  pick 
Qp  soy  small  hostile  parties  skulking  in  his  neighborhood.

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As  ia  previous  years,  permanent  improvements  and  repairs  have  been 
eontinaed  on  different  parts  of  the  work,  in  order  of  their  uecessitj,  as 
rapidly  as  the  excess  of  tolls  over  expenses  of  management  woald 
warrant,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  this  report  that  the  policy  adopted  of 
continniug  to  place  the  canal  and  its  appurtenances  in  better  working 
condition  has  gradually  and  steadily  given  increased  facilities  to  the 
baslness  of  the  canal. 

During  the  last  half  of  the  year  1874, 274,365  tons  were  passed  throngb 
the  canal,  at  an  expense  of  9.12  cents  per  ton  for  superintendence,  man- 
agement, and  ordinary  repairs ;  in  the  year  1875,  757,695  tons,  at  6.14 
cents  per  ton;  in  1876,  871,446  tons,  at  5.6  cents,  and  in  1877,  999,610 
tons,  at  4.97  cents  per  ton. 

In  yiew  of  the  increase  of  the  business  and  income  of  the  canal  daring 
the  year,  and  there  being  a  balance  sufficient  to  complete  all  the  work 
remaining  to  be  done  on  the  canal,  and  still  leave  a  sufficient  surplus  at 
the  end  of  the  year  to  meet  any  extra  and  unforeseen  expenses  that  may 
arise,  Major  Weitzel  recommends  a  further  reduction  of  tolls,  and  that 
they  be  established  at  the  following  rates,  viz : 

Steamboats  and  model  barges,  8  cents  per  ton. 

Square  bargee,  flats,  coal-boats,  &o.,  6  cents  per  tou. 

All  empty  square  barges  and  coal-boats,  5  cents  per  ton. 

Small  boats,  $4. 

Bafts  of  logs,  &o.,  measurement  and  rates  the  same  as  for  coal  boats. 

Boats  belon^ng  to  or  chartered  by  the  United  States,  free. 

Towing,  harbor  rates. 

Use  of  dredges,  (2.50  per  honr. 

Use  of  steam-pump,  $2.50  per  hour. 

Use  of  dry-dock,  $15  first  aay,  and  $10  each  subsequent  day. 

It  being  deemed  prudent  to  have  at  all  times  an  available  surplus  of 
at  least  $25,000,  to  ipeet  any  sudden  and  serious  accidents  that  may 
occur,  in  order  to  avoid  interruption  to  commerce,  a  reduction  of  tolls 
greater  than  the  above  is  not  now  advisable.  There  is  little  doubt,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  next  year  a  further  reduction  as  great  as  this  may 
be  safely  made. 

Section  3  of  the  act  of  Congress  above  referred  to  contains  the  follow- 
ing provision : 

And,  to  ascertain  what  rates  will  pay  current  expenses  after  the  present  year  (1874), 
the  Secretary  of  War  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  ascertain  from 
the  expenses  of  the  previous  year  what  tolls  will  probably  pay  the  expenses  of  the  car- 
rent  year ;  and  he  snail  fix  and  declare  the  rate  of  tolls  thus  ascertained  to  be  charged 
for  the  current  year  -  *  *  *  and  he  shall,  in  his  next  annual  report,  set  forth  sncb 
receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  condition  of  said  canal,  with  a  view  to  such  legis- 
lation as  may  be  necessary  for  the  superintendence  and  management  thereof. 

It  is,  therefore,  respectfully  recommended  that  the  rates  of  toll  above 
mentioned  be  adopted  as  those  to  be  declared  and  fixed  by  your  aathor- 
ity,  in  obedience  to  this  law,  as  the  charges  to  be  collected  for  the  cur- 
rent calendar  year. 

As  the  report  of  Major  Weitzel  contains  matter  of  value  relating  to 
oommerce  and  navigation,  it  is  suggested  that  it  be  sent  to  Congress, 
for  the  information  of  the  Committees  on  Commerce  of  the  Senate  aud 
House  of  Eepresentatives.

Genbral  :  In  accordance  with  yoar  instractions  and  to  enable  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  War  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  3 
of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  11, 1874,  entitled 

An  act  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  of  the  LoaiBvUle  and  Portland  Canal 
Company — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  saperintendenoOf 
maDagement,  and  repair  of  the  Louisville  and  Portland  Ganal  for  the 
calendar  ^^ear  ending  December  31,  1877. 

Captain  A.  Mackenzie,  corps  of  engineers,  was  my  assistant  in  imme- 
diate  charge  of  this  woric  until  November  22, 1877,  when  he  was  relieved 
by  Captain  A.  N.  Lee,  corps  of  engineers,  who  had  been  on  duty  on  the 
work  with  him  since  September  8, 1877. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  report  of  Captain  Lee,  which  is  hereto  an- 
nexed as  part  of  this,  he  was  materially  assisted  by  Captain  Mackenzie. 

The  tables,  which  are  included  in  this  report,  give  detailed  statistics 
bearing  on  practical  professional  pointe. 

We  have  continued  to  pursue  the  same  policy  which  was  adopted 
when  the  government  first  took  charge  of  the  work. 

Permanent  improvements  and  repairs  were  continued  on  different 
parts  of  the  work,  in  the  order  of  their  necessity,  as  rapidly  as  we  judged 
that  the  excess  of  tolls  over  the  amount  required  for  superintendence 
and  management  would  warrant. 

In  pursuance  of  this  policy  and  with  your  authority  the  following 
permanent  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year,  viz : 

The  repair  of  entire  dredge  apparatus,  which  had  been  previously 
begun,  was  completed.  This  apparatus  consists  of  the  tow-boat,  two 
dredges,  and  four  mud-scows,  aud  is  now  in  the  most  complete  working 
order. 

The  guard-gates  at  the  head  of  the  canal  and  those  at  the  head  of  the 
new  locks  were  entirely  rebuilt. 

AU  the  friction-drums  in  the  well-holes  of  the  new  locks  have  been 
reset  and  greatly  strengthened. 

New  winding-drums  have  been  put  in  at  the  middle  gates,  and  new 
gearing  has  been  added,  thus  increasing  the  power  of  the  capstan  and 
strengthening  all  parts  of  the  apparatus. 

One-inch  steel  chains  have  been  attached  to  the  middle  gates,  in  place 
of  the  seven-eighth-inch  iron  chains,  which  frequently  broke. 

The  work  of  applying  larger  drums  aud  stronger  chains  to  the  lower 
gates  has  been  begun. 

An  office  for  the  superintendent  of  the  canal  has  been  built. 

A  wood-boring  apparatus  has  beeu  added  to  the  machinery  of  the 
shops. 

A  large  portion  of  the  slope  adjacent  to  the  locks  has  been  graded 
2nd  sodded. 

A  second  fire-cistern,  with  a  capacity  of  five  hundred  barrels,  has  been 
built  near  the  toll-collector's  house,  and  powerful  fire-pumps  and  hose 
provided  for  it  as  well  as  the  other  fire-cistern  near  the  machine-shop. 
The  miter-sills  of  the  middle  gates  of  the  new  locks  were  repaired. 
The  work  of  repairing  the  old  locks  and  converting  its  three  chambers

ioto  two,  was  begun  and  prosecated  diligently  until  the  rise  in  the  river 
stopped  tbe  work.  The  lower  sill  has  been  thoroughly  repaired;  the 
greater  portion  of  the  rock  excavation  in  the  lower  chamber  has  been 
completed,  and  the  building  of  new  gate  recesses  was  begun. 

l^ew  lights,  furnished  by  the  Light-House  Establishment,  have  been 
placed  in  position,  so  that  work  by  night  is  almost  as  easy  as  by  day. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  tables  that  the  effect  of  oar  policy 
in  placing  the  canal  and  appurtenances  in  better  working  condition  has 
gradually  and  steadily  improved  the  business  of  the  canal. 

During  the  last  six  and  two  thirds  months  of  1874,  274,365  tons  were 
passed  through  at  an  expense  of  9.12  cents  per  ton  for  superintendence, 
juanagement,  and  ordinary  repairs.  In  1875, 757,695f  tons,  at  6.14  cent« 
per  ton.  In  1876,  871,446^,  at  5.0  cents  per  ton,  and  in  1877,  999,610^^ 
tons,  at  4.97  cents  per  ton. 

The  expense  during  the  last  year  in  passing  the  three  greatest  articles 
which  go  through  in  bulk,  was  a9  follows,  viz :  coal  ^  cent  per  bushel; 
salt  1^^-  cent  per  barrel ;  and  iron-ore  8f  cents  per  ton. 

According  to  the  books  in  my  office,  tbe  receipts  during  the  last  year 
amounted  to  $88,462.10,  and  the  total  expenditures,  $60,942.42.  This 
leaves  a  surplus  for  the  year,  of  $27,519.68.  There  was  on  hand  at  tbe 
beginning  of  the  year  $26,955.60 ;  so  that  we  had  $54,475.28  on  hand 
on  the  first  of  this  month. 

In  Gaptain  Lee's  report,  the  expense  for  repairing  friction  drnms, 
winding-gear,  steel  chains,  &c.,  is  incorrectly  charged  to  the  running 
expenses  of  the  canal.  They  are  all  permanent  repairs,  and  their  cost 
amounted  to  about  $3,500.  The  amount  expended  for  permanent  im- 
provements and  repairs  during  the  year  was,  therefore,  about  $15,000. 
The  running  expenses  of  the  canal,  including  the  ordinary  repairs,  was, 
therefore,  about  $46,000. 

It  will  be  farther  observe<l  by  examining  the  table  of  receipts,  that 
the  business  and  income  of  the  canal  was  considerably  increased  over 
the  year  preceding,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  during  a  part  of  August,  and 
the  whole  of  September  and  October,  navigation  was  almost  entirely 
suspended  by  low  water,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  receipts  were 
diminished  $3,270.72  by  reducing  the  rate  on  empty  coal-barges,  on  their 
return -trip. 

For  this  reason,  and  as  we  now  have  on  hand  the  very  handsome  Rn^ 
plus  of  $54,475.28,  which  will  not  only  complete  all  the  work  still  to  be 
done  and  that  which  is  already  authorized  and  still  leave  us  a  good 
surplus  at  the  end  of  this  year,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  recommending 
a  reduction  of  tolls,  and  that  they  be  fixed  at  the  following  rates,  viz: 

steamboats  and  model  barges,  8  cents  per  tou. 

Sqaare  barges,  flats,  ooal-boate,  &c.,  6  cents  per  ton. 

All  empty  sqaare  barges  and  coal-boats,  5  cents  per  ton. 

Small  boats,  $4. 

Rafts  of  logs,  d^c,  measurement  and  rat<e8,  the  same  as  for  coal-boats. 

Boats  belonging  to  or  chartered  by  the  United  States,  free. 

Towing,  harbor  rates. 

Use  of  dredge,  $2.50  per  honr. 

Use  of  steam-pnmp,  |2.50  per  honr. 

Use  of  dry-dock,  $15  first  day,  and  $10  each  subsequent  day. 

The  rates  heretofore  charged  by  the  government  were  a  little  less  than 
one-fifth  of  those  charged  by  the  former  management.  The  new  rates 
will  be  a  little  less  than  one-sixth  of  those. 

As  there  is  always  m'ore  or  less  liability  to  serious  accidents  on  canal- 
locks,  and  especially  on  such  large  ones  as  those  of  this  canal,  I  thiols 
it  wise  and  prudent  to  have  at  all  times  an  available  surplus  of  at  least 
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^25,000:  hence  I  do  not  recommend  now  a  greater  redaction.  I  have 
oat  the  least  doabt  that  next  year  a  further  ^daction  and  one  as  large 
as  DOW  recommended  may  be  safely  made. 

The  total  leoeipts  on  this  canal  from  June  ll,  1874,  to  December  31, 
1877,  daring  which  time  the  government  has  had  charge  of  it,  amount 
to  1359,795.51;  the  total  expenditures,  $205,320.23,  leaving  the  surplus 
of  |54,475.2&  The  expenditures  include  about  $45,000  for  permanent 
repairs. 

By  the  nse  of  the  canal  force  and  the  machinery  in  the  canal  shops, 
ft  ssTing  of  $15,000  below  fair  contract  prices  has  been  effected  in  the 
vork  already  done. 

In  conclosion  I  desire  to  commend  Captains  Mackenzie  and  Lee  and 
their  assistants  for  the  faithful  and  economical  manner  in  which  they 
bare  conducted  this  work. 

Annexed  hereto  is  the  financial  statement  for  the  year.

I)e  tailed  reports  have  been  made  semi -annually  since  the  government  aesnraed  con- 
^ol  of  the  canal,  and  to  avoid  a  repetition  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say  that  the  princi- 
p'e  adopted  of  placing  all  parts  of  the  canal  in  perfect  working  order  as  fast  as  eco- 
•'4Dica]  expenditure  of  receipts  would  permit  has  been  carried  oat,  and  the  close  of 
"-"  jear  finds  the  canal  and  accessories  in  a  better  condition  than  ever  before.

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WORK  ACCOMPLISHED  DURINO  THE  TEAR. 


The  rebnilding  of  dredge  No.  2  and  damp-scow  No.  4  was  completed  in  Janaary,  and 
new  dipi^ers  were  sabseonently  put  on  both  dredges.  This  olosea  the  eztensiye  repairs 
of  dredging-apparatas,  leaving  tow-boat,  dredges,  scows,  dtc,  in  very  good  condttioD, 
with  at  least  doable  the  capacity  they  had  before  repairs  were  made. 

Two  new  sets  of  gates  have  been  built,  one  for  the  head  of  the  new  locks,  and  one 
for  the  head  of  the  canal. 

The  friction-drams  in  all  the  well-holes  of  the  new  locks  have  been  reset  and  greatly 
strengthened. 

New  winding-drams  have  been  pat  in  at  the  middle  gates  of  the  new  locks,  and 
gearing  has  been  added,  increasing  somewhat  the  power  of  the  capstans  and  strength- 
ening all  parts  of  the  apparatus. 

One-inch  steel  chains  have  been  attached  to  the  middle  gates,  replacing  the  |>iDch 
iron  chains  which  formerly  caused  great  annoyance  by  frequently  breaking. 

The  new  and  enlarged  drums  and  heavy  chains  have  proved  such  a  success  that 
arrangements  have  already  been  made  for  making  similar  changes  at  the  lower  gates. 

An  office  for  the  superintendent  of  the  canal  has  been  completed. 

A  boring-apparatus  has  been  added  to  the  machinery  of  the  shops. 

A  large  portion  of  the  slope  in  the  vicinity  of  the  locks  has  been  graded  and  soddd. 

A  second  fire-cistern,  holding  500  barrels,  has  been  built  near  the  toll-collectors 
house,  and  powerful  fire-pumps  with  requisite  hose  have  been  provided  forNos.  1  and  2. 

On  the  18th  of  Sept'Craber,  the  water  being  Ipw  and  business  almost  suspended,  the 
canal  was  closed  for  repairing  the  middle  raiter-sill  of  the  new  locks.  All  broken 
and  injured  stones  were  replaced  by  hard  limestone  set  in  Portland  cement ;  newbolta 
were  driven,  and  all  parts  of  the  sill  and  wooden  cushion  made  as  firm  as  possible. 
This  work  occupied  about  sixteen  days,  and  the  canal  was  reopened  Octobw  15. 

The  repairs  of  the  middle  miter-sill  were  made  as  thorough  as  possible ;  but  the 
work  can  only  be  considered  temporary.  When  time  will  permit,  the  whole  sill  uioist 
be  rebuilt. 

While  the  water  was  out  the  miter-sill  and  roller-ways  of  the  guard-gates  at  the 
head  of  the  canal  were  thoroughly  repaired. 

In  September  authority  was  obtained  for  making  extensive  repairs  on  the  old  locks, 
converting  the  three  lifts  into  two,  and  giving  chambers  that  will  not  only  pass  all 
the  stern-wheel  boats  running  during  low  water,  but  will  also  afford  great  r^ief  when 
coal  tows  are  passing  through  the  canal.  Already  the  lower  miter-sill  and  roller-wavb 
have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  the  greater  portion  of  the  rock  excavation  in  the  lower 
chamber  has  been  made,  and  the  building  of  new  gate  recesses  has  been  commenced. 

During  the  year  new  lights,  furnished  by  the  Light- House  Department,  have  been 
put  up  at  the  new  locks.    Work  by  night  is  now  a^ut  as  easy  as  work  by  day. 

Most  all  of  the  work  above  referred  to,  in  addition  to  numerous  miner  improve- 
ments, ordinary  repairs,  and  regular  duties,  has  been  carried  on  ander  the  immediate 
direction  of  the  superintendent,  and  as  far  as  possible  the  work  has  been  done  by  the 
regular  employed  mechanics  and  laborers. 

The  work  done  by  tow-boat  and  dredges,  and  by  the  lock-hands  in  passing  boats,  is 
given  in  tables  annexed. 

NUMBER  AND  SALARY  OF  EMPLOYI^. 

During  the  past  year  extra  mechanics  and  laborers  have  been  employed  upon  works 
of  improvement,  but  the  regular  canal  force  has  remained  as  given  in  last  annual 
report,  excepting  that  the  position  of  **  foreman  of  dredges  '^  has  been  done  away  with. 

The  regular  pay-roll  of  employes  now  amounts  to  $38,115.  Since  the  government 
assumed  control  of  the  canal,  the  pay-roll  has  been  reduced  $1,845.  It  is  almost  cer- 
tain that  further  reductions  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year. 

,  RATES  OF  TOLL. 

The  rates  of  toll  charged  during  the  past  year  have  been  the  same  as  charged  dar- 
ing the  year  1876,  excepting  that  the  recommeudalion  to  reduce  tolls  on  empty  barges 
on  a  return  trip,  from  8  to  5  cents,  was  approved  February  26,  1877.  This  change  has 
reduced  the  receipts  during  the  year  $3,270.72. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  have  amounted  to|$88,737.23,  bein^  $27,351.33  in  excess  of 
the  total  expenditures,  and  $39,240.67  in  excess  of  the  operating  expenses. 

There  has  been  expended  duriug  the  year  $61,335.95 ;  of  this  amount  $ll,3^1^-34 
was  applied  to  extensive  repairs  and  improvements  of  a  permaneut  nature,  leavinj; 
$49,496.61  as  the  expense  of  operating  the  canal.  These  operating  expenses  include 
large  amounts  paid  for  repairing  frictiou -drums,  winding-gear,  &c,,  and  are  for  that 
reason  in  excess  qf  similar  expenses  in  1876.

(lENEEAL:  lu  iiccordanc«  nitli  your  iastructions  of  April  30,1377,1 
dispatclied  a  part;  to  OinaLa,  N^ebr.,  oq  May  19,  to  make  a  Burvey  of 
tbe  Missouri  liiver,  at  tliat  point,  witli  a  view  of  determining  wfaetber 
it  were  possible  to  prevent  ttie  formation  of  a  threatened  cut-ofT,  and 
generally  to  protect  the  banlis  in  tbe  iieighborbood  froni  tbe  encroach- 
ments of  the  river.  At  tbe  lime  this  snrvey  was  made  tbe  water  was 
already  tlowing  over  tbe  neck  in  several  places,  and  before  tbe  subject 
could  be  considered  tbe  river  broke  tlirougti.  Dnring  tbe  month  of 
Kovember  another  survey  was  made,  and  tbe  resnlts  of  tbe  two  survey!! 
are  set  forth  on  the  map  which  occompanies  this  report.  The  cutoS 
was  formed  July  8,  and  a  very  violent  erosion  began  at  the  apex  of  the 
new  bend,  threatening  all  the  low  ground  infront  of  the  bluffij,  with  the 
car-shops  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  and  other  buildings  erected 
on  it,  as  well  as  tbe  western  approaches  to  the  bridge.  The  danger  was 
met  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  who  coostrncted  a  loose 
Btone  revetment  along  tbe  portion  of  tbe  bank  most  violently  attacked, 
and  succeeded  finally  in  checking  tbe  erosion,  uutil  tbe  falling  of  the 
river  removed  the  immediate  danger. 

It  is,  however,  pretty  certain  that  at  tbe  next  flood  stage  tbe  cnttiog 
will  be  renewed,  and  there  is  no  telling  where  it  will  stop.  Tbe  river  is 
yet  in  a  very  unstable  condition,  the  slope  being  inordinately  great,  aod 
the  curvature  of  tbe  bend  excessive.  I  do  not,  therefore,  cousider  that 
it  jTould  at  present  be  practicable  to  attempt  the  permanent  rectifica- 
tion of  the  channel,  but  would  recommend  that  any  work  done  be  solely 
directed  to  prevent  any  further  changes  which  may  seem  likely  to  prove 
injarions, 

I  consider  that  the  first  and  most  obvious  necessity  is  to  prevent  anj 
further  encroacfamentson  the^ebraska  shore  above  tbe  bridge.  Ifthis 
IB  done,  it  is  probable  that  tbe  whole  bend  will  move  down  the  stream, 
and  this  should  be  allowed  to  take  place  until  the  cbannel  strikes  tbe 
line  of  the  bridge  at  right  angles.  As  soon  as  this  is  accomplished,  the 
Iowa  shore  above  tbe  point  will  have  to  be  held.  No  estimates  for  this 
work  can  yet  be  submitted,  and,  as  the  work  may  not  be  needed  for  sev- 
eral years,  I  have  confined  my  estimates  to  the  protection  of  the  Ke- 
braska  shore  above  the  bridge. 

The  report  of  my  assistant,  Mr.  Boebmer,  will  give  all  the  facts  neces- 
sary  for  a  full  comprehension  of  the  subject.  I  have  submitted  a  differ- 
ent plan  for  the  work  required  because  I  do  not  consider  it  solely  n 
matter  of  protecting  any  particular  strnctures  on  the  low  ground  betweon 
tbe  binffs  and  the  river,  but  that  the  problem  is  more  especially  the 
broad  one  of  preventing  tbe  river  from  taking  a  shape  that  will  throw 
the  channel  obliquely  across  the  line  of  the  bridge,  and  render  it  impas- 
sable for  steamboats.  I  recommend  that  the  revetment  already  \xgaD 
by  the  Union  Pacific  Uallroad  Company  be  extended  in  both  directions 
about  4,000  feet  below  and  1,000  feet  above  their  work,  using  for  this 
pur[>ose  fascine  mattresses  loaded  with  stone,  as  has  been  done  under 
my  direction  at  Saint  Joseph,  Mo.  This  work  should  be  doue  before  thP 
next  high  water,  and  the  whole  sum  asked  for  should  be  appropriated 
at  once,  both  with  a  view  of  reducing  the  cost  of  materials  and  also  to 
prevent  tbe  whole  work  from  being  lost  throngh  incompleteness.

A  rcsurvey  of  the  ground  ivaa  ordered,  and  the  field-work  commenced  on  the  23 
9[  October,  1877.  The  results  of  this  survey,  accompanied  bj  tbe  nsnal  maps,  I  respecl 
hlU  BDbtDiC  in  the  following  report. 

Id  breaking  tbroDRh  tbe  peDJosula  tbe  nenty  formed  channel,  nitb  greatly  increase

8[B:  I  find  that,  in  ptirauance  of  several  aaccessive  actsof  OoDgresa, 
a  large  mass  of  mitterial  has  been  pat  in  type  and  carefully  correct«d, 
covcriDg  moat,  if  not  all,  the  hiatory  of  tlio  late  war  to  the  end  of  the 
year  IStil,  Ua  the  Union  side  the  reports  of  battles,  arranged  by  cam- 
paigns, chronologically,  have  been  brought  down  to  tbe  end  of  the  year 
1862,  with  a  few  iu  1863.  There  may  be  some  subreports  in  this  col- 
lection that  woald  not  be  material  to  the  history,  and  which  It  woald 
•limioiBli  tbe  expense  of  publishing  to  omit. 

The  correspondence  part  of  the  records  is  not  yet  arranged  systemati- 
cally, and  it  is  probable  that  mach  of  it  will  be  found  unnecessary  to 
pahlisti  So  with  telegrama  sent  and  received,  which,  moreover,  ongbt 
to  be  carefully  revised,  by  the  comparison,  when  practicable,  of  each 
important  telegram  at  it  teas  received  with  the  original  dicpatch. 

Id  making  a  compilation,  however,  when  it  would  be  decided  what  to 
omit,  great  care  and  judgment  must  be  exercised  by  a  jierson  coiiver- 
Mnt  with  military  affairs,  so  thiit  every  important  link,  however  small, 
»ba11  be  included. 

Od  tbe  Conf»lerate  side,  the  records  have  been  put  in  print  upon  the 
same  plan  as  the  others,  and  they  are  now  bron;rht  down  to  the  end  of 
ihe  year  1861.  My  judgment  is  that  these  should  be  given  entire. 
miD  ttie  nature  of  the  case,  they  are  not  so  volnminouH,  nnd  never  came 
iu  complete  form  into  the  bands  of  the  government.  It  would  be  l>est

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be  published,  and  farther  legislation,  if  any  is  necessary,  shall  aathorize 
it,  the  officer  in  charge  shall  pat  the  work  in  the  proper  form  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  and  that  it  shall  be  submitted,  as  fast  as  prepared,  to  Ck>ii- 
gress  for  publication;  that  Congress  shall  order  for  its  own  use  and  dis- 
tribution such  number  of  copies  as  it  may  see  lit,  and  shall  authorize  or 
direct  the  Public  Printer  to  strike  off  a  certain  number  of  copies  in  ad- 
dition, for  sale  at,  perhaps,  a  small  remunerative  price.

Sir:  The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  its  Committee  on  Mili- 
tary Affairs,  an  expression  of  his  views  in  regard  to  Senate  bill  165,  to 
reimborse  the  State  of  Texas  for  expenses  incarred  by  said  State  in  re- 
pelling invasions  of  Indians  and  Mexicans. 

The  expenses  accraed,  it  is  alleged,  on  accoant  of  payment  and  sap- 
port  of  volunteers  or  rangers,  and  the  claims  of  the  State  for  reimbarse- 
ment  of  expenditares  said  to  have  been  made,  relate  to  two  periods  of 
time,  viz: 

First.  From  November  1, 1854,  to  January  28, 1861,  $509,111.95. 

Second.  From  October  U,  1865,  to  August  31, 1877,  $1,027,375.67. 

Id  connectiou  with  these  claims  or  accounts  a  communication  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  December  26, 1876,  stated : 

This  department  poueases  no  evidence  coaoerning  the  accounts  of  the  State  of 
Texas,  farther  than  the  Btatements  on  two  abstracts  which  are  for  $1,536,487.62;  and 
vhich  were  received  from  the  committee,  and  except  aocoants  for  $223,143.89.  The 
Utter  were  examined  at  this  department  in  the  year  IH72,  and  they  were  reported  upon 
io  fall,  as  appeara  in  Uonse  Execntive  Document  No.  277,  second  session  Forty-second 
Coogress. 

(See  House  Execntive  Document  l^o.  14,  second  session  Forty-fourth 
Congress.) 

The  aggregate  amount  of  these  claims  appears  to  be  included  in  the 
provisions  of  Senate  bill  165,  which  refers  to  an  act  of  July  27, 1861, 
entitled  ^'  An  act  to  indemnify  the  States  for  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  defense  of  the  United  States.'' 

In  regard  to  this  act  certain  rules  were  established  by  the  Treasury 
and  this  department  in  1861;  one  rule  being: 

IL  It  is  only  for  exponditnres  on  account  of  troops,  officers,  or  men  that  have  been 
or  may  be  mustered  and  received  into,  or  actually  employed  in,  the  service  of  the  United 
Sute9,that  reimbarsements  will  be  made.  Organizations  raised,or  attempted  to  be  raised, 
bnt  Dot  mastered  and  received  into,  nor  actually  employed  in,  the  service  will  not  be 
recognized.  Nor  will  any  reimbursements  be  made  by  the  United  States  of  expenses 
uicorred  in  organizing,  equipping,  and  maintaining  troops  for  State  purposes  or  home- 
gaard,  whether  called  out  by  State  or  other  local  authority,  unless  such  troops  were 
called  out  and  such  expenditures  incurred  at  the  request  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
Picsidnit  or  the  Secretary  of  War.

2  CLAIMS   OF  THE   STATE   OF  TEXAS. 

This  rale  substaDtially  expresses  tbe  fuDdamental  principle  upon 
which  was  rested  and  still  rests  the  fair  adjuBtment  of  any  or  all  claims 
against  the  United  States  for  military  expenses.  The  operation  of  this 
principle  has  left  some  expenditures  of  the  State  of  Texas  in  qaestion 
since  1854,  and  prompted  the  snggestion  relative  to  her  claims  examined 
in  1872,  stating  that  out  of  $223,143.89  then  considered,  not  more  than 
$20,225.35  should  be  allowed.  (See  page  66  House  Ex.  Doc.  277  second 
session  Forty-second  Congress.) 

This  principle  also  enters  largely  into  the  views  relative  to  these 
claims  expressed  by  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  in  a  re|M)rt  dated 
April  9,  1872  (copy  herewith),  and  in  a  statement  from  the  General  of 
the  Army,  under  date  of  December  6,  1877,  indorsed  on  that  report, all 
concerning  the  subject-matter  of  the  bill  herewith,  and  all  worthy  of 
more  extended  attention  than  can  be  herein  given  to  them.

General  :  I  Inclose  to  you  for  your  consideration  and  such  action  as 
yon  deem  proper  a  communication,  dated  Austin,  September  29, 1S66, 
addressed  to  this  departmeht  by  J.  W.  Throckmorton,  governor  of  Texas, 
in  relation  to  Indian  outrages  committed  in  that  State,  accompanied  by 
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a  copy  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  Texas  providing  for  raisiog  troops 
for  defense,  togetber  with  sundry  newspaper  extracts  and  a  statement 
of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Black,  a  member  of  the  legislature,  all  of  which  are  re- 
ferred to  in  the  governor's  communication. 

A  telegram  from  Governor  Throckmorton,  dated  the  20th  of  Septem- 
ber, addressed  to  the  President,  and  the  answer  thereto  relating  to  the 
same  subject,  are  also  herewith  submitted. 

The  papers  above  mentioned  have  been  laid  before  the  President,  and 
considered  by  him  in  connection  with  the  report  of  Major-General  Sheri- 
dan to  yon,  dated  at  Headquarters,  New  Orleans,  October  3, 1866,  in- 
cloiiing,a  telegram  to  him  from  Governor  Throckmorton,  dated  Septem- 
l»er  26, 1866,  and  3'our  telegraphic  reply  addressed  to  General  Sheridan, 
dated  October  8,  1866. 

The  representations  of  Governor  Throckmorton,  and  the  statements 
that  he  transmits,  deeply  impress  the  President  with  the  obligation  and 
necessity  of  affording  relief  and  protection  to  the  people  of  Texas  from 
Indian  outrages  to  the  utmost  extent  within  the  power  of  the  Federal 
Government ;  and  he  is  of  opinion  that,  if  troops  stationed  in  the  in- 
terior can  be  advantageously  employed  for  that  purpose  on  the  frontier, 
it  should  be  promptly  done. 

He  desires,  therefore,  that  you  take  such  propter  measures  and  give 
rach  instructions  as  may  verify  the  actual  condition  of  affairs  in  Texas, 
and  afford  immediate  and  adequate  protection  to  the  people  on  the  fron- 
tier of  Texas.  If  this  protection  can  be  afforded  by  the  regular  military 
forces  of  the  United  States,  he  deems  it  preferable  to  calling  out  and 
organizing  a  local  military  force. 

With  this  expression  of  his  wishes  the  subject  is  referred  to  you  for 
the  prompt  investigation  and  action  which  the  urgency  of  the  case 
seems  to  require.

Austin^  September  29, 1866. 

Sir:  Accompanying  this  communication  I  forward  for  your  informa* 
tion  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  State  which  requires  me  to  call  into 
the  service  one  thousand  mounted  men  for  the  defense  of  the  frontier 
against  the  attacks  of  numerous  bands  of  Indians,  now  waging  a  deadly 
warfare  against  our  people.  The  sixth  section  of  this  act  requires  that  I 
shall  tender  the  service  of  these  troops  to  the  general  government.  In 
obedience  thereto  I  make  the  tender,  and  trust  the  authorities  will  accept 
the  service  of  this  command,  or  part  thereof,  for  such  length  of  time  as 
nay  be  deemed  advisable.  The  frontier  is  suffering  great  devastation ; 
mnrder,  rapine,  and  the  most  revolting  outrages,  are  of  daily  occurrence. 

Unless  the  government  will  send  efficient  and  immediate  protection 
the  State  will  be  compelled  to  undertake  it,  without  a  dollar  in  the  State 
treasury  to  defray  the  necessary  expenditures. 

The  troops  stationed  in  the  interior  of  the  State  are  of  no  service 
whatever.  The  laws  can  be  enforced  and  every  class  of  our  population 
he  protected  in  all  their  rights,  without  the  aid  of  the  military,  and  I 
most  respectfully  ask  that  the  troops  be  withdrawn. 

I  have  corresponded  fully  with  General  Sheridan  upon  all  the  quos* 
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herein  referred  to,  and  alBO  famislied  liim  a  copy  of  the  act  berdn 

ied.

Mxty-foar  men  shall  have  been  enrolled  they  shall  organize  by  holding 
an  election  for  company  officers,  and  the  captain  elected  shall  return  a 
master-roll,  and  snch  other  reports  as  may  be  required  by  the  govern- 
or, to  the  adjutant-general's  department,  and  hold  his  company  in 
readiness  to  take  the  field  in  obedience  to  orders  from  the  governor  or 
superior  o£Qeer. 

Sec.  5.  The  governor  shall  'have  power  to  appoint  the  field  and  staff 
officers,  together  with  all  disbnrsiug  officers  of  each  battalion,  and  shall 
have  power  to  remove  from  office  any  of  the  field  or  staff  officers  for 
neglect  of  duty,  iucompeteucy,  or  disobedience  of  orders,  and  furloughs 
aod  leaves  of  absence  shall  be  granted  under  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed  by  him. 

Sec.  6.  The  troops  raised  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States, 
bat  shall  always  be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Texas  for 
frontier  service,  and  shall  not  be  removed  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  except  for  the  purpose  of  following  and  chastising  marauding 
bands  of  Indians  wherever  found;  and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  gov- 
ernor to  forward  a  copy  of  this  act  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  urging  the 
acceptance  of  said  battalions  for  frontier  protection. 

Sec.  7.  That  no  portion  of  said  troops  shall  become  a  charge  against 
tbe  State  of  Texas  until  organized  as  required  by  the  fourth  section  of 
this  act  and  placed  nnder  orders. 

Sec.  8.  The  quartermaster  and  commissary  of  said  regiment  be  an- 
tborized  under  instructions  from  the  governor  to  contract  for  the  fbl- 
lowing  transportation  of  the  regiment,  viz,  one  six-mule  team  and 
wagon,  together  with  such  number  of  animals  and  accouterments  as 
the  colonel,  with  the  governor's  approval,  may  require  for  each  battal- 
ion as  transportation  for  the  troops,  and  one  two-horse  wagon  and  two 
males  for  the  field  and  staff  of  each  battalion.  The  supplies  are  to  be 
delivered  by  contractors  at  the  place  designated  by  the  commanding 
officer,  who  shall  give  information  to  the  quartermaster  and  commis- 
sary at  what  point  and  at  what  time  the  supplies  must  be  delivered ; 
and  all  sapplies  purchased  by  the  quartermaster  must  be  of  good  qual- 
ity, and  his  accounts  or  certificates  shall  be  examined  and  allowed  by 
the  commanding  officer  in  the  field  before  the  same  shall  become  bind- 
ing as  a  claim  against  the  State;  provided  that  the  office  of  aasistant- 
qoartermaster  and  commissary,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  as  but 
one  officer,  and  is  to  be  held  but  by  one  person. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  governor  shall  have  power  to  disband  said  battalions, 
or  any  portion  of  them,  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  their  services  may

by  the  United  States  Ooverument  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  The  present  legislature  shall  make  all  necessary  appropri- 
ations, and  provide  means  to  enable  the  executive  of  this  State  to  carry 
oat  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Sec.  11.  That  the  acts  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier, 

parsed  February  7, 1861,  and  December  24, 1861,  be,  and  the  same  are 

hereby,  repealed. 
Sec.  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 

passage.

Personal.]  WACO,  Tex.,  November  2,  1866. 

Dear  General:  I  arrived  here  this  afternoon,  and  start  to-morrow 
for  Jacksborongh,  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  further  up  the  country. 
Thus  far  1  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  accurate  information  in  regard 
to  the  Indian  depredations,  but  1  am  convinced  that  many  of  the  people 
who  are  moving  in  from  the  frontier  are  doing  it  to  better  their  condi- 
tion, and  not  from  any  fear  they  may  have  of  the  Indians ;  for,  instead 
of  stopping  in  the  first  well-settled  and  perfectly  safe  counties  they 
come  to,  they  are  moving  down  towards  the  central  portion  of  the 
State,  within  reaching  distance  of  the  railroad,  so  that  they  may  be 
sure  of  a  market  for  what  they  produce. 
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Governor  Throckmorton,  in  his  conversation  with  m^,  did  not  afford 
me  any  opportunity  to  say  anything  in  regard  to  his  raising  troops  for 
the  defense  of  the  State  border,  merely  allading  to  a  certain  line  on  the 
map  as  designating  those  counties  in  which  the  legislature  bad  author- 
ized the  raising  of  a  regiment,  and  continuing  the  conversation,  without 
paasiog,  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  posts  on  the  Bed  Eiver 
frontier. 

I  have  only  seen  one  individual  who  favors  the  raising  of  these 
troops,  and  he  was  a  Confederate  colonel,  in  rebel  uniform.  If  the 
United  States  Government  does  not  guarantee  tbe  payment  of  these 
troops,  I  doubt  Governor  Throckmorton's  ability  to  raise  anything  but  the 
oMcers;  still,  times  are  hard  on  the  Texan  frontier,  and  men  may  be  found 
Trbo  are  willing  to  enlist.  I  inclose  a  slip  cut  from  the  Waco  Weekly 
Register,  which  shows  that  Governor  Throckmorton  wants  to  raise  the 
troops,  if  he  can.  The  fact  is  that  these  people  are  disloyal,  and  the 
sight  oi  a  blue  uniform  worries  them  badly ;  and  then  another  great 
poiut  is  that,  nnless  the  Army  is  on  the  frontier,  the  border  counties 
kare  no  market  for  what  they  raise,  and  unless  the  troops  are  sent 
there  they  will  not  be  able  to  accumulate  anything.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  Indians  have  committed  outrages,  but  not  by  any  means 
to  the  extent  that  certain  interested  parties  would  like  the  United  States 
Government  to  believe. 

If  this  border  regiment  is  raised  ex-rebels  will  be  the  officers,  and 
eventually  the  State  of  Texas  will  call  on  the  government  to  refund  the 
amount  expended  in  raising,  equipping,  and  supporting  it. 

Tbe  cotton  crop  in  this  county  averages  a  bale  to  the  acre,  and  is  by 
far  the  largest  ever  raised. 

Tbe  freed  men  are  working  well,  but  they  will  not  be  able  t%  gather 
all  tbe  crop,  it  is  so  much  larger  than  anticipated.  Brevet  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Evans  has  his  company  in  a  splendid  state  of  discipline,  but 
needs  33  more  horses  to  mount  his  recruits.  Money  should  be  sent 
bere  to  take  up  the  vouchers  issued  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 
The  people  hold  $4,000  worth  of  them,  and  there  has  been  no  money 
since  June  last.

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August  15, 1S70. — ^Colonel  Reynolds,  In  forwarding  the  cooimnnication 
of  the  f^vemor,  remarked  that  the  circular,  copy  h6rewith,  approved 
by  the  War  Department  June  20, 1868,  provided  them  with  subsistence 
from  the  aiipplies  of  the  United  States  posts  near  which  they  might  ren- 
dezvous. The  governor's  letter,  &c.,  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  by  tbe  Adjutant-General,  Septembers,  1870,  with  the  remark  that, 
^'a  demand  will  certainly  be  made  in  the  future  for  reimbursement  of 
esi>ense8  and  pay  of  the  volunteers  by  the  United  States  Oovernment," 
for  which  reason,  and  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  future  claims,  the 
Secretary,  September  22,  1870,  directed  that  Colonel  Keynolds  be  in- 
structed (as  in  previous  orders)  that  the  civil  authorities  of  the  State  of 
Texas  would  not  be  permitted  to  make  war  on  the  Indians.  Colonel 
Reynolds  was  so  informed  by  letter,  dated  September  24, 1870  (here- 
with). 

September  7, 1870. — ^The  commanding  officer  of  one  of  these  ranger 
companies  was  instructed  by  Colonel  Reynolds  to  proceed  with  his 
company  to  the  vicinity  of  Old  Camp  Colorado,  Texas,  and  to  draw  sub- 
sitence  from  the  commanding  officer  of  United  States  troops  at  Fort 
Concho,  Texas,  and  stating  that  the  chief  commissary  of  subsistence, 
Department  of  Texas,  would  furnish  detail  instructions. 

September  13, 1870. — ^The  commissary  referred  to  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
missary-General of  Sobsistence  United  States  Army  the  correspondence, 
&c,  relative  to  the  supplying  of  these  troops,  and  remarked  that  the 
troops  were  now  drawing  rations  from  the  United  States,  by  direction 
of  Colonel  Reynolds,  commanding  department.  The  chief  commissary 
of  subsistence,  Military  Division  of  South,  in  forwanling  the  papers,  re- 
marked that  the  *Mssue  of  rations  to  Texas  volunteers  was  not  author- 
ized by  the  major-general  commanding  the  division." 

September  27, 1870. — ^The  Commissary -General  of  Subsistence  United 
States  Army  referred  the  papers  to  this  office,  and  remarked  that  the 
appropriation  for  the  subsistence  for  the  Army  for  the  current  year 
would  not  probably  bear  the  heavy  expense  of  subsisting  the  Texas 
volunteers,  if  to  be  long  continued,  and  especially  invited  attention  to 
tbe  sixth  section  of  the  act  calling  out  these  troops,  wherein  it  is  specifi- 
cally provided  that  said  rangers  were  to  be  furnished  with  provisions 
at  tbe  expense  of  the  State. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  whole  case,  the  Secretary  of  War,  under 
dale  October  18,  1870,  directed  as  follows:  ^^ Memoranda. — General 
Reynolds  to  be  informed  that  he  is  not  to  subsist  or  pay  the  Texas 
troops.  Direct  him  to  notify  governor  of  Texas  accordingly;  and  that 
BO  claim  for  payment  for  their  services,  or  for  subsistence,  or  any  other 
accoQot,  would  be  recognizeil.'' 
Tbe  facts  connected  with  this  subsistence  question  are  as  follows : 
September  n J 1870. — By  Special  Orders  No.  113,  Headquarters  Depart- 
ment of  Texas,  the  Texan  troops  were  authorized  to  be  furnished  sub- 
sistence, &C. 

October  6,  1870. — Colonel  Reynolds  was  telegraphed  to  revoke  said 
order,  which  was  accordingly  done  October  7,  1870,  by  Special  Orders 
Ko.  128,  Headquarters  Department  of  Texas. 

October  8, 1870. — Governor  Davis  telegraphed  the  Adjutant-General 
UDited  States  Army  requesting  that  subsistence  to  the  State  troops  be 
coDtinued,  notwithstanding  Special  Orders  No.  128  referred  to,  and 
Btated  that,  if  subsistence  would  be  furnished,  the  State  would  refund 
all  expenses  incurred  by  the  United  States. 

October  12, 1870. — Governor  Davis  was  telegraphed  that  his  dispatch 
^as  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  President,  and  that  it 
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was  decided  that  rations  coold  not  be  issued.    Oa  the  same  day  Colonel 
Eeynolds  was  notified  of  this  action. 

October  13, 1870. — Colonel  Reynolds  telegraphed  the  Adjutant-General 
United  States  Army  that  he  "just  had  interview  with  Governor  Davis; 
he  has  received  your  telegram  of  yesterday";  and  stated  that  the  gov- 
ernor desired  to  know  whether  the  State  troops  now  in  the  field  would 
be  permitted  to  remain,  the  State  supplying  them  in  all  respects,  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  United  States. 

October  19, 1870.— Colonel  Eeynolds  was  telegraphed  (in  answer  to 
preceding  telegram)  not  to  subsist  or  pay  troops,  and  to  notify  governor 
of  Texas  accordingly;  also,  that  no  claim  for  payment  for  their  serv- 
ices, or  for  subsistence,  or  on  any  other  account,  would  be  recognized. 

October  29, 1870. — Acknowledged  the  receipt  of  this,  and  stated  that 
the  instructions  therein  were  fully  carried  out  on  the  7th  instant,  and 
that  he  had  notified  Governor  Davis  of  the  decision  of  the  War  De^jart- 
inent. 

No  further  correspondence  appears  in  the  case. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  these  rangers  were  not  only 
refused  recognition  by  the  War  Department,  but  were  positively  pro- 
hibited from  carrying  out  the  provisions  for  which  raised ;  this,  in  con- 
nection with  the  fact  that  from  the  initial  the  United  States  authorities 
declared  that  neither  pay,  subsistence,  nor  any  other  emolument  or 
supply  would  be  furnished  the  force,  and  the  declarations  of  the  State 
authorities  that  the  United  States  would  not  be  called  u|>on  to  bear  any 
expense  whatever  iu  the  support  of  said  force ;  and,  finally,  that  no 
service  appears  or  is  claimed  to  have  been  rendered  by  it. 

It  is  submitted  that  Congress  should  not  encourage  claims  of  this 
kind.  If  encouraged,  constant  claims  will  result  from  governors  o( 
States  and  Territories  calling  out  troops  without  authority  from  the 
President,  and  in  the  face  of  the  War-Department  notification  that  the 
troops  will  not  be  recognized.  Such  was  the  case  with  the  Montana 
militia,  for  which  claims  are  now  pending,  and  such  will  ever  be  the 
case  if  precedent  be  established  or  continued. 

The  President  is  by  law  the  judge  of  the  necessity,  and  if  he  declines 
to  yield  to  requests  to  call  out  militia  or  volunteers,  the  matter  shoald 
there  rest.

I  have  examined  Senate  bill  165,  Forty-fifth  Congress,  first  session, 
and  deem  it  simply  monstrous. 

The  Texas  Bangers,  so  called,  have  been  a  source  of  danger  to  tbe 
United  States,  rather  than  assistance,  in  the  matter  of  frontier  defense. 

By  the  within  report  it  is  seen  that  the  governor  of  Texas  himself 
disclaims  any  purpose  of  construing  this  force  as  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  At  no  single  instant  of  time  has  it  been  construed  as 
a  part  of  the  military  force  on  the  border  of  Texas ;  never  has  been 
*<  mustered";  but, on  the  contrary, Congress  has  all  the  time  beencuttin^r 
down  the  strength  of  the  Regular  Army  in  the  interest  of  economy.  If 
Texas  may  add  $1,700,000  to  the  military  expenses  for  the  alleged  in- 
adequate protection,  other  States  and  Territories  will  swell  it  to  a  hun- 
dred millions.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War^  transmitting  a  report  concerning  the 
history  and  character  of  certain  claims  of  the  8tate  of  Texas.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  ^oase  of  Rep- 
resentatives, in  accordance  with  the  request  of  its  Sabcommittee  on 
Appropriations,  a  report  concerning  the  history  and  character  of  certain 
claims  of  the  State  of  Texas.

Sib:  In  compliance  with  verbal  instructions  received  from  you,  I 
have  carefully  examined  all  the  evidence  found  concerning  the  history 
»nd  character  of  certain  claims  of  the  State  of  Texas  against  the 
United  States,  and  as  the  result  of  that  examination  I  have  the  honor 
to  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

The  claims  are  for  reimbursement  of  expenditures  alleged  to  have 
been  made  for  the  payment  and  support  of  volunteers,  or  rangers,  prior 
to  the  rebellion. 

The  troops,  it  is  asserted,  were  temporarily  employed  at  various  dates, 
between  November  1, 1854,  and  some  time  in  September,  1860,  for  the 
purpose  of  suppressing  Indian  hostilities  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas. 

The  evidence  bearing  upon  this  case  is  interspersed  through  many 
printed  public  documents,  and,  in  addition  to  what  is  contained  in  them, 
it  forms  many  pages  of  manuscript  (copies  annexed)  heretofore  unfolded 
in  any  public  print. 

The  merits  of  the  claims  may  be  the  better  understood,  at  this  late 
<)ate,  by  bestowing  a  glance  at  the  condition  of  affairs  which  may  have 
rendered  it  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  to  employ  Texan  rangers,  or 
volunteers,  within  that  State. 

Taming  to  the  President's  message  of  December  6, 1852,  so  much  of 
it  as  relates  to  Indians  in  Texas  reads : 

Experience  has  shown,  however,  that  whenever  the  two  races  are  bronght  into  con- 
tact, collisions  will  inevitably  occor.  To  prevent  these  collisions  the  United  States 
^vegeQeraily  set  apart  portions  of  their  territory  for  the  exclnsive  oconpation  of  the 
lodiao  tribes.  A  difficulty  occnrs,  however,  in  the  application  of  this  policy  to  Texas. 
^y  the  terms  of  the  compact  by  which  that  State  was  admitted  into  the  Union,  she 
retaioed  the  ownership  of  all  the  vacant  lands  within  her  limits.  The  government  of 
that  State,  it  is  understood,  has  assigned  no  portion  of  her  territory  to  the  Indians ; 
"Qt,  u  fast  as  her  settlements  advance,  lays  it  off  into  counties,  and  proceeds  to  sur- 
vey and  sell  it. 

This  policy  manifestly  tends  not  only  to  alarm  and  irritate  the  Indians,  bnt  to  com- 
pel them  to  resort  to  plunder  for  subsistence.  It  also  deprives  this  government  of 
tut  inflaeoce  and  control  over  them  without  which  no  durable  peace  can  ever  exist 
hetween  them  and  the  whites.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  a  due  regard  for  her  own  ioter- 
»ts,  apart  from  considerations  of  humanity  and  JusticCi  will  induce  that  State  to 
^>gn  a  small  portion  of  her  vast  domain  for  the  provisional  occupancy  of  the  small 
femuantsof  tribes  within  her  borders,  subject,  of  course,  to  her  ownership  and  eventual 
jorisidictioo.

It  is  hoped,  however,  that  a  timely  and 
l^n  provisioQ  by  Texas  may  avert  this  evil.    •    •    • 

(See  House  Executive  Document  No.  1,  second  session,  Thirty-second  Congress.) 
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Passiog  to  a  later  date,  Janaary  30,  1855,  it  is  found  tbat  the  Com- 
missioner of  Indian  Affairs  remarked  of&cially  as  follows; 

Texas  baviDg  retained  all  her  lands  and  the  exclnsive  jurisdiction  over  them,  it  wu 
impossible  for  the  United  States  to  exercise  any  supervision  over  the  trade  and  ioter- 
course  with  her  Indians,  or  the  necessary  control  over  the  latter,  to  prevent  difficulties 
between  them  "hud  the  citizens  of  the  State.  Under  these  circnmstanees  it  was  not  in 
the  power  of  the  government  to  manage  our  Indian  relations  there  in  as  efficient  a 
manner  as  it  might  otherwise  have  done.  It  was,  therefore,  in  a  position  not  to  beheld 
responsible  for  any  difficulties  or  depredations  which  may  have  arisen  out  of  snchi 
state  of  things,  which  was  made  known  from  year  to  year  throngh  the  annual  reports 
of  this  office,  and  the  necessity  urged  of  Texas  setting  apart  a  district  of  country  for 
the  location  and  residence  of  her  Indians,  and  the  cession  of  sufficient  jurisdictiou  ov«r 
it  to  enable  the  government  to  manage  them  and  the  trade  and  intercourse  of  the 
whites  with  them  in  a  more  efficient  and  proper  manner.  It  was  not  until  last  seal 
that  Texas  consented  to,  and  made  provisions  for,  such  an  arrangement.    *    *    * 

(See  House  Reports  of  Committees  No.  151,  second  session,  Thirty-second  Congras.) 

By  an  act  of  Gong^ress  approved  June  12, 1858,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  was  directed  '^  to  accept  and  survey  tbe  Indian  reservation  des- 
ignated by  an  act  of  tbe  legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas  approved 
February  4, 1856,  and  to  appoint  an  agent  for  said  reservation."  (330, 
Stat.  11.) 

Indian  troubles  in  Texas  seem  to  have  commenced  anew,  or  were  con- 
tinued, in  1852,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  a  letter  (I)  •  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  to  the  governor  of  Texas,  explaining  responsibilities  cou- 
nected  with  them. 

On  account  of  various  conflicts  renewed  between  the  people  of  the 
State  and  the  Indians  in  the  year  1854,  General  Persifer  F.  Smitb,  then 
commanding  the  Department  of  Texas,  was  authorized  or  instructed 
'4o  call  upon  the  governor  for  aid  should  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
require  it  in  repelling  Indian  incursions''  (2);  and  he  was  instructed  fur- 
ther: ^'In  such  event  you  will  make  requisition  for  such  number  of 
mounted  men  as  you  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary,  who,  while 
in  service,  will  be  supplied  with  ammunition,  forage,  and  sabsisteuce  hy 
the  United  States  (2). 

After  the  issue  of  said  authority,  the  Secretary  of  War  decided  that 
it  applied  only  to  aid  required  ^^  in  repelling  Indian  incursions  aud  to 
pursue  and  punish  hostile  Indians-'  (3  aud  4). 

The  various  organizations  of  volunteers  on  account  of  which  these 
claims  accrued  appear  to  have  been  employed,  as  it  were,  by  clas^tes, 
under  certain  peculiar  circumstances,  at  different  times;  they  there- 
fore will  be  classified  herein  as  facts  are  developed  in  conneutioa  with 
their  services.

In  1854  six  companies  of  volunteers  were  called  into  service  by  the 
governor  of  Texas,  and,  as  State  troops,  were  organized  as  follows

ferred  that  the  War  Department  letter  (13)  of  Aagaat  29, 1854,  was  not 
particalarly  heeded  by  the  governor,  or  that  he  did  not  really. expect 
the  general  government  to  recognize  and  pay  for  the  services  of  Gallas 
han*s  company.  On  the  5th  of  September,  1855,  his  excellency  was  at 
Sao  Antonio,  where  he  hoped  bnt  failed  to  see  General  Smith  in  regard 
to  certain  Indian  depredations.  There  he  wrote  (29)  to  the  department 
commander  concerning  military  projects,  and  concladed  by  calling  at- 
tention to  the  good  which  had  resulted  from  the  employment  of  Calla- 
han's company ;  by  dwelling  upon  the  embarrassing  position  of  the 
executive  of  the  State,  and  by  expressing  distrust  in  relation  to  the 
propriety  of  employing  volunteers.  During  this  same  month  he  also 
wrote  several  communications  (30-36)  to  various  citizens  promising  he 
woald  call  oat  more  volunteers  if  General  Smith  did  not  act.  No  evi- 
dence appears  in  the  correspondence  to  show  that  the  governor  actually 
made  any  call  within  the  last  half  of  the  year  1855,  for  the  organization 
or  service  of  an  additional  force. 

General  Smith  was  communicating  officially  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment during  the  above-mentioned  times  (26-^1),  and  in  no  case  has  it 
been  discovered,  from  the  tenor  of  his  letters,  that  he  recognized  any 
actual  necessity  for  the  employment  of  the  Callahan  company,  or  that 
the  latter  acted  in  concert  with  the  government  troops.  The  corre- 
spondence (31),  however,  shows  conclusively  that  in  September,  1855,  it 
was  expected  certain  Texans  would  make  a  hostile  expedition  into 
Mexico  (37).    . 

Ou  the  night  of  the  1st  or  2d  of  October,  1855,  such  an  expedition 
was  made,  and  J.  H.  Callahan  was  its  commander.  A  party  (38)  of 
about  one  hundred  and  ten  Texans  (52)  secretly  crossed  the  Bio  Grande, 
abont  three  miles  below  Fort  Duncan,  to  the  Mexican  side.  The  Texans 
had  a  fight  with  Mexicans  and  Indians,  and  were  driven  back  into  Pie- 
dras  Negras,  a  Mexican  village  opposite  to  Fort  Duncan.  While  occupy- 
iog  that  village  the  Texans  set  fire  to  it  and  burned  it  up ;  General 
Smith  stated  '*  most  wantonly,  for  it  was  occupied  by  a  poor  class  of 
people  generally  engaged  in  cultivation  of  small  plats  of  ground,"  &c. 
(For  full  particulars  see  annexed  papers,  dated  in  October,  1855.) 

The  poverty  of  the  said  people  may  now  puzzle  the  public  mind,  in 
Tiew  of  the  fact  that,  at  this  time,  claims  amounting  to  $11,397,988.43, 
for  property  alleged  to  have  been  destroyed  and  damages  accrued  from 
Callaban^s  operations  at  Piedras  Kegras,  are  pending  l^fore  the  Ameri- 
can and  Mexican  joint  commission  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

Two  other  organizations,  in  addition  to  the  Callahan  company,  were 
connected  with  the  raid  into  Mexico.  They  were  those  of  Captains  N. 
Benton  and  W.  K.  Henry.  The  latter  commanded  one  of  the  six  com- 
panies referred  to  in  claiss  one.  On  the  14th  March,  1855,  members  of 
his  company  had  broken  open  the  post-office  at  D'harris,  and  pillaged 
the  town ;  some  were  discharged  for  misconduct  on  the  march ;  the 
lieatenant,  Jackson,  was  under  arrest }  and  charges  were  on  hand 
ft^iost  the  captain,  for  misconduct  while  drunk  (19).  On  the  same  day 
when  Captain  Burbank  was  writing  his  report  (38)  at  Fort  Duncan,  in 
relation  to  the  Callahan  expedition,  the  governor  was  writing  (39)  at 
^Q  Antonio  to  the  lieutenant  of  Callahan's  company.  One  wrote 
concerning  re-enforcements:  "If  the  Texans  should  persist  in  crossing 

^the  Rio  Grande)  acting  under  the  orders  of  the  governor,  as  they  appear 

to  be  doing,  I  have  no  force  sufficient  to  oppose  them,  admitting  it  to  be 

my  duty  to  do  so.''    The  other  wrote:  "Your  company  will  be  mustered

The  headini;  on  Captain  Tom^s  company  roll  refers  to  an  ^*  advisory 
letter  from  the  adjntant-general  of  Texas,"  on  the  17th  October,  1855, 
bat  a  copy  of  the  letter  is  not  found  (61). 

William  Tom's  company  was  raised,  it  is  asserted,  at  San  Antonio, 
and  it  was  supported  by  a  vigilance  committee  (61).  He  figured  in 
class  one  as  second  lieutenant  of  Henry's  company ;  next,  in  class  two 
(losing  his  grun  and  a  pack-horse  in  Mexico),  as  a  private  of  Callahan's 
company  (discharged  October  19, 1S55),  and  now  in  this  class  (three)  as 
captain  on  the  18th  October,  1855,  or  one  day  before  he  was  discharged 
from  Callahan's  company.  The  signatures  on  the  vouchers  filed  fix  his 
identity  as  one  and  the  same  Individual  in  connection  with  the  above 
facts. 

Captain  Tom  certifies  that  he  mustered  his  company  out  of  service 
00  the  16th  November,  1855,  under  the  instructions  of  Capt.  H.  £. 
McColloeh  (60}).  William  O.  Tobin's  company,  it  is  certified  on  the 
TOQcfaers,  was  raised  and  organised  at  San  Antonio.  The  captain  classed 
his  muster-roll  as  a  report,  ^* commencing  on  the  12th  day  of  October, 
1S55,  and  ending  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1855."  He  swears  that, 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  the  men  of  his  company  were 
actively  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the  State  during  the  above- 
mentioned  time  (61).  Powers  of  attorney,  several  in  number,  filed 
vith  the  Touchers,  give  a  slight  explanation  of  one  of  the  purposes 
for  which  this  company  was  organised  by  stating  it  was  to  operate 
against  the  ^^Texas  Indians." 

Levi  BnglMfM  Cimpaiijr.— Concerning  this  a  certificate,  under  date  of 
Deoember  1, 1855,  states  that  a  list  therewith  contains  the  names  of  men 
vho  were  under  English's  command  and  did  active  service  from  August 
6  ontil  November  13,  1855.  To  this  certificate  the  name  of  Levi  Eng- 
lish appears  as  having  been  signed  by  a  bold  hand.  Papers  of  a  subse- 
quent date  show  that  the  captain  made  his  cross-mark  in  1856  instead  of 
<>^$rDing  his  name.  He,  or  a  person  of  the  same  name,  still  lived  in  July, 
1861,  and  at  that  time  made  his  cross-mark  to  an  afiidavit  setting  forth 
as  follows : 

*'That  the  members  of  said  (English's)  company  received  pay  for  one  month's  serv- 
ice from  the  6th  dav  of  Angnst,  1H&5,  to  the  5tb  day  of  September,  1855,  inclasive, 
'^  the  treasurer  of  the  State  of  Texas  " ;  and  *'  that  said  company  was  actively  em- 
pW^  in  the  military  service  of  said  State  for  the  time  herein  specified,  and  was  snb- 
MqMotly  diabaoded,  there  being  no  mostering  ofBcer,  therefore  no  moster-ont  roU." 

.  The  captain  made  a  power  of  attorney  (139)  November  11, 1855,  and 
in  Bo  doing  swore  that  his  Company  served  against  the  ^*  Texas  Indians."

tor  iliruemoathaof  lervioe  extend  over  as  long  k  period  of  time  aa  possible. 

Tlie  instractiona  also  warned  tbe  lieutenants  to  exercise  extreme  can 
"on,  so  as  not  to  give  offense  to  friendly  tribes  of  Indians,  especially 
tlioseoQ  the  reservations,  and  concluded  by  pointing  out  tlie  mode  ol 
'''[>"rts  anil  accounts  to  be  made  and  transmitted  to  the  governor. 

''y  reference  to  tbe  lists  filed  as  substitutes  for  muster-rolls,  com 
P'Wies  appear  to  have  been  organized  as  follows : 
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John  H^^ODLer  iras  elected  lientetiant  on  the  2d  December,  1857,  aoil 
■was  commissioned  to  tUat  office  by  the  governor  on  the  19th  December, 
1857  (82). 

John  S.  Hodpes  was  elected  lieutenant  of  the  Neill  Bobinson  company 
on  the  14th  of  December,  1857,  and  was  commissioned  co  tbat  office  by 
the  governor  on  the  19th  December,  1S67  (81). 

Thomas  C.  Frost  (33)  mnstered  bis  company  into  service  on  the  2lBt 
December,  1857. 

On  the  9tb  January,  1858,  the  governor  notified  the  department  com- 
mander of  new  depredutions  committed  in  the  connties  of  Erath  and 
Bosque,  and  reqaested  that  a  monnted  force  should  be  sent  to  that  fron- 
tier, or  tbat  authority  should  be  given  to  the  State  to  raise  iwo  or  three 
companies  of  mounted  volunteers  to  meet  the  existing  emergency. 
(House  Executive  Document  No.  27,  second  session  Thirly-fihh  Congress, 
page  3.) 

In  a  reply  of  tho  13th  be  waa  informed  tbat  troops  would  be  sent  in 
pursuit,  and  the  commanding  general  stated:  "I  regret  to  say  I  am  not 
authorized  to  call  for  volunteers,  and  can  only  employ  the  force  doit  uI 
my  disposal."    {Ibid.,  4.) 

On  tho  same  date,  in  reporting  the  above  correspondence  to  Head- 
quarters of  the  Army,  General  Twiggs  wrote:  "  It  is  extremely  morti- 
fying to  be  placed  in  this  situation  with  an  inadequate  force."    {Ibid.,'i.] 

On  the  same  date  one  John  Forbes,  in  writing,  handed  to  the  tr- 
emor reports  of  tiie  7th  and  8th  January,  1858,  from  Lieutenants  Frost 
and  Carmaclt,  the  three  co  nmuuicatious  stating  in  substance  that  In- 
diana had  recently  entered  the  counties  of  Comanche,  Bosque,  Eraili. 
and  Palo  Pinto,  on  another  foray,  and  in  a  bold,  audacious  maoner,  com- 
mitted depredations  ;  two  citizens  and  a  negro  killed,  two  persons  tateo 
prisoners,  and  about  one  hundred  and  fitty  horses  driven  off.  Citizens 
pursued  the  Indians,  but  failed  to  overtake  them.  Frost  believed  tbe 
reserve  Indians  were  concerned  in  the  affair.  [Ibid.,  5-7.)  Two  days 
later  the  goxernor  wrote  to  Congressmen  Bryan  and  Regan,  inclosed 
copies  of  the  letters  from  Frost,  Carmack,  and  Forbes,  and  urged  llie 
members  of  Congress  to  press  action  on  the  government.     {Ibid.,  i.) 

On  tbe  16th  January,  1858,  a  resolution  of  the  State  le^slatnre  was 
approved,  requiring  the  Texas  Kepresentatii'es  in  Congress  to  "  call  th« 
attention  of  the  general  government  to  the  freqneDtly-recurring  depre- 
dations committed  by  the  Indians,"  •  •  •  "  to  urge  the  adoption  of 
a  more  adequate  system  of  protection  against  them,"  •  •  •  and  "to 
assist  those  of  our  citizens  whoso  property  may  have  been  stolen  or  de- 
stroyed by  the  Indians  aforesaid  to  «!nforce  their  claims  for  indeinnity 
against  the  general  government  in  such  manuer  as  to  them  may  seem 
most  effective."    (Ibid.,  8.) 

S.  H.  Neightwurs,  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  Texas,  to  tbe 
Commissioner  at  Washington,  under  date  of  January  17, 1868,  recapit- 
ulated Indian  depredations  committed  since  November  1, 1867 ;  traced 
gailt  to  northern  tribes  not  belonging  to  tbe  State;  referred  to  former 
reports  concerning  tbe  starving  condition  of  certain  iDfliane*,  defeoded 
character  of  tbe  tribes  on  Texas  reserves ;  attritrated  cause  of  depreds- 
tiOQB  to  failure  of  tbe  government  to  place  certain  Indians  under  proper 
control,  and  not  to  a  failure  on  the  part  of  Indian  agents  of  Texas  or  of 
military  authorities  to  perform  faithfully  the  duty  intmsted  to  them; 
condemned  the  practice  of  the  general  government  giving,  as  sDnnal 
presents,  arms  and  ammunition  to  hostile  Indiana,  and  concladed  by 
stating  that  the  citizens  are  preparing  claims  against  the  goveromeDt 
for  indemnity  for  losses  sustained.     {Ibid.,  9.) 
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The  depnrtment  commaDder,  in  transmitting  to  Army  headquarters  a 
copy  of  the  saperintcndent's  letter,  stated : 

As  I  do  not  UDderstaiid  the  |$o1lcy  of  the  goYemment  in  arming;  those  Indians  who 
It  id  Dotorioosly  known  to  be  those  Ihat  are  harassing  the  Texas  frontier,  I  do  not  com- 
plain of  it,  bat  think  it  strange  that  sach  things  are.    {Ihid,j  8.) 

An  extract  from  a  publication  in  the  Austin  Intelligencer  of  about 
January  28,  185S,  gives  the  following : 

The  Indiant. — Captain  John  H.  Conner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  Governor  Pease 
to  look  after  the  recent  Indian  depredations,  came  to  town  yesterday  and  made  a  re- 
port of  some  skirmishes,  in  which  he  had  one  man  wounded,  and  killed  *'one  Indian 
ibat  he  got,*'  and  perhaps  one  more.  Five  citizens  of  Brown  County  have  been  killed 
and  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  horses  driven  off.  The  frontiersmen  are  retreating 
to  the  settlements,  and  the  greatest  consternation  prevails. 

A  bill  passed  both  branches  of  the  legitlatnre  yesterday,  authorizing  the  governor  to 
rail  out  one  hundred  rangers  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier,  and  appropriating 
•TH.iiOO  for  the  purpose. 

ThM  is  a  step  in  the  right  dirfction.  What  with  the  Utah  war  and  Kansas,  the 
United  States  fails  to  afford  Texas  the  protection  necessary  to  save  the  scalps  of  our 
citiztfLS.  Let  us  therefore  protect  ourselves  and  charge  the  bill  to  Uncle  Sam.  The 
Vj^ihlature  has  noblv  performed  its  duty  ;  let  the  governor  see  t.»  getting  the  right  sort 
yl  men.    {Ibid,,  13.) 

With  the  flourishing  article  above  quoted,  and  in  the  events  following 
its  issue,  the  companies  of  Carmack,  Conner,  Hodges,  and  Frost,  as  well 
as  the  service  rendered  by  them,  seemingly  sunk  into  insignificance,  as 
tbe  evidence  found,  and  to  be  hereafter  referred  to,  does  not  appear  to 
liistorically  bear  any  relation  to  these  four  companies. 

Class  VI. 

By  an  act  of  January  27,  1858,  the  legislature  appropriated  $70,000 
to  *'pay  Capt.  John  S.  Ford's  compftuies"  (137),  and  these  will  presently 
appear  in  the  field. 

By  a  joint  resolution  approved  January  28, 1858,  the  State  set  forth 
its  grievances  on  account  of  Indian  forays,  and  from  the  general  gov- 
ernment sought  protection  for  the  citizens,  and  suggested  that  certain 
restrictions  should  be  enforced  concerning  the  Indians  on  the  Texas 
reserves.  (Hoase  Executive  Document  No.  27,  second  session  Thirty- 
fifth  Congress,  page  13.) 

On  that  same  date  the  governor  appointed  and  commissioned  John  S. 
Ford  as  captain  (84).  He  was  instructed  and  directed  to  take  com- 
mand of  the  troops  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  Texas  called  out  to 
protect  the  frontier;  he  was  authorized  to  organize  ** the  one  hundred 
^(litional  men,^  and  was  ordered  as  follows: 

Iq  all  matierB  pertainiDi;  to  yoar  duties  as  connnander  of  tbe  State  troops,  yon  will 
^(H»perate  with  tiie  officers  of  the  Re^alar  Army,  if  expedient,  convenient,  or  practica- 
ble; also,  with  the  Indian  agents.  Tbe  interests  of  the  frontier  require  the  existence 
^f  a  good  nnderstanding  l>etween  tbe  officers  of  this  State  and  those  of  the  United. 
States,  as  weU  as  concert  of  action,  when  it  can  be  bad  without  detriment  to  tbe  effi- 
tiepcy  or  tbe  good  of  tbe  State  service.  •  *  •  t  impress  npon  yon  tbe  necessity  of 
^tion  and  energr.  FoUow  any  and  all  trails  of  hostile  or  sospeoted  hostile  Indians 
yoa  Btty  diseovel^and,  if  possible,  overtake  and  chastise  them  if  nnfriendly.   ( Ibid.,  14.) 

January  30, 1858,  the  department  commander  transmitted  to  Army 
beadqaarters  an  account  of  Indian  depredations  south  of  Belknap,  and 
stated: 

AH  the  disposable  force  of  cavalry  from  Camp  Venle,  Fort  Mason,  Camps  Colorado 
fod  Cooper,  have  been  ordered  to  that  part  of  Texas,  leaving  other  portions  of  the  front- 
^<  in  mne  measovoy  unprotected.  This  is  all  I  can  do  with  the  present  force.  This 
H  tbe  first  time  in  a  nnmner  of  years  that  the  Indians  have  committed  depredations  in 
tkat  vicinity.    (lUd.,  12.) 
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On  the  2(1  Febrnary,  lS5f  che  governor  wrote  to  theilepartmentcom- 
tnaoder,  ioclosed  a  copy  of  the  orders  issned  to  Ford,  tendered  the 
troops  to  tbe  governmeut  throngh  the  general  (Twiggs),  and  reqaested 
that  they  be  recognized  and  mastered  into  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States.    [Ibid.,  14.)    The  general  replied  on  tbe  7tb : 

There  is  no  ttuftioTity  by  which  I  can  iwcept  tbe  servicen  of  tUe  company  of  Su'r 
troops  withoDt  firat  rererrinft  the  matter  to  tbe  War  Departnieut ;  tbie  reftrenra  vill, 
honever,  be  immediate];  made.    {Ibid.,  15.) 

On  the  8th  and  9th  Febrnary,  1858,  State  commissions  were  issneil  to 
LientfiDants  Burleson  and  Pitts,  of  Ford's  company  (85).  lu  Marcli. 
1858,  the  governor  reqneated  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  au- 
thorize tbe  employment  of  Texas  volaiiteers  to  take  the  place  of  regaiar 
forces  reported  aa  ordered  to  be  removed  from  the  Texas  frontier  at  an 
early  day.     (Ibid.,  16.)    To  this  the  Secretary  of  War  replied : 

It  is  believed  that  the  regiment  of  mounted  volnnteers  antborized  to  be  rai»eil  (or 
service  in  yonr  Stale  under  act  of  April  7,  lfc58,  will  be  aufHcieiit  to  replace  [he  SecoDil 
Regiment'  of  Cavalry,  ordered  from  Texas  to  Kanane.    {Ibid,  Iti.) 

The  regiment  of  Texas  volnnteers  anthori/.ed  by  the  aforementioned 
act  does  not  appear  to  have  been  raised,  for  the  reason  that  Congress 
did  iiot  make  appropriations  to  meet  the  expenses  which  would  follotr. 
By  reference  to  correspondence  in  January  and  February,  1860,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  War  Department  was  at  that  time  asked  by  the  Senate 
Military  Committee  to  send  in  eatimatea  of  the  amount  necessary  to  j)ay, 
arm,  and  support  the  regiment  for  one  year.  Tbe  estimatea  were  tniu^ 
mitted,  but  no  subsequent  action  appears  to  have  been  taken.  (Senate 
Document  Xo.  '2\,  pages  20,  21,  first  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

On  the  21st  May,  1858,  Lieut.  A.  Nelson,  of  Ford's  Texas  Itangers, 
reported  two  eugngements  in  which  his  command  operated  agaiusi 
Comanche  Indians,  on  the  12tb  instant,  on  tbe  north  side  of  the  Cana- 
diau  River.     Elated  at  a  success,  be  remarked  : 

In  this,  as  their  first  engagement,  both  ofBcera  and  men  under  my  command  bora 
themaelres  f-allantly,  and  as  uiin  sensible  they  bad  to  maintain  the  character  of  Tcim 
Bangers.  (House  KiecutiveDotnment  27,  Btcond  session  ThiHy-flfth  Concrew,  p»g* 
21.) 

The  particulars  of  these  engagements  are  detailed  in  Captain  Ford's  re- 
Xmrt  of  May  22, 1858,  from  which  it  appears  that  his  command,  together 
with  certain  Indian  allies  from  the  Texas  reserves,  passed  into  the  Indian 
Territory,  and  there  tbe  spies  of  the  expedition,  who  had  discovered 
Comanche  Indians  "running  buffalo,"  had  gotten  a  correct  notion  of 
their  camp  by  watching  the  pack-animals  as  they  transported  bnffalo- 
meat  to  it.    The  captain  reports : 

I  prepared  to  move  upon  the  rnemy  irithcnt  deliiy.  When  T\e  teached  tbe  Fm» 
Smith  and  Santa  F6  road,  n-e  saw  Comanches  movinp  about  in  tbe  valley  bejoud  tt« 
"divide,"  apparently  unconscious  of  our  proximity.  'Whenlhey  bad  gonewerwniueil 
OUT  march,  confining  ouiselvea  to  (he  low  grounds  and  ravines,  to  keep  oat  of  Mg'i'- 

Tbe  next  morning  a  small  "  camp  of  five  lodges  was  discovered  and 
taken.  Two  Comanches  tied  toward  the  Canadian,  and  were  followed 
by  tbe  whole  command  at  nearly  full  speed-"  In  pursuing  the  two  '"' 
dians  another  camp  was  discovered,  surprised,  and  the  enemy  ronted. 
The  bead  chief.  Iron  Jacket,  appeared  in  gorgeous  array,  but  "  fell  n^' 
died  with  balls."  The  second  chief  was  also  killed,  aud  the  Comaoch** 
were  pursued  and  punished  until  the  pursuers'  horses  were  exbaosteii' 
To  sum  op  tbe  affair  from  the  captain's  remarks : 

Tbe  forces  of  the  enemy  in  these  two  engsgements  amounted  t«  npward  of  IbrM 
hnndred.    The  CBptnrcd  oamp  had  seveoly  loilges  and  Sr««.    Tbe  other  party  >»°'' 

'  This  regiment  continued  on  doty  in  the  State  July,  1656.    ( Ibid.,  US.) 
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bficd  orer  one  handred.  Onr  entire  force  was  two  bnodred  and  thirteen.  The  loes  0£ 
the  enemj,  aaoertained  by  actual  ooant  of  thoHe  remaining  on  the  field,  was  as  follows : 
First  engagement,  killed  69:  second  engagement,  killed  7:  total,  76.  Oar  Iors,  first 
en;Ta£ement,  killed  1,  wonnded  2 ;  second  engagement,  killed  1,  woonded  1  ;Xtotal, 
kiUed  2,  wounded  3. 

The  enemj  had  many  wounded,  but  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the  n  mber,>  d 
therefore  no  guess  at  it  will  be  made. 

We  captored  over  three  hnndred  head  of  horses;  most  of  them  are  in  possession  of 
friendly  Indians ;  some  fifty  or  sixty  are  in  the  hands  of  my  men.  There  are  few,  if 
aoy,  Ameriean  horses  among  them.    We  took  eighteen  prisoners,  mostly  women  and 

chUdxeo.

Theeondnct  of  the  men  under  my  command  was  characterized  by  obedience,  patience, 
lod  peneTerance.  They  behaved,  while  under  lire,  in  a  i^allant  and  soldier-lilie  man* 
oer,  and  I  think  that  they  have  folly  vindicated  their  right  to  be  recognized  as  Texas 
Rangers  of  the  old  stamp.    (Ibid,,  17.) 

General  Twiggs  arrived  at  lieadqnartcrs  and  assumed  command  of 
the  department  on  the  Ist  of  June,  1858,  and  on  the  following  day  in- 
closed to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  a  copy  of  Ford's  report  of 
the  "  two  engagements'*  in  the  limits  of  the  Cherokee  country.  (JWtf., 
17.) 

Captain  John  S.  Ford  wrote  from  the  Brazos  agency  to  the  governor, 
Qoder  date  of  July  5, 1858,  referred  to  the  arrival  of  two  reserve  In- 
dians, '^  who  had  been  sent  to  the  tribes  east  of  the  Ked  Eiver  to  learn, 
if  possible,  the  parties  who  committed  the  depredations  in  Jack  and  the 
adjoining  counties  in  May  and  June  ;"  and  after  detailing  certain  reports 
obtained,  he  stated : 

The  cootinoed  and  nnaccounted-for  absence  of  the  Kickapoos  and  Keechia  and  otiier 
circnmstances  point  to  these  people  as  the  prime  movers  of  the  murders  and  depreda- 

tioDs  recently  committed  in  Jack  and  the  contiguous  counties.    (Ibid.,  29.)

There  can  be  no  donbt  of  the  existence  of  an  alliance  between  the  renegade  Kicka- 
poof  and  Keechis  and  the  northern  Comanches  in  making  war  npou  'J'exas. 

The  two  messengers  also  learned  that  the  different  bands  of  Comanches  had  recently 
beld  a  cooncil  and  agreed  to  consolidate  the  seven  bands  into  one,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  nephew  of  the  late  chief  Pa-bah-yn-cah.  They  have  made  treaties  with  all  or 
Dearly  all  the  tribes  residing  east  of  Red  River,  and  the  head-chief  has  taken  all  the 
vcmen,  children,  and  old  men  into  the  Creek  country,  which  he  deems  a  place  of  safety 
fcr  them.  The  other  six  bands  are  to  continue  the  war  upon  the  people  of  Texas  and 
the  reserve  Indians.  In  the  event  of  being  hard  pressed,  they  contemplate,  beyond 
iionbt,  faDing  back  upon  their  head-chief  as  a  point  inaccessible  to  tlieir  enemies,  and 
thus  they  will  convert  the  peoplci  affording  the  refuge  and  their  countenance — their 
allies  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  Should  I  be  continued  in  the  service,  I  should  not 
beutate  to  move  upon  the  point  occupied  by  the  head-chief  of  the  Comanches,  and 
cbistise  him  and  any  others  interfering  or  aiding  in  the  matter  adversely. 

These  Dscts  corroborate  and  substantiate  others  already  reported  to  you,  and  indicate 
the  Deccasity  of  inaognrating  prompt  and  efficient  measures  to  give  protection  to  the 
Irootier,  and  to  punish  the  parties  who  have  grown  rich  by  trafficking  in  the  spoils 
wrested  from  onr  unprotected  citizens.  They  cannot,  in  justice  to  the  frontier,  be 
nverlooked ;  yon  will  pardon  me  for  again  insisting  upon  the  necessity  of  having  a 
Urge  force  in  the  field,  and  the  good  results  to  be  anticipated  from  a  fall  or  winter 
campaign  against  onr  combined  enemies.  This,  in  my  belief,  affords  the  oply  sure 
plan  to  secnre  Texas  against  the  inroads  and  ravages  of  her  savage  and  relentless  foes.

The  general  stated : 

Fort  Davis  is  one  hundred  and  eighty  miles  from  Fort  Lancaster.  This  extreme  dis- 
tance is  without  any  military  poet.  It  is  between  these  points  most  of  the  depreda- 
rioDsonthis  road  are  committed.  The  road  from  this  to  El  Paso  is  traveled  almost 
(Uily^  and  large  amounts  of  property  transported  on  packs  and  trains.  The  San  Diego 
Qail  makes  two  trips  a  month  to  San  Diego  from  this  place  (San  Antonio).  It  is  im- 
portant that  this  road  be  well  guarded,  but  I  have  not  the  force  to  do  it.    ( Thid,,  34.) 

Septemberj  1858. 

-d. — Lieutenant  Van  Camp,  United  States  Army,  reported  concern- 
iog  his  attempt  and  failure  to  enforce  order  at  the  Comanche  agency 
on  the  Clear  Fork  of  the  Brazos.    {Ibid.,  38.)

It  is  all  the  nien  can  do  to  protect  their  stock  tnil  tbeii 
families;  they  cannot  gooot  after  the  Indiana;  the;  are  all  Jookinj;  to  yoa  furalililti 
help  immediately,  and  you  will  gain  a  great  credit  bv  assisting.  It  is  their  wish  Ihil 
jou  send  Captain  Ford,  if  hn  is  convenient,  with  orders  to  enlist  a  company  in  tbf« 
or  the  adjoining  conatiBs.  This  coontry  is  settling  np  very  fast;  a  large  emigration 
is  espected  from  Missouri,  and  the  slaveboLders  from  Kansas.     (Ibid.,  6G.J 

4th.— The  petition  of  Septemlier  18, 1858,  having  reached  the  governor, 
he  wrote  to  Colonel  James  Bonrland,  of  Cook  Connty,  expressing  pleas- 
ure at  au  article  in  the  Dallas  Herald,  showing  that  the  colonel  had  lakeu 
the  matter  of  protection  iu  hand,  and,  with  a  nainber  of  citizens,  "had 
determined  to  follow  np  and  punish  the  Indian  enemy."    {Ibid.,  42.)

I  have,  therefore,  under  the  existing  emergency,  authorized,  in  addition  to  the  order 
imntd  to  Captain  Bonrland,  Capt.  John  S.  Ford  to  raise  a  company  of  eighty-nine 
meD.  trith  instructions  to  repair  without  delay  to  the  point  of  danger  and  give  such 
protection  to  the  inhabitants  as  he  may  be  able  therewith.  In  conclusion,  I  can  but

Bonrland's  company  was  the  one  authorized  by  the  letters  of  OctolxT 
4,  1858,  and  March  19,  1859,  from  the  governor,  who  acknowledgtid  '^ 
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ceipt  of  its  roU8  oq  the  last-meotioned  date.  Concerning  the  services 
of  this  compaDy  there  is  nothing  found  further  than  what  ap|>ears  in 
i>oarland's  communications  of  October  18,'  185S,  and  March  4, 1859.  Its 
existence,  otherwise  than  on  paper,  was  apparently  unknown  to  the 
United  States  military  authorities  in  Texas. 

Fonrs  company  was  the  one  authorized  by  the  letter  of  November  2, 
lN>8.  from  the  governor,  who  commissioned  its  officers  on  the  10th  of 
the  same  month.  Nothing  further  a{)pears  concerning  the  services  of 
ihis  company  than  is  found  in  Ford's  report  of  February  24,  1859. 

Brown^s  company  was  one  which  the  peace  commissioners  on  the  part 
of  the  State  were  authorizt^d  to  call  out  in  the  last  resort  to  settle  the 
iiOicuIties  at  or  near  the  Brazos  agency.  One  of  the  commissioners, 
John  Henry  Brown,  became  captain  of  the  company,  and  concerning 
its  service  nothing  further  appears.

Arista  at  the  time  General  Taylor's  army  arrived  on  the  Bio  Grande  (D,

28th. — Re-en forcemeut  referred  to  on  Itith  ordered  relieved  from  tb? 
operations  of  the  order  of  that  d  te  (C,  98). 

30th. — "  No  more  definite  intelligence  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  Cw 
tioae  "  (C,  99). 

January,  1860. 

12th. — Major  Tobin  ordered  by  State  commissioners  to  BrowDSville. 
His  command  to  be  mustered  out  (C,  116).  It  was  "without  organiia- 
tion,  muster-rolls,  or  anytUing  like  discipline," according  to  the  commii 
sioners'  report  to  the  governor  (A,  10). 

12tb. — The  State  commissioners  asked  advice  of  M^or  Heintielman 
concerning  tbe  muster-ont  of  Tobin's  Texas  volunteers  (A,  6). 

13th. — Evidence  of  depredations  committed  by  Cortinas's  baini  (C' 
123,127,128,129,130). 

15th. — Heintzelman  reported:

(C,  105). 

2l8t. — Major  Heintzelman  reached  Fort  Brown  (C,  IOC). 

29tb. — He  reported  the  condition  of  affairs  And  decided  to  remain  m 
Fort  Brown  until  the  country  became  more  quiet  (C,  106). 

31st. — State  Commissioner .Nevarro  reported  to  the  governor  regar"' 
ing  the  situation  (A,  4,  or  C,  117). 

Febraari/,  1860. 

2d. — State  commissioners  asked  Major  Heintzelman's  opinion  *'^^ 
what  force  of  Texas  rangers  will,  for  the  present,  be  necessary  to  be 
kept  in  service  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier"  (0,  118,  or  D,  62). 

2d. — Answer  to  above:  "In  my  opinion,  the  two  companies  of  ranj^f* 
now  in  the  service  of  tbe  State  arc  sufRcient.    I  have  but  one  coiii!>ai)y 
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of  cavalrj  at  my  disposal,  and  this  force  I  consider  entirely  inadeqaato 
fur  tbe  aecnrity  of  the  frontier.'' — Heintzelman  (C,  118,  or  D,  62). 

l\L— State  commissioners  issued  special  orders  to  John  S.  Ford,  com- 
maodiog  Texas  rangers  on  the  Kio  Grande  frontier:  ^^From  and  after 
Ibis  dateyonr  movements,  and  the  troops  nnder  yoar  command,  will  be 
directed  by  Major  Heintzelman,  or  other  commanding  officer  of  tbe 
United  States  Army  on  this  frontier.  Ton  will  therefore  obey  all  orders 
emanatiog  from  sach  officer  "  (G,  119,  or  D,  62). 

2d.— Major  Heintzelman  acknowledged  two  volunteer  companies  of 
Ford  and  Littleton  as  placed  under  his  orders  (0, 115). 

2d.— Also  reported:  *^With  Captain  Stoneman's  company,  and  two 
companies  of  rangers  in  service  of  the  United  States,  I  am  endeavoring 
to  protect  the  country  as  far  as  Einggold  Barracks."  Had  *^  received 
iastnictions  from  the  commander  of  the  department  to  collect  the  names 
ofthe  killed  and  ascertain  the  damage  done  by  Gortinas  and  his  com- 
mand^ (0, 109). 

4th. — Gortinas  on  the  Mexican  side  fired  on  Ford's  men  at  La  Bolsa; 
also,  apon  the  steamer  Banchero  abont  half  a  mile  above.  Ford  decided 
to  cross  tbe  Bio  Orande  (G,  114,  or  D,  63). 

4th.— Heintzelman  instructed  Ford  (D,  96). 

4th.— Some  rangers  nnder  Major  Tobin  and  Captain  Tomlinson  were 
fired  upon  from  tbe  Mexican  side  (G,  115). 

otb. — ^Ford  crossed  into  Mexico ;  bnt,  npon  reqaest  of  General  Garcia, 
was  ordered  to  retnrn  to  the  Texas  side.  Garcia  was  asked  to  co-oper- 
ate with  United  States  forces  and  in  putting  down  the  marauders  (G, 
113;  D,  66). 

5tb.— About  this  time  Gortinas  retired  to  La  Mesa,  six  miles  back 
from  the  ^iver  (G,  137). 

5tb. — General  Garcia  expressed  'Hhe  strongest  desire  to  do  all  in  his 
power  to  arrest  Gortinas  and  break  up  his  forces  "  (G,  111). 

5th. — Ford  recrossed  his  forces;  they  and  the  regulars  all  camped  to- 
gether (D,  70). 

6th.— Tomltnson's  company  kept  in  service  by  State  commissioners. 
I>etachments  from  it  accompanied  Ford  to  Mexico  (G,  119, 120). 

Gth.— Gortinas  said  to  be  at  Bengos,  some  ninety  miles  back  of  Bey- 
nofia  (D,  97). 

6th. — ^Tobin  to  the  governor  reported  concerning  his  command  (G, 

119). 

6th.— Major  Heintzelman  wrote  to  the  Mexican  military  commandant 
at  Matamoras  (D,  67). 

8th.— The  governor  issued  "  general  orders  to  all  Texans  in  the  serv- 
ioe"  concerning  the  loss  of  horses  or  arms,  and  the  enforcement  of  dis- 
cipline (G,  144). 

9th.— Major  Heintzelman  exposed  the  absurdity  of  ** reclamations" 
made  by  a  Mexican  commandant  for  certain  jacals  burned  in  Mexico 
(D,  97). 

lOth.^Additional  regular  troops  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Major 
Heintzelmau  (G,  112). 

Uth.— Texas  has  at  this  time  in  the  field  <<  a  force  supposed  to  amount 
*o  near  or  quite  a  thousand  men,  at  State  expense  "  (State  resolution 
**»  -). 

15th. — ^The  governor,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  wrote  of  the  deplora- 
(>Ie  condition  of  affairs  in  tbe  State.  Indian  troubles  unexampled  in 
tbe  last  ten  years,  forays  from  Mexico,  and  an  empty  treasury.  Appre- 
bende^l  serious  results,  <^ should  not  the  federal  arm  be  speedily  raised 
and  extended  in  behalf  of  our  suffering  frontier"  (A,  19,  or  G,  116). 
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Idth. — State  comniissioiiers  to  tlie  goreiiior  reported  the  caoaes,  ori- 
giu,  and  progress  of  the  distarbanccs  on  the  Rio  Grande  (A,  9,  or  C, 
120). 

20th. — The  governor,  to  the  President,  throngh  the  Secretary  of  War, 
referred  to  the  above  report  of  the  Idth,  and  besought  the  immediate 
interpoaition  of  the  Federal  arm  in  behalf  of  Texas  (G,  13L). 

2lBt. — ^The  Secretary  of  War  directed  the  commandlDg  officer  at  Fort 
Bliss,  Texas,  to  protect  American  citizens  in  the  vicinity  of  that  post 
against  the  banditti  (0, 131). 

21th. — Col.  It.  E.  Lee,  commanding  Department  of  Texas,  ordered 
to  resort  to  the  most  vigorous  measures  for  the  capture  of  Cortinas  aud 
his  band,  and,  if  necessary,  to  pursue  them  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
United  States  {C,  133). 

25th. — Captain  Ford  reported: 

Cortinas  is  not  at  Mesa  at  present.  He  receireil  a  notice  from  Matamoraa  to  eniiWf 
hitu  to  be  out  of  the  way  when  the  troops  from  that  poiot  should  arrive.  They  iw 
now  alwosc  opposite  this  camp,  and  will  doubtless  report  their  inability  to  find  Ik 
redoubtable  bandit  K^neral.  The  same  fnrce  was  enacted  by  Qeoeial  Garcia,  vbo, 
notwithstaDiliug  he  bid  an  intervien  with  Cottiuas,  avowed  ii;aoranc«  of  bis  where- 
abouta(D,71). 

28tb. — The  governor  notified:  "An  officer  of  great  distinctiou  anil 
ability  has  been  dispatched  to  take  command  of  the  Department  of 
Texas.  Strong  re-en forcement«  will  be  sent  into  Texas  soon  (annpxed 
paper,  112,  or  C,  134). 
Major  Heintzelman  reported  oix  the  dates  following,  viz  : 
29th. — "Cortinas  and  his  followers  have  dispersed,  and  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  another  effort  will  be  made  by  him  to  collect  a  force"  (C,  ifT]. 

March,  1860. 

lat. — Full  statement  of  operations  on  the  Rio  Grando  expedition. 
<*GortiDas  was  now  a  great  man"  (D,  2). 

Ist. — List  of  persons  hilled  by  Cortinas"  (D,  7o). 

Ist.— Damages  accrued,  $336,826.21  (D,  13),  or  $336,879.21  (D,  77). 

2d. — Col.  R.  E.  Lee,  corumanding  Department  of  Texas,  directeii  w 
"  notify  the  Mexican  authorities  on  the  Kio  Grande  frontier  that  tbej 
most  break  ap  and  disperse  the  bands  of  banditti  concerned  in  the  ont- 
rages  which  have  been  committed  for  some  time  past  in  that  quarter 
npon  the  persons  and  property  of  American  citizens ;  and,  further,  that 
they  will  be  held  by  you  responsible  for  the  faithful  performance  ot'tbis 
plaiu  duty  on  their  part"  (C,  131), 

3d. — The  colonel  was  further  directed  to  employ  force  to  break  up  (he 
banditti  on  the  Mexican  side,  if  the  Mexican  authorities  failed  to  tlo  »o 
(C,  134). 

5th.— The  President  sent  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  a  com- 
munication from  the  Secretary  of  War,  concerning  the  hostilities ou  the 
Bio  Grande  (A,  t). 

7tli, — Reports  at  Fort  Brown  "that  Cortinas  is  at  the  rancboof 
Reystano,  a  few  leagues  above,  collecting  men  to  cross  over ;  also,  that 
he  slept  last  night  lu  Matamoraa."  "Orders  to  cross  after  Cortinas,  ann 
the  arrival  to-day  of  Company  G,  Second  Cavalry,  have  created  rancb 
alarm  in  Matamoras,  and  may  itiduce  the  authorities  to  act  more  fl^ 
ciently"  (C,137). 

8th. — Col.  Harvey  Brown  was  at  Brownsville  and  reporteil  that  Ilie" 
"  alt  was  quiet  on  the  frontier.''  The  disturbances  were  believed  to  w 
over  and  Cortinas  to  have  given  up  the  contest  and  to  have  retired  iu'" 
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the  ioterior  of  Mexico.  Major  Heintzelman  has  officially  reported  the 
war  to  be  ended  (C,  139).  The  correctness  of  Colonel  Brown's  report 
was  donbted  (D,  93). 

8tb.— The  governor  of  Texas  tendered  to  the  War  Department  the 
services  of  five  thousand  Texas  volunteers  (C,  138.) 

12th. — Additional  regular  troops  ordered  to  Texas  (C,  139). 

12tb. — Governor  Sam  Houston  wrote  to  the  President,  through  the 
Secretary  of  War,  to  vindicate  himself  from  certain  misapprehensions, 
and  to  obtain,  if  possible,  protection  for  the  frontier,  reviewing  difficul- 
ties past,  present,  and  apprehended  (C,  139). 

12th.— Colonel  Lee  wrote : 

Ishan  proceed  at  ooce  to  the  Rio  Grande  and  nse  every  exertion  to  put  au  end  to 
thf^e  inciiraioQS,  if  they  still  oootiuue  (C,  145). 

14tb. — ^The  United  States  authorities  to  Governor  Houston,  declined 
to  accept  volunteers,  and  referred  to  Colonel  Brown's  dispatch  (paper 
115,  or  C,  145). 

15th. — Copies  of  correspondence  of  2dth  February  and  8th  and  14th 
March,  between  the  governor  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  sent  to  the 
Senate  and  subsequently  printed.    (See  Senate  Docaroent  No.  24,  first 
seieion  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

15th. — Colonel  Lee  wrote  at  San  Antonio :  ''  I  take  my  departure  this 
morning  for  the  Rio  Grande  "  (D,  14). 

18th. — ^United  States  troops  operating  in  Mexico  (D,  79,  80,  81). 

20th. — ^AU  quiet  in  the  section  of  country  near  Fort  Duncan  (D,  82). 

2l8L — ^The  United  States  troops  returned  to  the  Texas  side.  Cortinas 
at  Reynosa  (D,  82). 

24th. — Major  Tobin,  of  the  volunteers,  wrote  a  report  to  the  governor 
coDcerning  Texas  troops  that  accompanied  the  regulars  into  Mexico  (D, 
90). 

26th. — Col.  Oarvey  Brown,  at  Fort  Brown,  set  forth  the  correctness 
of  his  former  report  and  wrote  a  detaile<l  statement  of  the  difficulties. 
Pronounced  newspJiper  reports  unreliable,  &c.  (C,  147). 

April,  18C(». 

2d. — ^Colonel  Lee  notified  the  Mexican  authorities  of  his  authority  and 
of  their  responsibility  (D,  84, 102;  for  reply,  see  D,  104). 

Ttb. — He  also  specially  notified  the  civil  and  military  authorities  at 
Reynosa  (D,  85).    They  replied  on  the  10th  (D,  101). 

9th. — He  issued  an  order  directing  his  subordinate  officers  to  see  that 
the  Mexican  authorities  fulfilled  their  obligations  (D,  8S). 

11th. — He,  having  descended  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande,  "  found 
the  frontier  on  the  river  quiet "  (D,  83). 

11th. — ^The  governor  expressed  a  desire  that  the  rangers  on  the  Rio 
Grande  should  remain  under  Colonel  Lee's  orders,  provided  the  general 
government  would  assume  their  payment  and  subsistence  (D,  83). 

Colonel  Lee  wrote : 

I  hare  received  no  authority  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  receive  into  the  service 
of  the  Uoitad  States  any  portion  of  volunteers ;  and  though  sorry  to  part  with  troops 
tb»t  have  performed  good  and  efiScieut  service  in  the  disturbances  on  this  frontier,  1 
Am  jet  unable  to  retain  them  on  the  conditions  you  propose  (D,  89). 

The  correspondence  relative  to  this  class  shows  that  several  compa- 
nien  of  volunteers  operated  aghinst  Cortinas.  They  were  commanded 
by  Thompson,  Ford,  Herron,  Kennedy,  Littleton,  Tomlinsou,  and  Hamp- 
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ton,  and  ODe,  io  addition  to  tliese,  perhaps,  vas  called  tUe  loilianols 
company. 

Claims  are  submitted  for  only  two  companies,  and  from  tke  vooehera 
tbey  appear  as  follows : 

1.  Captain  J.  H.  Hampton'm,  tbirty-seren  men,  mastered  in  by  Tobin, 
twenty-eight  on  12th  Kovember  and  nine  on  the  18th  December,  1859; 
all  mnstered  ont  January  1, 1860.  Concerning  the  nine  men,  a  peocil- 
note,  which  appears  on  the  roll,  reads :  "By  reference  toCaptain  Little- 
ton's first  musterroll  it  will  be  seen  that  these  men  are  placed  thereon 
for  the  same  time  of  service,  conseqnentl.v  they  should  not  appear  od 
this  roll."    Littleton's  roll  is  not  snbmitted. 

2,  Captain  H,  W.  Berry's,  forty-seven  men,  mastered  in  by  Tobin, 
Xovember  10,  135a ;  mastered  ont  December  20,  1S59;  organized  at 
Victoria.  This  company  is  not  referred  to  in  tbe  correspondence  above 
noted. 

17th. — "The  last  reliable  account  of  Gortinas  was  that  he  was  retirio^ 
farther  into  the  interior  of  Mexico.  He  had  with  him  his  family  ami 
two  men,  and  was  more  than  one  hundred  milea  from  the  frontier. 
General  Garcia  informed  Major  Heintzelman,  on  the  13th  instant,  tb»t 
orders  bad  been  given  by  the  Mexican  antborities  to  arrest  him  (Corti- 
nas)  wherever  found"  (D,  100). 
The  origin  of  the  Cortiuas  dtfllciilties  ia  accounted  for  as  follows : 
"Tbe  origJD  of  tbedifBcnlly  is  owin^  tn  a  fallitiK  nnt  between  partiea  miied  op 
with  private  alTaira,  »qi1  Is  so  uom plicated  that  it  ia  difficnlt  to  aacert«iu  tbe  Iratli.nD 
doubt  mncb  exaggerated,  and  not  improved  by  ilemoiiaCratiooa  ou  the  part  ot  snrn^ 
ntDKeni  and  oitizeus  who  have  eifwjted  oothinK  m  jet." — Ricketta,  December  I,  l-^W' 
(C,76).  Captain  Ricketta  was  Che  firBt-Uuited  States  cainmandant  nbo  airiTed  >I 
Brownsville  after  the  disturbances  couimeoced. 

Class  IX. 
Indian  depredations,  18C0 

February  3,  "animals  of  residents  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Ciimp 
Colorado,  driven  off." 

Night  of  tbe  17th,  "  mule-yard  at  Ciimp  Cooper,  over  which  a  nenli- 
nel  was  posted,  was  broken  in  and  tbe  whole  herd  driven  off.  Tneuty- 
three  of  the  animals  were  recovered  by  a  party  sent  at  daylight  in  par- 
suit,  bnt  the  remainder,  forty  mules  and  three  horses,  were  not  over- 
taken. The  force  at  the  post  was  so  much  reduced  by  scouts  then  oiit 
that  tbe  detachment  sent  under  Lieutenant  Love,  adjutant  of  the  regi- 
ment, was  principally  composed  of  the  band.  The  following  night  all 
the  animals  from  the  Indian  agency,  two  or  three  miles  distant  from 
Camp  Cooper,  were 'stolen,"  •  •  •  "A  citizen  residing  within  t«o 
miles  of  Fort  Mason  was  shot,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  bis  bouse, 
by  three  Indians  on  foot."  •  •  •  "The  troops  in  the  department 
are  posted  over  a  long  line  of  frontier,  and  yet,  from  the  p:incityof 
their  numbers,  are  unable  to  protect  tbe  seltlements,"  (R.  B.  Lee,  pig" 
135,  Honse  Executive  Document52,  first  session  Thirty-sixth  Oongf*^' 

On  the  7th  of  this  same  month  "  there  came  fifteen  Indians  inlo  w^ 
neighborhood  of  llohert  Martin,  attacking  several  families,  wbicb  wew 
defeuded  by  brave  spirits  of  the  frontier."  Tbe  Indians,  however,  kinw 
two  women  and  took  two  more  away  as  captives.    Tbe  latter  saase- 

•We  have  coma  to  tlie  ooDuluBion,  from  onr  ol»ervatiou  and  from  tegtimooj  of  ai' 
peraons,  that  the  difficulty  was  originally  oooasioaed  by  a  private  fond  bslwej"-'  ..

qoently  made  their  escape,  "and  reached  thcsettlements  entirely  naked/' 
(See  pages  8  and  9,  House  Report  No.  535,  of  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs,  first  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

March  8,  Major  Van  Dorn,  at  Fort  Mason,  wrote  concerning  reports 
of  Indian  depredations  committed  in  that  vicinity,  and  referred  to  the 
redaeed  force  nnder  his  command  and  to  their  inefficiency  for  service. 
(Page  79,  Hoase  Executive  Document  No.  81,  first  session  Thirty-sixth 
Congress.) 

March  9,  the  governor  issued  an  order  that  '^  the  chief  jnstice  of  each 
county  in  danger  from  the  Indians  will  organize  a  minute-detachment 
in  bis  county,"  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  counties 
from  Indian  incursions.  (Page  143,  House  Executive  Document  !No.  52, 
first  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

March  12,  the  governor  explained  his  position  in  relation  to  calling 
ont  volunteers,  and  wrote : 

I  caonol  bot  nrge  most  earnefltly  ibe  calling  oat  of  a  regiment  of  rangers  by  the  Fed- 
eral goTemment  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens.    (/5id,  139-142.) 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  April  8, 1858,  a  regiment  of  Texas 
volaoteers  was  authorized ;  but,  as  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
sach  an  organization  did  not  appear,  that  force  was  not  raised.  Hence 
the  correspondence  in  relation  to  an  appropriation  sought  in  1859,  found 
in  papers  98  to  102,  hereunto  annexed. 

April  13,  E.  W.  Cave,  secretary  of  the  State,  wrote  to  Hon.  John 
Hemphill : 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  now  in  the  field  a  minate-detachment  in  al- 
most every  frontier  county,  the  depredations  continue.  , 

The  utmost  vigilance  is  kept  np ;  active  scouts  are  continually  out  in  about  twenty 
coQDties,  besides  the  force  which  has  been  sent  from  the  interior,  but  Indians  still  are 
aeen  and  losses  are  daily  reported. 

About  five  hundred  men  will  make  an  expedition  against  the  Indians,  starting  from 
Fort  Belknap  on  the  1st  of  May. 

Texas  has  now  over  one  thousand  men  in  the  field.    The  treasury  will  not  hold  ont 

Long  if  this  drain  upon  it  continues.

The  people  look  to  Congress  for  aid.  (See  page  105,  House  Executive  Document  No. 
^1«  first  session  Thirty-sixth  Congress.) 

April  14,  Governor  Hoaston  wrote  a  lengthy  communication  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  dwelling  upon  the  efficiency  of  Texas  Bangers  when 
operating  against  Indians,  showing  his  views  of  the  necessity  for  their 
employment,  and  informing  the  general  government  that  the  State  at 
that  time  employed  the  following,  viz : 

23  detachments  of  15  men  each,  with  a  reserve  of  ten  men  each,  force 575 

3  companies  of  70  men  each,  force 210 

^companies  of  40  men  each,  force 160 

4  companies  of  90  men  each,  force 360 

•>•(  organizations,  total  force 1,3(5 

He  deplored  the  misfortunes  of  the  bleeding  frontier,  and  stated : 

Believing  that  when  the  facts  are  presented  to  Congress,  the  dictates  of  humanity 
^iU  rifle  above  all  party  or  personal  considerations,  1  yet  look  for  aid  from  that  (^nar- 
^r.  The  American  heart  must  feel  for  a  people  of  like  race  and  kindred ;  and  thongh 
^^^^ional  considerations  may  prevail  at  times,  they  will,  I  believe,  be  forgotten  when 
the  cstalogne  of  barbarities  by  which  our  frontier  has  been  devastated  is  remembered. 
^/WiL,  90-96.) 

Notwithstanding  the  statement  above,  that  thirty-four  organizations, 
makJDg  an  aggregate  force  of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  five  men, 
^ere  employed  during  the  times  referred  to  in  this  class  of  facts,  yet, 
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Upon  turuiDg  to  the  vouchers  or  rolls  submitted  by  the  State,  only  oae 
compan;  appears.    It  is  reported  as  follows :

It  is  stated  on  the  roll  that  this  company  was  called  into  the  serrice 
of  the  Stale  by  order  of  Governor  Honston.  Nothing  further  concern- 
ing the  history  of  this  company,  or  of  the  thirty-three  orgauizatioD!^ 
necessary  to  make  the  total  employed,  ap|)ears  in  the  evidcuce  found. 
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The  foregoing  remarks  exhibit  the  character  of  the  troops  and  the 
circumstances  under  which  they  were  employed ;  also,  a  history  of  their 
services,  so  far  as  the  facts  are  ascertained. 

With  a  view  to  a  settlement  of  a  part  of  the  claims  now  under  cod 
sideration,  preliminaries  were  entered  into  before  tbe  rebellioQ  existed; 
and,  in  order  to  show  how  far  they  were  advanced,  a  speedy  review  of 
certain  facts  is  necessary^ 

A  resolution  of  the  legislatare  of  Texas,  approved  November  23, 1857, 
ioaagnrated  the  project  of  seeking  from  the  Uoited  States  reimbarse- 
tnent  of  expenditures  made  by  the  State  on  account  of  its  rangers  or 
volunteers.    (See  paper  79.) 

Tbe  State  comptroller  prepared  a  statement  ISth  of  September,  IS.'iS, 
showing  the  following  amounts  appropriated :

The  claim  having  reached  the  Capitol,  the  committees  in  Congress  to 
whom  it  was  referred  called  upon  the  Secretary  of  War  for  official  in- 
formation coDceruing  the  troops.

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Passing  to  the  accoonts,  let  tbem  be  auilited  with  suppositions  of  tlH> 
following: 

First.  That  a  law  authorizes  their  settlemeut  on  just  and  equitable 
principles. 

Second.  That  proof  of  loyalty  is  waived  by  an  act  of  Congress. 

Third.  That  the  decision  given  concerning  the  necessity  for  calling 
out  the  troops  referred  to  in  the  first  claim  is  satisfactory. 

With  these  suppositious  adopted,  the  accounts,  carrectly  audited  under 
existing  rules,  will  show  the  following: 

Class  I. 

On  the  14th  January,  1856,  the  State  appropriated  $61,000  on  account 
of  the  six  companies  of  volunteers  called  out  by  General  Persifer  F. 
Smith,  of  the  United  States  Army. 

On  the  18th  September,  1858,  in  rendering  an  abstract  of  the  expendi- 
tures made  from  the  amount  appropriated,  the  State  comptroller  repre- 
sented that  these  companies  were  called  into  service  on  the  date  wben 
they  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States;  and  from  said 
abstract,  as  printed  on  pages  44  to  47  of  Executive  Document  No.  27  (H. 
R),  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  second  session,  it  would  at  once  be  inferred 
that  the  State  paid  these  companies  for  the  identical  time  they  were  in 
the  United  States  service,  and  for  which,  I  have  stated  heretofore,  they 
had  been  already  or  (up  to  the  30th  June,  1859)  were  being  paid  by  tbe 
general  government. 

Upon  referring  to  the  papers  accompanying  the  claims  filed,  it  is  foood 
that  the  State  paid  for  expenses  alleged  to  have  been  incurred  prior  to 
the  said  time,  as  an  analysis  of  the  accounts  will  now  show:

On  the  4th  of  February ,  1856,  Boggess  was  appointed  agent  tp  pay 
the  members  of  his  company  who  were  mastered  into  State  servioe 
November  2,  1854,  under  a  requisition  from  General  Smith,  they  to  be 
paid  at  the  same  rate  per  month  '*  as  they  were  afterward  paid  by  the 
United  States  while  in  their  service.'' 

In  the  written  instructions,  given  to  this  agent  by  the  governor  of 
Texas,  the  following  appears : 

''Any  assignment  from  any  member  of  said  company  of  his  pay  which 
does  not  show  on  its  face  that  the  assignor  knew  at  the  time  of  its 
execution  that  he  was  entitled  to  three  months'  pay  from  the  State 
will  only  be  recognized  as  conveying  to  the  assignee  the  pay  dne  the 
assignor  for  the  time  he  was  actually  in  the  service  of  the  St<ate,  which 
time  of  service  was,  for  the  members  of  your  company,  one  month  and 
twenty-one  days."    (See  paper  No.  66.) 

From  these  instructions  it  is  inferred  that  the  members  of  the  com- 
pany had  claims  against  the  State  for  a  time  when  they  were  not  in 
any  service,  which  time  was  prior  to  the  date  of  General  Smith's  call 
of  November  1, 1854,  and  that  if  any  individual,  unfortunately  for  him- 
self, overlooked  such  claims,  then  he  was  to  be  paid  only  for  the  time 
intervening  between  the  date  of  call  (or  the  date  when  the  organiza- 
tion was  accepted  by  the  governor)  and  the  date  of  muster  into  United 
States  service,  i.  e.,  one  month  and  twenty-one  days,  because  that  was 
the  time  he  was  '*  actually  in  the  service  of  the  State." 

It  is  remarkable,  however,  that  not  one  of  the  members  overlooked 
the  importance  of  making  a  full  claim,  or  that,  if  he  did  so,  his  friend, 
who  was  captain,  paymaster,  and  agent,  did  not;  for,  with  powers  of 
attorney  from  twenty -seven  members,  of  the  company,  the  captain  set 
out  by  drawing  three  months'  pay  and  allowances,  and  every  member 
followed  in  his  wake.  As  a  general  rule,  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment pays  only  for  services  rendered  or  for  the  time  a  person  or  parfy

In  order  that  the  foregoiDg  tabular  statement  may  not  be  miscon- 
stnied,  I  reepectfally  submit  that  the  evidence  found  in  reference  to 
these  Texas  claims  does  not  exhibit  any  good  ground  for  actual  respon- 
sibility on  the  part  of  the  United  States  Government  for  anything 
more,  in  this  case,  than  $20,225.35,  which,  in  the  *^  Synopsis,"  is  the 
sam  of  the  first  two  items  for  the  troops  of  class  1;  and  that  the  bal- 
ance, viz,  9202,918.54,  was  paid  on  acconnt  of  troops  or  rangers,  for 
the  employment  or  snpport  of  which  the  United  States,  or  their  duly 
aathorized  agents,  aside  from  the  act  of  June  21, 1860,  were  not  at  all 
responsible. 

And  I  further  submit  that  a  reimbursement  of  the  last-mentioned 
amount  or  a  recognition  of  the  services  of  the  men  to  whom  it  was

War  Departmbnt,  Wa9hwgt<mf  September  30,  1852. 

Su :  The  President  haa  referred  to  this  department  yonr  excellency's  letter  of  the 
a^h  nltimo,  with  the  docamenta  therein  incloeed.  Yonr  excellency  aaya  that  repeated 
ifpreaentationa  have  been  made  to  this  [yonr]  denartment  by  all  the  moet  influential 
sod  Teepectable  reaidenta  of  the  Rio  Grande  Y  alley,  of  their  desperate  situation  and 
tlie  inseeoiity  of  life  and  property  in  that  section  of  the  9tate,  occasioned  by  the  total 
iDsdeqaacy  of  the  present  military  establishment  in  Texas  to  check  the  murders  and 
depredationa  of  lawless  bands  of  Indians  and  Mexicans,  and  that,  in  consequence  of 
tlMse  representations,  yon  had  felt  it  yonr  duty  to  take  immediate  steps  for  the  relief 
of  the  Lower  Rio  Grande,  and  with  that  view  had  called  into  the  service  of  the  State 
three  companies  of  mounted  volunteers  (numbering  in  all  about  two  hundred  men 
rank  and  file),  for  the  period  of  six  months,  who  are  to  act  in  concert  with  the  United 
Sut«8  troops  stationed  in  that  quarter.  Your  excellency  concludes  by  requesting  that 
the  **  general  government  will  recognize  the  services  of  these  volunteer  troops,  and 
intke  such  further  and  more  permanent  disposition  as  upon  examination  shall  be 
foond  neoeesary  to  restore  that  peace  and  security  to  which  that  [this]  unfortunate 
coaotry  has  so  long  been  a  stranjj^er." 

You  inclose  vanoos  communications  made  to  you  by  citizens  of  Texas  on  this 
•object. 

Your  exoellency  is  probably  aware  that  the  Executive  has  repeatedly  informed  Cou- 
gress  that  the  military  establishment  of  the  country  was  inadequate  to  the  protection 
of  its  widely  extended  frontier,  and  recommended  that  it  be  authorized  to  raise  addi- 
tional force  for  tJiat  purpose.  Congress  has  seen  fit  to  disregard  these  recommenda- 
tions at  a  time  when  the  necessity  for  their  adoption  was  more  apparent  than  it  is  at 
preeent.  Before  the  last  adjournment  of  Congress  it  ^as  well  known  that  there  was 
leasoo  to  apprehend  an  extensive  outbreak  of  the  Indians  on  the  fh>ntier  of  Texas,  and 
the  Tery  lacts  communicated  in  your  excellency's  letter  must  have  been  known  to  the 
$eii&tors  and  Representatives  of  your  State  in  Congress.  Nevertheless  that  body  ad- 
joamed  witboat  taking  any  steps  on  this  subject. 

Within  a  few  weeks  past  the  department  has  been  informed  by  the  reports  of  its 
officers  not  only  that  the  rumors  that  the  Indians  were  preparing  extensive  hostilities 
were  nnfoonded,  but  that,  in  fact  (with  a  few  partial  exceptions),  they  have  not  been 
for  a  long  time  as  peaceably  disposisd.  All  accounts  concur  in  representing  the  Coman- 
cbesss  nnosoally  quiet;  and,  by  advices  received  from  Colonel  Sumner,  it  appears  that 
treaties  of  peace  have  been  concluded  with  the  Nava joes  and  the  Apaches  (the  most 
powerful  nations  on  the  confines  of  New  Mexico  and  Texas) ;  that  there  are  now  trea- 
ties of  peace  with  all  the  Indians  in  New  Mexico ;  and  tbat,  with  the  exception  of  some 
of  the  roving  bands  of  the  plains,  the  Indians  in  that  section  of  the  country  have 
feared  to  be  troublesome. 

Voder  these  ciicnmstances,  even  if  there  were  a  manifest  necessity  for  an  additional 
increaie  of  the  military  establishment,  the  Executive  would  hesitate  to  call  into  the 
«rviee  of  the  government  a  description  of  force  which,  while  it  is  far  less  efiective  than 
thM  which  Congress  has  refused  to  authorize,  is  more  expensive.  But  the  President  is 
Dot  satisfied  tbat  the  facts  contained  in  the  papers  transmitted  by  your  excellency  would 
wsrraot  him  in  taking  this  step.  The  only  law  under  which  the  President  could  exer- 
cise the  power  referred  to  is  the  act  of  February  24, 1795.  entitled  ^'An  act  to  provide 
f'T  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections, 
and  repel  invasions,  and  to  repeal  the  act  now  in  force  for  those  purposes."  It  appears 
from  these  papers  that  the  neighborhood  of  El  Paso  and  Brownsville  has  for  several 
months  past  been  infested  by  lawless  persons,  who  traverse  the  country,  singly  or  in 
'toull  parties,  driving  off  cattle  and  occasionally  committing  murders;  that  the  perpe- 
trators of  these  acts  are  principally  Indians,  Mexicans,  and  half-breeds ;  but  that  law- 
1«^  and  recklesa  persons,  professing  to  be  citizens  of  Texas,  also  participate  in  them ; 
that,  io  consequence  of  the  fears  occasioned  by  these  disorders,  some  of  the  inhabitants 
have  been  compHslled  to  abandon  their  homes;  that  the  civil  authorities  were  power- 
'esii  to  put  a  stop  to  these  outrages,  the  oflScers  of  justice  not  being  able  to  collect  a 
fenfficient  civic  force  to  execute  prucesses,  &c. 

There  is  reason  to  suspect  that  these  statements  are  somewhat  exaggerated.  Be- 
Mt^n  the  natural  tendency  of  persons  while  under  the  influence  of  fear  to  magnify 
ihn  danger  that  occasions  it,  some  of  the  signers  of  these  papers  have  a  strong  motive 

^i  do  M>. 

It  is  well  known  to  this  department  that  the  inhabitants  in  the  neighborhood  of 
iL'iitary  posts  have  other  reasons  for  wishing  them  to  be  kept  up  besides  the  protec- 
iioQ  they  afford.  The  department,  therefore,  is  freqaeutly  urged  to  establish  posts 
^here  there  is  no  real  necessity  for  thnm  ;  and  whenever  tr  jops  are  ordered  away  from 
'''iit.  alarming  accounts  of  Indian  hostilities  are  invariably  set  afloat.  In  addition  to 
t^u.inany  young  men  are  always  found  who  are  anxious  to  enroll  themselves  as  vol- 
QQt««rs,aiid  there  is  no  part  of  the  frontier,  from  Oregon  and  California  to  Fior^a,

commander  of  that  department  positively  prononncxM  aeveral  of  the  stateaianti  cm- 
tained  in  them  em  irely  nofoonded,  and  does  not  reoommend  that  these  volEmMri  be 
received  Into  the  aervloe  of  the  United  State*. 

Supposing,  however,  these  aoconnta  t«  be  striotly  oarrect,  the  outrages  and  diierden 
complaioed  of  (except  when  committed  by  Indiaoa)  are  hardly  such  aa  this  ganrs- 
ment  ought  to  be  called  npon  to  repress.  The  perpetrators  of  theae  acts,  whMher 
Americans  or  Mexicans,  are  not  public  enemies,  to  be  encountered  by  the  Army  of  tba 
United  States,  but  private  malefactors,  to  be  arrested  and  punished  by  the  oiiil  anltoh- 
ttes  of  Texas.  U  the  means  which  these  authorities  have  at  their  disposal  tn  ia\ 
•afficient  to  enable  them  to  do  this,  and  the  government  of  Texas  finds  it  neooMst;  to 
oall  ont  hei  own  militia  to  execute  her  own  laws  and  to  defend  her  own  ciliieai 
■Baiust  robbers  and  mnrderers,  surely  it  ought  not  to  expect  the  United  Ststes  to  f*; 
tbe  expenses  of  the  proceeding. 

It  must  be  home  in  mind,  too,  that  the  disorders  oomjilalDed  of  have  been  broafbl 
about  in  part  by  oitiaens  oC  Texaa  themaetves.  It  is  well  known  that  many  of  iha 
inhabitants  of  that  State  lyere  directly  or  in<llr«otly  oonoerned  in  the  criminal  tntH- 
prises  cf  Catavajal,  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  their  own  country,  and,  no  doabt,  id 
opposition  to  the  wishes  of  the  peaceable  and  law 'abiding  portion  of  the  inhsbiluU  i 
of  Texas. 

It  was  to  bo  expected  that  the  inhabitants  of  Mexico  would  seek  in  same  wsj  m 
other  to  retaliate  upon  tbem,  and  the  Indians  in  the  neighborhood  have  availed  llitii- 
selves  of  this  opportonity  to  renew  their  predatory  inooraioDB  into  tha  ooUDtry.  lb 
number  of  these,  however,  judging  from  official  reports  to  thia  depaitmeat,  ■■  moA 
exaggerated  in  these  papers.  In  addition  to  theae,  meroenary  vanbonds  aid  ostlavl  . 
within  our  limits,  who  had  flocked  to  the  atandard  of  Caravaju,  finding  tbssMtlta  ' 
disappointed  in  their  hopes  of  plunder  in  the  Mexican  tarrilorj,  natunlly  seek  U 
indemnify  themselvee  in  our  own. 

The  President  directs  me  to  assote  yonr  excellency  t^t  he  synpatblies  desply  oiti 
tbe  sufferings  of  the  good  people  of  Texas,  who  are  thus  made  to  saSer  Im  scM  in 
which  they  did  not  partioipata,  and  that  ha  will  do  all  that  he  can,  with  propriety,  to 
arreat  them. 

The  officer  in  command  of  that  department  reporta  that,  in  view  of  the  (ronblts  h 
that  frontier,  he  had  already  ordered  to  tbat  quarter  five  oonpaniaa  of  maaBtedI1fl^ 
men.  Orders  have  also  been  given  U>  fill  op  alt  the  oompaniea  atatiooed  then  *ilb 
their  oomplemant  of  men.  One  of  tbe  paper*  tiauanitted  by  your  •laallan^  DwntiiM 
that  the  <^aer  at  a  military  post  hadbeeo  nnable  torander  aoy  aniataaee  is  puiab- 
iiig  the  authors  of  these  atroeilies,  becaoae  hia  meo  wen  an^ovlded  with  bonea  nu 
is  very  possible.  Congress,  in  spite  of  tbe  eanieat  and  repeatad  nmoostraMM  of  Ikt 
department,  having  failed  wilblu  a  few  weeks  paet  to  appropriate  maney  fbr  tb«  rm- 
ohase  of  horses,  the  department  funnd  itself  niiMtle  to  supply  tbem.  Sines  tbe  depart- 
ment  has  beeD  provjdMl  with  fnoda  for  the  potpoae,  latimmK*  hara  been  taksn  (o  np- 
ply  the  requisite  number  of  borsea. 

>'rom  reporta  received  from  Colcmel  SnnDer,  it  is  leodeied  hiffhl7  probabl*  that^ 
portion  of  the  force*  under  hia  eommaDd  that  hiad  for  a  temporary  parposelweaocdgM 
from  tbe  Texas  frontier  to  Santa  F6  have,  before  this,  resumed  tlieir  foraet  alatiooa 

BeprfseDtations  have  also  beeo  made  to  the  Mexican  Oovenmeat  in  ngui  >e  ■■>■ 
alleged  participation  of  officers  and  ottisens  of  that  eoontry  in  the  onbaget  eomplsiaw 
of.  It  is  hoped  that  these  meaenrea,  together  witii  tbe  exercise  of  apniperd«^<>> 
vigilance  and  energy  od  tbe  part  of  tbe  oilicen*  and  government  of  Texas,  will  soffin 
to  restore  tranquillit*  and  peace  to  that  region  of  eountry.

Sib:  From  yonr  reports  of  tbe  various  conflicts  which  have  take"  nl.ra  willi  H" 
Indians  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas  and  tbe  constant  outrages  oomniittei 
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rwrnitiDg  service,  which  state  of  things,  it  is  feared,  will  not  improve  unless  oar  hopes 
of  increased  pay  for  the  soldier,  as  recommended  to  Congress,  shoold  be  speedily  real- 
ized. 

Uoder  these  eircamstances  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  anthorize  yon  to  call  upon  the 
jroreraor  of  Texas  for  aid,  shoald  the  exigencies  of  the  service  require  it,  in  repelling 
iDdiao  invasions,  and  in  such  event  you  will  make  requisition  for  such  number  of 
lEOQDted  men  as  yon  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  who,  while  in  service, 
vill  be  supplied  with  ammuDitiun,  forage,  and  subsistence  by  the  United  States.

f^iR:  Toor  letter  of  the  19th  of  Jnne  authorized  the  caUing  on  the  governor  of  Texas 
for  mounted  men  under  a  certain  contingency.  I  have  awaited  the  receipt  of  such  in- 
formation  as  would  enable  me  to  act  with  some  certainty  that  I  was  not  misled,  but 
nothing  new  has  reached,  except  a  report  from  Colonel  Loomis,  which  he  thinks  reli- 
ible,  that  aome  bands  of  Indians  are  assembling  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the  Hio 
Orande. 

I  have  waited  imtil  now  for  the  arrival  of  the  topographical  instruments  required 
list  December  f^m  Colonel  Abort  before  setting  out  to  establish  a  site  of  a  post  near 
Prvmdiu  del  Norte.  Having  waited  as  long  as  I  could,  I  am  now  about  to  start,  and 
bsre  written  to  governor  of  the  State  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  I  inclose.  I  have  post- 
poned the  tiiiM  of  calling  the  men  into  service  the  1st  of  November,  both  to  allow 
ereots  to  develop  themselves  in  the  mean  time,  and  because,  by  the  beginning  of  the 
▼inter,  so  many  men  will  have  been  discharged  from  the  mounted  corps  that  these 
▼ill  be  very  weak.  I  preenme  the  governor  will  nr^e  that  rifles  and  revolving  pistols 
be  provided.    Thetre  will  be  time  to  receive  his  applicariou  in  that  case. 

The  expenditares  in  the  Qaartermaster's  Department  will  be  verv  much  increased 
br  themoanted  men.  The  chief  quartermaster  reports  that  with  the  last  remittance 
nrae  a  notice  thAt  it  filled  all  the  requisitions  from  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year 
niding  the  30th  of  Jane.  By  the  records  here,  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  there  is  still 
a  deficiency  of  $52,000  unsupplied  on  the  estimates  sent  forward. 

With  tills  deficiency  to  begin  with,  and  the  great  additional  (expense  in  prospect,  tho 
wrriee  of  the  Qoartermaster's  Department  will  be  very  difficult. 

There  will  be  time  to  send  supplies  of  provisions  from  Baltimore  to  Indianola, 
directed  to  Aostio,  before  the  compauies,  if  called  out,  will  want  them.

Tbe  instructions  of  June  19, 1854,  authorize  General  Smith,  should  the  exigencies  of 
the  eerrtce  require  it  in  repelling  Indian  iuonrsions,  to  uialce  requisition  upon  the  gov- 
ernor of  Texas  for  such  number  of  mounted  men  as  might,  from  time  to  time,  be 
deemed  neoeeaary  by  the  general  commanding,  the  men  so  called  iut-o  service  to  be  sup- 
I'tied  with  ammunition,  forage,  and  subsistence  by  the  United  States. 

^ieneral  Smith,  in  his  letter  to  Governor  Pease,  says,  *'  If  the  only  evil  to  be  avoided 
'^i^re  tbe  direct  injury  from  Indi  m  in'^nrsions  I  should  not  think  the  contingency  con- 
templated by  the  Secretary  had  arrived.'' 

Ko  authority  was  givrn  to  call  out  the  militia  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  indi- 
t'sted.  This  waa  expressly  limited  to  tbe  case  of  an  exigency  which  render«Mi  that 
rtwrt  necessary,  and  the  phrase  *'  from  time  to  time^'  was  intended  for  snch  temporary 
Advice  as  inenmionB  shoald  require.  No  power  exists,  without  special  l»*g?Hlation,  to 
''411  forth  militia  for  aach  objects  as  the  promotion  of  settlement  aud  agriculture,  or 
tvjrs  term  as  long  as  that  proposed.

Allbough  the  object  of  this  movement  ia  staWd  "> "  *" 
if  the  massacre  of  a  largo  party  of  the  Comancbes  by  tbe  Mexican)  *  " 
lines,  1  am  inclined  to  think,  from  circumstances  which  have  came  m  <"> 
te,  tbat  the  inteoliou  may  be  to  depredate  also  on  this  side  of  tbe  Rio ^no"^' 
favorable  opportnnily  present  itself.     I  am  led  to  this  coDolusion  by  devtup- 
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BMQta  made  by  a  csptive  Mexican  boy  whom  I  have  taken  from  thein.  This  boy,  of 
vbom  I  bad  heard  and  was  anxioas  to  get  possession,  was  broajrht  in  daring  the  night 
br  a  Uexican  who  has  llred  long  among  them,  nnder  the  promise  that  his  agency  ia 
the  escape  should  be  kept  a  secret  from  the  Comanches. 

The  boy  says  that  his  name  is  Vivian  Lopez,  and  that  he  is  fonrteen  or  fifteen  years 
of  a^    He  makes  the  following  statement  of  the  oiroamstanoes  of  his  capture,  &o. : 

His  father,  Cicilia  Lopez,  lives  near  Corpus  Christi,and  is  connected  in  business  with 
Mr.  Gilbert  Rodgers,  of  that  place.  While  out  hunting  mustangs  some  three  months 
»iDce  with  his  father  and  another  relative,  he,  being  separated  a  short  distance  from 
cbem,  was  seen  and  pursued  by  a  party  of  Indians,  struck  from  his  horse,  and  captured. 

He  does  not  know  what  became  of  the  others.  The  Indians  proceeded  to  Laredo, 
where  they  stole  a  Mexican  boy  and  some  horses.  The  boy  they  killed  that  evening. 
From  Laredo  the  band  proceeded  toward  Fort  Merrill,  according  to  the  boy's  state- 
ment, bnt  I  am  nnder  the  impression  that  he  mistakes  that  post  for  Fort  Ewell ;  and 
oD  the  Laredo  road,  near  where  it  parts  from  that  leading  to  Guerrero,  they  attacked 
%  train  of  fourteen  government  wagons,  killing  five  teamsters  and  capturing  some 
hoDdred  mules.  The  party  then  proceeded,  without  the  exercise  of  much  caution,  in 
this  direction.  They  wera  overtaken  by  a  party  of  soldiers  while  in  camp,  several  of 
them  killed  or  woonded,  and  the  mules  rotaken.  This  band  consisted  of  twelve  men, 
Led  by  Ecaoodie,  the  half-brother  of  Toshaway,  the  principal  war-chief  of  the  South- 
ern Comanches,  to  which  band  all  of  the  party  belonged.  The  captive  boy  made  his 
oeape  yesterday  morning  and  was  brought  in  last  night.  This  morning  early,  Tosha- 
way, accompanied  by  the  wife  of  Ecanodie,  came  in  to  inquire  if  anything  had  been 
heard  of  the  bov.  I  stated  to  them  that  the  boy  had  claimed  my  protection  and  that 
1  should  retain  him.  They  then  demanded  a  ransom,  which  I  declined  giving.  Tosh- 
away is  the  war-ohief  who  commanded  the  party  which  was  destroyed  by  the  Mexicans 
not  long  since.  I  sent  for  Sanaco  and  Ketumsey,  principal  chiefs,  whose  camps  are 
only  a  few  miles  distant,  and  held  a  long  talk  with  them  through  Jim  Sbaw,  a  Dela- 
ware interpreter.  They  expressed  themselves  satisfied  regarding  the  boy,  and  acqi:^ 
eiced  quietly  in  his  beine  retained.  The  chiefs  appeared  to  be  somewhat  alarmed,  ana 
voIoDteered  the  information  that  large  parties  had  been  formed  and  were  stiU  forming 
among  the  Northern  Comanches,  amounting  already  to  near  four  hundred  men ;  that 
nioners  had  been  sent  inviting  them  to  Join.  Some  of  their  young  men  had  already 
left,  hot  they  bad  not  made  up  their  minds  whether  they  would  take  part.  These 
ptniea  were — some  of  them — ^now  on  the  way.  I  would  mention,  in  this  connection, 
that  these  Indians  do  not  appear  nor  can  they  be  made  to  understand  that  it  is  wrong 
to  engage  in  hostilities  against  the  Mexicans.  They  speak  openly  about  it  on  every 
occasion.  They  do  not  appear  to  think  that  the  government  or  its  agents  have  acted 
in  good  faith,  and  feel,  as  far  as  I  can  judge,  little  restraint  or  obligation  nnder  exist- 
ing treaties.  It  is,  however,  due  to  them  to  say  that  since  I  have  been  in  command 
tbey  have  acted  in  a  friendly  and  consistent  manner,  apparently  more  out  of  a  policy 
of  their  own  than  any  feeling  of  treaty  obligations. 

Ecaoodie  and  his  party  are  again  absent,  the  boy  thinks,  on  another  expedition 
toward  the  Rio  Grande.  The  statement  of  the  boy  and  the  information  of  the  move- 
loent  of  the  war  parties  are  given  in  substance,  as  nearly  as  possible,  as  they  came  to 
me.  The  interpreter  used-— Jim  Shaw — is  a  well-known  and  intelligent  Delaware.  He 
places  fnll  confidence  in  the  statement  of  the  chiefs.  In  view  of  the  want  of  confirma- 
tion of  the  boy's  statement,  the  absence  of  the  Indians  principally  engaged,  and  the 
general  commitment  of  the  whole  tribe,  I  have  determined  to  push  the  matter  no 
farther  for  the  present,  to  treat  the  Indians  as  usual,  watch  them  narrowly,  and  await 

instrnctions,  should  nothing  more  occur  from  the  general  commanding  the  department. 
I  have  stopped  the  sale  of  powder  and  lead  by  the  sutler  and  other  traders  in  the 

vicinity,  and  shall  endeavor  to  use  to  the  best  advantage  the  limited  means  which  the 

itreogth  of  the  command — not  more  than  seventy  strong — places  at  my  disposal. 
Expresses  have  been  sent  to  Forts  Belknap  and  McKavett.

^ir:  Since  my  letter  of  the  30tb,  additional  information  has  come  to  my  knowledge, 
^mh  1  have  the  honor  to  report.  I  mentioned  in  that  communication  that  EcanoSie 
^  returned  to  the  Rio  Grande,  it  was  supposed.    Yesterday  ^vening  the  same  Mexi- 
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can  wlio  BMlsted  the  boj  Lopez  to  escape  iDformed  m«  that  the  Comkiicbea  hid  Jul 
received  news  that  Ecanodle  and  four  of  hia  part;  had  been  killed  in  a  fight  bcloK. 
Theae  are  evidently  the  XodianH  with  nbam  Captain  Van  Bnrea  it  reported  M  biie 
had  a  flgbt. 

Jim  Shaw,  the  iaterpreter,  reports  the  followinft  additional,  nhieb  he  gel*  Inm 
Kptamsey :  That-some  thirty  or  tarty  of  his  band  have  already  left,  aad  that  probablj 
more  will  do  bo;  none  of  thecfaieft  have  taken  part.  He  (Ketamsey)  think*  that  Uk 
-whole  force  goiug  to  Mexico  will  nmoiint  to  six  hondred :  they  have  paaaed  far  lo  Um 
west  of  this,  and  intend  croeeiuK  the  Rio  Grande  some  sixty  miles  below  the  Pneidtn 
del  Noite,  their  Katbering-point  Deing  in  Mexico,  not  far  from  the  Eio  Grande. 

From  tbia  point  they  intend  attacbins  the  town  near  which  the  late  muucr*  af 
their  people  took  place.  Ketumney  denies  that  the  Indians  killed  by  Captain  Vu 
Bnren  belonged  to  bis  band ;  he  Rays  they  ware  Northern  Coinanchee,  bis  men  beiog 
killed  by  the  Lipana,  in  Mexico.    The  evidence  is,  however,  ationgly  to  the  oonmrF. 

While  I  wae  writing  Lieutenant  Tyler,  with  a  scoDtine  party  ^m  Fort  HdUvctt. 
came  in.  I  bad  heard  of  the  approach  of  this  party,  and  detenuined  to  atrenrthea  ud 
Bend  it  on  a  reconnaissance  in  a  northwesterly  direclicD  ;  it  baa  been  incresMid  toforlj. 
aad  is  now  preparing  to  leave,  under  the  command  of  Lientenant  Tyler,  aooompaaitil 
by  Lieut.  Oeorge  B.  Anderson.  1  fear  it  may  be  torned  back  by  the  waot  of  water,  u 
the  cooutr;  in  the  direction  in  which  it  goes  ia  repreaented  aa  being  vary  deficient  in 
that  respect. 

Id  yonr  letter  of  the  ISth  of  July  you  aay  that  "the  general  ri^Kta  to  bear  tbat  it  ii 
the  intention  of  the  Indian  Bureau  fo  locate  any  bands  of  Indiana  in  the  ONghboibnod 
of  jonr  post."  The  phraseology  of  my  letter  may  have  led  the  general  to  a  wnmgwn' 
elusion.  Tbia  particular  region  baa  alwnys  been  a  favaril«  finnting-gnand  tut  Ibt 
Sonthera  Coinanchea,  and  wherever  the  military  post  was  situated  they  woald,  wind 
*t  peooe,  frequent  ila  nrighborhood  for  trading  and  other  parpoaea.  .  Their  campi  >R 
seldom  more  than  ten  miles  distant,  and  frequently  within  a  mile  of  the  post  TIkj 
camp  aronnd  the  post  in  parties  of  irom  twenty  to  three  hundred.  I  have  seen  nwn 
flan  a  hundred  warriors  in  at  a  time.  The  term  "near"  was  oomparative  scd  pot 
meant  to  convey  the  idea  of  immediate  vicinity.  The  location  would  protiablj  btaUtt 
diatant.  The  Mexican  captive,  Lopez,  I  will  send  to  Corpus  Chriati  by  the  first  fivw 
able  opportunity.

Sir:  I  bare  the  bonor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  year  letter  of  the  22d  instant, 
vith  a  copy  of  one  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  inclosing  a  commanicatiun  from 
S.  Powers,  collector  of  the  customs  at  Point  Isabel,  Tex.,  stating  the  probability  that 
messares  are  being  concerted  by  certain  disaffected  Mexicans  on  onr  frontier  to  invade 
Mexican  territory. 

In  reply,  I  hare  to  inform  you  that  the  general  commanding  the  Department  of 
Texas  is  poooooBcd.  of  fnll  authority  from  the  President  to  prevent  the  carrying  on  of 
any  sach  expeditions  from  any  place  within  the  limits  of  his  command. 

Copies  of  tbe  papers  will,  however,  be  sent  to  General  Smith,  and  his  attention 
called  to  the  sobject.

General:  Yoar  commnnication  of  July  29,  inclosing  your  correspimdence  with  the 
j^ovemor  of  Texas  in  relation  to  calling  oat  volnnteers  for  the  defense  of  the  frontiers 
of  that  State,  has  been  received  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  whom  I  am  now  instructed 
to  Ktate  that  yoa  appear  to  Have  misconceived  the  instrnctions  of  Jane  19, 1854,  "  in 
which  yoa  were  authorized,  should  the  exigencies  of  the  service  require  it  in  repelling 
lodian  incoraions,  to  make  requisitions  upon  the  governor  of  Texas  for  such  number  of 
moaoted  men  as  might,  ftt>m  time  to  time,  seem  necessary." 

No  authority  was  given  to  call  out  the  militia  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  indi- 
cated ;  this  was  expressly  limited  to  the  case  of  an  emergency  which  rendered  that 
resort  neoeesary,  and  the  phrase  "  from  time  to  time ''  was  intended  for  such  temporary 
Mrrice  as  incnrsions  should  require.  No  power  exists,  without  special  legislation,  to 
call  forth  militia  for  snoh  objects  as  the  promotion  of  settlements  and  agriculture  or 
{or  s  term  as  long  as  that  proposed. 

Tbe  Secretary  of  War  accordingly  directs  that  your  requisitions  upon  the  governor 
of  Texas  for  volanteer  troops  be  made  to  oonform  to  these  views.

^iR:  I  have  received  from  General  P.  F.  Smith  a  copy  of  his  letter  to  yon  dated  July 
*^,  Id  relation  to  calling  out  militia  for  the  defense  of  the  inhabitants  of  Texas  from 
iDdian  agnessions. 

In  thatletter,  referring  to  the  authority  g^ven  him  by  this  department  to  call  upon 
yoQ  for  troops,  he  says  that  if  the  only  evil  to  be  avoided  were  the  direct  injury  from 
liidian  incursions,  be  would  not  think  the  contingency  contemplated  had  arrived,  for 
po  many  of  the  reports  spread  by  the  papers  are  to  his  knowledge  fabrications,  that 
the  case  presented  by  tbe  actual  fact  is  not  such  as  to  require  more  force  than  he  now 
Q^;  but  that  there  are  other  evils,  the  greatest  of  which  is  the  sense  of  general  insecurity 
^Q  tbe  frontier,  which  interrupts  industry  and  prevents  an  increase  of  population  on 
tbe  border,  where  it  is  most  desirable,  as  the  best  means  of  defense. 
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HirJDg  no  lawB  to  refer  to,  I  was  ander  the  impreaetoa  that  the  act  ander  which 
roJaoteen  were  reeeiyed  into  B^rvice  in  1847  or  ld4d  for  a  year  woe  not  limited  to  the 
Ttf,  and  on  my  arrtval  to  take  command  of  the  Department  of  TeiuM  (then  the  6th), 
I  fbaod  oompaotee  of  volnnteers  in  eerTice  for,  I  think,  a  longer  period  than  three 
Booths;  bat  whether  I  am  correct  or  not  in  my  impressions,  I  bare  here  no  means  of 
aMcrtaininip.  To  meet  all  cironmstances,  for  yon  informed  me  there  could  be  no  hope  of 
recrnits,  I  saked  f<»  the  companies  for  a  year,  ^*  unless  sooner  discharged/'  thus  reserving 
tb«  ri);bt  to  dismiss  them  the  moment  they  were  no  longer  necessary. 

I  iDteoded  to  employ  them  in  a  mnch  more  effectual  way  than  by  letting  them  wait 
to  watch  small  parties  that  might  come  in,  which  was  to  organize  one  expedition  or 
more  sgainst  the  tribes  that  were  offending.  It  is  only  by  a  serioas  oha<<tisement, 
repeated  more  than  once,  that  these  predatory  expeditio!i8  can  be  repressed  effaotnally, 
bat  ss  long  as  the  tribes  that  famish  the  marauders  are  protected  by  the  Indian  agents 
Bod  kept  near  the  frontiers,  no  effectual  lessons  can  be  given  to  them. 

li  many  hostile  acts  and  incursions  have  been  committed  since  my  letter  calling  on 
the  governor,  and  as  the  number  of  regular  troops  is  diminishing  daily,  without  any 
prwpect  of  reeroite  as  yet,  I  will  renew  the  call  on  the  governor  ror  the  six  companitti 
for  **  three  months,  unless  sooner  discharged,''  and  employ  them  at  once,  part  against 
the  Indians  in  this  neighborhood  and  part  against  the  Comanches,  and  will  discharge 
tbera  as  soen  as  their  services  are  no  longer  necessary.  # 

If  I  misconstrue  the  instructions  yon  have  transmitted  and  the  intentions  of  the 
Secretary,  I  will  be  glad  to  learn  at  once  in  what  particulars  and  how  I  shall  correct 
oj  action.  My  sincere  wish  is  to  carry  out  exactly  and  effectually  the  views  of  the 
I^partment  in  all  points.

Headquarters  Department  of  Texas, 
Camp  on  San  Pedro  Eiver,  October  30, 1854. 

Cou>xel:  On  the  23d  of  this  month  I  dispatched  an  express  from  the  *' fainted 
Camp"  on  the  Limpia,  after  m^  return  from  the  Presidio  del  Norte,  with  several  com- 
moDications  to  yon,  one  of  which  gave  my  reasons  for  recommending  that  no  post  be 
'•tablUhed  at  the  Presidio  and  that  the  companies  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  now  on 
the  Limpia  be  continued  there.  I  have  placed  them  in  a  position  which,  as  far  as  I 
^m  able  to  judge  from  the  time  I  have  spent  there,  is  the  most  healthy  and  pleasant 
iQ  Texas,  having  most  excellent  water,  good  grass,  and  plenty  of  fuel,  at  an  elevation 
tboTe  the  sea  of  about  4,700  feet,  and  being  on  one  of  the  most  important  roads  in  the 
<l«partn)ent  and  in  the  midst  of  Indian  tribes  that  are  daily  committing  outrages  on 
^nveJers.  This  express,  the  day  after  it  left  my  camp,  was  attacked,  at  first  by  six- 
ttcQ  Indians,  who  were  soon  joined  by  fifteen  or  twenty  more,  and  the  men  were 
<|bH|^  to  abandon  their  mules  and  baggage  to  be  able  to  use  their  arms.  Finally  the 
iadiaos,  seeming  to  valne  their  mules  more  than  anything  else,  pursued  them,  and 
the  two  men  succeeded  in  making  their  escape,  and  returned  toward  the  Limpia  on 
i-iot.  On  the  24tb  I  began  my  march,  and  met  the  men.  I  sent  Captain  Walker  with 
thirty  men  to  seek  the  trail  of  the  Indians,  but  it  was  in  a  rocky  place  and  he  did  not 
*accMd  m  findinf^  it. 

V&fortnoately  in  the  same  bag  with  the  lettera  directed  to  Washington  were  the 
^iea  lent  to  my  office  in  Corpus  Christi,  so  that  I  have  no  record  of  what  was  sent. 
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For  the  reuon,  therefore,  that  these  oompanies  have  not  been  in  the  service  of  the 
Talted  Statee,  I  eanoot  eomply  with  year  reqaest  that  I  ehoald  ask  an  appropriation 
of  ConigreBB  to  reimbarae  the  State  of  Texas  the  amount  paid  them.  The  decision  of 
sj  predeeeaeor  eontrols  my  action  in  the  ease. 

The  reeolntioD  of  the  Senate  relative  to  the  volanteer  companies  of  Texas  at  present 
IS  service,  to  whioh  yon  refer,  has  been  rdceived  and  ansfrerei  by  thi  department.

Col.  S.  Cooper,  Adiaiani-Gemeral : 

Toor  letter  of  the  31st  of  Jannary,  inclosing  the  extract  from  a  report  of  M^or 
Keighbonrs,  Indian  a^ent,  wasdnly  received,  and,  in  conformity  with  your  directions, 
the  volanteers  were  immediately  recalled  from  the  qnarter  toward  which  they  had 
been  directed ;  and  as  the  object  of  employing  them,  to  wit,  carrying;  a  war  into  the 
]u>iD«s  of  the  Indians  who  had  been  making  hostile  incursions  into  the  interior  of 
Texas,  conld  not  be  carried  ont,  they  were  ordered  to  be  discharged.  1  mnst,  however^ 
call  jonr  attention  to  the  incorrectness  of  Major  Neighbour's  report. 

His  communication  is  dated  at  San  Antonio  on  the  8th  of  January.    On  that  day  the 
Tolnntters  had  not  yet  arrived  at  Fort  Chadbonme,  a  long  ways  this  side  of  the  position 
be  assigned  to  them,  and  the  command  from  Fort  Chadbonme  bad  not  left  it  when  yon 
vrote,  inclosing  his  report.    Yet  he  alleges  their  presence  on  the  upper  waters  of  the 
Clear  Fork  as  causing  a  disturbance  among  the  Indians  with  whom  he  was  treating. 
The  band  which  attacked  the  train  near  Fort  Ewell — that  which  was  attacked  by 
Captain  Yan  Boren  and  which  killed  him — ^were  detachments  from  these  tribes  that 
were  then  abont  Fort  Chadbonme  endeavoring  to  excite  the  other  tribes  to  join  them  in 
hostilities.    The  reports  of  Captain  Calhonn  last  summer  show  this  fully.    If  they 
faave  joined  themselves  for  protection  to  any  band  more  peaceful,  and  under  the  control 
of  the  Indian  agents,  the  latter  should  have  taken  measures  to  have  the  offenders  given 
np.    Major  Neighbonrs  cannot  say  that  subsequent  hostilities  have  been  caused  by  the 
pretence  of  the  tn>ope,  for  on  the  Ist  of  February  Captain  Calhoun's  two  companies  or 
dra|rooos  left  Fort  Chadbonme,  and  the  volunteers  had  not  been  mustered  into  service 
at  Aastin  and  San  Antonio  until  from  the  1st  to  the  20th  of  December.    Yet,  by  a  re* 
port  from  Lieutenant  Givens,  Second  Dragoons,  stationed  at  Fort  Belknap,  dated  the 
^>th  of  November,  it  appears  that  a  party  of  these  same  Indians  had  committed  depre- 
dations on  the  settlement  between  the  fort  and  the  reservation,  and  he  had  followed 
and  detected  the  guilty,  but  for  certain  reasons  bad  not  arrested  them.    On  the  10th  of 
Jaonary  Major  Steen  reports  that  he  had,  on  the  complaint  of  one  of  the  settlers,  gone 
to  Senaco's  camp  after  mules,  stolen  some  time  before  from  the  settler ;  that  on  his  way 
bacli  Ketnmsey.  another  chief,  had  overtaken  him,  with  news  that  a  German  named 
Undecker,  living  near  Fort  Chadbonme,  had  sent  word  to  them  that  an  expedition 
'v^aa  to  march  against  the  Southern  Comanches,  and  that  thereupon  Senaco  and  Buffalo* 
Hamp  had  fled  with  their  bands  to  join  the  Northern  Comanches.    Now,  Major  Steen'a 
r«;port  is  dated  the  6th  of  January,  and  the  occurrences  mnst  have  happened  some  days 
before,  while  the  first  of  the  volunteers  did  not  arrive  at  Fort   Chadbonme  until  the 
luth  of  January.    Now,  the  fAct  is  that  this  same  party  of  Senaco  and  Buffalo  Hump 
bare  aeut  detachments  down  into  the  settlements  near  Fredericksburg,  where  they,  are 
sported  to  be  killing  cattle  and  men.    I  have  ordered  Colonel  May  to  send  a  detach- 
meat  to  drive  them  ont,  and  Captain  Calhoun  will  on  his  return  detach  dragoons  on 
ibe  game  duty. 

The  Lipans,  under  the  protection  of  Major  Howard,  are  following  the  same  plan.  An 
iocanion  was  made  a  few  days  since  across  from  Mexico,  near  Fort  Duncan,  and  a 
joQog  mao  killed  who  was  in  search  of  cattle.  In  defending  himself  he  killed  an  In- 
<liap.  whose  body  was  not  carried  off;  and  when  Captain  Walker's  company  of  rifles, 
vbicb  was  sent  in  pursuit,  came  to  the  ground,  some  of  the  men  recognized  the  body 
>8  that  of  the  Lipan  Indian  who  had  started  with  Captain  King,  First  Infantry,  in  pur- 
"Qit  of  Comanches,  and  had  been  turned  over  by  him  to  Captain  Van  Bnren,  and  acoom- 
paoled  the  latter  lu  the  pursuit  that  ended  in  his  death. 

The  Indian  agents  may  be  able  to  watch  and  control  the  tiibes  under  their  charge 
vbile  they  leiide  in  San  Antonio  and  the  Indians  are  on  the  frontier,  but  they  cannot 
c^eD  know  correctly  the  movements  of  the  troops  or  the  facts  that  transpire  at  such  a 
'iUtaoce  from  them ;  and  I  will  assert  that  all  the  Indian  depredations  committed 
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within  two  yrara  bts  to  be  attribotttd  to  slftolnft  tl 
oat  ftgent*  •etoAlly  with  them  to  eoDtrol  their  ai 
iHteDts  haviofc  the  right  to  oomplun  that  their  m 
are  obatractM  by  the  action  of  the  military,  the  li 
all  their  efforts  to  protect  the  frontier  fh>m  lodia 
by  the  plaua  adopted  by  the  Indian  agents.

The  other  two  companies  with 
Kajor  bimoDson  appear  to  have  been  nsefnlly  employed ;  hot  on  the  receipt  of  yoar 
>tt«r,  inclosing  M^jor  Neighbonrs's  remonstrance  against  the  prosecntion  of  ezpedl- 
Um^  afaiDst  the  Indians,  they,  as  well  as  the  companies  with  Captain  Calhoun^  were 
pfdered  to  be  discharged.  Bat  I  trust  that  I  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  the  raove- 
rnenU  asainst  the  Meecaleros  and  Apaches,  so  as  at  least  to  keep  them  out  of  reach  of 
rh''  roa£  to  El  Paso  and  Dofia  Anna,  which  I  can  do  if  the  companies  now  here  are 
ii!i4fd  Qp  with  recruits  and  horses. 

On  the  subject  of  recruits,  I  would  urge  that  they  be  sent  out,  if  practicable,  to 
irrive  here  on  the  Ist  of  December.  When  they  come  in  the  spring  or  summer  they 
Fofferfrom  the  fevers  and  dysenteries  of  the  climate  and  country,  and  embarrass  the 
command  rather  than  aid  it.  I  am  aware  that  this  has  not  been  possible  lately,  for 
It  i^  only  since  August  last  that  recruits  could  be  procured. 

My  own  regiment  has  been  very  unfortunate  in  this  matter.    It  was  at  Arst  filled  up 
io  1M6  with  as  good  men  as  ever  enlisted.    These  served  during  the  war;  but  on  their 
rrtnn  in  1848  they  ooUected  a  purse  of  seven  or  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  employed 
Doe  of  the  agents  about  Washington  to  have  a  law  passed  discharging  them,  all  of 
vhicb  he  had  done.    They  were  entirely  recruited  anew,  but  with  inferior  men,  and 
marched  across  the  plains  in  1849  to  Oregon.    lu  1851  the  men  were  all  trausferrod  to 
the  dragoons  in  the  Pacific  division,  and  the  regiment  recruited  the  third  time  in  six 
jrean  and  stationed  here.    They  have  now  had  no  recruits  for  over  two  years,  and 
WM  of  the  companies  have  not  over  twenty  men.    When  filled  up  a  large  minority 
vill  be  reenitts,  and  another  evil  follow :  that  so  many  will  have  their  discharges 
dae  at  the  same  time  that  a  large  leaven  of  raw  men  will  come  into  each  company  at 
ODce. 

I  delay  making  any  plans  for  the  snmmer  until  I  know  the  purposes  of  the  depart- 
Dtent  since  the  increase  of  the  Army  authorized;  but  will  keep  everything  as  far  as 
potsible  in  the  most  perfect  state  of  efficiency  for  any  design  that  may,  under  the  new 
circamstanoee,  be  determined  on.  It  is  said  at  Brownsville  that  General  La  Vega  and 
iBwt  of  the  troops  in  Tamaullpas are  going  south  to  aid  Santa  Anna  against  the  revo- 
lotioo.

Colonel:  I  have,  generally,  before  the  end  of  March  determined  on  the  plan  of  op- 
entioos  for  the  troops  until  called  in  late  ia  the  fall,  but  this  vear  have  postponed 
potting  the  troops  in  motion,  and,  indeed,  deciding  how  to  employ  th**m,  as  I  Icnew 
pboa  for  augmenting  the  military  force  werd  before  Couf^rass;  and  the  result  is 
KQowo,  to  wit,  an  increase  of  four  regiments.  The  determination  of  the  boundary- 
lioe  aader  the  Gadsden  treaty  may  render  more  troops  necessary  on  that  line,  and  it 
Anick  me  as  likely  that  the  Department  of  Mexico  would  be  re-enforced  by  the  six 
f^oipaaies  of  the  Kigfath  Infantry  now  at  Port  Davis  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sea- 
vtll  If  it  were  to  be  so— and  Colonel  Sea  well  informed  me  that  be  had  heard  that 
chttge  was  determined  on — I  would  place  the  Pirst  Infantry  there,  and  at  Oak  Creek, 
^d  tlie  San  Pedro,  or  ac  the  Great  Comanche  crossing,  and  stretch  the  Fifth  along  the 
Kio  Grande  to  cover  the  places  vacated  by  the  movement  of  the  Pirst;  and  if  the 
nflet  are  filled  with  recruits.  General  Smith  suggests,  in  a  previous  letter,  that  re- 
^niitd  for  Texas  sbonld  not  be  sent  before  the  autumn,  to  avoid  diseases  incident  to 
ihat  climate  in  snmmer.  The  country  is  now  so  well  known  that  no  additional  force 
*iU  be  wanting  on  the  Rio  Grande.  Bnt  if  any  such  movement  is  postponed,  the 
c|)inpanie«  and  trains  will  be  scattered  and  much  time  and  labor  lost  in  assembling 
'Wm  for  the  movement. 

Indeed,  whatever  changes  are  contemplated,  either  jn  consequence  of  the  increase 
^^ibe  Arm;  or  from  new  plans  determined  on  by  the  War  Department,  they  can  be

CoLOKKL :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  reference  to  nte, 
<bted  Kay  17,  of  the  letter  of  J.  E.  Doss,  William  G.  Thomas,  and  Charles  A.  Camp- 
^il.  dated  April  9,  oomplaioiog  of  Indian  depredations  on  the  7th  of  February  and 
9Hh  of  March  last. 

Wben  Senaoo^s  b«nd  of  Comanohes  were  no*^ified  by  the  Texan  settlers  near  Fort 
Cbadboome  that  they  were  to  be  attack<*d,  a  part  of  them  made  an  incnrsion  toward 
tiie  settlement,  and  killed  and  drove  off  some  cattle  between  the  Colorado.    Brevet 
Major  Merrill,  Second  Dragoons,  was  detached  by  Major  Steen  from  Fort  Belknap  with 
ifttnmg  party, who  sconred  the  conotry  near  and  beyond  Fredericksbnrg,  and  Brevet 
Coboel  May  detached  Lieutenant  Norris,  Second  Dragoons,  with  half  of  the  strength 
At  Fort  McKavitt,  who  searched  the  country  more  to  the  westward.    They  found  the 
iDdians— in  all  about  twenty-three — had  retired,  and  a  few  days  since,  the  whole 
frontier  being  nndistnybed,  the  last  of  the  detachments  rotnmed  to  its  post.  The  object 
if  the  writers  of  the  letter  referred  to  seems  to  be  rather  to  have  tr(»ops  again  sta- 
tioned at  Fcrt  Terrett  than  that  any  should  be  kept  in  motion  through  the  country. 
Ii  Qodoobtedly  is  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  those  persons  who  keep  small  stores  that 
tb«y  should  be  near  a  post  to  which  trains  are  frequently  going,  as  the  traffic  with 
t^-amsten  is  very  profitable ;  bnt,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  troops  moving 
t>rer  the  country  are'more  effective  in  keeping  out  Indians  than  those  fixed  at  a  post, 
fcod  they  are  always  ready  for  that  duty,  and  prompt  in  performing  it;  and,  nnless  I 
am  otherwise  directed,  I  will  contioneto  employ  in  that  way.  The  repetition  of  stories 
'jf  depiedsUons  committed  in  the  lieginning  of  the  winter,  publish^  in  papers  some 
^'StAQoe  off  and  copied  again  as  new  outrages,  has  raultiplied,  apparently,  the  number 
('f  iDtarsions  and  amount  of  losses.    There  were  many  cattle  killed  for  food,  and  some 
'^Mtle  »Dd  horses  driven  off,  by  Senaco's  band  in  their  sweep  through  the  country,  bat 
jii^*  lodiaDs  have  been  for  some  time  retired,  and  the  agent,  Major  Neighbours,  has,  I 
Wlieve.  opened  a  commnnication  with  those  who  were  nostile,  which  I  hope  will  end 
mpicifying  them.

There  arc  no  means 
tfaia  company  ammunition,  arms,  subsis^ 
with  the  DoderstaDdlog  that  this  oompai^  ' 
and  wllKoK  to  supply  thenoselves  with  i  ^ 
the  legislatnre  to  reimburse  them,  and  f\ 
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the  Indians.  It  is  expected  tbat  yon  will  be  actively  enipiged  in  ranj^iag  in  their 
Tkinitj,  nolen  it  may  become  neoessary  to  pnrsne  any  maranding  parties  of  Indians 
that  Bisy  be  fbnod  in  the  neighborhood,  in  which  case  yon  are  authorized  to  follow 
tbeoi  up  and  chaetise  them  wherever  they  may  be  found.  I  rely  with  ooofldenoe  upon 
J09T  good  sNise  and  prudence  to  avoid  attacking  any  Indians  or  tribes  who  are  peace- 
aMy  disposed,  as  sacb  a  conrse  might  bring  on  a  general  Indian  war  with  all  the  tribes 
npoQ  oar  frontier,  which  would  be  very  disastrous  for  a  season  to  onr  exposed  settle- 
meot.  I  enjoin  yon,  also,  particularly,  to  prevent  any  trespasses  being  committed  by 
those  under  your  command  n|ion  the  persons  or  property  of  citizens.  I  sbiili  commu- 
aicsre  what  I  hare  done  to  the  general  tu  command  of  this  department,  and  should  be 
dnire  to  receive  yon  into  the  united  States  snrvice  for  a  like  time,  and  to  perform 
•iuiilsr  duty,  I  shall  expect  yon  to  be  mastered  under  his  orders,  or  should  he  send 
otiier  mounted  troops  to  tho  same  neighborhood  to  perform  the  service  for  which  you 
in  destined,  then  I  shall  feel  at  libertv  to  discharge  yon  at  once.  You  will  keep  this 
office  frequently  and  regularly  advised  of  your  proceedings.

Coijokel:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Tonr  office,  dated  the  86th  of  June,  inclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Mexican  min- 
ifUr  to  the  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Unite/l  States,  in  relation  to  rumors  of  an  in- 
ti-!Hled  expedition  from  this  side  of  the  Rio  Grande  into  Mexico,  under  Caravj^al  «^d 
orfier  leciflcrs. 

Tbe  officers  «»f  the  Army  on  that  line  have  tnstruotions  to  prevent  any  infraction  of 
the  law  of  Ifhs,  and  where  the  information  they  received  or  the  proof  they  could  obtain 
was  sofflcient,  they  have  succe89fnlly  carried  out  their  instructions,  as  the  former  arrest 
uf  CirsTigal  and  his  associates  will  testify.  Co  varions  occasions  lately,  on  the  rumor 
cnrrent  in  the  neighborhood,  varions  detachments  of  troops  have  been  sent  to  sconr 
tb«  neighborhood  and  break  up  any  such  expeditions,  but  they  have  never  succeeded 
ii  finding  any,  for  these  are  not  organised  or  created  within  our  limits ;  the  arrange- 
ments are  all  made  in  Mexico,  and  the  parties  singly  retire  to  this  side  to  remain  in 
9<rcanty  nntil  they  are  ready  to  operate,  and  as  they  are  scattered  along  the  frontier 
taioog  the  inhabitants,  who  are  originally  Mexicans,  it  is  impossible  to  disUnguish 
(b«ra,  and  such  eommnnication  as  they  have  with  each  other  is  private  and  cannot  be 
detected. 

Sinte  the  late  occupation  of  Monterey  by  the  insurgents,  Carav^jal  and  a  number 
of  others  have  croesed  to  |oln  them,  but  as  no  information  was  given  of  the  intended 
DOTement,  and  it  was  made  without  any  appearance  of  hostile  intention  exhibited  on 
oar  ride,  it  conld  neither  be  detected  nor  prevented,  for  the  river  can  be  crossed  any- 
where. 

If  the  information  on  which  the  Mexican  consnl  at  Brownsville  founds  his  report 
vn  exact  and  sofficient,  it  would  have  enabled  M^or  Porter  to  have  succeeded  in  ar- 
reting it.  It  was  because  it  was  merelv  general  rumor,  without  particulars,  that  the 
tSoTts  of  the  officers  were  not  snccessfaL 

Unless  some  one  int-rested  in  suppressing  these  enterprises,  and  at  the  same  time  in 
tbe  secrets  of  the  offenders,  will  make  known  their  plans,  it  is  not  likely  that  any  cor- 
tcct  ksowledee  of  them  will  reach  the  officers  who  are  on  the  lookout  to  prevent 
them,  especially  as  these  plans  are  now  contined  almost  entirely  to  persons  resident  on 
tbe  Mexican  side,  and  it  is  far  more  difficult  to  trace  any  movement  from  the  similarity 
of  tbe  population  on  tbe  two  sides  of  the  river.  The  iostmotions  to  the  officers  are 
fall,  and  Uiey  are  xeiUous  in  the  execution  of  them,  but  the  ciroiiinstaucee  I  mention 
ve  more  sufficient  to  account  for  their  general  ill-suceess  than  are  those  which  prevent 
the  Mexican  anthorities  fh>m  keeping  the  Indians  they  have  by  trealv  with  them 
(ocated  on  the  Bio  Grande  from  El  Paso  to  Camargo  from  crossing  weekly  on  to  onr 
ftide  to  murder  and  rob  and  carrv  back  their  booty  for  sale  in  sight  of  our  frontier.

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hire  been  stolen,  within  the  last  month,  from  several  ranches  within  fifteen  or  twenty 
miles  of  ibis  fowo,  and  there  is  no  donbt  that  in  every  instance  it  has  been  done  by 
Indians.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  one  or  two  companies  of  monnted  men  might  be 
lUiioned,  in  parties  of  thirty  or  forty,  at  different  places  near  the  settlements,  from 
tke  bead  of  toe  Llano  down  to  the  month  of  the  Rio  Frio,  and  perhaps  below  there  on 
Uw  Nneeesy  ao  far  as  to  intercept  these  small  parties  of  Indians  who  commit  these  ont- 
nges.  The  company  nnder  the  command  of  Captain  Callahaa,  which  I  called  ont  a 
few  weeks  since  and  stationed  near  the  head  of  the  Guadalupe  and  the  Blanc  o,  have 
pat  a  stop  to  the  depredations  which  the  Indians  were  commictiog  in  those  neighbor- 
boods  for  two  or  three  months  previous.  My  situation  in  regard  to  these  matters  is  a 
TfTj  embarzaosiog  one.  Onr  ci  izeos  are  entitled  to  protection  from  thn  general  gov- 
ernment, hnty  not  receiving  it,  they  appeal  to  the  State  authorities.  There  is  great 
ilangcr,  if  I  call  oat  volnoteers,  that  they  may,  in  their  zeal  to  punish  the  Indians,  do 
something  to  interfere  with  the  efforts  now  making  by  the  general  government  to  settle 
TeiBS  tribes  at  the  reservations  on  the  Upper  Brazos.  I  think,  if  I  could  have  a  con- 
raltstion  with  yon  on  this  subject,  some  plaa  might  be  devised  to  give  protection  to 
the  fion  ier  settlements  of  this  and  the  a4\faining  couuties,  and,  if  agreeable  to  yon,  I 
will  meet  yon  at  this  place  when  you  return  here,  if  yon  will  inform  me  what  time 
yoa  expect  to  retnm.  • 

Iq  ease  yoa  do  not  expect  to  return  here  soon,  I  wish«  if  it  is  in  your  power  to  do  so, 
tbst  you  would  send  a  company  or  two  of  mounted  men  immediately  to  range  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Frio  to  the  head  of  the  Llano.  This  will  give  confidence  to  the 
settlements  north  and  west  of  this,  and  keep  them  from  breaking  up,  and  relieve  nie 
from  the  neoeesity  of  calling  ont  additional  volunteers  to  perform  that  service.  In  the 
mean  time  I  will  delay  further  action,  with  hope  of  hearing  from  yon  at  an  early  day.

Geittlevcn  :  Tonr  letter  of  the  Ist  instant,  giving  an  acconnt.  of  the  depredations  re- 
cently committed  in  this  vicinity  by  the  Indians,  and  inclosing  the  proceedings  of  a  pnb- 
He  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  this  place,  was  received  at  Austin  on  the  3d  instant.  Sup- 
pHdiog  that  General  Smith  was  still  at  this  place,  I  came  immediately  here  with  tbe 
^iev  of  meeting  him  and  inducing  him  to  adopt  measures  to  prevent  a  recnrrence  of 
9imilar  proceedings.  Not  finding  him  here  on  my  arrival,  I  wrote  to  htm  vesterday  by 
'express,  detailing  the  recent  murders  and  thefts  committed  by  the  Indians  in  this 
cnanty,  and  reqnested  htm  to  furnish  a  sufficient  monnted  force  to  be  stationed  at  such 
poinu  as  will  hereafter  give  protection  against  further  attacks  of  the  kind. 

I  expect  to  get  a  reply  fVom  him  in  a  few  days,  and  unless  he  gives  me  assurances 
that  snch  a  force  will  be  soon  furnished,  I  shall  consider  it  to  be  ray  duty  to  call  ont  a 
company  of  volnnteers  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  onr  frontier  citizens  until 
the  legi^attire,  soon  to  assemble,  can  take  such  farther  steps  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary Ui  effect  that  object.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledg;e  the  receipt  of  yonr  commuoioatiou  of 
tbe2Utof  August,  ioclosing  docnmeots  relative  to  alleged  projected  inoursious  iuto 
H«xico.  The  mmors,  npon  which  complaints  aro  made  by  the  Mexican  minister,  are 
almost  witbont  foundation.  An  adventurer,  whose  proclamations  appear  in  the  Texas 
BcwspMerp — with  a  view  of  indncins  others  to  Join  him — announces  that  he  is  abv>ut 
to  iovaue  the  neighboring  States  of  Mexico,  and  has  already  several  hundred  men 
trrayed  in  this  enterprise,  and  some  partisans  of  his  assist  him  by  giving  currency  to 
the  same  tale.  Every  one  hero  knows  how  little  confidence  was  to  bo  placed  in  it,  and 
It  vas  not  really  woith  noticing,  lest  it  might  be  raised  to  a  consequence  it  did  not 
merit, 

riDally,  he,  with  about  twenty  men  scattered  along  the  river,  crossed  whero  there 
^tt  DO  one  to  oppose,  and  offered  to  join  the  revolutionists,  but,  being  as  well  appreci- 
ated on  that  aide  as  on  this,  their  services  were  refused,  and  they  were  advised  to  cross 
^>>ck  to  Tezaa.   They  were  consequently  broken  up,  a  ad  most  of  them  retnrned.   They 
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are,  altogether,  of  bo  little  oonseqnenoe  that  it  would  be  hard  to  find  any  one  who 
con  Id  testify  a^j^aiDBt  them  or  distinguish  them  from  the  ordinary  crowd  Uiat  loiter 
about  frontier  towns. 

The  Lipan  Indians,  who  are  located  in  Mezioo,  near  our  border,  and  proteeted  b;  tlie 
authorities  there,  cross  constantly,  in  small  parties,  and  st^al  horses  »nd  males.  The 
country  being  flooded  by  late  rains,  it  is  almost  Impossible  to  trail  them,  and  the 
mounted  riflemen  who  have  attempted  it  have  not  been  successful  for  that  reaws. 
Many  of  the  citizens  who  have  lost  animals  have,  I  understand,  associated  them«lTa 
together  to  follow  these  parties  from  their  crossings  of  the  Rio  Grande  toward  the 
Lipan  camp,  to  recover  their  animals.  It  is,  probably,  the  approach  of  these  parties  t^ 
the  river  which  has  ^ven  some  conflrmatiun  to  the  rumors  about  invasioo,  bnt  tb^j 
persons  engaged  in  this  pursuit  are  of  entirely  different  character  and  hAve  different 
objects  from  those  first  mentioned. 

If  the  tenth  part  of  the  labor  spent  by  our  soldiers  to  prevent  infractions  of  tb** 
"  neutrality  laws  "  were  employed  in  Mexico  to  restrain  the  Indians,  even  this  List- 
mentioned  project  would  not  have  been  undertaken. 

The  Mexican  minister  may  be  assured  that  the  troops  here  will  carry  out  eamestlj 
the  intentions  and  instructions  of  their  government.

Sir:  For  your  information  I  deem  it  proper  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a  sopplemeots^ 
treaty  to  the  treaty  of  1846,  concluded  between  Special  Agent  Gteorge  W.  Hill  a&i! 
myself,  on  the  30th  of  August,  1855,  with  the  Indians  now  **  actually  "  settled  on  the 
Indian  reservations  on  the  Main  and  Clear  Fork  of  the  Brazos«  That  agreement,  with 
a  statement  of  our  action,  has  been  submitted  to  the  honorable  Commiastooer  of  Indian 
Affairs  for  his  approval,  and  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  oo-operation  of  the  military  m 
carrying  out  the  present  policy .  I  would  resipectfnlly  request^  if  not  inoonaisieot  with 
your  orders,  to  respect  and  enforce  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  between  the  ag«tit« 
and  the  Indians  and  afford  them  the  protection  promised. 

In  accordance  with  my  instructions  irom  my  department  I  have  made  coQtracts  &r 
the  erection  of  agency  buildings  and  for  preparing  farms  for  the  Comaoebe  Indiac;* 
on  the  Clear  Fork  of  Brazos  (Comanche  agency),  and  shall  have  in  the  coarse  of  oexx 
week  some  hands  at  work  at  that  point.    As  I  have  alreudv  found  myself  erabairasHid 
by  bands  of  Northern  Comanches  (who  are  not  settlers),  and  have  do  protectioii  agaiuM 
them,  should  they  choose  to  depredate,  and  I  shall  in  a  short  time  have  sovemsMnt 
stores  exposed  to  their  attacks,  I  would  respectfully  request  you  to  famiiui  me  mith 
protection  at  that  point.    If  you  can  at  this  time  furnish  temporarily,  aay,  thirty  mcs. 
or  one  company,  if  they  can  be  spared  from  the  post,  it  would  afford  all  the  protectivo 
that  I  would  require.    The  Indians  who  are  actual  settlers  give  every  assurance  that 
there  is  nothing  to  fear  from  them,  but  they,  as  well  ss  the  employes  of  the  govern- 
ment,  require  protection  against  the  intrusion  of  the  Comanche  ba^ids  fartiier  ounb. 
Should  you  not  feel  authorized  to  give  permanent  protection,  as  required  «t  the  Clear 
Fork  or  Comanche  agency,  you  will  please  refer  the  subject  to  the  commanding  geaeial 
of  this  department,  as  the  Indian  agents  will  find  it  impossible  to  reside  peraaoeotly 
on  the  reserve  and  to  execute  their  duties  properly  unless  sustained  by  the  niluary 
authorities.

KTiooa  to  tbe  receipt  of  these  papers  I  had  been  informed  of  most  of  the  facts  de- 
uled  in  yonr  petition,  and  had  requested  General  Smith  to  place  a  sufficient  mounted 
vce  on  the  Hoe  of  the  Nueces,  to  range  from  the  neighborhood  of  Fort  Ewell  up  to 
t»c  head  of  the  Llano,  and  1  have  Just  received  information  from  him  that  he  has 
rdered  three  eompaniea  of  mounted  riflemen  to  perform  that  service.  These  troops  I 
nist  will  prove  sufficient  to  give  security  against  further  inourMons  of  Indians  into 
our  country ;  if  they  do  not^  I  will  endeavor  to  have  additional  troops  ordered  to  that 
"Mlion  of  our  frontier ;  and  if  I  cannot  succeed  in  this,  1  will  then  consider  it  to  be  my 
l^ty  to  call  oat  volunteers  to  act  under  the  authority  of  this  ^tate.

Hbabquartkrs,  Fort  Bklknip.  Octeber  7, 1855. 

6iB :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  several  weeks  ago  a  party  of  Northern  Comanches 
<lrove  off  from  the  lower  reservation  about  forty  horses  belonging  to  Delawares.  A 
ptrty  of  the  latter  Indians  wss  formed  (with  the  sanction  of  the  acent.  Captain  Ross), 
vho  went  in  pursuit  of  the  robbers.  T^ben  about  ten  miles  from  Red  River,  the  Dela- 
wares left  th«i  trail  they  were  on  to  go  to  a  water-hole,  and,  in  doing  so,  crossed  a 
^h  trail,  which  they  immediately  mllowed  np.  They  soon  came  up  to  a  band  of 
Northern  Comanebes,  who  told  them  they  were  on  their  way  to  the  settlements  to 
Btnl  horses,  &c.  The  Delawares,  thirteen  in  number,  then  attacked  t^ese  Comanches, 
kiUibg  seven  and  capturing  ten  horses,  be»ide  liows  and  arrows,  shields,  &c.  They 
also  1^  a  black  cloth  sack-coat,  in  the  pockets  of  which  a  dsguerreotype  likeness  of  a 
p^stlemaa  was  found.  This  may  perhaps  lead  to  a  war  of  retaliaTion  toward  the 
friendly  Indians  on  the  res**rvati  »n8 ;  and  unless  mounted  troops  are  soon  sent  here, 
tbe  white  settlers  on  the  Clear  Fork  of  the  Brszos  will  not  be  able  to  remain  on  their 
finns.

SiK:  The  soonts, 'conaisting  of  twelve  Delawares  and  one  Caddo,  left  on  the  24th  in 
roTsait  of  the  bones  stolen  from  this  agency,  and  returned  on  the  morning  of  the  4th, 
T^port  M  follows,  to  wit :  They  followed  the  trail  five  days  a  northwest  direction,  at 
▼oieh  time  they  disoovered  auother  trail  going  the  same  direction,  but  muoh  fresher 
t^  the  onatbey  were  following,  but  determined  on  following  it.

Sir:  In  continuation  of  my  report  of  the  4th  instant,  in  relation  to  the  Texan  volun* 
ten,  I  hare  the  honor  to  state  that,  pursuant  to  their  resolution  to  remain  on  the 
(exicao  side  of  the  river  and  occupy  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  they  strengthened 
lieir  position  as  much  as  possible  and  awaited  the  result.  The  river  was  unusually 
igfa  sod  still  rising  at  this  time,  and  the  impoesibility  of  crossing  their  hor8<«  was 
^  nutm  they  give  for  remaining  on  that  side  of  the  nver. 

1  received  thioogb  an  indirect  ehaaneli  about  dusk  on  the  evening  of  the  5th  instant, 
oote  purporting  to  oome  from  the  commander  of  the  Mexican  forces,  asking  my  posi- 
iou  io  relation  to  the  Texas  volunteers.  I  did  not  reply ;  I  did  not  know  where  the 
lexican  commander  was,  neither  did  I  deem  it  of  importance.  The  next  day  (the  6th) 
be  Teians  crosood  orer  some  of  their  horses,  intending.I  believe,  to  come  to  this  side 
s«H>n  ss tlM^  could  get  their  horses  over ;  the  river  in  the  mean  time  had  fallen  consid- 
rably,  but  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  Mexican  forces  advanced  upon  them. 
rbe  moment  they  came  in  sight,  to  my  astonishment,  the  Texans  commenced  firing  the 
own,  and  in  a  few  minutes  nearly  every  house  in  the  place  was  in  flames,  and  while 
t  was  bnming  Captain  Callahan  sent  me  a  message,  asking  my  protection  and  assist- 
iDce  for  bim  to  cross  the  river.  I  sent  him  a  decided  refusal.  Thus  matters  continued 
iQtil  after  dark,  the  Mexicans  making  no  attack  on  the  place.  Soon  after  dark  1  re- 
vived a  note  signed  by  Callahan  and  Heniy,  asktus  the  protection  of  the  United  States 
i&g  to  enable  them  to  cross  the  river,  stating  that  tneir  men  were  deserting  them ;  that 
i^j  had  tben  but  about  seventy,  and  they  were  not  able  to  contend  with  the  Mexicans— » 
^'Hie  six  or  seven  hundred.  I  replied  that  they  had  deliberately  couie  to  tbe  defer- 
^^ination  to  make  a  stand  against  the  Mexican  forces,  and  after  what  had  transpired 
hev  must  abide  by  that  determination ;  but  that  they  had  possession  of  the  boats,  and 
( (lid  not  see  but  that  they  could  easily  cross  to  this  side  of  the  river,  leaving  th«-ir 
^or^9,  which  they  would  have  to  abandon.  I  believe  they  commenced  crossing,  and 
^oDtioaed  to  do  so  until  about  11|  o'clock,  when  another  message  was  sent  imploring 
Q'V  asBistance  to  save  them  from  destruction  ;  the  boat  had  got  loose  and  gone  down  the 
Tiver,  thus  cutting  off  all  chance  of  escape.  I  tben  consulted  with  some  of  the  officers 
u  to  what  course  it  would  be  proper  to  pursue,  but  before  I  made  up  my  mind  fnllv  as 
^4  my  action,  I  learned  that  the  boat  was  not  lost;  had  broken  from  the  line  ;  but  had 
^Q  brought  ashore,  and  the  Texans  were  crossing  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  at  that 
time,  aboat  2  o'olock  a.  ro.  (7th),  they  were  mostly  over  the  river,  not  being  inter- 
rvpt4^  by  tbe  Mexicans.  During  yesterday  thev  crossed  over  most,  if  not  all,  their 
Tmainioy^  horses,  and  are  now  encamped  somewbere  in  this  vicinity.  Nearly  all  the 
inbabitaots  absjidoned  Piedras  Negras  as  soon  as  the  Texans  occupied  it  ^  a  great  many 
^^•Med  to  tbis  side,  and  others  left  for  the  neighboring  towns  in  Mexico,  I  presume. 
^btfy  are  in  a  state  of  great  destitution  at  thiatime,  and  I  would  suggest  that  provis- 
lOQs  sboald  be  isaaed  to  such  as  are'  suffering. 

^y  sitoation  is  an  embarrassing  one,  to  preserve  peace  and  at  the  same  time  pre- 
^^ni  acta  of  hostility.  The  Mexicans  are  said  to  be  ver^  much  exasperated,  and 
<br^teo  retaliation,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Eagle  Pass  are  in  great  alarm.  I  have  to 
^od  them  guards  every  night  to  pacify  them,  though  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  dan- 
K^.  There  are  said  to  be  many  Indians  with  the  Mexicans  (Seminoles),  and  it  is  these 
'cat  tbey  fea^.  1  trust  matters  will  soon  be  quieted,  unless  the  Texans  renew  their 
attacks  irith  rscmited  forces.  In  the  mean  time  I  await  instructions  from  headquar- 
^m  case  these  forces  should  arrive  at  this  point.

The  general  is  informed  that  snch  an  invasion  of  Mexico  b«s  alrea  ly  reoentif 
been  made  from  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Dnncan,  and  that  farther  similar  invasions,  for 
the  purpose  of  re-enforcing  the  first,  will  probably  be  attempted ;  and  it  is  his  order, 
therefore,  that  yoii  endeavor  to  prevent  any  such  attempt  within  tbe  reaeb  of  your 
command,  and  that  y^u  employ  the  force  under  yonr  control  to  the  fnlleat  extent  thmt 
may  be  necessary  for  that  object,  and  for  the  folfillmKnt  of  the  instmctiona  of  ibf 
President.  All  persons  who  m^  be  arrested  in  such  unlawful  attempts  will  be  sent  lo 
Brownsville,  to  be  brought  before  the  Uoited  States  commissioner.  If  the  oommsnd- 
ing  oflicer  of  Fort  Duncan  should  call  upon  yon  for  additional  troops,  the  generd 
directs  that  you  dispatch  them  immediately^  to  the  exceut  of  three  compAates  of  is- 
funtry.

Sir:  The  mail  leaves  to-morrow  morning  for  San  Antonio.  I  have  bnt  little  to 
report  since  my  communication  of  yesterday,  sent  by  express.  All  is  now  qniec 
General Xangberg,  commander  in  chief  of  the  Mexican  forces  in  Coaboib^  arrived  al 
Piedraa  Negras  yesterday,  and  now  has  the  direction  of  Aflfairs  on.  the  other  sldei^tlie 
river.  He  has  a  ff>rceDX  one  thousand  men,  six  hnndre^  regular  troops  and  foar  has- 
dred  volunteers,  I  do  not  anticipate  any  further  dldicnlties  unless  tbe  Tezaui  volss- 
teers  should  return  with  lai^ge  re-eoforoements ;  it  is  evident  that,  should  they  do  m, 
they  will  be  resisted  by  the  entire  force  of  Mexico  in  Coahnila. 

Tbe  Mexican  account  of  the  conflict  near  San  Fernando  reports  four  killed  and  four 
wounded  on  their  side,  their  force  consisting  of  two  hundred  citixans  and  eight  Lipss 
Indians,  who  were  uot  recognized  as  a  part  of  their  force,  but  who  followed  as  straggicn. 
Tbe  Tvxans,  they  report,  left  live  dead  oa  the  ground,  besides  a  number  of  horses,  S'xl 
abont  thirty  pistols,  guns,  or  rifles,  which  were  picked  up  by  the  Indians.  The  vulaa- 
teers  left  this  vicinity  yesterday,  and  are  gone,  I  aw  tola,  to  Leon.

CoLoxKL :  At  the  time  Indian  depredations  were  reported  near  Fredericlubarg,  tlie 
oremor  of  the  State  ofsanized  a  company  of  volanteers  nnder  Captain  Callahan,  and 
atloned  tliein  there.  Lately  abont  twenty  men  were  left  of  this  corapAoy  at  their 
'•»t«  and  Captain  Callahan  took  the  rent  to  pnnue,  nsk  it  was  said,  Indians  who  had 
CAleo  horses  and  killed  persons  on  theCebolo  and  Medina  He  was  join^  by  others 
md  marched  toward  tke  Rie  Grande.  A  report  was  current  that  a  party  was  organ  z- 
i>S  to  go  into  liexioo  and  take  negroes  that  had  mn  away  from  Texas  and  horses 
lilt  liad  beeo  stolen,  and  I  presoroe  that  the  party  of  Captain  CAllah;iii  was  the  one 
lla<l«d  to.  If  so,  their  deiiign  was  covered  by  thH  pnn^iitt  of  a  trail  of  Lipans  esoap- 
Bg  with  their  booty.  This  party  crossed  below  Eagle  Pans,  without  the  knowledge  of 
be  commaoding  offloor  at  Fort  Duncan,  on  the  night  of  the  1st  of  October.  Captain 
'Allabao  si^s  be  crossed  npon  the  in vl nation  and  by  the  assist  mce  of  the  Mexican 
klcade^and  npon  assarances  of  their  aid  in  porsuiug  the  Indians.  He  and  his  party 
rere  IimI  into  an  amboscade  of  Indians  and  Mexicans  on  the  3d,  as  they  advanced  to- 
ward San  Fernando,  the  residence  of  the  Seminole  Indians ;  were  repulsed  and  driven 
•ack  to  Piudraa  Nefpras,  the  small  villa zo  opposite  Fort  Duncan.  I  cannot  ascertain 
bat  they  killed  any  Indians,  bnt  several  or  tne  Mexicans  were  killed.  They  conld  not 
to^  on  account  of  tlie  high  water  in  the  river  j  and  flnding  themselves  not  ap* 
troocbed  by  the  Indians*  they  have  remained  there,  and  Captain  Callahan  has  callMl 
ijiiMi  his  fellow-cicisans  for  aid.  and  endeavors  are  made  to  ral^  men  to  re-enfirce  him. 
[  bare  sent  orders  to  Captain  Barbank  to  arrest  every  one  attempting  to  cross  over 
vith  say  hostile  design,  and  have  ordered  three  companies  from  Fort  Mcintosh  to 
t^reoj^tben  him.  But  the  result  of  these  movements  acroH«i  the  river  will  be  to  excite 
be  hoOiUty  of  all  (be  Siminoles  and  their  a^ociates.  and  we  may  expect  to  hear  of 
['jiUiu  depredations  during  the  whole  winter.  •  •  «  In  the  mean  time,  every 
meaosin  my  power  will  be  employed  to  prevent  the  breach  ot  the  neutrality  laws  and 
tbeiDconiions  of  the  Indians.  I  inclose  the  report  of  Captaii  Burbank  and  copies  of 
Bifprevioos  and  snbseoneut  instructions.  I  neglected  to  men tioa,  as  the  gronnd  of 
py  belief  that  Callahan's  expedition  woe  origtjalTy  intended  as  an  inroad  into  Mexico 
en  aewch  of  negroes,  that  his  cro^uing  took  placj  oo  the  night  of  the  Int  or  m  iruinq:  of 
tb«*2d,  and  the  ambuscade  on  the  3d;  yet,  on  my  arrival  here  on  the  lst,Vfcu  officer 
nad  me  a  private  note  from  a  friend  at  Laredo,  informing  him  that  a  party  of  Texan 
^otaoteers  bad  crossed  the  river  above,  intending  to  attack  the  Indians ;  that  they  had 
Wq  led  into  an  ambuscade  of  the  Seminol<*s,  and  many  of  them  killed,  and  the  re- 
mainder had  fled  back  to  recross  the  Rio  Grande.  Now,  this  news  was  at  Laredo  a 
veels  and  more  beCire  the  affair  happened,  and  sUow^  that  the  design  existed  l>6fore- 
^<1  with  the  volunteers,  and  was  disclosed  to  the  Mexicans,  who  prepared  and 
execQt«d  Uie  amboscade  accordingly.

C<>u»'KL. :  I  bmye  tba  honor  to  inclose  a  copy  ol  a  farther  report  of  CAptaio  Biirbaiik 
f  tbe  eveota  socceedini;  thoee  detailed  in  my  former  commanication.  Yon  will  obDerve  * 
be  wanton  ootraicea  Inflicted  on  the  poor  iuhabitantaof  Piedraa  Negraa  in  the  burning 
i  their  iionaco  and  gardens.  I  wiah  I  could  say  that  conduct  so  oifensive  to  law  and 
amaoity  met  with  any  reprobation  here ;  the  very  few  I  have  heard  condemn  it  avow 
^ir  irar  to  espress  their  opinions  pablioly.  Tbe  party  under  Callahan  have  fallen 
ack  from  tbe  Hio  Grande  and  have  given  out  their  intention  to  disperse  and  return 
» their  homes.  But  although  that  is  their  probable  coarse,  no  confidence  can  be  placed 
1  their  declarations,  and  they  will  still  be  watched.  A  criminal  prosecution  of  the 
Seoders  woold  be  futile  anywhere  in  Texas,  and  nothing  remains  but  to  endeavor  to  ^ 
reveat  a  repetition  of  snch  acts.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Ii  dians  will  be  led  to 
rtaliate,  and  tbe  people  of  the  Mexican  side,  irritated  by  these  outrages,  will  aid  and  en- 
Dcrage  tbem,  aod  aaob  acts  of  retaliation  will  afford  a  pretext  fur  new  outrages,  if  the 
[1  rac^ess  of  the  last  expedition  does  not  prevent  them.  I  inclose  also  a  copy  of  a  letter 
sddressed  to  the  governor  of  the  State,  wiih  the  information  1  had  from  Captain 
lorbank,  and  copies  of  further  orders  in  relation  to  tbe  subject.  It  will  be  seen  that 
direct  tbe  arreat  of  persons  attempting  to  invade  Mexico  as  a  measure  of  prevention 
mdtr  the  law  and  mv  instructions.  The  arrest  of  tho&e  returning  from  the  com  mis- 
ion  of  tbe  offeoae  I  leave  to  the  civil  authorities,  because  it  would  not  prevent  the 
riiae  or  an  attempt  to  repeat  it ;  however,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  airest  every 
me  engaged  In  the  enterprise. 

1  most  say,  in  conclusion,  that,  although  the  unfortunate  inhabitants  of  the  Mexican 
iide  bave  so  much  to  complain  of,  it  is  different  with  the  Mexican  Govrrnment ;  they 
MTe  eocoaraged  in  every  way  the  incursions  and  robberies  of  the  Indians,  who  are 
lod^r  tbrir  protection.  Citisensof  this  side  have  followed  the  Indians  who  stole  their 
korsesand  found  them  in  possession  of  Mexicans,  some  in  high  authority,  who  had  just 
Hmgbt  them  from  marauding  parties;  far  from  aiding  our  people,  who  were  endeavor- 
ing peaceably  to  get  back  their  property,  they  interfered  to  prevent  even  their  pur- 
eh^Ne  back;  and  in  no  instance  nasany  encouragement  been  given  to  our  citizens 
teckiog  redress.

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It  has  strack  me  as  extraordinary  that,  while  oomplaiDing  that  they  are  lefl  wiibonl 
protection  from  Indian  incursions,  they  can  yet  aftbrd  to  send  away  t^ree  times  th< 
number  of  the  regular  mounted  force  in  the  whole  State  from  the  very  portion  of  tiii 
State  where  assistance  is  said  to  be  so  mnch  needed.  I  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  pn: 
vent  any  unlawful  expedition,  but,  as  the  country  is  really  infested  with  small  panie. 
of  Indians,  it  is  easy  fur  any  party  of  armed  citizens  who  approach  the  Rio  Grande  t 
say  they  are  following  these  marauders  and  protecting  the  frontier.  These  iicegai  ei 
peditions  require  the  troops  to  be  kept  near  the  Rio  Orancle,  while  the  proreetion  o 
the  farmers  demands  that  they  should  be  brought  into  the  interior,  and  it  will  be  difi: 
cttlt'to  execute  both  services  with  numbers  barely  sufficient  for  either.  If  I  can  dcli 
the  action  of  those  parties  a  few  weeks,  no  doubt  many  of  the  more  pmdenl  cltuec 
will  think  br-tter  of  the  matter  and  abandon  the  expedition.

General  :  On  my  arrival  here  I  am  placed  in  possession  of  the  official  reports  of  Sp< 
cial  Agents  Ross  and  Baylor,  who  are  in  charge  of  the  Indian  reservatioDs  near  Fot 
Belknap,  copies  of  which  I  have  thought  proper  to  inclose  you  for  your  iofoniiation 
You  will  perceive  by  reference  to  these  reports  that  we  may  expect  some  difficalty  «iti 
the  Yampasecos,  and,  in  fact,  all  of  the  northern  tribes  or  bands  of  Comaoches;  tii^ 
they  not  only  threaten  to  attack  the  friendly  Indians  on  the  reservations,  bat  to  atXAcl 
our  settlements  on  our  northern  frontier.  In  order  to  meet  any  emergeney  that  msi 
arise,  I  should  be  pleased  if  yon  will  give  iustructions  to  the  commaadiog  officer  « 
Forts  Belknap  and  Cbadbourue  as  you  may  deem  best  calculated  to  meet  the  threjii 
ened  danger.  Under  the  circumstances,  it  is  deemed  by  me  absolutely  neoeasary  U\ 
have  a  small  force  on  the  Comanche  reservation  to  protect  the  govemnaent  employe* 
and  to  overawe  the  Comanches  now  settled  should  they  show  auy  diapoaiUon  M  joJ 
their  brethren  farther  north  in  attacks  on  our  settlement. 

You  will  perceive  that  Special  Agent  Baylor  haa  already  requested  Migor  Paal  u 
furnish  him  with  a  guard.

Governor  :  I  bad  the  honor  of  receiving  yonr  letter  of  the  17th  yesterday.  I  h»r« 
not  the  slightest  apprehension  that  the  destination  of  the  Second  Cavalry  Regimen: 
is  chang4-a  or  that  its  march  will  be  delayed.  On  the  contrary,  my  aaaaranes  i* 
stronger  every  day  that  it  will  be  here  as  soon  as  a  due  regard  to  the  oondlcioo  of  tbe 
horses  will  peimit ;  and  I  am  sure  that,  upon  considering  the  grounds  of  my  oertaiDtj. 
which  I  will  briefly  state,  y<»n  will  be  of  the  same  opinion. 

In  the  first  place,  Colonel  Hardee,  in  writing  a  private  letter  to  a  friend  here,  hs« 
stated  only  impressions  made  on  his  own  mind;  he  does  not  even  hint  that  any 
information,  eveu  unofficial,  i"*  the  foundation  of  his  opinion.  On  the  day  be  wn>t4^~ 
the29(b  of  September — he  could  not  have  been  in  possession  of  the  formal  onlerto 
march.  Of  course  he  had  no  authority  to  require  or  prepare  the  transportation  forlV 
regiment.  It  is  possible  that  this  final  order  was  delayed  until  the  aitnatioo  ar<(^ 
necessities  of  General  Harney  were  determined.  Accordingly,  after  the  news  of  1"< 
snccess  over  the  Sioux  at  Ash  Hollow,  an  order  from  the  War  Department  of  the^Vt 
of  S<^pteniber,  a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  me,  directs  tha<>  Col.  Albert  9j  JobiwtM. 
should  be  relieved  from  serving  ou  a  court-martial  to  which  he  had  been  ordereii,  antl 
that  he  should  at  once  take  command  of  his  regiment,  and  on  the  )?7th,  two  djr« 
afterward,  the  final  order  for  march  is  issued  from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Arm/- 
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This  order  coald  not  bsTe  reached  Colonel  Hardee,  for  if  it  had  been  mailed  on  the 
<bT  of  ita  date  it  would  not  have  been  in  Saint  Lonia  when  the  colonel  wrote.  On 
m  receipt  yon  are  well  aware  that  it  became  the  doty  of  the  officer  in  command  of 
iW  lament  «t  once  to  make  requisitions  on  the  staff  officers  near  him  for  the  requi- 
oto  trMisportation  and  sopplies,  and  you  are  also  aware  that  there  oonld  be  no  diffi- 
cslty  at  Saint  Loois  and  its  neighborhood  in  finding  plenty  of  either.  The  absence  of 
Kbcee  prepaiatiooa  before  the  order  for  march  is  no  evidence  of  the  impossibility  of 
;»woriD)(  them  afterward ;  besides,  I  have  been  officially  informed  of  the  intention  of 
tbe  War  Department  to  send  the  regiment  here.  I  have  been  directed  to  make  prep- 
irstion  for  their  reeeption,  and  to  purchase  forage  for  their  horses,  involving  a  larse 
hxpeoditore.  I  have  received  and  recorded  the  formal  order  for  their  movement.  II 
iliere  were  any  intention  of  changing  their  destination,  the  first  act  of  the  department 
rsold  be  to  infonn  me  of  it,  that  I  might  suspend  the  purchases  that  became  unneces- 
ary  and  meet  the  new  position  of  affairs.  Last  uight  I  received  different  orders  from 
Washington  np  to  the  4th  instant,  a  week  later  than  the  date  of  the  order  of  march. 
So  change  is  hinted  at,  and  I  act  under  the  roost  perfect  confidence  that  up  to  the  4th 
kf  Oeto&r  the  dispoeition  of  the  regiment  was  unchanged,  and  that  it  is  now  on  ita 
Bsreh  to  Tezaa,  and  will  be  on  the  northern  frontier  before  any  other  troops  could  be 
laised,  equipped,  and  sent  there.  A  company  of  the  rifles  arrived  four  days  since  and 
•  00  the  Medina ;  another  is  on  its  march,  and  a  third,  probably,  has  started  from 
Uredo.  I  could  still  draw  up  from  the  Bio  Qrande  other  companies,  now  that  I  have 
^ir  horses  and  equipments,  if  the  preparations  for  an  unlawful  invasion  of  Mexico 
iid  not  forbid  me  to  strip  the  Rio  Grande  of  its  entire  moanted  force,  and  your  excel- 
eocy  will  see  the  false  position  in  which  I  would  be  placed  were  I  to  call  rangers  into 
ierrice,  because  the  regnlar  troops,  whose  place  these  are  to  snpply,  are  kept  where 
ihej  are,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  by  the  threats  of  the  others  to  break  the  laws.  I  think  I 
an  answer  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  with  the  dispositions  I  will  make  by  call- 
iBg  some  infantry  and  a  mounted  artillery  company  to  replace  the  mounted  rifles  I  will 
lifing  np  here;  and  my  confidence  is  in  no  ways  shaken  iiitbe  expected  re-enforcement 
ij  the  doubts  expressed  in  Colonel  Hardee's  letter  before  be  had  authentic  intelli- 
{cnce  of  the  movement.

CoLOHEL :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  report  from  Captain  Burbank  at  Fort 
I>tiDcan,  a  lett«-r  from  the  governor  of  the  State,  who  desires  some  volunteers  to  be 
eilM  into  serrtoe,  and  my  reply,  and  a  report  from  Brevet  Major  Paul,  commanding  at 
Fort  Belknap.     Since  my  last  report  some  of  those  engaged  in  raising  the  expedition 
iorthe  Rio  Grande  have  abandoned  it,  but  others  still  persist  and  are  very  active  in 
their  efforts  to  raise  the  necessary  number  of  men  by  the  15th  of  November,  the  day 
fixed  upon  for  their  rendezvons.    Many  of  the  best  citizens  of  this  part  of  the  country, 
vhich  the  late  Indian  incursions  have  stripped  of  its  horses,  under  their  first  impulse, 
joined  in  this  naovement  as  the  only  means  to  secure  themselves,  for  the  troops  on  the 
oat^r  frontier  were  too  distant  to  afford  them  instant  succor,  it  being  one  hundred  and 
nxty  miles  to  the  nearest  post  of  consequence,  Fort  Mcintosh.  To  tranquillize  all  this 
population,  so  justly  alarmed,  and  thus  to  detach  the  better  class  of  citizens  from  the 
Qnlavfol  enterprise  projected,  I  will  gradually  bring  the  greater  part  of  the  rifle  regi- 
ment into  the  couofry  embraced  between  a  line  through  the  beads  of  the  CeboTo, 
MiHJipa,  Hondo,  and  Frio,  and  the  outlet  of  those  rivers,  down  as  far  as  Goliad  and  the 
Qission  of  Refugio,  and  keep  them  actively  in  motion,  so  that  all  the  inhabitants  may 
*^  a  portion  of  them  every  few  days  and  feel  that  they  have  efficient  protection  close 
at  hsiuL    I  will,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  bring  the  headquarters  of  the  regiment 
■^•inewhere  near  the  center  of  this  district,  and  keep  np  this  disposition  until  confi- 
<)ence  i%  entirely  restored.    One  company,  C,  is  already  on  the  Medina,  and  companies 
A  and  H  will  shortly  be  in  this  neighborhood.    I  have  ordered  three  companies  of 
•'^faotry  from  Ringgold  Barracks  to  strengthen  the  line  between  Las  Moras  and  the 
^*M  Presidio  crossing,  and  have  directed  Captain  Phelps's  light  battery  to  take  a  posi- 
tion where  they  can  meet  any  emergency  likely  to  occur  shortly.    Four  hundred  very 
good  horses  have  been  bought  for  the  rifles  in  Texas,  and  will  replace  the  losses  met 
^Hhin  severe  service  and  those  which  are  found  too  heavy  for  light  cavalry  service, 
i  propose,  as  a  temporary  measure,  to  take  about  eight  horses  from  each  company  of 
i^ifl«*«.  of  those  too  heavy  for  their  use,  and  give  abouc  twenty-four  to  each  of  the  com- 
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pauiea  of  arliller;  at  Forts  DnncftD,  HclDtoab,  and  Rioggold  Bamclu.  Tbej-  can. 
with  theae.  harness  two  pieces  and  two  caiBsons  at  each  post,  and  tbaa  iaitnict  tbe 
men  in  ttiaC  part  of  thair  service,  aad  at  tbe  same  tlaie  farnisfa  a  monated  aooiitaf 
tweoty  men  in  case  of  neocsalty.  These,  in  addiUon  to  two  or  three  compaDleeoffi&a, 
to  be  kept  on  the  Rio  Grande,  can  Bccnretbal  line  nntil,  tranqallUty  beiDg  cestnred.  s 
new  and  perm  an  eut  dispo^tlon  can  be  made.  This  new  state  of  aSain  will  woiilj 
former  plans.  The  companieB  of  rifles  that  come  here  may  more  conveniently  receive 
their  boraes  here,  and  tbe  recmits  sent  to  the  rifles  can  oome  to  Indiaool*.  Wbrn 
they  are  ordered  out  I  would  be  glad  to  have  timely  ooticu  of  it,  that  I  may  wcil  « 
company  or  two  to  meet  them,  for  the  road  from  Indiaoola  here  is  crowded  withgrqi- 
ebopa,  and  raw  men  with  few  officers  can  hardly  be  kept  in  order.  The  road  from  Cor- 
pns  Christi  to  Laredo  is  not  sabject  to  that  objeclioa,  but  tbe  companiea  wilt  not  Ik 
at  hand  to  receive  tbem.  I  have  been  told  by  several  persons,  committeea,  At-,  thii 
if  I  will  only  call  out  a  few  companies  of  rauRern  it  will  at  onca  employ  tbe  maai 
unqniet  and  tranqaillize  tbe  alarmed,  and  thus  break  ap  tbe  contemplated  enterpriM. 
1  refaie  absolntely.  I  will  exert  every  means  I  have  to  avoid  any  ■erioat  difficatti, 
bnt  I  will  not  buy  the  promised  good  conduct  of  such  men  aa  most  neoeasarily  vdIct 
into  many  of  their  companies  at  any  price.  Tbe  good  seDse  and  maolinea*  of  ibc  bel' 
ter  portion  will,  I  hope,  indnce  tbem  to  abandon  on  improper  fellowabip,  and  gooil 
order  will  be  once  more  restored.

Sir  :  Since  writing  my  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  I  have  tbe  honor  to  report  tbii  i 
general  alarm  ba«  eiisied  amoDg  tbe  white  eettlers  of  this  neigbborbood ;  that  Itwj 
have  generally  abaudoned  tbeir  farms,  and  Sed  with  their  families  to  this  pott  for  pro- 
tection. I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  their  fears  are  groundleea,  bnt  I  believe  tbr 
reports  in  reference  to  hostile  damonstratiouB  by  Northern  Comanobes  as  macb  eiig- 
gerated. 

I  have  received  several  commanicationB  from  Mr.  J.  R.  Baylor,  agent  for  the  Soulli- 
ern  Comanches,  representing  them  in  a  very  unquiet  state,  and  asking  for  troops  to  be 
stationed  among  them.  I  have  accordingly  sent  Captain  King,  First  Infantry,  with  his 
company.  Captain  King  reported  that  the  Comanehes  were  making  prepaiatiooa  u 
leave  the  reserve,  and  this  step  was  only  prevented  by  his  timely  arrival  among  Ihem- 
Mr.  Baylor  wrot«  again  that  sbonld  the  troops  be  removed  from  the  reaervatioD,  then 
woold  not  be  a  single  Comanche  on  it  twenty-fonr  honra  after  tbe  departure  of  Ibe 
troopa.  Under  tliese  circumstancea,  until  otherwise  directed,  I  shall  leave  a  oompuif 
or  a  detachment  of  thirty  or  forty  men  on  the  Comanche  reserve.  In  order  to  cutj 
out  the  present  Indian  policy,  I  think  it  will  be  absolntely  neceawry  to  estabb&h  > 
permaneut  post  on  the  lower  or  Comanohe  reaervation  of  not  Ism  than  two  oompaDiei. 
one  of  which  sbonld  be  mounted.

About  the  beginning  of  the  snmmer  these  Indians  extended  tbeirdepnda- 
tions  BO  far  into  tbe  interior  as  to  be  out  of  tbe  reach  of  the  troops,  wbieb  were  near 
the  frontier.  Drove  after  drove  of  boraes  were  stolen  and  talien  at  onoeaoross  tlw  tUo 
Grande,  where  the;  were  protected  from  pursuit  by  tbe  Mexican  mioor  civil  aat^oii- 
ties.  Now,  I  beg  yon  to  observe  what  I  say  here  particularly,  beoaase  it  la  the  orifin 
of  all  tbe  late  difflonlties,  and  we  have  taken  pains  to  obtain  tbe  follsst  proof  tils 
what  1  assert.  Party  after  party  of  Lipan  Indians,  livine  under  tbe  protection  of  tbe 
Mexican  authorities  behind  Laredo  and  near  San  Fernando,  came  into  tbe  settlemsntt 
■iofiiy,  and  joining  here  in  parties  of  from  five  to  thirteen,  stole  horses  from  all  the 
Tancbeson  the  Medina,  San  Antonio,  and  Cibola  Rivera,  murdered  several  personi,  ud 
escaped,  by  a  rapid  flight  across  tbe  Uio  Oraude,  with  muob  of  their  plnnder.  Citiuni 
of  Texns.f  rom  aeveral  different  neiKbhorhoods,  followed  them  peaceably,  found  Iba 
stolen  animals,  recotrnbed  them,  and  endeavored  to  purchase  them  back— soma  fnm 
the  Indians  who  stole  them — but  moat  of  the  boraes  were  in  tbe  bands  of  minor  eiril 
officers,  on  the  Mexican  aide,  who  refused  alt  aid,  or  oven  permission,  for  ths  reoo»arj 
of  them.  FiodinK  ic  impossible  to  obtain  redress  for  wronfcs  so  flaifrant,  they  deta- 
mined  to  pnrane  the  next  band  of  robbers  even  into  Mexico,  which  they  had  a  right  U 
do,  seeing  that  tbe  Mexican  antborittee  not  only  refused  redreai,  but  aided  and  pro- 
tected tbe  Indiana  and  shared  their  plnnder.  Under  cover  of  this  right,  which  ii  on- 
doubted,  otber  parties  may  have  contemplated  a  wrong,  but  Maiieo  herself  had  m 
completely  sheltered  tbem  from  our  pursuit  that  it  can  only  be  alter  a  developnisnl  of 
their  true  designs  that  onr  anthoritiea  can  act,  and  it  is  theo  too  late  for  prevsntisa.

wttmanded  by  LeTi  English,  whose  precise  term  of  service  is  not  known  to  me.  These 
wmpanies  were  volontarily  organized  and  supported  by  the  oiticens  of  the  frontier  for 
th^ir  defense,  during  the  past  fall,  while  they  were  suffering  from  the  constant  attacks 
of  hostile  Isdiians,  there  being  no  mounted  troops  of  the  United  States  near  enough  to 
afoid  any  protection. 

8ma]l  parties  of  the  last-named  comnany  bad  several  encounters  with  and  killed 
Bioy  of  the  Lipan  Indians,  and  all  of  the  companies  were  in  active  service  at  a  time 
when  the  firontter  settlements  were  nearly  broken  up  by  the  incursions  of  the  In- 
diau,  and  oontribo^ed  greatly  to  restore  peace  and  confidence  to  those  settlements.  I 
think  it  but  an  aet  of  jusice  that  they  should  receiTe  from  the  State  a  reasonable 
MnpensatioD  for  their  services  and  expenses,  and  therefore  submit  the  matt«r  to  your 
eoDfflderation,  with  the  hope  that  you  will  make  suitable  provisions  for  their  payment. 

The  circumstances  under  which  these  companies  were  organized  and  the  service 
they  rendered  are  well  known  to  Mesnrs.  Maverick  and  McCulTough,  of  the  senate,  and 
th«  Bexar  delegation  in  the  house  of  representatives,  to  whom  reference  is  made  for 
iftformatioa  on  these  points.

of  the  men  about  three  milea  aouthweat  from  AnglonV  honse.  The  above-men tii>i>«d 
five  men  came  on  the  Indiana  in  camp  on  the  FnO'Hountaina  (this  being  tb«  plw^ 
where  Mr.  Leaky  and  Baremare  received  their  noanda).  On  the  morning  of  tba^l> 
1  took  the  trail  with  twenty  of  my  men,  and  followed  it  for  eight  days,  and  snatly  umt 
np  with  tbem  in  camp  on  the  Leou  River  aUont  thirty  milee  from  Fort  Inge  (soalb' 
We  charged  the  camp  and  kilted  seven  of  them,  which  lay  on  the  gronnd,  and  wooidai 
Hcveral  others.  We  also  captured  four  bead  of  boraea,  three  shields,  six  qniven  nil'' 
bonaaud  arrows,  two  ri&e-gnna,  and  one  government  revolver.    We  made  vanoaaaili"

I  r«phed  to  the  oommnnications  that  no  means  had  been  placed  at  my  disposal  for 
tie  protection  of  Jthe  frontier,  and  advised  them  to  organize  a  company  of  minute-men 
)r  their  own  protection,  and  that  I  would  urge  the  legislature  to  compensate  them  for 
^ir  servioes  and  expenses.' 

Actiog  upon  this  advice,  a  company  was  organized  in  the  vicinity  of  Corny 's  Creek, 

mQAt^r-roU  of  which,  together  with  an  appraisement  of  their  horses  and  arms,  was 
vwanled  to  me. 

Biooe  Ibe  meeting  of  the  legislature,  I  have  received  a  communication  from  J.  W. 
UDSoo,  captain  of  this  company,  informing  me  that  he  had  been  discharged,  and 
icItMiog  a  statement  of  the  number  of  days  served  by  each  man. 

1  tmosmit  herewith  the  original  petition  for  relief,  a  copy  of  my  letter  in  reply  to  it, 
le  original  master-roll  of  the  company,  Hppraisement  of  horses  and  arms,  together 

ith  the  commonieation  of  Captain  Samson  informing  me  of  the  discharge  of  the  men 
Dd  the  time  they  served,  which  papers  are  numbereii  from  one  to  four.  A  similar 
>mf>any  waa  ori^nized  on  Bancharos  and  Sahinal  Creeks  in  March  last,  of  which  John 
L  Davenport  waa  elected  captain.  I  transutit  herewith  the  letter  of  Captain  Da  von- 
ort  advising  me  of  its  organization,  and  also  another  letter  from  hAa  of  a  mure  recent 
ate,  giving  an  account  of  a  fight  with  the  ludians. 

A  letter  waa  addressed  to  Captain  Davenport  of  a  similar  character  to  that  written 
9  the  citizens  of  the  Upper  Blanco. 

More  recently  a  similar  companv  has  been  organized  in  Uvalde  County,  of  which 
Seadiog  W.  Black  has  been  elected  captain,  and  I  transmit  herewith  his  letter  inform- 
De  me  of  the  organization. 

1  am  well  satisfied  that  these  companies  were  actually  necessary  to  keep  the  frontier 
ettlements  from  breaking  up,  and  tney  have  done  good  service  in  their  protection. 

Several  members  of  your  own  body  are  well  informed  of  the  situation  of  the  settle- 
Bents  where  the  companies  were  organized  and  the  necessity  that  existed  for  them, 
itnist  the  legislatnre  will  encourage  snch  efforts  on  the  part  of  onr  citizens  to  protect 
bemselvee,  and  will  make  provisions  for  paying  them  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
htit  services  and  expenaes.

SiK:  I  received  yonr  letter  yesterday,  stating  that  a  rnmored  expedition  was  prepar- 
iiig  io  the  western  part  of  Texas  for  the  iiiva^i>m  of  Moxicaa  territory,  an«l  tbat  the 
names  of  distinguished  men  were  connected  with  it.  1  hope  very  sincerely,  for  the 
BAkt»cif  this  country,  that  this  report  may  prove  to  be  unfounded. 

We  are  Dot  only  at  peace  with  Mexici>,  but  that  peace  is  guaranteed  by  the  most 
^Vmn  aodertaking  and  deliberate  ple<lges  which  it  is  possible  for  one  country  to  give 
Mother.  It  should  be  borne  in  iniud,  U)o,  that  these  pledges  are  the  work  of  the  people 
tbem^eWes;  they  have  pledged  their  word,  they  have  plighted  their  faith,  that  peace 
►wuM  be  preserved  between  the  two  sifter  republics.  By  many,  thene  pledges  have 
tbeMQction  of  an  oath,  for  under  the  Constitution,  which  we  have  sworn  to  support, 
^  treaties  entered  into  by  the  government  are  made  the  supreme  law  of  the  land, 
^uhoat  provocation,  therefore,  to  enter  upon  the  territories  of  Mexico  for  any  hostile 
purpose  whatever  is  an  act  as  iodefeosible  and  as  repugnant  to  every  sentiment  of 
3vD«ty,  maDlioesSy  and  good  faith  as  an  act  of  open  piracy  upon  the  high  seas.    Such 
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outrages  tarnish  onr  national  honor  and  materially  damage  the  high  and  deeerru^ 
repatation  of  our  people  for  courage  and  chivalry.  | 

It  would  be  very  humiliating  to  think  that  any  respectable  nnmber  of  Amerieai 
citizens  could  be  instigated  by  a  knowledge  of  Mexican  feebleness  to  conunit  an  act  ol 
outrage  upon  that  nation  which  fear  would  restrain  them  from  committing  against  «>d 
more  powerful  neighbors  in  the  north.  It  is  the  part  of  maguanimity  to  8par«  tii 
feeble,  even  in  legitimate  warfare,  but  it  is  good  cause  of  eternal  reproach  to  then 
whom  the  weakness  of  a  friendly  nation  could  incite  to  acts  of  rapine,  plander,  an 
outrage. 

It  is  your  duty  to  prevent,  by  all  the  means  within  your  power,  the  consammatto 
of  any  such  design,  and  I  am  instructed  by  the  President  to  say  that  the  whole  fore 
under  your  command  must  be  used,  if  necessary,  to  arrest  any  movement  whatever  < 
the  sort,  and  you  are  hereby  directed  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  law  in  sach  cM 
made  and  provided.  These  provisions  are  deemed  amply  suflElcient,  and  are  herel^ 
tran^ribed  for  your  instruction  and  direction.  (See  sixth  and  eighth  sections  of  tfa 
act  of  April  20, 1818,  Statutes  at  Large,  vol.  3,  page  449,  ''An  act  in  akddition  to  an  ac 
for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes/'  &c.) 

You  will  see  the  necessity  for  great  vigilance  and  activity  in  preventing  sncb 
movement,  if,  in  truth,  such  an  one  is  seriously  thought  of.

Gentlemen  :  Some  correspondence  has  taken  place  between  this  office  and  Bre\v 
Migor-General  Twiggs,  commanding  this  department,  in  regard  to  the  inadequacfo 
the  force  he  now  has  to  give  protection  to  onr  extended  frontier  against  the  depitdj 
tions  of  the  numerous  bands  of  Indians  who  are  scattered  along  our  northern  and  wer 
ern  borders.  I  inclose  herewith  copies  of  the  letters  received  from  Greneral  Twiggy 
together  with  the  copy  of  the  draught  of  a  bill  for  raising  a  regiment  of  mounted  volai 
teers  from  this  State.  You  will  perceive  that  General  Twiggs  has  asked  for  an  incre^ 
of  troops,  and,  in  case  none  can  be  sent  here  from  other  departments,  he  is  desirocs  '• 
having  this  volunteer  regiment  of  our  citizens  for  one  or  two  years.  The  only  alteni 
tions  I  would  suggest  in  the  bill  are  that  there  should  be  two  majors,  as  that'nuDiM 
is  allowed  to  each  regiment  in  the  Regular  Army ;  that  the  term  of  servicse  should  U 
changed  from  one  to  two  years,  and  that  all  after  the  word  "month,"  in  the  third  lie*^ 
of  the  last  section,  be  stricken  ont.  Within  the  last  few  months  the  mail-train  frcn: 
San  Antonio  to  El  Paso  was  attacked  and  robbed  of  many  of  its  animals,  and  I  btv*^ 
now  before  me  a  communication  jnst  received  from  a  large  number  of  citizens  residing 
on  the  waters  of  the  San  Saba  and  Upper  Colorado  Rivers,  stating  that  the  Indians  bav^ 
recently  made  several  incursions  into  those  settlements  and  stolen  and  carried  off  netflT 
three  hundred  horses.  These  aggressions  show  conclusively  that  the  force  now  assi^M 
to  our  frontier  is  inadequate  to  its  protection,  and  th^t  there  is  a  pressing  neeessitf  fi>r 
this  regiment.  You  must  be  aware  that  our  citizens  have  long  been  desirous  of  haViDi: 
such  a  regiment  for  our  defense,  and  the  present  seems  to  be  a  favorable  opportaoiC) 
for  securing  it,  since  I  am  assured  that  General  Twiggs  will  co-operate  with  roa  in 
urging  the  measure  upon  the  attention  of  Congress.

Dear  Sir  :  1  received  by  last  night's  mail  a  letter  from  Major  Bishop,  of  Wise  County, 
iDcloeiDg  the  petition  of  a  large  number  of  citizens,  giving  such  an  account  of  the 
coDdition  of  that  frontier  as  to  require,  if  true,  action  by  authority  of  tbe  State,  the 
Strneral  government  having  failed  to  adopt  the  necessary  measures  for  its  protection. 
I  was  slso  much  pleased  to  see  from  a  paragraph  in  tbe  Dallas  Herald  that  yuu  had 
taken  the  matter  in  hand,  and,  with  a  number  of  your  fellow-citizens,  had  determined 
to  follow  up  and  punish  the  Indian  enemy.  I  hope  before  this  reaches  you  you  will 
^ve  done  so  and  been  successful. 

I  iDcloie  you,  by  the  bearer  of  this,  a  commission,  which  will  enable  you  to  act  with 
antburity  in  the  naatter  and  give  direction  to  the  necessary  movements  against  the 
(ommoQ  enemy,  which  I  hope  you  will  be  able,  consistently  with  your  feelings,  to 
accept.  Yon  are  aware  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  know  the  requisites  of  such  an 
tinrr|rency,  situated  so  far  from  the  scene  as  I  am. 

Tberemost  be  some  one  in  whom  1  can  and  should  confide  in  matters  of  so  much 
Qiomeot,  for,  while  I  am  willing  to  do  everything  in  my  power,  it  will  not  do  to  rely 
on  every  representation  that  is  made.    I  know  of  no  one  in  your  section  whose  past

You  will  use  all  possible  exertion  to  overtake  autl  punish  the  offenders,  find  tbem 
where  yon  will,  within  our  territory  or  out  of  it,  without  regard  to  time  ur  ptK<,t:i- 
cepting  the  Indian  reserves  only,  but  regarding  the  circumstances  of  yonr  ability  lo 
do  so  alone.  You  will  perceive  tbe  necessity  of  the  greatest  celerity  of  niuvemeotx 
thesame  time  that  due  cantiou  should  be  exercised  on  attempting  an  ei:peditioa  apiiiiil 
any  of  tbe  bands  iu  their  own  strongholds,  lest  the  force  of  the  blow  should  he  foiled 
or  weakene<I  by  giving  tbem  time  for  preparation  or  escape. 

If  ^ou  should  determine  not  to  act  under  this  commission,  you  are  tbeu  aBthariiril 
to  raise  the  compauy  or  designate  some  proper  penion  to  do  so,  to  tbe  efficientud 
proper  officering  and  manning  of  which  I  shall  hope  you  will  give  aonie  atlentioo, u 
witboot  good  officers  and  good  men  there  is  no  efficient  service  to  be  expected. 

Alt  reasonable  expenses  for  ammunition  will  be  paid  to  yonr  req nisi tiou  on  the  camp- 
trotler.  Tbe  means  for  the  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  men  will  have  to  be  rmviilot 
by  the  next  legislature  at  its  next  regular  session.  You  will  please  let  me  hear  from 
yon  by  the  return  of  the  messenger,  and  give  me  as  exact  an  account  of  the  sitnatlou 
of  affairs  and  the  requirements  of  the  occasion  as  may  be  in  your  power.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  legislatnre  of  the  State  of  Texas^  That  the  comptroller 
of  the  State  be,  and  be  is  hereby,  aothorized  and  required  to  settle  with  Paymaster 
Giles  S.  Boggees,  upon  his  presenting  to  said  comptroller  a  copy  of  the  muster-roll  of 
J.  0.  Walker's  company,  made  oat  by  him,  the  said  Boggess,  npon  the  best  data  he  can 
^t.and  certi6ed  to  by  him,  before  some  person  anthorized  by  law  to  administer  oatbs, 
to  be  JQSt  and  correct,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  and  that  the 
origioal  moster-roll  was  either  stolen  from,  taken  from,  or  lost  by  him ;  said  oop^  of 
muster-roll,  wfaen  so  made  ont  and  certified  to,  shall  be  received  in  lien  of  the  original 
roll,  the  amonnt  or  amounts  returned  by  said  Boggess  as  paid  shall  be  passed  to  his 
credit  upon  the  books  of  the  comptroller's  office. 

Skc.  2.  That  should  said  Boggess  report  as  paid  any  person  who  was  a  member  of 
ttid  J.  6.  Walker's  company,  wno  has  not  been  paid,  it  shall  be  incnmbent  upon  the 
person  wishing  to  contest  the  matter  to  make  affidavit,  before  some  person  anthorized 
to  administer  oatbs,  that  he  has  not  been  paid ;  and  upon  the  filing  of  said  affidavit  in 
the  comptroller's  office,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  to  notify  said  Boggess, 
aod  allow  him  sixty  days'  time  to  make  the  proof  of  payment ;  and,  should  the  said 
BofQ^ess  fail  to  satisfy  the  comptroller  that  said  person  has  been  paid,  it  shall  be  the 
doty  of  the  ccmptroller  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  in  favor  of  such  indi- 
Tidaal,  which  warrant  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  said  company ;  and  for  each  amount  so  paid  the  said  Boggess  shall  be 
held  responsible  to  the  State  upon  bond  as  paymaster. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  member  or  members  of  said  company  who,  according  to  the  return 
made  by  said  Bogg^ess,  stand  as  unpaid  upon  the  certified  copy  of  the  muster-roll  of 
said  company,  shall  be  entitled  to  his  or  their  paj^  by  application  at  the  office  of  the 
eomptroUer  and  treasurer,  upon  filing  an  affidavit  that  be  or  they  have  not  been  paid, 
aod  that  the  amount  due  them  for  services  rendered  in  said  J.  Q.  Walker's  company  is 
still  doe  and  owing. 

Skc.  4.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

IN  THE  AMERICAN  AND  MEXICAN  JOINT  COMMISSION. 

Pedro  Tauns   (No.  679)  and   others  vs.  The  United  States. 

To   the  honorable  American  and  ^fexlcan  Joint  Commis8ionj  in  tite  city  of  Ifaskis^t^n 

Diatrict  of  Columbia : 

The  memorial  of  Pedro  Tauns  respectfully  showeth : 

That  in  the  month  of  October,  A.  D.  1855,  an  armed  force  of  more  than  two  hnndrpd 
Americans,  nnder  the  command  of  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  having  crossed  the 
Rio  Grande  from  Texas  in  the  United  States,  entered  and  took  poesesaion  of  the  tovn 
of  Piedras  Negras,  in  the  State  of  Coahuila,  Mexico,  and  by  force  of  arms  disarmed  &li 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  with  many  insults,  threats,  and  cruelties  drove  tbeoi 
from  tbeir  houses  and  caused  them  to  flee  from  the  town  to  the  woods.  ACter  hsTio|( 
pillaged  them  of  all  their  most  valuable  and  easily  transported  contents,  the  said  forces 
set  all  the  houses  on  fire,  reduced  the  town  to  ruins  and  ashes,  and  then  returned  with 
the  body  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  by  the  public  ferry.  All  this  was  done  by  tbe 
said  forces  with  tbe  aid  and  protection  of  the  regular  officers  and  stildiera  of  tbe  United 
States  of  America,  at  that  time  occupying  Fort  Duncan,  on  the  left  bank  of  tbe  Bio 
Grande,  in  front  of  Piedras  Negras,  which  regular  officers  and  soldiers,  upon  a  domiasot 
point,  planted  all  their  artillery  bearing  directly  upon  the  town  of  Piedras  NefrrtA, 
with  intent  to  bombard  and  destroy  the  t.own,  in  case  the  inhabitants  thereof  sboaM 
resist  tbe  forces  of  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry;  and  they  aided  the  said  forcoi of 
Callahan  and  Henry  to  cross  the  Rio  Grande  to  Piedras  Negras,  one  of  the  said  re^ni^ 
officers  drowning  himself  in  the  act.  The  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry  were 
received  with  their  booty  in  the  Uoifed  States,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  QrsnAe, 
under  protection  of  the  said  regular  officers  and  soldiers,  and  permitted  to  march  with 
their  booty  to  the  iaterior  of  the  State  of  Texas,  where  they  received  the  approbAtum 
of,  and  pay  from,  the  said  State  of  Texas  for  the  time  they  were  in  Piedras  Negr^' 
committing  the  wrongful  acts  aforesaid ;  and  the  Gk>vernmeut  of  the  United  Stated  of 
America,  by  section  6  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  the  Army  for  the  year  ending  tbe  30th  of  June,  1861,'^  approved  June  21,  Ic^.  p^ 
vided  to  reimburse  the  State  of  Texas  for  tbe  said  payment;  but  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Texas  having  thereafber  gone  into  rebellion  against  the  Government  of  tbe 
United  States,  the  said  reimbursement  was,  therefore,  withheld. 

When  the  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry  took  possession  of  Piedras  Negras,  roar 
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memorialiitt  waa  living  in  that  town  with  his  family,  six  in  namber,  and  had  there,  of 
his  own  sole  and  exclusive  property,  two  houses,  constructed  of  lumber,  and  all  the 
other  things  set  forth  in  an  account  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  A,  to  which 
r^fiPTence  is  here  ha<l,  makinf^:  it  a  part  of  this  memorial,  which  property  was  tlien  and 
there  worth  the  sum  of  $5,o50,  gold. 

Yonr  memoriiilist  further  states  that  the  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry,  in  the 
«aid  pillage  and  burning  which  they  did  in  Piedras  Negras,  on  the  lid,  4th,  and  5th  days 
of  October,  A.  D.  1H55^  pillaged  and  bnrned  his  said  hoosee,  together  with  all  the  other 
things  set  forth  in  an  account  aforesaid,  whereby  they  very  greatly  injured  him  in  his 
property  and  business,  canning  him  to  lose  the  nse,  benefit,  profit,  aiid  enjoyment  of 
hit  said  propert}  ever  since  he  so  lost  the  same,  thereby  damaging  him,  in  addition  to 
the  value  of  his  said  property ,  in  the  full  sum  of  $8,000,  gold. 

The  said  forces  of  Callahan  and  Henry  drove  your  memorialist  from  his  home,  and 
compelled  him  to  flee  to  the  woods  with  all  his  family,  where  he  wandered  for  three 
daj^  exposed  to  death  under  the  tomahawk  of  the  barbarous  Indians,  who  frequented 
the  said  woods  at  that  time,  snffi^ring  from  hunger  and  thirst  in  a  degree  almost 
io^apportable,  whereby  tbey  caused  him  great  injury  in  his  person  and  that  of  hia 
family,  damaging  him  in  the  full  sum  of  ^2,000,  gold. 

By  all  their  illegal  acts  aforesaid,  the  said  authorities  of  the  United  Sfates  of 
America  did  greatly  injure  your  memorialist  in  bis  person  and  that  of  his  family,  and 
in  his  property  and  bnsineas,  whereby  they  damaged  him,  in  the  aggregate,  in  a  great 
«aiD,  to  wit,  in  the  full  snui  of  $65,550  gold ;  and  therefore  he  prefers  this  his  claim 
against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  for  the  said  sum  of  $65,550, 
gold,  amount  of  damages  done  to  him  by  the  antborities  thereof. 

Yonr  memorialist  is,  and  from  his  birth  has  been,  a  citizen  of  the  Mexican  Republic, 
bom  in  the  town  of  Nacogdoches,  State  of  Texas  (then  Mexico),  July  13,  A.  D.  1811; 
h\»  domicile  at  the  present  is  in  the  u>wn  of  Fneute,  State  of  Coahuila,  and  when  thia 
claioi  had  ita  origin  was  in  Piedras  Negras. 

Tbe  whole  amount  of  this  claim  does  now,  and  did  when  it  had  its  origin,  belong 
^)lelyand  absolutely  to  your  memorialist;  and  he  lias  never  received  any  snm  of  money 
or  other  equivalent  or  indemnification  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  losses  and 
iojories  upon  which  this  claim  is  fonnded. 

This  claim  was  not  pre8ent«*d  before  the  Ist  of  February,  A.  D.  1869,  to  tbe  Depart- 
ment of  State  of  the  United  States  or  that  of  the  Mexican  Republic,  or  to  the  minister 
uf  tlie  United  States  in  Mexico,  or  that  of  the  Mexican  Republic  in  Washington. 

Yonr  memorialist,  in  addition  to  the  testimony  filed  and  to  be  filed  in  this  case,  re- 
«pertfolly  re'ers  to  the  memorials  and  papers  in  all  other  cases  before  the  commission, 
idvio^  fnll  details  of  the  same  trai>SHCtions  upon  which  this  claim  is  fonnded,  and 
tti»rcially  refers  to  the  memorials  of  Ma.  Juana  Hernandez,  Francisco  Herrera,  Santos 
I/>T,  Pedro  Yillareal,  and  Dimas  Sandobal,  in  their  claims  against  the  Government  of 
tbf  United  States,  and  the  testimony  of  the  following  witnesses,  filed  therein,  to  wit : 
Lnis  Sandobal,  Manuel  Rodriguez,  Francisco  Salenas,  Francisco  Gonzales,  Francisco 
Onedea,  Aotouio  Montes.  Ramon  Rodriguez,  Lorenzo  Guevara,  Timoteo  Gonzales, 
Aoe^tacio  Jimeoes,  Jos^  Maria  Rivera,  Jesus  Frias,  Santos  Loy,  Jo86  Ma.  Carbajal,  and 
Marearito  Teposte. 

Wherefore,  yonr  memorialist  respectfully  prays  the  honorable  commission  to  award 
in  hiii  favor,  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  thesum  of  $65,550^ 
goM.  amount  of  injuries  and  damages  done  to  him  by  the  authorities  thereof,  and  that 
there  be  awarded  to  him  such  other  indemnification  as  by  law  and  equity  he  may 
he  eotitled  to  in  the  premises.

STATEMENT  AND  ARGUMENT  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

THE  CLAIM  AND  TIIE  CLAIMANT. 

The  cbiimaut,  otherwise  known  as  Peter  Towns,  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  oo^ 
of  the  witnfsses  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  be  a  mulatto,  born  in  the  State  o^ 
Texas,  and  who  now  professes  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  ^nd  a  voter  in  the 
State  of  Texas.  It  appears  that  he  resided  for  some  time  in  Mexico,  and  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  he  was  livinf^  in  Piedras  Negras  when  that  Tillage  was  bamed  by  Cap* 
tains  Callahan  and  Henry,  in  October,  1855. 

Mr.  Amos  O.  Strickland,  whose  deposition  has  been  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Unit^^I 
States,  states  as  follows :  **  1  know  Pedro  Tanns,  who  is  one  of  the  claimants  for  tbp 
destruction  of  Piedras  Negras.  He  now  resides  in  Kinney  Connty.  He  is  a  oatiTe  of 
Texas.  He  is  a  mulatto,  and  was  the  servant  of  the  late  General  Sam  Hooston.  He 
resided  some  time  in  Mexico,  but  claims  now  to  be  a  United  States  citizen,  and  told  me 
at  the  last  election  how  he  was  going  to  vote  in  Kinney  County.  Tanns  is  well  known 
to  the  United  States  officers  at  Fort  Clark ;  to  Major  Bacon  (who  was  on  Qenerml  Sher- 
idan's staff),  of  the  Ninth  United  States  Cavalry,  colored.  Tanns  baa  been  working 
lately  as  a  mason  in  the  employ  of  the  government  at  Fort  Clark,  and  for  the  last  year 
or  so  has  been  bnming  lime,  or  has  been  employed  in  small  jobs  about  the  post ;  be  is 
also  a  fiddler,  and  plays  at  fandangoes  and  for  the  officers  when  they  mtM  a  party 
there." 

This  colored  fiddler  alleges  that  at  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  Piedras  Nems  be 
was  the  owner  of  a  house  and  kitchen  in  that  village  worth  $.{,000,  and  persoou  prop- 
erty to  the  amount  of  $2,500 ;  that  the  same  were  destroyed  and  taken  by  the  men  un- 
der Callahan  and  Henry,  and  that  the.amouut  of  damages  sustained  by  him  in  ooose- 
qnenoe  thereof  was  $65,550.  This  amount  he  demands  from  the  United  States,  as  a 
citizen  of  the  Mexican  Republic.  We  have  already  shown  that  he  ia  not  and  never  iras 
il  citizen  of  Mexico. 

The  testimony  of  Mr.  Strickland,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  shows  that  if 
this  claimant  lost  anything  on  that  occasion  the  amount  has  been  monstrously  exag- 

f  crated,  and  it  also  directly  proves  that  he  deliberately  intended  todefrand  the  United 
tates.  Mr.  Strickland  says :  *'  He  told  me  al^o  that  he  was  one  of  the  claimants  for 
the  destruction  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  had  made  claim  therefor  against  the  Oovemmeot 
of  the  United  States.  I  asked  him  the  amoont  he  claimed,  and  he  answered,  *0,1 1^^ 
ashamed  to  tell  you;  it  i8  so  bigJ  He  has  never  been  worth  $100  at  any  time  since  I  ba^e 
known  him,  and  that  is  eight  years.'' 

These  observations  are  sufficient  to  dispose  of  this  particular  claim.  But  inasmoch 
as  it  is  our  present  object  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  commissioners  to  the  general 
subject  of  the  Piedras  Negras  claims,  particularly  to  the  proofs  taken  by  the  Uoit«d 
States,  which  show  that  these  claims,  as  preferred,  are  the  result  of  a  oriminal  con- 
spiracy to  defraud  the  United  States,  and  are  supported  by  falser  and  fotged  pspen 
transmitted  by  these  conspirators  through  the  Mexican  Qovernment  to  tfats  conimisBion, 
we  will  proceed  to  present  a  general  summary  of  the  contents  of  the  depositions  aod 
other  proofs  introduced  by  the  agent  of  the  United  States. 

The  testimony  shows  that  many  of  the  expedieHtes  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commissioii 
are,  in  whole  or  in  part,  forged  documents ;  that  persons  are  represented  as  hafing 
signed  as  claimants  documents  contained  in  these  expedienteSf  who^  it  is  proTed,  oeTer 
affixed  their  signatures  to  such  papers ;  that  in  numerous  instances  individuaU  are  rep- 
resented by  written  signatures  as  having  appeared  as  witnesses  in  support  of  the  clainu 
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•tf  olhen,  who,  it  is  shown,  never  snhscrihed  the  docnments  to  which  tbeir  signatares 
porport  to  be  attached,  and  thai  this  Irandolent  work  was  done  by  persons  enga^^ed  in 
the  business  of  n^etting  np  the  claims  for  presentation  to  this  commission.  We  will 
»pesk  more  in  detiiil  hereafter  of  this  wholesale  fraod. 

It  is  apparent,  also,  npon  the  roost  hasty  inspection  of  the  expedieniei  on  file  in  the 
(iffice  of  the  Mexican  secretary,  that  many  of  them  have  been  mannfactnred  by  the 
ffame  hand  or  hands.  It  needs  no  expert  In  handwriting  to  prove  that  nnmerons 
signatures  of  different  persons  have  been  made  by  the  same  hand,  and  the  sworn 
restiroony  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  clearly  shows  that  this  is  nndonbtedlv  the 
Urt. 

I'uder  these  ctrcnmstances  it  will  be  for  the  commissioners  to  determine  whether  any 
i>f  the  tzpedienUa  filed  on  the  part  of  the  claimants  are  justly  entitled  to  be  received  as 
cTidence  to  support  the  claims,  or  whether  the  whole  body  of  them  should  not  be  thrown 
D^it  of  the  cases  altogether,  snd  the  claims  dismissed  for  want  of  proof. 

THE  TRANSACTIOX  AT  PIEDRAS  3fKGRAS. 

These  claims,  some  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  in  number,  arise  out  of  the  burnin|r 
Df  the  villagn  of  Piedras  Neeras  by  a  number  of  mounted  volunteer  troops,  organized 
amler  the  antbority  and  in  the  exclusive  service  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  commanded 
bj  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  on  the  5th  of  October,  lBr>5.  These  troops,  as  it  ap- 
pears, had  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State*  by  the  governor  of  Texas,  in 
tb^  Qiouth  of  July,  1H55,  to  serve  for  three  months,  unless  sooner  discharged,  for  the 
^mrpose  of  protecting  the  frontier  settlements  against  hostile  incursions  of  the  In- 
dian. On  the  night  of  the  1st  of  October  a  portion  of  them,  together  with  a  number 
t^f  citizens  of  Texas  from  Hays,  Guadalupe,  Bexar,  and  other  coiyiiies,  crossed  the  Rio 
Grande  several  m\\€%  from  Fort  Duncan,  without  the  knowledge,  approbation,  or 
ai«istance  of  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose 
of  fullowing  and  chastising  a  band  of  Lipan  Indians  from  the  west  side  of  the  river, 
who  had  previously  committed,  as  was  alleged,  depredations  on  the  settlements  in 
Texas.  The  Texans  were  resisted,  as  it  would  seem,  by  Indians  and  Mexicans,  and  in 
the  progress  of  the  sffair  they  occupied  the  Mexican  village  of  Piedras  Kegras. 

On  the  5th  they  set  fire  to  the  town,  and  a  number  of  houses,  or  rather  huts,  belong- 
ioK  to  the  inhabitants,  were  burned.  It  is  probable  that  other  property  was  destroyed, 
and  perhaps  some  articles  were  carried  away  by  the  Texans.  The  actual  extent  of 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  inhabitants  will  be  stated  more  particularly  hereafter. 

The  circnmstanoes  under  which  this  expedition  into  the  territory  of  Mexico  took 
place  may  be  ascertained,  so  far  as  they  are  now  discoverable,  from  the  public  docu- 
ments filed  in  evidence,  consisting  of  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and 
the  military  and  diplomatic  correspondence  in  the  possession  of  the  War  and  State  De- 
pirtmentsof  this  government. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  affair  was  not  subjected,  at  the  time  it  occurred,  when 
tb«  recollection  of  witnesses  was  fresh,  to  a  thorough  and  searohing  investigation.  An 
effort  was  made  by  the  Mexican  authorities  to  prove  that  the  commander  of  the  United 
States  troops  at  Fort  Duncan  connived  at  this  invasion  of  Mexican  territory,  and  after 
the  Texan  vol  on  teerswero  driven  back  by  the  Mexican  forces  rendered  them  active 
aasiatance.  On  the  other  hand,  the  then  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Marcy,  in  correspond- 
eoce  with  the  Mexican  minister,  took  the  gronnd  that  the  Texans  had  been  in  fact  in- 
cited across  the  river  by  competent  Mexican  authority  in  order  to  aid  the  Mexicans  in 
ehastising  the  Lipan  Indians,  who  had  committed  robberies  and  mnrders  in  Texas ;  that 
tbey  had  been  treacheronsly  led  into  an  ambuscade  of  an  overwhelming  hostile  force 
of  Mexicans  and  Indians;  and  that  therefore  they  wero  justified  in  adopting  any  meas- 
ore  which  would  tend  to  secure  their  safe  retreat  to  the  other  side. 

A  candid  consideration,  however,  of  the  oontem}>orary  documents  will  show  beyond 
all  doubt  of  controversy  that  the  imputation  against  the  commanding  officer  at  Fort 
I^onean  was  wholly  without  foundation,  as  that  officer  neither  connived  at  the  origi- 
i>al  invasion  nor  rendered  the  party  afterward  any  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  hos- 
tilities in  which  they  had  become  involved.    The  Texan  volunteers  crossed  the  river 
during  the  night,  about  two  miles  below  Fort  Duncan,  without  the  knowledge  or  con- 
^Dt  of  Captain  Bnrbank.    When  that  officer  found  that  something  in  the  nature  of  a 
battle  was  transpiring  on  the  other  side,  he  so  disposed  of  some  of  his  artillery  as  to  pre- 
sent any  violation  of  American  territ^try,  as  he  bad  the  right  and  it  was  his  duty  to 
<^»-   And  when  he  was  informed  by  Callahan,  after  the  place  had  been  fired,  that  his 
iB«D  were  deserting  him  and  he  was  not  able  to  resist  the  Mexicans,  he  replied  that 
tb#-y  bad  deliberately  determined  to  make  a  stand  against  the  Mexican  forces,  and 
•bat  after  what  had  transpired  the  Texans  must  abide  by  their  determination. 
The  correspondence  also  shows  that  as  soon  as  the  military  commander  of  the  depart-

*  Hie  War  Department  pOMesaes  nothing  to  abow  that  Henry's  coropaoy  was  actaall y  recoenizod  bv 
vs»  goverDor  of  Texas  in  16j5.    It  was  mustered  ont,  not  by  order  of  the  eovemor,  but  uy  oroer  of  Cal- 
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ment,  General  Persifor  F.  Smith,  was  adyised  of  what  had  occurred,  he  took  all  proper 
measures,  under  the  direction  of  the  government  at  Washington,  to  prevent  any  far* 
ther  violations  of  the  neutrality  laws  of  the  United  States. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  were  free  fromblaiDe 
in  this  transaction.  It  was  an  affair  of  the  State  of  Texas  and  Texan  Tolonteerg  aod 
citizens  ;  it  was  no  affair  of  the  national  government  or  any  of  its  proper  anthoriti«« 

Ttie  theory  advanced  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  Almocte, 
that  Callahan  crossed  the  river  upon  the  invitation  and  with  the  assiat«noe  of  the  Mex, 
ican  alcalde  or  other  authority,  and  upon  assurances  of  the  aid  of  the  Mexican  officen 
in  pursuing  the  Indians,  appears  to  have  been  founded  upon  the  report  of  Callahan  to 
the  governor  of  Texas,  in  which  that  statement  would  seem  to  have  been  made,  ll'is 
report,  however,  cannot  now  be  found  and  was  probably  destroyed  or  mislaid  darioc 
the  confusion  of  the  recent  rebellion  in  Texas.  (See  letter  of  the  secretary  of  state  g* 
Texas  to  Mr.  Ashton,  May  10,  1870.) 

A  darker  shade  seems  to  have  been  given  to  the  transaction  by  the  suggestion  that 
this  inroad  into  Mexican  territory  was  undertaken  for  the  recapture  of  fugitive  slav«». 
Whether  this  was  the  object  of  these  men,  or  the  real  object  of  the  expedition  wan  in 
good  faith  to  inflict  chastisement  upon  Indian  robbers  and  murderers  who  had  taki'Q 
shelter  on  Mexican  soil,  it  may  be,  perhaps,  difficult  at  this  day  to  ascertain  withp<Mi' 
tive  certainty.  But  whatever  was  the  real  object  or  motive  of  these  men,  and  whetbt*; 
they  crossed  into  Mexico  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  authorities,  their  act  M 
setting  fire  to  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  we  are  bound  to  say,  was  without  jnstitic.i« 
tier  or  valid  excuse. 

The  question,  however,  of  the  responsibility  of  the  Qoverument  of  the  United  Ststia 
for  the  destruction  of  this  village  is  another  matter.  That  these  men  were  not  io  tlw 
military  service  of  the  United  States  in  admitted.  They  were  purely  and  simply  a  p«n 
of  the  militia  of  the  State  of  Texas.  We  have  already  said  that  the  United  States  mil- 
itary authorities  have  no  knowledge  or  notice  of  this  intended  expe<titioa  into  Mexicc*: 
that  they  were  not  apprised  of  the  fact  that  the  Texans  had  cmased  the  riv««r  antil 
after  their  forces  were  on  the  other  side ;  that  the  military  commander  at  Kort  Dqdcu 
rendered  them  no  assistance  in  the  beginning,  and  afforded  them  no  aid  in  the  prognw 
or  at  the  end  of  the  affair ;  and  that  he  denounced,  in  proper  terms,  their  act  in  oeca- 
pying  and  destroying  the  Mexican  village. 

It  is,  indeed,  abundantly  clear  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  neither br 
sufferance  nor  reception  (patientia  aut  reoeptu\  to  use  the  words  of  Grotins,  knowiugir 
aided  or  abetted  the  invasion  or  the  subsequent  acts  of  the  Texas  militia.  And  ooder 
these  circumstances  no  responsibility  can  be  held  to  attach  to  the  United  States  for  the 
injuries  sustained  by  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras,  unless  it  should  be  determin-d 
that  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  officers  of  the  State  of  Texas  in  command  of  this 
militia  force,  organized  under  the  authority  of  the  State,  were  within  the  legal  de»ig* 
nation  of  **  authorities  of  the  United  States/'  in  the  sense  and  meaning  of  the  treaty  of 
July  4,  1868. 

We  have  thus  presented  a  brief  outline  of  the  facts  of  the  transaction  at  Pi«dru 
Negras  in  1855,  and  stated  the  only  ground  upon  which  any  liability  therefor  can  be 
imputed  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  We  now  proceed  to  show,  io<i^ 
pendently  of  any  legal  ground  of  objection  to  the  recov^^ry  of  those  claims  arising  oot 
of  the  character  of  the  parties  inflicting  the  injury,  the  cla*mants  have,  by  their  ova 
acts  of  fraudulent  exaggeration  of  their  losses  and  damages,  and  presenting  tbmn^fc 
their  agents,  or  otherwise,  false  and  forged  papers  in  support  of  their  reclamation^, 
placed  their  claims  in  such  a  position  as  to  t>e  without  credible  or  trastworty  proo& 
before  this  commission. 

FRAUDULENT  EXAGGERATION  OF  LOSSES  AND  DAMAGES. 

Piedras  Negras,  according  to  the  evidence  introduced  by  the  United  States*  vasatth'* 
time  in  question  one  of  the  most  wretched  aud  insigniflcant  of  all  the  villages  and  smaU 
towns  of  the  Mexican  Republic.  It  did  not  contain  more  than  five  hundred  snnU,  m-n. 
women,  and  children,  or  more  than  one  hundred  families  all  told.  General  BnrliAfik 
states  that  it  was  settled  after  the  establishment  of  the  post  of  Fort  Duncan,  in  tbt* 
spring  of  1849,  and  that  the  inhabitants  lived  mostly,  if  not  entirely,  on  the  small  tnde 
carried  on  with  the  troops  stationed  there,  and  such  employment  as  was  given  to  turu 
from  time  to  time  by  the  government,  as  guides,  muleteers,  and  la^w>rer8.  Their  bf>u8t« 
were  chiefly  jaca/tf«,  or  Mexican  huts,  and  many  of  them  contiisted  of  holesoroellaniilim 
in  the  bank  of  the  river,  ooveren  with  thatch,  without  noor,  window,  or  sides.  ^  TU-k 
houses  were  built  of  pickets  stuck  into  the  ground,  with  grass  roofs,  without  wiodo*^* 
or  floors.  The  people  were  wretchedly  poor;  and, as  the  te^timouy  slows,  the  ab^^e 
village,  including  lots,  houses,  and  all  the  persouaJ  property  of  the  inhabitants,  maM 
have  been  bought  in  1855  for  less  than  $50,000. 

Let  us  see  now  what  the  expedienies  on  flle  pretend  to  have  been  the  amonot  of 
property,  real  and  personal,  destroyed  and  stolen  by  the  Texan  volanteeia  in  October. 
1855,  and  of  the  damages  actually  sustained  by  the  claimants. 
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The  property  destroyed  or  taken  is  valued  in  these  oases  at  $2,872,070.3 1«  and  the 
cmueqaential  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  are  estimated  at  $8|525,918.12. 
The  reclamations  thus  amount  in  all  to  $11,397,988.43. 

We  subjoin  a  carefully  prepared  analysis  of  the  expedieniet  on  file  in  the  office  of 
siw  Mexican  secretary,  sbowinf^  the  estimated  values  of  the  several  species  of  property 
aiJ«<^  to  have  been  destroyed  or  taken  on  this  occasion.  It  presents  such  a  case  of 
vicked  and  reckless  falsehood  as  has  never  before  occurred  in  the  history  of  interna- 
SKHtsl  reclamations.    The  abetract  of  the  expedieHtes  is  as  follows :

It  will  be  unnecessary  to  occupy  much  time  or  space  with  a  detailed  examination  of 
the  proofs  taken  by  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  exposing  this  fraud  before  the 
ciimaiission.  Those  proofs  consist  of  numerous  depositions  of  persons  of  respectability 
and  credit,  who  were  perfectly  familiar  with  the  character  of  this  place,  the  condition 
of  tb«  inhabitants,  the  valne  of  the  property  they  possessed,  and  the  extent  of  tbedep* 
r«^ations  committed.  The  commissioners  will  read  these  proofs,  and  will  determine 
that  the  papers  filed  in  evidence  by  the  claimants  are  absolutely  and  wholly  dis- 
credited by  the  evidence  introduced  on  the  part  of  the  United  States.  They  will  dis- 
cover that  the  losses  and  damages  have  been  exaggerated  with  a  deliberate  purpose  to 
def  and  the  government  against  which  the  reclamations  are  presented.  We  shall 
eoot^od  that  these  facts,  together  with  the  actual  forgery  of  documents  which  it  isiip- 
pareot  has  here  been  committed,  are  sufficient  to  warrant  the  determination  that  the 
eiitire  mass  of  claims  mnst  be  rejected. 

We  will  now  brietiy  review  the  substance  of  the  testimony  for  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Etlward  T.  Moore  says  that  about  forty  Small  Joca/s  houses,  valued  at  about  $40 
each,  ire^  burned  ;  that  not  more  than  $5,000  worth  of  property  was  taken  from  the 
iobabitants ;  and  that  $10,000  would  amply  compensate  them  for  all  damages  and  losses 
iOAtained. 

Mr.  John  Newton  says  that  the  jtioalea  were  not  worth  more  than  $50  eaoh. 

Mr.  Adolfo  Duclos  says  that  he  knows  from  personal  observation  that  the  articles 
itolru  by  the  filibusters  could  not  have  amounted  in  actual  value  to  $1,000. 

Mr.  A.  O.  Strickland  says  that  the  town  did  not  contain  $50,000  worth  of  property, 
ill  told. 

Mr.  Brackenridge  testifies  that  he  made  an  estimate  of  the  injury  that  had  been 
caQ5«d,  a  few  days  after  the  act,  and  that  he  thought  it  could  not  amount  to  $.50,000. 

Mr.  Lorenzo  Castro  states  that  there  was  only  one  two-story  house  in  the  town ;  that 
tW  inhabitant's  bad  some  extra  articles  of  clothing  and  jewelry ;  and  that  $50,000  or 
tC0,0OO  would  have  paid  liberally  for  all  the  damage  done. 

Mr.  F.  Groos  testifies  to  the  same  effect. 

Ramon  Perales,  a  claimant,  says  that  thirty  or  forty  huts  were  burned,  which  might 
Ure  been  worth  $50,000  each,  and  that  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  did  not  pos- 
«eM  more  than  $200,  $300,  or  $400. 

Horencio  Canales  testifies  ihat  the  majority  were  poor  people,  who  had  $200,  $300, 
or  54U0. 

Oregorio  Garza,  who  resided  there  at  the  time,  states  that  the  minority  of  the  resi- 
dcDU  were  very  poor,  and  had  not  more  than  f  00  or  $400  in  value  of  furniture  or 
goods ;  he  swears  that  the  sums  claimed  are  greatly  exaggerated. 

MaDnal  Ban  states  that  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  were  day-laborers;  "  some 
M  a  litUe  horse;  some  cows,  with  calves,  or  a  little  pig,  or  a  cart  to  carry  water.'' 

S.  Ex.  19 11 
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Very  few  perBons  bad  cows  ;  a  cow,  with  a  calf,  was  tbeo  worth  $10,  and  a  fat  ^\g 
worth  aboat  $'<^5 ;  but  be  does  not  recollect  to  have  seen  many  fat  pigs.  { 

Adelaide  Van,  a  claimant,  says  few  of  the  inhabitants  had  much  mure  than  $300,  aodj 
she  states  the  value  of  pif^s  and  cows.  j 

Pedro  Salazar,  a  claimant  and  resident^,  says  that  the  nnmber  of  stone  bonnes  did  noi 
exceed  six  ;  that  the  other  dwellings  were  huts,  cabins,  and  cellars ;  that  he  was  liviBfl 
in  an  underground  hut ;  thnt  all  the  houses  were  not  burned.  " 

The  tt^Htinioiiy  of  Rafael  Salinas,  Jesus  Loy,  Jos^  Luciano  dela  Garza,  JefiiiR  LamonL 
Thomas  Marti nes,  Jo8^  Maria  Carvasar,  and  Rafael  Tijeriua,  as  to  the  notorious  pov* 
erty  of  the  inhabitants  and  the  amount  of  property  lost  by  them  is  to  the  same  gea^ 
eral  effect.  ^ 

The  American  witnesses  examined  in  Washington  by  the  agent  of  the  United  Stat««« 
viz,  General  Sidney  Bnrbank,  General  James  B.  Ricketts,  and  Mr.  Edmand  W.  Wal^ 
lace,  corroborate  in  their  depositious,  in  substance  and  effect,  all  that  is  said  by  the 
witnesses  examined  in  Texas  and  Mexico. 

It  thus  appears  that,  according  to  the  highest  estimat-e  of  the  value  of  the  town,  il 
the  commissioners  were  to  distribute  among  the  cla4niftnt«  the  full  valne  of  all  ths 
property,  real  ai)d  personal,  that  it  contained,  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  awards 
would  not  exceed  |50,000.  ' 

We  pass  now  to  the  last  but  the  most  unpleasant  feature  of  this  class  of  claims.  AVej 
allude  to  the  evidence  which  shows  that  tne  claims  have  not  only  lH3en  fraudnleDtlr 
exaggerated  in  amounts,  but  that  they  are  also  supported  by  false  dooaments  la 
some  cases  w  th  the  actual  knowledge  of  the  claimants,  and  iu  others,  perhajpa,  without 
their  direct  connivance  or  consent. 

FALSIFICATION  OF  THE  EXPEDIENTBS. 

We  will  now,  as  briefly  as  possible,  refer  to  the  testimony  which  eetahliahea  the  fscti 
all  ged  in  regard  to  these  documents : 

Ramon  Pernjes,  who  is  a  claimant,  swears  that  Lnia  Muzqniz,  also  a  claimant  and 
one  of  the  persons  concerned  in  the  concoction  of  this  frand,  came  to  him  and  advi^^d 
him  to  present  an  exaggerated  demand,  and  stated  that  the  residents  of  Piedras  NVt^^* 
had  agreed  to  make  up  their  claims  and  to  divide  the  proceeds  with  him  (Muzqniz'  aud 
others  who  commenced  the  business. 

Gregorio  Garza  testifies  that  the  expedientea  were  made  up  by  Luis  Muzqniz  anl 
others ;  that  Muzqniz  came  to  his  house  and  asked  his  wife  the  amount  of  his  lin»,  aad 
that  she  replied  that  she  was  not  competent  to  state  how  much  it  was.  He  proce*^ltai 
follows:  **Lui8  Muzqniz  then  put  down  the  sum  which  he  wished,  and  he  did  the^sntiK 
with  the  other  residents.  I  never  signed  any  expedients  or  declaration  of  my  lo^s.  I 
was  never  at  the  house  of  the  judge,  nor  at  the  court,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  testi- 
mony on  this  subject.  I  believe  that  he  did  the  same  with  the  others,  and  that  be  ha^ 
put  down  and  claimed  $8,000  or  $10,000  in  favor  of  persons  who  did  not  lose  $1C0.'' 

In  another  deposition  the  same  witness  states:  *'Luis  Mnzquiz  never  spoke  Uf  m^ 
nor  any  other  one  about  this  matter  concerning  me,  nor  with  reference  to  other  cUiiu- 
ants.    I  know  Jesus  Salinas  and  Maximo  Garcia  and  Arcadia  Ramirez,  but  I  never  pre- 
sented them  as  witnesses  in  the  matter  of  my  claim,  inasmuch  as  I  myself  did  r.ot 
know  that  they  were  claiming  an  amount  so  exaggerated  for  roe.    Jesns  S;&lira^ 
lives  at  Eagle  Puss,  Maximo  Garcia  lives  since  four  ynars  on  a  ranch  in  Texas,  elereo 
leagucH  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  Arcadia  Ramirez  lives  in  the  little  town ;  and  io 
order  to  present  them  as  witnesses  in  my  claim,  I  would  have  been  under  the  nec**^ 
sity  of  going  to  seek  them  in  those  places ;  this  I  never  did  because  no  one  ever  jip^^k** 
to  me  about  doing  it.    I  know  Antonio  Montes,  and  Jesus  Frias  and  Nicanor  YsMri, 
but  at  no  time  did  I  make  a  depos  tion  with  respect  to  their  ezpedientes  to  tlicir 
claims.    I  also  know  Pedro  Gonzales,  but  neither  did  I  make  a  deposition  abrMit  binj 
or  about  the  property  which  he  lost.    It  surprises  me  to  see  my  name  as  a  witnes^s  in 
the  matters  touching  the  claims  of  these  parties  against  the  United  States,  invtinncb 
as  I  never  made  and  never  was  called  to  give  testimony  respecting  them.    I  do  not  know- 
Maria  N.  de  la  Garza,  and  it  is  not  possible  that  I  could  have  made  a  deposition  of  who 
she  was  or  what  she  had.     I  am  completely  ignorant  of  the  persons  who  appear  as  wit- 
n esses  in  the  cxpediente  which  was  made  up  for  me,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  tbi*^ 
transacstions  many  rascalities  have  been  committed.    I  never  knew  the  amount  wbi«-k 
they  claimed  for  me,  inasmuch  as  I  never  had  the  intention  of  claiming  one  cent  iii'^re 
than  what  I  lost.   It  is,  in  my  opinion,  very  wrong  to  use  the  names  of  persons  aa  vrii- 
nesses  without  their  knowledge,  and  I  believe  what  was  done  in  my  case  was  done  in 
many  others.'* 

Adelaide  Tan,  another  claimant,  testifies  that  she  made  no  deposition  norsalweribed 
any  document  in  respect  to  a  claim  before  the  judge  at  Piedras  Negras,  nor  bef<»re  any 
other  authority.  She  implicates  a  person  named  William  Stone  in  the  fraudulent  tran^ 
action,  and  gives  a  full  account  of  an  interview  with  that  person.  She  also  states  I il^c^ 
Gregorio  Gai'za,  that,  many  of  the  claimants  were  children  at  the  titne  of  the  ccconvuct. 
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P<^n>  Salasar  testifies  that  be  oommnnicated  with  Luis  Mnzqofz,  and  that  he  and 
Lis  4H;n$taiy,  Abram  Jimenez,  handed  him  a  paper  to  sign,  telling  him  it  was  the  ex- 
f4inte  of  his  claim,  but  that  he  did  not  read  it,  and  did  not  know  what  it  contained. 

Jmas  Loy  testifies  that  Lnis  Mnzquiz  and  Mr.  Coopwood  were  engaged  in  preparmg 
uims  fur  tbe  residents  of  Piedras  Negras,  bat  that  they  never  called  on  him  to  make 
i^hviitions,  and  that  if  he  appears  as  a  witness  his  name  has  been  frandulently  used. 
Hm*  analysis  of  the  ejcptdientei  herewith  presented  shows  that  Jesus  Loy  appears  us 
t  witness  In  Jire  cases. 

KaiDon  Perales,  in  another  deposition,  swears  that  he  was  never  asked  to  snbscribe 
1ST  dt-cnment  or  expeditnte^  and  if  Luis  Mnzqaiz  or  other  agent  has  placed  his  name 
ID /'/pftft^rev,  SQch  agent  has  committed  a  fraud  by  using  his  signature.  It  appears, 
bw^ever,  that  Perales  is  a  claimant  in  one  case,  and  a  witness  in /our  others. 

There  is  other  testimony  t43  the  same  effect ;  and  it  is  all  corroborated  by  the  appear- 
t&n*  of  the  €acpeflt«a<e9,  which  shows  the  most  saperficial  observer  that  they  have  been 
nAsu£ftcf  nred  by  the  wholesale  by  the  getters-np  of  these  absurd  claims. 

Mazqaiz,  the  principal  Mexican  conspirator,  claims  on  his  own  account  $51,797,  while 
tbe  testimony  is  that  he  was  extremely  poor  and  was  at  one  time  in  Jail.  The  other 
{Arties  concerned  with  him  in  the  fraud  unfortunately  appear  to  be  Americans. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  having  determined  to  expose  this  fraud,  a 
«pecial  agent  was  sent  to  Mexico,  and  the  valuable  results  of  his  inquiries  are  cun- 
tained  in  the  depositions  to  which  we  have  referred,  and  the  principal  parts  of  which 
ve  have  indica  ed.    The  proofs  show  beyond  all  doubt — 

Firstly.  That  the  claims  have  been  grossly  exaggerated,  with  intent  to  defraud  the 
United  States. 

Secondly.  That  nnmerons  persons  appear  as  claimants  who  were  either  not  in  Piedras 
5t-{;ras  at  the  time  of  its  destruction,  or  were  children,  and  owned  nothing  at  that  time. 

Thirdly.  That  the  names  of  claimants  have  been  placed  without  their  consent  to 
repreaentations  of  claims  and  of  papers. 

Fourthly.  That  numerous  persons  are  represented  as  having  signed  documents  as  wit- 
tt-^ses  who  swear  that  they  never  signed  such  documents  or  authorized  their  names  to 
W  *  ^led  thereto. 

Fiubly.  That  these  documents  have  been  gotten  up  by  and  between  Lnis  Mnzquiz, 
William  Stonoy  and Coopwood,  doubtless  with  the  assistance  of  the  local  Mexican 

THE  PROPER  DISPOSITION  OF  THE  CLAIMS. 

T'pon  this  state  of  facts  it  will  become  necessary  for  the  commissioners  to  determine 
vbetberor  not  the  entire  body  of  these  Piedras  Xegras  claims  should  not  be  rejected, 
on  the  gronod  of  fraud  practiced  or  attempted  to  be  practiced  against  the  United  States 
i!>  the  txpedieniet  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  commission. 

On  behalf  of  the  United  States  the  undersigned  contends  that  such  disposition 
«bi>aM  be  given  to  these  claims.  The  proofs  on  file,  he  contends,  are  not  entitled  to 
tk"  received  in  evidence  and  read  in  support  of  the  claims.  They  are  all  tainted  with 
fraud,  and  are  vitiated  thereby  absolut^^ly  and  entirely.  The  cases,  therefore,  stand  as 
if  they  were  entirely  without  attempted  proof.  They  should  be  rejected  and  dismissed 
ftf  want  of  evidence  to  support  them. 

There  is  an  analogy  in  the  legislation  of  the  United  States  which  might  also  he 
prcfitably  considered  in  connection  with  these  claims,  in  view  of  the  fraud  to  which 
ve  have  referred.  We  allude  to  that  provision  of  the  statute  of  March  3,  1^63, 
c(/ocerniog  the  Court  of  Claims,  which  declaies:  *'Tbat  any  person  or  persons  who 
••bill  eormptly  practice  or  attempt  to  practice  any  fraud  against  the  United  States  in 
t|r  proof,  statement,  establishment,  or  allowance  of  any  claim  against  the  United 
^>itt^.t|>«o/iic/o,  shall  forfeit  the  same  to  the  government ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
tlic  CoQit  of  Claims,  in  such  cases,  to  find  specifically  tbat  such  fraud  was  practiced 
"t  Attempted  to  be  practiced,  and  thereupon  give  judgment  that  such  claim  is  forfeited 
t<j  the  government,  and  that  the  claimant  be  forever  barred  trom  prosecuting  the 
ume.'**  (12  Stats.,  p.  767.)  This  statute  proceeds  on  thegiound  of  forfeiture ;  but  the 
^[•t^cial  ground  on  which  the  undersigned  now  asks  the  rejecticm  of  these  claims  is, 
Tbit  the  documents  filed  in  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  petitioners  before  this  com> 
Di'^^iou  are  shown  to  be  utterly  untrustworthy,  and  therefore  inadmissible  as  proof  in 
>^pport  of  the  reclamations. 

If,  however,  contrary  to  the  view  now  presented,  the  commissioners  determine  to 
n^iie  awards  in  any  cases,  it  will  be  necessary  to  determine  who  among  all  these 
''Uiiuaots  there  is  just  reason  to  believe  were  Mexican  citizens  residing  in  the  place 
ViA  were  owners  of  property,  or  snbjecte<l  to  injury,  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence,  and 
j*^  estimate  the  damages  according  to  the  efi'ect  of  the  evi<lence  introduced  by  the 
j-oited  States.  Under  this  rule  of  decision  the  number  of  cases  in  which  awards  can 
*^  made  will  be  extremely  limited,  and  the  amount  of  the  awards  will  be  exceedingly 
>Oiull.  In  no  possible  contingency,  however,  will  the  commissioners  be  entitled  upon 
^«%e  proofs  to  award  in  the  aggregate  a  greater  amount  than  $50,0p0.    If  they  should 
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lielieve  tfaat  every  honse  in  the  town  was  bamed,  and  every  dollar's  worth  o 
property  destroyed  and  carried  away,  and  that  every  iodividoal  here  appeariDg  wa 
an  actual  sufferer,  and  is  entitled  to  appear  as  a  claimant  against  the  United  Statei 
the  above  amount  is  the  largest  which  could  possibly  be  distribated  aa  awards  aoMDj 
these  claimants. 

In  the  confident  belief,  however,  that  snflBcient  has  been  shown  to  justify  tb 
commissioners  in  rejecting  the  entire  body  of  claims,  the  foregoing  observations  axj 
submitted  for  their  consideration. 

The  nnr1ersi|(ned  prints  herewith  the  depositions  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Ucitei 
States.  He  also  submits,  in  connection  with  this  srgnment,  a  manQSCiipt  voIodm 
containing  a  full  list  of  the  claimants  and  of  the  witnesses,  whose  names  are  attachei 
to  the  expedienles,  and  also  a  complete  abstract  of  the  claims,  giving  schedules  aQ< 
amounts  of  all  the  property  for  the  alleged  loss  of  which  indemoity  is  claimed 
together  with  observations  upon  each  claim  which  will  aid  the  oommisaionen  i 
appreciating  the  full  extent  of  the  fraud  here  attempted. 

This  book  has  been  carefully  prepared  by  a  skillful  hand,  with  a  view  to  lacilita^ 
the  investigation  of  these  cases.

DEPOSITIONS  TAKEN  ON  THE  PART  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

DepoHtUm  of  James  B,  BickettSf  Major- Oeneralj  United  States  Armjf  {retired). 

The  deponent,  being  duly  sworn,  says:  In  the  snmmer  and  fall  of  1855,  I  wsa  ) 
captain  of  artillery  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  was  stationed  at  Foil 
Duncan,  in  Texas,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  Rio  Grande,  nearly  opposite  to  Um 
town  or  village  of  Piedras  Negras,  in  Mexico.  While  stationed  there  I  frpqnentl] 
visited  Piedras  Negras,  atd  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  acquiring  some  know]ed|r«*  oi 
the  cruntry  m  the  neighborhood,  and  of  the  resources,  business,  and  loas  8nstaiar<l 
from  its  iuvasion  by  a  party  of  armed  Texans  in  October,  1855.  The  town  or  TilUse 
of  Piedias  Negras  contained  at  that  time  not  more  than  eight  hundred  persons,  aiHi 
was  situated  about  one  mile  from  Fort  Duncan.  They  were  very  poor,  being  pnoj 
cipally  a  fluctuating  population  of  Mexican  herders  and  carriers,  with  their  fainiliesj 
who  resided  in  hnts  built  of  adobe,  covered  with  a  coarse  grass,  with  earthed  floors 
There  were  about  one  hundred  of  these  huts,  and  probably  ten  otfaera  with  gnvA 
roofs.  There  was  but  one  two-story  brick  honse,  the  property  of  a  man  named  Rich^ 
which  was  not  molested,  and  was  the  principal  place  of  bnsimss.  There  was  eoDnid' 
erable  trar  sit  trade  in  raw  cotton  and  bonded  goods  from  the  United  States;  com. 
hides,  lead,  wool,  and  brood-mares  to  the  United  States,  the  freight  mainly  carried  oc 
ox-carts.  The  country  was  unproductive  and  without  cultivation.  The  Texaos  re> 
nisiued  about  twenty-four  hours,  barricading  the  streets  with  oifc-carts,  and  setting 
firo  to  these  grass-covered  hnts,  which  were  easily  consumed,  with  a  number  of  nx- 
carts,  besides  destroying  all  they  could  belonging  to  the  defenseless  people,  after  wliich 
they  recrossed  to  the  Texas  side  of  the  river  in  a  panic,  using  the  flat-boats  and  skiffs. 
au<i  in  such  haste  that  their  own  horses  were  abandoned  until  they  oonld  sobeeqneotir 
return  for  them.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  heavy  articles  were  carried  away,  aod 
it  is  impossible  for  me  to  state  the  value  of  any  property  stolen  or  destroyed,  bejood 
the  fact  that  the  impoverished  condition  of  the  inhabitants,  their  insnffioient  clotbtot 
and  scanty  subsistence,  prove  the  impossibility  of  their  being  pillaged  to  any  lai^ 
amount.

DfiposiHan  of  Sidney  Burhankf  Brevet  Brigadier-Oenerul,  United  States  Army  (reiiredl 

The  deponent,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  was  a  captain  in  the  Annj  of 
the  United  States  in  October,  1955,  and  was  stationed  at  Fort  Dancan,  Texas,  sod  in 
command  at  that  post.  I  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  knowing  something  of  the  pop- 
ulation and  business  of  the  people,  and  could  very  well  judge  of  their  wealth  or  pov- 
erty. Fort  Duncan  was  established  in  the  spring  of  1849,  at  whieh  time  there  we/r 
no  inhabitants  on  either  side  of  the  river,  np  or  down,  for  a  great  number  of  niles. 
The  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  situated  directly  opposite  Fort  Duncan,  was  settled  sod 
grew  up  after  the  establishment  of  that  post.  The  inhabitants  were  very  poor,  »nd 
Gved  mostly,  if  no^entirely,  from  the  small  trade  carried  on  with  the  troops  stationed 
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tl  Port  Dancan  and  tbe  dependeots  thereon,  and  each  employment  as  was  ffiven  tbem 
frnm  time  to  time  by  the  government  as  gnidee,  maleteers,  and  laborers.  Occaiiionally 
then  were  Mexiean  troops  stationed  at  riedras  Negras,  bat  it  was  not  a  regular  gar- 
tbonad  plaee,  and  the  inhabitants  could  receive  but  little  support  from  this  sourct* . 
lo  October,  16&S,  I  should  Judge  the  number  of  inhabitants  to  be  about  five  hundred, 
Dro,  women,  and  children.  The  houses,  huts,  or  dwellings  of  the  inhabitants  were  of 
tbe  cheapest  oonstmction,  built  of  adobes  or  upright  poles  and  thatched  with  grass: 
Uflome  eases  the  dwellings  were  caves  or  excavations  in  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  . 
thete  dwellings  were  furnished  in  a  manner  equally  plain  and  cheap.  In  my  opinion, 
tbew  bouses  or  huts  could  not  cost,  on  an  average,  more  than  ^0,  and  the  furnishing 
eoald  not  exeeed  that  amount.  There  were,  to  the  besc  of  my  knowledge  and  belief, 
fn>m  eighty  to  one  hundred  of  these  huts  or  houses  burned  by  the  Texaus  on  the  6th 
«f  October,  18S&,  and  the  entire  and  total  damage  cansed  by  the  conflagration  would 
Bot  exceed,  in  raj  estimation,  $10,000.

The  deponent,  being  dnly  sworn,  says:  That  he  is  an  American  citiEen  by  birth,  Is 

forty  years  of  a^e,  and  is  residing  at  Georgetown,  District  of  Colnmbia.    That  in  1850 

bewjoumed  at  Fort  Duncan,  where  he  was  in  business  in  connection  with  his  brother, 

who  wss  sutler  to  the  post ;  that  he  remained  so  in  business  until  1853,  when  he  was 

ftppoiDted  deputy  colleotor  of  customs  at  Eiigle  Pass,  Tex.,  directly  opposite  Piedras 

S^rss,  by  Mr.  Guthrie,  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treasury.    He  remained 

Rich  eoUedor,  discharging  the  duties  of  his  ofHce,  until  March,  1861.    His  business 

office  was  in  Fort  Duncan,  contiguous  to  Eagle  Pass.    His  business  and  residence 

ilTorded  him  fair  opportunities  of  becoming  very  well  acquainted  with  the  town  of 

PiMns  Negras,  he  having  almost  daily  intercourse  with  it,  and  becoming  acquainted 

viih  very  many  of  the  inhabitants,  their  occupations,  and  pursuits.    He  was  in  that 

town  when  it  wae  burned  by  thn  troops  under  the  command  of  Captains  Callahan  and 

H^ry,  who  were  said  to  be  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  Texas.    He  estimates  the 

DQiulierof  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras  at  the  time  of  the  burning,  including 

iMn,  women,  and  children,  at  about  eight  hundred  souls,  and  they  were  generally  very 

pM)r  isdced.    Some  of  them,  perhaps  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  were  owners 

of  MDsII  lots  of  cattle,  which  were  allowed  to  graze  during  the  day-time  in  the  neigh- 

Wbood,  and  which  were  brought  up  to  the  village  at  night  for  protection  against  the 

lodiaos.    Some  of  them  were  owners  of  carts  and  ox-teams,  and  were  engaged  in 

Mghting  between  San  Antonio  and  Eagle  Pass.    Some  of  tbem  were  little  sbop-keep- 

«n,  having  a  meager  supply  of  miserable  Malaga  wine,  mescal,  cigarritos,  and  other 

little  articles.    Some  few,  also,  had  Mexican  blankets  for  sale.    There  were  four  stores, 

ud  he  can  remember  no  more,  which  had  a  better  supply  of  goods— one  managed  by 

)Ir.  Eich,  one  by  Mr.  Duclos,  one  by  Mr.  Oswald,  and  one  by  Mr.  Stone.    He  thinks 

that  the  supply  of  goods  which  these  four  stores  may  have  had  on  hand  at  the  time  of 

the  boming  c(>nld  not  have  exceeded  in  value  $100,000  in  the  aggregate,  and  he  does 

Mt  know  that  the  value  was  as  great.    The  goods  in  the  little  shops  and  stores  con  Id 

not.  in  his  opinion,  have  exceed^  in  value  f75,000.    The  retail  trade  of  the  town  of 

Pi«dru  Negras  was  mostly  carried  on  across  the  river  at  Eagle  Pass,  the  inhabitants 

baying  there  their  coffee,  sugar,  calicoes,  and  other  dress-goods,  and  no  considerable 

itock  of  goods  was  kept  at  Piedras  Negras.    The  houses  in  Piedras  Negras  were  mostly 

Kniil,  built  of  adobe,  and  thatched  with  a  species  of  country  grass  or  straw.    The 

military  barracks  on  the  piaxa  were  covered  with  a  kind  of  concrete  roof.    There  was

B'HiwB  Id  the  town.    The  houses  were  generally  without  floors,  and  were  worth  g«.*n-

i>jiiican  for  his  use,  better  than  the  average  of  houses  in  Piedras  Negras,  at  a  cost  of 

V^;  the  labor  employed  was  Mexican.    The  furniture  of  the  houses  was  meager  in 

<)Qaotity  and  very  primitive  in  character.    He  thinks,  on  an  average,  the  furniture  to 

f^h  house  was  not  worth  over  $100,  including  the  whole,  beds,  bedding,  A,c.    Their 

'itt)«  j^ardens  about  in  the  village  produced  very  little ;  some  little  cultivation  was 

fvrieid  on  ont  of  town  in  the  neighborhood.    The  Mexicans  are  generally  fond  of 

i^velry,  but  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras  were  so  poor  that  the  quantity  in  that 

^VQ  was  inconsiderable.    It  was  very  uncommon  to  find  a  watch  among  the  inhab- 

tl^ta.   The  food  of  the  inhabitants  consisted  of  tortillas,  Jerked  beef,  and  peppers. 

^'  wn  they  ground  by  hand-mills.    Thirty  bushels  of  corn  on  hand  at  the  time  of 

)b«  barniDi^  is  a  reasonable  estimate  for  each  family,  and,  calculating  about  six  persons 

ta  each  family,  there  were  about  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  families.    The  price  of 
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coro  was  from  $1  to  $1.25  per  bnsiiel.  There  was  a  conBiderable  nnmber  of  ox-cartA  i, 
the  to  WD,  of  very  simple  and  primitive  character,  the  wheel  being  generally  eoiDpoN>< 
of  one  piece.  There  were  a  few  modern  carts,  with  bubs,  spokes,  and  iron  tires.  To 
deponent  thinks  it  likely  that  a  number,  perhaps  thirty  or  forty,  of  tbeoe  were  baiDtsi 
as  he  saw  them  piled  together  in  the  form  of  a  barricade.  They  were  worth  og  a 
average  about  $40  apiece.  The  Callahan  troops  did  not  carry  off  any  carts,  oxen,  cuwi 
or  other  animals,  and  he  does  not  think  any  considerable  namber  of  these  eooM  hav 
been  lust  by  the  occupation  and  burning  of  the  town  by  Callahan.  It  is  poauble  k>ci 
few  may  have  stampeded  and  strayed  off,  but  deponent  thinks  not  many. 

The  deponent  says  that  he  was  messing  with  the  officers  at  Fort  Duncaa  at  the  tim 
the  burning  took  place,  and  he  knows  that  no  officer  or  soldier  of  that  post  participate 
tuerein  or  sanctioned  it  in  any  manner.  Himself  and  Dr.  Wood  were  in  Piedra 
Negras,  from  curiosity,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  that  the  town  was  fired.  Ah  9oo\ 
as  they  discovered  that  the  town  was  being  fired,  they  immediately  crossed  the  rivr 
TO  the  American  side.  The  town  of  Piedras  Negras  was  not  compactly  built,  bat  s^-aI 
tered  over  an  area  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  square.  The  brick  house  referred  t 
was  not  burned. 

The  deponent  resided  at  Fort  Duncan  twelve  years,  and  knew  the  people  of  Piedn 
Neeras  very  well. 

The  deponent  says  he  has  no  interest  in  any  claim  before  the  cnmmtasioD.

The  said  Manuel  Ban,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  was  bora  \n 
ihe  State  of  Arkansas,  iu  the  Unit  d  States  of  the  North ;  I  am  an  American  ci(:»*a 
and  resident  of  Eagle  Pass;  thirty-nine  years  of  age,  and  a  carpenter  by  occapatir-D. 
I  am  well  acquainted  with  Piedras  Negras  since  the  year  1851.    Since  tbe24tb  of  Jai** 
lt:i55, 1  have  lived  in  Eagle  Pass,  and  during  the  time  before  and  after  the  destrocMo . 
of  Piedras  Negras  by  Texas  volunteers,  under  the  orders  of  Callahan  and  Henry.  &•> 
business,  as  agent  of  one  of  the  business  houses  of  Eagle  Pass,  obliged  me  to  go  erer/ 
day,  and  even  live  times  a  day,  to  Piedras  Negras.  I  was  acquainted  with  almost  e>^n 
house  and  cabin  in  Piedras  Negras,  and  also  the  greater  part  of  the  inbabitanta    At 
the  time  of  the  burning  by  the  aforesaid  Texans,  it  did  not  have  more  than  three cr 
Jour  hundred  houses.    Juan  Jos^  Patiilo  had  a  house  abont  ten  varas  (yards)  long  ac<i 
four  and  a  half  wide;  Jo66  Ma.  Flores  bad  a  house  in  dimensions  a  little  more  or if^ 
than  that  of  Patiiio ;  Dofia  Isabel  Mifiau  also  bad  a  house,  and  besides  tbes**  tbrpe 
honses  it  had  houses  which  were  the  quarters  of  troops,  and  in  one  of  these  Capuio 
Saiz,  tbehnsband  of  Dofia  Onofre  Villareal,  lived,  and  when  the  barning  took  ytract 
Captain  Saiz  was  not  in  the  town,  and  DoQa  Onofre  Villareal  alone  in  the  boa^ 
Besides  the  houses  mentioned,  the  dwellings  consisted  of  huts,  cabins,  and  smv"- 
thatched  hnts,  the  nnmber  of  which  did  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty-five;  tt 
only  had  three  streets.    The  inhabitants  in  general  were  excessively  poor,  with  tl:''

Stfttes,  and  intended  to  be  need  before  the  joint  commission  between  the  United 
SUtes  and  Mezioo,  in  the  matter  of  varioos  claims  now  pending  before  the  said 
eoomiission. 

The  Mid  GsKGORio  Gakza,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  a  citizen 
of  Mexico  and  resident  of  Piedras  Negras,  in  the  district  of  Bio  Grande,  State  of  Coa- 
baiU^  forty-six  years  of  age,  and  a  laborer  by  occupation.  I  know  Antonio  Montez, 
ud  Pedro  Gonzalez,  and  Jesus  Frias,  and  Nicanor  Valadez ;  I  do  not  know  Maria  N.  de  la 
Gftrza,  sod  I  do  not  recollect  having  known  her  at  that  time.  I  was  a  resident  of  Piedras 
Xegnw  at  the  time  that  this  town  was  destroyed  by  volunteers  under  the  orders  of  Cal- 
lahao  and  Henry,  and  I  was  at  that  time  in  the  town.  I  know  many  of  the  residents 
vhoat  that  time  lived  in  Piedras  Negras,  who  have  presented  claims  against  the  United 
Sutes  of  the  North  for  losses  which  they  sustained  by  the  destruction  of  the  town  of 
Piedras  Negras  at  that  time.  At  the  time  the  expedienies  of  claimants  were  made  np 
I WM  absent  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  on  my  return  my  wife  informed  me  that  Luis 
Hozijuiz  had  talked  with  her  about  making  up  an  expediente  touching  the  loss  which  I 
IvAd  suffered  by  the  destruction  of  my  property  when  the  volunteers  robbed  and  burufd 
the  hoosea ;  but  Lois  Muzquiz  never  spoke  to  roe,  nor  any  other  one,  about  this  matter 
cocceroiDg  me,  nor  with  reference  to  other  claimants.  I  know  Jesus  Salinas  and  Max- 
inM>  Garcia,  and  Arcadio  Ramirez,  but  I  never  presented  them  as  witnesses  m  the  mat- 
ter of  my  claim,  inasmuch  as  I  myself  did  not  know  that  they  were  claiming  an  amount 
10  exaggerated  for  me.  Jesus  Salinas  lives  at  Eagle  Pass ;  Maximo  Garcia  lives,  since 
four  years,  on  a  ranch  in  Texas,  eleven  leagues  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  Arcadio  Ram- 
ir^-z  lives  in  the  little  town ;  and  in  order  to  present  them  as  witnesses  in  my  claim,  I 
voiild  have  been  under  the  neceusity  of  going  to  seek  them  in  those  places ;  this  I 
Dever  did,  becanse  no  one  ever  spoke  to  me  about  doing  it.  I  know  Anronio  Montez, 
ifid  Jenos  Frias,  and  Nicanor  Yaldes ;  bnt  at  no  time  did  I  make  a  deposition  with  re- 
spect to  their  expediemte$  in  their  claims.  I  also  know  Pedro  Gonzalez,  but  neither 
did  I  make  a  deposition  about  him  or  about  the  property  which  be  lost.  It  surprises 
Die  to  see  my  name  as  a  witne(>s  in  the  matters  touching  the  claims  of  these  parties 
letinst  the  United  States,  inasmuch  as  I  never  made  and  never  was  called  to  give  tes- 
tiDiuuy  respecting  them.  I  do  not  know  Maria  N.  de  la  Garza,  and  it  is  not  possible 
that  I  could  have  made  a  deposition  of  wno  she  was  or  what  she  had.  I  am  completely 
iptoraot  of  the  persons  who  appear  as  witnesses  in  the  expediente  which  was  made 
Dp  for  roe,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  these  transactions  many  rascalities  have  been 
cnrnmitted.  I  never  knew  the  amount  which  they  claimed  for  me,  inasmuch  as  I  never 
bad  the  intention  of  claiming  one  cent  more  than  what  I  lost.  It  is,  in  my  opinion, 
very  wrong  to  use  the  names  of  persons  as  witnesses  without  their  knowledice,  and  I 
believe  what  was  done  in  my  case  was  done  in  many  others.

In  a 
I'v  days  the  wif«  of  Rafael  Flores  died,  and  then  he  sold  me  his  property,  which  con- 
sisted iif  two  cabi'ts  and  a  lot,  the  two  cabins  being  the  same  which  ne  had  before  the 
ttre.  After  the  wife  of  Rafael  Floies  died  he  withdrew  from  Piedras  Negras,  and  never 
Mamed ;  and  I  wonder  where  Luis  Muzquiz  seized  (found)  him  in  order  to  make  him

I  know  a  great  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  tb< 
village ;  they  are  eenerally  poor,  and  always  have  been ;  their  houaee  are  chiedi 
JaoaUs,  or  Mexican  huts ;  those  of  the  common  kind  wonld  cost  to  constmct  from  $U 
to  $100,  according  to  its  size  and  finish ;  the  furniture  they  have,  where  they  have  aaj 
is  of  a  very  poor  description ;  many  are  without  a  chair,  bedstead,  or  evea  a  table,  ir 
fact,  the  greater  part  of  them ;  many  of  their  houses  consisted  of  holes  or  cellars  do;: 
right  in  the  bank  of  the  river  and  covered  with  thatch,  without  door,  window,  o 
sides.  The  inhabitants  were  chiefly  cartmen  or  laborers,  and  very  few  of  them  ha« 
any  property  whatever.  From  all  that  I  know  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  all  I  have  hear 
from  its  inhabitants,  who  are  now  claimants,  and  from  others,  I  should  Bay  that  il  :b 
attack  upon  the  place,  iu  1H55,  it  is  impossible  tliat  more  than  $50,000  worth  of  prop 
erty  could  have  been  destroyed  or  taken';  in  fact,  I  believe  far  less  than  that,  bat  u.) 
over  that  sum,  because  no  such  amount  of  property  existed  there.  It  was  a  new  srt 
tloment,  inhabited  by  the  poorest  class  of  laoorers,  with  some  very  few  exceptioc« 
and  had  not,  like  the  older  settlements  farther  back  from  the  river,  farmers  and  meu  < 
some  property  residing  there.

Deposilion  of  Edward  T.  Moore, 

The  said  Edwakd  T.  Moore,  being  £rst  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  was  ban 
in  Fittstown,  Rensselaer  County,  State  of  New  York.    I  am  now  a  residMit  of  Sac  As- 
tonio,  Bexar  County,  State  of  Texas,  and  am  by  occupation  a  stock-rai^er.     I  am  a  cit- 
izen of  the  United  States.    I  am  fifty  years  of  age.    I  was  in  Piedras  Negras,  Jlexioo. 
and  in  Eagle  Pass,  Tex.,  from  the  year  1849  to  1856.    During  this  period  I  was  a  per- 
manent resident  of  Eagle  Pass.    In  the  years  1849  and  1850  I  was  employed  by  (be 
Uuited  States  officers  to  repair  buildings  and  to  erect  what  is  now  known  as  Fort  Dao- 
can.     During  the  balance  of  said  period  I  was  employed  as  a  ferryman  between  »aid 
towns.     I  know  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras  perfectly  well,  having  built  the  first  boa.«e 
ever  erected  in  the  town.    I  was,  during  the  period  hereinbefore  mentioned,  eonstant/r 
in  said  Piedras  Negras,  and  was  well  acquainted  with  every  person  occupy infir  each  tomr 
I  was  at  Piedras  Negras  when  the  raid  of  Callahan  and  Henry  occurred,  in  October. 
1855  ;  the  circnmstauces  of  said  raid  were  as  follows,  viz  :  About  the  middle  of  thedj/ 
on  which  said  raid  occurred,  about  ten  men  on  horseback,  belonging  to  the  commsod 
of  said  Callahan  and  Henry,  made  a  charge  through  Eagle  Pass  and  seized  my  ferrr- 
boats  on  the  river  Rio  Grande  ;  shortly  after  about  one  hundred  men  of  said  comouiotl 
followed,  took  possession  of  said  ferry-boats,  and  immediately  crossed  to  Piedras  Ne- 
gras, of  which  place  they  took  control.    About  sundown  of  the  same  day  they  crossed 
the  river,  they  passed  through  said  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  camped  three  miJe* 
beyond  that  place,  on  the  road  to  San  Fernando,  without  committing  any  depredation 
whatever.    On  the  second  day  after  crossing  to  Piedras  Negras  said  command  of  Cal- 
lahan and  Henry  returned  to  said  town,  and  remained  therein  two  days  and  a  parr 
of  one  night,  during  which  time  not  more  than  forty  small  Jacal  houses,  the  value  of 
which  was  not  more  than  $40  each,  were  bnrned,  and  some  property  taken  from  fbe 
inhabitants,  in  value  about  $5,000.    Some  other  property,  not  enumerated  abore. 
amounting  to  about  $1,000,  was  taken  for  the  purpose  of  constrncttng  breastworks  a« 
protection  against  the  Mexicans  and  Indians  who  assembled  in  force,  which  said  prop- 
erty was  burned.    I  believe  that  $10,000  wonld  amply  compensate  the  inhabitants »: 
said  Piedras  Negras  for  all  damage  and  loss  sustained  by  them  on  the  occasion  of  taid 
raid,  they  being  very  poor.    There  was  only  one  person  in  said  town  who  was  worth 
$3,000;  the  average  value  of  the  property  owned  by  each  fiimily  was  $:200.    I  do  oot 
believe  that  it  was  possible  that  $50,000  worth  of  property  could  have  been  deetroyK'* 
on  sa'd  occasion.    The  command  of  Callahan  and  Henry  committed  no  dopredatioo^ 
and  fired  no  buildings  until  the  Indians  and  Mexicans  assembled  aronnd  Piedras  >'<^- 
gras,  closed  around  them,  and  oommenced  an  attack  npon  them,  at  which  time  foar 
32-ponnd  guns  were  run  out  and  bearing  npon  Piedras  Negras,  by  aothority  of  tbf 
officer  in  command  of  Fort  Duncan,  M»jor  Burbank,  to  protect  the  reinrn  of  Calltlia" 
and  Henry's  command  to  Eagle  Pass.

Deposition  of  Oeorge  W,  Brackenridge, 

Georgk  W.  Brackenridoe,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am  at  tbi» 
time  a  citizen  and  resident  of  this  place,  San  Antonio,  and  am  president  of  the  Sao 
Antonio  National  Bank,  and  am  thirty-nine  yearsof  age ;  have  resided  in  San  AotoDi>> 
since  186^.    In  the  year  185»  I  resid^  at  Segnin,  in  Guadalupe  County,  in  this  State. 
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la  October,  1865,  as  Boon  as  the  news  of  the  affair  at  Piedras  Negras  reached  Segain, 
vbere  it  was  stated  that  the  Mexicans  were  ooroiog  across  into  Texas  in  retaliation  of 
tbe  attack  made  upon  Piedras  Negras,  I  started,  ia  company  with  others,  for  Eagle 
Pan,  or  the  frontier,  to  defend  the  expected  attack.  Oar  company  halted  on  the  Sabi nal, 
lod  If  along  with  one  or  two  others  of  them,  proceeded  to  Fort  Duncan  to  inquire 
mto  the  partionlars  of  the  aff<iir.  We  arrived  there  some  days  after  the  occurrence, 
»d  while  all  the  marks  of  what  had  taken  place  were  still  visible  and  fresh.  I  crossed 
ttierjrer  into  Piedras  Netrras,  accompanied  by  some  others,  and  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining what  bad  really  taken  place,  and  the  extent  of  the  damage  done.  We  found 
that  about  two-thirds  of  the  huts  or  Jacalea,  in  which  the  inhabitants  had  resided,  had 
|>«eQ  bamed.  My  in  formation  was  obtained  from  the  Mexican  men  and  women,  in- 
bbitantsof  the  town,  and  whose  property  had  been  destroyed  ;  and  my  sympathies 
vere  very  much  enlisted  in  their  favor,  because  I  saw  they  had  been  deprived  of  their 
lijmf^  and  property  by  what  I  thought  an  outrage  and  very  unwarrantable  act.  I 
miulean  estimate  of  the  injury  that  had  been  cauiicd,  and  the  losses  then  occasioned 
tbrre,  from  the  testimony  I  could  obtain  from  the  injured  parties  on  the  spot,  and 
vithin  a  few  days  after  the  act,  and  I  came  to  the  couclusion,  as  I  recollect,  that 
^A^MiO  would  cover  it  all.  The  inhabitants  were  all  poor,  principally  engaged  in  cart- 
ui?  or  stock-driving,  and  perhaps  in  smuggling  in  a  small  way.  They  were  chiefly 
la})orers,  and  very  many  would  hire  out  at  $3  or  $7  a  month.  I  thought  that  they  had 
kk»t  what  little  property  they  bad,  which,  though  small  in  amount,  was  everything  to 
tiiem,  and  was  entirely  changed  in  the  ooinion  I  had  formed  before  arrival,  for  I  had 
MppoTsed  that  they  were  coming  over  in  forca  to  revenge  the  robbery.  I  thought  tbe 
sffjir  a  very  shameful  one  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  that  a  compensation  was 
;»tly  due  these  poor  people.  With  that  view  it  was  that  we  estimated  the  damage, 
vltirb.  after  inquiry,  we  put  down  at  the  sum  I  have  named.  I  remained  there  two 
vt^ks  engaged  in  tbe  inquiry,  and  daily  learning  some  further  particulars  of  the  affair. 
I  do  not  know  or  now  recollect  the  particular  losses  of  individuals,  or  the  details  of 
»th  case ;  but  the  sum  I  have  named  is  the  total  amount  of  the  damage,  so  far  as  we 
coold  ascertain  it.  The  population  were  generally  of  a  low  and  vicious  class,  and  I 
remember  it  was  said  of  many  individuals  pointed  out  to  us  that  they  *' could  not 
driok  water  on  the  other  side,''  meaning  that  they  could  not  cross  over  to  the  Ameri- 
can side  for  fear  of  arrest  or  punishment  for  some  crime  or  offense,  in  consequence  of 
vbicb  they  had  sought  asylum  on  the  Mexican  side  of  the  river.  The  respectable  por- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  were  also  poor,  and  there  was  no  furniture  of  any  value  in  any 
iKm^  I  flaw  in  the  town.  After  remaining  there  some  two  weeks  we  returned  to  Se- 
J^in.    I  have  not  since  visited  the  place.

Deposition  of  Lorenzo  Caairo, 

Tbe  said  LoaEXZO  Castro,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says :  I  am  a  citizen 

f'f  the  United  States,  born  in  London,  England ;  and  coming  to  the  then  republic  of 

Texas  when  I  was  nine  years  of  age  wirh  my  father,  Henry  Castro,  who  colonized  and 

H'Uled  Castroville,  D'Hanis,  and  other  places  in  Western  Texas.  I  have  resided  in  Texas 

^ver  since ;  not  now  engaged  in  business,  and  thirty-six  years  of  age.    In  1851 1  first 

^mt  to  Eagle  Pass,  then  Just  settled,  and  established  a  business  there,  and  remained 

till  Jane,  14(33,  after  the  store  belonging  to  my  father  was  burned.    I  knew  Piedras 

^''f^nn  well  at  that  time,  crossing  over  almost  every  day.    It  was  a  miserably  poor 

^ctlemeot.    The  Mexican  commandant  was  then  the  only  person  who  had  a  decent 

•««I  even,  the  majority,  three-fourths  of  them,  living  in  holestdug  in  the  bank  of  the 

riTer,  gome  in  hats  and  ehamacueroSf  which  are  dwellings  built  of  posts  and  covered 

^itb  earth.    There  were  no  persons  there  of  any  wealth.    It  was  a  military  colony, 

<^'irapo8ed  of  a  company  of  soldiers  of  one  hundred  and  forty  men,  under  command  of 

Captain  Arredondo.    To  these  were  added  some  laborers  and  camp-followers,  and 

r^nons  engaged  in  sinuggling  in  a  small  way.    The  wealthiest  man  there  was  De  la 

^^vza.    His  property  was  chiefly  at  Santa  Rosa,  one  hundred  miles  back.    De  la  Garza 

••ad  a  small  store.    There  was  no  other  store,  nor  any  place  where  any  article  could  be 

procnred.    I  returned  to  Eagle  Pass  in  185.3,  and  again  visited  Piedras  Negras.    At 

^at  time  there  were  more  jaca/es  built,  and  the  number  of  inhabitants  had  increased 

*'me.  but  it  was  still  a  miserable  place,  and  the  same  in  all  its  essential  features  as 

-^>  year  before.    I  was  there  then  two  weeks.    I  returned  again  to  Eagle  Pass,  crossed 

•  •  tbe  other  side,  and  remained  several  months  in  1858,  after  the  burning  which  took 

?W  in  Ir^.    The  place  had  very  much  improved ;  some  buildings  of  adobe  and  stone 

^^  been  erected  after  the  fire.    At  the  time  of  the  fire  the  only  two-story  house  in  the 

*'ivu  belonged  to  John  B.  Rich,  who  had  married  a  daughther  of  Mr.  de  la  Garva.    At 
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the  time  of  the  fire,  in  1855|  there  were  not  more  than  two  bandred  Jocolet,  sod  ihei«| 
were  worth  on  an  average  from  |40  to  $100.  Tbesacontained  small  articles  of  fttfuitaii^ 
of  very  little  valae.  The  inhabitants  had  some  extra  articlea  of  clothing  and  jewtirT  i 
and  $50,000  or  $60,000  would  have  paid  liberally  for  all  the  damaice  done  there.

VepoHtion  of  John  Newton, 

The  said  John  Newton,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  was  born  ij 
that  part  of  the  Indian  Territory  occnpied  by  the  Cherokee  Nation.  I  aio  now,  anJ 
have  been  since  184'j,  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Texas,  and  always  a  citizen  of  the  UniM 
States.  I  am  thirty-fonr  years  of  age,  and  a  merchant  by  occupation.  I  am  nov 
resident  of  Fort  Concho,  Texas ;  I  was  a  resident  of  Piedras  Negras,  Mexico,  fron 
January,  1855,  to  March,  1856 ;  was  employed  there,  and  knew  that  town  and  the  lar;ej 
part  of  its  inhabitants  well,  and  knew  them  in  1855.  I  was  there  in  October.  1*.^ 
when  the  raid  of  Callahan  and  Henry  occurred,  and  witnessed  what  was  done.  Th 
circumstances  were  as  follows,  viz :  The  command  of  said  Callahan  and  Henry  cro^se^ 
the  Rio  Grande  from  Eagle  Pass  to  Piedras  Negras,  through  which  last-mentioned  towj 
they  immediately  marched,  and  encamped  twenty  miles  beyond.  Beings  attacked  I 
Indians  and  Mexicans,  while  in  camp,  they  returned  to  Piedras  Negras  the  second  daj 
after  first  entering  that  town,  and  there  construe tiKi  some  rough  breastworks 
protect  themselves  against  the  Indians  and  Mexicans.  During  the  presence  of  sii'i 
command  in  Piedras  Negras,  on  their  return  as  aforesaid,  they  burned  some  o 
hundred  jacaleSf  or  huts,  of  a  rude  and  very  cheap  construction,  together  with  a  fe 
houses  of  a  better  character ;  they  also  pillaged  the  town,  but  as  the  inhabitants  veij 
very  poor  they  could  not  have  indicted  much  damage  thereby.  The  jaoalr$  wen*  worti 
about  $oO  each,  on  an  average.  From  what  I  know  of  the  pUce  and  its  inhabitantaa 
the  time  of  said  raid,  I  would  consider  $50,000  ample  compensation  for  all  damad 
done,  including  the  values  destroyed  and  taken.  There  were  verj'  few,  if  any,  persouj 
in  Piedras  Negras  at  the  time  of  said  raid  worth  $3,000.

Deposition  of  Frederick  Groo8. 

Frederick  Groos,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am  a  citizen  and  rf^id^oj 
of  TexHS,  and  have  been  so  lor  more  than  twenty  years.    In  the  year  1855  I  residfd  a 
Eagle  Pass,  in  this  State,  opposite  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras,  in  Mexico,  and  wa^ 
th  re  at  the  time  of  the  raid  by  troops  under  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry  on  vsiii 
town,  which  took  place  in  the  autumn  of  that  year.    I  saw  them  cross  over  the river.| 
and  I  went  over  there  once  while  they  were  in  Mexico.    They  had  advanced  frta 
Piedras  Negras  into  Mexico,  and  had  an  encounter  with  Mexicans,  and  then  returned 
to  Piedras  Negras.    When   they  returned  they  fortified  themselves  in  some  of  thfj 
strongest-built  houses,  and  they  burned  or  destroyed  some  thatched  ha'ts,  or  jccalc.iH 
as  to  give  range  to  their  fire.    They  set  fire  also  to  some  houses  in  the  town,  to  tbe 
number,  perhaps,  of  tw  iity,  not  more,  and  so&ie  stores  were  robbed  and  some  hou«ei 
were  plundered,  if  they  ctmld  be  called  houses,  and  some  small  articles  were  carried 
ofi*— things  that  could  be  found  readily  and  easily  carried — such  as  saddles  and  Mesicac 
blankets.    The  whole  amount  of  damage  done  could  not  exceed,  altogether,  $50,0tX'. 
The  houses,  or  jaaaUd^  which  are  thatched   huts,  destroyed  were  not  any  of  tLen 
worth  more  than  $100  or  $200;  possibly  two  or  three  of  them  might  beeu  worth  $21^  o: 
$300  each,  but  the  town  was  a  collection  of  jaoalea  (huts),  and  inhabited  almo:«t  ex- 
clusively by  poor  people.    Any  inhabitant  there  who  was  worth  or  had  $2,000  wolM 
have  been  considered  rich.    I  knew  Maria  J  nana  Hernandez,  who  claims  §1^,1^  *<^- 
She  was  a  poor  woman.    She  had  no  particnlar  business.    She  was  not  worth  ^1,<^^- 
bhe  may  have  owned  a  small  house  and  lot.   Lorenzo  Guevara  was  also  kuo«o  to  wv, 
who  claims  $2'M,429.    He  v\  as  as  poor  as  the  above-meutioned.    If  he  liad  $l,OiXi  .r 
certainly  wa.s  nut  known  at  that  ttuie.    I  have  seen  the  list  of  claimants  bolore  tb« 
couiniitsKion  for  the  destruction  of  their  property  iu  Piedras  Negras.    They  are  &!< 
gioa-ly  exaggerated,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  claim  a  few  hundred  doU^iTs. 
The  injury  done  on  that  occasio.    by  n>bbery  and  pillage  could  not  bave  exceedid  tbe 
sum  1  have  mentioned,  becau.se  the  values  were  not  there.    There  were  verj  Ip«^.  i^ 
aii>,  horses  or  mules  carried  otf,  because  the  river  was  high  and  the  invaders  w<^r« 
obliged  to  leave  some  of  their  own  horses  in  their  flight  to  the  American  side.    Aoy 
hoube  that  contained  furniture  to  the  value  of  $100  or  $200  would  be  looked  ou  si  very 
rich.     No  house,  except  some  store,  or  containing  a  stock  of  goods,  con.d  have  lost  more 
than  a  few  hundred  dollars  aside  from  the  value  of  the  house.    I  bad  been  living  ut 
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E^Ie  Pan.  opposite  PiHr^**  Negras,  and  la  daily  basiness  intercoarse  with  the  inhab- 
iUots  of  that  place,  ami  I  kuew  well  the  condition  and  circaniBtaoces  of  most  of  tbem, 
and,  aside  from  the  valne  of  goods  in  a  store  or  two,  there  is  not  one  among  the  claim- 
sats  who  could  have  lost  $1,000.  Must  of  them  did  not  lose  anything  like.  that.  As  I 
have  stated,  $50,900  would  amply  pay  all  the  damage  that  was  occasioned  by  that  in- 
T»on.  I  knew  Melchora  Jimenes.  She  might  have  been  worth  $1,000.  I  kuew  Man- 
oel  fiodrigaez.  He  might  have  been  worth  $2,000.  Dolorei  Moya  had  nothing  that  I 
knew  of;  she  was  very  poor.  Jo^  Maria  Nuncio — if  he  had  anything  it  mnst  have 
been  only  a  few  hnndred  dollars.  Louis  Mnzqniz  was  very  poor.  He  claims  $51,000. 
Jesus  Almendares  claims  $156,000.  I  knew  all  the  merchants  there,  and  almjst  all 
who  traded  there  and  who  frequently  came  over  to  buy  goods.  If  he  had  any  stock  of 
fcoods  or  valne  I  would  have  known  it.  He  had  none  to  m^  knowledge.  Pedro  Qon- 
xakz  claims  $63,000.  He  was  a  cartman,  and  I  have  occasionally  employed  him  as  a 
i«r\ranfc  and  escort.  I  paid  him  a  dollar  a  day,  and  took  him  with  me  about  that  time 
or  the  year  previous.  I  see  several  others  in  the  list  situated  in  the  same  way,  and 
vbo  make  claims  for  large  amonnts  which  they  never  owned.  I  have  already  stated 
that  the  town  was  inhabited  by  poor  people,  and  any  man  who  had  a  few  thousand 
dolUn  was  looked  npon  as  rich  or  in  good  circnmstances.  The  claims  are  fur  amouats 
which  are  grossly  exaggerated.  Felipe  de  la  Garza  was  perhaps  the  best  off  in  the 
tovD.  The  owner  of  the  store  he  was  in  was  Jesus  de  la  Gi&rza,  his  father.  That  store 
vas  robbed  to  some  extent ;  I  do  not  know  to  what  extent.  He  could  not  have  lost 
more  than  $2,000.  I  am  forty-three  years  of  age,  and  am  a  merchant  in  this  city, 
where  I  have  resided  now  five  years.

<^ity  of  Monterey,  where  I  am  established  in  business,  and  was  formerly  a  resident  of 
Eajrle  Pass,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  during  my  said  residence  there  the  occurrences 
to  which  this  deposition  relates  took  place,  1  being  present  at  the  time.  I  know  the 
Ullage  of  Piedras  Negras,  and  was  well  acquainted  with  the  condition  and  circum- 
stances of  all  of  its  inhabitants  at  the  time  of  the  raid  of  filibasters,  under  Callahan 
iQd  Henry,  from  Texas,  took  place.  I  know  that  nearly  all  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
vilUge  were  of  the  poorest  cla*s  of  Mexicans,  living  in  huts  built  of  pickets  stuck  into 
the  ground,  with  grass  roofs,  and  without  windows  or  floors  ;  and  that  all  their  prop- 
yl was  of  little  value,  and  in  keeping  with  the  character  of  their  houses.  At  the 
time  lefcrred  to  there  were  three  or  four  houses  of  the  better  class,  but  none  of  the  in- 
jiahitapts  conld  be  considered  rich.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  whole  village, 
ioclnding  lots,  houses,  and  the  personal  property  of  the  inhabitants,  could,  in  1855, 

We  been  bought  for  less  than  $20,000.  the  village  being  at  the  time  one  of  the  most 
^QsigQificaot  of  the  small  towns  of  the  State  of  Coahuila.    I  know,  from  personal  obser- 
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yatioo,  what  articles  were  atolen  by  the  filibosters,  and  I  am  satiafied  that  th^  woald 
not  amount,  in  actual  value,  to  |l,000.  I  know  this,  also,  from  the  fact  ibat,  owuig 
to  the  poverty  of  the  bulk  of  the  inhabitants  of  Piedras  Negras,  there  cbald  not  hare 
been  a  robbery  of  a  large  amount  of  property  or  money.  I  know,  also,  from  havia;; 
seen  the  houses  which  were  burned,  that  not  over  a  half  dozen  were  so  destroy ed,  acd 
the  most  of  them  jacaleB,  of  very  little  value,  worth,  say,  $25  to  $50  eaeh.  I  have  rc^ 
what  is  written  above,  and  here  confirm  it.

Deposition  of  Florendo  Canalei. 
[TransUtioa.] 

The  said  Fix)RENCIO  Canales,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says,  io  tfa 
Spanish  language,  since  he  does  not  speak  English :  I  am  a  native  of  Lampasas,  i. 
the  State  of  New  Leon,  seventy  years  of  age,  now  and  since  the  annexation  of  the  He 
public  of  Texas  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  North,  I  living  then  in  Old  Laredal 
on  the  Rio  Grande.  I  am  a  butcher  by  occupation.  I  came  to  Fort  Daoean,  or,  thu 
is,  Eagle  Pass,  when  it  was  established,  and  since  then  I  have  lived  here.  I  was  ber^ 
in  the  year  1855,  and  at  the  moment  when  the  attack  occurred  by  the  -volunteers  o^ 
Callahan  and  Henry  on  the  colony  of  Piedras  Negras.  I  witnessed  that  baming,  vdA 
saw  that  all  the  cabins  there  were  burned.  Four  days  after  that  occurrence  I  crowed 
to  the  other  side  of  the  river  and  saw  the  remains  of  the  colony.  AH  was  bamed.  Tb^ 
day  after  the  fire  the  volunteers  who  had  burned  the  colony  came  to  this  aide.  I  knew 
many  of  the  residents  of  Piedras  Negras.  I  can  mention  the  greater  part  of  them  sim^ 
those  who  had  some  property.  They  were  poor  people- who  lived  by  their  labor.  They 
had  their  carts  and  oxen,  some  shops  with  bottles  of  liquors.  The  strongest  bouw  ws^ 
that  of  Jesus  de  la  Garza.  He  might  have  had,  in  my  opinion,  $2,000.  No  other  re»i- 
dent  had  so  much.  There  were  some  who  had  $500,  or  perhaps  even  as  much  as  |1,U^> 
in  every  kind  of  property  and  goods.  But  the  greater  part  did  not  have  such  amoante. 
The  majority  were  poor  people,  and  they  had  $200,  $300,  Or  $400  in  all.  Luciano  de  U 
Cerda  might  have  had  $dOO  in  all,  and  he,  after  Jesus  de  la  Garza,  was  one  of  those  vbo 
had  most.

Deposition  of  Ramon  Perales, 

[Translation.] 

The  said  Ramon  Perales,  being  first  duly  sworn  according  to  law,  deposes  and  styst 
in  the  Spanish  language:  I  am  a  native  of  6an  Buona  Ventura,  fifty-eight  years  of  s^e. 
married,  and  a  merchiint.    In  the  year  1855  I  was  in  Piedras  Negras  as  a  contractor  ao^ 
merchant,  and  in  the  month  of  October,  in  the  same  yesr,  I  witnessed  the  kttsck 
made  by  Texas  volunteers,  under  the  orders  of  Captains  Callahan  and  Henry,  on  thnt 
town,  and  I  know  the  ruin  they  committed  there.    They  burned  some  cables  with 
corn — say  thirty  or  forty  hi|t8 — which  might  be  worth  $50  each.    I  had  a  hut  aft  thst 
time  which  was  worth  some  $40.    There  were,  perhaps,  one  hundred  families,  with  fir? 
hundred  individuals,  all  poor.    Some  individuals  possessed  $1,000  or  $1,500  at  most: 
they  were  the  richest.'  The  majority,  being  poor  people,  did  not  have  in  this  class  (so/) 
who  had  more  than  $200,  $300,  or  $400.    It  was  a  new  town,  recently  established,  sd<1 
composed  of  families  who  had  come  from  Presidio  de  Rio  Grande,  San  Fernando,  so/l 
other  towns  of  the  district.    Being  in  Nava,  twelve  leagues  from  here,  Luis  Uoiijoi^ 
came  from  Piedras  Negras  to  find  me,  in  order  that  1  might  come  to  make  a  deposjuoo, 
and  give  my  testimony  about  the  claims  which  were  being  made  up  in  Piedras  Negn^ 
in  order  to  present  them  in  Washington  in  favor  of  the  residents  in  this  town.    I  wfot 
to  Piedras  Negras  and  made  the  deposition  in  the  house  of  Luis  Muzquiz.    He  aske<l 
me  how  much  I  had  lost  in  the  attack,  and  I  answered  him  that  the  t4>tal  value  migbt 
reach  $800.    He  replied  that  I  onght  to  claim  much  more,  since  they  had  outraged  05 
person  and  had  caused  me  considerable  damage  and  injury.    I  said  to  him  that  it  w*» 
true,  but  that  I  did  not  propose  now  to  demand  this  in  account,  and  that  th«  tnie 
value  of  what  they  had  taken  from  me  was  as  just  stated,  some  $800.    Don  hn\»  re- 
plied that  the  residents  of  Piedras  Negras  had  agreed  to  make  up  and  present  tbe<[ 
claims  in  Washington  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  this^ 
they  had  to  incur  much  expense  in  making  up  ihe^expedientes,  and  to  secure  the  deli^* 
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rj  of  tbe  money,  which  would  be  on  shares,  that  is  to  say,  half  for  me  and  the 
tber  half  for  him  and  the  others  who  commenced  the  basiness;  that  so  all  tbe  others 
v&  aj^Tved ;  and  he  said  to  me  that  I  oaeht  to  say  $'^,000.  I  answered  him  that  he 
a^c  place  the  amount  which  he  mii^ht  wish,  but  that  I  for  my  account  would  be 
itistied  with  the  value  of  the  goods  which  I  had  lost.  He  said  to  me  that  the  Gov- 
rnnient  of  the  United  States  was  very  powerful,  and  could  well  pay  the  sums  indi- 
it«d.  I  replied  to  him  that  this  might  well  be,  but  what  it  ought  to  pay  was  the 
aloe  of  the  things  which  the  residents  of  Piedras  Negras  had  lost ;  that  this  was  iust, 
ad  that  I  did  not  wish  more.  I  have  seen  the  list  of  the  residente  who  claim  and  the 
moQDts  demanded,  and  they  are  much  exaggerated.  Lorenzo  Guevara  is  a  resident 
f  Piedras  Negras.  All  that  he  had  at  that  time  did  not  exceed  $500.  He  had  two  old 
irtA  and  a  cabin,  two  little  oxen,  five  yokes,  and  he  had  recently  come;  wagoner, 
oan  Jos^  Patifio  was  a  subcontractor  with  tbe  quartermaster  at  Fort  Duncan ;  he  was 

wajconer;  he  had  two  carts,  and  all  tha^  he  had  could  not  exceed  |H0O,  and  he 
u  one  of  tbe  most  powerful  and  rich  of  Piedras  Negras.  The  sums  which  claimants 
[aim  are  much  exa^^gerated.  There  was  no  one  who  had  more  than  |'i,000.  Maria 
Qans  Hemaoflez  might  have  had  $300  or  $400;  it  could  not  be  more.  Victoriano 
IMngnez  was  a  wagoner,  and  his  capital  and  the  value  of  his  stock  did  not  exceed 
40U.  Maria  del  Refog'o  Menchaca  might  have  had  $200;  she  claims  $99,000.  For 
rerr  dollar  lost  they  pat  down  as  much  as  $1,000  of  reclamation,  sayiug  that  they  had 
>  cut  down  half,  and  after  that  leave  the  half  that  remained  for  expen<»es  and  com- 
ii«$ioDs.  The  residents  of  Piedras  Negras  who  had  shops  or  stores  did  not  have  in 
li^ir  stores  more  than  some  bottles  of  liquor,  leather,  shoes,  and  wares  of  little  value. 
rhfD  the  town  was  formed  lots  were  given  to  all  who  wished  to  build  a  house,  because 
b«  object  WIm  to  attract  popnlation  from  the  other  towns,  and  the  people  whom  they 
st^ht  expect  were  poor  and  could  not  pay  for  them.  Jos^  Olallo  Delgado  had  a  store, 
nd  he  may  have  bad  $1,000  in  all.    I  kuow  Antonia  Sanchez  de  Fernandez.    Site  had 

liuleshop  with  some  bottles  of  liquor,  and  she  may  have  had  $100,  with  her  cabin 
ad  alL  lalso  know  Domingo  Miguel ;  be  was  a  laborer  and  could  not  have  had  more 
ban  $200.  Juan  Flores  might  have  had  $1,000  or  $1,200,  and  be  was  one  of  the  most 
>o«rerfol.  Gasper  Salazar  did  not  have  more  than  $200  in  all.  Qregorio  Salinas  was  a 
ilversmith  by  occupation.  In  the  colony  of  Piedras  Negras  he  hail  nothing.  He  lived 
ritb  bis  brother  in  Sao  Juan.  Those  who  charged  themselves  with  the  business  of 
nakingnp  the  exptdUntet  of  the  claims,  and  of  obtaining  testimony,  were  Mr.  Luis 
fqzqmz  and  an  American,  who  is  lame  and  is  called  ''of  the  camels,''  because  he  had 
i  corral  with  camels,  in  Piedras  Negras.  Secnndino  Barbarosa  was  a  soldier  and  had 
leeo  a  laborer.  What  he  possessed  could  not  exceed  $200.  Luis  Mazquiz  did  not  have 
Dore  than  $1.000 ;  he  had  a  hut  and  bottles ;  he  sold  Itq  lor ;  he  was  a  clerk.  Dolores 
Hoyadid  not  have  $300.  In  my  Judgment,  the  whole  value  of  all  the  property  and 
f^k  which  was  stolen  and  destroyed  in  the  attack  does  not  exceed  $70,000.  I  am  at 
tliis  moment  resident  of  Navas  on  account  of  my  business,  and  I  am  passing  frequently 
fnxnXavas  to  Piedras  Negras.  I  have  alwavs  lived  in  this  district  and  in  Piedras 
SV^ras  ontil  the  year  1866-'67.  The  colony  of  Piedras  Negras  was  formed  a  little  while 
ut4rr  the  camp  of  military  location  or  Fort  Duncan.  It  had  no  existence  before.  I 
im  a  Mexican  citizen.

*^bpr«  were  then  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  one  hundred  and  eighty  cabins  (huts) 
'flon^Q);  to  the  re^dents  of  the  town,  and  the  value  of  them  was  from  $30  to  $80  eaoh. 
Jtryfewhad  articles  of  value.  The  generality  of  the  residents  were  pf>or  people. 
Tb«  richest  among  the  inhabitants  did  not  have  more  than$:),000  in  all,  and  the  gener- 
^•-'^y  moch  less,  not  more  than  $:)00  or  $400  in  valne  of  furniture,  or  goods  which  they 
^^.  All  that  I  lost  on  this  occasion  by  the  burning  did  not  exceed  $500.  1  know 
Maria  Jaana  Hernandez  ;  what  she  could  have  lost  on  that  occasion  did  net  exceed 
^*^\  she  was  poor.    I  know  Dimas  Sandoval.    He  did  not  have  more  than  $300  in 

^iloQ.    Felipe  de  la  Garza  might  have  had  $800.    Lorenzo  Guevara  was  then   a  boy. 
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living  with  hii  inather.    Juan  Jos6  PatiQo  had  som^  wagons  (oarU),  and  lost  abait 
$800.    He  was  ooe  of  the  weatblest  (meu)  there.    SantoiB  Loy  was  a  soldier,  and  b*' 
might  have  lost  $300.    Gaadalape  Ramos  was  a  musician,  and  Is  now,  and  he  micfat 
have  lost,  perhaps,  as  much  as  $500.    Francisco  Gonzales  Reyes  was  poor ;  as  w-as  llel- 
chora  Jimenes.    They  have  placed  my  loss  at  $63,983.    I  have  already  stated  wb&t  1 
lost.

Juan  Caceres  was  a  boy.    I  do  not  kuow  who  Jesus  Cobos  is.    I  knew  almost  sll  the 
residents  at  that  time.    Santos  Cervantes  was  poor;  he  had  some  farnitnreio  his 
house.    Rafael  Cespeda  was  a  soldier ;  he  was  poor.    Miguel  Cervera  was  a  cartwrigbt ; 
he  might  have  lost  $600.    I  do  not  know  Manuel  Amarillo  Castro,  nor  Jos^  Maria  Cortr^. 
nor  Cruz  Cifaentes,  nor  Juan  Castro,  nor  Jos^  Olallo  Delgado,  nor  Ro^a  Elquezaba],  our 
Manuel  Elqnezabal,  nor  Gertrudes  Floras.    Jesus  Flores  was  a  peasant ;  be  was  pour. 
Antonio  Flores  Salinas  was  a  boy.    Juan  Flores  the  same.    Jesus  Frias  was  a  soldier. 
Rafael  Flores,  soldier.    Gregorio  Gonzalez  was  then  a  poor  baker,  and  he  had  no  hoo^'- 
Albino  Guevara  was  poor ;  lie  never  had  here  the  occupation  of  hat-maker.    Ana^ta^lo 
Gonzalez  was  also  poor;  he  claims  $57,:)39;  he  did  not  have  $200.  I  say  the  same  of  Vi^y 
nisio  Gonzalez  and  of  Francisco  Gueda  and  of  Francisco  Gonzalez.  Maximo  Garcia  ws^  a 
soldier.    Jesus  Maria  Herrera,  a  smith,  claims  $46,350,  and  he  could  not  have  had  fV)i*. 
Clemente  Herrera  claims  $72,688 ;  this  would  be  on  behalf  of  his  father,  Theodore,  aod 
he  might  have  had  $600  or  $600.    Enfemia  Hernandez  was  poor;  she  claims  $44/^*: 
she  might  have  lost  $500.    Josd  Jimenes  was  a  poor  man.    Juana  Lougoria  was  theL  > 
girl;  sne  claims  perhaps  on  account  of  her  parents.    They  were  also  poor,  and  thej 
could  not  have  lost  more  than  $400.

K(>- 
nato  Pati&o  the  same,  and  Jesus  Pineda,  and  Miguel  PatiQo,  and  Francisco  Qaiate^^ 
and  Simon  Rodriguez!.    Manuel  Rodriguez  had  a  little  shop,  aud  might  have  lost  »^me 
$800.  Julian  Rodriguez  was  a  soldier,  poor,  and  Jesus  Ramon  the  same.    Rosalia  Bt^* 
rignez  might  have  lost  $500.    Jos^  Maria  Rodriguez  was  a  poor  man  ;  the  same  «"«» 
Antonio  Ramirez,  carpenter.    Ramon    Rodriguez    might  have  lost  $800.    Catarioo 
Rios  was  a  poor  man  ;  the  same  was  Leonardo  Rodriguez.    Eleno  Rodriguez  claims 
$52,196 ;   he  is  son  of  Ramon  Rodriguez,  who  claims  $65,350.    At  that  time  tieno 
Rodriguez  was  a  minor,  and  he  had  nothing.    Dolores  Salinas  is  a  poor  woman;  tbe 
same  is  FranciHca  Znlaica.    Domingo  San  Miguel  was  ensign  of  a  company  of  soldien 
at  that  time  ;  he  had  very  little;  he  was  poor.    Jesus  Salinas  was  corporal  of  thsr'Offl- 
pany;  poor  also.    Gregorio  Salinas,   silversmith,  had   very  little.    Oaspar  Sala^ar 
was  poor.    Vicent-e  de  los  Santos  was  sergeant  of  a  company    of  soldiers;  poor. 
Videlia  de  la  Serda  was  poor;  he  was  a  boy  then.    Maria  de  la  Lnz  Salazar  wss  iIk* 
wife  of  a  corporal  of  the  company;  she  claims  $43,871;  she  might   have  bad  $3(X>. 
Margari  to  Teposte,  soldier,  and  poor.    Casimiro  Trejo  was  corporal  of  the  company,  sod 

Soor.  Pedro  Vulades  was  a  poor  man,  and  so  was  EstaniHlao  Valades,  and  bis  brotbrr 
ilverio  Valades,  peasants  and  laborers.  Onofre  Yillaroal  was  the  wife  of  CiptAiQ 
Jo66  Maria  Saiz,  and  had  one  of  the  best  houses ;  she  was  among  the  wealthiest  P^o* 
pie  there.  I  have  seen  her  manifest,  or  list  of  the  things  which  she  lost,  and  it  does 
not  reach  1 2,000,  and  she  claims  $113,736.50.  Trinidad  Vasquez  was  sergeant  of  the 
company  of  soldiers,  and  poor.  Bernardo  Valdes  is  now  boatman  (on  the  Bt<^ 
Grande),  and  claims,  without  doubt,  on  account  of  bis  parents,  because  he-was  noder 
age  then.  Cecil io  Vara  was  a  poor  man  ;  the  same  was  Miguel  Villareal.  Nicaoi>f 
Valdez,  poor  man.  Angel  Yturriaga  was  a  soldier,  and  poor.  There  are  some  names 
in  the  list  which  I  do  not  recognize,  and  I  do  not  know  that  they  were  there  at  that 
time.  The  sums  which  they  claim  are  very  extravagant  (or  exaggerated).  Tb«y 
could  not  have  had,  nor  could  they  have  lost,  such  an  amount.    There  are  claloiaat^

F\r9t  dt^mtum  of  William  Sokuchardt,  United  States  commercial  agent  of  Piedras  Negrae. 

Tbe  said  William  Scbcchardt,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  I  am  a 
jitrz^n  (Dstorsdized)  of  the  United  States,  tliirty-nine  years  of  age,  now  temporarily 
icBident  in  Piedras  Negras,  where  I  am  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States.  I  have 
r^fn^ed  in  Piedras  Negras  since  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1863.  I  am  well  acquainted 
^th  Ramon  Perales,  who  has  made  a  deposition  before  Albert  TUrpe,  notary  pnblio, 
ihis  day,  and  intended  to  be  n8t*d  before  the  mixed  commission  between  the  United 
*«^jite6  and  Mexico,  and  now  sitting  at  Washington,  in  tbe  matter  of  various  claims  of 
Mexican  citizens  against  the  United  States,  and  especially  in  favor  of  certain  claimants 
because  of  the  destruction  of  a  part  of  the  town  of  Piedras  Negras  in  185.5.  I  have 
known  Mr.  Perales  since  1867.  He  in  a  man  of  integrity  of  character,  honest  and 
worthy  of  credit  and  belief.  Such  is  his  general  repntation.  I  have  seen  the  list  of 
t'je  claimants  against  the  United  States  for  the  oestructioB  and  robbery  of  their 
honpes  and  pillage  of  their  property  in  Piedras  Negras  by  the  raiders  under  Callahan 
and  Henry  in  ld55,  and  am  acquainted  with  a  good  many  of  them.  The  claims  are  all 
f<tr  extravagant  amounts.  None  of  them  ever  had  any  such  amount  of  property.  It 
If  notorious  that  the  amounts  claimed  are  inflated  and  very  extravagant.  I  have 
frt^jaently  conversed  with  those  who  allege  that  they  lost  their  property  and  all  they 
Lad  on  that  occasion,  and  I  know  their  present  conditions  and  occupations,  and,  judging 
from  their  own  declarations  of  tbe  articles  they  then  possessed,  and  which  were  taken 
from  them,  I  should  judge  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  property  destroyed  and  taken 
at  that  time  and  on  that  occasion  could  not  exceed,  in  all,  $50,000.  Ramon  Pefales 
vas  one  of  those  who  lost  property  on  chat  occasion,  and,  as  he  states  in  his  deposition, 
he  desired  to  make  claim  for  about  $H00 ;  and  any  larger  amount  than  that  is  an  ex- 
If  geration,  made  for  the  purposes  he  has  stated,  and  not  with  bis  consent ;  and  from 
xhzt  may  be  judged  the  exaggeration  in  other  cases,  in  all  of  thdm,  for  they  are  all 
veil  known  in  Piedras  Negras  to  be  exaggerated,  and  so  stated  openly  to  be  exagger- 
ated, with  the  expectation  that  they  will  be  cut  down  at  least  one-half  or  more ;  and 
of  the  snms  that  may  be  awarded  but  a  portion  will  reach  the  claimants.  These  facts 
are  ootorions  in  Piedras  Negras,  and  of  general  reputation  and  notorietv.

I  auderstand 
that  McNally  goes  to  San  Antonio  shortly,  and  he  may  be  able  to  tell 
Ton  all  aboat  it.  The  Mexican  authorities  promised  to  return  all  the 
cattle,  bat  did  not.  They  did  send  over  a  small  part  of  the  stock, 
eooQgh  to  swear  by,  I  suppose.  Bonndlett  having  hit  due  herd  and 
pitched  into  the  thieves,  caused  them  to  drop  two  other  herds,  I  under- 
^taud.  One  was  dropped  on  the  18th  ultimo  not  far  from  the  river 
I  about  300  head  'tis  reported),  the  other  is  reported  to  have  been  very 
large.  'lis  said  that  there  were  over  forty  thieves  in  these  raids,  that 
u<.  on  this  side;  the  entire  outfit  was  ready  to  receive  them  on  the  south 
lank.  The  maii-rider  was  captured  near  Las  Gnevas,  and  detained  some 
twelve  hours,  to  prevent  him  reporting  the  raid  to  Captain  Bandlett,  at 
E<  i  iburg.  I  think  cattle-stealing  is  going  on  quite  as  rapidly  as  ever. 
The  river  is  very  low  and  there  is  no  trouble  in  crossing  cattle.  About 
forty  of  those  returned  were  King's,  I  understand.

2.  I  send  inclosed  statements  from  the  office  of  tbe  comptroller  of 
poblic  acooonts,  showing  amoant«  expended  by  the  State  of  Texas  for 
frontier  defense  from  the  28th  of  Febraary,  1855,  to  the  cojimencement 
of  the  late  civil  war,  and  from  the  commencement  of  Gov.  A..  J.  Hamll- 
um^rf  Mdiiiinistration,  after  the  war,  to  date,  the  amount  aggregating 
^1,536,487.62.  It  will  be  remembered  that  by  act  of  the  legislature  of 
rexas«  approve<l  February  1,  1856,  the  State  withdrew  and  abandoned 
ill  claims  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  growing  out  of 
[iiilian  depreilations  prior  to  the  28th  of  February,  1855.  This  large 
iznount  of  money  is  justly  due  from  the  National  Government  to  Texas ; 
ihd  I  ho|>e  thi»t  such  steps  as  to  you  may  seem  wise  may  be  taken  at 
3uoe  for  the  assertion  of  this  claim. 

3.  1  inclose  a  public-debt  statement  from  tbe  Treasury  Department  for 
!^ovember,  1875,  which  shows  that  twenty-one  of  the  Texas  indemnity 
bonds  and  interest  thereon  are  still  unpaid.  These  bonds  are  not  in  onr 
treasuiy,  and  most  probably  were  stolen  during  the  war,  and  may  be 
de^trojed,  or  held  by  parties  who  fear  to  preseftt  them.  I  would  be  glad 
to  know  what  proceedings  are  necessary,  or  will  be  required,  on  the  part 
of  the  State  or  her  officers,  to  enable  her  to  demand  payment  of  these 
lost  bonds  at  the  Treasury,  and,  so  far  as  you  can  do  so,  to  aid  in  accom- 
plishing the  collection  of  the  money. 

4.  I  sent  three  days  ago  to  each  of  your  delegation  copies  of  Adjutant- 
General  SteePs  report  on  Bio  Grande  troubles ;  also,  copies  of  the  memo- 
rial of  the  late  constitutional  convention  of  Texas  on  the  same  subject, 
nod  refer  jou  to  the  action  of  last  session  of  the  fourteenth  legislature 
on  tbe  name  subject  heretofore  furnished.  I  beg,  also,  to  refer  you  to 
copies  of  letter  from  General  Potter,  commanding  at  Brownsville,  to 
General  Onl,  commanding  the  department,  herewith  inclosed,  in  that 
connetrtion,  and  to  suggest  that  if  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
d«ies  not  afford  defense  and  secnrity  for  the  people  of  that  border 
against  Mexican  invasions  it  will  be  impossible  to  restrain  the  people 
much  longer  from  organizing  and  following  the  raiders  into  Mexico,  and 
rv'taliating  summarily  upon  the  Mexican  border.  Our  people  have 
been  plundered  there  until  they  ought  not  to  submit  to  it  longer.  Gen- 
eral Ord,  the  able  and  efficient  commander  of  the  department,  is  doing 
all  he  can  to  protect  our  i>eople,  but  he  is  utterly  powerless.  A  police 
force,  irregular  troops,  rather  than  a  strictly  military  organization,  is 
required  tbeie. 

If  tbe  President  would  take  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  Cap- 
tain McNelly,  with  say  three  hundred  and  fifty  men  (five  hundred  would 
be  better),  such  as  he  would  recruit,  they  would  protect  that  country. 
Tbey  will  do  service  such  as  the  officers  and  men  of  the  United  States 
Army  cannot  or  teill  not  do.  They  never  have  done  any  good  against 
tbe  predatory  bands  of  robbers  who  are  devastating  that  country,  and 
never  will.  None  but  Texas  troops  have  ever  checked  their  operations 
fttall.  If  the  United  States  Government  will  not  protect  that  border, 
the  State  must  and  will ;  but  it  is  a  burden  which  she  onght  not  to  bear. 
1  do  hope  that  you  will  leave  nothing  undone,  no  effort  unmade,  to  pro- 
cQre  the  requisite  relief.  On  this  subject  I  refer  you,  also,  to  General 
Ord's  last  report,  and  believe  I  can  assure  you  of  any  assistance  you 
laay  desire  from  him  in  procuring  measures  of  relief.

to  the  consolidationof  this  agency  with  Neah  Bay,  on  the 
ack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  in  snpport  of 
general  improvements,  and  the  inaccessibility  of  the 
iting  as  bis  opinion  that  this  agency  could  be  abandoned 
'  to  the  service. 
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into  two  parts  by  tfae  Cascade  rauge  of  mountains,  extending  north  and 
sooth  from  British  America  to  the  sonthern  line  of  Oregon.  The  only 
oataral  pass  or  highway  connecting  the  two  parts  is  the  Colambia  Biver. 
North  of  the  Colombia,  in  Washington  Territory,  no  stream  breaks 
throagb  these  moontains,  and  no  road  has  yet  been  constrncted  over 
them.  They  have  always  formed  a  boondaryline  between  the  Indians 
of  the  coast  and  those  of  the  interior,  and  wonld  prove  a  serious  obstacle 
in  the  way  of  moving  Indians  from  one  side  to  the  other. 

The  Indians  of  the  two  localities  are  also  very  dissimilar  in  their  cus- 
toms, habits  of  life,  and  means  of  subsistence,  and  have  little  or  no  in- 
tercourse with  each  other.  Those  of  the  coast  are  accustomed  to 
water ;  are  skillful  in  constructing  and  managing  canoes,  and  subsist 
mostly  on  fish ;  while  those  of  the  interior  are  more  athletic,  skillful 
horsemen,  and  subsist  on  game,  berries,  and  the  products  of  the  soil. 
For  these  and  other  reasons  that  readily  present  themselves,  it  might 
not  be  advisable,  for  the  present,  to  attempt  to  consolidate  the  two 
classes.  But  gradual  consolidation  of  the  Indians  on  the  coast  until 
they  shall  inhabit  but  one  reservation,  I  think  practicable,  and  believe 
it  would  be  for  their  best  interests  and  result  in  a  great  saving  of  ex- 
pense to  the  government.  Those  of  the  interior,  I  think,  might  ulti- 
mately be  brought  together  onone  or  two  reservations. 

On  the  coast  of  Washington  Territory,  the  straits  of  Fuca,  and  Paget 
Sound   there  are  at  present  thirteen  reservations  and  five  agencies. 
The  Indians  occupying  them  number  about  6,000.    All  the  treaties  now 
Iq  force  with  them  contain  provisions  looking  to  the  consolidation,  at 
some  future  period,  of  all  the  bands  in  that  section  on  a  single  res- 
ervation.   The  Indians  generally  understand  this  provision  of  their 
treaties,  and,  while  they  are  generally  opposed  to  being  moved,  are,  in 
a  degree,  prepared  for  it.    For  the  present,  however,  I  think  two  reser- 
vations should  be  retained :  one  on  the  ocean-coast,  for  the  exclusively 
fish  eating  Indians,  and  one  on  the  sound,  for  those  who  have  been  or 
may  be  induced  to  engage  in  agricultural  pursuits.    For  the  first  class 
Xeah  Bay  is  the  only  suitable  reservation.    The  Indians  from  Shoal- 
water  Bay  and  Quinaielt  reservations  should  be  located  there.    Nearly 
all  of  these  two  bands  are  less  than  a  hundred  miles  by  the  coast  from 
Neah  Bay.    They  are  the  same  class  of  Indians,  with  similar  habits  and 
mode  of  life.    I  think  they  can  readily  be  induced  to  move,  as  they  are 
accustomed  to  roam  up  and  down  the  coast,  fishiug  and  hunting  the  sea- 
otter,  sometimes  extending  their  trips  to  the  point  named.    The  expense 
of  their  removal  would  be  trifling,  and  should  be  mostly  confined  to 
erecting  hooses  for  them  on  the  Neah  Bay  reservation.    They  have  bat 
very  little  property  to  be  moved  save  their  matting  and  limited  cooking- 
ntensils,  and  these  could  be  packed  in  their  canoes  and  taken  op  the 
coast  by  the  Indians  themselves. 

Probably  some  of  the  S'Komtsh,  and  perhaps  a  few  others,  from  the 
Viands  on  the  sound,  would  prefer  to  go  to  this  reservation ;  and  such  as 
strongly  prefer  this  location  might  be  permitted  to  go  there,  although 
all  should  be  encouraged  to  go  upon  the  reservation  selected  for  its 
agricultural  advantages,  upon  the  assumption  (thoroughly  proved  by 
trial)  that  Indians  are  much  more  rapidly  civilized  by  means  of  an  agri- 
caltaral  life  than  any  other. 

I  am  aware  that  various  opinions  have  been  expressed  by  commis- 
sioners, inspectors,  and  superintendents,  who  have  visited  the  reserva- 
tions on  the  sound  and  reported  upon  the  question  of  consolidation,  as 
to  the  advantages  for  agricultural  purposes  of  reservations  named.  For 
tbe  Becond,  or  agricultural  class,  I  think  the  Payallup  reservation, 
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^^ne.  Tiie  acfeiicy  comprises  what  was  formerly  tbe  military  post  of 
>imcoc,  and  is  sixty-five  miles  north  of  The  Dalles,  on  Columbia  River. 
Ibe  Warm  Spring  Indians  of  Oregon,  I  think,  shonld  be  moved  to 
bis  place.  Their  reservation  is  about  seventy-five  miles  south  of  The 
billies,  is  sterile  and  volcanic,  nearly  worthless  for  agricultural  purposes. 
Iiei^  lodians  number  nearly  five  hundred.  They  have  frequently 
leen  talked  to  about  removing  to  the  Yakama.  When  I  visited  them, 
%>t  month,  some  told  me  they  were  willing  to  go;  others  had  various 
••je<;tions,  but,  with  proper  management,  all  can  be  induced  to  remove 
nllingly.  Improvements  should  be  made  for  them  on  the  Takama  res- 
ivation  eqaal  in  value  to  those  left  behind,  and  such  as  desire  to  be- 
ome  citizens  and  are  qualified  for  the  change  should  be  allowed  to 
vmain  and  secure  homesteads  where  they  now  are.  I  estimate  the  cost 
(f  their  removal  and  location  at  $20,000. 

The  Umatilla  reservation,  near  the  east  line  of  Oregon,  is  excellent 
k^ricultural  land,  and  surrounded  by  cultivated  farms  occupied  by  white 
>»'ople.  The  Umatilla  Indians,  however,  cultivate  but  very  little  land, 
rhey  have  many  horses  and  cattle,  bnt  are  strongly  addicted  to  roam- 
injr.  They  would  be  improved  by  contact  with  Indians  engaged  in  farm- 
i)?.  Some  of  th<*m  would  doubtless  prefer  the  Nez  Percys  reservation, 
ID  Idaho,  to  the  Yakama.  But,  with  fair  treatment,  I  think  the  greater 
uamber  eonld  be  induced  to  go  peacefully  to  the  latter  location.  I  esti- 
mate the  cost  of  their  removal  at  $30,000.    They  number  about  680. 

Tbe  Colville  reservation  comprises  all  the  country  between  the  Colum- 
bia and  Okinokane  Rivers,  extending  north  to  the  British  line.  It  con- 
uiDs  2,8110  000  acres.  But  few  Indians  have  ever  resided  on  it.  With 
ibe  exception  of  a  little  band  of  Okinokans,  who  live  along  the  river 
»t  the  siiiue  name,  on  the  western  border,  and  a  little  squad  of  Lakes, 
«boIive  near  the  British  line  to  the  north,  all  on  the  reservation  live 
along  the  Columbia  Kiver,  near  the  eastern  line. 

The  greater  porticm  of  the  entire  reservation  is  mountainous  and  con- 
tains very  little  agricultural  land.  A  large  majority  of  the  Indians  be- 
longing to  it  have  been  in  the  habit  of  roaming  over  the  country  to  the 
ea8t  of  the  Columbia  Biver.  Many  are  cultivating  land  in  this  locality, 
aiHl  others  work  for  white  farmers.  They  object  to  going  into  the  moun- 
tains of  their  reservation,  saying  they  cannot  live  there.  When  I  met 
tiiem,  in  August  last,  all  the  northeast  bands  united  in  asking  for  a 
Khp  of  land  six  miles  wide,  lying  east  of  the  Columbia  Biver  and  adja- 
cent to  it,  extending  from  the  British  line  on  the  north  to  the  Nemchin 
Creek  on  the  south.  They  promised  to  go  upon  this  strip  of  land,  and 
most  of  them  have  gone,  as  I  am  informed. 

The  Spokanes  and  Pelouse  I  located  north  of  tbe  month  of  the  Spo- 
i^ane  River,  giving  them  a  traet  about  twenty  miles  square  adjoining 
the  Colville  re8er\  ation.    Both  of  these  tracts  are  described  in  my  report 
of  tbe  conference  held  with  those  Indians,  and  both  were  recommended 
to  be  set  apart  for  their  use.    All  of  the  Colville  reservation  except  a 
^trip  ten  or  twelve  miles  wide  adjacenlto  Columbia  Biver  might  be  re- 
stored to  tbe  public  domain  without  loss  to  the  Indians.    The  small  part 
i^taiDed,  with  the  two  additions  reconAnended,  would  form  a  compara- 
uvely  small  reservation,  upon  which  are  now  located  nearly  all  the  In- 
'iians  in  the  extreme  eastern  part  of  Washington  Territory.    I  would 
^tXDmend  that  they  be  not  disturbed  for  the  present.    Ultimately  they 
^igbt  be  removed  to  the  Yakama.    They  were  much  excited  over  the 
^itbreak  of  Joseph  and  bis  band,  and  discussed  their  rights  and  wrongs 
'^fy  mach  last  sommer.   There  are  not  lacking  white  men  to  incite  them 
to  oppose  the  wishes  of  the  government,  whatever  they  may  be.    They 
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Dumber  abont  3,000,  and  any  attempt  to  move  them  at  present  woi 
incur  large  expense,  and  mi^bt  lead  to  serious  trouble.  They  occap; 
country  not  needed  by  tbe  whites,  and  which  probably  will  oot  be  neeii 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Grand  Bonde  reservation,  near  the  coast  of  Oregon,  contn 
61,440  acres.  A  fair  proportion  is  excellent  farming-land,  and  the 
dians  occupying  it  are  good  farmers.  Nearly  all  talk  the  English  I 
guage,  and  are  among  the  most  civilized  Indians  of  the  United  Stat 
Their  reservation  has  been  surveyed,  and  is  sufficiently  extensive 
accommodate  all  of  the  coast  Indians  in  that  State.  I  recommend  tj 
all  the  Indians  now  living  along  the  coast,  who  are  not  prepared 
citizenship,  or  do  not  desire  to  become  citizens  be  concentrated  th< 
Very  many,  t  think  one-half,  are  practically  civilized,  engaged  in  fa: 
ing,  and  self-supporting.  These  do  not  need  the  care  of  an  agent,  i 
should  be  encouraged  to  become  citizens  and  secure  homesteaclg. 
this  way  the  government  would  be  rid  of  the  guardianship  of  a  la 
class  at 'once,  and  the  Indians  themselves  would  be  improved  and  tl 
rights  better  protected  by  the  change.  So  long  as  they  are  held  sim 
as  wards,  it  can  hardly  be  expected  they  will  pass  much  beyond  tL 
present  state  of  civilization. 

The  Siletz  agency  could  be  abandoned,  and  after  homestead  seleciii 
are  made  by  the  Indians  the  reservation  could  be  opened  ap  for  wh 
settlement. 

The  coast  Indians  are,  probably,  all  within  one  hundred  miles  fi 
the  Grand  Bonde  reservation.  The  cost  of  removal  would  be  sli 
But  they  should  be  provided  with  houses,  farming-tools,  &(!.,  at  G 
Bonde,  which  wonld  cost  much  more.  There  are  abont  1,600  Indi 
on  the  coast,  outside  of  Grand  Bonde.  Of  these,  I  estioaate  thee 
zen  portion  would  represent  one-half,  leaving  not  to  exceed  eight  h 
dred  to  be  gathered  upon  the  reservation.  The  cost  of  removal  a 
locating,  including  the  construction  of  houses  and  the  purchase  of  far 
ingtools,  I  would  estimate  at  $50,000.  The  Klamath  and  Malhear 
dians  occupy  mountain  reservations,  in  a  degree  remote  froui  wb 
settlements,  and  I  would  not  advise  a  change  at  present. 

The  consolidations  thus  briefly  outlineil  and  recommended  in  tli 
communication  1  believe  to  be  entirely  practicable.  Sonne  oppositi 
would  be  encountered  from  a  portion  of  the  Indians  to  be  moved,  doalj 
less.  They  are  generally  very  strongly  attached  to  their  homes  and  t 
country  in  which  repose  the  bones  of  their  fathers.  The  removal  mu 
be  conducted  with  care,  in  order  to  bo  successful,  and  judicious  sel^j 
tious  of  men  for  the  purpose  should  be  made.  In  all  cases,  they  sbooi 
be  provided  with  houses  and  other  improvements,  equal  in  valae  J 
those  they  abandon,  and  such  as  have  no  houses  or  other  property  i 
their  present  location  should  be  a8>isted  in  beginning  a  more  civilize 
life.  Before  the  reservations  to  be  abandoned  are  opened  for  settlemei 
by  white  people,  such  Indians  as  are  qualified  by  their  intelligemn 
industry,  and  ability  to  provide  for  themselves  and  families  to  becam 
citizens  should  be  encouraged  and  assisted  in  selecting  homestesKls ) 
the  territory  to  be  restored  to  the  public  domain. 

The  reservations  upon  which  the  Indians  are  consolidated  shoald  l> 
placed  in  charge  of  capable  agents,  assisted  by  an  efficient  corps  of  t'j" 
ploy^s,  so  long  as  such  service  is  required.  Good  schools  should  w 
maintained,  and  compulsion  resorted  to,  if  necessary,  to  compel  tbe  aJ 
tendance  of  Indian  children.  The  government  is  the  guardian,  tbe  In 
dian  the  ward.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  guardian  to  act  for  the  be^t  iott\r 
ests  of  the  ward,  without  regard  to  the  latter's  wishes ;  and,  as  it  i-* 
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aceived  tbat  the  interest  of  the  government  and  good  of  the  Indians 
i|Qire  the  relation  of  gnardian  and  ward  to  terminate  so  soon  as  the 
iter  are  qualified  to  act  independent  of  gijardianship,  and  as  this  can 
lij  be  reached  by  civilizing  them  to  such  an  extent  that  they  may  be 
itf]y  citizenfzed  and  incorporated  into  the  body-politic  of  the  nation, 
isemineatly  proper  that  the  government  should  adopt  the  most  rig- 
tKis  means  to  accomplish  this  end. 

The  estimates  of  exi^nses  incident  to  the  consolidation  proposed  are 
I  necessity  crude.  The  time  necessary  to  accomplish  the  work  may 
cceed  one  year,  and  the  appropriations  should  be  so  made  that  unex- 
^ded  balances  will  not  be  required  to  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  at 
ie  dose  of  the  fiscal  year  unless  the  work  is  accomplished.

''  Whtt  an  ttie  mndiUon  and  nnmber  of  the  militia  eniollad  ia  the  several  Statei 
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This  office  is  not  possessed  of  the  information  reqaested  in  the  first  li 
terrogatory.  By  section  1,  act  March  2,  1803  (sec.  1636,  Ber.  BtaL  1 
S.))  the  adj  at  ants-general  of  the  severaf  States  were  required  to  farois 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  annnaily,  returns  of  the  militia 
their  respective  States,  and  of  their  arms,  accoa torments,  and  amma^ 
tion ;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  was  required  to  lay  abstracts  of  the 
returns  before  Congress  each  year.  Previoas  to  1862  these  ahstrac 
"were  submitted  with  tl^e  annual  reports  of  the  Adj  a  taut-General  of  tl 
Army,  and  were  printed  in  the  public  documents;  but  since  that  ye 
no  abstracts  of  this  character  appear  to  have  been  published  by  C<; 
gress. 

2.  What  reoommendation  has  the  Secretary  of  War  to  snbmit  looking  to  a  mi 
thorough  organizatioD  of  the  militia  f 

The  su^ect  of  a  more  thorough  organization  of  the  militia  of  t 
country  has  engaged  the  attention  of  Congress  at  irregular  iuterr] 
ever  since  the  organization  of  the  federal  government  in  1789.  I] 
Executive  Documents  and  Eeports  of  Committees  of  the  two  houses  c(l 
tain  many  reports  upon  the  subject,  and  the  Presidents'  messages  ha 
ofcen,  in  times  past,  invited  attention  to  the  subject. 

The  laws  for  the  organization  of  the  whole  body  of  the  militia,  now  i 
corporated  in  the  Revised  Statutes,  were  drawn  from  legislation  had 
the  early  years  of  the  government,  when  the  remembrance  of  the  opprj 
sions  of  the  standing  army  of  the  mother  country  during  the  coIodI 
period  was  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  when  the  prevailii 
sentiment  was  averse  to  a  standing  army  forming  a  distinct  class  in  tl 
community.  An  energetic  national  militia  has  ever 'been  consider 
as  forming  the  capital  security  of  a  free  people.  (See  the  report  of  Ge 
oral  Henry  Knox,  Secretary  of  War  in  1790,  in  American  State  Papd 
Military  Affairs,  vol.  1,  p.  7 ;  Art  II,  Amendments  to  the  Constitntioi 
the  spirit  of  the  laws ;  and  the  utterances  of  statesmen  from  the  foaD<J 
tion  of  the  government  to  the  present  time.) 

The  present  laws,  in  many  of  their  essential  particulars,  date  from  tl 
period  between  1792  and  1808,  and  have,  in  their  application,  spec! 
reference,  in  many  respects,  to  the  condition  of  things  then  existiof 
and  consequently  many  have  by  time  been  rendered  obsolete  and  ioo 
erative.  They,  however,  carry  out,  in  their  general  scope  and  intent 
ment,  the  initial  idea  that  the  Oonstitutional  force  for  the  nation 
defense  is  the  militia ;  and  authority  is  given  to  the  President  to  ca 
forth  such  numbers,  in  time  of  invasion  or  rebellion,  as  the  emergepc 
may  demand.  Changes  in  these  statutes  as  fix  the  details  of  organic 
tion,  accountability,  and  armament  are  necessary,  and  the  modification 
of  the  militia  laws  which  have  occurred  to  me  to  be  advisable  to  recon 
mend  are  incorporated  in  the  accompanying  revision  of  sections  1626 1 
1661  of  the  Eevised  Statutes.

As  early  as  1794  a  difficulty  of  primary  importance  in  the  execotio 
of  the  militia  act  of  1792  was  found  in  the  requirement  that  the  militi 
were  to  arm  and  equip  themselves.  At  that  period  it  was  conceded  i 
Congress  that  there  was  an  insuperable  difficulty  in  obtaining  arm: 
there  being  but  a  limited  supply  in  the  country,  with  no  manafBctorie^ 
and  no  ability  to  obtain  supplies  from  abroad.  The  only  solid  resource  t 
obtain  a  supply  was  conceived  to  be  the  establishment  of  manufactories  ii 
each  State.  (See  American  State  Papers,  Military  Affairs,  vol. !» PP-  ^ 
70.)   In  1794,Gongre8sdirectedtheestabli8hmentof  threeor foorarseaal'

rith  a  Dational  armory  attached  to  each ,  and  laid  an  embargo  on  the  ezpor* 
UtioD  of  all  arms  and  wailike  stores.  The  armory  at  Springfield,  Mass., 
iDd  that  at  Harper's  Ferry,  Va.,  were  thereupon  erected  and  placed  in 
»})eration  in  the  repair  and  mannfactare  of  arms. 
The  militia  were  called  apon  by  the  President  on  several  occasions 
kt^een  1794  and  1808  for  actual  service ;  and  Congress,  by  several 
lets  daring  that  period,  aothorized  the  purchase  of  arms,  &c.,  for  sale 
to  the  States,  and  to  the  individual  militiamen  called  into  service ;  and 
D  some  cases  loans  were  authorized  while  in  actual  service,  receipts 
i^eiog  required  in  such  cases  as  security  for  the  faithful  return  to  the 
(ii)ren]ment  of  the  weapons  to  be  used  in  its  defense. 
The  inefficiency  of  the  militia  as  a  national  institution  was,  during 
the  period,  directly  traceable  to  the  provision  (Sees.  1628  and  1632, 
Bevised  Statutes)  requiring  the  militiamen  to  provide  at  his  own  ex- 
pense the  arms  and  equipments  which  he  might  be  called  upon  to  use 
to  the  service  of  the  general  government.  In  1807,  a  resolution  was 
iotrodaced  in  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  expressing  the  sense  that 
'proTision  ought  to  be  made  by  law  for  arming  and  equipping  the  whole 
body  of  the  militia  of  the  United  States,''  which,  after  protracted  debate, 
ta^  filially  adopted.  (Bee  Annals  of  Congress,  Tenth  Oong.,  1st  sess., 
rul.  1,  pp.  1005, 1039,  et  seq.)  A  bill  was  accordingly  presented  for  arm- 
ing and  equipping  the  whole  body  of  the  militia  by  appropriating 
fc<0,000  annually.  The  sum  at  first  proposed — in  view  of  the  then 
Bkeager  supply  of  arms  and  equipments  obtainable  in  the  country  and 
abroad  (the  wars  in  Europe  having  exhausted  the  foreign  markets) — 
vas  11,000,000 ;  but  this  amount,  as  well  as  the  successive  sums  of 
taOO.OOO,  $450,000,  $400,000,  and  $300,000,  was  negatived,  and  the  sum 
of^200,000  fixed  upon  (Ibid.j  vol.  2,  pp.  2191-2195),  and  has  remained 
^thoat  alteration  to  this  day.  In  1816,  by  act  of  April  29,  this  amount 
was  exempted  from  liability  to  be  carried  to  the  surplus-fund. 

After  arms  and  equipments  procured  under  the  appropriation  were 
Rceired  into  the  hands  of  the  general  government,  they  were  placed  in 
itorc  io  the  various  arsenals  and  armories,  and  were  thence  distributed 
to  the  States  and  Territories  annually,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
^  the  effective  militia  in  their  respective  territorial  limits.  At  first, 
<Kily  muskets  (or  rifles)  and  accouterments  for  the  armament  of  the  indi- 
^doal' militiamen  were  procured  or  issued,  but  subsequently  it  was  con- 
Med  to  procure  and  issue  light  artillery,  as  might  be  required,  in  lieu 
of  muskets,  charging  for  the  same  in  terms  of  <'  muskets,"  the  appor- 
tioQmeiit  and  the  accounts  under  the  same  being  made  and  kept  in  those 
times  in  muskets. 

A  qoestion  was  raised,  in  the  debate  on  the  original  passage  of  the  act 

oi  1808,  in  regard  to  the  ownership  of  the  arms,  &c,  after  they  had 

P^s^  out  of  the  possession  of  the  general  government  into  the  hands 

of  the  militia.    This  question  was  not  settled  by  the  terms  of  the  act 

^  it  finally  passed,  and  no  action  appears  ever  to  have  been  taken  by 

tbe  War  Department  authorities  to  fix  upon  the  State  authorities  or 

tile  militiamen  any  system  of  periodical  accountability  for  the  arms,  &c., 

'^ed  to  them.    The  procurement  of  the  arms  and  equipments,  the 

conyeyanoe  of  them  to  the  respective  States,  as  called  for,  and  the  taking 

t^e  receipts  of  the  State  authorities  for  the  same,  appear  to  have  been 

»1  the  duties  recognized  by  the  United  States  authorities  as  imposed  on 

vhem  by  the  law.    In  1874,  upon  a  question  raised  in  this  office,  the 

^ttorney^neral  decided  that  *'  the  statute  makes  no  provision  for  any 

^aQtability  whatever  to  the  general  government  respecting  the  dis- 

portion  of  the  arms  when  they  have  once  been  delivered  to  the  States, 
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OoDgress  having  seen  fit  to  leave  it  entirely  to  the  good  fkith  of  the  U 
ter,  after  the  delivery  takes  place,  to  carry  oat  the  pnrpose  eonteiDplat^ 
in  faruifihiug  the  arms."    (Copy  of  opinion  inclosed.)

Sir  :  I  haTe-oonsidered  the  qaestion  leferred  to  me  from  yoar  department  od  ^ 
15th  of  September  last,  viZ|  **  Whether,  ander  existing  lawa,  the  right  of  propertj- 
the  arms  isstied  for  arming  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  is  vested  in  the  State  i 
thorities,  with  power  to  dispose  of  them  by  sale  or  otherwise,  withoat  aeooitBtiiic 
the  United  States  V*  I 

This  question,  it  wonld  seem,  from  the  papers  submitted,  has  been  soggested  by  U 
of  recent  occurrence,  which  are  especially  connected  with  the  quota  of  arma  due.  uni 
the  statutes  relating  to  the  arming  of  the  militia,  to  the  State  of  Viripnia.  It  app4 
that  the  govemcH:  of  that  State  mime  requisitions  nnoo  the  Chief  of  Ocdnanoe  for  abi 
2,207  revolyere,  to  be  drawn  as  a  portion  of  the  said  quota.  To  meet  theaa  requiaitii 
the  latter  officer,  in  July  last,  gave  to  an  asrent  of  the  State,  orders  apon  the  maDul 
turer  for  that  number  of  revolvers,  to  be  delivered  within  a  short  period  therea/^ 
Upon  receiving  these  orders,  the  agent,  acting  under  the  direotlons  of  the  goTern 
proceeded  to  New  York,  and,  in  behalf  of  the  State,  entered  into  oontraeta  with  certa 
parties  for  camp  equipage.  It  was  agreed  that  the  contractors  should  xeoeive,  in  p 
ment  for  the  camp  equipage  furnished  the  State,  under  their  contracts,  an  assigiiiiM 
of  the  aforesaid  orders,  and  that  the  delivery  of  the  arms,  by  the  manofactnrer,  shot 
accordingly  be  made  directly  to  them.  But  I  understand  that  the  Chief  of  Ord nan 
having  information  of  this  transaction,  and  conceiving  that  the  right  of  the  StaM 
make  such  disposition  of  the  arms,  intended  for  the  militia  thereof,  was  not  entin 
free  from  doubt,  directed  the  delivery  of  revolvers  on  said  orders  to  be  withheld  cfl 
that  point  is  determined ;  and  the  determination  of  that  point  has  been  thought  to  i 
pend  on  the  solution  of  the  question  referred  to  me. 

The  laws  in  force,  which  provide  for  the  furnishing  of  arms  to  the  militia,  by  i 
general  government,  are  contained  in  the  following  sections  of  the  Revieed  Statiiu 

**  Sec.  1661.  The  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  appropriated,  lo 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  pnrp(>v^ 
providing  arms  and  equipments  for  the  whole  body  of  tlie  militia,  either  by  pnrchi 
or  manutactnre,  by  and  on  account  of  the  United  States. 

'*  Sec.  1667.  All  the  arms  procured,  in  virtue  of  any  appropriation  authorized  bjh* 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  arms  and  equipments  for  the  whole  body  of  the  militia 
the  United  States,  shall  be  annually  distriouted  to  the  several  States  of  the  Uoia 
according  to  the  number  of  their  Representatives  and  Senators  in  Congress.  re^pH 
ively ;  and  all  arms  for  the  Territories  and  for  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  s 
nually  distributed  in  such  quantities,  and  under  snob  regulations,  as  the  Preside 
may  prescribe.  All  such  arms  are  to  be  transmitted  to  the  several  States  and  Teirit 
ries  by  the  United  States. 

^*  Sec.  1670.  The  Secretary  of  W^  is  authorized  and  directed  to  distribute  to  rac 
States  as  did  not  receive  the  same,  their  proper  quota  of  arms  and  military  equipm^' 
for  each  year,  from  ei|;hteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  to  eighteen  hundred  and  siit] 
nine,  under  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one :  Provided,  Tba 
in  the  organization  and  equipment  of  military  companies  and  organizations  with  sac 
arms,  no  discrimination  shall  be  made  between  companies  and  organisatioiis  on  aecoot 
of  race,  color,  or  former  condition  of  servitude."  • 

The  provisions  of  the  above-named  sections  have  been  taken  from  the  act  of  Apr 
23, 1808,  ch.  55 ;  the  act  of  March  3,  1855,  ch,  169 ;  and  the  act  of  March  3, 1873,  ch.  :^< 

By  the  first  of  those  sections'Csec.  1661),  an  annual  appropriation  is  made  *'  for  tb 
purpose  of  providing  arms  and  equipments  fbr  the  whole  body  of  the  militia.*'  Tb 
next  section  (sec  16^)  provides  for  an  annual  distribution,  among  the  several  SUie 
and  Territories,  of  the  arms  procured  by  means  of  such  appropriation.  It  require 
these  arms  to  be  transmitted  by  the  United  States  to  the  several  States  and  Terriu^ 
ries — ^the  quota  for  each  State  to  be  according  to  the  number  of  its  Rippreseiitjrtcf^ 
and  Senators,  and  the  quota  for  each  Territory,  ineluding  the  District  of  CeiuiabiA.  u 
be  according  as  the  President  may  prescribe.  The  remaining  sectioB  (mo.  1^^' ' 
only  applicable  to  the  particular  case  where  a  State  did  not  receive  its  proper  qoott  0 
arms  and  military  equipments  for  any  period  from  1862  to  1869.  It  antborize^  ^ 
Secretary  of  War,  in  that  case,  to  distribute  to  such  State  its  quota,  fbr  that  p«ri^ 
subject  to  the  proviso  therein  contained. 

In  none  of  the  sections  adverted  to  is  there  any  provision  which  espranly  veittt^ 
property  in  the  arms,  after  their  distribution,  in  tne  States  absolutely ;  nor  do  I  ^'^ 
anything  therein  from  which  ^such  a  change  of  ownership  results  by  neoessarx  imp''' 
cation.    To  get  at  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  existingiawB,  with  refevttiee  to  tbsi 
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finnt,  it  Bftems  therefoie  proper  to  reonr  to  the  earlier  legUlation  on  the  snbjeot  of  arm- 
ittg  xh»  mUiftIa,  and  particularly  to  that  part  of  it  from  which  the  provisioiia  in  the 
Sensed  Stateitee  have  been  taken. 

Ibe  power  of  Conffrese  to  legi^lAto  od  ^^t  sabject  is  ezproBsly  conferred  bv  the  Con- 
Sjtation  (see  Art.  I,  sec  8,  par.  16) ;  and  the  first  instance  of  the  exercise  of  this 
power,  by  that  body,  is  found  in  the  act  of  May  8, 1792,  entitled  "  An  act  more  effect- 
ull  J  to  pio^de  for  the  national  defense,  by  establishing  an  nniform  militia  throughout 
tk« Inited  Statea."  (1  Stot.;  271.)  There  It  consisted  simply  in  requiring  each  en- 
isUed  miliyaman  to  *'  provide  himself"  with  arms  of  a  certain  description.  (See  first 
sction  of  that  aot.)  This  requirement  is,  however,  reproduced  in  the  Revised  Statutes 
:tte  section  IGSS),  and  it  constitutes  now,  as  it  did  originally,  what  may  be  regarded 
the  general  law  upon  the  subject  of  arming  the  militia — the  other  provisions  of  the 
Btf  vised  Statutes  upon  the  same  sabject,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  being  aux- 
iKjy  and  not  subetitntive  in  their  character. 

Next  followed  the  act  of  July  6, 17dd,  entitled  ^^An  act  providing  arms  for  the  militia 
feoogfaont  the  United  SUtes."  (I  Scat,  576.)  By  this  act  thirty  thousand  sUnd  of 
■m  were  aothorued  to  be  provided,  at  the  expense  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
SiAtes,  and  "  sold  to  the  governments  of  the  respective  States,  or  the  militia  thereof,'^ 
ader  such  rMalatio&s  and  at  snch  prices  as  the  President  might  prescribe.  Bnt  its 
itfect  was  only  to  meet  an  immediate  want  then  felt  by  some  of  the  States  (especially 
Aia  Sonthera),  the  people  whereof  were  generally  destitute  of  arms,  and  coald  not 
wily  supply  themselves  therewith.    It  sought  to  facilitate  the  procurement  of  arms 

tthe  latter,  to  a  limited  extent,  by  enabling  them  or  their  respective  States  to  pur- 
ee the  same  from  the  United  States.  The  act  of  April  3, 1808,  authorizing  the  sale 
it  pablie  arms  to  the  States  (2  Stat.,  481),  though  it  does  not  purport  to  have  been 
fMted  with  a  view  to  arming  the  militia,  is  of  a  piece  with  the  act  of  179S,  and  con- 
Impiated  similar  objects. 

The  act  of  April  23, 1806,  entitled  ''An  act  making  provision  for  arming  and  equip- 
|isg  the  whole  body  of  the  militia  of  the  United  Stotes"  (2  Stat.,  490),  is  the  first  stat- 
tte  that  contaion  provisions  of  a  general  and  permanent  nature  for  furnishing  arms 
ud  equipments  to  the  militia  by  the  United  States ;  and  it  deserves  to  be  well  consid- 
•red  here,  for  the  reason  that  some  of  the  more  important  of  its  provisions,  directed  to 
ttst  end,  are  embodied  in  one  or  two  of  the  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  above 
|u>tod.  The  first  section  of  the  aot  is  in  substance  the  same  as  section  1661  of  the  Re- 
vaed  Statutes.  It  appropriates  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually 
"for  the  purpose  of  providing  arms  and  military  equipments  for  the  whole  body  of  the 
ailitia  ot  the  United  States,  either  by  purchase  or  manufacture,  by  and  on  account  of 
the  United  States."  The  third  section  declares  that  the  arms  procured  in  virtue  of  the 
let  "8hall  be  transmitted  to  the  several  States  composing  this  Union,  and  Territories 
ttoeof,  to  each  State  and  Territory  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  the 
ciiKtive  militia  in  each  State  and  Territory,  and  by  each  State  and  Territory  to  be  dis- 
tnhated  to  the  militia  in  snch  State  and  Territory,  under  snch  rules  and  regulations  as 
iAttU  be  by  law  prescribed  by  the  legislature  of  each  State  and  Territory.''  The  rest  of 
(W  act  is  not  material  in  this  connection. 

The  object  of  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  this  act  is  plainly  expressed  there- 
<3:  it  was  to  provide  arms  and  equipments  for  the  entire  militia  of  the  United  States 
mUt  St  snch  appropriation  would  enable  this  to  be  done.  That  object  was  cootem- 
(^«d  to  be  earned  out.  partly  through  the  agency  of  officers  of  the  general  govem- 
Btnt  and  partly  througn  the  intervention  of  the  State  authorities.  Thns  the  procuring 
*^tb6  snns,  with  the  means  provided  therefor,  was,  in  the  first  place,  to  be  done  by 
vfieen  of  the  United  States,  who  were  then  to  transmit  the  same  to  each  State  and 
Territory  la  proportion  to  the  number  of  the  eff-ctive  militia  thereof;  whereupon  the 
dUt«  and  Territorial  authorities  were  to  distribute  the  arms  so  transmitted  to  them 
ftoopg  the  militia,  in  their  respective  States  and  Territories,  under  snch  rules  and  reg- 
BlatioQs  as  should  be  prescribed  by  the  local  laws.  Accordingly,  the  States  and  Ter- 
ntorice,  with  which  arms  were  deposited  under  this  act,  must  be  deemed  to  have  held 
u«m  for  a  specific  purpose  only,  and  consequently  (regarding  the  subject  from  a  strictly 
Ifpl  point  of  view)  to  have  had  no  right  to  divert  them  from  that  purpose  by  aliena- 
||<^>D  or  otherwise.  They  stood,  as  it  were,  in  the  situation  of  trustees,  charged  with 
^  distribution  of  the  arms,  and  had  no  other  property  therein  than  such  as  was 
^'^^ttary  to  enable  them  to  perform  that  trust. 

That  the  States  and  Territories,  in  contemplation  of  this  statute,  were  to  be  vested 
^.:h  a  qualified,  not  an  absolute,  ownership  of  the  arms  transmitted  to  tbem,  is  very 
3>Anife8t  from  its  terms,  which  exclude  the  idea  that  a  power  to  dispose  of  the  arms, 
Ci  any  manner  and  for  any  purpose,  such  as  would  be  incident  to  absolute  ownership 
Y'^  vas  intended,  by  which  tne  very  object  of  the  law,  viz,  the  arming  of  the  militia, 
^j^ht  he  frustrated  altogether.  A  similar  view  was  taken  by  the  Senate  in  1855,  by 
Ybieh  it  was  then  thought  necessary,  in  order  to  enable  the  States  and  Territories  to 
«tii  the  arms  theretofore  distributea  imder  the  act  of  1808,  to  malce  provision  therefor 
^S  ^tatate,  ss  impliedly  appears  from  the  action  of  that  body  in  passing,  by  way  of 
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Tsed  Statates,  tliere  is  no  olanse  expressly  dipecting  the  arms  to  be  distribate<l  bv  each 
^use  to  the  militia  thereof,  as  there  was  in  the  former  statnte  ;  but  the  omission  to 
k»rx  any  soch  olanse  therein  is  not  to  be  understood  as  signifying  an  intent  to  re- 
bre  the  States  fitoni  that  charge.  The  inference  necessarily  follows,  from  the  declared 
Krpose  for  irhich  the  appropriation  for  procuring  the  arms  is  made,  that  they  are  to 
K  transmitted  to  the  States  for  distribntion  among  the  militia,  and  for  that  object 
niely ;  and  ao  express  direction  to  that  effect  not  being  therefore  really  needed,  it  is 
pfobable  that,  for  this  reason,  none  was  inserted. 
Viewing  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statntes,  above  quoted,  in  connection  with 
Lbe  previoas  le^slation,  I  am  unavoidably  brought  to  the  conolnsion  that,  in  contem- 

£tion  of  thoee  provisions,  the  arms  transmitted  to  the  States  thereunder  are  to  be 
d  by  them  for  a  specific  purpose  only,  which  is  pointed  ont  therein  ;  that  they  there- 
idR  beooioe,  strictly  speaking,  invested  with  nothing  more  than  a  qnalified  property 
3  9Qch  arms ;  and  that  they  cannot,  as  a  matter  of  nght,  and  without  thereby  inter- 
'oiDj^  with  the  regulations  of  Congress  on  a  subject  over  which  its  authority  is  nee- 
muily  paramount,  make  any  disposition  or  use  of  snch  arms  which  defeats  the  pnr- 
Me  referred  to,  tboagh,  if  this  snould  be  done,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  remedy 
fitboot  farther  legislation  by  Congress. 

Id  answer,  then,  to  the  question  propounded,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that,  in  my 
ipinion,  the  States  do  not,  by  the  existing  laws,  have  "  the  right  of  property  in  the 
vn»  iasoed  for  arming  the  militia,"  if  an  al^olute  right  of  property  is  there  meant, 
■d  that  they  derive  no  authority,  under  those  laws,  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  arms  at 
ibeir  pleasnre.  As  I  have  already  observed,  the  statute  makes  no  provision  for  any 
lecooDtability  whatever  to  the  general  government  respecting  the  disposition  of  the 
mos  when  they  have  once  been  delivered  to  the  State  ;  Congress  having  seen  fit  to 
•a^e  it  entirely  to  the  good  faith  of  the  latter,  after  the  delivery  takes  place,  to  carry 
at  the  purpose  contemplated  in  f nmishing  the  arms. 

la  regard  to  the  actual  case  here  presented,  which  concerns  a  part  of  the  quota  of 
iims  doe  the  State  of  Virginia,  I  may  add  that  the  disposition  of  the  revolvers,  here- 
kbefore  mentioned,  recently  sought  to  be  made  by  the  authorities  of  that  State,  would 
tiearly  have  been  an  warranted  by  the  existing  laws  of  Con^^ress  on  the  subject  of 
waing  the  militia  It  was  accordingly  very  proper  for  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  to  with- 
Wld  the  delivery  of  fthe  revolvers  to  the  parties  to  whom  the  orders  issued  therefor  had 
Wen  assigned.  He  coald  not,  under  those  laws,  recognize  any  right  in  snch  parties, 
Id  the  revolvers.  Bat  the  arms  cannot  be  indefinitely  withheld  nrom  the  State,  the 
estate  requiring  them  not  only  to  be  annually  distributed,  but  to  be  transmitted  to 
A  by  the  generaJ  government.  After  this  is  accomplished,  the  officers  of  the  latter 
^Te  nothing  farther  to  do  with  the  arms  so  transmitted.

The  arnoant  annnally  apportioned  to  each  of  the  States  and  Territo- 
ries under  section  1667  Revised  Statute  (not  1661,  as  stated  in  the  Sen- 
ate resolatioD)  will  be  indicated  for  the  fiscal  year  1877  by  the  follow- 
ing table :

The  n 
j>  this :  Previous  to  the  year  1864  tbe  apportionments  of  the  benol 
ibe  taw  of  1808  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  for  tbe  n 
vithJD  tfaeir  limits  were  expressed  on  the  militia  books  of  issues  ii 
vf&ix  JD  terms  of  "  muskets."

.^EC.  3.  That  all  Maes  of  arms  and  other  ordnance  stores  which  w«re  made  by  the 
Tar  Department  to  the  States  and  Territories  between  the  first  day  of  January, 
•iisbteen  hundred  and  alxty-one,  and  the  ninth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hnndred  and 
sxty-five,  under  the  act  of  April  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eight,  and 
rliarged  to  the  States  and  Territories,  having  been  made  for  the  maintenance  and 
j-ntierTaiion  of  the  Union,  and  properly  chargeable  to  the  United  States,  the  Secretary 
«f  War  is  hereby  aathorized,  upon  a  proper  showing  by  such  States  of  the  faith- 
bJ  disposition  of  said  arms  and  ordnance  stores,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in

if  each  of  said  States  and  Territories  of  said  arms  and  ordnance  stores ;  and  if  he 
ibsll  find  that  any  of  said  arms  or  ordnance  stores  have  been  sold  or  otherwise  misap- 
^ied,  to  refuse  a  credit  to  such  State  or  Territory  for  so  much  of  said  arms  and  ord- 
•ance  stores  as  have  been  sold  or  misapplied ;  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  remain  a 
charge  against  said  State  or  Territory,  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

The  length  of  time  dnnng  which  any  of  the  States  have  been  ex- 
daded  from  the  benefits  of  section  1661  Bevised  Statutes  U.  S.  has  been 
stated  in  my  answer  to  the  fifth  interrogatory.

As  has  been  before  stated,  the  first  issues  made  to  the  States  and 
rerritories  under  the  act  of  1808  consisted  of  muskets  (or  rifles)  and 
iccootennents,  being  the  armament  of  the  individual  soldier.  Subse- 
}iient1y  Nght  artfllery  and  carriages  were  issued  in  lieu  of  small  arms,, 
df 80 desired;  and  ammunition  of  all  kinds  has  been  issued  to  the 
States  without  reserve  since  the  late  war.  At  the  present  time,  any 
irticle  that  is  issuable  to  the  Begnlar  Army,  and  which  may  be  in  the 
iQstody  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  or  procurable  by  it,  may  be  drawn 
!)y  the  State  authorities. 

e.  Shoold  the  amoant  annoally  impropriated  be  increased  t 

The  annual  appropriation  of  $200,000  for  arming  and  equipping  the 
Dilitia,  fixed  by  the  act  of  April  23, 1808,  is  entirely  inadequate  at  the 
present  time,  with  a  population  increased  firom  eight  to  more  than  forty 
Dillions.  As  a  consequence,  some  of  the  richer  States  of  the  Union 
have  had  to  make  appropriations  of  money  to  provide  the  arms,  &c., 
neeessary  to  supply  such  deficiency,  although  the  intention  of  Congress, 
M  expressed  in  the  law  of  1808,  was  that  the  money  so  appropriated 
fibould  supply  the  <*  whole  body  of  militia."  If  $200,000  was  not  deemed 
too  mach  in  1808,  when  arms,  &c.,  were  cheap,  as  compared  with  the 
unproved  and  costly  mechanism  now  admitted  to  be  a  necessity,  an  in- 
cnsase  of  the  appropriation  to  $1,000,000  annually  will  be  required  to 
folly  meet  the  wants  of  the  ''whole  body  of  the  militia,"  and  carry  out 
the  expressed  wishes  of  Congress. 

In  farther  answer  to  the  eighth  interrogatory,  I  beg  to  invite  attention. 
to  my  remarks  upon  the  subject  in  my  Annual  Beport of  October  5, 1877, 
page  7.

iirect  what  disposition,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  of  them. 
If  any  are  lost  or  damaged,  except  by  ordinary  wear  and  accidents  of

Sec.  1639.  All  oorps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infimtiy,  now  existii 
in  any  State,  which,  by  any  law,  castom,  or  asage  tbeveef;  hare  d 
been  incorporated  with  the  militia,  or  are  not  governed  by  the  gener 
regolations  thereof,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  aoenstumed  privilegf 
sabfect,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  datiee  reqaired  by  law  in  like  numm 
as  the  other  militia. 

Seo.  1640.  Whenever  the  United  States  are  invaded,  or  aire  in  imo

The  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  th 
United  States,  shall,  during  their  time  of  service,  be  entitled  to  the  sam 
pay,  rations,  clothiu|f,  and  camp  equipage  as  may  be  provided  by  la 
for  the  regular  Army  of  the  United  States. 

Whenever  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual  service  o 
the  United  States  their  pay  shall  be  deemed  to  commeuee  firom  the  ds} 
of  their  appearing  at  the  place  of  battalion,  regimeiital,  or  brigade  ren 
dezvous. 

Seo.  1648.  The  offieers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  militia  shall  beentitlec 
to  subsistence  and  transportation  firom  their  houses  to  the  place  of  gen 
oral  rendezvous,  and,  when  discharged  the  service  of  tiie  United  Stated 
to  subsistence  and  transportation  to  their  homes,  in  both  oases  the  snb^ 
sistenoe  and  transportation  to  be  provided  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
like  cases  to  the  Eegular  Army  of  the  United  States. 
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Sec.  1649.  The  oflSoers  of  all  mounted  companies  in  the  militia  called 
Bto  the  aervioe  of  the  United  States  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive 
brage,  or  money  in  lien  thereof^  for  two  horses,  and  forty  cents  .per  day 
hall  be  allowed  for  the  use  and  risk  of  each  horse,  except  horses  killed 
a  battle  or  dying  of  wounds  received  in  battle.  Each  non*commi8« 
ioaed  officer,  musician,  artificer,  and  private  of  such  mounted  oom- 
Muies  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  forage  in  kind  for  one  Jiorse,  with 
brty  cents  per  day  for  the  use  and  risk  thereof,  except  horses*  killed  in 
lattle,  or  dying  of  wounds  received  in  battle. 

Sec.  1650.  The  expenses  incurred  by  marching  the  militia  of  any 
kate  or  Territory  to  their  places  of  rendezvous,  in  pursuance  of  a  re- 
{uisition  of  the  President,  or  of  a  call  made  by  the  authority  of  any  State 
IT  Territx>ry,  and  approved  by  him,  shall  be  adjusted  and  paid  in  like 
lanner  as  the  expenses  incurred  after  their  arrival  at  such  places  of 
vndezvoQS,  on  the  requisition  of  the  President ;  but  this  provision  does 
lot  aathorize  any  species  of  expenditure,  previous  to  arriving  at  the 
dace  of  rendezvous,  which  is  not  provided  by  existing  laws  to  be  paid 
for  after  their  arrival  at  such  place  of  rendezvous. 

Sec.  1651.  When  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  militia  or  volun- 
Ber  corps  dies  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  in  returning  to  his 
fbice  of  residence  after  being  mustered  out  of  service,  or  at  any  time  in 
9onseqaence  of  wounds  received  in  service,  and  leaves  a  widow,  or,  if  no 
vidow,  a  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  widow,  or,  if 
Bo  widow,  such  child  or  children,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  half  the 
monthly  pay  to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled  at  the  time  of  his 
ieath,  daring  the  term  of  five  years ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  inter- 
narriage  of  such  widow  before  the  expiration  of  five  years,  the  half-pay 
fbr  the  remainder  of  the  time  shall  go  to  the  child  or  children  of  the 
decedent.  And  the  Secretary  of  tbe  Interior  shall  adopt  such  forms 
of  evidence,  in  applications  under  this  section,  as  the  President  may  pre- 
wribe. 

Sec.  1652.  Courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  militia  shall  be  composed  of 
militia  officers  only. 

Sec.  1653.  All  fines  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  law  concerning 
the  militia  or  volunteer  corps,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  certified  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  court- 
martial  before  whom  they  are  assessed  to  the  marshal  of  the  district 
in  which  the  delinquent  resides,  or  to  one  of  his  deputies,  and  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  who  shall  record  the  certificate  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.    The  marshal  or  his  deputy  shall  forthwith 
proceed  to  levy  the  fines  with  costs,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods 
aod  chattels  of  the  delinquent,  which  costs  and  the  manner  of  proceed- 
iBg,  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  the  goods  distrained,  shall  be  agreeable 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  the  same  may  be  in  other  cases  of 
distress.    And  where  any  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  is  ad- 
judged to  8u£fer  imprisonment,  there  being  no  goods  or  chattels  to  be 
foand  whereof  to  levy  the  fines,  the  marshal  of  the  district  or  his  deputy 
sball  commit  such  delinquent  to  jail  dnring  the  term  for  which  he  is  so 
^judged  to  imprisonment,  or  until  the  fine  is  paid,  in  the  same  manner 
9A  Other  persons  condemned  to  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  suit  of  the 
(United  States  may  be  committed. 

Ssc.  1654.  The  marshal  shall  pay  all  fines  collected  by  him  or  his 
deputy,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding  section,  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  [Jnited  States,  within  two  months  after  he  has  received  the  same, 
deducting  five  per  centum  for  his  compensation  ;  and  in  case  of  failure, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  to  give  notice

Sib  :  The  annexed  report  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  famishes  the  IdA 
mation  called  for  in  regard  to  the  isaae  of  arms,  &c.,  and  the  foiled 
ing  refers  only  to  the  returns  of  numbers  enrolled  and  replies  to  t| 
clanse,  ^^  what  recommendation  he  may  have,  if  any,  looking  to  a  mo 
thorough  organization  and  collection  of  information  or  reiK>rt8  conce^ 
ing  the  same.'' 

The  inclosed  table,  marked  A,  published  with  the  Army  Eegi^ 
for  the  current  year,  will  show  the  numbers,  tabulated  from  the  rep(M 
of  adjutants-general  of  States,  rendered  under  section  1636,  Bevis 
Statutes,  and  is  as  full  as  the  information  furnished  by  tbem  admita 
making.  A  new  table  iss  now  in  course  of  preparation  from  the  retui 
lately  received. 

The  inclosed  papers,  marked  B  and  G,  will  show  the  corresponden 
on  this  subject  heretofore  had  with  State  authorities.  The  eircaj 
shows  steps  annually  taken  by  this  department  to  obtain  the  retail 
required  by  law.  The  difficulty  is  not  so  much  one  of  getting  inforn 
tion  as  of  finding  material  in  the  States  to  report. 

In  regard  "to  more  thorough  organization"  of  the' militia,  it  isn 
believed  that  an  '^enrolled"  militia  can  be  successfully  established 
this  country,  on  account  of  the  expense  required  and  the  annoyance 
citizens,  who  would  object  to  service  because  it  would  interrupt  th 
private  pursuits.  A  volunteer  militia  can  passibly  be  encouraged 
greater  extent  than  is  now  done,  by  the  geueial  government  aflbrdi 
additional  fHcilities,  besides  ordnance  stores,  for  uniforms  and  caml 
equipage.  If  the  several  States  would  make  more  liberal  allowance 
pay,  especially  for  the  regimental  adjutant,  to  enable  biui  to  dev 
a  large  portion  of  his  time  to  the  interests  of  the  regiment,  the  pa} 
be  conditioned  on  the  performance  of  certain  duties  to  be  prescribeii 
the  State  law,  and  would  provide  camping-grounds,  transportation,  &i^ 
X)erhaps  at  least  a  regiment  in  each  Congressional  district  might  t 
made  tolerably  efficient  in  drill  and  discipline  to  meet  an  emergency. 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  Army  might,  if  allowed  h 
law,  procure  camp  equipage  for  the  use  of  regiments.  The  same  oa 
fit  could  be  used  by  ten  or  more  regiments  or  brigades  in  turn  during  tb 
season  for  encampments  of,  say,  one  week  each.  The  same  departmeo 
might  also  furnish  uniforms  for  officers  and  men  at  cost  prices,  if  Voi 
gress  should  authorize  it  by  law  and  appropriate  money  therefor.  Wit 
this  encouragement,  it  is  believed  a  good  regiment  of  militia  woald  I 
raised  in  most  of  the  Congressional  distiicts,  especially  if  the  Stat 
authorities  would  endeavor  carefully  to  select  suitable  officers. 

It  is  obvious  that  without  undue  interference  in  the  affairs  of  th 
States,  as  well  as  heavy  expenditure  of  money,  the  general  governmen 
could  not,  even  if  the  law  should  sanction  it,  control  the  organization  o{ 
their  citizens  into  military  bodies.  The  amount  appropriated  for  iM 
distribution  of  ordnance-stores  might  be  increased,  and  to  it  rai^ht  W 
added  as  above  suggested  an  annual  appropriation  for  campequ(p^^<^ 
and  an  authority  might  be  given  by  law  to  the  Quartermaster  General  I 
furnish  uniform-clothing  at  cost  prices.  The  States  should  be  given  u 
understand  that  upon  their  annual  reports  of  their  militia  or  vohiuteer 
organizations  will  depend  the  proportion  of  the  stores  to  which  they  ^^^^ 
be  entitled.

Id  Germany  48  per  cent,  of  those  who  in  any  year  attain  the  age  of 
urollment  are  not  fit  for  military  service.  It  is  not  stated  whether  the 
Imate  resolation  has  in  view  provision  for  maintenance  and  equipment 
f  this  militia  by  appropriations  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
r  from  the  revenues  of  the  individual  States ;  but,  from  whatever  source 
be  money  comes,  the  above  estimates  are  believed  to  be  as  near  an  ap- 
loximation  as  can  be  arrived  at  at  this  time  to  the  actual  cost  of  the 
jiartermaster's  equipment  and  service  of  such  an  assembly  and  train- 
I?  of  the  whole  militia  population  of  the  United  States. 

The  training  of  all  the  militia  now  ordered  by  law  to  be  enrolled  and 
rained  will,  if  executed,  cost  this  amount  to  the  people  who  pay  the 
ixes. 

If  the  expense  is  met  and  controlled  by  the  general  government,  it 
rill  be  managed  with  more  experience  and  knowledge,  and,  therefore, 
rith  more  economy,  than  if  it  is  thrown  upon  the  States  or  upon  the 
jcople  themselves  directly. 

As  I  am  invited  to  offer  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  laws 
|K)D  this  subject,  I  must  say  that  with  a  population  of  45,000,000  of 
Kople  actively  engaged  in  the  business  of  earning  a  living  for  them- 
tives  and  families  and  in  improving  their  condition  in  life,  and  imbued 
rith  the  ideas  of  personal  liberty  and  freedom  from  compulsory  service 
rbich  prevail  in  the  United  States,  I  believe  that  all  attempts  in  time  of 
^ce  to  enforce  general  organization  and  training  of  the  militia  will 
prove  fruitless. 

The  trae  militia  of  the  United  States  is  the  volunteer  force,  and  that 
viil  not  respond  to  calls  for  mere  training,  but  will  always  respond  to 
the  call  of  their  country  when  threatened  by  foreign  or  domestic  ene- 
mies. 

The  only  sure  provision  under  existing  conditions  which  the  general 
government  can  make  for  training  the  militia  appears  to  me  to  be  the 
Aaiutenance  of  national  military  schools,  the  maintenance  of  a  very 
folly  officered  army,  sufficient  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  against 
d^ages  and  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  its  seacoast  defenses,  the 
ncoaragement  of  military  instruction  in  volunteer  organizations  and  in 
^e  public  institutions  of  learning  throughout  the  country  by  aiding  the 
litter  by  the  supply  of  professors  and  teachers  of  military  art  and 
science  therein. 

By  these  means  a  body  of  men  in  every  generation  can  be  instructed 
2pd  prepared,  and  can  be  continued,  able  to  officer  and  train  and  dis- 
<^iplioe  quickly  the  rank  and  file  of  the  large  armies  which  domestic  or 
^reign  conflict  must  in  these  days  call  into  tbe  field. 

These  measures  are  expensive,  but  they  cost  very  oiuch  less  than  the 
'^f^Dization  and  pay  of  the  whole  now  legal  militia. 

Iq  populous  neighborhoods,  in  the  great  cities  especially,  volunteer 
"f;;aDizations  exist ;  some  in  a  good  state  of  instruction ;  a  few,  perhaps, 
^^11  disciplined.    The  general  government  might  wisely  aid  and  foster 

*^ese  organizations  by  some  pecuniary  assistance  toward  providing

High  Head  wharves  are  at  the  lower  end  of  the  harbor,  aboai 
mile  below  the  toll-bridge.  This  is  the  only  part  of  the  harbor  ^ 
vessels  of  the  largest  class,  above  referred  to,  can  float  at  low  watei 
which  is  used  for  such  trade — the  depth  of  the  channel  being  i 
18  feet  at  low  water  in  the  lowest  known  stages  of  the  river,  or  abo 
feet  at  low  water  in  its  ordinary  summer  stages;  the  ordinary  rise 
fall  of  the  tide  being  13  feet.  These  wharves  extend  into  the  rivi

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  excellency's  comronnica- 
tion  of  the  23d,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  21st,  asking  information  in  behalf  of  North 
German  confederate  subjects  desiring  to  quit  French  territory. 

Yoor  excellency's  communication  seems  to  assume  the  probability  that  more  or  leas 
of  these  applicants  are  desirous  of  quitting  France  to  answer  to  the  summons  of  their 
own  government  to  bear  arms  f^inst  France,  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the 
North  German  Confederation.    Without  undertaking  to  contest  the  exactness  of  this 
assumption,  or  without  undertaking  to  inform  your  excellency  whether  any  or  what 
portion  of  these  applicants  are  to  be  found  outside  of  the  present  limits  of  liability  to 
bear  arms  in  the  ranks  of  the  Confederation  in  case  of  their  return  to  North  Germany, 
matters  upon  which  I  have  not  particularly  informed  myself,  yon  will  allow  me  to 
remark,  in  loyal  fulfillment  of  the  function  that  has  been  confided  to  me  in  this  re- 
nrd,  that  I  was  not  prepared  to  learn  that  the  exception  now  proposed  to  be  made 
By  the  Government  of  HisMajesty  to  the  disadvantage  of  a  portion,  perhaps  the  largest 
portion,  of  the  applicants  would  be  insisted  on,  viz,  that  a  liability  to  perform  military 
tervice  in  the  home  army  constitntes  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  refusal  of  the  ordinary 
privilege  of  quitting  foreign  beUigerent  territory,  on  the  outbreak  of  a  war  between 
that  foreign  government  and  the  home  nation.    If  the  exception  stated  by  yoor  ex- 
<^ellency  is  to  constitnte  a  settled  principle  of  international  comity,  for  I  at  once  con- 
cede that  there  is  no  question  of  absolute  rightf  but  only  of  comity  or  social  civiliza- 
tion, involved  in  the  decision  in  the  case  of  these  applicants,  then  I  beg  leave  to 
"^SS®^  that  the  exception  becomes  the  rule,  and  that  the  privilege  of  returning  to 
one's  own  country  at  the  outbreak  of  a  war  becomes  a  mere  nullity ;  since,  of  what 
male  sobject,  of  whatever  age  or  of  whatever  condition  of  life,  may  it  not  be  affirmed 
that  at  some  time  or  under  some  circumstances  he  may  be   compelled  to  join 
the  ranks  of  bis  country's  armies  in  her  defense ;  say  in  some  sudden  or  extreme 
eoMrgencyf    And  is  a  distinction  to  be  made  between  those  countries  which  limit 
the  conscription  of  iheir  soldiers  to  a  very  restricted  section  of  their  population 
^d  those  governments  which,  like  Prussia,  the  United  States,  and  perhaps  Switzer- 
land, bring  much  the   larger  proportion  of  their  citizens  under  the  reach  of  the 
law  of  military  service?    Will   your  excellency   allow  me  respectfully  to  suggest 
that,  in  the  limited  examination  which  I  have  been  able  to  give  to  this  subject,  I  find 
the  line  of  exception  now  suggested  to  His  Mjgesty's   Government  to  the  general 
coneessioos  usually  made  in  favor  of  foreign  subjects  wishing  to  quit  belligerent  ter- 
ritory an  entirely  new  one.

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the  London  Times  should  have  published  the  news  six  oret^thoan 
before  it  was  given   to  them.    Things,  however,  passed  on  qoietly 
enough  until  about  noon  on  Saturday,  when,  as  the  report  goes,  a  mxn 
in  the  uniform  of  a  courier,  or  messenger,  rode  up  to  the  front  of  tL« 
Bourse,  where  a  large  crowd  had  already  assembled,  and  delivexed  iou 
the  hands  of  a  person,  who  was  evidently  his  confederate,  what  parportc-J 
to  be  an  official  dispatch,  and  which  gave  an  account  of  a  great  battk 
having  been  foaght,  in  which  the  French  had  been  victorious,  takei: 
forty  guns,  twenty-five  thousand  prisoners,  among  whom  was  incladre 
the  Crown  Prince.     A  spark  of  fire  falling  upon  a  magazine  woaM 
hardly  have  produced  a  greater  explosion.    The.  assembled  muUitivif 
broke  out  into  the  wildest  shouts  and  the  contents  of  the  dispatch  ^ey 
repeated  from  moiith  to  mouth,  and  men  ran  in  every  direction  comma 
nicating  the  joyful  intelligence.    The  people  rushed  into  the  streete. 
flags  were  everywhere  displayed,  men  embraced  and  kissed  each  other. 
shedding  tears  of  joy.    Shouts,  vociferations,  and  oaths  filled  the  air  asd 
probably  such  a  delirium  was  never  before  witnessed.    Rue  Ricbeliea«tU 
Boulevards  Montmartre  and  Italiens,  and  the  Rue  de  la  Paiz  were  fillri 
with  people  singing  the  Marseillaise.     Everybody  declared  that  tlK 
news  was  true;  they  had  seen  the  official  report;  there  could  be  ac 
doubt  of  its  correctness.    Madame  Sass,  a  distingnishe<)  opera  mnge* 
was  found  in  the  street  and  the  crowd  insisted  upon  her  singing  tbe 
Marseillaise  from  her  carriage,  which  she  sang  three  times  amid  tIa^^ 
ports  of  enthusiasm.    In  another  part  of  the  street  the  multitude  foroec 
another  distinguished  singer  to  mount  to  the  top  of  an  omnibus,  also  to 
sing  the  Marseillaise.     After  the  first  furore  of  the  enthusiasm  bad  50'^ 
sided  some  persons  began  to  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  to  inqairei 
little  further  into  the  news,  and  of  course  the  result  was  that  it  prov^ed 
to  be  a  stupendous  hoax.    The  songs  at  once  ceased,  the  flags  wHt 
taken  in,  and  the  victims  of  the  canard  began  to  feel  indignant.    As  it 
originated  at  the  Bourse,  the  cry  was  raised  in  the  crowd  "  a  la  Bontsf.' 
and  away  the  people  went,  breathing  vengeance  against  the  moDtft- 
changers  and  speculators  who,  it  is  alleged,  had  taken  advantage  of  th^ 
false  report  to  get  the  benefit  of  a  rise  of  about  four  per  cent  in  ttx 
stocks.    Never  were  money-changers  more  summarily  driven  out  of  thetr 
temple.    In  a  few  moments  all  persons  in  the  Bourse  were  expelM. 
some  of  whom,  it  is  said,  were  thrown  head  and  heels  out  of  the  windov^ 
and  doors.    In  a  short  time,  however,  about  half-past  three  o'clock,  iht 
crowd  left  there,  greatly  exasperated  at  having  been  made  victims  o(^^ 
cruel  a  hoax,  and  directed  themselves  towards  Place  Yendome,  baltia? 
under  the  windows  of  the  minister  of  justice.    There  they  shouted  f^^ 
Emile  Ollivier  and  demanded  of  him  the  closing  of  the  Bourse  from  wbicb 
the  false  news  had  emanated.    M.  Ollivier  responded  in  a  short  aihi 
well-turned  speech,  closing  by  asking  them  to  disperse,  which  they  di^* 
At  about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  a  group  of  persons,  nnmbeiiD^ 
about  three  thousand,  gathered  in  front  of  the  ministry  of  justice  aD<i 
again  demanded  that  M.  Ollivier  should  show  himself  and  make  anothrr 
speech,  but  the  minister  refused  to  do  so  a  second  time.    The  vocifera 
tions  then  increased  every  instant  and  hostile  cries  were  raised  agaiDSt 
the  minister  by  the  multitude,  who  demanded  the  name  of  the  aotbor  of 
the  false  news,  and  reclaimed  the  liberty  of  the  press.    Passing  mys^'^ 
through  Place  Yendome  at  half  past  five  o'clock,  I  saw  this  turboleot 
crowd  in  front  of  the  ministry  and  stopped  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  i^ 
Soon  M.  Ollivier  made  his  appearance  at  the  window  and  commenced  > 
speech,  bnt  the  tumult,  '^  noise  and  confksion,"  was  so  great  that  I  cooid 
understand  but  very  little  from  the  position  where  I  stood.    It  was  evi- 
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lutl  J  not  very  satisfactory,  for  the  people  did  not  disperse  immediately, 
he  had  reqaested,  bat  began  shouting  in  favor  of  the  liberty  of  the 
le^s  and  raising  hostile  cries  against  M.  OUivier.  The  public  hold  him 
sponsible  for  the  terrible  severity  of  the  press  law  which  prevents 
em  from  getting  any  news  from  the  army.  It  requires  everything  to 
^nie  throagh  official  channels,  and  is  given  out  at  such  times  and  in 
ich  tneasore  as  may  suit  the  purposes  of  government. 
In  the  evening  of  Saturday,  Colonel  Moore,  of  this  legation,  went 
own  towu  to  watch  the  progress  of  events.  At  10  o'clock  he  found 
lace  Venddme  literally  crammed  with  both  men  and  women,  who  were 
\  the  highest  state  of  excitement,  singing  a  new  song  called  the  "Press 
>ng,''  and  raising  menacing  cries  against  the  minister  of  justice.  After- 
ard,  large  crowds  of  people  collected  in  Eue  de  la  Paix,  on  the  Boule- 
ards,  and  in  the  Place  de  la  Madeleine,  all  singing  and  shouting,  evi- 
eutly  in  very  bad  tera|>er.  They  were,  however,  restrained  from  vio- 
mce  by  large  bodies  of  troops,  who  appeared  in  different  parts  of  the 
it3',  and  I  can  hear  of  no  acts  of  actual  violence  having  been  perpetrated. 
The  official  journal  of  yesterday  (Sunday)  contains  a  dispatch  of  two 
ines,  dated  at  Metz,  at  11  o'clock  the  evening  liefore ;  it  simply  says : 
The  Gori^s  of  General  Frossard  is  in  retreat.  There  are  no  details." 
i!hat  was  enough  to  inspire  the  greatest  uneasiness  and  anxiety.  The 
Lispatcb  gave  no  indication  of  where  the  battle  was  fought,  or  what 
ras  the  extent  of  the  losses,  while  the  great  Paris  public  was  torme'nted 
rith  fear  and  suspense.  A  proclamation  of  the  Empress  and  the  min- 
8try  appeared  at  noon  in  the  second  edition  of  the  official  journal. 
Hiis  proclamation  contained  a  bulletin  from  the  Emperor,  dated  at  Metz, 
It  half  past  12  o'clock  Sunday  a.  m.,  announcing  that  Marshal  Mc- 
tfahou  had  lost  a  battle,  and  that  General  Frossard  had  been  obliged  to 
retreat.  Another  bulletin  from  the  Emperor,  dated  at  Metz  three  hours 
later,  announced  that  his  communications  with  Marshal  McMahon  were 
interrupted,  and  that  he  had  no  news  of  him  since  the  day  before ;  and 
Btill  another,  one  hour  later,  from  headquarters  at  Metz,  both  of  which 
were  also  contained  in  the  proclamation  to  the  minister  of  the  interior, 
gave  a  very  brief  account  of  the  battles  of  McMahon  and  Frossard,  but 
»aid  that  details  were  wanting.  It  further  stated  that  the  troops  were 
foil  of  Slan^  and  that  the  situation  was  not  compromised,  but  that  the 
enemy  was  on  French  territory,  and  a  serious  effort  was  necessary. 
Thereupon,  the  proclamation  went  on  to  say  that  in  the  presence  of  the 
grave  news,  the  duty  was  clear,  and  that  an  appeal  was  made  to  the 
patriotism  and  energy  of  all ;  that  therefore : 

^^The  chambers  are  convoked;  we  will  place  Paris  in  a  state  of  de- 
fense :  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  military  preparation,  we  declare  it 
in  a  state  of  siege." 

A  decree  of  the  Empress  Regent  convokes  the  Senate  and  the  Corps 
L^gislatif  for  Thursday,  the  11th  of  August.  Another  decree  by  Her 
Majesty  places  the  department  of  Seine  in  a  state  of  siege.  I  imme- 
diately telegraphed  you  as  follows :

It  is  difficult  to  convey  to  you  any  adequate  idea  of  the  state  of  feel- 
ing which  this  extraordinary  news  from  the  battle-field,  to  which  was 
added  the  declaration  of  the  siege  of  Paris  and  the  convocation  of  the 
Corps  L^gislatif,  has  created.  Paris  has  hardly  ever  seen  such  a  day 
since  the   time    of  the   first    revolution.     The  whole   people   seem 
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[ind  of  qntilifled  passport  to  foreigners,  who  exhibited  to  him  a  proper 
^Ti<IeQce  that  they  bad  declared  their  iQtentioQ  of  becoming  citizens  of 
ie  United  States ;  aod  he  bIbo  sayH  he  once  saw  such  a  pHsaport  from 
:be  Department  of  State.  He  had,  therefore,  been  iu  the  habit  of  giving 
MBsporta  in  the  ordinary  form  to  sach  foreigners,  except  that  they  did 
lol  state  that  they  were  citizens  of  the  United  States,  but  only  that 
Ihpy  iiad  declared  their  "  intention  of  becoming  citizens  of  the  United 
States."  Since  the  breaking  oat  of  the  war,  however,  I  examinee)  the 
iinestioD  for  myself,  and  I  conld  not  find  anything  either  in  the  law  or 
in  the  last  instmctions  of  the  !State  Department  that  would  warrant  the 
issQing  of  a  passport  to  any  other  than  a  fall  citizen  of  the  United 
States;  but  so  many  persona  were  applying  to  me  for  some  aort  of  a 
pa89[>ort  who  had  only  made  their  declaration  of  intention,  that  I  thought 
fit  to  ask  instrnctiona  on  the  subject  from  yon  by  telegraph.  I  have 
dnlj-  received  the  reply  of  Mr.  Davis,  which  is  in  accord  with  my  owa 
views;  and  I  shall  henceforth  permit  no  passport  to  be  issued  except 
to  a  fall  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Isend  yon  herewith  a  copy  of  the  passport  used  at  this  legation, 
siiowiiij;  the  phraseology  used  by  Colonel  Hoffmanin  the  passports  he 
baa  giveu  to  persons  who  have  applied  as  having  declared  their  inten- 
tion. But  three  of  these  have  been  issued  since  the  conimenceiaent  of 
the  war.

Sm:  In  view  of  the  threatened,  and,  in  somecases,  the  actual,  maltrea 
Dient  of  the  subjects  of  the  powers  now  at  war  with  France,  I  have  bee 
concerting  measures  with  Mr,  Kern,  the  Swiss  minister,  who  is  charge 
villi  the  protection  of  the  nuhjects  of  Bavaria  and  Baden,  and  with  M 
Okouoeff,  the  Budsian  chargt^  d'affaires,  who  is  charged  with  the  prote< 
tion  of  tbe  subjects  of  Wiirtembarg,  to  secure  from  the  French  Goven 
nieut  that  treatment  and  protection  to  such  of  those  subjects  as  find  then 
selves  ill  France  at  this  moment  as  is  due  under  sucb  circumstanct 
to  all  subjects  of  a  belligerent  power.  There  are  a  great  many  threat

SiH :  I  desired  to  answer  sootfer  the  letter  whieh  yon  did  me  honor  to  nddrees  me  the 
Ah  altimo,  oonoeming  the  snbjeote  of  the  North  German  Ooofederation  recalled  to 
leir  country.  The  neceeslty  of  consnlting  with  my  ooUeagae,  the  minister  of  the 
iterior,  whose  provinoe  it  is  to  organize  the  nnmerons  details  that  relate  in  time  of  war 
i  the  ivsidenee  ef  foreigners  in  France,  and  especially  to  that  of  the  sabjeets  of  the 
lemy's  nation,  has  been  the  only  canse  of  this  delay. 

1  am  to-day  able  to  make  known  to  yon  the  measnres  taken  to  as«nre  the  ezecntion 
r  the  resolntions  of  the  government,  of  which  I  notified  yon  the  23d  of  July;  bat  first 
fTva'it  me  to  examine  briefly  the  obeervations  so  coarteoosly  presented  in  yoor  letter 
ted  above,  on  the  line  of  conduct  that  the  government  of  the  Emperor  has  seen  fit  to 
lopt  nnder  existing  circnmstances,  in  relanon  to  a  certain  class  of  German  sabjeets 
»ident  in  oor  territory  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  of  war. 

It  iii  not  ftiy  intention  to  sifl  to  the  bottom  the  rights  of  belligerents  toward  the 
acmy's  snbjeots.  The  principle  itself,  in  Tirtne  of  which  the  government  of  the 
mperor  has  acted,  is  not  to  the  point.  Yon  have  been  pleased  to  recognise  this ;  bat, 
lODgh  admitting  that  in  strict  point  of  view  oar  right  is  not  contestable,  it  would 
i^m  to  result  from  your  remarks  that  the  application  that  we  had  made  of  it  partakes 
r  thofie  extreme  consequences  of  the  right  of  war  which  modem  ideas  and  the  progress 
fetvilization  disavow. 

We  attach  too  much  importance  to  the  preservation  of  the  sympathy  of  the  great* 
^public  which  you  represent  not  to  try  to  oorrset  your  first  impreesion  in  demonstrate 
i^  that  nothing  in  the  measures  adopted  by  the  ^vernment  of  the  Emperor  is  of  a 
ttore  to  make  us  incur  the  responsibility  of  a  disregard  of  the  laws  of  war,  as  they 
re  recognised  in  oar  days. 

Id  sneient  law,  as  well  as  In  ancient  custom,  the  subjects  of  the  enemy  residing  in 
be  territory  were  considered  as  prisoners  upon  whom  could  be  visited  all  the  oonse- 
aences  of  war. 

According  to  the  modem  theory  the  modification  of  this  state  of  things  consists  not 
Q  coDcedingto  the  subjects  of  the  enemy  an  absolute  right  to  leave  the  territoiy  of  the 
eIHgerent,  bat  to  impose  upon  the  latter  the  duty  of  not  maltreating  them  if  it  per- 
litB  tbem  to  remain  within  its  territory,  and  if  they  condact  themselveB  peacefully,  or 
3  cara  the  government  does  not  wish  to  keep  them,  to  accord  them  a  reasonable  delay 
>r  leaving  the  country.  You  refer  on  this  point  to  the  fact  that  in  1798,  that  is  to  say 
t  a  moment  when  hostilities  appeared  imminent  between  France  and  the  United  States, 
t  was  ordered  that  the  subjects  of  the  enemy  who  desired  to  leave  the  United  States 
rere  at  liberty  to  do  so. 

lliia  objection  has  nothing  in  itself  decisive,  because  what  one  law  has  done  ander 
crtain  circamstances,  another  law  can  modify,  if  there  is  occasion. 
As  to  the  passage  from  the  celebrated  jaris-coosat,  quoted  in  your  letter,  I  will  first 
iwerve  that  Kent,  according  to  the  sommarv  of  his  views,  belongs  very  much  more 
0  the  class  of  partisans  of  the  rigorous  doctrine;  it  is  sufficient  to  remind  for  that  in 
opposition  to  the  greater  part  of  modem  writers,  who  maintain  that  war  constitutes  a 
elation  between  the  respective  states  alone.  Kent  differs  from  this  principle,  in  hold- 
Qg  that  war  is  also  a  relation  between  individuals,  and  that  war  once  declared,  the 
iobjectsof  one  government  immediately  become  enemies  of  all  the  subjects  of  the  others. 
It  can  ^so  be  said  that  in  the  passage  reproduced,  Kent  confines  himself  to  men- 
ionin^  the  opinion  of  Vattel  without  giving  his  own,  and  in  calling  attention  in  the 
foUcwmg  paragraphs  to  the  iact  t^at  Uie  jimsprudenoe  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the

Could  your  excellency  believe  that  under 
lUch  ciroumatanoea  ojy  government  would  give  ita  assent  to  a  principle,  or  tbinlr  for  a 
Doment  of  repealing  a  law,  the  effect  of  wblcb,  if  imitated  by  foreign  nations,  would 
M  that  every  one  of  ita  nunterona  citizens  in  foreign  parte  would  be  liable  to  b« 
lelained  in  any  hoatile  country,  with  wbum  the  Unitea  Statea  might  happen  to  engagf! 
in  hoatilitira,  beoauae  all  auch  citiiena  are  held  liable  at  home,  as  is  the  case,  to  be 
:atled  on  to  do  military  duty  T  Mo  I  I  pray  your  eiceltenoy  to  oonsliler  tbe  atatati 
proviaion  referred  to,  teated  as  it  has  been  by  a  long  series  of  years,  and  reiterated  in 
Koliment  as  it  baa  been  over  and  over  again  in  nnmerous  subsequent  treaties  of  tht 
United  States  with  othrr  powers,  aa  rather  a  fundamental,  organic  element  of  Aineri- 
caa  policy,  than  aa  a  pasaiog  temporary  oidinanoe  which  could  readily  yield  to  the 
alijfbleet  preasore  of  a  change  of  circumatances.  In  this  sense  I  beg  to  put  it  upon  the 
ume  platform  as  the  nentrality  atatutes  of  tbe  United  States,  which  bave  remained 
F>»entially  the  same,  notwithstanding  nnmerons  grave  crises,  ever  aince  tbeir  Aral 
enactment  in  1793. 

Yonr  eic«llenay  is  pleased  to  pay  the  compliment  to  the  distiDgnished  American 

jiublicist  Kent,  whose  opinion  I  took  tbe  liberty  to  cita,  to  aay,  that  in  regard  tt 

■oaclier  poaaage  quoted  by  me  ha  limits  himaelf  to  repeatiog  tbe  opinioD  of  another, 

vitliant  expreeaing  his  own.    In  regard  to  this  utatnte,  however,  yuur  excelleucy  will 

nbucrve  that  be  apealca  for  himaelf  of  it,  aa  "  dictated  by  a  humane  and  enligbtened

I  will  only  allow  myself  a  single  farther  observation  in  regard  tothe  Jadidal  dec> 
ion  of  the  Supreme  Coart  of  the  United  States,  npon  whioh  yoar  ezeeUency  bestow 
a  passing  observation.  When  Chancellor  Kent  speaks  of  the  '^anoieot  mod  sienhr 
rale  having  become  definitively  settled  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.'  ki 
does  not  point  his  comment  with  his  osual  accuracy.  It  was  only  with  reftHrenee  to  cte 
confi$oaiion  of  property,  and  not  the  detention  of  persons,  that  the  Ameriosn  8o|n«bi 
Court  was  deciding ;  and  it  was  only  in  reference  to  the  formula  that  the  learned  diis 
Conor's  comment  was  pertinent,  and  what  I  pray  your  excellency  to  observe  wis  tuji

decision.  The  lower  court  (the  eminent  Judge  Story)  had  decided  that  British  pnf» 
erty  found  on  American  territory  during  the  war  of  lril2  was  rightfully  seised  and  me 
fiscatedbvthe  United  States  Government,  but  the  Supreme  Court  overraled  thisdec»> 
ion,  and  held  that  enemies' property  was  not  liable  to  detention  withoot  a  tpK^ 
statnte  of  the  United  States  Congress  to  that  effect ;  and  I  beg  yonr  exoellencj's  ^n't- 
tion  to  the  fact  that  the  United  States  never  have  passed  any  such  statute  of  cooSta- 
tion  Apropos  of  a  foreign  war,  down  to  this  day ;  and  that,  therefore,  at  the  pre«': 
moment,  by  the  decision  of  the  highest  American  tribunal,  if  any  such  war  sbali  hr*- 
after  break  out,  an  enemy's  property  will  not  be  liable  to  confiscation.  As  for  r» 
personal  security,  I  beg  leave  to  bslj  that  the  belligerent  stranger  may  fall  back,  v  :t 
perfect  security,  upon  the  law  of  1798,  above  commented  on,  and,  aa  I  believe,  v/s 
perfect  assurance  that  he  will  not  see  its  repeal  attempted,  much  leaa  woeompliahr* 
whatever  may  be  the  pressure  of  a  foreign  war. 

I  trust  that  your  excellency  will  see  that  in  this  more  extended  reply  to  the  tomw> 
nicstion  of  the  3d  instant  than  I  intended,  I  have  in  view  but  the  single  point  of  rrf 
resenting,  so  far  as  I  may  do,  without  other  instructions  from  home,  the  deep  iotomt 
which  I  am  confident  my  government  will  take  in  tbe  decision  which  the  Govenu»^ 
of  France  feels  itself  constrained  by  circumstances  to  adopt  in  regard  to  North  Gtmar. 
subjects,  whose  interests  I  am  permitted  by  the  comity  of  His  Miijesty  to  repieseot  ufl

I  said  further  that  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  and  instmctions  of  my 
:overnment,  I  wished  in  the  name  of  humanity  to  make  an  earnest  ap- 
peal to  the  French  Oovemment,  through  him,  to  revoke  the  order  if  it 
hoald  be  considered  possible;  and  if  that  could  not  be  done,  to  so 
Qodify  it  as  to  permit  the  larger  class  of  Germans  ii>  Paris  to  remain, 
rhose  conduct  could  give  no  possible  cause  of  complaint  to  the  French 
Government.  His  excellency  then  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that 
he  order  of  expulsion  of  all  French  subjects  from  Prussia  having  been 
ssued  by  the  Prussian  Government,  no  complaint  could,  strictly  speak- 
0(^1  be  made  here  against  the  French  order,  but  that  out  of  considera- 
:ioii  for  my  position  he  was  willing  to  entertain  the  subject.  At  the 
same  time  he  stated  that  the  French  order  had  not  been  made  in  con- 
leqaence  of  the  order  of  the  Prussian  Government  as  a  retaliatory 
measure,  but  for  the  reasons  he  had  alieady  suggested.  I  then  stated 
that  I  was  surprised  to  hear  him  remark  that  the  Prussian  Government 
iiad  made  an  order  of  expulsion  against  French  subjects,  and  was 
brdly  prepared  to  credit  it,  unless  he  had  positive  knowledge  that  such 
was  the  fact.  In  confirmation  of  my  belief  I  stated  that  I  had  read  a 
telegraphic  dispatch  purporting  to  be  an  extract  from  a  Berlin  paper, 
which,  referring  to  the  expulsion  of  the  Germans  from  France,  expressly 
declared  that  the  French  subjects  would  not  be  expelled  from  Prussia, 
but  would  be  placed  under  the  protection  of  the  Prussian  Government. 
1q  reply  to  these  suggestions  of  my  own,  his  excellency  stated  that  he 
bad  no  official  knowledge  of  the  Prussian  order  of  expulsion,  but  that 
be  anderstood  the  minister  of  interior  as  stating  it  as  a  fact  which  he 
bad  taken  for  granted  in  his  discussion  of  the  matter  with  him.  He 
further  remarked  in  this  connection  that  he  had  personal  knowledge  of 
tbe  arrest  and  imprisonment,  under  very  aggravating  circumstances,  of 
Freneh  consular  agents,  who  had  sought  his  protection  in  Vienna,  and 
whose  cases  were  stamped  with  peculiar  hardships.  In  conclnding  the 
conversation  his  excellency  requested  me  to  address  him  a  written  com-

Sir  :  The  decree  of  General  Trocha,  governor  of  Paris,  which  I  have 
e  honor  to  send  herewith,  marked  1,  appeared  this  morning  in  the 
&cial  joarnalf  and  was  placarded  over  the  city  last  night.  Being  so 
reepiug  in  its  terms  and  so  emphatic  in  its  declarations,  it  of  course 
eated  a  very  great  degree  of  excitement  among  the  large  number  of 
ermans  yet  remaining  in  Paris.  The  legation  was  besieged  at  an  early 
>ur  by  a  large  crowd  of  Germans,  and  although  I  had  employed  as 
any  men  as  could  work,  yet  the  number  was  nearly  as  great  at  night 
\  it  was  in  the  morning.  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  call  and  address  myself 
I  the  Prince  de  la  Tour  d'Anvergne  in  regard  to  both  articles  of  the 
icree ;  the  first  in  regard  to  the  very  limited  time  allowed  for  depart- 
re,  and  the  second  in  relation  to  the  application  for  the  special  per- 
lission  for  ^^s^our^  in  Paris.  In  this  matter  I  should  state  that  I  acted 
L  concert  with  Mr.  Kern,  the  Swiss  minister,  protecting  the  Bavarians 
dd  the  Badois,  a  diplomat  of  wisdom,  experience,  and  energy.  We 
iw  the  minister  of  foreign  afifairs  separately,  and  who  explained  mat- 
ers to  each  of  us  in  the  same  way,  but  referring  us  to  the  minister  of 
le  interior,  who  was  more  particularly  charged  with  the  subject.  Ac- 
>rdingly  Mr.  Kern  and  myself  called  on  Mr.Uhevereau  at  seven  o'clock 
lis  evening.  In  the  first  place  we  called  his  attention  to  the  short 
me  allowed  to  the  Germans  to  leave  Paris,  and  that  even  if  they  were 
^dy  to  go,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  furnish  them  with 
tie  reqaiaite  papers.  In  reply,  Mr.  Chevereau  said  that  although  three 
ays  was  the  time  named  in  the  proclamation,  yet  no  advantage  would 
^  taken  of  those  who  were  unable  to  get  away  within  that  time. 
In  the  second  place,  in  regard  to  the  permission  to  be  obtained  for  a 
ojonra  in  Paris,  we  explained  to  him  that  we  could  not,  in  our  diplo- 
oatic  capacity,  make  any  application  whatever  to  General  Trochu,  and 
hat  oar  dealings  must  be  with  the  civil  authorities;  that  if  the  terms 
^f  the  proclamation  were  to  be  adhered  to,  we  should  be  powerless  to 
"ender  any  aid  to  the  parties  with  whose  protection  we  had  been  charged, 
explained  particularly  to  Mr.  Giievereau  the  very  large  number  of  Ger- 
nans  under  my  protection  who  had  lived  for  a  long  series  of  years  in 
Paris,  and  had  vast  interests  at  stake;  that  many  of  those  persons  were 
»nnected  in  business  with  American  citizens,  and  to  compel  them  all 
:o  leave  would  be  an  incredible  hardship,  and  would  entail  immense 
sacrifices.  The  minister  replied  very  promptly  that  that  question  had 
i)eeo  just  considered  by  the  government,  and  that  our  applications  could 
l>e  addressed  to  the  prefect  of  the  police,  who  had  been  charged  specially 
vith  the  whole  business.  He  told  us  to  make  applications  for  whoever 
vre  pleased,  and  that  they  would  be  considered  without  any  delay,  and 
tbat  whenever  we  submitted  an  application  of  any  party  for  permission 
to  remain  in  Paris  we  might  consider  it  as  granted  unless  we  had  special 
notice  of  its  rejection.

3.  M.  Trochn  shall  be  maintained  in  his  functions  of  governor-general  of  the  city  of 
iris. 

After  a  session  of  ten  minates  only  the  Chamber  adjoarned. 
As  this  sitting  of  Sunday  was  likely  to  become  historic,  I  went  early 
» the  Chamber.  I  fonnd  but  a  few  troops  stationed  in  the  neighborhood, 
ad  there  was  not  a  large  number  of  people  in  the  vicinity.  Indeed, 
was  quite  surprised  at  the  tranquillity  which  seemed  everywhere  to 
Mgn  in  the  quarter  of  the  Palais  Bourbon,  which  is  the  name  of  the 
uilding  occupied  by  the  Corps  L^gislatif.  Taking  my  seat  in  the  diplo- 
tatic  tribune  at  quarter  before  twelve,  there  was  not  a  single  person  in 
le  hall  of  the  deputies,  though  the  galleries  were  all  well  filled.  In- 
t4*ad  of  the  session  opening  at  noon,  it  was  precisely  one  o'clock  when  M. 
ehneider  entered  and  took  the  chair  of  the  presidency.  The  deputies 
ben  came  rapidly  into  the  hall.  Count  Palikao  was  the  first  of  the 
jinisters  to  come  in,  and  he  was  soou  followed  by  the  Prince  de  la 
!oQr  d'Auvergne,  Chevereau,  and  Brame.  All  the  other  ministers  took 
beir  places  on  the  ministerial  benches  soon  after.  The  members  of  the 
^fc  came  in  almost  simultaneously ,.GaaiI)etta  hurrying  along  among  the 
irst,  haggard  with  excitement.  The  venerable  Raspail  takes  his  seat. 
7arnier-Pas[fes  hurries  across  the  area  in  front  of  the  president's  chair 
n  a  state  of  intense  agitation.  Arago,  Simon,  Picard.  Ferry,  Estanchiu- 
^ayo^Montpayvon  enter  and  take  their  seats.  Thiers,  the  little  brisk 
md  vigorous  old  man,  walks  quietly  to  his  place.  •  *  •  And  now 
:he  president  sits  in  his  chair  without  calling  the  Chamber  to  order,  the 
nembers  become  impatient  and  clamorous;  there  is  loud  talk  and  violent 
^r^^ticulation.  At  precisely  twenty  minutes  after  one  o'clock  M.  Schnei- 
ier  swings  his  bell,  and  the  gruff  voice  of  the  huissier  is  heard  above 
the  din,  ^'iSi7ence,  mesBieurs!  sHl  vous  plattP  After  some  unimportant 
proceedings  the  floor  is  assigned  to  M.  Palikao,  the  minister  of  war,  who 
l>roposes  the  following  project  of  law: 

Art.  1.  A  council  of  goyernment  and  of  national  defense  is  institnted.  This  coun- 
cil is  composed  of  five  members^  Each  member  of  this  council  is  named  by  the  abso- 
lute majority  of  the  Corps  L^gisiatif. 

^  The  ministers  are  named  under  the  conntersin^n  of  the  members  of  th^s  council. 

3-  The  General  Count  Palikao  is  named  lieutenant-general  of  this  council. 

Done  in  a  council  of  ministers  the  4tb  of  September,  1870. 

For  the  Emperor,  and  in  virtue  of  the  powers  which  he  has  confided  to  us.

M,  Thiers  then  submitted  another  proposition,  as  follows : 

CoDftidering  the  circumstances,  the  Chamber  names  a  commission  of  government  and 
iiational  defense.  A  '*  constituante  "  will  be  couvolced  as  soon  as  the  circumstances 
▼in  allow. 

The  proposition  of  Pavre  being  already  before  the  Chamber,  **  urgency" 
^as  voted  on  these  three  propositions,  and  they  were  sent  to  a  commit- 
tee for  examination  nnder  the  rules  of  the  Chamber.  At  1.40  o'clock  the 
sitting  was  suspended  to  await  the  report  of  the  committee,  and  all  the 
inembers  immediately  left  the  hall.  As  it  was  supposed  that  the  sit- 
^^^R  would  not  be  resumed  for  an  hour  or  more,  I  left  the  diplomatic 
gallery  and  descended  into  the  court  of  the  building  facing  upon  the 
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street  which  runs  parallel  with  the  Seine.  Here  I  fonnd  a  good  many 
people  who  had  been  admitted  by  virtae  of  tickets.  The  street  io  ftou! 
of  the  baildiog  had  been  kept  qaite  clear  by  the  military,  thoagh  therh 
was  an  enormous  maltitade  of  the  national  guard  and  the  people  on  tk^ 
Place  de  la  Concorde,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  The  Pontde  j 
Concorde  seemed  to  be  sufficiently  guarded  by  the  military  to  prevent 
their  crossing  over.  All  at  once  I  saw  quite  a  number  of  people  ontlf 
steps  of  the  Palais  Bourbon,  and  soon  they  comm^iced  to  raise  loa>i 
cries  of  ^^Vive  la  r^publiqtieF  *^DSchda^ice!^^  ^^Vive  la  FrameeT  At 
this  moment  I  was  called  away  by  the  messenger  of  the  legation,  vb 
brought  me  an  urgent  message  from  Madame  McMahon,  who  waatedi 
safe-conduct  from  me,  to  enable  her  to  pass  the  Prussian  lines  to  visit  k^: 
wounded  husband  at  Sedan.  In  company  with  Mr.  Eastis  I  stepi^^ 
into  an  antechamber  to  prepare  the  proper  document,  and  h,ad  bat  ji^ 
taken  my  seat  at  a  table  to  write,  when  the  cry  was  raised  that  tbe  \f^ 
pie  had  invaded  the  building.  It  seemed  but  a  moment  before  tbr 
were  passing  into  the  part  where  I  was.  It  being  impossible  to  fioi«i 
the  requisite  paper^  under  these  circumstances,  Mr.  Eastis  and  mjN^f 
made  our  way  into  the  courtyard.  There  was  presented  a  most  extnor 
dinary  spectacle.  A  part  of  a  regiment  of  the  line  had  been  hrmf^" 
hurriedly  into  the  yard,  had  formed  across  it,  and  were  loading  tb'^: 
muskets.  Behind  them  and  in  the  street,  and  rushing  through  tbe  ga:»v 
and  up  the  front  steps  of  the  building,  was  a  vast  mass  of  excited  p:*^ 
pie  and  the  national  guard,  who  had  fraternized — the  guards  haviu; 
their  muskets  butt-end  upward  as  a  token  of  friendship.  There  wv 
evidently  collusion  between  the  people  who  were  on  the  steps  of  th^ 
Palais  Bourbon  and  the  people  and  National  Guards  in  the  Place  deb 
Concorde,  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  for  it  was  upon  the  signal*^ 
the  people  on  the  steps  that  the  guard  and  the  people  broke  throa^ 
the  military  force  that  was  holding  the  bridge.  As  the  crowd  moaDtrt! 
the  steps  of  the  Palais  Bourbon  it  was  received  with  terrific  cbeew  aia- 
with  shouts  of  "  Vive  la  rSpubliquel^'  and  *'^D6ch6ance!^ 

Making  our  way  into  the  street,  Mr.  Eustis  and  myself  managH  to 
pass  through  the  crowd  and  to  reach  the  building  of  the  Agricaimril 
Club,  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  and  from  the  balcony  of  wbicfc 
we  could  see  all  that  was  going  on.  And  now  the  soldiers  of  the  ga<<^* 
many  of  them  with  their  hats  on  the  ends  of  their  muskets,  acco!D}>» 
nied  by  an  indiscriminate  mass  of  men,  women,  and  children,  poured  orer 
the  Pont  de  la  Concorde  and  filled  the  entire  space,  all,  in  one  ^^^ 
fraternization,  singing  the  Marseillaise  ai^  shouting,  *^  Vive  la  rtp**" 
lique!^  The  Municipal  Guard,  with  its  shining  helmets  and  brilN"' 
uniforms,  was  forced  back,  inch  by  inch,  before  the  people,  until,  fio^'}* 
all  military  authority  became  utterly  powerless.  During  this  time  tb* 
!N'ational  Guard  and  the  peo|>le  had  invaded  the  Hall  of  the  Deputi^^^ 
which  they  found  vacant.  M.  Schneider  and  about  a  dozen  of  Uie  meRi* 
bers  rushed  in.  The  president  in  vain  made  appeals  for  order,  ana 
finally  covered  himself  by  putting  on  hishatfaccoidingtoimmemoraoie 
usage  of  the  French  assemblies  under  such  circumstances.  Gaml^tu 
addressed  a  few  energetic  words  to  the  invaders,  and,  a  little  order  be- 
ing restored,  quite  a  number  of  deputies  entered  the  hall.  Batattiur^ 
o'clock  irruption  into  the  Chamber  took  place.  Jules  Favre  tbeo^'' 
cended  the  tribune  and  was  listened  to  for  a  moment.  '^  Let  there  tx* 
no  scenes  of  violence,"  he  said ;  ^^  let  ns  reserve  our  arms  for  tbe  t^Q 
emy,  and  fight  to  the  last;  at  this  moment  union  is  necessary,  ftDtlf^^^ 
that  reason  we  do  not  proclaim  the  republic."  The  president  no^^^^^ 
his  seat,  and,  as  it  turns  out,  for  the  last  time.    The  irrnxition  ioto  U<^ 
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hainber  continned.  The  floor  and  tbe  seats  of  the  deputies,  on  which 
few  members  of  the  lett  only  remained,  were  filled  with  a  motley  crowd 
I  bloases  and  in  coarse  woolen  shirts,  or  in  the  uniform  of  the  National 
aard  or  the  Guard  Mobile.  They  wore  caps  and  kepis  of  all  colors  and 
bapes,  and  carried  muskets  with  their  muzzles  ornamented  with  sprigs 
f  ^reen  leaves.  The  tumult  became  indescribable,  and  some  of  the 
ivaders  seized  on  the  pens  and  paper  of  the  deputies  and  commenced 
riting  letters ;  while  different  persons  were  going  up  to  the  president's 
hair  and  ringing  his  bell  continually.  The  crow<i  in  the  hall  now  de- 
laiided  dech^nce  of  the  Emperor,  which  was  declared,  and  then  it  was 
roi>osed  to  go  to  the  Botel  de  Ville  and  proclaim  the  republic.  The  cry 
ras  thereiore  raised,  ^'A  VHbtel  de  Ville^^  mingled  with  other  cries, 
Cherchez  Rochefort^^  &c.y  and  then  this  vast  multitude  commenced 
iioving  away  from  the  Palais  Bourbon. 

The  crowd  having  soon  sufficiently  dispersed,  we  were  enabled  to 
oake  our  way  back  again  to  the  Corps  L6gislatif,  and  to  enter  again  the 
liplomatic  tribune.  Tht^  hall  was  filled  with  dust,  and  a  rough-looking 
nao  was  iu  the  president's  chair,  surrounded  by  a  number  of  men  still 
uore  rough  in  appearance.  The  soldiers  and'  the  people  were  occupy- 
ng  the  seats  of  the  deputies,  writing  letters,  looking  over  documents, 
ind  talking  and  langhing,  all  in  the  best  humor.  In  the  hall  at  this 
lime  1  recognized  Garnier-Pagto,  Baspail,  and  a  few  other  members  of 
tbe  left. 

Leaving  the  Chamber,  we  went  at  once  to  the  Hdtel  de  Ville.  The 
number  of  the  people  assembled  there  was  enormous,  and  the  same  fra- 
temizatioD  existed  between  them  and  the  National  Guard  as  elsewhere. 
The  building  had  been  invaded  by  the  i)eople,  and  ail  the  windows 
fronting  on  the  square  were  filled  with  rongh  and  dirty-looking  men 
and  boys.  Soon^a  terrific  shout  went  np;  Kochefort  was  being  drawn 
in  a  cab  by  the  multitude  through  the  crowd.  He  was  ghastly  pale ; 
he  stood  np  in  the  vehicle,  covered  with  sashes  of  red,  white,  and  blue, 
and  waving  his  hat  in  answer  to  the  acclamations.  As  he  was  hauled 
»lowly  through  the  multitude  to  the  main  door  of  the  U6tel  de  Ville, 
tbe  delirium  seemed  to  have  reached  its  height,  and  such  frantic  accla- 
mations I  never  before  heard.  At  precisely  four  o'clock  and  forty-five 
minutes  in  the  afternoon,  by  the  great  clock  in  the  tower  of  the  H6tel 
de  Ville,  at  one  of  the  viidows  appeared  Gaml)etta;  a  little  behind 
liim  stood  Jules  Favre  an  1  Emanuel  Arajo ;  and  then  and  there,  on  that 
historic  spot,  Gambetta  proclaimed  the  republic. 

This  proclamation  was  received  by  every  possible  demonstration  of 
enthusiasm.    Li<«ts  were  then  thrown  out  of  the  window  containing  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  provisional  government.    Ten  minutes 
afterward  Kaspail  and  Bochefort  appeared  at  another  window  and 
embraceil  each  other,  while  the  crowd  loudly  applauded  them.    During 
tbis  time  the  public  were  occupying  the  Tuileries.    Sixty  thousand  hu- 
man beings  had  rolled  toward  the  palace,  completely  leveling  all  obsta- 
cleH;  the  vestibule  was  invaded,  and  in  the  court-yard,  on  the  side  of  the 
Place  du  Carrousel,  were  to  be  seen  soldiers  of  every  arm,  who,  in  the 
presence  of  the  i>eople,  removed  the  cartridges  from  their  gnus,  and 
who  were  greeted  by  cries,  *'Liong.  live  the  nation!"  "Down  with  the 
Bonapartes!"  "To  Berlin!"  &c.    During  all  this  time  there  was  no  pil- 
lage, no  havoc,  no  destruction  of  property,  and  the  crowd  soon  retired, 
leaviug  the  palace  under  the  protection  of  the  National  Guard.    At  the 
Hotel  de  Ville  some  little  damage  was  done,  but  nothing  to  any  great 
extent    Some  discussion  was  raised  about  the  changing  of  the  fiag,  but; 
Gambetta  declared  that  the  tricolor  was  the  flag  of  1792  and  '93,  and 
that  under  it  France  had  been  and  would  yet  be  led  to  victory. 
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From  the  Hdtel  de  Ville  we  went  back  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
to  find  it  8tiU  in  possession  of  the  people.    From  there  I  returoed  to 
my  legation,  which  I  reached  at  6.30  o'clock.    At  8  o'clock  I  retnrned 
to  the  Corps  L6gislatif,  but  on  my  arrival  there  I  found  everythioij 
closed  and  the  lights  extinguished.    The  doors  leading:  to  the  hall  of  the 
Deputies  had  been  shut,  and  seals  put  upon  them.    I  then  drove  throajk 
some  parts  of  the  city,  and  found  everything  remarkably  quiet.   Tbt> 
day  had  been  pleasant,  and  the  night  was  beautiful  beyond  deacript  oi. 
After  making  a  call  upon  Lord  Lyons,  I  returned  to  my  loiging^  to  pon- 
der over  the  events  of  the  day  to  become  memorable  in  hiat^^y.    In  ^ 
few  brief  hours  of  a  Sabbath  day  I  had  seen  a  dynasty  fall  and  a  repub- 
lic proclaimed,  and  all  without  the  shedding  of  one  drop  of  blood.

I  telegraphed  yon  of  the  results  and  condition  of  things  here  od  Mod 
day,  and  asked  for  instructions,  though  not  doubting  what  woold  be 
the  prompt  action  of  our  government.    I  received  replies  from  Mr.  Davii 
Wednesday  morning.    It  was  only  Tuesday  night  that  I  received  tbr 
official  notice  from  M.  Jules  Favre  of  the  change  of  the  goverDment. 
and  advising  me  that  the  department  of  foreign  affair^  had  been  coniidec 
to  him.    The  next  morning  (Wednesday)  I  sent  a  verbal  message  to  t!if 
foreign  office  to  ascertain  when  it  would  be  agreeable  for  the  mioister 
to  receive  me,  as  I  had  an  important  communication  to  make  from  mj 
government.    I  received  a  reply  that  the  minister  would  see  me  at  any 
time  between  2  and  G  o^clock  in  the  afternoon.    In  the  mean  time  I 
prepared  the  letter  to  M.  Jules  Favre  which  I  send  herewith,  markwf 
]So.  1,  and  at  2.30  p.  m.,  accompanied  by  the  first  secretary  of  legatioa. 
Colonel  Wickham  Hoffman,  I  took  it  in  person  to  him.    He  recein^ 
us  with  the  utmost  cordiality.    After  reading  my  letter  be  shook  ni« 
very  warmly  by  the  hand,  and  thanked  me  for  the  communication,  say- 
ing he  would  be  very  glad  if  I  would  telepraph  to  my  govennneot  w 
express  his  gratitude  and  profound  emotions.     He  then  briefly  ex- 
plained the  sitnation  in  which  the  government  of  the  national  defense 
found  itself.    He  said  that  he  was  aware  that  the  United  Stales  had 
hitherto  refrained  from  taking  any  part  whatever  in  the  complicjitions 
of  European  governments;  however,  he  did  not  know  but,  under  pre^^t 
circumstances,  it  might  feel  like  tendering  its  good  offices,  and  he  wished 
to  know  if  I  should  feel  myself  at  liberty  to  take  any  action  in  that 
direction.    I  replied  that  I  should  not  feel  authorized  to  act  in  so  grave 
a  crisis  without  instructions  from  my  government,  particalarlj  hs  I 
could  advise  with  it  on  the  subject  by  telegraph.    On  my  return  to  the 
legation  I  telegraphed  to  you  as  follows,  part  of  the  dispatch  being  ii^ 
cipher:

Have  recognized  repnhltc.  Favre  expreeaed  gratitude  and  profound  emotion.  R^ 
qnests  Uiiited  States  to  Join  pther  powers  in  iutervention  for  peAoe.

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About  2  o'clock  p.  m.  yesterday  M.  Jales  Favre  called  upon  me  in 
rsoD  to  thank  my  government  in  the  name  of  that  of  the  national 
fense,  as  well  as  in  his  own  behalf,  for  its  prompt  recognition  of  the 
imblic  and  the  tender  of  its  felicitations.  He  again  desired  that  I 
ciald  transmit  to  the  President  and  Cabinet  at  Washington  the  pro- 
iind  acknowledgments  of  the  government  of  the  national  defense.  I 
en  commonicated  the  dispatch  of  Mr.  Davis  in  relation  to  his  conver- 
tion  with  M.  Berthemy,  which  I  had  just  received.  M.  Favre  smiled 
the  allusion  to  the  attempt  of  the  Bmperor  to  fonnd  a  monarchy  on 
e  sonthem  borders,  and  replied  that  nothing  c«)uld  be  more  satisfac- 
ry  than  Mr.  Davis's  telegram ;  it  was  all  they  conld  desire.  He  then 
id  he  had  answered  my  letter  of  the  day  betore,  and  that  it  could  be 
Dt  to  me  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon.  It  was  duly  received,  and  I 
ive  the  honor  to  send  herewith  a  copy  of  it  in  the  original  French, 
gether  with  a  translation  thereof.

They  will  have  learned  with  eutbusi- 
un  of  the  proclamation  of  a  r^^ubUe  in  Fnmee,  accomplished  without  the  shedding  of 
le  drop  of  blood,  and  they  will  associate  themselves  in  heart  and  sympathy  with  that 
eat  movement,  confident  in  the  hope  of  the  mostf  beneficial  results  to  the  French 
rf>ple  and  to  mankind.

Strosg  in  tbif  ;» 
tice  of  our  cause,  rejecting  all  lust  of  conqnest,  desiring  only  oar  independence  tod  osi 
.liberty,  we  have  firm  hope  of  success.  In  the  accomplishment  of  this  task  weooioT 
on  the  aid  of  all  men  of  heart,  and  of  all  governments  interested  in  the  triompfa  d 
peace.  The  adhesion  of  the  Cabinet  of  Washington  would  alone  give  ns  this  oonfideea. 
The  members  of  the  government  beg  me  to  communicate  to  yon  all  their  grstnodf  £c 
it,  and  to  request  you  to  transmit  its  expression  to  your  government. 

For  my  part  I  am  happy  and  proud  tnat  fortnne  has  permitted  me  to  be  tbe  liokaf 
union  between  two  peoples  bound  together  by  so  many  glorions  memories,  sod  htvt 
forward  by  so  many  noble  hopes,  ana  I  thank  you  for  having,  with  so  gr»t  kiodaes 
toward  myself,  expressed  all  which  I  feel  toward  you,  as  well  as  my  desire  to  strangthts 
more  and  more  the  relations  of  affectionate  esteem  wbich  should  unite  as  forerer.

The  DQocio  reported  to  the  meeting  that,  in  pnrsnanoe  of  the  preyions  action  of  the

poDse  of  Count  Bismarck,  the  substance  of  which  he  had  in  his  hands  and  would  read. 
is  to  the  first  matter,  Connt  Bismarck  said  that  he  was  unable  at  the  moment  to  state 
^bat  the  necessities  of  the  war  might  require ;  and,  toncbinx  the  request  for  a  courier, 
^t!  would  allow  one  to  pass  the  lints  once  a  week  to  bear  official  dispatches,  provided 
^ofti  dispatches  should  not  be  sealed  and  have  no  reference  to  the  war.  The  nuncio 
^d  lbs  first  answer  was  evasive,  and  that  the  condition  imposed  in  relation  to  the 
iMDoer  of  sending  dispatches  wonld  render  it  impossible  for  the  diplomatic  body  to 
i^ail  tbemaelves  of  Count  Bismarck's  oft'er.

In 
jt^^ard  to  the  inquiry  which  had  been  directed  to  Connt  Bismarck  touching  the  boni- 
Urdmeot,  he  certainly  should  have  strongly  protested  against  it.  The  diplomatic

;K>iiitment  to  large  numbers  of  our  countrymen  now  in  Paris  will  be 
irery  great.  I  estimate  that  there  are  between  two  hundred  and  two 
bnndxed  and  fifty  Americans  now  in  Paris,  and  that  about  one  hundred 
of  them  are  anxious  to  leave.  Among  thip  number  desirous  of  going 
away  are  found  many  cut  off  from  their  communications  from  home,  who 
are  without  fundn,  and  who  have  no  means  whatever  of  living. '  If  the 
siege  continues  for  a  long  time,  and  they  cannot  get  away,  their  condi- 
tion must  become  deplorable  in  the  extreme.  I  ne^  not  say  that  matters 
are  becoming  very  embarrassing,  but  I  hope  we  shall  get  through  in 
sooie  satisfactory  way.

Sir  A2«d  Dsar  Ministkr  :  Confonnftbly  to  the  desiild  which  yoa  hftve  done  me  the 
honor  to  tsxpress  to  me  yesterday,  I  transmit  to  yoar  excellency  the  letter  addressed  to 
the  minister  of  war,  to  notify  him  of  the  departure  of  yoar  courier.  I  beg  yoa  to  send 
it  to  him  at  OQoa»  with  notice  of  the  precise  hoar  of  bis  departore. 

As  regards  the  permission  solicited  by  a  number  of  your  countrymen  to  pass  our 
lines  to  leave  Paris,  I  have  askeii  for  it  from  the  only  competent  authority,  that  is  to 
8sy,  froiii  the  governor  of  Paris.    He  was  of  opinion  that  tlie  diflScnlties  raised  by  this 
T«^ueat,  being  political  as  well  as  military,  the  goveniment  ought  to  examine  them. 
The  goveromeot  has  done  so,  with  a  strong  desire  to  be  agreeable  personally,  atid  to 
give  to  your  nation  a  new  proof  of  its  sincere  cordiality.    But  however  powerful  are 
Xhant  eonsiderations  upon  our  minds,  we  have  been  checked  by  the  absolute  impossi- 
bility which  we  find  ourselves  in  of  satisfying  the  requests  of  a  similar  nature  which 
sre  constantly  made.    The  number  of  strangers  who  have  not  lelt  Paris  is  very  great ; 
many  of  them  have  asked  of  us  permission  to  leave  Paris,  which  we  have  been  obliged 
to  refuse  for  reasons  of  defense,  of  which  your  excellency  will,  without  doubt,  appre- 
ciate the  value.    To  grant  them  would  be  to  annul  our  military  operations;  to  mak^ 
^^ceptions  would  be  to  create  an  unjustifiable  i>rivilege.    I  have  therefore  the  regret 
to  notify  your  excellency  that  the  government  is  of  opinion  that  permission  to  leave 
Paris  daring  the  siege  can  only  be  granted  to  persons  clothed  with  a  diplomatic  char- 
acter.

nir."  The  whole  thing  watt  at  once  astounding  and  ludicrous,  and  the 
ffi[>tn  have  been,filled  with  the  incidents  and  history  of  that  remarka- 
li!eda,v,  which  must  cut  some  little  figure  hereafter  in  tbe  history  of 
these  Btraoge  times.  I  send  yon  a  great  nnmberof  Paris  journals,  which 
<<ill  give  you  a  more  detailed  history  of  the  whole  affair. 

By  tbe  Journal  Offlciel,  which  I  send  also,  you  wilt  see  what  has  been 
the  Hctiou  of  the  government  of  the  National  Defense  since  this  trouble 
look  plaw.  You  will  pass  your  own  judgment  upon  its  submission  of 
ilielf,  as  the  Qovemment  of  France,  to  a  vote  of  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Paris.  I  think  tbe  large  vote  of  confidence  which  the  government 
received  was  the  result  of  a  desire  of  vast  numbers  of  people  that  it 
slionld  be  so  strengthened  that  it  would  be  enabled  to  make  terms  for 
an  armistice.  The  question  of  such  an  armistice  has  been  the  great 
topic  of  conversation  for  the  last  few  days,  and  tbe  sentiment  in  favor 
of  such  an  armistice  as  it  was  supposed  could  be  had  was  overwfaelmiug, 
^liere  vas  a  general  belief  that  there  would  be  an  armistice  which  wonid 
fiiiitUf  lead  to  a  peace,  and  there  was  quite  a  buoyant  feeling.  Yester- 
ditY  morning,  however,  the  official  journal  announced,  to  the  great  sur- 
prise of  tbe  Paris  public,  that  terms  for  an  armistice  could  not  be  agreed 
apon.  Tbe  annonncemeut  created  a  profound  feeling  of  despondency, 
and  everybody  is  inquiring,  "  What  next  1"  Mr.  Jules  Favre  went  out 
llitongh  the  French  military  lines  toward  the  Prussian  outposts  yester- 
Aaj,  and  relnmed  to  Paris  at  noon  bo  day.  It  is  supposed  that  be  han 
^a  engaged  in  a  still  further  effort  to  effect  the  armistice. 
There  baa  been  no  marked  change  in  the  situation  of  Paris  since  my 
Dispatch  of  a  week  ago.

SiB :  Recent  and  repeated  experience  has  shown  that  evea  respectable 
persons,  in  spite  of  the  warning  addressed  to  tbem  before  leaving  Paris, 
and  relfiQfT  upon  our  confidence,  do  not  hesitate  to  carry  letters  clan- 
aeiitinel;  through  oar  lines.  Nay,  in  several  letters  captured  by  our 
™*^  'ndications  are  given  to  the  correspondents  to  address  the  infor- 
«  desired  to  give  in  the  interest  of  the  enemy  to  certain 
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persons  in  Paris  bearinpr  a  diplomatic  character.  lu  coa.seqneaoe  tb« 
military  authorities,  as  they  had  reserved  themselves  the  right  to  tic 
from  day  to  day,  have  resolved  upon  not  granting  any  more  permissioDj 
to  leave  Paris.  This  decision  of  course  does  not  affect  iodividital  \^i 
missions  already  granted.  The  military  authorities,  u|K)n  my  represeuta 
tion,  have  besides  consented  to  allow  those  persons  to  pa«is  who,  np  t^ 
the  present  day,  have  applied  either  directly  or  by  the  inrerpofiitiou  q 
their  embassies.    The  catagories  comprise — 

1.  The  persons  belonging  to  the  embassies  of  the  Netherlands,  Bd 
ginm,  Denmark,  Sweden.

I  need  hardly  add  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  you  in  future  to  ^mct 
any  more  passports  to  anybody,  Central  and  South  Americans  not  ei 
cepted. 

The  military  authorities  having  peremptorily  refused  to  allow  anr 
body  to  enter  Paris,  I  am,  to  my  great  regret,  for  the  moment,  unable  r<> 
give  effect  to  the  permission  held  out  to  Col.  Frank  Moore  before  tln- 
recent  change  of  circumstances.

Brussels.

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charged,  doring  the  existing  war  between  those  powers  and  Frana. 
Bot  as  my  duties  still  oontioae,  I  cannot  now  make  a  final  report,  which 
would  have  to  embrace  my  account  with  the  Prussian  GK>veniment. 

In  the  account  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  this  legation,  for  tb( 
quarter  ending  on  the  dOth  of  September  last,  I  have  not  included  aov 
of  the  items  of  expenditure  pertaining  to  that  business,  for  the  reAMM 
that  such  expenses  run  into  the  present  quarter,  and  that  it  woold  tj 
better  to  have  them  all  put  into  one  account.  I  hope  at  the  end  of  m 
present  quarter  to  be  able  to  include  everything.  I  will  state,  however 
for  your  general  information,  that  such  expenses  so  far  scarcely  reach  i 
thousand  dollars.  These  expenses,  already  paid  and  to  be  paid,  iudi^ 
pendent  of  certain  amounts  to  which  1  will  hereafter  allude,  will  im 
reach  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  All  the  items  will  be  given  j 
detail,  and  I  hope  the  amount  will  not  be  regarded  as  extravagant  vha 
the  extent  of  the  service  is  considered.  I  was  glad  to  know  that  iu 
Department  coincided  with  Mr.  Bancroft  and  myself  in  the  opinion  \hi 
all  these  expenses  should  be  paid  by  the  United  States.  It  wooKI  cnj 
tainly  have  been  unworthy  of  a  great  government  like  ours  to  pemi^ 
itself  to  be  paid  for  hospitalities  extended  to  the  subjects  of  other  a 
tions  for  whom  our  protection  had  been  sought. 

When,  in  accordance  with  your  directions,  in  July  last,  I  took  i\\m 
myself  the  protection  of  the  German  subjects  in  France,  I  had  bot 
faint  idea  of  what  the  undertaking  was  going  to  involve,  for  I  b 
hardly  supposed  it  possible  that  I  would  be  charged  with  the  care 
with  the  superintendence  of  the  departure  of  more  than  thirty  thooaa 
people  expelled  from  their  homes  upon  so  short  a  notice.  From 
time  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  and  as  soon  as  it  became  k«o 
that  the  Germans  had  been  placed  under  my  protection,  yon  can  vd 
imagine,  considering  so  large  a  population,  what  would  take  place 
that'  exciting  period.  The  legation  began  to  be  crowded  from  day: 
day  by  persons  desiring  protection,  advice,  information,  and  assistand 
Maify  were  thrown  into  prison,  charged  with  being  "  Prussian  spit?^' 
many  were  under  arrest  as  dangerous  persons,  and  the  lives  and  prit 
erty  of  others  were  threatened  in  their  neighborhood.  My  good  office^ 
were  sought  for  and  cheerfully  rendered  in  all  such  cases,  and  I  belk^c 
I  never  failed  in  accomplishing  all  I  undertook  in  such  emergeoc  e^ 
The  first  extraordinary  order  of  the  French  Government,  prohibitiD;:^^ 
such  Germans  from  leaving  France  who  might  by  possibility  owe  mi . 
tary  service,  and  about  which  I  had  so  long  a  correspondence  with  m 
Duke  de  Grammont,  created  great  alarm  among  a  large  uamber  o( 
them,  who  were  extremly  anxious  to  get  away.  The  practical  operaDo^ 
of  that  order  prevented  any  German  from  leaving  French  territory 
without  special  authority  to  that  end  first  had  and  obtained  from  tbf 
minister  of  the  interior,  and  all  applications  for  such  authority  had  to 
be  made  through  me ;  and  after  all  this  was  changed,  and  the  expulsion 
of  the  Germans  decreed,  it  was  required  that  I  should  vis6  the  p^ 
ports,  or  give  a  laissezpasser  to  every  German  leaving  France. 

I  have  spoken  of  thirty  thousand  as  the  number  of  Germans  placed 
nnder  my  protection,  and  who  were  expelled  from  France.  I  make  tb» 
estimate  from  the  number  of  visas  and  passports  which  I  gave  oat,  an<l 
that  number,  as  recorded  in  the  legation,  amounts  to  eight  thoas^Q<| 
nine  hundred.

I  will  add  a  few  observations  in  regard  to  the  present  condition  of 
the  Germans  in  Paris  at  the  present  time  who  are  under  my  proteetm 
Considering  the  large  German  population  here  prior  to  tiie  breaking  oat 
of  the  war,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  wonder  that  a  good  many  were  foond 
here  when  all  communication  was  finally  cut  o£f.  When  it  became  evi 
dent  that  the  city  was  to  be  besieged,  I  redoubled  my  exertions  to  g«( 
these  unfortunate  people  away.  Deprived  of  all  work,  their  little  it- 
sources  exhausted,  the  intense  hostility  of  the  French  people  toward  tbee. 
bad  as  their  condition  was,  it  was  to  become  infinitely  worse  in  case  c( 
a  siege.  Many  were  in  prison  for  vagabondage,  and  many  were  detaioci 
charged  with  being  spies,  dangerous  persons,  &c.  Upon  my  applio* 
tion  to  Mr.  Gambetta,  he  concerted  with  the  Count  de  K^ratry,  the  pre 
feet  of  police,  for  their  discharge  en  masse^  and  for  sending  them,  at  tk 
expense  of  the  French  Government,  to  the  Belgian  frontier.  Batqoite 
a  number  yet  remained.  Many  were  too  old  and  infirm  to  leave.  Sou 
were  sick,  some  were  children  left  behind  who  had  bc^n  put  cot  to 
service;  but  perhaps  the  larger  number  were  female  domestics,  maM'iC 
whom  had  been  persuaded  by  their  employers  to  remain,  under  pledge 
of  protection.  But  as  the  siege  progressed  and  the  price  of  living  aog 
meuted,  many  of  these  persons,  discharged  by  their  employers  or  de 
nounced  to  the  authorities,  were  turned  into  the  street,  only  to  k 
arrested  and  imprisoned.  In  one  of  the  prisons,  which  I  visiteid  sois^ 
three  or  four  weeks  since,  I  found  seventy-four  persons  of  this  class.  I 
arranged  for  the  release  of  most  of  them,  and  have  had  them  comfort 
ably  cared  fof(  and  with  the  promise  of  the  French  authorities  that  tber 
shall  be  protected.  There  are  others  yet  in  prison,  and  I  hope  soon  t« 
complete  an  arrangement  for  the  release  of  all  who  do  not  stand  cbRrgvd 
with  some  criminal  offense.  Not  a  day  passes  now  that  there  ia  no: 
some  new  application  for  assistance.  I  have  now  one  hundred  and  fiftr 
that  I  am  providing  for.  From  the  Prussian  fund  still  remaining  in  or 
hands,  I  think  I  have  sufficient  to  take  care  of  them  till  the  end  of  tbe 
siege. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  duties  imposed  upon  me  inxirtiu 
of  the  functions  with  which  I  have  been  charged  in  this  regard  bave 
been  laborious,  responsible,  and  delicate,  and  it  is  perhaps  too  nocb  fo 
expect  that  I  have  discharged  them  in  a  manner  entirely  satisfactory  to 
both  the  belligerent  powers  and  to  my  own  government.  My  positiofl 
has  sometimes  been  very  embarrassing,  l^oue  of  the  writers  on  public 
law,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find,  have  laid  down  any  rale  to  be 
observed,  or  refer  in  any  manner  as  to  what  is  proper  to  be  done  bjth^ 
representative  of  a  neutral  power  charjged  with  the  protection  of  tbt 
subjects  of  one  belligerent  power  remaining  in  the  country  of  the  tnemj 
during  a  state  of  war.  I  have  had,  therefore,  to  grope  somewhat  in  tbo 
dark  and  do  the  best  I  could.  I  have  not  shrunk  from  any  dutjoraDf 
labor.  During  two  months  I  was  occupied  every  day  from  twelr«  t(f 
eighteen  hours.  When  the  pressure  for  the  departure  of  the  G^mv^ 
was  the  greatest,  I  went  myself  to  the  railroad  depot  at  night,  aff^'' 
working  all  day  at  my  legation,  and  remained  till  midnight  to  soperiD* 
tend  their  departure  and  to  seek  out  and  provide  for  cases  of  extreoe 
destitution  that  had  not  been  made  known.    Yon  will  permit  me  to  si! 
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that  whatever  services  I  have  been  able  to  render  have  been  rendered 
"J"^*  "''''°K'j  and  most  cheerfully,  for,  with  the  means  80  getieroasly 
placed  at  my  disposal  by  the  Prossian  Government,  I  have  had  the  satia- 
laction  of  relieving  a  vaat  amount  of  snffering  and  misery.  It  is  pleas- 
ant u>  know  that  no  complaint  of  any  German  has  ever  reached  this 
legation  of  a  failaro  ou  my  part  to  do  everything  that  could  properly  be 
none  «>}"  me  in  respect  of  protection,  advice,  or  assistance.  On  the  other 
nana,  nil  citisses  have  signifled  to  me  their  thankfulness  and  gratitude 
lor  what  1  have  bt^n  able  to  do  for  them.

8iR :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  30th  of  November, 
vith  the  inclosed  list  of  German  prisoners  of  war  held  in  Paris. 

In  relation  to  the  desire  expressed  by  Mr.  Jules  Favre  to  obtain  in 
'xchp.nge  a  list  of  the  French  prisoners  of  war  confined  in  Germany, 
1  have  had  tc^consnlt  in  the  first  place  with  my  colleague,  the  minister 
3^  war.  It  appears  from  a  communication  which  he  has  just  sent  me 
t>  I  this  subject  that  the  names  alone  would  require  about  3,000  sheets, 
t^at  is  12,000  pages  of  writing,  at  the  rate  of  25  to  30  names  per  page ; 
'^  labor,  therefore,  which  would  take  much  time,  and  could  not  be  com- 
pleted within  some  months. 

Tbe  Government  of  the  King  will  be  entirely  willing  to  send  him, 
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Idressed  to  the  delegation  of  the  French  Government  at  Tours,  against 
le  proceedings 'employed  with  regard  to  the  German  sailors  of  the 
)ininercial  marine,  pointing  out  the  fact  that  by  their  condition  they 
re  foreign  to  the  military  operations,  and  that  the  French  Government 
oes  beyond  its  riglits  in  holding  them  as  prisoners  of  war.  In  his  re- 
ly of  the  28th  of  October,  the  Count  de  Obaudordy  claimed  to  justify 
ills  mode  of  action  by  arguments  drawn  from  the  ancient  maritime 
rdinances  of  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and  eighteenth  centuries,  the  stipu- 
itioimof  which  are  in  flagrant  contradiction  with  the  principlesof  modern 
Irilization,  alleging  that  our  sailors  of  the  commercial  marine  should 
lot  be  considered  as  disconnected  with  military  operations,  our  laws 
•erniitting  them  to  be  called  into  the  active  service  at  any  moment. 
!heHe  arguments  were  answered  by  me  in  a  note  addressed  to  the  <lele- 
:ation  of  the  French  Government  at  Tours  on  the  16th  of  November, 
Abicb  remains  as  3*et  without  reply. 
1  pointed  out  ]>articularly  that  if  the  mere  possibility  of  being  called 
nto  the  service  established  in  the  eyes  of  the  French  Government  the 
igbt  to  hold  as  prisoners  of  war  peaceable  citizens  who  were  solely 
)ccapied  with  their  trade,  we  would  have  an  incontestable  right,  and 
31)6  mach  better  founded,  to  seize  everv  Frenchman  who  fell  into  our 
power — all  French  citizens,  without  exception,  under  forty-five  years  of 
age,  being  called  into  the  service.  The  King's  government  can  only 
adhere  to  thiH  view,  which  seems  in  all  respects  well  founded,  and  which 
vill  not  permit  it  to  surrender,  in  exchange  for  peaceable  citizens  whose 
captivity  is  in  contnuliction  with  the  principles  of  modern  law,  ofiicers 
ana  subalterns  called  to  render  active  and  immediate  service  in  the 
French  army.  In  giving  up  an  equal  number  of  French  citizens  arrested 
and  confined  in  Germany  as  hostages  for  the  safety  of  the  sailors  of  the 
commercial  marine,  it  believes  that  it  ofiters  a  just  equivalent  for  their 
liberation. 

If  the  government  of  the  National  Defense  persists  in  making  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  sailor  a  condition  of  the  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war, 
it  is  necessary  to  renounce  an  agreement  on  this  measure,and  the  King's 
government  will  confine  itself  to  arresting  in  all  the  French  cities,  as 
tbey  are  occupied  by  our  troops,  the  principal  inhabitants,  who  will  be 
treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  will  undergo  the  same  fate  as  our  sailors 
of  tbe  commercial  marine  unjustly  retained  as  captives  in  France.

Sir:  It  appears  by  an  official  report  to  the  military  authority  that  on 
le  23(1  of  this  month  shots  were  fired  by  French  soldiers  at  the  German 
Qicer  charged  with  taking  letters  to  the  advanced  posts  of  the  enemy 
t  tlie  moment  when  he  was  about  to  leave  the  bridge  of  Sevres,  and 
rhile  the  flags  of  truce  were  flying  on  both  sides. . 
At  the  commencement  of  the  war,  oar  officers,  and  the  trumpeters  who 
iccornpanied  them,  were  often,  I  may  say  regularly,  victims  of  the  dis- 
vjiard  by  the  French  troops  of  the  rights  of  the  bearers  of  flags  of  truce ; 
t  became  necessary  to  give  up  all  communication  of  this  kind,  in  order 
0  no  longer  expose  our  jsoldiers  to  the  dangers  which  appeared  to  be 
nseparable  from  it.  For  some  time  past  they  seem  to  have  retnrne<i 
to  a  stricter  observance  of  the  law  of  nations  universally  recognized, 
iod  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  regular  relations  with  Paris,  estab- 
tisiied  with  a  special  view  to  facilitating  the  sending  out  of  dispatches 
lioiu  your  legation.

Sir:  Nothing  of  very  great  importance  has  taken  place  during  the 
ast  week.  The  French  have  been  driven  off  the  plateau  of  Avron  by 
^  Pnisijian  artillery,  and  three  of  the  French  forts  have  been  severely 
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bombarded.  No  very  great  dama^re  baa  as  yet  been  done  to  tbe  forts 
but  I  think  the  French  military  aathontiea  have  been  greatly  sarprised 
at  the  long  range  and  heavy  metal  of  the  Prussian  gins.  Many  peo](lf 
are  now  predicting  that  the  Prussians  will  have  possession  of  one  of  the 
French  i'orts  before  long.  Such  possession  would  enable  them  to  bom 
bard  the  city.  As  for  myself,  I  have  no  information  to  enable  me  to  fona 
any  opinion  on  the  subject.  The  excessive  and  ezceptioiHil  oold  weatbtr 
coutinues,  and  the  suffering  in  the  city  is  steadily  increasing.  Tbe  f»! 
famine  is  likely  to  become  as  severe  as  the  food  famine.  The  deaths  n 
the  city  for  the  last  week,  independent  of  the  number  dying  in  theniil 
tary  hospitals,  amounted  to  the  frightful  number  of  3,280.  Great  d> 
content  is  now  prevailiug  among  the  poorer  classes,  but  yet  there  s^ecs 
to  be  a  disposition  to  hold  out  to  the  last  extremity.  Opinions  differ  ii 
to  the  length  of  time  the  city  can  stand,  but  I  think  the  prevailiDgiJfi 
is  that  it  will  not  surrender  till  the  1st  of  February.  There  ares^yv 
who  even  think  it  will  hold  out  longer  than  that.  Jt  is  all  8pecaUti<^ 
at  best.  I  have  myself  been  so  often  at  fault  on  this  subject  that  I  vd 
not  hazard  a  further  opinion. 

The  number  of  indigent  Germans  who  are  new  calling  on  me  for.'^^ 
sistance  is  increasing  fearfully.  It  amounts  today  to  sei^enteem  kuwdj^ 
and  fifty-three.  They  are  suffering  severely,  in  spite  of  all  I  can  ilo  (t 
them.  They  have  become  so  numerous  that  the  legation  could  iw; 
accommodate  them,  and  so  I  have  hired  a  small  room  on  the  grout  J 
ffoor  immediately  under  our  legation,  where  I  have  their  wants  adsiii- 
istered  to.  I  am  doing  everything  in  my  power  to  alleviate  the  snfltr- 
ings  of  these  unfortunate  people,  but  if  the  siege  continue  nineh  Ions*''* 
1  really  do  not  know  what  is  to  become  of  them,  for  the  time  is  fast  ^^ 
preaching  when  money  cannot  procure  what  is  necesaary  to  sostiij 
human  life.  My  position  in  this  regard  is  becoming  embarrasslDg  tJ 
the  last  degree. 

The  government  has  no  intelligence  whatever  from  the  ontside  world 
since  the  14th  ultimo.  I  have  Loudon  papers  of  the  23d  and  New  York 
papers  of  the  10th  ultimo,  but  I  cannot  make  their  contents  knowD.  TN* 
dispatches  I  have  received  from  you  will  be  acknowledged  in  aDOtb^V  \ 
communication.

On  Wednesday  night,  the  4th  instant,  a  bombard- 
ent  **en  r^gle"  was  commenced  against  the  "forts  of  the  south," 
lat  is,  against  Issy,  Yannes,  Montronge,  Bic^tre,  and  Ivry.  This 
ombardmeut  has  continued  up  to  this  time  with  great  fury,  though 
ith  some  short  interruptions.  It  is,  therefore,  now  nearly  five  days 
ince  the  Prussian  batteries  opened  their  fire  on  these  forts.  The  can- 
onading  of  some  of  them,  particularly  Yannes,  has  been  terrific,  but 
iie  military  reports,  while  acknowledging  the  extreme  violence  of  the 
re,  do  not  confess  to 'any  material  damage.  Whatever  injury  may 
ave  in  reality  been  inflicted  upon  any  of  the  forts,  one  thing  is  certain, 
o  fort  bas  yet  been  taken  or  even  silenced,  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
ome  of  them  have  replied  with  great  spirit,  and,  it  is  claimed,  with  con- 
iderable  effect.  But  what  is  more  serious  is  the  bombardment  of  the 
ity.  A  great  many  shells  have  fallen  in  the  city,  on  the  left  bank  of 
he  river,  particularly  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Luxembourg  and  the 
^antheon.  Some  twenty  or  thirty  people  have  been  killed  and  wounded, 
ncludiDg  women  and  children,  but  no  very  great  damage  has  been  done 
o  the  buildings.  This  bomharijment  of  the  cit^'  must  be  considered  as 
in  incident  to  the  bombardment  of  the  forts  (the  shells  passing  the 
brts  and  coming  into  the  city),  for,  I  take  it,  no  premeditated  bombard- 
nent  of  the  place  would  be  commenced  until  due  notice  thereof  had 
3een  given  and  a  surrender  demanded.  And  I  assume,  farther,  that  the 
iiplomatic  corps  remaining  near  the  government  in  Paris  would  be 
luly  notified  in  case  a  regular  bombardment  were  to  be  commenced. 
A.nd  yet  it  may  be  said  that,  in  point  of/actj  tbe  city  is  under  bombard- 
ment to-day.  The  matter  is  assuming  a  grave  asi>ecr,  and  Mr.  Kern,  the 
ioyen  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  will  call  the  body  together  to-morrow  to 
determine  what  action  may  be  necessary  in  the  premises. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  people  of  Paris  are  greatly  surprised  to 
find  that  the  enemy  can  send  his  shells  into  the  very  he^irt  of  tlieir  city, 
for  it  has  always  been  contended  that  such  a  thing  was  impossible  with- 
out the  possession  of  one  of  the  French  forts.  I  am  quite  confident 
that  my  residence  can  now  be  reached  by  the  Prussian  batteries,  but  it 
is  doubtful  whether  the  legation  is  within  the  reach  of  any  battery  yet 
opened.  If  the  shells  begin  to  fall  in  a  too  close  proximity  to  us,  we 
shall  have  to  remove  to  some  safer  place,  provided  it  can  be  found. 

There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  discontent  in  the  city  during  the  past 
week.    It  has  not,  however,  taken  the  direction  of  a  cry  for  peace  or 
sorrender,  but  resulting  in  a  sharp  arraignment  of  the  government  for 
a  failure  to  perform  its  whole  duty.    On  Thursday  last  an  address  to  the 
people  of  Paris,  signed  by  a  large  number  of  persons  calling  them- 
selves **'  Delegates  of  the  twenty  arrondissemen  ts  of  Paris,"  was  placarded 
in  a  large  red  hamlbill.    I  send  the  address  herewith,  as  cut  from  one 
of  the  journals.    Although  a  great  many  people  said  the  arraignment 
was  partially  just,  yet  but  few  were  willing  to  accept  the  remedy  pro- 
posed, by  replacing  the  government  of  the  National  Defense  by  the  revo- 
lutionary commune.    They  evidently  adopted  Mr.  Lincoln's  theory,  that 
it  was  no  time  to  swap  horses  while  swimming  a  river.   The  consequence 
was  that  the  handbills  were  torn  down  as  fast  as  they  were  put  up, 
even  in  the  most  turbulent  parts  of  the  city.    General  Trochu  made 
this  trouble  the  occasion  of  issuing  another  proclamation,  a  copy  of  which 
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portions  as  to  leave  no  doobt  as  to  its  true  cfaaracter.    Bombs,  in  ir 

iireasiiig  namberti,  coDtiUQed  to  tall  in  tbe  interior  of  tbe  city,  not  odI; 

iipou  private  buildioga,  bat  npon  hospitals,  schools,  churches,  ambc 

laDceB,  prisons,   &a.,  and  men,  women,  and  cliildreo,  in  considerab) 

numbers,  were  killed  and  wounded.

In  view  of  tb 

gravity  of  the  situation  tbe  diplomatic  corps  (nnd  tbe  consuls  acttn 

iu  tbe  absence  of  their  respective  legations)  was  convened  to  couside 

vbat  was  proper  for  them  to  do,  looking  to  tbe  protection  of  the  live 

and  property  of  their  countrymen  now  in  Pariti.    After  several  meeting

Civil  officials  have  been  arrested  and  some  of  them  sent  t 
Gennany,  partly  for  trial,  partly  to  be  kept  iu  safe  custody,  because  the, 
Hve  acted  iu  a  matter  prejudicial  to  the  security  of  the  German  forcet 
Of  to  tbe  interest  of  oar  occupation. 

,  %  the  letter  of  Mr.  Tissot  I  learn  that  one  of  them,  Mr.  Garceai 
pSenieBrdes  ponts  et  chauss^es,  arrested  for  having  refused  to  coutinu 
iiauQiciai  functions,  has  done  so  iu  obedience  to  au  order  of  his  Freuc 
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It  appears  from  this  communicatioii  that  as  soon  as  the  minister  of 
rar  learned  of  the  resalatioii  adopted  with  regard  to  Mr.  FontaiDe  he 
asteoed  to  set  at  liberty  the  three  hostages  talcen  at  Domr^iny  to  guar- 
iitee  the  safety  and  lead  to  the  liberatiou  of  the  latter.  The  demand 
oritaioed  in  the  docomeDt  aouesed  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  de  Thile,  to  send 
lack  to  France  a  Freoch  officer  in  exchange  for  Mr.  Fontaine,  could  not 
te  acceded  to  becaose,  in  bis  character  of  man  of  letters,  he  stands  iu 
he  same  category  as  the  captains  of  German  merchantmen  held  nn- 
ustly  in  France.  I  take  advantage  of  the  occasion  to  make  the  obser- 
vation in  regard  to  the  latter  that  information  worthy  of  belief,  contrary 
LO  the  evidence  easily  obtained  in  their  sad  condition  by  the  French 
iiutborities,  leaves  no  doubt  in  regard  to  the  bad  treatment  to  which 
cbey  have  been  subjected  in  their  captivity.  The  German  antboritiea 
consider  themselves  obliged,  in  consequence  of  this  information,  to  still 
increase  the  namber  of  hostages  detained  at  Bremen  by  having  a  certain 
number  of  perHons  arreuted  iit  different  French  cities,  to  be  held  in 
Uermany  until  the  French  authorities  consent  to  set  at  liberty  the  cap- 
tains of  the  merchant- marine  whom  tbey  have  seqaestered.

t«rs,  after  having  been  examined  and  found  to  contain  no  allasion  to  military  or  politi- 
Lai  matters,  have  been  delivered. 

A  very  few  letters  have  come  to  me  addressed  to  people  of  nationalities  other  than 
Frencb;  and  after  examining  them  and  finding  that  they  contained  no  allasion  to  mil- 
itary events,  I  cansed  them  also  to  be  delivered.  Perhaps  in  half  a  dozen  oases  I  have 
lelivered  some  very  brief  notes  to  French  people  well  known  to  me,  but  only  after  the 
most  Rcrapnlons  examination  which  showed  them  to  contain  absolutely  nothing  but 
refereDce  to  family  matters.  And  I  may  say  that  nine  out  of  ten  of  the  small  number 
of  letters  I  have  received  through  my  dispatch-bag  have  not  been  delivered  by  me  at 
al],  aa  I  conridered  that  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  your  understanding  of  what  the 
bag  mi|;ht  contain.  I  have  to  remark,  therefore,  that  no  letters,  received  through  my 
dispatch-bag  from  London,  have  ever  gone  out  of  this  legation  which  contained  any- 
thlog  Id  regard  to  military  or  political  events,  or  containing  anything  in  the  least  de- 
gree compromising  to  either  of  the  belligerents;  and  1  beg  to  say  further,  that  I  have 
equally  guarded  the  contents  of  my  outgoing  bag. 

Iq  this  connection  permit  me  to  observe  that  you  will  find  inclosed  herewith  an  en* 
velope,  containing  certain  letters  addressed  to  persons  in  Paris,  and  which  you  sent  to 
me  by  the  last  parlementaire.  I  know  nothing  of  these  persons,  and  I  know  no  reason 
why  I  should  deliver  the  letters.    I  therefore  have  the  honor  to  return  them  to  you. 

As  you  suggest  that  the  extracts  of  the  balloon  letters  prove  that  Colonel  Hoffman 
was  expected  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  epistolary  correspondence,  I  am  authorized* 
by  bim  to  state  that  he  has  no  idea  of  the  parties  who  wrote  two  of  the  letters  in 
which  bis  name  has  been  used,  and  he  denies  in  the  most  emphatic  manner  that  they< 
coQid  have  been  authorized  to  use  his  name  in  any  way.    As  to  the  other  party,  Mra. 
Chandor,  an  American  lady,  whom  he  says  he  found  in  great  distress  on  account  of  the 
sickness  of  her  children  with  the  small-pox,  in  Brussels,  he  consented  to  have  informa- 
tion sent  to  him  in  regard  to  them.    He  had  no  conception  that  this  act  of  pure  kind- 
DC3S  would  be  taken  advantage  of  to  get  in  a  letter  to  the  gentleman  therein  named, 
whom  he  had  never  heard  of.   I  make  haste  to  speak  of  Colonel  Hoff'man  as  a  gentleman 
of  the  most  unquestioned  loyalty  and  honor,  a  man  who  thoroughly  appreciates  his  duties 
and  obligations,  and  holds  to  a  most  rigorons  observance  of  them.    I  have  no  idea  wko 
the  writer  of  the  letters  is  who  speaks  of  receiving  news  by  the  *^  intermediary  of  Mr. 
Washbame,"  but  I  do  know  that  he  never  had  any  authority  from  me  to  use  my  name 
in  that  way,  and  in  doing  so  was  guilty  of  a  gross  impertinence  and  a  gross  outrage, 
I  beg  to  thank  your  excellency  for  your  prompt  transmission  of  my  bag  to  London^ 
in  accordance  with  the  request  of  my  letter  of  the  13th  instant. 

In  relation  to  the  suggestion  which  your  excellency  makes,  that  my  dispatch-bag 
shall  be  sent  directly  to  Washington,  not  to  be  opened  in  London,  I  have  to  state  that 
sncb  an  arrangement  would  deprive  me  of  communicating  with  the  United  States 
legation  in  London,  and  through  that  legation,  in  case  of  need,  with  the  Washington 
Government  by  telegraph. 

In  regard  to  sendiUg  my  dispatches  from  Washington  in  a  bag  made  up  there  to  bo 

transmitted  directly  to  me  here,  its  practical  operation  at  the  present  time  would  be 

to  deprive  me  of  all  communication  f^m  my  government.    Mv  weekly  dispatches 

from  Mr.  Fish  for  the  last  four  weeks  are  now  on  their  way  from  Washington  to  Paris. 

U I  am  deprived  of  a  bag  from  London,  those  dispatches,  therefore,  could  not  reach  me 

under  the  seal  of  my  government,  which  is  the  only  way  that  I  would  feel  authorized  to 

feoeive  them.    Independent  of  that,  it  will  take  between  three  and  four  weeks  for  me 

to  get  a  letter  to  Washington,  requesting  that  the  bag  may  be  made  up  there  directly 

for  Paris.    In  the  mean  time,  dispatches  to  me  would  be  coming  weexly  toLondooy 

with  the  expectation  that  I  should  recei  ve  them  in  the  usual  manner.    And  further^ 

after  my  letter  should  have  finally  reached  Washington,  requesting  that  the  bag  should 

be  made  up  there  for  Paris,  it  would  take  the  contents  of  such  bag  three  or  four  weeks 

more  to  reach  me. 

Hence,  your  excellency  will  perceive  that  if  I  should  receive  no  bag  from  London  I 
thoQjd  be  deprived  of  hearing  from  Mr.  Fish  for  a  period  of  some  three  months. 

With  a  knowledge,  therefore,  of  the  views  of  my  government  on  this  subject,  and  its 
^pinion  that  it  has  a  right  to  promptly  communicate  with  me  as  its  representative  near 
h  1^^^^°^^^^  ^^  France,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  acquiesce  in  the  arrangement 
Which  you  have  done  me  the  honor  to  recommend.  I  have  concluded,  therefore,  to 
^ttd  yon  by  the  parlementaire,  which  I  hope  to  obtain  for  Tuesday  next,  my  dispatch- 
ah^  Li^^***^  *"  *^*  usual  way  to  the  United  States  dispatch-agent  in  London.

^^at  of  respect,  dne  alike  to  myself,  as  well  as  to  the  government  which  I  have  the 
^  ttor  to  represent,  I  should  feel  compelled  to  decline  receiving  or  transmitting  any 

Jpatch-bag  or  any  communication  through  your  military  lines  upon  terms  and  con- 
"  "oDs  which  might  be  construed  as  implying  a  distrust  of  my  good  faith  and  of  the 
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[out  Valerien.    There  has  beea  no  offieial  statement  of  the  French 
illed  and  wonaded,  and  the  number  of  men  placed  hors  du  combat 
The  number  of  killed  and  woanded  is  variously  estimated  at  from  four 
^ei^bt  thousand*    I,  of  course,  have  no  means  of  judging  as  to  the 
)rreciness  of  any  of  these  estimates. 

Tbe  attack  was  not  renewed  on  Friday  morning,  but  on  the  other 
md  the  troops  began  coming  into  the  city.  The  national  guard  par- 
cipated  largely  in  this  sortidj  and  it  is  said  that  they  fought  very  cred- 
ably.  The  complete  failure  of  the  movementi  with  so  great  a  loss  of 
en,  produced  a  very  profound  impression  in  the  cit^  on  Friday.  The 
eliDg  became  very  much  intensified  toward  evening,  when  the  gov- 
'nment  published  a  pigeon  dispatch  stating  that  Chanzy  had  been  do- 
ated,  and  had  lost  two  thousand  prisoners  and  twelve  guns.  The 
ntation  in  the  evening  became  intense,  particularly  in  the  revolution- 
7  parts  of  the  city,  and  the  clubs  were  crowded  with  an  exasperated 
id  excited  population. 

On  Saturday  the  excitement  was  still  greater,  and  the  most  violent 
id  revolationary  movements  were  set  on  foot  in  Belleville,  La  Yillette, 
id  Montmartre.  Measures  having  been  concocted,  on  Saturday  night 
le  prison  of  Mazas  was  attacked  and  many  of  the  insurrectionists  of 
le  31st  October,  who  were  there  imprisoned,  were  set  at  liberty,  and 
Qong  them  Flourens,  who  was  the  leader  of  the  iineute  of  that  date, 
would  seem  extraordinary  that  in  a  city  where  there  are  five  hundred 
ousand  soldiers  a  prison  like  that  of  Mazas  should  have  been  left  to 
\  captured  by  an  insignificant  body  of  men.  It  is  said,  however,  that 
e  prison  was  not  actually /oreeef,  but  was  opened  by  the  treachery  of 
e  director. 

On  Sunday  (yesterday)  the  Journal  Officiel  announced  that  the  com- 
andant-inchief  of  the  army  of  Paris  would  henceforth  be  separated 
9tD  the  presidency  of  the  government;  thatOeneral  Yinoy  was  made 
tnmander-in-chief  of  the  army  of  Paris ;  that  the  title  and  functions  of 
e  government  of  Paris  were  suppressed ;  that  Oeneral  Trochu  would 
\  continued  as  the  president  of  the  government.  This  was  considered 
half-way  measure,  and  did  not  seem  to  give  general  satisfaction.  It 
!is  claimed  that  Trochu  had  completely  lost  the  public  confidence,  and 
at  he  ongfat  no  longer  to  occupy  any  position  whatever  in  the  gov- 
ninent. 

During  all  the  day  of  Saturday,  and  on  Saturday  night,  arrangements 
ere  being  made  by  certain  turbulent  spirits,  and  by  some  battalions 
the  national  guard  from  Belleville,  in  addition  to  attacking  Mazas,  to 
ake  an  attack  on  the  government. 

Hence,  after  they  had  delivered  the  prisoners  from  Mazas  they  at- 
mpted  to  seize  the  mairie  of  the  twentieth  arrondissement  (which  in- 
ades  Belleville),  and  to  install  themselves  there  as  the  headquarters 
'  the  insurrection.  They  remained  there  long  enough  to  steal  all  the 
*ead  which  had  been  laid  aside  for  the  poor.  Notices  of  the  invasion 
'  tbe  mairie^  having  been  conveyed  to  the  military  commander  in  that 
iction  of  the  city,  he  proceeded  hither  with  a  few  companies  of  the 
idonal  guard,  and  very  soon  summarily  expelled  the  insurgents. 
About  one  o^clock  in  theafbernoon  of  yesterday  crowds  of  people,  inclnd- 
ig  men,  women,  and  children,  particularly  from  Belleville,  began  flow- 
g  toward  the  Hd!»l  de  Ville,  crying  ^^ Donnez-nous  du  pairij^  ^^Nous 
ourrons  defaim^  "  Yivt  la  Commune!^  "J.  bos  Trochu!^  After  remain' 
igin  the  greatsquare  in  front  of  the  Hdtel  de  Ville  for  an  hour  or  two  the 
x>wd  began  slowly  to  disperse.  About  three  o'clock,  however,  a  troop 
fallout  five  hundred menarrivedinfrontofthehdtel.    They  marcliediu 
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Ot'def  with  shouldered  arms,  and  with  drams  beating  the  charge.  They 
massed  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  hdtel,  crying  ^^J.  bos  TrockuT 
^^Tive  la  Commum!^  After  some  parleying,  shots  were  fired  from  tbe 
ranks  of  the  mob,  and  an  officer  of  the  garde  mobile  received  three  balls 
and  fell  seriously  wounded  upon  the  sidewalk.  Then  an  indiscriminate 
firing  took  place  between  the  mobiles  guarding  the  Hotel  de  Yille  and 
the  rioters.  Some  of  the  insurgents  had  posted  themselves  iu  hoasei 
opposite  the  Hdtel  de  Yille  and  directed  a  fire  against  the  windows  ot 
the  first  story  of  the  building.  They  also  threw  out  a  certain  number 
of  bombs  and  explosive  balls.  And  now  the  rappel  commenced  to  l^eat 
in  the  quarters  near  to  the  Hdtel  de  Yille,  and  soon  afterward  in  otber 
localities.  The  national  guards  everywhere  rallied  with  great  alacritv 
to  sustain  public  order,  and  in  a  few  minutes  tbe  insurgents  were  pat 
ingloriously  to  flight.  The  Journal  Officiel  of  this  roornini;  says  xhr 
in  this  '* combat*'  there  have  been  five  persons  killed  and  eighter^L 
wounded.  There  has  since  been  no  further  trouble.  It  was  quiet  all 
last  night,  and  the  most  perfect  tranquillity  reigns  today. 

Yinoy  is  fully  installed  as  the  commander  of  the  army  of  Pari^  atii 
has  issued  a  soldierly  order  of  the  day.  His  position  is  one  of  the  mn>- 
difficult  that  was  ever  undertaken  by  a  soldier,  and  of  course  it  is  id!' 
for  me  to  speculate  as  to  the  line  of  action  which  he  will  adopt. 

The  government  published  yesterday  morning  a  dispatch  fromChr»ii£t. 
dated  the  16th  of  January,  which  showed  that  his  army  was  iu  a  very 
bad  position.  This  news  has  added  still  further  to  the  discouragemefit 
of  the  people  of  Paris,  but  no  whisper  of  surrender  is  yet  heard.  Id  all 
of  these  terrible  circumstances  no  man  talks  either  of  surrender  ont 
peace.  Tbe  bombardment  has  so  far  utterly  failed  of  accomplishiD; 
what  was  its  apparent  object.  This  is  the  nineteenth  day,  and  its  efiect^ 
now  are  not  as  great  as  they  have  been.  The  number  of  killed  ^^ 
wounded  cannot  exceed  three  hundred,  and  the  material  danaage  is  oo( 
very  great.^  No  fort  has  either  been  or  is  likely  to  be  taken ;  and  I  boid 
to  my  opinion  that  the  city  will  only  be  taken  by  famine.  It  may,  bov- 
ever,  fall  suddenly,  and  the  siege,  now  extended  over  four  long  mootltN 
be  ended  before  this  dispatch  shall  reach  you.  The  government  seeiD^ 
to  have  suddenly  waked  up  to  an  unusual  degree  of  energy.  The  Jour- 
nal Officiel  of  this  morning  publishes  one  decree  suppressing  all  ti)f 
clubs;  another  decree  to  facilitate  the  rapid  administration  of  military 
tustice,  and  yet  another  suppressing  the  red  republican  journal^  I^ 
Unveil  and  Le  Combat. 

Tbe  number  of  deaths  in  the  city  per  week  is  still  increasing.  h%si 
week  the  number  reached  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixtyiirc 
(4,465),  not  counting  the  deaths  in  the  hospitals,  which  are  estimateti 
for  the  last  week  at  one  thousand. 

The  weather  has  moderated  very  much,  and  the  suffering  by  cold  bas 
been  greatly  alleviated.

Sib  :  The  crisis  has  at  last  beoQ  reached.    In  my  dispatch  of  a  wed 
ago,  No.  351, 1  spoke  of  the  discouraging^  state  of  things  in  Paris,  bat 
of  tbe  still  resolute  detern^ination  of  the  people  not  to  sarrender.   I 
added,  however,  that  the  city  might  fall  suddenly,  and  the  siege  be 
ended  before  my  dispatch  sbonld  reach  yon.    The  distorbances  of  San- 
day,  tbe  22d  instant,  and  the  additional  news  which  the  govemnMot 
received  on  Monday,  of  the  substantial  defeat  of  all  the  ontside  armies, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  utter  impossibility  to  feed  Paris  bat  a  fc« 
days  longer,  all  taken  together  imperatively  demanded  immediale  »- 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  French  authorities.    Paris  had  held  oat  beyond 
every  reasonable  calculation,  and  the  population  had  soffered  all  the 
horrors  of  famine,  cold,  and  bombardment.     From  the  27th  of  tbi9 
month  only  seven  days  of  provisions  remained,  limiting  to  each  one  only 
the  small  possible  amount  necessary  to  sustain  human  life.    On  Moo- 
day  evening,  a  week  ago,  negotiations  were  commenced  at  Versailles 
between  Mr.  Jules  Favre  and  the  Count  de  Bismarck.    Of  coarse  tbe 
greatest  anxiety  has  existed  in  Paris  as  to  what  would  be  the  result  ot 
those  negotiations.    The  general  idea  has  been  that  Paris,  resisting  to 
the  end,  would  have  to  capitulate  unconditionally.    Such  a  thiog  as 
a  general  armistice  was  not  contemplated,  and  while  Paris  shoald  &fl 
into  the  hands  of  the  Prussians,  it  was  supposed  that  the  govemmeot 
of  the  National  Defense  would  still  hold  its  existence  in  tbe  proviooe^ 
and  continue  the  war  h  outrance.    I  was  myself  inclined  to  take  the  saiue 
opinion,  and  in  view  of  tbe  probable  fact  that  in  case  of  a  sarrender 
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here  would  be  do  shadow  of  a  government  of  France  at  PariSt  I  wrote 
.o  you  ijQ  my  No.  338,  asking  for  instmetions  as  to  the  course  I  shoald 
>ur8ae  in  each  an  emergency.  I  thought  that  it  would  be  necessary  in 
iuch  case  to  leave  I^aris  and  repair  to  the  seat  of  the  French  Govern- 
nent.  Instead  of  tbe  absolute  surrender  of  the  city  and  the  military 
possession  of  it  by  tlie  Prussians,  we  have  the  armistice,  a  copy  of  which^ 
trom  tbe  ofBcial  journal,  I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  herewith.  I  do 
pot  TOO  anything  in  the  present  situation  which  will  necessitate  my  leav- 
ing Paris  to  repair  to  Bordeaux,  for  the  seat  of  government  will  remain 
here  nntil  such  a  time  at  least  as  the  armistice  shall  expire  and  peace 
fail  to  be  made. 

I  also  send  you  the  decree  of  the  government  of  the  national  defense 
convokiD£^  the  national  assembly  at  Bordeaux  on  the  12th  proximo,  and 
also  fixing^  tbe  number  of  delegates  to  the  assembly.  You  will  see  that

^^  impossible  for  me  to  admit  that  the  reclamations  which  the  signerSi 
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of  the  letter  have  done  me  the  honor  to  address  to  me,  find  \u  the  priooipks  of  iaten^- 
tional  law  the  authority  necessary  to  justify  them.    It  is  undeniable  that  the  detenu- 
nation,  standing  alone  in  modern  history,  to  transform  the  capital  of  a  great  coQutrr 
into  a  fortress,  and  to  make  a  vast  fortified  camp  of  its  environs,  iDclading  nearly  three 
millions  of  inhabitants,  has  created  for  those  inhabitants  a  distreasing  state  of  thinn! 
which  is  mnch  to  be  regretted.    The  responsibility  falls  exclnsively  apoa  those  who 
have  chosen  to  make  of  this  capital  a  fortress  and  a  battle-field.     Under  all  cirr^s- 
stanoes,  those  persons  who  have  chosen  their  residence  in  a  fortress,  and  cootinncd  of 
their  own  accord  to  reside  there  daring  the  war,  should  have  been  prepared  for  \ljr 
inconveniences  which  have  ensued. 

Paris  being  the  most  important  fortress  in  France,  in  which  the  enemy  has  con«> 
trated  his  principal  forces,  which,  from  their  fortified  positions  in  the  midst  of  th" 
I>opulation,  constantly  attack  the  German  armies  by  their  sorties  and  by  the  fin  < 
their  artillery,  no  fjrood  reason  can  be  alleged  why  the  German  generals  should  givf  n; 
the  attack  upon  this  fortified  ]|K>sition,  or  conduct  their  military  operations  ioamsnEtf 
which  would  be  iu  contradiction  with  the  object  they  have  in  view. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  recall  to  you,  in  this  place,  that  on  onr  side  nothing  baa  W-: 
neglected  to  preserve  the  poaceiul  proportion  of  the  population  belonging  to  uectii 
conntries  from  the  inconveniences  and  the  dangers  inseparable  from  a  siege.  On  *Ju 
26th  of  September  last,  the  secretary  of  state,  Mr.  de  Thile,  addressed  a  eiroular  opos 
this  subject  to  the  ministers  accredited  to  Berlin,  and  I  stated  for  my  i>art,  in  alette: 
bearing  date  October  10th  last,  addressed  to  his  excellency  the  Papal  noocio,  tai 
•other  diplomatic  agents  still  residing  at  Paris,  that  the  inhabitants  wonld  heoc^oHk 
have  to  bear  the  effects  of  military  operations.  A  second  circular,  dated  October  4i 
lastj  attempted  t-o  show  the  consequences  which  must  result  to  the  civil  popalatios  d 
Pans  from  a  resistance  prolonged  to  extremities.  On  the  29th  of  the  same  month  tt- 
contents  of  this  circular  were  communicated  by  me  to  the  minister  of  the  United  8toi» 
of  America,  whom  I  begged  at  the  same  time  to  communicato  it  to  the  members  of  tii' 
diplomatic  corps.  It  results,  from  what  precedes,  that  warnings  and  recommendAtioi« 
to  leave  the  besieged  city  have  not  been  wanting  to  the  subjects  of  the  nentral  ftowen. 
although  these  warnings,  inspired  by  a  sentiment  of  humanity  and  by  the  oonsidetatiia 
which  we  desire  to  show  toward  citizens  belonging  to  friendly  nations,  are  aa  little  pr^ 
scribed  by  the  principles  of  international  law  as  the  permissions  which  weregnm 
to  pass  our  lines. 

The  recognized  usages  and  principles  of  the  law  of  nations  reqniie  still  leas  that  tb« 
besieger  should  notify  the  besieged  of  the  military  operations  which  he  tbinki  it 
necessary  to  undertake  in  the  course  of  the  siege,  as  I  have  already  had  the  hooor  t  ■ 
state  as  regards  the  bombardment,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  Jules  Favie  on  tbe  i^ 
of  September  last. 

It  was  evident  that  the  bombardment  of  Paris  must  take  place  if  resistanee  wispn- 
lonffed,  and  it  was  therefore  to  be  looked  for. 

Although  an  example  of  a  fortified  city  of  such  importance,  and  inclosing  witbio  it^ 
walls  armies  and  material  of  war  so  numerous  and  abundant,  was  unknown  to  Vattel. 
he  says  upon  this  subiect : 

**  To  destroy  a  city  by  shells  and  hot  shot  is  an  extremity  which  most  not  be  resoct^i 
to  without  very  strong  reasons.  But  it  is  authorized,  however,  by  the  laws  of  w. 
when  it  is  impossible  to  reduce  otherwise  an  important  place,  upon  which  may  d«p(sd 
the  success  of  the  war,  or  which  may  serve  to  inflict  dangerous  blows." 

In  the  present  case,  it  would  be  the  more  unjustifiable  to  raise  an  objection  agiia^ 
the  siege  of  Paris,  inasmuch  as  our  intention  is  not  at  all  to  destroy  the  eity,  (wbieb 
would,  nowever,  be  permissible,  according  to  the  principle  laid  down  by  Yattel).  bet 
to  render  untenable  the  central  and  fortified  position  where  the  French  army  prepaid 
its  attacks  upon  the  German  troops,  and  which  serves  them  for  a  place  of  Ttioge  a^ 
such  attacks.  I  take  the  liberty  finally  to  remind  yon,  sir,  as  well  as  the  other  6i£o«s 
of  the  letter  of  the  13th  instant,  that  aher  the  warnings  had  been  given,  which  I  u^' 
recalled  to  your  recollections,  it  was  nevertheless  permitted  during  wh<de  mouths  tr 
thoae  neutrals  who  made  the  request,  to  pass  our  lines  without  other  reaferiotioo  tbac 
their  identity  and  their  nationality  should  be  certified,  and  that  to  this  day  oor  aTsa^ 
postes  place  at  the  disposition  of  the  members  of  tbe  corps  diplomatic,  and  of  tb<ve 
persons  whose  presence  is  required  by  their  governments  or  by  their  diplomatic  a|«otN 
the  safe-conduct  necessary  for  them  to  pursue  their  journey.  Many  of  the  ngntino^ 
the  letter  of  January  13 th  instant  were  notified  some  months  since  that  tbey  eooM 
pass  our  lines,  and  they  have  for  a  long  time  had  the  authorization  of  their  respeetiT'* 
governments  to  leave  Paris.  Hundreds  of  subjects  of  the  neutral  powers,  whose  repre* 
sentatives  have  addressed  to  us  the  same  requests  in  their  favor,  are  in  a  similar  poei* 
tion.  We  have  no  authentic  knowledge  of  the  reasons  which  have  prevented  tb<o 
from  availing  themselves  of  a  permission  which  they  have  had  for  a  long  tioM;  bet  if 
private  communications  are  to  be  believed,  it  is  the  French  authorities  who  bare  of- 
posed  their  departure,  and  even  that  of  the  diplomatic  representatives.  If  this  iniof- 
mation  is  correct,  we  can  only  recommend  to  those  who  are  compelled  against  tbeir 
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II  to  remain  in  Paris  to  adilress  their  complaints  and  their  protestations  to  the  rep- 
•entatives  of  the  existing  power.  Under  all  oi reams tancea,  I  feel  aathorized,  after 
lat  I  have  stated,  not  to  admit,  as  far  as  the  G(3rmin  authorities  are  ooncerned,  the 
iertioD  contained  in  the  letter  of  January  13th  instant,  that  the  oonntrymen  of  the 
in^TB  have  been  prevented  from  withdrawing  themselves  from  danger  by  the  **  diffi- 
Ities  opposed  to  their  departure  by  the  belligerents/' 

We  will  even  maintain,  at  this  day,  the  permission  accorded  to  the  members  of  tbe 
p\oTnatic  corps  to  pass  our  lines,  considering  this  to  be  a  dnty  of  international 
urtesy,  however  difficult  and  injurious  it  may  be  to  our  military  operations  in  the 
esent  state  of  the  siege.  As  regards  their  numerous  couutrymen,  I  regret  that  I  can- 
»l.  at  the  present  day,  see  any  mode,  other  than  the  surrender  of  Parts,  for  them  to 
irbdraw  themselves  from  the  dangers  inseparable  from  the  siege  of  a  fortress. 
If  it  wer<3  admissible  in  a  military  point  of  view  to  organize  the  departure  from  Paris 
a  portion  of  the  population,  which  may  readily  be  estimated  at  riO,000  men,  with 
leir  families  and  their  property,  we  should  not  have  the  supplies  to  feed  them,  or  be 
j]e  to  provide  for  their  transportation  the  means  which  would  be  necessary  to  enable 
iemtocro«B  the  zone  which  the  French  authorities  caused  to  be  abandoned  and  stripped 
f  all  its  resoaroes  before  the  investment  of  the  city.  We  find  ourselves  in  the  sad  con- 
irion  of  entire  inability  to  subordinate  military  operations  to  the  sympathies  with 
;hich  the  «affertn«;s  of  the  civil  population  of  Paris  inspire  us.  Our  line  of  conduct  is 
ij^oroosly  prescribed  by  the  necessities  of  war,  and  by  the  duty  of  guarding  our  troops 
^inst  new  attacks  by  the  enemy's  army.  After  onr  conscientious  observance  of  the 
^ouveniioQ  of  Geneva,  which  we  have  given  proof  of  under  the  most  difficult  ciroum- 
sISDces,  it  wonld  be  superfluous  to  give  the  assurance  that  the  German  artillery  does  not 
direct  its  fire  intentionally  upon  buildings  occupied  by  women,  children,  and  sick  per- 
M)Q8.  In  consequence  of  the  very  nature  of  the  fortifications  of  Paris,  and  of  the  dis- 
taoce  at  which  our  batteries  are  still  placed,  it  is  as  difficult  for  us  to  prevent  damage 
by  accident  to  buildings  which  we  would  desire  to  spare  as  to  prevent  wounds  from 
being  inflicted  upon  the  civil  population,  which  are  to  be  deplored  in  every  ^iege.  If 
these  painful  accidents,  which  we  sincerely  regret,  occur  in  Paris  on  a  larger  scale  than 
io  other  besicKed  fortresses,  we  must  conclude  that  either  it  should  not  have  been  con- 
vetted  into  a  fortress,  or  that  it  should  not  have  prolonged  its  defense  beyond  a  certain 
]>eriod.  In  no  case  can  it  l»e  permitted  to  any  people,  after  having  declared  war  against 
ita  neighbors,  to  preserve  its  principal  fortress  from  surrender  by  invoking  the  kind 
consideration  of  the  enemy  for  the  inoffensive  population ,  for  the  foreigners  who  dwell 
in  the  fortress,  or  for  the  hospitals  which  may  be  there,  in  the  midst  of  which  its  troops 
seek  shelter,  and  where,  after  each  of  their  attacks,  they  are  edabled  to  prepare  others 
under  the  shelter  of  these  hospitals.

The 
Qfferings  of  the  poor  in  all  parts  of  France  where  the  hostile  armies 
ave  been,  are  so  terrible  that  it  is  very  hard  to  discriminate  as  to  the 
ocalities  where  aid  shall  be  sent. 

I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  benevolent  parties  who  have  made  this

Sib  :  I  returned  from  Brussels  to  Paris  on  Wednesday  last,  after  an 
absence  of  a  few  days  on  a  visit  to  my  family,  and  have  since  been  con- 
fined to  my  bed  by  a  severe  bilious  attack.    Things  have  progressed  in 
^  very  quiet  and  satisfactory  manner  since  the  armistice.    Provisions 
bave  come  rapidly  into  the  city  and  there  is  now  no  further  want.    I 
bave  not  been  out  of  my  house  since  my  return,  but  I  am  told  there  has 
been  the  most  wonderful  change  in  the  appearance  of  things  all  over 
the  city ;  and  if,  happily,  peace  should  come  to  France,  we  shall  all  soon 
forget  tbe  horrors  of  the  last  few  months.     Yon  must  receive  quite  as 
^Tly  and  quite  as  full  accounts  as  1  do  oi  the  proceedings  at  Bordeaux. 
Hatters  are  taking  a  more  favorable  shape  there  than  I  had  supposed 
they  would.    Thiers  is  to-day  the  leading  spirit  in  France,  and  I  antici- 
pate that  in  due  time  we  shall  have  a  government  called  a  ^*  Republic," 
^itb  Thiers  at  its  head.    There  are  many,  however,  who  insist  that  the 
Orleans  dynasty  will  come  in.

The  news  of 
le  signing  of  the  tretity  was  received  in  Paris  on  Sauday  evening,  and 
;  created,  as  yon  may  well  understsuid,  a  very  profound  impression, 
he  condition  that  a  portion  of  Paris  is  to  be  occupied  by  thirty  thon* 
ind  German  troops  until  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  has  produced  an 
itense  feeling,  but  I  am  in  hopes  the  city  will  pass  through  this  trying 
rdeal  withont  any  scenes  of  violence.  It  was  generally  supposed  that 
le  greater  part  of  the  German  army  about  Paris  would  make  a  tri- 
mphaot  entry  into  the  city,  marching  through  its  principal  avennes, 
at  without  quartering  in  any  part  of  it.  The  change  in  the  proposed 
rogrnmrne,  by  having  a  smaller  number  of  the  troops  enter  and  remain 
ere  until  the  peace  is  ratified  at  Bordeanx,  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
lis  partial  occupation  of  the  city  was  intended  as  a  pressure  on  the 
ational  Assembly  to  hasten  its  action.  The  government  has  made  a 
trong  appeal,  connseling  forbearance  and  m^eration,  and  the  press 
as,  with  great  unanimity,  seconded  such  appeal.  Indeed,  by  a  slip 
rbich  I  cut  from  one  of  the  journals  and  inclose  to  you  herewith,  you 
rill  see  that  the  publication  of  all  the  newspapers  of  Paris  is  to  be«8ns* 
ended  during  the  Prussian  occupation.  Our  legation  is  situated  in 
dat  part  of  the  city  which  is  to  be  occupied  by  the  German  troops,  and 
:  is  in  this  part  that  the  greatest  number  of  American  residents  have 
beir  apartments.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  alarm  felt  by  our 
ouDtrymen  lest  the  German  troops  might  be  quartered  upon  them,  but 
yesterday  wrote  Count  Bismarck  on  the  subject,  and  called  his  atten- 
Ion  to  the  correspondence  between  Mr.  Bancroft  and  Mr.  von  Thile  in  re- 
ard  to  the  protection  of  American  property  in  the  event  of  the  entry 
f  German  troops  into  Paris,  to  the  end  that  such  orders  might  be  given 
y  their  military  authcMrities  as  would  secure  protection  to  all  American 
ropert  J  in  the  city.  I  will  say  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  of  the 
fttificatioB  of  the  treaty  by  the  assembly  at  Bordeaux.  You  undoubt- 
dly  will  have  the  full  text  of  it  by  telegraph  long  before  this  dispatch 
rill  reach  yon,  and  you  will  be  able  to  form  a  judgment  upon  it,  and 
etermioe  in  your  own  mind  whether  the  peace  now  to  be  secured  will 
e  a  lasting  one.  It  is  impossible  to  tell  what  will  be  the  infinence  of 
ime  upon  the  French  people,  but  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  to-day 
here  exists  all  over  France  such  a  feeling  of  hatred  toward  the  Prus- 
lans  as  is  almost  withont  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  nations.  The 
rticle  which  I  send  you  herewith  from  the  Si^le,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
blest  of  the  French  journals,  will  give  you  a  pretty  good  idea  of  the 
•revailiDg  sentiment  in  France  upon  this  subject. 
The  principal  negotiators  of  the  treaty  on  the  French  side  were 
lessrs.  l%iers  and  Favre.  A  more  cruel  task  was  probably  never  before 
mposed  on  patriotic  men,  and  it  was  only  during  the  final  hours  of  the 
irmistice  that  the  treaty  was  signed.  I  am  advised  by  the  most  reliable 
Dtbority  that  the  great  ^*  hitch  "  wae  in  regard  to  the  cession  of  the 
''ortress  of  Belfort.  That  was  persistently  demanded  by  the  Germans 
iod  equally  persistently  refnscMl  by  the  French  negotiators,  and  at  last 
ir.  Thiers  declared  absolutely  that  he  would  sign  no  treaty  which  ceded 
^elfort,  though  the  Germans  were  willing  to  agree  that  they  would  not 
inter  Paris  if  they  could  have  Belfort.  I  think  the  retention  of  this 
mportant  fortress  by  France  will  4o  much  to  reconcile  the  Parisians  to 
he  entry  of  the  Germans  into  their  city.  Some  of  the  American  resi- 
lents  of  Paris  have  already  returned  here,  and  as  soon  as  peace  shall 
lave  been  definitely  made,  and  the  railroad  trains  shall  be  running 
egularly  for  passengers  and  baggage,  I  shall  expect  to  see  them  all 
)ack.    There  has  been  considerable  alarm  expressed  as  to  the  future 
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health  of  the  city,  but  I  believe  it  is  withoat  any  reasooable  foaQdati(m. 
The  namber  of  deaths  per  week  is  decreasing.  Provisions  are  now  pl^tj 
and  cheaper  than  before  the  siege.  The  great  want  here  now  Ib  Ui« 
means  of  locomotion,  the  greater  number  of  the  horses  having  been 
killed  for  food  during  the  siege,  but  as  soon  as  peace  is  made  that  waot 
will  be  supplied.  Paris  has  already  become  again  quite  Parisian,  and 
during  the  last  few  pleasant  days  the  streets  have  been  filled  by  tbe 
same  light-hearted  population,  presenting  that  cheerful  aspect  whid 
so  peculiarly  belongs  to  this  historic  city.  But  when  you  go  outside  tbe 
walls  the  destruction  and  devastation  of  war  can  hardly  be  described. 
The  most  fearful  and  complete  change  is  at  St.  Cloud;  that  beautiful 
village,  with  its  magnificent  palace,  rich  in  the  associations  of  centmies, 
is  literally  one  mass  of  ruins.  The  Bois  de  Boulogne,  stripped  of  its  tree& 
is  a  sad  sight,  recalling  to  mind  the  fate  which  befell  it  under  somewhat 
similar  circumstances  in  1815.  The  interior  of  Paris  is  not  much  changed. 
A  great  many  large  and  beautiful  trees  on  many  of  the  avenues  har^ 
been  cut  down,  but  the  smaller  trees  are  left  standing,  so  the  alteratioD 
is  not  so  great  as  to  be  much  remarked.

Sib  :  My  messenger  to  London,  who  was  to  have  left  this  fcomw,. 
was  unable  to  get  off  and  onlj  leaves  this  evening.    I  have  batlii^^^  ^ 
add  to  my  dispatch  of  yesterday,  TSo^  376.    At  an  early  hoar  thiii^    ^ 
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Dg  I  received  a  note  from  Mr.  Jales  Favre,  advising  me  of  the  ratifica- 
ioD  of  tbe  treaty  at  Bordeaax,  and  saying  that  he  should  go  to  Yer- 
tailles  this  morning  and  demand  from  Mr.  Bismarck  its  immediate  exe- 
cution. I  at  once  sent  yon  a  telegram  to  that  effect,  a  copy  of  which 
rou  will  find  in  a  separate  dispatch.  I  had  nnderstood  from  Mr.  Favre 
:bat  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  was  that  the  German  troops 
iboold  leave  Paris  immediately  on  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  by  the 
National  Assembly.  I  had  supposed,  therefore,  that  such  troops  would 
have  left  Paris  in  the  conrse  of  this  afternoon.  Sach,  however,  is  not 
the  case,  for  at  this  honr  (6  o'clock  p.  ni.)  there  seems  to  be  a  larger 
number  of  German  troops  in  the  city  than  there  was  at  any  time  yester- 
day. Everything,  however,  is  perfectly  quiet.  The  Champs  Blysdes, 
from  the  Arc  of  Triumph  to  the  Place  de  la  Concorde,  has  to-day  been 
crowded  with  German  soldiers,  and  this  afternoon  I  saw  great  numbers 
of  French  people  on  the  avenue  mingling  with  them.  The  shops  and 
restaurants  in  many  parts  of  the  city  remaip  closed,  but  in  other  parts, 
more  remote  from  the  portion  occupied  by  the  Germans,  everything  is 
goiug  on  as  usual.  In  driving  out  through  the  Boulevard  du  Temple 
to  tbe  Bastile,  and  returning  by  the  Bue  St.  Antoine  and  the  Bue  de 
Rivoli,  as  far  as  the  Hotel  de  Ville,  I  found  the  stores  all  open,  the 
omnibuses  and  carriages  in  the  street  as  usual,  and  the  streets  filled 
^ith  people.  No  one  could  have  supposed  that  the  hated  enemy  of 
France  held  military  occupation  of  the  city.  The  day  has  been  remark* 
ably  pleasant.  In  all  parts  of  the  city  where  I  have  been,  in  which  cir- 
culation has  not  been  interdicted  by  the  military  authorities,  the  streets 
have  been  crowded  with  people,  but  yet  there  was  no  unusual  excite- 
ment anywhere. 

Lieutenant  General  Sheridan,  accompanied  by  a  member  of  his  staff, 
Oeneral  Forsyth,  arrived  here  this  afternoon  from  Bordeaux,  which 
city  be  left  at  6  oi'clock  last  evening.  I  understand  from  him  that  he 
proposes  to  remain  in  the  city  for  some  time.

Consummatum  est  In  my  No.  379  I 
spoke  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  by  the  National  Assembly  at  Bur 
deaux,  my  notification  of  the  fact  by  Mr.  Jules  Favre,  and  the  apparec: 
delay  of  the  German  troops  in  leaving  Paris. 

These  troops,  that  is,  the  thirty  thousand  of  them,  the  number  stipa 
lated  in  the  treaty,  came  in,  as  I  wrote  you,  on  Wednesday,  the  L< 
day  of  this  month.  The  third  article  of  the  treaty  provided  that  imiD^ 
diately  after  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  by  the  National  Assembly 
sitting  at  Bordeaux,  the  German  troops  should  quit  the  interior  of 
Paris.  The  ratification  of  the  treaty  was  had  on  Wednesday  evening. 
and  the  fact  was  telegraphed  immediately  to  Mr.  Jules  Favre.  At  ^ 
o'clock  on  the  next  morning  he  left  for  Versailles  to  demand,  io  con- 
formity  to  its  provisions,  the  immediate  evacnation  of  the  interior  of 
Paris.  The  German  headquarters,  however,  refused  to  receive  the  tel 
egraphic  intelligence  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  fact  of  ratification. 
and  insisted  upon  a  regularly  certified  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
National  Assembly.  It  was  not  until  eleven  o'clock  on  Thursday  monH 
ing  that  the  special  messenger  arrived  from  Bordeaux  with  a  regol^i^y 
certified  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  assembly  ratifying  the  treaty^ 
and  at  half  past  twelve  Mr.  Jules  Favre,  then  armed  with  the  offici^ 
documents,  again  proceeded  to  Versailles  to  <^im  the  exchange  of  rati* 
jications.  But  it  was  not  until  nine  o'clock  ovthat  evening  (Thursdaj' 
that  the  details  for  the  evacuation  were  regulated  by  the  Freoch  aotl 
German  military  authorities.  It  was  agreed  that  the  evacaation  sboold 
commence  the  next  (Friday)  morning  at  eight  o'clock,  and  terminate  at 
eleven.  The  German  troops  commen<^  moving  oat  at  the  appoint^ 
time,  marching  up  the  Champs  Elysees  and  passing  under  the  Arch  of

Triamph,  with  great  cheering.  At  eleven  o'clock  precisely  the  last 
German  soldier  passed  throagh  the  gate  of  the  Porte  Maillot,  and  Paris 
breathed  free.  Daring  the  occupation  there  was  a  good  deal  of  excite- 
ment in  that  portion  of  the  city  occupied  by  the  German  troops,  but 
there  was  no  serious  di&turbanoe  anywhere.  Indeed,  everything  passed 
off  much  better  than  could  have  been  anticipated.  No  sooner  were  the 
troops  fairly  on  their  way  out  of  the  city  than  the  closed  stores,  cafSs, 
restaurants,  and  hotels  threw  open  their  doors,  the  avenue  Champs  Ely- 
8^3  was  swept  and  sprinkled,  and  the  magnificent  fountains  in  the  Place 
de  la  Concorde  began  to  play.  At  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  (the 
day  was  splendid)  all  the  invested  part  of  the  city,  which  had  for  two 
days  been  under  the  guise  of  a  funeral  pall,  presented  a  most  gay  and 
cheerful  aspect,  and  the  people  looked  far  happier  than  I  had  seen  them 
for  many  long  months.

Sib  :  According  to  your  instructions,  I  took  the  necessary  steps  to 
have  released  from  the  prefecture  depot  the  74  German  subjects  who, 
having  entered  Paris  without  leave,  bad  been  arrested  by  the  national 
gaard  and  taken  to  the  prefecture  for  protection,  some  of  them  being 
bearers  of  large  sums  of  money,  obligations,  and  so  forth.  They  were 
yesterday  afternoon  conveyed  to  the  Gate  St.  Lazare  in  cellular  car- 
riages, and  thence  by  rail  to  Versailles,  taken  care  of  by  the  German 
military  authorities  for  the  night,  and  were  forwarded  to-day  by  military 
train  to  Germany. 

The  exasperated  state  of  the  Paris  population  rendered  great  precau- 
tions necessar}',  and  their  departure  was  fortunately  effected  safely,  and 
at  a  small  expense  of  108  francs,  including  relief  of  98  francs  to  the  des- 
titute. 

The  Germans  detained  for  safety  at  the  Prison  de  la  Santi  and  Com- 
^mnauU  des  Scdurs  de  la  Croix  are  being  liberated,  a  few  at  a  time,  so  as 
not  to  draw  attention  to  them.  Of  these  some  thirty  will  probably  wish 
to  return  to  their  country.  Measures  have  been  taken  ^o  carry  them  to 
J-^gpey,  where  they  will  take  the  German  military  trains  for  their  homes, 
having  received  a  small  amount  of  pecuniary  aid  from  this  legation. 
Allow  me  to  add,  sir;  that  I  have  throughout  received  all  aid  and  court- 
esy from  the  French  police,  prison  and  public  authorities,  in  the  dis- 
patch of  this  business.

SiH   I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  you  herewith  a  report  made  to  me 
y  niy  private  secretary  in  regard  to  the  release  from  prison  of  certain 
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Germans  wLo  had  been  in  Paris  daring  the  aiege,  and  who  had  been 
arrested  by  the  national  guard  and  taken  to  the  prefecture  for  pro- 
tection. 

I  had  the  honor  to  address  yon  a  brief  note  on  the  3d  instant,  caUing 
your  attention  to  the  large  namber  of  Germans  to  whom  I  was  giTin^; 
assistance  and  who  are  anxioas  to  leave  Paris.  I  have  not  yet  had  the 
pleasure  of  receiving  a  reply  to  such  a  note. 

I  am  again  constrained  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  for  the 
reason  that  the  position  of  these  poor  people  is  becoming  worse  aai 
worse  every  day,  for  since  the  peace  the  hostility  of  the  people  of  Pan* 
to  the  Germans  remaining  here  has  greatly  increased,  and  threats  an 
freely  made  that  no  German  shall  be  permitted  under  any  circumstaiiG^ 
to  remain  in  Paris.  There  is  danger  that  acts  of  violence  wiU  be  torn- 
mitted  upon  Germans  who  are  now  here.  Indeed  such  acts  have  alreadj 
been  committed.  Several  of  their  places  of  business  have  been  brokec 
into  and  the  contents  destroyed. 

An  anti-Prussian  league  has  been  formed  and  is  sending  aroaisd 
anonymous  letters  to  Germans,  warning  them  to  leave  in  twentyfou 
hours  or  take  the  consequences  of  remaining. 

One  of  the  city  new8pax)ers,  of  large  circulation,  has  published  a  notk-e 
which  has  been  placed  upon  the  walls,  calling  upon  all  persons  vb-i 
know  of  Germans  remaining  in  the  city  to  send  in  their  names,  which  is 
for  the  purpose  of  having  them  denounced  to  the  public 

I  send  you  inclosed  two  copies  of  the  Paris  Journal,  in  which  yon  wi! 
see  many  of  these  denunciations.  My  advice  is  that  Germans  should  n^< 
come  to  Paris  during  the  present  excited  state  of  feeling. 

I  have  thus  far  seen  no  indisposition  on  the  part  of  the  French  as 
thorities  to  protect,  as  far  as  they  can,  the  persons  and  property  of  the 
Germans,  but  under  present  circumstances  I  fear  that  it  will  be  imi>os-

'eign  affairSf  where  he  will  hold  his  official  receptions.    The  council 
ministers,  however,  is  to  hold  its  meetings  at  Versailles.    The  pro- 
^dings  of  the  assembly  will  be  vastly  important,  and  will  be  watched 
th  the  greatest  interest.    Its  great  mission  will  be  to  legislate  for  the 
mediate  exigencies  of  the  country,  but  it  is  not  supposed  that  it  will 
tempt  to  act  as  a  constituent  to  form  a  new  government,  without,  at 
J  rate,  obtaining  a  power  for  such  purpose  from  the  people  by  a  pleb- 
ite.     It  is  quite  evident  to  my  mind  that  the  tendency  of  the  country 
to  continue  the  republic,  as  the  only  form  of  government  which  can 
I  sustained  in  France  at  the  present  time.    But  political  events  are  so 
icertain  in  France,  that  it  is  unsafe  to  venture  predictions  as  to  what 
ay  happen.    Since  the  raising  of  the  siege,  some  half  a  dozen  very 
olent  newspapers  had  been  established,  which  were  daily  filled  with 
le  most  revolutionary  appeals,  and  teeming  with  iucitations  to  blood- 
ied and  civil  war.    A  few  days  ago  General  Vinoy,  military  com- 
andant  of  Paris,  issued  an  order,  not  only  suppressing  the  whole 
Itch,  bat  forbidding  other  papers  of  a  like  chanuster  to  appear  until 
le  siege  of  Paris  should  be  raised  by  direction  of  the  national  assembly, 
his  order  of  General  Vinoy  has  been  unfavorably  commented  upon  very 
enerally  by  the  press,  but  I  think  it  has  given  very  general  satisfac- 
on  to  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  Paris.    But  that  which  has 
-eated  more  talk  and  comment,  and  is,  in  my  judgment,  of  far  more 
prions  import,  has  been  the  action  of  some  regiments  of  the  national 
aard,  who  seized  upon  large  numbers  of  cannon  and  mitrailleuses,  some 
cro  weeks  since,  and  fortified  themselves  on  the  Butte  Montmartre. 
liese  people  have  set  up  a  sort  of  independciit  side-show  in  opposition 
)  the  government.    I  do  not  regard  any  great  degree  of  violence  as  prob- 
ble,  but  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  condition  of  the  lower  and  work- 
3g  classes  of  Paris  is  alarming.    Each  man  fit  to  bear  arms  has  been 
Dlisted  in  the  national  guard,  receiving  for  himself  a  franc  and  a  half  a 
lay,  and  an  additional  sum  for  his  wife,  if  married,  and  if  he  have 
hildren  a  certain  sum  for  every  child.    But  now,  it  having  become  neces- 
ary  to  disband  the  national  guard  and  stop  this  pay,  it  is  a  question 
if  the  greatest  gravity  what  is  to  befall  these  people.    Every  branch  of 
odustry  is  paralyzed ;  all  building  and  improvement  of  the  city  has 
)€en  stopped,  and  it  is  about  impossible  for  the  laborers  to  get  work. 

Nothing,  as  yet,  has  been  disclosed  as  to  the  projects  of  the  govern- 
Dent  for  raising  the  money  to  pay  off  its  indemnity  to  the  Germans, 
rbere  is  an  evident  disposition  in  all  circles  to  make  a  superhuman 
effort  to  satisfy  this  debt,  and  get  the  Germans  out  of  France  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  The  procuring  of  such  a  vast  amount  of 
money  will,  I  am  afraid,  interfere  very  much  with  the  negotiations  of  our 
new  five  per  cent.  loan.  To  raise  this  money  it  is  thought  France  will 
f>e  obliged  to  offer  its  securities  on  better  terms  than  our  new  loan  can 
be  had  at.  The  French  people  have  always  had  great  faith  in  their  own 
securities  and  in  their  own  national  credit,  and  do  not  generally  go 
abroad  after  investments* unless  they  can  purchase  foreign  securities  on 
terms  that  will  bring  them  higher  rates  than  their  own  will  yield.

Mt  Dkab  MimsTBB :  I  am  in  receipt  of  the  dispatoh  kindly  oomma- 
Dicated  to  me  by  yon,  addressed  to  yon  by  the  chancellor  of  the  empire, 
of  date  yesterday,  March  17,  and  by  which  the  chancellor  informs  you 
of  excesses  which  have  been  committed  on  the  persons  of  German  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  in  the  districts  occnpied  by  the  Grerman  troops.  Un- 
fortQuatdy  I  have  no  method  of  either  verifying  or  repressing  them. 

When  in  conformity  with  the  convention  signed  by  Oeneral  Oonnt  de 
Fabrics  and  the  minister  of  finances  the  French  administration  shall  be 
re-established,  we  will  be  able  to  intervene,  and  perhaps  we  will  also 
have  occasion  on  our  side  to  call  attention  to  acts  of  abnse  by  German 
soldiers  whose  proceedings  are  denounced  to  us  every  day  by  our  fellow- 
citizens.  What  I  can  promise  on  my  part  is,  that  the  government  will 
do  all  that  in  it  lies  to  protect  German  subjects  who  are  found  within 
its  territory,  asking  of  the  Prussian  authorities  to  give  orders  to  their 
troops  to  respect  discipline. 

As  to  the  war  taxes  exacted  from  Germsms,  the  statement  is  utterly 
inexact  and  I  beg  you  to  deny  it  when  yon  reply  to  Mr.  de  Bismarck.

Sib  :  In  my  No.  390,  of  day  before  yesterday,  I  alluded  to  the  insur- 
rectionary movements  in  Paris,  and  expressing  the  opinion  that  they 
woald  Dot  amount  to  much,  and  that  no  great  degree  of  vloleiice  was 
probable.  It  was  not  then  possible  for  me  to  conceive  that  in  a  little 
more  than  twenty-four  hours  from  that  time  Mr.  Thiers  and  all  the  mem- 
bers of  hb  government  would  be  obliged  to  flee  from  Paris,  and  that 
an  insarrectionary  committee  of  the  national  guard  would,  at  the 
moment  I  am  writing,  be  complete  masters  of  the  city.  Yet  such  is- 
the  fact.  The  attempt  of  the  government  to  dislodge  the  insurgents  at 
Montmartre,  and  to  get  possession  of  the  cannon  there,  installed  before 
aaybreak  yesterday  morning,  proved  a  complete  failure,,  the  troops  of 
the  line  fraternizing  with  the  national  guard  and  refusing  to  fire  upon 
them.  All  was  lost  from  that  moment,  though  the  government  did  not 
appear  to  realize  it,  and  various  feeble  demonstrations  were  made  during 
|he  day  to  vindicate  the  public  authority.  All  day  long,  whenever  the 
troops  of  the  line  and  the  national  guard  came  within  reach  of  each 
other,  they  reversed  their  muskets  in  token  of  peace.  Without  knowing 
the  fall  gravity  of  the  situation,  I  started  about  noon  yesterday  to* 
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make  a  trip  into  tbe  coantry.  On  my  retarn  at  six  o'clock  in  the  eTening. 
by  the  way  of  the  Bastile,  I  foand  the  circolation  for  carriages  interdicted 
on  the  principal  streets.  Being  tamed  into  the  by-streets,  I  soon  found 
my  way  impeded  by  barricades  which  had  beea  improvised,  and  erery* 
where  the  insurrectionary  national  gnard. .  After  making  Tanoostonip. 
however,  I  was  enabled  to  get  through  the  obstructed  quarter.  While 
I  saw  so  many  evidences  of  great  public  commotion,  I  had  no  idea  hoT 
serious  matters  were  until  this  morning,  when,  in  coming  down  to  mj 
legation,  I  found  the  city  full  of  the  most  fearful  rumors.  I  at  onn 
went  to  the  Foreign  Office,  and  found  that  Mr.  Jules  Favre  and  the  whok 
government  had  left  for  Versailles  at  half  past  nine  o'clock  last  night 
Leaving  the  Foreign  Office  and  going  to  the  boulevards,  the  inteUigenc^ 
of  the  shooting  of  Generals  Olement  Thomas,  and  Le<M>mpt,  by  the  in- 
surgent troops  yesterday,  was  confirmed,  and,  as  I  am  now  dicUiin^ 
this  dispatch,  Count  Sartiges  has  come  into  the  legation  to  say  tbt: 
General  Vinoy  was  also  shot  this  morning.  I  am  not  sure  bat  thesas^f 
fate  awaits  Ghanzy,  for  three  men  have  just  been  here  to  claim  my  pro- 
tection for  a  young  American,  who  is  his  aid,  and  who  was  arrested  viti 
him  yesterday,  and  both  of  whom  are  now  held  in  close  custody  by  tb? 
insurgent  troops.  The  ministry  of  the  interior  and  the  ministry  of  jo^ 
tice,  as  well  as  the  prefecture  of  police  and  the  Hotel  de  Yille,  are  oocg 
pied  by  the  insurgents.  The  central  committee  of  the  insurrectiooaif 
national  guard  has  issued  a  proclamation,  which  is  placarded  oa  tit 
w^ls  this  afternoon,  stating  that  they  have  taken  the  power  of  thegor 
ernment,  driven  out  the  members  thereof  who  betrayed  it ;  that  ^ei 
mission  so  far  is  ended,  and  they  call  upon  the  people  of  Paris  to  elect 
a  government  to-morrow.  The  regular  government  of  France,  consti- 
tuted by  the  will  of  the  people,  as  expressed  through  the  National 
Assembly  at  Bordeaux,  having  been  driven  from  Paris  by  the  insorref* 
tionary  movement,  and  established  itself  at  Versailles,  I  deem  it  my 
duty  to  follow  that  government,  and  shall,  therefore,  on  to-morrow  o: 
the  next  day,  remove  thither  with  the  legation,  leaving  one  of  the  sec- 
retaries in  charge  here.  Every  member  of  the  diplomatic  corps  vil! 
also  leave.  If  the  seat  of  government  shall  remain  at  Versailles,  vhiel 
is  now  very  doubtful,  my  removal  will  be  more  nominal  than  real,  for 
while  I  shall  have  my  official  residence  at  Versailles,  I  shall  come  iotu 
Paris  every  day.

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nish  a  sufficient  sam  to  all  who  wish  to  leave,  and  many  have  a  ready 
gone.  The  present  extraordinary  state  of  things  here  creates  rerr 
great  embarrassment  in  regard  to  yoar  people  now  in  Pans.  For  fear 
of  violence,  the  proprietors  are  beginning  to  drive  them  oat  of  their 
honses  under  orders  of  the  national  guard.  Having  no  longer  home« 
in  Paris,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  hostile  population,  I  am  sending  then 
out  of  the  city  to  Patin  as  fast  as  possible,  and  irom  there  I  hope  tber 
will  reach  your  lines.  I  have  no  doubt  your  military  authorities  wil! 
have  received  full  orders  to  give  every  protection  and  assistance  to  such 
of  your  countrymen  as  may  reach  them  from  here. 

While  I  propose  to  take  up  my  official  residence  at  Versailles,  it  ^± 
be  necessary  for  me  to  come  to  Paris  every  day  to  look  after  the  iDtefe»: 
of  my  own  countrymen,  as  well  as  to  protect  as  far  as  possible  the  sa'> 
jects  of  the  North  German  Confederation.  I  beg  to  assure  youreicei- 
lency  nothing  will  be  left  undone  by  me  to  afford  every  possible  pr.* 
tection,  aid,  and  assistance  to  your  countrymen.

Sib  :  I  addressed  yon  a  somewhat  hurried  dispatch,  No.  394,  onSiiL 
day  afternoon  last,  which  was  forwarded  to  Mr.  Moran,  at  LoodoD,  tob^ 
transmitted  to  yon  by  open  mail.    The  intelligence  which  I  sent  m 
you  by  telegraph  of  the  shooting  of  Greneral  Vinoy  was  incorrect,  tho# 
I  had  the  most  positive  assurance  that  it  was  true.    The  next  day  (20tb 
Paris  was  very  quiet,  and  no  very  great  number  of  national  guards  weiv 
to  be  seen  in  the  most  frequented  part  of  the  city,  many  people  hopic^ 
that  the  worst  was  over,  and  that  there  wonld  be  a  solation  of  tbe 
difficulties  in  some  unforeseen  manner.    I  went  out  to  YersaiUes  on  tha: 
day  to  see  what  was  the  situation  there.    The  National  Assemblv  bdd 
met  on  that  day,  and  nearly  all  the  deputies  were  present.    Very  littl*- 
was  accomplished.    I  was  nnable  to  see  Mr.  Jules  Favre,  and  I  retoraed 
to  Paris  in  the  evening.     There  were  large  numbers  of  the  troops  of  tbr 
line  (estimated  at  forty  thousand)  in  and  about  Versailles,  but  p^* 
doubts  were  expressed  whether  they  wonld  prove  true  to  the  goren 
ment  in  the  event  of  a  collision  with  the  insurrectionary  national  gn^- 
On  Monday  evening  some  fifty  Americans  gave  a  public  dinner  in  boD<^ 
of  Lieutenant-Oeneral  Sheridan  at  the 'Hotel  Splendide,  and  everTtiiiD|: 
in  that  central  portion  of  the  city  was  profoundly  tranquil  that  night. 
On  Tuesday  there  was  a  sort  of  dead,  fearful  calm  in  the  city,  wwi  a 
feeling  of  great  uneasiness.    In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  coiisiderabl<^ 
demonstration  made  by  persons  calling  themselves  friends  of  order,  m^° 
of  property  and  character,  who  went  entirely  unarmed.    The  effect  oi 
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bis  demonstration  was  to  inspire  some  confidence  among  tbe  friends  of 
*rder  and  to  exasperate  tiie  insurgents.  It  was  determined  to  repeat 
be  demonstration,  and  yesterday  a  shocking  occurrence  took  place, 
rbich  has  created  the  intensest  excitement  in  the  city.  An  interesting 
iccount  of  the  affair  is  given  by  Mr.  Moore,  the  assistant  secretary  of 
egation,  who  was  eye-witness,  and  which  I  send  herewith.  In  his  letter 
0  me  Mr.  Moore  does  not  allude  to  the  killing  of  an  American  citizen. 
)q  the  dead  l>ody  of  this  man  there  was  found  a  passport  issued  by  Mr. 
^ward  to  George  S.  Hanna,  but  he  had  cards  upon  his  person  bearing 
:be  name  of  George  H.  Teniel,  and  I  learn  he  is  a  young  man  from  Saint 
Lx)uis,  who  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  franc-tirenrs  during  the  war 
iiere.  I  ascertained  that  he  had  been  at  our  legation  in  company  with 
^oung  Mr.  Ghonteaa,  of  Saint  Louis,  and  I  went  to  the  banking-house  of 
Bowles  Bros.  &  Co.  this  afternoon  to  look  at  the  corpse,  but  I  could  not 
recognize  it  as  any  person  I  had  ever  seen  before.  General  Bead  took 
cbarge  of  the  body,  and  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  friends  of,  the 
deceased  in  Paris.  I  again  went  to  Versailles  yesterday  to  make  final 
arrangements  for  changing  my  official  residence  to  that  place.  I  pro- 
CQied  an  apartment  for  my  legation,  and  shall  take  up  my  residence 
(nominally,  at  least)  to-morrow.  The  business  of  the  legation  here  is  now 
very  large,  keeping  ns  all  constantly  engaged,  and  my  own  presence  in 
tbe  city  at  this  critical  period  seems  almost  indispensable.  I  shall, 
tberefore,  come  into  Paris  from  Versailles  abont  every  day,  in  the  in- 
terest of  my  countrymen  and  of  the  Germans,  with  whose  protection  I 
am  still  charged,  and  whose  sitnation  is  becoming  more  and  more  pre- 
carioas.  This  removal  to  Versailles  will  involve  quite  a  large  additional 
expeDse,  in  regard  to  which  I  would  be  glad  to  be  advised. 

I  was  down  in  the  city  at  one  o'clock  this  afternoon,  and  everything 
was  very  quiet.  The  friends  of  law  and  order  have  been  greatly 
strengthened  and  the  number  of  the  national  guards  who  are  loyal  to 
tbe  interests  of  order  is  increasing  very  rapidly.  Ten  thousand  of  them 
are  now  guarding  the  Bank  of  France,  and  they  hold  today  the  mayor- 
alty of  the  second  arrondissement.    . 

Iq  my  394, 1  spoke  of  an  American  who  was  an  aid  of  General  Chanzy, 
and  who  had  been  arrested  on  his  arrival  in  Paris.    I  took  immediate 
measares  to  ascertain  where  he  was,  in  order  to  have  him  released.    I 
sent  Mr.  McEean,  my  acting  private  secretary,  in  search  of  him  on  Sun- 
<lay  afternoon  last,  but  he  was  unable  to  find  out  anything  about  him. 
The  man,  however,  turned  up  at  my  legation  this  afternoon  while  I  was 
engaged  in  writing  this  dispatch.    His  name  is  J.  Schenowsky,  and  he 
was  late  brevet  captain  in  the  Fifth  United  States  Cavalry.    He  resigned 
m  position  in  the  Army  to  come  to  fight  for  France,  and  here  he  be- 
came the  chief  of  squadron  attached  to  the  cavalry  division  of  the  21st 
army  corps,  and  was  placed  upon  the  staff  of  General  Chanzy.    Chanzy 
QimseU  arrived  in  the  train,  from  Orleans  on  Saturday  night,  and  was 
arrested  by  the  national  guard  and  taken  to  prison.    Captain  Schenow- 
sfey  arrived  by  the  next  train,  at  three  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning,  and 
on  hi8  arrival  he  and  several  others.  Frenchmen,  were  arrested  and 
taken  off  by  the  same  guard.    He  was  kept  a  close  prisoner  until  one 
^ciock  on  Sunday  afternoon,  when,  showing  his  commission,  which  bore 
»Pon  Its  face  that  he  had  formerly  been  an  officer  in  the  United  States 
^jmy,be  was  released.  Feeling  very  anxious  about  his  old  commander, 
tn^^  ^tom  he  esteems  highly  as  a  brave  eoldier  and  whose  misfor- 
Ma    ^^siders  attributable  solely  to  the  character  of  his  troops,  on 
m^  '  ^^®^  he  attempted  to  visit  him,  and  even  after  receiving  an 
toonty  for  that  purpose  he  was  arrested  again  by  the  national  guard 
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aud  takeu  to  the  prefecture,  where  he  was  kept  in  ^<  durance  vile  "for 
some  six  or  seven  hours  and  then  again  released.  Another  mu^% 
Frenchman,  who  was  long  in  onr  service  during  the  rebdiion,  Mr.Uliic 
de  FiORville,  who,  I  believe,  was  in  the  engineer  service  of  General 
Warren-s  corps  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  who  has  been  serviog 
France  since  the  war,  was  also  arrested  b}'  the  national  guard,  bat  I 
learn  that  he  has  escai)ed  and  that  he  has  been  condemned  to  death  for 
*'  conturaary." 

Mr.  McKeau  has  given  me  a  very  interesting  account  of  his  searcbe^ 
for  Captain  Scheuowsky,  which  brings  vividly  to  mind  the  scenes  of  tbtr 
first  levolutiou.    He  says  that  in  com)>any  with  two  French  gentleinaj 
he  went  first  to  the  prison  where  Chauzy  had  been  incarcerated,  ia  \J^f 
avenue  d'ltalie.    It  was  in  one  of  the  most  wretched  quarters  of  Mou 
trouge.    The  streets  of  the  neighborhood  were  all  barricaded,  fomisbed 
with  cannon,  and  full  of  drunken  and  ferocious-looking  men.    Haviiip 
entered  the  prison  and  stated  the  object  of  their  visit,  two  captaios  o- 
the  troops  stationed  there  got  into  a  most  violent  dispate  aa  to  wbid 
of  them  were  in  authority.    The  one  who  had  actual  possession  of  the 
key  was  beastly  drunk,  but  he  finally  surrendered  it  to  the  other,  and 
they  were  admitted  into  the  prison.    They  found  there  only  one  maD«i 
Mr.  Edmond  Turquet,  a  member  of  the  National  Assembly  from  the  de 
partment  of  the  Aisne,  a  young  and  gallant-looking  man,  who  had  foo^ki 
with  brilliant  courage  under  Chanzy,  and  received  three  several  woands. 
He  was  on  his  way  to  the  meeting  of  the  assembly  at  Versailles,  Uii 
was  arrested  at  the  same  time  as  General  Chanzy.    Captain  Sohenowsky 
had  not  been  there,  but  Chanzy  had,  and  had  been  removed  to  the  prison 
de  la  Sante.    Here  they  learned  that  on  his  way  to  this  last  pms 
Chanzy  had  been  fallen  upon  by  the  mob,  kicked,  cuffed,  aud  heateu 
with  canes  and  sticks,  and  threatened  with  instant  deatii.    In  maidar 
further  searches  for  Captain  Sohenowsky,  they  went  to  the  prefectarv 
of  police,  between  eight  and  nine  o'clock  at  night.    All  the  nsoal  cfl^ 
trances  were  barred,  and  access  to  the  building  was  obtained  by  a  smtH 
side  door,  which  led  into  the  basement    There  they  were  ashered  ioU' 
a  little,  dark,  dismal  room,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  permiflsioo  ti* 
see  the  prefect.    Here  a  most  extraoniinary  spectacle  was  presented. 
The  room  was  densely  packed  with  soldiers  of  the  most  sinister  look,  i 
court-martial  was  being  held.    Three  desperate  and  savage-looking  meo. 
in  the  uniform  of  officers  of  the  national  guard,  were  sitting  at  a  soall 
table  in  one  comer  of  the  room,  which  was  lighted  by  a  diminatiTeoi' 
lamp  that  stood  upon  the  table.    Before  this  terriUe  tribunal  was  u 
raigned  a  resi)ectable-appearing  young  man  in  citizen  dress.    As  tbe} 
entered,  the  tribunal  was  upon  the  point  of  pronouncing  judgment,  but 
in  the  confusion  it  was  impossible  to  hear  what  it  was.    From  the  ve- 
hement protestations  of  the  young  man  and  the  intense  agony  in  wbieb 
he  appeared  to  be,  they  had  but  little  doubt  that  his  sentence  was  deatb. 
He  was  immediately  taken  in  charge  by  four  soldiers  and  hustled  outoi 
the  room,  probably  to  be  shot.    Finding  themselves  in  such  a  crovii. 
they  did  not  dare  to  make  any  inquiries  in  reference  to  what  the  seo- 
tence  really  was.    Mr.  McKean  went  to  the  prefecture  the  next  di^  \^ 
further  search  of  Captain  Sohenowsky,  and  while  there  three  re^)ecU- 
ble  men  were  brought  in  charged  with  wearing  a  badge  of  blue  ribboo. 
They  were  immediately  sent  down  to  this  self-constituted  revotationaf^ 
tribunal  in  the  cellar,  to  undergo  a  mock  trial,  and  very  likely  to  be 
condemned  and  shot.    It  is  only  by  visits  like  these  that  thd  world  will 
ever  get  an  inkling  of  the  terrible  atrocities  which  have  been  commit 
t<3d  during  this  new  reign  of  terror. 
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You  will  have  seen  by  the  telegraphic  dispatches,  and  by  the  news- 
papers I  send  yon,  the  proceedings  of  the  National  Assembly  at  Ver- 
sailles. Never  did  a  heavier  weight  rest  npon  the  shoulders  of  any 
leliberative  assembly  than  weighs  upon  the  body  at  Versailles  at  this 
:ime,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  it  can  save  France.  The  whole 
Lspect  now  is  sach  as  to  inspire  every  man  in  France  with  terror.  The 
;tate  of  things  in  Paris  today  is  without  a  parallel  in  its  history.  Since 
Batarday  evening  last  there  has  been  not  even  the  shadow  of  a  govern- 
ment in  this  city  of  two  millions  of  people.  There  is  nothing  bnt  a  di- 
rection, whose  behests  are  enforced  by  the  power  of  the  insurgent  na- 
tional gaard«  How  far  this  thing  will  go,  and  how  it  is  to  end,  it  is 
useless  for  me  to  predict,  for  you  will  know  by  telegraph  of  results  as 
they  occur,  long  before  this  reaches  you,  and  I  fear  that  which  I  am 
writing  will  be  old  news  and  of  little  interest.

Varis,  March  22,  1671. 

Sir  :  FoUowiDg  yoor  iDstraotioos,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  what  I  per- 
f^oDally  saw  at  the  collifiioa  which  took  place  this  afternoon  in  the  rae  de  la  Paix^  be- 
tween a  body  of  insurgent  national  guards  and  a  large  crowd  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  law-and-order  party  of  this  city. 

At  half  past  one  o'clock,  as  I  tamed  the  corner  of  the  rae  Neuve  des  Capnoiaes 
entering  the  rue  de  la  Paiz,  I  saw  a  large  body  of  men,  composed  about  equally  of  per- 
K>D8  in  the  nniform  of  the  national  guard  and  civilians,  coming  into  the  last-named 
^t^eet,  at  its  jnnctiou  with  the  Place  de  TOp^ra.    The  crowd  apneared  to  be  led  by  a 
few  nnder-offioers  of  the  national  guard  and  about  twenty  or  thirty  armed  soldiers. 
Whether  the  latter  belonged  to  the  insurgents,  and  were  being  driven  before  the  crowd, 
I  was  unable  at  the  moment  to  determine,  but  it  is  now  understood  that  they  formed 
4  part  of  the  law-and-order  party.    The  civilians  and  unarmed  soldiers  carried  ordinary 
walking-sticks  in  most  instances.    Fearing  the  consequences  of  remaining  in  the  crowd, 
I  entered  a  jeweler's  shop,  No.  10  rue  de  la  Paiz,  from  which  I  could  see  all   that 
transpired  in  that  thoroughfare  between  the  rue  Neuve  des  Capucines  and  rue  Neuve 
tiesPetites  Champa,  but  was  unable  to  look  into  the  Place  Vend6me,  where  a  considera- 
ble body  of  the  insurgent  national  guard  was  posted.    Across  the  rue  de  la  Pais  a  line  of 
theinsnrsents  was  drawn  at  thejnnctionof  thenie  Neuve  des  Capucines,  and  two  cannon 
were  stationed  immediately  in  their  rear.    As  I  entered  the  jeweler's  store  the  crowd 
pressed  by,  making  loud  cries  of  "Arm,  arm  yourselves ! "  and  "  Vive  la  r6publique ! " 
the  soldiers  loading  their  guns  and  the  others  brandishing  their  canes  high  in  the  air, 
as  they  sarged  on  toward  the  Place  Venddme.    In  a  moment  more  the  crowd  seemed 
to  oome  to  a  stand,  when  I  went  through  a  rear  door  of  the  store  and  entered  the  court- 
yard of  the  premises.    Finding  the  door  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  rue  de  la  Pai x  partly 
open,  I  went  to  it,  and  discovered  on  the  sidewalk  General  Chetlain,  the  American  con- 
sul at  Brussels,  among  the  crowd.    I  beckoned  him  in,  as  another  forward  movement 
of  the  law-and-order  party  had  then  commenced,  and  returned  to  the  jeweler's  store. 
The  crowd  pressed  on  more  furiously  than  before,  filling  the  air  with  cries  of  *'  Vive 
la r^pablique P  ''Vive  I'ordre!"  and  ''Arm,  arm  yourselves !"    In  about  two  minutes 
aBiDgle  gun  was  fired,  and  in  a  moment  more  a  general  tiring  of  small-armi^  com- 
meneed,  which  continued  about  ten  minutes.    The  firing  was  very  irregular,  and  d^d 
Dot  appear  to  be  by  platoon.    The  cannon  were  not  fireci.    Looking  from  the  store  in 
which  I  was,  I  saw  seven  men  fall  to  the  pavement,  two  of  whom  were  killed  in- 
•tantly.    A  person  in  citizen's  dress  who  attempted  to  succor  a  wounded  man  was  shot 
<lown  and  killed.    About  two  minutes  after  the  general  fusilade  had  ceased  a  single 
•"hot  was  fired  immediately  in  front  of  my  position.    General  Chetlain  tells  me  that 
tbifl  shot  waa  fired  at  a  man  already  wounded,  and  who  was  crawling  up  on  the  side- 
walk.   As  soon  as  quiet  had  somewhat  returned  I  again  went  into  the  court-yard  and 
ascended  to  the  first  story  of  the  apartment,  from  which  I  could  look  up  and  down  the 
ni«  de  la  Paix  its  entire  length.    In  the  window  of  the  parlor  of  Lieutenant-Geueral 
Jiberidan,  at  the  Westminster  Hotel,  immediately  opposite,  I  discovered  General  Mer- 
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ritt  aud  Mr.  Paul  S.  Forbes,  who  mast,  from  their  po&itioD,  have  been  able  to  see  &V> 
that  was  going  on.  Immediately  after  I  saw  General  Chetlain  safe  and  imide  ibc 
court-yard  into  which  I  had  called  him  at  the  moment  of  the  second  adrince  of  th«- 
crowd,  and  he  Joined  myself  and  a  friend.  We  remained  in  the  first  story  of  theftpin- 
ment  about  fifteen  minutes,  during  which  time  we  saw  the  dead  bodies  of  two  nee 
lying  on  the  opposite  sidewalk.  Both  of  these  bodies  were  carried  inside  the  inrar* 
gent  lines  at  the  Place  Veud6me.  General  Chetlain  informed  me  that  a  young  mu 
who  was  standing  in  the  me  de  laPaix,  a  few  feet  from  him,  was  shot  through  the  in;, 
and  had  his  wound  dressed  in  the  rear  ci^urt-yard  of  the  building  in  which  we  hsA 
taken  refage.  Comparative  order  having  been  restored.  General  Chetlain,  my  fneotl 
and  mvself  left  the  nouse  and  soon  gained  the  boulevards,  from  which  place  we  expe^ 
rienoed  no  difficulty  in  returning  home.  As  we  passed  No.  Id  rue  de  la  Paix,  we  u^ 
the  body  of  a  dead  old  man,  whose  head  had  been  terribly  mutilated  by  a  shot,  ai^l 
who  had  evidently  been  shot  down  on  the  edge  of  the  sidewalk,  for  the  marks  of  b^ 
crawling  to  the  place  where  he  died  gave  sufficient  proof  of  that  fact.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  this  day  takeo  qj; 
my  official  residence  near  the  Government  of  France  at  this  place,  aoo 
that  I  have  established  the  legation  of  the  (Jnited  States  at  No.  7  m 
de  Mademoiselle.  I  left  Paris  by  railroad  from  the  Havre  depot  at  half 
after  twelve.  That  depot  was  held  by  the  troops  of  order,  bat  when 
we  got  out  a  little  way,  at  BattignoUes,  we  were  arrested  by  the  insor 
rectionary  national  guard,  who  detained  the  train  an  hour  and  a  half  to 
look  for  soldiers,  suspected  persons,  and  to  examine  all  baggage.  On 
arriving  at  the  depot  here  all  the  passengers  were  required  to  show  their 
passes  and  to  give  up  any  revolutionary  papers,  particularly  the  boga> 
official  journal,  which  they  might  have.  The  election  for  the  commaDe. 
first  Hxed  for  Wednesday  last,  then  postponed  till  yesterday,  wheo  p) 
attempt  was  made  to  hold  it,  is  now  fixed  for  next  Sunday,  the  26th  in 
slant.  I  could  not  see  much  improvement  in  Paris  before  1  left  to-d«j. 
General  Cluseret  is  said  to  occupy  the  position  of  secretaiy  of  war. 
The  order  is  published  that  the  ^'  reactionary"  editors,  as  they  are  called, 
that  is,  the  editors  of  all  the  respectable  journals  in  Paris,  are  to  be  seot 
for  trial  to  the  '' committee  central";  in  other  words,  to  a  militaiy  tn 
bunal.  The  names  of  many  of  these  editors  were  already  in  the  lists  <>f 
proscriptions,  and  they  write  with  their  throats  literally  under  tiie  knife 
of  assassins. 

I  send  a  messenger  back  to  Paris  to-night  to  have  this  dispatch  gi) 
out  by  the  bag  which  leaves  for  London  this  evening.

^^1R:  Yon  did  me  the  houor  to  inform  me,  by  your  letter  of  the  17th  of  this  months 
that  a  BnlMcription  had  been  opened  in  Boston  with  the  object  of  sending  provisions 
to  those  French  families  which  have  suilered  most  during  the  war,  and  you  add  that 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  has  placed  at  the  disposition  of  the  donors  the 
Vuited  States  frigate  Worcester,  which  should  already  have  sailed  for  Havre  with  the 
car^o. 

I  hasten,  sir,  to  address  to  you  the  thanks  of  the  French  Government  for  the  kind- 
nefis  of  the  Cabine't  of  Washington,  and  I  beg  you  to  transmit  to  the  city  of  Boston  the 
expression  of  oar  gratitude  for  the  generosity  it  has  shown  toward  our  people  who 
have  suflfered  from  the  war. 

In  oonformity  with  the  wish  which  yon  have  expressed  to  me,  the  proper  authorities 
at  Havre  have  been  requested  to  grant  to  the  Worcester  all  desirable  facilities  for  dis- 
charging her  cargo,  as  well  as  immunity  from  all  port  and  custom-house  charges.

Sir:  EveDts  are  marchlDg  apace.    The  election  of  members  of  the 

commune  was  proclaimed  with  great  ceremony  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville  on 

Tuesday  afternoon  last    It  was  a  great  popular  demonstration.    All  the 

national  guards  were  invited  to  be  present.    At  about  four  o'clock  they 

commenced  to  arrive  from  every  direction,  drums  beating  and  flags 

^ying*   Upon  a  platform  in  front  of  the  hotel  there  was  placed  a  large 

square  table,  which  was  surrounded  by  some  members  of  the  cotnite 

<*€Atral  in  citizens'  dress,  and  many  officers  of  the  national  guard,  all 

oistmguiahed  by  a  red  scarf.    The  proceedings  are  opened  by  a  display 

or  flags,  by  repeated  salvos  of  artillery,  followed  by  great  applause  and 

cnea  of  *' Vive  la  commune !  '^  "  Vive  la  r6publique !  "^  &c.    The  Place  de 

Jaotel  de  Ville  is  densely  packed  with  the  national  guard.    At  a  given 

n^oment  the  soldiers  place  their  caps  upon  the  point  of  the  bayonet  and 

raise  their  muskets  in  the  air.    M.  Ranvier,  the  president  of  the  central 

^mmittee,  read  to  the  multitude  the  list  of  members  elected  to  the 

mmnne.   Two  other  members  of  the  committee  then  stepped  forward 


u  made  brief  speeches,  which  were  received  with  loud  cries  of  "  Vive 
hp^T^^^-"    The  military  bands  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  balcony 
^"CD  struck  np  the  Marseillaise,  the  Chant  du  Depart,  and  the  Qhrondins^ 
satire  assemblage  joining  in  the  chorus.    The  ceremony  of  the 
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pFoclamation  of  the  Ooiumane  having  been  finished,  all  the  hattalioc^ 
which  had  been  massed  upon  the  place  of  the  hotel  defiled  before  iL«^ 
balcony  to  the  cry  of  ^^Yive  la  commniie!''  The  scene  was  extraori^ 
nary.  More  than  one  handred  thousand  persons  were  preaeot  at  ih 
ceremony.  All  the  windows  of  the  neighboring  houses  were  well  tWn 
with  spectators,  the  barricades  were  covered  with  people,  and  the^^om 
perched  themselves  in  all  the  trees  of  the  avenue  Victoria. 

The  Commune  having  thns  been  proclaimed,  it  met  for  the  first  time 
Tuesday  evening  in  the  hall  of  the  municipality  of  the  Hotel  de  Tu* 
In  contempt  of  all  that  has  been  insisted  on  by  all  liberal  people,  ai 
by  all  journals  of  every  shade  of  opinion,  opposed  to  the  regime  of  x^ 
Empire,  that  the  sittings  of  all  representative  bodies  should  be  ^xi\>m. 
or,  at  least,  there  should  be  a  full  publication  ot  the  journal  of  their  [nv 
ceedings,  the  meeting  of  the  Commune  was  in  secret,  and  although  tLtr» 
are  rumors  of  great  dissensions  in  the  body,  no  one  outside  knows  vb^ 
actually  took  place.  The  Nouvelle  Eepublique,  which  perhaps  mar  > 
considered  a  semiofHcial  organ  of  the  commune^  intimates :  First  Tb^i* 
the  sittings  of  that  body  will  not  be  public.  Second.  That  there  t  . 
not  be  a  tribune.  Third,  That  there  will  be  no  published  report  of  ::i 
sittings,  but  only  a  daily  publication  of  its  decrees.  To-day  the  g«'* 
ernmentof  the  Commune  seems  to  be  fairly  installed.  There  is  nolou^r: 
any '^  Journal  Officielde  la  FrancOf^but  it  appears  to-day  as  the  ^' Joorrii 
Officiel  de  la  Commune  de  Paris."  This  journal  makes  the  official  i> 
nonncement  that  the  central  committee  has  remitted  its  powers  to  tb* 
Commune  of  Paris,  and  that  organization  issues  an  address  to  the  ^- 
habitants  of  the  city.  It  claims,  in  the  first  instance,  as  1  had  soppoe^eJ 
it  would,  that  the  vote  of  the  26th  instant  sanctioned  the  revolution  ot 
the  18th  of  March.  It  denounces  the  government  at  Versailles  a« 
criminal,  and  proclaims  the  work  it  is  about  to  undertake.  Already  it 
has  commenced  issuing  its  decrees,  the  first  of  which  abolishes  thecun- 
scription,  and  declares  that  no  military  force  other  than  the  natim' 
guard  shall  be  created  or  introduced  into  Paris ;  and  further,  that  C 
able-bodied  citizens  shall  be  enrolled  for  service  in  that  body.  Ttz 
second  decree  exempts  tenants  from  the  payment  of  rent  for  the  last  oinf 
months,  and,  if  perchance  any  rent  has  been  paid  during  that  period.:' 
is  to  be  applied  as  a  credit  on  future  payments.  All  leases  are  caocel^r 
at  the  will  of  the  tenants  for  the  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of 
the  decree.  Notices  to  quit  are  to  be  extended  on  demuid  of  the  teua.v 
for  a  period  of  three  months. 

The  Journal  of  the  Commune  this  morning  contains  an  annoancem^t 
of  the  organization  of  the  commissions  of  the  commune,  ten  in  nanibe^ 
and  among  them  is  one  of  foreign  relations,  of  which  the  somewhs: 
notorious  Delescluze  is  the  chairman.    There  is  also  the  ominoaa  eofo- 
mission  of  public  safety,  and  then  there  are  the  commissions  of  josticr. 
of  military  affairs,  of  finance,  of  subsistence,  and  what  is  tenDed 
the  ^^  ConnmisBion  ExecutiveP    Independent  of  these  commisaioos  tb** 
Paris  journal  states  that  a  central  subcommittee,  composed  of  twek^ 
persons,  has  been  formed  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville.    it  also  says  tiii' 
General  Cluseret  is  a  member  of  that  committee,  and  that  it  will  have 
jurisdiction  ot*  all  accusations  of  treason  against  the  republic   Tl^^ 
article  published  in  the  Journal  Officiel,  the  organ  of  the  central  con: 
mittee,  on  Tuesday  last,  recommending  all  persons  to  murder  the  Dak*" 
d'Aumale  and  other  princes,  merely  because  t^ey  belong  tofamUiesGOs 
nected  with  royalty,  did  not  seem  to  excite  any  great  degree  of  borror. 
as  people  are  beginning  to  look  upon  all  these  inoitations  tovioieDee^''^'' 
to  murder  as  matters  incident  to  the  present  state  of  things  here. 
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Tbe  Commune  may  be  said  to  be  complete  masters  in  Paris  to-day,  as 
ere  is  no  force  to  oppose  them.  The  barricades  are  beginning  slowly 
•  disappear.  The  insurgents  are  getting  possession  of  all  the  public 
aces  and  public  institations.  The  general  post-office  of  Paris  jias  at 
8t  fallen,  and  a  member  of  the  commune  has  taken  possession  of  the 
irection  of  that  bureau.  The  result  will  probably  be  that  the  govem- 
lent  at  Versailles  will  not  permit  mails  to  come  into  Paris.  I  shall  not 
itrust  anything  more  of  imx)ortance  to  the  post-office  here.  I  am  sorry 
)  say  1  cannot  see  any  improvement  in  the  situation.  Matters  mnst 
row  worse  from  day  to  day.  A  placard  has  already  been  put  up  in  the 
narter  of  Montmartre  informing  the  public  that  certain  comraissionars 
are  been  named  to  receive  the  denunciations  of  citizens  suspected  to 
•e  in  complicity  with  the  government  at  Versailles.  This  is  probably 
he  commencement  of  that  system  of  denunciation  which  will  soon  fill 
be  prisons  of  Paris.

Sm:  I  intended  to  have  left  for  Versailles  quite  early  this  morning, 
but  on  coming  down  town  I  learned  that  all  the  railroad  trains  in  that 
direction  were  stopped,  and  that  all  the  gates  of  the  city  were  closed. 
1  then  sent  to  the  Hotel  de  Ville  to  get  a  pass  that  would  permit  me  to 
go  oat  and  to  come  into  the  city.    I  have  received  such  a  pass  and  leave 
immediately,  and  will  probably  return  to-morrow  night.    There  is  noth- 
ing of  great  importance  this  morning,  except  that  we  have  no  further 
Wtoffice  fftcilities  in  Paris.    All  the  employes  of  the  government  left 
last  night  for  Marseilles  and  carried  away  everything.    All  the  bureaus 
m  the  various  parts  of  the  city  are  closed  to-day.

I  attended  a  reception  of  M.  Thiers  last  nigb 
at  the  prefecture,  which  is  now  his  official  residence.  It  is  a  new  ac 
beantifnl  palace  which  was  occupied  by  King  William  while  he  was  a 
Versailles.  I  fonnd  quite  a  number  of  gentlemen  there,  and  the  c>^ 
versation  between  them  and  the  president  of  the  executive  powers  ij 
regard  to  the  crisis  was  very  earnest.  I  had  but  few  words  with  ?I 
Thiers,  and  found  that  he  differed  with  me  very  materially  as  to  tb^ 
condition  of  matters  in  Paris,  and  he  was  far  more  hopeful  of  a  fav>: 
able  solution  of  affairs  than  I  supposed  any  man  could  be  with  a  fd 
knowledge  of  passing  events.  Although  the  trains  on  the  railroad  bj 
the  right  bank  of  the  river,  from  Paris  to  Versailles,  were  stopped  jd 
terday,  and  many  of  the  gates  of  the  city  were  closed,  I  found  the  oii 
at  the  Point  du  Jour  open  as  I  came  out  in  my  carriage.  I  had  no  w 
casion  to  use  the  pass  given  me  by  the  Commune.  This  plaoe  is  benioJ 
ing  more  and  more  crowded,  and  people  are  flocking  out  from  Parib  d 
great  numbers.

Sib  :  I  came  in  from  Versailles  last  night,  entering  the  city  by  tbe 
gate  of  Point  du  Jour  without  any  interruption.    After  leaving  my  boxt 
to  come  to  the  legation,  at  half  past  ten  o'clock  this  morning,  I  had  no: 
proceeded  far  when  I  heard  the  discharge  of  cannon,  mitrailleases,  aik: 
musketry.    Soon  the  reports  became  more  and  more  distinct,  and  it  wa» 
quite  evident  that  fighting  was  going  on  in  the  vicinity  of  the  bridge  o 
Neuilly,  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from  the  legation.    A  gentleman  wh^ 
has  just  come  in  from  that  vicinity  says  that  it  was  undoubtedly  as 
engagement  between  some  insurgent  troops,  who  went  out  of  the  city 
last  night  in  the  direction  of  Yersailles,  and  the  government  forces.   B« 
was  a  good  way  to  the  front,  and  several  shells  burst  near  him.    Tmd- 
ing  themselves  opposed,  the  insurgents  beat  a  hasty  retreat,  and  came 
into  town  pell-mell  by  the  gate  of  Maillot,  and,  in  order  to  be  entirely 
safe,  they  drew  up  the  bridge  and  closed  the  gate  after  them.    As  I  aiu 
writing  this,  Antoine,  whom  I  had  sent  out  in  search  of  informatioDiba'< 
returned,  and  he  reports  the  affair  much  more  serious  than  I  had  sop 
posed ;  but  in  such  times  of  excitement  great  allowance  should  be  made, 
and  one  hardly  knows  what  to  believe.    He  talked  with  many  soMiert- 
who  had  run  away  from  the  light,  who  told  him  that  several  thoQ^^ir>^ 
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aen  had  left  the  city  last  night  to  march  npon  Versailles.  All  acknowl- 
tdged  that  they  had  been  badly  handled,  some  attribnting  their  disaster 
0  one  cause  and  some  to  another.  One  said  they  were  sent  off  withont 
JDmanition^aad  ttiat  they  were  therefore  unable  to  retnrn  the  fire.  Others 
}aid  that  they  ^rere  assured  they  would  meet  no  opposition  from  the 
;:overnment  troops,  but  on  the  contrary  would  be  received  with  open 
aims*  Instead  tliereof  they  were  welcomed  <^with  bloody  hands  to 
bospitable  graves."  One  thing,  however,  is  quite  certain,  the  insurgents 
iiave  met  with  a  repulse  which  may  possibly  lead  to  important  results. 
On  going  to  the  Oliamps  Elys^s  at  half  past  twelve  I  found  a  regiment 
)f  tbe  insurgen  t  national  guard  had  advanced  up  the  avenue  and  halted 
pear  the  Arc  of  Triumph.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Arc  there  was  an 
immense  crowd  of  people  and  national  guards,  all  looking  in  the  direc- 
tion where  the  firing  had  been  going  on  up  to  within  half  an  hour. 
While  standing  tbere  some  emotion  was  created  by  a  few  artillerymen 
dashing  along  w^itli  a  piece  of  six,  and  although  they  were  yelling  and 
brandishing  their  STvords  they  failed  to  obtain  but  a  feeble  acclamation 
aa  they  passed  firom  the  crowd  or  from  the  regiment  of  soldiers.  The 
most  distinct  reeo^^i^ition  was  from  an  enthusiastic  little  Frenchman  at 
my  side,  who  cried  oat,  «  Vive  VartiUerie  terrible  F 

4  p.m. — ^I  have  Just  been  into  the  avenue  of  the  Grand  Army  and 

found  there  a  dense  crowd  of  excited  people,  together  with  some  three 

or  four  thousand  insurgent  soldiers  and  thirty  pieces  of  artillery.    They 

vere  undoubtedly  expecting  another  attack  from  the  Versailles  troops. 

Twenty  prisoners,  tx-oops  of  the  line,  were  marched  through  the  avenue 

while  1  was  there.

It  would  thus  appear  that  the  act  of  billeting  the  soldiers  on  Amm- 
cans  was  committed  rather  by  the  French  autiborities  than  by  tlie  Oer  I 
mans ;  and  that  before  an  answer  was  received  to  your  repre0enta(k>ii> 
to  Oouut  Bismarck  the  Germans  had  left  Paris.  It  woald  also  aees  tkn 
the  damage  which  they  committed  was  trifling,  and  that  no  America 
has  made  complaint.  The  department  ftilly  approves  of  the  seal  aed 
discretion  with  whieh  you  have  watched  over  the  intereats  of  yoar  eoQ» 
trymen  in  this  matter.  It  is  a  subject  of  oongratnlation  tha^  the  &cn 
do  not  call  for  any  ftirther  active  steps.

The  authorities  of  the  commune  refuse  to  permit  any  persons  to  leave 
iiris  without  a  laissez-passer.  This  regulation  is  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ining all  Frenchmen  in  the  city  to  f  ght  against  the  government  at 
ersailles.  As  still  charged  with  the  protection  of  your  countrymen  I 
ive  given  a  laissez-passer  to  all  who  have  applied  to  me,  and  I  believe 
lat  such  passes  have  been  respected  by  the  national  guards  in  all  cases, 
r  I  can  hear  of  no  German  holding  one  who  ha^  been  refused  permis- 
00  to  go  out.  The  hostility  to  the  Germans  of  which  I  spoke  in  my 
tter  of  the  29th  instant,  seems  to  have  abated  somewhat,  and  I  have 
?ard  in  no  instance  of  violence  since  that  date.  It  is  impossible  for 
6  to  know  of  the  detention  of  Germans  in  prison,  but  every  application 
bave  made  for  the  release  of  those  whom  I  have  known  to  be  in  prison 
as  been  promptly  granted. 

While  my  official  residence  is  at  Versailles,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  re- 
tain in  Paris  most  of  the  time,  as  I  do  not  know  what  may  happen 
'om  day  to  day,  and  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how  much  the  interest  of 
ly  countrymen  and  the  subjects  of  the  ]N'orth  German  Confederation 
light  be  compromised  by  my  absence. 

As  i  am  aware  of  so  little  in  regard  to  the  operations  of  the  govern- 
lent  at  Yersaiilles  or  of  what  it  is  intending  to  do,  it  is  impossible  to 
rrive  at  any  definite  opinion  as  to  the  length  of  time  this  extraordinary 
tate  of  things  in  Paris  is  to  last.  Every  day's  delay  apparently  ren- 
ers  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection  more  difficult.  The  appear- 
oces  are  that  a  desperate  defense  is  to  be  made  inside  the  walls.  New 
•arricades  are  being  put  up  in  various  portions  of  the  city.  Everything 
itoo  uncertain,  however,  to  justify  speculation  as  to  future  events  in 
^aris,  though  I  confess  I  see  but  little  light  in  the  gloom  that  is  set- 
ling  around  us. 

The  government  troops  around  Versailles  are  now  bombarding  the 
3ty  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Arc  de  Triomphe,  and  shells  have  fallen  so^ 
hlckly  around  my  residence  that  I  have  been  obliged  to  remove  my 
amily  to  another  part  of  the  city.  'Several  shells  have  exploded  in  the 
ue  de  Chaillot,  near  mj'  legation.

Sir  :  I  came  in  from  Versailles  late  last  night  after  having  been  ih&^ 
three  days.  Mr.  Hoffman  relieved  me,  and  will  remain  there  notii  1 
shall  go  out  again.  Upon  my  return  here  my  impression  is  atreogth 
ened  that  the  power  of  the  insurgents  is  all  the  while  inereasingr.  Id  ay 
No.  416  I  stated  it  too  strongly  when  I  said  the  insurgents  had  no  mn 
oatside  the  city  except  those  in  the  forts.  They  have  a  larg^  force  ii 
the  direction  of  Neailly  and  Conrbevoie,  and,  indeed,  they  claim  tohaT«* 
retaken  Nenilly  from  the  Versailles  troops.  Fighting  is  going  od  aiJ 
the  time.  The  city  has  more  and  more  the  appearance  of  a  great  cami*. 
New  barricades  are  being  bailt,  and  cannon  are  being  plaoed  in  De*| 
positions.  The  Versailles  troops  continue  the  bombardment  of  onr  qaar- 
ter  of  the  city,  and  the  day  before  yesterday  a  shell  exploded  directly 
over  the  legation,  and,  falling,  struck  the  lower  portion  of  the  buildiD^ 
within  twenty  feet  of  where  I  am  now  writing.  The  Americans  who  w 
here  are  becoming  more  and  more  alarmed,  and  the  legation  is  throniphl 
by  them  from  morning  to  night  seeking  passports  and  protection  papers 
for  their  property.  I  fear  I  shall  have  to  send  my  family  away  again,  aha 
great  many  of  the  French  people  now  consider  a  siege  not  improbable, 
and  already  the  prices  of  living  have  advanced  very  roach.  Ic  will  be 
fonr  weeks  to-morrow  since  the  insarrection  broke  out,  and  things  have 
been  going  from  bad  to  worse  all  the  time.  It  is  estimated  that  three 
hundred  thousand  people  have  left  Paris  in  the  last  fortnight.  All  per 
sons  are  either  concealing  or  carrying  away  thelir  capital.  The  sonroe^^ 
of  labor  are  dried  up.  There  is  neither  trade,  commerce,  traffic,  nor  raaa- 
ufacture  of  any  sort.  All  the  gold  and  silver  that  has  been  found  in  tbe 
churches,  and  all  the  plate  belonging  to  the  government  found  in  tbr 
different  ministries,  has  been  seized  by  the  Commune  to  be  converted 
into  coin.  The  Catholic  clergy  continue  to  be  hunted  down.  Tb^" 
priests  are  openly  placarded  as  thieves,  and  the  churches  denonnoed  a< 
^<  haunts,  where  they  have  morally  assassinated  the  masses,  in  dragpof^ 
France  under  the  heels  of  the  scoundrels  Bonaparte,  Favre,  and  Trocbn.*

as  been  a  great  deal  of  powder  and  ball  wasted.  Direct  communica- 
on  with  London  by  the  Northern  Railroad  is  still  open,  and  I  hope  to 
e  able  to  forward  this  dispatch  to  London  to-night.

Faris,  April  20, 1871. 

Sir:  By  a  decree  of  the  commune  of  Paris,  all  Frenchmen  between 
he  ages  of  nineteen  and  forty  are  made  liable  to  do  military  duty,  and 
tenee  Frenchmen  within  those  ages  are  not  permitted  to  pass  outside 
be  gates  of  the  city  without  a  special  laissez  passer,  issued  by  the  Com - 
Qune.  There  are  many  men  in  Paris,  liable  to  military  duty  under  that 
lecree,  who  belong  to  Alsace  and  Lorraine.  Within  the  past  few  days 
Dore  than  five  hundred  persons  have  come  to  me  to  demand  my  protec- 
ion,  claiming  it  on  the  ground  that,  since  the  treaty  of  peace,  they  have 
>ecome  subjects  of  the  German  Empire.  As  such  subjects,  they  have 
isked  of  me  Jaissez-passers,  to  enable  them  to  go  out  of  Paris,  and  on 
exhibiting  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  were,  before  the  war,  citizens 
)f  Alsace  and  that  portion  of  Lorraine  incorporated  into  the  German 
Bmpire  by  the  late  treaty,  I  have  not  hesitated  to  give  each  one  a  special 
[>ass  to  leave  the  city  and  to  repair  to  his  country.  As  yet,  I  have  heard 
)f  only  one  instance  where  a  person  holding  such  a  pass  from  me  ha? 
t)een  refused  permission  to  go  out. 

A  case  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  of  a  Catholic  priest,  claiming 
to  have  belonged  to  Alsace,  who  has  been  arrested  by  the  authorities  of 
the  Commune  and  cast  into  the  prison  of  Mazas,  along  with  many  others 
of  bis  order.  As  soon  as  I  shall  receive  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is 
an  Alsatian,  I  propose  to  make  an  officious  application  for  his  release  as 
a  German  subject. 

1  will  be  glad  to  know  if  my  actions  in  these  matters  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  your  excellency.  I  should  be  glad  to  be  advised,  further,  if  the 
I)ersons  or  property  of  German  subjects  in  Paris  (I  include  citizens  of 
Alsace  and  that  portion  of  Lorraine  now  a  part  of  the  German  Empire) 
shall  be  threatened  and  my  officious  intervention  shall  not  be  heeded, 
whether  I  shall  wait  for  communication  with  you  or  report  the  case  to 
yoor  military  authorities  nearest  Paris. 

On  the  29th  ultimo  I  had  the  honor  to  address  you  in  relation  to  the 
iiecesaity  of  further  funds,  if  I  were  to  continue  to  give  secours  to  your 
countrymen  now  here. 
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lowever,  have  appeared  to  day,  in  spite  of  tbe  order  of  suppression^  Le 
3ien  Pablic  and  L'Avenir  National. 

It  seems  useless  for  me  to  speak  of  tbe  condition  of  Paris  at  tbe  pres- 
ent moment.  Fortune,  business,  public  and  private  credit,  industry, 
abor,  financial  enterprise,  are  all  buried  in  one  common  grave.  It  is 
everywhere  devastation,  desolation,  ruin.  Tbe  pbyslognomy  of  the  city 
)ecoDies  more  and  more  sad.  All  tbe  upper  part  of  tbe  Cbamps 
Blys^es,  and  all  of  tbat  portion  of  tbe  x^ity  surrounding  tbe  Arc  of  Tri- 
ampb,  continue  to  be  deserted,  in  fear  of  tbe  sbells.  In  coming  from 
mj  residence  to  the  legation  it  seems  like  a  city  of  tbe  dead ;  not  a  car- 
riage, and  hardly  a  human  being,  in  the  streets.  Immense  barricades 
Eu«  still  going  np  at  tbe  Place  de  la  Concorde.  Tbe  great  manufactories 
and  workshops  are  closed.  Tbose  vast  stores,  wbereare  to  be  found  tbe 
vouders  and  marvels  of  Parisian  industry,  are  no  longer  open.  The 
caf4s  now  close  at  ten  o'clock  in  tbe  evening;  the  gas  is  extinguished ; 
and  Paris,  without  its  brilliant]>lighted  caf(6s,  with  their  thronging 
moUitudes,  is  Paris  no  longer. 

A  dispatch -bag  arrived  from  London  this  morning,  bringing  Wash- 
ington dates  to  the  7tb  and  '^ew  York  papers  to  tbe  8th  instant.  As  I 
propose  leaving  for  Versailles  to-morrow  morning,  I  shall  not  have  tbe 
honor  of  writing  you  further  to  go  by  tbe  dispatch-bag  which  leaves  for

In  reply  I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  Court  of  Claims,  adopting  the 
language  of  my  preQecessor,  Mr.  Seward,  has  decided  it  to  be  the  law 
and  usage  of  uatious  that  one  who  takes  up  a  residence  in  a  foreign  place, 
and  there  sufters  au  injury  to  his  property,  by  reason  of  belligerent  acts 
committed  against  that  place  by  another  foreign  nation,  must  abide  the 
chances  of  the  country  in  which  he  chooses  to  reside,  and  his  only  chance 
if  any,  is  against  the  government  of  that  country,  in  which  his  own 
sovereign  will  not  Interest  himself.  Such  has  been  the  doctrine  and 
practice  ot  the  United  States  and  of  the  great  powers  of  Europe,  and 
this  governmeut,  therefore,  cannot  intervene  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Fougen, 
or  or  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  under  the  same  circumstances.

The  applications  for  passes  by  the  Alsatians  and  Lorrainers  continne  to 
be  made  in  large  numbers.  I  have  already  given  more  than  tifteen 
hundred.  Yesterday  I  ascertained  that  the  authorities  of  the  OommaDe 
had,  from  a  day  or  two  before,  been  requiring  a  visa  from  the  prefecture 
of  police  for  all  the  laissezpassers  I  had  given,  and  a  fee  of  two  fniiie« 
for  each  visa,  I  immediately  sent  to  the  prefect  to  make  a  remonstrance, 
and  he  very  promptly  agreed  to  waive  the  formality  which  requires  tl^ 
holder  of  a  pass  to  appear  at  the  prefecture  and  pay  the  fee,  and  to  pat 
the  stamp  of  the  prelect  upon  such  blank  laxasez-paMerg^&l  might  sead 
him. 

In  my  Xo.  427  I  spoke  of  the  interview  of  Mr.  Malet  and  myself  with 
Mr.  Paschal  Grousset,  in  regard  to  the  protection  of  the  apartments  of 
foreigners.  The  Journal  Offlciel  of  the  Commune  yesterday  contaiaeii 
a  notice  on  this  subject  from  Mr.  Grousset,  a  copy  of  which  I  indose

We  are  yet  in  the  dark  as  to  the  design  of  the  Versailles  govemmeot, 
so  far  as  regards  the  reduction  of  Paris — whether  an  attempt  will  U 
made  to  take  it  by  assault  or  whether  it  will  be  besieged.

Sib  :  Cluseret,  having  ^<  strutted  his  brief  hour  on  the  stage,''  ira< 
suddenly  withdrawn  from  public  view  on  Sunday  night  last,  hariDg 
been  arrested  by  order  of  the  Commune  and  thrust  into  the  Conciergem. 
When  his  arrest  became  known  yesterday,  it  produced  a  great  deal  of 
excitement  in  the  city.    There  are  various  surmises  in  regard  to  the 
causes  of  this  extraordinary  arrest.    The  Journal  Officiel  of  the  Com- 
mune of  this  morning  says  it  is  on  account  of  his  incapacity  and  hU 
negligence,  which  had  compromised  the  possession  of  the  fort  of  l^y^ 
There  is  another  report  that  the  late  '*  delegate  to  the  war  department ** 
was  concerned  in  the  plot  to  overthrow  the  Commune;  another,  that  be 
had  sold  himself  to  the  Versailles  government ;  and  yet  another,  that 
he  was  a  mere  agent  of  the  Orleans  faction.    At  any  rate,  he  is  in  jaii« 
and  a  report  is  current  to-day  that  he  is  to  be  sent  to  a  military  tribanal. 
Mr.  Cluseret  has  been  the  leading  figure  in  the  insurrection  for  the  past 
three  or  four  weeks,  wielding  an  immense  power,  and  I  am  purpri$e<2 
that,  having  control  of  the  army  as  he  has  had,  he  should  have  per- 
mitted himself  to  be  thus  ^^  taken  off."    This  arrest,  together  with  a 
decree  which  appears  in  the  insurrectionary  Journal  Officiel  of  this: 
morning,  organizing  a  committee  of  public  safety,  to  consist  office 
members  named  by  the  Commune,  with  the  fullest  powers  and  respoo- 
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ble  only  to  the  GoannuDe,  has  created  a  greater  feeliug  of  terror  iu  the 
hole  connnanity  tdan  any  thing  I  have  seen  yet.  Ciaaeret  U  sacceedeil 
f  Colonei  Bosael,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  polytechnic  school,  and  aa 
igineer  officer  in  the  regular  army.  He  was  in  the  army  of  the  Loire, 
id,  I  belieTC,  was  recommended  for  a  brigadier-genial,  but  the  ap- 
)intaieot  was  not  made;  whereupon  he  joiued  his  fortunes  to  those  of 
le  Gommone. 

It  wiis  believed  at  Yersailles,  when  I  left  there  at  3  o'clock  yesterday 
fternoon,  that  the  fort  of  Issy  was  taken,  but  the  papers  of  the  Uom- 
lUDe  this  morning  deny  it,  and  claim  that  they  yet  hold  it.  There  are 
idicatioQS  of  a  mx»re  desperate  energy  than  I  have  yet  seen.  If  the 
»rt  of  Issy  shall  fall  into  the  possession  of  the  government,  the  forts 
f  Vanves  and  Montroage  must  very  soon  thereafter  follow  suite. 
7ben  that  takes  place,  I  think  we  may  expect  a  breach  soon  to  be 
lade  in  the  walls  of  ttie  eity,  and  an  attempt  be  made  to  enter.  In  the 
ladDess  which  prevails  here,  I  will  not  undertake  any  prediction  of 
'bat  will  happen  in  the  event  of  an  attempt  to  take  the  city  by  as- 
aalt.  I  found  at  Yersailles  yesterday  that  a  more  cheerful  feeling  pre- 
ailed  in  the  military  circles,  and  great  confidence  was  expressed  that 
Qone  week  the  government  would  be  master  in  Paris.  From  what  I 
«e  and  know  of  the  situation  here,  I  must  s^y  I  have  great  doubts  on 
he  subject 

I  regret  to  say  that  I  consider  the  life  of  the  archbishop  of  Paris  in 
he  most  imminent  danger.  The  report  that  Prince  de  Bismarck  had 
ietermined  to  intervene  to  save  the  life  of  the  archbishop,  having  unfor- 
;QnateIy  got  out,  caused  great  excitement.  Ou  Sunday  last  a  party  of 
:he  national  guards  made  their  way  into  the  prison  of  Mazas,  with  the 
ivowed  purpose  of  shooting  the  archbishop.  Most  fortunately,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Commune  made  his  appearance  at  the  moment,  and  was  able 
to  prevent  the  purpose  from  being  carried  out.  The  regular  keepers  of 
the  prison  were  very  much  alarmed,  and  removed  the  archbishop  from 
the  cell  which  he  occupied  to  another  in  a  different  part  of  the  prison. 
What  was  prevented  on  Sunday  by  the  accidental  presence  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Oommnne  may  happeu  any  day.  Having  reason  to  believe 
that  General  Fabrice  is  charged  by  bis  government  to  do  what  he  cau 
t0  8ave  the  life  of  the  archbishop,  and  charged  as  I  am  here  with  the

sible  for  it  to  hold  out  mach  longer.    The  bombardment  of  all  ef  oor  por- 
tion of  the  city,  from  Mont  Yalerien  and  the  fortifications  atCk>arbevo«e, 
was  much  heavier  yesterday  than  it  had  been  any  day  previous.    SbeDf 
came  down  the  Champs  Elys^Ses  as  far  as  the  Palace  of  Indostiy.    Of 
course  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  plans  of  the  government  troops,  or 
what  the  expectation  of  the  Versailles  people  is  at  the  present  moment, 
as  to  how  soon  they  will  be  able  to  suppress  the  insurrectioD ;  but  I  mo^t 
say  now,  as  I  have  before  said,  that  I  see  no  immediate  prospect  of  j 
speedy  termination  of  this  frightful  contest.    While  the  government,  f<ir 
six  or  seven  weeks,  has  been  concentrating  its  troops  and  gatberips 
strength,  the  Commune  has  been  strengthening  itself  in  a  greater  rau 
With  an  army  of  seventy  or  eighty  thousand  effective  men,  well  arnt^ 
and  equipped,  with  an  abundant  supply  of  cannon  of  every  caliber,  d:iA 
of  mitrailleuses,  with  more  ammunition  than  could  be  consumed  iii  i 
year,  with  gunboats  upon  th^  Seine,  with  the  possession  of  all  tbe  fori 
on  the  south  side  of  the  city^  it  can  well  be  imagined  that  it  is  no  smili 
job  to  take  Paris  at  the  present  time,  with  its  enceinte,  and  preparetLs 
it  has  now  become,  by  its  interior  barricades  and  defenses,  to  re^isra: 
almost  every  step.    And  the  pecuniary  resources  of  the  CommuDe  arv 
unbounded,  for  it  holds  in  its  own  grasp  all  the  wealth  of  Pahs.  It 
only  has  to  make  its  decrees,  to  be  enforced  by  the  national  gnari  '^ 
seize  everything  of  value  upon  which  hands  can  be  laid.    It  not  oM} 
lays  under  contribution  every  source  of  revenue,  but  it  has  nov  cam 
menced  an  organized  pillage.  As  I  am  writing,  an  Alsatian  who  bascallt^i 
upon  me  to  ask  my  protection,  as  being  a  German  subject,  informs  w 
that  night  before  last  some  national  guards,  armed  with  the  authoritj 
of  tbe  committee  of  public  safety,  invaded  the  magnificent  hotel  of  Mt. 
Martin  (dn  Nord),  one  of  the  richest  manufax^turers  in  France,  in  thi 
rue  de  Paradls,  and  carried  off  everything  they  could  find — ^fumitar^ 
plate,  jewelry,  decorations,  &c.,  &c.    The  sole  allegation  against  hia 
was  that  having  been  a  colonel  in  tbe  national  guards,  he  had  left  Pam 
and  gone  to  Versailles.    As  time  runs  on,  these  outrages  will  increases 
number,  and  without  tbe  warrant  of  any  pretended  authority  wbateir^ 
Nothing  can  be  more  terrible  than  the  present  pros[)ect  in  Parin,  vA 
the  discouragement  of  all  the  better  classes  has  become  complete.   I  ecu 
tinue  to  have  the  greatest  anxiety  for  the  large  interests  of  our  cooir 
trymen  here,  as  well  as  of  those  Germans  who  are  under  my  protectee 
and  I  propose  to  remain  to  protect  them  as  long  as  my  services  can  b^ 
of  any  value.    The  little  that  is  to  be  done  at  Versailles  at  the  pivsest 
time  can  be  attended  to  by  Mr.  Hoffman  as  well  as  by  myself,  aod.  li 
the  interests  which  I  represent  are  still  so  much  more  important  in  P^i-^* 
I  have  deemed  it  my  duty,  disagreeable  as  it  is,  to  remain  here  most  u* 
the  time. 

The  subjects  of  Alsace  and  Lorraine  continue  to  throng  the  legatii« 
from  morning  until  night,  seeking  laisstspassers  and  protectioo.  Tbe 
number  of  persons  to  whom  I  have  given  passes  now  reaches  twentj-fivf 
hundred.  I  wrote  to  Prince  Bismarck  of  the  action  I  had  taken  in  th-f 
regard,  and  he  has  directed  General  Fabrice,  in  command  of  tbe  Gtr 
man  forces  now  stationed  near  Paris,  to  thank  me  for  what  1  hau 
already  done,  and  to  request  me  to  continue  to  act  in  the  same  wav. 

I  propose  to  go  to  Versailles  to-morrow  and  to  pass  the  Sabbath  vitb 
my  laniily  near  Rambouillet,  and  to  return  here  again  on  Monday.  On: 
last  dates  are,  from  Washington,  April  21,  and  from  New  York,  tbetiay 
following.

Sxb:  The  crisis  seems  to  be  really  approaching.    You  will  have  seen 
bo  aDDOODcement  of  the  capture  of  the  fort  of  Issy  by  the  Versailles 
roop^  and  the  report  this  evening  is  that  the  fort  of  Yanves  has  also 
'al  ^€0.    The  government,  havingapparently  completed  thepreparations, 
IS  uow  attacking  Paris  with  great  fury.    The  new  and  powerful  battery 
)f  seventy-two  guns  of  the  heaviest  caliber  at  Montretout  has  been 
3riDg  for  the  past  few  days  on  the  enceinte,  and  particularly  on  the  gate 
)f  Tersailies.    Xiarge  numbers  of  the  government  troops  Lave  crossed 
the  Seine  at  Sevres,  and,  through  the  village  of  Boulogne-surSeine, 
advanced  into  the-  Bois  de  Boulogne.    It  is  said  that  they  were  yester- 
(laT  establishing^  breaching-batteries  at  a  point  not  more  than  two  or  three 
bnndred  yards  from  the  ramparts.    When  a  breach  shall  be  made  in 
chat  direction,  there  will  be  little  difficulty  in  coming  inside  of  the  walls 
and  taking  possession  of  Passy — in  fact,  of  all  that  portion  of  the  city 
ia  the  neigbhorhood  of  the  Arc  of  Triumph.    The  insurrectionary  force 
are  said  to  have  been  withdrawn  from  these  positions,  and  the  resistance 
that  will  be  made  by  the  insurgents  will  be  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 
I  tUonght  a  week  ago  that  the  opposition  would  be  greater  than  I  am 
DOW  satisfied  it  will  be.    The  continued  hammering  away  of  the  govern- 
ment troops?  the  surprise  andcapture  of  the  redoubt  Moulin  Sacquet, 
the  ta^i^B  ^^  ^^rt  Issy,  and  the  inevitable  fall  of  the  fort  of  Vanves, 
have  ci^^^®^  great  demoralization  in  the  city.    Yesterday  was  a  day  of 
panic     ^^^  announcement  of  the  capture  of  Fort  Issy,  and  the  extraor- 
dinary letter  of  Bossel,  the  delegate  at  the  war  department,  giving  his 
TesignatiOD  (a  copy  which  I  send  herewith  as  a  sort  of  historic  docu- 
ment), created  a  great  commotion.    The  desperate  wrangles  in  the  Com- 
taciBe,  and  the  quarrel  between  that  august  body  and  the  central  com- 
laittee,  which  were  all  well  known  to  the  public,  added  to  the  general 
excitement. 

The  members  of  the  committee  of  public  safety,  as  it  was  first  organ- 

izedy  not  having  met  public  expectations,  were  suddenly  discharged,  and 

five  other  men  of  the  most  de8t)erate  character  in  the  Commune  (one  of 

them  being  a  murderer)  were  appointed.    Bossel,  like  his  predecessors, 

Assi,  Bergeret,  and  Gluseret,  was  arrested  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  a 

military  tribunal.    It  seems  that  he  was  put  in  charge  for  safe  custody 

into  the  hands  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Commune,  and  it  appears 

to-day  that  both  the  prisoner  and  his  keeper  have  run  away.    Deles- 

f-'l  Qze,  a  notorious  agitator^  has  been  appointed  to  the  war  department

-^V  Imost  every  man  who  has  the  chance  to  do  so  with  any  degree  of  safety

^1^  eighty  thousand,  as  claimed  a  week  ago,  I  do  not  believe  one-half 

1.  cm  at  number  can  be  counted  on  to-day.    A  good  many  think  that,  in  the 

1  ^x-esent  feeling  of  disconragement,  the  government  troops  could  enter 

•^  ^     J^^^®  ^^^^^  without  any  serious  resistance ;  but  others,  of  an  equal 

number,  look  upon  a  desperate  contest  and  the  shedding  of  a  great  deal 
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ere  seems  always  to  Ue  the  same.  They  are  contiDaally  on  the  i>oiQt 
coming  into  Paris.  It  was  so  foar  weeks  ago,  and  it  was  so  last 
[>Dday.  The  day  for  the  ^^sapreme  effort"  evidently  draws  ni^rh,  but 
irill  have  more  to  say  on  this  sabject  in  a  later  dispatch.  In  Paris  I 
ind  there  had  been  no  particnlar  change  in  things  on  my  retarn.  The 
^rk  of  the  demolition  of  the  house  of  Mr.  Thiers  in  the  Place  St. 
M>r^e8  progresses.  The  hatred  and  rage  of  the  Commune  against  the 
ief  of  the  execntive  power  surpass  all  bounds.  The  insurrectionist 
«mal  Officiel  of  this  morning  has  another  decree  in  relation  to  the 
bject,  providing  that  all  the  linen  found  in  the  house  should  be  i>ent 
tbe  boepitals;  that  ail  the  objects  of  art  and  valuable  books  should  be 
Dt  to  tbe  Bibliotheque  and  National  Museums ;  that  the  fumitare 
OQld  be  sold  at  public  auction,  after  b«ng  exposed  in  the  sales-rooms, 
id  that  the  products  of  the  sale  should  go  to  the  widows  and  orphans 
tbe  victims  of  tbe  war,  and  the  same  destination  should  also  be  given 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  materials  of  the  house ;  and,  lastly, 
lat  ^*  upon  the  site  of  the  hotel  of  the  parricide  should  be  established  a 
iblic  square."  Mr.  Thiers  had  lived  in  this  bouse  for  nearly  half  a 
(Dtary,  and  it  was  there  that  he  composed  his  great  works  and  pre- 
ired  tbe  qieeches  which  he  had  delivered  at  the  French  tribune^  and 
lere  he  had  receiyed  the  most  celebrated  political  persons  and  savans 
r  the  age.  There  he  had  gathered  the  rarest  works  of  art,  books,  and 
lannscriptsthat  were  to  be  found  in  all  Europe.  Such  vandalism  iswith- 
nt  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  civilization.  The  national  convention 
ecreed  tbe  destructiou  of  the  house  of  Buzot,  the  Girondist,  who  had  fled 
tKn  Paris  after  the  days  of  tbe  31st  of  ^ay  and  2d  of  June,  when  the 
invention  placed  him,amongothers,in  accusation,  bat  the  destruction  of 
le  plain  home  of  a  deputy,  not  enriched  by  associations  and  historic 
ouveDirs,  was  as  nothing  to  the  vandalism  exhibited  in  the  demolition 
f  tbe  bouse  of  the  head  of  the  French  nation.  As  I  write,  5.30  p.  m«, 
rord  comes  to  the  legation  that  the  ^*  Column  Vendome  "has  just  fallen, 
rotice  bad  been  given  from  day  to  day  that  it  was  to  fall  at  a  stated 
our,  and  immense  crowds  have  been  awaiting  the  moment  of  its  over- 
brow.  The  Journal  Officiel  of  the  commune  this  morning  announced 
bat  it  would  be  thrown  down  precisely  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
;nd  as  I  drove  along  the  boulevard,  at  the  head  of  the  Bae  de  la  Paix, 
it  half  past  two,  the  crowd  of  people  collected  in  that  place  and  in  the 
ine  Castiglione  was  immense.  Great  numbers  in  this  crowd  were  hoping 
bat  this  splendid  work  of  art  would  continue  to  resist  all  the  appliances 
tsed  to  tear  it  down,  until  the  arrival  of  tbe  Versailles  troops,  but  by 
ar  tbe  greater  number  were  waiting  with  intense  anxiecy  for  the 
Doment  when  it  might  finally  fall  before  a  spirit  of  hatred  and  revenge 
irhicb  could  see  a  triumph  in  the  destruction  of  a  work  that  had  excited 
tbe  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  world.  While  the  authorities  of  the 
Commune  had  some  time  since  protested  that  no  Germans  remained  in 
prison,  not  a  day  passes  but  that  it  is  made  known  to  me  that  more  or 
less  of  them  are  still  incarcerated.  The  whole  time  of  Mr.  McEean, 
who  acts  as  my  private  secretary,  is  taken  up  in  visiting  the  prisons 
and  procuring  the  release  of  these  persons.  General  Fabrice  wrote  me, 
a  few  days  since,  that  four  of  tbe  Sisters  of  Charity  who  were  at  the 
convent  of  Picpns,  about  which  there  has  been  so  much  scandal,  were 
Germans,  and  that  they  had  l)een  arrested  and  imprisoned.  He  de- 
sired that  I  would  have  them  immediately  released.  Mr.  McKean  ad- 
dressed himself  to  the  subject  yesterday,  and  visited  tbe  delegate  to 
the  ministry  of  justice  in  relation  to  it.  The  delegate  alleged  that  an 
<txamination  disclosed  that  murders  had  been  committed  in  the  convent, 
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and  that  those  particular  sisters,  with  others,  were  held  QQtil  it  oold 
be  ascertained  how  far  they  were  involved.  The  delegate  in  |ie 
took  Mr.  McKean  to  the  convent,  and  explained  to  hiui  the  horrora  thx 
had  been  there  enacted.  While  there,  he  saw  many  things  that  were  susf^t 
cioas,  as  explained  to  him.  He  seems  incredaloas  in  regard  to  the  co 
finement  of  the  insane  women  in  the  little  boxes,  about  which  ao  ma 
has  been  said,  and  which  has  created  such  an  intense  feeling. 

The  Commune  has  now  commenced  its  ^^ perquisitions^^  for  9Tm%w 
men,  taking  the  city  by  arrondissements.  The  national  gaarda,  mtik 
arms,  surround  tlie  arrondissements,  and  keep  all  persons  from  go 
in  or  coming  out.  They  then  make  an  entry  into  each  house,  and 
into  every  apartment  and  every  room.  If  a  door  is  not  opened,  it 
immediately  forced  by  a  locksmith,  who  always  accompanies  the  gaarl 
All  arms,  of  whatever  nature,  are  seized  and  carried  off.  If  a  mio  \i 
found,  they  demand  of  him  ^^pourquoi  n*etes  vous  pas  de  la  Ga^ 
Nationalef^  If  he  does  not  prove  that  he  is  a  foreigner,  or  that  he  (led 
not  owe  service,  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity,  he  is  dragged  awavu 
some  depot.  Thera  he  is  put  into  the  uniform  of  a  national  gaanli 
musket  placed  in  his  hand,  and  then  he  is  at  once  sent  to  the  front. 

The  decrees  and  action  of  the  Commune  are  becoming  more  and  w^ 
outrageous,  and  I  might  say  ridiculous,  every  day.  One  of  the  U^ 
performances  is  a  decree  providing  that  every  citizen  shall  be  supplied 
with  a  ^'  carte  dHdentiU^^^  giving  his  name,  age,  profession,  domicile^  ^v 
The  manner  of  obtaining  this  card  is  prescribed,  and  any  roan  who.? 
not  the  bearer  of  one  is  to  be  arrested  and  kept  in  arrest  until  be  ctf 
regularly  establish  bis  ind^tity*  It  is  the  duty  of  all  DStiosi 
guards  to  require  the  exhibition  of  this  card.  This  decree  is  io  poor 
imitation  of  1793,  when,  during  the  reign  of  terror,  every  person  ^y\ 
required  to  have  his  ^^certificate  of  civism."  The  reason  given  b.v:» 
Commune  for  this  decree  is,  that  the  government  of  Versailles  is  seekjcj^l 
to  introduce  its  secret  agents  into  Paris,  charged  with  the  missioo  ^ 
making  an  ^'  appeal  to  treason."  The  decree  has  been  very  badly 
receiv^  by  the  population  of  Paris,  and  even  the  most  violent  of  Dh* 
Commune  journals  criticise  it  severely.  If  it  should  be  attempted  u 
carry  it  into  execution,  it  would  tend  to  put  an  end  to  all  circulation  n 
the  city,  for  every  man  would  be  liable  to  be  called  upon  by  some  over- 
zealous  national  guard  to  show  his  papers  at  about  every  step. 

The  suppression  of  newspapers  still  goes  on.  Six  or  seven  have  bees 
suppressed  since  my  last  dispatch.  The  SiMe^  that  old  republican  jour 
nal,  which  was  the  only  one  left  of  the  papers  which  you  had  directetl 
to  be  sent  to  the  Department,  is  in  the  last  list  of  those  proscribed.  A 
new  pa[)er  appears  this  morning,  under  the  title  of  Le  Bulletin  da  Jour, 
and  I  think  it  is  the  Si^cle  under  another  name.  I  send  you  some  nm 
bers  of  this  last. 

Scarcely  a  day  passes  without  some  singular  incident.  The  man  vbo 
commanded  the  whole  of  the  national  guard  in  Paris  on  the  ISth  of 
March,  the  day  of  the  accomplishment  of  the  insurrection,  Charles  La^ 
lier,  called  at  the  legation  to-day.  He  is  a  man  of  about  tbirt.v-tv^' 
years  of  age,  and  was,  up  to  within  the  last  two  or  three  yean),  a  li^o 
tenant  in  the  French  navy.  He  had  been  traveling  in  the  United  StateN 
and  only  returned  to  France  last  October. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  his  purposes  to  release  Germans  from  pnM)n, 
Mr.  McKean  has  had  occasion  to  meet  Mr.  Delescluze,  the  new  deieg^t^ 
at  the  ministry  of  war.  He  represents  him  aa  a  most  perfect  typeof  tbt^ 
Jacobin  and  revolutionist  of  1793.  On  visiting  the  war  department,  b^ 
found  about  forty  oflBcers  awaiting  their  turn  of  admission  to  the  presence 
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tbe  «1elegate.  He  sent  in  his  card,  and  was  iaimediately  admitted^ 
idin^  Delesclaze  iDStalled  in  the  same  room  where  we  had  some  three 
'  four  weeks  before  seea  Claseret  iu  all  the  pride  of  his  power  and 
ithority.  There  sat  Delesclaze  in  the  same  chair. 
Tbe  wranglings  and  dissensions  continue  in  the  Commune.  Twenty* 
CO  of  tbe  members  have  issued  a  manifesto,  charging  that  the  body 
IS  ab<licated  its  power  into  the  hands  of  a  dictator8hi[»,  which  is  called 
le  committee  of  public  safety,  and  declared  itself  irresponsible,  aban- 
oniug  the  situation  to  the  committee.  They  consequently  state  that 
ley  will  not  again  appear  in  the  Commune  until  a  different  state  of 
Sairs  exists,  but  will  go  into  the  midst  of  their  brothers  iu  the  national 
aard.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  committee  of  public  safety  has  now 
bsorbed  about  all  the  powers  of  the  present  insurrectionary  govern- 
leot,  and  has  become  the  authority  of  the  Commune  greater  than  the 
ommune  itself.  A  new  phase  of  outrage  was  developed  yesterday.  A 
rerinan,  who  had  a  shop  in  the  Rue  St.  Antoine,  had  gone  from  the  city, 
^avin^  his  goods  and  effects  in  the  charge  of  an  agent.  The  agent 
ppeared  at  the  legation  to-day  to  ascertain  if  protection  could  be  given 
o  him.  The  national  guard  had  been  to  the  premises  of  which  he  had 
har^e  and  forced  an  entrance.  He  immediately  sought  a  member  of 
he  Commune,  to  protest  against  this  outrage,  saying  that  the  proprietor 
ras  a  foreigner,  and  that  his  property  was  entitled  to  be  respected, 
'he  answer  was  that  the  property  of  no  man,  either  a  Frenchman  or  a 
oreigner,  who  had  left  Paris,  had  any  right  to  be  respected,  and  would 
lot  be,  but  that  it  would  be  confiscated  to  the  Commune.  Satisfying 
uyself  that  the  owner  of  the  shop  was  b^  (German,  who  had  a  right  to 
ilaiin  my  protection,  I  gave  a  paper  certifying  to  that  fact,  and  stating 
hat  the  property,  being  that  of  a  foreigner,  was  entitled  to  be  respected 
ind  protected ;  and,  further,  I  inibrmed  the  agent  verbally  that  he  might 
ell  all  persons  who  proposed  to  interfere  with  the  property,  that  if  any 
damage  were  done  I  should  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  General  Fabrice 
y(  the  fact,  and  he  undoubtedly  would  take  all  measures  necessary  in 
the  case.  I  have  no  opportunity  to  send  to  London  to-night,  and  shall 
therefore  retain  this  dispatch  to  go  by  the  bag  which  I  shall  send  out  on 
Friday  night  next.

SrR:  When  I  had  the  honor  to  address  you  my  No.  437,  under  date 
of  the  11th  instant,  I  felt  certain  that  before  another  week  should  roll 
around  the  Versailles  troops  would  enter  Paris.  There  was  great  de- 
moralization in  the  city  and  among  the  national  guard,  and  it  seemed 
to  me  that  if  the  government  had  attacked  with  any  energy,  its  troops 
voald  certainly  have  been  inside  ^he  walls  before  this  time.  Such, 
however,  is  not  the  case,  yet  the  fighting  for  the  past  few  days  around 
the  entire  south  side  of  the  city  has  been  very  furious.  Day  by  day 
passes  and  we  see  no  troops  of  the  line  yet  in  Paris.  The  fort  of  Vanves 
was  captured  from  the  Comuiune  on  Sunday  last,  and  Montrouge  must

Sib:  The  day  of  the  22d  of  May  will  become  an  important  era  io  tbf 
history  of  Paris  and  of  France.  It  was  nine  weeks  on  Satardayla«t 
since  the  insurrection  broke  out,  and  those  weeks  have  run  wearily  «>3 
in  the  expectation  that  every  week  wonld  be  the  last.  I  returned  to  or 
lodgings  last  night  at  about  eleven  o'clock,  and  had  heard  nothing  aatl 
could  see  nothing  that  showed  any  change  in  the  situation.  Bat  it  dot 
appears  that  at  half  past  three  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  the  first  dx^ 
ion  of  the  army  of  the  reserve,  commanded  by  General  Verge,  eaterK 
the  gate  of  St.  Cloud,  which  is  on  what  is  called  the  *'  route  of  Vtr 
sallies."  A  breach  had  been  made  at  that  point,  but  I  am  informed  iU: 
it  was  not  the  expectation  of  the  regular  troops  that  they  could  eoteri: 
that  time;  but  they  pressed  forward,  and  finding  bat  little  op^iositioQ,  tbr' 
were  soon  within  the  walls.  The  national  guanl  retired  very  slowl^y,  aoJ 
such  was  the  state  of  tjiiings  existing,  and  so  loose  was  the  miUtarr 
organization  of  the  Commune,  that  it  was  not  known  until  into  the  nigt'- 
that  the  Versailles  troops  had  passed  the  enceinte.  The  Commaoe  w&> 
reposing  in  fancied  security,  and  it  was  not  until  after  midnight  that  they 
were  advised  as  to  the  full  exten  t  of  what  had  happened.  Then  was  ther^

After  being  set  at  liberty,  they  came  to  the  legation  in  a  body  to  thank 
le  for  my  efforts  in  their  behalf.  What  I  feared  most  was  the  robbery 
four  countrymen  under  the  pretext  of  taxes.  Many  demands  for  the 
ayment  of  taxes  to  the  Commune  had  been  made  upon  Americans,  but, 
s  1  have  before  advised  you,  I  told  all  who  consulted  me  on  the  subject 
ot  to  pay,  but  take  the  chances.  However,  the  machinery  for  coUect- 
ig  these  taxes  had  just  been  got  ready,  and  the  day  of  the  25tli  instant 
as  the  time  it  was  to  be  put  into  operation.  Armed  with  mandates 
"om  the  committee  of  public  safety,  the  national  guards  would  have 
ooe  everywhere,  and  demanded  the  payment  of  a  certain  sum  as  a  tax 
pen  all  apartments,  houses,  business  establishments,  &c.  If  the  amount 
as  not  paid  by  the  proprietor,  or,  in  his  absence,  his  agent  or  concierge, 
16  most  valuable  things  would  have  been  seized  and  carried  off.  You  will 
se,  therefore,  that  the  entry  of  the  Versailles  troops  on  the  22d  was  just 
i  time  to  prevent  this  organized  pillage.  The  only  newspaper  I  have 
6en  able  to  get  since  the  entry  of  the  troops  is  ^^La  YeriU^^  two  copies 
f  ^hich  I  send  you,  the  last  number  appearing  Wednesday  morning, 
Ithough  dated  to-day.  No  paper  has  appeared  to-day,  as  far  as  I  can 
?aro,  except  a  little  sheet  called  the  Constitution,  which  is  out  this 
v6Ding.  There  is  not  an  ODinibus  running  in  the  whole  city,  and  scarcely 
cab  can  be  found.  No  persons,  except  such  as  have  a  diplomatic  char- 
cter,  or  their  liearers  of  dispatches,  are  permitted  to  leave  Paris.  I 
ave  not  time  now  to  speak  more  fully  of  the  scenes  of  carnage,  fire,  and

Sib  :  After  an  insurrection  of  seveuty*one  days,  such  as  has  never 
^en  known  in  the  annals  of  civilization,  Paris  was  finally  delivered  on 
mnday,  the  28th  instant ;  the  last  positions  held  in  the  city  by  the 
commune  having  been  taken,  and  their  last  troops  captured  at  four 
»'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day.  Some  of  the  insurrectionary  troops 
lad  gone  into  the  fort  of  Yincennes,  but  being  surrounded  by  Oeneral 
^iuoy,  they  surrendered  unconditionally  the  next  day,  Monday,  the 
^th.  The  reign  of  the  Commune  for  ten  weeks,  pursuing  its  career  of 
uarder,  assassination,  pillage,  robbery,  blasphemy,  and  terror,  finally

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expired  in  blood  and  flame.  I  find  it  Impossible  in  tbe  limits  of  a  di«^- 
patch  to  give  yon  a  detailed  history  of  the  events  of  tbe  last  few  days. 
If  yoa  look  over  the  Paris  journals  I  send  yon  herewith,  yoa  will  fiiud 
fuller  and  far  paore  satisfactory  and  interesting  accounts  of  things  than 
it  would  be  possible  for  me  to  write  to  you.    •    •    • 

The  incredible  enormities  of  tbe  Oommune,  their  massacre  of  the 
archbishop  of  Paris  and  the  other  hostages,  their  coantlesa  maiden 
of  other  persons  who  refused  to  join  them  in  their  fiendish  work,  tbeir 
horrid  and  well-organized  plans  of  incendiarism  intended  to  destrof 
almost  the  entire  city,  and  which  resulted  iB  the  destruction  of  ao  many 
of  the  great  monuments  of  Paris,  are  crimes  which  will  never  die.  *  * 

On  Sunday  evening  last,  at  about  eight  o'clock,  intelligence  came  to 
me  that  an  American  lady.  Miss  Herring,  the  keeper  of  a  boardiDf 
house  on  the  boulevard  Haussmann,  had  been  arrested.  At  about  five- 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  she  was  out  of  her  house  with  two  of  her 
boarders,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crane,  of  New  York,  it  was  alleged  that  a  she: 
had  been  fired  from  the  building.  On  returning  to  the  house  they  foood 
it  in  the  possession  of  soldiers  and  surrounded  by  a  mob.  On  my  arriv 
ing  there  the  crowd  had  partially  dispersed  and  a  perquisition  had  beee 
made  in  the  house.  Nothing,  of  course,  was  found,  and  u|)on  my  expla- 
nations in  regard  to  Miss  Herring,  she  was  discharged  from  arre^. 
At  this  juncture,  Mr.  Carter,  an  American  merchant,  and  tihe  father  cf 
Mrs.  Crane,  went  into  an  adjoining  street  to  bring  home  the  nurse  aid 
the  young  child  of  his  daughter.  Descending  to  the  door  to  retaro  tJ 
my  lodgings,  I  observed  in  the  street,  a  short  distance  away,  a  very  lar^^: 
crowd  uttering  vociferous  yells  and  coming  in  the  direc^on  wfaeie  1 
stood.  To  my  utter  amazement  I  saw  that  this  mob  had  fiedlen  upoa  Mr. 
Garter,  and  were  following  him  with  the  cry  "A  mor^/"  "Aiwort.'* 
Fortunately  for  him  there  were  some  ofiicers  near  by,  who  sprang  to  b> 
rescue  and  saved  him  from  an  immediate  and  terrible  death*  While  ail 
this  was  going  on  he  was  separated  from  the  narse  and  child  of  hi^ 
daughter.  When  the  daughter  saw  her  father  barely  escaping  with  hi» 
life  from  the  crowd  without  bringing  her  child,  she  naturally  became 
almost  frantic,  and  with  the  courage  belonging  only  to  a  mother,  she 
seized  an  officer  by  tbe  arm  and  marched  with  him  directly  into  th*r 
mob.  In  a  few  minutes,  to  our  inexpressible  joy,  we  saw  her  recan: 
with  her  child  and  her  nurse.  I  mention  these  cases  as  cases  oatot 
hundreds,  which  have  been  happening  every  day  and  every  honr  o: 
every  day,  as  exhibiting  the  inhuman  aud  devilish  spirit  which  has  pre- 
vailed here. 

I  telegraphed  yon  of  the  sad  fate  of  the  archbishop  so  cruelly  shot  a$ 
a  hostage  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  24th  instant,  at  the  prison  of  L^ 
Eoquette.  I  had  become  intensely  interested  in  that  venerable  and  ex- 
cellent man.  I  presume  mine  was  the  last  friendly  face  he  ever  hehriti 
except  those  of  his  companions  who  were  shot  with  him.  I  saw  him  ai 
half  past  four  or  five  o'clock  last  Sunday  afternoon.  I  had  been  to  ^ 
him  on  Friday  and  found  him  so  feeble  that  I  thought  I  would  goag^^i^ 
on  Sunday  to  see  how  he  was.  The  Versailles  troops  had  already  entert^ 
the  gate  of  Saint  Cloud,  on  the  other  extreme  of  the  oity,  bat  of  coarse 
no  one  knew  it  'where  we  were.  The  national  guard  delegate  to  tbe 
prison  was  drunk  and  everything  was  very  disagreeable  inside.  The^ 
would  not  let  me  enter  the  cell  of  tbe  archbishop,  as  I  had  been  to  th^ 
habit  of  doing,  but  insisted  that  he  should  come  out  to  see  m^  '^ 
the  corridor.  I  regretted  that,  fbr  I  knew  how  weak  and  feeUe  be  «^- 
He  soon  came  out  looking  very  badly,  but  with  the  same  pleaaaotooflD- 
teuance  and  the  same  warm  thanks.    I  told  him  I  was  sorty  I  ooolti 
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^rin^  him  no  news,  bat  that  I  had  felt  so  anxioas  aboat  his  health  that 
1i€m1  oome  to  see  how  he  was.  He  replied  that  he  was  a  little  better. 
Ve  talked  of  the  sitoation  and  of  the  probabilities  of  the  speedy  deliv- 
ry  of  Pans.  I  told  him  I  thought  the  end  was  near  and  that  I  hoped  I 
hoald  soon  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him  at  liberty.  He  replied  that 
was  always  so  amiable  and  so  kind,  and  that  if  it  were  the  will  of  God 
hat  he  should  be  spared  it  woald  be  his  greatest  pleasure  to  tell  the 
vorld  of  all  that  I  had  done  for  him.  Bat  I  observed  that  he  was  sad* 
Ler  and  more  depressed  than  I  had  ever  seen  him,  and  I  think  he  had 
i  prescienoe  of  his  eoming  fate. 

Fbidat,  June  2, 1871. — ^There  has  been  a  marvelous  change  in  Paris 
ritbin  the  last  two  or  three  days.  While  ingress  and  egress  have  been 
rery  difflcalt,  and  egress  almost  impossible  np  to  the  present  time,  the 
B^hole  city  is  alive  with  people.  The  smoldering  fires  have  been  extin« 
fished  and  the  tottering  walls  palled  down.  Nearly  all  the  barricades 
lave  disappeared.  They  were  everywhere  in  incredible  numbers  and 
strength;  in  the  boulevards,  in  the  avenues,  on  the  by-streets — every- 
where. 

I  have  been  in  all  parts  of  the  city  since  the  close  of  the  bloody  con- 
flict.   Yesterday  afternoon  I  made  n^y  last  round,  going  to  Belleville^ 
Pere  la  Chaise,  La  Yiilette,  Place  de  la  Bastille,  &c.    1  visited  the  cele- 
brated prison  of  La  Boquette.    It  was  to  this  prison  that   the  arch- 
bishop of  Paris  was  removed  from  the  prison  of  Mazas  and  I  was  cnrions 
to  ascertain  in  regard  to  his  last  honrs.    Everything  relating  to  t^ 
fate  of  this  fflnstrions  man  must  exciie  the  deepest  interest    By  the 
coartesy  of  the  ofllcer  in  charge  and  of  one  of  the  old  guardians  of  the 
prison,  I  was  shown  into  the  ceR  where  the  arehbishop  had  been  eoa- 
fined.    The  oell  WM  evcfti  smaller  than  the  one  at  Mazas,  but  higher  up, 
better  lighted,  and  more  cheerfal.    He  was  taken  from  this  cell  a  little 
before  eight  o^clock  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  24th  nitimo.    The  onr^ 
of  the  Madeleine,  the  Abb6  Degaerry,  the  Senator  Bonjean,  and  three 
other  distinguished  hostages  were  taken  from  their  cells  in  the  same 
prison  at  the  same  time,  into  the  conrt  of  the  building,  and  all  were 
placed  against    the  wall,  which  incloses  the  somber  edifice  of  La 
Boqnelte.    The  archbisbop  if  as  placed  at  the  head  of  the  line,  and  the 
fiends   who  mardered  him,  with  their  knives  had  scratched  a  cross 
upon  a  stone  in  the  wall  at  the  very  place  where  his  head  most  have 
touched  at  the  moment  when  the  fatal  shots  were  fired.    He  did  not  Ml 
at  the  first  volley,  but  stood  erect,  calm,  and  immovable^    Before  the 
other  discharges   came  which  launched  him  into  eceraity  he  crossed 
bimseli  three  times  upon  his  forehead.    The  other  victims  fell  together. 
The  marks  of  the  ballets,  made  upon  the  wall  as  they  passed  throngh 
their  bodies,  were  distinctly  visible.    The  archbishop's  body  was  after- 
ward motilated,  his  abdomen  being  cnt  open.    All  the  bodies  were 
then  pat  into  a  cart  and  removed  to  P^re  la  Chaise,  which  is  bat  a  few 
squares  off,  where  they  were  thrown  into  the  common  ditch,  from  which 
they  were  happily  rescned  before  decomposition  had  entirely  taken  place. 
Betuming  from  La  Boquette,  (  came  by  the  **  Archevlcb^,"  where  the 
body  of  &e  archbishop  was  lying  in  state.    He  was  so  changed  that 
I  sbonld  scarcely  have  known  him.    Thousands  and  thousands  of  the 
people  of  Paris  were  passing  through  the  palace  to  look  for  the  last 
time  upon  him  who  was  so  endeared  to  them  by  his  benevolent  acts, 
his  kindly  disposition,  and  his  love  of  the  poor  and  the  lowly.    In  all  of 
the  six  or  seven  interviews  I  had  with  the  archbishop  in  the  prison, 
except  the  last,  I  always  found  him  cheerful,  and  sometimes  even  gay, 
aDd  never  uttering  one  word  of  complaint.    No  man  could  be  with  him 
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without  being  captivated  by  his  cheerfal  and  Christian  spirit  and  en- 
lightened coQversatioD.  The  archbinhop  was  learned,  aocomf^islied,  and 
eloquent,  and  was  a  most  liberal  man  in  his  religions  and  political  sen- 
timents.  He  met  his  fate  with  the  firmness  of  a  Chriatiaa  mutjt^  and 
ail  generous  hearts  will  join  in  a  tribute  of  mourning. 

The  losses  of  the  insurgents  have  been  fearfuL  Their  entire  militarj 
force  has  been  either  killeid,  wounded,  or  taken  prisonera.  The  losae) 
of  the  government  troops  are  not  known.  Those  of  Donai's  corps  (om 
of  the  four  corps  who  entered  the  city)  are  said  to  amount  to  for^  iA 
cers  and  six  hundred  men  killed  and  wounded.  The  number  of  prisoii- 
ers  of  the  government,  soldiers  as  well  as  people  charged  with  complif* 
ity  with  the  Oommune,  is  estimated  at  forty  or  fifty  thousand,  but  tfai* 
may  be  exaggerated.  Arrests  continue  to  be  effected  in  great  numbei^ 
and  where  the  thing  is  to  end  no  one  knows.

Sib  :  As  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  times,  I  have  the  honor  to  sead 
you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  by  General  Fabrioe  to  the  aothot- 
ities  of  the  Gommune,  in  relation  to  the  threatened  invasion  of  my  boisp 
by  the  insurrectionary  national  guards  of  Paris,  and  also  copy  of  tb^ 
reply  of  Paschal  Orousset.  This  correspondence  has  been  placed  is 
my  hands  by  Count  Waldersee,  the  new  charge  d'afbiree  of  the  Ger- 
man Empire  at  Paris.  I  send  copies  both  in  French  and  English.  Tbc 
history  of  the  matter  is  this : 

On  Saturday,  the  20th  ultimo,  about  eleven  o'clock  in  the  moroio^. 
when  I  was  writing  a  letter  to  General  Fabrice  on  a  matter  of  basiiMS!^ 
my  female  servant  came  rusbiug  into  the  legation  in  a  state  of  giea: 
terror  and  excitement,  saying  that  the  national  guard  had  come  to  in- 
vade my  house.  She  refused  to  open  the  doors,  telling  them  that :: 
was  the  resideuce  of  the  American  minister.  They  then  beeame  qniu 
violent  and  said  they  would  no  longer  respect  my  diplomatic  character, 
and  if  they  were  not  let  in  they  would  go  at  once  and  seek  some  more 
of  their  number  and  return  and  force  an  entrance.  In  the  mean  tine 
the  servant  (having  asked  a  neighboring  concierge  to  take  charge  m 
the  house,  in  her  absence)  start^  for  the  legation  to  advise  me  ot 
what  had  happened.  I  immediately  sent  Antoine,  the  messenger  of  the 
legation,  to  the  house  with  instructions  to  hold  possession  if  posabie 
until  I  could  send  word  to  the  Commune  authorities.  At  the  same  loo- 
ment  I  sent  a  messenger  to  Paschal  Orousset  to  demand  protection,  ao^i 
he  lest  no  time  in  sending  it.  It  arrived  before  the  soldiers  had  eSeetai 
their  entance,  and  my  house  was  saved  from  pillage. 

In  concluding  my  letter  to  General  Fabrioe,  I  wrote  as  follows :  "Tbe 
condition  of  things  here  grows  worse  and  worse  daily.  As  I  am  writ- 
ing my  servant  comes  in  to  tell  me  that  the  national  guard  has  eome 
to  invade  my  house,  declaring  they  will  not  respect  my  diplomatic 
character.  All  the  houses  in  the  neighborhood  have  been  pillaf^-^ 
It  seems  that  on  the  reception  of  my  letter  Oeneral  Fabrioe  tel^grapbeti 
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he  Priuce  Bismarck,  then  at  Frankfort,  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and 
he  result  was  the  correspondence  inclosed.  Oronsset's  letter  to  the  gen- 
ral  is  dated  on  the  ^d  of  May,  the  day  of  the  oommencement  of  the 
eavy  fighting.  I  never  received  from  him  any  snch  letter  as  he  re- 
ars to. 

I  have  felt  under  very  great  obligations  to  the  German  anthorities  for 
lie  ve^  prompt  and  emphatic  measures  taken  in  this  matter,  and  I 
ave  thought  you  might  deem  it  proper  to  make  some  acknowledgment 
hrottgh  Mr.  Bancroft.

The  Germsn  GtoTennneot  was  informed  yesterday,  May  20th,  that  oertaia  national 
liards  had  invaded  the  hoase  of  the  minister  of  the  United  States  of  America,  deolar- 
Dg  that  thev  did  not  care  for  his  diplomatic  character. 

This  act,  showing  a  total  disregard  of  the  rales  of  the  laws  of  nations,  raises  an  tnter- 
istional  question.  The  right  to  demand  satisfaction  for  this  outrage  belongs  eqaally 
o  all  goYemments;  bat  for  the  German  Goyemment  this  right  be^mes  a  daty,  inas- 
oach  as  the  minister  of  the  United  States  has,  daring  both  the  sieges  of  Paris,  had  the 
dndneas  to  charge  himself  with  the  protection  of  German  interests  in  that  city. 

In  consequence  the  undersigped  calls  upon  the  chiefe  of  power  in  Paris  to  deliver  up 
mmediately  to  the  German  military  authorities  the  national  guards  who  have  been 
^ilty  of  the  violation  of  the  resideinoe  of  Mr.  Washbnme. 

In  case  satialaotion  should  not  be  given  within  twenty-fonr  hours  by  the  surrender 
>f  the  guilty  into  the  hands  of  the  advanced  posts  at  St.  Dennis,  the  Geroian  Govern- 
aent  reserves  the  right  to  take  further  measures  in  the  premises.

Notified  on  the  20th  May,  toward  noon,  of  the  presence  at  the  legation  of  the  United 
btates  of  feveral  national  guards,  ignorant  of  diplomatic  rights  and  immunities,  the 
ODdersigaed  immediately  sent  one  of  the  employ^  of  this  delegation  with  a  formal 
order  to  cause  the  sacred  rights  of  a  neutral  residence  to  be  respected,  and  to  bring  the 
gnilty  before  a  court-martial.  The  moment  they  received  notice  of  this  order  they 
ded  in  all  directions,  without  its  being  possible  to  recognize  them. 

The  undersigned  consequently  finds  himself  unable  to  punish  an  act  which  he  form- 
ally condemns.  All  the  representatives  of  the  foreign  powers  who  have  been  in  rela- 
tion with  him  can  prove  this. 

He  has  only  been  able  to  express  to  Mr.  Washbnme  all  his  regrets  and  all  his  indig- 
nation in  a  letter  addressed  on  the  20t;h  of  May  to  the  legation  of  the  United  States. 

He  can  only  renew  the  expression  of  these  regrets  and  of  this  indignation  to  the 
German  minister  whom  Mr.  Washbnme  temporarily  represented.

Have  you  any  knowledge  whether  the  Hu- 
onj  during  her  stay  in  Hampton  Koads,  used  any  means  to  ascertaiu 
he  correctness  of  her  compasses  t 

Answer.  I  had  not.    She  had  not  swung  ship. 

3d  question  by  the  court.  Is  there  any  weather-signal  station  at  Hamp- 
:on  Roads  f 

Answer.  None  nearer  than  Norfolk. 

4tb  question  by  the  court.  What  cruises  did  the  Huron  make  from 
he  time  she  was  commissioned  to  the  date  of  sailing  last  from  Fortress 
^lonroe  f 

Answer.  She  made  one  ernise  before  and  two  after  I  took  command. 
The  two  last  were,  first,  to  Barbadoes,  Anacoa,  Aspinwall,  Mobile,  Port 
[loyal,  and  back  to  Hampton  Roads;  and,  second,  from  Hampton  Koads 
o  New  York,  to  be  docked  and  receive  a  new  propeller,  and  thence  to 
9amptoo  Roads,  as  I  have  already  stilted,  the  Saturday  before  she  last 
>ailed. 

No  further  questions  were  proposed  to  the  witness.  The  record  of 
lis  evidence  was  read  aloud,  and  he  asked  to  amend  his  answer  as  to 
:be  Huron's  detention  by  inserting  the  words  *^  for  three  days"  at  the 
md  of  that  answer;  and,  also,  to  add  the  word  ^^ Trinidad,"  before 
the  word  '^  Gnrsgoa,"  in  his  last  answer. 

As  thus  amended  he  affirmcil  the  correctness  of  the  record,  and  with- 
drew from  the  court. 

The  judge  advocate  then  put  into  the  case  as  evidence  tliree  charts 
ind  one  pamphlet  catalogue  of  charts  from  the  Bureau  of  Hydrogra- 
!>by,  which  are  marked,  respectively,  F,  6,  H,  and  I,  and  are  appended  to 
this  record. 

The  judge  advocate  then  called  as  witness  Wyi.  P.  Conway,  master, 
Cuited  States  Navy,  who  was  duly  sworn  by  tlie  president  of  the  court, 
&nd  then  was  interrogated  and  made  answer  as  follows,  viz  : 

1  St  question  by  judge  advocate.  State  your  name  and  rank,  and  to 
what  vessel  you  were  attached,  and  in  what  capacity,  on  November  23, 
1877. 

Answer.  William  P.  Conway,  master.  United  States  Navy.  1  was 
attached  to  the  United  States  ship  Huron,  as  watch-officer. 

2d  questiou  by  the  judge  advocate.  State  all  the  facts  within  your 
knowledge  in  regard  to  the  Huron  on  the  day  she  last  sailed. 

Answer.  She  sailed  from  Hampton  Roads  about  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  No- 
vember 23 ;  passed  Cnpe  Henry  between  1  and  2  o'clock  p.  m.  that  day. 
Just  after  passing  Cape  Henry  a  departure  was  taken,  and  the  course 
was  south  by  east  one-quarter  east,  a  half  point  westerly  of  local  devia- 
tion, not  including  the  variation  of  the  compass.  At  0  o'clock  p.  ni.  I 
^eut  on  watch  and  took  charge  of  the  deck.    The  ship  was  then  steering 
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the  above-mentioned  course  and  making  six  and  a  half  knots  audei 
steam,  with  jib,  fore  and  main  trisails  and  spanker. 

Gurritack  light  was  then  from  oiiehalf  to  a  whole  point  forward  of 
the  starboard  beam.  It  bore  exactly  on  the  beam  at  half-past  sii 
o'clock,  distant  seven  or  eight  miles.  The  jib-stay,  soon  after  ax 
o'clock,  carried  away.  We  secured  the  sail  and  set  the  fore  storm  <^tay- 
sail ;  took  in  spanker;  pat  a  single  reef  in  fore  trisail,  and  a  doablf 
reef  in  the  main  trisail.  At  a  quarter  before  seven  o'clock  the  leal 
was  cast,  and  fonnd  about  fourteen  fathoms.  The  quartermaster  gir* 
the  sounding  as  fifteen  fathoms.  Mr.  Palmer,  the  navigator,  asked  of 
if  the  line  was  up  and  down.  I  answered,  "A  little  ofif  on  the  be^n. 
and  should  allow  about  one  fathom." 

In  sounding,  the  Huron  luffed  up  on  the  port  beam  for  about  five  miiv 
ntes.  After  that,  Mr.  Palmer  told  me  that  this  soandiug  agreed  wil 
the  course  and  the  bearing  of  Currituck  light. 

The  reefs  of  which  I  spoke  were  not  taken  in  till  about  eight  o'eloct 
At  eight  o'clock  the  Currituck  light  was  on  the  starboard  quarter,  i 
lett  the  deck  at  eight  o'clock,  at  the  end  of  my  watch.  Master  J.  >' 
AVight  relieved  nie.  The  ship  was  then  going  five  and  a  half  knot^  vi!fc 
steam  and  sail  close  on  the  wind ;  the  sails  were  one-third  in  the  wm\ 
on  the  port  tack,  and  steering  the  same  course.  The  wind  then  wa-s  ^^ 
during  all  my  watch  had  been,  about  east-southeast,  with  a  force  «t 
seven  to  eight.  The  barometer  had,  for  three  hours,  indicated  ^)oi 
inches.  I  went  into  the  cabin  at  eight  o'clock,  and  saw  the  chare  ou  tit 
table,  and  Commander  Ryan  standing  by.  I  looked  at  the  charts,  m 
Commander  liyan  remarked  that  that  coarse  ought  to  take  the  siiipfr 
enough  out,  and  said  he  was  afraid  if  he  steered  farther  out  he  would  ^t 
into  the  Gulf  Stream,  as  he  had  done  last  fall  in  going  to  Port  Koti> 
He  spoke  of  not  turning  in  till  he  made  Hatteras  light,  or  dayii;r>it: 
and  afterward  he  said  he  thought  the  safest  plan  would  be  to  put  ht. 
head  off-shore  and  turn  in.  I  remarked  that  he  wonld  not  be  ablei" 
sleep  if  he  did  ]»ut  her  head  off-shore,  as  there  was  a  heavy  eea,  sod  ^r 
should  be  running  into  it. 

After  that  I  weitt  below,  and  was  on  deck  again  about  half  paatter 
o^clock,  and  Currituck  light  was  then  about  one  or  two  |N>iutsoDtu 
starboard  quarter,  just  visible  as  the  ship  rose  on  the  waves.  I  tbea 
went  below  and  turned  in.  I  was  awoke  by  a  heavy  shock.  Thought 
at  first  it  was  a  collision  with  another  vessel,  as  I  heard  the  water  rash 
ing  over  the  rail.  At  the  next  thump  I  knew  the  ship  was  ashore.  »ih1 
heard  some  one  say  so,  and  heard  some  one  on  deck  sing  out,  ^^Hani 
a-starboard."  I  went  on  deck  as  quickly  as  possible.  Found  the  ship  02 
her  port  bilge,  inclining  about  40^. 

Mr.  Simons,  the  executive  officer,  gave  orders  to  batten  down  tfaf 
hatches  and  throw  the  guns  over.  The  captain  gave  orders  to  lower  the 
sails.  I  went  forward  to  my  station,  when  all  hands  were  called,  )ifi«r 
those  orders,  and  assisted  in  getting  do\^n  the  fore  trisail.  The  wa  »a* 
then  coming  over  so  that  I  could  not  stand  on  the  port  side  of  the  luaii. 
deck.  It  was  dangerous  to  stand  there.  We  got  the  trisail  down  iin«l 
covered  the  hatch  with  it,  as  well  as  we  could.  After  that  I  went  aft  to 
ask  the  captain  if  we  should  cut  away  the  masts,  as  was  suggesie^I  t^^ 
me  by  the  chief  boatswain's  mate.  He  said,  "Yes;  but  not  jujjt  now. 
I  then  went  to  the  starboard  gangway,  and  saw  what  I  considers!  to  be 
beach-land.  About  that  time  I  asked  Mr.  French,  who  had  been  t»a 
watch,  what  was  the  time,  and  he  answered,  "About  one- quarter  of  t<vo 
o'clock." 

When  the  ship  keeled  over,  the  port  boats  were  all  carried  awaj. 
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rhen  the  main  iiraif  came  down,  itknocke<1  an  awning^-stanchtonthrongh 
le  starboanl  cntter.  After  seeing  what  I  tboaght  wa»  land,  I  asked 
le  captain  if  we  could  not  get  a  line  asliore.  He  said,  '*  Yes ;  lower  the 
litter  and  try  it."  We  got  the  cotter  down — the  same  I  have  spoken  of; 
e  hafl  bnt  one — and  made  a  line  fast  to  it,  and  I  called  for  volunteers 
)  go  with  me  in  the  boat.  Several  said  they  would,  and  started  to  get 
ito  the  boat. 

Previous  to  this  there  was  a  report  that  there  were  two  rocks  ahead. 
he  captain  asked  me  where.  £  told  him,  ^'Ashore,  aheaii  of  the  ship,'' 
ltd  he  went  to  the  gangway  and  asked  where  the  shore  wafs.  I  showed 
im,  and  he  said.  ^<  My  God!  how  did  we  get  in  here!"  Some  officer 
nd  others  standing  round  said  it  was  not  the  shore ;  that  there  was 
nooth  water  inside  the  reef.  It  was  thick,  the  spray  flying  so  that  we 
)ald  not  see  clearly.  I  went  foi'ward  on  the  forecastle  to  make  out  if 
were  land  or  not,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  boat  swamped.  We  had 
a<i  to  cut  the  stanchion  out  four  or  five  inches  above  the  water-line. 
Vhen  she  swamped  there  were  no  men  in  her.  1  did  not  go  aft  again, 
nd  I  heard  Mr.  French  sing  out,  ^^Out  away  the  masts."  He  had  the 
atch  when  she  struck.  They  out  the  starboard  lanyards  of  the  f  »re- 
igging,  and  the  mast  fell  on  the  port  side,  fell  to  windward,  Carrying 
ith  it  the  jib-boom  and  main  topmast. 

I  told  men  to  go  down  and  get  up  the  bolsa.  They  found  the  hoops 
ud  the  barrels,  but  said  they  could  not  find  the  bellows  to  blow  it  up. 
also  had  the  lights  on  the  berth -deck  put  out,  for  fear  of  fire.  Not 
eing  able  to  do  anything  further,  I  got  down  on  the  forecastle- rail  with 
lot  of  the  men.  No  one  thought  we  sliould  lose  our  lives,  but  that  the 
[kip  would  be  lost  and  that  at  daybreak  we  should  all  get  off. 
SSome  time  atter  this  some  of  the  officers  and  men  came  forward,  and 
tbers  went  into  the  main  rigging.  Later  I  moved  out  on  the  bowsprit. 
^0  one  had  then  been  lost  or  drowned,  as  far  as  I  knew.  This  was  be- 
ire  daylight.  The  waves  were  then  breaking  clear  over  the  ship,  and 
;  was  difficult  for  afiy  one  to  hold  on.  I  soon  noticed  that  the  water 
as  getting  higher  on  the  ship,  and  supposed  it  was  Hood-tide.  When 
ae  vessel  first  keeled  over  the  water  was  not  quite,  but  almost,  flush 
ith  the  top  of  the  rail. 

Just  liefore  daylight  the  men  began  to  be  swept  from  the  forecastle, 
ibout  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  as  near  as  I  could  judge,  I  asked  a  man  to 
ive  me  a  life-preserver  he  had,  and  I  would  try  to  swim  ashore  and^et 
^sistance.  He  answered  that  he  would  not  give  it  to  me,  as  he  could 
ot  swim.  At  this  time  I  am  not  certain  that  any  one  hiul  got  ashore. 
Everything  that  got  adrift  seemed  as  if  floating  out  to  sea.  Finding 
frer  this  I  could  not  hold  on  much  longer,  I  allowed  myself  to  be 
ashed  off  and  swam  ashore.  Two  or  three  of  the  men  left  at  the  same 
ime.  I  don't  know  what  officers  and  men  were  left  on  the  ship.  The 
lunch  was  washed  away  before  I  left,  and  I  was  told  that  Lieutenant 
^almer  and  Commander  Byan  were  in  it.  Ensign  Young  and  seaman 
Lutone  Williams  had  previously  left  on  the  bolsa.  I  was  about  five 
Liiiiutes  in  the  water,  and  then  struck  the  beach  and  was  hauled  out  by 
oine  fishermen,  two  of  whom  carried  me,  holding  by  each  arm,  up  to  a 
lut.  I  met  Mr.  Young  as  I  was  going  towards  the  hut.  At  the  hut  I 
ouud  several  men,  who  gave  me  some  of  their  clothes,  as  I  had  nothing 
•n  when  I  reached  the  shore.  1  was  naked  when  I  was  washed  over- 
board. 

I  then  started  np  the  beach  and  met  Mr.  Young  again,  and  he  told  me 
Itere  was  a  life-saving  station  about  three  miles  down  the  beach,  which 
be  fishermen  did  not  dare  to  break  open.    I  told  Mr.  Young  to  take 
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Navy  Depart^tent,  December  6, 1877. 

The  conrit  met  parsnant  to  adjoarnment.    Prt'sent,  all  the  members 
k1  the  judge-advocate. 

The  record  of  yesterdaj^'s  proceeding's  vas  read  and  approved. 
Master  William  P.  Conway  was  then  recalled  and  examined  by  the 
nrt,  and  testified  as  follows,  viz : 

1st  qaestion  by  the  conrt.  Yoa  stated  that  when  the  Haron  took  her 
parture  the  deviation  of  the  compass  was  one-half  point  westerly  ou 
e  coarse  south  by  east  one-quarter  east    How  do  yon  know  thist 
Answer.  Lieutenant  Palmer,  the  navigator,  told  me  so. 
2d  question  by  the  court.  When  was  the  local  deviation  of  the  sta'jd- 
d  compass  of  the  Huron  last  determined  f 

Answer.  I  think  in  New  York,  by  Lieutenant  Palmer,  after  the  Huron 
me  oat  of  dock,  just  before  leaving  for  Norfolk  the  last  time. 
3d  question  by  th'e  court.  During  the  cruise  of  the  Huron  to  the 
iribbean  Sea,  were  there  any  special  errors  discovered  in  her  com- 
issesf 

Answer.  Yes;  the  deviation  there  was  less  than  in  New  York. 
4th  question  by  the  court.  Look  at  the  chart  on  the  table  and  see 
tietlier  it  is  like  the  one  you  Siiw  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  table  of  the 
oront 

The  witness  looks  at  chart  No.  5,  and  says,  ''  I  think  it  is.'' 
5th  question  by  the  court.  Did  the  engines  of  the  Huron  work  well, 
id  how  long  were  they  running  after  the  vessel  struck  t 
Answer.  1  don't  Kpow. 

Gth  question  by  the  court.  After  grounding,  was  everything  possible 
>ne  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  crew  ? 
Answer.  I  cannot  answer  that,  for  I  do  not  know. 
7th  question  by  the  conrt.  J>id  you  regard  the  gale  as  a'serions  one 
^fore  going  on  shore,  and  did  it  at  all  prevent  the  free  navigation  of 
le  vessel  I  » 

Answer.  No,  sir;  I  was  not  alarmed  about  the  gale  at  all. 
8tb  question  by  the  court.  You  state  that  the  skills  were  one-third  in 
le  wind.    Do  you  mean  to  convey  the  idea  that  the  sails  were  lifting, 
Qd  did  you  keep  the  ship  off  her  course  to  keep  the  sails  full  f 
Answer.  The  sails  were  lifting,  but  the  course  was  not  changed. 
9th  question  by  the  court.  Why  did  you  not  take  the  sails  in  if  they 
id  not  draw  ? 

Answer.  The  spanker  was  taken  in  on  that  account.  At  times  the 
ther  sails  did  draw. 

10th  question  by  the  conrt.  Did  the  crew  and  officers  behave  well  atlter 
be  vessel  grounded  and  give  evidence  of  good  discipline  t 

Answer.  Yes;  1  saw  nothing  to  the  contrary.    All  l^ehaved  well. 

11th  question  by  the  court.  >\'hen  you  hove  the  lead  you  found  it 
ended  on  the  weather-beam.  Did  there  seem  to  be  much  drift  toward 
he  shore  f 

Answer.  No;  none. 

12th  question  by  the  court.  Was  the  log  or  the  steam-log  of  the  Hu- 
on,  or  any,  and,  if  any,  what,  of  the  papers  saved  t 

Answer.  Some  of  the  paymaster's  papers,  and,  I  think,  the  steam-log ; 
>ut  am  not  sure. 

13th  question  by  the  court.  To  what  cause  do  you  now  attribute  the 
OSS  of  the  Huron  f 

Answer.  To  a  current,  or  set  of  the  sea,  that  put  the  ship  in  toward 
:he  shore;  and,  also,  to  thick  weather  that  prevented  seeing  the  lights* 
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stimony  was  then  read  to  bim  by  tbe  jodge-advocate,  and  pronoanced 
>rrect.    Tbe  witness  then  withdrew. 

Rear- Admiral  Trenchard  then  asked  permission,  and  was  allowed  by 
le  court,  to  amend  his  yesterday's  testimony  as  follows,  viz : 
''  1  desire  to  correct  my  answer  of  yesterday  to  tbe  4th  questioti  of  tbe 
dgeadvocate,  by  stating  that  since  yesterday  I  have  consulted  my 
^nal-record  and  a  copy  of  the  Ioj;  of  the  Powhatan,  from  which  it 
)|jears  that  the  signaling  between  me  and  Commander  Ryan  com- 
enced  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  November  22,  and  ended  at  a  quarter  past 
)  a.  m.  on  the  23d,  when  Commander  Ryan  asked  permission  to  get 
[uler  weigh.  The  Huron  did  get  under  weigh  at  that  hour.'' 
Tbe  record  of  this  amended  statement  was  read  to  the  witness,  and 
r  him  pronounced  correct.  Tbe  witness  then  withdrew.  Thejudge- 
Ivocate  then  introduced  and  read  in  evidence  two  documents  which 
re  hereto  annexed,  and  marked,  respectively,  J  and  EL  Tbe  court  then 
Jjourued  to  to  morrow  at  J.0.30  a.  m.

27tb  question  by  the  conrt.  Was  paragraph  4,  page  58,*of  tbe  Navy 
^^ulations,  fully  complied  with  f 

(Tbe  witness  examined  that  paragraph.) 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  as  to  tbe  lead-lines.  Tbe  log  lines  and  the 
^la^ses  also  were  attended  to,  and  they  were  very  careful  about  the  com- 
passes. I  think  that  I  myself,  just  before  leaving  New  York,  marked  tbe 
log-line  that  was  used  by  tbe  Huron  the  night  she  grounded. 

2Sth  question  by  tbe  court.  Were  not  tbe  breakers  heavy  when  you 
Btrnck,  and  were  they  not  heard  before  striking  f  • 

Answer.  Yes ;  they  were  heavy  when  tbe  Huron  struck,  but  I  did  not 
bear  them  before  that. 

f*  Xo  further  question  was  asked.    Tbe  record  of  bis  answers  being  read 
to  the  witness,  be  pronounced  it  correct  and  withdrew. 

Tbe  judge  advocate  tben  called  Assistant-Engineer  R.  O.  Denig,  who 
^as  then  duly  sworn  by  tbe  president  of  tbe  court,  and,  being  exam- 
ined, testified  as  follows,  viz  :

ter  this  he  went  to  the  top  of  the  hatch  and  asked,  ^*  Shall  we  back 
r  ?^  The  engine  was  idle  about  a  minute.  A  signal  then  came  to 
Nick  her."  The  engioe  then,  and  always,  backed  readily  and  very 
^t.  She  continaed  to  back  until  about  two  o'clock — nearly  an  hour — 
len  the  engines  stopped  of  their  own  aooord.  The  steam-gauge  then 
3^i9tered  more  than  forty  pounds. 

When  I  first  came  into  the  engine-room  I  heard  the  order  to  <*  batten 
x^n  the  hatches."  It  was  then  impossible  to  batten  down  the  engine- 
om  hatch,  l>ecause  the  main  gaff  and  main  trysail  had  fallen  over  it. 

assisting  to  partially  cover  the  hatch  with  a  tarpaulin,  I  was  on  deck 
d  found  Master  Wight  mciking  an  effort  to  dismount  the  nine-inch 
u,  which  was  near  the  hatch.  It  was  the  port  gun.  1  gave  him  a 
)meut'8  assistance.  He  was  holding  on  by  one  hand  and  with  the 
ber  taking  a  turn  out  of  the  fall.  I  then  returned  to  the  engine-room, 
le  tops  of  heavy  seas  were  then  coming  through  the  hatch  into  the 
gine-room.  The  ship  was  heeled  over  about  thirty  degrees  to  the 
iudward  and  off  shore. 

To  clear  ber  from  water,  Ghief  Engineer  Olson  gave  the  order,  ^*  Put 
I  the  bilgeipjection."  I  did  this  myself,  and  closed  the  outboard  in- 
ction.  Two  Blake  pumps  were  put  on  the  bilge  for  the  same  purpose, 
oth  pumps  worked  well.  The  vacuum  in  the  condenser  was  more  than 
'teen  inches.  The  Blake  pumps  were  five  feet  above  the  floor  of  the 
igine-room.  All  the  water,  so  far,  had  come  down  the  hatch,  and  the 
imps  would,  at  that  time,  clear  the  ship  of  water.  The  pumps  took 
le  water  from  above  the  false  bottom,  which  extended  five  feet  above 
le  base-line  of  the  ship,  and  the  greatest  depth  of  the  false  bottom  was 
^bteen  inches.  The  doors  of  the  coal-bunkers  on  the  starboard  side 
artst  partially  open,  and  the  fire-room  was  being  constantly  filled  with 
>al.  A  man  was  stationed  at  each  stop-valve  of  the  boilers  to  close 
iem  ill  case  of  any  serious  accident  to  boilers  or  steam-pipe.  That 
oj>itiou  was  one  of  danger,  but  the  men  staid  there. 

From  the  time  the  ship  heeled  over,  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the 
eight  of  waicr  in  the  boiler.  Chief  Engineer  Olson  spoke  a  word  of 
ucouragement  to  the  men  and  ordered  good  fires  to  be  kept  under  the 
oilers  under  all  circumstances,  unless  it  became  absolutely  necessary 
[>  haul  the  tires.  There  were  three  machinists  and  about  fourteen  men 
1  the  engine-room  and  flre-rooui  during  all  this  time. 

At  each  thump  of  the  ship  her  bottom  buckled  inward,  and  each  time 
pparently  resumed  its  original  form.  I  heard  several  loud  cracks,  as 
fHome  portion  of  the  engine-frame  were  breaking ;  butthe  engine  still 
ootiuued  to  work,  backing  all  this  time.  The  boilers  on  the  starboard 
ide  were  much  shaken  and  gradually  shifting  to  port,  up  to  the  time 
(ben  the  engine  stopped.  We  discovered  no  breakage  at  all  about  the 
toiler  or  engines.  The  propeller-shaft  had  a  coupling  at  each  end,  which 
voald  allow  the  shaft  to  be  somewhat  out  of  line  and  still  the  engine 
rould  work.  The  engine  probably  stopped  because  of  the  shoal  depth 
)f  water  the  ship  was  in.  There  was  steam  in  four  of  the  five  boilers. 
A.fter  the  engine  stopped  we  made  attempts  to  start  it  again.  The 
[Kimps  were  still  kept  on  the  bil^e.  The  outboard  delivery-valve  of  the 
(uain  engine  was  closed  tight,  shut  by  a  machinist.  The  boilers  showed 
i^ucb  a  tendency  to  shift,  to  carrying  away,  that  Ohief  Engineer  Olson 
aske<i  permission  to  haul  the  starboard  fire. 

I  reported  the  engines  stopped  to  Master  French,  officer  of  the  deck. 
At  *J.15  a.  m.,  by  Commander  Byan's  permission,  all  fires  were  hauled, 
aiul  the  order  passed,  '^AIl  hands  on  deck." 

Previous  to  this  the  whistle  was  blown  as  a  signal  of  distress,  and  it 
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continued  to  blow  till  8ome  time  after  I  had  loft  the  engine-room,  and 
probably  nntil  all  the  steam  was  out  of  the  boiler. 

When  I  left  the  engine-room,  a  few  moments  after  the  fires  were 
hauled,  the  ship  had  not,  apparently,  sprung  a  leak,  though  several  feet 
of  water  were  banked  up  on  the  port  side  of  the  engine>room. 

I  passed  through  the  engine-room  twice  after  this,  and  the  water  w» 
gradually  rising,  though  not  apparently  from  leak.  Several  meu  wert 
in  the  engine-room.  Cadet-Engineer  Loomis  was  stationed  at  the  th^>^ 
tie-valve  all  this  time.  Most  of  the  time  I  was  in  the  lower  engine  rooi 
and  the  fire-room.  Chief  Engineer  Olson  gave  his  orders  from  tbe  ea- 
gine-platform.  I  then  went  on  deck  and  remained  in  Coinmaoder  H; 
an's  office  until  the  ship  bilged.  This  w^is  after  half  past  three  o'elork 
During  tbe  latter  part  of  the  time  that  I  was  in  his  office,  he  and  Clii<^ 
Engineer  Olson,  Surgeon  Gulbreth,  Lieutenant  Simons,  Paymahtif 
Landers,  Cadet-Engineer  Loomis,  and  Draughtsman  Evans  were  a! 
there  with  me.  L'euteuant  Palmer  and  Ensign  Youug  were  in  the  afitrr 
cabin  burning  signals.  Master  Conway  and  Ensign  Danner  1  did  »^. 
see  after  the  ship  struck,  and  I  saw  Masters  Wight  and  French  bat  onct 
Lieutenant  Simons  was  constantly  passing  from  the  deck  to  Oouimaod^ 
Byan  and  back. 

When  the  ship  bilged  I  went  to  the  mizzen  rigging,  and  savetl  my^ 
by  swimming  ashore  after  staying  till  about  nine  o'clock.  Wheu  I  \€\ 
the  ship  the  poop-deck  and  cabin  were  completely  washed  away.  Tit 
hammock-netting,  most  of  the  deck  of  the  topgallant  forecastle,  the  pt^n- 
sills,  and  considerable  inside  wood-work  were  carried  away.  The  wn^- 
mast  and  mizzenmast,  the  smoke-stack,  and  the  starboard  gun  were^^t.!. 
in  place.  A  few  moments  after  I  reached  the  shore  the  main  and  miz 
zen  masts  and  the  smoke-stack  were  gone. 

I  will'uow  state  what  I  heard  said  while  I  was  in  Commander  Bjac* 
office.  I  heard  the  barometer  reported  as  having  stood  at  29.9:2  soft^ 
time  before  one  o^clock.  Twice  I  heard  it  reported  as  being  above  >* 
while  I  was  in  the  office.  Commander  Byan  sent  to  the  officer  of  tbf 
deck,  asking  if  the  ship's  log  had  been  saved.  Search  was  made  for  td<* 
log,  but  the  office  in  which  it  was  kept  was  full  of  water  and  itcoaldM 
be  found.  I  had  heard  Commander  ityan,  when  the  Huron  first  strnct 
sing  out  to  Mr.  French  to  save  the  log.  In  the  office  I  heard  GommaDdrr 
liyan  say  that  we  were  probably  ashore  on  Nag's  Head.  He  asked  Lien 
tenant  Simons  if  he  had  given  the  order  to  cut  away  the  foremast,  i^ 
had  then  been  cut  away.  He  answered,  ^' Yes,  sir;  I  gave  the  order  to 
^ stand  by,'  a«  you  directed,  and  they  probably  understood  me  to  say. 
'Cut  it  away.'"  Commander  Byan  said,  ''It  is  all  right,  for  I  ioteod^l 
immediately  to  give  the  order." 

The  second  whale-boat  hung  in  its  davits  until  after  daylight  and  v«^ 
then  carried  away.  The  launch  and  dinghy  were  carried  away  at  eari> 
dawn.  There  were  In  the  launch  several  men  with  Commander  By^u 
and,  I  think,  Lieutenant  Palmer  when  she  was  carried  away.  Isawbrr 
stove.  Sbe  fell  stern  first  and  hung  by  one  davit  at  the  other  eud,  to 
which  davit  two  men  clung  until  they  were  drowned.  The  steami^^ 
was  lost.  The  fragments  of  the  boats  washed  up  on  the  beach.  Tut* 
temperature  of  the  water  at  midnight  was  69<^. 

The  Huron  drew  about  11^  feet  tbrward,  and  about  13  feet  2  inches 
aft,  when  she  went  to  sea.    The  diameter  of  her  screw  was  12  feet. 

12th  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  When  the  Huron  sailed,  Sovfin- 
ber  23, 1877,  was  she  staunch  and  seaworthy,  her  engines  and  macbioery 
in  perfect  order,  and  her  equipment  complete  f 

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 
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13th  qaestion  by  the  jadge-advocate.  What  was  then  the  condition  of

Au8\ver.  As  good  as  new,  I  should  say ;  thoroughly  stanuch  and  strong. 

The  judge  advocate  asked  no  further  questions.  The  court  continued 
le  examination,  as  follows,  viz:

3(1  question  by  the  court.  Have  yon  any  knowledge  of  the  courses

Answer.  Yes ;  I  looked  at  the  compass  and  it  indicated  east  of  south, 
bout  south  by  east. 

4th  question  by  the  court.  Do  you  attribute  the  loss  of  the  Huron  to 
iress  of  weather,  or  to  lack  of  efficiency  in  hull,  machinery,  or  appoint- 
ients  ! 

Answer.  The  machinery  and  hull  were  both  sufficient  and  efficient. 
iS  to  the  weather,  the  ship,  being  under  steam,  was  at  liberty  to  go 
bere  the  commander  pleased. 

3th  question  by  the  court.  After  you  came  on  deck,  was  any  measure 
os.sible  to  save. the  crew,  or  was  nothing  possible  f 
Answer.  I^othing  was  possible. 

<>tb  question  by  the  court.  What  speed,  under  the  circumstances  of 
iod  and  weather,  with  fifty  pounds  of  steam,  would  three  and  a  h^f 
olfH  of  the  throttle  give  the  ship  f 
Answer.  Five  knots. 

7th  question  by  the  court.  During  the  time  the  Huron  was  aground 
ere  the  officers  and  crew  collected  and  attentive  to  orders,  and  did  the 
i>cipline  remain  efficient  to  the  end  f 
Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

8th  question  by  the  court.  Do  you  know  when  the  Huron  was  last 
^wug  for  the  puri>ose  of  correcting  the  compass  f 
Answer.  I  think  she  was  swung  in  New  York  last  November. 
No  further  questions  were  proposed  to  the  witness.    The  record  of 
is  evidence  was  read  to  him  and  by  him  declared  correct,  and  he  then 
ithdrew. 

The  court  then  adjourned  to  tomorrow,  December  8,  at  10.30  a.  m.

Tiie  record  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read  and  approved. 

Ensign  Lucien  Young,  United  States  Navy,  was  then  called  as  a 
ntness,  was  duly  sworn  by  the  president  of  the  court,  and  was  inter- 
ugated  and  made  answers  as  follows,  viz : 
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Ist  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  What  are  yoar  name  and  rank. 
and  in  what  capacity  were  yon  on  the  Huron  in  November  last! 

Answer.  Lucien  Young;  ensign,  United  States  Navy;  and  watch 
officer. 

2d  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  How  long  had  yon  been  attacLd 
to  her  t 

Answer.  Nearly  two  years. 

3d  question  by  judge-advocate.  When  did  she  last  sail  from  Hamp:a 
Boads  f 

Answer.  November  23, 1877,  between  10  and  11  o'clock  a.  m. 

4th  question  by  judge-advocate.  What  was  then  the  wind  rl 
weather  t 

Answer.  The  wind  was  about  five  or  six  in  force,  and  was  stesMk  j 
both  force  and  direction  at  onr  departure  and  outside.  It  wa8  oven-w 
and  slightly  misty.  We  couldn't  see  objects  very  far  off,  bat  ooulti  yt 
the  sails  of  vessels  whose  hulls  were  down. 

5th  question  by  judge  advocate.  State  all  the  facts  in  your  ob$pni 
tiou  and  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  Huron,  from  her  sailing  till  joa  K'' 
her,  and  the  scene  of  her  disaster. 

Answer.  I  had  the  watch  from  12  noon  to  4  p.  m.  I  relieved  Mas>- 
French.  I  completed  the  work  he  had  begun,  securing  boats  aud  ^c^ 
and  getting  up  chafing  gear.  We  were  in  charge  of  a  pilot  gett  ^ 
down  and  heading  out  of  harbor,  and  discharged  him  before  we  pa^ 
Cape  Henry,  at  about  one  o'clock. 

We  then  steered  about  southeast  by  east.  A  few  minutes  before  pi^ 
ing  Cape  Henry  the  pass-over  valve  got  jammed  open,  and  sleaoi*^ 
caped  for  a  few  minutes  from  the  cylinder.  We  stopped  a  few  mm*-* 
and  fixed  it.  This  was  the  only  accident  that  hap|>eQed  to  the  en^ri;- 
at  all  from  Hampton  Eoads  till  the  Huron  struck.  The  nari^ftt*^ 
Lieutenant  Palmer,  gave  me  instructions  to  inform  him  when  Ci' 
Henry  light  bore  west  by  sonth.  At  1.25  p.  m.  Cape  Henry  ligbi  «- 
oh  that  bearing,  distant  about  five  to  seven  miles.  Put  over  two  i^te' 
logs;  course  sonth  by  east  three-quarters  east.  Lieutenant  Palm^, 
when  he  set  the  course,  told  tne  there  was  a  buoy  on  a  wreck  eiactK^'i 
our  course  ten  miles  off.  We  passed  this  buoy  about  two  hundred  yarvi< 
to  windward  of  it.  About  3.10  p.  m.  Lieutenant  Palmer  told  me  tbttii' 
logging  and  course  were  exactly  right  by  the  chart.  About  l.^P'- 
Lieutenant  Simons  gave  roe  instructions  to  get  the  anchors  on  tbe  Ix)^ 
secure  them,  and  unbend  the  chains.  I  asked  him  if  he  wanted  tb 
anchors  across  the  topgallant  forecastle  deck.  He  said,  ^^  Wait  a  m* 
ute,"  and  went  and  s]K)ke  to  Commander  Byan  ;  came  back  and  toM  7j 
to  get  them  on  the  bill-board.  1  told  him  I  had  already  got  tbe  jV'^ 
asses  into  the  hawse-pipes.  He  said,  ^^  Never  mind;  noliend  the  chair- 
and  send  them  below."  £  did  so,  and  secured  the  anchors.  Att«'{ 
o'clock  I  made  all  plain  sail  except  mizzengaff  topsail.  Wind aU*' 
east-southeast,  force  five  to  six ;  think  I  marked  it  six  in  the  log.  ^'"^ 
log  was  not  saved  that  I  know.  The  gaff  topsails  shook  so  that  CVc* 
roander  Eyan  told  me  to  take  them  in,  and  I  did.  During  that  nau< 
we  passed  one  square-rigged  vessel  heading  in  toward  the  ca|)es  witb^- 
plain  sails  set  and  topmast  and  lower  port  studdingsails.  We  pH.<^ 
several  other  vessels,  one  of  which  was  a  brigantine,  standmg  to\rflni 
us,  which  shifted  her  helm  three  times,  the  third  time  going  at)out  u^ 
hundred  yards  to  leeward  of  us,  standing  to  northward  and  irestwAtc. 
all  sails  set.  The  barometer  was  steady  in  that  watch  at  30.01.  B" 
Huron  behaved  well  at  this  time,  riding  well  to  a  moderate  sea,  vitij  i 
roll  to  leeward  of  ten  degrees,  and  an  average  heel  of  about  tbn*e  u 
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oar  degrees,  and  little  or  do  pitch  or  8end.  I  was  relieved  at  4  p.  m. 
»y  Ensign  Danner,  and  passed  to  bim  the  coarse  by  compass  as  sonth 
)y  east  three-qaarteni  east,  logging  6.2.    I  went  below. 

At  six  o'clock  Mr.  Danner,  who  was  relieved  by  Mr.  Conway,  came 
nto  my  room,  said  it  was  blowing  very  fresh,  that  the  jib-stay  and 
lying  jib  stay  had  both  carried  away,  and  that  they  were  setting  afore- 
torm  stay  sail.  Several  officers,  Lientenant  Simons  and  Mr.  Danner 
rere  in  my  room.  They  left  at8.«30  p.  m.,  and  then  I  went  to  bed.  The 
luron  WHS  then  rolling  more  than  during  my  p.  m.  watch.  At  twelve, 
iiidnight,  I  was  waked  by  the  quartermaster  calling  Mr.  French,  who 
isked  him  the  state  of  the  weather.  The  answer  was,  ^^Bad."  Mr. 
French  came  io  and  got  my  overcoat  and  went  on  deck  and  1  went  to 
;leep  again,  bat  not  sonndly. 

We  bad  had  dnring  my  watch  only  a  hand-lead  going,  and  took  that 
n  aboot  3  p.  m.,  finding  no  bottom.  The  depth  had  been  steadily  in- 
creasing from  fonr  fathoms  within  the  capes  to  no  bottom  with  the 
land-lead.  1  took  the  bearing  off  Cape  Henry,  but  have  forgotten  what 
t  was.  This  was  about  3.50  p.  m.  At  1.10  or  1.15  o'clock  I  was  waked 
jy  the  ship's  striking  bottom;  thought  what  it  was  at  once;  heard  Com- 
nander  E^'an  sing  out,  ^^  Hard  down,  hard  astarboard,"  sounding  as  if 
roming  from  his  cabin.  1  immediately  jumped  np,  put  on  a  blouse  and 
pants  and  ran  on  deck.  Commander  Byan  was  there  with  all  his 
i^lothes  on.  He  bad  not  undressed  at  all.  Heard  him  give  orders  to 
M)rail  up  the  trysails."  Meantime  the  ship  had  made  two  rolls,  one  to 
vriudwaid  and  one  to  leeward,  and  then  she  bilged  to  windward.  Seas 
breaking  over  carried  away  all  the  port  boats.  I  manned  the  brails  and 
bel|>ed  all  I  could  to  take  in  the  trysails ;  when  we  saw  we  couldn't  do 
it,  a  man  went  aloft  and  cut  the  halyards  and  let  it  come  down.  I  then 
asked  Commander  Kyan,  who  was  near  me,  if  I  should  throw  the  guns 
(nine-inch)  overboard.  He  said,  '<  Yes,"  and  gave  the  order.  I  got  the 
port  pennant  tackle  and  hitched  [hooked]*  it  to  the  nine-inch  gun  and 
told  a  man  to  cut  the  gnu  a«lrift,  but  he  could  not  do  it,  nor  could  I 
keep  men  on  the  pennant  tackle,  because  they  wevd  washed  away  and 
some  very  nearly  overboard. 

1  then  heard  the  captain  order,  '^  Lower  the  first  cutter,"  which  was 
the  starboard  middle  boat.  I  went  to  the  signal-officer  and  secured  two 
boxes  of  signals  before  they  got  wet.  The  captain  then  asked  if  I  had 
Kaved  signals,  and  I  answered,  *' Yes,"  and  he  said,  **  Burn  all  yon  can." 
I  took  three  quartermasters  in  to  the  captain's  water-closet,  the  only 
place  from  which  I  could  burn  signals,  and  had  to  burn  them  trom 
lighted  candles.  While  in  there,  several  officers  and  men  came  in  and 
our.  I  burned  over  a  hundred  lights  and  sent  up  five  rockets  with 
sticks  we  made  from  strips  from  the  cabin  door.  Lieutenant  Palmer 
was  in  there  with  me  most  of  the  time  to  look  at  the  barometer.  We 
were  in  there  about  three  hours.  The  barometer  was  steady  at  29.90. 
We  looked  often  at  the  tell-tale  compass  in  the  cabin,  and  the  ship  headed 
Boath  by  west  the  whole  time  we  were  in  there.  I  asked  him  where  we 
had  struck.  He  said  he  did  not  know:  knew  we  were  three  or  fonr 
iniieH  below  Kittyhawk,  somewhere  opposite  Nag's  Head,  and  that  we 
ought  to  see  Body  Island  light.  I  asked  him  if  he  thought  we  had 
struck  a  sand-bar  formed  by  a  wreck.

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The  horseman  said  he  had  sent,  some  two  or  three  hours  before,  over  to 
Koanoke  where  the  life-crew  was.  I  asked,  ^^  Wlij  didu^t  yoa  i;et  ap 
the  car  and  line  yourself  f  He  said  it  was  locked  and  they  were  afraid 
to  break  it  open.  I  said,  '^  Come,  and  I'll  break  it  open'' ;  four  or  dre 
said  they'd  go.  As  I  passed  the  hut  where  Mr.  Coa way  had  gone  to  po: 
on  some  clothes,  I  told  him  I  was  going  to  <me  and  had  sent  to  the  of^r 
station,  and  he  said,  ^^  Oo  ahead  and  break  it  open,"  and  that  he  vas 
going  [up]*  the  beach. 

I  was  barefoot,  my  legs  bruised  and  sore,  and  it  hurt  me  fearfally  t< 
walk  on  the  sand;  but  I  got  there,  running* and  walking, aboot  9.jlf 
a.  m  ;  found  no  one  there ;  broke  open  the  station  ;  got  out  the  morti; 
and  Hues  and  powder.  Sheriff  Brinkley  coming  by  with  his  male-tean. 
took  them  up  abreast  the  wreck  and  did  all  he  could.  As  I  got  witlu 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  ship  I  saw  her  last  mast  go  over. 

When  I  got  abreast  the  wreck  there  was  no  one  on  her,  and  8oId<J 
not  use  the  mortar.  They  patrolled  the  beach,  hauling  men  oat,  wb- 
alive,  some  dead.  Eight  dead  were  found;  and  thirty  men  audfuLr 
officers,  including  myself,  alive.  In  the  hut  we  cooked  some  caDocJ 
fruit  and  meat  [corn  and  tomatoes],*  and  some  bread  that  had  wEt 
ashore.  Some  of  the  paymaster's  papers  came  ashore  in  Ids  bareao.  i 
telegraphed  the  facts  to  Rear- Admiral  Trenchard  and  to  the  Chief  Signal 
Officer,  General  Myer.  Sheriff  Brinkley  invited  all  of  as,  offioe»aD'i 
men,  to  his  house,  and  put  those  in  his  cart  who  could  not  walk.  A: 
the  life-saving  station  he  said  as  many  of  the  men  were  nearly  haW, 
and  as  the  station  was  a  comfortabe  ]>lace,  they  had  better  stay  tht*^. 
and  he  would  (and  did)  furnish  them  there  with  beds,  bedding,  a>' 
food.  The  officers  went  to  his  house.  This  was  Saturday  p.  m.,  Novel, 
ber  24.    He  and  his  hired  men  and  teams  patrolled  the  beach  all  nigbt. 

Sunday  morning  we  heard  that  two  men-of-war  and  a  wrecking  ve:**! 
were  in  the  offing.  I  went  to  the  life-station,  got  on  top,  and  with  i 
boat-hook  and  large  blue  flag  tried  to  call  their  attention.  They  dido : 
see  it  nor  a  red  flag  that  I  used  afterward.  I  wanted  to  wig-wae  -" 
them.  We  went  up  abreast  the  Huron;  found  there  a  8tgoal-offiet< 
who  had  been  signaling  them,  and  I  took  his  flag  and  repeated  the  6i^- 
nals.  Meantime  we  had  requested  the  sheriff  to  charter,  and  be  d^i 
charter,  a  steamer  that  we  had  heard  of  below.  About  one  o'clock  Uhi- 
tenant  Watson  arrived  with  doctor,  medicines,  and  stores  broa^ru* 
through  the  canal  in  a  tug  from  Norfolk.  We  put  the  bodies  aod  wei: 
ourselves  on  board  the  tug  to  Norfolk.  I  ought  to  have  stated  tiiA^* 
while  we  were  in  the  cabin  ou  the  Huron,  Lieutenant  Palmer  told  vit 
that  there  was  a  half  point  of  westerly  deviation  on  the  course  we  were 
steering,  and  that  we  had  been  on  the  same  course  all  the  wi^  after  tbt 
departure. 

No  more  questions  were  asked  by  the  judgeailvocate.  The  witness 
was  interrogated  by  the  court,  and  made  answer  as  follows : 

1st.  qudstion  by  the  court.  Were  Navy  Kegulations,  page  41,  p^f^ 
graph  6(),  and  page  51,  para;n*stph  145,  and  page  58,  paragraph  4, 1'^l 
lowed  and  observed  on  the  Huron  f 

(These  paragraphs  were  read  aloud  to  the  witness  by  the  judge-au 
vocate,  and  a  copy  of  them  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  L.) 

Answer.  Yes,  as  far  as  I  know,  except  as  to  unbending  chaiiia.  Can : 
say  as  to  marking  lead-line ;  but  it  was  in  good  order,  and  so  were  the 
compasses.

Answer.  I  think  in  N~ew  York,  not  long  after  she  left  dock. 

3d  question  by  the  court.  About  how  long  before  daylight  did  you  see 
the  captain  and  navigator  washed  overboard  I 

Answer.  About  five  o'clock — an  hour  or  an  hour  and  a  half  before  day- 
light 

4th  question  by  the  coart.  Did  officers  and  men  behave  well,  and  could 
any  efficient  measures  liave  been  taken  to  save  life  or  property  after  the 
vessel  struck  whicl^were  ne^^lected  I 

Answer.  I  can  thiak:  of  no  measure  that  was  not  taken.  The  men 
behaved  as  well  as  I  ever  saw  them  on  any  drill  or  inspection  on  any 
vessel ;  were  cool,  cheerful,  quick,  and  obedient,  and  showed  no  strong 
excitement.    There  was  no  confusion  or  disorder  on  any  occasion. 

5th  question  by  the  court.  You  say  the  launch  was  secured  in  her 
ciMKsks  on  the  rail,  and  that  Commander  Eyan  and  Lieutenant  Palmer 
and  some  of  the  men  were  in  her.  Was  Commander  Byan  there  for  the

Answer.  The  laanel^  furnished  the  most  prominent  point  of  view  and 
ttiesatest  place  to  o\r©rlook  and  direct  operatious.

Answer.  Two  cat-head  lookoats  and  one  man  on  the  lifebnoy ;  none 
in  tbe  waist  So  far  as  I  knew,  they  were  vigilant.  I  usually  inspected 
and  hailed  them  when  on  my  watch  at  night. 

20th  question  by  the  court.  When  you  left  thedeckat  four  p.  m.,  was  the 
weather  thick  or  foggy,  and  was  the  ligbt-house  on  Currituck  in  sight  ! 
Was  the  light  from  this  light-house  *seen  as  soon  as  night  set  in  ;  and 
how  far  oonld  this  light  or  Body  Island  light  be  seen  in  such  weather 
as  that  in  your  watch  f 

Answer.  The  weather  was  not  foggy  nor  thick^  but  smoky  or  hazy.  I 
could  see  land  plainly.  Currituck  light  was  not  in  sight.  I  don't  know 
as  it  was  seen  as  soon  as  night  set  in.  At  four  o'clock  they  could  be 
seen  fifteen  or  sixteen  miles,  if  that  weather  had  continued  iuto  the 
night.

Answer.  Yes,  sir. 

23d  question  by  the  court  Is  it  your  opinion  that  the  ship  was  bilged 
by  the  violence  of  thumping,  or  was  she  bilged  before  you  left  her  t 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  she  was  bilged  at  all.  In  my  former 
answer  when  I  said  <'  bilged  over"  I  meant  heeled  over,  and  remained 
ou  her  port  bilge;  and  I  didn't  think  that  a  hole  was  knocked. in  her 
bottom  at  all. 

No  further  questions  were  proposed  to  the  witness.  His  answers  be- 
ing read  to  him,  he  pronounced  them  correct  and  withdrew  from  the 
coart 

The  next  witness  called  was  Cadet  Engineer  Wabbubton,  who,  being 
duly  sworn  by  the  president  of  the  court,  was  examined  and  answered 
as  follows,  viz : 

1st  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  State  your  name,  rank,  and  posi- 
tion ou  the  Huron. 

Answer.  Edgar  T.  Warburton,  United  States  Navy;  cadet  engineer ; 
watcb-ofiicer  in  the  engineer  corps. 

2d  question  by  the  judgeadvocate.  How  long  have  you  been  attached 
to  the  Hnron  f 

Answer.  Over  two  years.  From  November  15,  1875,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  I  was  detached  in  October,  187G,  and  attached  in  December, 
187G. 

3d  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  When  did  she  last  sail  from 
Hampton  Eoads  f 

Answer.  November  23d,  at  10  to  10.30  a.  m. 

4th  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  What  were  then  the  weather, 
^ind,  and  sea  ? 

Answer.  Cloudy,  [notj  *  blowing  hard,  not  so  as  to  cause  one  to  appre- 
hend danger  in  going  to  sea ;  moderately  smooth  at  Hampton  Roads. 

5th  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  What  was  the  condition  of  the 
Bbip  and  her  machinery  T 

*  Interliueation. — J.  A.  B. 
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Answer.  Her  machinery  was  in  good  order ;  bad  been  thonKig:UT 
overhauled  lately.  The  ship  was  in  good  order,  so  far  as  my  knowledge 
extended. 

6th  question  by  the  jndge-advocate.  Did  her  engines  and  other  ma- 
chinery work  well  until  she  struck  t 

Answer.  Yes;  satisfactorily. 

7th  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  Did  any  accident  happen  to  tbe 
passover- valve  before  you  left  Cape  Henry  ! 

Answer.  One  of  the  water-valves,  or  the  passovervalve  of  the  low- 
pressure  engine,  was  blowing  steam  for  some  time — ^for  a  short  time- 
but  not  in  my  watch ;  it  wouldn't  affect  the  efficiency  of  the  engine. 

8th  question  by  the  judge-advocate.  State  all  that  you  observed  atd 
knew  of  the  Huron  and  her  movements  from  Hampton  Roads  till  ^be 
struck. 

Answer.  We  sailed,  as  above  stated,  under  steam  alone ;  I  was  oc 
watch  in  the  engine-room  from  eight  a.m.  till  noon,  and  was  then  reJier^ 
by  Mr.  Loomis.  The  ship  stopped  to  discharge  her  pilot  when  1  caiQ< 
off  watch,  and  at  eight  p.  m.  I  again  went  on  watch  till  midnight,  reliev- 
ing Mr.  Denig.  The  orders  he  passed  to  me  were,  to  make  from  43 1« 
45  revolutions  per  minute,  and  to  keep  good  fires. 

Shortly  after  eight  o^clock,  Chief  Engineer  Olson  came  into  theengioe 
room  and  repeated  the  same  orders.  During  that  watch  the  eo^^ 
were  stopped  three  times  for  soundings :  once  between  nine  and  ut 
o'clock,  again  about  eleven,  a  third  time  about  two  minutes  before  tveke 
o'clock.  At  midnight  1  was  relieved  by  Mr.  Loomis,  to  whom  I  gave 
the  orders  that  had  been  passed  to  me.    I  then  turned  in. 

I  was  awakened  by  the  shock  of  the  vessel's  striking,  and  went  on 
deck  immediately ;  heard  the  three  men  at  the  wheel  calling  for  assistaott 
to  get  the  helm  hard  over.  Patrick  Kane  was  one  of  the  men.  I  hel[>td 
them  two  or  three  minutes,  and  then  assisted  in  the  attempt  to  brail  op 
the  main  try-sail,  and  then  went  below  into  the  engine-room  andfoand 
Chief  Engineer  Olson,  Mr.  Denig,  Mr.  Loomis,  and,  as  far  as  I  ooald 
judge,  the  greater  part  of  the  engineer's  [force.]*  The  engines  wejv 
then  working  ahead,  but  the  order  was  soon  given  to  reverse  theeogint^* 
and  they  were  backed  and  continued  so  until  about  two  a.  m.  on  Satnr 
day.  The  engine-room  hatch  was  imperfectly  battened  down,  and  &^ 
times  water  came  down  the  hatch.  The  auxiliary  pumps  were  pot 
on  the  bilge,  the  sea-injection  closed  and  bilge-injection  opened,  ro 
relieve  the  ship  of  water.  I  could  at  times  hear  cracking  noises,  »s 
though  the  engine-frame  were  cracking,  but  could  discover  no  breat 
and  the  engines  were  still  in  operation.  Shortly  before  two  o'clock  th;? 
statboa^'d  boiler  shifted  slightly,  bending  the  steam-pipe,  and  necessi 
tating  hauling  the  two  starboard  fires.  About  two  o'clock  the  tupoe^ 
stopped  suddenly,  just  as  Mr.  Olson  had  gone  on  deck  to  coDsait  tb« 
captain  about  continuing  to  work  them.  Mr.  Olson  gave  the  order  to 
stop  them,  but  they  had  already  stopped  while  they  were  still  backing: 
they  had  been  backing  at  least  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  if  not  longer, 
and  had  been  in  operation,  altogether,  after  the  ship  struck,  almost  ao 
hour.  Mr.  Olson  then  ordered  the  otl^er  fires  hauled,  and  at  2.15  a.  m. 
passed  the  word  to  leave  the  engine-room  and  fire-room  and  go  on  deck 
as  soon  as  the  fires  should  be  hauled.  At  2.20  a.  m.  the  first  man  started 
on  deck  up  the  engine-room  hatch.  I  remained  below  until  everybody 
had  gone  up,  and  then  went  myself.

Answer.  As  far  as  my  knowledge  goes,  nothing  was  omitted. 

The  judge-advocate  asked  no  more  questions ;  and  the  court  continued 
Mr.  Warburton's  examination,  as  follows,  viz : 

Ist  question  by  the  court.  At  about  what  time  were  you  washed  over- 
board i 

Answer.  About  seven  o'clock.  I  was  told  by  the  men  afterl  got  ashore 
that  it  was  between   seven  and  eight  o'clock. 

^dqnestionby  tUe  court.  Do  you  know  the  course  the  Huron  was 
steering  when  she  struck  ? 

Answer.  Not  from  my  own  observation ;  but  after  she  struck  I  was 
told  that  the  course  had  been  south  by  east  three-quarters  east. 

3d  question  by  the  court.  Was  the  Huron  rolling  deeply  or  uneasily 
during  your  watch  T 

Answer.  She  rolle<i  deeply  and  at  times  as  much  as  25°.  Thb  aver- 
age roll  was  12^  to  Xoo. 

4tb  question  by  the  court.  How  did  the  Huron  stand  the  violent 
pounding  incident  to  her  grounding! 

Answer.  Remarkably  well ;  and  it  was  a  wonder  to  all  that  any  ship 
should  stand  it  so  ^vell.  Soon  after  she  struck,  she  was  heeled  at  an 
angle  of  40o  to  45o,  and  I  think  she  maintained  that  position  throughout. 
She  apparently  made  no  water  but  what  came  through  the  hatchi?8. 

5tb  question  by  the  court.  Did  or  did  not  the  ship  strike  with  much 
less  violence  after  alie  had  heeled  over  40o  to  45°,  or  did  she  strike  at 
all  alter  that ! 

Answer.  I  think  slie  struck  afterward,  but  not  so  violently  as  before. 
At  the  last  she  did  not  rise  at  all. 

The  witness  further  stated  that  as  he  was  taken  past  the  wreck,  be- 
tween four  and  five  o'clock  Saturday  p.  m.,  the  wreck  was  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  the  shore.

Answer.  All  behaved  well.

Present,  all 
the  members  and  the  judge-advocate. 

The  record  of  yesterday's  proceeding  was  read  and  approved. 

There  being  no  more  witnesses  and  no  further  evidence  that  the  court 
desired  to  have  introduced,  the  court  was  cleared  for  deliberation,  and, 
after  careful  examination  of  the  foregoing  evidence  and  of  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  the  precept,  agreed  upon  and  adopted  the  following 

report : 

Agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  Navy  Department,  dated  November  30, 
1877,  the  court  has  diligently  ^Mnqnired  into  the  cause  or  causes  which 
led  to,  and  the  particulars  of,  the  grounding  and  loss  of  the  United 
States  steamer  Huron,  Commander  6.  P.  Ryan  then  commanding,  on  the 
coast  of  Uie  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  into  the  facts  and  incidents 
connected  therewith." 

The  court  has  also  carefully  inquired /^whether  the  instructions  to 
officers  commanding  vessels  of  war  on  approaching  land  or  shoals  were 
observed,  and  especially  whether  paragraph  145,  page  51,  paragraph  56, 
page  41,  and  paragraph  4,  page  58,  Navy  Begulations  of  A.  D.  1876, 
were  in  all  respects  complied  with." 

From  the  evidence  in  the  case,  it  appears  that  soundings  were  regu- 
larly taken  every  hour  during  the  night  of  the  23d  and  24th  of  Novem- 
ber last. 

There  is  a  discrepancy  in  the  evidence  as  to  the  depth  of  water  as 
reported  by  the  witnesses.     From  this  discrepancy  the  court  is  unable

The  court  finds  that  with  these  compasses  the  ship  made  a  cralv 
through  the  Windward  Islands  to  Aspinwall  and  to  Mobile  aodto 
Hampton  Boads ;  that  the  navigating-officer  made  observations  for 
local  deviations  in  lower  latitudes  and  again  in  the  harbor  of  Xer 
York  in  November  last,  after  the  ship  came  out  of  dock ;  that  the  Hn 
ron  was  inspected  in  Hampton  Boads  in  November,  1877,  by  a  bosidof 
officers,  ordered  by  Bear- Admiral  Trenchard,  commander-in-chief  oi 
the  North  Atlantic  Squadron,  to  which  the  Huron  was  attached,  whkk 
board  reported  the  ship  perfect  in  all  her  equipments  and  stores,  acd 
in  good  condition  and  ready  for  sea  in  all  respects ;  that  the  Hqpy 
sailed  from  Hampton  Boads' on  the  23d  of  November,  1877,  by  permis- 
sion asked  by  signal  of  Bear-Admiral  Trenchard  by  Commander  Bvu, 
and  was  not  ordered  to  proceed  to  sea  without  regard  to  weather  bj 
any  authority  whatever ;  that  there  was  no  weather-signal  at  Hamptoa 
Boads ;  that  she  took  her  departure  at  1.25  p.  m.,  Cape  Heniy  lig^t 
bearing  west  by  south  at  the  estimated  distance  of  five  to  seven  miie^:

Report  of  a  maximum  steam  trial  of  the  United  States  steamer  Hurtm, 

Navy- Yard,  New  Yore, 

October  30, 1877. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  dated  October  *4, 1877,  we  have  mad*' 
a  maximum  steam  trial  of  the  United  States  steamer  Haron,  of  fou 
hours'  duration,  on  the  Hudson  River. 

The  trial  was  made  on  the  29th  instant,  commencing  directly  oppofi> 
Thirty-seventh  street,  Kew  York,  at  ten  minutes  past  eleven  o'clock  &  d. 
m.,  and  after  a  run  up  the  river  as  far  as  Irvington,  was  ended  at  thiitr- 
two  minutes  past  three  p.  m.,  at  the  same  point  whence  the  start  ^m 
made. 

Two  stx>ppages  were  made  during  this  time ;  the  first  was  at  12.16  p. 
m.,  for  twelve  minutes,  to  pick  up  a  man  who  fell  overboard,  aod  tii« 
second  was  for  seven  minutes,  at  12.69  p.  m.,  in  making  the  tan  t: 
Irvington. 

The  vessel  was  propelled  by  steam  alone.  The  tide  was  slack  lov 
water  when  the  trial  commenced,  and  running  strong  flood  when  u 
ended,  with  a  velocity  estimated  by  the  pilot  and  board  as  eqoal  to  tvo 
and  one-half  knots  per  hour.  The  wind  was  aft  going  up  the  river,  w^ 
ahead  on  the  return.  Its  force  was  from  three  to  four.  The  river  va< 
smooth.  The  draught  of  the  vessel  was  carefully  taken  at  th€  ooo 
mencement  and  end  of  the  trial.  It  was  eleven  feet  and  six  iDches  for- 
ward, and  thirteen  feet  and  seven  inches  aft.  The  bunkers  were  fall  ^ 
coal,  and  the  vessel  in  all  respects  ready  for  sea.  The  speed  recorded  vas 
obtained  by  Massey's  patent  log,  and  observations  of  bearings  onsbonf. 
The  maximum  speed  obtained  by  the  ship-log  was  nine  and  three^urter 
knots  per  hour.  The  total  distance  run,  as  recorded  by  the  Massev  log. 
during  the  trial  was  forty  and  one-half  knots.  Average  speed,  ten  knot* 
of  6,080  feet  per  hour,  by  Massey's  log  and  the  observation  of  beaiiBg^ 
on  shore. 

The  vessel  came  out  the  dry-dock  about  two  months  ago,  and  its  itoi 
hull  is  only  tolerably  clean.  All  the  furnaces  in  the  five  boilers  wer^ 
used  during  the  trial,  and  the  steam-jet  was  used  most  of  the  time.  H^ 
condition  of  the  fires  was  carefully  observed  by  the  board  at  the  cod- 
mencement  of  the  trial,  and  they  were  left  in  as  nearly  the  same  condi- 
tion as  possible  at  its  close. 

The  coal  used  was  anthracite  of  good  quality.    The  total  amoantcoo* 
sumed  was  8,608  pounds ;  total  amount  of  refuse  remaining,  590  poond^ 
The  per  cent,  of  refuse  was  seven.    The  maximum  indicate  horse-po'^f 
of  the  high-pressure  engine  during  the  trial  was  325,  and  of  the  lo*^ 
pressure  engine  during  the  same  time,  350.65.    The  average  indicsted 
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>r8epower, during  the  trial,  of  the  high-pressare  engine  was  300.4;  of 
16  low-pressore  engine,  304.90.  Total  average  indicated  horsepower 
f  both  eoginea,  605.30.  Average  amonnt  of  coal  consamed  per  indi- 
ited  horse-power  was  3.55  pounds  for  each.  This  large  expenditure' 
as  caused  by  feeding  and  blowing  to  stop  boilers  from  foaming.  The 
)ilers  were  tight  and  their  appendants  were  in  good  order. 
The  auxiliary  feed*pumps  had  to  be  used  at  frequent  intervals  on 
:couDt  of  the  boilers  foaming.  Near  the  close  of  the  trial,  a  tube  com- 
leDced  to  leak  in  No.  3  boiler. 

The  indicators  used  were  those  belonging  to  the  vessel,  known  as 
le  Richards  patent  Their  springs  were  tested  and  found  correct  he- 
re they  were  used.  The  scale  of  the  high-pressure  indicator  is  forty 
)Qnds  per  inch,  and  that  of  the  low-pressure  indicator  is  twenty  pounds 
)r  inch.  Diagrams  were  taken  every  fifteen  minutes  during  the  trial. 
The  performance  of  the  machinery  was  entirely  satisfactory  in  every 
ispect  A  copy  of  the  steam-log  and  copies  of  all  the  indicator  dia- 
rams  are  forwarded  herewith.  The  power  of  the  screw  to  back  the 
easel  was  carefully  tested,  and  found  to  be  entirely  satisfactory.  When 
16  ship  was  going  atfull  speed  ahead,  the  order  was  given  to  back  the 
Dg^Qes,  and  the  ship  was  going  astern  in  one  minute  and  fifteen  seconds, 
^om  a  state  of  rest,  stern-board  was  obtained  by  backing  the  engines 
)r  fifteen  seconds.

In  the  following  calculations  it  is  assumed  that  the  combined  weights 
of  the  boilers  and  of  the  coal,  viz,  197  tons,  are  evenly  distributed  over 
a  space  extending  15.75  feet  forward  of,  and  the  same  distance  abaft, 
the  center  line  of  the  vessel.  In  like  manner  it  is  assumed  that  the 
weight  of  the  engines,  viz,  118  tons,  is  evenly  distributed  over  a  space 
of  19  feet  in  the  fore  and  aft  direction  of  the  vessel,  the  center  of  weight 
lying  25.25  feet  abaft  the  center  of  the  vessel.  The  remaining  weight 
of  hall  and  equipment  is  assumed  to  be  evenly  distributed  over  the  whole 
length  between  the  perpendiculars. 

It  is  evident  that,  under  these  conditions,  the  greatest  bending  mo- 
ment will  be  produced  when  the  vessel  is  supported  at  the  two  extreme 
ends,  a  case  which  may  never  occur  in  practice,  but  will  serve  as  a 
standard  for  measuring  the  strength  of  the  vessel  under  different  cou^ 
ditlons. 

Let  the  accompanying  sketch  represent  the  distribution  of  weights 
under  the  assumed  conditions.

CSoDseqnently  we  have  a  factor  of  safety  of  two  and  a  half  for  the 
•^e^kest  point  of  the  vessel  when  exposed  to  the  greatest  statical  strain 
X0  which  it  could  be  exposed  udder  any  condition.    To  find  the  greatest 
^trdin  to  which  the  vessel  could  be  subjected  while  in  the  hollow  of  two

Sir:  The  appropriations  for  carrying  on  Greenwich  Observatory  are 
appropriations  necessary  to  England^s  maritime  greatness.  It  may  be 
^eqnisite  to  explain  this. 
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2  USEFULNESS   OP   GOVERNMEKT  OBSEBVATOSRS. 

Earopean  sailors  in  former  times,  and  Chinese  sailors  now,  grope 
along  the  shore,  running  from  point  to  point,  anchoring  at  night,  and 
lost  when  at  sea.  By  means  of  observatories,  men  were  enabled  to 
tabulate  the  motions  and  the  places  of  the  heavenly  bodies,  and  to 
calculate  a  nautical  almanac,  which,  being  published  for  some  three 
years  in  advance  of  its  time  of  use,  enables  vessels  engaged  od  tk 
longest  voyages  to  have  always  in  possession  the  accurate  places  of  tbe, 
sun,  moon,  and  stars,  arranged  for  every  day  of  the  year.  Every  time 
the  position  of  a  ship  at  sea  is  put  upon  the  chart,  this  position  is  foood 
by  observation  of  some  heavenly  body  by  the  navigator,  and  mide 
useful  by  reference  to  the  nautical  almanac.  When  fogs  or  Biaa^ 
hinder  observations,  the  position  is  carried  by  estimation  and  iwy^ 
measurements  of  speed  and  direction  from  tlie  last  celestial  observatioe. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  work  of  observatories  blends  so  intimatriv 
with  modern  navigation,  that  no  cargo  can  be  exported  or  bron^t 
home  except  through  the  agency  of  astronomical  results. 

Astronomy  enters  intx>  the  price  of  every  pound  of  sugar,  every  cop 
<)f  coffee,  every  spoonful  of  tea.  Astronomy  so  lessens  insurance  tb: 
no  vessel  can  sail  without  its  reputed  help,  for  if  it  were  kDOin 
that  any  given  vessel  declined  the  aid  which  astronomy  offers  in  the 
shape  of  the  nautical  almanac,  such  vessel  would  be  refused  insiiruwe. 
and  the  sailors,  by  complaining  that  their  lives  were  endangered,  migk; 
have  the  voyage  prohibited. 

No  wheat,  no  cotton,  no  tobacco  can  be  exported,  except  under  tlie 
safeguard  of  astronomy.  No  traveler  risks  his  life  upon*  the  ocean  witk 
•out  the  invisible  and  probably  unknown  gaard  of  astronomy.  So  hotbt 
from  abroad  come  except  under  the  protectiOQ  of  astronomy.  NoniS' 
sionary  of  religion,  or  of  science,  or  of  useful  knowledge,  ventoies  to 
leave  bis  own  shores,  except  with  the  help  of  astronomy. 

President  John  Qnincy  Adams  called  the  heavenly  bodies  light-hoase? 
in  the  sky.  The  simile  was  logically  true.  As  by  the  aid  of  light- 
houses the  sailor  is  warned  of  the  shoals  which  threaten  his  asi^o? 
is  guided  to  his  port,  so,  by  means  of  the  heavenly  bodies,  be  is  guided 
in  his  navigation.  Bat  as  lights  would  avail  little,  or  even  lead  toshii^ 
wreck,  unless  tbeir  positions  be  known,  so  the  heavenly  bodies  eooU 
not  be  used  except  observatories  made  the  tabulation  of  their  places 
possible. 

The  imports  inta  the  United  States  in  1877  were,  in  part— 40gar,

fofti^  exports,  $658,637,457.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ocean  eas; 
merce  of  the  United  States  alone  amoanted  to  the  aaoi  of  $l,lM|735,w< 
in  a  single  year ;  and  if  the  entire  commerce  of  the  mantiaie  natioofi  w 
considered,  the  aggregate  value  will  dazzle  the  imagination. 

Before  astronomy  lent  its  aid  to  navigation,  the  charges  for  freight  on 
long  voyages  amounted  to  many  times  the  original  cost  of  theaitictrs 
carried. 

The  enormous  risks  of  traveling,  as  well  by  sea  as  by  land,  in  former 
times,  is  alluded  to  in  Shakespearo's  Tempest: 

Or  that  there  were  saoh  men 
Whose  heads  stood  in  their  hreasts;  which  now  we  find 
Each  patter-oot  of  hre  for  one  will  bring  ns 
Good  wamint  of. 

This  refers,  as  you  are  aware  (before  astronomy  had  made  joarae^JJ^ 
easy  and  men  civil),  to  the  chances  of  more  than  five  to  one  tbat  i»<^ 
traveler  would  never  return  to  claim  his  pledge.

In  conclusion,  the  warrant  of  King  Gharles  for  the  erection  of  Greefi 
wich  Observatory  was  wise.  The  gentlemen  who  advised  him  baiMed 
better  than  they  knew.  Can  our  government  afford  to  be  lesseolighi 
ened  than  his  of  two  hundred  years  ago  t  Must  not,  rather,  proper 
steps  be  taken  to  put  this  great  national  institution  upon  a  health} 
basis,  as  well  of  sight  as  of  finance  t

My  Deae  Schurz  :  On  account  of  my  wife's  illness  1  am  unable  to 
go  to  Washington  this  evening  on  the  business  mentioned  in  my  letter 
of  Saturday.  The  troops  referred  to  are  destined  for  Oregon  to  sup- 
press the  Indian  outbreak.  They,  or  the  first  installment  of  them,  will 
reach  Cheyenne  to-morrow,  and  it  is  important  to  you  that  they  sbouW 
be  forwarded  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  without  delay  and  withoot 
stopping  to  have  a  joint  debate  over  the  law  in  the  case. 

The  sixth  section  of  the  Pacific  Railroad  act  of  July  1^  1862,  provides 
that  the  said  railroad  shall  at  all  times  '<  transport  mails,  troops,  and 
munitions  of  war,  supplies  and  public  stores  upon  said  railroad  for  tbe 
government  whenever  required  to  do  so  by  any  department  thereof, 
and  that  the  government  shall  at  all  times  have  the  preference  in  thv 
use  of  the  same  for  all  the  purposes  aforesaid." 

Kow,  we  have  no  interest,  except  as  citizens,  in  taking  steps  to  p^^ 
vent  the  Union  Pacific  from  getting  into  a  tangle  and  a  controversr 
with  the  government;  but,  in  order  to  do  everything  fairly,  and  eepwial- 
ly  in  order  to  prevent  embarrassment  of  an  important  branch  o^  tbe 
public  service,  I  have  taken  pains  to  advise  you  of  this  matter  before- 
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hand,  and  I  caased  a  telegram  to  be  sent  you  to  day  suggesting  that  my 
letter  be  laid  before  the  Secretary  of  War  at  once,  so  that  he  might  be 
in  possession  of  the  facts  and  act  intelligently  and  promptly  if  the  occa- 
sion should  arise.    1  hope,  however,  that  it  will  not  arise.

No  error  has  been  commiited  Id  transporting  Second  Infantry  via  Denver.  Chan- 
dler telegraphed  me  regiment  was  ordered  to  Ogden,  and  on  this  I  based  my  arrange- 
ments and  rates. 

TJn  ion  Pacific  refused  to  make  any  redaction .  Kansas  Pact  fie  offered  and  j;ave  written 
t^aarantee  of  five  dollars  less  rate  and  no  delays.  Saturday  I  learned  nnofficially  that 
regiment  was  going  to  San  Francisco.  Kansas  Pacific  agreed  that  if  snob  was  the  case, 
they  wonld  still  hold  to  their  offer  and  guarantee.  Regiment  arrived  Sunday,  and 
colonel  informed  me  that  he  was  ordered  to  San  Francisco.  I,  therefore,  made  arrange- 
ments accordingly  at  following  rates :  S't  Louis  to  Kansas  City,  seven  fifty ;  Kansas 
City  to  Denver,  seven  fiftv ;  Denver  to  Cheyenne,  three  fifty ;  Cheyenne  to  Ogden, 
forty-six  fifty  (same  being  local  freiffht  U.  P.  R'y) ;  Ogden  to  San  Francisco,  forty- six 
dollars ;  total  to  San  Francisco,  one  nnndred  and  eleven  dollars. 

The  rate  allowed  C.  P.  RV  is  based  on  supposition  that  they  are  entitled  only  to 
their  proportion  of  regular  through-rate  S't  Louis  to  San  Francisco  via  Omaha.  Kan- 
sas Pacinc  agrees,  however,  that  if  decided  otherwise  by  the  Q.  M.  General  they  will 
stand  the  difference,  and  thus  protect  their  five  dollars'  guaranteed  reduction.

As  indicated  in  our  telegram,  we  make  the  following  explanation: 
You  are  aware  of  the  several  acts  of  Congress  placing  the  brancliexc 
the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  upon  an  exact  equality  with  that  road.  I: 
the  management  and  operation  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  Denver  l*af  i.i 
roads,  notwithstanding  the  penal  character  of  the  laws,  the  Union  IVin 
has  never  conceded  to  these  roads  any  rights  which  the  acts  of  Coa;:rHs> 
plainly  intended  to  bestow.  When  the  regiment  in  question  was  afwa* 
to  be  removed  to  the  Pacific  coast,  our  companies  solicited  the  de|^»r 
quartermaster  at  Saint  Louis  to  direct  the  transportation  of  the  tni-)/^ 
over  our  respective  roads.  We  think  you  will  agree  with  us  that  la 
doing  this  we  only  exercised  a  palpable  right,  as  the  troops  were  Uia: 
removed  from  posts  far  south  of  the  initial  point  of  our  road,  ami  if 
carried  north  to  Omaha  the  distance  from  Kansas  City  to  Oraaba  wouii 
have  been  over  roads  in  which  the  government  had  no  interest  or  c\>i- 
nection.  Our  roads  had  been  put  so  much  under  the  ban  of  the  Uni>>L 
Pacific,  and  had  received  so  little  8ui>port  from  the  government,  thi: 
we  were  constrained  to  propose  to  the  depot-quartermaster  to  trausj^  rt 
these  troops  at  $5  per  capita  less  from  Saint  Lonis  to  Ogden  than  th^ 
rate  demanded  via  Omaha  (viz,  $89),  a  saving  to  the  goverunient  <i 
over  $2,000.  Although  we  think  it  ought  not  to  have  been  necessary 
for  our  companies  to  make  any  such  reduction,  nevertheless  to  secure 
the  service  it  was  done,  and  there  is  no  disposition  to  ask  the  govern 
ment  to  credit  our  companies  on  any  other  basis. 

What  we  complain  of  is  that  the  Union  Pacific  should  be  allowed  i'^ 
the  proposed  division  more  than  half  its  rate  from  Omaha  to  O^rdt  u  to: 
the  transportation  of  the  troops  from  Cheyenne  to  Ogden,  the  ili'^i  »ijce 
being  exactly  one-half.    The  Union  Pacific  local  rate  from  Omaba  to 
Ogden  is  877.50.    We  will  concede  their  right  to  one-half  this  raif,»»f 
S38.75,  and  claim  ourselves  to  be  entitled  to  the  remainder  of  the  cox 
pensation  from  Saint  Louis  to  Ogden,  viz,  $50.25  less  $7.50  for  the  liiie> 
from  Saint  Louis  to  Kansas  City  as  agreed  upon,  and  the  15  coucessi«»3 
'made  by  these  companies  to  secure  the  business.    This  would  give  to 
the  Kansas  Pacific  $30.75  and  to  the  Denver  Pacific  $7.    The  allovvaiice 
we  are  informed  is  $7.50  to  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  $3.50  to  the  Denver 
Pacific.    You  will  observe  from  the  foregoing  that  this  is  qaite  a  seriou? 
matter,  not  so  much  for  the  amount  immediately  involved  as  to  settle  an 
important  principle.    We  do  not  find  time  now  and  perhaps  we  ow;^*^ 
not  to  undertake  to  argue  with  the  department  the  principles  o(\a^  'o 
vol ved  in  the  acts  of  Congress ;  all  we  incline  to  say  is  that  the  disrepird 
of  these  laws  has  driven  our  companies  well-nigh  to  insolvenoj;  jeojurJ 
izing  the  value  of  the  government  interest  in  both  of  them,  aud  we 
think  we  may  rely  upon  your  sense  of  justice  to  do  whatever  you  cau  to 
protect  these  companies  in  their  lawful  rights.    If  you  will  indicate  i^y 
telegraph  that  you  will  suspend  action,  the  companies  will  take  safb 
further  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the  whole  matter  he/on* 
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r)u  and  the  Secretary  of  War^  if  it  shall  be  joar  pleasure  to  ask  his 

ivice. 

We  hope  that  this  matter  will  seem  of  sufiBcient  moment  to  merit  the

Sib  :  On  yesterday  Edgorton,  president  of  the  Denver  Pacific,  and 
akes,  superintendent  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway,  addressed  you  a 
Iter  in  respect  to  the  transportation  of  the  Second  Infantry  over  their 
.^spective  roads,  which  letter  I  have  read. 

Yoa  are  aware  that  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Kansas  Pacific 
ailway  since  1805  as  its  legal  adviser.  Since  the  completion  of  their 
>ads  there  has  been  a  controversy  between  that  company  and  the 
inion  Pacific  in  respect  to  the  interchange  of  business  and  tratilc  over 
leir  roads.  It  has  appeared  that  the  Union  Pacific  aud  Denver  Pacific 
rivals  for  through  business,  and  these  latter  compauies  have  charged 
nd  do  maintain  that  the  Union  Pacific  makes  the  same  or  nearly  the 
ame  rate  on  all  throH<;h  business,  freight  and  passenger,  between  Obey- 
one  and  Ogden  that  it  makes  between  Omaha  and  Ogden,  thus  quite 
xcluding  the  Denver  Pacific  and  the  Kansas  Pacific  from  engaging  in 
he  overland  transportation.  In  fact  the  Kansas  Pacific  Company  has 
«en  compelled  to  confine  itself  to  its  local  trade  and  the  Colorado  busi- 
est only,  whereby,  as  the  company  alleges,  it  has  been  driven  into  in- 
olvency.  * 

The  receivers  appointed  at  the  instance  of  the  bondholders  regard  it 
heir  duty  to  bring  about  such  mauagement  of  the  Union  Pacific  Bail- 
oad  aud  branches  as  will  be  a  compliance  with  the  acts  of  Congress 
ipon  the  subject. 

The  act  of  June  20, 1874  (U.  S.  Stat.,  vol.  18,  part  3,  page  111)  em- 
)races,  with  the  acts  referred  to  therein,  the  laws  upon  the  subject. 

Yon  will  readily'  perceive  that  the  question  is  a  grave  one,  and  that 
he  Denver  Pacific  and  Kansas  Pacific  have  rights  that  ought  not  to 
)e  set  aside  upon  the  caprice  of  the  Union  Pacific  Company.  Their  ^ 
^lairn  is  that  all  the  roads  in  the  Union  Pacific  system  are  to  be  operated 
)j  the  compauies  as  one  continuous  line,  so  far  as  the  public  and  the 
government  are  concerned  ;  that  in  such  operation  neither  company  is 
entitled  to  charge  for  the  use  of  any  part  of  its  line  a  greater  rate  per 
mile  than  it  charges  per  mile  over  the  whole  line  of  its  road ;  that  tha 
qaestion  of  cost  of  transportation,  or  of  cost  of  road,  or  of  inconveni- 
ence, has  nothing  to  do  with  it ;  that  a  fair  construction  of  the  statute 
establishes  the  claim  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  Denver  Pacific  Oompa- 
niei,  and  these  companies  hope  and  expect  that  now,  since  the  question 
is  fairly  before  the  government,  their  construction  of  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress will  be  sustained.  Until  now  the  question  has  never  been  brought 
before  any  of  the  departments,  and  I  trust  you  will  excuse  me  for  seri- 
OQsly  urging  upon  you  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  not  doubting 
that  the  Secretary  of  War,  if  you  shall  be  pleased  to  refer  the  matter  to

the  troops  gone  via  Omaha,  and  as  to  the  validity  and  value  ot  sa 'h 
guarantee,  and,  generally,  what  measures  were  taken  to  protect  the  intn 
ests  of  the  United  States  in  the  matter,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  statement: 

On  the  5th  of  July  I  received  a  telegram  from  Maj.  J.  G.  CliancIW. 
chief  quartermaster,  Atlanta,  Ga.  (copy  inclosed,  marked  A),  as  lol 
lows:

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and  I  immediately  telegrav)hed  Captain  Furej,  assistant  quarternia>t»-r 
at  Omaba  as  follows:  ''Tbe  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry, onUrnl  r«. 
Ogdeii,  will  go  via  Denver  and  Giieyeiine.  Please  notiiy  tbe  ot^lvr'^  i.- 
tbeDnion  Pacific  Railway  tbat  troops  will  probably  reach  ChfWTir^^ 
Wednesday  18th  instant ;  nnmber  about  four  hundred  and  forty  ortii  ^-r^ 
men,  and  laundresses.  Steps  should  be  taken  by  the  railroad  o»nii«.r.y 
to  provide  against  any  delay.  Would  like  oflQcers'  families  duivoiwy^Ly 
ing  command  to  be  passed  free  Cheyenne  to  Ogden.    Answer." 

1  also  telegraphed  the  general  superintendent  Union  Pacific  K;»ilw.- 
to  the  same  effect,  giving  him  the  number  of  passenger-cars  that  wou. 
probably  be  needed.  This  timely  notice  was  given  to  tbe  Union  Va^  l 
Railway  to  enable  them  to  accumulate  sufficient  rolling-stock  at  Cii*^} 
enne  with  as  little  expense  as  possible. 

The  Kansas  Pacific  ofiicials  were  also  directed  to  prepare  for  the  niovf 
ment. 

I  telegraphed  same  day  to  Major  Chandler  that  the  regimeut  wa.<  t^- 
ing  via  Denver,  and  that  officers'  families  and  servants  would  be  |»av^ 
free  from  Saint  Louis  to  Cheyenne,  and  requesting  him  to  Doti'y  n.r 
soon  as  the  baggage  should  leave  Atlanta  just  how  many  cars  woul'i  ik 
required.  That  evening  I  received  two  telegrams  from  Chaudlt*r  «> 
follows:  " Second  Infantry  leaves  tomorrow  morning  at  6.30  U 
Saint  Louis.  One  special  train  of  nine  coaches,  five  baggage  cars,  a: : 
two  sleepers.  Forward  without  delay  to  Omaha,"  signed  Chandler,  ar  .1 
apparently  in  reply  to  mine,  as  follows:  '^  Commissary-General  tele^rrai'S 
that  regiment  would  draw  sub.  stores  at  Omaha.  Regiment  takes  st- vei 
days'  rations  from  here — more  of  hard  bread  going  via  Denver.  Whtrr 
will  they  get  necessary  subsistence?" 

Here  again  was  a  new  complication :  I  had  notified  the  Union  Pac  n^ 
Bailway  to  provide  cars  at  Cheyenne,  and  had  directe«l  Kansas  rac:r< 
to  prepare  to  transport  from  Kansas  City ;  had  canceled  my  arran^ir 
ment  with  the  Saint  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Northern  Railway  berutr: 
here  and  Council  Bluffs  and  substituted  the  Kansas  City  rate. 

There  could  be  but  two  ways  out  of  the  difficulty.  One  was  to  cauin 
all  my  arrangements  with  the  routes  via  Denver  and  make  tbe  Inst  I 
could  via  Omaha.  The  other  was  to  stand  by  my  Denver  arranp-mru: 
and  arrange  to  have  tbe  rations  issued  at  this  place  or  Cbeyenric. 

After  fully  considering  the  saving  in  ez|)ense— the  possibility  of  furtb  r 
complications,  and  perhaps  delays,  if  I  undertook  to  make  a  cliau(:e.  ai^u 
the  fact  that  the  command  had  alrea^ly  left  Atlanta  and  would  probacy 
be  here  the  next  day,  I  determined  to*  adhere  to  the  Denver  route,  aud 
accordingly  telegraphed  the  chief  commissary,  through  chief  quarter 
master,  at  Omaha,  as  follows :  '^  In  consequence  of  saving  $5  \wr  cap:u 
in  transporting  Second  Infantry,  1  will  send  them  via  Denver,  riei;** 
arrange  to  ration  them  at  Cheyenne.  Will  notify  you  soon  as  possible 
of  probable  time  of  arrival  there." 

Later  in  the  day  the  Kansas  Pacific  officials  showed  me  a  telegram 
from  the  Quartermaster-General  to  the  effect  that  it  was  unden^tcxHl  at 
that  office  that  the  Second  Infantry  was  going  via  Denver.  This,  ^^''^ 
it  had  no  official  effect,  did  serve  to  strengthen  my  belief  that  I  wasrijibi. 
and  that  if  rates  were  better,  there  existed  no  objections  to  the  Den\  er 
route. 

During  the  next  day  I  heard  unofficially  that  it  was  understoo^l  tbe 
regiment  was  going  to  San  Francisco.  Fearing  farther  trouble,  and  io 
provide  against  any  misunderstanding  on  the  question  of  ratesj  eo" 
ferred  with  the  Kansas  Pacific  officials  and  they  fully  agreed  that  if  ^' " 
was  the  case  they  would  still  hold  to  their  offer  and  guarantee.

I  compute  the  Union  Pacific  baggage  charge  at  30,000  poands  becioit 
there  was  at  least  that  amount  in  excess  of  the  free  allowance  wbeiitk 
command  left  here,  and  no  change  in  that  amount  could  well  have  btrt 
made  in  the  billing  thid  side  of  Ogden,  and  have  computed  the  Centnil 
Pacific  charges  at  what  there  was  according  to  the  bills  of  lading  ise^ti 
by  Captain  Foster,  viz,  18,950  pounds. 

Thus,  in  the  matter  of  expense,  I  claim  to  have  saved  $5  per  espiu 
on  the  men,  and  over  $1,600  on  the  baggage,  a  total  of  over  $3,60(1 

As  far  as  any  misunderstanding  existing  with  the  Kansas  Paci- 
Bail  way,  concerning  the  rates,  I  would  respectfully  invite  yoar  attectit^r 
to  my  letter  to  Mr.  Carr,  dated  25th  ultimo,  and  his  indorsement  therera 
(copy  inclosed,  marked  E). 

.  As  to  the  validity  of  the  guaranty,  I  have  no  doubt ;  Mr.  Carr  is  pre^ 
dent  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway,  Mr.  D.  M.  Bdgerton  of  the  Deo\fT 
Pacific,  and  1  have  no  doubt  both  were  fully  authorized  and  empowei^i 
to  sign  for  their  re.spective  companies. 

The  entering  of  the  rate  of  $12.50  on  the  transportation  request issori 
to  the  Kansas  Pacific  Bail  way  was  a  clerical  error  in  failing  to  dedor: 
the  $5,  which  I  rectified  the  next  day  with  Mr.  Carr,  and  intendetltc 
rectify  officially  when  the  request  came  in  for  adjustment. 

No  rate  was  entered  on  the  requests  issued  for  transportation  over  tbe 
Union  Pacific  and  Central  Pacific  Bail  ways,  1  assuming  that  neither  o^ 
these  companies  had  a  right  or  would  assume  a  right  to  charge  the  gor 
ernroeut  more  than  was  charged  the  public. 

I  strongly  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  Kansas  and  Denver  Pacific 
officials  the  fact  that  I  would  not  undertake  to  arbitrate'  between  tbem 
and  the  Union  and  Central  Pacific  Railway  officials.  This  fact^  1  thiok. 
neither  Mr.  Carr  nor  Mr.  Edgerton  deny,  and,  as  stated  in  my  letter  u^ 
Mr.  Carr,  <lated  October  25,  these  rates  of  $7.50  to  Kansas  Pacific  Rail 
way,  and  $3.50  to  Denver  Pacific  Bailway,  were  subject  to  the  approv&l 
of  the  Quartermaster-General. 

Beferring  to  Mr.  Carr's  letter  from  Saint  Louis,  dated  September  il^* 
1877,  wherein  be  says  the  lowest  offered  rate  I  received,  Saint  Loois  to 
San  Francisco,  was  $112.50, 1  would  say  that  he  is  at  fault.  I  had  ih) 
offered  rate  to  San  Francisco  other  than  tariff.  The  rate  of  $li'  to 
Council  Bluffs  was  part  of  the  $90  rate  to  Ogden  which  I  had  rejected 
when  1  concluded  to  use  the  Denver  route;  hence,  the  lowest  rate  I  hat^ 
offered  to  San  Francisco  was  $111,  the  one  I  accepted.

The  regiment,  as  transported,  consisted  of  30  officers,  344  enlisted 
men,  and  42  laundresses ;  total,  416  persons. 

The  route  via  Kansas  City,  Denver,  and  Cheyenne,  instead  of  tLr 
route  via  Omaha,  was  selected  because  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railn)a<l 
Company  ott'ered  and  guaranteed  to  furnish  the  transportation  throiu'L 
from  Saint  Louis  to  San  Francisco  at  a  rate  of  i5  per  man  less  than  it  woui<i 
have  cost  had  the  troops  been  sent  via  Omaha  and  thence  over  tLt^ 
.Union  Pacific  Railroad,  which  railroad  company  signified  its  purfHisr 
of  charging  through-tarifif  rates  for  transporting  the  troops  if  i^«'I'^ 
through  Omaha  to  San  Francisco. 

The  agreement  with  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was,  tb»'re 
fore,  equivalent  to  fixing  a  rate  of  $111  per  man  from  Saint  Louis  to  Sao 
Francisco,  for  tariff  rates  via  Omaha,  would  have  amounted  xa)  $llti. 

The  transportation  having  been  furnished  with  this  understauiliu^. 
and  the  accounts  for  the  service  having  now  been  rendered,  it  is  oi> 
served  that  by  footing  up  the  charges  made  by  each  railroad  company  ou 
the  route  for  each  portion  of  the  service  respectively,  an  aggregate  raitf 
of  $134.15  per  man  is  claimed  for  the  service. 

The  Kansas  Pacific  Railroad  Company  still  acknowledges  its  obiijra- 
tion  to  the  effect  that  the  transportation  shall  cost  the  department  but 
$111  per  man,  but,  as  I  understand,  desires  the  United  States  to  de 
cide  whether  the  charge  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  of  $4I).50  pK 
man  from  Cheyenne  to  Ogden,  and  the  charge  of  the  Central  Pai-^ui* 
Railroad  of  $53.50  per  man  from  Ogden  to  San  Francisco,  are  not  exws^ 
ive,  illegal,  and  subject  to  reduction.

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And  section  15  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Jaly  2, 1864  (13  Stat, 
^t  L.,  358),  viz : 

That  the  seTeral  companies  anthorized  to  construct  the  aforesaid  roads  are  hereby 
eqaired  to  operate  and  nse  said  roads  and  tele^rraph  for  all  purposes  of  communication, 
niTely  and  transportation,  as  far  as  the  pnblic  and  the  Kovernmeift  are  ronoemed,  as 
ne  continaoQS  line,  and  in  such  operation  and  use  to  afford  and  secure  to  each  equtU 
dvaniagea  andfadHties  as  to  raie»,  time,  and  transportation,  without  any  discrimination 
f  any  Kind  in  favor  of  the  road  or  business  of  any  or  either  of  said  companies,  or 
drerse  to  the  road  or  business  of  any  or  either  of  the  others. 

The  case  involves  qaestions  of  law  which  I  do  not  feel  authorized  to 
lecide. 

The  tariff  rates  charged  passengers  for  transportation  from  Omaha  to 
^n  Francisco,  involving  the  nse  of  Union  Pacific  and  the  Central  Pa- 
ific  Railroads,  is  $100  each. 

From  Kansas  City  to  San  Francisco,  involving  the  ase  of  the  Kansas 
Pacific,  Denver  Pacific,  and  Central  Pacific  Railroads,  the  tariff  rate  per 
»ass«nger  is  $145.  These  rates  generally  have  been  in  effect  since  Augast 
\,  1875;  bnt  prior  to  that  date  the  rate  via  Kansas  City  was  less,  being 
)127.50  for  each  passenger.  On  that  date  the  following  special  notice 
ras  issued  by  the  Union  Pacific  and  Kansas  Pacific  Railroads: 

In  pursuance  of  an  agreement  made  by  the  managers  of  the  above  roads,  we  hereby 
lotify  all  connecting  lines  that,  on  and  after  September  1, 1875,  all  through  tickets 
ia  the  Union  and  Denver  Pacific  roads  to  points  south  of  Cheyenne,  and  all  through 
ickets  via  the  Kansas  and  Denver  Pacific  roads  to  all  points  west  of  Cheyenne,  must 
«  withdrawn  from  sale.

This  notice,  it  is  believed,  was  issaed  in  oonseqaence  of  hostilities  be- 
ween  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  Union  Pacific  Railroads. 

The  rente  via  Kansas  City  to  San  Francisco  and  points  on  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  has  not  since  been  used  by  the  department  excepting 
n  the  case  here  reported,  which  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  route  via 
}tnaha  invariably  costs  much  less. 

For  a  history  of  the  circnmstances  under  which  the  transportation 
^as  provided  by  the  Quartermastei^s  Department,  I  respectfully  refer 
;o  the  accompanying  report  of  Oapt.  E.  B.  Grimes,  assistant  quarter- 
naster  at  Saint  Louis,  Mo.,  dated  October  5,  1877,  under  whose  direc- 
ion  the  service  was  performed. 

The  accounts  will  be  promptly  adjusted  and  settled  on  receipt  of  in- 
^tractions  as  to  the  method  to  be  adopted  in  arriving  at  the  proper 
liTisions  of  the  through  rate  of  $111  fixed  for  the  entire  service  in  the 
agreement  with  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railroad  Company.  I  suggest  ref- 
erence of  the  whole  case  to  the  Treasury  Department.

Oeneral:  I  am  greatly  annoyed  and  chagrined  to  report  to  yoo  that 
through  an  inadvertence  and  miBanderatanding,  an  error  of  one  was 
made  by  me  in  t;he  transportation  reqnesta  signed  by  me  for  the  more* 
ment  of  the  Second  Infantry  from  Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  Lewiston,  Idaho. 

I  find  that  a  Mrs.  Fernon,  a  laundress  in  Company  G  of  the  Second 
Infantry,  was  taken  ill  just  before  we  left  Atlanta,  and  did  not  come 
with  the  regiment  as  was  expected. 

In  the  confusion  of  so  rapid  a  movement  of  so  many,  and  tbeaamber 
of  women  and  children  in  cars  occupied  by  laundresses,  ooants  often 
made  in  the  dark  at  night,  I  can  understand  that  my  officer  of  the  day, 
officer  of  the  guard,  and  acting  regimental  quartermaster  might  make 
an  error  of  one  in  counting  passengers,  and  I  remember  we  often  eo- 
countered  some  difficulty  in  discovering  and  removing  from  oar  troop- 
trains  railroad  tramps  seeking  for  rides ;  once,  my  officer  of  the  day  rp- 
moved  three  such  men  and  I  think  one  woman  in  the  same  twenty  foor 
hours,  and  railroad  officials  informed  me  it  was  a  matter  of  constaot 
occurrence  and  difficult  to  prevent. 

In  two  cases  while  moving  through  Kansas  we  discovered  and  xt- 
moved  unauthorized  persons  on  our  trains  who  were  dressed  partiaJlj 
in  military  uniform. 

I  am  the  more  annoyed  at  the  error  I  report  to  you  as  the  railroad 
and  steamship  officials  representing  the  companies  that  transported  as. 
without  exception,  treated  my  men  with  the  greatest  kindness  and  con- 
sideration, and  my  officers  are  under  obligations  to  many  of  them  /or 
unusual  courtesies.  They  charged  our  laundresses  nothing  for  trans- 
porting their  many  little  ones;  and,  on  the  Pacific  Railroads,  throogb 
the  courtesy  of  Superintendent  Clarke,  at  Oheyenne,  my  aervaot,  a 
little  colored  boy,  was  passed  free— an  attention  that  I  was  assured  vas 
not  customary  on  those  roads.

Sir:  With  reference  to  the  report  from  this  office  of  November  13« 
1877,  forwarding  the  accounts  for  the  transportation  of  the  Seoood  In* 
fantry  from  Saint  Louis  to  San  Francisco  via  Kansas  City,  it  Is  obaerred 
that  the  rate  of  $53.50  per  man  charged  for  the  transportation  orrr  the 
Central  Pacific  Railroad,  from  Ogden  to  San  Francisco,  is  in  excess  of 
the  proportion  which  inures  to  that  company  on  throagb-pfisseDger 
travel  from  Ogden  to  San  Francisco,  viz,  $46  per  man;  that  istosav, 
the  through-tariff  rate  charged  the  public  from  Omaha  to  San  Fn&ci^ 
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» llOO  per  man,  of  which  the  XJaion  Pacific  Railroad  receives  on  divis- 
on  $54,  and  the  Central  Pacific  $46. 

The  charge  of  $53.50  per  man  for  the  transportation  of  these  troops 
romOgden  to  San  Francisco  is  the  local-tariff  rate  for  transportation 
«tween  those  points  ;  that  is,  the  rate  which  wonld  be  charged  a  per- 
on  whose  joarney  should  commence  at  Ogden  and  end  at  San  Fran- 
isco. 

I  consider  that  this  rate  of  $53.50  charged  for  the  troops  is  $7.50  per 
lassenger  too  much.  The  troops  started  from  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  passed 
lirectly  throngh  to  San  Francisco ;  and  I  can  see  no  sufficient  reason 
Dr  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  charging  $7.50  per  man — $3,120  in  the 
rhole — ^more,  for  the  reason  that  the  men  reached  Cheyenne  on  the 
Jnion  Pacific  Railroad  via  Denver,  instead  of  passing  over  the  whole 
f  the  line  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  from  Omaha. 

The  cost  to  the  company  of  their  transportation  over  the  Central 
^acific  from  Ogden,  the  eastern  terminus  of  that  road,  to  San  Fran- 
isco  was  in  no  manner  affected  by  their  having  come  through  Denver 
Dstead  of  throngh  Omaha,  and  tlierefore*  the  charge  seems  to  me  unjust. 

This  difference,  excess  in  charge,  had  not  been  clearly  brought  to  my 
ttention  when  the  report  of  13th  of  November  was  writ.teu. 

Whether  it  be  a  violation  of  the  law,  being  a  discrimination  against 
he  E^ansas  Pacific  and  Denver  Pacific  Railways,  depends  upon  the 
K>int  at  issue  between  the  roads ;  that  is,  whether  the  line  from  Kan- 
as  City  to  Denver,  and  thence  to  Cheyepne,  is  entitled  to  protection  by 
he  law  against  adverse  discrimination.

Sib  :  The  Second  Comptroller  informs  me  that  he  has  returned  to 
rou  the  papers  relating  to  the  transportation  of  the  Second  Infantry 
rom  Saint  Louis  to  San  Francisco  in  July,  1877,  stating,  in  substance, 
bat  a  suit  is  now  pending  in  the  United  States  courts,  in  which  the 
ssnes  involved  are  on  trial,  and  recommending  that  the  proportions  t  ue 
he  Saint  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  Northern  Railway  and  Denver  Pacific 
iailway  and  Telegraph  Companies  be  settled.  That  as  to  the  propor- 
ions  due  to  the  Kansas  Pacific,  Union  Pacific,  and  Central  Pacific 
ioads,  a  decision  be  postponed  until  the  termination  of  said  suit,  unless 
'ou  deem  postponement  impolitic  ;  in  which  case  he  recommends  that 
lie  matter  be  referred  to  the  Attorney-General  for  his  opinion. 

As  there  is  no  controversy  as  to  the  proportions  due  the  Saint  Louis, 
^nsas  City  and  Northern  Railway  and  to  the  Denver  Pacific  Railway 
iud  Telegraph  Companies,  the  action  of  the  Comptroller  as  respects  them 
8  proper  and  right,  and  the  proportions  due  the  two  companies  of  $11 
)eing  deducted  from  the  through-rate  of  illl  guaranteed  by  the  Kan- 
sas Pacific,  leaves  $100  to  be  apportioned,  to  the  Kansas  Pacific,  the 
[Jnion  Pacific,  and  Central  Pacific  Roads,  and  the  proper  apportionment 
>f  this  rate  gives  rise  to  this  controversy. 

The  Central  Pacific  claims  $53.50,  and  the  Union  Pacific  claims  $46  50 ; 
rhich  claims,  if  allowed,  leave  nothing  to  the  Kansas  Pacific  for  trans- 
)ortation  of  the  troops  for  a  distance  of  638  miles. 

The  claim  of  the  Central  Pacific  is  illegal  and  excessive.  The  ordi- 
lary  rate  for  travel  over  the  Union  Pacific  and  Central  Pacific  from 
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Omaha  to  San  Francisco  is  $100  j  divided,  to  Central  Pacific,  81C;  to 
Union  Pacific,  $54. 

This  rate  of  $46  the  Central  Pacific  accepts  from  the  public  and  all 
persons  as  its  proportion  of  the  rate  on  through-travel,  and  the  C«mrjh 
troller  informs  me  that  it  is  the  rate  at  which  the  accoants  of  the  »**>ra 
pany  are  settled  in  his  office.  The  claim  of  $53.50  is  therefore  in  excf^y 
of  the  charge  made  to  the  public  in  the  sum  of  $7.50  for  each  man. 

It  is  illegal  because  it  is  in  violation  of  the  acts  of  Congresn.  ^.V 
section  12,  act  of  July  1, 18t>2 ;  section  15,  act  of  July  2, 1864 ;  section  *, 
act  of  March  3, 1869 ;  act  of  June  20, 1874.) 

Section  15  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1864,  reads : 

That  the  several  companies  authorized  to  construct  the  aforesaid  roads  are  b^T*-:  r 
required  to  operate  and  use  said  roadn  and  telej^raph  for  all  purposes  of  c-ommar..^»- 
tion,  travel,  and  transportation,  so  far  as  the  public  and  the  govemment  are  coocvrL'^: 
as  one  continuous  linci  and  in  such  operation  and  use  to  afford  and  secure  tu  ejk.- 
equal  advantages  and  facilities  as  to  ratesy  time,  and  transportation,  withont  ainv  •: .- 
crimination  of  any  kind  in  favor  of  the  road  or  business  of  any  or  either  of  th«  t>tL<-i\ 

In  charging  the  government  $7.50  per  man  more  for  this  traus]K>rta 
tion  than  it  charges  the  public,  the  Central  Pacific  acts  in  violarioo  ot 
the  law. 

The  claim  of  the  Union  Pacific  is  also  excessive  and  illegal  in  tb\ 
that  while  it  charges  the  public  for  use  of  its  road  5.23  cents  per  mile  f-^r 
travel,  it  charges  the  government  at  the  rate  of  nine  cents  per  mile  i>: 
these  troops. 

Beferriug  to  the  above-cit^d  acts  of  Congress,  the  Kansas  Pae  5e 
claims  that  the  Union  Pacific  should  not  require  from  the  public  or 
government  a  greater  rate  of  fare  per  mile  on  travel  going  on  or  oomi.i: 
from  the  line  of  its  road  at  Cheyenne  than  it  accepts  from  the  public  or 
government  for  travel  going  on  or  coming  from  the  line  of  its  road  a: 
Om^ha,  and  that  a  greater  charge  than  a,  pro  rata  per  mile  of  its  lovc< 
through-rate  is  a  ''  discrimination  and  a  failure  to  afford  and  aecurf  ef/ua. 
advantages  and^  facilities  as  to  rates^  time,  and  transportation." 

The  line  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  is  between  Omaha  and  O^rdeo. 
and  1,032  miles  in  length. 

Cheyenne,  the  point  of  intersection  by  Kansas  Pacific  Railway,  n 
midway  of  the  line,  equidistant  from  Omaha  and  Ogden,  and  the  Uuiou 
Pacific  should  charge  only  half  of  its  through-rate  to  travel  coming  oo 
at  Cheyenne  from  Kansas  Pacific. 

The  remaining  $100  of  the  through-rate  in  controversy  should  be 
apportioned:  To  Central  Pacific,  $46;  Union  Pacific,  $27 j  Kansas 
Pacific,  $27.

Sir:  The  river  and  harbor  act  of  August  14, 1876,  contained  an  item 
making  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri,  and  Arkansas  Rivers,  with  a  proviso,  "  That  forty 
thoQsaDd  dollars  of  the  above  sum  shall  be  expended  on  the  Missouri 
Klver,  including  improvements  opposite  Saint  «Toseph,  Mo.,  and  at  Ne- 
braska City." 

From  this  latter  sum  an  allotment  of  $5,000  was  made  for  examina- 
tions and  surveys  at  Omaha  and  Council  Bluffs,  Atchison,  Plattsmouth, 
and  Brownville,  as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  pages  80  and  502  of 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1877. 

The  reports  upon  these  examinations  and  surveys  have  recently  been 
submitted  to  this  office  by  Maj.  Charles  R.  Suter,  Corps  of  Engineers, 
to  whom  they  were  assigned,  and  copies  of  them  are  respectfully  sub- 
Diitted  herewith,  with  the  suggestion  that  they  be  sent  to  Congress  for 
the  iDformatlon  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives. 

lu  regard  to  the  survey  at  Omaha  and  Council  Bluffs,  the  officer  in 
charge  is  of  opinion  that,  at  the  present  time,  owing  to  the  changes 
going  on,  the  permanent  rectification  of  the  channel  of  the  river  at  that 
point  cannot  be  undertaken,  but  recommends  that  any  proposed  work 
be  directed  solely  to  the  prevention  of  further  changes  which  may  he

likely  to  prove  injarioas.    He  thinks  that  the  first  and  most  ob' 
necessity  is  to  prevent  further  encroachment  on  the  Nebraska  shore, 
has  accordingly  limited  his  estimate  to  the  work  projected  for  this 
pose.     He  recommends  a  revetment  of  the  bank  for  the  di8tan< 
5,000  linear  feet,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $80,000,  and  sag^gests  tbati 
whole  amount  be  appropriated,  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  ' 
structed  before  the  next  high  water. 

In  reference  to  the  survey  at  or  near  Atchison,  Kans.,  Major  8l 
states  that  it  shows  that  there  are  impending  changes  in  thechano( 
the  river  which  imperil  the  safety  of  the  railway-bridge,  or  will 
its  draW'Spans  impassable  to  steamboats.    There  are  three  soni 
danger  referred  to  by  this  ofiicer,  but  that  which  in  his  jadgmentl 
quires  immediate  attention  is  the  rapid  caving  of  the  banks  in 
bend  immediately  above  the  bridge,  which  should  be  protected 
further  abrasion  as  soon  as  possible,  as  any  delay  might  entail  the 
struction  of  additional  works  designed  to  force  the  channel  fartberl 
the  north  and  west.    For  this  purpose  he  recommends  a  revetment 
about  7,000  feet  of  the  bank,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $56,000,  and 
sum  he  thinks  should  be  appropriated  at  once,  as  there  is  great  daoj 
that  the  work,  if  not  fully  completed,  may  be  entirely  lost. 

The  survey  at  Plattsmonth  develops  the  fact  that  the  regimen  of  tl 
Missouri  Kiver  in  the  neighborhood  of  that  town,  owing  to  the  in^i 
of  the  Platte  Kiver,  is  exceedingly  unstable,  and  that  the  erosion  ot  tl 
banks  threatens  the  destruction  of  much  valuable  farming-land, 
seriously  endangers  the  safety  of  the  railroads  running  to  that  poii 
The  extent  of  the  threatened  damage,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  protecl 
cannot  be  ascertained,  however,  until  further  detailed  sarveys  are 
These  surveys  Major  Suter  thinks  should  cover  the  whole  gronod 
tween  Plattsmonth  and  Omaha,  a  distance  of  30  miles,  and  would  cosCj 
about  $3,500.    He  recommends  the  appropriation  of  this  sum. 

In  regard  to  the  examination  at  Browuville,  Nebr.,  Major  Satffl 
reports  that  the  erosion  of  the  banks  on  the  Missouri  side  of  the  river  | 
is  causing  a  recession  of  the  sharp  bend,  at  the  foot  of  which  this  towt 
is  situat^,  down  stream,  and  threatens  to  fill  up  the  harbor ;  at  the  same 
time,  the  cutting  of  the  l^ebraska  shore  in  front  of  and  below  the  tovn 
is  destroying  much  valuable  property.  Ue  says  the  actual  extent  of  tbe 
work  required  to  protect  the  banks  cannot  be  decided  until  a  survey  is 
made,  though,  from  present  indications,  the  cost  of  the  protection  naj 
be  $50,000.  He  recommends  a  further  survey,  extending  to  join  that  al- 
ready made  at  Nebraska  City,  a  distance  of  33  miles,  at  an  estimattf^ 
cost  of  $3,000. 

The  views  and  recommendations  are  concurred  in.

Oeneral  :  In  accordance  with  your  instrnctions  of  April  30, 1S77, 1 
dispatched  a  party  to  Omaha,  Nebr.,  on  May  19,  to  make  a  survey  o^^^ 
Missouri  Biver  at  that  point,  with  a  view  to  determining  whether  it  were 
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fossible  to  prevent  the  formation  of  a  threatened  cut-off,  and  generally 
0  protect  the  banks  in  the  neighborhood  from  the  encroachments  of  the 
iver.  At  the  time  this  survey  ^as  made  tho  water  was  already  flowing 
ver  the  neck  in  several  places,  and  before  the  subject  could  be  consid- 
red  the  river  broke  through. 

During  the  month  of  November  another  survey  was  made,  and  the 
esults  of  the  two  surveys  are  set  forth  on  the  map  which  accompanies 
bis  report.  The  cut-off  was  formed  July  8,  and  a  very  violent  erosion 
egan  at  the  apex  of  the  new  bend,  threatening  all  the  low  ground  in 
"ODt  of  the  blnffs,  with  the  car-shops  of  the  Union  Pacific  Bailroad, 
Qd  other  buildings  erected  on  it,  as  well  as  the  western  approaches  to 
10  bridge.  The  danger  was  met  by  the  Union  Pacific  Eailroad  Oompany, 
ho  constructed  a  loose  stone  revetment  along  the  portion  of  the  bank 
est  violently  attacked,  and  succeeded  finally  in  checking  the  erosion 
Dtil  the  falling  of  the  river  removed  the  immediate  danger.  It  is,  how* 
rer,  pretty  certain  that  at  the  next  flood-stage  the  cutting  will  be  re- 
Bwed,  and  there  is  no  telling  when  it  will  stop.  The  river  is  yet  in  a 
ity  unstable  condition,  the  slope  being  inordinately  great  and  the 
irvatare  of  the  bend  excessive.  I  do  not,  therefore,  consider  that  it 
paid  at  present  be  practicable  to  attempt  the  permanent  rectification 
the  channel,  but  would  recommend  that  any  work  done  be  solely 
rected  to  prevent  any  further  changes  which  may  seem  likely  to  prove 
jurioQs.  I  consider  that  the  first  and  most  obvious  necessity  is  to  pre- 
.'Dt  any  further  encroachments  on  the  Nebraska  shore  above  the  bridge, 
this  is  done  it  is  probable  that  the  whole  bend  will  move  down  stream, 
d  this  should  be  allowed  to  take  place  until  the  channel  strikes  the 
e  of  the  bridge  at  right  angles.  As  soon  as  this  is  accomplished  the 
(v^a  shore  above  the  point  will  have  to  be  held.  No  estimates  for  this 
rk  can  yet  be  su  bmitted,  and  as  the  work  may  not  be  needed  for  seve- 
years,  I  have  confined  my  estimates  to  the  protection  of  the  Nebraska 
)re  above  the  bridge. 

L'he  report  of  my  assistant,  Mr.  Boehmer,  will  give  all  the  facts  ne- 
sary  for  a  full  comprehension  of  the  subject.  I  have  submitted  a  dif- 
ent  plan  for  the  work  required,  because  I  do  not  consider  it  solely  a 
tter  of  protecting  any  particular  structures  on  the  low  ground 
ween  the  bluffs  and  the  river,  but  that  the  problem  is  more  especially 
broad  one  of  preventing  the  river  from  taking  a  shape  that  will 
ow  the  channel  obliquely  across  the  line  of  the  bridge  and  render  it 
)asaable  for  steamboats.  I  recommend  that  the  revetment  already 
un  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  be  extended  in  both 
actions,  about  4,000  feet  below  and  1,000  feet  above  their  work,  using 
this  purpose  fascine  mattresses,  loaded  with  stone,  as  has  been  done 
er  my  direction  at  Saint  Joseph,  Mo.  This  work  should  be  done 
)re  the  next  high  water,  and  the  whole  sum  asked  for  should  be  ap- 
priated  at  once,  both  with  a  view  of  reducing  the  cost  of  materials  and

Major:  During  the  latter  part  of  May,  1877,  a  survey  was  made  of  the  M:** 
River,  in  the  vicinity  of  Omaha,  Nehr.,  with  a  view  of  ascertAining  the  proper  u- 
for  preventing  an  anticipated  cut-off  through  the  Iowa  point  opposite,  or  elats  to  lii: 
plans,  intended  to  ameliorate  the  dangerous  consequences  of  such  occurrence. 

My  report  on  this  survey,  dated  June  27,  1877,  intends  to  establish  the  inipra^- 
hility  both  of  prevention  and  amelioration  of  the  danger,  and  recommends  tK^: 
action  be  taken  until  after  the  occurrence  of  the  cnt-oif,  and,  further,  that  time  t'n^> 
be  allowed  for  the  river  to  partly  re-establish  its  normal  regimen. 

Shortly  after,  on  the  8th  of  July,  1877,  the  cut-otf  happened,  and  the  river  U*- 
through  the  Iowa  point  with  tremendous  force. 

A  resurvey  of  the  ground  was  ordered,  and  the  field-work  commenced  on  the  i-  * 
October,  1877. 

The  results  of  this  survey,  accompanied  by  the  usual  maps,  I  respectfully  subn.  * 
the  following  report : 

In  breaking  through  the  peninsula,  the  newly -formed  channel,  with  greatly  inir^-.- 
velocity,  threw  its  entire  force  straight  into  the  Nebraska  shore,  on  a  line  If..   .. 
directly  toward  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  shops.    A  terrible  erosion  of  the  lu:- . 
that  point  was  the  consequence,  and  the  river  had  cut  into  the  shore  a  di^tat.t- 
1,200  feet  when  further  inroads  were  checked  by  extraordinary  ettbrts,  nnder  th*  li.:* 
of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company.    Sand-bags,  stone,  and  brush  in  large  <]<.^: ' 
ties  were  thrown  into  the  river  at  the  points  most  severely  attacke<l,  and  »  «*-  -^ 
revetment  2,000  feet  long  constructed.

show  plainly  that  the  river  is  still  in  a  greatly  unsettled  condition.

The  greatest  velocity  found  during  a  similar  stage  of  low  water  at  Saint  .It- 
Mo.,  was  but  2.47  miles  per  hour.    Even  the  slope  of  the  river  for  a  distance  of  14  ^  ^ 
was  found  in  a  still  unsettled  condition. 

The  difference  of  elevation  in  the  river's  surface  between  Florence  and  a  point  tl:-* 
miles  below  the  bridge  has  decreased  but  0.4  foot,  although  the  distance  l»et  wet'n  !>**«- 
points  has  been  reduced  by  the  cut-off  from  18  to  14  miles.

Uajor  :  I  have  the  hoDor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  sarvey  of  the  Mis- 
art  River  in  the  yiciDity  of  Atchison,  Kans. 

rhe  field-work  was  done  during  the  first  part  ol  Noyember,  1877,  and  takes  in  a  dis- 
ice  of  12  miles  by  channel  from  a  point  3  miles  below  the  bridge  to  the  apex  of  the 
id  above  Doniphan,  Kans. 

The  8t>affe  of  the  river  at  the  time  was  recorded  as  4  feet  6  inches  above  low- water 
rk  on  the  bridge-gange  at  Saint  Joseph,  Mo.  The  zero  of  this  gauge  would  be  more 
rect  if  assumed  2  feet  lower.  This  would  make  the  actual  stage  during  the  survey 
eet  6  inches  above  the  lowest  water,  or  15  feet  6  inches  below  the  high  water  of 
14. 

The  slope  of  the  river  near  Atchison,  measiired  at  short  distances,  shows  cousidera- 
irregularity,  ranging  from  0.48  to  0.90  foot  per  mile.    But  comparing  the  slopes  of 
ger  stretches,  from  3  to  5  miles  in  length,  more  uniformity  is  found,  i.  e.,  from  0.60

*here  is  no  immediate  danger  on  hand  from  any  quarter  in  this  locality,  nor  is  such 
irehended  by  corporations  or  individnals  interested ;  but  thore  is  good  cause  for  ap- 
hension  in  the  near  future  from  two  different  and  distinct  directions.

In  the  yicinity  of  Plattsmontb,  the  channel  and  bars  of  the  Missouri  River  are  snb- 
:t  to  more  radical  changes  than  they  are  at  almost  any  other  portion  of  its  conrse. 
le  Platte  River,  which  here  enters  the  larger  stream,  has  its  greatest  flood,  from  3  to 
feet,  usually  in  April,  while  that  of  the  Missoori  occnrs  generally  in  Jane. 
In  consequence  of  this  non-conformity,  the  point  of  junction  of  the  two  rivers  dif- 
n  quite  widely  in  different  years,  and  even  in  the  same  year ;  the  Platte,  in  freshet, 
reeps  its  way  through  the  eand-bars  deposited  by  the  Missouri  during  its  high  water, 
id  again  has  its  month  changed  when  the  larger  stream  is  in  flood. 
A  Kmall  sketch  of  the  vicinity,  made  during  my  examination  in  December,  accom- 
mies  this  report. 

On  the  Plattsmouth  side  the  river  has  worn  away  the  banks  where  ten  years  ago 
as  a  considerable  bottom  up  to  the  toe  of  the  blufi's,  while  on  the  Iowa  side  the  two 
^«rs,  acting  conjointly,  have  for  a  long  time  been,  and  are  now,  making  deep  in- 
tads  into  the  rich  farming  alluvial  lands. 

Plattsmouth  is  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  Burlington  and  Missoori  River  Railroad 
i  Nebraska,  between  which  and  the  Iowa  division  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and 
nincy  Railroad  a  large  and  increasing  transfer-business  is  maintained. 
In  order  to  preserve  our  already-restricted  depot  and  yard  grounds,  the  Burlington 
Qd  Mimouri  River  Railroad  Company  was  obliged  to  protect  the  Nebraska  bank,  and 
tia  they  have  quite  successfully  accomplished  by  a  stone  revetment  extending  for 
fer  a  mile  from  the  end  of  their  track  northward.  With  the  exception  of  a  few 
ides,  this  revetment  has  stood  well,  most  of  it  probably  reaching  to  bed-rock,  which 
itcrops  in  places  in  the  bank. 

On  the  Iowa  side,  however,  the  problem  was  more  difficult ;  the  rock  is  here  about 
'  feet  below  the  level  of  the  bank,  along  which  the  channel  generally  ran  with  a 
fclocity  of  from  4  to  5  miles  per  hour.  The  transfer-landing  had  to  be  constantly 
banged,  involving  such  expense  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Company 
esolyed  to  build  a  landing  which  should  be  permanent.  This  resolution  resulted  in 
QildiDg  a  dike  850  feet  long,  inclining  at  an  angle  of  about  45^  with  the  perpen- 
icnlar  to  the  former  channel,  at  the  end  of  which,  in  low  water,  the  transfer-boats 
ave  their  landings. 

The  manner  of  constructing  this  dike  was  quite  novel.  Piles  in  two  rows  were 
fiven  at  12-foot  distances,  and  spanned  successively  by  girders,  on  which  rails  were 
"d,  and  stone  and  brush  thrown  from  cars  brought  on  them ;  cleats  nailed  to  the 
*il«8  served  as  a  temporary  rest  for  the  brush  foundation,  and  stoue  was  thrown  on 
|ptil  the  cleats  broke,  and  the  foundation,  guided  by  the  piles,  sank  to  place.  The 
ijlce  cost  about  $28,000.  A  large  deposit  of  sand  took  place  below  the  dike,  while 
'^ve  it  the  former  channel  has  been  nearly,  if  not  quite,  closed, 
^be  dike  has  very  materially  narrowed  the  water-way,  its  former  width  of  1,200  feet 
laviofir  been  decreased  to  700  feet,  and  in  high  stages  the  water,  of  course,  runs  over  it, 
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miles,  and  the  cost  would  be  $3,000,  which  it  is  recommended  shoald  be 
appropriated  for  the  parpose.

Major  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  a  report  of  my  recent  examination  of 
the  Missouri  Kiver  in  the  vicinity  of  Brownville,  Nebr.,  with  an  accompanying  sketch 
CD  a  scale  of  one  inch  to  the  mile. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Brownville,  Nebr.,  the  blnffs  of  the  Missoari  Valley  He  abont  twelve 
miles  apart.  In  Nebraska  they  are  washed  by  the  river  or  lie  within  short  distance  of 
it,  and  in  Missonri  the  intervening  alluvial  bottom  supports  a  weU-settled  farming 
community. 

The  soft  alluvium  of  the  Missouri  side  yields  readily  to  the  action  of  the  current,  and 
the  results  are  the  same  as  elsewhere  in  its  course,  frequent  shiftings  of  the  river-chan- 
nel and  a  gradual  movement  of  the  bends  down  stream. 

Brownvule  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  of  Nebraska,  and  has  tributary  to  it  an  unusu- 
ally well-developed  and  productive  country.  It  is  the  nominal  terminus  of  the  Ne- 
braska Railway,  better  known  under  its  former  name,  Midland  Pacific,  which  runs 
westward  from  Nebraska  City.  A  railroad  along  the  river-bank  connects  the  two 
cities. 

The  greatest  amount  of  caving  of  the  banks  has  occurred  within  the  past  three 
years,  during  which  time  about  300  feet  has  been  .washed  away  at  the  foot  of  the 
main  business  street  of  Brownville.  The  railroad  company  has  been  compelled  to 
move  its  depot-ffrounds,  buildings,  and  road-bed,  until  now  the  track  for  nearly  a  mile 
northward  lies  close  against  the  nigh  bluffs,  and  the  protection  of  the  bank  has  become 
a  necessity  which  can  no  longer  be  delayed. 

A  portion  of  the  town  is  built  on  the  bottom  below  Main  street,  and  the  encroach- 
ment of  the  river  has  compelled  the  removal  of  a  number  of  the  residences,  but  there 
still  remain  about  twenty-five  houses,  a  portion  of  which,  as  well  as  a  fertile  farming 
district  below,  is  in  danger,  if  the  banks  are  allowed  to  continue  cutting. 

The  greatest  amount  of  caving  occurs,  however,  on  the  Missouri  side,  in  the  bend 
opposite  the  city,  and  the  "  point''  is  fast  moving  down  in  front  of  the  town.  When 
this  occurs  the  present  situation  at  Nebraska  City  will  be  duplicated,  the  river-front- 
sge  of  Brownville  being  entirely  occupied  by  sand-bars.  The  inhabitants  naturally 
desire  to  protect  their  landing;,  their  transfer  business  being  large  and  increasing.  A 
«arvey  would,  in  all  probability,  develop  no  other  plan  of  improvement  than  a  revet- 
ment of  the  caving  bank,  and  it  is  very  important  if  any  such  improvement  is  to  be 
made  that  it  be  undertaken  at  once. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  which  would 
allow  works  of  protection  to  be  prosecuted  at  the  same  time  that  a  survey  would  be  in 
progress,  and  to  leave  the  final  estimate  of  such  work  until  the  survey  determines  it. 

At  the  very  least,  over  a  mile  of  bank  must  be  protected,  a  preliminary  estimate  of 
cost  of  which  is  placed  at  $50,000. 

The  shortest  permissible  length  of  survey  required  is  16  miles,  between  Pern,  Nebr., 
and  Nemaha  City,  Nebr.,  which  would  cost  $1,600 :  but  it  would  be  far  preferable  if  we 
could  connect  with  the  survey  already  made  at  Nebraska  City.    This  would  increase 
the  survey  distance  to  23  miles,  and  would  cost  $3,000.

In  answer  to  a  Senate  resolution  of  Fehriuiry  6, 1878,  information  in  rela- 
tion to  Vie  present  condition  and  state  of  efficiency  of  the  life-saving  serv- 
ice on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina.

Sir  :  I  h'ave  had  the  honor  to  receive  the  Senate  resolntion,  dated  the 
6th  ioBtant,  directing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  the  present 
condition  and  state  of  efficiency  of  the  life-saving  service  on  the  coast 
of  Xorth  Carolina,  and  in  what  respects,  in  his  jadgment,  it  needs  in- 
crease or  improvement  in  order  to  make  it  of  the  greatest  benefit. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  state  that,  although  the  latest  reports  of  the  officers 
in  charge  of  the  life-saving  service  show  that  the  stations  on  the  coast  of 
North  Carolina  are  in  excellent  condition  in  resi)ect  to  their  personnel 
and  equipment,  the  efficiency  of  the  service  on  that  coast  is  seriously 
obstructed  by  the  great  distance  which  separates  the  stations.  In  the 
entire  sixth  life-saving  district,  which  comprises  the  coasts  of  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina,  between  Capes  Henry  and  Hatteras,  there  are  but 
ten  life-saving  stations.  These  are  located  upon  one  of  the  most  dan* 
gerous  of  our  coasts,  at  unequal  distances,  averaging  over  ten  miles 
apart,  in  some  instances  the  distances  being  twelve  and  sixteen  miles. 
The  patrol  sjjrstem  ot  the  life-saving  service,  under  which  the  seacoast 
from  Maine  to  Hatteras  is  paced  each  night  from  dark  until  daylight, 
and  in  thick  weather  throughout  the  day  during  the  active  season,  by 
sarfmen  on  the  alert  for  wrecks,  constitutes  one  of  the  main  reasons  for 
the  well  known  and  extraordinary  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts 
of  the  service  since  its  reorganization  in  1871. 

On  the  long  sandy  stretches  of  coast  extending  from  Cape  Cod  to 
l>elaware,  and  which  resemble  the  coasts  of  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 
ima,  the  stations  are  within  four  or  five  miles  of  each  other,  and  these 
spaces  not  being  too  great  to  be  frequently  traversed  by  patrolmen,  a 
stranded  vessel  is  soon  discovered,  the  discovery  being  followed,  of 
coarse,  by  prompt  efforts  for  the  deliverance  of  her  imperiled  crew.    On 

.  ^**t  of  the  sixth  district  the  formidable  distances  which  divide  the 
existing  stations  render  the  patrol  system  comparatively  inapplicable, 
ana  althoagh  the  laborious  duty  of  patrolling  these  extended  and  deso-

late  spaces  is  now  faithfully  performed,  the  length  of  time  whieii 
elapse  before  a  given  point,  at  which  a  wreck  may  in  Uie  meantiisr 
occur,  is  again  passed  by  the  patrolman,  makes  his  labor  to  a  gns* 
degree  ineffectnal.  This  is  pointedly  illustrated  by  the  reoent  case  r 
the  Metropolis.  The  evidence  in  the  possession  of  the  department  skov* 
that  this  wreck  occurred  between  stations  4  and  5  (which  are  abac 
twelve  miles  apart)  and  at  a  spot  four  and  one-half  miles  distant  t^^ 
the  first-named  station,  the  patrolman  of  which  passed  the  station 
his  return  beat  at  about  five  o'clock  in  the  morning,  or  two  hours  be^.<f 
the  vessel  came  on  shore,  being  at  that  time  far  out  of  sight;  whik  t^ 
next  patrolman  going  that  way,  if  he  had  left  the  station  immedia^ 
upon  the  return  of  the  ottier,  which  wan  about  seven  o^dock  in  ii- 
morning,  without  waiting,  as  he  did,  to  breakfast  with  his  copindr>, 
could  not  possibly,  in  the  soft  condition  of  the  beach,  walking  opv: 
which  was  slow  ancl  toilsome,  have  come  within  sight  of  the  wn^  »i 
return  to  the  station  to  give  the  alarm  until  some  time  after  the  neri 
was  received  there  through  a  messenger  sent  on  horseback  by  a  resida 
of  the  beach,  or  until  she  had  been  aground  more  than  three  boors. 

The  instance  of  the  Metropolis,  b^ide  illustrating  the  detrimeoc  t 
the  patrol  service  wrought  by  the  excessive  distanoiBS  apartof  the  sUtioe 
on  this  coast,  also  shows  that  they  injuriously  affect  the  chaootfof. 
wreck  being  reached,  with  the  necessary  appliances,  by  the  life-sari::: 
crews  in  time  to  accomplish  a  rescue,  when  the  disaster  takes  place,  ^ 
this  did,  at  a  point  nearly  midway  between  the  stations.  Ordinarilj,; 
would  have  been  the  duty  of  the  life-saving  crew  to  have  haoledt^ 
surf-boat  or  life-car,  and  other  apparatus,  complete,  to  the  scene  of^ 
wreck — a  serious  task  under  any  circumstances,  when  it  is*ooD8tdeR^ 
that  these  things,  weighing  about  1,700  pounds,  have  to  be  dragged  b^ 
only  seven  men,  in  the  imping  stress  of  a  gale  and  throoi^h  soft  mi 
But  as  the  vessel  was  even  then  breaking  hp,  owing  to  her  aBsoaad  t» 
dition,  it  was  judged  expedient  to  hurry  to  the  wieok  with  as  little  if 
paratos  as  could  be  made  available.  What  was  taken  ooasisted  of  the 
mortar,  aoimunition,  breeches-buoy,  lines,  and  hawser,  and  w^ 
with  the  cart  in  which  they  were  drawn,  over  1,000  poands.  This  beavt 
load,  the  very  lightest  that  could  be  taken  for  serviee,  had  to  be  haofei 
by  SIX  men  for  four  and  one-half  miles,  over  a  beach  in  whose  sands  4r 
feet  of  the  men  were  imbedded  deeply  at  evory  step,  and  the  tires  of  tkdr 
mortar  cart,  although  five  inches  broad,  sank  four  or  five  inches.  3' 
serious  impediment  such  a  road  offered  to  their  progress,  and  the  o^ 
ibrtune  of  the  distance  laid  upon  them  to  travel  at  such  a  time,  vke 
men  were  drowning  for  want  of  succor,  and  which,  of  eonrae,  is  refenUe 

>  to  the  undue  spaces  between  the  stations,  need  not  be  suggested  forther 
These  men,  beside,  were  already  worn  by  their  long  patrris  of  Um  oi^^ 

preceding. 

Dnriog  the  previous  twenty-four  hoars,  one  of  them  had  vwefS 
fcVirty-tv^o  miles  through  the  storm ;  another,  twenty -four ;  two  otfcjn- 
sixteen  miles  each ;  and  the  remaining  two,  twelve  miles  eaeh.  Tw 
burden  they  were  dragging  over  the  yielding  sands  gave  more  thnnl^ 
pounds  to  each  man ;  150  pounds  over  a  firm  level  being  the  »^««8«  ^^J" 
ted  by  standard  authority  as  a  man's  draught-power.  They  contrived  i^ 
the  niost  strenuous  endeavors  to  reach  the  wreck  abont  nooo,  wbicft 
they  never  could  have  done  by  that  time  but  for  the  fortunate  cb»«» 
of  their  being  overtaken  when  a  mile  or  two  on  their  way,  and  assiafi^ 
by  a  man  with  a  carthorse.  A  furth^  point,  common  to  all  snch  <»^ 
is  presented  by  this,  namely,  that  these  men,  upon  whose  onra^w^' 
vigor  much  of  the  success  of  their  service  at  the  wreck  depended,  ^^^ 
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ia  s  jme  de^ee  by  their  previoas  night^d  pa  troling,  anived  at  the  scene 
of  their  toil,  still  farther  wearied  by  their  severe  march  with  their  ap- 
paratus, to  at  once  engage  in  still  more  exhausting  exertions,  which 
they  contioued  for  the  remainder  of  the  day,  or  antil  the  last  survivor 
was  rescued. 

The  impediments  which  the  great  distances  between  the  stations  on 
this  coast  oppose  to  the  efficiency  of  the  patrol  system,  and  to  the 
prompt  appearance  of  the  station-crews  abreast  of  a  wreck,  have  been 
forcibly  presented  in  the  last  report  of  the  General  Superin  tendent  of  the 
Life-Saving  Service,  aud  made  the  basis  of  a  distinct  forewarning  of  the 
catastrophe   which  has  happened  in  the  case  of  the  Metropolis.    In 
order,  therefore,  to  meet  the  requirement  of  the  Senate  resolution  for  a 
report  upon  the  means  of  increasing  or  improving  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  upon  the  coast  referred  to,  I  would  state  that  in  my  judgment  the 
nnmlter  of  the  stations  in  the  sixth  life-saving  district  should  be  increased 
sufficiently  to  bring  them  within  an  average  distance  of  four  or  five  miles 
of  each  other^    This  CQurse  would,  it  is  believed,  bring  the  service  in  this 
locality  to  the  same  degree  of  efficiency  presented  upon  coasts  where  the 
stations  are  sufficiently  contiguous  to  allow  the  patrols  to  seasonably 
discover  wrecks,  and  the  life-saving  crews  to  promptly  succor  them,  and 
where,  daring  the  same  storms  which  destroyed  the  Huron  and  the  Me- 
tropolis, the  life-saving  men  brought  ashore  in  safety  the  crews  of  all 
vessels  stranded  upon  their  l>eaches,  being  two  in  each  instance.    Be- 
side the  advantages  already  mentioned,  as  resulting  from  a  proper  con- 
tiguity of  stations,  it  enables  the  crews  of  two  or  three  of  them  to  be 
speedily  collected,  on  occasions  of  shipwreck,  by  means  of  the  signals  in 
use.  by  the  service,  thus  doubling  or  trebling  the  working  party,  as  well 
as  of  readily  multiplying,  in  case  of  need,  the  mechanical  appliances  by 
which  rescues  are  effected. 

In  addition  to  increasing  by  intermediate  stations  the  number  of  those 
existing  on  this  coast,  there  should  be  at  least  three  added  between  the 
southernmost  station  and  Hatteras  Inlet,  and  also  a  stat  on  at  each  of 
the  prominent  head  lands  below  Gape  Lookout  and  Cape  Fear,  locali- 
ties liable  to  frequent  marine  disasters. 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  General  Saperintendent  of  the  Life-Sav- 
ing  Service  contains,  under  the  head  of  recommendations,  several  propo- 
sitions calculated  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  this  valuable  establish- 
ment.  Among  these,  as  applicable  to  the  service  upon  the  coast  referred 
to  by  the  Senate  resolution^  as  upon  other  coasts,  I  would  invite  atten- 
tion to  the  proposition  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  keepers  of  the  life- 
saving  stations.    These  men  are  charged  with  peculiar  and  important 
trusts,  and  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  long  retain  or  to  procure  per- 
sons of  the  proper  quidifications  for  their  responsibilities  and  duties  at  the 
pay  of  $200  per  annum,  which  is  all  that  is  now  allowed  them.    A  proper 
increase  of  compensation  should  be  provided,  and,  in  my  judgment,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  now  required  of  them,  it  would  be  well  to  clothe 
them  with  the  powers  of  inspectors  of  customs.    Patroling  the  beach 
as  they  do,  they  would  form  a  very  effective  coast-guard  for  the  preven- 
tion and  detection  of  smuggling,  and  in  case  of  a  wreck  they  could 
take  charge  of  dutiable  goods,  and  secure  the  collection  of  the  customs- 
duties,  without  interfering  with  the  work  of  saving  life  and  without 
expense  to  the  government. 

The  life-saving  crews  should  also  be  increased  in  number  from  six  to 
^ight  persons.  This  would  enable  the  arduous  and  often  dangerous  duty 
ot  the  night  patrol  of  the  beaches  to  be  performed  with  less  exhaustion 
find  peril  to  the  men,  and  afford  a  greater  degree  of  protection  to  wrecked

By  the  4th  article  of  the  Omnibus  treaty  of  February  23, 1867  (15 
tat.  at  L.,  p.  514),  the  Quapaws  ceded  to  the  United  States  18,482  acres 
f  their  lands,  at  the  rate  of  $1.15  per  acre,  and  the  United  States,  by 
le  22d  article  of  tbe  same  treaty,  sold  the  same  to  the  Peorias,  &c.,  at 
le  same  rate,  leaving  a  reservation  of  56,685  acres  to  the  Quapaws, 
bich  they  still  hold. 

By  the  2d  article  of  said  treaty  the  Mixed  Senecas  and  Shawnees 
eded  to  the  United  States  the  north  half  of  their  reserve,  estimated  to 
ontain  30,000  acres,  for  the  sum  of  $24,000,  wbich  land,  by  the  22d 
rticle  of  the  same  treaty,  was  sold  by  the  United  States  to  the  Peorias, 
cc,  at  the  same  price.  This  tract,  by  survey,  contains  31,819  acres, 
rbich,  with  18,482  acres  of  Qnapaw  lands,  constitutes  tbe  present  Peoria,

The  Ordnance  Office,  under  a  resolution  of  the  United  States  Senate, 
has  prepared  a  tabulated  statement  of  losses,  compiled  from  retoroiofl 
file,  chargeable  to  the  Sioux  war,  from  which  it  appears  that  about  fiftj 
thousand  dollars  should  be  credited  to  this  departmenu  I  tbink  that 
this  estimate  is  too  small,  for  it  does  not  take  iuto  account  losses  that 
are  not  yet  settled,  the  property  being  still  borne  on  the  returns.  From 
a  careful  consideration  of  the  amount  of  property  fnrnisbed  and  tli^r 
now  on  hand,  I  am  of  opinion  that  $75,000  will  not  more  tban  cover 
the  losses  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  directly  traceable  to  tbe  ^i(^^ 
campaiern,  in  this  command.

Sir  :  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  retarn  herewith  the  resolution  of 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States  of  the  Slsfc  January  last,  *^that 
the  Secretary  of  War  be  directed  to  furnish  to  the  Senate  any  informa- 
tion  in  his  department  relative  to  the  improvement  of  Providence  River 
and  Narraganset  Bay,  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  improve- 
ment,^ and,  in  obedience  to  its  requirements,  to  submit  the  inclosed 
copy  of  a  report  on  the  subject  from  Maj.  G.  E.  Warren,  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers, to  whdkn  it  was  referred.  .  This  report  is  very  full,  and  conveys 
all  the  information  contemplated  by  the  resolution. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  improvement  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
harbor-commissioners  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  is  demanded  by  the 
interests  of  commerce,  consists  in  making  a  channel  of  23  feet  in  depth 
at  mean  low  water  from  Providence  to  the  sea,  and  they  estimate  that 
the  whole  amount  of  dredging  required  for  this  purpose  will  be  about 
3|O01,640  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $500,234.29.  In  this  estimate  no 
allowance  for  rock-excavation  is  made,  though  it  will  in  all  probability 
he  in  some  places  required.

The  order  in  which  the  work  of  improvement  should  be  executed  is 
in  Major  Warren's  opinion,  first,  to  make  the  deep  chaoDd  for  oeeaL 
steamers  from  Providence  to  the  sen ;  then  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
widening  the  channel,  &c. 

The  cost  of  this  deep  channel  he  estimates  at  $100,000,  and  deems  i: 
to  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  appropriate  the  whole  sum  at  odct

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  in  oM 
ence  to  your  letter  of  instructions,  of  February  2,  tn\nsmittiog  a  oopyo: 
the  resolution  of  the  United  States  Senate  made  on  Janaary  3I,afri 
also  in  obedience  to  your  letter  of  February  7,  transmitting  a  resolotic: 
of  the  United  States  House  of  Bepresentatives,  passed  on  Febroaryy 
both  in  regard  to  the  improvement  of  Providence  Harbor,  Rhode  Islaoc. 
and  the  channels  of  approach  to  it. 

The  Hoase  resolution  requires  a  report  "based  on  examiDations  at^i 
surveys  made  by  the  Coast  Survey  or  other  departments  of  the  i;ot«;2 
ment,"  which  as  far  as  I  know  are  as  follows : 

In  the  year  1872,  under  an  act  of  Congress,  I  made  a  survey  finoc 
Fox  Point  to  Field's  Point  (see  Annual  Report  of  Chief  of  EQgiDee> 
for  1873,  page  969),  and  estimated  the  cost  of  dredging  off  the  point  / 
Long  Bed,  for  which  $10,000  was  appropriated,  and  the  point  d^edg«^l 
off  in  the  summer  of  1873. 

In  1874  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  made  a  new  survey  which  akc 
covered  this  portion  of  the  harbor,  and  a  copy  of  the  map  was  foraisbt^i 
the  Rhode  Island  board  of  harbor-commissioners,  which  copy  I  bjrr 
consulted.  There  is  as  close  agreement  in  the  results  of  the  two  samy^ 
as  could  be  expected,  so  that,  as  a  basis  for  an  estimate  of  quantitj  of 
material  to  be  removed  in  this  part,  nothing  more  is  desired.  There  i5 
some  uncertainty  as  to  the  amount  of  rock  that  may  be  enoouotered^bGt 
this  cannot  be  definitely  deteruiined  except  as  the  dredging  is  beii^ 
carried  on. 

During  the  past  summer,  upon  application  of  the  governor  of  V^ 
Island,  the  President  of  the  United  .States  appointed  BearAdnin^ 
Daniel  Ammen,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  United  States  >a^> 
Prof.  Henry  Mitchell,  United  States  Coast  Survey,  and  myself,  raeob^^ 
of  an  advisory  council  to  the  board  of  harbor-commissioners  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  this  council  had  several  meetings  with  the  harbor-ooBiiBtf- 
aioners  to  consider  the  improvement  of  Providence  River  and  Harbor. 
The  harbor  proper  is  taken  to  comprise  the  part  between  Fox  Point  afi<l 
Field's  Point,  a  distance  of  about  8,800  feet  Through  about  3,800  fe({ 
of  this  there  is  ample  channel-depth.  Through  the  other  6,000  feet  tk 
depths  in  places,  shoals  to  14  and  15  feet,  and  at  the  upper  end  to  !:?/««• 
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t  mean  low  water.  This  limits  the  size  of  the  vessels  that  can  reach 
he  {.resent  wharves.  The  mean  rise  of  the  tide  is  about  4^  feet.  In 
e^ard  to  the  improvement  of  this  portion  the  advisory  council  give  the 
oilowiug  opinion  to  the  harbor-commissioners : 

In  a  iM>rt  Uke  Providence,  employed  for  miscellaneous  commerce,  the  greatent  good 
1  the  greatest  namber  is  to  be  aecared  by  a  channel  of  18  feet  depth  at  low  tide.  In 
rder,  however,  not  to  exclude  vessels  of  fi^reater  draai^ht,  we  recommend  that  the  Chan- 
el should  have  a  central  pathway  of  23  feet  depth,  150  feet  wide. 

The  form  of  channel  that  wonld  meet  these  requirements  and  have  the  most  perma- 
ent  slopes,  wonld  have  the  following  widths,  naturally,  between  its  contours  in  light 
illuviaoi : 

23  feet  depth,  150  feet  wide. 
20  feet  depth,  600  feet  wide. 
18  feet  depth,  725  feet  wide. 
12  feet  depth,  940  feet  wide. 
6  feet  depth,  1,060  feet  wide. 

We  recommend  that  this  channel  should  be  carried  from  the  city  to  Field's  Point, 
ollowing  generally  the  pre^nt  channel  below  Fox  Point ;  and  nsing  the  above  table  as 
i  gnide  as  far  as  possible  for  computing  the  amount  of  material  to  be  removed  (and 
lot  as  a  convenient  plan  of  dredging^  ^®  ^^^  from  the  original  bydrographic  sheet  of 
he  Coast  Survey  (1326  A),  executed  in  1874,  that  the  necessary  dredging  would  then 
iave  been  two  and  one-quarter  millions  of  cubic  yards,  bank-measurement. 

The  average  length  of  vessels  likely  to  seek  this  harbor,  if  improved,  may  be  set 
lown  at  150  feet,  and  these,  with  average  draught  of  18  feet,  would  require  54  feet  of 
:ab1e,  giving  their  radius  of  swing  room  202  feet.  These  vessels  anchored  most  carefully 
>n  both  sides  of  the  channel  proposed,  would  leave  321  feet  gangway  for  the  passage 
)f  other  vessels.  If  anchored  with  only  the  ordinary  care  (but  still  under  supervision 
)f  a  harbor-master)  the  width  of  the  gangway  would  sometimes  not  exceed  150  feet. 
It  is  assumed  that  so  few  vessels  of  extraordinary  draught  would  be  in  port  at  the  same 
time  that  the  harbor-master  could  so  arrange  them  as  to  avoid  having  any  two  of  them 
in  the  same  section.  It  is  proper  to  regard  the  vessels  as  lying  transversely  to  the  di- 
rection of  the  channel,  because  during  the  season  when  the  largest  fleet  visits  this  port 
winds  from  the  west-southwest  and  southwest  prevail. 

In  providing  for  anchorage-room  on  either  side  of  the  gangway  rather  than  excavat- 
ing a  special  basin  for  anchorage,  it  has  been  borne  in  mind  thpt  the  whole  channel  in 
the  absence  of  vessels  at  anchor  will  be  useful  for  the  passage  of  vessels  under  sail,  and 
that  this  channel  traversed  by  tidal  currents  will  be  less  likely  to  freeze  up  than  a 
sheltered  basin,  or  more  easily  broken  out  when  frozen. 

•  •  •  *  •  •  • 

The  harbor-commissioners  have  also  made  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  material  to  be  removed  to  make  a  channel  23.feet  deep  at  mean  low 
water,  and  400  feet  wide,  with  an  additional  width  each  side  of  200  feet, 
gradaally  shoaling  up  to  a  depth  of  10  feet  at  mean  low  water.  The 
amount  is  1.421,720  cubic  yards.  But  in  their  communication  to  me 
dated  February  8,  transmitted  herewith,  they  adopt  the  plan  and  esti- 
mate of  the  advisory  council. 

In  order  to  secure  the  depth  of  23  feet  at  mean  low  water  below  Field's 
Point,  dredging  must  be  done  at  Pawtuxet  Shoal  and  at  Gaspee  Shoal. 

The  harbor-commissioners'  estimate  for  the  amount  to  be  removed  at 
these  two  places,  is  upon  the  design  to  make  the  channel  23  feet  deep 
and  400  feet  wide  and  200  feet  each  side,  shoaling  up  to  10  feet. 

At  Pawtuxet  Shoal,  cubic  yards 733,680 

At  Gaspee  Shoal,  onbio  yards 46»U0U 

In  order  to  allow  vessels  to  enter  and  leave  Providence  direct  by  the 
western  entrance  to  Narraganset  Bay,  drawing  23  feet  at  mean  low  water, 
another  shoal  must  be  removed  just  above  Rocky  Point,  which  the  har- 
horcommisaioners  estimate  to  amount  to  424,824  cubic  yards.  Vessels 
usiog  the  middle  entrance  to  Narraganset  Bay,  wonld  not  have  to  pass 
tbis  shoal  near  Bocky  Point.  The  foregoing  quantities  are  bank-meas- 
oremeuts;  measured  in  scows,  the  quantity  would  be  increased  by  one- 
tliird. 

To  recapitulate,  we  have  now  the  following  estimates  of  quantities :

No  rock  is  included  in  the  foregoing  estimates,  and  although  some 
"will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  removed,  as,  for  instance.  Bulkhead  Boct 
.this  is  compariatively  a  small  item.  This  improvement,  ^hen  made,  will 
be  permanent. 

The  improvement  desired  will,  at  present  prices,  cost  about  $500,000. 
The  importance  of  doing  this  is  so  well  set  forth  in  the  accompanyiDg 
communication  made  to  me  by  the  board  of  harbor-commissiooers  tint 
I  have  nothing  to  add  on  this  point. 

The  first  improvement  to  be  undertaken  is  to  make  the  deep  cbaooe) 
for  ocean-steamers,  from  Providence  to  the  sea,  and  let  tiie  widening 
lor  anchorage  and  for  a  beating-channel  for  sailing-vessels  follow.  For 
making  such  a  channel  200  feet  wide  and  23  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water 
1  have  estimated  would  require :

To  cut  through  the  fehoal  near  Rocky  Point  200  feet  wide  and  23  M 
deep  at  mean  low  water  would  require  the  removal  of  300,000  cnbif 
yards,  measured  in  the  scows,  and  inasmuch  as  this  shoa!  can  be  avoidnl 
by  using  the  middle  entrance  to  the  bay,  it  is  not  an  important  obstnK* 
tioii.    It  now  has  a  ruling  depth  of  18  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

All  the  estimates  below  Field's  Point  are  based  solely  upon  the  VniteQ 
States  Coast  Survey  charts,  on  one  of  which,  sent  herewith,  the  pro- 
posed channel  is  marked. 

If  the  revenue  of  the  government  will  allow  such  an  expenditore  i» 
one  year  it  would  be  best  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,000  in  one 
year,  so  that  the  benefit  may  be  at  once  obtained. 

Providence  is  in  the  Providence  collection  district  and  is  a  port  of  entry.   Thert^' 
cue  from  customs,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1876,  was  |182,3S2,57. 

The  United  States  in  former  years  has  expended  about  $56,500 oo 
improvement  of  this  harbor.

As  illustrating  the  delays  resulting  from  the  shallowness  of  water  on  the  bar,  we 
insert  the  following  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  agent  of  one  of  our  principal 
Bteamship  lines: 

"  Proyidencr,  Norfolk  A  Baltimork  Stkamship  Link, 

'*  Providence,  E.  /.,  February  14,  1S78. 

"Dear  Sir  :  I  beg  and  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  year  1873 
the  Merchants  and  Miners'  Transportation  Company  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  inaugurated  a 
line  of  steamships  between  Baltimore,  Norfolk,  and  Providence,  and  styled  it  the 
*  Providence,  Norfolk  and  Baltimore  Steamship  Line.'    Since  this  line  was  set  in  mo- 
tion, owing  to  the  great  draught  of  water  of  our  steamers,  we  have  met  with  very 
Berious  delays  on  account  of  the  depth  of  water  in  our  harbor.    The  steamers  of  this 
line,  when  full-freighted,  draw  18  and  20  feet  of  water,  and  have  touched  bottom  in 
midway  of  channel  and  dragged  the  bottom  for  long  distances ;  and  when  we  have  had 
strong  northwest  winds  we  experience  very  much  more  delay.    If  our  steamers  arrive 
on  an  ebbing  tide  of  two  or  three  hours'  duration  and  ground,  they  are  obliged  to  so 
lemain  nntil  the  full  flood-tide  makes  again,  causing  the  loss  of  valuable  time,  from 
six  to  eight  hours,  which  is  exceedingly  annoying  to  our  patrons  and  ourselves.    I 
'Will  here  state  that  the  Merchants  and  Miners'  Transportation  Company  also  run  a 
line  of  steamers  between  B  dtimore,  Norfolk  and  Boston,  via  Cape  Cod,  and  I  have 
often  advocated  to  them  of  their  making  the  terminus  of  the  Boston  steamers  at  Provi- 
dence, and  connect  with  Boston  by  railroad  ;  but  our  company  has  always  contended 
that  it  was  not  practicable  to  do  so  with  their  largest  steamers,  on  account  of  the  shal- 
lowness of  the  water  in  our  harbor,  but  have  intimated  to  me  that  if  harbor  facilities 
'were  such  at  Providence  that  no  delays  would  occur  on  account  of  depth  of  water, 
and  the  steamers  could  arrive  and  depart  at  any  time  of  tide,  that  ultimately  the 
terminus  of  the  Boston  line  would  be  established  at  Providence.    This  line  is  an  im« 
poTtant  one  for  the  city  of  Providence,  runnine,  as  it  does,  direct  to  the  South,  con- 
li^cting  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  with  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  Air-Line  and  Seaboard  and 
Roanoke  Railroads  for  all  points  south,  and  at  Baltimore  (Locust  Point),  Md.,  with  the 
great  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  for  all  points  west,  north,  and  southwest. 

"  I  trust  that  some  special  action  will  be  taken  by  the  State  this  present  year  to  im- 
prove the  navigable  waters  of  our  beautiful  Narraganset.

While  I  do  not  vouch  for  the  accuracy  of  these  returns,  they  are,  per- 
haps, as  reliable  as  cau  be  procured,  except  by  a  systematic  census  of 
eaeb  county.  In  but  few  ca^es  are  the  returns  based  upon  the  estimate 
of  auy  ooe  individual.  In  most  cases  these  correspondents  are  conver- 
Haut  with  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  counties  in  which  they  reside, 
^nd  iu  making  up  their  returns  they  did  so  only  after  consultation  with 
tbeir  neighbors  and  with  the  officers  of  agricultural  societies  and  local 
granges,  where  such  associations  exist. 

Our  wide  extent  of  country  and  its  great  diversity  of  temperature 
^Qd  variation  of  climatei  the  severity  of  frosts  iu  some  sections  and  the

intensity  of  heat  in  other  localities,  render  farm-stock  liable  to  tbe  at- 
tacks and  ravages  of  almost  every  disease  known  in  the  history  ot  dv 
mestic  animals.  8o  general  and  fatal  have  many  of  these  maladies  (rr<«^ 
that  stock  breeding  and  rearing  has,  to  some  extent,  become  a  piecar  •  t.< 
calling  instead  of  the  profiiable  business  of  former  years.  Tbin  «ivii4 
seem  to  be  especially  true  as  it  delates  to  swine.  Year  by  vear  iir« 
diseases,  heretofore  nnknown  in  our  country,  make  their  apiH-iinii^t 
among  this  class  of  farm  animals,  while  older  ones  become  peruiamutT 
localized  and  much  more  fatal  in  their  results.  Farmers,  as  a  jjiihm. 
thing,  are  neglectful  ot  their  stock,  and  pay  but  little  attention  to  >;v 
radio  cases  of  sickness  among  their  flocks  and  herds.  It  is  only  wuki 
diseases  become  general,  and  consequently  of  an  epidemic  aud  roiii 
gious  character,  that  active  measures  are  takeu  for  tbe  relief  of  rl" 
animals  afflicted.  It  is  then  generally  too  late,  as  reme<lies  have  ctM>*  i 
to  have  their  usual  beneficial  effects,  and  the  disease  is  oniyHta^tl 
when  it  has  uo  more  victims  to  prey  upon. 

This  interest  is  too  great  to  be  longer  neglected  by  the  general  2'*- 
ernment.  J^ot  only  the  health  of  its  citizens,  but  one  of  the  j;rearr>i 
sources  of  our  wealth,  demands  that  it  should  furnish  tbe  meaii^  for  i 
most  searching  and  thorough  investigation  into  the  causes  of  all  disiM^r? 
affecting  live  stock. 

While  a  large  number  of  the  diseases  to  which  farm-animals  are  s'lV 
iect  are  familiar  to  skilled  veterinary  surgeons,  it  sbould  be  \}*>tm  la 
mind  that  but  few  sections  of  the  country  are  blessed  with  prot»'>-> 
in  this  science,  as  reference  to  the  letters  herewith  tnin^mittHl  ^  I 
abundantly  show.  In  most  cases  the  stock-breeder  himself  a.»-siniu  ?« ^  '• 
important  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  surgeon,  and  without  ii»* 
least  knowledge  of  veterinary  science  he  proceeds  to  diagnose  tbe  tl> 
ease  and  dose  the  animal  with  a  drug  of  which  he  is  ignorant,  or  oM" 
effects  of  which  he  is  unable  to  judge  until  the  animal  has  passed  i*- 
yond  the  hope  of  reco\  ery.  Where  such  is  the  practice  it  is  nut  stra:  .> 
that  nine  cases  out  of  ten  prove  fat^l. 

It  may  be  urged  that  works  on  veterinary  surgery  describe  mo^t  h 
the  diseases  to  which  farm-animals  are  subject,  and  jwint  out  the  W^' 
known  remedies  for  the  same.  Admit  this,  and  yet  the  desired  [el**:  • 
not  afforded  thereby.  These  works  are  expensive  and  but  few  Uitv^  * 
can  afford  to  purchase  tbem  ;  a  still  less  number  possess  tbe  <|n.d  ti' » 
tions  uecessar3'  to  comprehend  them.  What  would  then  seem  the  wi-»*» 
policy  is  that  which  may  result  from  an  investigation  of  tbe  eh.int  "^f 
proposed,  and  tbe  results  disseminated  gratuitously  thron;;Ii  iijeii!i>  •( 
cheap  annual  reports  from  this  department.  By  such  means  Uitx^-t^ 
and  stock-breeders  would  soon  become  familiar  with  the  general  s\-  ► 
toms  of  the  more  prevalent  disea^ses,  and  also  be  enabled  to  apidy  ii.'^  :* 
gently  such  remedies  as  science  has  or  may  point  out. 

Some  very  interesting  investigations  in  this  matter  have  U^en  e.  •► 
menced,  and  are  now  being  prosecuted  with  such  vigor  as  is  !»«»>>'  «* 
with  the  very  insufficient  appropriation  that  can  be  devoted  to  the  I'lr- 
pose. 

The  correspondence  herewith  transmitted  contains  information  \^1j"'''« 
if  heeded  by  the  farmers  and  stock-growers  of  the  country,  will  re-i' 
in  a  better  sanitary  condition,  and  a  consequent  diminution  of  di^A^^' 
among  all  classes  of  domesticated  animals.

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DISEASES  OP  EARM-ANIMALS. 

TLe  following  letters  relating  to  tLe  diseases  of  farm-animals  have 
been  received  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricultare : 

Mr.  John  Brooks,  of  Princeton,  Mass.^  writes  as  follows : 

I  Inst  year  raised  fifteen  Hereford  steer  calves.  I  bought  twenty,  and  ont  of  this 
nnniber  lost  five  by  a  disease  called  ''blind  staggers."  I  think  eight  or  ten  of  them 
iu  all  were  atfected ;  and  I  lost  five  before  I  discovered  the  nature  of  the  disease  and 
fouod  a  remedy.  I  do  not  know  but  there  is  a  better  remedy  than  the  one  I  used.  The 
ca1v<«,  when  first  attacked,  wonld  not  lake  nourishment,  but  held  their  heads  up  and 
walked  around  the  pen  until  they  were  exhausted,  and  then,  in  about  two  or  three 
(Idvs,  wonld  lie  down  and  die.  I  lost  five  in  that  way.  Four  I  saved  iu  the  following 
Diauoer :  I  turned  new  milk  down  them  three  times  a  day — two  quarts  at  a  dose.  I 
mixed  about  one  half  pint  of  castor-oil  with  the  first  dose  every  other  morning.  I 
kept  this  up  about  six  days,  when  they  again  commenced  to  take  nocrishment.  They 
appeared  weak  for  about  eight  days  after  they  commenced  improviug.  lliey  lost  flesh, 
bnt  not  to  any  great  extent,  and  seemed  to  winter  as  well  as  those  that  had  not  been 
sick. 

The  calves  were  constipated,  and  I  gave  the  oil  to  remove  this  difiBculty.  I  can  de- 
fine no  reason  for  this  sickness.  1  have  lost  calves  for  a  number  ot  years  in  the  same 
way,  but  now  think,  if  taken  in  season,  they  can  be  cured  by  the  above  remedy. 

Thkodobe  S.  Very,  veterinary  snrgeon,  vice-president  of  the  United 
States  Veterinary  Association,  writes  as  follows  from  Boston,  Mass. : 

I  regret  that  I  cannot,  from  fxp'^rience,  relate  facts  about  the  contagious  diseases 
of  cattle,  sheep,  hogs,  and  fowls.  Having  resided  always  iu  this  city,  somewhat  re- 
mote from  farming  and  stock-raising  districtH,  my  practice  has  included  for  the  greater 
part  ouly  the  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  the  horse.  Of  these  there  are  not  a  few , 
concern! rig  which  a  large  amount  of  practical  good  wonld  arise  from  a  more  thorough 
and  positive  establishment  of  the  causes  leading  to  their  development  and  propaga- 
tion. 

The  epizootic  influenza  of  the  fall  of  1872,  caused  an  immense  aggregate  loss  by 
death,  by  loss  of  services  while  animals  were  sick,  and  in  depreciation  in  values  where 
the  effects  of  the  disease  lessened  the  vitality  of  horses  for  a  long  time  subs^uent  to 
its  first  attack.  Possibly  a  thorough  search  for  its  causes  might  prevent  a  similar  gen- 
enil  outbreak,  and  inquiries  having  such  an  end  in  view  should  receive  the  attention, 
the  support,  and  encouragement  of  the  general  government. 

The  di8ea^e  known  as  the  cerebro-spinal-meuingitis  occurs  as  an  epidemic  among 
horses,  and  is  caused  by  a  peculiar  poison  afiecting  the  system  in  a  specific  manner, 
producing  like  B>mptoms— -differing,  of  course,  iu  degree — in  all  cases.  Nothing  is 
known  concerning  the  exact  nature  of  this  poison,  any  more  than  of  some  others  pro- 
ducing disease  in  a  similar^ way.  It  causes  great  losses  to  horse-owners  iu  sfai»ons 
when  it  prevails,  and  has  occurred  ex tjeubively  iu  cenaiu  localities,  at  different  periods, 
for  the  past  five  years. 

Glanders  in  horses — a  most  contagions,  deadly,  and  incurable  disease — has  been  quite 
prevalent  in  Boston  and  vicinity  during  the  past  five  years.  The  poisouous  particles 
of  the  disease  are  seldom  entirely  removed  from  stalls  and  stables  where  horses  having 
tbe  diseaMC  have  lived.  In  my  opiniou  this  malady  might,  under  certain  conditions, 
become  quite  general.  If  it  should,  the  danger  therefrom  would  be  incalculable. 
Stringent  Scate  laws  should  insist  upou  killing  every  animal  so  affected,  and  provide 
for  tbe  unmistakable  removal  of  every  trace  of  the  disease  from  stalls  and  stables 
where  it  baa  existed,  under  the  supervision  of  some  qnalified  person. 

A  nomber  of  other  diseases  of  the  horse,  tbe  prevention  of  which  is  possible  and  of 
great  importance  to  the  public  welfare,  continue  to  exist. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Hendebson,  Leesbarg,  Londoan  County,  Virginia,  says : 

Borne  six  years  ago  Mr.  J.  T.  Steadman,  of  this  place,  had  a  flock  of  fine  fowls  very 
ninch  afftscted  by  chicken  cholera,  so  called.  I  advised  corn  burnt  on  the  cob  thrown 
to  them,  and  it  acted  immediately  with  wonderfully  good  effects.  He  not  only  lost  no 
more  fowls,  but  tbe  disease  soon  disappeared. 

I  am  told  that  hogs  kept  in  pens  and  liberally  supplied  with  charcoal  very  rarely 
have  any  disease,  and  I  would  certainly  prefer  the  charcoal  in  the  shape  of  burnt  coia 
^il  cob,  as  being  solter  and  possessing  some  real  nutriment. 
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Mr.  R.  A.  Steele,  Lawrence,  Kans.,  says  : 

lu  reply  to  inqnirles  in  regard  to  diseases  among  farm-animals  in  this  DeinhViTtif**! 
I  would  say  tbat  the  most  serioas  is  adisease  among  hogs,  commonly  known  m'^; 
cholera."  In  October,  1876, 1  had  on  hand  seventy-five  hogs,  averaging  II, '>j»«.r.ri:. 
per  head,  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  with  or  following  cattle.  They  were  m(«v.,  if 
the  Berkshire  breed,  and  seemed  in  fine  condition.  The  feed  and  wat^r  wert  ji*-i 
In  December  they  commenced  conghing,  and  soon  after  dying,  until  I  lost  o\>r\J 
the  number.  I  finally  turned  them  out  in  a  corn-field  which  contained  sw^r.^  ^f» 
ground,  in  which  they  spent  most  of  the  time  rooting.  The  disease  was  arre<tt«^i.a:  i 
no  more  of  them  died.  They  visited  somnof  ray  neighbors'  hogs,  but  did  not  c«»r.;'r 
the  disease  to  them.  I  examined  several  of  those  tbat  died,  and  came  to  the  couu> 
sion  that  the  lungs  were  affected. 

I  found  the  same  disease  existing  among  hogs  thronghont  the  conntry.  I  do  n-^t  re- 
gard it  as  the  same  disease  of  which  so  many  hogs  died  in  1873  and  Iin4.  1  \\ri 
they  were  affected  with  worms. 

My  opinion  is  that  hogs  are  forced,  and  fed,  and  bred  too  young-^  miisbrooui  jt""^''- 
As  a  remedy,  we  shnnld  nse  matnred  sows  and  males  for  breeding,  and  iiilow  xXvn  v 
run  in  pastures.  They  should  n<»t  be  fed  and  fattened  until  a  y«ar  or  eigbteennp»'f^* 
old.  To  insure  healthy  meat  and  do  credit  to  the  bog  product,  such  a  system  nior  > 
adopted. 

Cattle  as  a  rule,  are  healthy,  but  there  is  some  complaint  among  calves,  Tbo-*  i 
good  condition  in  the  fall  seem  to  be  liable  t^  the  attack  of  a  disease  known  as".»'  <•? 
leg."  My  remedy  has  been  a  preventive  (I  have  never  cnred  one),  as  follows:  Mi^ 
well,  with  a  small  quantity  of  saltpeter. 

Mr.  M.  B.  HiNE,  Aasterlitz,  Kent  County,  Michigan,  says: 

This  portion  of  Michigan  baa  thus  far  been  comparatively  exempt  from  any  prrva'l- 
ing  disease  among  our  dt^mestic  animals,  with  the  exception  of  epizi>otic  anions:  I.<  p<r« 
during  the  fall  and  winter  of  1872-'73,  which  was  here  attended  with  bat  littlt*  N.v^^ 
the  death  of  the  animals  themselves,  but  the  produce  of  the  mares  then  in  f^ral  proui 
to  be  weak  and  debilitated.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  considerable  di'^trn.i*': 
occurring  annnally  not  unlike  the  epizootic,  but  quite  mild  in  form,  which  itai  < 
yields  to  aw  outward  application  of  some  counter-irrit-ant  on  the  glaud^i,  at  the  ni  :- 
time  keeping  the  bowels  relaxed  by  feeding  bran  mashes,  meanwhile  workin);  l^j^i  v 

Last  spring  there  was  a  general  fatality  among  the  young  pigs,  and  iu  mm'^  :> 
stances  with  the  autumn  pigs  in  the  latter  part  of  the  winter,  there  being  no  ap^a^^M 
sickness  discovered  prior  to  their  death.  At  least  such  was  the  case  in  this  iuimf'^i> 
vicinity  ;  but  I  noticed  that  this  all  disappeared  as  soon  as  the  hogs  were  lurunl  w 
to  grass.  The  conclnsinn  I  arrived  at  is,  we  most  fnrnish  a  greater  variety  of  u^-<^< 
our  hogs  during  our  long  winters,  particularly  of  roots  and  vegetables,  iuj»tead  otiet'i- 
iog  all  corn^  as  is  usually  the  practice  with  most  western  farmers. 

Robert  Vanvooehis,  importer  and  breeder  of  thoroughbred  Aiutn 
can  merino  sheep,  Monongahela  City,  Pa.,  says : 

I  hjive  been  a  breeder  of  American  merino  sheep  for  over  thirty  years.    F^f  *^ 
years  or  more  the  sheep  of  this  vicinity  have  been  afilicted  with  a  disease  crtmr..-"lt 
known  as  **  paper  skin."    It  has  proved  very  fatal,  especially  to  yoong  sheep,  thoa 
sards  having  died  annually.    It  is  more  prevalent  and  more  fatal  to  }oun^  ^b*" '^ 
August,  about  the  time  of  weaning.     Sheep  of  my  own  breeding  have  never  l»^n 
afiected  by  the  disease;  but  1  have  lost  a  great  many  lambs  that  I  had  pnivh.i*"i"i 
others.    Those  attacked,  if  they  did  not  die  the  first  fall,  were  sure  to  do  k»  ibe  I'Si 
season.    I  bought  twenty-five  ram  lambs,  which  I  took  extra  good  care  of  thr  n-*t 
year.  .  Though  they  did  not  thrive  as  well  as  those  of  my  own  breeding,  I  ha*!  b.  "^ 
that  thoy  would  escape  the  disease.    Last  July  I  noticed  tbat  thev  began  to  A"^ 
symptoms  of  the  malady,  and,  having  a  large  fiock  of  yearlings,  \  took  out  tb  *c 
aftected  and  gave  them  extra  good  care.    I  commenced  to  feed  sulphur  and  r^»pi>'rA* 
to  them,  but  without  any  perceptible  effect.    After  five  had  died  I  donbled  tb>'  'l-^- 
giving  a  tablespoonfnl  or  pulverized  copperas  every  other  day  ;  but  this  did  not  *^''- 
to  stay  the  ravages  of  the  disease.    I  continued  this  until  I  had  but  five  Ifft.   T'^ 
dung  of  those  that  died  last  was  whit«  with  worms,  which  were  from  one  te  f-^' 
inches  in  length.    After  my  entire  flock  of  twenty-five  had  died,  I  thonjjht  if  1  '•"' 
commenced  with  a  heavy  dose  as  soon  as  the  first  symptoms  were  observed.  I  u^^j' 
have  saved  some  of  the  lambs.    In  order,  therefore,  to  test  the  remedy  f»nL»'r,  1 '"' 
formed  some  of  my  neighbors,  who  gave  it  a  thorough  trial,  but  without  snoot"**     ^ 

I  was  recently  in  the  eastern  part  of  Ohio,  where  I  fonnd  the  sheep  artVctrd\>;tJ' '^^ 
same  disease.  It  seems  to  be  as  fatal  there  as  it  is  here.  I  am  in  receipt  of  »  >'''"' 
from  Col.  J.  W.  Watts,  of  Martin's  Depot,  8.  C,  who  informs  me  that  br  bi« 
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lost  a  ^eat  many  sheep  from  the  same  disease.  I  last  November  visited  Vermonf. 
where  I  also  fonnd  the  same  disease  prevailing  to  an  alarming:  extent.  The  diseased 
sheep  do  not  lose  fleah.  They  seem  to  lose  blood,  however,  for  in  a  short  time  their 
skin  becomes  perfectly  white.  Their  eyes  also  become  white,  the  ears  droop,  and  they 
are  apparently  much  ezhansted.  Tbey  drink  water  freely,  eat  salt,  gnaw  at  boards, 
and  take  np  whole  monthfals  of  dirt,  but  eat  neither  grass  nor  hay.  Tbey  seem  fall 
Hod  in  good  oondition  np  to  the  time  of  their  death.  When  opened  no  blood- is  fonnd 
in  their  veins,  but  the  stomach  and  intestines  are  full  of  worms,  which  have  collected 
in  bunches  or  knots. 

Various  remedies  have  been  tried  here,  but  without  any  perceptible  effect.  If  the 
disease  is  not  soon  checked  many  large  dealers  and  breeders  will  lose  entire  flocks  of 
valuable  animals. 

Hon.  Habbes  Lewis,  Frankfort,  N.  Y.,  says : 

In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  Hint  ultimo,  I  would  say  that  this  county  (Herkimer) 
is  almost  wholly  clevoted  to  dairying,  and  that  the  only  diseased  of  farm  stock  affect- 
ing us  are  thoee  which  affect  dairy-cows,  as  but  little  other  farm-stock  is  kept.  Epi- 
demic abortion  has  prevailed  here  among  our  herd<i  more  or  less  for  the  last  eighteen 
or  t\\enty  years,  and  a  part  of  this  time  to  an  alarming  extent  in  many  herds,  as  high 
as  90  per  cent,  of  the  cows  aborting. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Dairymen's  Association,  held  at  Bome,  N. 
Y.,  in  January,  1676,  a  committee  of  three  waa  appointed  (of  which  I  was  one)  to  peti- 
tion Congress  to  offer  a  reward  of  $10,000  for  the  disco verv  of  the  cause  and  a  remedy 
for  abortion.  But  the  committee  appointed,  believing  this  sum  ten  times  too  small, 
never  took  any  action  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  hence  it  has  rested  ever  since.  But 
if  the  dairymen  of  the  United  States  can  rely  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Agricultnre 
to  sid  them  in  the  work  of  investigation,  we  will  take  new  courage  and  see  what  can 
be  done  with  his  aid  to  relieve  dairymen  and  stock-breeders  of  this  terrible  scourge, 
by  which  more  than  a  million  dollars  has  been  lost  each  year  for  the  past  fifteen  years 

Mr.  Eli  Avebt,  Clayville,  Oneida  County,  New  York,  says : 

Seven  years  ago  I  lost  seven  swine.  Nothing  nnnsual  in  their  condition  was  notic%d. 
They  were  fed  in  the  morning,  all  eating  well,  out  at  noon  feedingone  wasfoood  dead 
and  bloated,  his  legs  standing  out  stiff  like  the  legs  of  a  bench.  The  others  fed  well, 
bnt  at  night  two  more  were  found  in  the  same  condition.  This  continued  until  seven 
had  died.  They  turned  purple  as  soon  as  they  died.  Others  were  lost  in  our  town  at 
that  timefrom  the  same  disease.    Mine  were  principally  fed  on  skimmed  milk. 

I  have  had  occasionally,  in  wet  weather,  homed  cattle  affected  with  hoof-ail,  or  fonl 
foot,  as  the  farmers  call  it.  This  disease  is  very  easily  cured  by  cleaning  the  hoof  with 
acid  and  covering  it  with  tar. 

F.  D.  BuiCK,  La  Grange,  Ind.,  says: 

During  the  prevalence  of  chicken  cholera  in  this  section  it  is  very  fatal.  Chickens 
attacked  with  it  will  sometimes  live  a  day  or  two,  but  generally  they  will  die  within 
a  few  hours.  I  have  fed  a  hundred  bead  in  the  morning,  all  apparently  in  good  health, 
and  at  noon  have  found  half  of  them  dead,  and  perhaps  half  of  those  remaining  were 
staggering  around  like  so  many  drnnken  men.  The  disease  is  no  doubt  contagious,  and 
if  the  chickens  affected  are  not  at  once  separated  from  the  well  ones  the  entire  flock  will 
M)on  be  inoculated. 

This  year  I  have  lost  but  three  chickens  from  the  malady.  As  soon  as  I  discovered 
that  they  were  affected  I  separated  them,  giving  the  well  ones  a  fresh  coop,  and  fed  them 
freely  with  red  pepper  (capsicum)  and  sulphur.  The  result  was  that  I  saved  the  balance 
of  my  flock. 

The  feathers  on  the  breasts  of  some  of  the  chickens,  when  first  attacked  by  this  dis* 
ease,  become  mffled ;  the  breast  hangs  down  between  the  legs  and  appears  to  be  full  of 
water,  like  one  afflicted  with  the  dropsy. 

J.  B.  Bloombb,  V.  S.,  Waaconda,  Lake  County,  Illinois,  says: 

Horses  here  suffered  severely  with  epizootic  distemper,  and  for  two  years  tl^reafter 
were  disposed  to  severe  influenza.    The  epizootic  lefc  the  mucous  membrane  so  much 
iniiained  that  a  slight  cold  would  seriously  affect  them ;  but  this  would  generally  yield 

w- u*®  Mmple  remedies. 

With  the  exception  of  milk-fever,  cows  are  unusually  healthy.  For  this  disease,  I 
J?}  **"y  to  say,  I  have  found  no  sure  remedy.  Ou  an  average,  I  have  lost  about  one- 
''"^^^theoows  that  I  have  treated.  However,  in  no  instance  have  I  lost  a  case 
waere  I  have  been  called  upon  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.    My  practice  is : 
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Connter-irritantsof  mnstard  on  the  back,  with  very  hot  cloths  changed  evfTrdveTfiT.. 
utea.  Medicines :  Digitalis^  tartar-emetic,  and  niter.  Dingrosis :  Total  \ot^%  i>f  sitvi.^^: 
in  their  feet  within  three  hours  after  the  attack;  high  fever, conntaut  luoaoia,;..*:^* 
cold  and  sprawled  oat. 

Our  sht-ep  suffered  throughont  last  winter  with  a  disease  similar  to  the  *fpr>t:. 
Id  many  cases  all  the  yearlings  in  some  flocks  died.  The  older  ones  wero  niU  adr  t  u. 
The  attack  would  commence  with  hard  conghiog^lossofapiietite,  general  (kbiiity.^- 
The  farmers  pronounced  it  fataL  When  tolfl  what  to  do  to  relieve  them  tliry  anj«<'r'<^ 
it  was  no  use, as  medicine  had  failed  to  have  any  efiVct.  Shonld  the  diocaMriKvC: 
again  during  the  coming  winter  I  will  give  it  cloee  attention  and  report. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Vose,  Whittier,  111.,  says: 

Last  spring,  horses  here  were  attacked  by  what  is  commonly  known  as  "horw-.^  - 
temper/'  with  some  difficulty  of  breathing,  &c.  Their  beadn  swelled  to  the  P":l'.  j 
the  muzzle,  and  sores  commenced  to  gather  and  break  on  ail  parts  of  thekt-nd, «;; 
discharged  freely,  with  the  nsnal  running  at  the  nose.  The  usual  remedieAof  ]>'n«. 
and  smoking  condition-powders  wilh  leather,  and  in  some  casea  roweliug  and  l»lr>-vi  . 
were  resorted  to,  but  they  were  of  no  avail,  as  death  ensned  after  one  or  two  ni<>'.t.« 
From  my  observation  of  a  yearling  colt,  it  seemed  to  be  affected  like  a  person  wjId  .r 
scarlet  fever,  excepting  there  was  no  difficulty  in  swallowing  food  or  drink.  Tbf  (r>i:- 
eiings  continued  and  the  colt  became  very  much  emaciated,  yet  was  able  to  walk  At>^ : 
nntil  it  died.  Two  and  three  year  olds  have  died  with  it,  but  no  old  mareii.  It  »t^«'. 
to  be  a  malignant  type  of  horse-disteinper.  The  difeease  was  similar  to  otbt-rs  %u\. 
had  the  distemper  very  li|{ht,on1y  the  head  swelled  enormously  in  the  fatil  ciw/« 

The  foot-rot  in  sheep  has  heretofore  prevailed  to  some  extent,  but  is  about  eraii:u:ni 
Sulphuric  aoid  and  copperas  are  the  general  and  successful  remediea. 

Last  year  there  were  some  losses  by  hog  cholera,  bui  no  cases  came  undtr  my  p't- 
fioniil  observation.  This  stock  is  generally  healthy  hereabouts.  A  Nliort  iiiue.i^>i 
noticed  one  of  my  pigs  had  what,  I  believe,  is  calle<l  the  ^  thumps."  Thi8  was  thtr  (>:.■.> 
case  I  ever  saw.  The  pig  would  pant  orjtrk  almost  like  a  person  with  the  hie  on:  * 
only  the  jerk  seemed  more  in  the  abdomen  than  in  the  chest.  It  grew  thiu  aud  u'>i 
alter  about  six  weeks. 

A.  M.  Dickie,  M.  D.,  Dojlestown,  Pa.,  says: 

I  have  given  some  little  attention  to  the  ailments  of  fowls,  as  I  keep  a  ffw  andii 
interested  in  them.  The  diseases  incident  to  the  poultry-yard  are  very  link*  um..: 
8tcK)d,  and  the  result  is  enormous  aggregate  losses  every  year.  In  the  gcutml  invc**. 
gation  and  study  of  the  diseases  of  farm  stock,  veterinary  science  has,  so  far.  ir-ior'-: 
or  omitted  to  study  the  ailments  of  poultry,  mainly,  perhaps,  from  the  fact  tha'  ]  ' 
try  are  looked  upon  as  inferior,  or  subsidiary  farm-stock,  and  of  little  or  no  aoc  y^ 
anybow.  This  is  a  misapprehension,  because  the  poultry  interest  is  really  xiu  .iLi'.<- 
taut  one,  susceptible  of  almost  iudetiuite  expansion  and  ustfulneRs. 

The  hiuderances  to  poultry-keeping  may  lie  arranged  in  three  classes:  1.  Pirj*^: 
diseapes.    2.  Catarrhal  diseases.    3.  Poultry  cholera. 

lu  the  first  of  these  classes,  the  main  trouble  is  the  gape  disease^  produced  by  a  y^^-' 
sitic  worm  in  the  trachea  of  young  chickens  and  turkeys.  , 

In  the  second  class  the  principal  diseases  is  roup.  This  is  common  to  all  a^t-s  t'^ 
prevails  mostly  from  November  to  May,  and  is  much  more  prevalent  north  ol  ti' 
fortieth  parallel  than  south  of  it.

is  poultrj'  cholera.  This  is  much  the  most  serious  and  fatal  of  the  hindeninc»*<,iiu..  -i* 
discouinged  many  poultry- keepers  south  of  the  fortieth  parallel^  as  it  is  ouiuU  ^'  '^'' 
optd  south  of  this  line. 

These  diseases  are  all  epidemic  in  character.  They  extend  over  larjje  secf'**'*  *- 
very  destructive,  and  in  some  localities  have  greatly  disoouraged  people  to  the  Jctn- 
ment  of  the  interest  in  poultry  production. 

If  poultry-keepers  knew  how  to  manage  or  control  these  three  classe*  of  ailc'S'* 
most  of  the  hinderances  would  be  overcome.  Any  investigation  which  will  ivAii  t^  r*^ 
move  or  overcome  them  will  be  gladly  accepted  by  the  people  as  a  needed  )i»i>tJ4i''^  a 
protecting  an  important  and  growing  industry.  ,

)Dd  breathing,  or  a  "  wet  beak."  Fowls  become  contaminated  much  sooner  if  fed 
oagh,  as  the  dongh  that  adheres  to  the  beak  will  be  picked  off  by  others.  The 
isease  will  also  be  oommnnicated  by  drinking  from  the  same  vessel.  Tlie  germs  of 
le  disease  will  float  on  the  water  and  soon  infect  all. 

I  never  knew  of  a  ease  of  ronp  in  a  flock  that  roosted  in  trees.  If  a  flock  (part  of 
ho8e  nnmbers  have  the  ronp)  are  at  liberty,  and  are  fed  with  com  scatt-ered  on  the 
roQod,  not  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  pens,  and  sbonld  drink  from  a  running 
;ream  of  water,  there  need  be  but  little  to  fear  even  if  some  of  them  should  contract 
le  disease ;  yet  the  affected  cases  should  be  separated,  their  roosting  places  thoroughly 
bitewashf»d,  and  all  excrement  removed.  The  fames  of  burning  tar  during  the  night 
rove  quite  efficacious,  if  persisted  in  three  nights  in  succession.  Sulphate  of  iron 
ID  ounce  to  one  gallon  of  drinking-water)  is  the  best  remedy. 

FowU  are  most  susceptible  to  diseases  during  the  molting-season,  or  when  the  first 
lOw-storms  occur.  Ronp  will  soon  be  bn>aght  on  by  roosting  in  low  and  damp  apart- 
lents  during  the  winter  months.  Farmers  who  allow  their  fowls  to  roost  high  in 
leir  bams  are  seldom  troubled  by  this  malsdy. 

Sulphur  and  lard  rubbed  on  the  heads  of  young  chicks  for  the  purpose  of  killing 
ce,  though  effective  in  destroying  this  pest,  will  soon  bring  on  roup — sore  eyes 
specially.  I  have  had  a  dozen  little  cbicKs  moping  aronnd  with  their  eyes  closed, 
Qd  if  they  had  not  been  fed  by  hand  would  soon  have  died  of  starvation.  If  roosting- 
oDses  become  infested  with  lice,  whitewash  is  the  sovereign  remedy,  for  a  flock  of 
ooltry  covered  by  these  pests  will,  sooner  or  later,  take  roup  and  its  concomitant 
'onbles. 

Mr.  Ralph  W.  Mills,  Webster  Groves,  Mo.,  breeder  of  poultry,  says : 

)Iy  experience  with  fowls  extends  thiongh  a  period  of  eight  consecutive  years, 
refaced  by  a  familiarity  with  this  portion  of  the  feathered  race  during  boyhood.  I 
ave  bred  saccessfullv,  and  in  the  order  named,  the  varieties  classed  as  games— White 
rested.  White  Polish,  Light  Brahmas,  Buff  Cochins,  White  Booted  Bantams,  Gold 
diced  Sebrights,  Partridge  Cochins,  Black  Breasted  Red  Game  Bantams,  Plymouth 
tock^  and  Silver  Spangled  Hamburgs — ^all  being  of  the  kind  popularly  termed  **  fancy 
wis." 

As  regards  diseases  affecting  fowls  coming  under  my  observation,  they  are  chiefly 
vo  in  number,  viz.,  cholera  and  roup ;  and  what  may  prove  as  great  a  scourge  as  either, 
tie  plague  of  lice. 

Cholera  is  in  its  symptoms  not  unlike  the  disease  similarly  named  in  the  human  dis- 
ise.  It  is  first  observed  in  the  character  of  the  droppings,  ^een  in  color,  growing 
biDoer,  clearer,  and  more  liquid  with  each  subsequent  evacuation,  until,  utterly  weak- 
Ded  and  prostrate,  in  a  coorne  of  from  twelve  to  forty-eight  hours'  duration,  the  fowl 
nccumbs  to  death.  During  the  attack  great  thirst  is  manifested,  but  indifference  to 
x)d.  I  have  been  unable  to  learn  that  any  perfou  has  ever  positively  determined  the 
SUM  of  this  disease.  My  own  opinion  is  that  it  is  a  generated  poison  (atmospheric), 
ot  unlike  malaria,  and  dependent  for  its  development  upon  certain  favoring  con- 
itions  in  certain  localities  at  certain  seasons.  It  is  contagious  in  some  degree ;  and 
i>wl8  having  the  disease  should  be  promptly  separated  from  those  not  affected,  and 
bose  dying  of  it  should  be  carefully  buried  at  once,  or  burnt  with  brush  or  litter,  to 
bviate  the  danger  of  infection. 

1  have  but  little  faith  and  have  had  but  indifferent  success  in  **  doctoring  "  the  dis- 
Bse  with  anything  in  the  nature  of  drugs  given  in  doses.  Four  cases  in  five  will  result 
itally.  Dry,  warm,  clean,  well-ventilated  quarters,  other  than  those  lately  occupied 
y  the  sick  fowls,  a  complete  change  in  the  food  offered  and  in  the  order  of  feedings 
reel?  incorporating  ground  red  or  black  pepper  in  all  soft  food  given,  with  the  "  Dong- 
ifls  mixture"  put  in  all  the  water  placed  before  them  to  drink,  will  accomplish,  to- 
;ether  with  an  occasional  disinfection  of  their  premises  by  the  use  of  carbolic  acid  in 
ulution,  and  fumigation  of  their  houses  with  roll  brimstone  and  rosin  placed  on  live 
oals,  about  all  that  can  be  done  to  cure  and  eradicate  the  disease. 

Reference  is  made  in  this  connection  to  the  '*  Douglass  mixture,''  a  tonic  in  general 
ine  among  experienced  poultrymen  everywhere,  the  formula  of  which  originate  with 
tr.  John  Douglass,  of  the  Walesley  Aviaries,  England.  It  is  as  follows :  1  pound  sul- 
phate of  iron,  1  ounce  sulphuric  acid,  1  gallon  water.  Give  a  teaspoonfnl  in  each  pint 
•f  water  placed  before  tne  fowls  to  drink  occasionally  in  health  as  a  preventive; 
reqnently  in  disease  as  a  corrective.  It  is  inexpensive  and  very  efficacious.  Upon 
he  reasonable  hypothesis  that  **  prevention  is  better  than  cure,"  the  suggestion  is 
uade  that  so  far  as  they  can  be  known,  the  tcanU  of  fowls  should  be  supplied  in  order 
p  keep  them  in  health.  Gravel,  lime,  grass,  vegetable  food,  insects  or  animal  food, 
ibert>,  fresh  clean  water,  regularity  in  feeding,  &c.,  aro  all  essential  to  the  healthful- 
\*m  of  domestic  poultry. 

The  disease  second  in  order,  viz.,  ronp,  is  well  known,  and,  in  its  incipienoy,  can  be 
iucceasfuUy  treated.    It  is  the  result  of  a  cold,  attacking  the  head ;  ia  similar  to  nasal 
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catarrh  in  the  human  species.  The  disease  arises  from  exposure  tonnevei^a:*:  r.r. 
T^holesnme  temperatares,  especially  as  maintained  in  the  fowl-honaes.  DaiL'^tLr<«  .-i. 
\vaDt  of  liu;ht  and  ventilation,  draughts  of  air,  &o.,  are  fruitful  causes  of  it^  i\-  -  us- 
ance and  favorable  to  its  perpetuation.  The  symptoms  of  an  att-ack  are,  tir>t.&  iL  .. 
clear,  mucous  discharge  frpm  one  or  both  nostrils,  sneezing,  and  froth  m  tbe  (.vn<r*  i 
the  eyes.  This  froth  can  be  seen  to  bubble  when  the  fowl  breathes.  A»  the  tU^i^ 
progresses  (which  it  will  certainly  do  if  neglected),  the  discharge  becoint:^^  amu  .' 
fuse,  and  changes  in  color  and  consistency,  becoming  decidedly  yellow  and  tti<k  .*:. 
eventually  putrid^-offensive  to  the  sight  and  to  the  smell.  The  whole  be;i*l  l»r  •• :  -* 
involved;  the  parts  swell  and  become  inflamed;  the  eyes  close,  and  the  ^^lit-iit.'  <t 
Btantly  falling  off  in  condition,  becomes  helpless  and  unable  to  supply  its  \\\»..t-  j- 
finally  dies.  The  disease  may  result  fatally  in  two  weeks,  and  may  contii.  ir  u.-* 
months.

equal  parts,  are  useful  cleansing  agents  instead  of  the  solution  mentioned.  1  bi"  v 
confidence  in  the  use  of  internal  medicines  in  this  or  other  diseases  affect  n^  y^  .  <'; 
except  the  "tonic"  before  mentioned.  Change  in  the  fowls'  living-<]uarters.  t\  •--• 
cleanliness,  disinfection  and  fumigation,  are  the  general  agencies  that  are  to  U 
ployed  in  disease,  so  far  as  my  observation  goes. 

As  to  the  "  plague''  alluded  to  in  the  beginning  of  my  letter  (that  of  lice),  io  tV 
guage  of  a  brother  poultryman,  "  they  are  simply  a  disgrace,''  and  perhaj^  ar-' 
when  allowed  through  neglect  to  multiply  <id  libitum,  become  the  great<«t  o(  k 
st-acles  in  the  way  of  successful  poultry-raising.  It  may  be  set  down  ai$  a  n.. 
fowh  are  never  thrifty  when  infested  ivith  lice.  They  are  out  of  condition,  and  iL''  '•'" 
especially  liable  to  any  of  the  diseases  which  infect  their  species.  Pieveuiionii.  j  ■ 
as  in  the  case  of  disease,  is  better  than  cure.  Clean  premises,  dn8t-batb^  to  \\\.  * 
in  ;  floweis  of  sulphur  in  the  litter  composing  the  nests  ;  saturation  of  roo-stin^  ,  '* 
or  perches,  with  coal-oil ;  fumigation ;  application  of  hot  whitewash  to  all  patt»  v  i  '-^ 
fowl-houses,  are  effectual  preventives  of  this  scourge. 

If  the  vermin  have  already  obtaiLed  a  lodgment  upon  fowls  and  in  beniifrit^ '> 
same  measures  much  more  vigorously  employed,  in  addition  to  thttse  8ng«:i*>t!Ui:  lu : 
Selves  as  serviceable  in  improving  the  general  condition  of  the  flock,  mtb  ilir  u-  .' 
flowers  of  sulphur  (a  tabiespoouful  to  a  quart),  in  all  the  soft  feed  giveu  thtui  :i;i 
few  days,  will  banish  and  destroy  the  nuisance. 

This  pest, of  which  I  have  definite  knowledge,  is  of  two  varieties;  a  larci'  V  >-  •* 
sixteenth  of  an  inch  and  over  in  length,  quite  in  appearance  like  the  geuus  tL/  i - 
tacks  squalid  and  untidy  children,  not  very  numerous  on  a  single  fowl,  but  lfM\iU'-<^ 
fowls  to  prey  upon  young  ones  as  fast  as  they  appear.  This  kind  is  very  <iaiir«i:  i  ^  •'' 
little  chicks,  usually  fastening  upon  the  poll,  and  around  the  vent,  and  under  tbt  >w.e> 
Grease  will  kill  them. 

The  other  variety  is  far  more  troublesome  in  a  general  way,  by  reason  of  their  c  »' 
numbers,  swarming  in  myriads  in  the  places  occupied  by  the  poultry, au<l  iu  {•  »-t* 
contiguous,  literally  overrunning  the  fowls,  and  almost  deterring  the  kee()er  i''''-^^' 
tering  the  premises  devoted  to  them,  for  they  will  get  upon  one's  hands  and  I'loibi-^-'-^ 
are  so  infinitosimally  small  that  they  are  with  difficulty  got  rid  of.  Tbis  kwitl »  i 
drive  a  setting  hen  from  her  nest,  and  cause  all  the  fowls  to  dread  tbeir  q'iu'ic^- 
They  multiply  to  this  extent  through  neglect.    The  remedy  has  been  snggtvsted.         ^ 

It  may  be  remarked  in  concluding,  that  the  care,  management,  and  trt'at'ui"'t  i>. 
fowls,  in  health  aud  in  disease,  are  essentially  the  same  in  the  case  of  the  cboiu'.  ;^>> 
breeds  in  the  yards  of  the  **  fancier"  and  mongrels  produced  by  any  sort  of  cr.»>'  ^^" 
tween  varieties  that  are  found  in  numbers  upon  the  farmer's  premises.  Iu  eii.i*^:  '• 
stance,  any  measure  adopted  with  a  view  to  supplying  the  natural  reqnir«itit*nt-<  «''">' 
creatures  will  be  the  most  effectual  means  of  improving  their  condition  aud  (>nat>.'-< 
them  to  ward  off  disease,  which  in  most  cases,  in  my  opinioa,  results  from  uc^-^"  ^•

Typhus  or  Texas  fever  and  pluro-pnenmonia  in  cattle  are  the  only  div^i^"'^ 
exist  iu  this  section  of  Pennsylvania  that  we  have  any  troablo  in  maua^MHi;-  ^-' 
usual  diseases  have  prevailed  for  the  past  few  years  that  are  oommon  to  hur^«r9  a=* 
cattle,  too  numerous  to  write  out  a  diagnosis. 

If  anything  can  be  done  by  Congress  to  wipe  oat  the  two  flrst-nftmed  di^'^^^^^ 
will  be  glad  to  assist  in  any  way  to  accompliBh  it. 
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Mr.  H.  Shageleford,  Woodbury,  Tenn.,  says: 

I  have  to  remark  that  no  disease  of  a  fatal  character  exists  among  any  of  oar  farm 
limals  except  hogs.  The  di-ieafce  generally  known  as  hog-cholera  has  been  prevail- 
g  in  this  county  and  other  counties  contiguous  to  it  to  an  alarming  extent,  many  of 
e  farmers  in  the  community  having  lost  nearly  their  entire  stock,  so  fatal  has  been 
i  ravages  in  many  localities. 

As  to  a  diagnosis  of  the  disease,  nothing  definite  or  satisfactory  has  been  arrived  at  so 
r  as  my  investigation  or  information  extends.    The  disease  is  developed  in  the  same 
>rd  of  hogs  in  various  forms.    For  example:  Some  among  the  herd,  apparently  in 
>od  health,  will  be  suddenly  attacked  with  vomiting  and  purging,  and  will  die  in 
om  twenty-four  to  thirty-six  hour^.    With  others  the  disease  will  assume  a  differ- 
It  form  of  attack.    Some  will  make  constant  efforts  to  disgorge  the  ooutents  of  the 
oniach,  which  seems  to  be  locked  up  in  their  bowels.    This  constipation  continues 
itfa  many  of  them  from  the  time  they  first  take  the  disease  until  they  die.    Many  of 
lem  thus  afflicted  will  live  from  one  to  two  weeks,  and  I  have  known  a  few  to  wear 
It  the  disease  and  recover  ;  but  the  few  that  survive  rarely  ever  make  thrifty  hogs. 
may  further  state  that  a  great  many  bogs  of  different  ages  and  sizes  sicken  and  die 
itfaont  exhibiting  the  sympt«)m8  above  pointed  out.     In  a  majority  of  cases  which 
&ve  come  nnder  my  notice  within  the  last  two  year?,  the  disense  can  be  easily  de- 
leted in  any  herd  of  hogn  by  the  symptoms  indicated,  apart  from  the  vomiting,  pnrg- 
tg,  &e.    Whenever  a  fanner  discovers  among  his  h«)gs  any  that  move  aronnd  as 
loagh  they  were  too  lazy  to  get  out  of  each  other's  way,  afflicted  with  a  sqneaking 
>ngh,  Htiff  in  their  joints,  and  when  standing  or  walking  hang  their  beads  near  the 
rnnnd.  with  a  most  offensive  effluvia  exuding  from  their  months  and  nostrilH,  acconi- 
noied  by  loss  of  appetite  but  insatiable  thirst ;  also,  manifesting  a  strong  desire  to 
ud  a  warm  place  in  which  to  liedowu,  and,  when  lying  down,  lie  on  their  tallies  in- 
ead  of  on  their  sides,  they  should  be  at  once  separat-ed  from  the  well  ones ;  or,  per- 
ii|)8,  the  owner  would  be  no  worse  off  in  the  end  to  kill  all  such  to  prevent  others  from 
iking  the  disease  from  them. 

I  am  of  opinion  thi»t  it  will  be  needless  for  me  to  write  anything  on  the  subject  of 
reventtves  and  cures,  as  all  the  remedies  heretofore  introduced  and  trie<l  in  this  see- 
on  of  country  have  been  pronounced  a  failure  by  the  most  of  those  who  have  tried 
Jem.  I  am  well  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  not  oue  of  the  mauy  remedies  which 
Bve  been  introduced  and  vouched  for  can  be  relied  on  as  a  cure,  from  the  fact  that 
rhat  is  commonly  termed  hog-cholera  I  believe  to  be  a  variety  of  diseases,  and  it  is 
Mi  as  absurd  to  suppose  that  one  remedy  will  cure  all  the  diseases  of  hogs  a<i  that 
oe  remedy  will  cure  all  the  distea^es  of  man.  Nevertheless,  of  the  many  remedies 
hich  have  been  brought  to  public  notice,  I  doubt  not  but  much  good  has  been  done 
y  at  leant  preventing  disease,  if  not  in  some  abstract  cases  effecting  a  cure. 
I  am  an  old  man,  and  a  firm  believer  in  that  old  trite  maxim,  "An  ounce  of  prevent- 
f'e  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure/'  If,  therefore,  tiie  Department  of  Agriculture  can,  by 
irtber  investigating  the  suhjoct,  disoover  a  remedy  which  will  check  up  or  effectually 
top  a  disea'oe  whose  ravages  hitherto  have  not  been  cunQued  to  any  locality  or  di- 
late, it  will  confer  a  lastiug  benefit  on  our  nation. 

Mr.  James  M.  Mayo,  Whitaker's,  Nash  County,  North  Carolina, 
ays : 

In  response  to  your  c'rcular  letter  of  the  10 th  instant,  I  report  as  follows  : 
fforms. — One-half  of  1  per  cent,  are  subject  to  what  is  known  among  the  planters 
!)  *^  Staggers."  The  animal  seems  slnggisu  and  sleepy,  eyes  dull  and  sunken,  ears 
3ld,  and  pnls<)  qnickened.  This  continues  from  two  to  four  days.  The  animal,  at 
itervaN,  suddenly  starts  and  walks,  or  rather  staggers  around  iu  a  circle,  with  head 
own.  Of  those  affecte<l,  99  per  cent.  die.  It  is  noticed  that  there  is  more  ot  this  dis- 
1*40  when  we  have  a  rainy  spring  than  when  the  reverse  is  the  case.  .  The  writer  has 
nred  one  ease.  I  drenched  the  animal  with  a  solution  or  decoction  of  red  pepper  and 
ait  once  each  day,  and  cnt  the  forehead  about  two  inches  above  and  between  the  eyes, 
hen  running  the  blade  of  the  knife  down  and  up  loosened  the  skin,  thereby  getting  up 
>  connrer-irritant.  I  know  of  another  horse  cured  by  a  similar  process.  1  think  this 
isease  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  defective  forage,  bad  and  early  grazing,  when  the 
nimals  are  not  accustomed  to  it — in  short,  when  the  planter,  in  anticipati(m  of  a  short 
rop,  desires  to  economize  in  feed  and  stints  his  animal.  In  1H67,  we  had  an  nnnsnal 
kinonnt  of  rain  and  bad  crops,  and  the  death  rate  by  staggers  was  fearful.  In  Hyde 
,^nnty  the  rain-fall  has  been  very  great,  and  hence  Icrop  prospects  exceedingly  poor, 
ind  the  fatality  this  season  has  been  much  heavier  than  usual,  as  doubtless  you  nave 
eeu  from  the  reports  from  that  county.  I  s^ate  this  much  to  show  that  with  Judicious 
Qaoagement  this  fatal  disease  might  be  avoided.  We  also  have  the  snuffing  epizootic, 
hat  *'  comes  on  the  wings  of  the  wind."  I  use,  and  have  seen  used  with  good  effect, 
arbolic  acid,  pine-tar,  and  other  disinfectants.    We  have,  in  isolated  cases,  other  dis-

We  give  them  tn^i^ 
at  all,  even  in  winter,  and  what  few  die  is  the  result  of  old  age  or  Btarv'uii«n.  T:« 
same  may  be  said  as  regards  sheep.  There  are  but  few  in  the  coanty,  and  tbr)  :ai.* 
oare  of  themselves. 

Hog8. — Cholera,  as  we  know  it,  is  the  disease  that  promises  to  make  the  ra:<>;  i^ 
pork  difliciilt  in  this  country.  The  animal  is  taken  with  vomiting  and  ruunib^  ■• 
the  bowels,  no  disposition  to  eat,  general  languor  and  listlessnecu".  Of  ibe  oio  - 
year  and  over)  affected,  35  per  cent,  die ;  of  the  young  pigs  and  shoats,  95  p-r  < ni  :- 
I  do  not  think  that  the  disease,  once  in  the  system  of  the  boar  or  sow,  ever  U-^rt* : 
entirely ;  for  upon  the  sow  having  pigs  again  she  will  either  have  very  few,  or  vLat  t.- 
does  have  will  soon  die  with  this  cholera. 

Bemedies. — 1st.  Put  a  small  quantity  of  spirits  of  turpentine  on  the  corn  or  in  r  .^  * 
feed  three  times  each  week  or  ofiener,  as  it  will  do  no  barm.    2d.  Feed  all  tUt*  •^!".)>  a  . 
Bwill-feed  you  can,  in  which  put  saltpeter,  red  pepper,  and  salt.    3d.  Keep  r^lt  ^i  a 
times  where  the  hogs  can  get  all  they  want,  and,  by  the  way,  keep  it  when;  ti,].  '<! 
animals  can  get  at  it  at  all  times. 

This  dreadful  disease  was  almost  unknown  in  the  days  ofourforefather-^,  ami  1  Lr- 
almost  arrived  at  the  conclusioa  that  the  raising  of  cotton  has  bred  it.  It  i-*  kr.  ■•■ 
that  the  eating  of  cotton-seed  by  hogs  while  the  seed  are  in  the  process  of  ffrn-r. 
tion  will  certainly  kill  them;  and  this,  in  my  opinion,  has  brought  about  tb*  ili--.-' 
But  the  question  is  asked,  **  How  dot)S  the  cholera  get  up  in  Iowa  and  thd  S  >r.  .-- 
States,  where  they  ^ai^e  no  cotton  f  "  They  buy  the  oil-cake,  which  is  made  of  c""  :- 
seed,  and  feed  it  to  their  hogs.  A  small  percentage  may  die  from  eatiu^  pii-i  :• 
mnshrooms,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  mauy  die  from  that  cause.  Ou  one  of  my  vfi- 
tations,  ou  which  I  have  raised  a  great  nuuiber  of  hogs,  I  never  knew  a  ease M\h  -.r:* 
or  any  disease,  until  this  year,  when  I  lost  between  fifty  and  sixty  pigs.  Tbe  rri-- 
wasthis:  My  superintendent  had  made  a  compost-he  ip  in  which  he^hid  put  a  !t';- 
perceutage  of  cottou-seed,  and  the  hogs  had  free  access  to  it.  So  soju  as  the  s^  "I  ■  •- 
meuced  to  loL  the  hugs  eating  them  were  taken  with  the  cholera.  If  the  firiii*>  ' 
the  North  will  keep  their  hogs  from  cotton-seed  and  oil-cake,  my  word  for  it,  tbt-v  ?  . 
never  be  troubled  with  cholera. 

Fowh. — We  denominate  the  main  disease  with  them  here  "  cholera."  The  fowl  «lr.^  •:- 
for  a  short  time,  and  then  commence  spasms,  from  which  they  soon  die.  Th»>  &' 
found  desd  under  the  roost^and  abont  the  yard.  I  think  this  disease  is  partin!!>  ti' 
to  inattention.  The  loss  from  cholera  is  about  5  per  cent.  For  a  remedy,  fn^i  tl.'i 
on  small  graiu  in  moderate  quantities.  Mix  in  dough  and  feed  once  a  week,  or  o^  [i* 
flock  seems  to  need  it,  alum,  red  popper,  onions,  and  copp<»ras.  Keep  marl  ur  « ir  •> 
nat-e  of  lime  where  they  can  get  it,  and  they  will  eat  as  they  need  it.  Turkeys,  ii»-^*-*- 
geese,  and  peacocks  are  quite  healthy,  and  I  never  knew  one  diseased. 

Mr.  George  S.  Selyidge,  WbeatlaDd,  Mo.  says: 

Before  proceeding  to  answer  the  interrogatories  contained  in  your  fAVor  of  th»  -i' 
ultimo,  permit  me  to  urge  upon  Congress,  through  your  department,  the  a'>"   -'' 
necessity  of  making  such  appropriations  as  will  be  required  trt  meet  the  e\peii>>'^'''  **• 
iuvesti^atiou  into  the  causes  of  the  various  diseases  a tt'ec ling  farm-animals. 

Horses  are  very  healthy  in  this  locality ;  no  epidemio  or  contagion  since  the  ep>'>'' ' 
in  lft7'^. 

Since  the  passage  of  State  laws  prohibiting  the  grazing  of  Texas  cattle  on  r:' 
prairies,  niatuie  cattle  have  been  healthy.  Calves  are  oft-en  affected  with  a  *\-^^ 
known  as  "  black-leg."  About  9U  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  die.  The  syuipt.m.-  *^^ 
lameness  in  one  leg  (more  generally,  I  believe,  the  right  forward  leg),  ears  y.:  '-*' 
forward,  and  nose  dry.  This  condition  lasts  from  ten  to  thirty-»ix  hours,  whtii  - 'J-  '"■ 
ten  will  probably  begin  to  recover;  the  other  nine,  of  course,  die.  I  have  trie«l  I'l'-^^ 
letting  and  active  cathartics  without  effect.  I  have  not  known  any  other  nnu-*'" 
tried.  A  rather  remarkable  feature  of  this  disease  is  that  the  fat,  well-fed  calve?  vr 
generally  the  first  attacke<^l ;  and  if  any  escape,  it  is  the  lean  onea.  This  feuturi'm  u' 
disease  hiis  led  some  breeders  to  adopt  as  a  preventive  a  seaton  passed  tbrouj''  i--' 
loose  skin  on  the  under  side  of  the  neck,  by  which  a  slight  sappuratiou  ia  ^<^i''  ''^' 
Those  who  have  tried  it  claim  that  this  is  an  absolute  preventive. 

Sheep  are  healthy  here,  with  the  exception  of  an  occasional  case  of  scab  or  to^^i-^'^- 
diseases  too  well  known  to  require  mention. 

Under  the  head  of  diseases  among  hogs  many  pages  misht  be  written.    In  l^t)^'"*'

the  year.     Some  lost  all,  after  feeding  out  the  enormous  crop  of  1(J75. 

The  disease  is  what  is  generally  known  as  hog-cholera,    it  preseuta  it^eU  in  utr^ 
disiinct  lorms:  One  in  vomiting  and  purging,  presenting  something  of  tbe  »}iui'^^''^ 
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f  cholera  in  the  hnman  system.  In  another,  severe  constipation ;  and  in  yet  another, 
be  symptoms  of  quinsy,  without  the  swelling  uader  the  throat.  And  yet  we  call  it 
I]  cholera  I 

It  would  he  bard  to  enamerate  half  the  medioines  that  have  been  tried  and  fonnd 
antiug  as  remedies  for  this  disease.  But  after  all  we  know  absolutely  nothing  of 
be  e«at  of  the  disease  or  its  causes.  Those  who  hare  not  *'  doctored '^  at  tii  have  fared 
s  ^ell  as  thf>se  who  have. 

The  same  remarks  are  applicable  as  to  fowls ;  we  have  suffered  much  and  learned 
othiDg.  I  have  talked  with  a  number  of  onr  best  informed  stock-men,  and  even  with 
hysiciaos,  and  find  their  theories  differ  so  widely  that  I  hardly  think  it  worth  while 
>  give  ihem. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Flippen,  Yellyillei  Ark.,  says: 

Our  horses  are  afflicted  with  no  other  diseases  than  distemper  and  blind-staggers. 
armerH  attribute  the  latter  to  feeding  new  ground  corn  or  late  com,  which  is  geu- 
tally  worm-eat4*n.  Others  attribute  it  to  the  horses  eating  unsound  corn  and  worm- 
Qst.    I  know  of  no  certain  remedy.  * 

Cattle  are  occasionally  affected  with  niorrain,  and  what  is  here  called  black  tongue, 
he  tongue  becomes  red  and  raw  on  the  upper  side,  aud  if  not  attended  to  i>romptly, 
uirns  brown  or  black  on  top,  cracks  open,  aud  becomes  so  sore  that  the  animal  cannot 
red,  and  in  a  short  time  will  die.  This  disease  pi«vhils  only  at  intervals.  It  is  easily 
□red  by  washing  the  tongue  two  or  three  times  with  a  solution  of  salt  and  copperas^ 
suppose  the  copperas  uooe  would  effect  a  cure,  as  tho«»e  herds  are  never  affected 
ith  it  where  copperas  is  mixed  with  their  salt  in  the  summer  and  fall  months. 
Cattle  are  also  occasionally  affected  with  what  is  here  called  Texas  fever,  but  it  is 
ot  incident  to  this  locality,  and  prevails  only  along  the  line  or  route  where  droves  of 
ittle  from  Texas  have  passed.  The  disease  is  very  fatal,  and  I  know  of  no  remedy. 
I  have  obHcrved  in  this  locality,  twice  within  a  period  of  forty  years,  a  disease  called 
mad  itch.''  I  have  never  known  a  case  cured.  At  first  the  animal  appears  feverish 
bd  not  inclined  to  feed.  In  a  day  or  two  the  eyes  assume  a  reddish  color,  and  the 
iws,  or  skin  on  the  sides  of  the  jaws,  become  much  swollen.  When  opened  with  a 
tiife  yellow  water  drops  out  freely.  The  animal  commences  rubbing  the  sides  of 
M  jaws  against  a  tree,  or  anything  it  can  get  access  to,  and  will  continue  to  rub 
ntil  both  eides  of  the  head  are  raw.  In  two  or  three  days  death  ensues.  Before  it 
les  it  becomes  to  all  appearances  perfectly  mad  aud  furious,  but  continues  to  rub  ita 
iwtt  until  death  relieves  it  of  its  sufferings. 

Mr.  H.  CoNLY,  CbeyeoDe,  Wyo.,  says : 

• 

We  have  some  losses  of  horses,  caused  by  their  eating  "poison- weed/'  properly 
nown  as  *' larkspear,"  which  makes  its  appearance  about  the  middle  of  April,  and  on 
r  immediately  after  the  1st  of  May,  in  aavaitoe  of  the  grasses.  A  hungry  or  jaded 
uimal  will  eat  a  quantity  of  it,  and  within  a  few  hours  will  begin  to  bloat,  and  if  ex- 
rci8<>d  or  excited  will  tremble  violently  and  fall  down.  If  immediate  relief  is  not 
btained  the  attack  will  prove  fatal.  The  remedies  comm  >nly  used  are  lard  aud  bleed- 
ig  by  slitting  the  animal's  ears.  Many  of  them  will  have  all  these  symptoms  and 
ecover  without  any  assistance.  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  yon  the  approximate  losses 
ansed  by  this  weed.  It  is  not  so  great  a-t  form<^rly,  owing  to  the  fact  that  stock-men 
uard  against  grazing  opon  lands  where  it  abounds.

We  lose  about 
0  per  cent,  fmm  the  former.  I  believe  there  has  been  no  sure  remedy  discovered.  I 
ave  fooud  that  coal-oil  will  check  the  spread  of  the  disease  as  speedily  as  anything, 
'uc  that  will  not  cure  a  fowl  when  attacked.  I  give  it  to  them  twice  a  week  by  satu- 
atiog  their  com  and  feeding  thorn  abundantly.

Theie  has  been  no  prevailing  epidemic  in  this  section  of  the  State  W"^ 
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few  years  alFdoting  any  class  of  farm-aDimals,  except  swine  and  fowls;  and  in  these 
cases  almost  all  complaints  resaltiug  in  death  are  summed  np  by  the  people  as  '*  hag  " 
or  ^'chicken  "  cholera.  In  few  cases  of  disease  of  this  kind  that  have  come  nnder  my 
immediate  observation  are  found  any  symptoms  analogous  to  the  disease  of  that  name 
as  affecting  the  human  species,  ^he  treatment  has  been  as  empirical  aud  irrational  as 
the  diagnosis  has  been  erroneous. 

As  to  swine,  the  diseases,  whether  one  or  many,  have  created  or  caused  a  fearful  loss 
to  our  farmers,  and  discouraged  them  in  the  further  pursuit  of  that  branch  of  stock-rais- 
ing; and  while  almost  all  sections  are  more  or  less  affected,  there  seems  to  be  more  dis- 
ease and  greater  fatality  among  the  farmers  operating  in  the  rich  valleys  of  Whito  and 
Wabash  Hi  vers ;  and  the  disease  and  loss  has  been,  I  think,  greatest  during  those  years 
of  great  overflow,  and  greatest  during  the  years  in  which  the  overflow  occurred  late 
in  the  season,  leaving  with  its  sediment  the  luxuriant  growth  of  vegetation  to  decay 
and  evolve  miasmatic  effluvia.  From  these  facts  I  think  much  of  the  loss  is  caused 
from  diseases  brought  on  by  exposure  to  miasmatic  influence. 

I  am  not  conversant  with  any  scientiflc  investigations  that  throw  much  light  upon 
the  cause  of  these  diseases,  or  the  pathological  conditions  found  on  post-mortefn  exam- 
iuatioDs  in  such  animals  as  have  died.  No  treatment  has  yet  been  discovered  by 
onr  farmers  so  certain  in  itscuraiive  eflect  as  to  inspire  them  with  the  belief  that  hog- 
raisiog  is  sufficiently  safe  from  loss  to  insure  profitable  results.  I  am  fully  persuaded 
that  so  long  as  they  content  themselves  in  ascribing  to  all  deaths  the  one  common 
cause,  "hog-cholera,''  and  adhere  to  the  present  plan  of  empirical  treatment,  instead  of 
patiently  and  scientifically  investigating  the  causes  producing  disease  in  swine,  and 
the  various  kinds  of  disease  to  which  that  animal  is  liable,  giving  to  each  its  distinct- 
ive rational  treatment,  the  subject  will  remain  a  (oystery,  and  the  fearful  mortality 
continue  to  increase.  That  the  farming  population  of  the  country,  as  a  class,  are  not 
biifficiently  educated  to  undertake  this  work,  is  a  fact  too  well  known  to  be  disputed ; 
aud  inasmuch  as  the  great  loss  from  that  class  of  animals  alone  is  not  merely  an  indi- 
vidaal  loss,  or  the  loss  of  a  particular  class  of  onr  people,  but  through  them  a  great 
national  loss,  it  is  unquestionably  within  the  range  of  the  duties  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment to  undertake  the  extensive  investigations  which  alone  can  accomplish  this 
resnlt. 

What  I  have  said  in  a  general  way  in  regard  to  swine  applies  with  equal  force  to 
fowls.  The  loss,  from  whatever  cause,  is  due  to  * 'cholera,''  in  the  opinion  of  most  farmers, 
and  astringent  drinks  and  iron  mixtures  are  given,  whether  the  fowls  are  purging  or 
are  constipated  from  congestion  from  overfeeding,  dying  from  starvation,  or  eaten  up 
by  vermin,  or  diseased  from  the  foul  air  that  arises  from  the  filthy  excretions  remain- 
ing in  their  pens,  unmoved  for  months,  or  from  any  of  the  many  other  causes  affecting 
their  health. 

No  fatal  disease  has  prevailed  epidemically  among  horses  in  this  part  of  the  country 
within  the  last  few  years,  and  this' animal,  therefore,  is  admitted  by  common  consent 
to  be  liable  to  quite  a  numlier  of  ailments,  requiring  different  causes  for  their  produc- 
tion and  slight  modification  in  the  administration  of  remedies  for  their  cure ;  but  in 
the  case  of  the  horse,  the  naming  of  a  prevailing  epidemic  a  few  years  since  has  unfor- 
tanately  caused  all  bronchial  and  catarrhal  affectious  to  be  grouped  under  one  common 
class  aud  name — **  epizootic."  In  the  treatment  of  this  animal  for  whatever  disease, 
we  generally  witness  the  heroic  empiricism  practiced  upon  the  iron  constitutions  of 
the  people  of  two  centuries  ago  (who  sometimes  triumphed  over  both  the  disease  and 
toe  doctor),  by  a  selection  of  remedies  from  among  the  most  poisonous  and  potential 
that  can  be  found  described  in  materia  medica.  All  strnctural  enlargements  that  do  not 
^arrant  their  removal  by  the  surgeon's  knife,  instead  of  being  slightly  stimulated 
locally,  in  addition  to  such  internal  treatment  us  is  calculated  to  favor  their  absorption 
and  natural  removal,  are  plied  with  blisters  and  the  cautery  until  the  country  is  filled 
with  valuable  animals  scarred  and  crippled  for  life — ^living  monuments  of  the  igno- 
rance aud  savagery  of  their  owners  and  masters. 

These  facts,  which  I  think  are  not  overdrawn,  show  the  impossibility  of  my  giving 
yon  any  tabular  statement  of  diseases  properly  classified,  and  the  treatment  given 
nnder  any  proper  head,  because  the  several  diseases  affecting  each  class  of  animals 
nave  not  been  investigated,  and  are  neither  understood  nor  rationally  treated.  What 
1  have  been  able  to  contribute,  therefore,  can  serve  only  to  show  the  great  necessity 
for  scientific  investigation.  The  treatment  of  domestic  animals  in  the  West  is  gen- 
erally committed  to  self-styled  veterinary  surgeons,  whose  experience  is  alone  their 
gnide,  and  that  often  founded  upon  the  service  of  keeping  some  gentleman's  horse, 
observation  in  a  livery-stable,  or  as  a  common  loafer  around  the  neighborhood  of  breed- 
ing establishments.

T 
they  are  not,  and  if  the  diagnosis  is  doubtful,  a  successfal  prevention  is  im^H»?'-:i  V 
and  a  rational  treatment  is  out  of  the  question.    The  best  and  most  scientilic  prp.<r.> 
tions  can  do  no  eood  in  the  hands  of  any  one  who  does  not  know  what  torjoT*. 
them,  and  still  the  average  American  farmer  craves  for  prescriptions  like  a  rhiM  i ' 
sweetmeats,  because  he  has  the  erroneous  idea,  fostered  by  quacks  and  charlatan^.  :.i*t 
experimentation  will  reveal  a  specific  remedy  for  every  disease,  and  that  medic jN 
ence  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  label  each  disease  and  to  search  for  a  specific.    L-' 
learned  medical  men  have  made  grave  mistakes,  and  have  delayed  the  pro^rt^-  >( 
science  considerably  by  their  great  confidence  in  drugs  and  their  search  after  9{>ei  : 
remedies  which  do  not  exist.    In  all  diseases,  but  esx^ecially  in  epizootic,  enzootic.  &l 
contagions  diseases,  a  removal  or  a  destniction  of  the  causes,  constitutes  the  vj ;. 
rational  and  effective  prevention.    Therefore,  if  the  nature  and  the  eant«e8  ot  if  •* 
diseases  are  thoroughly  investigated,  and  the  result  is  laid  before  the  public  in  :v 
gnage  comprehensible  to  any  man  with  the  usual  amount  of  intellect,  a  great  m^: 
millions  of  dollars  may  be  saved  every  year.

Farm-animals  in  this  county,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  have  been  b'-;***' 
with  an  almost  entire  absence  of  all  diseases,  excepting  oholera  among  chiri^'^:* 
Poultry-yards  have  suffered  terribly.  All  the  nostrums  have  been  tried,  bat  wiib  \  -^ 
poor  success.     Probably  three-fourths  of  all  the  flocka  inlTected  have  died.    ^^^'^ 
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xa'mea  fowls,  nraBting  in  trees,  far  away  from  all  other  fowls,  have  suffered  in  like 
atio. 

I  hare  sometimes  thought  that  hog-oholera  was  partially  of  a  local  natore,  as  we  do 
lot  suffer  to  any  f^reat  extent  from  it  in  Northern  lUinoiH  and  in  W'Sconsiri.  If  the 
iD^r  was  abolished,  and  the  hog  allowed  to  nse  his  natural  propensity,  I  have  no 
loabt  the  disease  would  be  greatly  abated. 

Mr.  Walleb  Bbodie«  Whitakert,  N.  C,  writes  as  follows : 

The  only  disease  existing  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  in  this  section  at  present 
»  faog-cholera.  We  have  been  troubled  a  great  deal  this  year  with  the  disease.  Over 
0  per  cent,  of  our  hogs  have  died,  and  a  great  many  are  now  affected.  The  first 
ymptoms  of  the  disease  are  manifested  in  the  way  of  a  fever,  followed  by  a  diarrhea, 
rhtch  continues  about  three  weeks,  when  death  ensues.  But  few  infected  bogs  recover. 
The  disease  is  more  fatal  with  young  than  with  grown  hogs.  A  good  many  remedies 
lave  been  tried,  but  with  Indifferent  success.  In  my  hands  sulphur  has  proved  more 
leneficial  than  anything  else. 

Oar  fowls  have  also  been  affected  with  cholera  for  five  or  six  years  past.  This  disease 
ft  also  very  fatal,  and  plays  sad  havoc  in  the  poultry-yards.  Calomel  has  been  used,  I 
earn,  with  some  success.    The  disease  is  not  so  general  as  it  is  among  the  hogs. 

Mr.  Jaoob  Oboybs,  Boston,  Mass.,  says : 

The  first  symptoms  of  roup  are  those  of  severe  catarrh  or  cold,  followed  by  a  peculiar 
nd  offensive  discharge  from  the  nostrils.  Froth  appears  in  the  under  corners  of  the 
ve;  the  lidaof  the  eye  swell,  and  in  severe  cases  the  eyeball  is  entirely  concealed.  The 
loetrils  become  closed  by  the  discharges,  which  appear  to  be  aliont  the  same  as  the 
xcrements  of  the  fowl  when  suffering  with  diarrhea.  This  last  symptom  is  so  well 
:nown  that  a  description  is  deemed  unnecessary.  The  cause  of  roup  is  a  too  scanty 
n]>ply  of  grain,  which  necessitates  an  excess  of  green  food. 

Mr.  J.  Eabl  Lewis,  Pendleton,  S.  C,  writing  nnder  date  of  Septem- 
ber 16,  gives  the  following  case  of  bloody  ranrrain  in  a  valnable  yoang 
mil  owned  by  him,  and  his  manner  and  snccessfal  treatment  of  the 
ame: 

His  urine  was  of  a  dark,  muddy  color,  and  it  seemed  to  give  htm  great  pain  to  uri- 
ate.  which  he  did  in  very  small  quantities.  After  eating  he  would  become  very  sick, 
nd  was  not  disposed  to  move  about  much.  When  he  did  so  it  would  apparently  give 
im  much  pain,  and  he  would  travel  but  a  short  distance,  when  he  would  again  lie 
own.  I  gave  nim,  in  the  evening,  one  pound  of  Epsom  salts,  three  tablespoonfuls  of 
altpeter  dissolved  in  flaxseed  tea,  using  for  the  same  about  one-half  pint  of  flaxseed. 
Q  the  rooming  I  gave  the  same  drench,  except  that  I  reduced  the  Epsom  salts  to  one- 
alf  pound.  There  was  not  much  change  in  his  condition,  save  in  the  appearance  of 
is  eyes  and  a  freer  discharge  of  urine.  It  was  a  week  before  any  decided  change  was 
bservable.  I  continued  to  give  him  daily  a  little  flaxseed  tea  and  saltpeter,  which 
eeroed  to  bring  back  the  natural  color  of  the  urine.  At  the  end  of  a  week  he  reoov- 
red  his  appetite  and  would  eat  heartily,  but  bis  food  seemed  to  make  him  sick,,  and 
le  would  vomit  like  a  human  being.  I  then  gave  him,  once  a  day  for  two  days,  red- 
pepper  tea  and  salt,  which  had  the  desired  effect.  He  gradually  recovered,  but  has 
ever  been  in  as  good  condition  as  before  the  attack. 

Mr.  Thomas  Rttdd,-  Wankegan,  Wis.,  says : 

We  have  a  disease  here  among  cows  called  milk-fever,  which  has  proved  very  fatal, 
lie  loss  has  been  greater  than  from  any  other  disease.  *'  Bloat''  and  **  dry  murrain  " 
Iso  exist  to  some  extent,  but  these  diseases,  I  think^  are  attributable  to  irregular  feed- 
pg.  Many  other  diseases  prevail  here  from  time  to  time  among  farm-animals,  a  descrip- 
ioD  of  which  I  will  endeavor  to  send  you  soon. 

Mr.  F.  M.  CoBYBLL,  Brewersville,  Ind.,  says : 

Cholera  exists  among  both  hogs  and  fowls  in  this  section  of  the  State,  and  has 
proved  very  fatal  among  both  classes  of  animals,  probably  nine  oases  out  of  every  ten 
laving  proved  fatal.  In  the  first  stages  of  the  disease,  as  it  affects  swine,  the  symp- 
oms  widely  differ.  In  mdst  cases  a  loss  of  appetite  is  first  noticed.  Sometimes  the 
uiimal  is  constipated,  while  in  other  cases  exactly  the  reverse  may  eadst.    No  cure  has

been  fonnd,  and  the  only  preventive  of  any  value  is  to  separate  the  sick  frootbe  td 
hof^  at  once,  and  give  those  not  affected  an  abundance  of  salt. 

The  disease  among  fowls  is  equally  fatal,  the  loss  being  about  nine-t«nthiof  tbo* 
infbcted.  Like  symptoms  prevail  as  to  hogs,  loss  of  appetite,  followed  bydurr^ 
which  continues  two  or  three  days,  when  the  fowl  dies.  No  remedy  hu  been  diseoT- 
eied. 

Mr.  Z.  T.  MiLLEB,  Bay  wick,  Ky.,  says : 

Hog-cholera  is  the  most  destructive  disease  we  have  to  contend  with  here  n  KiatntV. 
It  will  attack  a  lot  of,  say,  one  hundred  head  of  hogs,  and  in  two  or  tlirer  vwt*' 
will  not  leave  a  victim  to  prey  upon.  The  disease  is  more  eeneral  and  mneli  wmki 
in  some  localities  than  in  others.  A  gentleman  living  in  Nelson,  an  a4J<nnio|cocn 
to  this  one  (Marion),  has  not  had  a  case  in  a  lot  of  two  hundred  bead  of  hogi,vk> 
his  neighbors  have  lost  from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  four  hondned  Iiead.  Wr 
should  this  be  the  case  f  Perhaps  feeding  has  something  to  do  with  it.  Upon  ioqain, 
I  learn  that  the  gentleman  whose  hogs  nave  escaped  the  disease  feeds  cooked  ik:^ 
in  which  is  mixed  wood  ashes,  char  and  stone  coal,  sulphur,  copperas,  ud  ooii^ii 
This  has  been  a  saccessfnl  preventive.  His  neighbors,  who  feed  nothing  bat  dr^rcnt 
have  suffered  severely.  Dry  corn  is  too  stimulating,  and  produces  fever.  Tbiiiiiai 
followed  by  loss  of  appetite,  and  the  next  symptoms  are  those  of  cholera.  It  is  tin 
too  late  to  commence  drugging  them,  as  they  are  almost  sure  to  die.  However, a f-^ 
might  be  saved  if  the  sick  were  separated  from  the  well  ones  as  soon  as  tbe  fintsji;- 
toms  of  the  disease  were  discovered.  If  hogs  liable  to  infection  were  fed  oa  coobi 
meal  with  the  mixtures  above  named,  I  am  inclined  to  think  they  woold  esctpe  lit 
disease. 

A  peculiar  disease  has  recently  broken  out  among  the  horses  in  this  loralitj.  It* 
first  symptoms  are  observed  in  a  severe  stiffness  of  the  joints  of  the  animal,  w  so  ^ 
so,  indeed,  as  to  render  him  unfit  for  service.  In  a  week  or  ten  days  his  body  rl 
become  greatly  swollen,  and  he  will  break  out  in  sores  from  which  an  offeosireastV' 
will  be  oiBcharged.  The  disease  does  not  seem  to  prove  of  a  &tal  character,  bai  tc 
horse  is  seldom  worth  anything  after  a  severe  attacK. 

Hon.  Daniel  M.  Henby,  Cambridge,  Md.,  says : 

From  time  to  time  I  have  heard  of  the  diseases  commonly  known  as  **  blind-stic; 
gers  "  in  horses,  and  "  hog-cholera  "  and  ^*  chicken-cholera,"  prevailing  ia  lor«Iitiei<' 
greater  or  less  extent  with  great  fatality,  but  they  do  not  seem  as  yet  to  bivf  pr* 
duced  a  professional  veterinary  surgeon. 

Mr.  Thomas  Stubgis,  of  the  firm  of  Sturgis  &  Gk>odelI,  cattle^bnrf 
era,  Cbeyenne,  Wyoming,  says: 

Among  cattle  but  one  disorder  is  recognized  by  stockmen  here.  It  is  knovo  a 
"blackleg."  It  occurs  but  seldom,  and  is  confined  solely  to  large  cattle  sod  ye«riic^ 
Its  attacks  are  most  frequent  among  fat  cattle.  It  kills  In  twenty-foor  to  thirtv^^ 
hours.  The  symptoms  are  stiffness  of  shoolders  and  chest,  and  sweUiufC  of  lejp  tr^z 
above  downward.  Recoveries  are  few,  if  an^.  No  treatment  has  bees  foood  m^i^'^ 
ful.  Tbe  largest  loss  known  was  that  sustained  by  Edward  Creigbtoo,of  tbisun^.* 
tory,  who,  some  years  ago,  lost  two  hundred  head  of  calves  and  yearlings. 

Spanish  or  Texas  fever  is  unknown  here.  The  probable  cause  of  escape  is  ^^^''^ 
the  state  of  nature  in  which  cattle  live — ^absence  of  prepared  food  or  sbelt<f  s» 
extensive  ranges,  where  they  are  widely  scattered.  .    . 

Horses  have  suffered  greatly  from  an  epidemic  closely  resembliogtbee^nwcii'it^ 
temper  experienced  in  the  States  two  years  ago.  They  grow  very  weik  f"J  ^^'^ 
cough,  and  discharge  at  the  nostrils.  Some  die.  In  most  cases  reooreiy  tateepi*' 
in  three  or  four  months.  ^^ 

Scab  in  sheep  is  known  here,  but  the  disease  is  not  widespread.  Tbe  ^'^'*^^*?. 
ployed  seems  effectual,  viz.,  a  solution  of  tobacco  used  as  a  dip,  and  npssted  odi** 
cure  is  effected.    A  dip*made  of  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  and  water  BSboea 
ployed,  as  are  other  dips  in  which  arsenic  mingles.  .   . 

Any  remedies  known  to  be  valuable  for  diseases  of  poultry  will  be  f^J  '^^^, 
The  symptoms  of  commonest  trouble  are  dull  eyes,  nnwtliingness  to  mtf^r  tius. 
to  eat,  and  death  in  about  three  days. 

Mr.  Daniel  Chaplin,  La  Grande,  Oreg.,  says : 

There  is  no  prevailing  disease  among  domestic  animals  in  €his  ^o'^^f^fS^^Mt 
scab  in  sheep.  This  parasitic  disease  nas  heretofore  prevailed  to  <'^^<''*°''^  jk^b. 
on  the  Pacific  coast;  but  it  is  getting  to  be  better  understood  and  ts80VfiMi<"^ 
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pearinfi;  under  oloee  watohfalness  and  timely  remedies.  I  have  had  considerable 
experience  with  the  disease,  and  have  sncceeded  in  exterminating  it  as  follows : 

First,  I  sheared  my  sheep  very  close,  and  peeled  off  all  scabs  or  sores,  and  at  the 
time  of  shearing  I  spotted  every  diseased  place  with  a  strong  wash  of  corrosive  subli- 
mate and  water.  I  then  dipped  them  three  times  in  a  strong  decoction  of  tobucco, 
nsing  one-half  pound  of  stem-tobacco  to  each  sheep.  The  dip  was  heated  to  ISK)"  F., 
and  the  sheep  held  in  it  at  least  two  minutes.  The  dipping  should  be  performed  at 
intervals  of  fourteen  days. 

After  several  years  of  experimenting,  I  found  this  a  sure  remedy.  Many  other  pre- 
scriptions were  used,  but  without  success.  The  sheep  should  be  put  on  fresh  pasture 
after  dipping,  and  not  allowed  to  run  on  the  old  one  for  one  year  thereafter.  Scab  is 
the  only  disease  to  which  sheep  are  snbject  on  this  coast.  Foot-rot  and  other  diseases 
80  prevalent  in  other  localities  are  entirely  unknown  in  Oregon.  There  is  no  prevail- 
ing diseases  among  other  animals. 

Mr.  J,  K  Smalls,  Scotland  Neck,  K  0.,  says : 

We  have  but  very  few  diseases  among  farm-animals  in  this  section  of  the  State,  with 
the  exception,  perhaps,  of  the  disease  known  as  cholera  amoog  bogd.  This  disease  as- 
sumes different  forms  or  symptoms.  Some  are  attacked  with  vomiting,  and  linger 
about  one  week  ;  others  lose  their  appetite,  become  sleepy,  and  their  eyes  become  in- 
damed  and  exude  an  offensive  matter.  Cases  of  the  latter  class  have  been  known  to 
die  within  six  hours  after  the  attack  was  first  observed.  Many  remedies  have  been 
tried,  among  others  salt  and  ashes,  tar,  saltpeter,  and  bluestone.  While  some  of  these 
remedies  have  proved  of  value  on  one  farm,  on  an  adioining  one  they  have  been  found 
of  uo  service  whatever.  The  disease  is  not  so  prevalent  as  in  former  years,  though  it 
is,  ])erhaps,  more  fatal.    One  farmer  has  lost  sixty-three  head  ont  of  a  lot  of  sixty-iive. 

The  disease  among  fowls  is  also  called  cholera.  The  first  symptoms  are  drooping,  loss 
of  appetite,  &c.  They  die  within  a  few  days.  A  lady  friend  has  used  calomel  and 
opium  with  success.    She  administers  it  in  small  doses  three  times  a  day. 

Mr.  Donald  Mubohison,  Toulon,  Stark  Goanty,  Illinois,  says : 

For  several  years  past  the  hog-cholera  has  annually  been  destroying  immense  num- 
bers of  hogs  throughout  various  sections  of  this  country.  The  probability  is  that 
^250,000  would  not  cover  the  losses  in  this  county  alone,  since  the  disease  first  made 
its  appearance.  I  am  a  farmer,  and  have  been  extensively  engaged  in  hog-raising,  and 
therefore  have  given  the  disease  a  great  deal  of  careful  thought  and  study,  anul  be- 
lieve 1  have  now  found  a  sure  remedy,  if  given  in  the  first  stages  of  the  disease.  The 
recipe  is  as  follows : 

Make  a  strong  tea  of  smart- weed.  After  the  weeds  are  separated  from  the  solution, 
add  one-eighth  of  a  pound  of  arsenic  and  one-fourth  of  a  pound  of  concentrated  lye, 
and  from  one-fourth  to  one-half  spoonful  of  flaxneed  to  the  hog  (according  to  the 
size  of  the  animal).  It  is  best  to  have  the  solution  boiled  over  again  after  the 
tlaxseed  is  added,  or  else  have  the  flaxseed  cooked  in  a  smaller  vessel  and  thor- 
opgbly  mixed  with  the  tea  after  the  weeds  are  separated  from  it.  Then  mix  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  oats  in  the  tea  to  soak  it  all  up,  and  feed  to  the  infected  hogs  night 
and  morning  as  much  of  it  as  they  will  eat.  Give  them  no  other  food  for  a  week  or 
ten  days,  or  until  they  begin  to  show  unmistakable  signs  of  returning  health,  when 
this  feed  may  be  gradually  lessened  and  corn  given  in  its  place,  gradually  at  first,  and 
increased  as  tlie  other  is  diminished. 

The  flaxseed  is  not  necessary  unless  the  bowels  are  constipated,  which  is  generally 
the  case  in  advanced  stages  of  the  disease.  Some  farmers  use  salts  when  the  bowels 
become  constipated ;  but  it  is  about  the  worst  thing  that  can  be  given,  as  it  is  a  blood- 
cooler  and  a  blood- weakener.  Although  it  may  give  temporary  relief  it  prostrates  the 
system,  and  in  a  few  days  the  hog  will  be  in  a  much  worse  condition  than  it  was  at 
hrst.  The  flaxseed  is  a  good  laxative,  and  at  the  same  time  is  very  nourishing  and 
strengthening  to  the  system.    The  lye  seems  to  be  a  good  tonic  as  well  as  a  good  rem- 

'  K^'  <^.ough  in  hogs.  The  arsenic  also  acts  as  a  tonic ;  besides  it  kills  the  worms 
^ith  which  all  hogs  (with  very  few  exceptions)  are  troubled.  'The  smart-weed  is  prob- 
My  about  the  best  remedy  for  inflammation  that  we  have.  It  is  warming  and 
^"I^R^heiung  to  the  system,  and  gives  tone  to  and  equalizes  the  circulation  of  the 
uiooa,  just  what  seems  to  be  needed,  as  the  disease  is  a  congestion  of  the  lungs. 

Mr.  A.  B.  MgKee,  Yincennes,  Knox  Goanty,  Indiana,  says : 

There  are  but  two  diseases,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  prevail  as  epidemics  in  this  section 
ot  coantry,  viz.,  hog  and  chicken  cholera.  The  hog-cholera  has  become  one  of  the 
ti  ir?r^^°^  diseases  with  which  the  farmer  has  to  contend.  He  may  think  he  has  a 
luie  iulliog  for  the  winter,  but  the  cholera  enters  and  in  a  few  weeks  he  finds  himself 
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left  without  enonfi^h  for  his  own  family  sapply.    The  disease  preeent^  so  mso  v  d':frn::t 
phases  as  to  prevent  me,  with  the  little  investigation  I  have  given  it,  from  atwmnt.rs 
a  complete  diagnosis.    A  drooping  of  the  head,  loss  of  appetite,  and  an  indis^kKitNn 
to  move  are  among  the  first  symptoms  noticed.    Sometimes  (here  is  a  rnnnin^  otf  w.  tIv 
howels,  and  sometimes  constipation  prevails ;  sometimes  they  die  in  a  few  dar*.  iVi 
then  again  they  may  linger  for  weeks.    I  confess  I  do  not  understand  either  the  p;vrrv 
ogy  or  the  workings  of  the  disease.    As  to  the  cnres  recommended,  they  are  nanit-rn*. 
and  generally  based  not  upon  a  scientific  analysis  of  the  remedies  prescribed  bat  'i|!«^ 
the  vague  conceit  of  the  party  recommending  (hem  ;  and  then,  again,  all  tb<*  dinfr-: : 
remedies  in  tarn  have  proved  failures.    If  Congress  wonld  do  anything  to  tbiow  1  .:J 
on  this  subject,  and  especially  if  a  specific  could  be  found,  it  would  prove  of  incai-.s- 
lable  benefit  to  the  whole  country. 

I  have  used,  and  I  have  thonght  with  some  benefit,  alum  and  Yenetian  red — alam  i« 
an  astringent  and  Venetian  red  as  an  absorbent.  Daring  the  past  summer,  I  havf  nv*. 
poke-root,  given  in  slop,  in  such  doses  as  to  secure  its  alterative  efioots,  and  a<  i  in- 
ventive rather  than  a  cure.  From  its  known  effect  as  a  preventive  in  other  diacjb»r9i 
have  no  doubt  as  to  its  beneficial  effects  in  this. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Wood  YARD,  Morri8tx)wn,  Shelby  Coanty,  Indiana,  savs. 

We  have  no  disease  affecting  farm-animals  in  our  locality,  except  cholera  sut: 
hogs,  or  a  disease  making  its  appearance  in  many  different  forms,  called  choit-r^  l: 
some  cases  the  pig,  when  quite  yoang,  will  become  affected  abont  the  eyes,  aud  {^r  » 
or  total  blindness  will  follow  in  a  few  days.  A  high  state  of  inflammation  a^o'U  ' . 
mouth  and  throat  next  makes  its  appearance.  Perhaps  90  per  cent,  of  such  catxrs  ^^ < 
prove  fatal  in  from  six  to  ten  days. 

In  otber  cases  the  hog,  at  a  greater  age,  will  first  show  signs  of  inflammatioo  abost 
the  ears  and  neck,  the  ears  becoming  sore,  with  a  yellowish  mucus  making  it$  apT^'^- 
ance  abont  the  root  of  the  ear.  Yery  few  of  those  attacked  in  this  manner  rrt  ••'-r. 
Some  will  simply  show  a  sleepy,  sluggish  appearance,  rcfase  to  eat,  and  usaaLly  di'-  .j 
from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours. 

Many  remedies  have  been  used,  but  the  best  informed  men  will  say,  almost  nni:.- 
mously,  without  the  least  benefit  whatever.  The  disease  is  prevailing  to  a  fejirt  u  *i- 
tent  in  some  localities  at  this  time.  The  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  ai  K  di- 
vine, Ind.,  who  has  large  opportunities  of  knowing,  says  that  Rush  Couaty  aloa**  »  • 
lose  $500,000  by  this  disease  the  present  year.  Oar  own  county  will  perhaps  be  tN^ii-i  •; 
as  heavy  a  loser. 

Mr.  James  Ferguson,  Ash  borough,  Clay  County,  Indiana,  says: 

For  fifteen  years,  at  intervals,  what  is  known  as  bog-cholera  has  been  vtrr  t\^ 
structive  among  this  class  of  farm-animals  here.  Personally,  I  have  bad  bat  little  ^i- 
))erionce  with  it.  In  some  the  symptoms  are  refusal  of  food,  stupor,  apparently  oe.tr.v 
deaf  and  blind,  constipation,  and  death  within  from  one  to  five  days.  Otbersha^e 
vomiting  and  lax  evacuations,  of  which  seven-tenths  die  soon. 

Of  the  cause  of  the  disease  I  know  nothing  certain,  nor  have  I  beard  a  rati'^^i' 
theory  from  our  farmers.  Yarious  drugs  are  administered  as  long  as  the  bf>g  '«uiv.^e< 
the  diseiise  and  the  doctoring.    I  know  of  no  reliable  remedy. 

Apparently  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  worms,  aud,  possibly,  other  parasites  on  tK^ 
digestive  organs  are  the  cau^e  of  most  hog  diseases.    Hogs  that  have  freqaent  d<»<^  '* 
sulphur,  copperas,  turpentine,  and  arsenic,  with  free  access  to  wood-aslies  and  chiic^ 
are  unnally  healthy,  and  altnost  exempt  from  cholera. 

Chicken-cholera  is  not  unknown  among  us,  but  I  think  its  caoae  and  remedy  v* 
alike  unknown  in  this  locality.

Mr.  Lewis  J.  Eeyman,  Salem,  Washington  County,  Indiana,  says: 

We  have  no  prevailing  disease  among  farm-stock  in  this  county,  except  h<»<:  ^t'-l 
chicken  cholera,  which  has  prevailed  for  quite  a  number  of  years,  and  is  pr<«va  ifn:  t  • 
tome  extent  at  this  time.  Two  years  ago  this  fall  I  turned  thirty-five  hog^i  ot'  my  v*>*3 
raising  in  a  corn-Held,  and  they  fattened  very  fast  for  abont  three  weeks.  Al>«>Jt  :S  * 
time  I  bonght  twelve  head  that  were  raised  on  low.  wet,  river^bottom  land.  \\^>^\ 
twelve  miles  from  my  own  land.  In  a  few  days  some  of  them  were  attAck*Nl  v.'V 
cholera,  and  two  died.  In  a  few  more  days  those  of  my  own  raising  took  thr*  d.^-^'^r. 
and  nine  of  them  died.  The  balance  lost  flesh  for  a  time,  but  gradually  recuvcr>-l.  I 
fed  them  snlphur  and  ashes,  calomel,  May-apple  root,  and  a  namber  of  other  rt?iu'^«I>«^ 
recommeuded. 

There  are  various  symptoms  of  the  disease.  In  some  instances  they  voniit  and  x*^:^ 
and  in  others  their  lungs  seem  to  be  affected,  and  they  are  couBtipaied.    \N  hcii  u* 
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nD^  and  bowels  are  affected  they  seldom  if  ever  r^over.    Those  that  are  attacked 
ii-ith  vomitiDg  aud  pargiai;  gat  well,  and  soon  go  to  fattening  again. 

The  saine  fall  (two  years  ago)  I  had  thirty  pig4  that  were  jast  weaned.  They  were 
laken  with  pnrging,  and  all  died.  I  also  had  about  thirty  spring  shoats  that  were 
ktfected  la  the  Inngs  and  bowels.  They  all  died  hat  four  or  five.  Two  lingered  for 
M>ine  days  and  would  not  eat  grain,  but  would  drink  a  little  milk.  I  conelndod  I 
v^ould  experiment  a  little  with  these,  and  I  gave  them  each  oue  tablespotmful  of  sal- 
[ihur  every  morning  in  their  milk  for  two  weeks,  when  they  commenced  eating  corn 
ftgain,  and  gradually  got  well. 

Mrs.  L.  J.  BEYMANf  of  the  same  coQDty,  says : 

Chicken-cholera  has  prevailed  in  this  neighborl^ood  for  years,  m  a  m^j'irity  of  cases 
provinj^  fatal  to  the  whole  flock.  Three  years  ago  our  fowls  had  it  for  the  first  time, 
lud  out  of  about  forty  hens  and  several  dozen  young  chickens  (that  were  hatched  late 
in  the  season),  I  haa  but  ten  hens  and  a  few  chicks  left.  I  tried  several  remedies, 
feeding  them  asafetida,  Cayenne  pepper,  alum,  &c.,  but  do  not  know  that  they  had 
any  effect,  as  the  chickens  mostly  dropped  dead  off  the  roosts  in  the  night,  being  ap- 
parently well  the  day  before. 

About  two  months  ago  my  flock  were  again  attacked  with  the  disease.  Only  six  or 
eight  died.  A  few  of  them  dropped  off  the  roost  dead,  and  some  lingered  near  two 
weeks,  eating  a  little,  but  getting  weaker  until  they  died.  A  few  recovered  after  being 
Mck  several  days.  I  used  nothing  but  a  little  cayenne  in  their  feed  and  alum-water 
by  them  constantly,  mixing  their  feed  with  it  also.  About  the  same  time  a  tenant  on 
another  part  of  the  farm  lost  about  forty  large  fat  hens  and  some  turkeys.  She  saved 
about  one>fonrth  of  her  flock,  including  the  young  chicks.  I  do  not  know  what  rem- 
edies she  used,  but  I  do  not  think  she  need  any  alum.  This  disease,  for  the  last  few 
years,  has  had  a  depressing  effect  on  the  market  of  poultry  and  eggs  in  this  county, 
and  we  are  needing  a  remedy  badly. 

Mr.  DuNEHEWy  TriDity  Springs,  Martin  Goanty,  Indiana,  says : 

There  seems  to  be  no  serious  disease  among  any  class  of  farm  animals  in  the  county 
now,  excepting  among  swine.  Mr.  F.  F.  Sholts,  an  experienced  farmer  and  stock- 
dealer,  says  in  regard  to  long  diseases  of  hogs,  that  it  begins  with  a  cough,  which  in- 
creases for  two  or  three  weeks,  and  if  not  arrested  by  that  time  the  lungs  will  be  so 
decayed  that  death  will  ensue.  The  congh  generally  begins  by  a  kind  of  snuffing,  as 
if  dust  had  been  inhaled.  At  this  stage,  a  row  doses  of  his  medicine  will  cure  every 
ease.  The  longer  it  runs  the  more  difficult  it  is  to  cure.  "  The  old-f  whioned  cholera.' 
be  says,  *' puking  and  purging,''  is  also  readily  cnred  by  him,  and  if  promptly  handled' 
the  cure  is  speedy  aud  effective.  He  claims  that  if  the  medicine  is  given  as  a  prevent- 
ive no  case  will  occur.  Mr.  Sholts  will  not  make  public  his  remedies,  ai  he  has  persons 
now  traveling  engaged  in  selling  his  medicines. 

Mr.  W.  Daniels,  Huntington,  Huntington  Gonnty,  Indiana,  says: 

There  is  no  disease  among  farm  stock  here,  except  cholera  in  Hogs,  and  this  is  not  so 
prevalent  as  in  former  years.    No  remedy  has  been  found. 

Mr.  John  M.  Babnett,  Somerset,  Pulaski  Gonnty,  Kentucky,  says: 

Aside  from  bog  cholera,  our  farm  animals  have  been  free  from  disease,  except  the 
nsual  amount  of  cholic  and  grub  in  horses.  Our  cattle  have  been  entirely  free  from 
disease.  My  experience,  as  well  as  that  of  others  in  this  section,  is,  that  pine-tar  given 
to  hogs  will  act  as  a  preventive  in  localities  where  hog  cholera  is  prevalent. 

Mr.  J.  B.  MiLLEB,  Hartford,  Ohio  Gonnty,  Indiana,  says : 

We  have  in  Sontheastem  Indiana  a  disease  among  hogs  and  chickens  called  cholera. 
It  is  sometimes  very  destructive  among  hogs.  I  have  found  the  disease,  by  dissection, 
to  be  confined  principally  to  the  lungs.  This  soon  produces  a  dry,  scorchirg  fever, 
^bich  thickens  the  blood  and  causes  death.  The  disease  is  caused  by  worms  aud  an 
accamnlation  of  dnst  in  the  lungs.  It  can  be  prevented  by  putting  soap-suds  in  the 
slop-barrel  and  feeding  them  a  quantity  of  it  once  or  twice  a  week.  Soap  is  a  good 
remedy  for  worms,  and  also  cleanses  the  bowels.  I  have  cured  several  m  the  first 
stages  of  the  disease  with  turpentine  and  coal-oil,  using  it  in  eqnal  parts  aud  giving 
fhree  drachms  once  a  day.  I  also  rub  it  on  the  center  of  the  back  behind  the  sboul- 
(len  once  a  day.    If  these  remedies  are  properly  used  the  disease  need  nob  be  feared. 
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Hogs  in  the  WeBtern  States  do  Dot  have  proper  atteotion.  Too  many  are  al!  >«<*(*. 
to  Bleei)  together,  when  they  get  overheated  and  die  of  tbampfl,  whirb  is  aiw^caii'^i 
cholera.  If  people  would  take  better  care  of  this  stock,  and  ase  soap  in  slup«  as  3t>>T* 
recommended,  hog  cholera  would  soon  pass  away. 

Chicken  cholera  is  a  disease  of  the  liver.  Only  one  care  is  now  in  n^'n  *,>-• 
county,  which,  if  taken  in  time,  is  a  specific.  Take  May-apple  root  and  >K>il  A^r** 
solution.  Add  a  teacnpful  to  a  quart  of  meal  and  feed.  Com  lime  is  a  go^^l  t^rc 
ventive 

Mr.  J.  Harbison,  Charlestown,  Clarke  County,  Missonri,  says: 

I  wonid  have  answered  your  letter  sooner,  but  I  have  been  waiting  t^  see  snTr* «' 
my  neighbors,  one  of  whom  has  lost  eight  head  of  stock  cattle  in  the  last  tbree  ^t-rkv 
but  he  could  not  tell  me  much  about  them,  only  that  they  were  covered  with  i  >k* 
that  they  would  not  eat  or  drink,  and  that  they  would  stand  for  hours  at  a  timt-  wL 
their  heads  to  the  ground,  in  which  position  they  would  remain  until  they  died.  Ii:r 
cattle  were  bought  at  the  Louisville  (Ky.)  stock-yards  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Cmm. 

I  have  lost  some  fowls  from  roup  and  cholera.  Of  the  two  diseases  I  dread  ronp  *^ 
most,  as  it  does  notshow  as  unmistakably  as  the  cholera.  A  fowl  with  the  n^ip  «il>i! 
heartily,  and  to  all  appearances  look  well,  until  the  disease  will  break  out  aaior^  *> 
entire  tiock.  They  hardly  ever  die  with  it,  but  they  lose  their  eyes  and  look  so  •1>^".** 
ing,  that  I  generally  cut  their  heads  off  as  soon  as  I  find  them  afiVcted  with  it.  I'. 
fact,  that  is  my  remedy  for  all  diseases,  especially  cholera.  Cholera  asually  >b'>« 
itself  by  the  fowl  moping  around,  generally  with  a  full  crop,  sometimes  with  notL  l: 
in  its  craw;  will  not  eat,  but  drink  often ;  the  comb  and  wattles  become  a  dark  m:- 
nearly  a  black  color ;  the  discharges  at  first  are  a  pale  green  color,  then  dark  ^rven.  an<: 
sometimes  yellow,  like  the  yolk  of  an  uncooked  egg.  They  are  generally  fat  ^'^r' 
taken,  and  ^eem  to  die  sooner  than  when  in  a  lean  couditinn,  I  have  sometimi^  fivj: 
the  fowls  with  their  craws  so  full  of  dry  grass  that  it  wonld  not  pass  beyond.  By  • '  (• 
tiug  open  the  craw  and  taking  out  this  food,  washing  with  warm  water  and  st-^i': 
it  up  again,  they  will  soon  get  over  the  disease  and  in  a  few  days  will  begin  tu  t^i 
heartily. 
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Mr.  James  A.  Lee,  Dowagiac,  Cass  Coanty,  Michigan,  says: 

Stock  in  Michigan  is  subject  to  but  few  diseases.  Horses  generally  have  ih-  f^:^ 
temper  when  growing,  which  runs  from  one  to  two  weeks.  Itcommences  with  a«i  j't 
cough,  watering  of  the  eyes,  and  loss  of  appetite.  As  the  disease  progresses  the  cty^z'- 
increases.  The  throat  and  jaws  swell,  gather  and  break,  when  the  horse  berocLf* 
unable  to  swallow,  and  dies  of  suffocation.  The  disease  will  yield  to  mild  treatuiCLt, 
snch  as  sweating  of  the  head  and  throat  with  bitter  herbs,  viz:  wormwtiod.cau  >. 
hops,  &c.,  and  smoking  the  head  with  sulphur  and  old  shoe-leather.  Take  aNa^'i "' 
good  sweet  butter  us  large  as  an  egg  and  put  it  down  the  horse's  throat  tvvice  a  liij 
Give  mild  physic  if  the  case  needs  it,  and  keep  the  horse  warm. 

The  most  common  complaint  among  horses  is  oholic.  The  symptoms  are  exfrtse 
uneasiness.  The  horse  paws,  lies  down  and  rolls,  gets  up  and  lies  down  ai^ain.  gr<'&'i* 
begins  to  bloat,  and  continues  in  this  way  until  death  ensues  unless  relieved.  Tl^ 
can  invariably  be  effected,  if  taken  in  time,  by  adose  of  one-half  pint  of  salt  di>>*''y^i 
in  a  quart  of  water.  It  should  be  administered  every  ten  minntee  nntil  relief  ts 
afforded,  which  generally  occurs  after  the  third  dose. 

Worms  of  differeiit  kinds  affect  the  horse  and  are  very  troublesome.  The  sTrnp'^n* 
arc  tight  skin,  rongh  coat,  irregular  appetite,  and  the  appearance  of  a  yellowi^ih  unr  >i 
under  the  tail.  The  horse  lifts  one  hind  foot  to  the  belly,  draws  himself  up,  partU  i  '^ 
down — ])erhap8  entirely  down — on  his  belly,  gets  up  immediately  and  goestoea'.rj 
stops  suddenly,  and  does  the  same  thing  over  again.  Give  a  common  tablef^vx^nn: < i 
cop])eras  in  a  ball,  followed  by  a  bran-mash  once  a  day  nntil  relieved;  tbtn  gi^f  * 
light  physic  or  tnrn  to  grass.

This  continues  sometimes  for  year*.  b'>«!  -^ 
attended  at  times  with  loss  of  appetite  and  srrength.  The  pith  of  the  *horo  ti*^  ^^* 
and  is  discharged  at  the  nose,  and  finally  the  membraoe  over  the  brain  gives  «.iy  :>;• 
death  ensues.

Sometimee  a  cow 
vijl  be  in  fall  ileeh  and  drop  a  calf  in  niidsummer,  give  plenty  of  milk,  and  do  well 
for  a  few  days;  the  next  dcty  give  no  milk,  and  perhaps  not  be  able  to  get  np  at  all. 
For  this  trouble  give  the  ckl>ove  treatment,  with  an  occasional  slice  of  fat  pork.  Let 
the  chill  be  taken  from  tli«  'water  she  drinks,  and  a  cnre  will  be  effected.  Garget  is  a 
very  troublesome  disease  in  milch  cows.  The  cow  becomes  feverish,  the  ndder  espe- 
cially. Sometimes  the  milk  will  be  streaked  with  blood,  and  again  appear  Inmpy,  or 
both.  Wash  the  bag  ^wit^li  bitter  herbs  steeped  in  vinegar.  Give  a  tablespoonfal  of 
poke-root,  Doanded  fine,  la  a  bran-mash,  twice  a  day.  Also,  insert  a  seaton  in  the 
brisket  with  a  piece  of  polLO-root. 

Hog  cholera  is  inoreasio  jp  to  an  alarming  extent.  The  first  symptom  is  generally 
observed  in  the  animal  o&rrying  his  nose  near  the  ground,  with  a  generally  dull  ap« 
pearaoce,  slight  ooogli  a^t;  first,  and  swelling  under  the  throat.  Some  are  first  taken 
with  severe  pnrging.  A.11  these  symptoms  increase  in  intensity  until  death  ensaes, 
which  OBaally  ocoars  in  from  twenty-four  to  thirty-six  hours.  Wo  cure  has  yet  been 
found.  Strong  wood-aalies  and  copperas  are  regarded  as  preventives.  I  have  cured 
some  by  drenching  with  copperas,  sulphur,  and  asafetida.   .

Mr.  A.  G.  Ellis,  Hartford,  Van  Baren  Coaotj,  Michigan, says: 

Hogs  have  been  affected  with  various  diseases  in  this  locality.  The  diaea^  tt: 
monly  known  as  cholera  is,  perhaps,  the  most  fatal.  Its  duration  is  geoenir?  sbtft 
fatted  hogs  usually  surviving  but  a  few  hours.  The  remedies  have  been  rsrios*  at 
generally  unavailing,  so  far  as  my  own  information  extends.  As  the  result  of  fivqas: 
experiments  I  am  prepared  to  give,  as  the  most  effective  remedy  I  have  everseco  xr.x^ 
a  simple  receipt  furnished  me  oy  one  of  the  largest  bog-dealera  in  this  ooooty.  1' 
consists  of  one  pound  of  lime,  one  ounce  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  and  one-half  ^to 
of  pulverized  saltpeter,  mixed  with  soaked  com  or  slops.  This  amount  it  sadif  .•^/ 
for  twenty  bogs,  and,  for  a  cure,  should  be  given  every  other  day ;  as  a  preTcsti^'. 
about  twice  a  week. 

There  is  also  a  fatal  disease  among  hogs  here  similar  to  quinsy,  affeotiag  tbetknit 
principally.  It  is  genarally  condned  to  young  bogs.  I  know  of  no  rsoedj.  Tik^ 
usually  survive  from  ten  to  fifteen  days.

No  disease  is  common  among  sheep,  save  the  old  one,  known  as  rot.  £xpenfa<»L« 
proven  that  one  of  the  best  recipes  for  this  trouble  is  the  killing  off  or  dearins  oct  •>( 
the  older  ones  of  the  flock,  and  frequent  changing  and  ccoesing  of  stoek. 

Of  the  feathered  tribe,  chickens  and  turkeys  are  both  subject  to  a  disesse  know  t^ 
cholera.  The  remedies  used  are  various  bnt  unavailing.  The  duration  of  the  dinr 
is  generally  short ;  in  fact,  the  attack  is  frequently  instantly  fatal.  At  leart  >>'  Rf 
cent,  of  those  attacked  die. 

Mr.  S.  Woodward,  Ohio  Goanty,  KeDtacky,  says : 

There  is  but  one  class  of  animals  in  this  locality  subject  to  diseases  which  hire  c  ' 
been  common  for  years,  and  that  is  swine.  A  great  msny  of  these  animals  ki^^^^*^ 
of  a  disease  called  cholera.  The  symptoms  are  various.  Sometimes  the  bog  w.\\  V 
attacked  with  purging,  and  again  extreme  constipation  will  prevail.  SomcUBn^t^ 
hog  will  die  suddenly,  and  in  other  cases  it  may  linger  until  itbeoomeea  skeletpa.  >*: 
an  average  about  one-half  of  those  attacked  with  tne  disease  die.  There  are  kU« 
any  rem^ies  tried,  as  we  think  they  do  no  good.  The  disease  is  not  coofiped  to  i:^ 
certain  season  of  the  year.  In  this  locality  we  have  bad  none  of  it  since  Janiuiy  *-' 
February  last,  but  we  hear  it  mentioned  as  existing  in  other  localities. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  great  many  hogs  die  from  the  effects  of  lice,  tspif.t.' 
those  lingering  cases.  These  vermin  find  them  an  easy  prey  in  their  weak^ted  •  - 
emaciated  condition. 

Mr.  G.  H.  LuoAS,  State  Line  Oity,  Warren  Coanty,  Indiana,  sajs  ' 

A  prevalent  and  fatal  disease  among  hogs  in  this  locality  is  known  as  cholera  Tl 
first  symptoms  are  running  off  at  the  bowels,  which  is  generally  aocompaowd  ^< » 
hacking  cough.  The  animal  becomes  stupid,  and  refuses  to  eat.  As  the  diaea^  (^ 
gresses  it  becomes  very  poor  and  emaciated,  and  stands  around  with  its  body  ^^n*'- 
up  as  if  in  pain.  The  disease  usually  proves  fatal  in  from  one  to  four  days.  Tb^  ^  -j 
lowing  remedy  for  the  disease  has  been  used  with  moderate'  sneoess  in  this  oei^^'^ 
hood,  viz : 

One  pound  each  of  sulphur  and  madder,  one-half  pound  of  saltpeter,  one-ic'B:*^ 
pound  of  antimony,  and  one  ounce  of  asafetida.  This  should  be  mixed  with  •  l«-' 
ful  of  slop  or  milk,  and  three  tablespoonfnls  given  once  a  day.  , 

I  am  satisfied  the  disease  is  contagious,  and  all  infected  hogs  shooM  be  nmo^^^ 
from  the  well  ones,  and  those  that  die  should  either  be  burned  or  buried  very  ^ 
the  ground. 

Mr.  H.  Shuoabt,  Marion,  Grant  County,  Indiana,  says: 

There  is  a  very  destmctive  disease  among  hop  here,  called  eholera,  Vol iamj^* 
ion  it  is  lung-fever.  No  remedy  has  been  discovered  that  I  am  awaie  o^  ^'  * 
said  that  hogs  do  beet,  and  are  less  liable  to  be  attacked  by  the  dismay  that  ki" 
dear,  running  water  to  drink,  and  are  kept  from  a  mud-waUow.

There  is  a  new  disease  in  this  locality  among  horses,  called  by  farrien  piok-f^^' 
distemper.

Chickens  in  some  localities  have  nearly  all  died  of  cholera.  In  my  own  exp^rr  - 
I  have  found  sulphur  the  only  remedy.  Mix  with  corn-meal  and  feed.  With  this  I^l^ 
edy  I  have  cured  fowls  that  could  not  stAnd  up. 

Mr.  O.  W.  Hannum,  Leavenworth,  Crawford  County,  Indiaoa,  says 

I  have  been  dealing  in  stock  in  four  or  five  different  counties,  and  find  all  pIat^  < 
farm  animals  healthy  except  hogs.  A  disease  exists  among  this  clas9  of  stock  «jv. 
carries  them  off  very  fast.  Many  people  regard  it  as  a  malignant  type  of  laa^  fc^r:^* 
pneumonia.  I  lost  forty -five  head  of  hogs  by  this  disease  one  year  ago.  No  reiniw;  j 
known. 
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Mr.  James  A.  Mabtin,  Salem,  Washington  County,  Indiana,  sars: 

I  know  of  no  disease  among  horses  as  fatal  as  the  lung  fever.    I  had  one  die  « itb 
some  time  since.    It  was  taken  with  a  hacking  cough  and  diflScult  breathing,  and  l^^ 
seven  days.    I  know  of  no  remedy  that  I  can  recommend,  for  all  die  that  are  arut  k 
by  the  disease  here.    This  disease  is  not  as  common  as  the  bots,  but  is  more  tAtu 
lump  of  alum,  the  size  of  a  walnut,  given  to  a  horse,  will  generally  care  the  U»t&. 

The  only  disease  existing  among  hogs  is  cholera,  and  there  are  various  caiV'«  f< 
Equal  parts  of  sulphur  and  copperas,  mixed  in  sweet  milk,  is  the  most  effective  rem 
I  have  tried.    Some  have  tried  coal-oil,  castor-oil,  poke-root,  and  also  pat«nt  mtrdi  ^i-r- 
None  of  these  remedies,  however,  are  regarded  as  a  sure  and  permanent  core. 

Chicken  cholera  is  common  among  the  poultry  here.    Soot  mixed  with  oora  do:;i 
is  the  best  remedy  we  have  tried. 

Mr.  J.  D.  GUTHBIE,  Shelbyville,  Shelby  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

Hog  cholera,  in  its  incipient  state,  with  shoats  and  half-grown  bogs,  usuaUy  >>**z   * 
with  constipation,  a  symptom  easily  discoverable  by  their  droppings,  which  art?  ii  ' 
and  marble-like.

Ar  /    ' 
stage  the  dlHease  is  easily  imparted  toothers,  having  become  epidemic  in  fomi,  •&'--'  ^' 
fatal  as  to  carry  its  victims  off  within  a  few  hours.    The  remedies  that  prove  <-•'' '-' 
cious  iu  the  first  stages  of  the  disease  are  worthless  in  the  last.     I  would  her«  rt*^' '" ' 
mend  the  removal  of  the  diseased  hogs  from  the  rest  of  the  herd,  and  the  rrm^'-  '^ 
hereafter  mentioned  given  to  the  remainder.    From  my  standpoint  I  am  of  the  opn:  -  > 
that  cholera  in  swine,  in  the  last  stages,  is  incurable,  nuleas  it  be  in  isolated  cx^*^  ^ 
hold  that  constipation  of  the  bon'els  is  cholera  iu  an  incipient  8tat<e.  and  irbit'f^-' 
remedies  would  remove  the  cause  the  effect  must  necessarily  follow.    I  speak  ouiv  i^t 
my  own  experience  and  observation,  which  practice  has  fully  demonstratetl  tobc.^^ 
the  main,  correct. 

I  have  been  very  successful  in  relieving  my  herd  of  constipation  by  giving  ont^-^' 
pound  of  calomel  to  fifty  shoats,  on  corn  moistened  so  that  it  would  adbert>  ti>  t^' 
grain.    This  should  be  repeated  at  intervals  of  twenty-four  hours,  nnttl  tbf  V^^^._ 
are  opened  by  the  mediciue.    Old  bacon,  grease,  or  linseed-oil  will  have  thesam«-r'^« 
the  onljr  difference  being  that  calomel  will  regulate  the  liver,  while  the  oilit-r^^  *^ 
only  relieve  constipation.    Grease  or  linseed-oil,  if  given  indoaes  of  one-half  piu;

cure  thumps,  which  is  the  last  stajje  of  cholera  m  a  constipated  form.    Ho^pfed  on 
anpW  pnmpkin»»  orfollowioK  after  cattle  fed  on  corn,  are  not  liable  to  cholera.    A 
neiebbor  last  spring  pnrohasea  one  hundred  head  of  stock-hogs  from  the  pens  at  Loms- 
villi  Kv.    Soon  after  Rettinfir  tliem  home  they  commenced  dying  at  the  rate  of  four  or 
five  per  day.    He  procnrecl  a  large  kettle  and  commenced  cooking  and  feeding  the  dead 
to  the  living  hogs.    The  result  was  that  he  saved  sixty  out  of  the  lot  of  one  hundred. 
Others  have  fed  the  dead  cai-csasses  of  sheep,  cattle,  and  horses  to  hogs  affected  witH 
cholera,  and  the  result  was   a  cessation  of  the  disease.    Another  acquaintance  keeps 
his  hojra  well  supplied  witli  ^w^ood-ashes  and  salt,  at  the  rate  of  two  parts  of  ashes  to 
006  part  of  salt,  which  be  says  is  a  certain  preventive.    As  all  these  remedies  have  the 
8aiue  tendency,  namely,  the  opening  of  the  bowels,  we  can  consistently  arrive  at  but  one 
conclnsioo,  and  that  is  that    the  premises  are  correct  and  the  applications  act  as  an 
antidote  to  the  disease  knoivrn  as  hog  cholera.    I  sincerely  trust  your  inquiries  may 
result  in  the  discovery  of  something  that  will  stay  the  further  progress  of  a  disease 
fraught  with  so  much  injary  to  the  agricultural  interests  of  our  country. 

The  first  symptoms  of  chicken  cholera  are  observed  in  dischargee  of  a  thin,  yellow 
nature,  followed  by  an  incUtiHtion  to  sleep,  whether  sitting  or  standing.  These  condi- 
tions continue  until  two  or  three  days  before  death,  and  during  this  time  the  disease 
is  very  contagious.  The  moat  simple  remedy  is  to  give  the  flock  water  well  impreg- 
nated with  alum.  This  will  usually  stay  the  malady.  The  sick  ones  should  be  given 
a  pill  of  pulverized  alana  the  size  of  a  small  pea,  inclosed  in  wheat  dough.  If  the  first 
d  les  not  produce  the  desired  result,  repeat  the  dose  at  intervals  of  a  few  hours.  The 
fowl,  when  lahorinflr  Qnder  the  disease,  has  a  high  internal  fever  and  hisatiable  thirst, 
but  no'appetite  or  desire  to  eat. 

Mr.  John  Q.  A.  Siko-,  Corydon,  Harrison  County,  Indiana,  says : 

We  have  but  few  malarions  or  contagions  diseases  among  farm-animals  in  Southern 
Indiana.  Incident  to  the  hog,  we  have  what  is  known  as  cholera,  quinsy,  and  measles. 
The  cholera,  in  my  judgcnetit,  is  typhoid  fever,  and  is  very  contagious.  1  have  exam- 
ined some  hogs  that  die<i  ^v-ith  what  was  called  cholera.  The  symptoms  seem,  from 
what  I  have  noticed,  to  l>e  about  as  follows:  First,  prostration  with  dullness  and  stu- 
pidity ;  in  most  oases  diarrbcBa  with  chilliness  and  irregular  fever.  Subsequently  there 
is  an  increase  of  the  oerebral  difiBcnlties,  dry  skin,  tenderness  of  the  abdomen,  partic- 
ularly the  sides  of  the  SAtite,  an  eruption  of  purple  spots  on  the  abdomen  and  thorax, 
and  generally  a  cough.  Usually  in  eight  or  ten  days,  mortification  of  the  bowels  seta 
in,  and  the  hog  dies.  Now  and  then  a  hog  gets  well,  but  it  is  an  unusual  occurrence. 
All  remedies  so  far  are  failnree.  I  would  advise  keeping  all  hogs  inclosed  and  not  per- 
mit them  to  run  at  large  ;  then  if  a  hog  should  become  diseased,  isolate  it  immedi- 
ately. Before  adopting  t bis  pUn  I  lost  a  great  many  hogs,  but  since  practicing  it  I  have 
lost  bat  very  few,  and  wb&t  f  did  lose  were  infected  from  hogs  lying  around  mclosures 
where  mine  were  confined..  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  rule  was  adopted 
by  farmers  generally,  thcat  'what  is  known  as  hog  cholera  would  almost  disappear. 

Quinsy,  I  think,  ia  the  a ^me  disease  as  that  which  afflicts  human  beings,  and  requires 
about  the  same  treatment.  Measles  never  kills  a  hog,  but  if  butchered  while  afflicted 
with  the  disease,  the  me^ti  jg  ^nfit  for  use.  .     ,        ^ 

In  sheep  no  disease  except  foot-rot  prevails,  and  that  only  occurs  in  low,  damp 
ground  or  by  stabling  iu  ^  Jamp,  unhealthy  shelter.  As  a  remedy,  the  sheep  should 
be  removed  to  high,  dry  ground  and  separated  from  the  well  ones.  Then  take  carbolic 
acid,  weaken  it  with  Wsttier.  and  inject  the  solution  into  the  feet  of  the  sheep  every 
other  day  until  a  cure  ia  effected,  which  usually  takes  from  six  to  ten  days. 

Chicken  cholera  prev^l  U  to  a  greater  extent  than  any  other  disease,  and  causes  more 
loss.  It  18  not  confined  to  chickens  alone,  but  aff«jcts  ducks,  geese,  and  turkeys  alike. 
^o  remedies  have  been  aincoverod  that  have  proved  of  any  benefit  I  think  good, 
clean,  healthy  apartnieu te,  with  plenty  of  nutritious  food  and  a  good  range,  will  greatly 
tend  to  prevent  the  diaease.  I  have  noticed  that  during  the  butchering  season  on  the 
farm  fowls  are  entirely  free  from  disease,  aild  I  would  infer  from  this  that  plenty  of 
meat  tends  to  preveat  many  of  the  maladies  to  which  they  are  subject. 

Mr.  W,  H.  Trobikqsr^  Whitesboroagh,  Tex.,  says :

Car  swiue  are  anec-ted  l>y  two  apparently  well-marked  diseases.  In  one  case  the 
bowels  are  very  muoli  rolaxied,  and  the  stomach  weak  and  anable  to  perform  its  func- 
tions. This  disease  is  C3.1]ed  hog  cholera.  It  can  be  cured,  and  will  yield  to  the  usual 
remedies  >f  taken  in  its  e ^rly  stages.

Among  horses,  we  have  all  the  old  diseases  known  to  farriers,  suoh  as  bolts.  <X'\ '. 
&c. ;  but  our  most  fatal  local  disease  is  known  as  blind  staggers.  An  aCt4iok-  of  rs  1 
disease,  on  an  average,  lasts  about  twelve  hours.  The  animals,  so  far  a^  my  ob<«>>ru- 
tion  enables  me  to  judge,  always  die  of  the  disease.  Boring  into  the  lower  part  of  t'# 
forehead,  between  the  eyes,  has  been  tried,  but  without  success.  All  other  re/i?'^.-?- 
have  alike  proved  abortive.  Spanish  fever ^also  prevails  at  times.  The  animal  b^^  i^\<t 
and  is  much  affected  in  the  loins;  lingers  sometimes  months  before  dyinf;.  Id  ni7» 
cases  the  disease  is  cured  by  bathing  the  loins  in  scrong  brine.  This  diseaM  i«  not  # 
common  as  formerly. 

We  have,  among  cattle,  the  common  diseases  known  as  bloody  and  dry  morniin.boii 
of  which  may  be  cured  by  purging  the  animal  with  rhubarb.  This  disease  proves  r<-r 
fatal  unless  attended  to  in  time,  say  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  att.ick.  w» 
have,  also,  what  is  known  as  Spanish  fever.  The  animal  is  taken  with  a  h\gi\  tfTpr  ;• 
much  affected  in  the  loins,  and  has  short  breathing.  Cored  by  using  a  strou);  tei  niv » 
of  Jamestown  weed,  either  of  the  seeds  or  leaves,  and  drenching  the  animal  wiia  1 
quart. 

We  have  had  cholera  here  recen  tly  among  onr  bogs.  It  is  a  thing  of  late  dat^^  witL  cv 
and  is  always  fatal,  as  no  cnre  has  as  yet  been  discovered.  We  also  have  amoni;  oar 
hogs  a  kind  of  lung  fever,  which  is  very  destructive.  It  makes  its  attack  like  S;>ift'  < 
fever  among  horses  and  cattle.  Some  cases  have  buen  cured  by  the  use  of  cal^«< 
and  arsenic. 

Among  fowls  we  also  have  what  is  known  as  cholera,  thongh  this  name  seems  to  V 
applied  to  all  diseases  among  chickens.  Alum,  copperas,  Slc,,  are  used  with  »*:^ 
effect.

The  only  animals  affected  with  diseases  in  this  connty  this  year,  or  for  several  y-'^^ 
past,  are  the  hogs.  The  disease  is  known  as  cholera,  and  has  this  year  carried  of?  at  \^^< 
one-half  the  hogs  in  the  county.  Young  pigs  are  generally  the  first  to  be  atta^kt^l.  .*  ' 
very  often  they  all  die.  Then  it  attacks  the  older  hogs,  and,  as  a  rule,  half  of  th^^ 
die — sometimes  more  and  sometimes  less. 

The  disease  does  not  act  the  same  in  every  case.  Some  of  them  are  sererely  i>'i''J  '- 
and  lose  their  appetites  and  refnse  to  eat.  Some  die  suddenly,  while  others  wxix  .1*  - 
for  weeks  moping  about  without  eating  anything.  Some  of  them  will  lose  a  ^hk:i-'* 
of  their  flesh,  which  falls  off  the  bones  while  they  are  yet  alive. 

Farmers  have  different  ways  of  treating  the  disease,  but  I  believe  there  is  do  *"'-^* 
after  the  malady  has  passed  a  certain  stage.  I  think  it  is  brought  on  by  worrn*^.  ^~  - 
therefore,  if  the  worms  could  be  kept  out  of  the  hogs  they  would  not  be  lial'le  to  'i' 
disease.  Salt  and  hickory  ashes,  with  sulphur  and  copperas,  will  be  found  ^oi^t  \tr^ 
ventives.  Anyone  who  wiU  find  a  sure  cure  or  preventive  will  deserve  the  ihiak^  *»i 
the  American  people.

The  way  to  prepare  the  uitxtcrt  11 
to  put  the  drugs  in  a  kettle,  add  two  or  three  gallons  of  water,  heal  ontil  the  iur<]i- "' 
is  dissolved,  then  make  bran  mash  with  the  water.  One  dose  a  week  is  sofficieot  to  i^'^f' 
hogs  in  a  healthy  condition ;  however,  last  fall  I  found  it  neceaaary  to  give  my  i^''^'- 
ing-hogs  a  feed  of  this  kind  every  day,  for  the  reason  that  some  of  them  sbownl (^^^'^ 
tinued  symptoms  of  disease.

Arve  any  of  the  various  forms  of  anthrax  plainly  developed  in  swine  since  I  have  lived 
n  Kansas  (nearly  five  yean).  Excloding  anthrax  diseases,  and  disorders  caused  by 
Dtestinal  wormsy  I  have  said  that  dtsMMM  (more  than  one)  are  called  hog  cholera,  be^ 
ause  the  ^mptoms  of  disease,  and  especially  the  morbid  changes  fonud  at  thepos^ 
futrtem  examinations,  differ  so  much  in  different  patients  as  to  make  it  impossible  to 
issign  them  all  to  one  and  the  same  disease.  Still,  as  the  mtirbid  prooesB  is  esaentially 
he  same  ia  every  case,  and  the  differences  presented  are  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that 
he  seat  of  the  disease  is  sometimes  in  one  orcan.  or  set  of  organs,  and  sometimes  in 
tfiother,  the  diseases  may  be  considered  as  cuweiy  related  to  each  other,  and,  from  a 
iractical  standpoint,  it  may  be  advisable  to  treat  the  same  as  members  of  one  family, 
ir  as  different  forms  of  one  and  the  same  morbid  process. 

Thk  natubm  of  the  DiBKAflKS. — ^lu  a  majority  of  cases  the  morbid  process  presents 
tbelf  as  a  oatarrhal-rhenmatio,  and  in  othm  as  a  gastric-rheamatic,  or  bilions-rhen* 
oatic  inflammation,  and  exhibits  always,  more  or  less  plainly,  a  decidedly  typhoid 
baraeter.  As  a  catarrhal-rheumatio  inflammation  it  has  its  principal  seat  in  the  mu- 
oos  membranes  of  the  respiratory  passages,  in  the  substance  of  the  lungs,  in  the  pul- 
aonal  pleura,  or  serous  membrane  coa|ing  the  external  surface  of  the  lobes  of  the  lung^ 
n  the  costal  pleura,  or  serous  lining  of  the  internal  surface  of  the  chest,  in  the  di»* 
»hragm,  and  in  the  pericafdiura  or  serous  sac  inclosing  the  heart.  As  a  gastric-rhen- 
uatic  inflammation  the  {ffincipal  seat  of  the  disease  is  found  in  the  abdominal  cavity, 
Mit  especially  in  the  liver,  in  the  ^>leen,  in  the  laige  and  small  intestines,  in  the  kid* 
lejH  and  ureters,  and  in  the  peritoneum  or  serous  membrane  lining  the  interior  snrfaoe 
»f  the  abdominal  cavity,  and  constituting  the  external  coat  of  most  of  the  organs  sit- 
isted  in  that  part  of  the  body.  The  name  of  *'  hog  cholera,''  therefore,  as  has  men  said 
lefore,  is,  in  more  than  one  respect,  an  ill-chosen  one.  It  should  be  abolished  at  once, 
^nd  a  more  appropriate  one  should  take  its  place.  As  such  an  one  I  have  proposed 
Epizootic  influbkza  of  swinb,''  for  two  reasons : 

Fiivt,  the  disease  bears,  in  all  its  morbid  features,  and  especially  in  the  diversity  of 
ts  forms,  produced  by  the  differences  of  the  parts  or  organs  which  in  different  animals 
«come  the  seat  of  the  morbid  process,  a  striking,  resemblance  to  the  yet  well-remem* 
tered  epizootic  influenza  of  horses,  whicU{  a  few  years  ago,  swept  the  whole  country 
rom  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Still  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying  that 
he  epizootic  influenza  of  swine  is  identical  with  the  epizootic  influenza  of  horses, 
rhe  resemblance,  besides  the  epizootic  spreading  and  the  typhoid  character,  is  limited 
o  the  symptoms  and  to  the  morbid  changes.  An  important  difference  is  presented  by 
be  greater  malignancy  of  the  disease  of  swine. 

S^ndly,  a  name  derived  from  a  conspicuous  or  characteristic  symptom,  or  from  an 
mportaot  and  constant  morbid  change — plenro*pneumonia  of  swine,  for  instance— 
night  be  more  convenient  if  the  main  seat  of  the  morbid  process  were  always  in  the 
tings  and  the  pleura,  or  invariably  the  same  in  every  patient ;  but,  as  the  seat  of  the 
lisease  is  not  limited  to  the  respiratory  apparatus,  but  is  also  frequently  formed  in  the 
»arts  and  organs  situated  in  the  abdominal  cavity,  and  sometimes  even  in  the  centers 
'f  the  nervous  system,  a  name  should  be  chosen  oomprehensive  enough  to  cover  all  the 
liferent  forms  in  which  the  disease  is  able  to  make  its  appearance,  and,  at  the  same 
ime,  sufficiently  distinct  to  prevent  diagnostic  confusion.  Epizootic  influenza  of  swine 
('ill,  I  think,  answer  the  purpose. 

Symptoms  and  morbid  ciiakges. — As  the  morbid  process  has  its  seat  in  various 
karts  or  organs  of  the  animal  body,  the  disease  presents  itself  in  diffdrent  forms  and 
uanifests  itself  by  different  symptoms,  so  that,  at  any  rate,  besides  other  oomplica- 
ions,  two  principal  and  two  subordinate  forms  or  varieties  must  be  discriminated. 

1.  Tiflc  CATARKHALrBHBDMATio  FORM. — ^This  is  the  most  ftoqueut  of  the  t WO  principal 
orms.  The  morbid  process  has  its  main  seat  in  the  respiratory  organs ;  the  disease 
)resent8  the  features  of  a  respiratory  disorder,  and  either  the  catarrhal  or  the  rheu- 
natic  character  predominates,  or  both  are  equally  developed.  If  the  latter  is  the  case, 
:he  whole  respiratory  apparatus  may  be  found  diseased.  If  the  catarrhal  character  is 
be  one  most  developed,  the  principal  seat  of  the  disease  will  be  found  in  the  larynx, 
Q  the  windpipe,  in  the  bronchial  tubes,  and,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  in  the  sub- 
tance  of  the  lungs.  If  the  rheumatic  form  is  the  predominating  one,  toe  principal 
oorbid  changes  occur  in  the  serous  membranes  of  the  chest  (the  costal  and  polmonal 
)leQra  and  the  pericardium),  and  also  to  some  extent  in  the  tissue  of  the  lunss.  In

Pigs  smeared  all  over  with  grease  or  fish-oil,  for  the  purpose  of  killing  lice, 
ied  within  a  week,  and  showed  the  same  symptoms. 

The  office  of  the  skin,  at  least  as  far  as  the  processes  of  elimination  and  absorption  are 
>Dcemed,  bears  also  a  very  close  relation  to  the  functions  of  the  diverse  serous  and 
lacoua  membranes.  It  is  true  if  the  skin  is  disqualified  to  perform  its  allotted  duties  or 
'  its  functions  are  interrupted  by  some  means,  the  same  will  be  performed  partially  but 
artially  only  by  those  oigans  named  the  longs,  the  kidneys,  and  the  serous  and  mucous 
lembranes  in  general.  These  orsana,  in  such  a  case,  have  to  make  extraordinary  efforts  if 
Eie  equilibrium  in  the  orj^anic  change  of  matter,  so  indisfiensable  to  the  preservation 
f  health,  ia  to  be  maintained  only  approximately.  To  maintain  a  jierfect  equilibrium 
\  impoeaible,  for  these  organs,  as  I  have  said,  can,  in  addition  to  their  own  duties,  only 
artially  perform  the  functions  of  the  skin ;  certain  parts  of  wasted  material  wiU  not 
e  discharged,  but  will  remain  in  the  organism.  The  lun^^,  the  kidneya,  and  the  serous 
nd  mocons  membranes,  if  I  may  use  The  expression,  will  be  overburdened,  and  the 
onseqaence  will  be  that  just  those  organs  thus  weakened  will  be  the  first  ones  that 
econae  diseased,  or  have  to  sufier  from  over  exertion,  and  from  the  injurious  effects 
ecessarily  produced  by  a  retention  of  wasted  matter  in  the  organism,  and  also  by  a  con- 
^nt  lofls  oiorganic  compnounds  that  cannot  be  spared.  That  such  loss  is  taking;  place  has 
sen  proven  by  the  experiments  of  Professor  Gerlach,  which  shows  that  the  unne  in  such 
caoe  carries  off  albumen.  Further,  that  an  intermptiou  of  the  perspiration  most 
ecessarily  produce  a  disturbance  in  the  circulation  ot  the  blood,  which  results  in  an 
(traordinary  flow  of  blOod  to  those  organs — ^lungs,  kidneys,  dec— burdened  with 
icreaeed  activity,  and  oonstitntes  in  that  way  a  cause  of  oon^^tion  and  sabaequent 
ifiammation,  is  too  evident  to  need  any  further  explanation. 

The  perspiration  can  be  interrupted,  or,  in  other  words,  the  skin  can  be  disqualified 
>  perform  its  functions  by  several  means :  for  instance,  by  a  disturbance  or  a  partial 
itermption  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood  in  the  capillary  vessels;  by  congestion  and 
ifiammation ;  by  any  degeneration  or  morbid  change  of  Its  tissue,  or  of  a  part  of  its 
ssue ;  by  a  closing  of  its  pores  in  a  mechanical  way,  &o.  This  granted,  it  remains 
)  be  ascertained  if  those  pigs  and  hogs  which  are,  or  have  been,  affected  with  the 
pizootic  infiaenza  of  swine  (erroneooaly  called  hog-cholera)  have  been  subjected  to 
De  or  more  of  those  Just  named  infinences  or  agencies  able  to  cause  an  interruption 
r  partial  oessation  of  the  activity  of  the  skin  (perceptible  and  imperceptible  perspira- 
on).  Taking  the  facts  just  as  they  have  presented  themselves,  that  question  must 
e  answered  in  the  affirmative.  My  investigations  and  my  inqairies  liave  convinced 
le  that  in  all  those  pigs  or  hogs  which  have  suffered  from  or  died  of  that  disease, 
De  or  more  of  those  causes  have  been  at  work,  as  I  shall  endeavor  to  show. 

1.  All  animals  affected  with  the  epizootic  influenza — at  any  rate  all  those  which  I 
ave  seen,  and  I  have  seen  a  large  number— were  very  loosy.  Lice  irritate  the  skin, 
eep  it  in  a  semi-inflamed  condition,  cause  swelling,  and,  finally,  a  gradual  degenera- 
ion  of  its  external  layer — ^beyond  a  doubt  constitute  to  some  extent  a  disturbance  of 
ormal  perspiration. 

2.  All  the  hogs  and  pigs  which  had  contracted  the  disease  had  been  exposed  night 
nd  day  to  all  the  sudden  changes  of  temperature  and  weather  so  frequent  in  the 
Testern  States.  Some  of  the  animals  had  been  kept  in  small,  wet,  and  dirty  yards  and 
scloenres,  without  a  roof  to  protect  them  ;  they  had  to  suffer  during  the  day  from  the 
ays  of  the  sun,  and  from  the  heat  which  naturally  accumulates  in  a  small  space  or  lot 
railed  in  by  a  tight  fence,  and  which  is  constantly  increased  by  the  decomposition 
f  wet  manure  and  other  organic  substances.  During  the  night  the  same  were  exposed 
o  the  chilling  infiiience  of  the  cold  night  air,  and  the  frequently  very  heavy  aews, 
lot  to  mention  the  effect  of  severe  rains  and  thunder-storms.  Further,  after  each  rain 
he  animals  thus  kept  had  a  chance  to  get  the  entire  body  covered  with  mud  and  the 
K>res  of  the  skin  thoroughly  closed ;  but  an  opportunity  to  get  rid  of  the  dirt  by  taking 
i  bath  was  never  ^ven.  Such  influences,  evidently,  are  very  apt  to  cause  irregulari- 
ies  in  the  circulation  of  the  blood  in  the  capillary  vessels  of  tiie  skin,  and  an  inter- 
option  of  the  perspiration.  Other  animals  have  been  kept  in  comparatively  large 
lerds,  and  have  been  allowed  to  run  at  large  in  a  barn-yard,  in  a  ao-called  hog-lot,  in 
he  woods,  dec.  These,  too,  were  exposed  more  or  less  to  the  burning  rays  of  the  sun 
luring  the  day,  and  at  night,  in  most  cases,  they  found  shelter  under  a  corn-crib,  under 
in  old  stable,  or  an  old  bam— at  any  rate  in  the  closest  and  dirtiest  places,  where  they 
acked  room,  and  where  they  often  crowded  on  top  of  each  other  when  retiring  to 
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sleep.  As  a  coDsequeDce  the  animalB  became  heated,  and,  peiBpiring,  as  tbqr  Mi  tbar 
lair  in  the  momiDg  took  cold  on  coming  in  contact  with  the  chilled  atmwphoe.  i 
andden  cooling,  however,  or  a  sodden  reduction  of  the  temperature  of  tlis  wsfut 
of  the  body  is  apt  to  effect  a  contraction  of  the  capillary  veaaela  of  the  skin,  hence  » 
diminished  sopply  of  blood,  and,  in  consequence,  a  decrease  or  partial  intermptM  at 
the  functions  of  the  skin.  * 

The  animals,  thus  suddenly  cooled  by  the  morning  air  and  the  wet  dew,  beeoox.  a 
the  course  of  the  forenoon,  sgain  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  sno  and  the  beat  of  th^ 
day,  which  induces  them  to  go  to  the  first  pool  of  water,  if  one  is  accessible,  to  tsb 
a  bath.  This  is  all  right  and  well  enough,  because  in  the  summer  a  bog  shoohl  hsr? 
access  to  water  and  an  opportunity  to  take  a  bath  as  often  as  it  desires.  In  all  duk 
places,  however,  in  which  the  disease  had  made  its  appearance,  I  Ibnnd  the  vaisi^ 
which  the  hogs  had  access  almost  invariably  so  shallow  and  of  mieh  a  limited  qiue- 
tity  that  the  bathing  and  wallowing  of  one  or  more  animals  was  sufficient  to  coBTvn 
the  same  into  sticky,  semi-fluid  mud.  Consequently,  if  the  herd  was  a  large  one  \mi 
a  very  few  animals— and  those  invariably  the  stronger  and  most  aetive  ones— had  aov 
and  then  a  chance  to  find  clear  water,  and  to  reap  real  benefit  from  taking  a  Inti 
All  others,  especially  the  younger  and  smaller  animals,  were  compelled  to  wait  sLt) 
the  first  comers  were  through  with  their  bathing  and  had  changed  the  water  to  n^id: 
the  fom  er,  therefore,  had  scarcely  ever  an  opportunity  to  clean  tbeaoselves  from  t^ 
mud  of  the  preceding  day,  and  to  open  the  pores  of  their  skin  by  taking  a  bsUi  a 
clean  water.  If  they  wished  to  take  a  little  cooling  they  had  to  be  satisfied  with  taki!3[ 
a  mud-bath,  and  as  every  new  bath  was  a  mud-bath  again  the  pores  of  the  skin,  iorteat 
of  being  opened,  became  closed  more  and  more  effectually  from  d«y  to  day,  nnfel  fistltj 
the  perspiration  was  thoroughly  interrupted,  and  disease  made  its  appearanee  as  db 
natural  result. 

It  is  different  where  the  herd  is  a  small  one,  for  then  nearly  every  animal  will  »ev 
times  have  a  chance  to  open  the  pores  of  its  skin  in  tolerably  clear  water,  aad  the 
perspiration  will  not  be  seriously  interrupted.  That  these  deductiona  most  be  ronvet 
18  proved  by  the  fact  that  in  every  lurge  nerd  nearly  all  tb^  younger  aad  weaker  »}• 
mals  (shoats)  have  become  a  prev  to  the  disease,  while  the  laiger  or  atronger  and  man 
active  animals,  which  are  usually  the  first  ones  to  go  to  the  water  in  the  morsic; 
while  it  is  measurably  clear,  have  either  remained  exempt  or  have  contracted  the  di^ 
ease  in  a  mild  form,  and  have  mostlv  recovered.  Finally,  small  herda  have  either  8aff<n4 
iiewer  losses,  have  been  less  severely  attacked,  or  have  remained  exempted  altocetWr. 
The  ii^urions  effect  produo«d  upon  the  system  of  the  animal  by  the  mnddy  and  filtlf 
condition  of  the  water,  which  most  animals  so  situated  have  been  compelled  to  diisl 
will  be  explained  hereafter. 

2.  AgencieB  and  itiflumces  wkieh  inierfare  directly  wtfft  ike  proceee  of  ftresfUaf.— IVer. 
too,  as  already  indicated,  are  of  different  nature.  When  I  first  oommeoosd  my  ion*- 
tigation  it  struck  me  that  all  those  swine — pigs,  shoats,  and  grown  hogs  of  every  le^ 
and  description — which  run  at  large  in  the  streets  and  thoroughfares  of  Kansas  Citf. 
Westport,  Independence,  Lexington,  and  other  towns  and  villages,  and  lead  the  moA 
independent  life  possible,  but  do  not  congregate — go  home  in  tne  eTeniog,  and  be!«; 
to  persons  who  own  but  one,  two,  and  may  oe  three  animals ;  as  also  all  those  sviy 
which  are  kept  by  themselves,  either  one  by  one  or  only  a  few  together ;  and,  fiaaitr 
all  those  which  are  kept  in  comparatively  small  herds  in  nastures,  orchards,  or  vi«di 
•coated  everywhere  with  grass  and  perfectly  destitute  of  dusty,  bare  groiind  and  «Id 
manure-heaps,  are  and  have  been,  with  rare  exceptions,  perfectly  healtny.  I  tav  v.tb 
**  rare  exceptions,"  for  it  has  been  reported  to  me  that  a  few  of  those  swine  raoiLn^ 
at  large  in  the  streets  have  died,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  the  caoKa  d 
their  death. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  herds  which  have  been  kept  in  yards,  paatures,  fields,  d:  * 
oonsisting  partially  or  wholly  of  bare,  dusty  ground,  or  containing  heaps  and  arciwa- 
lations  of  old  manure,  have  and  are  suffering  severelv,  and  the  more  according  to  tke 
size  of  the  herd  and  the  worse  the  dust  of  soil  and  old  nuuinre.    In  large  hentt.  era- 
posed  of  one  hundred  head  or  moie,  the  mortality  has  been  as  bi^  as  from  TOtvl** 
per  cent. ;  in  smaller  herds  from  25  to  60  per  cent.,  and  where  only  a  few  aniawli  verr 
kept  together,  aLd  consequently  each  animal  was  only  compelled  to  inhale  the  dorf 
kicked  up  by  itself  and  occasionally  by  one  or  two  others,  the  mortality  has  beeo  toa- 
paratively  low — has  seldom  exceeded  10  per  cent.,  or  fatal  cases  have  not  occurred  »t 
all.    Further,  in  all  those  cases  in  which  the  hogs  or  pigs  had  been  compelled  lo  mhak 
with  nearly  every  breath  a  large  quantity  of  soil  and  mannies,  ground  to  powder  bf 
lolling,  tramping,  and  the  rays  of  the  sun,  all  the  poBt-martem  examinatioes  nv«sbd 
as  principal  morbid  changes  a  morbid  affection  of  the  eyes,  inflammatioD  of  thsrapns- 
tory  passages  (throat,  windpipe,  bronchial  tubes),  hepatization  of  the  lungs  ia  vinm* 
stages  of  development,  and,  in  some  cases,  even  tubercles  or  a  few  amall  atessBM  a 
the  pulmonal  tissue,  while  the  serous  membranes  (costal  and  pnlmoaal  plswa.  ff> 
cardium,  and  peritoneum)  presented  a  comparatively  healthy  eonditise,  steipt  •■ 
those  cases  in  which  the  causes  described  in  subdivision  I  had  been  aettatf  lagK^

rith  ihoee  under  diBcaasion.  If  these  facta  are  duly  taken  into  consideration,  scaroely 
uj  doabt  can  remain  as  to  the  constant  inhalation  of  powdered  soil  and  manure  con- 
tituting  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  the  epizootic  influenza  of  swine. 

As  another  noxious  influence  tending  to  interfere  with  the  process  of  respiration,  or 
ijaring  the  respiratory  organs,  may  be  considered  the  gases  or  effluvia  emanating  ttovet 
Id  decomposing  manure  heaps  and  from  dirty  and  filthy  pig-sties  and  hog-yards.    Still,. 

must  look  upon  them  as  something  of  subordinate  importance— not  per  w,  but  com- 
ared  with  the  more  substantial  agencies — and,  therefore,  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
Dter  into  further  details.  ;^ll 

3.  Causes  which  weaken  the  otmstituHonf  produce  predisposiiian,  and  develop  or  promote  iks 
fphoid  character  of  the  disease, — ^As  suon  have  to  be  mentioned :  1.  Foul  and  impure 
rater  for  drinking.  As  a  general  rule,  hogs  are  usually  compelled  to  drink  either  out 
f  a  dirty  trough,  if  confined  in  a  sty,  or  from  muddy  pools  and  wallows^  if  kept  ia 
sstnre,  dtc^  and,  therefore,  are  frec^uently  obliged  to  drink  water  that  is  not  only 
mddy  and  impure,  but  even  stinking  and  full  of  decomposing  organic  substances, 
bat  snch  water  is  apt  to  develop  microscopic  animal  and  vegetable  growth,  is  often 
ihabited  by  the  brood  or  the  lavie  of  various  species  of  intestinal  worms,  and  thua 
repared  to  convey  numerous  germs  and  causes  of  disease  to  the  animal  organism — 
laybe  more  than  are  introduced  in  any  other  way — is  a  well  known  fact,  and  doea 
ot  need  any  explanation.  2.  The  filth  and  manure  that  is  consumed  with  the  food. 
'n  almost  every  Western  farm  (at  any  rate  on  all  those  on  which  I  found  the  disease) 
be  swine  are  fed  with  com  in  the  ear ;  the  ears  of  com  are  thrown  into  the  pig-sty, 
ard,  or  feeding-lot,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  always  in  a  place  full  of  manure  and  dirt, 
ither  wet  or  dry.  As  a  consequence,  the  animals  can  scarcely  pick  up  a  kernel  of  com 
bst  is  not  soiled  with  filth,  and  are  obliged  to  consume  a  great  deal  of  nastiness.  That 
ach  wholesale  consumption  of  filth  and  excrements  must  finally  undermine  the  con- 
:itation  of  even  the  healthiest  animal,  and  must  give  to  any  disease  that  may  happea 
>  exist  or  to  appear  a  typhoid  character,  is  self-evident.  3.  On  a  great  many  farms  in 
le  West  the  corn-cribs  are  either  insufficiently  covered  or  not  covered  at  all,  and,  as 
consequence,  a  great  deal  of  the  com  fed  in  the  sprine  and  during  the  summer  ia 
loldy  and  rotten.  Moldy  com  does  not  constitute  heiQthy  food ;  on  the  contrary, 
;  is  poisonous  if  consumed  in  large  quantities :  at  any  rate,  it  weakens  the  constitution, 
romotes  and  produces  disease,  especially  of  toe  respiratory  organs  and  of  the  kidneys, 
Dd  is  well  calculated  to  f^ive  any  disease  a  decidedlv  typhoid  character.  4.  One  very 
smmon  mistake  in  feeding  may  also  be  mentionea  as  perhaps  not  entirely  without 
ifluence.  I  refer  to  the  practice  of  feeding  nothing  bat  com.  It  may  suffice,  how- 
ver,  to  say  that  com  does  not  contain  in  a  due  proportion  all  the  elements  necessary 
)  the  growth  and  development  of  an  animal ;  it  is  destitute  of  some  and  oontaina 
thers  in  too  small  a  proportion.  Hence  a  variety  of  food  is  Just  as  necessary  to  a  hog 
9  to  any  other  animal,  if  health  and  vigor  are  to  be  preserved.  To  enter  into  particu* 
m  would  lead  too  far. 

One  may  ask,  if  the  causes  of  the  disease  are  of  such  an  ordinarv  character,  how 
an  it  be  possible  that  it  has  become  such  an  extensive  epizooty  t  The  answer  is  not 
ifficult.  A  satisfactory  explanation  can  be  given.  1.  Notwithstanding;  the  most  dili- 
ent  search  and  patient  inquiry,  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  injurious  infiu- 
nces  or  agencies,  in  addition  to  those  enumerated,  that  have  acted  upon  all  of  the 
iseased  animals,  or  upon  a  lai^e  number  of  the  same,  which  can  be  taken  into  con- 
deration  as  possible  causes.  2.  The  treatment  or  keeping  of  swine  is  essentially  the 
ime  almost  everywhere  in  all  the  Western  States.  The  canses  mentioned  are,  Uiere- 
>re,  sufficiently  discriminated  or  general  enough  to  produce  an  epizootic.  A  great 
lany  farmers,  who  are  frequently  careless  enoush  in  the  treatment  of  even  their  horses 
nd  cattle,  usually  think  that  a  hog  is  but  a  '*  hog,  '^  and  it  can  get  along  with  '*hog- 
ish^'  treatment — that  it  delights  in  nastiness,  filtn,  and  dirt  of  every  description,  and 
oes  not  need  a  dry,  comfortable,  and  clean  resting-place  during  the  night,  clean  and 
3aDd  food,  clean  and  fresh  water  for  drinking  and  bathing,  nor  shade  and  shelter 
gainst  the  burning  rays  of  a  Western  sun,  agaiust  wet  and  coul  and  the  sudden  changes 
f  weather  and  temperatnre  in  general.  But  they  are  very  much  mistaken;  there  is 
robably  no  animal  which  repays  good  care  and  rational  treatment  more  than  the  hog, 
til],  if  nature  had  not  endowed  the  same  with  such  an  excellent  constitution,  pork 
light  have  become,  before  this,  a  very  rare  article. 

^me  one  may  say,  "  If  the  principal  causes  of  the  disease  have  their  source  in  the 
lanner  in  which  the  swine  are  raised,  kept,  and  provided  for,  which  does  not  diifer 
KMentially  from  former  years,  how  does  it  happen,  or  huw  can  it  be  explained,  that 
he  disease  made  its  appearance  as  an  epizooty  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  not  before  f" 
S'bile  the  country  was  new  hogs  were  not  so  numerous  as  now,  or  at  any  rate  were  not 
ept  in  such  larse  herds;  pig-sties,  hog-lots,  and  swine-pastures  contained  not  so  much 
cciuunlated  filth  and  manure,  nur  so  many  bare  and  dusty  places  as  they  do  now.  In 
he  course  of  many  years  the  excrements  and  other  decomposing  organic  substances 
ave  not  only  accumulated  on  the  surface  of  the  premises  where  hogs  are  kept,  but 
be  ground  and  water  have  also  become  impregnated  with  the  same.

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aistakes  made  are  not  committed  by  a  few  farmers  and  hoff-raiserB,but  by  a  ^at  many, 
f  thoae  who  lind  themaelves  ^ilty  of  having  negleoted  their  hogs,  or  of  having  treated 
hem  in  **  hoggish  fashion,''  will  accept  what  I  have  said  in  the  same  spirit  in  which  it 
9  gi^on,  and  &l]ow  my  advice,  they  will  have  no  cause  to  regret  it. 

Treatment.— The  treatment  may  be  divided  into  two  parts :  a  hygienic  and  a  medical, 
"he  former,  which  includes  a  removing  of  the  causes,  is  in  this,  like  in  most  other  causes, 
f  the  very  greatest  importance.  If  the  causes  are  promptly  removed,  a  gcaat  many  sick 
IX  imals  not  already  too  far  gone  maybe  saved.  If  the  same  are  not,  the  very  best  medical 
reatment  will  be  of  little  avail.  The  sick  animals  must  be  separated  ttom  the  herd, 
iinst  be  provided  with  a  clean  and  dry  resting-place,  must  have  pure  air  to  breathe, 
lean  wa^r  to  drink,  and  healthy,  clean,  and  easily-digestible  fooa  to  eat. 

As  to  the  medical  nart  of  the  treatment :  I  wonld  recommend  giving  to  each  patient 
t  the  beginning  of  tne  disease  a  good  emetic,  composed  either  of  pow<&red  white  hells- 
ore  (rcrahrum  album)  or  of  tartar*emetic,  in  a  dose  of  about  one  grain  for  each  month 
he  sick  animal  is  old,  provided  the  latter  is  of  good  average  size.  The  larsjest  dose  to  be 
Iven  a  fall-grown  annual  should  not  exceed  fifteen  or  mxteen  grains.  The  emetic  is 
•est  administered  by  mixing  the  same  with  a  piece  of  boiled  potato,  or,  if  the  hellebore 
which  I  prefer)  is  chosen,  by  strewing  the  powder  on  the  surface  of  a  small  qaaatitj 
f  milk,  as  neither  boiled  potato  nor  milk  will  be  refused  by  any  hog  unless  the  ani- 
sal  is  very  sick,  and  in  that  case  it  will  be  too  late  to  make  use  of  an  emetic.  After 
he  desired  action  has  been  produced  the  animal  will  appear  to  be  very  sick,  and  will 
ry  to  hide  itself  in  a  dark  comer ;  but  two  or  three  hours  later  it  will  make  its  appear- 
Qce  aeain,  and  will  be  willing  to  take  a  little  choice  food,  such  as  a  few  boiled  pota- 
oes,  alittle  milk,  Sec,  At  this  time  it  will  be  advisable  to  again  give  a  small  dose  of 
ledicine,  either  a  few  grains  (two  or  three  to  a  fuU-j^wn  animal  and  to  a  pi^  In  propor- 
ion )  of  tartar-emetic  or  of  calomel.  Mix  with  a  piece  of  boiled  potato,  or,  if  the  symp- 
oms  should  not  have  returned,  mix  with  a  small  pinch  of  four  and  a  few  drops  of  water 
sufficient  to  make  a  stiff  dough)  and  form  into  small  round  pills.  I  wish  to  remark 
ere  that  a  sick  hog  should  not  be  drenched  with  medicine  under  any  circumstances, 
or  a  drench,  given  by  force,  Is  very  apt  to  pass  down  the  windpipe  into  the  lungs  as 
(x>n  as  the  animal  squeals,  and  frequently  causes  instant  deatn.  The  tartar-emetio 
las  to  be  chosen  if  the  disease  has  its  principal  seat  in  the  respiratory  organs  or  pre- 
ents  itself  in  its  catarrhal-rhenmatic  form,  and  the  calomel  deserves  i^referenoe  if  the 
astric  or  bilious-rheumatic  form  is  prevailing,  but  especially  if  the  liver  is  seriou^y 
ifected.  Either  medicine  may  be  given  in  such  small  doses  as  mentioned  three  times 
day  for  several  days  in  suc<cession,  or  until  a  change  for  the  better  becomes  apparent, 
t  is  also  advisable,  particularly  if  the  disease  exhibits  a  very  typhoid  character,  to 
lOw  and  then  mix  for  each  animal  a  few  drops  of  carbolic  acid  with  the  water  for 
finking  or  with  the  slops.  Convalescent  animals,  which  have  become  very  weak  and 
maciated,  will  be  benefited  by  giving  them  once  a  day  from  a  few  grains  to  half  a 
rachm  of  sulphate  of  iron  (copperas)  mixed  with  their  food,  but  the  use  of  iron  must 
e  discontinued  if  the  patients  become  constipated  or  if  the  excrements  turn  black, 
'hose  convalescents  in  which  the  lungs  have  become  hepatized  to  a  considerable  ex- 
cnt  may  receive  repeatedly  small  doses  of  carbonate  of  potash  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
noting  the  absorption  of  the  exudations  deposited  in  the  tissue  of  the  lungs.  The 
ize  of  the  dose  of  carbonate  of  potash,  as  well  as  of  iron,  depends  upon  the  size  and 
be  age  of  the  animal. 

A  local  or  external  treatment  is  also  of  considerable  importance.  A  good  counter- 
rritant,  or  blister  composed  of  cantharides,  or  Spanish  tlies,  and  oil,  made  by  boiling 
ne  ounce  of  the  former  and  four  ounces  of  the  latter  for  half  an  hour  over  a  moderate 
re,  or  for  one  hour  in  a  water- bath,  should  be  applied  on  both  sides  the  chest  in  all 
neh  cases  in  which  the  organs  situated  in  that  cavity  are  seriously  affected.  Such  a 
onuter-irritant  has  usually  a  very  beneficial  result.  In  most  cases  one  application  will 
rove  snfficient  to  relieve  the  animal  to  a  considerable  extent,  provided  the  oil  is 
horoughly  rubbed  in  before  the  disease  has  made  too  much  headway,  or  before  the 
itality  of  the  organism  has  been  destroyed.  If  the  effect  of  the  fly-blister  proves  in- 
iifiicient  it  may  be  applied  again  the  next  day,  but  if  the  same  produces  no  effect  at 
11  it  may  be  taken  as  an  indication  that  the  animal  is  going  to  die,  and  that  any  fur- 
lier  treatment  will  prove  of  no  avail.  Fontonels  and  seatons  have  really  the  same 
fiect  as  a  fly-blister,  but  they  act  slower,  are  less  reliable,  and  may  otherwise  cause 
amage,  especially  if  the  tvphoid  character  of  the  disease  is  very  much  developed,  by 
reakening  unnecessarily  the  constitution  of  the  patient. 

lu  conclusion,!  will  mention  that  epizootic  influenza  of  swine,  or  so-called  hog-chol- 
ra,  is  not  a  new  disease,  nor  peculiar  to  our  country,  as  people  seem  to  believe.  It  has 
•een  known  in  Europe  for  many  years.  Professor  Spinola  gives  a  description  of  an  ep- 
zootic  '^  pleuro-peri pneumonia,^*  corresponding  almost  exactly  to  the  catarrhal- rheu- 
natic  form  of  epizootic  influenza  of  swine,  in  his ''Die  Krankheiten  der  Schweine^' 
Diseases  of  Swine),  Berlin,  1642,  page  H2  et  seq.  Another  brief  description  will  be 
ound  in  the  Austrian  "  Vierteljahresschrift  fuer  wissenschaftliche  Veterinaerkunde*' 
Quarterly  for  Scientific  Veterinary  Science),  Vienna,  1870,  vol.  xxxiii,part  2,  page  137, 
opied  from  "  II  Medico  Veterinario,"  1869,  page  529. 
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Prof.  E.  F.  Ripley,  Y.  S.,  Portland,  Gnmberland  Ck>imty,  Maine,  ays: 

In  regard  to  the  diseaaea  of  farm  animala  I  am  happy  to  inform  joa  thai  ▼«  baT« 
had  no  epizootic  maladies  the  past  two  years.  I  have  had  qoite  a  nomber  of  cma  ^ 
pneomonia  (of  a  low  typhoid  character)  among  horses,  bat  the  nujority  of  the  aniiuk 
recovered.  I  treated  tnem  with  stimnlants,  carbonate  of  ammonia,  camphsr,  tt! 
capsicnm.  Occasionally  I  have  a  case  that  will  bear  a  sedative.  To  some  aMatta 
with  extreme  nervous  prostration  I  save  assafetida  and  ergot.  I  have  sneoeMfsLf 
treated  fifty-odd  cases  of  spinal  and  cerebro-spinal  meninfittSy  mostly  the  iarsf. 
where  there  were  no  brain  complications.  Treatment,  one-naif  oonce  of  tikm^":^* 
drachms  of  carbonate  of  ammonia  in  bolos,  followed  with  extract  of  belladooiiA  asd 
ergot  and  bromide  of  potassium.  Some  I  treated  with  stimalanta,  applied  mxMSiMxii* 
the  spine,  and  supported  those  with  slings  that  were  not  able  to  rise  without  fadp.  i 
treated  six  others  (more  severe  cases,  some  of  them  down  and  nnable  to  stand'  ib: 
died.  I  have  treated  twenty  horses  suffering  with  pupa  homeragicu.  I  gave  tka 
chloride  of  potassium,  iron,  quinine,  and  matico,  mixed  with  one  eallon  of  milk  wi 
six  eggs,  administered  once  a  day.  Most  of  them  would  drink  with  avidity  W;± 
an  abundance  of  pure  air  and  good  nursing  they  soon  recovered.  We  have  man  m 
less  sore  throat  here  among  horses  during  uie  fall  and  spring  seasons.  Some  negkctru 
cases  run  into  glanders. 

Diseases  among  horned-cattle  increase  as  the  country  grows  older.  Mace  espeeuT' 
is  this  the  case  among  milch-cows.  Puerperal  fever  is  the  most  common  disesae  aat-c: 
this  class  of  stock,  and  proved  fatal  in  more  than  half  the  cases  reported.  Sone  ecvi 
die  within  an  hour  after  the  first  symptoms  of  the  disease  are  observable.  I  taoom^; 
treated  six  cases  this  season  by  givmg  one  pound  of  sulphate  of  magnesia,  t««7 
dro]^  of  croton  oil,  two  drachms  of  Jamaica  ginger,  in  uiree  pints  of  warn  wMr: 
Their  milk  and  urine  should  be  drawn,  and  mustard  applied  to  the  apine.  If  iDjeetn  .« 
of  physic  do  not  act  in  six  hours  give  half-pound  doses  of  magnesia  and  f^gere^en 
six  nours  until  the  bowels  move.  Within  two  hours  from  the  firsfC  cathartic  give  n  • 
ounces  of  spirits  of  nitre  and  four  ounces  of  acetate  of  ammonia.  Repeat  everr  ea 
hours  until  the  animal  is  able  to  rise.  I  have  had  many  cases  of  congestive  fervn  •' 
cows  and  oxen,  most  of  which  have  recovered.  I  give  one  pound  sulphate  of  nu 
nesia,  two  drachms  ginger,  and  one  drachm  tincture  of  aconite.  If  ^e  boveh  vf 
constipated,  after  the  fever  subsides,  I  give  half-drachm  doses  of  nnx  vomica. 

I  have  successfully  treated  a  few  cases  of  eutritic  fever  in  swine  with  calooel  k^ 
muriate  of  ammonia,  alternated  with  belladonna. 

Mr.  S.  n.  Logan,  Greensburg,  Decatur  Coimtyy  Indiana^  says: 

The  disease  known  as  hog-cholera  is  now  and  has  been  prevalent  for  several  yeans 
this  county.  I  was  a  feeder  of  hogs  for  several  years  in  distilleries  in  CiocinDaD  iLt 
at  Lawrenceburs,  in  this  State.  The  average  loss  of  hogs  by  death  from  this  dtM&sr  ;• 
distilleries  I  think  is  fully  one-half.  The  loss  among  hogs  in  the  ooontry  from  tbt  oi^* 
cause,  of  one  year  old  and  over,  will  average  about  the  same  ;  those  of  six  mo&tJb  i< 
and  under  about  all  die,  or  pernaps  one  out  of  ten  may  live. 

The  remedies  used  here  are  sulphur,  copperas,  black  antimony,  saltpeter,  and  •»» 
fetida.  These  remedies  have  been  given  separately  and  in  different  combtoatk-- 
Several  patent  medicines  have  also  been  used,  but  I  have  never  known  any  beaeBi  if- 
rived  from  any  of  them.  The  first  symptoms  of  the  disease  seen  in  a  lot  of  hop  i?* 
drooping  appearance  of  the  animals ;  they  refuse  to  eat ;  the  hair  looks  dry  and  kfr  > 
dirty  appearance;  they  have  a  hoarse  cough ;  the  bowels  are  sometimes  eostiTv.  tJ 
generally  the  animal  is  affected  with  a  diarrhea,  perhaps  always  toward  the  last  ^^* 
of  the  disease.  The  duration  of  the  disease,  as  near  as  I  can  judge,  is  from  five  wti 
teen  days.  In  cases  which  I  have  dissected  I  find  the  lungs,  liver,  spleen,  and  bovr>* 
all  more  or  less  diseased.  Some  cases  bleed  at  the  nose ;  some  go  blind  ;  some  sv^L 
the  legs  and  break  out  in  sores.  A  few  of  the  latter  get  well ;  but  none  of  tbcw  'w.^** 
bleed  at  the  nose  or  go  blind  ever  recover.    There  seems  to  be  fever  in  eveiy  esse 

I  have  also  seen  a  ^eat  many  hogs  have  a  chill,  as  if  affected  with  the  agae.  T^* 
disease  is  very  fatal ;  indeed  it  is  certain  death. 

Mr.  John  M.  Liley,  Taylors ville,  Spencer  County,  Kentucky;  sa^^ 

We  have  been  visited  in  this  and  the  adjoining  county  of  Nelson  by  a  disease sa*  ^ 
swine  called  *'  hog-cholera.'^  It  commenced  a  year  ago  this  fall,  and  contiBaed  B|i  • 
August  last.  Daring  that  time  about  two-thirds  of  the  hogs  and  almost  all  tbt  r^^ 
died,  so  that  there  are  only  two  or  three  small  lots  left  for  sale  in  thSa  Bsighborki^^ 
Those  that  I  observed  seemed  to  be  attacked  with  inflammation  of  the  luMik  a^^^ 
panied  with  fever,  which,  if  not  resulting  in  death  in  a  few  days,  contmasdissi^'^ 
pulmonary  disease,  with  eough  and  very  poor  appetite,  until  the  patient  dwifllMi*^' 
tg  skin  and  bone,  when  death  would  ensue.    Most  of  them  died  in  this  wajsa  vj  fc^ 
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think  the  bowels  of  the  animal  are  affected  id  very  few  cases  of  late  yean,  and,  there- 
9re,  the  symptoms  do  not  answer  to  those  of  cholera. 

We  have  tried  a  great  many  remedies — some  patented,  others  Yonched  for  by  honest 
nd  sangoine  men.  None  of  them  proved  of  any  availy  howeyer,  either  as  a  remedy  or 
8  a  preventive. 

Ajs  oar  swine  had  been  free  from  disease  three  years  previons  to  this  fatal  visitation, 
re  had  sreat  expectations  from  them,  and  had  increased  the  nnmber.  But  they  are 
bont  alfflone ;  perhaps  enongh  are  left  to  supply  the  farmers  with  their  own  meat. 
Ve  woola  be  exceedingly  thankfnl  if  some  remedy  or  preventive  oonld  be  discovered 
>j  which  the  disease  coold  be  controlled. 


Mr.  W.  W.  Babnes,  Howard,  Howard  Coanty,  Indiana,  says : 

If  there  is  any  disease  prevailing  among  farm  animals  in  this  county,  except  among 
loga,  it  has  not  come  to  mjr  knowledge.  The  so-called  hog-cholera  ha^  for  the  last 
ear,  prevaUed  to  an  alarming  extent.  In  some  cases  the  losses  have  been  so  great 
rhere  large  herds  were  held  as  to  canse  financial  min.  At  this  time  a  general  feeling 
•revails  against  risking  capital  in  this  important  staple. 

The  term  cholera  is  generaUy  need  to  designate  the  disease,  bnt  I  donbt  if  a  case  of 
lennine  cholera  has  occarred.  In  some  localities  a  disease  known  as  qninsy  has  pre- 
ailed — sweUing  of  throat  and  jaws,  attended  with  high  iDflammation.  No  remedy  is 
aiown.  In  some  cases,  the  knife  was  used  in  laying  open  the  parts  affected ;  bnt  the 
ecoveries  were  not  as  hi^h  as  10  per  cent. 

Pnenmonia,  or  congestion  of  the  Inngs.  is,  I  think,  the  real  disease.  After  the  hon 
oee  their  appetites  and  refuse  to  eat  they  live  from  twelve  to  forty-eight  hours.  Deatn, 
rhen  it  comes,  is  instantaneous.  The  animals  faU  dead  in  the  paths  in  which  they 
ravel,  or  die  in  the  beds  in  which  they  sleep.  Where  they  fall  in  snow  there  is  not  a 
ign  of  a  struggle.  They  are  always  found  on  their  bellies,  as  though  their  walk  had 
«en  inotantaneously  arrested.    AU  remedies  seem  worthless. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Pace,  Centre,  Kentucky,  says : 

There  is  no  disease  among  farm  stock  in  this  section  of  country  except  among  hogs. 
rhe  disease  prevailing  among  this  class  of  animals  has  been  very  destructive.  There 
las  never  yet  been  a  remedy  found  that  seemed  to  do  much  good.  Mandrake-roots  and 
ed-oak  bark,  boiled  down  to  a  strong  decoction  and  given  freely,  is  the  best  remedy 
hat  we  have  found.  The  hogs  are  attacked  in  different  ways.  Generally  an  eruption 
»f  small  red  pimples  breaks  out  over  the  entire  body,  but  are  most  prominent  on  the 
>iea8t  and  bellv ;  their  breathing  is  accompanied  by  a  wheezing  sound ;  their  bowels 
ae  inclined  to  be  too  active.  At  least  90  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  in  this  way  die. 
!)ther  symptoms  are  manifested  by  thumping  in  the  sides  of  the  animal.  The  hog  be- 
comes stupid,  and  will  refuse  to  eat  or  dnnk  anything  for  several  days.  This  is  not  a 
rery  fatal  disease.  There  is  still  another  phase  of  the  disease,  in  which  the  bowels  are 
x)nstipated.  In  those  examined  after  death  the  fseces  matter  is  found  in  hard,  round 
nmps,  the  size  of  walnuts.  It  seems  impossible  for  them  to  have  an  operation  of  the 
sowels.  They  live  but  a  few  days,  and  seem  to  suffer  a  great  deal.  Epsom  salts, 
sream-tartar,  and  castor-oil  are  the  only  remedies  that  have  ever  done  any  good.  The 
uortality  is  about  80  per  cent. 

IMj.  S.  H.  BiDDmoEB,  Westport,  Decatur  Connty,  Indiana,  says : 

Inflammation  of  the  kidnevs  is  a  common  disease  here  among  horses.  The  early 
symptoms  of  the  disease  are  those  of  fever ;  the  horse  is  nervous  and  frequently  looks 
ironnd  at  his  sides :  stands  with  his  hinder  legs  wide  apart ;  is  unwilling  to  lie  down ; 
ihrinks  when  the  loins  are  pressed,  where  some  degree  of  heat  is  felt ;  the  urine  is 
(Voided  in  small  quantities ;  frequently  it  is  highly  colored  and  sometimes  bloody.  The 
treatment  consists  in  bleeding  freely ;  next  an  active  purge  should  be  administered 
and  counter-irritation  excited  as  near  as  possible  to  the  seat  of  the  disease.  For  this 
purpose  the  loins  should  be  covered  with  a  mustard  poultice.  The  horse  should  be 
warmly  clothed.  No  diuretic  should  be  given,  but  after  the  first  effects  of  the  purging 
have  ceased  smaU  doses  of  white  heUebore  with  tartar-emetic  may  be  given.  The 
animal's  legs  should  be  bandaged  and  plenty  of  water  offered  him.  His  food  should 
also  be  carefuUy  examined. 

I  have  had  some  experience  with  the  disease  known  as  hog-cholera,  and  regard  it  as 
either  a  congestion  of  the  lungs  or  of  the  bowels.  A  post-mortem  examination  disclosed 
the  fact  that  those  that  run  off  at  the  bowels  show  a  diseased  condition  of  the  liver 
and  bowels,  while  those  that  are  not  affected  with  diarrhea  die  much  sooner  than  the 
former,  and  present  a  highly  congested  condition  of  the  lungs.

I  have  never  seen  it  an  til  -tlif  a  snmmer,  when  some  1,200  of  my  lambs  had  it.  The  lipa 
are  first  coTered  with.  '*  clia]>e^''  followed  by  pustules  which  grow  thick  scabs.  These 
eii&nd  gnulually  over  tbe  t^Inn  skin  about  tne  month  and  into  the  nose,  making  th& 
face  extremely  sore  and  feverish,  and  prevent  the  lambs  from  nnrsing  well  or  graz- 
ing. I  had  the  pnstales  An.fl  the  scabs  scraped  off  clean  and  a  solntion  of  carbolic  acid 
applied  with  a  broshj  inrUoli  effectually  cured  it. 

Mr.  A.  H.  McOoir,  O-entryville,  S|)6ncer  County^  ludiaaa,  says: 

In  answer  to  your  inquurles  I  shall  only  notice  the  diseases  affecting  hogs.  I  have 
been  a  breeder  of  hogs  for  ISorty  years,  and  during  that  time  have  never  Known  any 
(Ibease  among  swiae  bo  fatal  as  cholera.  This  county  loses  from  ten  to  twenty 
thousand  dollars  per  annam.  l>y  the  disease.  As  I  have  been  a  bVeeder  of  fine  nigs  for 
more  than  twenty  years,  I  liave  been  unusuaUv  interested  in  the  diseases  of  swme,  and 
have  been  able  to  guard  aK&inst  every  other  disease  but  cholera.  Mange  is  generally 
engendered  by  filthy  (loarters  ;  thumps  by  general  debility,  mostly  for  lack  of  healthy 
feed ;  but  eholera,  beyond  reasonable  doubt,  is  a  contagion,  and  is  carried  from  herd  to 
herd  by  hojfB  affected  with,  tlie  disease.  Near  twenty-five  years  ago,  when  the  cholera 
first  made  its  appearaooe  ix\  onr  county,  I  discovered  it  was  nearing  my  neighborhood, 
and  as  it  was  very  fatal,  and  fearing  It  was  contagious,  I  fenced  about  six  acres  in  on 
the  inside  of  my  ^^xm,  some  eighty  or  one  bundled  yards  from  any  outside  fencing. 
The  result  was,  I  did  not  loee  any  of  my  thirty-five  head,  though  my  nearest  neighbors 
lost  from  one-half  to  about  all  their  hogs.  Since  that  time  my  observation  and  exper- 
ience have  been  the  same. 

Last  winter  ^ ®*f  J^^*^  t^eenty  head  of  fine  Berkshire  hogs  and  pigs,  caused  by  a'gang 
of  hogs  aff(Mted  with  cholera  being  driven  into  my  immediate  neighborhood  for  the 
purpose  of  feeding  on  the  mast^  wfich  was  abundant  The  symptoms,  Ac.,  are  aa  fol- 
lows: 

1.  A  coMh  which  lasts  two  or  three  days,  and  a  strolling,  restless  disposition. 

2.  Vomiting,  which  generally  lasts  about  a  day ;  hog  very  sick. 

3.  Purging,  generally,  i>xit  not  invariably,  lasts  two  or  three  davs. 

4.  After  the  PJf  gjng  ceasea,  if  the  hog  is  likely  to  recover,  it  will  generally  eat  a  lit- 
tie ;  but  those  that  ultimately  die  seldom  eat  anything  after  the  vomiting  sets  in. 
Those  that  die  usually  do  ao  within  from  forty-eight  hours  to  ten  days. 

5.  After  vomiting  sete  m  the  hog  has  a  high  inward  fever,  accompanied  with  chilly 
sensations,  a  symptom  I  discovered  by  observation.  Snow  was  on  the  ground  last  win- 
ter, and  it  was  ve^  cold  at  the  time  my  hogs  were  dying  with  the  cholera.  Very  often 
they  would  leave  tneir  beds  for  the  purpose  of  eating  snow,  which  they  would  continue 
for  a  lonff  time,  tnough  they  had  pfentv  of  water;  then  they  would  pile  together  and 
hbiver,  ^*^^?°%!J^^"  do  even  in  warm  weather  if  they  have  the  cholera. 

As  to  'tP*">®5^*Li  7®  "tiled  a  number  of  the  most  popular  ones  without  any  favor- 
able results  ;  maeea,  i  am  satisfied  there  is  no  cure.  The  best  preventive  beyond  all 
doubt  18  the  fencing-in  system— /c«  no  hogs  i-un  at  large.  The  next  is  the  scattering  sys- 
tem—have bnt  lew  together.  Farmers  lose  on  an  average  about  one-half  the  number 
of  their  hogs  whenever  the  disease  gets  into  a  large  herd. 

Mr.  J.  ZiMMERMA^^  Mount  Carmel,  Wabasli  County,  Dlinois,  says : 

No  diseases  a^^°S  fan^  animals  have  recently  come  under  my  observation,  except 
diseases  among  ?wme.  With  the  various  forms  of  so-called, hog-oholera  I  have  had  con- 
siderable exj^rience  lu  my  own  stock,  and  observation  among  that  of  my  neighbors. 
The  report  ol  f^r.  i^etnaera  to  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  a  year  or  two 
ago,  contains,  in  ^^©  "^^in,  a  better  description  of  the  disease  than  I  could  give,  as  well 
an  ^'^^^}^^^^l:^f^^  preventive  prescriptions  I  have  yet  tried.  His  statement,  how- 
ever,  that  nogs  Kept  in  small  numbers,  as  by  people  in  towns,  are  comparatively  free 
irom  disease,  »  not  at  all  borne  out  by  the  ficts  ib  this  vicinity. 

ine  greateei  latauty  ig  among  pigs:  but  I  am  well  convinced  this  is  to  a  very  con- 
siderable ejJttent  Dom  xnange,  although  denominated  "  cholera,"  with  all  other  diseases 
to  which  the  nog  is  subject.

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I  have  had  better  suoceas  from  the  nse  of  Dr.  Detmer'a  remediefi,  namelf ,  tails- 
emetic  and  calomel  (particalarly  tart^ar-emetic),  and  Beclnaion  of  the  gDimil,  tka 
from  any  other.  I  have  administered  it  to  <inite  a  namber,  and  have  calkd  theattee- 
tion  of  my  neighbors  to  it,  and  know  of  no  instance  in  which  it  has  been  admiiiutn«d 
that  it  has  not  been  attended  with  beneficial  results.  I  can  hardlj  think  ol  anytkii^ 
that  has  not  been  recommended  as  a  cnre  for  cholera.  I  have  tried  doummniuihaSkc 
lemedies,  sometimes  with  apparent  success,  bnt  ninety-nine  oat  of  one  hondnd  ^ 
these,  I  am  positive,  are  called  remedies  on  no  sufficient  basis  of  extended  expa- 
ment.  It  may  be  so  also  with  the  above.  So  far  my  experience  and  obserrstifia  m 
lar^ly  favorable  to  its  efficacy. 

ifeed  in  a  large  wood  lot,  where  there  is  plenty  of  water  and  shelter  from  eoU 
winds.  I  throw  com  on  the  ground  by  wagon-loads  for  the  animals  to  ran  t»  v^ 
they  wish,  but  never  two  loads  consecutively  at  the  same  place.  I  break  up  the  ii«& 
occasionally  and  compel  a  change  of  sleeping  quarters.  I  feed,  at  least  once  a  wtA.

Whenever  I  find  an  animal  refusmg  its  food,  or  wheezing  painfallT.  x 
with  an  appearance  of  thumping  in  its  sides  when  it  breathes,  or  nestling  dow  wd 
shivering  as  if  it  had  a  chill,  I  remove  it  from  the  lot  as  quickly  as  possible  and  iai 
it  from  two  to  four  grains  of  tartar-emetic  in  a  small  quantity  of  potato  cooked  w:;fas 
little  grease  to  tempt  an  appetite.  Whatever,  if  any,  of  these  measures  may  be  t^ 
eause,  my  swine  have  been  measurably  free  from  cholera  during  the  past  four  yean. 
Still,  I  recognize  the  danger  that  it  may  break  out  among  them  in  a  week,  and  a2» 
the  paradox  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  losses  by  cholera  tiiere  would  be  no  pfofo  u: 
hogs. 

I  cannot  give  a  reasonable  guess  at  the  average  duration  of  attacks,  so  wide  is  i^ 
variance.    I  think  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  cases  prove  fataL 

Mr.  W.  H.  Malone,  Marion,  McDowell  County,  North  Carolina,  ap 

On  inquiry  I  find  the  opinion  prevails  that  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  hoga  in  tiuB  w&j 
have  died  during  the  last  year,  and  that  the  fatality  has  been  about  aa  great  in  ttjen: 
other  counties  of  Western  North  Carolina.  The  clisease  is  called  ''hog  cholenu*  tr 
very  little  is  known  of  its  causes ;  still  less  is  known  of  luiy  effectual  cure  for  tb«  d> 
ease.  The  symptoms  are  often  not  discovered  until  the  ho|^  are  found  dead ;  fteqw&t-T 
from  three  to  five  head  are  found  dead  together.  Sometimes  the  ho(^  shows  sb  'Jii> 
position  to  eat,  and  generally  dies  within  two  or  three  days  after  the  discovery  of  tbec 
symptoms.    The  people  have  many  remedies,  bnt  all  have  proven  unavailabtei 

A  disease  also  known  as  cholera  has  been  quite  fatal  among  chickens  for  sevenl  jts^ 
past.    They  die  suddenly — are  often  found  dead  in  great  numbers  in  the  mominf .  > 
remedy  for  the  disease  has  been  discovered  in  this  locality. 

Mr.  J.  R.  HoLSTON,  Anderson,  Madison  County,  Indiana,  says  : 

During  the  past  eighteen  months  we  have  had  a  fearful  epidemic  among  our  k^P 
called  cholera.  It  has  been  very  fatal,  and  last  year  carried  off  at  least  fonr-fiftbio' 
all  the  hogs  of  the  county.  Some  think  the  losses  were  even  greater  than  this,  bst  t 
be  on  the  safe  side  I  put  the  figures  at  four-fifths.  For  ten  years  past  the  fsnoen^: 
this  county  have  been  raising  for  market  from  25,000  to  30,000  head  of  hogs,  sad  <i^; 
ing  the  last  eighteen  months  they  have  lost  by  this  disease  in  this  elasB  of  ioikaj' 
alone,  in  actuid  cash  value,  from  |300,000  to  $400,000.  These  figures  are  Uxgs,  ^^' 
are  below  the  aggregate  estimate  of  some  of  our  stock-raisers.  In  the  years  1;^^ 
lt?76  we  had  partial  failures  of  the  wheat  crop  ;  so  during  the  two  years,  witi  ibe» 
various  causes,  we  have  had  a  signal  financial  failure,  and  it  wiU  take  at  leiA  f^ 
or  five  years,  with  such  orops  as  we  have  this  season,  to  catch  up  again. 

The  symptoms  of  this  so-called  hog  cholera  are  varied  and  complex,  so  modi  w.^-' 
deed,  as  to  render  it  very  difficult  to  arrive  at  any  definite  conclusion.  The  first  frs^ 
tom  among  young  hogs  or  shoats  is  a  cough,  accompanied  by  a  kind  of  hesritf  -f 
thumping  m  their  flanks.  This  continues  for  a  few  hours  or  a  day  or  two,  when  the  jb 
mal  dies.  Some  mope  around,  lie  in  the  shade,  and  refuse  to  eat.  Those  affecttu  ^ 
this  way  live  anywhere  from  two  hours  up  to  three  or  four  days.  Some  bleed  at  U 
nose,  some  are  constipated,  while  others  are  laxative.  The  last-named  symptom  is  or 
and  hogs  thus  affected  generally  get  well.  

There  are  numbers  of  so-called  remedies  and  preventives,  but  all  have  pfom  *^' 
tive.  Soft-soap,  ciUomel,  black  antimony,  coal-oil,  dog-fennel  tea,  sulphur,  mdpoM^ 
of  iron,  &c.,  have  all  been  used,  but  without  effect,  ao  specific  remedy  or  9tev«&&*j' 
win  ever  be  found  until  the  origin  or  cause  of  this  most  ntal  epidemic  is  disoiv*^ 
The  farmers  of  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Minnesota^  and  IDslBcn  *^ 
suffering  to  as  great  an  extent  from  the  ravages  of  this  disease  as  we  an  taa  »  1^ 
diana. 
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Mr.  Henby  O.  MiLLEBy  Westport,  Becatar  County,  Indiana,  says : 

Farmers  in  this  locality  sastain  heavier  losses  frotn  hog-obolera,  so  calledi  than  from 
all  othet  diseases  to  which  farm  animals  are  subject.  When  once  f ally  developed^  the 
disease  baffles  all  skiU  and  eyery  remedy.  Preventives  afford  about  the  only  relief 
yet  discovered.  Ashes  and  salt,  given  once  a  week,  is  a  good  preventive ;  so  are  sul- 
phur and  tnrpentine,  administered  in  milk  or  slop.  The  following  is  regarded  as  a 
remedy  of  some  value  :  One  pound  of  black  antimony,  oue-half  pound  of  sulphur,  one- 
half  pound  of  copperas,  and  one  pound  of  black  pepper.  Pour  hot  water  over  one- 
half  bushel  of  shelled  com  or  wheat,  and  stir  in  the  ingredients ;  then  add  one  peck 
of  wheat  bran  and  a  little  salt.  Stir  well  and  scatter  aK>ng  the  paths  of  the  hogs,  or 
on  any  place  convenient  to  the  hogs,  where  the  ground  is  hard.  -^ 

The  malady  seems  to  be  a  lung  disease.  The  hog  breathes  with  a  Jerk,  the  breath- 
ing becoming  shorter  as  death  approaches.  In  cases  where  they  purge,  the  animal 
lingers  from  seven  days  to  two  weeks,  but  with  other  symptoms  they  die  generally 
within  from  two  to  four  days.  It  is  more  fatal  among  shoats  and  pigs,  but  often  kiULs 
hundreds  of  fatted  hogs. 

Chicken  cholera  is  very  destructive  among  fowls.  Preventives  are  more  effectual 
than  remedies.  Lime  in  their  food  and  water-troughs,  and  sand  and  gravel  within 
their  reach,  will  greatly  conduce  to  their  health. 

Prof.  A.  A.  HoLCOMBE,  D.  V.  S.,  lecturer  on  "Special  Pathology '^ 
iu  the  American  Veterinary  College,  Xew  York,  says : 

In  reply  to  communication  received  from  you  last  month  I  can  only  give  the  facts 
relating  to  contagious  pleura-pneumonia  as  it  exists  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.    It 
has  prevailed  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  in  some  parts  of  the  State  for  a  number  of 
vears  past.    That  it  i^  spreading  is  attested  by  recent  outbreaks  in  localities  where 
heretofore  it  has  been  uuKnown.    In  September,  1873,  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  oc- 
curred on  a  large  daiiy  farm  at  North  Branch,  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey.    It  was 
treated  by  a  quack  of  Somerville  ( in  the  same  county ),  and  nearly  every  case  died.    I  saw 
three  of  the  cases,  and  they  were  undoubtedly  genuine  cfuies  of  the  contagions  pleura- 
pneumonia.  In  Jane  of  the  next  year  ( 1674)  I  attended  an  outbreak  on  an  adjoining  farm. 
About  forty  cows  were  affected.    I  treated  thirty-three,  five  of  which  died.    I  made 
po9t- mortem  examination  of  three  and  found  all  the  lesions  and  posUmortem  appearances 
belonging  to  the  above  disease.    The  treatment  given  the  cases  was  simply  general  and 
apecial  stimulants.    The  small  mortality  in  this  outbreak  can  hardly  be  attributed  to 
the  treatment,  bat  rather  to  the  exhaustion  of  the  infecting  virus.    Isolation  was 
strongly  nr^ed,  bat  coald  not  be  effected  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  community  to 
appreciate  its  contagiousness.    The  cause  of  the  outbreak  is  unknown  to  me  outside  of 
the  testimony  of  the  owners  of  the  affected  cattle.    In  both  instances  they  had  bought 
strange  cattle,  one  or  more  of  which  were  coaghing  and  apparently  not  thriving.    Un- 
donbtedly  this  was  the  manner  of  introducing  the  disease,  yet  it  needs  confirmation. 
During  the  summer  just  passed  a  very  serious  and  fatal  ontbreak  has  prevailed  in  the 
adjoining  county  of  Hunterdon,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Clinton  and  Lebanon.    Of  its 
cause  I  know  nothing.    The  disease  is  a  terrible  scoorge  to  some  localities  of  that 
State.    An  investigation  of  its  canse  and  the  best  means  of  stamping  it  out  is  no  doubt 
a  subject  worthy  the  attention  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Mr.  Jo.  Abbott,  Hillsborough,  Hill  County,  Texas,  says : 

1.  I  will  say  that  my  observation,  which  is  supported  by  information  I  get  from  sev- 
eral well-informed  gentlemen,  is,  that  horses  and  cattle  which  run  at  huge  on  our 
prairies  are  entirely  firee  ttom  disease  of  any  kind. 

2.  That  horses  which  are  kept  up  for  use  are  sometimes  troubled  with  hots  or  colic. 
These  cannot  properly  be  said  to  be  diseases;  but  instances  of  these  complaints  are 
rare.  For  the  first,  a  drench  made  by  dissolving  about  one-third  of  an  ounce  of  blue- 
stone  in  water  sweetened  is  regarded  as  a  specific.  For  the  latter,  one-half  pound  of 
bi-carbonate  of  soda,  dissolved  in  water,  is  frequently  used  with  good  effects.  In  vio- 
lent cases  this  is  repeated  once  or  twice. 

As  to  milch  cows  and  oxen,  I  can  say  I  have  known  neither  to  be  troubled  with  any 
kind  of  disease,  and  I  have  owned  a  number  of  each  kind  for  several  years  past. 

Hogs  are  frequently  affected  with  cholera,  which,  at  times,  assumes  the  form  of  an 
epidemic  among  them.  In  seasons  of  this  kind  the  loss  is  often  50  per  cent. ;  but  I 
will  say  that  I  have  known  of  no  cholera  amons  hogs  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
I  am  not  informed  of  a  remedy  for  this  disease,  sSthough  several  experiments  have  been 
made. 

Fowls,  especially  chickens  and  turkeys,  are  frequently  visited  with  cholera.  I  have 
never  known  a  fowl  to  be  cured  after  the  disease  was  fully  developed,  though  many 
trials  have  been  made.  My  observation  is,  that  if  fowls  are  fed  on  onions,  mixed  with 
other  food,  or  if  you  can  induce  them  to  feed  on  the  onion  while  growing,  as  they  some- 
times do,  they  will  never  have  the  disease.    I  believe  the  onion  to  be  a  sure  preventive.

Intestinal  Wjorms  may  possibly  have  some  oonneotion  with  the  diseases  which  affect 
•wine.  I  was  informed  by  a  gentleman  who  performed  the  operation,  that  in  spaying 
lome  hogs  last  jFsar  he  found  the  intestines  of  one  greatly  distended  with  worms. 
3e  opened  them  and  took  ont  fonrteen  long,  large  wormsi  and  closed  the  opening 
rithont  completing  the  operation  of  spaying.  The  hog  lived  and  did  well.  Another 
taee,  whei«  the  intestines  were  opened,  a  large  number  of  worms  taken  therefrom  and 
he  hog  afterward  spayed,  the  operation  proved  fatal.  Proof  \b  abondant  that  intes- 
inal  worms  are  common  to  most  hogs,  both  in  sickness  and  in  health. 

Diseases  of  fowls  exist  in  almost  every  community  and  locality.  It  has  not  been  so 
prevalent  this  season  as  in  past  years.  It  is,  perhaps,  eeutagions,  as  healthy  fowls 
>roaght  from  other  places  and  allowed  to  run  with  diseased  ones  an»  soon  infected, 
yuioea  fowls,  dudes,  and  geese  are  exempt  from  the  disease  so  far  as  my  knowledge 
ixtends. 

I  neglected  to  state  in  the  proper  connection  that  all  hogs  affected  with  any  of  the 
ibove  symptoms  refuse  to  eat,  hence  the  difficulty  of  administering  medicine. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Gbeen,  Jamestown,  BoBsell  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

There  are  many  complaints  of  cholera  among  hogs,  but  I  am  seventy  years  old  and 
aav6  never  had  a  case  in  my  herds.  I  have  sometimes  had  hogs  affected  with  quinsy — 
I  swelling  of  the  throat.  This  disease  is  generally  fatal.  Lice  no  doubt  cause  many 
liseases  which  ultimately  prove  fatal.  I  have  had  a  good  many  sucking  pigs  and 
small  shoats  die  of  a  disease  resembling  consumption.  Tbe  first  symptoms  are  those 
of  wheezing  and  coughing.  They  then  become  constipated,  refuse  to  eat.  seem  very 
stupid,  take  the  thumps,  and  soon  die.  My  grown  hogs  are  generally  healthy.  I  feed 
from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  every  year,  and  scarcely  ever  lose  one.  I 
frequently  g^ive  them  copperas,  sulphur,  and  soda,  about  one>half  pound  of  each  to 
every  twenty  ho^.  This  is  mixed  with  soft-soap  and  rye-meal.  For  quinsy  I  give 
spirits  of  tnrpentine,  or  common  tar  mixed  with  meal. 

A  disease  called  cholera  is  very  fatal  to  chickens  in  this  locality.  I  never  had  it  in 
my  brood  until  this  faU.  They  have  died  very  rapidly ;  indeed,  it  seems  they  will  all 
die,  as  we  have  no  remedy.  When  attacked  with  the  disease  the  fowls  become  stupid, 
refuse  to  eat,  run  off  at  the  bowels,  and  soon  die. 

Mr.  W.  J.  MooBK,  Larkinsburg,  Clay  County,  Illinois,  says : 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  is  no  prevailing  disease  among  any  of  the  domestic 
animals  of  this  part  of  the  country ;  all  are  in  a  healthy  condition  at  present.  Cholera 
prevailed  to  some  extent  during  the  early  part  of  the  past  summer  among  hogs,  but  it 
did  not  asanme  an  epidemic  form  and  soon  abated.  Its  abatement  was  not  attributable 
to  any  specific  treatment. 

Mr.  S.  V.  Pickens,  Hendersonville,  Henderson  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, says : 

In  this  locality,  where  the  atmosphere  is  mountainous  and  the  water  pure,  the  most  of 
the  ills  to  which  horses  are  liable  are,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  the  result  of  mis- 
treatment, except,  however,  the  epizootic  and  other  distempeis,  not  very  prevalent  at 
any  time  in  this  section.  Among  the  most  common  diseases  nere  are  the  gravel,  scours, 
glanders,  and  colic. 

In  case  of  gravel  the  horse  manifests  great  pain ;  when  standing  wiU  stretch  his 
legs  far  apart ;  when  lying  the  animal  rolls  much  upon  his  back.  \^en  thus  affected 
the  horse  must  be  relieved  in  a  few  hours,  or  death  will  ensue.  As  a  remedv,  take  two 
^^  pour  ont  the  yellow  through  a  small  hole  broken  in.  the  shell,  then  fill  the  shell 
^ith  spirits  of  turpentine,  and  make  the  horse  swallow  the  whole.  Some  inject  onion 
joice  up  the  water-orffan  with  good  results. 

Bconrs  are  generally  caused  by  excessive  exercise  or  over-feeding  with  green  food. 
This  causes  over-heating,  which  is  foUowed  by  loose  discharges  from  the  bowels,  pro- 
ducing general  debility  accompanied  with  great  suffering.  A  dose  of  spirits  of  turpen- 
tine or  tar  ooze  will  generally  relieve  the  animal  by  checking  excessive  discharges, 
sfrer  which  drench  freely  with  warm  sage  or  pennyroyal  teas. 

Glanders  affects  the  roof  of  the  horse's  mouth,  produces  great  soreness,  and  renders 
it  very  difficult  for  him  to  masticate  his  foo^  £k>metimes  some  of  the  bars  in  the  roof 
of  the  mouth  become  a  gristle.  Bleeding  in  the  roof  of  the  mouth  and  frequent  swab- 
bing with  a  strong  solution  of  copperas  and  alum  is  our  remedy. 

Colic  mav  be  caused  by  excessive  work,  irregular  and  excessive  eating,  drinking, 
4f^c-  It  is  indicated  by  the  strongest  manifestations  of  pain,  great  restlessness,  con- 
tinual walking,  rolling  or  pawing,  and  body  swoUen.  The  most  speedy  cure  known  to 
Qo  is  to  **  rake^  the  animal  and  bleed  in  the  neck  and  month.  Then  give  him  freely  of 
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warm  teas  by  drenohing,  with  soda  dinolved  in  it.    This  diaeaae  does  iti  vock  vnaDr 
in  a  few  hours. 

We  believe  most  horses  have  bots  in  them,  bat  that  their  ravages  aie  sddoa  eoc- 
nutted  upon  an  animal  when  in  gfx>d  health.  Therefox^,  when  a  hone  is  debthtitf! 
and  his  whole  organization  deranged  by  disease,  is  when  the  bote  begin  their  vkl 
This  is  known  by  the  great  restlessness  of  the  horse,  and  the  resting  of  hit  wm  ii^«i 
his  flank.  One-half  pint  each  of  whisky,  lye,  sweet  milk  and  molasses  well  mixed  mi 
poured  down  the  hoive  in  time,  is  almost  a  sore  care,  bat  should  be  followed  in  one  hoc: 
by  one-half  pound  of  salts,  to  be  repeated  if  IneffectuaL  Theee  remarks  baT«  tftcJ 
reference  to  this  immediate  locality,  but  are  alike  i^plicable  to  the  moantainooiicsi't 
of  western  North  Carolina. 

Before  closing  my  statement  relating  to  horses,  let  me  advise  the  free  use  of  eait  icc 
lime,  or  wood  ashes,  mixed  in  food.  It  serves  as  a  pieventive  for  many  of  the  disoip 
common  among  domestic  animals  of  this  section. 

Oar  cattle  seldom  die  of  disease,  save  the  '*  hollow-bom,"  more  JasUy  called  ^hoB  •« 
belly,"  since  the  latter  is  generally  the  oaase  of  the  former ;  and  distemper  belier*^. 
to  be  contagious  and  almost  invariably  accompanied  by  what  we  term  the  ^di6trai>^ 
tick,''  great  numbers  of  which  get  upon  the  cattle  about  the  time  and  in  localitM! 
where  the  disease  rages.  It  is  thought  to  be  communicated  by  grazing  when  sfivt**. 
cattle  have  lain  or  grazed.  It  is  also  said  that  a  cow  may  have  it  in  its  ^steo  l 
communicate  it  to  others  and  show  no  symptoms  in  themselvea.  The  fcee  ose  of  k^- 
phur  internally  and  kerosene  oil  externally  serves  as  a  good  preventive,  in  wLi 
alone  is  safety. 

Hogs  are  sometime  affected  with  cholera,  which  is  supposed  to  be  transmitted  fr-s 
one  to  another.  So  very  fatal  is  this  disease  that  perhaps  80  per  cent,  of  the  bop  •'- 
tacked  with  it  die.  Tar  and  copperas  are  good  preventives,  uaed  in  food.  KcmR- 
oU  and  blue  stone  are  as  good  remedies  as  we  know  of  here. 

Dr.  John  Kennedy,  Paragon,  Morgan  County,  Indiana,  says: 


Hogs  being  our  staple  production,  I  shall  treat  of  the  various  diseases  affectini:  t- 
animal,  all  of  which  are  called  cholera.  In  my  opinion  there  are  three  diadoct  ^i.'^ 
eases,  viz  :  Lun^  fever,  (pneamonia,^  erysipelas,  which  may  aflf«»ct  any  one  orps  ' 
the  entire  organization  of  the  animal,  and  enteritis  or  enteric  fever,  a  disesae  ais> 
to  hospital  or  camp  or  typhus  fever  in  the  human  system. 

The  former  is  mainly  brought  on  by  exposure  to  changes  of  weather.  The  two  )»> 
ter  are  epizootic  and  contagious,  and  so  closely  resemble  each  other  that  I  ehil^  k' 
attempt  a  distinction,  as  they  are  quite  generally  considered  the  same  disesse.  I9U 
simply  give  distinctive  symptoms  sufficient  to  enable  the  ordinary  farmer  to  kt'v 
what  ails  his  hogs. 

In  the  colder  seasons  of  the  vear,  when  the  hogs  are  inclined  to  pile  up  to  ekep  ;t  * 
being  protected,  as  is  nearly  always  the  case  in  our  vicinity),  it  is  noticed  thai  mp 
of  them  do  not  readily  come  up  for  their  morning  feed,  and  when  they  are  dhTCs  u 
they  seem  stupid  and  not  inclined  to  eat.  They  may  have  a  cough,  or  this  qfV{4-* 
may  not  show  itself  for  a  few  days  further  along.  They  are  thirsty  &om  the  Wr-^- 
ning  and  the  cough,  which  appears  sooner  or  later,  may  be  accompanied  with  blee^fix 
at  the  nose  and  mouth,  which  is  an  evidence  that  the  lungs  are  seriously  sft<s«^ 
When  this  latter  symptom  appears  it  may  be  taken  as  an  evidence  that  the  aaxx 
will  soon  be  ready  for  the  dead-hog  man.  The  symptoms  invariably  indicate  \'ut 
fever.  The  best  treatment  is  to  at  once  separate  the  weU  from  Uie  sick  oaee  wd  t 
possible  provide  i^elter  and  protection  for  all.  If  you  have  too  many  in  the  iierd  US' 
out  those  that  are  positively  health v  and  put  them  on  the  market,  and  therebjndft.* 
the  number  until  ^ou  can  afford  shelter  and  protection  for  the  remainder.  A  cbis- 
shelter  and  protection  ma^  be  constructed  by  boarding  solid  vonr  fence  so  as  to  ib^ 
them  from  the  chilling  enacts  of  the  northwest  winds.  Make  a  oover  slanting  fa« 
the  top  inward,  and  throw  in  stalks  and  husks  for  bedding.  Farther  on  1  shsfi  i<^* 
a  diagram  for  a  bam,  such  as  every  hog  raiser  should  have. 

The  next  thing  in  the  general  treatment  of  the  disease  is  to  cease  feeding  evcrTtiax 
except  slop  ma&  Irom  com  meal,  with  sufficient  salt  added  to  makb  it  pslsts^' 
They  should  not  have  water  of  tener  than  three  times  a  day.  I  woold  give  froo  <' 
to  two  pints  of  water  from  pine  tar,  adding  ^ve  to  ten  grains  of  nitrate  of  potM^  ^ 
the  pint.  During  the  active  stages  of  the  disease  and  in  con valesoenee,  which  viU  ^' 
place  within  from  five  to  seven  days,  I  would  use  chlorate  instead  ol  nitrate  of  p«tt^ 
With  this  simple  treatment  more  hogs  will  be  cured  than  in  any  otlMr  way  Ast  I  b*" 
known  tried.  If  thought  proper,  however,  a  smaU  amount  of  copperas  na^  b«  P^*' 
during  couvalescence,  say  from  two  to  five  grains  to  the  hog  three  times  daily  is  t^ 
swill  or  slop.  As  a  preventive  for  those  not  affected  nothing  is  better  thtfttb^^^' 
water  mixed  with  chlorate  of  potash.  As  a  disinfectant  copperas  water,  sr  ^in>«* 
and  wood  ashes,  may  be  used.  Carbolic  acid,  if  not  considered  too  oostly,  asf  sl»'  ^ 
used  in  the  proportion  of  one-half  ounce  to  a  quart  of  water.    With  this  tke  k«^ 
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tionld  be  spriokled  two  or  throe  times  a  week,  using  a  common  sprinkler  or  a  wisp  of 
travr. 

Id  cases  of  erysipelas  the  hog  will  appear  indisposed  and  rather  mopy.  At  first  its 
owels  are  somewhat  constipated  and  its  fieoes  dry  and  hard.  Witnin  a  few  days 
iarrhea,  though  not  alwaysasymp- 
oiu,  may  be  noticed ;  red  or  bluisn- 
eid  siK>ts  will  appear  on  the  skin  ; 
welling  will  set  m,  and,  if  the  hog 
oes  not  soon  die,  the  hair  will  begin 
0  fall  off.  and  the  skin,  in  some 
aaes,  will  become  surfeited  and  ^ 
veo  crack  open.  It  will  thus  lln-  ^ 
:er  along  for  thirty  or  forty  days, 
nd  sometimes  recover  after  it  has 
leen  given  over  to  die.  Thisdis- 
ase  is  liable  to  affect  the  vital 
rgsns,  and  when  it  does  it  runs  a 
apid  course,  proving  fatal  in  a  few  ^ 
lays  ur  resulting  favorably  in  a  *m 
omparatively  short-  time.  The  dis-  ^ 
ingub«hing  symptoms  in  this  and 
oteric  fever  or  inflammation  of 
he  bowels  are,  instead  of  the  red 
tpots  on  the  skin,  an  eruption  of 
«d  specks  appear,  and  vomiting 
ind  diarrhea  are  generally  present  { 
^thin  a  very  few  days  after  the  ^ 
ittack.  If  not  properly  treated  it  '^ 
s  equally  fatal  with  the  others. 
U  in  other  cases^  I  would  advise 
eparation  of  the  sick  from  the  well 
)De9,  and  in  cold  weather,  shelter 
md  protection,  also  observing  like  Id 
rules  as  to  feed  and  water,  using  ^ 
tar-water  with  carbolic  acid.  One  ^ 
>unee  of  the  latter  to  a  barrel  of 
irater.  and  one  gallon  of  the  water 
to  each  hog  per  day  in  addition 
x>  three  quarts  of  thin  corn-meal 
puel  to  each  hog,  will  be  found 
;he  best  treatment.  For  those  that 
tiave  diarrhea,  one- half  teaspoonful 
3f  muriate  tincture  of  iron  may  be 
^ven  three  times  a  day.  A  small 
kmoont  of  carbolic  acid  for  the  well 
>ne8  may  also  be  given.  I  cannot 
zive  the  proportion  of  hogs  cured 
by  the  above  course  of  treatment, 
bat  so  far  as  tried  it  has  proved 
rery  effectual.  To  be  healthy,  hogs 
fthould  have  a  fair  degree  of  clean- 
liness, and  where  they  do  not  have 
iicoess  to  running  water,  the  pools 
where  they  wallow  should  be  dis- 
infected once  a  week  by  the  appli- 
cation of  either  lime,  wood-ashes, 
or  copperas. 

Herewith  I  give  a  diagram  of  a 
bam  owned  by  Mr.  Jesse  Lockhart, 
of  Niantic,  III.,  which  he  erected  for 
the  protection  of  his  ho^s.  Two 
years  ago  this  gentleman  informed 
me  that  he  had  been  using  this  bam 
for  three  years,  and  that  during 
that  time,  notwithstanding  he  had 
bandied  several  thousand  hogs 
yearly,  he  had  not  lost  one  from  Uie  so-called  ho^-cholera.

Diseases  among  domestic  fowl  have  been  very  fatal  during  the  past  and  a  few  prv> 
ceding  years  in  this  locality.  My  wife  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  lil^eral  nuxtnr»-  .* 
wheat'bran  with  other  food  is  a  preventive  of  disease.  It  is  also  excellent  fur  h-V) 
confined  chiefly  to  a  com  diet,  by  keeping  them  from  becoming  const ipateil. 

With  the  exception  of  distemper,  which,  in  a  few  cases,  h^ks  proved  fatal,  bor^-. 
have  been  pretty  free  from  contagious  diseases.  Since  the  epizootic  paiwed  ovrr  "- 
country  a  few  years  since,  a  large  fatality  has  befallen  young  colts.  Probably  rir- 
per  cent,  of  these  young  animali  have  died  the  present  season.  Some  attributed  u  d 
the  eflects  of  that  disease. 

A  strange  disease  has  attacked  and  proved  fatal  to  my  lambs  dnring  the  piwt  tb-^* 
seasons.  It  comes  upon  them  about  midsummer.  From  apparent  health  they  <:

Mr.  W.  O.  Millard,  who  resides  about  two  miles  southwest  of  Mille<lgeville,  and  wl  0 
is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  careful  stock-raisers  in  this  locality,  has  been  v(>r< 
unfortunate  with  his  large  stock  of  hogs  during  the  past  slimmer.  He  hus  l^t*^'-* 
hundred  and  ninety  head^  sixty-one  of  which  were  large  hogs,  the  remaiiuUr  ^bolt• 
He  claims  that  the  disease  which  decimated  his  herd  was  nothing  more  nor  Ir^n  I'.u 
typhoid  fever,  and  thinks  it  will  yet  extend  far  more  than  it  has  in  this  and  a«ij<Mi..:; 
counties. 

Mr.  M.  Davenport,  Oxford,  Calhoun  County,  Alabama,  says : 

Cholera  among  hogs  is  the  most  dreaded  and  fatal  disease  we  have  to  conteiui  «  '..

Mr.  J.  Elltvood  Hancock,  Columbus,  Burling^ton  County,  New  ^v: 
sey,  says : 

I  have  had  some  experience  with  plenro-pneuroonia  in  cattle,  having  lo^^t  one'tll!^! 
of  my  herd  from  its  ravages  in  18<31,  when  1  succeeded  in  eradicating  the  di^aM*  ai:*-: 
a  duration  of  about  six  months.    I  had  a  second  visitation  of  the  malady  iu  in\  h^r. 
in  the  early  part  of  1876,  when  I  lost  six  head  from  a  hen^of  twenty-three.   My  t-i'* 
rience  is  that  it  runs  its  course  in  not  over  three  weeks  after  the  animal  htH<»u.t*-  "• 
much  afiected  as  to  prevent  its  eating — usually  in  a  shorter  time.    Of  the  ani^j** 
att'ected,  I  am  satisfied  not  more  than  one-third  will  recover.    I  applied  toaveteruurf 
surgeon,  who  prescribed  a  powder  which  I  think  was  a  benefit,  giving  it,  m  I  ii!<i  '■' 
the  whole  herd  as  soon  as  it  was  ascertained  the  disease  was  present.    AAer  thr  ti:- 
ease  is  fully  developed  in  an  animal  I  have  very  little  faith  in  medicines,  »»  I*'*' 
proportion  will  die  with  the  best  treatment.    Although  my  whole  herd  wss  d»»c  r»-«  • 
sick,  the  larger  part  of  it  showed  signs  of  the  disease  ;  some  only  for  a  few  (layv  ^  •■ 
ever.    It  remained  among  my  cattle  for  about  four  months.    I  am  of  the  opim-vi  i! »' 
on  both  occasions  the  disease  was  introduced  by  cattle  purchased  by  me.    Th**  ^^ 
case  showed  itself  in  about  six  weeks  after  the  introduction  into  my  beixl  vi  u*^ 
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infected  animal ;  in  the  second  case  it  was  tbt  least  foar  months.  I  regard  this  as  the 
worst  feature  of  the  disease — it  remains  dormant  in  the  system  of  the  animal  for  so 
long  a  time  before  it  is  imparted  to  others. 

During  the  past  few  years  this  terrible  disease  has  caused  great  loss  to  farmers  in 
this  section  of  the  State.  Many  have  had  to  contend  with  it,  and  numbers  have  suf- 
fered heavier  losses  than  I  have. 

Farmers  in  this  locality  are  also  suffering  great  losses  from  chicken-cholera.  The 
fowl  is  taken  with  diarrhea  and  sits  moping  about  for  a  few  days  and  dies.  But  few 
of  those  affected  recover.  Many  preventives  have  been  tried.  I  believe  cayenne  pep- 
per, asafetida  and  composition  powders,  used  freely  in  the  feed,  are  useful  as  such. 
Cleanliness  in  roosts,  ^as-tar,  carbolic  acid,  &c.,  are  useful;  but  the  preventive  or 
remedy  remains  to  be  disooveriBd  which  will  give  absolute  security. 

Mr.  James  H.  Swindells,  Lancaster,  Dallas  County,  Texas,  says  : 

We  have  not  been  troubled  with  diseases  among  any  of  the. lower  animals  except 
among  hogs  and  chickens,  both  of  which  were,  and  now  are,  affected  with  what  is 
term(d  cholera*  Until  a  year  ago  the  hogs  in  this  locality  were  not  aftected  with 
cholera.  The  disease  was  brought  here  by  the  importation  of  stock  from  Wise,  Mon- 
tague, Parker,  and  Johnson  Counties,  a  tier  of  counties  lying  in  the  lower  Cross  Tim- 
bers, west  of  this  point.  When  they  arrived  they  were  herded  with  hoffs  raised  here. 
In  less  than  a  week  the  imported  hogs  became  diseased  and  commenced  dying  rapidly. 
The  affected  ones  were  separated  from  the  others  and  various  remedies  were  made  use 
of  to  check  the  disease  and,  if  possible,  cure  it.  None  of  the  remedies  used  seemed  to 
be  of  any  benefit,  and  nine-tenths  of  those  affected  died.  The  disease  soon  spread  to 
the  native  stock,  and  since  then  (last  fall)  there  has  l)een  more  or  less  of  the  disease 
present. 

The  symptoms  observed  are  as  follows:  Indisposition  to  move  about  or  to  eat ;  ly- 
ing down  most  of  the  time ;  diarrhea,  with  excrements  first  of  a  natural  character, 
bat  gradually  getting  darker  until,  the  evacuations  became  almost  black ;  fe^er,  the 
temperature  in  some  cases  running  up  to  108<^  F.,  but  generally  to  about  102^.  Before 
death  the  animal  would  vomit  a  dark-green  or  black  fluid,  swell  up,  and  the  odor 
emitted  would  be  very  offensive. 

The  only  effective  way  of  checking  the  disease  would  seem  to  be  to  separate  the 
diseased  animals  and  put  them  into  a  clean  lot  having  running  water  in  it.  I  had  a 
few  hogs  which  were  taken  sick  with  this  diarrhea.  In  a  day  or  two  the  discharges 
became  of  a  light-green  color,  and  very  thin.  I  relieved  all  of  them  but  one  (I  believe 
eeven  were  attacked)  by  the  administration  of  calomel.  For  a  hog  weighing  one  hun- 
dred pounds  I  would  mix  one  dram  of  calomel  with  a  handful  of  meal  and  a  little 
milk,  and  let  them  have  that  much  in  the  course  of  twenty-four  hours.  They  would 
generally  eat  a  little  at  a  time  until  the  whole  is  disposed  of.  The  calomel  did  not 
seem  to  purge.  On  the  contrary,  the  bowels  would  check  up,  and  in  from  one  to  two 
days  the  animal  would  commence  eating  com  and  would  get  well  without  any  further 
trouble.    The  one  which  died  would  not  eat  the  meal  in  which  the  calomel  was  mixed. 

^Ir.  W.  DuNLEY,  Hennepin,  Putnam  County,  Illinois,  says: 

A  disease  caUed  cholera  has  prevailed  to  a  great  extent  among  hogs  in  this  locality 
during  the  past  few  years.  Many  of  our  farmers  have  at  different  periods,  and  within 
a  very  short  time,  lost  most  of  their  stock  by  the  ravages  of  the  disease.  No  positive 
remedy  has  as  yet  been  discovered. 

Dunng  ihe  past  summer  I  lost  about  eighty  hogs  by  the  disease.  I  used  all  the 
different  remedies  recommended,  but  they  continued  to  die  daily  until  I  was  told  that 
oats  was  a  specific.  I  at  once  commenced  feeding  dry  oats,  and  no  more  died.  Three 
were  sick  when  I  commenced  feeding  the  oats,  but  they  recovered,  and  I  have  lost 
none  since. 

A  great  many  fowls  have  died  in  onr  yicinity  of  a  disease  also  called  cholera^  No 
remedy  or  sure  preventive  has  been  discovered  for  this  malady. 

Messrs.  Daniel  A.  and  Jacob  Milleb,  Farmington,  Davis  County, 
Utah  Territory,  write  as  follows : 

Sheep  are  the  principal  stock  product  of  this  locality.  Among  this  class  of  animals 
a  disease  prevails  called  scab,  for  which  the  following  remedy  is  used :  One  peck  of 
nnalaked  lime  and  twenty-five  pounds  of  sulphur  dissolved  in  water.  A  tank  or  hojg^- 
nead  is  filled  with  the  water  in  which  these  ingredients  have  been  dissolved,  into  which 
the  sheep  are  dipped.  These  dippings  are  ffenerally  required  once  or  twice  a  year. 
Another  remedy  is  to  make  a  solution  by  a4ding  to  water  sufiicient  for  the  purpose 
one  pound  of  tobacco,  one-fourth  pound  of  gunpowder,  and  two  ounces  of  arsenic. 
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This  solation  is  poured  on  the  hacks  and  other  affected  parts  of  the  sheep.   SometiiLn 
a  Htuall  amount  of  red  precipitate  is  used,  hut  this  is  considered  daogeronft. 

But  few  bogs  are  raised  here,  and  they  are  generally  healthy.  However,  there  have 
been  some  cases  of  cholera,  but  how  the  animals  were  treat^  I  cannot  my.  F<>«i« 
are  generally  healthy,  with  no  prevailing  disease. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Babr,  Augusts,  Macon  County,  Illinois,  says: 

Hogs  have  been  destroyed  every  year  for  the  last  twelve  years  in  thin  locality  \r,  % 
disease  known  as  ^'  hog  cholera.'^  The  disease  has  never,  as  far  as  I  have  bwa  ii^nr  u 
learn,  prevailed  in  the  open  prairie  without  our  being  able  to  trace  it  to  som«i  uiar£f«i 
source  of  contagion,  such,  for  instance,  as  native  swine  coming  in  coDtact  witb  hvi* 
brought  in  from  localities  where  the  disease  was  pi-evailing.  The  dineam  prfv&:.f 
almost  continuously  along  the  timber  belts  on  the  wat-er-oonrses,  owing  (loaiitl«fii«iu 
the  fact  that  hogs  are  suffered  to  run  at  large,  while  many  carelem  persons  thr^tw  tbt 
dead  carcasses  of  the  animals  into  the  streams,  thereby  spreading  the  diseaw  alon^'  tlr 
whole  length  of  the  water-course  below. 

Where  the  disease  breaks  out  spontaneously  as  it  were,  the  symptoms  are  a  rioirat 
cough  attended  with  high  fever.  I  have  been  told  that  on  exam i nation  of  siuh  e&«^ 
after  death  the  lungs  were  found  in  a  decayed  or  rotten  condition,  while  the  other  vitjl 
organs  presented  little  or  no  derangement.  Such  oases  origiuate  in  close,  ill-vi*ii((iairil 
quarters,  such  as  are  found  under  the  floors  of  old  buildings  or  al>out  ur  an<lt*r  stn^- 
stacks.  The  carcasses  of  such,  if  eaten  by  well  hogs, or  even  the  dropping.-*  f mm  iL«^ 
will  communicate  the  disease  in  a  more  intensitied  form  and  fatal  character  tban  tbt 
described  above.  With  the  latter  cases  the  hogs  die  more  suddenly  than  in  thr  tr4 
instance,  sometimes  within  twelve  hours  from  the  attack,  while  the  former  will  ofin 
linger  for  days.  In  some  cases  the  latter,  in  addition  to  the  cough  and  high  fevf^,  *  .i 
be  extremely  costive ;  in  other  cases  the  animal  will  be  affected  with  an  active  diairc**. 
Some  will  swell  np  about  the  ears,  the  skin  will  crack  open  and  the  blood  will  atji* 
therefrom.  All  or  nearly  all  of  those  thus  affected  die.  The  few  that  do  rectirerbtd 
bettor  die,  as  they  rarely  become  thrifty  again. 

We  have  never  yet  found  a  rerae/<ly  that  will  effect  a  core.  The  best  informed  stcrk- 
raisers  are  of  the  opinion  that  relief  must  come,  if  it  ever  does  come,  through  pn:vta\- 
ives  rather  than  through  remedies. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  most  successful  in  keeping  out  hogs  free  from  ihrratf 
have  done  so  by  giving  them  good,  comfortable,  clean,  well- ventilated  quarters.  »»i 
as  a  general  thing  those  who  most  nearly  meet  these  conditions  have  the  l>e«t  t^nrtrv^ 

Fowls  are  affected  and  thousands  die  annually  by  a  disease  known  by  the  n-unr  •<< 
cholera.  The  symptons  are  about  as  follows  :  Two  or  three  days  before  death  th^^ 
will  appear  droopy  and  stupid;  eat  but  little  if  any  ;  become  very  thirsty;  have  a  vfr? 
active  bowel-complaint,  and  tiually  drop  down  dead.  Another  symptom  is  w«*o  in  i'^* 
gills  and  comb  of  the  fowl,  which  become  pale  soon  after  attack.  The  only  rem'^<^ 
that  has  yet  been  employed  with  success  here  is  to  rid  the  premises  of  fnwlK  for  t«v-^r 
months.  After  that  they  may  be  kept  again  for  a  few  years  free  from  di^wane.  Tn^^ 
are  those  who  are  of  the  opinion  that  fowls  exhaust  something  on  the  premiM^  tlu?  :u 
system  requires,  and  until  that  constituent  is  replaced  they  cannot  live  aud  thrive. 


Mr.  R.  K.  Slosson,  Verona,  Grundy  County,  Illinois,  says:  . 

The  hog  seems  very  much  ihore  subject  to  fatal  diseases  now  than  he  did  forty  Vf*^ 
ago.    To  arrive  at  a  correct  etiology  of  the  diseases  of  this  animal,  which  fort\  ye^ 
ago  were  unknown,  we  are  forced  to  notice  the  then  phvsical  condition  «f  th»*  ahsi.* 
as  compared  with  his  present,  tracing  the  changes  whicn  have  been  effecteil  Uy  i^*- 
finement,  change  of  foo<i,  and  the  practical  method  of  producing  new  varieties  k  '-    i 
shall  take  on  the  greatest  number  of  pounds  of  muscle  and  fat  in  the  shortivf  t  —"■ 
Of  all  the  domestic  animals  the  hog  is  the  most  easily  made  to  undergo  cban^^  ** 
form  and  temperament,  and  hence  it  is  that  the  varieties  of  the  hog  are  contiu'^t  t 
increasing.    New  breeds,  well  a<ivertised  and  puffed,  are  multiplying,  and  tbf  ci***' 
and  only  object  appears  to  be  to  find  a  variety  that  shaU  eclipse  aU'others  in  ina\it:i'  l 
weight  at  the  earliest  possible  period  of  their  exist-ence.    In  the  insane  pursuit  ot  ^^  i 
stamina  of  constitution  are  lost  sight  of,  and  the  bog-raiaer  who  has  three  b-i'?<>'^ 
head  to-day  in  four  weeks'  time  may  be  reduced  to  half  a  dozen  bead.    He  sn^'^jr- » 
loss  of  $13,000  from  the  emasculated  system  of  the  hogs  making  them  snsceptiM^'t'"-*' 
ease  which  a  healthy  and  strong  constitution  will  not  take  on.    A  change  of  c«ti>f< '^' 
tion  was  doubtless  brought  abont  in  part  from  oontinements  a  condition  nokno*'^  t<« 
the  hog  before  domestication.    Confinement,  as  all  physiologista  know,  decrw»«'<  a  > 
cular  growth  and  strength,  and  the  nervous  energies  are  correspcmdiDgly  we«t'-D^|^ 
On  the  heel  of  this  a  change  of  food  takes  plac«.   Indian  com  is  fed  in  manynart*  "t  ^X: 
wuntry  to  the  exclusion  of  those  kinds  of  foo<l  upon  which  he  had  prsviowiy  1»«<1     ^* 
hundreds  of  years  perhaps,  and  corn  is  almost  exolusively  fat-prodacing.  Thiacow^'     • 
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ion  of  new  circomstaBces  and  coDditionft  neoeasarily  produces  physiological  changes  in 
ha  system,  and  these  changes  being,  to  say  the  least,  partially  abnormal,  the  body  ia 
tiepared  to  take  on  diseases  which  were  ori^j^ally  unknown  to  the  hog.  It  is  these 
hanges  which  create  a  predisposition  to  disease  which  hitherto  inoperative  causes 
lave  failed  to  deyelop,  but  now  being  brought  into  action  the  enervated  system  falls 
,D  easy  prey.  Is  it  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  muscles  accustomed  to  daily  toil 
or  sustenance,  when  deprived  of  that  heiuthful  exercise,  should  become  weak,  flabby, 
Bd  deprived  of  much  of  that  vitality  which  constitutes  perfect  health  T  Departurea 
rom  the  irrevocable  laws  of  animal  life  in  its  perfection  is  invariably  accompanied 
rith  loss  of  some  kind,  and  hence  violation  of  physiological  laws  are  dangerous. 
We  need  not  wonder  that  an  active  nervous  system,  from  close  confinement  and 
elief  from  all  anxiety  about  satisfying  hunger,  should  change  the  temperament  to  a 
rmphatic  one.  which  is  the  prevailing  one  of  fat  animals  as  a  rule.  We  need  not 
render  that  changes  so  conspicuous  should  lead  to  disease  and  a  shortened  span  of 
fe;  that  stamina  of  constitution  and  longevity  should  be  wiped  out  with  the  sponge 
f  disease.  We  conclude^  then,  that  the  above  causes  indicate  a  condition  of  the  sys- 
sm  which  predisposes  it  to  the  taking  on  of  certain  diseases  so  fatal  to  the  hog. 
hese  are,  in  medical  language,  the  remote  causes;  the  immediate  causes  now  require 
brief  notice.  The  class  of  diseases  which,  under  various  forms,  takes  oflf  so  many 
ogs,  horses,  and  cattle,  has  proved  a  stubborn  enemy  to  veterinary  students ;  and 
Mt-nwrtem  examinations  have  only  revealed  the  existing  pathology  of  diseased  parts, 
ot  the  immediate  existing  cause  of  the  phenomena  presented.  This  class  of  diseases 
!«m  to  belong  especially  to  the  mucous  membranes,  those  tissues  which  are  exposed 
>  the  direct  action  of  causes  existing  in  the  atmosphere  or  in  the  food.  The  caases 
I  epizootio  diseases,  and  those  which  produce  typhoid  types  of  disease  through  the 
ledium  of  the  bowels  and  stomach,  are  floating  in  the  air,  or  exist  in  the  food  taken 
ito  the  stomach.  It  is  now  admitted  by  some  of  the  best  authorities  that  epizootic 
ineases  are  caused  by  a  vegetable  ^^wth,  the  minute  spores  of  which  are  breathed 
ito  the  luogs,  as  they  are  floating  in  the  air  we  breathe,  and  also  that  some  typhoid 
»rm8  of  fever,  as  hog-cholera,  are  of  either  animal  or  vegetable  growth,  and  that  the 
)ore8  or  minute  eggs  are  introduced  in  the  food.  What  is  singular  to  the  non-physi- 
logist,  these  spores  coming  in  contact  with  healthy  mucous  surfaces  will  not  vege- 
ite,  showing  that  certain,  definite  conditions  are  required  in  this  membrane  to  pro- 
uce  diseaae  at  all;  or,  in  other  words,  there  must  be  a  peculiar  abnormal  condition  of 
lis  membrane  before  there  can  possibly  be  a  development  of  these  diseases.  A  fur- 
ler  examination  of  the  matter  of  the  stomach  and  bowels  by  a  powerful  microscope 
very  desirable,  that  more  positive  and  reliable  knowledge  mav  be  gained,  which 
ay  point  out  a  treatment  which,  Uius  far,  has  been  little  less  tnan  an  opprobrium 
»  veterinary  practice. 

Symptoms  of  hog-cholera  are  not  unfrequently  modified,  or  new  symptoms  added, 
he  characteristic  symptoms,  which  are  never  absent,  are  fever,  refusal  to  eat,  dispo- 
tion  to  lie  undisturbed,  and  a  fetid  discharge  of  dark-colored  faeces.  We  suspect  the 
istinctive  feature  which  shall  distinguish  hog-cholera  from  all  other  disease  will  be 
»nnd  in  the  peculiarity  of  the  fecal  discharges,  and  these  can  only  be  demonstrated  by 
ireful  microscopic  investigation. 

The  treatment  upon  which  any  reliance  can  be  placed,  so  far  as  we  know,  has  not 
;t  been  discovered.  It  is  true  quackery  raises  her  nydra  head,  and  floods  the  country 
ith  sure  cares,  but  whether  from  me<licine  taken  or  in  spite  of  it,  we  do  not  know. 
9  a  rule,  about  the  time  we  find  out  the  hog  is  really  sick,  the  disease  is  so  far  ad> 
iQced  that  remedies  may  be  considered  useless.  We  have  seen  it  stated  that  turpeu- 
ae  has  been  given,  about  a  teaspoonful  to  the  hog,  and  with  success.  A  farther  trial 
desirable,  for  it  is  not  impossible  that  turpentine  may  kill  those  minute  specks  of 
fe  without  injury  to  the  mucous  membrane.  An  accidental  discovery  of  this  kind 
ould  save  millions  of  dollars  annually.  But  there  are  other  diseases,  among  which 
lenmonia  is  not  uncommon  and  often  fatal.  For  instance,  we  have  known  cases 
here  the  hogs  piled  themselves  up  on  the  wet  grouud  under  cover,  so  that  they  he- 
me steaming  wet;  they  then  rush  out  into  the  cold  air  to  eat  their  com,  take  cold,  and 
e  of  pneumonia.  Hogs  are  often  troubled  with  worms,  which  greatly  disturb  di- 
>stion  and  make  the  appetite  capricious,  keeping  them  thin  in  flesh.  Copperas  in 
leir  swill,  at  the  rate  of  two  table-spoonfuls  to  the  pail  of  swill,  will  clean  out  the 
onus  and  greatly  improve  the  health  of  the  bogs.  Kepeat  this  twice  a  week  for  a 
w  weeks.  A  large  farmer  in  Kendall  County  this  fall  lost  300  head  of  hogs,  but  he 
me  to  the  conclusion,  whether  the  trae  one  or  not,  that  the  disease  was  not  true 
lolera,  but  a  form  of  disease  which  he  believes  was  produced  by  a  stagnant  pond  of 
ater  in  the  field.  ^  They  were  in  the  pond  a  good  deaf,  and  the  pond  was  covered  with 
green  scum.  This  may  have  been  a  malarial  disease  in  some  respects  analogous  to 
IP  genuine  cholera. 

Since,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  the  disease  is  not  noticed  until  it  is  fastened  upon 
e  system  and  beyond  the  stage  in  which  curative  measures  may  prove  successfaf,  it 
wisdom  to  fall  back  on  a  surer  and  more  feasible  plan — ^precautionary  maasures  of 
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preyentioxi.  The  qaestion  arises,  What  maybe  considered  in  some  sense  pnpbylacHv 
m  this  class  of  diseases  f  The  answer  is,  Preserve  a  healthy  play  of  the  orgaos  of  the 
body,  and  the  causes  producing  these  diseases  cannot  act  on  the  macons  membnofs. 
and  consequently  no  disease  will  be  produced.  A  weakened  and  partiaOy  diiesMd 
mucous  surface  seems  to  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  sprouting  of  spores  in  the  limp  or 
the  hatching  of  eggs  in  the  stomach  and  bowels.  Right  here  we  are  met  with  tbe 
very  pertinent  question,  Can  we  prevent  the  development  of  diaeaae  where  the  "^ndiB^ 
position  is  al  wavs  present  by  any  treatment  of  the  animal  f  Like  hereditary  ooosm^ 
tion  in  man,  so  long  as  the  health  of  the  animal  is  sufficient  to  resist  the  causes  arlinc 
on  the  predisposition,  so  long  will  the  disease  be  absent.  What,  then,  can  be  doof 
toward  saving  millions  of  hogs  annually  f  First.  They  must  have  a  dry  and  oomfbr- 
Able  place  to  sleep,  and  this  aoartment  should  be  cleaned  out  every  few  days,  and,  il 
necessary,  washed  out  also.  Second.  They  must  have  clean  water  so  arranged  tb' 
they  can  drink  whenever  it  suits  them.  Third.  They  should  have  salt  at  least  twirr 
each  week  and  stone  or  charcoal,  which  is  better,  every  week.  Fourth.  They  flwoli 
be  fed  upon  a  clean  floor,  and  their  feed  should  be  mixed  or  freqoentlv  ehan|ed: 
cooked  food,  with  apples  or  potatoes  for  desert,  and  then  com  in  the  ear  orliasty  piJ- 
ding.  Fifth.  In  summer  they  should  have  all  the  timothy  and  clover  they  will  est. 
This  treatment  would  doubtless  save  a  host ;  but  so  lou^  as  a  predisposition  enstK 
there  will  be  more  or  less  disease,  and  so  long  as  new  varieties  are  being  developed. 
there  will  exist  an  instability  in  breeding,  which  tends  to  weaken  rather  than  strengtbrc 
the  constitution  of  the  hog.  We  doubt  seriously  whether  hog-cholera,  under  pTme^v 
modes  of  breeding,  can  be  either  prevented  or  successfully  treated.  Still,  arcid^Bt 
may  discover  a  remedy  which  will  kill  the  living  cause  of  disease  without  iojatr  t> 
the  animal.  Of  course  we  do  not  recommend  going  back  to  the  **  alligator  pike '  «: 
the  "  Ohio  rooter,''  charged  with  stealing  potatoes  out  of  the  eecond  row  in  the  tO- 
joining  lot.  We  do  believe,  however,  th^t  the  hog  needs  more  exercise,  a  gresler  va- 
riety of  food,  and  that  he  should  not  be  bred  in  and  in,  as  all  our  beet  breeds  kir^ 
been.  We  have  too  many  varieties  now,  and  the  more  we  get  and  undertake  to  hnei 
them  pure,  the  weaker  and  more  liable  to  disease  will  the  hog  become. 

Mr.  E.  Stokes,  Berlin,  Camden  County,  New  Jersey,  says : 

We  have  been  exempt  in  a  great  measure  from  diseases  among  our  f arm-animaU  >z 
this  immediate  vicinity  for  soihe  months,  except  a  disease  affecting  the  hone.  Tki* 
malady  is  very  fatal,  and  a  number  of  horses  have  been  lost  in  the  eouthera  porTi« 
of  this  county  and  many  in  Atlantic  County.  They  are  taken  suddenly  with  gttt^ 
weakness,  and  in  many  cases  very  soon  after  eating  a  full  feed  are  unable  to  iasd 
and  in  four  or  five  hours  become  perfectly  blind  and  experience  great  difiemltj  ti 
breathing.  They  die  within  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours.  Abnoet  every  cmtl» 
proved  fatal.  Mares  seem  much  more  liable  to  be  attacked  than  horaea.  I  have  betri 
of  no  mules  being  attacked  by  the  disease.  Horses  in  nrime  condition  are  as  liable  v 
those  that  are  not,  and  young  ones  are  rather  more  liable  than  old  horses.  I  think  tb* 
disease  is  somewhat  on  the  decrease  at  this  date.  Some  localities  are  entirely  exesif 
while  it  may  prevail  on  almost  every  side.  Should  the  disease  beeome  genefal,it  «t. 
prove  much  more  serious  than  any  malady  we  have  ever  had  amoo^  our  homs^ 

Both  hog  and  chicken  cholera  are  prevailing  to  some  extent  in  this  locality. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Thornton,  Elliott,  Ford  County,  lUlnois,  says: 

A  disease  exists  among  hogs  here  which  has  proved  very  fatal.  In  the  faU  of  1S75 1  lo^ 
M  but  sixteen  out  of  a  herd  of  one  hundred  and  twenty.  The  symptoms  of  the  disf< 
vary  a  great  deal.  The  first  symptoms  are  invariably  manifesteo  in  a  dry  eon^  ^' 
thirst,  and  sometimes  purging  and  vomiting.  As  a  general  rule,  hoga,  while  nBdrr 
the  influence  of  the  disease,  are  very  stupid.  The  duration  of  the  disease  also  Tini» 
Some  of  those  affected  will  linger  along  for  a  month  or  two;  some  wiU  apparentlTr* 
better,  but  after  a  while  the  flesh  will  begin  to  drop  off  in  places,  and  then  the  soii^ 
will  soon  die.  The  larger  portion  of  those  attacked  will  die  in  a  few  data.  1  g*^' 
new  milk  from  a  fresh  young  cow  to  the  first  two  of  mv  hogs  that  were  a/tected,  »ai 
they  got  well ;  but  I  could  find  nothing  that  proved  of  any  benefit  to  the  others.  « 
used  stone-coal,  copperas,  sal-soda,  sulphur,  alum,  cayenne  pepper,  Ac,  without  aaTbrs- 
oficial  results. 

The  disease  prevailed  in  an  epidemic  form,  as  hogs  were  attacked  withcHrt  <^ei»^ 
in  contact  with  infected  stock.  During  the  fall  of  1875  at  least  1,000  headof  hee*drc 
of  the  disease  in  this  township,  a  tract  of  land  only  six  miles  wide  and  about  buk  w*^ 
in  length. 

In  the  fall  of  1876  the  disease  prevailed  again  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  m»^ 
hogs  were  lost.  The  symptoms  were  about  the  same  as  those  given  abova  ^^^^ 
the  past  summer  the  disease  again  made  its  appearance,  but  this  time  la  a  mtmf 
form. 
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A  disease  called  ohicken-choleTa  has  proved  rery  fatal  to  fowls  In  this  locality.  The 
fowl,  when  attacked,  hecomes  stapid,  refuses  to  eat,  and  in  a  day  or  two  will  die.  Some- 
times the  comb  or  gills  will  turn  pale  or  white.  As  a  preventive,  we  nse  copperas  in 
the  water  or  in  the  feed  with  good  sncoeas. 

Mr.  TH03LAS  Taskeb,  Angola,  8t6aben  County,  Indiana,  says : 

This  county  has  been  comparatively  free  from  diseases  of  farm-animals,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  epizootic  or  distemper  amone  horses.  The  disease  made  its  appearance  last 
Jiuy,  and  still  prevails  to  a  considerable  extent.  It  is  very  difficult  to  contend  with  or 
manage.  The  horse  is  affected  with  a  cough — something  like  distemper — but  the  irri- 
tation seems  confined  to  the  glands,  and  the  disease  appears  similar  to  glanders.  The 
horse  will  have  the  heaves  to  all  appearances  until  the  glands  are  relieved.  It  has 
proved  fatal  in  some  cases. 

As  a  remedy,  four  ounces  of  chlorate  of  potash  to  one  quart  of  water  has  been  used 
with  good  results.  A  spoonful  of  this  preparation  should  be  injected  ioto  each  uostril 
every  morning  and  evening  until  a  cure  is  effected.  Some  medicine  that  will  act  read* 
ily  onlhe  kidneys  will  also  be  found  useful. 

Mr.  N.  N.  Halsted,  Newark,  Hudson  County,  New  Jersey,  says : 

In  1859-'60,  the  first  year  of  the  appearance  of  the  plenro-pneumonia  in  this  State,  I 
had  the  honor  of  bein||^  president  of  the  State  society,  and,  with  Governor  Olden 's  assist- 
ance and  the  generosity  of  some  few  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  association,  we 
made  an  exhaustive  examination  into  said  disease ;  bought  the  diseased  cattle,  quaran- 
tined them,  kiUed  some  and  made,  through  our  sui^eons  and  veterinary  suraeons  from 
New  York  and  this  State,  a  careful  autopsy  of  several  we  kiUed  and  many  of  those  that 
died.  The  result  of  these  investigations  was  published  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
State  society.  We  went  to  Boston  and  made  a  tnorough  and  careful  examination  there, 
and  decided  that  the  disease  was  an  imported  one. 

The  disease  was  brought  into  our  State  by  Mr.  Johnson,  who  bouorht  six  calves  from 
the  swill-milk  stables  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  These  brought  the  disease  to  his  herd. 
The  society  stopped  it  there  and  we  had  no  more  of  it  until  our  Union  Countv  farm- 
ers bought  some  more  swill-milk-stable  animals^  and,  being  sellers  of  milk,  kept  the  mat- 
ter quiet,  or  hid  it  from  the  officers  of  the  society  until  tne  whole  neighborhood  was 
infected.  This  has  been  stamped  out  by  a  rigid  quarantine  and  the  use  of  carbolic  acid, 
used  as  a  disinfectant  and  by  the  animals  inhaling  it.  They  have  some  of  it  now  in 
Burlington  County,  produced  from  the  same  cause,  which  is  being  eradicated  by  the 
same  means. 

Our  society  crushed  out  the  Spanish  fever  by  killing  aU  cattle  affected  with.it  at  the 
cost  of  the  owners.  All  animals  tha't  die  of  this  disease  should  be  buried  six  feet  under 
ground — hides,  hoofs,  and  all — and  the  sheds  whitewashed  with  quick  lime  and  car- 
bolic acid,  as  the  disease  is  infectious. 

Mr.  Z.  E.  Jameson,  Irasburg,  Orleans  County,  Vermont,  says : 

Hogs  here  are  generaUy  healthy,  but  during  the  past  ten  years  there  have  been  many 
cases  of  apparent  paralysis  of  the  hinder  parts  of  young  hogs,  ranging  in  age  from  three 
months  to  one  year  old.  At  the  present  time  a  neigbM>r  has  three,  about  five  months 
old,  so  affected.  One  of  these  cannot  walk  at  all,  one  can  only  walk  with  his  fore  legs^ 
and  the  other  can  use  his  hind  legs  but  little. 

These  pigs  have  been  kept  in  a  pen  10  by  12  feet,  with  a  plank  floor,  and  fed  almost 
entirely  uiion  sour  milk.  Within  a  few  days  they  have  been  aUowed  to  run  in  a  yard 
where  they  could  have  access  to  the  soil,  out  no  grass  or  green  feed.  No  remedy  is 
known.  Some  die.  Others  live  until  they  are  in  tolerably  fleshy  condition,  and  are 
then  kiUed  for  meat.    The  cause  of  this  trouble  may  be  in  the  lack  of  variety  in  food. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Latimer,  proprietor  of  Cedar  farm  herd  of  short-horns, 
Abingdon,  Knox  County,  Illinois,  says : 

IMseases  of  horses  in  my  locality  consist  in  what  are  familiarly  known  by  our  anack 
horse-doctors  as  hots  and  epizootic  or  distemper,  the  first  of  which  afl'ects  the  norse 
internally.  The  remedies  usually  recommended  and  applied  are  too  numerous  to 
mention.  Each  doctor  has  a  different  one,  and  the  remedies  kill  about  as  often  as 
they  cure  the  animal.  No  effectual  remedy  bas  yet  been  founds  as  a  horse  once 
affected  with  the  disease  never  entirely  recovers.  The  epizootic  is  a  malady  which 
affeets  the  lungs  and  throat,  and  bometimes  spreads  to  the  limbs  and  body  of  the  horse. 
We  have  what  is  known  as  regular  distemper,  which  is  of  a  milder  form  than  the  epi- 
zootic; but  both  are  evidently  the  same  disease.  Tbe  quacks  have  difierent  remedies, 
^ith  none  of  which  am  I  conversant.    The  disease  attacks  and  destroys  animuls  rang- 
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ing  from  six  months  to  two  years  of  age.  It  seems  to  be  oontagioas,  and  pfcnDitt 
allseasons  of  the  year.  It  is  usually  more  fatal  to  older  stock,  as  abont  16  wr  Mit<rf 
those  affected  die,  and  those  that  do  not  are  rendered  eomparatlvely  voitiilMi. 

The  cattle  in  this  connty,  all  along  the  line  of  the  great  thoroogb!bre%«R  si^tcttto 
attacks  of  the  Texas  cattle  fever.  In  this  county  we  are  annoally  snbjectod  to  it  IVi 
we  have  the  disease  known  as  black  leg,  which  is  virtu^y  a  blood  dTTwiMn  ItsiKfe 
young  stock  principally,  mostly  calves  from  three  months  to  one  year  oM,  and  ii  ttt 
rapid  in  its  coarse.  The  calf  frequently  *dies  within  thirty-aix  boon  after  th»  iii«: 
symptoms  of  the  disease  are  observed.  On  skinning  the  onimftl,  all  the  blood  vmtk 
of  the  le^  and  neck  are  nsually  found  clotted  and  gorged  with  black  bkwiL  S*  br 
no  remedies  have  been  found.  In  certain  localities  in  the  eooiity  it  is  mere  ^nkr 
and  fatal  than  in  others.  When  a  lot  of  stock  is  attacked  it  tranally  ms  tfanmnbtb? 
whole  herd.  It  is  very  fatal,  and  I  regard  it  as  oontaffious.  Perhaps  6  pa-  cent  of  ^ 
young  stock  of  the  neighborhood  die  of  it.  Usually  the  calrea  t^t  are  in  best  coeit- 
tion  die  first ;  thin  ones  are  rarely  attacked. 

Another  troublesome  and  growing  disease  is  that  of  abortion  in  cows.  The  imif 
is  little  understood — ^indeed  its  causes  are  a  mystery  to  us  all.  I  believe  it  to  bes  Uab 
disease,  and  under  certain  conditions  contagious.  When  once  started  in  a  beid  sf  tm 
let  them  be  ever  so  healthy,  it  is  apt  to  affect  them  all.  They  loee  their  cslro  tsv 
where  from  three  to  seven  months'  time.  Unless  well  cared  for  many  of  tiiose  sioetn. 
will  die,  or  if  they  do  not  they  will  afterwards  prove  worthless  as*  breeden.  I  biv^ 
tried,  and  seen  tried  by  a  great  many  others,  various  remedies,  but  all  have  povK 
worthless.  Changing  trom  one  pasture  to  another,  and  separatinf  the  w«ll  froa  tk 
affected  ones,  will  sometimes  do  good  for  a  short  season  ;  bat  the  disease  will  a««i-r 
break  out  again,  perhaps  affecting  cows  that  were  previously  exempt.  Tbcopivc 
generally  prevails  that  the  disease  is  contagions.  *  For  the  past  two  yean  I  doobt  rfl*- 
per  cent,  would  cover  the  annual  losses  from  this  malady. 

We  annually  lose  at  least  20  per  cent,  of  all  oar  hogs  and  pigs  by  a  diaesse  commt^j 
called  hog  cholera.  Many  diseases  are  olassed  under  this  heM,  and  some  of  tbca  tr 
no  doubt  the  result  of  local  causes,  such  as  bad  treatment,  oonfinement  in  filtiiyaadu'* 
ventilated  buildings  and  pens.  &.c.  Worms  in  the  throat  and  iirtastiDeB  is  oat  «f  <^ 
symptoms  of  the  so-called  cholera.  Many  specifics  are  osed,  but  no  oertam  resiedji^ 
as  yet  been  found.  Copperas,  sulphur,  charcoal,  turpentine,  aaafetlda,  antiaoey.  ffi*' 
many  other  drugs  have  been  tried,  but  usually  without  satiafaetcnry  resalti.  Tbe  t^ 
ease  is  certainly  contagioos,  and  one  of  the  best  preventives  ia  to  aepaiate  st  oa» 
the  sick  from  the  well  hogs,  and  divide  the  well  ones  up  into  small  herds.  A  cbiv 
of  feed  from  com  to  oats,  bran,  &c.,  will  also  be  found  beneficial. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Baldook,  Charlestown,  Clarke  County,  Indiana,  says: 

The  disease  known  here  as  hog  cholera  seems  to  prevail  all  ovar  tiie  bog-gnvoc 
country.  It  prevails  as  an  epidemic  in  this  neighborhood  and  ooimty.  Mr.  I^vid  !.£ 
recently  lost  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  h&ad ;  Mr.  Isaac  Koons  two  handvd  bnt 
Mr.  Floyd  Ogden,  two  hundred  head ;  Mr.  Samuel  Lewman,  forty  bead ;  Mr.G.  B.Li.c 
50  head ;  Mr.  John  Kin^^,  50  head ;  Mr.  David  King,  95  head;  Ute  writer,  50  besd:  tf^ 
so  on  throughout  the  entire  neighborhood.  All  diseases  affecting  swine  are  enonti^J 
classed  under  one  head — ^that  of  cholera.  My  hoes  were  afflictied  with  «Hhat  I  otv^* 
ered  a  lung  disease,  the  symptoms  of  which  were  aboat  as  follows :  The  aanal  bcda 
very  stupid,  and  lost  its  desire  for  food.  It  would  mince  slightly  of  ita  food, bat  to^ 
swallow  but  very  little.  Some  of  them  would  cough  a  great  deal  and  others  bat  )xt^ 
while  still  a  few  others  would  not  cou^h  at  all.  Although  the  ooaghiag  A^wti  ^' 
presence  of  disease,  I  did  n^t  consider  it  one  of  the  leading  symptona.  After  tbe  a*-* 
ease  becomes  fully  developed  they  become  constipated,  and  the  faeees  haid  sad  ^ 
offensive.  They  nest  around  and  seem  to  want  to  sleep  all  the  time :  eat  iiatbitgi»' 
soon  die.  There  is  no  known  specific  remedy  for  this  disease,  be  it  wnat  it  may.  ^* 
remedy  I  tried  sulphur  and  copperas,  wood  ashes,  and  soft  aoap.  These  tliiags*^"*'' 
to  give  the  well  hogs  a  fine  appetite.  I  gave  one  shoat  a  half  pint  of  castor  oil  vt^. 
purged  it  freely  and  it  recovered.  As  soon  as  I  oommeiioed  feeding  the  above  m<^^ 
^nts  I  had  no  more  sick  hogs.  Perhaps  some  of  them  may  pnfve  aprBvaative»  bst  I  »- 
sure  neither  of  them  can  be  regarded  as  a  remedy. 

My  wife  has  lost  a  great  many  fowls  by  cholera.  We  tried  many  anfiMia ■!■■■'■'* 
but  without  avail. 

My  neighbor,  Mr.  A.  J.  Cram,  lost  eleven  head  of  cattle  this  aommer  by  aa  ■■^f*^ 
•disease.  They  would  froth  at  Hie  mouth,  quit  eating,  and  soon  die.  He  tw  >' 
remedy. 

Mr.  James  E.  Foster,  Brownstown,  Payette  County,  iniiioi8,««- 

While  we  have  lost  heavily  the  past  season  with  hog  oholera,  atill  I  da  atl  ^^ 
potent  to  give  an  intelligent  diagnosis  of  the  disease.    I  think  than  M»  tva^r  "^ 
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different  dieeases  classed  under  the  name  of  cholera.  In  the  spring  season  the  animals 
are  affected  with  something  like  inflaenza.  They  ooagh  and  exude  an  offensive  matter 
from  the  nose,  refuse  to  eat,  and  pine  away  and  die  in  from  one  to  three  weeks.  An- 
other and  more  fatal  form  is,  I  think,  a  typhoid  or  bilious  fever.  The  symptoms  are  vom- 
iting and  sometimes  purging.  Those  afflicted  in  this  way  die  within  a  shorter  time  than 
the  others,  say  witliin  m>m  one  to  six  or  eight  days.  The  fatter  the  hog  the  more  rapid 
and  fatal  is  the  dibease.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  in  this  form  is  very  small.  Rem- 
edies are  attended  with  little  success,  as  the  animal  is  a  hard  subject  to  get  medicine 
down.  There  seems  to  be  no  intelligent  mode  of  treatment,  and  the  trouble  and  expense 
often  equals  the  value  of  the  hog  after  recovery.  I  think  measures  of  prevention  will  be 
found  both  more  practical  and  more  profitable.  I  would  therefore  suggest  the  isolation 
of  the  sick  animals  and  the  burying  of  the  dead  carcasses. 

Mr.  John  C.  Andras,  Manchester,  Scott  County,  Illinois',  says : 

In  this  vicinity  the  losses  have  been  very  great  from  diseases  among  hogs,  that  of 
choUsra  being  Ihe  most  prevalent.  The  loe»of  pigs  recently,  from  one  to  two  monthH  old, 
within  a  cireait  of  two  miles,  has  been  over  400  head.  In  a  herd  of  160  head  only  two 
were  left ;  in  another  of  90  head  but  8  were  left.  The  first  symptoms  were  extreme 
chilliness,  even  when  the  thermomet<er  ranged  from  90^  to  95^  Fahrenheit.  This  was 
shown  by  their  crowding  in  beds  at  mid-day,  and  a  general  discoloration  of  the  skin, 
that  of  black  hogs  assuming  a  gray  or  purple  hue,  and  the  white  animals  a  pinkish 
tinge.  This  was  followed  by  high  fever  and  a  general  breaking  down  of  all  the  animal 
tissues,  and  fatal  results  within  from  three  to  five  days.  With  older  hogs  the  prelim- 
inary symptoms  are  the  same,  but  the  fatality  is  not  so  great.  Recovery  is  generally 
followf^d  by  loss  of  hair  and  sometimes  the  sloughing  off  of  large  pieces  of  flesh.  The 
animal  is  almost  worthless  for  feeding  purposes  for  at  least  one  year. 

As  to  remedies  there  have  been  none  found  that  can  be  relied  on  with  any  certainty. 
Different  compounds  of  antimony,  anenic,  poke  root,  and  iron  (sulphate  of  iron),  are 
a«ed  in  sonae  oases  with  apparent  benefit.  Dissection  shows  a  general  inflammatory 
condition,  centeriug  sometimes  in  the  stomach,  but  more  generally  on  the  lungs.    The 

feneral  breaking  op  of  all  the  animal  tissues  is  shown  by  rapid  decomposition  as  soon  as 
eath  ensues.    The  usual  bird  scavengers  seldom  feast  on  the  carcass  of  a  hog  that  has 
died  of  cholera. 

There  are  several  other  diseases  which  hogs  are  subject  to,  among  which  is  pneumo- 
nia. The  symptoms  are  high  fever  and  general  debility,  and  ultimately  extreme  ema- 
ciation, with  small  percentage  of  death.  Long  continued  and  the  best  of  feeding  will 
rarely  overcome  the  extreme  leanness  of  the  animal.  Dissection  generally  shows  atro- 
phy of  part  of  the  lungs,  and  general  adhesions.  I  think  a  thoroagh  investigation  of 
this  subject  by  competent  persons  would  result  in  great  good  to  the  entire  country. 

Mr.  P.  T.  Graves,  Burkville,  Lowndes  County,  Alabama,  says: 

All  kinds  of  farm  animals,  with  the  exception  of  hogs,  have  been  healthy  during  the 
past  few  years.  Hogs  have  been  affected  more  or  less  fatally  each  year  for  some  years 
past  with  a  disease  known  as  cholera.  The  disease  manifests  various  symptoms,  the 
most  fatal  of  which  is  purging.  The  excrement  of  the  hogs  affected  m  tnis  way  is 
of  a  greenish  color  and  starchy  consistency.  No  settled  conclusion  has  been  reached 
as  to  the  cause  of  Uiis  malady,  nor  has  a  remedy  been  found.  Two  points,  however, 
seem  to  have  been  conclusively  determined,  viz:  First,  that  the  disease  commences  in 
damp,  warm,  weather,  during  a  favorable  season  for  vegetable  growth  and  fungoid 
fonpations.  The  hogs  feed  greedily  on  growing  vegetation,  with  us  mostly  on  cotton, 
and  if  allowed  all  they  will  eat  the  result  is  invariably  disease.  It  is  thought  that 
atmospheric  conditions  have  considerable  influence  in  producing  disease.  Second,  we 
^Dd  that  hogs  taken  from  a  range  where  the  disease  has  been  developed,  but  showing 
DO  Kigns  of  infection  themselves,  if  confined  on  dry  ground  and  fed  dry  food  they  wiU 
«Mape  the  disease.  But  a  clearly  marked  case  of  hog  cholera  is  contagious,  and  the 
diaeaae  should  be  so  treated.  Those  that  have  been  so  affected  should  never  be  used 
as  breeders,  as  the  taint  wiU  be  imparted  to  the  offspring.  There  are  many  remedies, 
so  called,  but  caution  and  preventive  measures  will  be  found  the  most  profitable. 

All  kinds  of  fowls  have  suffered  to  a  great  extent  with  cholera  this  year.  Entire 
flocks  of  turkeys,  geese,  duoks,  and  the  conunon  barn-yard  fowl  have  died  from  its 
effects.  The  disease  is  more  fatal  with  the  Asiatic  breeds  than  with  the  more  common 
kiods.  No  treatment  has  been  teied  with  sufiicient  care  to  warrant  a  favorable  opinion 
of  its  eflicacy.  Lovers  of  fowls  and  eggs  will  be  grateful  for  a  sure  remedy  for  this 
scourge. 

Mr.  John  F.  Laffert y,  Martinsville,  Clark  County,  Illinois,  says : 

I  keep  but  few  hogs,  as  the  losses  are  so  great  that  the  business  is  not  profitable.  It 
frequently  occurs  that  an  entire  herd  \a  lost.    While  the  disease  is  generally,  almost 
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invariably  tenned  cholera,  the  symptomB  are  sometimes  very  different.  Forisrtur*: 
Last  summer  my  hogs  lint  showed  a  lack  of  appetite,  weakness  in  the  Inek  »^  a 
BtaicgeriDf  gait,  dalmess  of  the  eyes,  general  feverishnees  and  great  thint  TxijL^ 
they  would  fall  down  with  a  spasm,  froth  at  the  mouth,  and  squeal  tnm  th«  mtec^ 
pain  of  cramping.  The  first  stage  would  last  from  one  to  two  weeks,  tmt  aftfr  tie 
spasms  set  in,  which  daily  increased  in  frequeocy,  but  three  or  fonrdajsvoaldtUpK 
before  death  would  ensue.  I  lost  eleven  head  out  of  a  herd  of  nineteen  with  the  ibcrf 
symptoms. 

In  August  and  September  many  farmers  lost  their  fat  hogs  by  what  was  inppQ«ilv 
be  sore  throat.  They  would  refuse  to  eat,  apparently  because  it  hurt  their  jaws  to  ej^ 
ticate  their  food.    In  two  or  three  days  they  would  die,  apparently  withoat  pain. 

Chickens,  too,  are  subject  to  a  disease  generally  called  cnolera.  I  am  of  the  opit  ' 
that  the  disease  has  its  origin  in  the  liver,  as  that  part  is  usually  found  eolsi]^  to  tb^ 
times  its  natural  size.  We  often  find  the  livers  of  apparently  healthy  fowti  eotm / 
too  large. 

I  have  tried  all  the  popular  nostrums  and  many  of  those  little  known  for  both  jar 
and  chickens,  but  none  do  any  eood.  We  ge  nerall  v  separate  the  sick  hogs  from  tbe  i< .' 
ones  and  let  them  die.  We  kill  and  bury  the  chickens,  or  feed  them  to  the  hogi  j«»>  ' 
as  we  discover  any  symptoms  of  the  malady.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  killiac  •: 
affected  hoffs  would  arrest  the  disease,  as  I  have  not  toied  that. 

Hogs  and  chickens  are  about  the  onl^  classes  of  farm-stock  affected  in  snj  way  v.*. 
disease.  So  fatal  are  the  maladies  which  affect  these  that  farmers  have  aboa;  aoi: 
doned  both. 

Mr.  James  T.  Coleman,  Collier  County,  Texas,  says : 

At  this  time  we  have  no  fatal  diseases  among  farm-animals  worthy  of  notk«.  r 
times  we  have  had  lung-fever  and  staggers  among  horses,  and  occasioDally  a  («'<*» 
of  malignant  distemper.  Cattle  have  suffered  but  little.  Some  cases  of  bldodra^' 
rain  now  and  then  occur,  but  so  seldom  that  the  subject  is  hardl^^  worth  ooibu.  ^* 
have  but  few  sheep  in  the  county,  and  as  far  as  I  am  advised  no  disease  esiit»  i»-^ 
them.  Hog  and  cnicken  cholera  prevails  to  a  less  extent  than  usoaL  All  diseamk- 
footing  hofi^  and  chickens,  from  time  to  time,  are  designated  under  the  one  hnd  • 
cholera.  The  general  svmptoms  in  chicken  cholera  are  about  as  follows :  The  ^ 
and  wattles  turn  pale,  the  fowl  becomes  droopy  and  stupid,  the  excrements  are  vAtrr 
Death  ensues  in  a  few  days.  Sometimes  fowls  that  are  in  i^paient  good  heahb  i . 
suddenly  drop  dead.  On  opening  such  the  liver  appears  enlai^i^  to  three  or  fov'^sr 
its  natural  size,  and  is  quite  rotten.  Copperas,  calomel,  red  pepper,  and  taniiio  arr  -«^ 
as  remedies,  and  sometimes  with  good  results. 

Mr.  Luke  Teeple,  Belvidere,  Boone  County,  Dlinois,  says: 

I  have  had  no  disease  among  my  farm-stock  except  a  disease  known  as  c^*^^ 
among  chickens.  It  was  very  fatal,  as  my  entire  flock  died  with  the  exceptwi  ^  < 
few  young  chickens.    I  tried  many  remedies  but  all  to  no  purpose. 

A  strange  disease  recently  attacked  one  of  my  neighbors'  pigs,  shortly  after  they  n" 
weaned.  They  would  be  found  sitting  in  the  position  of  a  dog.  Wbendiatorbe^tf 
often  when  they  were  not,  they  woula  stMi;  off  on  a  run,  and  heedless  of  wherr  '>; 


faU  down  ajo^aiu,  and  then  lay  and  pant  as  though  they  were 

At  other  times  they  would  Jump  up  into  the  air,  and  continue  to  do  so  natil  vi-: 
would  relieve  them  of  their  suffering.    The  pigs  generally  died  within  tram  f^ ' 
twelve  hours  after  the  first  symptoms  were  observed.    As  high  as  looiteeo  P^^l 
of  the  disease  in  one  day.    Aafa  remedy,  saleratus  was  used  at  the  rate  of  one  p«Kia^ 
twenty  pigs.    None  died  after  the  administration  of  the  second  dose. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Peak,  Vera,  Fayette  County,  Illinois,  says: 

There  has  been  no  disease  in  this  section,  of  any  consequenoe,  among  fanD-aaw^ 
for  some  time  past,  except  the  so-called  cholera  among  hogs.  This  disessa  app<^ " 
all  seasons  of  the  year,  in  hot  and  cold,  dry  and  wet  weather  alike.  It  stta^^*  *^ 
breeds,  ages,  sizes,  and  in  all  conditions,  whether  fat  or  lean.  It  appesnio  vio  * 
forms,  aliof  which  generally  prove  fatal.  Some  seasons  it  is  most  pnnkti  »»^ 
pigs  and  shoats.  At  other  times  these  escape  and  the  older  hc«s  w3I  he  '^'^. 
while  during  other  seasons  those  of  every  age  and  condition  wiU  be  mSfiag^*  ' 
at  the  same  time.  Tbe  disease  is  generally  preceded  by  a  coagh,  suuieti*""*"  ^ 
suppressed  and  at  others  harsh  and  whooping.  Sometimes  t^  anintl  iV^  V 
passes  hard  black  lumps  covered  with  white  slime.  Some  will  pisi  htofi^  ^ 
bleed  at  the  nose.    At  other  times  the  disease  will  assume  the  fm  tf  ~ 
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he  animal  will  iparge  severely  and  pass  large  qaantities  of  black  offensiye  matter, 
nterually  we  find  the  effects  of  the  disease  differing  as  widely  as  the  symptoms. 
S'itb  some  the  langs  are  fonnd  in  a  normal  condition,  while  in  others  they  are  fonnd 
iseased  and  decayed,  as  is  also  the  liver.  I  have  known  instances  where  hogs  would 
ie  very  suddenly,  and  upon  examination  a  shoulder,  ham,  or  other  portion  of  the  body 
ronid  be  found  bloodshot  ten  and  in  some  cases  mortified.  Last  year  I  had  forty  head 
rbich  seemed  perfectly  well  one  day,  and  on  the  next  day  they  were  sore,  stiff,  and 
\me.  1  lost  thirty  of  them  within  as  many  days.  I  do  not  believe  the  disease  con* 
i(;ions.  I  have  known  well  hogs  from  other  fields  and  farms  to  bed  with  diseased, 
ying,  and  dead  hogs,  and  yet  not  become  infected.  Again,  I  have  known  those  that 
rere  kept  at  a  distance  of  a  half-mile  from  diseased  hogs  and  yet  become  affected 
riththe  malady. 

Mr.  J.  Ballard,  Niles,  Berrien  County,  Michigan,  says : 

Preventives  for  what  is  known  here  as  hog  cholera  will  be  found  better  than  cures. 
.  great  deal  of  this  disease  is  produced  by  uncleauliness  and  a  lack  of  pure  water  dur- 
)g  dry  seasons.  Another  cause  is  no  doubt  found  in  an  exclusive  corn  feed.  This  food 
i  dry  and  heating,  and  soon  produces  fever,  which  is  one  of  the  first  symptoms  of  so- 
illed  cholera.  If  hogs  are  kept  on  good  clover  pasture,  where  they  can  have  pure 
inning  water  to  drink  and  wallow  in,  with  salt,  ashes,  and  charcoal  within  their  reach, 
Qd  an  occaaional  dose  of  sulphur,  they  will  generally  remain  free  from  the  disease, 
n  occasional  change  of  feed  is  always  desirable,  as  but  few  animals  will  thrive  con- 
onally  on  the  same  kind  of  food.  The  symptoms  of  the  cholera  are  almost  as  various 
s  the  hogs  themselves.  Sometimes  it  will  begin  with  a  cough;  one  will  appear  lame 
)  a  bind-qoarter,  while  another  will  bleed  at  one  or  both  ears  or  at  the  nose ;  another 
ill  lose  all  its  hair  and  bristles ;  another  will  eat  heartily  at  night,  Lu  apparent  good 
ealth,  and  will  next  morning  be  found  dead.  I  have  no  remedy. 
The  symptoms  of  a  disease  affecting  horses,  known  under  the  general  name  of  epi- 
>otic,  are  a  cough  and  loss  of  appetite,  and  soon  a  discharge  from  the  nose.  Rosin, 
lUpeter,  ginger,  and  Indigo  are  used  as  remedies  with  good  results.  The  animal  should 
e  kept  warm  and  comfortable,  and  given  warm  food  of  boiled  potatoes  and  bran  mash, 
r  anything  he  will  eat.  Rub  frequently  and  thoroughly,  and  give  exercise,  but  not 
Qough  to  neat  the  animal.  The  above  remedies  and  treatment  cured  the  worst  cases 
e  have  had  in  this  vicinity.  Where  strong  medicines  were  given,  several  animals  died, 
tid  others  were  a  long  time  in  recovering. 

There  is  do  pr|gailing  disease  among  cattle  at  present.  Occasionally  we  have  a  case 
i  milk-fever  among  cows.  A  preventive  for  this  trouble  will  be  found  in  bleeding  the 
Qinial  a  week  or  ten  days  before  calving,  and  giving  her  a  sufficient  quantity  of  £p- 
>m  salts  to  thoroughly  physic  her. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Cooper,  Alexandria,  Calhoun  County,  Alabama,  says : 

The  disease  affecting  horses  in  this  locality  for  the  most  part  is  simply  colic,  caused 
y  overwork  and  irregular  feeding.  All  horses  are  more  or  less  affected  with  bots, 
ot  they  seldom  attack  until  disturbed  by  an  accumulation  of  gases.  To  prevent  colic, 
loderate  work,  regular  feed,  and  a  proper  amount  of  green  food  are  necessary.  If  the 
bvsical  condition  of  the  horse  is  reanced  disease  will  surely  follow.  As  a  remedy  for 
3»lic,  one  ounce  of  chloroform  to  three  ounces  of  sweet  milk  and  one  pint  of  whisky, 
iixed  with  one  pint  of  water,  and  used  as  a  drench  at  the  mouth,  will  cure  ninetv- 
ine  cases  out  of  one  hundred.  As  a  remedy  for  bots,  drench  with  one  quart  of  lard  oil. 
I  not  relieved  in  thirty  minutes,  repeat  the  dose.  I  have  seen  the  hot  die  almost  im- 
lediately  when  dropped  in  hog's  lara.  The  grub  breathes  through  the  pores  of  the  body, 
nd  when  oiled  they  cease  to  breathe  and  death  ensues.  Nitric  acid  will  not  kill  them, 
nt  oil  will. 

Native  cattle  here  are  subject  to  but  few  diseases,  but  imported  cattle  almost  all  die 
I  a  disease  we  call  murrain.  But  few  live  to  become  acclimated.  The  B3'mptoms  are 
ves  feverish  and  excited;  disposition  to  stand  in  water;  very  thirsty  ;  discharges  of 
locMly  urine.  In  two  or  three  hours  the  animal  becomes  uncontrollable  and  dies  sud- 
t'nly.  On  post-mortem  examination  one  portion  of  the  stomach  is  found  perfectly  dry. 
here  is  also  found  a  large  extended  gall  or  bladder  filled  with  bloody  secretions.  In 
lie  region  of  the  heart  are  found  collections  of  fluid  which  seems  to  be  an  overflow  of  bile 
r(>m  the  gall.    The  disease  is  very  fatal.    We  have  no  remedy. 

Cholera  is  the  only  disease  which  seems  fatal  among  hogs.  When  attacked  the  hog 
•  conies  stupid,  its  eyes  matter,  and  it  is  often  stifi"  and  lame.  Sometimes  the  animal 
f  constipated  and  at  others  exactly  the  reverse.  As  a  preventive,  sulphur,  copperas, 
lit,  and  strong  wood-ashes  in  equal  parts,  mixed  in  slops,  is  given  once  a  week.  Cab- 
u^e  leaves  are  regarded  as  an  excellent  food  for  sick  hogs,  and  many  believe  them  to 
•'  a  cnre  for  the  so-called  cholera. 

Fowls  are  invariably  healthy  when  kept  clean.    If  the  chick  or  older  birds  become 
»usy,  tip  the  under  feathers  with  grease  and  sulphur  or  mereurial  ointment.

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Mr.  Perry  K.  Colton,  Moorefield,  Switzerlaud  Coiiiily,  ImlutMa, 
says: 

The  oDly  disease  prevailing  here  among  farm' animals  is  tbat  amoug  liog»,  ami  kD««  j 
as  cholera.  There  has  never  been  a  case  of  it  in  my  neighborhood,  but  luuibol  i'  s*« 
and  does  exist  in  adjacent  communities.  The  first  symptimis  are  l»ngm»r,  watrns^ « : 
the  eyes,  diarrhea,  in  some  cases  constipation,  and  a  dry  cough  near  the  cl***:  «|i  '.- 
scene.  The  duration  of  the  disease  is  from  one  to  two  days.  The  averag«  iaU'.u  •• 
virtually  all,  for  the  few  that  do  recover  are  afterward  worthlesa.  No  ivuictiirx  • 
called,  are  used  with  any  success  whatever.  DissectioD  after  death  discloses,  in  u.  ur- 
eases, the  bowels  much  inflamed.  Often  the  intestines  contain  large  numbers  ot  n  .i  > 
worms,  which  in  some  cases  are  so  knotted  together  as  to  completelr  oUtrmt  :ijt 
bowels.  The  lungs  are  generally  found  much  decayed  and  otherwise  attVcted.  s  .:• 
black  ammonia,  wood-ashes,  sulphur,  &c.,  are  given  as  preventives,  but  wiib  nL»- 
success  would  be  difficult  to  determine. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  disease  is  a  blood  poison  somewhat  of  the  cbiniiv- 
of  malaria.   With  us,  where  malaricms  diseases  prevail  in  the  human  family,  the  <ii  -li 
is  mostly  found,  and  where  there  is  no  ague  or  other  malarial  disorders  thtre  i?  •  - 
little  or  no  cholera  among  hogs. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Nicholson,  Lincoln,  Logau  County,  Illinois,  siiys: 

In  this  (Logan)  county,  horses,  cattle,  and  sheep  are  and  have  been  vt-rv  li^af  • 
Hogs  are  allUcted  by  the  so-called  cholera.    I  am  unable  to  give  all  the  hviuviuI--  : 


the  disease  as  they  vary  a  great  deal.    Generally  a  loss  of  apiH'tite,  dr\H.}»ii.j  «-j'» 


circulars  containing  forty  questions  relating  to  hog  cholera,  to  upwanls  of  "mit-  tf"' 
sand  swine-breeders.    About  two  hundred  and  seventy  were  returned  with  tLr  «.i- 
tions  answered,  but  hardly  two  of  them  were  agreed  as  to  the  cause  or  cure. 

The  treatment  which  is  considered  best  is  to  change  lots  and  sleeping  plaro  <*vf 
week  or  two,  with  frequent  changes  in  food.  A  preparation  made  of  one  bu*ii«-.  ■: 
wood-ashes,  one  quart  of  salt,  one  pint  of  sulphur,  and  one-half  pint  of  bliw'k  aniiui".  - 
should  be  mixed  with  their  feed  and  given  once  a  week.  If  your  departiufni  <:♦!•  -- 
certain  the  cause  and  tiD<l  a  remedy  for  this  disease,  it  wiU  save  millions  of  «:•  .r» 
annually  to  the  farmers  of  the  northwest.  ^ 

Mr.  J.  A.  Jordan,  Orion,  Henry  County,  lUinoLs,  siiy  s : 

There  is  no  special  disease  affecting  farm-animals  here  except  that  affectiin:  ^*  :»- 
W^hat  is  known  among  us  as  cholera  is  at  present  and  has  for  mouths  past  rniwl*-  !»*' 
ful  ravages  among  all  classes  of  hogs.  I  am  unable  to  furnish  your  departiuent  n  i 
the  number  of  hogs  that  have  died  in  my  county  (Rock  Island)  within  tbe  i^a^t  i -' 
months,  but  after  diligent  inquiry  I  am  satisfied  that  one  thousand  wou hi  l»ea  « 
estimate  of  the  loss  we  have  sustained,  and  1^15,000  would  be  a  fair  estiiuateui  il-- 

value.  . 

The  cause  of  this  disease  is  totally  unknown,  or  merely  conjectnral.  U  w  ireii#r«.  . 
supposed,  however,  that  it  is  caused  by  being  fed  too  long  in  one  place,  or  I'v  r.a  . 
their  own  filth.  Feeding  on  plank  floors  and  keeping  them  weU  cleaned  oa  i'i- 
sprinkled  with  slacked  lime  has  proved  highly  beneficial. 

Any  description  I  might  attempt  to  give  of  the  hog  cholera  would  be  of  linl**  •r- 
ice  to  the  dei)artment,  as  it  is  developed  in  a  great  many  forms.    I  will,  however,  >•» 
that  the  hog  when  first  attacked  appears  stupid  and  refuses  to  eat,  is  often  vrr>  f  ^ 
relaxed,  and  occasionally  passes  what  appears  to  be  blood.    They  usually  U^^  '^^'-^ 
two  hours  to  two  or  three  days  after  the  hrst  symptoms  are  observed. 

The  breeding-stock  growers  here  think  that  your  department  has  never  olm  ' 
taken  to  investigate  a  subject  so  important  to  the  people  of  the  West,  and  iinV'i  '• 
the  revenues  of  the  goverinuent, as  the  one  under  consideration.  I  trnst  \oui  t rt-r.- 
maybe  abundautly  blessed  in  discovering  the  cause  and  a  remedy  for  tbia  uir  •• 


bcourge. 


Mr.  George  P.  Weber,  proprietor  of  Meader  farm,  Pawne<%  Sii-^' 
nion  County,  Illinois,  says : 

The  prevailing  disease  among  farm  animals  and  poultry  in  this  section  i*  kn«»w''  -| 
cholera,  and  atlects  both  hogs  and  poultry.    Cases  of  Spanish  or  Texas  fever  xm  ••  .| 
western  cattle  has  in  former  years  prevailed  tn  an  alarming  extent,  but  for  i*«»  ^'^* 
past  1  have  known  but  little  of  this  disease.    The  chief  trouble  being  bog  aod  l^-. 
cholera,  I  will  confine  my  remarks  to  these. 
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So  ranch  has  been  written  and  said  on  the  subject  of  bog-cholera  that  its  considera- 
ion  has  become  almost  disgusting.    Nevertheless,  in  a  work  of  such  great  importance, 

am  always  ready  to  enlist.  Swine,  like  all  other  classes  of  animals,  are  subject  to 
nmerous  diseases;  but  since  the  first  cases  of  what  1  regard  strictly  as  hog-cholera 

ere  known  in  onr  county,  aU  tho  swine  ailments  are  cjuled  cholera.  If  an  animal 
ecom«8  affected  in  any  way,  the  trouble  being  invisible,  it  is  at  once  pronounced 
holera.  Hence,  the  great  tronble  so  often  encountered — incorrect  treatment  and  ulti- 
mate failure.  The  disease  was  first  introduced  into  this  county  about  twenty  years 
go  by  large  droves  of  half-starved  Missouri  hogs,  bought  there  at  a  very  low  price, 
wing  to  scarcity  of  corn,  and  brought  here  to  fatten  when  crops  were  fine.  These 
Dimals  were  put  npon  a  full  feed  of  dry  com,  and  in  a  few  dayH  many  of  them  were 
ftken  with  violent  tits  of  retching.  In  a  few  hours  the  bowels* would  begin  to  ojierate 
reely.  Evident  signs  of  griping  in  the  bowels  accompanied  these  discharges,  which 
onstantly  grew  more  frequent  and  severe  until  death  relieved  the  sufferer.  Some- 
imes  within  a  single  hour  from  the  first  symptom  the  animal  would  die,  while  others 
rould  last  twenty-four  hours,  or  even  longer.  Very  few  of  these  animals,  thus  afflicted, 
ecovered.  No  remedies  that  I  have  heanl  of  were  used,  as  it  was  thought  to  be  caused 
>y  the  high  feed  closely  following  the  extreme  starvation  to  which  they  had  been  snb- 
fcted.  In  a  short  time,  however,  the  native  hogs  began  dying  in  a  similar  manner, 
rhich  caused  no  little  alann.  Since  that  time  onr  county  has  not  been  free  from  this 
tlagne.  Then  began  the  discussions  as  to  contagion,  epidemic,  &c.,  with  which  all 
ire  acquainted  who  have  paid  any  attention  to  the  disease.  While  these  x>oints  have 
tever  been  decided,  I  regard  them  as  matters  of  great  importance. 

The  symptoms  of  hog-cholera  are  about  as  follows:  Disposition  to  remain  quiet; 
rhen  driven  up  to  feed  will  smell  of  the  food  but  refuse  to  eat ;  etand  drawn  up  with 
eei  under  the  body,  back  arched,  head  and  ears  drooping,  eyes  look  weary  and  fre- 
inently  inflamed;  violent  retching  and  vomiting;  gripings  and  evident  pains  and 
ramps  in  bowels;  severe  sconring,  and  discharges  not  always  of  same  character. 
Jeath  usnally  ensues  from  within  one  to  thirty-six  hours.  If  the  latter  period  is 
lassed  recovery  is  not  unfreqnent.  Animals  once  aflected  are  not  so  liable  to  attack 
u  the  future. 

It  won  Id  require  hundreds  of  pages  of  closely-written  matter  to  give  in  detail  the 
raried  treatment  and  remedies  used  for  this  malady.  Almost  all  the  minerals  and 
regetables  in  their  different  forms  are  prepared  for  medicines ;  stone  and  charcoal, 
ime  and  ajshes,  the  diflerent  kinds  of  oils  and  salts,  sulphur  and  soda  and  the  vari- 
>ufi  acids,  mixed  and  compounded,  mercury  and  arsenic;  indeed  the  entire  list  is 
{iven  for  aughO  know.  We  have  known  of  seeming  wonderful  cures  and  strange 
failures  under  the  same  treatment  and  remedies.  My  opinion,  founded  upon  practical 
tests  and  observations,  is  that  the  disease  is  epidemic  and  contagious.  Animals  should 
lave  the  largest  possible  range;  they  should  never  be  housed  except  in  bad  weather; 
their  feeding-place  should  be  changed  as  often  as  once  in  two  or  three  weeks ;  their 
beds  shonld  be  carefully  attended  to,  and  all  the  trash,  old  beds,  and  collections 
il>ont  pens  and  sheds  should  be  burned  as  often  as  once  a  week,  and  the  ashes  left  for 
the  pigs  to  eat.  Pigs  shonld  have  access  to  pastures  as  much  of  the  year  as  possible, 
rhey  should  be  fed  all  the  slops  from  the  kitchen  and  the  dairy,  or  as  much  of  it  as 
they  will  drink  in  the  dry  weather  of  late  summer  and  in  midwinter.  Feed  and 
K'ater  regularly,  and  never  give  me<licine  unless  the  bowels  become  constipated.  Then 
air-slaked  lime,  wood  ashes,  and  a  little  salt  is  the  best  remedy.  The  condition  of 
the  bowels  may  be  readily  known  by  watching  the  droppings.  I  am  fully  convinced 
that  if  the  bowels  are  kept  in  a  healthy  condition  there  will  be  no  such  thing  as  hog- 
cholera,  so-called,  or  in  fact  many  other  diseases.  This  should  be  done  by  cleanliness 
and  careful  feeding,  watering,  &c.,  and  not  by  dosing  with  poisonous  medicines. 

Of  course  my  post-mortem  examinations  have  not  l^cn  strictly  scientific,  as  I  am  not 
a  veterinary  surgeon.  The  results  invariably  satisfied  me,  however,  that  the  whole 
Ktomach  and  bowels  were  deranged,  usually  inflamed,  as  if  greatly  excited.  I  have 
fonnd  nothing  that  would  justify  a  specified  location,  or  a  reasonable  cause  for  the 
disease.  I  have  examined  many,  as  in  former  ^ears  I  lost  them  by  hundreds.  After 
all  my  reading,  observation,  and  actual  experience,  I  pr«)nounced  the  whole  thing  a 
mystery  that  can  only  be  solved  by  accident,  time,  or  science.  Therefore  I  rejoice  to 
see  your  department  moving  in  the  matter. 

Chickens  and  turkeys  of  all  ages  are  the  principal  snlferera  from  the  malady  known 
as  chicken-cholera;  yet  other  domestic  fowls  are  not  proof  again;>t  the  disease.  The 
symptoms,  treatment,  and  results  are  so  similar  to  the  disease  known  as  cholera  among 
hogs  that  a  full  statement  would  amount  to  nothing  more  than  a  repetition  of  the 
above. 

Mr.  R.  KiCHESON,  Ewing,  Franklin  County,  IllinoiH,  says : 

While  there  have  been  some  disases  among  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  and  poultry  in  the 
past  that  were  the  subject  of  some  thought  and  investigation,  their  general  condition 
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and  health  at  this  time  in  this  vicinity  are  such  as  to  attract  no  special  inten'st.  V:  .r 
health  has  been  good,  especially  since  the  cessation  of  dry  seasons  and  chinch-b!!^^ 

With  the  hogs  it  is  quite  different.    They  are  exceedingly  healthy  in  all  rt^Vf^r^ 
with  the  exception  of  the  prevalence  among  them  of  the  disease  kno^m  as  c\t\.*  r,». 
From  it  no  known  condition,  treatment,  location,  food,  water,  temperature,  exc^ri  w 
or  season  seems  to  give  any  t^uarantee  of  security.    They  take  it  at  all  a^en  ami  n'«.'- 
all  conditions,  as  people  take  measles  or  small-pox,  and  the  surroundini;  coii'l  :i'  -  - 
only  seem  to  modify  its  effect  in  severity  and  fatality,  the  greatest  efl'ect  i:i"ier».  • 
being  produced  bj'  the  condition  of  the  weather.     In  the  mild  weather  of  spiiMz  *-- 
percentage  of  fatality  to  those  that  take  it  is  fully  as  low  as  20  per  cent.;  \u  tb*-  t.  - 
weather  of  fall  it  is  a  little  worse ;  but  in  the  heat  of  summer  it  is  oft«n  alK»e  i*- 1»  r 
cent.,  and  quite  as  bad  in  the  coldest  of  winter.    Although  it  does  not  spread  ^  r^yi'  ' 
during  cold  seasons,  it  makes  very  near  a  clean  sweep  of  those  that  take  ic    The  1.1 « - 
of  its  propagation  are  visibly  these :  The  more  the  hogs  are  isolated  the  less  \vAhW  «:» 
they  to  take  the  disease;  the  larger  the  herds,  when  it  once  gets  amori};  tb«ii.  *-■ 
greater  is  the  percentage  of  cases,  and  in  cold  weather  if  one  of  those  that  UhI  w  • 
others  takes  it  and  it  is  not  at  once  separated  from  those  not  affected  the  wboU  l-« 
will  take  it  and  probably  all  die.    The  i)ercentage  of  hogs  that  take  the  dLsea»«  v^'  .■- 
with  the  weather  and  other  conditions,  sometimes  varying  from  40  to  i^o  i>er  c<'nt.    I 
have  known  a  few  instances  of  isolated  herds,  fenced  away  from  any  contact  w  *l 
other  hogs,  growing  with  perfect  impunity  through  periods  of  its  greatest  rava::r* 
the  vicinity,  which  convinces  me  that  the  disease  is  a  contagion,  and  is  govorn'*«i   ■• 
the  same  laws  of  contagious  diseases  as  those  which  at^ict  other  animals.    In  thi<^  '» • 
lief  I  have  been  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  great  supply  of  hogs  to  the  mar-.^* 
come  from  those  localities  where  there  are  no  free  commons  for  hogs  and  wbrrt^  'It 
breeders  raise  and  fatten  their  animals;  also  that  the  still-bouse  pens,  cattle-li>l^.  .t:  • 
free  common  country,  which  used  to  raise  the  bulk  of  the  hogs,  are  now  the  lo<  a-  '.'  - 
of  the  greatest  deva^station.     If  I  am  correct  in  the  above  views,  the  question?*  of  ti.  .j 
uosis  and  treatment  are  merged  into  the  one  of  isolation  and  prevention.     I  have  «>f'. : 
seen  a  complete  diagnosis  of  the  disease  published,  and  any  attempt  on  my  part  in  :'  - 
direction  would  necessarily  be  more  tedious  than  profitable.    I  have  noticed  but  f^** 
unvarying  symptoms  of  the  disease.    These,  somewhat  modified  in  various  cam-p.  \xr 
1.  A  drooping  of  the  head  with  a  dull  appearance.    2.  A  wheezing  cough.    3.  F^K    1 
away  from  the  food.    4.  A  disposition  to  crawl  under  weeds,  brush,  or  straw.    5.  K" 
ness  about  the  ears  and  under  side  of  the  body.    These  are  the  only  symptoms  ti  .' 
are  at  all  constant  in  the  animal  while  alive;  but  some  of  them  are  n«>w  and  t  >• 
wanting,  while  there  are  a  great  many  others  of  a  varying  and  often  coutiirtin^cji'- 
acter.    After  death,  in  the  great  number  of  cases  that  I  have  opened,  there  lyh" 
conspicuous  feature,  t.  e.,  the  absolute  absence  of  blood  in  those  that  linger  a  fe^  d..>^ 
and  the  collapsed  condition  of  the  lungs.    Otherwise,  I  never  could  find  any  e\  iJ*  lc 
of  either  organic  or  functional  cause  of  death. 

The  incipient  stages  and  duration  of  the  disease  are  as  varied  and  irregular  as  otb^* 
symptoms  of  the  malady.  I  have  seen  hogs  eat  heartily  at  night  in  apparent  !:<><•' 
health  and  next  morning  be  found  dead.  In  most  cases  they  will  take  a  little  f>>^>d  'h 
first  dav,  and  sometimes  for  several  days ;  again,  they  may  live  for  weeks  and  dr.  u.? 
die  of  the  disease.  The  most  general  duration,  however,  seems  to  be  from  thre«  u*  %.a 
days. 

As  remedies  I  have  known  almost  everything  being  tried,  both  in  the  yegetal>!<>  3r«: 
mineral  kingdoms.  I  have  often  heard  of  specifics,  and  known  parties  who  beiu^": 
in  them,  but  it  has  invariably  turned  out  that  the  cholera  eventually  got  among  tt>* : 
hogs  under  unfavorable  circumstances  of  weather  or  other  conditions,  and  tbt'v  ii >->- 
as  did  those  not  treated  with  these  specifics.  I  have  doctored  handreds,  and  aid  si'- 
isfied  that  if  I  ever  cured  one  that  would  not  have  got  well  withoat  treatment  1;  w*^ 
with  petroleum — drenching  a  hog  of  two  hundred  pounds  with  abont  one-h.iif  «»:'  » 
teacupful  at  a  time  once  a  day.  But  my  experience  is  that  if  a  hog  has  the  cb^•  :* 
bad  and  recovers  or  is  cured  it  has  but  very  little  value  afterward.  The  only  prj.  i  •  *- 
treatment  is  to  change  them  to  fresh  quarters,  separate  the  diseased  hog«  iroci  i  .- 
well  ones,  and  isolate  them  from  one  another  as  much  as  possible. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  express  the  opinion,  which  has  grown  toa  conviction  wit^  n.^ . 
that  the  only  practical  remedy  for  cholera  is  to  isolate  the  herd,  to  prevent  the  uj.-»    . 
of  diseased  animals  through  the  country,  and  to  prohibit  their  wandering  alnv.it  w  ' 
impnnity,  carrying  and  spreading  disease  as  they  go.    Leaving  the  matt4^r  t4»  rt';:  1.  ■•'•• 
itself  has  caused  this  locality,  which  formerly  sent  great  numbers  of  hogs  to  maiiw*-'. 
be  shoit  of  a  supply  of  swine  to  make  meat  for  home  use. 


Mr.  R.  T.  S311TII,  rbillipsville,  Erie  County,  Pennsylvania,  siiV'^: 

I  am  glad  that  an  effort  is  being  made  by  the  government  to  discover  the  r.*;!--* 
the  various  diseases  which  from  time  to  time  atllict  farm  animals.  The  t-pi/ -  *

Salt  Iwiee* 
week,  and  keep  wood-ashes  and  lime  continually  within  their  reach.  Oar  hofss  bi«  t* 
the  Poland-China  breed,  and  are  very  thrifty  and  seem  perfectly  healthy.  Faraenir 
this  vicinity  are  suffering  terribly-  from  this  scourge,  and  trust  that  your  iaT««i;>- 
tions  may  be  crowned  with  success. 

Mr.  JouN  W.  Boss,  Fitt's  Hill,  Fninkliii  County,  Uliuois,  siiys:

days.    Hygienic  measures  are  about  the  only  remedies  reaorted  to.   Warm  ]»naHi(«* 
may  with  benefit  be  applied  to  the  throat,  and  the  bowels  regulated  with  salts orx^ 
phur. 

The  disease  most  prevalent  among  cattle  is  murrain.  It  is  characterized  bj  fi>^ 
vesicles  in  the  mouth,  on  lips,  gums,  and  tongue,  with  drivelings  of  saliva,  ofteosM^ 
ing  inability  to  eat  or  drink.  These  symptoms  are  accompanied  with  fever, svelj^f 
of  the  udder,  and  lameness.  In  fatal  cases  the  animal  generaUy  becomes  anmaDSfsn- 
ble,  disregards  the  commands  of  the  groom,  breaks  away  and  runs  over  the  oci^bk?:- 
hood  perfectly  frantic  and  furious.  Th^  disease  runs  its  course  within  fromtfai(«> 
ten  days.  Where  animals  are  affected  with  this  diseaae  the  bowela should  be  m!Q^<'' 
by  mild  laxatives,  and  they  should  have  comfortable  lodgings,  with  soft,  digiranV 
food.  As  an  application  for  the  mouth  and  larynx,  a  mild  astringent  aolatiflaofla: 
an  ounce  of  alum,  oxide  of  zinc,  or  sugar  of  lead  to  a  quart  of  tepid  water  «il  * 
found  beneficial. 

The  most  formidable,  and  by  far  the  most  destructive  disease  of  all,  is  bo(;-c)»^^ 
It  often  devastates  the  whole  country  of  large  numbers  of  swine.  It  oeranatK*- 
season  of  the  year,  but  is  generaUy  the  most  prevalent  in  spring.  The  sym^wa^v 
a  stiffness  of  joints,  no  desire  for  food  or  driuK,  dry,  hot,  harsh  skin,  general  ^fS'*- 
ance  of  internal  viscera,  nausea,  and  vomiting.  The  animal  lingers  ironi  fivetoM 
days,  and  generally  dies.  Decomposition  takes  place  almost  immediately  afUr(i«i^ 
Various  remedies  have  been  tried,  but  with  no  decided  benefit. 

A  disease  known  as  chicken-cholera  is  also  very  destructive  to  fowls.  Whtn  ithml' 
out  in  a  flock  it  usually  destroys  the  most  of  them.    No  remedy  lias  been  fonodtovc 
cessfully  combat  the  disease. 

Mr.  E.  Stevens,  Ilowardsville,  Jo  Daness  County,  lllinuii^,  nijs: 

There  is  no  special  disease  prevalent  in  this  locality  among  farm-animals.  A»'« 
horses  the  most  troublesome  complaint  is  that  known  as  distemper  or  *^9tniaf,W  •' 
is  quite  prevalent  throughout  the  low  country  of  the  Missiasippi  Valley.  It  iiicnr 
ably  known  here  as  ^Mistemper,'^  and  is  of  variable  duration,  often  Itngeringforntfi^ 
but  seldom  proving  fatal  to  the  full-grown  horse.  It  attacks  horses  of  all  afu  v' 
conditions,  and  is  highly  contagious  in  its  character.  The  diseaae  ia  macked  bribn 
distinct  stages.

Hogs  are  extensively  raised  in  this  locality,  and  I  verily  helieve  that  no  part'u  f-U' 
disease  has  ever  prevailed  here  hut  what  it  conld  he  traced  to  improper  treat lufoi.ii.^i 
care.  If  a  man  loses  many  ho^s  it  is  attributable  to  hog>cholera,  simply  b^'tvacM'  ;L»v 
do  not  know  what  else  to  call  it.  I  would  here  state  that  if  the  disease  ever  ha^  ^'fr- 
vailed  to  any  extent  in  this  locality  there  is  no  known  remedy.  I  have  never  tse*".,  a 
case  of  hog-cholera  that  I  know  of  since  I  have  been  ik  resident  of  this  connty.  \tt  1 
have  heard  of  cases  attribated  to  that  disease,  and  some  fanners  have  been  kuiiu^u  u> 
lose  a  heavy  percentage.  There  are  cases  of  influenza  or  pneumonia,  canned  lv\  ic- 
proper  treatment  and  care  in  the  colder  part  of  the  season.  This  is  frequently  bn'^i'LT 
on  by  keeping  too  many  hogs  together,  and  allowing  them  warm  straw  beddiD.:.  cjii«- 
ing  them  to  steam  and  sweat  freely.

Mr.  George  Stocks,  Dalton  City,  Moultrie  County,  Illinois,  sjiys:

Hog-cholera  is  the  scourge  of  Central  Illinois.  I  have  had  some  experience  witl  ^•

majority  of  my  neighbors  lost  in  about  the  same  proportion.  The  disease  wah  a<lmK'»  i 
by  all  to  be  the  true  hog-cholera.  The  animal  would  first  commence  to  conuh.  w  *  ■ 
get  off  its  feed,  and  its  feet  would  seem  to  become  very  tender.  It  would  crt?e|»  t-  > 
bed  with  nose  and  tail  down,  and  generally  die  within  from  one  to  three  days,  <^t»- 
widow  woman  near  by  lost  none,  and  on  inquiry  I  found  that  she  kept  a  few  oiirA** 
of  asafcptida  inclosed  in  a  sack  and  suspended  in  the  slop-barrel.  I  adopteil  thr  vvl^ 
preventive,  and  occasionally  gave  coal  ashes,  copperas,  and  sulphur,  and  for  tl  r<' 
years  lost  none.  Early  in  1^1  I  met  with  a  report  of  a  stock -grower's  coiiver"-^ 
held,  I  think,  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  at  which  one  of  the  delegates  state^l  th.ir  *i' 
put  on  the  market  every  year  from  five  hundred  to  six  hundred  head  of  ho^s.  aNiraj- 
ing  four  hundred  pounds  in  weight,  and  claimed  that  he  could  either  prevent  (»r « (.:• 
the  hog-cholera  with  the  following  prescription,  viz :  Four  ounces  of  crj'sialUmi  tr- 
bolic  acid  dissolved  in  one-half  pint  of  rain-water.  Dose,  twenty -five"  drops  to  fir- 
hog,  or  one  teaspoonful  to  four  hogs,  given  in  a  little  slop  or  milk. 

On  my  place  I  generally  have  from  forty  to  seventy  hogs,  large  and  sranll.  an«l  1.»t- 
nsed  the  above  remedy  for  seven  years  with  success.  During  that  time  I  hasf  '<-' 
only  one,  I  think,  and  it  did  not  have  the  cholera.  Although  this  county  hx^  W* 
heavily  we  are  not  alone,  as  I  yesterday  heard  of  one  fl^ntleman  residing  near  D.i:n  - 
City  who  had  lost  twenty-three  of  a  herd  of  twenty-six  large  hogs  within  the  pib<i  i^« 
days. 

I  have  given  the  above  receipt  to  many  persons,  but  often  on  inquiry  have  U>\iuii 
that  they  failed  to  use  it.  Since  using  it  I  have  had  six  or  seven  hogs  so  bad  that  xbt\ 
would  neither  eat  nor  drink,  and  I  had  to  pour  the  medicine  down  their  thruatv  U 
every  case  they  recovered.

which  was  seemingly  brought  up  by  coughing.  I  usually  fed  them  about  the  fo:rrr. 
or  fifth  day  soft  soap,  and  placed  strong  wood  ashes  in  the  trough  from  which  :lt> 
drank  swill.    With  this  treatment  they  recovered  in  from  two  to  four  weeks. 

My  neighbors'  hogs  had  the  cholera  this  fall,  and  they  all  died,  that  is,  all  that  'nrn- 
afiiicted.  There  is  no  remedy  for  this  disease,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  can  be  rriuii  • " 
with  any  certainty.  It  is  believed  that  wood-ashes  and  soft-soap — in  other  ^«o.' 
alkalies — are  good  as  preventives.  Probably  this  is  owing  to  their  tendency  to  cUm 
the  intestines  of  parasites.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  disease  was  cm^^ 
by  parasites. 

Chicken-cholera  prevails  extensively  and  fatally  at  times,  but  I  know  of  «•■  p^ 
ventive  or  remedy.

Mr.  r.  D.  Bowles,  Evergreen,  Conecuh  Coiuity,  Alabama,  says:

The  disease  known  as  hog-cholera  is  characterized  first  by  the  uniraal  irin^i 
eat,  accompanied  with  slight  dullness  and  sleepiness,  which  continues  to  iurtv.i!^  ir  ■- 
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ay  to  day,  the  bog  all  tbe  time  refasing  to  eat  and  hiding  under  the  straw  in  his  bed, 
here  he  remains  for  hours  unless  driven  out.  The  feet  refuse  to  perform  their  ordi- 
ary  function  of  locomotion,  and  the  animal  limps  or  hobbles  about  as  if  there  was  a 
ail  in  each  foot,  back  bowed,  skin  red,  and  after  three  or  four  days  looks  as  if  blistered ; 
i  fact  the  hair  and  skin  finally  all  peels  off  of  those  that  recover,  leaving  the  animal 
Imost  nnde.  They  eat  very  little  for  some  days,  but  drink  water  in  great  quantities, 
nd  have  copious  discharges  of  uHne,  sometimes  as  much  as  a  half  gallon  at  a  time, 
owels  costive.  I  do  not  recollect  of  seeing  or  hearing  of  a  case  of  diarrhea  or  laxity 
f  the  bowels.  The  hog  continues  to  decline,  and  either  dies  within  from  five  to  seven 
ays  or  begins  to  eat  and  gets  better. 

The  disease  has  prevailMl  in  every  township  in  this  county  to  a  peater  or  less  ex- 
ent  darin||^  the  past  twelve  months.  It  commences  in  the  early  spnng  and  continues 
ntil  late  in  the  fall.  It  is  generally  more  fatal  among  small  pigs  than  amon^  older 
ogs.  I  know  one  farmer  who  has  prevented  the  malady  from  getting  into  his  herfl 
»y  giving  "  stack  powders''  two  or  three  times  a  week  in  slops  or  meal.  Although 
iving  in  sight  of  his  neighbor  whose  hogs  died  of  the  disease,  his  escaped.  I  was 
alkiog  with  another  (No.  2)  a  few  days  ago,  who  said  he  had  several  pigs  which  he 
lad  kept  penned  up  and  fed  on  com  and  slop,  and  that  every  one  had  died.  Some 
nan  near  by  had  a  large  number  running  in  the  woods,  which  were  frequently  turned 
II  with  those  confined,  but  not  one  of  them  took  the  cholera.  No.  3  had  several  pigs, 
i\\  of  which  showed  symptoms  of  cholera.  He  gave  them  a  teaspoonf ul  of  spirits  of 
urpentine  in  bran  slop,  and  every  one  recovered.  No.  4  has  allowed  all  his  hogs  to 
un  at  large  in  the  swamps,  feeding  a  little  com  at  times  to  keep  them  gentle.  Not 
me  baa  been  diseased.  Upon  general  inquiry  over  the  country  I  am  prepared  to  say 
hat  all  hogs  that  are  allowed  to  bed  in  the  woods  and  have  free  and  large  walks  will 
'scape  the  disease.    Let  him  **  root  or  die  "  and  you  will  have  no  more  hug-cholera. 

Mr.  John  Powers,  Rutleilge,  Crenshaw  County^  Alabama,  says : 

Hog-cholera,  as  it  is  generally  known  in  this  vicinity,  prevails  more  or  less  every 
cear.  When  attacked  the  patient  begins  to  droop,  holds  down  its  head,  and  is  indif- 
ferent to  eating  or  drinking.  They  seem  to  be  affected  with  a  kind  of  dysentery,  with 
frequent  small  evacuations.  The  surface  is  warm,  and  there  are  occasional  quiverings 
of  the  flesh.  Occasionally  they  die  almost  instantly.  Pott-mortem  examinations  clearly 
hbow  that  indigestion  prevails. 

The  fatality  is  about  50  per  cent,  of  those  attacked.  Generally  three-fourths  of  a 
herd  wiU  be  taken,  while  the  remainder  will  continue  ])erfectly  healthy.  Of  those 
that  overcome  the  disease  about  50  per  cent,  regain  their  original  health ;  the  remain- 
tier  are  hard  to  fatten.  I  have  never  known  a  hog  to  die  from  the  second  attack.  The 
disease  prevails  at  any  season  of  the  year.  Its  fatality  is  greater  among  fat  hogs, 
0'»pecially  among  those  fed  on  com. 

The  treatment  is  varied,  but  it  is  generally  conceded  that  a  small  amount  of  alkali 
is  the  most  efficacious,  both  as  a  remedy  and  as  a  preventive.  A  small  amount  of  pot- 
ash or  concentrated  lye  is  used  by  those  who  profess  to  treat  it  with  any  degree  of 
Knccess.  We  sometimes  use  asafetida  as  a  preventive  with  success,  but  it  is  p'erfectly 
nseleas  as  a  remedy.  Corn  feeding  will  not  do;  it  will  kill  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten. 
The  hogs  should  be  penned  with  shelter,  free  from  dust,  and  sparingly  fed  on  any  easily 
digestible  food.  Whenever  it  is  discovered  that  tbe  animal  has  a  desire  to  eat,  be 
certain  not  to  give  it  enough  to  satisfy  it.  Let  it  be  kept  hungry,  not  starved,  but 
allowed  about  one-fourth  the  usual  feed. 

Fresh  pine  tar  is  good,  both  as  a  preventive  and  as  a  remedy,  but  it  should  be  given 
in  small  quantities.  Sulphur  does  harm,  and  copperas  will  ruin  the  teeth  in  a  few 
days.  Soda  acts  well.  They  require  no  external  applications  unless  lousy.  A  lousy 
hog  with  the  cholera  would  die  if  not  cleansed.  With  the  first  treatment  use  alkalies 
perseveringly  but  sparingly,  and  the  result  will  be  25  per  cent,  saved.  Do  not  give 
corn  unless  it  is  cround. 
Bots  and  glanders  in  horses,  with  an  occasional  case  of  distemper,  are  about  the  only 

diseases  that  affect  this  class  of  animals  in  this  locality.    Cattle  are  affected  to  some 
extent  with  hollow-honi,  for  which  boring  is  the  only  remedy  known  here.    Fat  cows 

are  never  affected  with  this  disease.    A  few  cases  of  a  new  disease  are  reported,  but 

eiiongh  is  not  known  of  it  to  attemx>t  a  diagnosis. 

^tr.  W.  O.  3IILLARD,  Caleta,  Whiteside  County,  Illinois,  says : 

About  one  year  ago  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Boanl  of  Agriculture  of  this  State 
"^iit  me  a  blank  to  nil  out  in  regard  to  the  so-called  hog-cholera,  which  was  then,  as 
now,  very  destructive  to  all  classes  of  swine.  I  made  out  a  report  and  it  was  pul  lisbed 
^n  connection  with  a  nnml)er  of  others  from  different  parts  of  the  State.  When  1  made 
^hat  report  I  had  never  been  visited  with  the  disease,  and  consequently  was  unable  to 
pve  as  accurate  a  diagnosis  as  I  may  be  able  to  give  yon.    Tbe  disease  first  made  it« 
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appearance  in  this  locality  iu  Angu»t,  lH7n.  But  little  attention  wa^  paitl  t«>  r  »* 
first,  perhaps  because  we  thought  it  would  not  spread.  But  we  were  Boon  rocvir-.M'. 
that  nothing  had  ever  passed  through  the  country  that  was  so  aerionn  a^  tiiin.  I* 
made  its  appearance  in  my  herd  about  the  1st  of  June  last,  eventnaily  ahiuv^t  atir><'  • 
lating  them.  When  it  first  appeared  I  had  two  hundred  and  seven  very  Hue  u'j.uii  • 
of  the  best  English  Berkshire  breed.  Thirty  days  after  I  had  but  seventtM^u  Wii.n 
loss  being  one  hundred  and  ninety.  While  perhaps  I  may  be  consideml  on«  of  n^r 
largest  swine-growers,  yet  my  loss  was  no  greater  in  proportion  than  it  wat  lu  t> 
smaller  herds. 

The  farmers  all  over  this  Western  conntry  are  to-day  being  visited  with  the  w.r»' 
scourge  that  has  ever  made  its  appearance.    In  this  section  they  are  \^U'Z  fr> 
twenty-five  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  head  of  swine  each.    As  to  the  natarv  ut  tb-  •  ^ 
ease  I  think  it  a  typhoid  fever,  and  it  is  so  called  by  almost  everj'  one  who  ha<4  ila  • 
itn  investigation.    The  first  we  discover  wrong  with  the  hog  is  its  lefas^]  id  ^it.  »■ ' 
it  acts,  as  we  term  it,  dumpish.    Itoither  ban  a  diarrhea  or  in  costive.    It*)  excivu]« .  • 
are  very  ofiensive.    Very  many  are  taken  with  vomiting,  while  some  are  arteci^o  ^/ 
bleeding  at  the  nose.    They  seem  to  be  thirsty  and  have  adesiro  to  lie  in  water  a  itr.' 
portion  of  the  time.    Their  eyes  are  red,  and  white  matter  stands  in  the  ronicist 
them,  while  many  of  them  have  a  white  mattery  discharge  from  the  noft»*.    Iv 
nsually  live  some  two  or  three  weeks  after  the  first  symptoms  are  observable.    1  h.  \' 
seen  many  of  them  where  the  fever  had  either  settled  iu  the  hiMul,  eyen,  noAe.  or  l<^ 
and  in  such  cases  some  would  become  blind  and  others  deaf.     We  have  even  rea^' 
to  regard  the  disease  as  contagious,  and  I  believe  a  prevention  better  than  o  onre    A 
few  hogs  recover  from  the  disease,  but  a  large  majority  die.    We  have  done  everv^ifct: : 
we  could  to  eftect  a  cure,  but  so  far  everything  we  have  tried  has  provwl  a  fail'^nr.  i 
hardly  think  it  necessary  to  say  what  we  have  given,  yet  it  will  <lo  no  harm.    Wr*  ly," 
given  arsenic,  nux- vomica,  calomel,  salts,  soda,  coucentrat'Od  lye,  and  Dr.  Hem  l* 
German  hog  cure.    Bleeding  has  also  been  tried. 

When  my  hogs  were  taken  they  were  on  grass,  on  a  lot  of  seventy  acres,  well  ^at'^r- ! 
with  pure  spring-water,  and  had  no  grain.  Others  that  were  sick  bail  grain  aiMl  ^t«^ 
with  good  spring- water.  Still  others  had  grain  and  slops  from  the  hoQ»e  and  n<>  i:ra^- 
or  water ;  but  all  were  sick.  My  land  is  rolling  prairie,  with  no  standing  watrr  «' 
low  places  on  the  farm.  The  farmers  generally  are  well  off  and  take  giMMl  ^t^  ft 
their  stock,  and  the  majority  have  them  sheltered  in  bad  weather.  The  8tiN'k-:;r<>*«''^ 
here  are  very  anxious  that  Congress  shonld  make  an  appropriation  sutficieiit  to  ;jvi>- 
tigate  this  matter  thoroughly. 

Mr.  T.  AV.  QuiNN,  rmttville,  Clraiit  Couuty,  Arkansas,  sjiys: 

The  only  prevailing  disease  among  farm-animals  in  this  locality  is  cholera  »?>•••: 
hogs  and  fowls.  Almost  all  the  hogs  in  the  neighborhood  have  been  destroyed,  i'h  y 
cholera  also  prevails  to  an  alarming  extent. 
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Mr.  L.  H.  CoMPTON,  Bay  City,  Pope  County,  Illinois,  siiys: 

The  only  diseases  prevailing  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  here  are  th«we  a*Sn  *  i- 
hogs  and  chickens.    So  far  as  remedies  go,  there  seems  to  be  but  little  if  any  *;•  '*' 
in  curing  either  hogs  or  fowls  after  the  disease  once  takes  hold  of  them.    IWrT}  <  * 
ease  affecting  hogs  is  called  cholera,  but  my  opinion  is  that  there  are  as  many  «!-'*'«'" 
among  hogs  as  ^*  human  fiesh  is  heir  to.''    Sometimes  the  symptoms  indicate  cl  •• « '  > 
sometimes  lung-fever,  sometimes  various  other  diseases,  such  as  measles,  quin\v.  ir- 
tions  of  the  kidneys,  liver,  &c.   I  am  of  the  opinion  that  many  of  these  diiieji-xe-*  ar^'  '"^ 
duced  by  worms,  and  in  proof  of  the  fact  would  state  that  those  hogs  that  nin  at  :xr: 
and  feed  mostly  on  mast  are  the  oftenest  diseased,  and  these  diseases  are  alnu«si  ;•->  * 
riably  caused  by  worms. 


Mr.  William  F.  Watkiks,  La  Ci'o.sse,  Izaixl  County,  ^Vrkaii8;^^.  vi^ 

There  never  has  been  any  scientific  investigation  in  this  country  into  the  diM^a.**-*- 
animals  or  fowls,  and  all  the  remedies  use<l  have  been  entirely  empirical.  I  am  tiot  v*  >>" 
of  any  epidemic  ever  prevailing  here  among  either  horses  or  sheep.    Our  great* -^t  — 
are  in  hogs,  which  for  many  years  have  been  (in  diflerent  localities  ao4l  at  rtiO-r^ 
times)  subject  to  great  fatality.    The  disease  or  diseaaes  are  confined  to  do  pjrt  <  m' 
season  of  the  year,  but  rage  only  in  certain  localities  at  the  same  time.    Ow  i'V  ^' ' 
of  even  a  few  miles  iu  extent  may  suffer  one  season  and  be  entirely  exempt  ll"' ' '  ^' 
while  a  neighboring  locality  is  suffering.    In  a  mountain  district  iu  the  »<<;•      - 
county  of  Stone,  last  summer,  nearly  all  the  hogs  died.    One  farmer,  by  way  oi  ty-'  - 
meiit,  gave  his  hogs  strychnia,  both  as  a  remedy  and  as  a  preventive',  and  1«»*J  •<•'  | 
small  per  cent,  of  them.    Chickens  and  turkeys  are  attacked  locally*  j**^  ■*  ^''"^  " 
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>t  in  the  aninedntricteM  the  same  time  tbat  hof^sftcc.  I  have  known  calomel  ^ven 
f  fowla  as  a  remedy  with  very  aatisfaotory  reaalto. 

There  has  been  a  diaeaae  called  the  blaok-toiigue  among  cattle  in  this  connty,  which 
ia  only  appeared  at  intervals  of  several  years,  and  always  in  the  heat  of  snmmer.  It 
ctends  over  the  whole  country^  attacks  only  a  small  per  cent,  of  cattle,  bnt  kills  £0 
?r  cent,  of  those  attaoked.  It  is  more  general  and  fatal  to  the  wild  deer  than  to 
ittle.    It  has  not  appeared  for  some  years  past. 

Mr.  L.  OfiTO,  Bradford,  White  Count}',  Arkansas,  says: 

lloj^  cholera  has  been  very  destructive  in  some  localities,  yet  I  have  been  Almost 
ritirely  exempt  from  the  pest.  I  have  kept  from  100  to  800  head  of  hogs  dnrtng  the 
mi  ten  years,  and  have  had  cholera  among  them  bnt  once.  I  then  lost  HO  per  cent,  of 
lioee  attacked.  When  a  hog  is  attacked  by  this  disease  the  best  remedy  is  to  kill  it 
nd  bnry  or  bnm  the  carcass,  as  this  will  have  some  tendency  toward  checking  the 
l>read  of  the  disease.  Moreover,  if  the  hog  shonld  recover  it  will  never  be  any  account 
fterward.  Hogs  shonld  never  be  allowed  to  sleep  too  long  in  the  same  be<ls.  They 
iionld  be  changed  about  every  ten  days,  and  should  be  kept  from  dusty,  dry  places 
uriog  the  anmmer  season.  The  oftener  a  hog  shifts  his  range  and  bed  the  healthier 
riU  he  be.  They  should  have  plenty  of  soap,  lime,  ashes,  charcoal,  and  copperas.  My 
lOgs,  which  live  entirely  in  the  woods,  are  seldom  affected  with  diseases  of  any  kind, 
'here  are  many  wild  hogs  here,  and  I  do  not  believe  they  are  ever  affected  in  any  way. 
'his  is  proof  that  the  less  this  animal  is  hampered  by  close  confinement  the  less  is  he 
iable  to  disease.    The  Poland-China  and  the  Berkshire  are  the  best  breeds  here. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Tait,  I>eeatur,  Maeou  County,  Iliinois,  says : 

I  never  lost  any  hogs  nntil  last  winter,  and  I  think  that  was  the  result  of  trimming 
n  November  and  the  early  part  of  December.  I  then  changed  them  from  a  warm  bed 
o  my  cattle  lot.  Although  this  was  covered  and  protected  from  the  storms  the  gronnd 
.vas  wet  and  frozen,  and  the  hogs  took  cold  and  continued  to  drop  off  one  by  one  until 
spring ;  bnt  as  sdon  as  the  sun  came  out  and  warmed  up  the  earth  they  commenced  to 
recover. 

The  only  preventives  I  use  are  chareoal,  wood-ashes,  salt,  and  unslaoked  lime.  In  the 
•iimmer  season  I  put  sulphur,  copperas,  and  assafetida  in  the  swill-barrel.  I  tie  these 
rlnigs  in  a  cloth  and  suspend  it  in  the  barrel.  I  give  my  hogs  a  roof  to  protect  them 
from  the  storms  of  winter.  If  they  have  bedding  it  shonld  be  Just  sufficient  to  keep 
those  on  the  outside  from  becoming  chilled.  Corn-stalks  are  the  best  bedding  for 
Bwine. 

My  opinion  is  that  hogs,  as  a  general  thing,  are  not  properly  cared  for.  Very  often 
they  become  chilled  through  the  night,  or.  if  their  beds  are  too  warm,  they  take  cold 
->a  leaving  them  early  in  the  morning.  Then  follow  lung  affections,  typhoid  fever, 
and  many  other  diseases  to  which  they  are  subject. 

Mr.  William  Dalgleisii,  Pleasant,  Switzerland  County,  Indiana, 
says : 

The  disease  known  as  hog-cholera  has  prevailed  t«  an  alarming  extent  for  the  past 
two  years.  I  regard  the  disease  as  contagious.  The  symptoms  are  watering  of  the 
<\ves  when  first  attacked,  followed  by  a  dry  cough,  languor,  thumps,  constipation,  &c. 
Death  usually  ensues  within  one  or  two  days.  The  disease  made  its  appearance  among 
my  own  hogs  in  May  last,  and  out  of  a  herd  of  eighty-two  I  lost  sixty -seven.  I  tried 
all  the  known  remedies  without  any  favorable  results.  From  close  examination  and 
obfiervation  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  disease  has  its  foundation  in  the  blood.  The 
liver  is  generally  torpid  and  the  lungs  much  decayed.

Mr.  R.  M.  Welman,  Jasper,  Dn  Bois  County,  Indiana,  says : 

There  is  no  disease  prevailing  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  except  cholera  among

Mr.  M.  M,  Slohs,  Simpson  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

We  have  never  had  any  serious  diseases  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  except 
among  Hwine.  Each  of  twodistinct  forms  of  disease  destroys  our  hogs  every  year.  One 
i'i  called  cholera  and  the  other  measles.  The  latter  shows  itself  on  the  skin  in  sores 
anil  scabs.  It  is  claimed  by  some  of  our  farmers  that  sulphur,  given  internally,  will 
^fiect  a  cure  if  it  be  given  in  sufficient  quantities.  Cholera  is  much  the  more  fatal  dis- 
^'^^  of  the  two.    Crenerally  the  first  evidence  of  its  existence  is  the  refusal  of  the  hog 
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to  eat.  Its  ears  will  flap  down  over  its  eyes,  giving  it  a  dall,  sleepy  appearantf.  A» 
the  disease  advances  its  breathing  becomes  hard  and  is  accompanied  with  a  *^\rij;»t.i!j! 
similar  to  thnmps  in  horses.  Usually  its  bowels  are  constipated,  but  Bometime^tNv 
may  be  las,  and  occasionally  vomiting  may  occur.  In  a  jwst-moriem  examinaLou't 
one  case  the  entire  intestine,  and  all  it  contained,  were  found  to  be  very  drj. 

Few  people  attempt  to  cure  a  bog  after  the  disease  has  taken  hold  of  it,  A  miTii*' 
of  practical  farmers  in  this  end  ot  the  county  have  used  crude  petroleaio  a?»  a  [-^ 
ventive  for  the  past  six  years,  and  are  established  in  the  belief  that  if  re^rnlarly  sli 
properly  used  it  will  keep  them  healthy.  We  buy  it  by  the  barrel,  contloe  the  L-;- 
in  a  pen,  and  with  a  common  tin  sprinkler  saturate  them  thoroughly  from  he^ul  U'  k-'- 
We  give  it  internally  also  on  com.  Those  of  ns  who  have  tested  its  merits  have  zr*^Ai 
oonhdence  in  it,  and  in  consequence  have  but  little  dread  of  the  cholera.  Where  it  r^* 
been  used  for  six  or  seven  years  past  the  disease  has  not  prevailed,  notwith«tandir^  i 
prevalence  and  destruction  all  around  us.  As  I  feel  interested  in  the  welfare  of  tn  ^r 
engaged  in  agriculture,  I  hope  you  will  i>ardon  me  for  pressing  upon  your  att«>Dtion  r-^ 
value  of  the  above  article  as  a  preventive  of  diseases  among  awine.    I  hop€  you  T..i 

have  its  merits  thoroughly  tested.

Mr.  Horace  J.  Loomis,  Chesterfield,  Macoupin  County,  Illiiioi^s  s;i\>: 

Many  native  cattle  die  here  annually  from  what  is  known  as  Texas  fever.  T> 
disease  cannot  be  communicated  except  by  Texas  cattle,  and  they  never  have  it.  i  *i' 
tie  affected  with  it  cannot  give  it  to  others,  so  there  is  no  danger  of  it«  sprea^ln;:  ■^'•: 
becoming  an  epidemic  as  many  persons  fear.  The  immediate  cau»e  of  the  iliHr:t9'.<) 
unknown  here.  The  most  probable  theory  with  me  is  that  it  is  transmitted  hy  a  {nn^i!: 
ous  substance  in  the  urine  of  the  Texas  cattle.  W^hether  any  other  cattle  fn^m  im- 
except  the  long-homed  native  breed  can  spread  the  disease  I  am  unable  to  kiv.  a<  :< 
other  breed  has  ever  been  brought  here  from  that  State.  The  subject  should  he  luvr- 
tigated  by  scientific  men. 

Thousands  of  hogs  die  in  this  section  annually.  The  disease  assumes  diflfen-rt  f  r  * 
in  different  localities,  and  in  the  same  locality  in  different  years.  At  times  it  ap;"-!:* 
to  be  a  disease  of  the  skin,  and  the  hog  will  linger  a  long  time  before  death  rji^>*- 
Sometimes  they  will  bleed  to  death  from  the  nose  in  a  few  minutes,  while  t*»  ail  apt**-- 
ances  a  few  minutes  previously  they  were  well.  In  all  its  forms,  however,  thtrf  j*  '.a 
or  less  cough.  I  have  examined  many  that  have  died,  and  in  aU  cases  have  foiiixl  .-k^:- 
quantities  of  worms  either  in  the  throat  or  in  the  intestines.  No  locality  api*-  ir*  ■• 
be  exempt  from  the  disease,  and  those  who  take  most  paius  with  their  bo^i  an  i* 
likely  to  have  the  disease  as  those  who  are  more  careless.  Hundreds  of  reiueil:i's  K-  ' 
been  tried,  but  as  yet  I  have  seen  but  little  or  no  l>enefit  (rom  them.  The  wb<»le  th  ■:  '* 
shrouded  in  mystery,  and  demands  at  the  bauds  of  the  government  an  inve:«if^'ai  - 
by  the  most  competent  persons  known. 

Mr.  Charles  F.  Ingals,  Sublette,  Lee  County,  lUinois,  says: 

Hogs  are  about  the  only  animals  subject  to  disease  in  our  connty,  and  so  far  a<t  I  bt>( 
observed  the  ailment  is  of  one  and  a  similar  type.  It  occurs  at  no  regnlar  in;eni' 
and  not  oftener,  I  think,  than  once  in  ten  years.  I  have  been  in  the  bnsiu*^  i*-^ 
forty  years,  and  until  last  summer  my  stock  have  kept  comparatively  healthy.  *^''  ' 
some  two  hundred  shoats  I  lost  about  thirty,  and  those  were  the  smallest  aii<l  H'';*' 
pigs.  Grown  stock  seldom  suffer.  The  animals  lose  appetite,  become  stupid,  ilwi:  '  - 
away  slowly,  and  die,  one  here  and  one  there  as  the  case  may  be,  in  from  one  to  trr<r' 
weeks  after  they  are  manifestly  attacked.  Upon  being  started  np  from  thnr  i'-*'* 
suddenly  they  usually  are  taken  with  a  short  hacking  cough,  but  this  does  not  cot  ft 
when  they  are  again  at  rest. 

I  do  not  now  remember  any  stock-raiser  who  has  twice  had  the  disease  to  sny  f\- 
tent  among  his  hogs.    Sometimes  out  of  a  herd  of  *iOO  head  half  of  them  ^  ill  •i*'*  ' ' 
side  of  ninety  days,  and  those  that  die  first  are  generally  the  smalle^^t.    My  uxi:.'  * 
to  give  my  animals  extensive  range,  pleuty of  green  fee*!,  and  to  continually  k«**p  •- 
fore  them  salt,  ashes  (wood  or  coal),  stone-coal,  and  sulphur.    They  eaperlv  rat  o'l 
and  I  provide  it  for  them  by  the  car-load.     I  have  thouf^nt  that  high  feed  wif/>  Ic  .  -» 
corn  from  generation  to  generation  has  worked  constitutional  debility  in  t^'I  .: 
At  any  rate,  after  failing  in  fiuding  any  preventives,  I  have  little  faith  in  rt!  -r**   ' 
cure  them  after  they  once  get  sick.    Isolation  of  all  animals  that  are  s>ick  >«  ( '  * 
favorable  to  the  well  ones  and  to  the  recovery  of  those  that  are  sick.    Van  'i*  • 
cities  have  been  used  and  rocorameadeil,  but  so  f  ir  ai  I  know  have  etlocteil  ujt 
good.    If  kept  warm,  dry,  well  fed,  well  ventilated,  and  iu  lots  of  fifty  or  I<*^^.  *^  *  ■•' 
will  seldom  be  known. 

Mr.  William  Bringihrst,  Sprinj^'field,  Utah  Territory,  si^vs : 

The  climate  and  natural  grasses  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  are  well  adft|>t**'l  to'*** 
raising,  containing  elements  that  are  health-pro. Incing  and  in  their  nnruri.  <->'*  * 
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antidote  for  moet  diseaaes  that  stock  are  subject  to.  The  epizootic,  when  raging  here, 
was  not  fatal  to  an i  ED. Ala  running  at  large.  The  horse,  however,  when  domesticated, 
is  subject  to  two  vez^  serious  distempers,  which,  if  not  promptly  attended  to,  will 
nrove  fatal,  the  mos^  oomoion  and  serious  of  which  is  called  the  cramp-colic,  produced 
br  change  of  and  o^ver-a mount  of  feed.  The  symptoms  are  restlessness,  enlargement 
of  abdomen,  aocoia|[»a.iiiecl  with  severe  pain.  It  will  prove  fatal  in  four  or  five  hours. 
The  most  succesefal  x-emedy  used  is  one-half  pound  common  sal-soda,  two  tablespoons- 
fiil  of  ground  muBtaz:<3«  aod  one  tahlespoonfui  of  cayenne  pepper,  mixed  in  water  and 
given  to  the  animal.  Xlie  dose  should  be  repeated  in  thirty  minutes.  Two  doses  are 
generally  sufficienfe- 

In  Monntain  Farcy,  t;lie  cause  of  which  is  not  known,  the  symptoms  are  a  swelling 
imder  the  belly,  wblcli.  extends  rapidly  over  the  whole  hody.  I  have  seen  the  head 
Hvrollen  to  such  an  ez.t>eQt  that  the  animal  was  blind.  It  is  very  difficult  to  arrest  un- 
loas  taken  at  an  early  at>Affe,  and  will  prove  fatal  in  a  few  hours.  The  remedy  is  bleed- 
iu}r  in  the  neck.  If  tlie  limbs  are  swollen  bleed  in  each  foot,  striking  the  plate  yein 
on  the  quarter  bet^sv-eezi  ±\\q  hair  and  hoof.  One-fourth  pound  of  aloes,  divided  in  three 
doses,  as  pills,  or  aseii  as  a  drench,  and  given  every  hour,  in  addition  to  above  treat- 
ment. 

Horned  stock  has  not  l>een  subject  to  any  contagious  disease  in  these  parts,  although 
there  are  isolated  caseci  of  hollow-horn,  dry  murrain,  and  fouls,  which  seldom  or  ever 
prove  fatal.  Cattle  t^tirive  well  on  the  mountain  grasses  summer  and  winter,  and 
reqnire  but  little  care.  The  raising  of  sheep  is  attracting  much  attention  and  has 
Attained  considerable  importance,  and  under  the  management  of  scientific  men  is  be- 
ooniing  very  profitable.  The  Spanish  merino  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  best  adapted 
to  this  region.  The  ooly  distemper  in  sheep  that  we  are  troubled  with  is  the  itch  or 
«*L'ab.  For  this  we  employ  the  following  remedy :  After  shearing  dip  the  sheep  at 
least  every  other  year  in  a  strong  solution  of  tobacco  and  sulphur,  composed  of  one 
part  of  sulphur  to  five  parts  of  tobacco. 

By  experinaent  I  lind.  -tliat  swine  can  be  raised  profitably  on  the  lowlands  and  on  the 
honienjof  lakes  and  streamlets;  but  this  class  of  stock  are  not  generally  bred  here. 
They  are  not  subject  to  any  general  distemper.  The  same  can  be  said  in  regard  to  all 
kinds  of  fowls. 

Mr.  A.  J.  CarRj  Oliaiiestown,  Clarke  County,  Indiana,  says : 

We  are  fortnnately  exempt  at  this  time  from  any  disease  among  farm-animals  except 
cholera  among  aoss.  j  liave  lost  a  good  many  myself  within  the  last  two  years.  I 
tned  all  the  romeaiee  I  could  hear  of,  but  none  seemed  to  do  any  good.  I  then  put 
some  hogs  that  ^^^  apparently  nearly  dead  in  a  close  pen,  gave  them  nothing  to  drink 
hut  a  httle  sweet  milk  and  soap-suds,  with  a  little  meal  to  eat,  and  they  all  recovered. 
My  opinion  is  tbaii  none  of  the  cholera  remedies  that  are  publUhed  as  such  and  sold 
throughout  the  country  are  worth  anything. 

We  nave  pieniy  of  cbicken-cholera,  but  so  far  no  remedy  has  been  discovered  that 
seems  to  do  any  good.      Preventives  have  been  tried,  but  without  beneficial  results. 

Mr.  Geoege  AV.  Thogabd,  Eutledge,  Crenshaw  County,  Alabama, 
says: 

1  will  endeavor  to  give  you  my  experience  with  hog-cholera.  In  1863  it  made  its 
appearance  a^uc  thirty  or  forty  miles  south  of  this  place.

time  h:is  spread  to  t**^*^*  ^^^^  ^°  Central  Europe  about  a  century  ago,  and  since  that 
I  "Host  Euro^iean  countries,  to  Great  Britaiu,  Asia,  Australi<a,  and  Amer- 
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ioA.  Its  spread  wasuudonbtedly  dae  to cootagios,  for  it  is  not  aiall  pvobsbtethMtbe 
disease  originated  spontaneously  ontside  of  Central  Earope.  It  isa  speeifiedbenK  ft- 
culiai:  to  bovine  animals,  for  other  species  ai«  never  afleeted  with  it.  ItisalwBfin^ 
aoaie  or: chronic  in  character;  usoaily  oocnrs  as  an  episooiy  or  emcoety,  sadtpmit 
easily  and  rapidly. 

As  the  term  indicates^  tho  lttn§$  and  the  piewra  are  the  seat  of  the  disoose.  It  »»< 
considered  an  imflammatory  disease,  and  so  far  as  local  lesions  are  oooeefiied,  coo0» 
in  an  exudation  of  lymph  into  the  connectiYe  tissue  of  the  lniiga»  with  eflUes  saa 
exudation  iato  the  plenral  cavities.  The  disease  may  be  limited  to  one  lung  or  it  or 
affect  both,  while  occasionally  the  pericardium  is  implicated.  One  attack  usoslly  ok- 
fers  immunity  from  subsequent  ones.  During  its  course  tho  disease  generates  t  m- 
cifio  virus  capable  of  inoculating  healthy  animals  of  the  same  speeies  with  the  siar 
disease.  By  some  few  authorities  it  is  believed  that  the  disease  can  be  geaerats^  vf 
imnroper  dietetic  measures  in  conjunction  with  certain  other  initdeoees,  as  exetf^.^ 
milking,  and  hot,  illy- ventilated  stables,  but  there  is  no  positive  proof  to  ssppoct  vj^ 
belief,  although  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  outbreaks  in  New  Jersey  in  187^T4  ssd  - 
1877  were  almost  exclusively  confined  to  cattle  fed  on  beer-^;raliis,  which  were  keft .: 
close  stables,  and  gave  large  qnantities  of  milk.  The  disease  was  broagbt  ts^tht 
country  in  1849,  and  has  prevailed  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  in  different  localities  e^' 
since. 

The  period  of  incubation  is  reckoned  at  from  twelre  to  sixty  days,  and  thesrnip^ae^ 
during  this  time  are,  as  a  rule,  so  slight  as  to  receive  little  or  no  att»ation  from  owner 
or  attendants.    A  rise  of  the  bodily  temperature  is  the  first  indication  of  the  disn^ 
and  can  he  detected  with  the  thermometer  alone.    Healthy  animals  have  a  leiapm- 
ture  of  100^  F.,  or  a  little  less,  so  that  a  rise  above  this  in  an  infected  distrtet  woci^ 
render  all  animals  so  affected  liable  to  suspicion,  for  in  those  where  the  themmDrt*' 
registers  102°  F.  or  more  the  disease  can  almost  positively  be  said  to  exist.    The  drrt 
symptom  to  gain  the  attention  is  mostly  a  short,  dry,  husky  oongh,  of  a  peeuhar  cbi^ 
aoter,  and  is  first  heard  in  the  early  morning,  or  whilothe  animal  is  drinking.   At  tl' 
same  time  the  appetite  will  be  observed  to  fall  off  a  little,  andmmin»tioa  belessartiv^ 
than  common.    The  respirations  are  more  rapid  than  normal,  and  may  reach  twnrr 
twenty-five,  or  thirty  per  minute,  instead  of  about  fourteen.    Usually  every  mpint**' 
is  accompanied  with  a  low  grnnt  or  slight  moan.    The  cough  is  growing  more  freqics'. 
harsh,  and  painfnl ;  the  back  is  slightly  arched;  the  coat  Ioc^es  dead, and  feeb  nnr 
and  harsh,  while  in  some  places  it  is  erect ;  pressure  along  the  back,  especially  in  t^ 
neighhorhood  of  the  loins  and  in  the  spaces  between  the  ribs,  causes  pain  and  flinckiey 
As  the  appetite  falls  off  the  secretion  of  milk  diminishes^  until  it  is  finsdly  eosiplHr.T 
suppresf^ed.    The  patient  generally  rapidly  runs  down  in  flesh,  the  saifaoetemp«nts^ 
varies,  the  extremities  being  cold  at  one  time  and  hot  at  anotther;  sometimei  bat  &•< 
always  a  slight  discharge  takes  plaoe  from  the  nostrils,  and  the  pulse  beeone^qv^ 
rapid.    The  lungs  at  this  time  are  undergoing  changes,  easily  detiMsted  by  the  expert: 
the  air-cells  admit  bnta  limited  quantity  of  air  to  the  affected  part;  the  inlestinsl  t» 
sue  is  filling  up  with  lymph,  and  the  pleura  is  undergoing  the  changesaeen  in  thtsdisesB'. 
presenting  symptoms  to  be  detected  only  by  the  practiced  ear,  as  loss  of  the  respintar 
murmur,  the  presence  of  the  different  rahls  and  the  friction  ihurmur  of  pteaorisyt  ^- 
finally  the  absence  of  any  sound  at  all  as  the  lungs  become  hepatued  in  the  sk^viI 
stage,  or  the  one  of  mar^vd  symptoms.    In  this  stage  the  temperature  increases  sad  t^ 
pulse  rnns  up  to  60  or  70,  and  sometimes  to  90,  beats  per  minute.    Examioation  sf  tt' 
heart  will  show  it  to  be  laboring  hard  to  send  the  blood  to  the  diseaaed  lungs  in  scfi 
cient  quantity  for  the  system ;  the  extremities  are -cold ;  the  front  legs  apart  teiiKUitisr 
respiration,  which  is  becoming  more  and  more  rapid  and  difficult ;  the  appetite  t«  te 
tirely  lost ;  the  secretion  of  milk  has  ceased ;  the  feees  are  hard  and  dark  colored :  t!r 
urine  is  scanty  and  high  colored ;  drinking  causes  hard  and  painful  conghiag .  Tb* 
animal  almost  refuses  to  move,  seldom  lies  down,  and  stands  with  dialeaded  oo^n.*. 
moaniufi:  at  every  respiration,  while  from  the  eyes  and  nose  is  discharged  a  tbicki^s. 
purulent  fiaid,  and  the  breath  is  hot  and  fcstid.    These  symptoms  daily  grow  w«fw  i» 
the  disease  encroaches  on  the  previously  healthy  lung-tissue ;  breathing  Is  effeftcslv^^ 
the  greatest  diflicnlty ;  the  pulse  is  so  weak  and  small  as  hardly  to  he  felt ;  the  ^^ 
clings  to  the  bones ;  dropsy  beneath  the  chest  takes  place ;  the  animal  beoooies  sin** 
unconscious  of  all  surroundings,  and  groans  and  grinds  the  teeth ;  the  abdmecB  Is 
with  gas ;  diarrhea  sets  in,  and  death  speedily  closes  the  scene. 

This  is  the  usual  course  of  a  typical  case  where  the  disease  runs  thnmgh  both  «ta^ 
and  terminates  fatally.    In  many  instances  there  areTariations  from  this  geiiaalc<«rv- 
as  where  a  fatal  diarrhea  sets  in  early  or  some  other  complication  <M)cnrswfaseliesir^ 
the  patient  off.    (An  interesting  complication  occurred  in  a  ease  at  North  Brssck  ^ 
J.,  in.  1874,  where  the  lungs  filled  up  rapidly  and  the  pulmonary  artery  was  i^ia'^ 
But  these  variations  are  important  only  to  the  student  of  special  patholsgy. 

Regarding  the  course  and  termination  of  this  disease,  it  is  to  be  notadtulitmi* 
more  rapid  course  in  young,  vigorous  animals  than  in  any  others;  aba  tkalsibar 
period  of  incubutiou  is  almost  always  followed  by  a  rapid  subsequent  eoani»  Attw* 
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le  diaeaQi»  terminate  favorably  in  the 'early  sta^e  and  before  the  extensive  alterationa 
I  the  lungB  have  taken  place,  yet  these  organs  rarely  regain  their  pei-fect  function, 
art  of  their  tissne  ever  after  remaining  imperyions  to  air,  while  aaheeions  more  or 
ss  exteoBive  pexnaoently  exist,  between  the  lungs  and  the  walls  of  the  chest.  The 
>ngb  uBoally  remains  for  a  long  period  of  time,  being  due  to  the  alteration  of  lung^* 
Msues.  I>eaUiy  as  a  rule,  takes  place  in  the  second  stage  of  the  disease,  and  is  due  to 
le  encroachment  of  the  exudate  upon  the  respiratory  surface  of  the  lungs,  to  anie* 
lia,  to  gangrene  of  the  lungHBubstauee,  or  to  a  fatal  diarrhea. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  which  occur  in  the  early  part  of  an  outbreak  generally 
caches  from  60  to  90  percent,  of  those  infected,  while  later  on,  when  the  force  of  the 
ifectinii;  virus  seems  to  have  expended  itself,  the  mortality  may  fall  to  15  or  20  per 
&nt.  Bat  this  is  not  all  the  loss  to  which  the  infected  district  is  subjected.  The  anl- 
lals  that  recover,  are  of  little  or  no  value  for  weeks  and  mouths,  the  secretion  of  milk 
oes  not  return  for  a  Ions  time,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  prepare  them  for  market, 
>r  they  do  not  thrive.  Besides  this,  unless  the  subject  of  disinfection  is  nndei-stood, 
nd  ita  necessity  tboronghly  appreciated,  lUl  new  animals  ace  liable  to  take  the  disease 
mi  thus  perpetuate  int^finitely  this  dreadful  scourge. 

The  intimate  pathological  anatomy  of  this  disease,  and  the  microscopical  appearances 
f  the  involved  tissue,  can  hardly  be  of  value  to  the  public,  or  to  others  than  those 
boroughly  acquainted  with  histology,  so  that  unless  the  department  desires  especially 
o  have  each,  I  will  refrain  from  occupying  your  time  with  what  can  hardly  prove  of 
otereet.  I  will  therefore  call  your  attention  to  the  means  of  diagnosing  this  disease. 
I'he  coa^frh  is  peculiar,  and  to  those  acquainted  with  the  disease  would  be  almost  suili- 
ieut  evKlence  of  the  presence  of  the  contagious  form  of  pleura-pneumonia.  The  ther- 
iiometer  is  of  the  utmost  value  in  detecting,  the  disease  early.  A  physical  examina- 
ion  of  the  chest,  the  temperature,  character  of  pulse  and  cough,  will  always  be  suih- 
:ient  to  diagnosticate  the  presence  of  pleura-pneumonia.  That  it  Is  contagious  will  be 
icen  by  the  incubative  stage,  by  the  insidiousness  of  its  course,  and  from  tbe  fact  that 
t  baa  no  connection  whatever  with  the  causes  which  produce  the  ordinary  form  of  this 
liseaae,  that  is,  with  climate,  exposure,  change  of  weather,  food,  &c.  Also  from  the 
'act  that  it  spreads  by  contact,  and  is  very  fatal.  Lastly,  some  animals  are  not  suscept- 
ble  to  the  disease,  about  15  per  cent,  escaping  infection  even  when  subjected  to  tbe 
uduence  of  the  contagion.  The  infecting  principle  of  this  disease  is  no  doubt  both 
^xed  and  volatile,  for  it  is  found  in  the  blood,  excretions,  secretions,  exudated  lymph, 
ind  in  the  expired  airs.  The  vitality  of  the  virus  is  great,  lasting  sometimes  for  sev- 
eral moDtha.  It  may  be  carried  by  the  air  a  distance  of  at  least  three  hundred  feet, 
nrbile  by  means  of  diseased  meat,  allecte<l  clothing,  hay,  straw,  cars  and  steamboats,  it 
tuay  be  carried  to  long  distances. 

Mr.  R.  B.  DtTNLAPj  Boligee,  Greene  County,  Alabama,  sa^'s : 

We  are  troubled  in  this  section  with  two  diseases  among  farm  animals,  both  of  which 
are  very  fatal.  One  is  known  as  hog-cholera  and  the  other  as  the  ^' negro  disease.''  It 
U  hard  to  tell  which  is  tbe  most  fatal  to  this  animal.  Remedies  do  not  amount  to 
Qinch,  and  preventives  will  be  found  the  most  profitable  and  economicaL  I  believe 
hog-cholera  can  be  eared  after  the  hoe  gets  sick,  but  it  is  too  tedious  to  have  to  drench 
them.  I  have  cured  a  few  cases  by  drenching  them  with  the  following  prescription : 
One  gill  linseed-oil  and  one  tablespoonful  of  spirits  of  turpentine.  I  generally  keep 
a  trough  under  shelter  in  which  I  keep  about  one  bushel  of  hickory-wood  ashes,  one 
pound  of  sulphur,  one-fourth  pound  of  assaf etida,  one  bushel  of  well-beaten  charcoal, 
and  a  sufficient  quantity  of  salt  to  make  them  relish  it.  This  will  not  only  keep  off 
the  lice,  but  will  also  keep  the  bowels  in  a  healthy  condition.  Lice  are  the  forerun- 
ners of  cholera.  They  irritate  the  skin  of  the  hog,  weaken  it,  and  render  it  liable  to 
the  attacks  of  this  disease. 

MoRKis  Crohn,  Y.  S.,  Erie,  Erie  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

Since  my  residence  here  I  have  not  observed  any  epidemic  proper,  though  the  splenic 
fever  has  been  raging  quite  violently  among  the  cows  for  the  past  month  or  so.  Thus 
far  it  has  been  only  local ;  and  it  is  very  extraordinary  that,  in  view  of  the  lamentable 
Wk  in  this  country  of  proper  provision  against  the  spreading  of  disease,  the  splenic 
fever  has  confined  itself  to  one  locality. 

Splenic  fever  is  due  to  the  decomposition  of  blood ;  and,  as  the  spleen  contains  a 
^ater  percentage  of  blood  than  any  other  organ  of  the  body,  it  is  most  severely 
effected  and  is  totally  destroyed  if  the  disease  be  not  arrested.  Besides  this,  tbe  kid- 
ucyB^  and  sometimes  the  bladder,  will  sufier  from  sympathetic  affection,  a  bilious  condi- 
tiou  being  indicated  by  the  eye.  I  think  that  splenic  fever  has  its  origin  in  one  locality,

There  were  but  few  noU'Coutagiona  diseases  which  in  their  acute  form  haf""»i"- 
an;  eerioua  loss.  I  will  only  mention  colic  and  quinsy  am onj;  horaes  andcaWini:  <'< 
(puerperal  fever)  amuOK  cows.  Most  owners  of  horses  know  nothing  ol  ni.'ilv 
chemistry ,  4c.,  but  with  the  aid  of  "  receipts,"  so-called  "  doctor  books,'' and  ilir  r'-'f 
of  nnqualilied  persons,  they  roBard  themselves  as  fully  competent  to  "diKloi'  i;' 
horses.  They  almost  invariably  treat  quinsy  for  glanders.  They  set  up  ma*  a 
trary,  wrong  diagnosis,  and  give  the  poor  animals  large  quantities  of  nBel#«*.  miun  i 
medicines,  thug  causing  the  loss  annually  of  thousands  of  horses  which  vrrc  •ir.ii' 
suffering  from  colic.  These  self-dependent  men  cannot  toll  whether  the  colic  i«r*~- 
by  inflammation  of  the  bladder,  spasms  of  the  bladder,  supprBssiou  of  the  pcn^i ' 
action,  gases,  peritonitis,  enteritis,  &c.,  or  by  mechanical  or  organic  obslrDclion- '-' 
invariably  admiuister  the  same  medicine  rather  than  go  to  the  expense  of  •  r:i'' -' 
veterinary  treatment.

Dnring  a  residence  of  six  years  in  this  county  I  hare  not  known  anytliiiis  Hkc  ac 
epidemic  among  farm-animals  or  fowls  in  my  neighborhood.  In  the  ooimtT  ol  Batir 
adjoining  this  on  the  west,  some  cattle  have  recently  died  of  what  is  called  drrci:- 
raio,  and  many  hogs  have  died  of  cholera.  I  examined  one  cow,  and  fonnd  the  ^ 
symptoms  present  as  observed  in  cases  of  Spanish  or  Texas  fever  in  cases  whickl  bi. 
examined  seven  years  ago  in  the  State  of  Kansas.  I  find  on  Inqairy  that  Tew « 
southern  cattle  have  been  driven  through  Boone  Coanty  the  past  sn miner,  and  t!Mr>^ 
fore  believe  the  disease  to  be  the  same.  The  first  svmptoni  notioeable  is  a  ti^Mfgt^ 
movement.  In  the  second  the  ears  and  head  droop,  the  eyes  sink  in  the  bead,  sad  tkr 
toes  of  the  hind  feet  drag  on  the  ground.  The  duration  of  the  dieeasf  is  fn»  t«ov 
six  days.  On  examination  the  uiinary  oreans  present  a  very  large  and  infUned  m- 
dition.  The  stomach  is  discolored  to'  a  black  or  dark  red,  and  the  ooatents  sr  nn 
dry  and  hard.  Some  remedies  have  been  administered,  suck  aa  dinrsties  sad  rw. 
active  cathartics,  with  considerable  success.  My  opinion  is  that  sneh  trealBeLt  i* 
wise,  and  will  in  almost  every  case  effect  a  cure  where  the  treatment  is  pcnerend  r 
and  not  delayed  too  long  in  the  beginning.  The  diuretic  osed  was  nitrate  ol  pstfr: 
and  spirits  of  terebinthina  the  cathartic.  Hog^s  lard  was  also  used  in  large  sed  !^ 
quent  quantities.  Congress  wonld  do  a  wise  thing  by  making  an  appropriation  for  tfa* 
investigation  of  these  dreaded  diseases. 

Mr.  H.  F.  ScHENCK,  Cleavelaud  Mills,  Cleveland  County,  North  Car 
oliua,  says : 

The  only  fatal  diseaso  we  have  to  contend  with,  and  which  aeema  nnmansges^f.  '<< 
what  every  one  here  calls  cholera  among  hogs  and  chickens.  It  appeus  alntditfnfT 
summer  or  fall  among  the  hogs  in  this  county,  and  goes  throngk  one  neighboihooday 
season  and  some  other  one  the  next.  It  does  not  seem  to  spread  widelv  over  tbc  mm 
country  any  one  year,  but  seldom  fails  to  appear  each  year.  The  animal  when  tttirbri 
first  shows  symptoms  of  drooping,  and  although  they  eat  at  first  they  often  votsit^f 
eating.  They  generally  die  within  from  seven  to  fourteen  days.  I  wonld  no^*. 
estimate  the  fatality  at  33  per  cent,  of  those  attacked.  Of  thoae  that  snrviv^  it  ^ 
often  two  months  before  they  finally  recover.  Many  remedies  hare  been  trwd. )"' 
with  but  little  success.  It  has  never  but  once  attacked  my  stock,  and  therpfo^  a* 
experience  with  the  disease  is  limited.  Last  year  I  had  but  seven  hogs,  and  fix  <^-^ 
of  the  number  were  attacked.  I  observed  it  closely  for  a  few  days,  and  eaiae  ttth- 
conclusion  that  instead  of  its  being  cholera,  as  it  was  called  by  my  neif  hbois,  it  v» 
nothing  more  than  simple  constipation.  They  had  no  action  of  the  bowek  tkft  I 
could  discover.  I  gave  them  large  doses  of  calomel,  put  them  in  a  lot  until  it  openix' 
freely,  and  then  turned  them  out.  They  all  recovered.  I  advised  my  migkbA^ 
whose  hogs  were  similarly  affected,  to  try  calomel,  which  they  did,  and  since  thai  t^ 
there  has  scarcely  been  a  death.

The  attack  la  made  kaovi » 
the  general  drooping  appearance  of  the  animal  and  a  laxity  of  the  bowels,  tfctui 
this  last  symptom  is  not  seen  in  aU.  They  mneraUy  die  at  the  end  of  a  fevbsxN 
greatly  emaciated.  They  sometimes  very  suddenly  swell  under  the  throat  all«r  d«^ 
and  these  are  thought  to  have  been  in  some  manner  choked  or  soffoeated.  It  bs6  sees 
noticed  that  those  hogs  that  stay  around  houses  and  sleep  in  dry  beds  axe  wmA  90* 
liable  to  this  disease  than  those  that  run  in  the  woods  and  sleep  withont  sheltff. 

Mr.  James  H.  RuMBOXiaH,  Warm  Springs,  Madison  Coanty,  No^^ 
Carolina,  says :

opinion  that  the  disease  in  this  climate  is  solely  attributable  to  want  sk 
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ud  intelligent  attention,  over  and  irregnlar  feeding,  exposnre  to  inclement  weather^ 
Ithy  qnartera,  want  of  salt,  in  the  absence  of  which  latter  the  animals  sometimes  re- 
[>rt  to  dirt  and  the  accumulations  in  their  x>ens. 

The  chicken  cholera  is  sometimes  prevalent  here  among  that  class  of  fowls  which  is 
be  staple  poultry  of  this  section.  I  have  no  experience  of  any  value  in  regard  to  this 
isease,  and  no  suggestion  beyond  the  want  of  proper  care  and  attention  on  the  part 
f  a  rustic  population  who  have  no  idea  as  to  the  importance  of  attention,  proper  food, 
rotection  from  the  weather,  provision  of  proper  gravel,  or  cleanliness  of  roosts  and 
uarters.  Being  a  country  of  prolific  vegetation,  and  the  fowls  being  allowed  to  run 
,t  large  over  the  farms,  the  young  ones  are  subjected  to  the  damp  and  cold  of  the 
ews  and  rains,  which  superinduce  diseases  peculiar  to  young  chicks. 

I  am  of  the  decided  opinion  that  in  a  climate  like  this,  naturally  free  from  epidemic 
iseases  to  man  and  beast,  that  care  and  attention,  intelligent  regard  to  the  comfort 
kud  food  of  animals,  will  constitute  good,  effective,  and  sure  preventives  of  diseases 
f  all  kinds  among  animals  and  fowls. 

Mr.  W.  H.  SiLOW,  Bay  Minette,  Baldwin  County,  Alabama,  says : 

Chickens  have  been  affected  more  or  less  with  a  disease  known  in  this  locality  as 
holera.  The  fowls  may  be  fat  and  perfectly  healthy  one  day,  and  the  next  morning 
>6  found  dead  under  their  roosts.  Some  linger  longer,  droop  around  and  gapjB^a  day 
)r  two,  and  then  die.  The  gills  become  sallow  and  apparently  bloodless.  The  dis- 
rharzes  are  green  and  rery  offensive.  Not  more  than  one  in  twenty-five  recover.  Some 
ew  have  a  second  attack  of  the  disease.  Many  remedies  have  been  used,  but  I  cannot 
tay  that  any  of  them  have  proved  sufficiently  beneficial  to  be  reeommenaed.  The  dis- 
ease is  confined  mostly  to  the  Brahma  breed.  We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
a  useless  to  doctor  a  chicken  where  the  disease  has  progressed  to  any  considerable  ex- 
tent.   Black  pepper  appears  to  be  about  as  good  a  remedy  as  anything  else. 

During  the  winter  of  1876-'77  about  half  the  sheep  of  this  neighboihood  broke  oat 
^th  what  farmers  called  the  rot.  They  lost  flesh  nntil  they  were  neatly  emaciated, 
ind  then  the  wool  would  almost  all  come  off  them.  When  attacked  they  wonld  wan- 
ler  off  singly  or  two  or  three  together  to  some  retired  place,  where  they  would  linger 
tor  about  a  week  and  then  die.  I  think  about  one-half  of  those  attacked  died.  The 
loss  caused  a  great  falling  off  in  the  yield  of  wool  in  this  section.  They  now  seem  to 
be  doing  weU  and  are  comparatively  healthy. 

Mr.  Andrew  Jay,  jr.,  Jayville,  Gonecoh  Connty,  Alabama,  says : 

The  importance  of  the  object  sought  to  be  aooomplished  in  your  proposed  investiga- 
tion of  the  diseases  of  fanrm-animab  wonld  be  hard  to  overestimate.  It  is  a  much- 
needed  morement,  for  I  know  of  no  reliable  remedy  for  any  of  the  diseases  which  afflict 
farm-animals.  The  diseases  existing  among  horses  are  colic,  hots,  or  grubs,  scours,  stag- 
gers, distenoper,  and  glanders.  That  amon^  hogs  is  oaUed  chokra.  Whatever  disease 
may  afflict  a  hog  it  is  called  cholera,  yet  it  is  very  evident  that  the  symptoms  and  ef- 
fects greatly  yary.  Half  of  all  the  hogs  in  the  connty  have  died  of  some  disease  dur- 
ing the  ptedent  year.  Cattle  are  less  subject  to  disease  than  any  other  class  of  animals. 
Occasionally,  however,  they  have  what  some  call  murrain.  Sheep  likewise  are  subject 
to  disease,  and  more  so  when  huddled  closely  together.  But  I  am  too  igpnoraat  on  the 
BQbject  of  diseases,  as  seems  to  be  the  case  with  all  of  our  people,  to  have  yet  discov- 
ered or  learned  enough  about  the  causes  or  cures  to  be  of  any  real  value.  Cures  are 
generally  accidental,  if  at  alL  Sometimes  the  animals  will  recover  in  spite  of  the  rem- 
edies given. 

I  regret  that  I  am  nnable  to  contribute  anything  toward  advancing  so  valuable  and 
important  a  work.  I  would  most  cheerfully  do  so  if  I  could,  for  I  need  its  advantages 
and  will  be  very  grateful  for  any  information  growing  out  of  this  investigation. 

ilr.  C.  H.  jEBNiaAN,  Enon,  Bnllock  Connty,  Alabama,  says : 

Hones,  cattle,  and  sheep  here  are  subject  to  the  usual  diseases  incident  to  these  ani- 
mals, for  which  rarions  remedies  are  used.  Hogs  are  subject  to  cholera,  for  which  no 
remedy  has  been  discovered.  I  would  like  to  investigate  this  disease  for  the  purpose 
of  discovering  its  cause  had  I  the  means  at  hand.  Chickens  are  also  subject  to  cholera, 
i^^Hsalled,  and  are  also  frequently  afflicted  with  a  disease  called  ''sore  head."  No  rem- 
edy is  known  for  the  first.  As  a  local  application,  kerosene  oil  and  lard,  in  equal  parts, 
naa  been  found  a  specific  for  the  latter.

8ay8: 

Notwithstanding  the  frequent  prcTalence  of  chicken  cholera  we  find  the  raising  of 
10 wis  profitable.    The  symptoms  of  the  disease  with  us  are  a  drooping  appeartince,  in- 
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disposition  or  iDabilifcy  to  eat,  and  death  in  a  short  time.  We  have  used  soiU  ad*)  ^n^ 
phur  as  remedies,  and  cleauliuess  of  honses  as  preventives,  and  by  such  lurAns  \\i\* 
managed  to  raise  chickens  and  eggs  sufficient  for  our  own  use,  which  we  tiud  cLt^^^r 
than  the  raising  of  pork  on  the  same  amount  of  food. 

In  this  section  of  country  a  great  many  hogs  have  been  lost  by  a  diseaM  cal  V 
cholera.  It  makes  but  little  difference  as  regards  symptoms ;  all  bo^^  that  di**  v* 
afflicted  with  either  cholera  or  mauge.  Those  that  are  affected  with  manure  an-  wt- 
ered  with  a  dry  scuff,  wasteaway,  and  soon  die.  The  first  symptom  of  cholera  in  »!••• 
of  appetite,  then  follows  a  jerkiDg  or  heaving  of  the  sides,  which  is  soon  follnw--'!  *7 
the  death  of  the  animal.  We  are  a  slipshod  set  of  farmers,  and  make  no  in\r>ti::- 
tioDS  for  determining  the  causes  of  the  various  diseases  which  affect  our  aiiimai>.  VU 
depend  too  much  on  nature,  with  its  sun  and  rain,  and  try  to  go  it  easy. 
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Mr.  Ira  R.  Foster,  Gadsden,  Etowah  County,  Alabama,  says: 

Horses  are  afflicted  with  numerous  diseases,  the  most  alarming  and  fatal  of  «h  r' 
are  "bots^'  and  colic.  The  former  manifests  itself  suddenly  and  pnMiureji  zr-J 
agony,  which  frequently  results  in  the  death  of  the  animal  in  a  few  hours.  occ.i»iot  .*i  -. 
in  a  few  minutes,  and  upon  a  poHt-moriem  examination  the  coats  of  the  Muuuuhiir 
found  partially  destroyed  by  the  worms  or  grub.  The  symptoms  are  a  di.*>iHi»ition  tc 
frequently  lie  down,  stretching  the  head  and  neck  on  the  ground,  drawinj;  up  the  t»i 
lip  and  showing  the  teeth  plainly,  casting  the  head  back  behind  the  fore  li>^  «rl 
nose  to  the  hotly,  excessive  perspiration,  but  no  swelling  of  the  body.  The  »>  iu{<r.  jlj 
of  colic  are  pretty  much  the  same,  and  the  two  diseases  are  often  coufoun(ie«l;  but  : 
the  latter  the  body  is  almost  invariably  more  or  less  distended,  and  not  uufreqo^L:!; 
to  an  alarming  extent.  We  have  no  reliable  remedy  for  the  bot«  in  cases  whcr«'  t> 
animal  is  violently  attacked.  The  main  hope  against  its  deadlv  ravages  ia  by  mt-i> 
of  preventives.  The  colic  is  more  manageable,  generally  yielding  to  large  d««**fff 
carminatives  and  auti-spasmodics  and  pnrgatives  combined,  such  as  cloves,  p^'iort. 
&c.,  laudanum,  paregoric,  ether,  &c.,  and  salts,  castor  oil,  turpentine,  &c.  A  '^lii:  -- 
moistened  tobacco  inserted  in  the  rectum  is  worthy  of  trial.  By  regular  fmi:; 
watering,  and  exercise  the  disease  would  be  less  frequent.  Of  horses  violently  atui  kf\. 
b^  hots,  50  per  cent,  die  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours.  Not  more  than  5  p«i  act 
die  of  colic. 

Distemper,  bloody  murrain,  hollo w-hom,  and  hollow-tail  are  the  disease*  whvi 
mostly  afflict  cattle.    The  first-named  manifests  itself  in  and  about  the  hea^l  \*y  i> 
issuance  of  feculent  and  corroding  pus  from  the  nostrils  and  eves,  with  loss  of  a;^:>r- 
tite,  attended  with  great  lassitude  and  exhaustion.    I  have  found  mercurial  par.nitn  "^ 
aided  by  salts,  the  most  satisfactory  remedy.    This  disease  is  not  so  mali^iKr.jt  ^.-x 
fatal  as  in  former  years.    The  murrain  is  common  and  fatal.    It  is  mauitVsr***!  t*>  * 
discharge  of  bloody  urine,  loss  of  appetite,  constipation  of  the  bowels,  fever  skod  Xa  :*t 
lassitude,  and  a  general  drawing  up  of  the  body.    No  favorable  reme<ly  hsu^  tw^-i*  Y'-^ 
sented.    Cooling  cathartics  combined  with  diuretics  and  diaphoretics  have  lH-«*n  tr.'J 
with  partial  good  results.    At  least  50  per  oent.  die  when  violently  attacked,  and  ji:-; 
erally  within  one  or  two  days.    Hollow-horn  is  common,  though  not  nec«««lr\^N  \.>'*\ 
It  shows  itself  in  cold  horns  and  languid  looks,  loss  of  appetite,  indisposition  u*  r>  **f 
about,  seeming  great  shriukage  in  size  of  body.    If  neglected,  the  animal  will  dif  U^tL 
exhaustion  in  six  or  eight  days.    The  disease  generally  gives  way  after  boring  ^^  "/^-^  * 
large  gimlet  into  the  center  of  the  horn  (which  is  usually  fonnd  hollow)  and  injf'*.":- 1: 
vinegar,  table  salt,  and  black  pepper  daily  for  several  days;  also  bathiug  thr*  h  n* 
near  the  head  with  spirit-s  of  turpentine.    The  hollow-tail  is  easily  detecte«i  by  ni*- 
nipulatiug  the  tail  from  root  to  tip.    A  portion  of  the  bone  will  be  found  de?»t n^y.-*:  rv 
absorption,  say  from  three  to  ten  inches  in  length.    Make  an  incision  to  the  i^:.r'*r  n 
the  tail  where  the  bone  is  missing,  and  insert  a  liberal  quantity  of  black  pep:^r  «->'^ 
salt.    Then  close  up  this  orifice  and  bandage  well,  and  the  animal  will  so<»q  n*<  w.vr. 

Cholera  is  the  main  disease  afflicting  hogs.    It  is  common  and  emphatically  Li'«! 
often  killing  by  the  hundreds  within  a  few  days.    On  its  first  appearance  it  g^eri-r-    • 
selects  the  best  and  fattest  hogs  for  its  victim's.    Although  many  remedies  bav*-  i*'^:- 
tried,  and  some  with  apparent  success,  none  seem  to  be  at  all  ZBliable.    A  sure  rtirf  >} 
would  save  millions  of  dollars  annually.    A  remedy  for  this  disease  we  need  alH>vr  «- 
others.    If  found,  the  farmers  could  and  would  advance  in  prosperity  by  raisiui:  ^'  '-^ 
for  market  as  well  as  for  home  consumption.    If  your  department  can  •;i\f  i^f-* 
country  that  remedy,  you  will  have  done  a  great  work— on6  so  great,  indewi,  lii**  •*• 
merits  and  bounds  cannot  be  measured. 

Sheep,  when  in  large  flocks  and  closely  penned,  die  by  the  handrp<U  of  the  van  •*.<• 
dise^iscs  which  afflict  this  class  of  animals.     Small  flocks  in  open  and  bnMMl  p'^i  i^* 
thrive,  and  would  be  remunerative  if  it  were  not  for  the  lean  and  hungry  do^*^   ^^ 
rearing  of  sheep  is  sadly  neglected  at  the  S<mth. 

The  cholera  among  chickens  is  most  insidious,  and  it«  causes  less  nndervto^l.  ^*'^'^ 
perhaps  proves  more  fatal  than  all  other  diseases  combined.    A  great  ouiit  <1'<  *^^^ 
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ip4*s.  This  diBease  is  caused  by  nits  and  mites,  which  is  the  result  of  nncleaDly  and 
iiproperly  ventilated  quarters.*  A  gpreat  many  remedies  have  been  tried.  A  very 
mple  one  is  to  rub  the  fowl  with  kerosene  oil,  and  put  one  or  two  drops  down  its 
iroat.  This  will  generally  destroy  the  vermin.  The  better  plan  is  to  keep  clean 
>use8,  an  prevention  will  be  found  worth  a  pound  of  cure.  This  is  applicable  to  all 
SLfisea  of  farm-animals. 

Mr.  ^W.  J.  Eubank,  Biriningham,  Jefferson  Comity,  Alabama,  says : 

There  have  been  no  diseases  prevalent  here  among  horses  since  the  epizootic  infln- 
iza,  which  is  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  people  of  the  whole  country.  They  occa- 
onally  die  with  colic,  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  inflammation  of  the  bowels,  &c. ; 
ot  as  there  are  no  veterinary  surgeons  here,  little  is  known  of  the  causes  of  these  dis- 
i0es.  Cattle  occasionally  aie  with  murrain.  Goats  are  almost  free  from  disease, 
•cciisionally  numbers  of  a  flock  will  die  with  a  malady  little  known  here.  They  are 
enerally  attacked  with  a  fit.  When  apparently  healthy  they  will  sometimes  begin 
liming  around,  which  they  will  continue  until  tired  out,  and  then  fall  down.  They 
lay  get  np  soon  and  stagger  about  a  dav  or  two  and  die.  Sometimes  they  will  lie 
round  three  or  four  days,  apparently  unable  to  get  on  their  feet.  Now  and  then  one 
rill  recover  without  treatment. 

IIogM  are  afflicted  with  cholera  and  qilinsy.  In  the  dry  weather,  during  summer  and 
allf  when  they  are  obliged  to  lie  in  dust,  pigs  and  young  hogs  are  frequently  attacked 
ritli  a  disease  that  has  only  been  known  here  some  three  or  four  years.  Little  pimples 
sake  their  appearance  on  the  body  similar  to  small-pox  sores.  The  skin  under  the 
•ody  and  inner  part  of  the  legs  reddens,  the  nostrils  swell,  and  the  patient  dies  within 
rom  tliree  to  ten  days.  I  could  learn  nothing  from  a  post-mortem  examination.  The 
angs  and  intestines  appeared  natural.  The  disease  is  confined  solely  to  pigs  and  young 
logs. 

Poultry  sometimes  have  cholera  and  roup.  The  former  I  know  nothing  of,  but  the 
alter  frequently  occurs  in  cool,  damp  weather  in  spring.  The  head  swells,  the  nostrils 
ind  eyes  inflame,  and  discharge  a  viscid  mucus.  The  nostrils  should  be  syringed  with 
i  solution  of  carbolic  acid  or  nitrate  of  silver,  and  sulphur  given  internally  in  feed. 
kVhere  stock  are  well  cared  for  and  supplied  with  a  variety  of  food  and  plenty  of  salt, 
hey  rarely  ever  suffer  from  any  disease. 

Mr.  John  Kendall,  Amo,  Hendricks  County,  Indiana,  says: 

The  only  disease  prevailing  here  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  is  that  aflecting 
iwine.  A  diagnosis  of  the  disease,  as  a  rule,  seems  to  be  about  as  follows:  First,  the 
existence  of  a  dry  cough  for  weeks  before  any  dangerous  symptoms  are  manifested, 
^ond,  tefnsal  to  eat,  and  a  disposition  of  the  animal  to  lie  down  with  its  feet  under 
its  body.  Third,  excessive  purging  in  many  cases,  the  excrements  frequently  being 
black.  Fourth,  constipation.  In  cases  where  the  urine  is  very  yellow,  or  where  bleed- 
iDg  at  the  nose  occurs,  death  soon  follows.  Many  will  linger  a  long  time  after  they 
have  lost  all  disposition  to  eat ;  others  will  die  within  a  very  few  days.  The  mor- 
tality is  greatest  among  pigs.  Where  older  hogs  are  attacked,  from  10  to  25  per  cent, 
recover. 

Every  hog  that  dies  in  this  section  of  country  is  said  to  have  died  of  cholera.  On 
examination  dead  ones  were  found  to  contain  worms  in  the  intestines.  No  satisfactory 
remedy  has  been  found,  notwithstanding  the  many  ''patents"  and  ''sure  cures.'' 

The  disease  prevails  more  extensively  during  July,  August^  and  September,  and 
diminishes  as  frost  and  cold  weather  approach.  A  lot  of  my  pigs  were  affected  with 
a  cough,  as  before  stated,  but  about  the  first  of  September  I  had  a  valuable  horse  die. 
I  cut  the  carcass  open,  salted,  and  allowed  the  pigs  to  devour  it.  Soon  after  they 
commenced  feeding  on  it  the  cough  disappeared,  and  the  pigs  have  since  been  appar- 
ently healthy.  Whether  this  was  due  to  the  fresh  meat  and  change  of  diet,  I  cannot 
say. 

Mr.  Ira  Rowell,  Dauvers,  McLean  County,  Illinois,  says: 

The  "hog  question''  has  been  discussed  for  the  past  ten  years  in  the  farmers'  club 
at  this  place,  without  any  definite  conclusion  having  been  reached  as  to  the  cause  or 
remedy  for  the  diseases  incident  to  this  class  of  animals.  No  two  persons  have  ever 
Agreed  upon  the  subject,  which  has  been  discussed  until  it  is  threadbare.  It  is  now 
universally  believed,  however,  that  alkali  in  some  form  is  the  best  preventive  of  so- 
called  hog-cholera. 

Many  of  those  who  have  taken  the  best  of  care  of  their  hogs,  and  escaped  the  dis- 
ease for  many  years,  were  at  last  visited  bj^  it,  and  lost  as  heavily  as  those  who  paid 
|es«  attention  to  their  stock.  At  present  some  of  my  neighbors  are  suffering  heavy 
l^wes  among  their  hogs,  while  mine  are  comparatively  free  from  disease,  and  have  been 
'^r  a  nnmbcr  of  years.  But  my  turn  may  come  soon.  I  have  a  shelter  for  my  hogs, 
0])eQ  on  two  sides,  and  keep  salt  and  ashes  always  before  them. 
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Mr.  J.  T.  Law,  Hawk  Ridge,  Coflfee  County,  Alabama,  say:*  z 

Cattle  in  this  county  have  been  in  good  condition  for  several  years  paflt    notil 
cently.    They  are  suffering  to  some  extent  with  a  disease  called  mnrniin,  whi<-b  prv''* 
very  fatal.  For  several  years  past  swine  have  been  atHicted  with  a  disease  cnlletl  cb^  •/ 
Mine  were  first  attacked  during  the  war,  and  I  have  not  been  enccesafal  in   nt/--:''/: 
hogs  since.    There  are  various  supposed  causes  of  the  disease,    S<i me  think  rZiat  jUi 
exclusive  com  diet  will  produce  the  disease.    Others  think  it  is  brought  on  b v  tht*  hoj9 
feeding  on  mushrooms,  which  grow  plentifully  in  the  bottom-lands.    A  farmer  in  Vimb 
County  informed  me  recently  that  ne  had  been  in  the  habit  of  giving  bis  hor*  nur 
vomica,  and  that  he  had  never  lost  one  by  cholera.    Last  spring  I  commencfwi  fet^lisjp 
this  drug  in  slops  from  the  kitchen,  and  since  then  my  shoats  have  been  doing  xktj 
well.    I  also  feed  a  little  com. 

Chickens  in  some  localities  are  dying  rapidly  of  a  disease  called  cholera.  I  ha'^ 
heard  of  no  remedy  that  has  a  tendency  to  arrest  the  malady.  The  excntuienU  uijuei 
the  roosts  are  of  a  deep-green  color. 

Mr.  W,  B.  Derrick,  Bailey ville,  Ogle  County,  IlIinoi.s,  says: 

In  regard  to  diseases  of  farm -animals  in  this  locality  I  would  say  that,  dnrin^  rfcf 
past  year,  stock  have  generally  been  healthy,  excepting  that  a  considerable  nomber<rf 
hogs  have  been  affected  and  some  have  died.  Last  summer  a  disease  prevailni  irooi>f 
the  swine  in  the  western  part  of  this  county,  and  in  adjoining  counties,  vhich  wm 
termed  "  hog-cholera  "  by  some,  but  more  properly  "  lung  disease,^'  as  the  attack'*  vpw 
accompanied  by  coTigh  and  congestion,  which  in  many  cases  soon  resulted  fatAlIr.  Oa 
a  post-nwrt^m  examii)ation  of  some  it  was  found  that  the  lungs  were  badly  tibeuHi, 
and  apparently  the  direct  cause  of  death. 

Within  the  past  few  weeks  a  number  of  hogs  have  died  qnite  suddenly  in  thi«  neigh- 
borhood, from  a  disease  supposed  to  be  the  veritable  hog-cholera»  as  only  certain  hfrd* 
were   affected  and  were  soon  decimated,  while  other  herds  in  the  vicinity  e«^p«i. 
The  hogs  affected  suffered  from  purging,  and  death  soon  ensued.     I  am  unahleat  pre^ 
ent  to  give  you  a  definite  diagnosis  of  the  disease,  nor  have  I  heard  of  any  effkiaJ 
remedies  after  the  animals  have  become  badly  affected.    Several  preventives  aiitl«p(*- 
cities  have  been  tried.    Tiio  best  preventive,  I  think,  consists  in  keeping  the  aniioAJ 
in  a  sound,  healthy  condition,  by  feeding  them  wholesome  food  and  keeping  ihc£ 
in  clean,  well-ventilated  quarters. 

Last  winter  a  large  number  of  swine  in  this  locality  were  atllicted  with  a  cough,  to 
the  most  of  them  recovered  in  the  spring. 

Mr.  E.  P.  Chandler,  Holly  Springs,  Dallas  Coiiuty,  Arkaiisiis,  says: 

We  have  only  to  note  a  disease  prevailing  among  hogs,  which  we  t^nu  cholera,  k^ 
it  is  somewhat  dillereut  in  its  diganosis  from  the  cholera  which  prevailed  to  an  alii 
ing  extent  in  this  section  some  years  ago.  The  firet  symptom  nuticcd  is  an  in«h-«i»«" 
tiou  to  eat  or  take  nourishment  of  any  kind,  which  primary  symptom  is  folluwetl  i^tfc 
purging  and  vomiting  in  most  cases,  but  in  some  a  complete  cessation  of  theMein*(;<B* 
or  excretions,  accompanied  with  high  febrile  sympt4)m8.  The  duration  of  the  tii**** 
is  from  one  to  live  days.  The  principal  remedies  used  have  been  arsenic,  tiirwDt.ir, 
coal-oal,  and  opium,  and  some  farmers  have  even  resorted  to  mercurial  preparaiiow, 
but  all  with  about  the  same  effect;  that  is,  the  loss  of  about  75  i>er  cent,  of  tiif  Iki2» 
that  have  been  attacked.  At  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  hogs  in  some  kjcalities  h«« 
already  died,  and  the  disease  still  rage«  with  unabated  violence. 

Mr.  EzEKiEL  IlEMsmGER,  BiiTut  Prairie,  White  County,  Dlinuis,  says: 

ah  the  material  drawbacks  we  have  here  in  stock-raising  is  that  among  swine,  kop** 
as  *'  hog-cholera,''  and  from  this  cause  our  farmers  have,  to  say  the  least,  bern  'i^tf- 
down,  and  some  of  them  have  even  lost  their  homes.    We  have  suffered  from  it  W 
for  seventeen  or  eighteen  years,  it  having  reached  us  in  less  than  twelve  month*  ift« 
it  first  started  in  Ohio.    In  the  first  place,  we  are  convinced  that  it  is  a  contajrwM 
disease,  as  hogs  very  rarely  take  it  in  any  other  way  than  from  ctmtact  with  th^i*^ 
animals.    I  live  in  a  hog-raising  district,  and  for  twelve  years  past  this  has  beta  ib^ 
universal  belief  of  our  farmers.    In  all  this  time,  with  the  closest  observation,  wehiw 
not  known  certainly  of  a  case  where  hogs  were  kept  in  an  inside  inclosure  tlin 
others  could  not  reach  them. 

It  is  also  a  well-establisbed  fact  that  hogs  have  the  disease  bat  onc«i.  Thoas:b«uii» 
of  the  herd  may  sometimes  show  signs  of  the  disease,  they  never  take  it  again  uDdtf 
any  circumstances.  A  sow  may  pass  through  cholera  when  a  pig.  If  kept  fo^^U^ 
rowing  sow  she  will  contiuue  to  bear  her  pigs  in  the  midst  of  a  dying  herd  until  ^ 
di(  s  of  old  age,  and  never  again  be  affected  by  the  disease.  What  is  very  »tranjr»J'<l 
unacconntable,  is  the  fact  that  her  pig^,  as  long  as  they  draw  nourttfhmVni  fniui  ihf 
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mother,  ^ill  not  take  the  cholera,  bat  as  soon  as  they  are  weaned  they  take  it  as'others 
lo. 

The  diaeaae  uaaally  sweeps  over  our  country  onee  each  year.  Sometimes  two  years 
nay  inters ene,  but  such  a  rest  we  have  never  had  more  than  once  or  twice.  It  gener- 
lilly  reappears  about  eight  or  ten  months  from  the  time  of  its  previous  appear- 
ance, just  as  measles  and  whooping-cough  in  the  human  family  periodically  reappear. 
We  hear  of  the  disease  as  existing  at  some  distant  point,  and  watch  its  progress.  It 
gradually  approaches  until  it  reaches  our  next  neighbor.  If  we  can  now  succeed  in 
keeping  our  hogs  and  pigs  in  an  inside  inclosure,  at  some  distance  from  the  infected 
ones,  they  will  remain  safe ;  but  if  they  are  allowed  to  smell  of  a  sick  hog  through  the 
fence  they  invariably  take  the  disease,  which  makes  its  appearance  in  eight  or  nine 
(lays  after  being  exposed  to  it. 

The  first  symptom  of  the  disease  is  a  short,  quick  cough  when  disturbed,  and  an 
inclination  to  lie  in  bed.  Some  will  be  severely  purged  and  others  will  vomit,  while 
some  will  do  both.  These  symptoms  are  followed  by  high  fever,  unusual  thirst,  and  a 
high,  purplish  discoloration  of  the  ears,  belly,  and  nauk.  The  duration  of  the  attack 
greatly  varies.  Some  die  within  ten  minutes  after  the  first  decided  symptoms  mani- 
fest themselves,  while  others  may  linger  a  month  and  then  die.  The  fatality  of  the 
disease  also  varies.  Some  herds  may  escape  with  a  loss  of  25  per  cent.,  while  others 
may  be  decimated  to  the  extent  of  90  per  cent.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  of  the  loss 
of  all  in  small,  well-kept  herds.  The  average  loss  is  about  50  per  cent,  of  all  hogs 
attacked. 

As  to  cares,  we  have  found  none.  The  most  successful  treatment  we  have  ever  found 
is  to  keep  them  away  from  water  and  sheltered  from  snow  and  rain.  It  matters  not 
how  hot  the  weather  may  be,  they  should  have  no  water  either  to  drink  or  wallow  in. 
If  they  have  grass  or  clover  to  feed  on,  give  them  nothing  else.  It  is  better  for  them 
to  have  nothing  at  all  for  the  first  week  than  to  feed  them  on  com.  They  should  not

The  majority  of  writers  on  hog-cholera  seem  to  know  but  little  about  the  disease 
which  bears  with  such  crushing  weight  on  this  and  similarly  situated  districts.  It  is 
claimed  by  almost  all  of  them  that  it  is  the  neglect  of  proper  sanitary  conditions :  but 
^hen  the  disease  prevails,  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  among  the  best-fed  and  best- 
grown  hogs  the  fatality  is  three  or  four  fold  that  which  attends  hard-favored,  poor 
shrimps  that  are  but  half  fed  and  never  properly  cared  for.  We  all  agree  that  un- 
healthy food  and  foul  bedding  engenders  disease  among  swine,  but  that  has  no  rela- 
tion to  our  Western  hog-cholera.  • 

In  all  older-settled  parts  of  our  country,  hogs  are  restrained  from  running  at  large. 
This  is  the  practice  in  the  prairie  counties  of  Central  Illinois,  where  the  disease  is  not 
known ;  but  even  in  this  section  of  the  State  there  are  some  farmers  who  shut  their 
hogs  up  in  the  barn -lot,  where  they  are  compelled  to  bed  in  the  manure  heap,  and 
'\vhere  the^  soon  sicken  and  die  of  filth.  Those  who  raise  hogs  successfully  keep  them 
on  clover  m  summer;  and  if  they  have  the  range  of  the  whole  field  for  choice  of  bed- 
ding and  of  cover,  they  will  bed  in  a  clean  place.  We  think  we  have  learned  by  ex- 
perience that  there  is  no  more  healthy  diet  than  clover  for  hogs,  yet  it  is  not  uncom- 
mon for  75  per  cent,  of  those  so  kept  to  die  in  the  clover-field. 

Some  persons  urge  as  an  argument  against  the  theory  of  contagion  that  the  disease 
must  have  a  start  somewhere.  We  know  it  has  a  start ;  but  where  and  for  what  pur- 
itose,  we  are  ignorant.  Isolation  sometimes  prevents  its  appearance,  but  not  always. 
1  have. practiced  this  plan,  and  sometimes  have  succeeded  in  preventing  the  appearance 
of  the  disease ;  but  at  other  times  I  have  failed,  and  have  lost  hogs  to  the  amount  of 
11,000  at  one  visitation. 

Since  cholera  has  proved  so  fatal  amon^  hogs,  every  sick  or  dead  hog  is  charged  to 
the  account  of  this  disease.  Even  scientific  investigators  have  greatly  erred  in  mis- 
taking manure-befouled  sick  hogs  for  cholera  cases. 

Mr.  A.  P.  Gbeen,  Vermontville,  Eaton  County,  Michigan,  says : 

I  have  had  but  few  opportunities  of  making  a  diagnosis  of  the  diseases  which  af- 
flict farm-animals.  For  many  years  past  this^ction  has  not  been  tronbled  seriously 
^ith  any  contagious  disease  where  fatal  results  have  followed.  The  epizootic,  which 
traveled  over  nearly  the  whole  country  in  1875-76,  has  left  many  of  the  horses  in  this 
locality  in  an  unhealthy  condition,  afflicted  with  discharges  from  the  nostrils,  swell- 
^g  ot  the  glands,  and  conghing,  with  rather  a  heavy  appearance  of  the  latter  at  times, 
out  unlike  the  heaves.  When  an  abundant  draught  of  cold  water  is  taken  the  indica- 
tions of  wind-broken  breathing  cease.  The  animal  becomes  quite  enfeebled  in  con- 
stitution. 

Mr.  John  G.  Ox£B,  Campbellstown,  Preble  County,  Ohio,  says: 

On  the  manifestation  of*  the  first  symptoms  of  a  disease  which  so  seriously  and 
latally  afflicts  hogs  in  this  locality,  the  animal  assumes  a  dull  and  sleepy  appearance^ 
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staggers  when  it  attempts  to  move  aboat,  and  seems  weakest  in  its  binder  pan^  It 
iisiially  wants  to  bide  it«elf  in  litter  and  straw^  and  when  it  does  so  lies  rial  m  it« 
belly.  In  most  cases  there  are  frequent  slimy  discharges  from  the  bowels,  acc"a.:«:i- 
nied  with  profuse  bleeding  at  the  nose.  Large  hogs  become  very  much  prf-itnir-i 
within  from  twenty- four  to  forty-eight  hours,  and  quite  frequently  die  witliio  iLi* 
period.  The  fatality  is  greatest  among  pigs  from  four  to  seven  months  old:  ih^  «i* 
ease  quite  often  carrying  off  from  80  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  younger  sheath.  Ain**?:: 
bogs  that  have  attained  their  growth  the  loss  is  from  40  to  50  per  cent.  The  «li^%* 
is  usually  attended  with  high  fever  and  great  thirst.  The  skin  is  generally  on-rM: 
with  small  red  spot^  of  a  very  deep  color,  and  before  death  ensues  the  breathing  ufci. 
becomes  very  laborious. 

After  death  the  internal  structure  of  the  hog  is  generally  found  to  be  perfect.  eir^T»* 
the  lungs.  In  most  cases  these  important  organs  are  found  in  a  very  unheaitbv  i-:- 
dition,  in  many  cases  presenting  the  appearance  of  jelly.  As  regards  reme<in>  a?- 
preventives,  almost  everything  has  been  tried,  and  I  can  say,  from  exp«*rience  m. 
close  observation,  with  very  little  success.  My  remedy  would  be  to  separate  tb<-  <•*: 
from  the  well  hogs,  and  kill  the  infected  ones  as  fast  as  they  show  symptom.^  ol  ::' 
disease. 

Mr.  J.  E.  MiNTER,  Boonville,  Owsley  Comity,  Keutucky,  sa>s: 

Hogs  in  this  locality  have  been  afflicted  and  are  now  dying  of  a  disease  known  v 
cholera.  The  disease  is  not  so  prevalent  or  fatal,  however,  as  in  former  8ea!4*>ns.  W- 
have  no  preventive  or  remedy  for  the  malady.  Fowls  are  also  dying  quite  nipi'l.v  •: 
chicken-cholera.  When  attacked  the  gills  of  the  fowls  turn  pale,  they  lose  thoir  il-  -l 
and  generally  die  very  suddenly.  We  have  no  remedy  for  the  disease. 
• 

]\rr.  J.  W.  Nicholson,  Camden,  Camden  County,  New  Jei>oy,  sav>: 

Quite  a  number  of  horses  have  died  here  with  something  like  "dumb  colic."  s  -V*- 
ease  which  makes  very  rapid  progess;  if  not  reliereii,  generally  ending  in  the  lUMth  ■ : 
the  animal  within  from  four  to  eight  hours.  The  most  effectual  remedy  that  ba»  r.' n 
to  my  knowledge  is  sulphate  of  ether  and  laudanum.  Some  few  cases  of  "mati  <i:- 
gers"  have  occurred,  for  which  there  seems  to  be  no  remedy.  I  know  of  do  oitr.- 
disease  among  horses  which  assumes  anything  like  an  epidemic  form.  We  havr  h.w 
a  few  cases  ot  Texas  fever  among  cattle,  for  which  no  successful  treatment  ban  ^>r*L 
discovered.  Cholera  among  hogs  probably  kills  5  per  cent,  of  these  auirualr*,  L'«*" 
from  chicken-cholera  will  reach  10  per  cent,  of  all  the  fowls  attacked.  N<*  tre.i'ci'":' 
of  this  disease  has  proved  of  any  benefit.  It  sometimes  leaves  only  two  or  three  U'*-^ 
out  of  a  large  flock. 

Mr.  Frank  Hebr,  Waterloo,  Monroe  County,  Illinois,  siiys: 

For  the  past  year  the  hogs  in  my  neighborhood  have  been  more  or  less  affii'-t<d  w  ^: 
malarial  fever.  The  disease  commences  with  red  and  sore  eyes,  which  symptom  ii-*^* 
a  day  or  two,  when  the  hog  grows  stiff,  shivers  with  cold  for  a  few  minute**  at  %  ur\*. 
with  intermittent  heat  as  of  a  fever,  after  which  it  dies  within  from  three  ti»f»^ 
hours.  My  remedy  is  twenty-four  grains  of  quinine,  given  in  sugar  and  sweet  im'k  " 
three  doses  a  day;  or  given  in  apple-butter  forced  down  the  throat,  if  the  antMJ-»i  :■ 
longer  eats.  I  found  this  a  pretty  effectual  remedy.  I  give  pigs  three  or  four  gr^-> 
of  quinine  per  day  in  some  manner. 

I  have  seen  a  few  cases  of  milk-fever  among  cows,  which  generally  killed  tS' 
within  from  six  to  fifteen  hours.    The  most  lingering  case  extended  into  a  p^r.^i  *< 
three  days.    I  had  good  success  in  administering  Glauber's  salts  and  saltiH?ter  in  rr.i*<  ^ 
able  doses.    In  the  early  stages  of  the  attack  I  gave  cold  water  inject ion>*  eN'-ry  t* 
hours.    If  badly  constipated  I  also  gave  one-half  pound  of  Glauber's  sails  ainl .»  '-* ' 
pint  of  raw  linseed-oil  at  intervals,  until  a  passage  was  effecte<l.    I  then  ji.4>f  ^* 
drachms  of  pulverized  camphor  in  strong  valerian  tea  and  kept  the  cow  >v.irm. 

Mr.  Chbistian  Hergeni^oeder,  Waterloo,  Monroe  County,  Illiu"!^' 

says : 

We  have  had  numerous  cases  of  sick  hogs  here.    The  difficulty  seeroeil  to  W  .

Xn  my  own  experience  I  find  that  when  I  use  them  I  lose  no  hogs,  but  if 
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neglected  they  are  apt  to  sicken  and  die.  The  preventivies  which  I  hare  fioiiBd  noit 
effective  are  snoh  as  will  keep  the  lice  off  them  and  expel  the  worms  Irom  the  m»«- 
tines.  According  to  my  theory  they  are  t  he  main  canse  of  what  is  known  as  htw-cboien. 
I  have  used  tar  m  early  spring,  both  internally  and  externally,  as  a  pre^eBBTe,  vnh 
tinfailing  success.  Pine  seems  to  be  a  natural  medicine  for  hogs,  m  the  noostifi^ 
they  hunt  for  pine  roots  and  eat  them  freely.  Many  men  who  reside  in  tlw  mouitabs 
have  told  me  tliat  they  never  had  a  case  of  hog-cholera,  and  they  attribate  theesctpe 
of  their  hogs  to  the  fact  of  their  eating  pine  roots.  Poke-root  is  anotiier  naikaal  bnI- 
icine  for  hogs ;  they  root  for  and  eat  it  freely.  It  shonld  be  boiled  with  their  tkf. 
Sour  slop  is  also  a  preventive.  This  shonld  be  mixed  with  eharooal.  Freqnrat  aslto^ 
is  indispensable.  Copperas  is  also  good  as  a  vermifuge,  and  blnestone  is  likewiflea io* 
lemedy  as  a  preventive. 

An  experienced  farmer  told  me  that  last  autumn,  after  he  had  lost  sixty  head  o< 
hogs  by  cholera,  he  had  a  very  sick  one  which  refused  food  of  any  kind.  He  (mi&r 
gave  it  peach-tree  leaves,  which  it  ate ;  he  then  gave  them  to  the  rest  of  his  ftoek,aad 
did  not  have  another  siok  hoe. 

I  think  your  inquiries  will  do  a  great  deal  of  good  by  directing  the  attentioa  of  stock- 
men to  a  subject  of  snoh  vital  interest  to  them:  Heretofore,  I  am  sure,  those  kwig 
hogs  by  cholera  have  been  too  eareless  in  not  dissecting  them,  hence  the  difficalty  at 
present  in  getting  a  correct  diagnosis  of  the  disease.  Hereafter,  should  other  esw« 
occur,  they  will  be  more  careful  to  collect  the  desired  information.  I  think  it  vill 
ultimately  be  found  that  hog-cholera  is  not  one,  but  that  various  diseases  are  indndftl 
under  this  name. 

Mr.  S.  W.  CocHBAN,  Union,  Fulton  County,  Arkansas,  says : 

The  southern  and  western  portions  of  this  county  have  been  exempt  from  disutt* 
among  stock  of  all  kinds,  and  st'Ock  generally  is  in  fine  condition  ;  bat  the  northern  asJ 
northeastern  portions  of  the  county  have  suffered  greatly  from  a  singular  and  £kUi 
disease  among  hogs.  (I  live  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  county.)  Having  heanlof 
the  great  fat^ty  among  this  class  of  animals,  and  wishing  to  carry  out  the  reqaeat 
contained  in  your  letter,  I  saw  one  of  the  sufferers  in  the  infected  district,  and  thei)^ 
I  considered  most  competent  to  answer  your  inquiries,  and  handed  him  one  of  jacr 
ciroulars.  I  sent  another  one  to  a  prominent  breeder  in  t|ie  infected  distriet,  andfroB 
them  I  am  persuaded  you  will  soon  receive  full  answers  to  vour  inquiries. 

The  gentleman  I  conversed  with  told  me  that  at  least  half  the  hogs  in  his  neigfabef- 
hood  had  died.  He  said  the  hogs  were  differently  affected,  but  death  was  certsiii  J 
every  case.  Being  satisfied  that  those  to  whom  I  have  Intrusted  your  circnlan  Till 
write  fully  in  regard  to  the  disease,  I  leave  that  to  them.  But  I  cannot  close  witboci 
assuring  von  that  I  appreciate  the  object  you  have  in  view  and  the  plan  yoo  bi^^ 
adopteo,  believing  it  may  possibly  be  the  means  of  saving  miUioDs  ol^dollan  to  t^ 
farmers  of  our  beloved  country. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Gilbert,  Boonville,  Owsley  County,  Kentacky,  says: 

There  is  no  previuling  disease  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  in  this  ooimtjMc#^ 
a  disease  called  cholera,  which  is  very  destructive  to  swine.  It  destroys  more  b<o 
than  all  other  diseases  combined.  No  certain  remedy  is  known.  We  use  si  t  p:^ 
veutive,  which  is  better  than  a  cure,  the  following  prescription,  and  keep  the  het^ 
when  sick  entirely  away  from  water,  viz  :  One  ounce  each  at  brimstone  (lalpbsr^ 
copperas,  saltpeter,  indigo,  borax,  and  assafetida,  well  pulverised  and  mixed  with  neal 
or  mush;  this  quantity  to  be  administered  to  fifty  head  of  hogs. 

Chicken-oholera  is  also  very  destructive  to  all  Kinds  of  fowls.  No  remedy  iakaov^ 
for  this  disease. 

Some  farmers  in  this  county  have  lost  over  one  hundred  head  of  hogs.  Almst  aC 
the  pigs  have  died. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Kennedy,  Cortland,  Trambull  County,  Ohio,  says: 

I  have  lived  as  a  farmer  in  this  county  for  sixty-three  years,  and  since  the  natnn 
left  it,  forty  years  ago,  we  have  had  no  disease  among  cattle  until  last  ^U,  vhes  4^^^ 
a  number  of  calves,  from  six  to  eight  months  old,  di^  of  what  we  called ''blsfkfw*' 
It  commenced  by  swelling  in  the  forward  legs  and  shoulders  of  the  i^nimahi  aodafett^ 
their  breathing.    They  died  within  two  or  three  days. 

Mr,  J.  B,  EandALL,  McArthur,  Vinton  County,  Ohio,  aays: 

In  past  years  we  have  had  a  few  cases  of  cholera  among  hoga,  but  hate  909»  t^ 
present.  We  think  the  disease  is  induced  by  putting  too  many  of  them  togstbff.  9»A 
allowing  them  to  run  in  the  mud  and  drink  impure  water.    Coppecas  andsslp^*'-  ^ 
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pretty  freely,  will  be  found  the  beet  remedy.    As  to  cnreSy  all  I  can  say  is  that  we 
have  f onnd  none. 

Chicken-cholera  exists  among  fowls.  Sometimes  we  succeed  in  curing  them  by 
placing  black  or  red  pepper  and  copperas  in  their  food.  We  find,  however,  that  those 
who  properly  care  for  their  hogs  ana  fowls  are  never  troubled  with  the  cholera. 

Mr.  Ajlexanbeb  Little^  Lock^burgy  Sevier  County,  Arkansas,  says  : 

Our  greatest  losses  here  are  in  hogs.  A  number  of  remedies  are  used,  the  following 
being  the  most  effective:  One  teaspoonful  each  of  turpentine,  calomel  and  coal-oil, 
well  mixed  and  used  as  a  drench  three  times.  As  a  preventive  the  following  will  be 
found  very  good :  One  pound  each  of  copperas  and  sulphur,  and  two  pounds  each  of 
common  salt  and  lye-soap.  Mix  well  with  meal  or  bran  aud  give  in  slop  or  dough.  I 
have  used  this  preventive  for  four  years  and  have  not  lost  a  hog,  while  A.  L.  Marsh, 
D.  M.  Johnson,  William  S.  Ferguson,  and  many  others,  have  lost  hundreds  of  dollars' 
worth — two  hundred  head  at  least. 

Mr.  J.  M.  PETTiaBEW,  Charleston,  Franklin  County,  Arkansas,  says : 

There  are  but  two  diseases  that  prevail  fatally  to  any  very  considerable  extent 
among  domestic  animals  in  this  county,  to  wit :  The  hog  and  chicken  cholera.  In 
this  locality  the  hog-cholera  seems  to  embrace  several  diseases ;  and  its  diagnosis  is 
various.  In  some  instances  the  hogs  have  a  slow  and  continuous  fever ;  they  become 
sluggish  and  seem  loath  to  move ;  the  hair  becomes  of  a  reddish  coloc ;  they  have  no 
appetite.  In  this  drooping  condition  they  gradually  grow  weaker  and  weaker  until 
they  die,  but  few  recovering.  In  some  cases  the  first  symptom  is  stiffness  in  the  limbs 
and  joints  of  the  hogs ;  they  move  as  if  they  were  severely  foundered.  Soon  the  skin 
becomes  ulcerated  over  the  body,  and  about  the  Joints  aud  nose  boils  will  break  out, 
emitting  an  offensive  purulent  matter.  Fever  accompanies  these  symptoms.  This 
type  of  the  disease  is  very  fatal.    What  few  hogs  recover  shed  off  most  of  the  hair. 

In  other  instances  the  lungs  and  throat  seeui  to  be  the  seat  of  the  disease.  The 
throat  and  chest  become  swoUen  and  the  animal  is  afflicted  with  a  cough  and  difficulty 
in  breathing.  These  symptoms  are  attended  with  fever,  and  prove  fatal  in  a  great 
majority  of  cases. 

The  foregoing  are  the  prevailing  types  of  the  disease  known  here  as  hog-cholera. 
By  whatever  type  of  the  disea»4e  the  hogs  are  attacked  the  same  type  prevails  through- 
out the  entire  herd. 

No  certain  remedy  has  been  found.  Copperas  and  blue  vitriol  are  the  most  success- 
fal  remedies  used  here.  They  are  more  valuable  as  a  preventive,  however,  than  as  a 
core.  After  the  hogs  have  been  attacked  no  remedy  has  been  found  to  cure  any  con- 
siderable number  of  them.  A  variety  of  food  seems  among  the  best  of  the  preventives. 
Daring  the  past  summer  and  fall  I  fed  my  hogs  copiously  on  peaches  and  apples  as 
they  fell  from  the  trees,  and  they  have  been  entirely  exempt  from  cholera  ana  other 
diseases,  while  my  neighbors'  hogs  not  so  fed  have  died  at  a  fearful  rate.  Suds  from 
common  lye-soap,  used  for  washing  purposes,  have  proved  very  beneficial  in  keeping 
hogs  in  a  healthy  condition. 

The  cholera  has  killed  quite  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  hogs  in  this  county  during  the 
past  summer  and  fall,  and  in  some  neighborhoods  it  is  still  prevailing. 

Chicken-cholera  has  also  extensively  prevailed  in  this  county,  and  has  been  quite 
fatal.  The  symptoms  of  attack  are  drowsiness,  the  gills  and  comb  become  of  a  purple 
color,  and  the  evacuations  are  white  and  watery.  The  liver  becomes  wonderfully 
enlarged  and  of  a  paler  color  than  the  liver  of  a  healthy  fowl.  In  most  instances  the 
fowl  becomes  exceedingly  fat.  Here  the  disease  prevails  among  chickens,  turkeys,, 
and  guineas.  The  most  successful  treatment  for  the  malady  is  mercury  in  some  form. 
I  have  known  that  treatment  in  some  instances  to  prove  very  successful.  The  most 
AQccessfttl  preventives  are  cleanliness  of  the  hennery,  the  sprinkling  of  lime  over  the 
floor,  and  the  washing  of  the  walls  with  lime-water.  They  shoula  have  pure  water 
to  drink,  in  which  copperas  should  occasionally  be  put.  Wild  turkeys,  even  when 
domesticated,  seem  exempt  from  the  disease. 

Br.  C.  M.  Norwood,  Bluff  City,  Xevada  County,  Arkansas,  says : 

All  animals,  except  hogs,  have  been  remarkably  healthy  for  several  years  past  in 
this  section  of  country.  We  have  had  a  disease  prevailing  among  swine  which  has 
proved  very  fatal  to  nineteen-twentieths  of  thoHo  that  have  been  affected.  The  dis- 
ease has  been  called  "  hog-cholera  "  among  farmers ;  but  from  observation  and  some 
investigation  I  am  led  to  conclude  that  cholera  is  a  misnomer.  From  the  most  promi- 
nent symptoms  I  consider  it  to  be  a  lung  disease  altogether.  The  symptoms  are, 
first,  great  depression,  followed  by  languor  and  indisposition  to  move  about  for  the 
liwt  fonr  or  five  days.    Second,  a  slight,  dry  cough,  attended  with  intense  febrile 
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excitement  and  dryness  of  skin.  At  this  staffe  there  Is  complete  Ion  of  tppafchr. 
and  crepitus  is  audible  in  the  thoracic  region.  In  this  form  of  the  disease  deith  eompi 
atK>ut  the  ninth  day.  Post-mortem  investigation  reveals  the  stomach,  bowek,  Urer 
spleen,  and  pancreas  healthy,  but  the  laog  hepatized,  the  air-vesicLes  filled  irhk 
sangnino-pumlent  infiltration  from  the  ceUnlar  tissue  of  the  lan^  TSTealiDg  ri* 
f  jict  clearly  that  there  has  been  great  and  destruotiye  inflammation  of  the  Dm ^ 
We  must,  therefore,  conclude  from  the  symptoms  and  pathological  anatomy  rev«ai»^. 
by  this  examination  that  it  is  pneumanitiB  of  an  acute  form.  We  have  noticed  toar 
hogs  that  ate  heartily  and  appeared  perfectly  healthy  in  the  evening,  and  tb^  oer 
morning  were  found  dead.  On  poat-mortem  examination  thia  class  of  animals  f€n£ti 
congestion  of  the  lungs,  extravasation  of  blood  into  the  air-vesicles  to  so  great  c 
extent  as  to  lessen  the  caliber  by  infiltration,  producing  death  by  asphyxia  or  Rtnap- 
lation.    I  consider  this  the  most  violent  and  pernicious  form  of  this  lung  dieeaee. 

Another  class  of  subjects  are  those  that  recover  finally.  I  oouaider  this  to  he  ibr 
ifkcute  form,  terminating  in  a  typhoid  form.  The  duration  of  this  type  of  the  di«t» 
is  from  about  ninety  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  days.  Generally,  when  the  di«iiv 
assumes  the  typhoid  form,  there  is  some  purging  from  the  bowels^  and  this  sympucL 
I  presume,  has  led  many  to  give  it  the  name  of  "  cholera.''  I  consider  it  alto^tber » 
lung  disoider,  as  it  presents  itself  in  this  locality,  and  a  proper  study  of  the  dmttm 
would  no  doubt  convince  many  that  they  are  laboring  in  error  in  their  diagDosi&<rf 
this  fatal  and  malignant  malady. 

As  to  treatment,  none' has  ever  been  adopted  that  has  proven  satisfactory.  A  mnh: 
plicity  of  remedies  have  been  used  by  the  farmers,  but  all  have  signally  failed.  Tl' 
only  remedy  I  can  give  that  I  consider  at  all  reliable  is  twenty  grains  of  caloowl  tat 
one  and  one-half  grains  of  tartar-emetic  mixed  and  given  every  other  day  darinc  thf 
febrile  excitement.  After  the  fever  has  subsided  give  nourishment  freely,  sarh  »- 
jslop  from  the  kitchen,  cooked  vegetables  from  the  garden,  mush  (corn),  &c. 

As  to  the  prophylactic  treatment,  I  know  of  none.  I  think  the  poison  prodncv 
the  disease  floats  iu  the  atmosphere,  and  that  it  is  not  produced  from  any  local  eaa.* 
The  best  preventive  that  presents  itself  to  my  mind  is  to  move  the  herd  to  scnm  Hby'*- 
forest  as  soon  as  the  first  symptoms  of  the  disease  are  observed,  and  not  allow  them  :• 
run  in  fields  or  around  the  farm. 

iri  hope  this  short  and  imperfectly-written  note  may  lead  some  mind  to  a  more  XV(- 
ough  investigation  of  this  important  subject.  i 

Mr.  W.  B.  Shaw,  Beverly,  Washington  County,  Ohio,  says : 


Lambs  in  this  locality  have  been  scourged  for  several  years  past  with  adiseiM  cai.'.*i 
^' paperskin,"  which  seems  to  be  worse  in  wet  than  in  dry  seasons.  It  is  not  oococ- 
mou  to  lose  an  entire  flock  by  the  disease.  It  attacks  the  lambs  at  the  age  of  fn^i 
three  to  five  months,  and  those  in  good  flesh  are  as  liable  to  it  as  those  that  are  is  p»  - 
condition.  Whenattacked,  they  become  very  paleand  weak,  apparently  almofteiitiT^ 
bloodless.  The  stomach  contains  small  red  worms,  and  frequently,  in  additioo,  the  tf  - 
mal  will  be  found  to  have  tai>e-worm.  I  know  of  no  cause  or  positive  cure  for  t^ 
disease.  I  have  tried  many  remedies,  and  have  found  more  benefit  from  feedi^ 
pumpkins  than  from  anything  else. 

Many  sheep  die  with  grub  in  the  head.  The  symptoms  are  bloody,  mattny  i» 
charges  from  the  nostrils.  Pine-tar  placed  in  their  salt-troughs  from  June  until  Sri*- 
teml^r  (during  the  season  the  gai-ny  deposits  its  eggs)  wul  be  found  a  preveacir«>. 
A  positive  cure  will  be  found  in  syringing  the  nostrils  with  a  decoction  made  6^ 
tobacco. 

Chicken-cholera  is  very  common  here.  We  know  of  no  canse,  nor  have  we  a  itatAy, 
for  the  disease. 

Mr.  D.  Stickel,  Monticello,  Pratt  County,  Illiuois,  says: 

There  are  no  diseases  prevalent  among  farm-animals  in  our  county  except  amoa: 
hogs,  and  this  class  of  animals  has  suffer^  more  severely  this  fall  than  for  manrycin 
past.  Many  persons  have  lost  entire  herds.  The  various  symptoms  of  the  diaea«e  air 
as  follows :  The  hair  inclines  to  stand  erect ;  a  hacking  cough ;  standing  anoad  viti 
the  nose  to  the  ground;  sometimes  they  have  the  thumps;  frequently  they  bleed  at ^ 
nose;  some  are  affected  in  the  head,  the  eyes  matter  and  frequently  burst:  mmttiaf 
the  tops  of  the  ears  ^t  raw  and  are  covered  with  clotted  blood ;  sometiraeB  ihes  '^ 
purgea  and  at  other  times  they  are  constipated. 

The  duration  of  the  attack  varies  considerably.  This  fall  the  duration  of  thediieair 
seems  shorter  than  usual,  the  animals  generally  dying  within  from  one  day  to  a  vr^ 
after  the  first  symptoms  are  observed.  Once  in  a  while  they  will  lin|[er  for  wwb. »« 
then  die  apparently  like  a  person  afflicted  with  consumption  or  typhoid  ferver.  I  tw>^ 
the  fatality  is  nine-tenths  of  all  attacked  where  no  remedies  are  used.  Q*^^  *.  *'^' 
ber  of  remedies  have  been  used  at  different  times,  but  with  little  effect.  8«aiti*t*  » 
remedy  will  appear  to  be  quite  successful  for  a  time,  but  will  finatty 
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virtue  as  such.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  May-apple  root.  A  Mr.  Combs,  of 
our  pllu^e,  baa  prepared  a  remedy  that  is  being  used  considerably  in  this  section  of  tbe 
coontryy  and  it  appears  to  have  some  merit  as  a  curative.  He  regards  it  as  a  certain 
preventive.  He  has  now  nsed  it  about  seven  years,  and  says  that  he  has  never  had 
a  case  of  cholera  among  his  hogs  since  he  has  been  using  it  as  a  preventive. 

Mr.  J.  TVestlake,  Troy,  Miami  County,  Ohio,  says  : 

Ho|^-cholera  prevails  to  a  considerable  extent  here  and  is  quite  fataL  Theepizootio 
has  also  prevailed  to  some  extent  among  the  horses  of  this  county,  but  has  not  been 
very  fatal.  Chicken-cholera  prevails  extensively  in  some  neighborhoods,  and  is  very 
fatal. 

Mr.  R.  J.  TTiLLOUGHBY,  Federalsburg,  Caroline  County,  Maryland^ 

We  have  a  disease  among  fowls  here  which  seems  to  affect  but  two  classes,  viz.,  tur- 
keys and  harn-yard  fowls.  The  disease  is  generally  known  as  cholera.  It  Is  very 
fatal,  and  kills  entire  flocks  sometimes  within  the  short  space  of  twenty -four  hours. 
It  seems  to  strike  in  spots.  For  instance,  while  the  flock  of  one  farmer  may  be  entirely 
decimated,  that  of  another,  who  may  not  reside  three  hundred  yards  away,  may  en- 
tirely escape.     We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  remedy  for  the  disease. 

A  number  of  horses  were  lost  during  the  past  summer  and  fall  by  farmers  in  the  ad- 
joining connty  of  Dorchester,  by  a  disease  known  as  blind-staggers.  A  remedy  for  the 
disease  was  extensively  used  and  proved  quite  successful.  It  was,  to  split  the  horse's 
forehead  and  hind  horseradish  in  the  cut.  In  every  case  where  this  remedy  was  used 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  the  animals  recovered.  From  sixty  to  eighty  horses 
died  of  the  disease  in  that  county. 

Mr.  E.  AsGHSB,  Lancaster,  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  says : 

The  only  disease  affecting  farm-animals  here  is  cholera  among  swine,  and  its  symp- 
toms are  as  varied  as  its  treatment.  The  duration  of  the  disease  is  from  four  hours  to 
as  many  weeks.  Nine  cases  out  of  ten  prove  fatal.  Our  experience  here  is  that  there 
is  no  remedy  for  the  disease,  but  we  have  a  pretty  certain  preventive,  viz :  Salt,  cop- 
peras, and  wood-ashes,  in  the  proportion  of  one  pint  of  salt,  one-fourth  pint  of  pulver- 
ized copperas,  and  three  gallons  of  wood-ashes,  well  mixed,  and  placea  in  dry  sheds, 
where  the  hogs  can  have  access  to  it  at  aU  times.  This  is  the  only  satisfactory  pre- 
ventive to  my  knowledge.  When  the  disease  has  progressed  so  far  as  to  cause  the  loss 
of  appetite,  I  regard  it  as  the  next  thing  to  incurable.  When  a  hog  once  refuses  to  eat, 
he  is  dead,  or  might  as  weU  be. 

Mr.  John  L.  S.  Debault,  La  Bose,  Marshall  County,  Illinois,  says: 

In  mv  county  diseases  are  prevailing  among  hogs  to  a  very  alarming  extent.    Dif- 
ferent lots  seem  to  be  differently  affected.    Some  have  symptoms  of  quinsy,  while 
others  seem  to  be  afflicted  with  the  old  cholera,  a  disease  not  very  prevalent  this  fall. 
However,  almost  every  ailment  among  hogs  is  called  cholera.    An  entirely  new  phase 
of  the  disease  seems  to  be  prevailing  this  season  among  my  own  hogs.    They  had  the 
run  of  a  very  large  pasture,  comprising  creek-bottom  and  upland,  with  an  abundance 
of  young  timber.    They  had  pure  running  water,  a  fine  blue-grass  pasture,  an  occa- 
sional feed  of  com,  ana  in  addition  followed  a  herd  of  corn-fed  steers.    I  had  two 
hundred  and  thirty-three  head,  and  I  thought  they  were  the  finest  lot  of  shoats  I  had 
ever  seen— healthy  in  every  respect  apparently,  and  thrifty.    October  was  very  warm 
until  toward  the  close  of  the  month,  when  we  had  a  sudden  change  to  severe  cold 
weather.    My  hogs  were  at  once  affected.    They  commenced  to  sneeze  and  cough,  and 
the  pupil  of  the  eye  turned  white,  causing  total  blindness  in  a  few  hours.    Death  would 

Senerally  ensue  within  from  ten  to  twenty-four  hours.    Their  bowels  did  not  seem  to 
e  affected ;  ^he  disease  seemed  to  be  entirely  located  in  the  head  and  nasal  organs 
until  within  two  or  three  hours  before  death,  after  which  the  whole  trouble  appeared 
to  be  with  the  lungs.    I  think  the  symptoms  were  those  of  catarrh.    I  tried  various 
remedies  without  any  good  effect.    Among  other  things  I  did  was  bleeding,  but  this 
only  aeemed  to  hasten  death.    I  then  tried  turpentine,  sulphur,  and  copperas  with  like 
ill  success.    Finally  I  sent  to  Qmndy  County  for  a  hog-doctor,  who  had  great  success 
in  killing  all  he  undertook  to  cure.    I  changed  tbe  quarters  of  those  that  remained, 
P^^ii^S  them  in  dry  hospital  buildings,  in  small  lots  together,  where  I  could  give  them 
medicines  at  pleasure.    This  did  not  stay  the  disease,  as  the  confinement  appeared  to 
cause  it  to  rage  with  greater  virulence  than  before.    I  finally  lost  two-thinls  of  my 
herd— one  hundred  and  fifty-five  but  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-three — before  the 
disease  abated.    My  opinion  is  that  the  disease  was  caused  by  too  high  a  temperature 
of  the  body  when  the  sudden  change  of  weather  took  place  in  October,  and  the  conse* 
quent  sudden  cooling  of  the  outside  surface. 
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Mr.  John  Frost,  Hoboken,  Hudson  County,  Xew  Jersey,  says: 

Our  Lorses  have  suffered  greatly  by  epizootic,  which  seems  to  hare  been  ckraric.lflr 
the  last  three  years.  The  symptoms  are  as  follows :  The  eyes  become  dnU  sad  hnrr, 
the  glands  of  the  throat  swollen,  loss  of  appetite,  followed  by  a  oopiona  discbfi|>ec' 
mucus  from  the  nostrils.  My  system  of  treatment  was  as  follows :  I  had  my  Mk 
thoroughly  cleaned,  and  gave  it  several  good  coats  of  whitewash  prepued  from  ort- 
nary  lime.  I  then  fumigated  it  once  a  day  by  burning  pine-tar,  being  very  csRfoIb 
close  the  door  and  keep  all  the  smoke  possible  from  escaping.  Aboat  noon  1  «oii<. 
prepare  a  feed  for  them  by  scalding  about  three  quarts  of  wheat-bran,  and  after  «d^ 
me  about  one  gill  of  cider  vinegar  would  feed  it  to  them  warm  in  a  nose^g.  If  xkt} 
refused  to  eat  they  at  least  inhaled  the  steam  from  the  food.  This  treatment  wta^ 
to  bring  them  back  to  their  appetites.  I  fed  them  young  carrot-tops,  wbiek  tkr 
devour^  with  avidity.  At  the  end  of  four  or  five  days  with  this  treatmeot  the  bpBe* 
were  ready  to  go  to  work  again.  Some  of  my  neighbors  refused  to  follow  my  tmv 
ment  and  called  in  veterinary  surgeons,  who  were  in  most  cases  ^m  four  to  five  wew 
in  getting  the  horses  on  their  feet  again.  In  a  great  number  of  cases  very  raiiAt4e 
animals  were  lost,  while  my  own  thrived  and  recovered  their  wonted  spiiits  cd 
strength  in  most  cases  in  lees  than  a  week. 

Horses  in  this  district  suffer  greatly  from  inflammation  of  the  bladder,  bron^t  jc 
in  most  cases  from  fast  driving  or  heavy  pulling.  The  symptoms  that  have  oome  udr 
my  notice  are  as  follows :  The  horse  frequently  stretches  and  attempts  to  stale,  bat  eia- 
not.  I  have  tried  niter  and  gin,  in  fact  all  ordinary  prescriptions  ^ven  by  vctecoar 
surgeons.  They  failed,  and  I  resorted  to  my  own  treatment,  which  is  as  fbUoirs:  Tik' 
about  twenty-five  or  thirtv  roots  of  parsley,  stew  them  in  about  three  qaarts  of  wit<r 
strain  them  through  a  oollander,  and  give  the  horse  as  a  drink  one  pint  eTerr  har- 
bour.   The  second  or  third  dose  has  never,  in  my  experience,  failed  to  relieve  tbni. 

Dr.  Frank  Prince,  Jonesborougb,  Jeflfcrson  County,  Alabama, sap: 

There  is  a  disease  prevalent  here  among  hogs  which  for  years  has  been  katfn  u 
cholera^  but  which  slwuld  more  properly  be  termed  measles.  The  first  symptom  Uu; 
manifobts  itself,  on  close  scrutiny,  is  seen  in  the  hog  walking  on  its  toes,  and  not  of* 
the  entire  foot.  But  for  some  time  previous  to  this  the  hog  has  been  affected,  sad  tiiif 
is  the  result  of  contraction  of  the  intercostal  and  abdominal  muscles.  There  eiii£i> 
latent  inflammation  of  the  parenchyma  of  the  lungs,  and  cutaneous  or  sapcrf'^iL 
fascia,  which  causes  the  hog  to  contract  the  muscles  for  relief,  hence  he  pitelies  on  b 
toes.  He  has  been  having  fevers  several  days,  as  is  manifest  by  dullness  sad  8tav<3- 
i^,  indisposition  to  play,  the  head  bowed  with  the  nose  close  to  the  ground,  tod  a  n 
viscid  mucus  dropping  from  the  mouth.  Now  examined,  the  mouth  will  be  haai 
inflamed,  an  eruption  is  visible  in  and  around  the  throat,  and  the  appetite  ia  fart  fair 
ing.  A  slight  cough  has  set  in,  accompanied  with  occasional  vomiting.  Hie  mp* 
•soon  fastens  itself  upon  the  entire  alimentary  tract,  so  that  the  sloob  80S0  baew^ 
thin,  purulent,  and  oloody.  Great  emaciation  supervenes,  and  the  hog  ^^og^  ^ 
walking.  Purulent  matter  and  blood  are  sometimes  passed  off  by  the  aaimiL  iMbair 
begins  to  fall  off  as  the  hog  becomes  more  and  more  emaciated,  and  a  siaaU  m&tP 
eruption  is  to  be  seen  all  over  the  skin.  Without  relief  be  wiO  aoon  die.  SomttiMt* 
he  dies  much  earlier  in  the  attack,  which  is  caused  by  this  pninleDt  matter  taksru 
the  blood,  by  which  means  it  is  conveyed  to  the  heart  and  brain,  and  causes  tbe  aoiaii 
to  turn  round  in  a  circle  until  it  drops  dead.  Could  this  eruption  be  thiova  ooi  *' 
the  commencement  of  the  attack,  ana  the  hog  kept  for  one  week  in  a  dry  bosae  vbrn 
there  is  no  dust,  he  would  soon  recuperat-e.  But  where  measles  is  oomplicaled  with  a? 
inflammation  of  the  bowels  or  lungs,  with  the  usual  exposure  to  which  all  hap  ^ 
subject,  death  is  almost  inevitable.  Hogs  that  are  taken  up  and  put  eat^  os  b*^* 
ment  are  apt  to  recover,  or  at  least  the  mortality  is  not  so  great. 

There  are  almost  as  many  ways  for  the  treatment  of  this  £sease  as  theie  are  aectkoi 
of  country  in  which  it  occurs.  One  old  and  successful  farmer  told  me  that  br  al«ip 
kept  slops  for  his  hogs  made  of  com  or  meal  boiled  with  aahee  or  poke-not,  md  tbf 
he  rarely  if  ever  lost  a  hog.  Another  stated  that  he  used  ashes,  sal^  coppeiaa,aad  n- 
phur  with  great  success.  The  gi^eat  secret  in  all  this  treatment  is  the  alkali  tint  ^ 
used.  When  this  is  adminiaterM  in  time  it  acts  as  an  alterative,  controla  the  tf^ 
tions  of  the  mucous  coat  of  the  intestines,  stimulates  the  absorbents,  sets  up  a  healttf 
action  in  the  lymphaties,  causes  the  skin  to  assume  a  healthy  function  or  ac^i^'"^'*' 
the  disease  soon  disappears.  So  you  see  every  one  has  his  remedy  so  oaoveBieBt  tttf 
there  is  no  necessity  of  going  from  home  to  obtain  it.  It  conusts  in  the  proper  n*^  *^ 
good  wood-ashes  and  salt. 

Mr.  L.  G.  Maynard,  Hampden,  Geauga  Goiintyy  Ohio,  says: 

With  very  few  exceptions  no  general  diseases  have  prevailed  among  fana^sfline^  3 
this  county  since  the  **  bloody  murrain  *^  left  us  forty  or  fifty  yean  ago.  Thtepuooor 
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»revailed  amoDg  oar  hones  a  few  years  ago,  but  comparatively  few  caaee  proved  fatal. 
It  that  time  warm  stabling,  light  food,  and  exercise  proved  to  be  the  most  efficient 
emedy  •  For  a  f e  w  years  pMt  I  think  heaves  and  other  lung  complaints  have  prevailed 
o  a  gr&ut&T  extent  than  fifteen  years  ago.  A  little  lobeUa,  say  a  teaspoonful,  once  in 
wo  or  throe  days,  together  with  straw  and  provender  (oata  aoid  com  ground),  seems 
o  be  the  most  approved  remedy. 

I  loet  a  Talnable  mare  last  spring  which  appeared  to  have  every  symptom  of  pul- 
nonarv  csonsumption.  She  began  with  a  slighthaoking  cough,  which  increased  steadi  ly 
iQtil  April,  when  she  died  very  mnch  emaciated.  No  remedy  seemed  to  even  check 
he  disease  or  atford  temporary  relief.    Snch  cases,  however,  are  rare. 

It  is  Terv  rarely  that  meat  cattle  are  either  aft'ected  or  die  of  disease  here.  On  Thursday 
[  met  with  our  Farmer's  Glob,  and  laid  the  subject  of  vour  circular  before  it.  The  tes- 
;imony  of  those  present  generally  corresponded  with  what  I  have  above  stated.  A  few 
instancee  were  reported  of  cattle  having  what  some  called  ^'dry  murrain,^'  or  food  drying 
ip  in  the  first  stomach.  The  following  remedies  have  been  used  for  this  trouble  with 
mccess  by  different  farmers :  Linseed-oil ;  one  pint  of  flax-seed  boiled  with  three  or 
^oor  quarts  of  water;  saleratns  and  buttermilk;  spirits  of  turpentine. 

A  few  flocks  of  sheep  are  affected  yfrhth  **  foot-rot"  or  "  hoof-ail."  Remedies  are  used 
with  saooess,  which  makes  the  damage  to  flocks  comparatively  small. 

The  only  cases  of  hog-cholera  I  have  ever  hea^  of  were  three  or  four  years  ago,  and 
ocearred  in  a  drove  from  the  West,  which  were  peddled  out  to  the  farmers  and  factories 
in  thie  locality.  They  evidentlv  brought  the  disease  with  them.  I  heard  of  one  man 
who  lost  eleven  head,  and  another  one  who  lost  two  or  three.  No  remedy  was  of  any 
benefit*  The  soil  and  climate  of  this  county  seem  adapted  to  the  healthfulness  of 
hogs ;  bat  too  little  com  is  raised  to  make  hog-raising  for  market  profitable. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Johnson,  Locksburg,  Sevier  County,  Arkansas,  says: 

As  a  physician  I  have  been  engi^ed  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  all  its  branches 
for  the  last  twenty  years.  I  have  also  had  a  farm,  and  have  ^ven  a  ffood  deal  of  atten- 
tion to  stock-raisiuff  upon  a  small  scale.  As  to  tne  names  siven  to  the  diseases  affect- 
ing oar  farm-animus,  they  are  generaUy  so  far  established  that,  whether  suitable  or  not, 
it  would  be  hard  to  cnange  and  eradicate  them  from  the  mindjsof  the  people.  Horses, 
cattle,  and  sheep  here,  according  to  my  observation,  are  comparatively  healthy,  al- 
thoug^h,  like  all  mortal  creatures,  they  are  subject  to  disease  and  profiiature  death.  For 
an  animal  occasionally  to  become  diseased,  sicken,  and  die  is  something  we  naturally  ex- 
pect ;  but  what  alarms  us  most  aro  the  destructive  epidemics  which,  for  the  past  twenty 
years,  are  existing  somewhere  at  all  times,  killing  our  useful  and  indispensaole  animals, 
as  well  as  our  much>relished  and  profitable  fowls.  Hogs  and  poultry  here  seem  to 
suffer  most  from  the  ravages  of  disease. 

Hog-cholera,  meningitis  or  staggeis,  quinsy,  and  manffe  are  hj  far  the  most  common 
diseases  among  swine.   The  symptoms  of  cholera  are :  Tne  ho|;^  is  obviously  sick,  mopes 
about  and  lies  down  most  of  the  time,  occasionally  vomits  or  tries  todo  so,  eats  but  little 
or  none  at  all.    In  a  day  or  two  it  will  perhaps  have  superadded  a  profuse  diarrhea.    If 
the  disease  runs  a  regular  course  the  animal  will  continue  to  vomit  and  purge  until 
the  alimentary  canal  is  emptied  of  all  its  feculent  or  substantial  contents,  followed  by 
watery  or  serous  and  sometimes  bloody  operations,  with  cramping  of  the  muscles  and 
particulaiiy  of  the  bowels.    When  all  the  above-described  symptoms  are  seen  the  com- 
plaint has  reached  its  second  stage,  and  is  in  its  height  or  at  its  acme  of  apparent  force. 
Here,  if  it  does  not  yield  to  the  efforts  of  nature  with  the  aid  of  remedies,  the  hog  will 
pass  into  the  last  or  declining  stage.    If  the  disease  yields,  the  animal  will  continue 
warm  and  all  the  symptoms  will  begin  to  moderate.    If  not,  it  will  go  into  collapse, 
become  ooM,  or  nearly  so,  continue  to  strain  and  cramp  and  utter  low  grunts,  and  some- 
times will  even  shriek  with  pain.    The  doration  of  the  disease  is  a  good  deal  owinff 
to  its  severity.    Generally  it  lasts  from  one  to  four  days.   All  cases  that  result  in  death 
do  not  run  the  same  course.    Sometimes  all  of  the  above  symptoms  are  not  present. 
Some  epidemic  symptoms  are  milder  than  others,  but  all  seem  to  be  malignant,  for 
nearly  aU  the  hogs  die  that  take  it  if  left  alone.    The  same  epidemic  is  not  equally 
severe  in  different  cases.    Sometimes  the  attack  is  so  violent  that  the  animal  is  in  the 
last  stage  from  the  outset,  or  it  may  die  from  nervous  prostration  with  no  reaction, 
vomiting  or  purging. 

The  diagnosis  can  easily  be  determined  by  the  symptoms  when  they  aro  all  present, 
especiaUy  if  the  hogs  are  in  living  order,  and  the  weather  is  warm ;  for,  according  to 
&iy  observation,  the  disease  prevails  almost  entirely  during  the  summer  months.  Of 
the  causes  of  the  disease  I  can  say  but  little,  because  they  are  not  perfectly  known ; 
bot  we  know  that  hog-cholera  ia  epidemic,  and  that  it  is  a  poison,  very  irritating  in 
its  action  upon  the  stomach  and  bowels ;  that  it  has  a  preference  for  localities,  and 
prevails  more  generally  upon  the  borders  and  in  low  bottoms  than  upon  lands  that 
have  been  previously  overflowed.  That  it  is  also  contagions  we  have  some  good  rea- 
!^09  to  believe.    One  thing  I  do  positively  know — that  there  are  some  powerf  al  predis- 
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posing  causes  that  oan  I  believe,  be  almost  or  entirely  prevented.    I  r;,,

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Mr.  William  Johnson,  Saville,  Crenshaw  County,  Alabama,  says : 

The  first  caaes  of  hog-cbolera  that  came  to  my  knowledge  were  in  East  Tennessee  in 
1863  and  next  in  Alabama  in  1S74.  The  disease  appeared  to  travel  south.  The  best 
remedy  I  ever  tried  was  strong  lye  in  food  or  the  tea  of  poke-root  mixed  with  corn- 
meal  ;  also  a  mild  tea  made  of  May-apple  or  mandrake  mixed  with  meal  appeared  to 
be  more  efiectaal  than  any  other  remedy  tried. 

IVIr.  Jambs  AIVeiler,  Alburtis,  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania,  says  : 

I  give  yon  the  following  preventive  prescription  for  hog-cholera :  Salt  the  hogs  twice 
a  week  regularly,  using  a  teaspoonf ul  of  palverized  copperas  to  every  four  quarts  of 
salt :  or,  for  100  hogs,  procure  50  bushels  of  clean  wood-asbes  and  mix  therewith  salt  and 
Bulpiiar  and  ten  pounds  of  pulverized  mandrake-root,  and  scatter  one-half  the  amount 
where  the  hogs  can  get  at  it ;  and  at  another  time  scatter  tbe  balance  in  the  same  way. 
The  palverized  mandrake-root  acts  vigorously  on  the  liver,  and  both  sulphur  and 
aAhes  are  good  remedial  agents  in  common  use.  Or  take  two  parts  of  sulphur,  one 
part  ot  autiuiony,  one  part  of  saltpeter,  one  part  of  copperas,  and  a  small  portion  of 
asafetida,  mix  with  salt  and  place  in  a  trough  in  a  dry  place  where  the  hogs  can  at 
all  times  have  free  access  to  it. 

As  a  preventive  for  diseases  of  chickens  use  asafetida  and  some  finely-ground  black 
pepper.  Put  the  same  in  a  piece  of  cloth  or  rag,  nail  it  in  the  bottom  of  the  vessel 
where  you  water  your  chickens,  or,  if  the  vessel  is  iron  or  stone,  lay  it  on  the  bottom 
and  confine  it  there.  You  should  not  use  too  much  at  one  time.  One-half  ounce  every 
two  weeks  will  answer  for  fifty  or  sixty  chickens. 

Mr.  EvAT^  Good,  Kew  Vienna,  Highland  County,  Ohio,  says: 

Hog-cholera,  so  called,  is  and  has  been  for  three  years  alarmingly  prevalent  in  this 
and  adjoining  counties.  Last  year  the  disease  was  terribly  fatal,  probably  from  60  to 
70  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  dying.  This  ^ear  the  fatality  has  not  been  nearly  so 
great,  simply  for  want  of  material,  farmers  m  nearly  every  instance  having  sought 
and  found  a  market  on  its  first  appearance  in  their  herds.  An  exception  should  be 
made  of  those  cases  where  the  whole  herd  was  attacked  at  or  nearly  at  the  same 
time. 

You  ask  for  a  complete  diagnosis  of  the  disease.  That  would  be  a  task  to  appal  the 
stoutest.  Probably  no  two  men  could  give  the  same  report.  Scarcely  two  animals  on 
the  same  farm  are  neld  in  the  same  way.  Pigs  from  six  ro  ten  months  old  die  faster 
than  those  of  twelve  months  and  upward.  Many  more  die  after  the  fattening  season 
commences  in  the  fall  than  at  any  other  time.  Hogs  having  a  wide  range  of  woods 
pasture  are  less  liable  to  infection  and  more  likely  to  recover  when  attacked  than  those 
confined  in  pens  or  small  lots,  notwithstanding  the  danger  of  contamination  would 
seem  to  be  greater. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  symptoms  as  I  have  seen  them  and  as  they  have  been  reported 

to  me  by  neighbors :  Fever  in  nearly  all  cases ;  a  dry  cough  is  often  a  premonitory 

symptom ;  vomiting ;  purging ;  bleeding  at  the  nose ;  bleeding  through  the  pores, 

particularly  about  the  head ;  paralysis  of  the  hinder  parts ;  giving  way  of  the  fore  legs ; 

dropping  off  of  the  ears  and  tail ;  constipation.    One  man  who  saved  eleven  head  out 

of  one  hundred  and  four  this  fall  saj^s  that  the  lungs,  or  the  portion  next  the  heart,  was 

always  diseased,  while  a  membrane  which  surrounds  the  heart  was  filled  with  water. 

Sometimes,  while  eating,  a  hog  will  give  a  squeal  of  agony,  jump  a  foot  or  two  from  the 

ground,  and  fall  dead.    No  cure  has  been  found.   Turpentine  and  capsicum  are  the  only 

preventives  I  know  of  that  are  worthy  the  name.    They  will  not  always  prevent,  but 

they  have  the  effect  to  brace  the  system  for  the  attack.    It  is  the  opinion  here  that 

those  who  have  seen  the  most  of  the  disease  know  the  least  about  it.    Those  who  have 

not  seen  it  have  at  least  a  theory.    Those  who  have  suffered  by  it  come  out  of  tbe  siege 

with  their  theories  crushed.    It  is  the  most  confounding  and  bewildering  disease  that 

can  be  imagined ;  it  will  not  be  investigated.    Let  the  department  dig  tbis  thing  np 

and  it  will  have  the  everlasting  thanks  of  this  plague-ridden  section.    But  do  not  let 

the  investigator  enter  the  field  with  a  theory  or  he  will  be  disgusted  at  the  outset. 

Let  him  follow  facts  and  base  his  theory  thereon. 

Mr.  George  T.  McWhoetee,  Chickasaw,  Colbert  County,  Alabama, 
says: 

.  J  ^pd  yon,  in  alcohol,  by  to-day's  mail  a  number  of  worms  taken  from  the  lungs  and 
*K  1  **^^  of  hogj*  that  died  during  the  epidemic  last  summer.  This  disease  was  called 
^«  u  5  ^^  fanners  m  this  vicinity — a  tenn,  by  the  way,  which  is  here  used  to  cover 
wl  the  Uls  that  hogs  are  heir  to."  These  worms  are  from  two  different  hogs,  several 
niiles  apart,  and  show  the  identity  of  the  trouble.    The  small  worms  are  from  the  ali- 
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mentary  canal ;  the  larger  ones  mostly  from  the  lungs, 'althongh  nearly  all  tW  t2«ar« 
were  to  some  extent  infest-ed  with  them.  I  fonnd  the  bowels  constipated,  notnitlvu^- 
ing  the  name  applied  to  tlie  disease,  and  filled  with  impacted  f ^ces.  Mixed  with  tk 
fecal  matter  and  adhering  to  the  walls  of  the  canal  were  myriads  of  the  small  ▼or2> 
I  saw  no  large  worms  in  the  bowels.  There  were  nnmbera  of  small  inflamed  p<>ae- 
along  the  inner  surface  of  the  bowels,  but  no  large  patches  of  inflammatioD.  Peifeo- 
tions  were  perhaps  made  at  these  points. 

The  hogs  had  been  troubled  with  persistent  cough,  which  led  me  to  examine  tV 
lungs  carefully.  Here  were  found  |;reat  patches  of  inflammation,  and  the  larger  vmrt^ 
were  very  numerous.  The  lung  tissue  in  places  was  entirely  broken  down  sod  tt 
sounder  portions  riddled  with  worms.  Next  to  the  lungs  and  bowels  the  liTer  sofi^ 
most.  The  worms  here  were  also  larger  than  those  in  the  bowels,  from  which  I  ialer 
that  the  worm,  after  being  hatched  in  the  bowel,  perforates  it  and  penetrates  tfaeat^ 
tissues.  Some  fattening  ho^  recently  killed  show  worms  in  the  lirer ;  bot  asthebic^ 
seemed  tolerably  healthy,  wjth  sound  lungs,  I  doubt  their  identity  with  the  ones  «m 
you. 

From  what  I  have  seen  of  the  disease  I  make  the  following  dednctions : 

1.  The  worms  are  hatched  in  the  bowels. 

3.  They  must  be  destroyed  before  they  leave  the  bowels. 

3.  When  the  lung  is  perforated  treatment  is  unavailing.  *^<?^ 

4.  Almust  all  cases  let  alone  prove  fatal. 
Treatment  should  be  founded  on  these  principles.    I  recommended  catomelK^ 

arsenic  to  a  number  of  farmers.    Many  hogs  Just  taken  recovered  nnder  this  treatant, 
but  nearly  all  the  old  cases  died. 

.  Mr.  Samuel  Babr,  Amanda,  Fairfield  County,  Ohio,  says : 

There  have  been  no  contagious  diseases  pirevailing  amon^farm-animalBinthisDe^ 
borhood  except  a  disease  known  as  cholera  among  hogs.  It  has  been  very  fatal  m(bL« 
vicinity,  and  several  hundred  hogs  have  recently  died  from  its  attacks.*  The  4m^ 
does  not  attack  all  alike.  Some  commence  by  bleeding  at  the  nose,  others  bj  roisit- 
ing  and  purging.  Still  others  will  quit  eating,  lie  arou  nd  a  few  days,  and  then  d/. 
Some  will  eat  with  apparent  good  appetite  and  in  an  hour  will  be  dead ;  aoa»  ^ 
linger  two  weeks  and  then  die.  About  5  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  recover.  N«^  rt- 
liable  remedy  has  as  yet  been  d  iscovered.  What  seems  to  benefit  one  heid  has  no  efert 
on  another.  It  is  believed  by  many  stock-raisers,  however,  that  the  diaetee  eaa  c 
a  great  measure  be  prevented  by  using  such  remedies  as  are  within  the  reach  of  tl- 
Give  your  hogs  comfortable  quarters  and  plenty  of  good  water.  Salt  them  every  veeL 
and  mix  with  the  salt  wood -ashes  and  sulphur ;  have  stone-coal  for  them  to  nui  *^. 
and  feed  regularly.    Those  who  have  practiced  this  treatment  have  saved  their  bap 

Mr.  J.  K.  Pruden,  Sidney,  Shelby  County,  Ohio,  says: 

I  have  had  a  great  many  hogs  to  die  of  a  disease  called  cholera.  When  it  tint  Bia> 
its  appearance  on  our  farm  it  was  very  fatal.  The  animals  were  handled  in  Tant«* 
ways.  Some  would  vomit,  some  would  purge,  some  would  do  both,  and  some  wook 
do  neither.  The  few  that  recovered  would  break  out  all  over  and  lose  their  hair.  s»: 
in  some  cases  the  hide  with  it.  In  some  instances  the  fieeh  would  sloogh  off  in  lan?> 
lumps.  A  few  of  such  cases  recovered  and  afterward  made  fine  bogs.  I  think  tbr 
disease  is  a  brain  disorder  and  an  affection  of  the  lungs,  for  the  hogs  have  a  csoii|t. 
and  the  vomiting  and  purging  are  no  doubt  the  result  of  deathly  sickness. 

I  have  tried  every  remedy  I  could  hear  of  without  any  success.  What  would  x^ 
to  benefit  one  hog  would  do  no  good  in  other  cases.  The  best  thing  I  have  foaoA.  i» 
sulphur  and  asaf etida ;  they,  however,  seldom  cure  the  disease,  but  they  are  food  tf 
preventives. 

For  two  years  cholera  prevailed  extensively  in  onr  fiock  of  chiokana,  and  we  kiti  • 

freat  many.  Finally,  we  cleaned  and  limed  their  roosteC,  put  in  plenty  of  ttha&-r 
hem  to  wallow  in,  and  gave  them  milk  to  drink,  since  which  time  we  have  lost  coot 
There  is  a  disease  among  sheep  here  called  ^*  sore  mouth."  which,  if  let  alone,  pro^«^ 
very  fatal.  A  preparation  made  of  vitriol  and  chlorate  of  lime,  and  used  as  a  walk  U 
the  month,  will  be  found  a  sure  cure.  I  have  seen  cases  of  the  foot-rot  and  acab.  k^ 
I  believe  the  disease  the  result  of  too  close  shedding.  I  generaUy  keep  from  w> 
five  hundred  head  of  sheep  on  my  farm,  but  I  am  not  troubled  with  this  &wtme-  > 
have  sheds  for  my  sheep,  but  I  do  not  confine  them. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Wrenn,  Mount  Gilead,  Morrow  County,  Ohio,  sajs: 

There  has  been  a  slight  return  of  the  epizootic  among  horses  this  fall,  aMaaftf^*^ 
with  a  slight  cough  and  a  little  discharge  from  the  nose.    But  litUe  ne^B^*^ 
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;;iven.  Bran  mashes  and  other  laxatives  to  keep  the  bowels  open,  with  a  little  extra 
care,  have  restored  them  to  ordinary  health. 

Sheep  are  afifected  with  foot-rot,  scab,  and  what  is  known  as  grab  in  the  head.  A 
^ood  many  remedies  are  used,  sometimes  with  success  and  again  without  any  apparent 
eflfect. 

We  sometimes  hear  of  a  few  cases  of  thumps  and  cough  among  hogs,  and  now  and 
then  a  case  of  blind  staggers,  but  few  deaths  are  reported.  Charcoal,  ashes,  salt,  and 
even  soft-soap,  are  used  as  remedies,  especially  when  cholera  prevails  among  hogs. 

Thousands  of  chickens  die  annually  from  disease/  incident  to  fowls.  Many  fami- 
lies lose  large  flocks  entire.  Wild-cherry  and  white-oak  bark,  dog  fennel,  and  red  and 
black  j^pper  are  used  as  preventives  and  remedies.  The  most  successful  treatment 
of  late  IS  a  small  quantity  of  assafetida  in  water,  blue  mass  in  very  small  pills,  and  a 
little  blue  ointment  on  the  head. 

Mr.  James  M.  Burt,  West  La  Fayette,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  says : 

I  can  say  that,  during  a  residence  of  near  half  a  century  as  a  farmer  in  this  county, 
with  few  exceptions  the  cause  of  disease  among  and  loss  of  farm-animals  has  been  the 
result  of  neglect  and  improper  treatment.  Notwithstanding  the  best  of  treatment, 
however,  the  epizootic  prevailed  for  a  time  among  horses  ;  and  what  is  known  here  as 
*'colt  distemper^  frequently  prevails,  which,  if  not  properly  treated,  terminates  in 
glanders,  an  incurable  disease.  My  treatment,  which  proved  effectual,  was  saltpeter 
dissolved  in  hot  water,  mixed  with  wheat-bran  mash  and  fed  warm  with  oats  or  chop 
feed — one  ounce  per  dose  every  third  day. 

No  contagions  or  fatal  disease  has  prevailed  among  cattle  in  this  vicinity.  Feeding 
at  regular  hours  in  winter,  with  free  access  to  water  and  salt  at  all  seasons,  has  been 
my  system,  and  I  have  lost  none  from  disease. 

Grub  in  the  head  has  prevailed  among  sheep.  The  disease  is  incurable,  but  it  may 
be  effectuaUy  prevented  by  giving  them  salt  mixed  with  dry  wheat  bran  as  often  as 
once  a  week  during  the  summer  and  fall  months,  when  the  fly  abounds  which  causes 
the  disease.  The  same  treatment  will  prevent  the  disease  commonly  called  **  rot,'^  or 
core  a  cold  contracted  by  exposure  or  sudden  changes  of  the  weather.  I  am  not 
familiar  with  the  foot-rot  or  scab,  as  it  has  not  appeared  in  this  vicinity. 

The  cholera,  kidney- worm,  and  other  diseases  that  hogs  are  liable  to  in  some  local- 
ities are  effectually  prevented  by  giving  them  free  access  to  the  slack  or  waste  from 
our  bituminous-coal  mines,  which  abound  in  this  vicinity.  Copperas  and  sulphur  are 
its  component  parts.     I  have  never  lost  a  hog  from  disease. 

In-and-in  breeding  is  believed  to  be  the  cause  of  all  the  diseases  that  fowls  are 
liable  to.  Since  we  have  annually  marketed  or  exchanged  all  our  own  raising  of 
nudes  and  kept  ou]:^hennery  cleanly  whitewashed  and  the  floors  covered  with  lime,  we 
have  lost  no  chicks  or  grown  fowls  from  cholera  or  any  other  disease. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Elder,  Darlington,  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

Sheep  are  the  only  class  of  farm-animals  subject  to  any  specific  disease,  and  the  most 
troublesome  one  is  that  known  as  "  pales."  The  remedies  are  turpentine  and  copperas 
mixed  with  salt  and  placed  in  boxes  in  their  feeding  places.  But  I  find  they  never 
recover  their  former  health.  They  dwindle  away  for  a  year  or  two  and  then  die.  I 
tind  it  almost  useless  to  try  to  save  them.  Foot-rot  also  prevails  to  some  extent  among 
sheep.    About  the  onlv  remedy  used  is  sulphate  of  copper. 

Two  horses  died  in  this  neighborhood  a  few  days  ago.  They  were  sick  but  a  few  hours, 
and  during  this  time  walked  around  with  their  heads  down  and  ears  drooped  until  they 
leli  down  dead.  We  have  no  veterinary  surgeon  in  this  vicinity,  and  therefore  I  can 
famish  you  with  no  diagnosis  of  the  disease. 

A  great  many  cows  annually  die  here  with  puerperal  fever.  There  seems  to  be  no 
remedy  for  the  disorder. 

Mr.  Richard  Wray,  Bichmond,  McHeniy  County,  Illinois,  says : 

I  have  been  breeding  stock  in  a  small  way  for  forty  years,  and  during  that  period 
K  A^  diseases  among  my  hogs  three  or  four  times,  but  fortunately  they  did  not  do 
"^^^^^^Aage.    Four  years  ago  my  hogs  showed  symptoms  of  disease.    When  first  dis- 
covered two  of  them  could  not  walk.    The  place  where  they  slept  I  found  to  be  damp 
and  wet.    Several  of  the  animals  were  stiff  in  their  joints,  and  in  addition  were  cough- 
1^^*  t,  1    ?^  *^®  *^®  *^*  were  the  most  seriously  affected,  in' the  month,  and  put  them 
na  hole  in  the  horse-mauure  pile.    I  covered  them  all  over,  with  the  exception  of  the 
nv    i^    *^®  hottest  manure  in  the  heap  and  then  poured  two  bucketf  uls  of  cold  water 
thft*  ♦1?'   '^^  ^'^  ^°  ^^®  morning,  and  I  left  tnem  there  to  steam  until  night.    I 
i  ^  \?^*^®™  ^^^  *od  they  appeaAId  to  be  weU.    I  had  to  leave  home  that  day,  and 

\  *w  AMent  for  several  days  thereafter.'    I  ordered  my  men  to  do  the  same  thing  with 
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other  hogs  that  might  he  similarly  attacked.  The  next  day  two  other  h^^  w*-'* 
taken  sick  in  the  same  way,  hut  instead  of  patting  them  in  a  hot  place  in  the  in«ir^ 
they  pnt  thorn  where  the  temperature  was  very  low,  and  the  result  was  that  thr.^  ^.;-.i 
died.  By  separating  them  into  small  lots  and  giving  them  dry  heds  to  ftleep  in  ▼r  ».♦ 
no  more. 

I  have  had  sucking  pigs  affected  with  fever,  hard  hreathing,  and  costivpnesK  for  '- 
removal  of  which  difficulty  I  have  used  a  syringe  with  some  success.  The  wtothI  k*.:- 
of  this  disease  is  hemorrhage  of  the  howels,  of  which  the  pigs  die.  The  principal  ia> 
of  the  disease,  I  think,  is  the  lack  of  dry,  warm  heds,  and  the  sleeping  of  u«i  tl^l^ 
together. 

Several  farmers  near  me  have  sustained  severe  losses  among  their  hos^s  thi--  v^- 
One  of  them  told  me  that  spirits  of  turpentine  had  been  of  more  benefit  to  hi^  anir .» - 
than  anything  he  had  tried. 

Chicken-cholera  has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent.  In  many  cases  th<»  •li**,- 
has  proved  very  destructive.  It  commenced  in  my  flock  by  attacking  twotrjk'> 
which  I  had  bonght.  I  discovered  it  by  a  peculiar  chirping  noise  which  they  mo' 
On  examining  their  mouths  and  throat«  I  found  them  almost  closed  with  :i  tun:;  • 
growth.  This  I  scraped  off,  and  then  applied  quick-lime  liberally.  Two  aj»]>lic.ir  ■• 
of  this  entirclj^  cured  them.  I  also  sprinkled  lime  plentifully  about  the  riH*^i?  wbt'- 
the  fowls  could  get  it  easily. 

Among  young  cattle  we  frequently  have  black-leg,  and  milk-fever  sometimes  pn-vai.- 
among  cows.    Abortion  among  cows  also  frequently  occurs  and  often  proves  iatai. 

Mr.  Orlando  Wilcox,  Hinckley,  Medina  County,  Ohio,  says : 

Some  time  last  summer  Mr.  Whipp,  of  this  coimty,  went  to  East  Saint  Lmiis  sr,, 
bought  ninety  head  of  what  are  called  Cherokee  cattle,  but  their  long  horns,  l<mu'  \-> 
and  gaunt  bodies  indicated  plainly  that  they  were  of  Texas  origin.    He  bronjht 'b-. 
to  Berea  by  rail,  drove  them  home,  and  put  them  on  to  what  is  known  »» the  \V;lx - 
farm.    Some  time  in  the  early  part  of  September  his  native  cattle  beg:in  to  dir.  ^r ' 
kept  dying  until  he  lost  about  thiVty  head.    I  ought  to  have  said  before  that  :t-«* 
Cherokee  cattle  were  very  unruly  and  went  almost  anywhere  they  desinxl.    FV' 
jumped  into  most  of  the  neighboring  farms,  but  were  driven  out  as  soon  as  ih<ovtr-. 
Among  other  farms  they  trespassed  upon  was  that  of  Lewis  Conant,  wbrre  \\n'\  '■" 
not  discovered  until  they  had  lain  down  to  rest.    Soon  after  three  of  Mr.  Conantsv  «^ 
sickened  and  died.    Upon  close  investigation  it  was  discovered  that  tliei^e  Chtrr^s- 
cattle  were  infested  with  wood-ticks,  which  it  was  supposed  they  brought  vith  i:xi 
as  ticks  are  scarce  in  this  country.    The  theory  of  the  farmers  in  this  township  i*  tji' 
the  Cherokee  cattle  communicated  the  ticks  to  the  native  stock.    Our  uatno  oj'*f 
not  being  used  to  them,  had  their  blood  poisoned,  while  the  others,  being  Ubed  t"  t*^''- 
all  their  fives,  were  not  affected.    People  going  from  a  healthy  country  into  a  uiala:  •-• 
district  will  have  the  fever  and  ague  and  other  bilious  complaints,  while  the  Dai.>(- 
who  have  always  lived  in  that  locality  are  but  seldom  attacked. 

The  cause  of  the  Texas  fever  was  much  discussed  in  our  local  papers.  Mucy  o : 
tended  that  it  was  caused  by  saliva  left  on  the  grass  by  the  Texas  cattle ;  oth<  i>  t:^' 
it  was  caused  exclusively  by  the  ticks  brought  by  the  Texas  cattle.  It  is  certain  r..' 
Whipp's  cattle  were  badly  infested  with  ticks,  as  a  large  number  were  collti  to.i  u ! 
sent  to  the  editor  of  the  Medina  Gazette.  This  was  iQso  indicated  by  the  r»pj"  •* 
used,  linseed  and  kerosene  oil.  Where  this  was  used  in  season  a  cure  wj«  erit-i'- 
This  Texas  fever  is  the  only  disease  that  I  know  of  that  has  been  epidemic  anu't.^  t  »*- 
tie  here.  Sporadic  cases  of  various  diseases  have  appeared  now  and  then,  bni  *>•  ^' 
pretty  well  versed  in  such  diseases  and  know  what  remedies  to  use. 


Mr.  Fred.  P.  Newkiek,  Oxford,  Chenango  Coimty,  Neir  York,  siy^i: 

In  reply  to  your  inquiries,  I  would  say  that  abortion  in  cows  and  black-1**?  in  li'^'^ 
are  the  principal  diseases  in  this  vicinity.    Not  keeping  cows,  I  can  give  you  linlf  •»: ' » 
information  in  regard  to  abortion.    Keeping  about  one  hundred  calves,  I  thuW  I  - 
well  i)08tod  in  regard  to  black-leg.    A  calf  attacked  with  it  will  be  stiff  in  the  lim- 
its eyes  will  sink  in  the  hea<i  and  it  will  lose  its  appetite.    The  duration  of  tbeit'J^ 
is  from  two  to  twenty-four  hours.    Sometimes  they  will  live  two  days.    I  have  '•""*• 
heard  of  one  recovering.    After  the  discovery  of  an  attack  of  black-leg  the  a":?     •• 
as  good  as  dead.    If  bled  no  blood  will  flow.    The  disease  usually  settles  in  tl^'    i- 
hips,  or  shoulders.    The  exact  locality  can  be  ascertained  by  rapping  on  the  r  '  ^ 
with  the  ends  of  the  Augers,  and  when  the  affected  part«  are  reached  the  64>ufiii  '<^ 
like  that  produced  by  rapping  on  blubber,  and,  in  fact,  when  cut  open  the  parr  m'- 
will  be  found  black  and  blubbery.    I  have  cut  a  slit  four  inches  long  in  »  st-*-'' 
without  a  sign  of  distress,  the  part  affected  being  entirely  dead. 

In  those  that  I  haye  dissected  the  internal  organs  wore  found  perfect,  hnt  iht-  >«  »^' 
and  veins  were  full  of  coagulated  blood  as  black  as  tar.    The  fact  that  littit*  or  ui*  >•>'"  ^ 
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can  be  drawn  from  the  large  vein  in  the  neok  of  the  calf  attacked  is  to  me  conclnsiye 
eTidence  that  the  disease  is  one  of  the  blood. 

I  think  bleeding  is  a  preventive;  at  any  rate,  I  lost  three  with  the  disease  in  as  many 
cousecntive  days,  and  I  immediately  bled  the  balance  in  the  neck,  taking  about  a  quart 
of  blood  from  each,  and  have  not  lost  a  calf  since.  A  neighborof  mine,  keeping  twenty - 
three  calves,  lost  six  during  the  fall  months  with  the  disease.  He  bled  the  balance  and 
lost  no  more.  The  calves  are  usually  attacked  after  being  turned  on  "  after-feed,"  and 
should  be  bled  before,  and  again  in  October. 

Mr.  T.  S.  GiLLiLAPa),  Van  Wert,  Juniata  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

Hogs  are  suflfering  here  from  what  is  known  as  hog-cholera.  They  are  mostly  taken 
with  a  cough,  and  some  die  in  a  few  hours,  while  others  linger  for  three  or  four  days, 
sometimes  for  a  week  or  two.  When  opened  the  lungs  seem  to  be  very  much  affected 
and  have  a  veiy  offensive  smell.  Some  persons  claim  that  they  can  detect  this  smell 
while  the  hogs  are  yet  alive.  They  seldom  recover.  Some  apparently  get  well  and 
gain  in  flesh,  and  then  die.  One  man  brought  me  a  portion  of  the  fatty  part  of  a  hog 
that  he  said  had  had  the  cholera  and  recovered,  and  had  fattened  as  well  as  the  rest 
of  his  hogs ;  but  the  meat  was  a  bright  yeUow.  I  thought  likely  this  discoloration 
was  caosed  by  an  obstmction  of  the  gall-duct,  so  that  the  gaU  had  disseminated  itself 
like  in  jaundice  in  persons. 

The  cholera  seems  to  be  epidemic  in  its  nature,  taking  off  nearly  all  the  hogs  in  a  neigh- 
borhood, while  other  neignborhoods  may  entirely  escape.  Changing  hogs  from  one 
place  to  another  seems  to  be  beneficial.  One  man  had  his  hogs  ^in  pens,  and  after 
losing  between  forty  and  fifty  turned  them  in  a  woods  lot,  after  which  he  lost  no  more. 
He  thought  he  had  discovered  the  cause.  Another  farmer  had  his  in  a  large  field,  and 
after  losing  about  thirty  he  put  the  remainder  in  pens,  and  they  did  well.  He  thought 
he  had  found  the  cause  and  a  remedy.  Some  of  our  physicians  claim  that  the  disease 
is  lung- fever,  while  others  think  the  affection  of  the  lungs  is  not  the  first  cause. 

Chickens  also  have  the  cholera.  They  seem  to  have  a  diarrhea.  Some  will  lingrer 
for  three  or  four  days,  while  others,  which  seem  to  be  in  apparent  good  health  in  the 
evening  will  be  found  dead  under  their  roost  in  the  morning.  Cleanliness  of  coops 
and  roost ing-places  seems  to  have  a  good  effect,  but  is  not  a  sure  preventive.  Some 
persons  claim  that  the  disease  is  caused  by  chickens  becoming  lousy  and  eating  the 
lice.  It  is  claimed  that  common  black  pepper  and  capsicum  administered  in  sour  milk 
is  both  a  preventive  and  cure. 

Dr.  C.  H.  E.  Shuttee,  West  Plains,  Howell  County,  Missouri,  says : 

A  few  hogs  have  died  in  this  county  of  a  disease  called  cholera.  I  do  not  think  the 
disease  was  cholera ;  it  seemed  to  be  more  of  an  affection  and  inflammation  of  the 
longs  than  anything  else.  I  do  not  know  of  any  remedies  that  were  used,  as  the  dis- 
ease preTailed  to  so  limited  an  extent  as  to  attract  but  little  attention.  There  are  no 
diseases  among  other  classes  of  farm-animals  in  this  county. 

!>fr.  John  Hobnback,  Carthage,  Jasper  County,  Missouri,  says : 

We  have  had  no  prevalent  diseases  among  horses  since  the  epizootic,  four  years  ago, 
except  the  common  horse  or  colt  distemper,  which  seldom  is  treated  with  medicine  or 
proves  fatal. 

There  is  and  has  been  a  fatal  disease  prevailing  among  the  cattle  of  the  county.  It 
is  known  as  Texas  or  Spanish  fever,  and  is  very  fatal.  During  the  past  summer,  where* 
ever  Texas  or  Southern  cattle  were  herded  nearly  aU  the  home  or  native  stock  of  cat- 
tle died  off.  In  some  neighborhoods  and  settlements  there  are  scarcely  any  cattle 
left.  When  first  taken  they  appear  to  droop  around  for  a  day  or  two,  looking  very 
gaunt  and  hollow.  They  also  have  a  hot  fever,  with  little  or  no  appetite.  About  the 
third  day  they  appear  to  fail  very  rapidly,  and  in  many  cases  do  not  live  beyond  the 
fourth  day,  and  rarely  if  ever  longer  than  the  sixth.  If  examined  after  death  the 
stomach  or  manifold,  and  the  fo<m  contained  therein,  will  be  found  as  dry  as  dry 
light  wheat  bread,  and  the  folds  of  the  stomach  will  be  about  as  tender  as  wet  brown 
paper.  There  are  many  reported  remedies  for  the  disease.  I  have  tried  a  great  many 
of  them  myself,  but  have  never  succeeded  in  curing  a  single  animal.  I  think  the^nly 
preventive  or  remedy  is  to  keep  the  Texas  cattle  away  from  our  native  stock.  Our 
cattle  never  have  the  disease  unless  they  run  with  or  are  grazed  on  the  same  pasture 
with  Texas  cattle. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  suffered  to  some  extent  with  diseases  among  hogs. 
The  disease  is  callea  cholera  by  many  persons,  but  instead  of  but  one  I  think  there  are 
many  diseases.  During  last  summer  and  fall  a  great  man v  pigs  and  shoats  died.  Some 
would  die  in  a  very  few  days  after  being  taken  sick,  while  otners  would  Unger  along 
iuid  live  for  nearly  a  month.    It  is  my  opinion  that  most  of  the  pigs  and  shoats  that 
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were  lost  died  from  the  effects  of  worms.    Soon  after  death  a  great  many  ^^^<^v»«  '- 
would  crawl  out  of  the  nose  and  mouth,  and  when  cut  open  and  examined  iw  *  ^^^^,^ 
and  lungs  would  be  found  infested  with  large  numbers  of  small,  vhiie^  ^^^vne  \i-i- 
worms.    I  am  of  the  opinion  that  some  of  the  larger  hogs  died  of  the  geu^u» 
cholera,  but  I  have  heard  of  no  certain  remedy  for  it.  \tb\tiV  i-^

A  disease  is  prevailing  among  hogs  in  this  county  which  iscommtr 
but  it  appears  to  be  more  like  a  lung  disease.    They  have  widely  di  ^ 
Some  cough,  some  have  high  fever,  some  are  lame^  some  bleed  at  ^ 
very  thirsty,  and  all  seem  to  lose  their  appetites.    Soda,  soft-aoap^ 
cracklings  have  invariably  proved  good  remedies  for  my  hogs.    I  lost*' 
dred  dollars'  worth  of  swine  before  resorting  to  these  remedies,  but 
have  lost  none.    A  farmer  near  me,  who  had  lost  quite  a  number  of 
to  give  one  pound  of  soda  in  slops  to  50  head  of  hogs  twice  a  week, 
none. 
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Mr.  John  Gordon,  LyiinviUe,  Morgan  Coimty,  Illinois,  says  : 

With  the  exception  of  a  diseafSe  among  fowls,  and  the  so-caUed  cholera  among  hogs, 
our  stock  is  and  has  been  reasonably  healthy.  But  our  farmers  are  annually  great 
losers  by  the  ravages  of  the  disease  called  cholera  among  hogs.  The  loss  in  Morgan 
County  is  estimated  at  twenty-five  thousand  head  annually,  worth,  on  an  average, 
$10  per  head,  agfipnegating  $250,000  per  annum— a  loss  largely  greater  than  our  farmers 
can  weU  bear.  There  is  every  reason  why  Congress  should  make  an  appropriation  to 
enable  your  department  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  disease  and  the  remedies  nec- 
essary to  care  it.  I  am  satisfied  that  if  a  like  disease  prevailed  among  the  food-pro- 
dncing  animals  of  Earope,  miUions  of  dollars  would  be  expended  in  efforts  to  discover 
the  canse  and  remedies  to  prevent  and  cure  the  disease.  It  is  too  expensive  and  exten- 
sive for  individnal  enterprise.  While  we  have  had  the  disease  on  our  farm  five  differ- 
ent times  in  the  last  fifteen  years^  I  am  as  ignorant  as  to  its  cause  and  the  necessary 
remedies  as  when  it  first  came.  It  seems  to  come  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  the 
hogs  are  generally  operated  on  differently.  Many  remedies  have  been  tried  on  our 
farm,  bat  as  yet  without  beneficial  results.  The  causes  are  so  obscure,  and  the  treat- 
ment is,  as  far  as  I  know,  so  unsatisfactory  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  anything  like  a 
clear  statement  on  the  subject.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  commission  composed  of 
scientific  men,  employed  indefinitely,  would  in  time  discover  the  cause  and  with  it 
the  necessary  preventives  and  remedies.  I  hope  that  yon  will  at  an  early  day  call  the 
attention  of  Congress  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  that  it  will  make  an 
appropriation  samciently  large  to  investigate  the  whole  matter  thoroughly. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Karb,  Big  Flats,  Chemung  County,  New  York,  says : 

About  the  Ist  of  October  last  I  bought  a  lot  of  cattle  in  the  Buffalo  cattle  market, 
said  to  have  been  raised  and  fed  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  on  the  10th  of  the 
same  month  nine  of  those  cattle  were  sick  and  one  had  died.  I  sent  for  Professor  Law, 
veterinary  surgeon  of  Cornell  University,  and  after  examination  he  said  they  had  the 
Texas  fever.  I  commenced  using  his  prescription  to  prevent  the  disease  from  spread- 
ing and  to  save  the  sick  ones.  Out  of  nine  attacked  I  lost  five  head.  On  the  19th  of 
November  I  bought  another  car-load  of  cattle,  said  to  have  been  raised  in  the  States 
ef  Ohio  and  Michigan.  About  two  days  ago  the  same  disease  made  its  appearance 
among  them,  and  how  many  of  them  I  shall  lose  time  will  tell.  Now,  what  I  wish  to 
say  unto  you  is  this,  as  you  are  at  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  yon 
might  lay  such  facts  as  these  before  Congress,  and  ask  it  to  enact  some  law  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease  by  prohibiting  the  transportation  of  Texas  cattle  to  the  East. 
These  cattle  are  brought  to  the  markets  of  Chicago,  Detroit,  Buffalo,  and  indeed  aU 
the  great  cattle  markets  of  the  country,  where  they  are  fed  and  watered,  and  the  next 
day  cattle  f^om  other  States,  or  native  cattle,  as  they  are  called,  are  brought  in,  and, 
eating  the  hay  the  Texans  left,  get  the  disease  and  spread  it  all  over  the  country.  No 
one  is  responsible.  Farmers  who  go  to  the  markets  to  buy  cattle  are  not  to  blame,  as 
they  do  not  know  what  yards  sick  Texans  have  been  in,  and  dealers  do  not  care  as 
long  as  they  can  seU  and  get  their  commissions.  I  do  hope  you  will  try  to  get  Con- 
gress to  do  something  toward  prohibiting  the  shipping  of  diseased  Texas  cattle  through 
the  country. 

Mr.  A.  CoPF]iiAN,  Eeynolds,  Eock  Island  County,  Illinois,  says : 

At  present  the  only  prevalent  disease  among  farm-animals  here  is  cholera  among 
bogs,  and  of  this  there  are  so  many  different  forms,  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  a  diag- 
nosis of  it.  It  not  only  occurs  in  widely-different  forms,  bnt  also  under  circumstances 
and  conditions  as  varied  and  as  widely  different.  Hence  no  theory  has  yet  been  ad- 
vanced here  bnt  that  some  weU-known  facts  occur  which  knock  the  theory  ''higher 
than  a  kite." 

The  form  of  the  disease  which  prevails  here  to  the  greatest  extent,  and  which 

canaes  the  greatest  loss  to  hog-raisers,  is  what  is  termed  pig  or  shoat  cholera.    I  should 

^y  that  it  resembles  a  low  form  of  typhoid  pneumonia,  generally  attended  with  a 

violent  cough,  sometimes  with  vomiting  and  purging,  frequently  with  sore  head  and 

eyes— the  eyes  sometimes  bursting  entirely  out  of  the  sockets.    They  sometimes  live 

lOT  weeks,  all  the  time  wasting  away,  and  occasionally  die  within  a  few  hours.    This 

form  seldom  attacks  hogs  a  year  or  more  old.    The  more  violent  forms  vary  so  much, 

that  I  wiU  not  attempt  a  description.    As  to  the  remedies,  they  are  as  varied  as  the 

notions  of  the  owners  can  make  them.    Everything  that  is  heard  of  or  can  be  thought 

of  as  likely  to  be  of  benefit  is  tried,  but  as  often  fails.    My  own  experience  is  (and  I 

oave  bad  considerable  of  it)  that  medicine  is  of  little  use.    I  had  it  among  my  shoats 

»at  winter,  iK.ad  previously  used  nothing  to  prevent  it  except  a  little  concentrated 

*y^  oocasionaTUy  (if  that  be  a  preventive),  and  used  nothing  while  it  lasted  in  the 

▼ay  ot  medicine.    I  changed  their  rests  every  other  day,  and  had  them  driven  co*" 
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siderably  every  day.  Under  this  t^atment  I  lost,  but  few,  and  escaped  better  tLad 
my  neighbors.  Still  I  do  not  advance  this  as  a  sore  means  of  care.  I  have  mor*- :» -h 
in  it,  however,  than  in  all  the  drugs  of  the  apothecary  combined.  Others  b!*N>:--<i 
the  same  treatment  to  some  advantage.  The  disease  is  very  destructive  h^rt-a;!.! 
this  winter.  I  sincerely  hope,  with  the  combined  efforts  of  yourself  and  the  ?;•• '^- 
raisers  of  the  country,  that  some  preventive  may  be  found  for  this  scourge. 

Mitchell  Brothers,  Hannibal  Centre,  Oswego  Countj*,  !!!vew  York. 
say: 

There  has  been  quite  a  heavy  loss  here  incurred  from  a  disease  among  hr»'^.  ^^^ 
have  no  name  for  the  disease,  as  there  seems  to  be  no  definite  knowledge  coucen.  i; 
it.  Some  people  call  it  "  black  teeth."  The  first  symptom  noticeable  is  lameiics'  .i 
their  hind  feet.  This  continues  until  they  lose  the  use  of  their  hind  legHeQtin*lj.att'r 
which  they  soon  die.  They  have  but  little  or  no  appetite  after  they  are  takt^o  <ik 
There  have  been  a  great  many  hogs  lost  by  the  disease  in  this  neighborhoo<l  danuat  - 
.  past  eighteen  months.  We  lost  five  head  ourselves  last  season.  We  sincerely  h^'i' 
some  remedy  may  soon  be  found. 

Mr.  T.  P.  Hamilton,  Hartford,  Falton  County,  Arkansas,  says : 

During  the  past  season  we  have  suffered  the  greatest  loss  ever  known  amon;: h-z^ 
in  this  county.  In  March  last  the  disease  appeared  among  the  pigs  and  shoat^s  iu  rjti.rr 
a  mild  form  of  thumps.  The  losses  were  not  very  great.  In  the  month  of  An^nioi  ^^'^ 
cholera  made  its  appearence,  and  proved  very  fatal.  The  greatest  fatality  was  amoi: 
young  hogs.  The  first  symptom  of  the  disease  was  extreme  sluggishness.  Tbi^  vi^ 
generally  soon  followed  by  rapid  breathing,  sometimes  by  purging,  and  at  other>57 
blindness.  Sometimes  they  survive  for  days  and  at  others  die  quite  suddeiilv.  1'  -« 
not  unusual  for  the  flies  to  blow  them  before  death.  The  loss  has  been  fnlly  .'/•  pc: 
cent,  of  those  attacked,  and  of  this  number  at  least  10  per  cent,  have  been  large  b<^v 
We  have  no  remedy  for  the  disease. 

Mr.  Samuel  Wiedmire,  Grampian  Hills,  Clearfield  County,  Peiiii\\l 
vania,  says : 

I  have  lately  been  informed  of  the  prevalence  of  disease  among  fowls  in  some  1<X4:- 
ities  of  this  county,  but  do  not  know  the  nature  of  it,  nor  any  of  the  PrimMies  or  \*7>^ 
ventives  made  use  of.  When  disease  makes  its  appearance  among  swine,  the  priur:;  i' 
remedies  are  charcoal  and  sulphur.  As  far  as  I  have  been  iuformed.  most  di^i-*^ 
among  this  class  of  farm-stock  yield  to  this  kind  of  treatment.  Some  years  a^u  1  i-»<' 
a  few  hogs  myself,  but  I  believe  the  trouble  was  caused  by  keeping  them  t^oo  Iod!;  oil 
a  plank  floor  during  the  winter  season  and  feeding  them  principally  on  hard  corn.  1 
find  they  always  do  better  where  they  have  pens  so  constructed  that  they  can  have  » 
good-sized  yard  in  which  to  exercise. 
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Mr.  C.  Gingrich,  Reisterstown,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  siiys: 

A  disease  has  been  prevailing  among  cattle  in  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore  for  the  v%< 
twelve  or  fourteen  years,  and  in  many  cases  has  proved  fatal.  As  most  of  the  cat: > 
in  this  district  are  milch-cows,  the  disease  prevails  most  extensively  among  thnni.  It 
is  commonly  called  lung-fever,  but  as  it  is  identical  with  pleuro-pnenmonia,  it  sb 
perhaps  more  properly  be  called  that.  It  has  thus  far  baffled  all  medical  >k:;!. 
seems  more  malignant  where  a  large  number  of  cows  are  confined  in  fi.lthy  stil'lt^ 
know  of  several  dairymen  who  were  compelled  to  suspend  their  basiness  on  aco  l''^ 
of  heavy  losses  by  the  disease.  Renovating  the  stalls,  whitewashing,  usioi;  car.>  • .  * 
acid,  carbonate  of  lime,  and  smoking  thestobles  with  tar,  &c.|  have  had  thf  <'nrt.t  u> 
check  the  disease  for  a  time,  but  it  is  liable  to  break  out  again.  The  sympt^^m^  arf  * 
cessation  of  the  milk  secretion,  loss  of  appetite,  and  stupor,  accompanied  with  q-rtk 
pulse  and  high  fever,  and  secretions  from  the  nose  and  month.  Some  animals  die  vr i r >: > t: 
a  few  days,  while  others  linger  for  some  time.  Fresh  cows  are  more  liable  to  aujck 
than  dry  ones.  Nearly  every  case  proves  fatal.  The  disease  is  undoubtedly  ty]>b<>.>'  » 
in  its  character.  Some  years  ago  a  bill  was  introduced  in  Hie  legialature  pn.»uiu^ 
for  an  investigation  of  the  disease,  but  it  failed  to  pass. 

There  is  no  class  of  animals  among  which  such  heavy  losses  occur  as  amont:  »^:ti*'- 
There  is  certainly  something  wrong  in  the  rearing  and  management  of  hog^.  ji>  '<\'-t 
losses  sustained  amount  to  millions  of  dollars  annually.  I  am  of  the  opinion  tlt^t  tbr 
cruel  system  as  now  and  for  many  years  practiced  has  a  great  deal  to  do  in  iu<i  h'^  * 
disease  among  this  class  of  animals.  The  hog  is  an  animal  that  cannot  endurv  <i>  >: 
hardships  as  horses  and  cattle.    In  the  Western  and  Southern  States  awintr  ih^.^'^^ 
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>revail  to  an  alarming  extent.  In  these  States  a  most  crael  and  imudicioas  system  is 
practiced,  in  the  rearing  of  the  animals.  Raised  without  shelter  either  from  the  bam- 
ng  san  of  summer  or  the  cold  storms  of  winter,  it  should  not  be  wondered  at  that 
;hey  contract  disease  and  die  by  the  hundreds  and  the  thousands.  Young  shoats  should 
lot  be  fed  entirely  on  com,  as  this  feed  produces  an  abnormal  growth  which  results  in 
i  ^weakened  vitality,  and  generally  ends  in  cholera  or  some  other  disease  Incident  to 
Dhese  animals.  In  the  Eastern  States  and  other  localities  where  the  hog  is  raised  under 
&  better  and  more  careful  system,  cholera  and  other  diseases  are  not  known.  I  believe 
if  a  better  system  were  adopted  that  cholera  and  many  other  diseases  to  which  the 
tiog^  in  no^fv  liable  would  be  almost  entirely  banished.  We  have  sustained  heavy  lossea 
in  this  connty,  and  must  continue  to  do  so  until  a  change  is  made  for  the  better  in  the 
treatment  of  swine.  So  long  as  hogs  are  confined  in  dirty,  filthy,  muddy  pens,  and  fed 
on  notbin^  but  dry,  hard  corn,  we  must  expect  them  to  sicken  and  die.  The  cholera, 
»o  called,  is  also  typholdal  in  character,  and  this  opens  up  a  wide  field  for  investiga- 
tion. 

A  diaease  prevails  among  the  poultry  of  our  county  which  has  been  very  destruct- 
ive. Some  farmers  have  lost  their  entire  flocks.  No  remedy  has  been  discovered. 
Preventives  are  used  with  some  success.  The  poultry-house  should  be  large  and  well 
ventilated 'and  whitewashed  frequently.  The  droppings  should  be  removed  every  few 
days,  and  near  the  door,  exposed  to  the  rain,  shoula  be  placed  a  good  quantity  of  lime. 
They  are  fond  of  this  and  will  eat  it  every  day. 

Mr.  Jacob  Grundy,  Lewisburg,  Union  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

Hog-cholera  prevailed  to  a  limited  extent  here  last  year,  but  I  have  heard  of  none 
the  past  season.  Fowls  are  affected  almost  every  year  with  various  diseases,  such  as 
roup  and  cholera,  but  I  think  the  latter  should  more  properly  be  called  dysentery. 
The  loesee  are  never  very  heavy.  I  have  found  wood-ashes  and  charcoal  a  good  pre- 
ventive for  cholera  among  hogs.  There  is  no  prevailing  disease  among  either  horses, 
cattle,  or  sheep. 

Mr.  B.  Le  Sueub,  Knoxville,  Crawford  County,  Georgia,  says : 

We  estimate  that  nearly  or  quite  one-half  our  pigs  die.  In  portions  of  this  county 
some  farmers  have  lost  one-half,  some  three-fourths,  and  a  few  their  entire  stock  of 
hoga,  and  many  of  them  were  in  good  condition  for  slaughtering.  The  truth  is,  many 
of  onr  peof^le  think  it  too  small  a  business  to  doctor  a  hog ;  and  the  remark  is  often 
heard :  "  There  is  no  use  in  doctoring.''  They  seem  disheartened  from  the  start.  Others 
change  the  remedy  so  often  that  the  medicine  kills  the  animals.  As  in  the  West,  every 
disease  that  is  fatal  to  swine  exists  here.  Many  hogs  have  died  without  either  purg- 
ing or  constipation,  and  yet  the  disease  was  called  cholera.  One  farmer  tells  me  that 
the  livers  and  kidneys  of  his  hogs  were  found  almost  rotten ;  that  the  skin  was  cov- 
ered with  spots  as  red  as  blood,  and  yet  they  died  of  cholera.  Any  information  that 
your  department  can  furnish  to  stay  these  fatal  diseases  among  hogs  will  be  highly 
appreciated  by  the  people  here. 

Mr.  David  Brumbaugh,  Hagerstown,  Washington  County,  Mary- 
land, says : 

The  greatest  fatality  that  prevails  among  the  farm-animals  of  this  county  is  among 
hogs.  The  disease  is  what  is  generally  termed  cholera.  No  remedy  has  as  yet  been 
found.  Tl\p  animals  affected  continue  to  droop  from  one  to  two  weeks  before  death 
ensues.  If  the  department  should  succeed  in  hnding  a  remedy  for  this  wide>spread 
and  fatal  disease  the  whole  country  wiU  be  gpreatly  l^nefited.  Congress  could  not  do 
a  wiser  thing  than  to  make  a  liberal  appropriation  for  its  investigation.  I  had  no  idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  losses  in  this  county  untU  I  commenced  inquiries  in  order  to 
answer  your  letter  intelligently.  The  disease  is  often  confined  to  the  **  pen-hogs,^' 
during  the  fattening  season. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Thomas,  Point  Pleasant,  New  Madrid  County,  Missouri, 
says: 

So  far  as  my  observation  goes,  the  most  prevaUing  disease  among  hogs  is  just  the 
opposite  to  what  I  understand  cholera  to  be.  Their  bowels  are  badly  bound  up,  and 
in  what  few  I  have  opened,  I  found  the  excrement  in  hard,  dry  lumps,  and  the  en- 
trails badly  inflamed,  with  bloody  water  both  in  and  on  the  outside  of  them.  Nearly 
every  one  so  affected  that  I  turned  on  green  clover  got  weU,  but  when  they  are  at- 
tacked in  this  way  while  on  green  clover  about  one-fourth  of  them  will  die.  I  have 
had  a  few  that  had  sores  on  their  faces,  but  a  few  applications  of  carbolic  acid,  with 
a  little  in  their  food,  generaUy  cured  them ;  at  least  they  got  well.

The  only  remedies  in  this  disease  inpopnlar 
ise,  which  are  relied  on,  seem  to  be  herculean  and  to  some  extent  empirical.  The  first 
emedy  w^hich  I  will  mention  is  to  bleed  profusely  on  the  discovery  of  the  first  symp- 
oms  of  the  disease,  and  then  give  a  dose  of  spirits  of  camphor,  spirits  of  turpentine, 
>nd  tinctare  of  asafetida,  and  whisky.  All  of  this  seems  very  contradictory,  but  it 
9  coiLfideiitly  relied  on  by  many  who  have  witnessed  its  effects.  1  saw  it  tried  once 
D  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease — too  late  for  any  remedy  to  do  any  good — but  in 
wo  or  three  minutes  perspiration  poured  out  from  every  pore.  I  think  if  there  is  any 
j^ood  in  this  dose  it  is  owing  to  the  almost  caustic  and  destructive  effect  of  turpentine 
•n  the  flesh  of  the  brute  creation.  I  know  that  bleeding  alone  will  not  arrest  the  dis- 
aee.  The  other  remedy  is  to  take  two  switches,  sharpen  and  introduce  them  through 
he  noHtrils  in  the  region  of  the  brain,  then  give  them  a  thrust  and  pull  them  out, 
rheo  the  blood  is  said  to  flow  freely,  and  if  used  in  time  the  horse  recovera.  I  heard 
»ne  man  say  that  he  once  tried  the  remedy,  and  the  horse  fell  as  dead  as  if  his  brains 
lad  been  shot  through  with  a  ball.  The  preventives  are  simple  and  sure.  They  are 
(imply  sonnd  food.  I  know  that  damaged  grain  will  produce  it,  even  if  the  damage  is 
vo  slight  as  not  to  be  readily  discovered,  as  new-ground  com  often  is,  or  shipped  com, 
(lightly  heated  from  incipient  fermentoition,  or  late  com  affected  with  smut.  My 
^'xperience  on  these  points  is  full.  In  1836  I  lived  in  Montgomery  County,  Alabama. 
The  com  and  cotton  crop  that  year  was  a  failure.  Most  persons  got  their  com  from 
Vew  Orleans,  which  had  been  shipped  down  the  Mississippi  River  in  flat-boats.  The 
Born  generally  looked  well,  and  when  planted  came  up,  but  much  of  it  was  damaged 
e^nd  great  numbers  of  horses  died  of  **  staggers.'*  I  was  a  boy  then,  and  I  heard  it 
attributed  to  the  shipped  com ;  and  I  have  never  known  a  case  of  '* staggers"  which  ^ 
could  not  trace  to  some  of  the  above-mentioned  causes.  A  few  years  ago  I  sold  some 
com  to  two  log-men  for  the  use  of  their  oxen.  They  had  one  horse  each,  and  both 
were  valuable  animals.  I  knew  the  corn  had  been  heated,  and  in  the  most  urgent 
manner  cautioned  them  against  giving  it  to  their  horses.  But  they  fed  their  animals 
with  it,  and  both  horses  died  of  "  staggers.''  Some  pastures  at  certain  times  are  said  to 
produce  the  disease.  In  such  cases  it  would  seem  that  it  is  caused  by  a  web  on  the 
grass. 

The  following  remarks  on  the  treatment  of  horses  will  perhaps  be  new  to  many : 
About  twenty-three  years  ago  I  had  a  horse  very  badly  foundered.    I  tried  various 
remedies  of  empirics,  but  my  horse  grew  worse.    After  witnessing  his  snfterings  for 
several  days  I  resolved  to  know  what  the  founder  was  (having  a  contempt  for  such 
works  on  farriery  as  I  had  then  seen).    I  prepared  to  cut  into  and  lay  off  the  whole 
of  the  thin  covering  of  the  bottom  of  the  foot.    Setting  my  knife  obliquely  to  avoid 
puiHstnring  the  capillaries  as  much  as  possible,  I  introduced  it  at  a  point  between  the 
frog  of  the  foot  and  the  toe.    As  soon  as  I  punctured  the  thin  homy  covering  a  serous- 
looking  fluid  was  emitted.    I  extended  the  incision  far  enough  to  examine  the  inter- 
ment nnderneath  this  covering.    I  discovered  the  mucous  covering  of  the  capillaries 
entirely  separated  from  the  homy  portion  of  the  foot.    The  vascular  portion  of  the  foot 
was  highly  inflamed  and  as  sensitive  as  an  exposed  nerve.    I  then  cut  into  the  other 
foot  and  let  out  this  serum.    It  seemed  to  me  to  be  analogous  to  an  ordinary  blister 
on  the  skin,  where  the  cuticle  is  lifted  up  and  leaves  the  mucous  coat  or  serum  inter- 
vening.   This  serum  showed  no  disposition  to  harden  on  exposure  to  the  air  and  stop 
up  the  orifice,  but  continued  to  be  as  limpid  as  oil  of  turpentine.    He  was  a  long  time 
recovering,  but  when  he  did  recover  the  cure  was  radical.    The  foot  was  not  the 
least  affected.    After  he  passed  out  of  my  possession  I  continued  to  inquire  after  his 
welfare.    He  never  foundered  again  or  complained  of  his  foot.    Had  this  lymph  re- 
mained in  the  foot  it  would  have  formed  a  fungus  substance,  which  would  eventually 
have  produced  what  is  known  as  chronic  founder.    This  operation  should  never  be 
performed  until  several  days  after  the  founder  is  known  to  have  caused  this  effusion. 
The  incision  should  not  be  large,  and  should  be  made  very  oblique  in  order  to  cover 
the  integument.    After  the  inflaunnation  had  entirely  subsided  the  exposed  parts  were 
'^ery  tender,  and  I  had  thin,  solid  shoes  put  on,  which  covered  the  entire  bottom  of  his 
Jeet,  and  he  traveled  without  any  difficulty. 

I  have  had  several  horses  foundered  since,  and  I  never  found  any  difficulty  in  curing 
them  in  twenty-four  hours  by  fastening  around  their  ankles  cloth  or  rags  and  pouring 
^arm  water  on  the  bandages.  I  have  generally  carried  it  so  far  as  to  produce  blis- 
tering of  the  ankles,  which  has  sometimes  been  slow  in  curing  up.  This  remedy  should 
l>e  applied  as  soon  as  the  founder  is  discovered,  and  before  the  formation  of  the  serous 
discharge.  In  no  case  should  the  horse  be  used  for  seyeral  days.  I  believe  that  oil  of 
turpentine  would  answer  the  desired  end  if  used  on  the  ankle  after  several  hours'  use 
of  the  warm  bath,  applying  after  the  hair  is  wiped  dry. 

1  have  observed  in  horses  a  very  marked  tendency  to  metastasis  when  diseased.  This 
peculiarity  may  account  for  their  susceptibility  to  the  action  of  counter-irritants.* 

All  other  agricultural  interests  sink  into  littleness  when  compared  with  cattle-rais- 
^Qg;  In  the  Gulf  and  South  Atlantic  coast  it  is  blended  with  our  hygiene  and  civili- 
zation, and  yet  it  is  hard  to  find  an  example  of  any  interest  so  much  neglected.    Per- 
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haps  it  would  be  best  to  first  explain  the  cause  of  this  neglect.  In  1836,  and  »  skn 
time  after  the  last  Indian  insurrection  of  the  Creek  Nation,  and  a  short  time  after  ik« 
massacre  of  the  stage  passengers,  and  the  burning  of  the  stage  and  United  Sum 
mails,  I  traveled  through  the  Creek  country  from  Colnmbas,  6a.,  to  Montcomecy,  llx 
Sixteen  miles  from  Columbus  were  found  the  bones  of  the  stage-horses  and  some  d'ir 
charred  wood  of  the  stage-coach.  Every  white  person  had  moved  oat  of  the  aaci.c 
The  public  mind  was  greatly  excited,  and  I  was  left  alone  with  thirty  or  forty  nfgnei 
and  eight  horses  to  wend  my  way  throngh  the  country.  There  was  no  com  to  be  Lm 
until  we  reached  the  station  of  the  United  States  soldiers,  where  ample  food  wa»  ^ 
tained  for  our  horses.  Having  passed  the  Creek  territory  I  reached  the  lime  lands  oc 
Montgomery,  where  I  saw  some  cattle,  and  they  continued  to  increase  in  namh^ 
and  size  the  farther  I  progressed  into  the  prairie  lands.  These  cattle  had  vety  lq  ':: 
the  appearance  of  the  Texas  cattle  now.  In  the  years  1^:^  and  1837  the  hii^jjp- 
were  moved  out,  and  farmers  from  Greorgria  and  the  Carolinas  soon  occupied  the  bui^ 
thus  vacated.  The  grass  in  the  summer  and  cane-swamps  in  winter  kept  their  r*vri 
in  fine  condition.  The  cows  had  calves  every  year,  and  soon  the  woods  were  teeni^x 
with  cattle.  Almost  without  care  or  feed  the  cows  produced  an  abundance  of  miliaM 
butter  the  year  round.  But  a  change  was  all  the  time  taking  place.  The  Urge  berb? 
while  feeding  on  the  hill-sides  were  cutting  the  grass  roots  with  their  feet  and  loo- 
ening  the  soiiand  sand.  The  rains  would  wash  this  earth  an^  soil  down  into  the  edcr 
of  the  cane-swamps,  giving  the  stock  a  foot-hold  to  reach  the  cane  on  the  edge,  vkir^ 
was  otherwise  inaccessible.  And  so  steady  and  rapid  was  this  change  that  eight  jtan 
after,  when  I  traveled  through  this  section  of  the  country  on  the  same  road,  tbi»ec»^^ 
swamps  were  marked  only  by  sandy  branches  with  some  switch-cane  on  the  edges.  TU 
cattle-range  lasted  much  longer  near  the  Gulf  coast,  for  the  reason  that  the  ooQntrr  l< 
more  level  and  generallv  less  inviting,  and  is  farther  from  the  sonrces  of  soppir  sad 
population.  It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  cattle-raisers  formed  their  haM'A 
These  surroundings  lasted  a  full  generation,  and  a  generation  grew  up  who  knew  »> 
other  resources.  Cultivated  pasturage  and  hay-lands  are  unknown  to  them,  and  ae  I 
have  repeatedly  reported  before  to  your  department,  I  do  not  know  of  one  acre  at  grou^ 
cultivated  in  West  Florida  for  pasture  and  hay,  though  my  acquaintance  is  veiy  gt»- 
eral.  That  you  may  be  enabled  to  form  a  correct  opinion  of  the  losses  of  the  cattle  inter- 
est in  this  section,  I  will  give  you  the  system  of  stock-mising  here.  About  the  1st  of  Fc^ 
ruary  each  year  much  of  the  grass  range  is  burned  off,  and  all  the  young  and  teoikr 
shrubs  which  grew  up  the  previous  summer  are  killed  by  the  fiz«.  The  wire-graafc* 
starts  to  grow  and  puts  forth  large  bunches  of  young,  tender,  and  quite  nntritioosgrovi^ 
This  burning  is  done  only  in  small  spots  of  a  few  miles  square.  The  cattle  sooo  iai 
it  out  and  gather  on  **  the  bum."  This  burning  is  done  to  draw  the  cattle  from  the  >i 
lands,  for  at  this  season  they  are  very  poor  and  weak,  and  hardly  able  to  get  out  of  tk 
smallest  bog.  The  weather  is  generally  such  that,  if  there  is  much  rain,  the  aOk 
catch  cold  if  they  lie  down  at  night,  ^any  become  stiff  and  lame,  and  some  aiv  ne^c 
again  able  to  rise  to  their  feet.  If  they  are  lifted  up  they  are  so  far  exhaniCed  t^ 
they  rarely  recover.  The  remainder  of  the  loss  is  in  boggy  branches,  where  the  cattk 
reach  after  a  little  green  switch-cane.  These  losses  frequently  amount  to  dO  per  oar. 
of  the  breeding  cows  and  a  much  smaller  per  cent,  of  the  dry  cattle ;  but  aa  tfa«  beiiee 
are  rarely  ever  sold  or  killed  for  beef,  the  stock  iiT  thus-  replenished.  If  from  aocida: 
or  otherwise  fires  get  started  and  the  woods  are  burned  while  the  weather  ii  leo  eoU 
for  the  grass  to  grow  fast,  many  cows  gather  on  "  the  burn  "  and  perish  while  sibhlia: 
at  the  snort  herbage.  This  short  grass  is  very  weakening  to  them,  as  it  ioclinea  tks 
to  scours. 

The  general  burning  of  the  woods  is  about  the  last  of  February.  The  weather  tf 
this  time  is  usually  warm  and  the  grass  shoots  up  rapidly.  The  cattle  reeorer  rtiy 
rapidly,  though  for  a  few  days  they  suffer  much  from  hunger,  as  the  whc^e  coonHru 
a  charred  waste. 

About  the  1st  of  April  the  cattle-owners  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  ■>» 
a  "  drive.''    All  the  cattle  at  pens  are  collected  and  the  owners  separate  then.  iA^ 
they  are  separated,  the  large  stock-owners  drive  fifty  or  one  hundred  &y9  or  lix  ailn 
away  from  any  other  large  body  of  stock  and  give  them  into  the  caie  of  stoek-misdcis. 
who  have  pens  built  for  the  separation  of  the  cows  and  calves,  and  whcee  eompeatt- 
tion  for  this  service  is  the  milk  from  twenty  to  fifty  cows  and  the  manoie  from  t«ur 
or  three  times  as  many  dry  cattle.    The  cows  average  about  one  quart  of  mOh  per  oir 
Since  the  partial  destruction  of  the  range  the  cows  nave  calves  bat  ooee  in  two^tf*- 
Very  little  milk  is  taken  from  what  are  called  the  calf-cows,  the  most  of  it  beiof  tai«a 
from  the  yearlings.    All  the  cattle  are  supposed  to  be  penned  everr  night,  and  b^ 
one  to  three  acres  of  ground  is  what  is  called  "  trod."    On  this  "  trod"  land  the  rtari- 
men  plant  corn  and  sweet-potatoes.    Some  plant  a  small  patch  of  sagir-eaiia  Al^ 
the  iast  of  July  or  the  first  of  August  the  calves  are  all  marked  and  hranded.  aw 
the  whole  herd  is  turned  loose  to  hunt  the  wild  oats  on  the  unboned  ipsto^^ 
early  spring.    They  have  free  range  to  gain  all  the  strengtii  they  caa  to  tsto"** 
through  the  winter.    Beef  so  rais^  is  not  good.    It  has  but  little  ^ynt^mAjoatat 
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who  are  able   to   bay  good  Texas  or  western  beef  will  not  bay  it  if  tbey  can  get  the 
lietter.     Some  few  steers  eight  years  old  or  more  make  very  fine  beef  late  in  tne  fall. 
A  moment's  glance  at  this  manner  of  cattle-raising  will  convince  you  of  the  severe 
trials  infants   and   children  from  one  to  thi-ee  or  four  years  old  must  undergo.    Four 
months  of  the   year  they  have  an  abundance  of  milk,  a  food  easily  digested  and  an- 
sweriiiK  moat   of  the  demands  of  the  animal  economy.    They  use  little  else.    Their 
stomacna  are  fitted  to  its  easy  digestion.    In  an  hour  it  is  all  taken  from  them,  and  the 
most  indigestible  of  all  food  for  children  is  substituted.    Now,  new  sweet-potatoes, 
com -bread,  and   pork  or  bacon  is  the  food  for  their  tender  stomachs  to  digest.    The 
change  is  too  great  for  their  delicate  organs  of  digestion.    They  feel  a  restless  crav- 
ing for  sometning,  and  they  eat  whatever  comes  in  their  way — rags,  paper,  pin^- 
bark,  rotten  -wood,  and  finally  the  clay  with  which  their  chimneys  are  daubed. 

Sheep  in  this  section,  like  cattle,  suffer  from  few  diseases  except  such  as  are  brought 
on  from  neglect.  The  scab  is  a  common  disease  among  them,  and  so  far  as  I  know  but 
few  attempts  are  made  to  cure  it.  It  is  also  a  very  common  disease  among  goats. 
Sheep  likewise  suffer  from  rot.  I  have  recently  tested  tobacco  as  a  remedy  for  this 
disease.  Sheep  eat  it  very  readily  when  it  is  mixed  with  their  food,  and  soon  become 
fond  of  it.  If  properly  used,  I  think  it  will  effect  a  cure.  The  range  for  sheep  is  much 
better  than  it  is  for  cattle,  and  they  generally  keep  in  good  order  most  of  the  year. 

1  have  bad  a  great  deal  of  observation,  but  little  experience,  with  the  diseases  of 
hogs.  Daring  the  war  a  cood  many  hogs  died  of  cholera,  for  which  there  was  no 
remedy.  Copperas  was  used  as  a  preventive  with  some  success.  Preventives  I  believe 
to  be  the  only  safe  policy. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  assure  you  that  there  is  great  room  for  improvement  in  agri- 
culture in  this  section,  and  much  can  be  done  by  your  department  it  it  is  afforded  the 
necessary  means.  It  is  pleasant  to  witness  your  efforts  to  build  up  the  substantial 
interests  of  the  nation,  and  your  confidence  in  the  prospective  economy  is  not  a  vision. 

Dr.  J.  G-.  Habt,  Murray,  Calloway  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

A  disease  uniformly  fatal  to  horses  has  prevailed  in  this  section  for  two  years.    It 
appears  to  be  propagated  by  actual  contact  with  matter  or  virus,  inasmuch  as  animals 
kept  separate  though  near  the  disease  are  not  liable  to  take  it.    Some  regard  the  dis- 
ease as  cold  distemper,  while  others  believe  it  to  be  glanders.  The  symptoms  are  about 
as  follows :  At  first  fever,  which  is  soon  followed  by  a  dry  cough  and  a  nasal  dis- 
charge resembling  that  from  ordinary  distemper.    There  is  more  or  less  enlargement 
of  all  the  glandular  organs  so  far  as  can  be  observed.    Constitutional  disease  soon  sets 
in,  which  is  denoted  by  the  change  in  the  nasal  discharge  from  a  watery  to  a  gleety 
and  offensive  flow.    The  animal  loses  flesh  rapidly ;  the  skin  soon  becomes  thick  and 
eruptive;  the  lymphatic  glands  throughout  the  body  become  much  enlarged,  but  never 
soften  or  suppurate  ;  the  submaxillary  and  sublingual  glands  are  most  especially  in- 
volved, at  least  in  most  cases  to  the  extent  of  suppuration  and  softening.    The  dura- 
tion of  the  disease  is  from  two  to  twelve  months.    It  is  invariably  fatal.    Quite  a 
number  of  remedies  have  been  used,  but  without  success.    Veterinary  surgeons  have 
been  employed  with  like  ill  success. 

Hog-cholera,  with  its  usual  symptoms,  has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent  in  this 
locality.  The  only  remedies  that  have  been  used  with  any  degree  of  success  are 
hygienic.  If  the  animals  are  confined  in  a  dry  lot  when  the  disease  makes  its  appear- 
ance, the  mortality  wlU  be  very  small.  Drinking  cold  water  appears  to  be  the  imme- 
diate cause  of  death  in  a  majority  of  cases. 

A  disease  caUed  by  some  hog-measles  prevailed  here  as  an  epidemic  from  June  until 
October  of  this  year.  The  disease  is  characterized  by  a  high  grade  of  fever  for  two  or 
three  days,  which  is  followed  by  an  eruption  about  the  head,  neck,  and  shoulders^  and 
in  Bome  cases  of  the  entire  body.  This  lasts  three  or  four  days,  when  the  animal  either 
begins  to  recover  or  dies.  Sulphur  and  poke-root  have  been  used  with  apparent  good 
success.  Hogs  should  be  conhned  to  prevent  them  from  drinking  too  much.  The 
fatality  corresponds  with  the  character  of  the  epidemic  as  to  mildness  or  malignancy. 
A  disease  called  chicken-cholera  has  also  prevailed  quite  extensively.  By  commenc- 
ing early  I  used  carbolic  acid  with  good  success  for  two  years,  but  it  has  signally 
faued  this  year.  Confinement  in  coops  elevated  above  the  ground,  with  little  or  no 
water  to  drink,  would  seem  to  be  the  surest  remedy. 

Mr.  H.  P.  Jordan,  Victoria,  Victoria  County,  Texas,  says : 

Native  cattle  are  free  from  disease  and  comparatively  healthy,  but  I  think  fully  one- 
third  and  perhaps  one-half  of  all  the  Durham  cattle  imported  into  this  section  of  the 
State  have  died  during  the  past  two  years  from  what  people  are  pleased  to  term  bccli- 
mating  fever.  The  disease  appeass  to  be  similar  to  that  which  afflicts  the  cattle  in 
Kiiisouri  and  Kansas,  and  which  is  supposed  to  be  imparted  to  them  by  the  native  cat- 
tle of  this  State.    I  think  aU  cattle  brought  here  have  this  disease  sooner  or  later.    The 
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first  Hymptoms  of  the  disease  are  fever  and  constipated  bowels.  The  principal  lOMdy 
used  is  castor-oil.  The  disease  is  a  very  serious  drawback  to  the  cattle-raiaeni  oi  tk- 
State,  who  are  trying  to  improve  their  long-homed  SpaaiAh  breed  wilh  short-b^rA. 
If  anything  can  be  done  to  arrest  it,  great  benefit  will  result  to  the  people  of  thisSuk 
One  of  my  neighbors  lost  four  out  of  six  fine  Durham  bulls,  another  lost  three  crat .: 
five,  and  a  few  have  lost  all. 

No  unusual  disease  exists  among  horses  and  hogs.  Chicken-cholera  prevaiU  to  nar 
extent  at  times.  There  are  a  great  many  cures  recommended,  but  I  think  all  of  tba 
fail  when  the  disease  gets  a  good  start. 

Mr.  John  W.  Gill,  Clay  County,  Missouri,  says : 

Hogs  die  here  by  the  thousands  of  cholera  and.  are  doing  so  aU  over  the  ooanir 
No  certain  cure  has  been  found.  I  have  used  a  great  man^  things,  and  if  anTdibu 
has  done  any  good  at  all  it  has  been  spirits  of  turpentine  given  in.  slops.  TowU  •:> 
quite  rapidly  of  cholera.  I  have  nsea  wheat  bran  and  epsom  salts  as  a  pivreacr? 
with  good  success.  Dissolve  the  salts  and  wet  the  bran  with  it  and  feed.  If  they  tl! 
not  eat,  drench  them  with  salts — a  teaspoon! ul  at  a  time  once  a  day.  Since  adt^ioa: 
this  treatment  I  have  lost  but  few  fowls. 

Mr.  H,  G.  Kernodle,  Kirksville,  Adair  County,  Missouri,  says:

The  disease  has  prevailed  quite  e 
le  past  season,  and  on  some  farms  is  stiU  prevalent.    Two  y» 


Ohio,  says: 


The  only  disease  from  which  serious  losses  have  been  sustained  is  from  c^ten 
among  hogs  and  chickens.  The  disease  has  prevailed  quite  extenmrely  amoof  ^:«> 
the  past  season,  and  on  some  farms  is  stiU  prevalent.  Two  years  since  it  pieTiiVd?> 
a  mild  form,  and  about  20  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  died.  This  season  it  wis  k.iv^ 
extensive  and  fatal,  and  the  losses  were  about  50  per  cent,  of  those  affected. 

We  thought  we  had  a  remedy  for  the  disease,  and  in  many  instances  it  9taat^  ^ 
check  it  at  once ;  but  the  past  season  it  failed  to  bring  the  expected  relief.  The  in- 
scription for  fifty  hogs  is  as  follows :  Two  pounds  black  antimony,  seven  poimils  fvp 
peras,  five  pounds  sulphur,  and  two  pounds  saltpeter.  Two  years  ago  my  neSgfabor  p^ 
this  remedy  to  his  hogs  after  he  had  lost  twenty-five  out  of  a  herd  of  seventy-fiTc,  >srf 
he  lost  no  more.  Notwithstanding  the  same  remedy  was  ^ven  to  about  oo^  htadir^ 
hogs  this  season,  about  one-half  of  them  died.  Two  years  since  my  hogs  were  attarkri 
by  the  disease.  I  gave  them  no  remedy,  but  removed  them  about  three-foutiv  of » 
mile  from  their  old  naunts  into  a  woods*  pasture,  and  they  aU  recovered.  This  sm^ 
they  were  attacked  in  October,  and  out  of  fifty  head  about  thirty  died. 

The  disease  is  always  more  fatal  among  pigs  than  among  older  hoe&  The  synpt^A* 
are  not  always  the  same.  In  the  first  stages  food  is  taken  very  muetantlj  Mad  d^ 
not  seem  to  be  relished.  Indisposition  to  move  and  general  stupor  foUowB;  acwd' 
sets  in,  which  I  think  is  caused  by  a  nauseated  stomach,  and  a  great  dispo«tioii  isun- 
ifested  to  lie  on  the  belly.  In  a  few  hours  after  death  in  almost  every  instanee  the  at- 
cass  becomes  wonderfully  swollen.  All  things  considered,  this  is  one  of  the  mostii^ 
cult  diseases  to  understand  that  animals  can  be  afflicted  with.  My  hope  ii  tiut  7^ 
investigations  may  result  in  the  discovery  of  at  least  a  preventive,  if  not  a  permiort^ 
cure,  for  this  terrible  scourge. 

Mr.  William  B.  Aenes,  Warrensbuig,  Johnson  County,  Miss)an. 
says: 

With  the  exception  of  hogs  and  fowls,  our  domestic  animals  are  quite  hesltbj.  f"^ 
are  subject  to  a  disease  called  cholera,  of  which  I  will  speak  hereafter.  Wilbii  Vm 
past  two  years  and  a  half  the  farmers  of  this  county  have  lost  heavily  by  s  iiis^ 
among  swine  erroneously  caUed  cholera.  During  the  time  indicated  tbe  W^ff  ^ 
assumed  throe  different  forms.  The  first,  by  which  I  lost  moat  of  my  iMrdr^''^^ 
tion  was  developed.  The  evacuations  were  dark  and  dry.  The  animal  had  •  ferMt 
staggerinjK  walk,  and  appeared  in  great  pain.  Death  ensued  witiiin  firon  px  tp  (^ 
hours.  When  the  weather  became  cooler  the  symptoms  changed.  The  tevdf^ 
loose,  there  was  slight  bleeding  at  the  nose,  and  the  tirine  was  strongly  eolan^  ^^ 
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>loo4l.  Post-mortem  examinations  showed  congestion  of  the  Inn^i  and  sometimes  wormii 
n  the  intestines.  The  last  type  of  the  disease  is  now  prevailing  amonff  a  number  of 
lerds  in  this  vicinity  and  is  proving  very  destructive.  Occasionally  the  hair  of  the 
animal  nearly  all  comes  off  and  the  skin  is  a  broad,  raw  surface.  I  have  had  two  hogs- 
;o  recover  from  this  form  of  the  disease.  I  believe  the  best  treatment  is  to  give  the 
lo^  plenty  of  room  to  rauge  over.  I  keep  salt  and  ashes  in  my  feed-lot  and  give  them 
ill  the  pit-coal  they  will  eat,  and  occasionally  a  bran-mash  wet  with  poke-root  tea.  I 
i>elieve  poke-root  to  be  a  preventive  of  disease  in  hogs.  So  far  as  my  own  experience 
ji^oes,  I  have  found  it  a  cure  for  diseases  among  fowls.  By  following  the  above  treat* 
ment,  I  have  not  lost  a  single  hog  or  fowl  by  disease  this  season. 

Mr.  James  W.  Grace,  Watterborough,  Colleton  County,  South  Caoro- 
lina,  says: 

The  past  year  has  been  an  nnnsnal  one  with  hogs.  They  have  been  attacked  with 
a  diaeaae  known  as  cholera,  which  usually  kills  them  within  about  ten  days  after  the 
first  symptoms  make  their  appearance.  They  refnse  to  eat  and  seem  to  desire  to  lie 
down  all  the  time,  and  apparently  suffer  very  much.  I  have  not  known  anything  like 
it  in  the  last  fifteen  years.    It  made  its  appearance  about  the  Ist  of  September. 

Mr.  Aabon  Dresseb,  Hardinsburg,  Breckinridge  County,  Kentucky^ 
says: 

The  disease  common  among  hogs,  and  known  as  choleIt^  has  prevailed  extensively 
in  some  parts  of  this  county,  and  has  been  very  fatal.  I  have  heard  of  no  remedy  that 
can  be  depended  upou. 

Mr.  C.  B.  BiCHABDSON,  Henderson,  Busk  County,  Texas,  says: 

Before  the  war  I  live<l  near  the  Mississippi  River,  in  Carroll  Parish,  Louisiana.  A 
disease  called  cholera  broke  out  among  the  hogs.  It  was  the  first  epidemic  ever  seen 
by  the  planters  in  that  vicinity.  Most  of  the  planters  had  very  large  herds  of  hogs,, 
as  there  was  a  good  range  in  the  swamps  back  of  the  farms.  Every  form  of  treatment 
was  used  without  any  marked  success.  The  attacks  of  the  disease  were  quite  sudden. 
Some  would  swell  up  and  the  flesh  would  look  livid,  and  they  would  die  in  twenty- 
four  honrs.  Some  were  constipated  and  others  would  have  diarrhea.  Fat  hogs,  as 
well  as  lean  ones,  were  snblect  to  attack.  I  had  two  killed  when  first  taken,  and  got 
my  family  physician  to  assist  me  in  making  a  post-mortem  examination.  The  bowels 
were  constipated,  and  tbe  inflammation  of  the  bowels  and  stomach  was  very  great. 
I  kept  tbe  hogs  in  a  dry  inclosure,  under  the  gin-house  and  cotton-shed.  I  put  tar  in 
the  troughs,  and  fed  with  com  boiled  in  lye  and  copperas  water,  and  poke-root  decoc- 
tion to  drink,  and  used  various  otber  nostrums  in  vogue  without  success.  I  burned 
the  hogs  that  died.  One  neighbor  drove  his  well  hogs  four  miles  into  the  swamp,  and 
made  a  man  camp  with  them  there,  with  some  success,  he  thought,  as  they  appeared 
to  die  at  a  less  rapid  rate. 

I  have  lost  some  lar^e  hogs  and  pigs  this  summer  with  this  epidemic  here.  The  dis- 
ease appears  to  be  a  violent  fever,  and  kills  the  animals  in  a  very  few  days.  I  put  one 
tine  hog  in  a  lot  where  it  had  a  good,  dry  shelter.  I  tried  to  doctor  it  with  liqnids,  but 
could  not  tempt  it  to  drink  anything.  I  tried  to  give  it  a  dose  of  calomel  on  a  piece 
of  beef,  but  could  not  induce  It  to  eat  anything  at  all,  and  finally  gave  it  up  to  die.  It 
lay  three  or  four  days  in  its  bed,  and  after  awhile  it  got  up  and  ate  a  few  mouthf uls  of 
com,  and  finally  recovered  without  any  treatment.  I  fattened  it  this  fall,  and  on 
butchering  it  I  found  the  lungs  and  intestines  adhering  strongly  to  the  sides,  and  the 
intestines  also  tied  in  lumps  with  fine  ligaments.  On  the  intestines  was  a  large  ball  four 
inches  in  diameter,  filled  tight  with  thick  matter  like  dough. 

Many  nostrums  published  as  cures  have  been  tried  with  such  little  success  that  the 
farmers  now  let  tbe  disease  take  its  course  without  attempting  te  do  much  of  anything. 
When  a  hog  once  refuses  to  eat,  little  can  be  done  for  him. 

Mr.  William  Deabmond,  Irish  Grove,  Atchison  County,  Missouri,. 

says: 

The  disease  known  as  hog-cholera  (a  term  applied  to  almost  every  malady  that  kills 
hogs)  has  done  great  damage  in  this  neighborhood  and  adjoining  communities.  It  is 
the  same  in  almost  every  instance ;  it  is  only  varied  by  the  different  conditions  of  the 
animal  at  the  time  of  attack.  Here  the  disease  is  contagious,  and  from  the  time  of 
exposure  until  its  development  varies  from  nine  to  fourteen  days.  Symptoms,  stupid, 
and  refuse  food,  high  fever,  then  erupMon  of  the  skin,  sore  eyes,  and  bowels  either  con- 
Htipated  or  the  reverse.    In  such  cases  death  usually  resnlts  within  from  four  to  seven 
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dnys.  Another  form  of  the  disease  is  that  of  congeetioiiy  prodacing  desth  vitkir  i 
very  few  hours.  The  average  fatality  is  about  80  per  cent.  There  is  noeffectoAl^a- 
edy  known  here.  As  a  preventive  perhaps  complete  isolation  is  the  best  tnatnai 
I  have  never  known  an  animal  to  have  the  second  attack.  The  disease  resealA 
measles  in  the  human  family,  and  the  symptoms  are  very  nearly  identicaL 

Fowls  are  dying  at  a  rapid  rate  throughout  this  and  adjoining  neighboxiiooda.  T:* 
disease  seems  to  be  epidemic  in  form,  and  kills  all  on  the  premises.  We  know  <rf :. 
remecly,  but  as  a  preventive  we  use  white-oak-bark  tea,  made  strong  and  mixed  w\t 
corn-meal,  and  set  where  the  fowls  have  free  access  to  it. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Hallis,  Bloomfield,  Stoddard  County,  Missouri,  says : 

My  hogs  are  dying  at  present  with  a  disease  that  is  very  fataL  Ten  heid  wm 
attacked,  and  five  died  before  I  commenced  treating  them.  I  am  now  using  ftrx^ 
soap-suds,  copperas,  and  saltx>eter,  and  the  hogs  seem  to  be  improving  ander  tSe  tRtt- 
ment.  They  are  beginning  to  eat  again,  and  look  much  better.  When  first  attscki^i 
their  heads  and  ears  droop,  they  lose  the  use  of  their  hind  legs,  and  purge  and  voi : 
They  sometimes  vomit  blood.  The  disease  prevails  extensively  throaghoat  this  n«if  l- 
borhood. 

Mr.  J.  Jameson,  Greene  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

Chicken-cholera  seems  to  be  permanently  located  here.  It  has  not  been  so  preu- 
lent,  however,  the  past  year  as  previously.  Hemedies  are  numerous  but  not  vpit  sar;^ 
factory.^  So  far  as  personal  observation  goes,  I  think  calomel  is  used  as  a  remedy  vit- 
better  success  than  anything  else. 

Mr.  EoBERT  W.  Feitts,  Lanes's  Prairie,  Maries  County,  Missoiui,saj^ : 

Cattle  were  quite  healthy  here  until  late  in  the  fall,  when  a  few  cases  of  whst  i« 
generally  termed  the  black-leg  occurred.  There  were  some  half-dozen  cases  is  c^ 
neighborhood,  all  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  animal  generally  lives  from  Xwt^zi 
four  to  forty-eight  hours  after  the  attack  sets  in.  Before  death  stiffness  oceon  in  tUp 
hind  parts,  generally  in  one  hip  or  leg;  the  head  and  cars  droop,  and  dnlliiM»s:i 
stupor  are  observed.  Ffever,  and  a  general  quivering  of  the  fl.esn,  especially  m  tL 
hind  parts  where  the  disease  seems  to  be  located,  also  are  observable.  After  dntb  tbf 
leg  has  a  black  or  bruised  appearance  under  the  skin.  Other  parts  seem  natJinl  n- 
cept  the  gall,  which  appears  enlarged.  Several  remedies  wero  tried,  bat  all  fsil^i  > 
give  relief. 

We  have  a  disease  among  hogs  that  has  killed  about  10  per  cent,  of  them  ii  tli* 
neighborhood.  Some  people  term  it  cholera,  some  measles,  and  some  long-disesse.  I 
is  first  discovered  by  the  hog  refusing  to  eat  and  lying  around  in  a  stupid  oosditK*. 
Sometimes  they  will  both  purge  and  vomit,  sometimes  they  will  purge  and  not  tn«^'- 
or  vomit  and  not  purge,  and  sometimes  they  will  do  neither.  After  death  tbe  o^  ^ 
and  chest  turn  spotted,  and  the  insides  are  often  quite  pieded.  Sometimes  Ihej  Hf*^ 
nearly  rotten ;  at  other  times  nothing  of  an  unusual  character  is  observed.  The  di^ 
tion  of  the  disease  is  from  one  to  three  davs,  but  occasionally  a  case  will  Uoger  for  i 
week.  After  recovery  from  the  first  attack,  when  attacked  a  seoond  time,  s  coazl 
sets  in,  and  they  nsuaUy  die  in  a  short  time.  Those  that  recover  are  hard  to  atkc 
thrive  or  look  well  again,  so  it  is  generally  decided  here  that  but  little  is  gain^  ^y  ^ 
cure.  Several  remedies  have  been  tried — in  fact  nearly  everything  that  ocvld  b^ 
thought  of — but  nothing  has  proved  very  successful.  I  had  several  hogs  attsckfd  ^< 
lost  none.  I  used  turpeutine  as  a  remedy.  I  was  compelled  to  drench  some  of  iImx: 
but  generally  I  was  able  to  administer  it  in  slops  or  over  their  feed.  I  told  my  nei^-- 
bors  of  it,  some  of  whom  tried  it  and  were  successful,  while  others  pronouieed  i*  > 
failure.  I  believe  if  used  properly  and  in  time  it  is  not  only  a  preventive  bat  »!'**  * 
cure.  From  a  tea  to  a  table  spoonful  twice  a  day  for  two  or  three  days  is  the  nr  I 
administer  it.  The  disease  seems  to  be  contagious,  as  it  is  generally  from  seven  u»  ^* 
days  after  it  makes  its  appearance  among  a  gang  of  hogs  before  others  take  it.  tf : 
then  dozens  may  be  attacked  within  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours.  Dr.  Gfaoe,  v:** 
lost  a  hundred  head  by  the  disease,  tried  drugs,  but  finally  gave  the  msttcr  vp  ^ < 
considered  the  malady  incurable.

Oar  loss  in  hogs  by  'v^hat  is  improperly  called  cholera  has  been  very  great  Int'i- 
winter  of  1865-'§i6  the  losses  amounted  to  at  least  $100,000.  The  symptonK  are  ^' 
erallj  stupor,  indisposition  to  move,  stiffness  of  the  joints,  eyes  weak  and  wstcr 
sometimes  red ;  constipation  of  the  bowels ;  discharges  black  and  hard  at  first  I: 
some  cases  diarrhea  sets  in  with  bloody  discharges  and  vomiting ;  high  fever  and  gm' 
thirst ;  occasional  bleeding  from  the  nose ;  in  some  cases  they  have  cough,  in  A«* 
none ;  the  skin  turns  a  dark  purple  on  the  sides,  abdomen,  and  throat.  The  donti  c 
of  the  attack  varies  from  one  day  to  a  month.  I  think  about  t*0  per  cent  ot  tfa^v 
attacked  die.  Those  that  recover  peel  off  like  a  child  with  scarlet  fever.  P0>i  m^- 
tern  examinations  reveal  the  following  diversity  of  phenomena :  Congestion  of  tbe  Li 
neys ;  blood  in  the  ureters  and  bladder.  In  other  cases  these  organs  appear  bealtl; 
and  the  bowels  contain  a  green,  degenerate  bile  of  an  acid  character;  in  other  cft.«>* 
the  liver  is  black  in  a  state  of  decomposition  with  empty  fM  bladd«v ;  again  the  spk«-i 
is  congested  and  distended  to  three  times  its  normal  condition.  In  some  cases  the  Iil^ 
show  inflammation,  with  dark  spots  interspersed  through  them ;  and  again,  in  soiiiecaBe^ 
the  stomach  contained  a  green  acid  fluid,  the  action  of  which  bad  destrojed  Va 
mucous  coating  of  the  walls  of  the  stomach,  rendering  it  not  thicker  than  brown  f«prr 
It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  different  organs  are  affected  in  different  bocB  tik^c. 
with  the  same  disease.  I  have  paid  particular  attention  to  the  progress  of  toe  disi««r. 
and  I  am  satisfied  it  is  contagions.  In  aU  cases  where  healthy  hogs  have  eooe  in  («*- 
tact  with  diseased  ones  they  have  been  infected.  I  know  of  no  remedy.  WebaT«tJ»< 
everything  recommended,  but  without  success.  The  only  safety  is  in  preventiTf^  » 
the  surest  preventive  is  to  kee]^  sick  hogs  away  from  tbe  well  ones. 

A  few  cattle  have  been  lost,  in  pens,  by  a  disease  which  seems  not  to  be  aiideni»d 
here.  I  am  told  by  those  who  have  made  examinations  that  after  death  dark  coagMtr- 
blood  is  found  about  the  Joints.    There  is  no  cure  that  I  know  of. 

Cholera  exists  among  fowls,  and  it  is  quite  fatal.  About  50  p4U'  cent,  of  t^ 
attacked  die.

Mr.  J.  E.  Gray,  Brenham,  Washington  County,  Texas,  says: 

A  fatal  disease  commonly  called  cholera  exists  among  fowls  here.  The  syDpcotB»  »rF 
first  a  drooping  appearance  and  disposition  to  remain  on  the  roost  until  late  ic  *•- 
morning  ;  indifference  about  food;  tlie  wings  droop  or  fall ;  great  thirst,  as  tbej  <irji 
frequently.  Sometimes  they  show  signs  of  gapes.  These  symptoms  continne  fruo  ti 
to  three  days,  when  death  ensues.  When  the-  disease  strikes  a  flock  it  carries  off  frts. 
50  to  80  per  cent.  This  season  one  flock  of  seventy  had  but  seven  left  Uy  ^^' 
has  used  the  following  remedies  with  apparent  success,  but  more  as  a  preveotire  tkj: 
a  cure,  viz.,  red-pepper,  sulphur,  alum,  copperas,  turpentine,  or  rosin,  with  lim«-v*«' 
to  drink.  I  dissected  one  that  died  suddenly,  and  found  the  liver  in  almost  a  tuu  •  t 
decomposition.  This  leads  me  to  the  belief  that  the  liver  is  greatly  implicated  in  t^  * 
disease. 

Mr.  George  A.  Hyde,  Keating,  Pennsylvania,  says: 

There  is  no  disease  among  farm-animals  in  my  neighborhood  except  gaiK^t  ^^^^ 
cows.    The  remedy  is  soft-soap  and  milk  of  equal  parts,  one  quart  evexy  other  «U' 
until  there  are  signs  of  improvement.    Others  give  four  ounces  per  day  of  aaltpc^''* 
mixed  with  pale  molasses.    These  remedies,  if  properly  used,  generally  eAe«t  a  v&^ 
Saltpeter  and  sulphur  is  a  preventive,  or  in  fact  anything  that  wiU  cleanse  the  bU*^ 

Mr.  J.  D.  Smith,  Greig,  Lewis  County,  New  York,  says: 

A  disease  made  its  appearance  among  cattle  in  this  county  in  July,  1877,  where  it  tf-^ 
exists.  It  attacks  old  and  young.  The  first  symptoms  are  manifested  by  atiffbe*  tf«- 
great  pain,  as  the  animal  moans  continually  and  so  loud  that  it  may  be  heard  M8ied»- 
tance,  loses  its  apnetito  and  cud,  and  has  no  action  of  the  bowels ;  manure,  if  sbt.  »» 
black  as  ink ;  if  a  fresh  cow,  the  milk  dries  up  entirely  within  three  hoan,aBdt^eiiB 
mal  almost  invariably  dies  within  forty-eight  hours.  On  opening  the  aiuiM|l  bM  t* 
found  in  bunches  in  the  veins,  the  flesh  is  bloodshotten  on  the  stomach,  aad  ianvp^ 
tion  of  the  bowels  is  revealed.  No  very  close  examination  has  been  made  hef^  *  J^; 
ous  remedies  have  been  tried,  and  I  have  succeeded  in  curing  one  of  my  ova  ««*  ^' 
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Tras  attacked  by  the  disease.  I  gave  ber  one  pound  of  Glaaber's  salts  dissolved  in  warm 
water,  and  every  hour  for  six  hours  j^ave  her  a  qu^rt  of  strong,  boneset  tea,  mbbed  her 
body  and  joints  with  a  woolen  rag  to  start  the  circalation  of  the  blood,  and  in  a  week 
after  the  attack  she  was  able  to  raise  her  cud,  but  gave  no  milk  for  two  weeks.  At  the 
end  of  three  weeks  she  appeared  as  well  as  ever,  and  is  all  right  now.  This  disease  pre- 
vails on  sandy  soil,  where  the  feed  is  good  and  the  water  is  pure.  It  is  new  to  us,  and 
is  alarming.  No  cattle  have  been  attacked  with  it  since  they  were  taken  from  pasture 
and  shnt  ap. 

Mr.  John  Armstrong,  Coryell,  Coryell  County,  Texjis,  says : 

Having  resided  on  a  farm  in  this  connty  for  twenty-two  years,  and  knowing  some- 
thing of  diseases  among  horses  here,  I  will  try  to  answer  some  of  your  inquiries.  Span- 
ish fever,  when  I  first  came  here,  was  the  dreaded  disease,  but  I  think  as  soon  as  horses 
are  acclimated  thev  are  less  subject  to  it,  and  it  is  also  less  fatal.  Before  the  war,  I 
lost  several  valuable  animals  by  it.  Symptoms:  Moping  around,  or  standing  still 
much  in  one  place;  very  high  fever;  slightly  swollen  ia  the  throat;  great  difficulty 
in  swallowing;  inability  to  lower  the  head  to  drink;  stiffness  in  the  hind  parts  and 
tenderness  in  the  loins ;  a  slight  bran-and-water-looking  discharge  from  the  nostrils. 
The  duration  of  the  disease,  which  generally  terminates  in  death,  is  from  four  to  five 
days,  sometimes  the  animal  lingers  for  several  days. 

The  first  animal  of  mine  that  recovered  was  a  large  Tennessee  mare,  twelve  years 
old  and  in  fine  condition.  As  soon  as  I  observed  the  tirst  symptoms  of  the  disease  I  bled 
her  copiously,  and  in  three  hours  after  she  could  drink  water  from  a  bucket  by  hold- 
ding  it  np  to  her.  In  about  five  hours  she  ate  a  wheat-bran  mash  Tone  gallon),  an  in 
twelve  hours  had  a  fine  appetite,  eating  and  drinking  all  I  would  give  her.  She  was  well, 
but  weak  from  the  loss  of  much  blood.  She  was  never  sick  afterward,  and  died  in  colt- 
ing,  at  the  a^  of  nineteen.  Of  the  second  case,  a  wild,  unbroken  four-year-old  geldiuff. 
I  bled  him  till  he  staggered,  put  water  up  for  him  in  a  trough,  and  sheaf-oats,  and  left 
him  loose  in  the  lot,  as  he  was  too  wild  to  drink  from  a  bucket  held  by  a  man.  He  re- 
covered at  once  from  the  disease,  but.  like  the  mare,  shed  off  his  hair  until  his  back 
and  sides  were  naked.  Since  then  I  nave  lost  none.  Seeing  the  remedy  at  page  39  of 
the  Agricultural  Report  for  1869, 1  have  used  it  with  entire  success,  greatly  preferring 
it  to  bleeding,  which  weakens  so  much  that  the  animal  is  unfit  for  service  for  some 
time  after.  Many  here  believe  the  Spanish  fever  and  the  so-called  epizootic  to  be  the 
Hame.  However  that  may  be,  animals  having  green,  nutritions  grasses,  or  a  green 
wheat  field  to  run  on,  will  not  have  either  disease  to  hurt  them. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Grant,  CarroUton,  Carroll  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

We  are  troubled  more  in  this  immediate  locality  with  the  loss  of  hogs  than  any  other 
clatis  of  farm-animals,  and  my  observations  have  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  progress 
of  the  disease  called  hog-cholera,  and  as  it  relates  more  nearly  to  young  pigs  from  four 
to  twelve  weeks  old.  Amon^  the  tirst  symptoms  are  shivering,  slow  and  careful  move- 
ments, and  a  desire  to  remain  almost  constantly  in  the  warmest  sleeping  place  they 
can  iind.  They  eat  very  little.  In  those  that  are  not  weaned,  and  in  some  that  have 
been,  a  thick  wax  collects  on  the  eyelashes  and  fastens  the  lids  together.  On  opening 
the  lids  by  force  the  ball  of  the  eye  appears  perfectly  white,  and  is  entirely  devoid  of 
sight.  The  discharge  from  the  bowels  at  first  is  like  thin  wheat-flour  dough,  but  to- 
ward the  latter  stages  of  the  disease  becomes  quite  black,  and  has  a  very  offensive  odor. 
Coughing  is  very  frequent — often  one  of  the  first  symptoms.  The  attack  lasts  from 
live  to  ten  days,  sometimes  longer.  Should  any  apparently  recover  they  rarely  ever 
become  of  any  value. 
•  No  remedies  have  proved  beneficial  to  young  pigs,  though  many  have  been  tried.  If 
the  brood-sows  were  kept  in  perfect  health  the  pigs  most  likely  would  not  be  attacked. 
The  most  successful  treatment  for  preventing  the  spread  of  tbe  disease  that  has  been 
tried  here  is  as  follows :  Remove  all  aftected  ones  from  the  drove  as  soon  as  the  first 
symptoms  are  observed.  They  had  better  be  killed  and  buried,  but  may  be  put  in  a 
remote  lot  by  themselves.  Change  the  diet  of  the  well  hogs  as  much  as  possible ;  keep 
by  them  at  all  times  a  mixture  of  coal-ashes  (seven  parts)  ground  sulphur  (two  parts) 
and  one  part  of  pulverized  copperas.  All  the  coal-ashes  and  fine  coal  that  the  hogs 
^'ill  eat  should  be  given  to  them. 

With  aU  the  light  we  have  on  the  subject  we  are  still  very  much  in  the  dark,  and 
some  farmers  have  become  so  much  discouraged  in  their  fruitless  efforts  to  arrest  the 
'lisease  when  it  once  gets  among  their  hogs  that  they  have  given  up  swine-raising  in 
tHsgnst. 

Chicken-cholera  has  given  much  trouble  to  poultry-raisers  here  lately.  The  most 
not  i  cable  symptoms  are  drowsiness,  disposition  to  remain  aU  day  on  the  roost,  and 
sn  active  discharge  from  the  bowels.  A  great  many  remedies  have  been  used,  but  none 
have  proved  of  any  permanent  benefit.  Five  drops  of  carbolic  acid  in  a  half  gallon  of 
^ater  for  the  fowls  to  drink  seems  to  have  arrested  the  disease  for  a  time  in  some  poul- 
try-yards.

Possibly  they  may  bl.  ^a  .r 
tne  nose,  then  they  are  sure  to  die  in  less  than  t  wen  ty-f our  hours.    When  found  d.  ».i 
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the  nose  is  nearly  always  bloody.  Sometimes  the  disease  commences  with  a  congb, 
pantin^^  at  the  sides  and  flanks,  and  a  refusal  to  eat.  They  then  linger  alon^  for  a 
week  or  ten  days,  when  thev  usually  die.  With  the  experience  I  have  had  with  it  I 
believe  it  to  be  more  properly  a  typhoid  fever.  There  are  numerous  remedies  for  sale, 
held  as  secrets,  yet  I  never  see  any  good  effects  produced  by  them  when  used  in  ahera 
of  sick  animals.  They  may  be  valuable  as  preventives.  For  ei^bt  yeajre  past  I  have 
endeavored  to  keep  up  my  herd  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  head,  feeding  from  seventy- 
five  to  eighty  each  year.  Except  during  last  fall  I  have  had  no  disease  among  them. 
I  have  dry,  open  sheds  for  them  to  sleep  in,  and  feed  them  all  the  ashes  we  make, 
mixed  with  a  little  salt.  Occasionally  we  mix  several  tablespoonsful  of  sulphur,  or 
about  half  as  much  copperas,  with  the  ashes,  say  once  or  twice  a  month.  We  give  them 
all  the  com  they  will  eat  up  clean. 

Miuiy  hogs  are  dying  all  through  this  section  of  the  country.  I  think  you  have 
undertaken  a  difficult  task  in  trying  to  convince  the  average  Congressman  of  the 
uecesttity  and  utility  of  appointing  a  commission  to  investigate  the  diseases  prevalent 
araonff  farm-stock.  But  it  is  a  subject  that  calls  for  immediate  investigation.  This 
immediate  vicinity  has  not,  I  think,  suffered  larger  losses  in  comparison  with  the 
number  of  hogs  kept  than  other  neighborhoods  in  general.  Yet  this  school  dis- 
trict, comprising  four  full  sections  of  land  and  two  fractional  sections  bordering  on 
the  Miasoari  River,  has  in  the  last  three  years  lost  certainly  ten  thousand  dollars' 
worth  of  hogs.  Hence  the  aggregate  losses  in  the  State  must  reach  high  in  the  mill- 
ions of  dollars. 

IMr,  W.  C.  HA3£PT0X,  Mount  Victory,  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  says : 

The  disease  among  hogs  does  not  seem  to  be  so  fatal  in  our  county  as  In  many  other 
places.  From  the  result  of  investigations  I  should  say  the  disease  was  intestinal  fever, 
or  perhaps  consumption.  The  first  symptom  of  the  complaint  is  a  bad  couffh  and  a 
refusal  to  take  food,  especially  corn  in  the  ear,  which  thev  will  smell  of  and  pass  by. 
Perhaps  their  jaws  are  too  weak  to  crack  the  grain,  for  they  will  eat  it  when  ground 
into  meal.  They  continue  to  lose  flesh  for  a  month  or  more,  when  they  die.  A  few 
have  so  far  recovered  as  to  permit  fattening.  Upon  examination  the  livers  and  lungs 
of  these  animals  are  found  greatly  deranged,  both  being  covered  with  white  spots. 
Another  peculiarity  is  that  the  intestines  and  stomach  are  very  much  reduced  in  size, 
which  I  think  would  indicate  the  effects  of  a  high  state  of  fever.  No  remedies  have 
proved  of  any  benefit.  We  have  tried  sulphur,  tar,  and  copperas.  Those  saved  were 
fed  freely  on  corn-meal.  This  may  have  had  a  good  effect  in  keeping  up  the  strength 
of  the  animal  until  the  disease  abated  or  was  worn  out. 

Chicken-cholera  has  been  severe  in  some  sections  of  this  county.  In  this  locality  it 
was  more  modified  and  slow,  but  finally  shre  in  its  operations.  They  would  mope 
around  for  weeks  before  death  ensued.  The  disease  mast  be  much  the  same  as  that 
which  afiiict  hogs,  as  the  liver  is  found  greatly  enlarged  and  in  a  decaying  condi- 
tion. 

^Ir.  George  W.  Parker,  Yandalia,  Audrain  County,  Missouri,  says  : 

There  are  but  few  fatal  diseases  among  cattle  here.  Sometimes  they  die  of  a  disease 
called  black-leg.  I  know  of  no  remedy,  but  salt  given  at  regular  intervals  at  all  sea- 
sous  of  the  year  will  be  found  a  good  preventive.  I  have  handled  many  cattle  at  a 
time,  and  with  very  good  success.  In  a  herd  on  the  grass  beside  mine  twelve  or  four- 
teen head  were  lost  while  I  lost  none.  I  salted  my  herd  regularly,  while  my  neighbor 
failed  to  take  this  precaution.  I  salt  twice  a  week,  and  have  [Regular  days  for  so 
doing. 

The  prevailing  disease  among  hogs  is  called  cholera,  but  I  have  my  doubts  about  its 
Iteing  that  disease.  They  are  attacked  in  a  great  many  different  ways.  Some  die  sud- 
denly and  others  linger  for  a  long  time.  Breeding  young  hogs  has  a  tendency  to  pro- 
dace  diseases.  A  general  preventive  will  be  found  m  breeding  from  none  but  old  and 
matott  animals. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Engle,  Marietta,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

My  own  immediate  vicinity  has  thus  far  been  almost  entirely  exempt  from  epidemic 
diseases  among  farm-stock,  except  epizootic  among  horses  several  years  ago  and  chicken- 
cholera  now  and  then.  The  former  made  a  clean  sweep,  t.  f.,  few  animals  escaped  the 
disease.  The  cause  or  causes  I  have  never  had  satisfactorily  explained.  Chicken- 
cholera  I  had  for  the  first  time  last  summer,  and  I  am  confident  it  originated  in  neg- 
lecting to  keep  their  roosting  places  regularly  cleaned.  I  have  no  faith  in  any  of  the 
nostrums  so  generaUy  recommended,  but  have  in  pure  air,  pure  water,  a  change  of 
feed,  and  a  clean  feeding-place.  The  cause  is  a  disordered  condition  of  the  bowels, 
similar  to  that  of  cholera  in  the  human ;  and  anything  that  will  restore  them  to  their 
normal  condition  will  effect  a  cure.  By  attending  to  sanitary  requirements,  and  feed- 
ing whole  grain  well  dried,  even  to  browning,  efiScted  a  speedy  cure  in  my  fowls.

There  was  no  disease 
ainong^  fowls  here  until  the  foreign  varieties  were  brought  into  this  locality. 

r>r,  R,  J.  Spueb,  Lexiugton,  Fayette  County,  Kentuckj^,  says: 

Ten  or  twelve  years  ago  a  committee  of  physicians  was  appointed  by  the  Farmers' 
Clnb  of  this  county  to  investigate  the  subjecfc  of  so-called  hog-cholera,  then  and  now 
very  prevalent  here.    The  undersigned  was  one  of  this  committee,  and  during  the 
pro^rese  of  this  investigation  a  large  number  of  posUmortera  examinations  were  made, 
the  subjects  for  examination  being  taken  at  all  stages  of  the  disease,  from  its  inoipieut 
Btage  to  its  close  in  death.    Copious  notes  were  made  of  everything  observed,  but 
throa^^  the  death  of  the  chairman  they  have  been  lost,  yet  sufficient  facts  were  im- 
pressed, on  the  writer's  mind  to  warrant  him  in  bringing  them  to  your  attention.    This 
lualady  among  hogs  is  so  well  known  that  a  description  of  its  symptoms  and  progress 
is  nnnecessary.    Suffice  it  to  say  that,  whatever  may  be  its  cause,  it  does  not  occur  in 
single  cases,  but  when  a  henl  of  hogs  is  attacked  by  it  but  few  escape.    Pigs  and 
small  shoats  seem  more  liable  to  it  than  older  hogs.    It  also  proves  more  destructive 
to  the  former  than  to  the  latter.    As  ''there  is  nothing  in  a  name,"  this  disease  had 
jnst  as  well  be  known  by  its  popular  name  of  ''hog-cholera"  as  any  other,  although 
the  nanae  in  many  cases  leads  to  doubt  and  hesitancy  from  the  fact  that  looseness  of 
the  bonvels  is  exx>ected,  when  directly  the  opposite  may  exist.    Purging  may  be  present 
\ii  one  case,  and  constipation  in  another.    In  the  post-mortem  examinations  made  it  was 
found  that  the  lesions  of  the  different  organs  were  not  uniform.    The  liver  in  one  case 
woold  be  found  engorged  or  inflamed,  and  in  another  not  affected.    In  another  case 
the  stomach  would  he  found  ulcerated  or  inflamed,  while  in  still  another  it  would  be 
found  in  its  normal  condition.    Some  would  have  inflammation  of  the  bowels,  and 
others  not;  worms  would  be  found  in  the  bowels  of  some,  while  none  would  be  found 
in  others.    There  was  one  organ,  however,  in  which  the  distinctive  process  was  very 
nnifoim ;  indeed,  in  the  forty  or  fifty  cases  examined  I  do  not  remember  of  a  single 
exception.    This  was  in  the  lungs,  and  is  known  as  inter-lobular  inflammation,  and 
incident  to  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.    In  more  progressed  cases  there  was  no 
general  diffused  inflammation  or  hepatization.    There  was  one  other  thing  uniform  in 
every  case,  and  this  was  in  the  condition  of  the  blood.    This  was  placed  under  a  mi- 
croscope of  rather  feeble  power,  and  the  blood-disks  or  red  globules  were  found  to  be 
changed  from  their  normal  configuration.    In  recent  cases  the  number  of  disks  found 
to  he  changed  were  limited,  but  veiy  general  in  those  where  death  had  resulted  from 
the  disease.    The  blood-disk  in  the  nog  in  its  normal  condition  is  nearly  circular,  has 
smooth  edges,  and  when  piled  one  upon  another  resemble  somewhat  small  heaps  of 
silver  money  without  the  milling  around  the  o^Uc^-    The  change  which  had  occurred 
was  a  shrivelinc  or  corrugation  of  the  edges.    Their  appearance  brought  to  my  mind 
the  scalloped  edge  of  the  bush-squash  of  our  summer  gardens.    The  cause  of  this  we 
were  nnahle  to  ^termine,  from  the  fact  that  our  microscope  did  not  possess  sufficient 
power  for  the  purpose.    We  drew  the  conclusion,  however,  that  they  had  been  pierced 
or  penetrated  by  some  low  order  of  organized  life  which  we  had  not  the  facilities  for 
detecting. 

The  writer  is  a  farmer,  and  raises  a  considerable  number  of  hogs  annually,  but  he 
has  not  had  this  disease  among  his  swine  since  the  investigation  detailed  above, 
although  it  has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent  upon  adjoining  farms,  and  in  a  few 
instances  diseased  hogs  of  the  neighborhood  have  mixed  with  his  herd.  He  has  per- 
sistently pursued  a  course  of  prevention,  which  may  or  may  not  have  been  the  cause 
of  his  exemption.  His  course  has  been  to  give  his  hogs  salt  and  sulphur  once  a  week 
in  the  proportion  of  two  of  the  former  to  one  of  the  latter,  always  giving  them  as  much 
as  they  will  eat.  They  should  have  it  both  in  summer  and  in  winter,  and  without  any 
regard  to  weather.  In  addition  to  this  he  uses  wood-ashes  freely,  upon  piles  of  which 
he  throws  salt.  He  has  pursued  this  course  with  the  hope  of  preventing  the  disease, 
as  sulphur  is  destructive  to  low  orders  of  animal  and  vegetable  life. 

^Ir.  J.  P.  Tyler,  Smithport,  McKean  Qounty,  Peniisylvaiiia,  says : 

The  most  prevalent  and  fatal  disease  to  which  any  class  of  farm-stock  is  subject  here 
is  black-leg  among  cattle.  It  rages  only  among  dry  stock  and  calves,  or  yearlings. 
When  I  came  to  this  locality  in  1870  I  was  told  that  the  young  cattle  were  dying  off 
at  a  rapid  rate  with  a  disease  that  no  one  seemed  to  understand.  I  afterward  discov- 
ered that  this  fatal  disease  was  black-leg.  With  the  exception  of  the  past  season,  it  has 
prevailed  every  year  since.  It  seems  to  be  more  prevalent  and  fatal  during  the  hot 
s^aaon  of  the  year.  I  have  never  known  a  case  to  recover.  The  disease  comes  on  sud- 
denly, and  generally  terminates  in  death  within  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours. 
The  symptoms  are  a  swelling  of  some  part  or  parts  of  the  body,  stiffness  of  the  limbs ,

Those  who  take  the  most  pains  to  avoid 
the  disease  saffer  the  most.  New  locations  and  fresh  walks,  with  pare  water  to  drink, 
is  lilfl^lilv  recommended.  The  latest  preventive  and  cnre  is  tobaooo-piUs,  given  when 
the  ^^iirls  are  drooping,  either  in  food  or  otherwise. 

:Mi-.  L.  D.  Van  Dyke,  Glarksville,  Red  River  County,  Texas,  says : 

Xhe  most  serions  disease  aifeoting  horses  and  mules  and  causing  serious  loss  among 
T  Uese  snimals  is  cimed  **  blind  staggers.''  For  many  years  it  was  the  prevailing  opinion 
li«r<e  tJiat  this  disease  was  caused  by  feeding  worm-eaten  or  uusonnd  com,  but  in  1875 
our  loss  in  this  and  adjoining  counties  was  very  serions,  and  we  never  had  heavier  or 
l>ettex'  com  than  in  that  year.  Stock  not  in  use  and  fed  entirely  on  grass  are  not  liable 
to  contract  the  disease,  and  nearly  all  those  attacked  would  recover  if  they  were  turned 
oD^grass  as  soon  as  the  first  symptoms  appear. 

Tlie  fix^t  ^^ptom  of  the  disease  is  a  disposition  to  sleep,  and  a  dull,  stupid  appear- 
ance generally.  As  the  disease  progresses  the  animal  becomes  blind,  and  the  disease 
BOOH  oasomes  the  form  of  brain-fever.  Some  die  in  twenty-four  hours,  while  others  may 
linger  for  weeks.  I  have  relieved  several  b]^  boring  through  the  skull  to  the  brain 
-m^itli  a  small  penknife.  They  recover  their  sight  immediately  and  become  very  docile ; 
"but  it  is  evidently  a  disease  of  the  stomach,  and  I  think  much  of  it  is  caused  by  too 
severe  labor  when  the  stomach  is  full,  although  it  has  raged  here  as  an  epidemic. 

A  disease  affected  the  hogs  in  this  county  last  spring  which  caused  very  great  loss. 
It  mraa  evidently  a  disease  of  the  lungs,  as  the  symptoms  were  a  dry  cou^h  and  diffi- 
cult jr  in  breathing,  similar  to  that  produced  by  eating  cotton-seeds.  About  50  per 
cent,  of  those  affected  died.  I  am  told  that  all  were  cured  that  were  given  copperas 
and  gunpowder.  Here  in  the  South,  where  for  many  months  in  the  year  hogs  have  to 
find,  their  own  support  as  best  they  may,  I  attribute  most  of  the  diseases  to  which  they 
are  Incident  to  worms.  All  diseases  to  which  they  are  sulgect  hers  are  called  cholera ; 
bnt  I  have  had  no  experience  with  regular  cholera  in  hogs. 

Mnch  of  the  disease  among  chickens  called  cholera  is  produced  by  their  eating  hen- 
bane or  ntghtshfide,  which  grows  very  plentifally  throaghont  this  country.  The 
chickens  eat  it  with  avidity  in  the  spring  season. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Brown,  Bethlehem,  Xortliampton  Coiintj',  Pennsylvania, 
says : 

Since  the  epizootic  malady  some  years  ago  among  horses,  the  most  fatal  disease,  and 

the  vrorst  one  that  we  ever  experienced,  was  the  spinal  disease  among  the  same  class 

of  animals.    The  horse  would  be  taken  out  of  the  stable  apparently  well,  and  after 

being  driven  a  mile  or  two  would  fall  down,  completely  paralyzed,  and  unable  to  get 

np  behind.    As  this  disease  appeared  in  the  early  part  of  winter,  during  suow  and  bad 

roads,  nnless  within  calling  distance  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  dozen  strong  men, 

the  animal  was  in  danger  of-  perishing  on  the  spot.    I  have  taken  mine  home  on  low 

sleds,  rolled  them  off  into  large  and  warm  stables,  padded  them  all  round  with  straw 

to  keep  them  from  knocking  tueir  brains  out  in  their  frantic  efforts  to  get  up,  and 

then  used  the  following  remedies  with  success :    I  took  an  empt^  salt-bag  and  filled  it 

with  clover-heads.    Upon  this  scalding  water  was  poured,  and  it  was  then  applied  to 

the  skin  as  hot  as  could  be  borne.    This  was  renewed  every  half  hour  by  careful  men 

during  the  whole  night.    The  horse  was  then  rubbed  dry  and  a  mild  laxative  medicine 

used  for  a  few  days.    After  that  the  horse  was  raised  to  his  feet  by  means  of  a  side  of 

leather  to  which  was  attached  rings  and  pulleys.    This  was  done  at  intervals  of  six 

hoars.    The  horse  was  allowed  to  stand  about  thirty  minutes,  when  he  was  let  down 

again,  and  this  operation  was  then  suspended  for  eight  or  ten  days.    If  left  to  lie 

without  being  compelled  to  stand  up  they  will  never  recover.    Veterinary  surgeons, 

who  tried  the  old  remedies  of  bleeding  and  purging,  and  applying  turpentine  to  the 

spine,  lost  every  horse  so  treated. 

Disease  among  fowls  has  been  general,  and  the  losses  have  been  very  heavy.  Nei- 
ther the  poor  man's  dozen  nor  the  rich  man's  hundreds  were  spared.  They  died  by 
hundreds  and  thousands.  Most  of  them  would  droop  for  a  few  days  and  then  die. 
Others  would  die  upon  their  roosts  or  nests.  Young  and  old  seemed  to  faro  alike.  No 
remedies  proved  effective.  The  disease  continued  over  a  period  of  five  or  six  years, 
until  it  was  thought  none  would  be  saved.  People  continue  to  lose  some,  but  the  dis- 
ease is  now  abating.  The  best  remedy  I  know  of  is  wheat>bran  made  into  a  thick 
paste  with  milk  and  liberally  sprinkled  with  red  pepper.    They  eat  it  ravenously. 

3Ir.  Amos  Woodlino,  Beach  City,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  says : 

Heavy  losses  have  been  sustained  among  fowls  by  the  ravages  of  a  disease  called 
chicken-cholera.  Entire  flocks  have  been  destroyed  by  it.  The  fowl  becomes  stupid, 
loses  its  general  brightness  about  the  head,  diarrhea  sets  in,  and  the  result  is  death 
within  three  or  four  days.    After  death  the  liver  is  found  to  be  of  a  light  clay  color. 
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Dr.  William  Gutoh,  Blakesburg,  Wapello  County,  Iowa,  aays : 

I  have  special  inqairy  with  reference  to  the  disease  amonjif  swine  known  here  ubc 
cholera.    The  symptoms  are — the  animal  retoses  to  eat,  vomiting  and  pmipng  «t  a 
occasionally,  bafc  not  uniformly :  there  are  mnsoolar  twitchinea  of  various  paru<i(t* 
body.    Death  often  takes  place  within  twenty-four  hoars.    Iac  caoses  of  Ukii  diKSr 
are  very  obscure,  as  it  occurs  under  every  variety  of  sanitary  oondition.    But  fze^  :j 
extensive  prevalence  here,  and  from  the  manner  in  which  it  frequ^itly  spreads,  IhiTf 
no  doubt  but  that  it  is  highly  contagions.    Nearly  every  kind  of  treatment  (inei&ib; 
the  use  of  many  vaunted  specifics)  has  been  tried  b^  the  fanners  here,  batthennil^s 
testimony  is  that  they  all  fail  to  produce  any  benefit. 

For  several  years  past  a  highly  fatal  disease  has  prevailed  in  this  section  of  oraotn 
among  different  members  of  the  gallinaceous  family,  viz.,  tnrkeys,  Guinea  ti«o%  it. 
domestic  fowls.  It  is  known  here  as  chicken-cholera,  and  ocenra  eep&ciaSlj  vkfr 
great  numbers  of  fowls  are  kept  together,  and  is,  I  believe,  caos^  by  bad  tsaitirT 
conditions.  The  animal  mopes  around,  has  an  uncertain  gait,  pnrgea,  and  ufloaUj  dk* 
in  a  very  short  time — sometimes  in  a  few  hours,  but  generally  not  for  ssrersl  dirv 
The  remedies  are  thorough  oleanlineas  and  ventilation,  with  lime,  sand,  and  a  mixtiff 
of  corn-meal  and  Venetian  red.  These,  if  they  do  not  cure  the  disease,  will  qeuIj 
prevent  its  further  spread. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Means,  Carthage,  Jasper  Couuty,  Missouri,  says: 

From  my  own  experience  I  am  prepared  to  say  that  hog-cholera  is  contrKted  U 
feeding  and  watering  them  in  unclean  places.  My  neighbor  ia  now  losing  ho^  ererr 
day,  while  I  am  losing  none.  I  have  about  two  hundred  head  on  an  a4joijuBg  finL. 
His  hogs  are  fed  in  unclean  places  and  sleep  about  old  straw  stacks,  and  mine  di>  &ji 
I  feed  plenty  of  salt,  lime,  and  soda,  and  am  satisfied  hogs  will  not  take  the  disaa^if 
given  these  preventives  in  time.    I  feed  hundreds  of  head,  and  have  never  loel  uy 

I  also  feed  a  pceaX  many  cattle,  but  have  never  lost  any  by  disease.  I  use  ssll,  aibfv 
and  madder  twice  a  week.  A  great  many  people  lose  cattle  by  allowing  their  hop  y 
run  with  them.  When  eating  green  com  the  hogs  chew  the  stalk  nntil  all  tbeftieogtl 
is  extracted.  They  then  drop  it ;  it  dries ;  the  cattle  eat  it,  and  it  clogs  the  BtiwK- 
and  produces  what  is  called  the  "  mad  itch."  A  great  many  cattle  have  died  baa  tbi 
disease  this  year. 

Black-oak  bark  boiled  in  water  to  a  strone  sirup,  and  kept  where  the  fowls  can  btr- 
acoess  to  it,  will  be  found  both  a  remedy  and  preventive  for  chicken-cholera.  SaJi^cr 
fed  with  com-meal  is  also  good.  Lime  and  ashes  will  destroy  the  lice  which  inixs^ 
them. 

Mr.  F.  M,  Gumming,  Harrisonville,  Cass  County,  Missouri,  says: 

This  immediate  vicinity  has  suffered  immensely  from  the  rava^esof  the  disease  kooic 
as  hog-cholera.    During  the  early  part,  and  indeed  almost  entire  winter,  it  ^mppttsi 
or  scarcely  makes  an  appearance,  but  during  the  months  of  March  and  Septembff  n 
breaks  forth  in  most  fatal  forms,  frequently  causing  the  death  of  every  ho^oa  a  fm- 
I  have  known  as  many  as  sixty  and' eighty  to  thus  die  in  one  week  on  a  single  bni. 
leaving  not  one  to  commence  restocking  with.    The  disease  assumes  two  fonm.  Tht 
first,  and  what  I  presume  to  be  cholera  proper,  commences  with  black  disc]iai;|FM£nui 
the  bowels,  which  continue  until  the  animal  "wears  it  out,''  or  beoomea  a  ganntafceMBo 
and  dies  from  mere  exhaustion.    The  second  form  commences  with  an  utter  refual  to 
eat,  stupid  appearance  of  the  animal,  high  fever,  very  constipated  bowels,  and  s^ea| 
desire  for  cold  water.    This  form  generally  proves  fatal  in  three  or  foor  days.   Wba 
dead,  blood  gushes  from  the  nostrils,  and  upon  examination  the  lights  resemble  eotfc* 
lated  blood  of  the  consistency  of  cream.    This  disease  causes  greater  kisses  t»  w 
farmers  of  this  corn-producing  conntrythan  all  other  diseaaee  affecting  frniHUuiM^ 
combined. 

Mr.  W.  B.  IIahsha,  Harsbasville,  Adams  County,  Ohio,  says: 

A  disease  prevails  among  hogs  in  this  section  which  is  generally  called  ehdift.  Sfr- 
eral  herds  were  attacked  by  it  during  the  dry  weather  of  last  f alL  Bat  I  think  initei^ 
of  its  being  cholera  it  was  pneumonia.  The  first  noticeable  symptom  was  eM^esf- 
Then  follows  fever,  no  desire  for  solid  food,  and  constipation  of  the  howslt.  AM 
aU  those  first  attacked  died,  bnt  after  we  commenced  doctoringwe  saved  soms>  ^ 
gave  a  physic  of  sulphur  and  saltpeter,  followed  by  the  nse  of  Font's  eatfla-fOvA^ 
or  fluid  extract  of  aconite  and  belladonna,  et^naX  parte,  and  one  teaapoonfal  it  *  ^- 
Toward  the  last  this  cured  nearly  aU  the  animals  affected,  and  we  betiata  (hs  w  ^ 
the  cattle-powders  prevented  the  further  spread  of  the  disease. 
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^Ir.  Thomas  D.  Tylee,  Ottumwa,  Wapello  County,  Iowa,  says : 

Hog-cholera  has  been  the  prevailing  disease  among  farm-animals  here,  and  it  has 
l»een  "very  fatal  and  destrnctive.  There  is  more  or  less  of  this  disease  every  year,  and 
tbose  attacked  seldom  ever  recover.  The  cause,  in  my  opinion;  is  the  lack  of  proper 
care.  Lare^e  nnmbers  are  kept  together,  and  they  are  allowed  to  sleep  in  old  rotten 
HtraW'Stacks,  which  engenders  disease.  With  proper  care  I  think  the  disease  would 
entirely  disappear. 

Until  tbis  fall  cattle  have  been  very  healthy  in  this  vicinity.    A  disease  is  now  pre- 
vail in|^  among  them  which  is  very  destrnctive.    It  is  called  **  black-leg."   The  Weekly 
Courier  of  this  place  says:  ''William  Shepherd,  living  four  miles  north  of  this  city, 
has  witbin  a  very  short  time  lost  eleven  head  of  fat  cattle  from  a  disease  which  seemed 
to  bafile  the  skill  of  the  most  successful  veterinary  surgeons.   Yesterday  he  lost  another 
tine  animal,  and  sent  for  Dr.  Hinsey  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  post-^mortem  examina- 
tion.    Tbe  examination  was  held,  and  the  aoctor  informs  us  that  he  fonnd  that  the 
cattle  bad  been  dying  of '  malignant  anthrax,'  or  black- leg.    In  the  case  he  examined 
lie  fonnd  the  cavities  of  the  heart  occupied  by  a  clot  of  olood  as  black  as  ink,  and 
nearly  tbe  size  of  his  fist.    The  mass  was  firm  and  tough,  and  when  removed  the  blood 
of  the  arteries,  of  the  same  consistency  of  that  of  the  center  of  the  heart,  followed  its 
Teinoval  in  strings  the  full  size  of  the  arteries  and  several  inches  in  length.    The  dis- 
ease is  very  contagious  from  a  dead  carcass,  or  from  the  blood  of  the  animal  when 
tasted  by  other  cattle.    *    *    *    The  doctor  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  when  stock 
ia  afifected  by  this  disease  the  farmer  would,  in  the  event  the  case  proves  fatal,  do 
-well  to  bnry  the  carcass  of  the  animal  without  even  removing  the  nide.    So  far  as 
known  there  is  no  remedy  for  the  disease,  and  the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  prevent  its 
spread.     Two  or  thr^e  other  farmers  have  recently  lost  cattle.'*^ 

Tbe  following  treatise  on  this  disease  is  from  the  pen  of  Professor  Shaefer : 

"  Ita  attacks  are  confined  almost  entirely  to  animals  that  are  in  hi^h  condition  or 

rapidly  improving ;  we  should  say  too  high  condition  and  too  rapidly  improving.    In 

some  instances  the  disease  will  give  some  warning  of  its  approach ;  but  generally  the 

beast  will  appear  to-day  perfectly  well  and  to-morrow  he  will  be  found  with  his  head 

extended,  his  flanks  heaving,  his  breath  hot,  his  eyes  protruding,  his  muzzle  dry,  his 

pulse  qnick  and  hard — every  symptom,  in  short,  of  the  highest  state  of  fever.     He 

utters  a  low  and  distressing  moaning ;  he  is  already  half  unconscious ;  he  will  stand 

for  hoars  together  motionless,  or  if  he  moves  or  is  compelled  to  move,  there  is  a  i>ecu- 

liar  staggenng  referable  to  the  hind  limbs,  and  generally  one  of  them  more  than  the 

other;  by  and  by  he  gets  uneasy;  he  shifts  his  weight  from  foot  to  foot;  he  paws 

faintly  and  then  lies  down;  he* rises,  but  almost  immediately  drops  again;  he  now 

begins  to  be,  or  has  already  been,  nearly  unconscious  of  surrounding  objects. 

"  There  are  many  other  symptoms  from  which  the  different  names  of  the  disease 
arose.  On  the  back  or  loins  or  over  one  of  the  quarters  there  is  more  or  less  swelling. 
If  felt  when  it  first  appear^  it  is  hot  and  tender  and  firm ;  but  it  soon  begins  to  yield 
to  the  touch,  and  gives  a  singular  crackling  noise  when  pressed  upon.  One  of  the 
limbs  likewise  enlarges,  sometimes  through  its  whole  extent,  and  that  enormously.  It, 
too,  is  at  first  firm  and  hot  and  tender,  but  it  soon  afterward  becomes  soft  and  flabby, 
or  pits  when  pressed  upon,  t.  e.,  the  indentations  of  the  fingers  remain.  When  exam- 
ined after  death,  that  limb  is  full  of  red  putrid  fluid ;  it  is  mortified,  and  seems  to  have 
been  putrefying  almost  during  the  life  of  the  beast.  Large  ulcers  break  out  in  this 
limb,  and  sometimes  in  other  parts  of  the  body,  ^nd  almost  immediately  become  gan- 
grenous ;  pieces  of  several  pounds  in  weight  have  sloughed  away ;  three-fourths  of 
the  udder  have  dropped  off,  or  have  been  so  gangrenous  that  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
move them,  and  the  animal  has  been  one  mass  of  ulceration.  The  breath  stinks  hor- 
ribly ;  a  very  offensive  and  sometimes  purulent  and  bloody  fluid  runs  from  the  mouth ; 
the  urine  is  high-colored  or  bloody,  and  the  f a^ces  are  also  streaked  with  blood,  and 
the  smell  from  them  is  scarcely  supportable. 

"  In  this  state  the  beast  will  sometimes  continue  two  or  three  days,  at  other  times 
he  will  die  in  less  than  twelve  hours  from  the  first  attack.  In  a  few  instances,  how- 
ever, and  when  the  disease  has  been  early  and  properly  treated,  all  these  dreadful 
symptoms  gradually  disappear,  and  the  animal  recovers. 

"  it  is  to  a  redundancy  or  overflowing  of  the  blood,  the  consequence  of  the  sudden 
change  from  bad  to  good  living,  that  tbis  disease  most  commonly  owes  its  origin.  It 
is  most  prevalent  in  the  latter  part  of  the  spring  and  in  the  autumn,  and  very  often 
at  these  seasons  of  the  year  proves  destructive  to  great  numbers  of  young  cattle  in 
different  parts  of  the  States.  It  is  sometimes,  however,  seen  in  the  winter  and  the 
early  part  of  spring,  when  the  cattle  are  feeding  on  turnips.  Some  situations  are  more 
ft^bject  to  this  complaint  than  others.  It  is  most  frequent  in  low,  marshy  grounds  and 
pastures  situated  by  the  side  of  woods. 

"It  is  a  disorder  of  high  condition  and  over-feeding.  The  times  of  the  year  and  the 
character  of  the  cattle  prove  this.  It  occurs  in  the  latter  part  of  the  spring,  when  the 
RtMs  is  most  luxuriant  and  nutritive,  and  in  the  autumn,  when  we  have  the  second 
uosh  of  grass ;  and  the  animals  attacked  are  those  principally  that  are  undergoing 
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the  process  of  fattening,  and  that  have  somewhat  too  snddenly  been  removi^d  Iruci 
scanty  pasturage  and  low  feeding  to  a  profusion  of  herbage,  and  that  of  a  uatnr.Mrj 
and  stimulating  kind.  The  disease  sometimes  occurs  when  the  cattle  have  been  n^ 
moved  from  one  pasturage  to  another  on  the  same  farm :  but  more  so  when  they  h%^* 
been  brought  from  poor  laud  at  a  distance  to  a  richer  soiL  There  are  in  the  latter  c^x 
two  preparatory  causes — ^the  previous  poverty  and  the  fatigue  and  exhaustion  of  tii- 
journey. 

^*This  disease  rarely  admits  of  cure,  but  fortunately  it  may  in  general  be  prerfr.rr->! 
If  the  malady  is  discovered  as  soon  as  it  makes  its  appearance,  the  beast  shouM  i*^ 
immediately  housed,  and  then  &om  four  to  eight  quarts  of  blood  taken  away,  acc^ir.- 
ing  to  the  age  and  size.  Two  hours  after  bleeding  give  a  purging  drink,  a^  foliotr^^: 
Epsom  salts,  1  pound;  powdered  caraway  seeds,  ^  ounce;  dissolve  in  a  quart  of  w;trx 
gruel,  and  give  (which  will  be  found  of  a  proper  strength  for  youug  cattle  from  xh^ 
age  of  one  to  two  years). 

**  The  bleeding  should  be  repeated  in  three  or  four  hours,  if  the  animal  is  not  mat'  - 
rially  relieved ;  and  a  third  bleeding  must  follow  the  second,  if  the  fever  is  un^lxii*^'. 
There  must  be  no  child's  play  here ;  the  disease  must  be  knocked  down  at  ontf  or  it 
will  inevitably  destroy  the  beast.  The  physic  likewise  must  be  repeated  until  it  U« 
had  its  full  eiiect. 

"As  soon  as  the  bowels  are  well  opened  the  fever-drink  No.  1  (tartar-emetic,  1  drarbri : 
powdered  digitalis,  i  drachm ;  niter,  3  drachms ;  mixed  in  a  quart  of  thick  gnit^I )  >«Lo  Ji 
be  administered,  and  repeated  morning,  noon,  and  night,  ail  food  except  a  little  m^u 
being  removed. 

"At  the  first  appearance  of  the  disease  the  part  principally  affecte<l  should  be  fonitT.r*  u 
several  times  in  the  course  of  the  day  with  hot  water,  and  for  at  legist  an  hour  ra<  j 
time.  For  this  purpose  there  should  be  two  or  three  large  pieces  of  flan  Del  in  tr>r 
water,  that  after  one  of  them  has  been  applied  thoroughly  hot  and  dripping  t«>  :lf 
part  afifected,  another  equally  hot  may  be  ready  when  this  gets  cold. 

"  As  soon  as  the  fever  begins  evidently  to  subside  and  the  beast  is  more  hiniHeU  stj<1 
eats  a  little,  thefever-me<licine  must  not  be  pushed  too  far.  It  should  be  reuietui*  r*  I 
that  this  is  a  case  of  highly  inllammatory  disease  which  soon  passes  over  aii<i  is  **ii*-i 
succeeded  by  debility  almost  as  dangerous  as  the  fever.  The  ox  therefore  mast  u<*:  i" 
too  much  lowered;  but,  the  fever  abating,  mildest  t-onic  drink  (gentian,  "2  di^hui*: 
emetic  tartar,  ^  drachm  ;  niter,  i  ounce).    Give  in  gruel. 

"  If  this  does  not  bring  back  the  fever  it  may  be  safely  continued  once  every  <lHy  un:.l 
the  ox  is  well,  or  the  quantities  of  the  gentian  may  be  increased  and  theemeiic  tan^r 
lessened  and  at  length  altogether'omitted,  the  niter  being  still  retained. 

"A  seton  (of  black  hellebore  root  if  it  can  be  procured)  should  be  inserted  into  tV 
dewlap,  and  if  the  beast  can  be  moved  it  should  be  driven  to  much  scantier  pultun . 

"  Should  not  the  disease  be  discovered  until  there  is  considerable  swelling  and  a  crav  k- 
ing  noise  in  some  tumefied  part,  a  cure  is  seldom  eflected.  Bleeding  at  this  »tai:e  >•( 
the  complaint  can  seldom  be  resorted  to,  or  at  least  one  moderate  ble^ing  only  hbocii. 
be  practiced,  in  order  to  subdue  any  lurking  fever  that  may  remain.  If  a  cure  i>  i& 
these  cases  attempted,  the  tonic  drink  should  be  given,  which  may  invigorat-e  tbt*  ?\ >- 
tcm  by  its  cordial  and  tonic  powers,  and  prevent  the  mortification  extending;. 

"  The  swelled  parts  should  be  frequently  bathed  with  equal  portions  of  vint'.car  a*  ii 
spirits  of  wiue,  made  as  hot  as  the  hand  will  bear;  or  if  ulceration  seems  t4>  U-  ii- 
proaching,  slight  iucisions  should  be  effected  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  gwclliui'. 
and  the  part  bathed  with  spirits  of  turpentine,  made  hot. 

"  If  ulceration  has  commenced,  acdompanied  by  the  peculiar  fetor  that  att<'D«U  xhv 
disease,  the  wounds  should  be  first  bathed  with  the  disinfectant  lotion  ^s^ol(iii'>:?. 
chloride  of  lime  in  powder,  ^  ounce ;  water,  1  pint;  mix). 

"  The  hot  spirits  of  turpentine  should  be  applied  immediately  after  this  and  coti^'i-  -•» 
in  use  until  either  the  mortified  parts  have  sloughed  off  or  the  sore  begins  to  hj^^'  ^ 
healthy  appearance.    The  tincture  of  aloes  or  Friar's  balsam  may  then  follow. 

"  Since  so  little  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  cure,  we  next  anxiously  inquire  wlif  ibt^r 
there  is  any  mode  of  prevention.  The  account  which  we  have  given  of  the  diN^*--** 
immediately  suggests  the  prevention,  namely,  to  beware  of  these  sudden  chaii:rr*<  ot 
pasture  ;  now  and  then  to  take  a  little  blood  from,  or  to  give  a  dose  of  physic  to,  th>»M' 
beasts  that  are  thriving  unusually  rapidly,  and  whenever  the  disease  breaks  ont  •>» 
the  farm  to  bleed  and  to  purge  aiid  remove  to  shorter  and  scantier  feed  every  an  i  nan' 
that  has  been  exposed  to  the  same  exciting  causes  with  those  that  have  been  atruiki-i- 
The  farmer  should  be  particularly  watchful  during  the  latt«r  part  of  the  spriu^  mJ 
the  beginning  of  the  autumn.  Tie  may  thus  save  many  a  beast,  and  the  bleediui:  ^'*''\ 
the  physic  will  not  arrest  but  rather  assist  their  improvement.  He  who  will  not  at  t<n'i 
to  a  simple  rule  like  this  deserves  the  loss  that  he  may  experience." 

Mr.  Jam:es  C.  Fairb ank,  Concord,  Morgan  County,  Illinois,  says : 

In  cattle  some  heavy  losses  have  been  sustained  from  "Texaa  fever,"  so  cftlW*  J^^*' 
disease  has  been  confined  mostly  to  native  cattle  in  this  vicinity,  and  to  the**  »«'! '" 
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uses  'fvliere  they  have  been  in  the  same  pastnre,  lot,  or  can,  or  across  the  track  of  the 
^exaa  cattle.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  contagions  from  being  near  in  separate  pastures. 
Lbont  t^nro  weeks  after  exposure  the  cattle  cease  to  eat  and  soon  die.  In  one  case  a 
nan  liad  eighty  head  of  extra  fine  cattle,  Just  ready  to  ship.  In  Aagast  he  bonght  a 
ot  of  Texas  cattle  and  turned  them  into  his  pastures.  He  then  changed  them,  putting 
he  native  fat  ones  in  the  pasture  where  the  others  had  been.  They  soon  after  com- 
uenced  dying,  and  nothing  seemed  to  check  the  disease  until  eight  had  died.  Thoy 
^  ere  Bixteen-hnndred-ponnd  cattle.  A  neighbor  went  to  Kansas  and  brought  in  thirty* 
1  ve  or  forty  head  of  steers  weighing  about  twelve  hundred  pounds  each.  He  did  not 
^novr  tliat  they  had  been  exposed  in  any  wa^,'and  they  could  not  have  been  except  in 
[he  cars  or  in  lots  where  they  were  temporarily  quartered.  Just  two  weeks  after,  and 
L>ef ore  lie  knew  anything  was  wrong,  two  of  them  died.  He  finally  lost  nearly  half 
he  lot.  Some  effort  was  made  to  doctor  them,  but  without  success.  The  disease  al- 
ways disappears  with  heavy  frosts. 

Several  cows  have  recentlv  died,  just  after  calving,  with  milk-fever.  The  only 
thinj^  I  have  known  to  help  them  was  to  drench  freely  with  melted  lard  and  turpen- 
tine ;  say  one  pint  of  lard  to  two  tablespoonfuls  of  turpentine,  and  repeat  the  dose,  if 
necessary. 

The  hog-cholera,  so  called,  has  been  the  greatest  sconrge  we  have  ever  experienced. 
During  some  years  from  60  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  hogn  are  lost  by  it.    The  usual  symp- 
toms, as  now  manifested,  are  a  loss  of  appetite,  cough,  an  incliuatioo  to  scratch  and 
sometimes  to  thump,  and  general  lassitude.    They  then  incline  to  **pile  up"  in  their 
beds,  and  many  of  them  die  during  the  night.    No  purging  or  vomiting  is  observed, 
bat  rather  a  severe  constipation,  and  the  excrement  is  dry  and  hard.    Many  die  just 
after  drinking,  especially  tat  ones.  Some  will  eat  their  regular  amount  of  feed  until  Just 
\>efore  death,  while  others  will  become  greatly  emaciat^  and  linger  for  weeks  before 
death  relieves  them.    Mr.  Thomas  Danby,  of  the  English  settlement,  says  he  had  a 
large  sow  to  lie  three  weeks  without  either  food  or  water,  and  then  get  well.    Some 
years  since  a  few  of  my  fat  hogs  cracked  open  on  the  back.    These  cracks  extended  to 
the  bone,  and  in  some  cases  the  fat  and  flesh  sloughed  off.    A  few  affected  in  this  way 
recovered. 

Most  hogs  that  die  of  cholera  will  bear  gathering  up  and  hauling  to  the  grease-fac- 
tory ;  but  a  neighbor  of  mine,  who  had  some  very  fat  ones  die  of  a  sort  of  congestic  n, 
attempted  to  skin  them,  but  they  were  so  offensive  that  he  had  to  desist.  The  blood 
had  settled  all  through  them,  and  had  turned  the  fattest  portions  of  them  very  black. 
The  bones  were  very  tender  and  apparently  rotten. 

The  disease  seems  to  have  no  fixed  or  certain  symptoms.  Sometimes  it  will  only  at- 
tack young  pigs,  and  only  ceases  when  there  are  none  left  to  kill.  Entire  litters  often 
die  while  the  mother  remains  comparatively  healthy.  In  other  instances  only  fat  hogs 
may  be  attacked,  but  generally  the  heaviest  losses  are  sustained  among  shoats  weigh- 
ing from  75  to  125  pounds.  Very  often  its  sweeps  over  a  whole  neighborhood,  and 
rages  as  a  cont^ions  epidemic.  In  such  cases  only  those  exposed  to  the  disease  suffer, 
while  isolated  herds  remain  exempt.  Upon  the  first  evidences  of  the  disease  it  has  got 
to  be  the  practice  to  separate  the  hogs  and  scatter  them  over  the  farm  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, and  if  they  are  being  fed  on  dry  food  to  change  them  to  grass.  This  course 
seems  to  have  a  tendency  to  check  the  disease.  The  losses  generally  range  from  25  to 
^  per  cent,  of  all  the  hogs;  sometimes  it  reaches  even  higher  than  this.  I  made  an 
estimate  once  of  a  circle  of  one  mile,  taking  my  own  place  as  the  center,  and  within 
that  circle  66  per  cent.  died.    Mr.  Danby,  spoken  of  above,  lost  160  out  of  200  head. 

The  su-called.cnres  are  various,  but  as  cures  they  are  mostly  failures.    Preventives  are 
o£ten  used  with  great  benefit.    But,  however  strangely  it  may  seem,  what  may  be  suc- 
cessful as  a  preventive  or  cure  in  one  case  may  utterly  fail  in  others.    Mr.  Danby  tried 
turpentine,  using  in  one  season  ten  or  twelve  gallons  mixed  in  swill,  but  without  suc- 
cess.   He  now  feels  that  he  has  found  a  sure  remedy  in  the  use  of  quick-lime,  ashes,  and 
salt.    He  feeds  it  to  his  hogs  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  if  they  are  coughing  and  not  eat- 
ing with  their  usual  relish  he  keeps  it  constantly  in  their  feed-troughs.    Since  he  com- 
menced using  this  preventive  he  has  lost  no  hogs.    Mr.  Carter,  a  relative  of  mine  and 
a  large  hog-raiser,  says  he  has  never  been  troubled  wi  th  cholera  to  any  great  extent. 
His  reliance  is  upon  the  use  of  turpentine,  salt,  and  ashes,  regularly  and  steadily  given. 
J.  M.  Thompson,  a  neighbor,  thinks  he  has  a  certain  preventive  and  sometimes  a 
cure  for  the  disease,  in  a  mixture  composed  of  arsenic,  copperas,  sulphur,  asafetida, 
lime,  salt,  and  ashes.    He  feeds  to  them  once  a  week,  and,  if  cholera  is  aFound,  oftener. 
He  regards  arsenic  as  the  main  ingredient.    Samuel  Newton  recommends  to  every  one 
the  use  of  copperas,  sulphur,  and  black  antimony.    He  says  their  constant  use  has 
proved  of  great  benefit  to  him,  as  well  as  to  others  to  whom  he  recommended  the  pre- 
scription.   Mr.  H.  Engleback  fed  a  large  number  one  year  on  slops  made  from  snlp- 
Htuff,  bran,  &c.,  in  which  he  constantly  used  soda.    He  had  good  success,  while  others 
immediately  around  him,  who  fed  on  corn,  lost  heavily.    Some  use  ashes,  sulphur,  and 
^It,  others  copperas,  ashes,  and  salt,  and  still  another  salt  and  ashes.    These  are  gen- 
erally used  as  preventives.    If  the  hogs  have  cholera  arsenic  is  given,  and  if  they  are 
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past  eatiDff  tbe^  are  drenched.    Daring  one  year  my  son  atterly  tailed  with  all  ta^^ 
articles.    Nothing  whatever  seemed  to  do  his  animals  any  good.    They  wne  lar;^. 
fine,  fat  ho^  in  apparent  good  health,  yet  they  died  daily.    After  a  gr^  many  4i'*. 
he  was  advised  to  use  mutton  tallow.    When  this  was  used  freely  it  aeemed  to  ckck 
the  disease,  but  when  he  ceased  to  use  it,  because  of  the  expense,  the  disease  return- 4 
with  great  fury,  and  swept  off  from  60  to  75  per  cent,  of  those  left.    He  is  nov  i»i: 
J.  M.  Thompson's  remedy,  and  so  far  with  success.    I  know  of  one  case  when  »  hoc 
seemingly  almost  dead,  was  cured  bv  drenching  with  melted  lard  and  then  prmf, :: 
Mr.  Thompson's  arsenic  mixture.    The  experience  of  all  seem  to  be  about  tois— pre- 
ventives are  a  success  if  used  regularly  and  judiciously,  but  if  the  hogs  are  odt 
attacked  there  is  nothing  that  will  prove  of  much  benefit.    I  think  the  disease  is  b(>t: 
epidemic  and  contagious.    I  have  been  through  two  sieges  of  it.    In  the  first  ii»ts&c<' 
it  was  evidently  epidemic,  passing  from  east  to  west,  and  taking  all  in  its  coai^e.   I'^ 
the  second  instance  the  disease  was  imparted  to  my  herd  by  an  infected  sbosk  tb: 
found  its  way  into  my  inclosure. 

I  forgot  to  mention  in  the  proper  place  that  I  found  some  benefit  result  from  bnir.- 
ing  and  charring  the  carcasses  of  tne  dead  hogs  and  feeding  the  refuse  to  tlie  11  vb^- 
ones. 

This  subject  is  one  of  vast  importance  to  the  farmers  of  this  country,  and  I  tm^t 
you  may  receive  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  make  a  thorough  and  speedy  investiga- 
tion, in  order  that  the  cause  may  be  discovered  and  a  sure  remedy  be  found. 

Mr.  H.  n.  Mitchell,  Lemon,  Wyoming  County,  Pennsylvania,  says: 

There  is  no  disease  prevailing  in  this  locality  at  present,  nor  has  there  been  the  part 
season.  In  an  experience  of  over  forty  years  as  a  farmer  I  have  invariably  focmdthai 
an  ounce  of  preventive  is  worth  a  pound  of  cnre — that  is,  bv  judicious  feedio^  aail 
care  I  have  found  that  all  classes  of  farm-stock  are  less  liable  to  be  attacked  by  sqt 
prevailing  disease  than  those  illy  cared  for  and  in  a  measure  left  to  shift  for  tbem- 
selves.  Protection  from  the  blasts  and  storms  of  winter,  plenty  an4  freqiieot  ehtn^ 
of  feed,  and  an  abundance  of  salt  has  always  been  my  motto,  and  I  bare  never  l(»t  hot 
one  cow  and  two  or  three  calves  by  any  disease  in  all  these  forty-odd  years.  Tbe  bet- 
efits  of  good  care  and  feeding  were  very  apparent  during  the  prevalence  of  the  epi- 
zootic among  horses  a  few  years  since.  By  protection  from  cold  cnrrents  of  sir,  espe- 
cially when  the  horse  was  wet  with  sweat,  plenty  of  salt,  potatoes,  and  laxative  fc>^ 
generally,  many  animals  escaped  altogether,  while  those  that  did  have  it  escape. 
without  any  serious  results.  I  have  lately  heard  of  a  Tery  simple  and  sure  remedr  t? 
this  trouble.  It  is,  to  take  five  or  six  onions  and  put  them  in  the  feed'box  of  tbc 
horse  and  let  the  animal  help  himself.  After  eating  two  or  three  be  will  becin  t* 
snuff  and  blow^  when  his  nose  will  commence  to  run,  and  soon  thereafter  he  will  be  t 
well  horse  again. 

After  having  lost  some  valuable  hens  with  the  gapes,  I  took  a  tablespoonfnl  of  }»s* 
fat,  melted  it,  and  poured  it  down  the  throat  of  one  so  near  gone  that  it  ooold  b>* 
stand  up.  In  a  day  or  two,  without  other  treatment,  it  had  entirely  recovered.  Otly> 
may  have  known  of  this  remedy.    I  did  not. 

Mr.  P.  E.  White,  Denmark,  Lewis  County,  New  York,  says: 

A  new  disease  made  its  appearance  the  past  summer  among  horsjea,  which  i«  eal^*' 
spinal  meningitis,  and  baffles  aU  medical  skill.  In  the  last  case  which  came  iin(lerm5 
observation  the  horse,  to  all  appearance,  was  well  in  the  morning  bat  died  befoT« 
noon.  The  animal,  when  attacked,  begins  to  droop  very  suddenly,  refoset  to  fit, 
shows  signs  of  pain,  drops  to  the  ground,  and  Is  never  again  able  to  rise.  Tbey  seaai.} 
lie  flat  on  one  side,  and  neyer  seem  to  move  a  muscle  even  in  the  throes  of  death. 

Colic,  in  its  various  forms,  causes  the  death  of  more  of  our  yalnable  horses  than  any 
other  disease,  and  an  effective  remedy  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  ownen  of  thes^ 
animals.  Various  remedies  have  been  prescribed  for  this  disease,  but  they  often  fail- 
Colic  terminates  one  way  or  the  other  in  a  very  few  hours,  and  therefofe  nqniiw 
speedy  and  careful  treatment. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  prevailing  disease  in  the  herds  of  onr  coanty  exeept  tiu* 
of  abortion  among  cows.*  This  direful  scourge  and  fearful  drawback  to  the  dair?iBi 
interests  of  this  locality  has  been  prevailing  here  for  several  years,  and  still  ooDtinBe* 
with  unabated  progress.    Thousands  of  dollars  are  yearly  lost  to  the  fsrmen  br  ti' 
ravages  of  this  disease  alone  (we  term  it  a  disease,  for  we  know  of  no  other  nan'  '*' 
give  it).    We  have  known  of  large  dairies  where  nearly  three-fonrths  of  the  «>*• 
would  abort,  and  yet  no  key  has  been  found  to  unlock  the  mystery.    It  is  weUka<>*^ 
that  large  sums  of  money  and  much  time  have  been  expended  to  solve  this  flijst^^r* 
without  arriving  at  the  true  cause  or  source  of  the  trouble.    W©  wonld  ibenlbn  m- 
ommend  that  abortion  in  cows  be  one  of  the  diseases  marked  for  a  special  and  thoi*oca 
investigation  by  your  department.    The  welfare  of  the  farmers  and  stoek-grovm  •* 
the  country  demands  this.

In  swine  there  has  been  more  or  less  mortality  the  past  season ,  especially  amon^  pigs 
from  one  to  two  months  old.  We  have  known  of  nine  or  ten  pigs  oi  that  age  to  die  one 
shifter  the  other,  and  all  apparently  of  the  same  disease.  The  first  symptom  noticeable 
is  a  loss  of  the  use  of  the  hind  parts.  They  commence  to  drag  their  hind  legs  after 
tliem,  ref  oae  to  eat^  and  nsaally  die  within  a  few  hoars.  Sometimes  when  affected 
'vr ith  the  disease  they  will  eive  a  squeal  and  drop  dead  without  farther  ceremony.  No 
remedies,  so  far  as  we  can  Team,  have  been  administered  for  the  arrest  of  the  disease. 
Sonne  call  it  a  disease  of  the  kidneys,  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  state  what  it  is.  We 
only  know  it  cleans  out  a  pen  of  hogs  (it  prevails  also  among  grown  hogs)  in  double- 
quick  time. 

Mr.  Joseph  Love,  Bacon,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  says : 

The  principal  disease  here  among  poultry  is  called  chicken-cholera.  The  first  thing 
\re  observe  is  a  diarrhea.  The  head  becomes  pale  and  the  fowl  commences  to  droop 
and  is  disinclined  to  move  about.  There  seems  t9  be  fever  and  thirst,  the  fowl  drink- 
ing very  often.  When  the  internal  parts  are  examined  the  liver  is  much  swollen  and 
is  dark-colored.  When  a  flock  is  attacked  the  greater  part  of  them  die.  We  have 
found  no  specific  for  it  yet.  We  think  the  exclusive  use  of  com  as  food  has  a  tendency 
to  bring  on  the  disease.  In  my  own  case  I  have  found  that  rich  bran  mixed  in  dish- 
^-ater  and  ocGasionaHy  in  milk  makes  a  healthy  feed ;  so  does  wheat-screenings.  Pure 
-^ater  is  very  essential.  Fowls  are  not  as  particular  as  other  animals  as  to  what  they 
drink.  They  will  drink  drippings  from  manure  heaps  and  other  filthy  places  as 
needily  as  from  pure  sources.  I  think  cleanliness  in  all  respects  would  ward  ofl^  the 
disease. 

Mr.  M.  Stocking,  Wahoo,  Saunders  County,  Nebraska,  says : 

Previous  to  1876  the  swine  of  this  county  were  healthy.  The  annual  loss  from  dis- 
ease probably  did  not  reach  1  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number.  In  the  fall  of  1876  the 
cholera  broke  out  near  Ashland ,  along  Salt  and  Wahoo  Creeks.  During  1877  the  dis- 
ease has  proven  exceedinglv  virulent  along  all  water-courses,  and  has.bafiied  aU  reme- 
dies. In  the  beautiful  valley  of  Wahoo  fully  95  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  have 
died.  On  uplands  the  disease  has  proven  less  virulent,  many  large  herds  having 
wholly  escaped  thus  far. 

The  immense  aggregate  annual  losses  from  disease  which  occur  among  our  domestic 
animals,  and  the  danger  of  importing  others  from  abroad,  imperatively  demands  na- 
tional legislation  and  the  establishment  of  a  school  where  veterinary  science  ^all  be 
thoroughly  taught. 

Mr.  Isaac  Hoofer,  Lebanon,  Lebanon  County,  Pennsylvania,  says: 

A  few  cases  of  what  is  generally  termed  cholera  has  occurred  among  hogs  here,  but 
the  cases  have  been  so  few  that  the  subject  is  hardly  deemed  worthy  of  notice. 

Among  horses  the  only  disease  deserving  notice  is  ''  inflammation  of  the  intestines,'' 
which,  ii  not  promptly  attended  to,  generally  proves  fatal  in  a  few  hours.  The  symp- 
toms are  great  restlessness,  pawing  the  ground,  letting  themselves  fall,  and  showing 
by  many  ways  that  they  suffer  great  pain.  The  cause  is  chiUing  of  the  blood  by  drink- 
ing cold  water  when  heated,  or  getting  wet  when  heated,  or  sometimes  it  may  be 
brought  on  from  unwholesome  food  or  irregular  feeding.  The  cure  is  one  ounce  tinc- 
ture of  asafetida,  one  and  one-half  ounce  tincture  of  opium,  and  one-half  ounce  of 
snlplinrie  ether,  mixed  with  half  a  pint  of  water  and  given  to  the  suffering  animal. 

Having  made  considerable  inquiry  among  horse-dealers  and  horse-farriers  as  to  the 
cause  of  diseases  in  horses,  I  feel  satisfied  in  saying  that  over  one-half  of  the  diseases 
to  which  these  animals  are  subject  are  brought  on  by  irregular  feeding,  and  three- 
funxtbs  of  the  other  half  from  unwholesome  food  and  abuse. 

Mr.  George  A.  Shidian,  Shermansdale,  Perry  County,  Pennsylvania, 
savs : 

There  has  been  some  cases  of  what  is  caUed  '^black-leg''  among  young  cattle  in  this 
vicinity.  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  disease,  but  have  heard  that  there  is  no 
remedy  for  it — that  cattle  that  are  attacked  by  it  must  die. 

There  have  also  been  a  few  cases  of  cholera  among  hogs  in  this  locality.  There 
seems  to  be  no  remedy  for  the  disease — at  least  aU  I  have  tried  to  doctor  have  died. 
Those  that  have  free  access  to  charcoal  and  mud-holes  seem  to  escape  the  disease. 

Chicken-cholera  is  very  common,  whole  flocks  dying  within  a  few  weeks.  We  have 
tried  soft  feed,  in  which  alum  was  dissolved,  and  also  put  alum  in  the  water  which 
they  drank,  with,  I  think,  beneficial  results.

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!Mr.  J.  A.  GuNBT,  Lewisborg,  Union  County,  Pennsylvania,  says : 

There  has  heen  hut  little  stock  affected  by  any  disease  in  this  county  that  I  have 
heard  of.  The  nsnal  disease  known  as  chicken-cholera  prevails,  for  which  every  person 
has  his  own  remedy,  bnt  nothing  that  has  proved  positively  satisfactory.  I  have  found 
white-oak  bark  the  best  remedy.  It  acts  as  an  astringent,  and  should  be  given  by 
soaking  thin  feed  in  the  liquor. 

I  have  often  had  my  hogs  attacked  with  a  disease  which  affected  them  in  the  back 
and  legs  to  an  extent  that  they  could  not  walk.  I  always  found  them  ready  to  eat 
chicken  excrement,  which  I  gave  them  daily  in  quantities  of  say  a  half  spadef  iiL  The 
results  were  always  satisfactory. 

Mr.  E.  J.  HiATT,  Chester  Hill,  Morgan  County,  Ohio,  says  s 

Our  time  has  mostly  been  occupied  in  breedini;  sheep.  We  have  made  examinations 
of  flocks  in  Vermont,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  and  to  a  limited  extent 
in  Missouri  and  Massachusetts,  and  also  in  our  own  State.  We  have  found  that  climate, 
soil,  and  lay  of  land  have  a  great  influence  in  regard  to  the  health  of  different  breeds 
of  sheep.  Our  experience  has  been  largely  with  the  merino  breed,  but  not  entirely  so. 
We  consider  this  section  as  healthy  and  well-adapted  to  the  successful  growing  and 
improvement  of  the  merino  as  any  section  we  h^ve  visited.  In  this  and  adjoining  coun- 
ties the  diseases  of  sheep  that  most  prevail  are  more  destructive  to  young  animals — 
lambs  and  tegs— from  lambing  until  the  first  shearing.  There  is  a  disease  prevailing 
here  in  wet  seasons  which  is  very  generally  called  *' paper  skin ''  or  "  pale  disease.''  It 
is  probable  that  a  number  of  distinct  and  separate  diseases,  or  causes,  are  here  called 
one  disease,  and  given  the  above  name.  Grub  in  the  head,  tape- worm,  lung- worm, 
stricana  or  strichnia,  and  some  others  are  frequently  spoken  of  by  the  wool-grower  as 
one  disease — "  paper-skin."  The  lack  of  a  sufficient  quantity  and  proper  quality  of 
feed  is  a  g^eat  cause  or  assistant  to  diseases. 

Grub  in  the  head  is  not  a  new  disease,  but  it  is  a  very  difficult  one  to  prevent  or 
care,  and  it  is  more  or  less  destructive  on  all  kinds  of  soils  and  to  sheep  of  all  ages. 
There  are  two  sufficient  reasons  why  the  disease  is  difficult  to  prevent:  First,  because 
the  insect  or  fly  that  causes  the  disease  eats  but  little  or  nothing  during  its  life;  and, 
second,  because  it  deposits  in  the  nostril  of  the  sheep  a  living  grub  or  larva.  The 
disease  is  difficult  to  cure  on  account  of  its  location.  Turpentine  and  tobacco-liquid 
are  sometimes  administered  witK  a  syringe  or  by  pouring  in  at  the  nose,  but  with  not 
very  good  effect.  The  fly  attacks  the  sheep  more  generally  from  the  middle  of  June 
to  September.  Great  ii^ury  is  done  to  large  numbers  of  sheep  annually  that  are  not 
destroyed.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  per  cent,  that  die,  but  the  actual  fatality 
is  not  greater  than  in  some  other  diseases. 

Perhaps  mere  deaths  oocnr  from  tape- worm  than  from  any  other  disease,  especially 
during  wet  seasons,  when  grass  is  abundant.  It  sometimes  affects  lambs  at  three 
months  old,  bnt  does  more  damage  to  tegs  Just  after  weaning  and  previoos  to  the 
appearance  of  good  grass  in  the  spring.  Those  affected  become  weak,  pale,  and  do  not 
ipow ;  eat  leasoni^ly  well,  bnt  irregularly ;  drink  abundantly  and  frequently ;  in  the 
liret  stages  of  the  dtsease  seem  to  lack  power  more  than  flesh.  It  has  less  effect  on 
ffTown  sheep.  Those  affscted  would  appear  to  become  wilted  or  shrunken  ;  the  skin 
becomes  very  nale  and  thin ;  the  wool  does  not  separate  from  the  skin  as  in  other  dis- 
eases. In  the  last  stages  the  animal  lacks  blood.  Occasionally  they  die  within  two 
or  three  months,  bnt  more  generally  they  live  for  a  longer  period.  I  have  doctored 
for  this  disease  with  very  good  results,  having  cured  nearly  all  cases  that  were  thor- 
oughly tested.  I  use  pumpkin-seeds,  and  administer  by  either  feeding  in  other  feed 
or  by  making  tea.  I  also  feed  pumpkins,  including  the  seeds.  Information  as  to  the 
cause  of  the  tape-worm,  and  a  preventive  or  cure,  is  greatly  needed  by  the  sheep- 
growers  of  the  country. 

We  have  no  knowledge  of  the  cause  of  the  lung- worm — a  name  given  for  the  want 
of  a  better  perhaps.  It  affects  young  sheep  in  a  greater  degree  and  to  a  greater  extent 
than  matured  animals.  The  worm  is  a  small  white  one,  and  is  found  in  considerable 
numbers  in  the  lungs,  or  in  the  tubes  connecting  the  wind-pipe  with  the  lungs.  The 
disease  is  less  frequent  than  either  of  those  named  above,  bnt  the  fatality  is  greater 
in  comparison  with  the  number  affected.  The  symptoms  are  weakness,  failure  to  eat, 
loss  of  flesh,  and  a  cough.    This  disease  is  but  little  understood  by  the  wool-grower. 

Stricana  or  strichnia  is  perhaps  a  very  incorrect  name  for  the  disease  I  wish  to 
describe.  It  is  caused  by  a  very  small  worm,  so  minute,  indeed,  that  it  cannot  be  seen 
without  the  aid  of  a  ma^ifying  glass.  It  is  believed  to  cause  the  sheep  to  pick  or 
bite  the  wool  from  its  sides,  flank,  and  other  parts,  until  the  fleece  becomes  more  or 
less  ragged  and  wasted.  The  skin  becomes  rough  and  shows  symptoms  of  disease.  It 
is  not  contagious,  but  attacks  sheep  of  all  ages.  It  is  more  damaging  in  flocks  that 
have  been  closely  bred  "  in  and  in"  for  many  years:  indeed,  this  is  uie  case  with  most 
diseases.    As  both  a  preventive  and  cure,  wood  and  cob  ashes  with  salt  are  used  with

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partial  success.    We  have  seen  sheep  in  Vermont  and  Massaclinsetto  badly  iitlo.t^ 
>?ith  this  disease  as  well  as  in  our  own  State. 

A  disease  prevails  in  some  parts  of  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  and  probabW  in  N>ar 
other  States,  that  destroys  large  numhers  of  lambs  annually.  They  are  someiinu^a*- 
tacked  by  it  at  the  age  of  three  weeks,  but  oftener  after  they  are  two  Dionth:^  •<  / 
The  stomach,  liver,  and  gall  seem  to  be  the  only  parts  affected.  There  have  been  hv 
few  cases  in  this  county,  and  we  have  no  name  for  the  disease.  It  is  supposnl  by  ^^ly* 
to  he  caused  by  eating  a  poisonous  weed,  and  by  others  by  overfeediog  on  ^asswb^r 
too  young.  Wool  is  sometimes  found  in  the  lamb's  stomach.  The  he»i  and  faiic*: 
lambs  are  frequently  destroyed  by  the  disease,  with  but  little  duration  of  illnesg. 

Heavy  losses  are  also  annually  sustained  by  diarrhea  and  dysentery.  Pruper  lyA 
and  mauagement  have  more  to  do  in  preventing  and  curing  these  diseases  than  D.<i^ 
others.  The  treatment  and  medicine  that  have  been  most  successful  are  the  same  ^« 
those  used  in  the  human  family  for  like  diseases.  A  statement  giving  the  hem  rear- 
dies  and  treatment  of  all  these  diseases  would  be  received  by  thousands  of  sbefp-m^rs 
with  great  profit  and  many  thanks. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Gardiner,  Eutland,  Meigs  County,  Ohio,  says : 

All  farm-animals  in  this  locality  are  comparatively  healthy  and  free  from  epidf o.-t 
or  prevaling  diseases.  With  fowls,  however,  the  case  is  quite  different.  The  k>>>rH 
have  been  heavy,  and  complaints  are  heard  from  every  neighborhood  of  the  kmL*  •■ 
ravage  of  what  is  termed  chicken-cholera.  Whole  henneries  have  been  depopuiarfti. 
No  form  of  treatment  appears  to  check  the  progress  of  the  disease.  I  have  ut^rer  i\»\ 
a  fowl  myself,  and  yet  1  raise  from  seventy  to  one  hundred  annually.  I  give  my  fov  ? 
full  farm  range,  change  my  cocks  each  year  by  getting  eggs  from  the  best  \u^\'>.t 
breeds,  and  select  the  best  formed  stock  from  these.  They  have  high  out-d<x)r  h^nJ- 
ing-places  most  of  the  season,  but  in  cold,  winter  weather  I  confine  them  iu  vmv. 
clean,  well- ventilated  roosts. 

Mr.  N.  B.  Petts,  Lincoln,  Benton  Count}',  Missouri,  says: 

There  is  no  disease  existing  among  any  class  of  farm-animals  except  amon<;lHVir^.  ill 
among  this  class  of  stock  there[are  several  diseases,  viz.,  measles,  lung-fever,  clioifrt. 
and  worms.    In  this  vicinity  and  throughout  this  county  measles  has  prevailed  t»s3 
alarming  extent,  and  probably  more  hogs  have  died  from  it  than  from  all  other  di'*'^^ 
combined.    But  nearly  every  farmer  desi^ates  the  disease  as  cholera.    In  u)e:l^lt  ^  il^ 
hog  refuses  to  eat,  lies  much  of  the  time  m  his  bed,  goes  often  to  water  to  drink.  •«:> 
not  to  wallow,  and  grows  poor  very  fast.    The  hog  has  a  slight  hacking  congh.   if  :b- 
eruptions  break  out  thickly  all  over  the  body  the  animal  generally  gets  well :  l>oi  -t 
they  do  not,  or  after  breaking  out  they  should  go  back,  the  hog  dies.    There  is  a  ven 
offensive  stench  about  their  sleeping-places.    Everything  kept  in  a  drug-store,  aiiii  is 
quantities  to  astonish  and  alarm  an  alopathic  physician,  has  been  given,  and  the  ^  ol- 
der  is  that  so  many  have  lived.    All  kinds  of  food  have  been  given,  but  with  no  avr^ 
rent  beneficial  results.    The  only  thing  claimed  to  have  done  any  good  whatever  ««■ 
a  tea  made  from  peach-tree  leaves,  limbs,  or  bark.    This  brings  the  measles  out  ib:ik. 
and  if  the  hog  has  a  dry  bed  and  is  kept  from  water  the  chances  are  in  his  favor.   Tb<- 
bowels  should  be  kept  open,  and  not  more  than  five  or  six  should  be  con&ned  in  ^^ 
same  pen. 

For  worms  we  give  a  teaspoon ful  of  turpentine  once  a  day  for  a  week.  From  onr*- 
half  to  two- thirds  of  all  hogs  affected  with  diseases  have  died.  I  doubt  if  any  1^3 ^<* 
died  of  cholera.

Mr.  E.  D.  Rushing,  Rock  Point,  Indei)endeucc  County,  Ark:uis.>. 

says : 

A  disease  commonly  called  hog-cholera  has  prevailed  extensively  thronghoat  t*i> 
section.    The  symptoms  are  vomiting  and  purging,  and  death  in  a  very  short  imt- 
About  two-thirds  of  those  attacked  die.    Those  that  recover  dwindle  away  and  f»- 
come  almost  worthless.    Various  remedies  have  been  tried,  but  whether  with  mv 
beneficial  resnlts  is  not  known.    A  neighbor  of  mine,  Mr.  William  H.  Dood,  after  l^y-^i 
abr.ut  one-half  his  herd,  used  tar  water,  which  seemed  to  check  the  disease ;  at  ks^t  ^ 
lost  no  moi*e.    The  disease  made  its  appearance  in  my  herd  in  last  Septem^M-r.  ^  i^ 
proved  m'ore  fatal  among  my  pigs  and  shoats,  though  I  lost  some  baoon-hog^   I  '^• 
sulphur  and  copperas  in  swill,  and  in  about  four  weeks  the  disease  abat^l.   I  i''^' 
about  one-fifth  of  all  my  hogs.    The  disease  is  still  raging  in  some  localities. 

Dry  murrain  prevails  to  some  extent  among  cattle.  If  given  in  time, the foU'*'^-! 
remedy  is  said  to  be  successful :  Two  dozen  eggs  well  beaten  and  mixed  with  »'>'"' 
an  equal  quantity  of  soap-suds.  Milch-cows  seem  more  liable  to  th«  di»eaM  iUi\  ^^'"^^ 
classes  of  cattle. 
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Mr.  L.  N.  flALBERT,  Bonham^  Fannin  County,  Texas,  says : 

We  are  not  often  troubled  with  diseases  of  a  prevalent  character  among  farm-ani- 
iiialsy  yet  now  and  then  we  have  slanders  in  horses,  a  disease  which  the  old  Texans 
ilenooainate  "  Mexican  distemper."  When  introduced  upon  a  farm  or  on  a  range  it 
proves  very  disastrous,  and  is  beyond  cure.  I  had  it  in  my  stock  in  1871,  and  before 
becoming  satisfied  as  to  what  it  was,  I  used  every  remedy  within  my  knowledge  or 
that  I  could  hear  of.  Finally  I  resorted  to  what  I  now  believe  to  be  the  onlv  remedy — 
powder  and  lead.  It  is  much  more  fatal,  does  its  work  more  rapidly,  and  is  more  to 
l>e  dreaded  among  mules  than  among  horses.  I  lost  some  of  my  best  plow-teams  of  both 
xuoles  and  horses  before  I  was  able  to  arrest  the  disease  by  a  change  of  stables,  lots, 
&,c.,  and  the  killing  of  those  afflicted.  I  have  also  been  greatly  annoyed  with  fistnla, 
a  very  bad  tumor  or  rising  on  the  withers.  I  have  used  many  remedies,  such  as  scar- 
ring with  spirits  of  turpentine,  lancing  and  putting  in  arsenic,  burnt  alum,  concentrated 
lye,  &C.,  but  never  succeeded  in  arresting  but  one  case,  and  that  at  a  very  early  stage. 
This  I  did  by  burning  with  a  red-hot  ring,  circling  the  rising.  A  sure  remedy  is  to 
rowel  with  a  red-hot  steel  spindle  through  the  cartilage  of  the  neck,  Just  missing  the 
blade-bones.    This  operation  never  fails  to  cure. 

I  ought  to  have  stated,  while  on  the  subject  of  glanders,  that  the  symptoms  are 
thickness  of  wind  and  stupor  from  three  to  five  days  before  the  nostrils  begin  to  dis- 
charge. The  discharges  frequently  begin  in  the  right  nostril  several  days  before  the 
left  one  is  affected.  The  discharges  are  of  a  yellowish  color,  sticky  if  taken  between 
the  fingers,  and  becoming  more  abundant  and  ofteosive  the  further  the  disease  pro- 
gresses in  its  fatal  work.  The  disease  continues  until  suffocation  ends  the  life  of  the 
animal. 

^Ir.  John  M.  Chapmax,  Charleston,  Mississippi  County,  Missouri, 
.says : 

The  fistula,  a  terrible  and  offensive  disease,  makes  its  appearance  on  the  withers  of 
the  horse  just  at  the  top  of  the  shoulder-blade,  at  first  upon  one  side  only,  but  if  the 
progress  of  the  disease  is  not  checked  it  will  finally  pass  to  the  other  side.  A  bruise 
of  some  kind  is  nearly  always  its  cause.  This  the  horse  may  receive  in  various  ways, 
by  striking  the  top  of  his  shoulders  in  passing  under  a  low  stable-door,  by  bites  from 
another  animal,  by  rolling  on  st'Ones  or  roots,  or  by  an  Ul-fitting  saddle.  The  disease 
is  easily  cured  by  the  use  of  the  following  remedy :  Take  one-half  bushel  of  may-apple 
root  and  pour  over  it  about  four  gallons  of  water,  and  boil  down  to  one  gallon.  Strain 
this,  and  mix  with  it  about  one-half  gallon  of  old  grease.  Place  the  mixture  on  the 
fire  and  stew  down  to  one  gallon.  During  this  process  throw  into  it  about  one-half 
pint  of  salt,  then  let  it  cool,  and  it  is  ready  for  use.  It  should  be  applied  with  a  mop 
or  brush  every  morning,  but  the  sore  should  be  washed  clean  the  night  before.  An 
application  of  this  remedy  will  cure  almost  any  case  of  fistula  in  from  two  to  six 
weeks. 

Founder  prevails  to  a  great  extent  in  this  locality.  The  first  noticeable  symptom  is 
the  restlessness  of  the  horse  and  frequent  shifting  of  the  fore  fe^t.  The  pulse  is 
qnick  and  his  nostrils  have  a  red  appearance.  The  horse  indicates  his  sufferings  by 
heavy  grunts.  He  does  not  stand  long  upon  his  feet,  but  cannot  lie  down  in  the 
usual  manner.  After  making  several  efforts  to  do  so  he  wiU  rise  up,  turn  round, 
change  his  position,  and  resume  his  feints  to  lie  down.  The  remedv  for  this  disease  is 
to  bleed  freely  without^delay.  Let  the  blood  run  free,  and  take  at  least  a  gaUon  of  it. 
The  object  of  this  is  to  draw  away  the  blood  from  the  overloaded  vessels  of  the  feet. 
Always  bleed  in  the  neck.  After  this  prepare  a  kettle  of  hot  salt  water,  and  drench 
with  it  as  hot  as  the  horse  can  bear  it.  Next  bathe  his  feet  and  legs  with  it,  and  rub 
them  well  with  a  rough  cloth.  Make  this  application  three  or  four  times  in  the  oonrse 
of  an  hour,  and  then  rub  well  around  the  edge  of  the  hoof  with  turpentine.  Do  not 
attempt  to  work  the  animal  until  he  gets  entirely  weU.  Another  remedy  is  to  Ppur 
the  frog  of  the  foot  full  of  turpentine,  hold  it  up,  and  bum  the  turpentine  out.  This 
is  a  little  barbarous,  but  it  is  an  infallible  remedy. 

Pole-evil  is  a  tumor  that  comes  on  the  head,  or,  more  properly  speaking,  on  the  ex- 
treme forward  part  of  the  neck,  just  back  of  the  ears.  It  is  generally  caused  by  being 
struck  on  the  head  by  an  enraged  groom,  and  if  it  produces  no  other  bad  results  it  is 
Hure  to  raise  a  large  lump.  I  do  not  know  of  a  case  that  ever  caused  death,  but  if  not 
checked,  the  disease  will  render  the  horse  unfit  for  use.  The  same  treatment  as  in 
fistula  wiU  always  effect  a  cure. 

Mr.  G.W.  Johnson,  Humboldt,  Ilunt  County^  Texas,  says: 

Bliud-staggers  in  horses  is  perhaps  the  most  fat«l  disease  we  have  here.  The  remedy 
is  to  bleed  ireely  from  the  neck,  taking  enough  blood  to  cause  the  horse  to  show  signs 
of  faintnees.    Then  give  a  drench  composed  of  a  tnblespoonful  each  of  spirits  of  tur- 
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pentine,  ammonia,  and  camphor,  with  aboat  a  pint  of  milk-wann  water.  M«in 
drench  thronsrh  the  month — never  through  the  none.  Then  bam  tar,  featben,  wmln 
rags,  scraps  ox  old  leather,  d^c,  nnder  the  noee.  If  this  treatmeDt  is  given  nise  ami 
out  of  ten  will  recover,  if  the  horse  is  able  to  stand  upon  his  feet  when  it  ii  «a 
menced. 

Both  dry  and  bloody  murrain  are  very  fatal  to  cattle  in  this  Tietuty.  ThebiR 
remedy  for  the  first  is  a  strong  tea  made  of  the  common  may-aj^e  roeC,  aadtethe 
latter  saltpeter  and  guaiacnm. 

Cholera  is  the  most  fatal  disease  affecting  hogs.  The  best  vemedy  we  kasw  hat  i^ 
equal  parts  of  guaiacnm  and  copperas  and  Jerusalem  oak  seed,  say  a  tablespossfel  o< 
each  mixed  in  slops  sufficient  in  quantity  for  five  or  six  head  of  bogs.  Tins  has  pane 
a  good  preventive  as  well  as  a  cure. 

Cholera  is  also  fatal  among  all  our  domestic  fowls.  The  beat  remedy  I  have  tmd 
is  pulverized  mustard-seeds.  No  particular  quantity  is  ptreaeribed,  bat  it  shsold  b* 
given  freely.    It  will  be  found  a  cure  as  well  as  a  preventive. 

Air.  A.  A.  EuDY,  Kiiob  Lick,  Saint  Francois  County,  Miasoori,  »p: 

There  are  but  very  few,  if  any,  diseases  affecting  horses,  cattle,  or  sheep.  Oor  biio 
trouble  seems  to  be  with  hogs  and  chickens.  We  have  tried  many  lenediM,  sane  <•/ 
which  have  proved  of  some  value,  and  others  of  none  whatever.  1%  mpptmn  that  •▼<m 
disease  affecting  either  ho||^  or  chickens  is  called  cholera.  Some  of  the  swine  sre  UUs 
with  a  cough,  and  a  swellmg  about  the  glands  of  the  throat  aad  seek,  and  gmanhf 
live  from  one  to  ten  days.  Others  have  what  I  would  call  the  measles.  The  skin  W 
comes  very  red,  and  if  they  do  not  die,  but  on  the  contrary  should  recover,  it  will  ir> 
main  so  for  months.  The  following  remedy,  if  administered  in  time,  will  be  fooiKi  u 
almost  certain  specific :  Two  and  one-half  pounds  flowers  of  sulphur,  <Hie  and  o&e^  ( 
pounds  pulverized  copperas,  one-half  pound  black  antimony,  and  one  pound  of  vdr 
slaked  lime.  Mix  well  together,  and  then  add  one  pound  to  a  sufficient  qiuuithT  M 
Gom-meal  or  ship-stuff  for  twelve  hogs.  Put  it  in  small  piles  on  the  (ponnd,  m  tbt 
every  hog  will  have  a  chance  to  get  at  it.  As  a  remedy,  it  shoold  be  given  evHy  d^y 
until  the  hogs  recover.  After  that,  a  like  amount  should  be  given  once  a  month  u  * 
preventive.  The  hogs  should,  also,  have  all  the  wood-ashes  they  will  eat.  A  good  di^ 
mfectant  may  be  found  in  lime.  After  slaking,  take  a  broom,  wet  it  in  the  liow-vai^t 
and  sprinkle  it  over  the  beds  of  the  hogs,  until  the  ground  is  white,  and  aboat  \ir 
coops  and  roosts  of  the  chickens,  if  they  are  affected  with  cholera. 

Mr.  W.  TV.  MuBPHY,  Madelia,  Watonwan  County,  Minnesota,  «j> 

With  the  exception  of  "  blackleg,"  so-called,  among  cattlOi  I  have  never  knows  d 
any  epidemic  disease  among  farm-animals  in  this  vicinity.  This  disease  csnifli  f^ 
each  spring,  generally  in  March  and  April,  a  number  of  calves.  There  appesn  to  b  c  ■ 
remedy  known  for  it  here.  I  never  knew  of  a  case  being  cured.  The  loss  in  aaj «« 
herd  is  not  very  large,  but  the  annual  average  loss  in  the  county  is  pnriiably  |90(l 

Mr.  E.  B.  Cassilly,  South  Charleston,  Clark  County,  Ohio,  sajs: 

There  is  no  disease  prevailing  among  farm-animals  in  this  locality  except  ebaien 
among  hogs.  This  disease  has  been  very  prevalent  in  this  neighborhood  sod  ^w^- 
ing  counties  during  the  past  summer,  but  has  somewhat  abated.  Ttfy  few  &nMf» 
have  escaped  its  ravages.  Probably  one-half  the  last  spring  crop  of  pigs  havs  diei 
and  also  a  large  proportion  of  the  older  hogs.  I  hear  of  one  urmer  who  liisl  one  to- 
dred  fat  hogs.  Not  one  in  fifty  recover.  The  symptoms  are  drooping  of  the  basd  asJ 
ears  and  loss  of  appetite,  heavy  breath  ing  followed  oy  thumps,  andpuigingaadTOirt- 
iog.  The  disease  terminates  fatally  in  a  very  few  days.  I  have  never  known  one  to  ^' 
well.  Bemedies  without  number  nave  been  tried,  but  without  producing  aof  ^ 
results.  At  least  one  thousand  hogs  have  died  in  this  township  (Madison)  dohag  ^ 
past  summer,  and  yet  no  remedy  of  any  value  has  been  discovered. 

Mr.  L.  T.  Current,  Brownsville,  Saline  County,  Missouri,  says : 

Several  diseases  prevail  among  hogs  here,  but  they  are  all  called  cholen*  Is  i^n' 
cases  the  symptoms  are  similar  to  those  of  lung-fever  in  the  hnman  fiynily.  ^^ 
nkortem  examioations  in  some  cases  show  the  lungs  to  be  destroyed,  and  inothengvr^ 
with  blood.  In  other  cases  the  hog  is  affected  with  vomiting  and  dianbea  Tvi^ 
symptoms  indicate  cholera,  a  disease  which  generally  proves  fatal,  in  msaycs^^ 
within  a  few  hours.  It  is  my  opinion,  as  well  as  the  opinion  of  soma  of  uaibii**^'^ 
raisers,  that  most  diseases  of  hogs  are  caused  by  worms,  for  upon  uiSHiinitfsattet: 
intestines  have  been  found  to  not  only  contain  worms  but  to  show  iMte  i*  mwc« 
places,  which  were  evidently  made  by  them. 

The  remedies  used  are  as  variou5)  as  the  opinions  of  the  fanners  ood< 
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of  diaoMo.  Cof^peran  is  generally  given,  also  snlphnr,  torpentioe,  and  many  other  tbi  ngs. 
The  best  proTenUve  so  far  found  is  black  antimony  ana  madder.  It  shonld  be  given 
about  once  a  month.  I  use  it  and  have  never  lost  a  hog.  I  also  give  my  hogs  com  and 
aahea,  which  also  has  a  tendency  to  keep  this  class  of  wra-stoek  in  health. 

Fowls  are  also  afflicted  with  a  disease  similar  to  cholera  in  hogs.  As  a  remedy  we 
noe  petroleum,  onions,  and  common  red-pepper.  In  the  winter  season  these  articles  are 
mixed  with  thin  feed,  and  in  the  summer  in  the  water  given  them  to  drink. 

Dr.  P.  A.  Fabis,  London,  Laurel  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

Hogs  are  the  only  stock  that  we  have  much  trouble  with.  They  sometimes  have 
dysentery,  which  I  think  is  caused  by  eating  clover,  grass,  and  weeos,  without  a  due 
proportion  of  grain,  greasy  slops,  and  salt  to  make  digestion  perfect.  During  the  win- 
ter many  are  lost  with  mange,  asthma,  &c.,  which  is  caused  by  their  sleeping  in  old 
straw  and  manure  heaps.  A  few  die  from  pleuro-pneiunonia.  But  those  wno  provide 
good  dry  leaf-beds  for  their  stock,  and  feed  them  different  varities  of  food,  lose  none . 

Mr.  Simon  Doyle,  Bnsliville,  Schuyler  County,  Illinois,  says : 

In  1876  I  lost  87  hogs  by  fever.  They  were  invariably  taken  with  a  chill,  followed 
by  stupor  and  fever.  There  were  no  signs  of  cholera  in  any  single  instance,  or  any 
congh.  Usually  from  four  to  six  days,  and  sometimes  from  ten  to  twelve,  intervene 
between  the  time  of  attack  and  death.  I  used  many  remedies,  none  of  which  were 
effectual  in  either  curing  or  checking  the  disease*.  A  large  and  strong  sow,  and  the 
last  one  attacked,  was  the  only  animal  that  recovered.  Some  of  my  neighbors  had 
hogs  similarly  affected.  Others  differed  widely  in  the  main  symptoms,  which  were 
coughing, and  bleeding  at  the  nose,  and  death  in  from  four  to  ten  hours.  In  some  cases 
worms  were  supposed  to  be  the  causls  of  death. 

Mr.  A^ros  Riley,  New  3Iadrid,  New  Madrid  Count}',  ^lissouri,  says : 

Hog-cholera,  or  ^'  heaves,''  as  some  caU  it,  is  the  most  fatal  of  all  diseases  among 
farm-stock  in  this  county.  It  is  more  fatal  among  the  younger  than  the  older  hogs. 
Very  few,  if  any,  of  those  attacked  recover.  The  symptoms  are  wheezing  and  cough, 
something  like  the  thumps  in  horses.  The  duration  of  the  disease  widely  varies.  I 
have  sometimes  used  corn,  soaked  in  a  solution  of  arsenic,  with  good  effect.  It  is  dan- 
gerous, however,  to  give  this  to  pigs  and  sows.  If  the  disease  once  gets  into  a  herd  it 
rarely  stops  until  it  cleans  out  (destroys)  all  the  young  hogs. 

Mr.  JosBPH  Borders,  Paiustville,  Johnson  County,  Kentucky,  says : 

Farm  stock  in  this  locality  is  seldom  affected  with  disease  of  any  kind.  Sometimes, 
however,  that  dreadful  and  very  common  disease  known  as  cholera  gets  among  our 
hogs  ana  fowls  and  proves  very  destructive.  Our  hogs  have  escaped  this  year,  but  we 
have  not  been  so  fortunate  with  our  fowls.  The  disease  is  geneml,  and  prevails  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year.  If  there  is  any  cure  for  it  we  have  never  been  alue  to  find  the 
remedy.  As  to  its  cause  I  am  ignorant.  The  disease  scarcely  ever  reaches  those  fowls 
that  are  allowed  to  run  in  the  woods  and  have  a  wide  range. 

Mr.  Sidney  Greig,  VenniUionville,  La  Fayette  Parish,  Louisiana, 
.^ays : 

Until  If  ithin  the  last  few  years  no  fatal  epidemic  was  ever  known  to  exist  among 
oar  domesUo  animals.  But  now,  on  the  return  of  the  spring  and  summer  months,  we 
have  a  disease  which  attacks  horses  and  mules,  and  sometimes  cattle  and  sheep,  and 
is  very  fatal.  From  the  rapidity  of  its  action  there  is  rarely  time  to  administer  any 
remedy,  and  if  any  is  given,  not  knowing  the  nature  of  the  disease,  it  is  only  a  lick  in 
the  dark — death  is  certain.  The  disease  is  endemic  in  its  nature,  confining  itself  one 
season  to  a  certain  locality,  when  it  will  disappear,  and  the  next  season  it  will  make 
its  appearance  several  miles  off.  I  have  been  a  careful  observer  of  this  disease,  for  I 
have  been  one  of  the  sufferers  from  it,  and  will  give  you  as  exact  a  diagnosis  as  I  possi- 
bly can.  The  symptoms  are  drowsiness,  loss  of  appetite,  and  fever.  As  the  disease 
advances  the  animal  becomes  restless,  and  walks  continually,  although  without  seem- 
ing to  suffer  any  great  pain  until  the  last  hour  preceding  death,  when  the  agony  is 
intense  and  pitiable  to  behold.  In  the  last  stages  a  profuse  sweating  ensues,  and  the 
animal  shakes  as  if  in  a  congestive  chill,  and  soon  fall  and  dies.  A  poai-mortem  exam- 
ination reveals  the  whole  internal  organs  a  mass  of  congestion,  and  the  heart,  liver, 
lungs,  and  intestines  covered  with  a  yellow,  jelly-like  snbstanoe.  Neither  a  preventive 
nor  a  cure  has  as  yet  been  found  for  the  disease.    The  only  preventive  seems  to  be 
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foaDd  in  the  removal  of  the  stock  until  cold  weatber  sets  in.  After  earefal  ccmBden- 
tion  I  am  fully  convinced  that  it  is  a  malarial  disease,  similar  to  that  which  tffeetitk 
hnman  family,  but  of  a  much  more  violent  character.  I  have  no  donbt  if  like  ia» 
dies  could  be  applied  in  the  beginning  of  the  attack  many  animals  ooald  be  avf. 
The  causes,  in  my  opinion,  have  the  same  origin  as  in  cases  of  malarial  or  intemittrf: 
fever  which  afflicts  the  inhabitants  of  Lower  Louisiana,  viz:  The  want  of  fnrn 
drainage,  the  use  of  impure  drinking-water,  and  the  lack  of  proper  care,  e«peeialiy  of 
our  work  animals,  for  it  is  this  class  that  suffer  the  most.  The  duration  of  the  stari 
is  from  six  to  twelve  hours. 

When  this  disease  makes  its  appearance,  had  we  a  competent  veterinary  sarseoB  to 
make  a  careful  investigation  of  its  symptoms  from  the  first  stages  until  the  final  u\ 
and  a  scientific  post  mortem  examination  held,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  it  eonld  W 
robbed  of  its  present  terrors,  and  many  a  poor  man*s  heart  caused  to  rejoice  tbeieof. 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Darnall,  jr.,  Gayoso,  Pemiscot  Couuty,  Mis8oar, 
says : 

We  have  but  little  disease  among  farm- stock  here,  except  blind-staggers  in  hoisn 
and  a  disease  called  cholera  in  hogs.  Several  horses  have  died  of  the  rormer  dsiicf 
the  past  few  years,  and  the  cholera  has  at  times  been  quite  fatal  to  the  hogs.  IV 
first  symptom  of  the  last-named  disease  is  a  slight  cough.  Their  eyes  soon  become  in- 
flamed, and  they  appear  to  get  sore  all  over.  They  often  have  a  number  of  ibscevf^ 
and  tumors  on  them.  The  disease  is  of  several  weeks'  duration,  and  is  generallj  reir 
fatal.  As  a  remedy  I  have  used  with  good  success  one  tablespoon  ful  of  carbolic  at  id 
in  slop  sufficient  for  twenty  head  of  swine,  giving  it  to  them  once  a  week. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Ellison,  Beaver,  Douglas  County,  Missouri,  says: 

There  are  no  diseases  of  any  kind  existing  among  farm  animals  In  this  locality  fxoe|>t 
cholera  in  hogs.  The  first  symptom  of  the  disease  observed  is  a  refusal  of  the  uiiBi! 
to  eat.  In  some  cases  the  teeth  seem  to  be  sore,  so  much  so  indeed  as  to  prereot  U>^ 
animal  from  chewing  com.  Tbev  often  linger  from  ten  days  to  two  weeks,  hot  tbr 
disease  generally  proves  fatal  within  that  time.  Those  that  do  recover  generallT ^!m^ 
most  of  their  hair.  A  few  animals  are  affected  with  a  cough.  We  have  no  leoMdiA 
for  the  disease. 

Mr.  M.  S.  Bartram,  Ironton,  Lawrence  County,  Ohio,  siiys: 

The  disease  among  the  hogs  of  this  county  is  generally  known  as  cholera.  It  tv 
been  very  prevalent  this  year,  and  the  losses  have  been  quite  heavy.  One  farmer  }>«t 
150  head,  including  stock-hogs,  which  was  about  all  he  owned.  The  disease  does  cot 
seem  to  be  so  prevalent  among  fat  hogs  nor  so  fatal  as  it  is  to  those  in  modtfate  coc^ii- 
tion.    Those  running  at  large  seem  most  liable  to  the  disease.    No  remedies  are  o^- 

A  disease  among  chickens  is  very  prevalent,  and  is  not  confined  to  any  paitinUi 
section  or  locality.  It  is  supposed  to  be  cholera.  The  only  remedy  so  far  tm^  k2« 
been  black-pepper,  but  without  beneficial  results. 

Mr.  C.  J.  C.  BoYNTON,  Pulaski,  IMlliams  County*,  Ohio,  says  : 

For  a  number  of  years  past  we  have  been  troubled  with  a  disease  known  heif  a« 
chicken-cholera.  Three  years  ago  this  fall  I  had  150  head  of  pure  breed  andbalf-lKvai 
Light  Brahmas.  They  were  attacked  with  this  disease,  and  in  about  a  month  or  ^ 
weeks  I  lost  over  100  head.  When  first  attacked  the  bend  of  the  fowl  would  tnnm- 
pie,  and  it  would  begin  to  droop  and  mope  about.  In  a  little  while  diarrhea  vmm  ect 
in,  and  the  excrements  would  be  of  a  greenish  color.  The  fowls  lived  but  a  short  tiw 
after  the  first  symptoms  showed  themselves ;  some  would  die  in  a  veiy  few  boor* 
while  others  would  linger  for  a  day  or  so.  Since  thlat  time  the  disease  has  visited  ibf 
flocks  of  about  all  my  neighbors  and  with  about  as  fatal  results.  We  haw  fosod  on 
sure  remedy  for  the  disease.  We  tried  indigo  in  the  water  they  drank,  a  scrfotioa  t-i 
white-oak  bark,  and  many  other  things,  but  without  apparent  benefit. 

Mr.  Peter  Hollo  way,  Monclova,  Lucas  Couuty,  Ohio,  says : 

A  very  fatal  disease  has  prevailed  among  hogs  in  this  vicinity.  Mr.  H.  L.  Hoflo»»' » 
of  Springfield,  had  90  head  attacked  with  it.  It  seemed  to  parUke  of  ttoDitsr' 
of  a  lung  disease,  as  it  was  attended  with  coughing  and  a  high  fever.  The  ^^^^"'^ 
appeared  to  be  tender  and  sore,  as  the  animals  could  not  bite  com  off  ^y^^^Jv^ 
that  died  were  almost  completely  covered  with  sores.  The  cause  or  origin  «€  ^^' 
ease  is  unknown.  One  theory  is  that  they  contracted  the  disease  by  lying  an^^^lP^' 
ing  in  the  mud  and  water  from  the  overflow  of  an  artesian  weU  strongly  iapRg**^ 
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with  salphar.  The  disease  was  first  observed  September  1,  its  greatest  fatality  occurred 
October  10,  and  tbe  last  death  on  December  20.  Of  the  90  head  attacked,  two 
were  shot,  three  recovered,  and  all  the  rest  died.  The  skin  on  those  that  recovered 
nearly  all  peeled  oft*.  They  were  in  good  condition  np  to  the  time  of  attack,  having 
ran  in  hloe-grass  and  clover  pastnre  daring  Juiy,  Angast,  and  September.  Those  that 
were  afflicted  were  carefnlly  cared  for.  The  remedies  used  were  arsenic,  calomel,  char- 
coaly  sulphar,  copperas,  fresh  meat,  and  carbolic  acid,  but  without  any  beneficial  effect. 
The  age  of  these  nogs  ranged  from  four  weeks  to  five  years. 

The  disease  is  regarded  as  contagions,  for  the  following  reason  :  About  the  time  of 
tbe  commencement  of  the  disease,  but  before  he  was  aware  of  its  existence,  Mr.  Hol- 
lo way  sold  a  sow  and  five  pigs  to  a  Mr.  Graham.  They  were  taken  to  a  distant  neigh- 
borhood and  put  into  a  pen  with  another  pig.  Soon  after  they  were  taken  sick  and 
died,  as  also  did  the  pig  which  was  confined  with  them.  In  an  adjoining  pen  were  six 
fattenioff  hogs.  One  of  these  was  taken  sick,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  further 
spread  of  the  disease  Mr.  Graham  killed  the  balance. 

There  has  been  a  very  fatal  disease  prevailing  among  the  chickens  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, which  is  variously  called  the  roup,  the  hen  fever,  and  the  hen  cholera.  Fowls 
attacked  with  it  appear  stupid  at  first ;  their  combs  turn  purple,  and  they  gape  fre- 
quently. They  have  been  known  to  die  within  four  hours  after  the  first  symptoms 
were  observed,  and  seldom  live  more  than  a  day  or  two.  Guinea-fowls  seem  to  suffer 
from  the  same  disease.  The  most  successful  remedy  used  was  a  strong  decoction  of 
white-oak  bark,  made  by  boiling  in  water  and  mixing  with  commeal,  adding  about 
two- thirds  of  a  teaspoonful  of  cayenne  pepper  to  the  quart  of  feed.  They  also  placed 
the  ooze  in  vessels  where  the  fowls  had  easy  access  to  it.  This  seemed  to  check  the 
disease  at  once. 

Mr.  C.  Lewis,  New  Vienna,  Highland  County,  Ohio,  says  : 

The  bog  is  by  nature  a  very  healthy  anin^al,  and  should  be  the  same  in  his  artificial 
or  domestic  slate.  Therefore,  in  investigating  his  present  condition,  reference  should 
Ije  had  to  his  original  habits  and  surroundings ;  and  the  nearer  we  can  approach  this 
in  his  domestic  condition  the  better.  We  find  that  in  his  natural  state  his  home  is  in 
the  forest,  where  he  can  roam  at  will  and  indalge  his  appetite  in  partaking  of  its  pro- 
dactions  in  the  form  of  roots,  grasses,  herbs,  fruits,  hemes,  nuts,  &c.,  in  their  proper 
season  and  natural  parity :  making  his  bed  in  leaves  by  the  side  of  logs  or  other  tem- 
porary shelter,  changing  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  reconstructing  his  bed  out  of  new 
material,  and  all  the  time  using  his  *'  snoutish  "  proclivities  to  the  full  bent  of  his  in- 
stinct. Thus  we  find  him  a  healthy,  and  in  his  maturity  a  powerful  animal.  Now,  the 
nearer  we  can  conform  to  these  first  principles  or  habits  of  the  animal  the  better,  for 
the  preservation  of  health  and  prevention  of  disease  is  far  better  than  all  the  remedies 
known  or  unknown.  In  his  natural  condition  we  find  him  comparatively  free  from 
all  filth,  dnst,  and  foul  air,  making  his  bed  out  of  leaves  or  grass  on  the  ground,  sleep- 
ing few  in  a  bed,  and  drinking  pure  water.  And  now,  as  to  his  domestic  condition, 
I  will  not  say  habits,  for  he  is  no  longer  free  to  exercise  these ;  and  right  here  is  the  first 
line  of  demarkation  between  health  and  disease,  and  must  be  so  considered  if  we  wish 
to  arrive  at  the  truth  of  the^  matter.  The  cause  of  the  disease  seems  to  be  more  easy 
to  point  ont  than  to  remove.  In  the  first  place,  there  are,  as  a  general  thing,  too  many 
hogs  kept  together  in  the  same  inclosure,  which  gives  them  an  opportunity  to  "  pile 
up "  in  their  beds  when  the  weather  is  cold  and  stormy,  becoming  not  only  over- 
crowded but  over-heated ;  thus  laying  the  foundation  for  disease  by  disturbing  their 
normal  condition.  By  this  confinement  they  are  also  compelled  to  a  greater  or  less  ex- 
tent to  be  ever  present  with  their  waste  matter,  which  at  certain  seasons  is  more  det- 
rimental than  at  others;  hence  at  such  times  they  are  mor«3  liable  to  attack  by  the  so- 
called  epidemic  diseases. 

Another  cause  of  derangement  and  disease  is  dust,  which  is  generally  most  abundant 
St  the  season  when  the  waste  matter  is  most  offensive  and  detrimental,  thus  producing 
a  double  aggravation  of  the  cause  of  disease.  Another  productive  cause  is  the  habit 
of  keeping  the  same  stock  of  hogs  on  the  farm  for  a  number  of  years,  even  when  there 
is  an  annual  change  of  male  hogs.  If  a  change  of  pasture  will  make  fat  calves,  an 
entire  change  of  stock  will  certainly  produce  better  and  more  healthy  boss,  other  things 
l>eing  equal. 

Now  as  to  the  diseases  to  which  the  hog  is  subject:  Though  naturally  healthy  they 
can  secrete  a  mountain  of  disease,  and  it  does  seem  that  a  diseased  hog  is  the  worst 
diseased  animal  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  There  appears  to  be  an  epidemic  disease  of 
the  lungs,  commencing  with  a  cough  and  followed  by  loss  of  appetite,  general  debility, 
and  finally  running  into  something  similar  to  lung-fever,  which  is  generally  fatal.  The 
principal  producing  and  exciting  causes  of  this  disease  appear  to  be  dust,  too  many 
occupying  the  same  bed,  foul  air  and  exposure  to  cold,  wet  storms.  (The  disease  seems 
more  common  among  pigs  and  shoats.)  There  is  also  a  disease  of  the  bowels,  which 
iQight  be  termed  cholera  or  diarrhea,  and  seems  to  prevail  more  extensively  among  hogs

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seated  on  the  longs  there  was  an  almoet  constant  congh.  When  dead  the  Inngs  of 
some  were  foand  to  be  almost  rotteu,  and  smelled  so  bad  that  it  was  difficalt  to 
handle  the  carcass.  In  the  absence  of  the  above  symptoms  the  animals  seemed  to 
live  longest ;  that  is,  longer  than  when  the  lesion  was  jon  the  bowels.  The  bowels 
nlcerate,  and  the  nlcerated  matter  passes  off  with  the  fecal  discbarge.  Constipation 
prevails  in  all  cases.  Those  that  are  relieved  earliest  of  this  difficulty  are  the  most 
apt  to  recover. 

I  tried  all  the  remedies  icnown,  and  they  were  very  nnmerons,  withont  mnch  appar- 
ent good.  The  best  treatment  I  fonnd  was  to  change  freqaently  the  locality  of  feed- 
ing, and  to  give  them  a  ^ood  snpply  of  salt  and  ashes,  mixed  with  bran.  This  I  fed 
whether  the  hogs  were  sick  or  well.  I  pnt  the  sick  ones  to  themselves  on  a  grass-lot^ 
and  fed  lightly  with  slops,  pntting  snfficient  sniphate  of  magnesia  into  the  slop  to 
prodnce  an  operation  on  the  bowels.  I  continued  feeding  lightly  nntil  there  were 
signs  of  retnming  appetite,  when  I  commenced  gpmdaally  with  corn. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  over-feeding  in  the  start  is  the  canse  of  these  diseases  in 
swine. 

As  to  my  own  experience  I  will  say  that  I  raise  from  50  to  100  head  of  hogs  annnally 
on  my  farm.  It  has  been  my  practice  to  change  their  locality  quite  often  dnring  the 
course  of  the  season,  and  to  give  them  all  the  slops  and  soap-snds  from  the  kitchen 
and  wash-house.  I  aUo  ^Ive  them  ashes  and  cinders  from  both  coal  and  wood,  adding 
salt,  and  occasionally  a  little  sulphur,  which  I  think  has  a  tendency  to  destroy  the  lice 
which  infest  them  during  dry  weather.  I  do  not  house  them  unless  the  weather  is 
very  inclement.  They  seem  to  thrive  best  when  they  have  plenty  of  leaves  to  bed  in. 
Next  to  this  is  corn-fodder,  wheat  and  oat  straw  not  being  so  good.  With  this  treat- 
ment my  hogs  have  remained  healthy,  while  those  of  my  ^neighbors  have  been  attacked 
and  died  of  the  varions  diseases  to  which  they  are  incident. 

Cholera  also  prevails  in  this  locality  among  domestic  fowls.    Some  farmers  have  lost 
very  heavily.    Many  remedies  have  been  used,  but  without  apparent  benefit. 

Mr.  W.  A.  IlEL3r,  Sugar  Grove,  Batler  Couuty,  Kentucky,  says : 

The  principal  disease  to  which  horses  are  subject  here  is  a  contagions  distemper^ 
which  IS  most  prevalent  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  bnt  frequently  returns  in  the  fall. 
The  disease  prevails  throughout  this  State,  and  perhaps  otners.  The  first  symptom 
19  a  slight  congh,  which  continues  until  it  renders  the  animal  nnfit  for  use.  Loss  of 
tlesh,  stnpidity,  and  apparent  laziness  are  characteristic.  If  the  animal  does  well,  after 
conghing  for  some  days,  it  will  eject  large  lumps  of  matter  from  the  nostrils ;  but  if 
the  disease  assumes  a  fatal  form  the  throat  becomes  swollen,  until  breathing  is  almost 
stopped.  It  is  not  often  fatal,  but  it  frequently  affects  the  breathing  of  the  animal  to 
snch  a  degree  as  to  injure  its  sale  and  use. 

The  prevailing  disease  among  hogs  in  this  section  is  what  we  call  cholera.  Whether 
it  is  the  real  cholera  or  not  I  do  not  know.  The  first  symptom  is  a  refusal  of  food. 
The  lungs,  lights,  and  liver  all  seem  to  be  affected,  and  breathing  is  rendered  very 
difficult.  The  disease  has  been  very  fatal  in  many  of  the  Middle  States,  as  it  has  here. 
The  animals  rarely,  if  ever,  recover.  When  a  cure  does  mem  to  be  effected  the  hair 
always  remains  rongh  and  of  an  unhealthy  color. 

Mr.  Gkobge  H.  Judson,  San  Antouio,  Bexar  Couuty, Texas,  says: 

The  facility  with  which  horses  and  cattle  are  raised  here,  without  any  care  other 
than  marking  and  branding,  has  bred  a  carelessness  among  farmers  and  stock-raisers 
that  is  truly  deplorable.  Trusting  to  natnre  entirely  to  provide  food  for  their  stock, 
when  a  cold  winter  follows  a  droughty  summer,  thousands  of  cattle  and  many  horses 
die  of  starvation.  The  introduction  of  railroads  has  brought  a  new  class  among  us, 
and  they  are  bringing  a  better  grade  of  cattle  with  them.  Lands  are  being  fenced 
and  stocked,  and  some  care  is  beginning  to  be  observed  in  the  treatment  of  farm-ani- 
mals.   Whether  disease  will  follow  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

I  have  been  a  raiser  of  sheep  for  several  years  past.  The  only  disease  seriously 
affecting  them  here  is  apoplexy.  Our  oldest  and  fattest  animals  are  generally  the 
(>uee  to  soffer.  From  a  small  fiock  of  540  I  this  year  lost  110  head,  nearly  all  of  which 
were  wethers  and  excessively  fat.  There  are  no  previous  symptoms.  To  an  inex- 
periencetl  shepherd  the  sheep  appears  remarkably  well,  and  apparently  very  happy, 
often  frisky,  when  he  suddenly  makes  a  leap  into  the  air,  falls,  and  in  less  than  three 
minutes'  time  is  dead.  This  disease  only  occurs  in  excessively  hot  weather  when  water 
gets  low,  or  when  they  have  to  be  driven  some  distance  to  water.  I  have  heard  of  no 
remedy  of  any  value.  Some  starve  their  sheep  by  keeping  them  in  their  pens  until 
eight  or  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  then  folding  them  early  in  the  evening.  This 
oaay  do,  but  I  doubt  it. 

l^ast  fall  we  had  a  new  disease  among  chickens.  Something  like  a  pimple  or  wart 
appeared  on  the  heads  of  the  young  chicks,  ami  after  a  few  days  the  chick  would  lose 
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its  sight,  and  then  wander  aimlessly  around  until  it  starved  to  death.  Tht'St  w%rt« 
made  their  appearance  on  the  eyelashes  and  ahout  the  bills.  Copperas-watrr  v^* 
freely  used,  and  all  the  adults  saved,  but  the  young  chicks  were  not  benefiteii.  Ir 
fact,  they  were  not  much  cared  for,  as  they  were  a  cross  between  the  common  fo^  1  aii*. 
Brahmiis.  Had  it  occurred  among  the  full-bloods,  in  all  probability  they  would  kav* 
been  saved.  In  all  other  respects  the  chicks  were  in  good  health,  as  they  had  as  ti- 
cellent  appetite. 
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Mr.  George  W.  Minier,  Miiiier,  Tazewell  County,  Illinois,  siiys: 

Our  chief  trouble  by  way  of  disease  is  with  swine.  The  disease  is  known  as  clioltn. 
but  doubtless  the  cause  of  it  is  an  intestinal  worm  or  parasite.  Sometimes  the  Iql^^ 
are  affected.  From  the  first  the  animal  refuses  food,  it  is  mopish,  coughs,  and  »>->'j.f- 
times  has  what  is  vulgarly  called  "  thumps,^'  i.  £.,  shortness  of  breath  with  quick  Wj'- 
iog  sides.  One  of  our  best  remedies  is  indigo  dissolved  in  water.  Oar  domestic  fowl* 
are  afiected  much  in  the  same  way,  and  people  ^ive  the  disease  the  same  naoif .  Oi: 
more  hardy  and  early  varieties,  such  as  Dominique,  Game,  duC,  are  seldom  nuck.  ^u^', 
it  may  be  that  our  finer  varieties  brought  with  them  the  germs  of  the  dLseat»e. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Lee,  Duvall's  Bluff,  Prairie  Count}',  Arkansas,  says : 

The  principal  diseases  affecting  cattle  in  this  county  are  known  as  dry  and  M^hkI, 
murrain.    Dry  murrain,  which  is  supposed  to  be  caused  by  insufflcieot  supply  of  ^ai'-i. 
is  cured  by  large  doses  of  calomeL    There  are  many  other  remedies  for  iL     W«  havt 
no  successful  remedy  for  bloody  murrain,  and  very  few  animals  attacked  by  it  rw 
cover. 

Horses  are  seldom  affected  with  diseases,  but  last  summer  a  neighbor  lost  five  hr-vl 
with  a  malady  previously  unknown  here.  The  animals  were  taken  with  a  limpitii:  ii 
the  fore  legs,  but  recovered  from  this  in  a  few  hours,  when  a  high  fever  set  in.  T)  - 
horses  did  not  lose  their  appetites,  but  took  feed  liberally.  Every  case,  and  ther^  wrnr 
a  good  many  in  the  neighborhood,  proved  fatal  within  from  three  to  five  days.  ^Lais 
different  prescriptions  were  given,  but  they  ail  failed  to  give  relief.  The  animals  •{.•! 
not  appear  to  be  much  distressed  at  any  time.  They  generally  died  very  suddc !.ly 
and  without  a  struggle. 

Fowls  have  what  is  called  chicken-cholera,  a  disease  which  is  almost  invari^tldy 
fatal.  The  liver  is  generally  found  to  be  very  much  enlarged.  I  have  tried  calomel 
quinine,  rhubarb,  cayenne  pepper,  copperas,  sulphur,  and  indeed  almost  every tuu^ 
else,  without  success. 

Mr.  James  Bowldex,  Will's  Point,  Van  Zandt  County,  Texas,  sa\-: 

Most  horses,  but  particularly  young  stock  two  years  old,  are,  in  the  winter  and 
spring  of  the  year,  attacked  with  a  disease  similar  to  the  epizootic,  and  many  $t<K  k- 
raisers  think  it  one  and  the  same  disease.  It  is  generally  known  here,  however,  as  i&<* 
distemper.  The  symptoms  are  cough,  swelling  of  the  glands  of  the  neck,  and  a  pri>- 
fuse  discharge  from  the  nose  of  a  thick,  green-colored  matter.  It  is  sometimes  fatiV 
but  rarely  so,  and  the  animal  often  recovers  without  any  help.  All  that  seems  nt><^«- 
sary  is  good  warm  stables  and  careful  feeding.  Spanish  fever  attacks  many  anin:«l« 
brought  in  from  other  States.  All  imported  animals  are  subject  to  this  disease  uuu 
they  become  thoroughly  acclimated. 

Cattle  are  subject  to  a  disease  called  murrain,  which  generally  proves  fataL  Vari  >> 
remedies  have  been  tried,  but  with  little  success.  Imported  stock  (short-horn*  *  ar» 
subject  to  a  disease  called  by  some  Texas  fever  and  by  others  Spanish  fever.  Th**  *h^- 
ease  is  very  fatal,  as  but  few  animals  survive.  No  satisfactory  treatment  or  remr^i> 
ba^  been  found. 

Hog-cholera  seems  to  be  more  fatal  than  any  other  disease  affecting  farro-^t.-^V 
The  symptoms  are  loss  of  appetite,  blindness,  dullness,  and  weakness  in  the  lo.'-v 
Kerosene-oil  and  turpentine  have  been  used  quite  successfully  as  a  remedy  when  admin- 
istered during  the  first  stages  of  the  di^ase.  Many  suppose  the  cause  of  the  di^^v: 
is  from  worms  in  the  kidneys,  as  these  organs  are  found,  after  death,  to  be  m<>r<*  or 
less  affected.  Chicken-cholera  is  also  quite  prevalent  and  fatal.  We  have  no  pre- 
ventive or  cure. 

Mr.  James  W.  Terrell,  Quallatown,  Jackson  County,  Xorth  (':uo 
lina,  says : 

Here  in  the  mount^iins  of  Western  North  Carolina,  by  far  the  greater  pari  of  the  >n 
come  of  the  people  is  derived  from  the  sale  of  horses  and  cattle,  particalarly  tht*  U:- 
ter,  while  hogs,  sheep,  and  poultry  contribute  in  a  smaller  proportion.    Afl  we  work 
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our  horMS  and  males  while  young,  and  s^Il  a  lar^e  proportion  of  tbem  after  maturity, 
it  is  only  in  rare  instanoea  that  one  ever  dies.  The  epizootic  swept  along  in  the  fall 
of  1872,  but  by  the  time  it  reached  us  it  had  assumed  so  mild  a  type  as  to  do  but  little 
liarmi  and  it  has  not  since  reappeared.  Our  young  horses  sometimes  have  something 
like  influenza,  but  it  seldom  proves  fatal,  the  animals  recovering  without  treatment. 
^Vhat  is  known  as  **  hots  "  or  '*  grubs ''  is  the  only  really  formidable  disease  that  at- 
tacks the  horse  here.  The  symptoms  are  restlessness,  loss  of  appetite,  the  eyes  appear 
^w'eak  and  the  whites  enlarged,  or  more  apparently  visible,  the  gums  and  lips  pale  and 
clammy.  The  animal  frequently  turns  his  head  toward  his  flank,  lies  down  fre- 
quently, but  does  not  roll  as  with  colic.  As  a  remedy  I  can  scarcely  think  of  anvthing 
in  the  whole  veterinary  practice  that  has  not  been  recommended.  Sag^-tea  followed 
by  a  purgative,  sweet  milk  and  molasses,  spirits  of  turpentine,  a  bluestone  pill,  are 
among  the  most  commonly-applied  remedies.  I  look,  however,  upon  a  copious  drench, 
say  a  quart,  of  a  strong  decoction  of  the  common  garden  tansy  as  the  most  efficacious. 
1  do  not  give  it  as  a  specific,  but  I  have  not  yet  known  it  to  fail,  if  given  in  the  early 
Staines  of  the  disease.  As  a  preventive,  keep  a  cloth  saturated  with  hog's  lard  iu  the 
Htable  during  the  months  of  August  and  September,  aud  occasionally  or  daily  rub  the 
horse  lightly  with  it  over  the  parts  where  the  **  bot-fly ''  deposits  its  eggs  or  nits  on 
the  hair.  These  nits  by  some  means  get  into  the  horse's  stomach,  and  hatching  there 
produce  the  grub.    Grease  kills  the  egg  and  prevents  its  hatching. 

Hogs  have  cholera,  or  a  disease  which  we  call  cholera,  that  in  the  last  two  years  has 
cut  our  hogs  down  below  the  demand  for  home  consumption.  The  symptoms  are  loss 
of  appetite,  disinclination  to  move,  vomiting,  diarrhea,  eruption  of  the  skin,  loss  of 
liair,  and,  of  course,  great  loss  of  flesh.  It  is  very  fatal,  killmjB^,  I  think,  over  half  the 
animals  it  attacks.  It  seems  to  be  epidemic.  I  do  not  think  it  is  contagious.  What 
causes  it  f  A  writer  iATHinois— riiie  Country  Gentleman — says  an  exclusive  com  diet ; 
Imt  here  it  attacks  equally  our  hogs  in  the  wild  mountain  range  with  those  raised  on 
the  farm,  those  fed  on  kitchen-swill,  garden-vegetables,  or  by  a  mixture  of  all  these 
things.  It  also  attacks  all  breeds  from  the  Berkshire  down  to  our  native  razor-backs, 
and  all  the  intermediate  grades.  We  have  no  remedy.  A  good  many  things  have  been 
tried,  and  sometimes  the  animal  gets  well,  but  I  believe  as  large  a  proportion  without 
as  with  treatment.  My  own  experience,  corroborated  by  that  of  some  of  my  neigh- 
Ijors,  is  that  a  plentiful  supply  of  fresh  wood-ashes  and  charcoal,  with  a  little  salt, 
kept  where  the  hogs  will  have  continual  access  to  it,  is  a  preventive.  One  would  be 
surprised  at  the  avidity  with  which  they  will  eat  this  mixture.  I  lay  great  stress  on 
thia  preventive,  for  I  do  not  remember  that  I  ever  had  an  animal  attacked  with  the 
disease  when  it  had  been  supplied  with  the  mixture,  and,  as  a  verification  of  the 
adage  that  *'  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure,"  I  have  never  had  a 
hog  to  recover  from  the  disease. 

We  also  have  chicken-cholera,  but  I  know  neither  remedy  nor  preventive.  I  only 
know  the  chickens  refuse  to  eat,  droop  a  few  days,  and  die.  A  neighbor  tells  me :  '*  Feed 
your  chickens  on  dough  made  of  corn-meal  and  soft  (lye)  soap  and  they  will  not  have 
the  cholera.''    It  is  simple  and  worthy  of  trial. 

Mr.  Albert  Babgeb,  Xevada,  Vernon  County,  Missouri,  says : 

Last  year  this  county  lost  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  horses,  cattle,  and  hogs,  and 
this  year  seems  to  be  no  exception,  as  the  same  diseases  have  prevailed  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  every  year  for  thirty  years  past.  I  believe  this  can  be  said  of  every 
connty  in  the  State.  At  least  ^0  head  of  horses  have  died  in  this  county  since  Oc< 
tober,  1877,  from  the  effects  of  eating  worm-eaten  corn,  and  in  all  probability  as 
many  more  will  die  before  grass  comes  in  the  spring.  It  is  true  this  loss  can  be  avoided 
l>y  carefully  removing  all  worm-dust  from  the  corn  before  feeding,  but  many  never 
know  the  danger  until  too  late.  Others,  boys  and  hired  help,  although  often  warned 
to  be  careful,  are  Just  the  opposite.  The  symptoms  of  the  disease  are  various;  some- 
times it  results  in  blind-staggers,  crazy  fits,  stupidity,  and  general  prostration ;  some- 
times they  will  sit  for  a  long  time  like  a  dog.  I  believe,  from  the  start,  they  are  par- 
tially blind  or  entirely  so.  The  disease  has  never  been  cured,  and  we  sorely  need  an 
antidote  for  this  worm-poison. 

We  also  lose  quite  a  large  per  cent,  of  horses  every  year  by  bots.  The  fly  which 
produces  this  grub  is  very  plentiful  in  prairie  countries.  Specifics  are  used  which 
sometimes  succeed  in  causing  the  worms  to  let  go,  otherwise  the  horse  dies.  I  lost  one 
oil  the  finest  animals  in  this  part  of  the  county  during  the  past  summer,  within  fifty 
minutes  after  he  was  attacked.  One  of  my  neighbors  lost  two  last  week,  and  so  they 
go. 

The  most  troublesome  disease  among  cattle,  which  yearly  hangs  to  us,  is  blackleg, 
for  which  we  have  no  preventive  or  cure.  The  disease  is  most  prevalent  and  fatal 
among  calves  and  yonng  stock.  It  invariably  attacks  and  kills  the  fattest  and  most 
promising  calves,  and  leaves  the  poor  and  runty  ones.  Either  a  preventive  or  cure 
would  save  miHions  of  dollars  annually  to  the  people  of  this  State.    I  might  as  well

DISEASE   AMONG   SWINE   AND   OTHER   DOMESTIC   ANIMALS.    141 

Mr.  M.  BLtEYIns,  Maysville,  Benton  County,  Arkansas,  says  : 

In  reply  to  yoar  circular-letter  of  recent  date,  I  woald  saj  that  ont  of  110  head  of 
cattle  I  have  lost  23  with  a  disease  we  call  murrain,  and  ont  of  70  head  of  hogs  I  have 
lofiit  20  with  cholera,  so  called.  I  think  the  average  loss  among  the  farmers  in  this 
coauty  is  about  the  same.    We  have  no  remedy  for  either  disease. 

Mr.  M.  A.  KjfiGHT,  Middleburg,  Clay  County,  Florida,  says : 

For  mmj  years  past  a  disease  called  staggers  has  pievailed  among  horses  in  this  lo- 
•cality.  It  is  a  disease  of  the  brain,  and  in  my  opinion  is  hroaght  on  by  over* work,  or 
io  permitting  the  animal  to  graze  during  the  heat  of  the  day.  The  symptoms  are  an 
entire  loss  of  appetite,  oostivenees,  restlessnesa,  a  disposition  to  walk  and  seemingly 
not  charing  where,  and  oftentimes  describing  a  circle.  As  a  remedy  bleeding  freely  in 
the  hind  parts  is  practiced  with  considerable  socoess.  I  prefer  to  cut  off  the  end  of  the 
tail,  and  if  necessary  cut  off  a  second  time  if  the  first  operation  does  not  give  a  free 
and  continual  flow  of  blood.  Then  bathe  or  rather  pour  oold  water  on  the  liead  until 
the  disease  is  arrested.  This  should  be  followed  by  a  good  done  of  Epsom  salts,  say  oae- 
foarth  of  a  pound  dissolved  in  water,  and  repeat  if  a  free  movement  of  the  bowels 
doee  not  follow  the  first  dose. 

In  the  early  recollection  of  the  writer,  say  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago,  this  dis- 
ease was  very  fatal  to  horses,  probably  not  more  than  one  in  twenty  being  saved  by 
treatment  then  in  vogoe.  Since  the  foregoing  remedy  has  been  practiced  from  &0  to 
75  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  by  the  disease  recover.  The  disease  is  prevalent  only 
daring  hot  weather,  and  seems  to  principally  afiect  the  brain.  It  is  doubtless  brought 
on  by  exposure  to  the  sun  either  while  working  or  grazing. 

Mr.  Waltee  Basnes,  Larissa,  Cherokee  Couuty,  Texas,  says : 

Among  hogs  the  principal  diseases  are  known  as  cholera,  quinsy,  and  kidney- worms. 
With  cholera  the  symptoms  are  a  constant  retching,  with  slight  mucous  discharge,  and 
staggeriug  and  apparent  blindness.  Death  generally  ensues  within  from  three  to 
twelve  hours.  The  disease  is  very  fatal,  and  but  few  of  those  attacked  recover.  I 
assisted  a  short  time  ago  in  opening  a  hog  that  had  cholera  last  fall  (1876),  and  during 
thia  year  (1S77)  which  had  occasional  spells  of  loss  of  appetite,  without  any  other  appar- 
ent ailment.  The  body,  entrails,  pleuro,  and  vitals  of  the  animal  were  all  grown  to- 
gether, and  had  to  be  separated  with  the  knife.    The  liver  was  twice  its  natural  size. 

Wit^  the  quinsy  there  is  a  difficulty  in  breathing  and  swallowing,  which  continues 
until  the  animal  dies.    I  know  of  no  remedy  for  either  cholera  or  quinsy. 

With  kidney- worm  the  animal  shows  weakness  in  the  hind  legs,  staggers,  and  unless ' 
relieved  gets  aown  in  the  loins  and  drags  its  hind  legs  on  the  ground  until  it  dies.    As 
a  remedy  ^ve  small  doses  of  strichnine  twice  a  day  ror  three  days,  and  pour  a  teaspoon- 
f  ul  of  spirits  of  turpentine  on  the  loins  twice  a  day. 

Among  fowls  the  cholera  has  been  prevalent  in  many  localities.  Those  dying  of  this 
disease  are  found  to  have  an  enlarged  liver.  Sometimes  this  organ  is  increased  to  two 
or  three  times  its  natural  size.  I  brieve  fowls  need  salt  as  much  as  farm-animals, 
and  mine  get  it.  To  my  knowledge  we  have  never  lost  one  by  disease,  while  all  my 
neighbors  lose  more  or  less. 

Dr.  Andrew  J.  Willis,  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York,  says : 

The  only  disease  that  has  prevailed  here  among  farm-animals  during  the  past  year 
was  intestinal  fever  in  swine  (cholera).  All  cases  proved  fatal.  The  average  dara- 
tion  of  the  disease  was  two  days.  No  treatment  seems  to  have  been  ^iven.  I  saw 
none  of  the  cases,  and  the  only  information  I  have  I  received  from  eye-witnesses.  The 
symptoms  and  lesions  described  were  those  of  hog-cholera.  There  were  seventy  cases 
in  all.  From  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  glean  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
disease  was  not  of  a  contagious  character;  but  I  think  unwholesome  food  contributed 
largely  to  its  difi'nsion,  i£  not  to  its  development.  The  hogs  were  fed  with  food  from 
the  large  hotels  in  this  place,  which  usually  contains  a  large  per  cent,  of  green  vege- 
tables, which,  in  warm  weather,  rapidly  undergoes  decomposition.  I  am  informed 
that  the  feeding- troughs  were  never  cleaned  out,  though  swarming  with  maggots,  and 
that  the  pens  emitted  a  terrible  stench.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  swine  were 
not  kept  in  the  best  of  hygienic  conditions.  The  outbreak  cannot  be  traced  to  con- 
tagious influences,  nor  can  we  say  it  appeared  spontaneously,  although  we  must  con- 
cede that  some  oases  probably  originated  spontaneously.  No  doubt  the  unwholesome 
food  favored  the  development  of  the  disease  by  loading  the  blood  with  deleterious 
organic  matter,  and  so  brought  about  a  susceptible  condition  of  the  system.

Mr.  M.  A.  Knight,  Middieburg,  Clay  County,  Florida,  says : 

For  nMuay  years  past  a  disease  called  staggers  has  prevailed  among  horses  in  this  lo- 
«»Hty.  It  is  a  disease  of  the  brain,  and  in  my  opinion  is  brought  on  by  over-worlE,  or 
io  permitting  the  animal  to  graze  daring  the  heat  of  the  day.  The  symptoms  are  an 
entire  loss  oif  appetite,  oostiveness,  resUessnesa,  a  dispoaitiou  to  walk  and  seemingly 
not  caring  where,  and  oftentimes  deeeribing  a  oirde.  As  a  remedy  bleeding  freely  in 
the  hind  parte  is  practiced  with  considerable  success.  I  prefer  to  cat  off  the  end  ef  the 
tail,  and  if  necessary  cut  off  a  second  time  if  the  first  operation  does  not  give  a  ffee 
and  continual  flow  of  blood.  Then  bathe  or  rather  ponr  oold  water  on  the  iiead  until 
the  disease  is  arrested.  This  should  be  followed  by  a  good  dose  of  Epsom  salts,  say  one- 
fourth  of  a  pound  dissolved  in  water,  and  repeat  if  a  ffee  movement  of  the  bowels 
does  not  follow  the  first  dose. 

la  the  early  recollection  of  the  writer,  say  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago,  this  dis- 
ease was  very  fatal  to  horses,  probably  not  more  than  one  in  twenty  being  saved  by 
treatment  then  in  vogue.  Since  the  foregoing  remedy  has  been  practiced  from  50  to 
75  per  cent,  of  those  attacked  by  the  disease  recover.  The  disease  is  prevalent  only 
during  hot  weather,  and  seems  to  principally  affect  the  brain.  It  is  doubtless  brought 
on  by  exposure  to  the  sun  either  while  working  or  grazing. 

Mr.  Walteb  Babxes,  Laritssa,  Cherokee  Couuty,  Texas,  says : 

Among  hogs  the  principal  diseases  are  known  as  cholera,  quinsy,  and  kidney-worms. 
With  cholera  the  symptoms  are  a  constant  retching,  with  slight  mucous  discharge,  and 
staggering  and  apparent  blindness.  Death  generally  ensues  within  from  t^ee  to 
twelve  hours.  The  disease  is  very  fatal,  and  but  few  of  those  attacked  recover.  I 
assisted  a  short  time  a^o  in  opening  a  hog  that  had  cholera  last  fall  (1676),  and  during 
thia  year  (1^77)  which  had  occasional  spells  of  loss  of  appetite,  without  any  other  appar- 
ent ailment.  The  body,  entrails,  plenro,  and  vitals  of  the  animal  were  all  grown  to- 
gether,  and  had  to  be  separated  with  the  knife.    The  liver  was  twice  its  natural  size. 

With  the  quinsy  there  is  a  difficulty  in  breathing  and  swallowing,  which  continues 
until  the  animal  dies.    I  know  of  no  remedy  for  either  cholera  or  quinsy. 

With  kidney- worm  the  animal  shows  weakness  in  the  hind  legs,  staggers,  and  unless 
relieved  gets  down  in  the  loins  and  drags  ite  hind  legs  on  the  ground  until  it  dies.  As 
a  remedy  give  small  doses  of  strichnine  twice  a  day  &r  three  days,  and  pour  a  teaspoou- 
f ul  of  spints  of  turpentine  on  the  loins  twice  a  day. 

Among  fowls  the  cholera  has  been  prevalent  in  many  localities.  Those  dying  of  this 
disease  are  found  to  have  an  enlarged  liver.  Sometimes  this  organ  is  increased  to  two 
or  three  times  its  natural  size.  I  believe  fowls  need  salt  as  much  as  farm-animals, 
and  mine  get  it.  To  my  knowledge  we  have  never  lost  one  by  disease,  while  all  my 
neighbors  lose  more  or  less. 

Dr.  Ajwrew  J.  Willis,  Saratoga  Springs,  Kew  York,  says : 

The  only  disease  that  has  prevailed  here  among  farm-animals  during  the  past  year 
was  intestinal  fever  in  swine  (cholera).  All  cases  proved  fatal.  The  average  dura- 
tion of  the  disease  was  two  days.  No  treatment  seems  to  have  been  ^iven.  I  saw 
none  of  (he  cases,  and  the  only  information  I  have  I  received  from  eye-witnesses.  The 
symptoms  and  lesions  described  were  those  of  hog-cholera.  There  were  seventy  cases 
in  all.  From  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  ^lean  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
diseaee  was  not  of  a  contagious  character;  but  I  think  unwholesome  food  contributed 
largely  to  its  diffusion,  if  not  to  its  development.  The  hogs  were  fed  with  food  from 
the  large  hotels  in  this  place,  which  usually  contains  a  large  per  cent,  of  green  vege- 
tables, which,  in  warm  weather,  rapidly  undergoes  decomposition.  I  am  informed 
that  the  feeding- troughs  were  never  cleaned  out,  though  swarming  with  maggots,  and 
that  the  pens  emitted  a  terrible  stench.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  swine  were 
not  kept  in  the  best  of  hygienic  conditions.  The  outbreak  cannot  be  traced  to  con- 
tagious influences,  nor  can  we  say  it  appeared  spontaneously,  although  we  must  oon- 
cede  that  some  cases  probably  originated  spontaneously.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  swine  were 
not  kept  in  the  best  of  hygienic  conditions.  The  outbreak  cannot  be  traced  to  con- 
tagious influences,  nor  can  we  say  it  appeared  spontaneously,  although  we  must  con- 
cede that  some  cases  probably  originated  spontaneously.  No  doubt  the  unwholesome 
food  favored  the  development  of  the  disease  by  loading  the  blood  with  deleterious 
organic  matter,  and  so  brought  about  a  susceptible  condition  of  the  system. 
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Htate  here  that  a  drove  of  Texas  cattle  slipped  throngh  this  oonniy  in  Septembec  Ij»v 
and  left  a  disease  \rhich  killed  at  least  t2,0u0  worth  of  Dative  8t4ick.  I  lost  five  heat  : 
cattle  myself  by  it,  and  I  can  say  with  all  troth  that  we  woald  all  feel  math  Biisri 
we  had  a  remedy  for  this  terrible  scourge. 

Your  department  should  nover  rest  until  Congress  famishes  the  means  U>  sift  tb* 
terrible  disease  of  hog-oholera  to  the  bottom,  and  through  science  and  exp«riis^r 
find  either  a  preventive  or  cure.  There  are  more  hogs  that  die  of  this  diseaae  evf-. 
year  than  are  consumed  by  the  people  of  the  Western  States.  Our  famen  tt-^: 
aiford  to  pay  one-fourth  of  the  national  debt  to  be  relieved  of  this  one  dtsesM :  u  • 
if  they  had  certain  cures  for  poison  by  worm-dust,  for  hots  and  blackleg,  the  amou£' 
saved  In  twenty  years  would  pay  another  fourth. 

Cholera  is  very  destructive  to  all  kinds  of  domestic  ibwls.  I  have  rBceatlj  lost  01  ^t 
one  hundred  chickens  by  it,  and  one  of  my  neighbors  as  many  turkeys.  Ths  Um  9»e 
equal  to  96  per  cent,  of  our  flocks.    We  have  no  remedy  for  the 


Mfi  \V.  L.  Bobbins,  MayfleM,  Graves  Connty,  Kentucky,  says: 


For  the  last  twelve  months  we  have  been  suffering  from  a  disease  called  hog-cbol^n 
Examination  after  death  reveals  an  affection  of  the  lungs  and  iotestineB.  The  k<^;« 
live  but  a  short  time  after  they  are  taken  with  the  disease,  and  generally  die  m  th^  j 
beds  and  apparently  without  much  suffering.

Presuming  that  breeders  of  the  several  classes  of  farm-animala  and  fowls  vil'  ^ 
spend  to  your  circular-letter  with  such  information  as  concerns  mainly  the  cbaa «  * 
which  severally  they  are  most  conversant,  I  shall  confine  myself  to  a  few  perrirr '  '• 
facts  coming  under  my  observation  as  a  breeder  of  swine.

eases  incident  to  swine.    Of  this  loss  about  15  per  cent,  is  probably  due  to  h^-cbi^"- 
and  the  remaining  5  per  cent,  to  other  (practically)  obscure  ailmenta.    In  th'u  wr'  - 
of  Illinois,  which  is  one  of  the  heaviest  corn  luid  pork  producing  regions  of  the  Wr^; 
I  should  estimate  the  loss  annually,  in  dollars,  by  the  diseases  among  8WtBS,s»)«>^^- 
to  about  one-fourth  of  the  entire  hog  product.    From  the  maas  of  genersi  ttsti^ra 
information  to  which  one  pro{>erly  turns  in  this  connection,  it  may  be  infened  w'ts  * 
reasonable  certainty  that  in  this  class  of  animals  sJone  the  country  at  lai^e  sa^tr^* 
an  annual  loss  of  at  least  $15,000,000  by  the  ravages  of  disease,  the  State  of  Ul^i-  '•* 
bearing  perhaps  |2,500,000  of  the  loss  as  her  share. 

As  to  measures  of  prevention  or  treatment  Tinqnired  of),  whatever  msy  bekn^'* 
to  veterinary  science,  or  possibly  professional  skill,  nothing,  by  way  of  genersi  r^^-' 
has  been  accomplished.  No  precautions  of  a  general  character,  to  prevent  thr  »{ir->. 
of  contagion ;  no  concert  of  action  for  the  purpose  of  disinfection,  has  ever,  90  far  »« ^ 
know,  been  attempted.  And  basing  my  observation  upon  the  magnitade  oi  the  icitr 
est  involved,  the  wide-spread  character  of  the  evil,  and  the  highly  contagions  and  U*- 
character  of  the  disease  prevailing,  I  respectfully  submit  that  no  amount  of  pii^i:^ 
enterprise  or  personal  effort  can  avail  for  the  protection  of  the  public  good,  snd  th»: 
no  system  of  prevention  or  disinfection  can  ever  be  adopted,  of  a  sufficiently  foxri 
or  uniform  character,  to  be  effective  iu  protecting  the  public  interests  in  thxsvui:  r 
unless  that  system  rests  upon  the  authority  of  government,  and  an  adeqoftScfa^>i 
such  as  Congress  alone  can  provide. 

It  can  scarcely  be  of  service  to  increase  the  enormous  mans  of  confused,  i}V*^> *• 
and  contradictory  reports  of  diseases  and  treatment  which  are  found  at  evesy  bscf^-  -• 
enough  already  appears  in  these  accounts  to  show  that  nothing  more  is  to  l^  b^f  * 
for  in  that  direction.    Facts  enough  have  been  laid  before  the  public,  obioiTstioiis  &'  > 
conclusions  enough,  bearing  the  test  of  scientific  experiment,  have  been  made,  dt^  : 
which  to  predicate  the  belief  that  a  competent  commission,  having  the  reqaisiteaa^*'  ' 
ity  and  fnnds,  could  easily  frame  and  establish  a  system  of  simple  sanitaiy  nieaffi^- 
which,  being  generally  applied  to  this  class  of  farm-animals  alone,  would  result  ia^^**' 
saving  to  the  country,  even  though  no  specific  cure  for  that  dreadful  aoo/oTfct.  '^  ^'^ 
cholera/^  should  be  discovered.    Let  the  appropriation  be  made,  let  the  commisttos  |' 
authorized,  and  let  its  investigations  be  thorough  and  searching.    This  Itakv^ii* 
the  general  view  of  the  subject  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  given  the  matter  »w^ 
tion. 
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Mr.  M.  BirETiXS,  MaysviUe,  Benton  County,  Arkansas,  says  : 

In  reply  to  your  circular-letter  of  recent  date,  I  irould  Bay  that  out  of  110  bead  of 
oattle  I  have  lost  23  with  a  disease  we  call  murrain,  and  out  of  70  head  of  hogs  I  have 
lottt  20  with  cholera,  so  called.  I  think  the  average  loss  among  the  farmers  in  this 
couaty  ifi  about  the  same.    We  have  no  remedy  for  either  disease. 

Mr.  M.  A.  E^iGHT,  Middlebiu'g,  Clay  County,  Florida,  says : 


For  many  years  past  a  diaeMe  called  staggers  has  pfevailed  among  hones  in  this  lo- 
cality. It  ia  a  dJMMiac  of  the  Imtin,  and  in  my  opinioa  is  brought  on  by  over- work,  or 
io  permitting  the  animal  to  graze  during  the  heat  of  the  day.  The  symptoms  are  an 
entire  loss  oif  appetite,  oostivenees,  reHtSassoesa,  a  dispoaitiou  to  walk  and  seemingly 
not  caring  when,  and  oftentimes  describing  a  eirole.  As  a  romedy  bleeding  freely  in 
the  hind  parts  is  practiced  with  considerable  success.  I  prefer  to  cut  off  the  end  af  the 
tail,  and  if  necessary  cut  off  a  second  time  if  the  ffnt  operation  does  not  give  a  fne 
and  continual  flow  of  blood.  Then  bathe  or  rather  pour  cold  water  on  the  iiead  until 
the  diaease  is  arrested.  This  should  be  followed  by  a  good  dose  of  Epsom  salts,  say  one- 
fourth  of  a  pound  dissolved  in  water,  and  npeat  if  a  iroe  movement  of  the  bowels 
doea  not  foUow  the  fint  dose. 

In  the  early  recoUection  of  the  writer,  say  twenty-five  or  thirty  yean  ago,  this  dis- 
ease was  very  fatal  to  horses,  probably  not  mon  than  one  in  twenty  being  saved  by 
treatment  then  in  vogue.  Since  the  foregoing  nmedy  has  been  practiced  from  50  to 
75  per  oent.  of  those  attacked  by  the  disease  recover.  The  disease  is  prevalent  only 
daring  hot  weather,  and  seems  to  principally  affect  the  brain.  It  is  doubtless  brought 
on  by  exposure  to  the  sun  either  while  working  or  grazing. 

Mr.  Walter  BA£^'ES,  Lari^^sa,  Cherokee  County,  Texas,  says  : 

Among  hogs  the  principal  diseases  are  known  as  cholera,  quinsy,  and  kidney- worms. 
With  cholera  the  symptoms  are  a  constant  retching,  with  slight  mucous  discharge,  and 
staggering  and  apparent  blindness.  Death  generally  ensues  within  from  three  to 
twelve  hours.  The  disease  is  very  fatal,  and  but  few  of  those  attacked  recover.  I 
aaeieted  a  short  time  s^o  in  opening  a  hog  that  had  cholera  last  fall  (ld76),  and  during 
tbia  year  (1877)  which  had  occasional  spells  of  loss  of  appetite,  without  any  other  appar- 
ent ailment.  The  body,  entrails,  plenro,  and  vitals  of  the  animal  were  all  grown  to- 
gether, and  had  to  be  separated  with  the  knife.    The  liver  was  twice  its  natural  size. 

With  the  quinsy  there  is  a  difficulty  in  breathing  and  swallowing,  which  continues 
until  the  animal  dies.    I  know  of  no  remedy  for  either  cholera  or  quinsy. 

With  kidney- worm  the  animal  shows  weakness  in  the  hind  legs,  staggers,  and  unless ' 
relieved  gets  down  in  the  loins  and  drags  its  hind  legs  on  the  ground  until  it  dies.    As 
a  remedy  give  small  doses  of  strichuine  twice  a  day  mr  three  days,  and  pour  a  teaspoon- 
f  ul  of  spints  of  turpentine  on  the  loins  twice  a  day. 

Among  fowls  the  cholera  has  been  prevalent  in  many  localities.  Those  dying  of  thia 
dlaeaae  are  found  to  have  an  enlarged  liver.  Sometimes  this  organ  is  increased  to  two 
or  three  times  its  natural  size.  I  believe  fowls  need  salt  as  mu<^  as  farm-animals, 
and  mine  get  it.  To  my  knowledge  we  have  never  lost  one  by  disease,  while  all  my 
neighbors  lose  more  or  less. 

Dr.  ANDREW  J.  Willis,  Saratoga  Sphiigs,  Xew  York,  says : 

The  only  disease  that  has  prevailed  here  among  farm-animals  during  the  past  year 
^vras  intestinal  fever  in  swine  (cholera).  All  cases  proved  fatal.  The  average  dura- 
tion of  the  disease  was  two  days.  No  treatment  seems  to  have  been  given.  I  saw 
none  of  (he  cases,  and  the  only  information  I  have  I  received  from  eye-witnesses.  The 
Hymptoms  and  lesions  described  were  those  of  hog-cholera.  There  were  seventy  cases 
in  all.  From  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  i^lean  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
disease  was  not  of  a  contagious  character;  but  I  think  unwholesome  food  contributed 
lari^ly  to  its  diffusion,  if  not  to  its  development.

\vliil«  still  others  would  be  purged,  &c.  My  neighbors  generally  suffered  as  badly  or 
even  worse  than  I  did.  Those  that  escaped  in  the  fall  are  losing  their  hogs  now  (Feb- 
ruary 2).    A  great  many  remedies  have  been  tried,  but  with  little  success. 

3rr.  Cyrus  Eice,  Sardinia,  Erie  County,  Xew  York,  says : 

Occasionally  during  the  past  twenty  years  we  have  lost  a  few  cattle  by  a  disease 
wlilch  I  think  is  diphtheria.  Many  have,  no  doubt,  died  for  a  lack  of  a  knowledge  of 
tbe  disease,  and  others  because  remedies  were  not  applied  soon  enough.  The  first 
Bvuiptoms  are  profuse  weeping,  quick  and  labored  breathing,  driveling,  and,  as  the 
disease  advances,  the  pulse  quickens.  In  the  last  stages  of  the  disease  the  blood 
courses  through  thd  veins  like  a  running  stream.  The  animal  refuses  to  either  eat  or 
drink,  its  flanks  settle  in,  and  it  wanders  around  until  it  finally  falls  down  and  dies. 
After  losing  six  head  by  the  disease,  the  writer  saved  several  others  by  a  free  use  of 
vrhisky,  giving  saltpeter  and  borax  in  the  first  stages.  The  last-named  articles  (a 
tablespoonful  of  each)  can  be  given  in  a  bran  mash  once  in  every  two  or  three  hours, 
it  the  animal  does  not  refuse  to  eat.  If  it  refuses  to  take  food,  the  throat  should  be 
'vrell  swabbed.  When  the  disease  extends  up  the  pharynx  and  into  the  cavities  of  the 
liead,  and  a  thick,  yellow  matter  runs  from  the  uostrils^  it  is  questionable  if  the  dis- 
ease can  be  reached  so  as  to  efiect  a  cure.  A  few  years  since  a  neighbor  of  mine  cured 
a  cow  of  the  disease  by  feeding  saltpeter  and  borax  in  the  inside  of  potatoes,  which 
she  would  eat.  A  year  thereafter  the  cow  had  a  second  attack,  which  failed  to  yield 
to  treatment,  and  she  died.  I  do  not  doubt  that  any  medicine  that  is  eflicacions  in 
<liphtheria  in  a  person  would  be  good  in  this  disease  in  stock,  providing  it  was  used  in 
tiiue.     Perhaps  a  free  use  of  sulphur  might  prove  beneficial. 

There  is  another  disease  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  haa  always  proved  fatal,  although 
of  not  very  frequent  occurrence.  It  usually  attacks  calves,  yearlings,  or  two-year- 
olds.  ^  The  first  symptom  noticed  is  seen  in  the  animal  lying  down,  a  refusal  to  eat, 
a  Eld,  in  a  short  time,  inability  to  get  upon  its  feet.  It  generaUy  dies  within  from 
twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours.  On  taking  off  the  hide,  the  legs  and  body,  on  one 
side,  appear  as  if  bruised  to  a  jelly.  I  think  the  jelly  appearance  is  the  result  of 
inflammation,  but  the  cause  is  unknown  here.  It  is  sometimes  called  murrain,  but  I 
doubt  if  that  is  the  correct  .name  of  the  disease.    We  have  no  remedy. 
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
